PREFACE 

H E Author Dr. John Francis Gemelli Careri, has here oblig'd the 

JL World with fo excellent an Account of his Travels , that fcarce any can 
~ be thought to exceed, and very few to be equal to it. He undertook this laborious 
and dangerous Task only to Jatisfe his own Curiofity , and gives the Publick a 
*rue Relation of what he fawinmany Parts , where other Travellers had made 
it their Bufinefs to bring little b ut Tables and Romances. He omitted no- 
thing in his Round worth obferving, becaufe his only Bufnefs was to fee and be 
/v form'd ; and being a Man of Learning at excellent natural Parts , he had 
’all the adva/nige ; of taking good Obfervations, and delivering 'em polttely , which 
common Traveller sgener ally want. He was a Dotfor of the Civ tl Law , which 
J\ (efficiently evinces his Ltarning ; and as he. tells us , befdes his natural Curio- 
fity, was further mov'd to Travel by Crojfes and Misfortunes he met at home. 
Neither did he go as a Vagabond trujling to Tor tune, but well provided with 
Mony to make him acceptable in all Parts , and gain Admittance where others un- 
der worfe Circumflanccs could not. A or dors he <nly gin a judicious Account 
of what he Jaw , which is perform'd by way of Journal, but touches upon all 
Antiquities deliver'd by the befi Authors , of Countries , Cities, and other 
Places and Things of Note. This of him in genera!, but to fay J'omething in 
particular of each Part or Volum.e 

In the fir (l he affigns the Motives he had to Travel, and then beginning 
at Naples runs along the Goaf of Calabria, crojfes to Sicrfy* then fails along 
that lfland till he comes to Malta, of which he gives a very exalt Defcripti - 
on ; the fdhte he doth of Egypt whither he Jail'd next , and time of the Pyra- 
mids, Mummies,**'^, whence he proceeds to the Holy-Land, the lfland of 
Rlfpcfcs, the City of Smyrna, fever a l [mail IJlands, the Impirial Cities of 
Conftartinople, Adrianople, Burfa, Trebizond, and many other P laces in 
his way to Perfia ; with a fucctnfl Account of the Religion, Man nets, Antiqui- 
ties, &c. of the Turks, and the Succeffion of their Monarchs. 

The fecond Volume contains a curious Defcription of the Perfian Empire , 
the dt fiances from place to place, beginning at the Frontiers to Ifpahan, the 
Court of that Nation ; and thence down to Bander- Congo, a Sea Port on the 
Gulph of perfia. He treats of their Religion , Antiquities, &c. as in the 
other Books , and particularly fets down all the remains of Darius’ j Palace, with 
fomething oj the Banians or Idolaters. &ives feveral Cutts of fingular Cu - 
riofities; difeovers fome Mifiakes made by Tavernier in his Travels, which 
he alfo does in his firft and third Parts of Turky and India. And having 
tUfver'd till that may fat is fie the niceft Reader , proceeds on his Voyage to Da- 
qfcjan, the firft City he came to in India. 

Volume ^ginning at Damian, belonging to the Portugucfes, runs 
am 3^ Ml that Coaft, particularizing all that that Nation is Poffejt of in thofe 
Pafts,akSt oa, Bazaim, Diu, and other Places; as alfpwbat is fubjeft to Idolater sf 
and yimxho Mahometan Princes ; mo ft lively reprefents to the imagination 
tht wonderful Pagod of the lfland Salzetc ; not only deftribes. but rives all

\be£uts of the choice Fruits , and Trees thaq bear them ; and excellently informs 
us of the Superftttions and Cuftoms of thojfe Gentiles. Whence the Author 
ventures % land to the Great Mogul’* Camp , to acquaint us thoroughly with 
that Princes Perfon , Progenitors , Practices, Wealthy Strength , and all other 
Particulars. This done he proceeds on his Toy age by Sea towards China ; in 
his way delivers the heft Accounts of thofe Countries he paft by in a Vi eyagtvf' 
a thoufand Leagues, which are no lefs than the rich [flandmf m C& ylon, the 
golden Cherfonefus, or Peninfula of Malaca, the vift ffiands of Sumatra 
and Borneo, with many fmall ones , ynd the powerful K/hgdafUs of Bengala, 
Siam, Pegu, Conchinchina, Tunqum; &c. till he com/s to Macao, the' 
frft Lana of China, where begins 

The fourth Volume which mentions every place great or fmall he pafs’d" 
through in that vaft Empire , curioujly fets down the diftances , defer ibes all 
he few on the Roads , and all Cities as they defer ve , as alfo the Rivers , Lakes, 
and Mountains , and particularly the great Tartar Wall, the PortuguefeV 
City of Macao, and all that relates to it ; and the manner of Travelling to the 
Court of Peking. He diftinguifbes ingenuoufy between what he faw and con- 
fequently writes of his own knowledge , and what he had from others, which 
fill he took upon good Authority and mentions it for the Jkthf-uliibn of the- 
Reader. Having had the honour to fee the Emperor he fekttes all that Ce- 
remony, and what he knew of the Palace as an Eye-witneJ's, m the ref as he 
receiv’d it. The manner of the Emperor’s going abroad he had from others, 
but fo curious as the Reader cannot but like it. Other things as the Religion 
of China, the la[l perfection of Chriftianity, the Antiquities of the Em- 
pire, Government, Courts, & c. are collected, but curioujly and well grounded. 

The fifth Volume treats very particularly of all that is to be known concern- 
ing ffo? Philippine-///**^, and then follows an exatl \ Journal of his long and 
dreadful Voyage thence to Acapulco in New Spain, which is altogether new, 
and by the way defer ibes California ; laying down the Reafons there are to believe 
that the North Continent of America joins with that of Afia, or the great 

Tartary. ‘ 0 \ . 

The fixth Volume being the account of what he Jaw m New Spain, mentt- 

ons all that part he traveled through, which is the Port of Acapulco, the 
Road thence to Mexico, which is not common, and thence^gain to Vera-cruz. 
But the Particulars he gives us of the Mines , of reducing the Ore and rtfinfiigytke 
Silver, of fepar at ing the Gold from the Silver , of the conditions upon which all 
Perfons hold their Mines, and of the royal Mines, are most fwgular and curious. 

In jbort , It is one of the moft complete Works of this nature , and there- 
fore ljbali not need add any more in commendation of it, for it will fuffei • 
ently commend it felf to the Reader •

The Reafons that induced the Author to Travel, and an Account of what bap* 
ned to him in his lVaj from Naples to Medina. 


W E R E it always in the 
power of cruel and un- 
ftcady Fortune, with 
whom wd are daily to ftruggle, to re- 
duce us to a niifcrable and wretched 
Condition ; and could not a wife Man, 
bjr bearing upagainfl its Injuries and Af- 
faults, open himfelf a way to a more 
peaceable State of Life ; our condition 
would certainly be too rigid and un- 
happy; and the great Work of that 
all-wife Artificer, who drew ns out of 
nothing, appear the lefs perfect and va- 
luable. Yet it often happens, that 
we arc much in the wrong when we 
complain of Fortune ; bccaufe when fhe 
icems molt averfe to us, Ihe then of- 
ten forwards us, to undertake Ibme wor- 
thy Enterprise, and helps to raife us to 

« icgrec, obliging us, through 
to perform good aftd noble 
This may be plainly evinc’d 
ole courfc of my Life, which 
interwoven with fuch ftrange 
, that the very remembrance 
errifies me; and yet to them 
the feeing of fo many Coun-

tries , the failing §1$ vaft Seas, and if 
it may be allow’d me to hope for any, 
the Glory of thefe unpolifh’d Lines. I 
cannot deny, but that it was my natural 
Curioiity and Deiire of Travelling about 
the World , (tbo* often difappointed) 
that made me undertake the Voyage of 
Faropc , in the year 1683. whereof I af- 
terwards printed only the firit Volume; 
but it is as certain, that 1 had no other 
rcafon to undertake this other dange- 
rous and painful Voyage, but the un- 
juft Perfections, and undeferved Out- 
rages I was forc’d to endure. 

Being therefore refolv’d to fet for- 
ward, not regarding the loving Perfua- 
ifons of Friends, who made an Argu- 
ment of the Diftemper I labour’d un- 
der, to divert me from my purpofc; 
and-having provided all Neceflaries, 1 
took my leave of them, and particular- 
ly of the Counfellor Amato Dmio , of 
the judge of the Vicaria D. Jofeph Cha- 
ves, now a Counfellor, of F. Alonfo Fiji. 
Knight of»Malta, and of Dr. Lauren^ 
Sandalari. This done, without farther 
delay, 1 embarktl on Saturday the 13^ 
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of June, 1 693. on a Fcluca of Naples, to 
carry me inco Calabria, in order to go 
over from thence into the Levant. 

Having fail’d 50 Miles, wc landed at 
Night on the Shore of Amalfi, fo call’d 
of a City of that Name, which owes its 
Foundation to certain Families of Remans, 
who failing towards Constantinople , a- 
bont the year of our Lord 829. and find- 
ing in this place a fafe Harbour, after 
a dreadful Storm at Sea, flay'd here to 
build it, and fettled their Abode. Nor 
do I think it at all ff range, as fame do, 
that they Jhould build it in fo craggy 
a place among fuch ftcep Rocks ; when 
1 contider, that in thofe Times, when all 
Italy was infefted by barbarous Nations, 
every one endeavour’d to fix himfclf in 
the ftrongefl place he could. From 
rhat time forward it was govern’d as a 
Commonwealth, till Times changing, 
and the Grecian Emperors. having loll 
that Kingdom, this City became fubjeft 
to Barons. At prefent it is a Demelh 
of the Crown , and beautify ’d with 
many curious Structures , c retted by 
fcveral Families on account of the 
wholfomncfs of the Air. 

, ^The Spanijh Nation owes the Difco- 
very of a New World, and the Fortu- 
ities that of the Eatl-lndies, to Flavio 
Gioja , a Native of the City of Amalfi, 
as being the inventer of the life of the 
Loadltone, without which they could 
never have ventur’d out fo far into the 
vaft Ocean, to difepyer unknown Em- 
pires, nor have found any method to 
ftccr their Ships fo regularly through 
the boundlds Waves of the Sea. A- 
tnalfi is alio famous, becaufc a Citi 7 .cn of 
it was Founder of the Noble Order of 
S. John of Jerufalem , or Malta ; but a- 
bove all, for preferving in its Cathedral, 
which is an Arcbbilhop’s See, the Body 
of the glorious Apoftle S. Andrew , 
brought thither from Confiantinople. 

The Weather proving unfit for Sea 
on Sunday the 14th, we let out on Mon- 
day the 1 5th, and having fail’d about 
46 Miles, near Night-fall, put into the 
Point of Licofa, formerly call’d Levity 
fia, where we found very bad Enter- 
tainment at the Inn. 

Tuefday 1 6. putting to Sea again, we 
fail’d 3 6 Miles to PaUnuro , a place lo 
call’d from Palinurtu, Pilot to Eneas, who 
is faid to have dropp’d into the Sea near 
this Shore, and fwimming to Land, to 
iuve been kill’d by the Inhabitants. Here 
/e^fokod a wretched Inn ; not becaufc 
/there Was any want in the place, but 
Lb^caufe our Hq(t was atompound made 


up oq an excellent Thief, and a bafe 
Cook, ( 

Running 40 Miles farther, on Wed 
nefcUy 17. Wc put into Scalea, a Town 
on a Rock, at the foot of vaft high Towfl 
Mountains , where we were forc’d to 
continue Thurfday i 3 . by reafonof the 
foul weather. Friday 19. we advanc’cT' 
as far as Vaola, where the inn was no- 
thing better thaii mat of Palimro. The Pools' 
chief thing this City can J^aft of, is its Cit *’ 
Being the place of the Bjfth of S. Francis , 
the Founder of the Minims , and where 
he wrought his greateft Wonders. As 
to other particulars, it has good Build- ' 
ings, and a Callleon the Eminence that 
commands it. 

Saturday 20. we fail’d 60 Miles, and p;„ 9 
came betimes to Pizza, a Town fcated Town, 
on a Rock almoft fiat at top; whence 
there is a delightful Proftjett along the 
pleafant Shores of the noble Country of 
Calabria, and upon the open Sea. I 
flay’d there Sunday 21. at the requeft of 
Frieuds, but Monday 22/ taking leave 
of them, went aboard the Veflel, and 
having rnn 30 Miles, arriv’d at thcCi- 7 4 

ty Trope a, feated after the fame manner city, 
as Pizzo. The Nobility there have the 
privilege of acting in a diftintt Body 
from the Commonalty in publick Af- 
fairs. 

Having ftay’d here Tuefday 23. upon 
fomc bulinefs; on Wednefday 24. we cut 
acrofs the Bay, and having fail’d 24 
Miles, ended this fliort Voyage on the 
Shore of Gioja. Having landed my Bag- 
gage, 1 caus’d it to be carry’d pn Horfes 
to the Town, a Mile diftant, where I 
continu’d all Thurfday 25. to reft my 
fclf, being weary of the Sea. 

Friday 2 6. my Brother Dr. John Bap- 
tifi Gemelli , a Man of an exemplary Life, 
and moll innocent Behaviour, came to 
meet me from Redicina, bringing Hories 
with him, and would needs have me 
fpend thofe few days I had, to provide 
Neceflaricsfor my Voyage at his Houfe. 

1 thankfully accepted his kind offer, and 
on Saturday the 27th, wc went together 
to Redidna, which was 10 Miles diftant. 
Several Pcrfbns came on Sunday 28. to 
bid me welcome, and wifh me a good 
Voyage. Monday 2p. I went out a 
lhooting, # the Country being plain and/ 
full of Game ; and would have done tb/ 
fame the two following days, iiad ^ aoc 
been employ’d in providing for ihy Voy- 
age, yet on Thurfday the 2d of JuMl W^it 
out upon the Plains of Gioja,fanfi Md 
the pleafure of killing lbme Pftwfants.

I caus’d my Baggage to be put aboard, 
and in the mean while apply’d my felf 
to dilpatch a bulinels or moment. 1 
concluded what I went about with all 
pofliblc expedition, but yet found the 
Tartan was gone, and, what was worft, 
with all I had and 1 knew neither the 
Mailer’s, nor the Veflel’s Name. This 
did not daunt me, but enquiring at the 
Cullom-Houfc, was inform’d that the 
Tartan was gone to All, to load with 
Wine ; and therefore not thinking fit to 
lofe any time, for as much as the lofsof 
my Equipage would quite break off my 
intended Journey, I went that fame day 
nljoard a Feluca, bound for Agufta, ta- 
king a fliort leave of Lacqitanti and his 
Wife. 

We (ail’d with a fair Wind through 
the famous and dangerous Streights of 
Mcfftna , diverting my Melancholy by 
calling my Eye towards the left, upon 
the delicious Gardens of Cotog a and Reg- 
gio, and towards the right on the beauti- 
ful Drommo , a Suburb of MeJJina , which 
ftretches out for fevcral Miles in jpleafant 
Country-Houfes and Gardens; then up- 
on the Village of S. Stefano , and upon 
S. Placido y a Monaftcry of Benedifiines, 
{bated on an Eminency, which by reafon 
of its advantagious Situation, was the 
canle of many bloody Frays between the 
French and Spaniards, in the lad War 
of Mtflina. Keeping my Eyes ftill 
fix’d upon the Land, in expedition of 
finding the Tartan, I obferv’d Briga, 
Pezzitlo, Giampilcri , la Scalctta, Aitala, 
All, Fiume di Nifi, Savoca , and other 
Villages feated near the Sca-fidc. The 
Tartan was dole up in Alt, but the Ma- 
iler of the Felucca, to lave putting me 
alhore, laid it was another, and there- 
fore continuing our Voyage, not with- 
out anguifh of Heart we pals’d by Tau- 
romina , a Royal City feated on a Moun- 
tain, and 30 Miles diftant from MejfinaS

This City had the lame misfortune as , 

Catania , being overthrown by the lad - 
Earthquake, and therefore the People, 
like the others, liv’d in Cottages. The 
Caftlc, which was one of the bed in 
Sicily, as well for the natural Strength . 
of the Place, as for the great Fortica- 
tions about it (having two Bridges and 
four Gates to the Sea) was much da- 
mag’d , efpccially the Dwellings of the 
Soldiers. The City lay to the Ealt along 
the Hill, and had a good port, defend- 
ed by 4 Forts. 

Going aboard another VefTel, I came sirtcufa 
in the Evening in light of Siracufa , 
or Zaragozas, a City that had fuller’d 
much by the Earthquake. As far as I 
could perceive from the Sea, it is com- 
modioufly feated, with a large Caftlc 
on the South, and a Fort on tne North. 

Here we were feiz’d with much fear, 
feeing the Boat of a Veflel which we 
thought to be a Turk coming aboard us, 
inlomuch that we ran alhore to defend 
our lelves under the (helter of the neigh- 
bouring Rocks; and, in (hort, we obli- 
g’d the Boat to make away ; which it 
feems belong’d not to Pirates, but to 
the Town of Trapano. 

That Night we could not advance 
much, and therefore on Friday the iota AtoCStf? 
lay in light of the City Note, deftroy’d 
as well as the reft by the Earthquake. 

At Night we lay at the FiflieryofCtyt 
Tajfaro, where I had Salt-Fifh prefented 
me for my Voyage. Here the Maltefe 
Galliot and Brigantine, that guard the 
Channel, were at Anchor, but they 
could give me no account of the Veflel 
i went in quell of. 

Going aboard again on Saturday 15 , 
the contrary Wind oblig’d us to Land 
on the Shore of Spaccafurno , $5 Miles 
from Siracufa .

Going up there is 
a fmail Gallery with !Lk Perfons, and 
inch another oppofite to it ; but going 
down, there is another of a vaft length, 
with a great number of Beds on both 
lides, as there are in the other two Arms 
that form a Croft, the Chappel for Di- 
vine Service riling in the middle. This 
Hofpital is lb well ferv’d, that many 
Knights when they are lick go into ic 
to be cur’d. 

Sunday 19th, the great Crolfes were 
at high Mals, in long Garments of black 
courlc Stuff, with wide Sleeves, but 
Ihoic, hanging under the Palfion Em- 
broider’d on a Scarf of black Silk , the 
end whereof is ty’d to the Sword Hilt. 
The Great Mailer wore the feme, ha- 
ving bcfidcs, a Purfe by his fide as Al- 
moner. Behind the great Crolfes, fate 
on twelve Benches, the Elders and Com- 
mcndarics, and below them on the fide* 
the Knights, of whom there was a great 
number. On the left of the Great Ma- 
iler, were the Officers of the Palace ; 
that is, the Receiver, the Mailer of the 
Horfe, the Chamberlain, and others, 
who fate on a plain Wooden Bench, but 
they wore the feme Habit as the Great 
Crolfes. The Maft was fung by the Pri- 
or of the Church. • The chief place next 
to the Great Mailer was taken up by 
his Nephew, who fete on the firtl feat 
of the Great Crolfes ( as he did at ail 
other Ceremonies) clad after the French 
fafliion. He alone, after the Great Ma- 
iler, kils’d the Gofpel , and lb made 
his Offering, having had the Pax given 
him, and been incens’d before the Great 
Crolfes. I was told, that the great 
Crolfes , when they fete in Council , 
wore another Garment with longer 
Sleeves, like that worn by the Senators 
of Venice.

It is fcated on the 
Shore of the Mediterranean , on a Sandy 
Ground, and is longer than it is broad. 
The Old City is much dilinhabited, and 
the antieat Spot ferves to preferve the 
Rain Water for the ufe of the Citizens. 
The new City is but ill peopled, flrctch- 
ing along the Shore two Miles in length, 
and half a Mile in breadth 3 and it would 
have been reduc’d to a worfe conditi- 
on, and perhaps utterly abandon’d , by 
realbn or the unwholfomcnels of the 


confeffiug our I-Ioly Faith. And were 
there nothing elfe, its former Antiqui- 
ty appears by fo many Obelisks, Pillars, 
and other publick StYu&urcs , the re- 
mains whereof are to beleen to this ve- 
ry day. 

That lame day , I went about out of 
curiofity to view the Modern Buildings, 
in which I found nothing great, nor ti-

r | 1 H E French perfwaded me to 
1 cloath iny lelf after the Country 
Falhion, that 1 might appear lefs odious 
in the light of the Arabs, and particu- 
larly the Biduines , who are Herdfmen, 
and live in Tents about the Country, 
carrying their Houles about, like the 
Antient Nomades. 1 took their advice, 
being to meet with feveral Bands of 
thofe barbarous People in the way I de- 
lign’d to take. I order’d all my Affairs 
on Thurfilay the 6th. and on Friday 
the 7th. in the Morning, being plad 
like an Arab, went aboard a fmall Sal-' 
que bound for Bichier , whither I arriv’d 
after three hours Sail. Aboard the 
fame VeHel came a Capigi , Porter to the 
Bajfa of Cairo, who gave me to under- 
ltand by means of a Jew, that he Ihould 
be glad to go with me , and to ihare 
what conveniency he had tor himfelf, 
offering jne Money if 1 Hood in need. 
Tho’ I underftood this to be a Turkijh 
Compliment for his own ends, 1 took 
no notice, but return’d him thanks, be-

The Father Superior of the Houle, 
and another Father his Companion, both 
Spaniards , carry’d me to fee the place, 
where Mofes was found floating on the 
Nile in a Basket, by Pharaoh's Daughters 
the Royal Palace then Handing near cha;. 
place } at prelent there is a Mofcpie , with 
Gardens and Houfcs of Pleafure. Nor 
far from it is the Illand before- menti- 
on’d, where they mealurc the increafe 
of Nile. Along the Banks of Caire , 
there is always a number of Boats loa- 
den with Corn, much better than ours, 
brought from the Kingdom of Seyd, which 
lignifies happy Country, belonging to 
an Arabian Mahometan Prince, tributa- 
ry to the Great Turk. Thele Boats per- 
form their Voyage in 22 days, but with 
Ibme trouble, becaufe of the Crocodils. 
Oppofitc to this Great City, on the left 
fide of the Nile is another call’d Cizjt, 
the Head of a Government, and famous 
for the Houles of Plealiire , built there 
by the Mamalukc Princes. In the Vil- 
lages about Caire, the Arabs ufually 
hatch Eggs in 14 Days, placing them in 
a Room, and making a Fire in the mid- 
dle } during which time, they take care 
to turn them now and then , . that they 
may receive fufficicnt heat. 1 would 
have gone to fee this, but was told they 
did it in Lent. 

Afterwards 1 went with the aforefaid 
Fathers into the Holy Houfc , in which 
the Blefied Virgin dwelt feven Years, 
with the Infant Jefus, and St. Jofeph , 
when they fled the cruelty of Herod. 
This is within the Church of the Coptis } 
going, down nine fteps, near the left fide 
of tne£hoir , fupported by thi*ee Pil- 
lars on the right, and four on the left, 
which (hake three little partitions. In the 


middlemoft, about four Spans from the 
Ground, they Ihow a hollow in the 
Wall, where our Lady lay with her In- 
fant. In the apai tmeut on the right, is 
the place where S. Jojeph lay, and in the 
hollow of the Wall on the left, another 
little place , where at fir ft our Saviotfr 
refted, when he came into the Grot. 
There is alio a ftone, on* which they 
fay, the Blefled Vireu^walh’d, and a

aifo Ihow’d me a great piece of Timber 
and a Nail, which they laid was of No- 
ah sAvk.

their Church. 

The fecond City was call’d Aamis, 
which was the fame that Pharaoh gave 
to Jofefh and his Family. The third 
was Mifrm, built by Adcfrin Son to Ham, 
and Grandfon to Noah. The fourth was 
call’d Bubrillon , built in Honour of and 
nam’d by an Idol call’d Akrillor: , whofe 
Temple was near Old Cairo , and at pre- 
fent there is a Chriftian Church in the 
lace. The fifth was Memphis , deftroy’d 
y the Mahometans , under the Emperor 
Heraclius , and afterwards rebuilt by t^e 
name of TeJUar, that is Vi&orv, no/v 
Old Caire. 

The New One, as we were fay ing h:.s 
nothing of the Grcatnefs or Magniri- 
cence of the Old (which according to 
the Traditions we have, conlifted of the 
aforelaid Cities ) being built, as is re- 
ported by Kahara , the Wile of a Sara- 
cen King, from whofe Name it was af- 
terwards corruptly call’d Caire, through 
the Ignorance of the ‘People. 

Maillet the French Conful, a Pcrfon of 
known Virtue, and Born in Champagne, 
feveral times offer’d me Lodging and 
Diet in his Houfe, which at firlt I civilly 
refus’d; but he repeating it two or 
three times with Tokens of Affc&ion : 

I accepted of it, and began that fame 
Saturday to partake of his Kindncfs at 
a plentiful Table. In the Afternoon I law 
a Dead Body carry’d by, on a high Beer, 
and feveral Priefts went by Singing, and 
Women Howling. They fay, That up- 
on the like Occafions, thofe that arc well 
to Pafs kill Cows, Sheep and Lambs, 
and give the Flefh to the Poor. Nor 
Ihould this leem ftrange, Jince fo much 
Charity is practis’d there towards Birds, 
to whom at Caire a certain quantity of 
Corn is given daily upon a Tower, 
being a Legacy left then by a Maho- 
metan. 

Sunday 1 6. in the Morning, I went 
* tofee the Caftle, which is in ttye higheft 
part of the City, taking along with me 
•the two French Fathers; • the Jervijh In- 
terpreter, and the fame Janizary. Being 


all mounted on lufty A Acs, wc began 
to ride through the Cir.y., follow’d by 
the Infolent Scoffs of the Arabs , who 
now and then pull’d the Fathers by their 
Cloaks. After palling by feveral Bazars 
or Markets, we came into a wide Street, 
which is rare in Ca,n ; and in which 
there were good Houiesand MofLhs. 

Then into a huge Plac^twice as big as 
^the breadth of the Giwlcof Naples , in 
which there wcrckjwo great Mojihs , 
about it good Shops, and Mountebanks 
in the middle. Two Gates at the end 
of this Place led into the Caftle. We Ca . 
entred at that on the Right Hajid, and ftie. 
palling through three others, law a round 
high Wall, like the Cupula of a Church, , 
but open at the top, where they told 
me was the Divan , or Tribunal where 
Jofeph gave Audience ; there is nothing 
clfc valuable but only 38 large and high 
Pillars of Marble. Going further up 
from this Court, through two other 
Porticos, 1 went into a plain Square, 
oppofitc to which there are two Gates, 
that lead into another Court, through 
which they go to the l ower, where the 
publick Trealiire is kept for the Pay of 
40000 Janizaries , that are ever to be in 
the Kingdom. They fuller no Man to 
go into it, nor into the Apartments of 
the Aga of the Janizaries and the Bajfa, 
which are adjoining to the fame Place. 

Having obtain’d leave, at the Price of 
a jSecchine , of the Bajjd , to fee Jofeph 7 s 
Well ; we went out again at the two 
Gates, and going up a Way on. the Lcfr WcU * 
hand, in the higheft Ground of the Ca- 
ftle Eaftward, found four Oxen near the 
Well, which turning a Wheel, drew up 
the Water with Ropes of a vaft length 
in Earthen Vcflels. I went down with a 
Light, to the firlt Landing place on lteps 
all cut out of the Rock ; there I found 
four other Oxen, two whereof by turns 
work’d about the Engine to draw up the 
Water from the bottom of the Well in- 
to a Ciftcrn , made for that purpofc in 
that place, whence the Oxen above af- 
terwards drew it up. I caus’d a lighted 
Torch to be thrown in, to obferve the 
depth, and after it Cords to meafure 
ic. By what 1 could perceive, it has 
two even lides, but it is not quite fquare, 
two lides being 22 Foot each, and ' 
the other two of 1 5. As for the depth, 
it is 141 Foot from the Mouth to that 
refting place , where the lecond Oxen 
were, and as many more to the Spring, 
being in all 282 Foot. The fteps in 
many places are worn out, and in others 
clogg’d with Dirt, by the continual gay 
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VnIa^i ing up and down of Oxen 3 and for the 
r XFtmtllt. moft part they are uneven and broken, 
i tf 93 * and therefore having begun to count 
them, I forbore continuing that trou- 
ble 3 however there may be about 1 54 
^fteps down to the fnft refling place. 
From the fecond Oxen to the Spring, it 
is no wider than for the Wheel of the 
Engine, anlh^jcafuring it , I found two 
fidcs of 1 2 Foolb; Tmd the other two <if 
four. The moqj/onderfHl thing in this 
work, is its being cut out of a hard Rock, 
not only the Well , but the Reps to go 
down to it, which in fome places are 7 
Foot jn length, in others five. The 
Wall between the Stairs and the Well 
is Jix inches over, or little more. Some 
lay, this Well was made by Jtfeph the 
initial 3 and their rcafon is, bccatifc there 
v/as no fiicli City in the time of the 0- 
tiicr jofrph , whole it is generally bclivc- 
cd. However it is, if the molt recei- 
ved Opinion be true , it was dog about 
the year of the World 2298, after the 
Flood 642, and before the coining of 
Cl 1 rifl: 1 6c6 , from which time to this 
year is 3390 years. Corning out of 
the Well, 1 went to divert my dimm’d 
fight by the River of the City, which 
is all difeover’d from the Caltle 3 and 
to enjoy the Noble Profpcct of an infi- 
nite number of ftately Mofchs , and fome 
Squares , and particularly a large Plain 
in the niidft of the City , cover’d with 
the Waters of the Xalic. 

The Caftle wc fpeak of, is a little 
City, a^out three or four Miles incom- 
fvjf; 3 but as to the Fortification, there 
is none Modern , that can make any 
long Defence. The Towers arc old , 
and the Walls ruin’d in many places , 
and without the neceflary Cannon 3 fo 
that a few Shot would lay it level. I 
fhould rather call it a heap of diforder- 
ly Houles, than a regular Fort. 

At my return 1 met a Beer, on which 
was a green Covering , or Pall held up 
at the four corners by four Mahometan 
Fricfts, carrying as many Banners of the 
fame colour in their hands. 1 asking 
the quell ion, they told me that was the 
covering or Pall of a Tomb of one of 
their Santones, or .religious Men, which 
they carry’d about to beg Alms. 

Being dclirous to fee Ionite Palace of 
any one of the great Men of the City, 
the Interpreter conduced me to that 
of Ibrahim Beg 3 but the Owner of it, 
who then commanded in the Ifland of 
Candia, being abfcntwc law only a part 
of it. His Steward receiv’d us courte- 
dufly in the Gallery , giving ns Coffee, 
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Sherbet, arid Tobacco to Smoak. A 
Stair-cafe on the left hand of the En- 
trance, all cover’d with Vines, form’d 
in the Nature of Pyramids 3 led to this 
Gallery 3 where was the Sofa , cover’d 
with Mats and fine Carpets, as was that 
in a Room adjoyning, and in both of 
them abundance of Cufhions to fit down 
after the Ealtern manner. 1 was will- 
ing to fpend fome time in the fi*ft Gal- 
lery, to enjoy the cool Air,’ f and the 
Profpeft of the Court and Garden, wh ; ch 
was let out with Vines, Ciprefs, Palm, 
Orange, and other forts of T rces. Next 
I faw feme very good Rooms, curioufly 
Painted and Gilt after the Fafhion of the 
Country, with very fine Per fan Carpets 
on the Ground. In the Court which 
was very large, there were beautiful 
Deer and wild Goats grazing. 

Thence wc went to fee the Admirals 
Palace, who is Superintendent of the 
Caravan of Mecca , aud was at that time 
^broad with it, which conlifted of above 

. . 0 Pilgrims an Employment 3 that 
ycilds about 100000 Crowns 3 for the 
Grand Seignior allows 1 000 Zecchines, a 
fay wliilft the Journey lafts. The Court 
icforc this Palace was larger than the 
other 3 in the midft of it, under a large 
white Mulberry Tree, was a Sofa to take 
. the Air 3 there was alfo a white Goat 
of Mecca, beautiful enough to behold , 
with Hair as foft as Silk. The Goats 
of Grand Cain differ very much from 
them, for they have Ears like a Hound, 
and Hair like a Grey-hound 3 the French 
for their beauty carry them into France. 
Here I know not for what reafbn they 
would notallow us to fee the Lodgings*, 
and therefore not to keep the Conful in 
fufpcnce, who expedted me to Dinner, 
with all the Religious of the French 
Houfc, I return’d home. 

Monday 17th. I went betimes four 
Leagues from Cain Eaftward, to fee an 
Obelisk Handing in the place call’d la 
Materia , in a Garden call’d the Garden 
of Half am : Within it is a Fountain, at 
which there is a Tradition that the 
Bleffcd Virgin refted , when fhe came 
into Egypt with the Infant Jefus and S. 
JoJeph , in the fhadc of a great Tree 
that was hard by, which was long 
preferv’d through Devotion, as was laid 
above. 

Not far from this Garden, Hood for- 
merly the Antient Hierapolis , or City 
of the Sun 3 the firft: the Divine Surf of 
Jufticc enlightncd by his prefence, whep 
he entred Fgypt. I faw fome remains 
of its Antiquity, particularly the above- 
C men* 
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mention’d Obelisk , which is three Foot 
Gemelli. a nd a half in breadth, and 58 in height, 
1693. with Hieroglyhicks ( cut on dl the tour 
tides, as may appear by the following 
Cut. 

See Cut number 2. 

Returning a good pace on our Afles 
toward*, the City, I came in time to fee 
the Entry of the Ago Hornet , who 
brought the Bajfa a prei'ent of Boots , 
Saddle, and Breeches from the Grand 
Seignior, which denotes, that he is loon 
to depart, and another fucceed him in 
the Government. The Ceremony was 
after this manner. The Ago was iirfl 
receiv'd in a Garden without the City 
by the Chiaga , Lieutenant, or Deputy 
of the Bajfa, who they faid, was a craf- 
ty Knave-, and having Ray’d there a few 
days to furnilh himfelf with Nccelfa- 
rics, he afterwards made his folcmn En- 
try. Before him went little Drums 
and Trumpets, after the Country Faflii-j 
on , beaten 3 ‘nd founded by Men oif 
Horfe-back, and 200 Soldiers well clad 
and mounted. Then follow’d two Per 4 
tbns, one of whom carry’d the Scimitar, 8 


the other on the lefc, in a Baton cover’d 
with Silk, the Breeches of red Cloth, 
call’d Stuff, and the Boots 5 after them 
follow’d 100 Janizaries on foot, weU 
clad in green and red Cloth, with their 
great wide Caps hanging down on their 
Backs, held up on the Fore-head by a Sil- 
ver Plate a fpan long, curioufly wrought. 
LaRly came the Ago , prying the Ot- 
toman Emperors LflP-</on his BreaR, 
and the chiaga , and\jpcr them two 0- 
thcr Troops of Horte, like the firll, dad 
in lied, and marching two and two, 
fome of them having Clubs hanging on 
their Backs, cas’d at the end with Silver, 
to denote they were Officers. All this 
Company went to the Caftlc, where the 
Bajfa cxpe&cd them , and thus the So- 
lemnity ended. 

We return’d home through the Mar- 
ket-place of Enaxin , or of Brafs , and 
other Bazars, where we law rich Shops 
of feveral forts of Rarities, brought 
thither to fell from feveral- Parts of the 
World ; and bolides in the City, there 
are excellent Silk Weavers, who weave 
curious chin Silks for the ufe of the 
Country. 


CHAP. V. 


An Account of what ’'the Fathers , James Albani, and Jofeph , Mary of Jeru- 
falem , Francifcans , and Miffioncrs Jaw in their Travels in the upper 
Egypt, or Thcbaida.

I T being rare in Europe to meet with 
any good accounts of the Kingdoms 
and Countries of Africk , I thought it 
would be acceptable to the Reader , to 
give him a relation , which is not my 
own, but deliver’d by F. James Albani , 
and F. Jofeph Mary of Jcrufalem , bom 
in Paleftinc , and bred up at Rome, both 
Miffioners to Grand Cairo in the upper 
Egypt, to whom full credit may be gi- 
ven, becaufe they either few what they 
write with their own Eyes,, or elfe they 
learn’d it of the Arabs, of whole Lan- 
guage they are abfolute Mafters. 

Thefe Religious Men fet out from 
Grand Cairo, with the Prcfident of the 
Hofpitium, or Houle of the Francifcans , 
on, the 4th. of May 1591 towards Bulat, 
a Cfty but two Miles from Cairo WeR- 
wajd, which they fay, was built by ooc 
fylo , there look’d upon- «.s a God. It 
is about two Miles in length, one in 


breadth, and contains above 50000 
Souls ■, is feated on the River Nile , and 
there being nothing remarkable in it. 
the Fathers after a Ihort ftay , took 
Boat to profecutc their Voyage. About 
Nightfall, they came to a place call’d 
Cbcrcalfih , or Crtfopolu j but the Wind 
being fair they would not ftop there, 
lb that about break of day the 5th. they 
were near Bujfic, a very antient City, 
formerly call’d Olfos in the Cotton Lan- 
guage , iignifying a high place. At 
night they came to HermopoUs , which 
in the Greek imports the City of Mercu- 
ry , anticnily the greateft on the Bor- 
ders of the lower Theboida , where there 
are Rill many Ruins of former Build- 
ings ; at preicut the Arabs call it Btnif- 
cuf: Abulfede believes here Rood a fa£ 
mous Temple of Mercury , embracing a 
Statue of Venm , and that it Rood un- 
der the Government of the Greeks, but 
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'oJv/l waff afterwards deltroy’d by the Maho- 
> CtmcUi. met ms, when they came into Egypt. 
1693. V Advancing further, they came to the 
Village call’d Habfilnarab : Near to it 
Bibfeim- j s the City Behnefe , built by an antient 
rab City. ‘ or philolophcr , call d Btbnes.

A notable, a i) e w f call’d Boctaa , or dropping , 
Wel1, through the lnterccflion of St. Michael 
the Arch-angel , fent that Night by 
God t6 ltir and blefs the River ; and 
they are the more confirm’d in this Opi- 
nion , bccaufe they fee the River fwell 
from that time forward : For this rea- 
fon the Copti Chriflians throughout the 
Kingdom, celebrate the Feaft of St. Mi- 
ibatl with great Solemnity, in their way ■, 
the Ceremony is thus : On the 1 4th. at 
Night, their Bifhops, and the Cadi of 
the" Country go thither, and Hop up, 
and fcal the Well. The next Morning 
the Bilhop having laid Mafs, they again 
go to open it, to mealiire the Water, 
and by the greater or lels increafe of it, 
they judge of what there will be in the 
'Nile, and confequently of the plenty , 
or Icaixity of the Year. This Magician 
we have fpoke of, having done wonder- 
ful things tnrongh his Knowledge of the 
Secrets of Nature, was by the ignorant 
Multitude plac’d among the number of 
their Gods \ eroding a Scatue to him 
over the Weil, which was adorn’d by 
the Natives for a co Jidctable time. 

Being pafs’d Haujel-arab , the Fathers 
came to very uncouth Mountains dole to 
the Banks of Nde. At the Foot of one 
of thefe Mountains call’d Giebal-ellheir , 
that is, the Mountain of the Bird, arc the 
Ruins of the City Siribis , which they 
will have to be built by the Magician Si - 
ribio’, and that over one of its Gates, 
there was an Idol of that Name. They 
further affirm. Iliac the Magician by 
his Art fet up a Bird on the top of the 
Mountain, which in a fruitful Seaton 
turn’d his Head towards the River, and 
in time of fcarcity towards the Defert ; 
and that when any Invafion of Enemies 
was at hand, it turn’d towards that part 
from whence they were to come, clap- 
ping its Wings , and crying very loud 
do give the Citizens notice. At prefent 
fttcrc is a Monallcry of Copti Monks in 
w . __ this place. Ten Miles from it is a City 
'rn'l’xbi if- Minieleben-echafri », and many o- 

v? Cn,. ther Ruins of vail Cities , where the 
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Arabs have their Dwellings, being pla- 
ces inacceffible co any buc them. 

On the 6th. of May , they came to Antlnepo 
Sachiel-mufa, that ii*Mofes's Well* near City, 
which, towards the Eaft-fidc of Thebaic 
da, is Antinoptlis , a molt antient City, 
and of great Renown, as may appear by 
its Ruins, and va/fc Pillars } one of which 
is not much lefs than Fompey’s. In this 
City, Dioclefian Martyr’d 160000 Chri- 
ftianoj and Nefiorius was confin’d to 
it, by order ot the firll Council of Ephe- 
fus. 

Further on, they faw the City of .Ml- OAelkni 
lani 4 and went thence under an impene- City, 
trablc Mountain , Hill along the River, 
where the Boats are in great danger, the 
Channel being fhallow, and all Rock ; 
aud from thence forward they began to 
fee Crocodils. 

At Night they came to the Foot of Abtfeit 
the Mountain Abafede , or Apud-finem , Mountain 
as the Romans call d it, once famous for 
being Inhabited by many great Magici- 
ans and Mailers in the Art of Negro- 
Imancy, who afterward? began to fail 
under the Grecian Monarchy, and had 
there placed Idols, particularly one they 
tail’d OJeos. Egypt afterwards falling 
under the Dominion of the Romans, they 
call’d this Mountain Apud-finem , becaule 
, of the Wonders and Prodigies feen on 
it, holding it in great Veneration. Some 
will have it that King Pharaoh brought 
the Magicians from this place to work 
their Wonders Wfore Mofes. 7 he Chri- 
ftian Faith afterwards increafing, it be- 
gan to be Inhabited by Holy Fathers 
and Hermits, living in feveral Caves 
dug out of the Rock, which infpii e Dread 
and Devotion in the Minds of fuch as 
fee them. The Latitude here, is 37 
deg. 2 min. 

Five Miles further Wcflward, is a mimoft- 
City call’d Marrofaluk , and on the Moun- Ink City 
tain that over-looks it, call’d the Green 
Mountain , flood the Monaftery of El- 
ma-harrach •, where there is a Tradition 
that the Blefled Virgin, her Son, and S< 

Jofeph Hay’d fome time. 

Thence they went to the City Afiul , Afiul Ci* 
formerly call’d Bubafius , feated on a vail ty. 
high Mountain , antiencly inhabited by 
Holy Anchorites, whole Caves are Hill 
to be feen. Near to it, there were two 
other Cities, the one call’d Doronche, of 
the name of a Goddefs; the other Sci- 
olb , where there are Hill many Antiqui- 
ties co.be feen. Here the heat of the 
Sun is lo violent, that the Franks have

Ciabel-ef On the 1 1 th. they came to Giabel-ejfa- 
fcrbire hare , that is, the Mountain of Negro- 
Mountain. mancers, formerly call’d Ifis , of thcGod- 
defs of that Name, to whom the Peo- 
ple of the middle Thebaida us’d to otter 
Green 1 eaves of fcvcral forts, and made 
fundry Sports after the Egyptian man- 
ner. The Statue of this Goddels of a 
prodigious bignefs, is Hill to be feen 
half bury’d in the Ground , at the en- 
trance into a Cave. The Egyptians be- 
lieve, there is a great Trcafure under 
it, which the Negromancers have often 
endeavour’d to dig up, but ali in vain. 
On the top of this Mountain is a Cave, 
in which they fay, there lives a Viper , 
as long as a Mans Arm , which winds 
it felf about the Necks of the Turks that 
go to vilit that ''pi ace, which they cftcenr 
molt Holy, without doing them any, 
harm; and Perfons of credit in other/ 
Cafes report. That it has been fcvcral 1 
times cut into 4 or 5 pieces, and always 
joyn’d again by means of the Devil. Let. 
him that pleafes believe it. Under this . 
Mountain, the Fathers ftood expos’d to 
intolerable heat till Evening , retting at. 
Night, about the fame place in danger 
of Thieves. * *

under which is the City Labta. Ten 
Miles from it is another deftroy’d, call’d 
Benavid , which in the Copti Language 
fignifies, Houfe of the Stars, becaufcthe 
Inhabitants worlhip’d the Stars. Pro- 
ceeding further, they came to the anti- 
ent City Fan, in the Copti Language call- 
ed Saupi , and in the Greek Crocodilopolis , 
the vail Ruins teftify its antient great- 
nefs. 

. h . After many Sufferings and Hardlhips, 
aiidafiolb the Fathers arriv’d at Aclmirn , by the 
C-.ti's. Greeks call’d Oxyringnt , a City of the 
middle Thebaida , anticntly a Bifhop- 
rick, as may appear by the Acts of the 
Council of Constantinople , Dorolhaus Bi- 
fhop of this place fublcribing to it. This 
wasfthe lecond City built in Egypt, by 
thtThilofopher Hermes, in the Eaftern 
Delert. Thence they went to another 
call’d Afiolh antient as the. father ; its Bi- 
ceps Colofirius and Andrew having been 
prefeut at the Council of Calcedon. Here 


they found the Latitude to be 26‘ deg. 

4 min. Ten Miles from this City the 
Fathers eutred into a long Valley, where 
there arc Caves, and little Monallerics 
on the Mountains, in which there once 
liv’d Holy, Religious Men, and w hid) 
llir up Devotion in the molt llony hearts. 

Here they Hay’d two Days and a Night 
to vifit them , and admfoe^the narrow 
dormitories and fn^^Cclls cut out of 
the hard Rock. Tn^jjp they Travell’d 
9 Miles along the Valley, and law a 
Spring gulh out of the lblid Rock, which 
is call’d of the Abiffme Mofes , a Holy 
Hermitage in paft Ages. Hence they 
advanc’d 18 Miles further a-foot, and 
found a Lake they call Binhel-Elban , 
fur rounded with pleafant Trees, where 
there were allb fundry Caves , Hermi- 
tages, and folitary Dwellings, fome 
whereof run a quarter of a Mile into the 
Rock. The biggeft Cave had a large 
Entrance, adorn’d with Grottos, and o- 
ther devout Works. Thcfc Holy pla- 
ces draw Tears from the Faithful, fee- 
iug them lerve as Receptacles to infa- 
mous filthy Men, addicted to Negro- 
mancy. 

The Fathers returning to the Entrance a Mopojii 
of the Vale, profecuted their Voyage, ^ n<1 ijTt & 
and after advancing fomc time Well- c * nes * 
ward, arriv'd at the City Mafua , in 
former times call’d Nalopolis , where 
there arc many antient Monafteries, and 
other Structures to be lecn, now ruin'd. 

Going forwards they came to the City 
Grege , but before they arriv’d at it, they 
law the Air cover’d with Loculi s , as 
big as Wheat-cars, which come from 
Nubia, and do much harm in the Coun- 
try. Grege is 10 Miles from the Nile, 
for which realbn they were forced to 
Travel by Land on Camels. Here the 
Fathers were entertain’d in the Houle 
of a Chriftian , whither many other 
Chriftians of the Country came, very 
delirous to be inftrudlcd , and therefore 
propos’d feveral Doubts concerning the 
Catholick Rites, the Roman Church, and 
Pope. They remain’d very weii pica- 
fed and convinced by the defcrect an- 
fwers of thole Religious Men, who were 
well vers’d in their Language; faying, 
they had never hear’d fuch found Do- 
ctrine ; and not having feen fuch a Ha- 
bit before, they were never latisfi’d with 
beholding it. F. Jofeph being in a Chri- 
ftian’s Houfe, and F. James without, thf. 

Officers came to apprehend F. James , 
on account of the Tribute, F. Jofeph re- 
prov'd* them, but it avail’d nothing; but 
whence was gone half way, he was/

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rdcu’d by lorne Chriftians of the Coun-

of May, and fetting out on the 2tft. the 
mdimi ^ me Q^riftian foruilh’d them with all 
Towns. Neceflaries for their Journey, and bore 
them company to the Boat} but finding 
it was gone, gave them two AfTes, and 
made two o£*|iis Servants condud them 
to Pardisy fix nijfe* diftant. At Party s 
they took Boatfyand fetting forward 
with a fair Wind, came to the Town 
of Elbcliani , where the Matter of the 
Vellel ftay’d to mend it. Sailing thence 
and coming to the Ifland of the River, 
they law a Crocodile 6 or 7 fadom long. 
At night they came to the Foot of wild 
Mountain, call’d Eltareg , where they 
were forced to continue that Night for 
want of Wind. 

The next Morning being the 22th. 
they advanced to the other little Ifland, 
where they found two other frightful 
Crocodils, and continuing their Voyage 
under dreadful Mountains altogether 
unpeopled, ftill met with more Crocodils. 
About Night-fall they ttopp’d at a place, 
where one Jojeph was head of the Arabs. 
Their Provifion being quite fpent, they 
Town. flay’d the 23d. at a Town call’d Difne, 
and lent a Turk to buy a Medine , that is 
about fix penniworth of Bread but. 
finding none they went away fatting. 
Some Arabs coming along the Road 
to plunder them, they put them to flight 
with their Shouts. 

Dtndxn Next they came to the antient City 
City. f Dandara , being the third built by Her- 

mes the Philofopher, in which was a 
Magnificent Temple, with many Sta- 
tues, and ftately Stru&ures all ruin’d. 
r Faffing thence, they came to Caane or 
Berieon in the middle Thebaida , three 
Miles from whence the Egyptians had a 
Ctofcir Port 00 the Red Sea, now call’d ChoJ'cir , 
Port on whence in Pharaoh’s time they traded to 
he India, and part of Arabia. There they 
ig<u lay that Night in great fear, bccaolc 
. three Robbers came fwimming, and 1 5 
upon the Land to clap another Boat a- 
board theirs, but they kept them olf as 
they had done the others with their 
ihouts. 

On the 24th. the Matter of the Boat 
went about to gather his Paflage Money, 
and the Fathers being ftill aboard, the 
Judge of the Country came with an Of- 
ficer , to enquire who they were, and 
what they went about. He feeing a dif- 
ferent fort of Garment, fufpefted they 
were Religious Men, and therefore would 
not bcpacify’d, faying, they wcri-Eranks 


that came as Spies, whilft their Sultan 
was making fb great a flaughtcr of Turks. 

The Fathers pleaded the belt they could j 
but the Judge ftill Replying, that they 
were come in that habit to carry on their 
Deceits j order’d the Matter of the Boat 
not to depart without his leave. A 
Chrittian of the Country, the reft of 
the Inhabitants being Mahomet::, :s , in- 
terpos’d with the Judge, laying, the 
Pranks were come with him , to vifit 
the Churches and Monafterics of the 
Chriftians, and that when they had per- 
form’d their Vifitation, he hinifelf w'ould 
fee them hack. Yet this did not ikisfic 
him, but he would needs fend fomc Per- 
sons with the Fathers, to enquire into 
their proceedings. They feeing no 0- 
thcr way to rid thcmfelves of this trou- 
ble, produced a Letter ot recommenda- 
tion l! icy had from the Secretary ot the 
chief ot the Arabs, which the Judge ha- 
ving read, and receiv’d fix AT dines, he w •-<*. 
appeas’d, being able to get no more of 
the poor Fathers. 

Six Miles further, dhtring into the. r „ w ,, Ci 
upper Tlubaida, is the antient City of tr. 
the Copti, from which not only the Na- ' 
tion of the Lopti , but all Egypt took 
name. This Metropolis had a Trade 
in the Port afore-mention’d , and was 
feated in 26 deg. of Latitude, and 62 of 
Longitude Strabo fpeaks of it thus. 

Next to the Temple of Venus , is that of 
His ^ and then thofe they call Typhonnia, 
and the Cut thap\uns to Coptus, a Town 
common to Arabians W Egyptians.- Then 
follows the Ifthmus running out into the Red 
Sea, near the City Berenice, which the ’ u 
has no Port , yet lias convenient places of 
Entertainment , bccaufe of the nearnefs of 
the Ifthmus. Philadelphus is faid to be 
the firft that open'd this way with his Army , 
when it was deftitute of Water, and erdleel 
Inns as well for foot Travellers as Camels ; 
and that he did Jo , becaitfe it was difficult 
failing on the Red Sea , more efpeciatly from 
the upper part of it. Experience has ftu wn, 
that this was ej great advantage, and now 
all the Indian, Arabian, and Ethiopian 
Commodities brought up the Arabian G'ulpb, 
arc convey’d • to Coptus , the man of thefe 
Goods. Not far from Berenice, is t he Port 
o/ Muris , which City has an Arfenal , or 
place for building of Ships. Not far from 
Coptus is the City o/Apollo ; Jo that there 
are two Cities, which jhut up the Ifthmus on 
both fides ; but Coptus , and the Port of 
Mur is *zre now the chief. The Bflhop 
of this City of Coptus went to the Coun- 
cil of Epbrftis, as may appear by Its 
Atts.

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Proceeding on their way, the Boat 
Cemelli. was forc’d to flop till midnight for want 
1593. of Wind, in a difmal uncouth place } but 
the Wind coming 4 up fair again, they 

CosborVr went on » arriving at laft after many 
city/ * Sufferings at the City Kno, or Cosborbir , 
** which they fay was Apollo’s City, and 
one of the greateft on the Banks of Nile. 
They could not go any further for want 
of Wind, and the Men trying to tow 
along the Boat with Ropes , were not 
able to endure the heat of the fcorch- 
ing Ground again# their Feet} and 
therefore being half parch’d with the Sun 
they turn’d back to put in with much 
Ht'ctis labour at Night to the City Naccadt. 
City. The Fathers being come thither, weut 
to the Bifhop’s Houfe almoft familh’d , 
having been fome time without Provili- 
ons} and producing the Letter of Re- 
commendation they had, diredted to him, 
when they thought to make amends for 
their paft Falling, they had a wretched 
Supper of a little Cake, and fair Water 
to refrclh them. Here many doubts! 
were propos’d* to them concerning out? 
Holy Faith, to which they gave excel-’ 1 
lent Aufwcrs, the Bilhops in tliofe parts, 
being very ignorant. The City is beau-i 
tiful, antient, and abounding in Mona- 
fteries of Cepti Chriftians. 

On the 29th. having hired another 
Boat of a Chriftian, they fet out for Af- 
fun. The Wind blew fo hard, that 
they were three times in danger of be- 
, . ing caftaway; and afterwards coming 
abont again# them, they lay Hill. Then 
‘ towing the Boat with Ropes, they came

'* y ’ was in paft times call’d Luchjo , or light, 
and built on the Eaft-fidc of the River, 
in honour of an Idol} but in procefs of 
time, another Idol being fet up, it was 
call'd Luchftrenty that is, two Lights, or 
clfe had the name for being compos’d 
of two Cities. In it, befides the re- 
mains of noble Structures, there are to 
be feen two Pyramids, each of them 40 
Spans about, and all the four fides full 
of Hieroglyphicks. There are alfo, before 
the Gate of the Old City, two Idols of a 
prodigious bignefs, of which all from the 
Shouldicrs upwards being broke down , 
what remains is 21 Spans high, the Shoul- 
ders are 12 Spans in breadth , the Ears 
5 Spans long, and three and a half broad. 
Thfijfe Statues might have remain’d whole 
ftilT, 5 iad not the Natives gone about 
to break an Urn they had on theirJHeads, 
hoping to find fome treafure in it. The 
Murble they arc made of,* Is wonderful 
bright, and as 4 * w ere a mixture of Gold 


fomewhat greenifh, all of a piece. The 
Chriftians conducted the Fathers into . 
the City , ihowing them 16 Pillars of; 
feveral pieces, but 47 Spans about, and 
further on a great fquarc building, com- 
pos’d of 100 Pillars, 37 Spans about. 

Hence they went to a Temple of ldol§, 
cover’d with vaft great Stones , each of 
which was thirty Spans brag, nine in 
j^rcadth, and fix in fa n^T 

Having feen tliis,'tX:y were conduct- chi City 
cd to the City Chak^now inhabited by , 

Arabs. In the four principal Streets of 
it, they law abundance of Idols in the 
Ihapes of Bucks, Goats, Camels, Lions, 
and Bulls. Going into the Old City, 
they found the Gace of it of an extra- 
ordinary height, and fix Rods in breadth, 
all of large free ftonc, with Hicrogly- 
phicks covet’d both within and without, 
and the Walls being fallen , this ftood 
ftill. Further on they found a wonder- 
ful Theatre, encompafled with a Wall 
of vaft great Stones curioufly carv’d, 

1 4 Spans thick, and of a proportionable 
heighth. In the midft of it is the place 
for the Shows, almoft a Mile about} 
hemm’d in by fix Rounds, making in all 
about 200 large Pillars, adorn’d with 
Hieroglyphicks, each of them 1 50 Foot 
high, with a Capital, on which five Per- 
fons may fit at their cafe. In this The- 
atre fome Chriftians and Arabs live} and 
becaufe of its ftrength, the Robbers, 
when purlu’d by the Bajfa y retire to it. 

In the feme City is a Lake of green Salt 
Water, not colour’d by corruption, but 
as they will have it, by ArtMagick} noi* 
is it known whence it Iprings, or whi- 
ther it flows } but it fwells as the Nile 
grows fmall, and finks as that River ri- 
fes. W hat is more, dirty Linnen put in- 
to it immediately turns white : They 
fay, it had formerly a hard Stone bot- 
tom in all parts, being a quarter of a 
Mile about. 

At a final! diftance from the Lake, is 
another parcel of Pillars, which in times 
of Chriftianicy was a Church, there be- 
ing ftill the Pictures of Our Saviour, the 
Blcffed Virgin and Angels, to be feen 
painted after the Grecian manner.

There arc many of them 
found in Caves under Ground, near the 
Ruins of the ancient Memphis , which is 
all hollow above aud below. The way 
into thofe Caverns is through lquare 
Wells, fo contriv'd that a Man may go 
down putting his Feet into Holes 011 
the oppofite tides Thcfc Wells are cut 
in a loft white Stone, found all about 
thole Parts, after going a Fadom deep 
in Sand y nor arc they all of a depth, 
but the lhalloweft of them is 42, Foot. 
At the bottom of them are fquare open- 
ings, aiyJ a Pailage 10, or 15 Foot long, 
which leads into lquare Arch’d Rooms, 
each tide of them being 1 5 or 20 Foot 
in length. By each of them is a Stone, 
on which the Embalm’d Bodies lie, fome 
of them in Chelts or Coffins of black 
Mulbery-Tree ; others in Tombs cut 
out in the lame Stone (hap'd like a Man 
with his Arms ftretch’d down by his 
lides. There is generally found under 
the Tongue of thefe Bodies a Plate of 
Gold, weighing about two Pifloles y 
and therefore the Arabs deface all the 
Mummies, which they afterwards fell to 
the Mahometans, and they toChriftians, 
tho’ fometimes they find nothing. Near 
the Heads of thele Mummies there arc 
Idols found, and the ihapes of Birds at 
their Feet. On the Walls there are 
Hierogliphickscut, which perhaps ferv’d 
for Epitaphs, and bclides there are in 
-^ach Room feveral Sepulchres of Chil- 
dren and others.

Going down into, one of thefe, we 
found a Room 20 Foot lquare, cut, as 
has been faid before out of the Stone \ 
about it vyere Tombs of Perfons of Qua- 
lity, and on the Floor, of Servants.

Mummies, which 1 believe had been 
lately put in by the Arabs to get Mony. 

They were fwath’d like Children, and 
laid m two Chelts of Mulbcry-Trcc very 
thick and folid, in.which there were fome 
little Figures in Chalk, kept by me to 
this Day, with a Skull Embalm’d that fell 
to my (hare y being good as they lay for 
Wounds, and fome Diileinpers. 

The Egyptians Embalm'd thefe Bodies, The vray 
I mean thole of Perfons of Note, rip- 01 ■ m 
ping up their Bellies with a very fliarp bulmia ® 
Stone ; then taking out their Bowels, 
wafli’d them with Wine, and drawing 
them through an Aromatick Powder, 

^fill’d them with pure Myrrh, Callia, and 
other Sweets, without Frankincenfc, and 
putting them again into the Body clos’d 
'it up. Tiiis done, they laid the Body 
in Niter, and left it there 70 Days, after 
/which they waffi d it again, and wrapp’d 
it clofe in Linnen Swaths, which they 
•Anointed on the outlide with a fort of 
Gum, which they made ufe of inftead 
of Salt. Thefe Bodies they plac'd in 
Chelts or Coffins of black Mulbery- 
Tree, courfly hew’d to the lhapeof Man, 
or Woman, as fhey are daily found in 
thofe Caves. 

Being come out of the Well, the A- . j • 
rabs conduced us to lee a Labyrinth, j.; nt h = 7 
where the Ancients bury’d Birds. We 
went down a narrow Paflage into a 
Room, out of which we crept on our 
Bellies through a Hole to certain ways 
where a Man may walk well enough up- 
right. On both lides of them there are ‘ 

Urns, in which the Birds were bury’d y 
there is now nothing in them but a lit- 
tle Dull. Thele ways arc cut out of a 
Nitrous Stone, and run feveral Miles, 
like a City under Ground, which they 
call a Labyrinth.

M Onficur Benovit Maillet having in- 
vited me to be at the Feafts of 
5 . Louis, with all the French Merchants, 
would not have me depart upon any 
Account ; but I having refolv'd to leave 
Grand Caire , return’d Thanks for all 
the Favours fo generoufly bellow’d on 
me during my Stay there, and prepared 
to fet forwards. Accordingly on Friday . 
the 2 1 11 1 went to Bulac, which is but a 
Mile diHant. By the way I met the , 
Funeral of a Turk of lorne Note, with 1 
a great Turbant on his Coffin. Priells 
of the Mofch went before Singing, and * 
liis Women follow’d Weeping on Alfcs. 
Many of thefe Ceremonies ought to be 1 
perform’d in a Day to fatisfie the Dc- 
lires of the Mahometans ; for they lay, 
that it being dear Living in companion 
of former Times, when they might buy 
30 Eggs or 2 Pigeons, or a Fowl for a 
Penny, and therefore now a Plague were 
neceffary that the Survivors might live 
the better. 

I imbark’d on the Nile before Noon 
for Damiata, and running down the 
Stream without Sails got into the Arm 
of the River that paflfes by that City. 
To fay the Truth, 1 Ihould not have 
made it my Bufinels to go to this Place, 
had not the Ships bound for Mecca been 
gone three Weeks before from the Port 
of Sues ; for I Ihould have imbark’d A- 
board them, to take a Ihort cut to the 
Eaft- Indies, as the Conful had Advis'd 
me, whereas the way I was now going 
.tins very tedious. 

0 Saturday 22d, we continu’d our way 
tilth our Oars, becaufe the Boat was 
fmall. This Arm of the River towards 
Damiata is not lo full of Water as that 
of Rofeto ; which is the lealon it often 
happens that the Boats bdreaibn of the 
lhatlownefs are Hop’d forflperglMonths 
near the Sea without bring able to get 
out. Th{re are Duellings enough a- 
lohg the Banks, of this Branch of the Ri-

ver, but not lo large as thole on the 
way to Rofeto. <w... 

Sunday 23d, we Arriv’d at Damiata 
within an Hour after Day, having run 
108 Miles; yet we Hay’d in the Boat 
till the Cuftom-Houfe was open'd, and 
were clear’d without that Hridtnefs us’d 
in Italy. I took up my Lodging in the 
Houfe of a Maronite , Procurator to the 
Religious Houfe at Caire , to whom I 
was recommended by the Father Prelt- 
dent, becaufe at Damiata there were no 
Religious Men, nor Conful, or French 
Merchants. 

Damiata is feated on the right fide of Dmiaxa 
the Nile, in 30 degrees of Latitude. City. 

■ It is ill Inhabited by realon of the un- 
wholforanefs of the Air, and is not a- 
bove half a Mile in length, and as much 
in breadth ; yet becaufe of the conveni- 
ency of the Port, and Shipping offj it 
is much Reforted to, and has, a va It 
Trade. Not very far from it EaHward 
on the top of Mount Cafius, is the 
Tomb of Pompey repair’d and beautify’d 
by the Emperor Adrian. 

1 endeavour’d immediately to inform 
my felf, whether there was any conve- 
niency of Vefiels bound for Jaffa, or 
Joppe , and being told there was one rea- 
dy at the Mouth of the River, I would 
not flip the Opportunity, laying in at 
once all the ncceflary Provifion for the 
Voyage, and particularly of excellent 
dry’d Rows of Mullets which are there 
extraordinary cheap. As I pafs’d by 
the CuHom- Houle, the Janizary demand- 
ed a Zecchine for my Permiflion to Im- 
bark ; but 1 telling him I was a French - 
Man he waS forced to be fatisfy’d with 
the third part of a Crown. This hap- 
ned to me becaufe there was no Conful, 
and the Jewifh Interpreter would not 
fpeak one word to my Advantage, fof 
fear of being BaHqnado’d ; and when I 
would have had hitrtsgo/our Miles down 
with me to the Veflel, jto be my Inter- 
preter 
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with the Mailer ) he refus’d it, 
me go alone at the Dilcretion 
\)f the Water-Men whom I did not un- 
derftand. Thele prefented me to the 
Customer of Hisba on the right iide of 
the River, who took no Duty of me, 
becaufc 1 carry’d nothing but Provifions. 
But a Black of that Place, not willing 
to let flip lo fair an opportunity of 
Cheating, feeing moalone, and without* 
any Body to Hand by me, Hopp’d me, 
.demanding a ZeecUne for my Liberty 
•to Pais, and tho’ I anfwer’d it was not 
his Due, and that 1 would Write to the 
Conful at Caire , to complain to the 
Baffa-, yet he continuing Politive in his 
Demand*, bid me Pay firft, and then 
Write at Plcafure* nor did he Defift, 
tho’ I offer’d to go back to do as I faid. 
Therefore not to let flip the opportu- 
nity, which once loft I mult have ftay’d 
lome Months for another, (as happen’d 
to a Religious Man, the Mouth of the 
Harbour being choak’d up with Sand,) 1 
turn’d again and gave the Black two 
Dutch Crowns. 

The Water -Men would alfo have 
play’d their Knavilh Part ; for tho’ we 
had before agreed what 1 was to give 
them, yet now they Demanded more, 
before they would take me into the 
Boat holding me in Sufpencc when 1 
was molt eager to be gone, till they had 
got their Will ; after which they carry’d 
me Aboard the great Bark which was 
then taking in that part of her Loading 
of Rice, Salt and Beans, which ihe had 
left behind to be able to get over the 
Flats of the River. Being come thither, 
the Rais or Mafter began to play his Part, 
asking twice as much for my Paflage as 
was ufual to Pay, which if 1 would not 
Pay, 1 might return to Damtata, which 
he knew was not in my Power. After 
much contending, I being fometimes fi- 
lent becaufe I did not underftand, and 
other whiles Exprefling my felf by 
Signs, I comply’d with his Will, to a- 
void protrading the Difputc to no pur- 
pole. Truly a Chriftian that falls into 
the Hands of thele Barbarians, is much 
to be pity’d, for they have not the leaft 
fpark of Modcfty or Companion. They 
are never fetisfy’d till they have empty’d 
a Man’s Purfe, giving one another No- 
tice of the nature of the Prize ; for 
which realoa in thele Countries, but 
particularly in Europe it is absolutely 
neceflary to be Hock’d with Patience, as 
well as with Mony,. which 1 endeavour’d 
to furniih my felf with in order to vifit 
the Holy Land.^ 


Setting out about Evening that fame 
Sunday 23d, we Sail’d all Night with a 
fair Wind, and Coafting along a landy 
Dcfert Country on Monday 24th, with 
the fame profperous Gale arriv’d at Jaffa 
an Hour after Night- fall, having run 1 50 
Miles. I had no other Difturbance by 
the way, but the continual Cries of thofe 
Barbarians , who are but little skill’d in 
the Art of Navigation ; for tho’ they 
have lcarn’d it of the Chriftiaus, and 
therefore ufc the lame Sea Terms, yet 
they arc not fo Expert at it. 

Having rode at Anchor all Night, we 
Landed with much Difficulty on Tuefday 
25th, after paying the Mafter of the 
Veflel a Zccchiuc and a half for mine and 
my Man’s Paflage. I took my Lodging 
ill a Jew's Houfe who was an Interpreter, 
as all thofe do that go to the Holy Land, 
there being neither Friars, nor French 
in that little Place. 

Jaffon , Jaffa-, Joppc , Zaffo, or Artitfo, JiffaCitJi 
as others call it, is thoughc to have been 
built by Japbet , Noah's Son, before the 
Flood. It is feated in the Latitude of 
32 Degrees, and is the Port all Pilgrims 
refort to, who go to viiit the Holy Pla- 
ces at Jerufalem. Here it was the Ma- 
terials for the Building of Solomon's Tem- 
ple, brought from Mount Libanus were 
.Landed-, and here the Ancients feiga 
that Andromeda was expos’d to be de- 
vour’d by the Sea-monfter. Here it was 
St. Peter rais’d Tabitha to Life again, 
and in its Neighbourhood he faw the 
Sheet let down from Heaven with all 
forts of Creatures in it, by which God 
gave him to underftand, that he ought 
not to fcruple admitting the Gentils to 
the Faith and Baptizing them. Whilft 
I was here expecting the Caravan of 
Camels, which comes from Kama, there 
role fuch a violent Storm on the Sea, 
that no Veflel could come in for feveral 
Days, and thofe that were in the unfafe 
Harbour were all loft, particularly ours 
which took in its Loading in the Day, 
and on Wednefday Night, the Seamen go- 
ing all to Sleep, without taking care firft 
to fecure her, flic funk with all the Goods, 
only thofe ileepy Bealls being lav’d by 
fwimming Afhore. 

The Camel Driver came betimes on 
Wednefday the 15 th, to awake me in or- 
der to let out with a' fmall Caravan of 
30 Camels, but I chofe to ride upon an 
Als. HavingjTravelTd Ten Miles tbrp’ 
a plain, Counfry, part Untill’d and* part 
Till’d and f hated with Olive-Trees, 
we came , to ‘Kama at breatt of Dafy, 
where I vra receiv'd by the ^lperior of 
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\’Js\ the Houle of the Capucins of Jerufalem,

x.imd Rama , Ramma, Ramie , or Ramola, 

Town. memorable for the Sepulchre of Rachel , 
and daughter of her innocent Children, 
is a little open Town, Inhabited by A- 
tabs, Jews and Chriftians. The Coun- 
try about it is Fruitful, producing be- 
liclcs Wheat, good Fruit, as Grapes, 
Figs, A! cions, and other Sorts. It was, 
as Ionic believe the Country of St. J ofeph 
of Aiimatbca , a lccrct Dilciplc of Jefus 
Chriil. 

Thurfday 27th, 1 went with fome Fa- 
thers three Miles off (I always mean 
Italian Miles) to vilit the Place call’d 
Lida, where St. George was beheaded, 
being a Church flrv’d by Greeks. As 1 
return’d I was ihow’d a Mofeh , which 
had been a Ciiriftian Church built by St. 
Helena , where under the high Altar 40- 
Martyrs are Bjiry’d, brought thither by 
her out of Armenia , but the Arabs do 
not allow us to go in. The Fathers al- 
fo Ihow’d me near the Church of their 
Hofpitium , the Houle of Nicodemns J 
who took our Saviour down from the 
Crofs. 1 

Friday 2.8th, T cave being come from 
the Father Guardian of Jerufalem, I paid 
the Cuftotner for Cafarre , or Tribute, 

14 Albulchclb , worth fo many Ducats of 
Naples ^ and lie according to his Duty 
furnilhing Horfes, I let out on Saturday 
29th with fome Fathers, and the Cadi, 
who was returning to Jerufalem. We 
Travclfd 12 Miles over the Plain, and 

1 5 more over Mountains planted with 
Olive Trees \ palling through the Vil- 
lage of the good Thief, lo call’d be- 
cauic he was Born there, conlifting of 
about 300 Houles, and leated on a Moun- 


tain, with a ruin’d Caftlc. About'^&lf " 
way we law Jeremy’s Village, w‘i1cfi«^ ' 
they fhow’d me a ruin’d Monafter/ of 
Francifcans , who had abandon'd it, be- 
caufe lorne of them had been kill’d by 
the Arabs. Not far from it is leen thp 
Village where St. John Baptifl was Born. 
Palling over the Bridge we came into 
the Valley of Elah, famous in Holy Writ 
for the Combat bet^fcen David and the 
Giant Goliah, whilft\&«i/’s Army look'd 
on from the Mountain next Jerufalem 
and that of the Philijiians towards Rama. 
Hereabouts I alio law the noted Caftle 
of Emaus on a Hill, where the Building 
is Hill preferv’d Handing (if it be the 
fame) in which the two Dilciptes,,aftei' 
the Refurrc&ion knew our Saviour in his 5 
breaking of Bread. 

Being come to Jerufalem about the 
Evening, the Fathers directed me to go 
in at the Gate of Dama/ms, that the 
Turks might fee me and receive the Tri- 
bute, becaufe 1 had not been at Jcrnfa- 
lem before, i went thither accordingly 
with a Servant, and finding no Body at 
the Gate proceeded dirc&Jy to the Mo- 
naftery of St. Saviour , without any Hop; 
but the Guardian fearing lorne Mifhap, 
perfwaded me to return and fend lorne 
Chriftian to give Notice to the Turks., 
that they might come to the Place ap- 
pointed to enter my Name, as they did. 
Then 1 went to the Monaftery, where 
the Guardian receiv’d me very Courte- 
oully. The Structure of this Monaftery 
is not large, nor lofty, but convenient. 
There are five fmall Altars in the little 
Church three at the upper end, and 
two againft the Pillars that fupport the 
Arch. The Floor is laid with good 
black and white Marble, but the main 
Point is, that the Church is decently and 
devoutly lerv’d by 50 Fathers.

Nor was Agripva any better, being the 
laft of his Stock, who Dy’d wickedly as 
he ha 4 Liv’d, about the time of Julius 
Cafar. In him ended the regal Title 
ajroong,the Jews , but not the Calamities 
J ot^f rufalem, fince not only the City was 
afterwards Deftroy’d, but its famous 
Temple wholly overthrown by the Em- 
. peror Titus , who with Famine and 
Sword flew a Million and an Hundred 
Thouland Citizens about the Year of our 
Lord 71. He that would have a further 
Account of its Miferies, may find enough 
of it in both iacred and prophane Hifto- 
ries, that being a Subjed from my Pur- 
pofe. 

The prefent Jcrufalem is not the fame 
it was formerly, for its Compafs is left 
than three Miles, and the Inhabitants 
under 20000. It is feated at the foot 
of the aforementioned Mountains, high 
on the Weft, and low on the Eaft. It 
has fix Gates, which are thofe of Beth- 
Itm , Mount Sim , Stereptilinia , or the 
Dunghil.Gate, St. Stephens, Herods , and 
of Damafcus -, befides the Golden Gate, 
which is Ihot up. The Walls are not 
ftrong, nor have they any Baftions, but 
fmali Towers, without Cannon, or a 
Ditch, except on the Weft-fide, where 
it is not very deep. Clofe by is the 
Caftle built by the Pifims , on the Ruins 
of Druid's Tower, which reaches over 
the Walls of the City. There is but a 
finall Garrifon in it, and fome pieces of 
Cannon difmounted, which they dream 
to have been Godfrey of Bolloigns. The 
old Caftle, when David had fix’d his 
Court in it, after expelling the Jebufites 
was by him call’d Sion. 

In the City they drink no other Water 
but what they keep in Cifterns, which 
icours the Belly like a Purge 1 , for that 
of the Fons ftgnatus runs 4nly to the 
Temple of Solomon , and the Gtytr s Pal- 
Jape, and for many Years p£ft Water is 
as dear as Bread. The City and Coun- 
try about is govern^ by a Sangiack, 
fubordinatc to ThfctBaffa of Dm* of* 
cut. 


The Fathers had been fliuf up feveii 
Months by reafon of the Plague, which 
had rag’d all about them and the Chrir 
ftians being to be admitted to theBlefled 
Sacrament, within 3 few Days, the time 
was anticipated for my fake. Hereupon 
all the Faithful went on Sunday 30th to 
hear Mafs at the Fathers Church, where 
I obferv’d that the Women there do not 
cover their Faces, with a Mask, like the 
Egyptians, and all their Body is wrapp’d 
in a white Sheet, wearing on their Head 
a Tadema , that is, a Cap with fcveral 
Points. An Infant was Baptiz’d, and the 
Father chofe me for God-father. 

About Evening 1 went to vifit the Mount 
Holy Places, attended by a Father ap- Crtvm. 
pointed for that purpofe, and the Inter- 
preter of the Monaftcry. Firft wc went 
to Mount Calvary , and afeending many 
Steps, entred into a fmali Church, iiip- 
pos’d by the Greeks to be the Place where 
Abraham , by Order from God, would 
have Sacrific'd his Son Ifaac. A few 
Steps further is a dark Vault, formerly 
St. Peters Prifon, and the Turks ftiil make 
ufe of it as fuch. 

In another Greet Church, which was 
toncc the Houfe of Zebedee , they fhew 
the Place, where St .John Evangelift, and 
St. James's Sons were Born and behind 
• it the Apartments that belong'd to the 
Knights of the Holy Sepulchre. Then 
we pafs’d through a midling Arch, which 
they call the IronjSate, through which 
St. Peter, when deliver’d out of Prilon, 
went out of the City with the Angel. 

Not far from thence we came into St. 

Mart's Houle, where they fay St. Peter, 
when the Angel left him, withdrew to 
meet the reft of the Apoftles \ who are 
faid to have there begun to Baptize in a 
Stone Font, ftiil to be feen : At prefent 
this Place is a little Church of Sirians. 

At a fmali Diftance is the Houfe where 
St. Thomas liv’d, which now is a Mofch, 
and the Houfes of the three Marcs , of 
Qeophas, of James , and of Salome , into 
which there is no entring, bccaufc they 
are inhabited by Turkijh Women. Fur-

* Tuition of certain Matrons, till they 
’ are Marriagable. The Structure is Mag- 
nificent, being Built of very large fmooth 
Stones, the leaft of them being four 
Spans iquare *, and by what could be dif- 
ce rn’d going under it with a light, the 
Church is large with feven Out- lets, 
compos’d of the fix Orders, each of 
which has three Pillars. 

Going along the Bazar, or Market, 
wc came to the Gate call’d Speciofa , 
through which Chrift entred when he 
went to the Temple, and Difputed with 
the Doftors. The Blefied Virgin entred 
at the fame when ihc came to prefent 
the Child Jefiis in the Hands of Holy 
Simeon, and there it was St. Peter heal’d 
the Paralitick. This leads to long and 
lofty Arches that run to the Temple of 
Solomon , abfolutely forbid being feen by 
Chriftians. 

Monday the laft Day of Augufl, I 
went to fee the Hofpital of St. Helen , 
which is really a great Structure. It was 
Built to Lodge the Pilgrims that vilited 
the Holy Places. For which purpofc 
there are fcveral long Galleries, and 
there ftill remain feven great Cauldrons, 
in which theydrefs’d Meat for the Poor. 
The Turks now do the lame, giving 
Alms fome Days even to Chriftians. 

Going on near the Gate of Cedron , 
’¥ id now call’d St. Stephen’s, I was Ihewn 
the Pifcina Probatica , or Pool of Bethtfda, 
where our Saviour Heal’d the Man that 
had lain 38 Years uader his Diftemper. 
It is 100 Paces long, 60 in breadth, and 
40 in depth, all made of good Stoue. 
In the upper Street is the Houfe of the 
phartfee , where St. Mary Magdalen 
pour’d forth her precious Ointment on 
the Feet of our Lord, waffling them 
with her Tears, and wiping them with 
her Hair *, by which means (he obtain’d 
Pardon of her Sins. In Memory where- 
of there is adjoining to it a devout 
"’Xhappel of the Invocation of the fame 
Saint i tho’ the Houfe is Inhabited by 
Turks . Near the feme Gate of St. Ste- 
phen, adjoining to»the Wall of the City, 
is the Houle of St. Anne, where the 
Vol. IV. 
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Blefled Virgin was Born, witl/a good 
Church, but not well adorn'd, as being 
in the Power of Mammetans. Without 
the Gate, along a Street that goes down 
1 was Ihewn the Place where St. Stephen 
was Ston’d, and the Ciftern cut out of 
the folid hard Rock into which his Body 
was caft. 

Going further, beyond Cedron I went A Church 
into the Church where the Blefled Vir- fcveral 
gin was Bury’d. Dclcending 47 Steps, Nat,ons * 

1 faw on the Right the Altars, where 
St. Joachim, and St. Anne were Bury’d, 
and on the Left about half way the 
Stairs, where St. Jofeph was Intcrr’d - 7 
on the Floor of the Church , near the 
Well, Hands the Altar on which the 
Copti Priefts fay Mafs j on the Right is 
that of the Jacobites 3 on the Left that 
of the Gregorians j the high Altar without 
them belongs to the Armenians •, on the 
Right that of the Sirians, and behind 
that of the Grecians. Within another 
. very little Chappel, to which there are 
two fmall Doors, is the ^Jtar where the 
Blefled Virgin was Bury’d, which is 
flerv’d by our Catholicks \ there I heard 
Mafs, Celebrated by two Fathers of St. 

Saviours. Without the Church on the 
Right is the Grotte, or Cave, where our 
•Saviour fwcated Blood. It was enlarg’d 
• and made more lightfome, that it might 
contain a greater Number of Chriftians 3 
and becaufe (befides the inconveniency) 
it feem’d lefs De^pnt to go into it from 
the Garden of Gethfemani , through that 
narrow Hole our Saviour went in at, 
the Door was made which ferves now, 
the other being fliut up out of Refpcft. 

There ftill remain in this Garden of 
Gethfemani 8 Olive Trees, which as they 
fay, are fprung from thofe that were 
there when our Saviour Pray’d ■, the 9th 
having been Burnt by the Turks. There 
is alfo the Place where the Blefled Vir- 
gin, was, whilft St. Stephen was Ston’d) 
as alfo where Ihc left her Girdle to St. 

Thomas . In other refpedts it is no fruit- 
ful Place, being for the molt part bare 
Rock ■, but there are excellent Figs, 
whereof I eat as many as 1 could, the 
Fathers inviting me to to do, becaufe 
the Place belongs to them, through the 
Charity of an Englijh- Man, who bought 
it of a Mahometan to give it to them. 

Returning to the City, I went along ^ 
the dolorous Street (which begins at Pi- Houfe, 
lat ’ s Houfe, aid ends at Mount Calyary) 
the faftie w/V our Saviour Rais’d with 
the Crofs ch.his Back. Firtt we w<jpt 
into Pilot’s Houfe (near whicl is a black 
Arch’d Room, where our Lord was 
E ] J Scourg’d 
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fcourgb the fccond time) and went up 
other Stairs than thofe Our Saviour was 
carry’d up , whitfh were long lince re- 
mov’d to Scala-Sant a at Rome. In the 
firft Floor is a lightlome Arch’d Room, 
which was the Premium, or Court, 
where Pilot gave fcntence of Death a- 
gainft Our Saviour; here being a fort

'/That lame Monday in the Evening, 
the Fatlyr Guardian perform’d the Ce- 
remony .of wafhing mine, and fix other 
religious Pilgrims Feet, with ib much 
" Solemnity, that it lafted two hours. This 
good religious Man, whole name is F. 
John Baptifi d'Atine , daily exercifes 
himfelf in virtuous Ads of Chriftian^ 
Humility , even to wafhing the Dilhes 
• of the Refectory. I am much oblig’d to 
*his goodnefs, becaufe he continually at- 
tended me in fome Indifpofition I had, 
and treated meafie&ionately with Sweet- 
meats of the Country. 

Going out on Tuefday the firft of Sep- 
tember, betimes in the Morning at Beth- 
lehem Gate, and attending to Mount Si- 
on , the way the Apoftlcs carry’d the 
Blcfled Virgin to her Tomb, as has been 
. laid before ; I was fhewn oppolite to it, 

1 the Valley call’d of Ilt-Counfel , bccaufe 
there C alphas and his Counfcllcrs refolv’d 
Our Saviour fhould die ; which has alfo 
given the name to the little Village, in- 
habited by Arabs , on the top of the 
Mountain, which over-looks the Valley. 
Going over a-foot to the further end of 
the laid Valley, we found leveral Tombs 
of Jews, and at the foot of the Mountain, 
the Holy Field , bought with the 30 
Pieces of Money Chrilt was fold for, to 
bury Pilgrims. This Sepulcher is 30 
foot Iquare, cut out of the Rock. In the 
upper part of it, there arc Ibmc vent- 
holes, through which the Armenians let 
down their dead Bodies. Below that 
is the Cave, where eight of the Apoftles 
hid thcmfelves, when Chrilt was Cru- 
cified ; and below that again, is a deep 
Well, where Nehemiah the High Prielt 
hid the Holy Fire, when the jews were 
carry’d Captives to Babylon. A little 
higher is the place, where the Prophet 
Jfaiab was (aw’d in the middle; and a 
white Mulbery Tree inltead of the Ce- 
dar, thatopen’d and hid him in its Trunk. 
Clofc by the faid Mulbery Tree , is the 
Pool of Siloe, where Our Lord gave fight 
to the blind Man. It is all Artificial, 

40 Spans long, 16 in breadth, and 20 
in depth, with Water in it, which is 
not very good , and runs out to the 
Fountain, where they fay, Our Blefled 
Lady wafh’d the Linnen of her Infant 
Jefus ; there are above 20 fteps down 
^0 the Water. 

Proceeding along the Valley of Jofa- 
phat, they Ihew’d me on the right , the 
Country Houfe of Siloe , where Solomon 
kept bis ConcuKuics,and on the top of the 
Vol. IV. 


fon, is now call’d the ^fountain of Scan- 
dal. At the end of the fame Valley, and 
at the foot of another Mountain, which 
is the very lame on which judas hang’d 
himfelf on one of Pharaoh's Fig-Trees 
are the Sepulchers of the Jews , who on 
mat fcore, pay the Turks a Zecchine a 
day , whether they bury or not. Fur- 
ther on, is the Sepulcher of Zachariab , 
the Son of Barachiat , who was flain be- 
tween the Temple and the Altar, all 
of one piece, cut out of the Rock : clofe 
by which is the Cave in which St. James 
hid himfelf, when Our Saviour was 
Cruci»y d, fwearing. He would not eat , 
till he faw him rifen from the Dead ', for 
which reafon. Our Saviour appear’d to 
him the third day, bringing him fome- 
thing to eat. A few paces further , is 
the Sepulcher of Abfalom , all of a piece 
as far as the firft: Cornifh, like St. Jamc’s 
.Cave, and it being empty, I went in as 
far as the Cupola. Behind this was made 
fuch another Sepulcher, cut out of the 
hard Rock to bury King Jofaphat. In

.Going up again, i went to fee the two 
Arches of the Golden Gate, through 
which Our Saviour entred in Triumph 
on Palm Sunday, but it is now fhut , as 
was faid before. i\fter Evcnfbng, the 
Holy Sepulcher being open’d, I went in 
to vifit all the Holy Places belonging 
to it. 

Having bear’d Mafs betimes on Sun- Betbmt 
day Morning, being the 2d. of Septem- 
ber, I mounted one of the Father Pro- 
curator General’s Horfes, and fetout 
for Bethania , attended by the Interpre- 
ter and Fathers. Having Travell’d a 
Mile and half on the Mo untain , I was 
fhewn the place where Chrift com- 
ing from the River Jordan , curs’d the 
Fig-Tree, of which no memory remains.

The 
fecond Door is the way to fuch another 
Room, containing feven Sepulchers ; but 
there aic two or three Tombs in every 
one, and particularly one of Marble 
uncover’d, where they laid, a King had 
been but y’d. The third alio, is a tho- 
roughfare to a Room, that lias nine lit- 
tle Doors toother Sepulchers, with two 
or three burying places 011 a fide. En- 
tring at one of thefe Doors artificially 
made of Marble, and which only is now 
Handing, of many more there were, 
we faw another King’s Tomb open, 
which had for its device a Bow, and a 
Bottle carv’d at the head of it. The 
fourth Door in the firft Room gives

T wo Miles from Jcrufalem , on the

him in the Temple. Oppolite to it, 
but a Mile from the Road , on the top 
of the Hill , is a Tower , where they 
fay, St. Simeon dy’d. Further on, in 
the audit of the way, is a Ciltern, near 
which, the three Wile Men law the 
Star again, and on theright of the Road, 
a fen Paces from it , there appear two 
Walls itanding, which, as they fay, 
belong to the Houle where the Prophet 
Habakkuk was, when the Angel carry’d 
him to Babylon , to give Food to Daniel 
in the '.ion’s Den. At a fmall diltance 
is the place where Elia* the Prophet 
relied, when lie fled the Pc -locution of 
Jczjbel-, a plain Proof whet cof, is the 
print of his Limbs left in the hard Rock 
on the right hand of the Road. The 
Greeks in memory hereof, have built a 
MonaHery clofe bv on the left, under 
the lame Title, where they cclebiate 
the Divine Office. 

Further Itill ou the right , there is 
Hill Handing part of the Wall of the 
Tower where Jacob relied , when he 
came out of Mefopotamla } and the re- 
mains of the Sepulcher of his Wife Ra- 
cbel , who dy’d there, are half a Mile 
further. 

Before wc came into Bethlehem , wc 
took notice of the Ciltern, of whofe 
Water, David having a defire to drink, 
yet afterwards refus’d it, becaufc his 
Commanders pafs’d through the midlt 
of the Enemies Army that lay about it, 
with great danger of their lives to fetch 
it for him. At laft, after 6 Miles rid- 
ing, we came to Bethlehem , and relied 
our fclves in the Monaftery of the Ca- 
pucins. 

i ttbklem. Bethlehem , the moll glorious City in 

the World, for the Birth, not of Ben- 
jamin, but of the Saviour of the World, 
is feated in 31 deg. of Latitude} thinly 
Inhabited, and by very few Catholicks. 
Being feated on a pleafant Hill , it en- 
joys an excellent Air , fo that St. Paula 
the Roman had much reafon to thoofc 
it for her place of abode, and dy’d there 
in the year 404. The chief Church of 
this City, reltor’d not long fincc by the

is one of the belt 
five Illcs , made by 

Marble Pillars, ten in a row, in all 40 j 
belides which , there arc ten in the 
Choir, which is enclos’d quite round 
with a Wall. The Pavement is hand- 
fbme, and the Roof of a proportionable 
height. The Monallery has a good 
Garden , and convenient Lodgings, in 
which 12 Religious Men live. They 
have another fmall Church , Dedicated 
to St. Catherine , pav’d with good Mar- 
ble of the Country, which they made 
ufe of, before they recover’d the great 
Church. The Greek Fathers have allb 
their Church and Monallery adjoyning 
to the great one, feparate from that of 
the Armenians , which is near to the 
great Gate, with a way into our Church, 
that they may have the couvcnicncy of 
worlhipping the Holy Manger, and the 
place where Our Saviour was bom. 

There is a Dciccnt to this happy , and 
moll venerable place, out of the Choir 
of the great Church, down two oppo- 
litc Stair Cafes of 16 Heps each.

On the 
Wcft-fide it has been a little enlarg’d, 
that it might contain the Faithful } the 
Floor is Pav‘d with a Marble , and all 
the place breaths Sautticy and Devo- 
tion. 

From the little Church of St. Cathe- Rurial of 
fine, there is a dark Delccnt of 24 ltcps innocents, 
cut in the Rock, to a Cave, where ma- 
ny of the Holy Innocents were bury’d, 
that were flain by Herod } and an Altar 
erected in honour of them. On the left 
is St. Jofeph’s Chappel, whither they lay, 
he retir’d at the Birth of Our Saviour : 
and then going up ten Heps, there is an- 
other Door 1 at the foot of eke Cave of 
the Nativity. ‘ Turning backjat the e»d 
ofthefe Stairs on theright, a little door

i< 5 p 3 - ety and Devotiolj. It is vc.-y antient 
and dark, having no light but what comes 
from the top of the Cupola, clos’d by a 
Net of fil’d Iron, through which, 'efcne- 
cclfity it Rains down in Winter upon 
the Chappel of the Holy Sepulcher, 
there being no light to be let in any o* 
ther way. It is all round up to the top, 
with 14 Marble Pillars, and 6 very an- 
tient Pi lafters, which fupport the Arches 
about the Church, over the which, there 
are feveral Rooms , 1 1 of the Francif- 
cans , and 6 of the Greeks, but dark, and 
without Ornament. 

Thcfe lalfc have a beautiful Church ,

theirs adjoyning to the Sepulcher, which 
tho fmall , is decently adorn’d. There 
are in it two round pieces of Marble,* 
near which , * Our Saviour appear’d to 
the Blefled Virgin after his Refurrecti- 
on. Through an Iron Grate isfeen the 
Pillar, at which Chrift was lcourg’d, 
which is of Marble , of feveral colours! 
and three Ipans high ; near which is, i 
Stone, that was found in the Sepulcher*. 
In the fame great Church , defending' 
four Reps, is the place where Our Savi- 
our appear’d to St. Mary Magdalen like 
a Gardiner, but cover’d with a round 
Marble out of refpect . Still proceeding 
along the firR Arch’d Way on the fide 
of the Church, which on that fide has 
two Ifles : there is a delcent of three 
Reps into the Prilon, where Our Lord 
was kept, whilR the Croft was prepar- 
ing ; it is a dark Arch’d Chappel, fup- 
ported by fmall Pillars, which divide it 
into three Ifles. Turning back towards 
the left , there are two holes , where 
they fay, Chrift fell : And going on to 
the fecond Arch’d Way, behind the 
Greek Church, is the Chappel of Longi- 
nus, arch’d like the reft, meanly adorn'd, 
and polleft’d by the Greeks , as is that 
of the Prifon. Clofe to it is another 
Chappel, with the place where the 
Soldiers divided Our Saviour’s Gar- 
ments, kept by the Armenians. On the 
lame fide, there is a delcent of 30 Reps 
to the Chappel of St. Helen , which is 
bigger Chan the reft, with a good Cu- 
pola, Ibpported by four Pillars , which 
on the litres leave two fmajl IflcH •, where 
pn the left , is the Chappel of the good 
3Thicf, kept by the Armenians ; On the 


Crofs , with two Altars, a great, and 
a little one. Under the 4th. Arch,there 
are five Stones, which denote the place 
where Chrift was ftripp’d, belonging to 
the Catholicks, as docs Our I .adies Chap- 
pel , clofe by it , to which there is a 
Door from without. There it was, the 
Blefled Virgin and St. John Rood, when 
Chrift looking on them from the Crofs, 
laid , Woman, behold thy Son ', and to St. 
John, Behold thy Mother. On the lame 
Mountain is the Dwelling of the Greeks. 

Defending from Mount Calvary , we 
went into a Chappel, kept by the 
call’d Adam’s Chappel, becaule there 
they lay , our firft Parent’s Head was 
found. On the right of the door, is 
Baldwins Sepulcher, and on the left, that 
of G odfrey of Bulloigne, Brothers. There 
is another , they fay, is Melchifedecks j 
but I know not what ground they have 
for it. 

Oppofite to the great Gate , is the 
Stone of the Holy Anointing, on which 
Our Redeemer was Anointed. It is of 
white Marble, eight fpanslong, and 
four broad , enclos'd within Iron Bani- 
fters. Below it , is a place kept by 
Armenians , mark’d on the Pavement by 
a round Stone, where Chrift’s Friends 
Rood to ohferve where he was bury'd. 
All thcfe places are lighted by feveral 
Lamps , aid I vifited them in this or- 
der, in Proceflion with the Fathers. 

The Chappel of the Holy Sepulcher, 
is about 24 fpans in compaft, in the 
midll of the Church , with a little Cu- 
pola, fupported by 12 fmall colums. 
Entring into it, at a little door , there 
appears by the light of 17 finall Lamps, 
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T^f.burn day and night, the Stone the 
CemelU. JXn&cl remov’d from the mouth of the 
1 693. Sepulcher, half bury’d in the Ground. A 
narrow hole gives a paflage into the Se- 
pulcher,* 1 which is 8fpans Iquarc, where 
. i* the Tomb, of the feme length, which 
''being cover’d with a Marble Stone, ferves 
fir an Altar to fay Mafs on. Tho there 
wthree holes on the top to let out the ♦ 
Smoak , yet the place is cxceffive hot , 
by rcafon of 47 lamps burning there 
'continually, both this, and the Orato- 
ry that contains it , are all hung within 
and without with Silk. The Coptis have 
their Chappel adjoyning to the back part 
of it ; oppolite to which (firft palling 
through the Chappel of the Sirians, and 
then through a Way cut in Rock) are 
to be fccu the Tombs of Nuodcmns , and 
'jofcfb of An in . , cut out at length 
in the Stone •, bciidcs that , which the 
latter caus’d to be made for himfclf, in 
imitation of Our Saviours. 

Then 1 went up the flairs near the place 
of Chrilt’s Friends, to the Chappel of 
the Armenians, and law them lay Alafs. 
The Pricft had on a Cope, with a Collcr, 
like that of the Habit of the Theatius,. and 
a long Cap on his Head. He came out 
into the Chappel, with a final] Chalice, 
cover’d with a Vail jfcvcral Silver Horfc 
Bells the People there prefent had in 
their Hands gingling, becaufe they are 
not allow’d there to ring others Bells •, 
but inflcad of them , they make ufc of 
a piece of Wood 12 (pans long, which 
upon occalion, they beat with a Woo- 
den Mallet. 

The Plate that has been given by fo 
many Kings and Princes to the Holy Se- 
pulcher, is kept bury’d, for fear of the 
Turks , nor do they fhew it to any Pil- 
grim \ but the F. Guardian did me 
this fpecial Favour, by ordering it to be 
taken up, which the Sacriftan was un- 
willing to do. This rich Church fluff; 
conlilled of a lamp of about 300 Pound 

J eight, lent thither, by Philip the 111 . 
ngof Spain j aCrofs, Chalice, and 
>ft coftly Veltments, the Gift of the 
' juofl: Chriltian Lewis XIV. King of France, 
other Vcllments adorn’d with Gold , 
Pearls, and precious Stones, lent by 
•King Philip the II. and other Chriltian 
Princes *, a Chalice by Queen Catherine 
of England , and fix Candlefticks , four 
Flower-Pots, and a Silver Crofs, given 
by the City of Adeffma , in memory of 
the Letter, which thole People very- 
ly believe was Writ to them by the Blef- 
led Virgin: The Feltival whereof they 
celebrate with great pomp , on the fe-

cond of June ; of whhjh Furniture , for 
its excelled W orkma<flhip , they make 
ufe upomfthe greatell Feftivals. 

TheLreeks alio open’d to me their r . 
Sarfthm Sanihrum , where I worlhipp’d J 2 J*, 
fomc ptecions R clicks j as an arm ofS. sanSorunt. 
Alary Magdalen a great piece of the 
Holy Crofs, and S. John Baptift's Scull. 

Bciidcs this, I faw fevcral Boxes, Cen- 
fors, and other Veflcls ail of Silver, fudi 
as they ufe in their Ceremonies, and a 
Wooden Crofs of wonderful Workman- 
ship, carv’d by a Greek, with fitch finall 
Figures, that it requires a Alicrofcopc 
to dilcern than as alfo fomc excellent 
Pidtures, drawn by Candiots and Alufco- 
vites. 

Over this Holy Place , a Af.1lwma.1n 
Soutane has his Dwelling - not lb much 
to guard it, as to receive the Mony paid 
for opening ot it : and therefore on Mon- 
day 7th. alter having perform’d my De- 
votions in the Holy Sepulcher, I made 
him open me the door to go out. I went 
directly to S. Saviours , where I was 
Ihcw'd the curious and artificial Lamp, 
lent by the Commiilary of Naples, worth 
14000 Crowns j and the Copy of the 
Holy Sudarium , or Pidture of Our Sa- 
viour, Imprinted on the Cloth where- 
with the Holy Woman Veronica wip’d 
hik Face, fent by the Duke of Savoy. 

It is fit the Reader be inform’d, that 
thefc Holy places were many years fince 
feiz’d upon by the Greeks ; but after a 
long Trial before the Divan at Con/tan- 
tinopir, they were rcltor’d to the Capu- 
cins j the Marquis de Chatcauncuj , his 
Molt Chrillian Majefties Embaflador to 
the Port, particularly fupporcing them 
for 12 years together, with the alfift- 
ancc of B. Dominick of Ruizaval a Bifcai - 
ner, a Perlon of admirable Capacity, 
tho’ a lay Brother. In memory of which 
Benefit, thofe Fathers have put down 
the Marqucfs in their Table of Malles 
for Bcnefadtors , immediately next to 
the Crown’d Heads. Thus feven Maf- 
fes being fung every Week in the Holy 
Sepulcher i the fir ft is appointed for the 
Pope, the fcconjl for the Emperor, the 
t hird for the King of Spain , the fourth 
for the King of France , the fifth for the 
King of Poland , the lixth for the Re- 
publick of Venice, and the feventh for 
the Marquefs de Chateauneuf. 

To return to the bufinels in hand , 
this Country is moll holy and worthy* 
of all Veneration, as having been Iprink- 
led with the molt precious" Blood of Our < 

Saviour but on the other fide it is to

CHAP. IX. 

The Author's return to Alexandria the fame 1 vaj he came. 


I Return’d before day to S. Saviour’* 
Church, where the Reverend Father 
Guardian gave me his Blcfting in his Pa- 
triarchal Veftments ; and then came ,to 
my Lodging to wilh me a good Jourriy, 
with many Expreffions of tender Affb- 
ftion, and with him the Father Procura- 
tor General, both of them prefenting 
me with Chocolate, and forae devout 
Gifts; and to com pleat their kindnefs , 
caus’d two Malles to be faid, one in the 
Holy Sepulcher, and the other on Mount 
Calvary , for the happy fuccefs of my 
Voyage. 

Getting on Horfe-back without Beth- 
lehem Gate, with only the Guard of the 
Muletier, whom there they call Mucca- 
ro , 1 took along Jeremiah's Road , and 
met with no trouble till I came to that 
Mountain, where two Peafants, who 
obferv’d me at a diftance , would have 
me go to them. I flopp’d till my Mac- 
care came up, who had flay’d behind 
to eat Figs (whereof as alfo of Grapes, 
Olives, and Pomegranats , there is great 
plenty on the Neighbouring Hills ) he 
being come, had a quarter of an hours 
difpute with the Peafants. They feeing 
I had a red Coat on, thought I was fbme 
Merchant loaded with Money, and had 
a mind to rob me; as 1, tho* ignorant 
of the Language guefs’d by their Alli- 
ens, fb that the Muccaro had enough to 
do to perfwade them, I carry ’d no Mo- 
, ny, whil’ft I fretted to fee my felf in a 
Country, where two naked Men durft 
impofe upon me. 


But I far’d worfe in the Village of 
the good Thief, where a wretched bare- 
footed Fellow ran after me, call’d to me 
to flay, till the Receiver of the tribute, 
or duty , who was his Mailer , and an 
Arab came up. I obey’d , and he being 
come, began by ligns to demand Money 
of me , tho’ the Muccaro had already 
pay’d the Duty , becaufe he alfb by my 
habit, took me for a Merchant. Ha- 
ving told him I had none about me, be- 
caufe 1 had left it at Rama\ .he fell to 
fearch me , beginning at my Breeches, 
as being excellently skill’d in the Art of 
Robbing; and finding 1 had none, would 
have me promife to pay him a Piaftrc at 
Rama y or elfe he would carry me away 
Prifbner to the next Mountain. To a- 
void this danger, I promis’d what was 
not his due, and he came punctually to 
receive it, but 1 made the Muletier pay 
it, who had undertaken for 28 Piaflres, 
to clear me from all fuch Impofitions , 
and carry me to Jaffa upon his own 
charge. 

By thefe Paflages, any one may judge 
how little Juftice is to be had in thofe 
Countries , fince the Tax-gatherer robs 
fb openly , and without controul : Nor 
is this to be admir’d at, becaufe the 
People of that Nation are naturally, or 
through cuftom lazy, and therefore love 
to live by robbing, without taking the 
pains to till the Ground. Befides, if 
any of them would labour , he fhould 
noc reap the Fruit of it, and therefore 
there are continual fenffles between the 

Coun- 
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Coj/Ttry People and the Arabs , who 

temtlk. afe^ always dealing their Corn. One 
1693. .day, before 1 came to Bethlehem , (even 
VA? and three Country Men had been 
wounded in a Fray. There are mortal 
Enmitie? among the Arabs chemfelves, 

, ibme being of the white Banner , and 
N $bme of the red, which is the caufe that 
many of both Parties are kill’d daily. 
Tnus both Arabs and Peafents live a* 
wretched life, lying on the bare ground, 

% and feeding on a little Bread , without 
*any other Food, becaufe they cannot 
always meet with Franks to rob. After 
the Tax-gatherer had left me, I put on 
a (curvy black Garment of the Muccaro\ 

. that my own might not call Thieves, 
and made, halt to Rama. Bciug come 
thilher, I (tay’d all M’ednefday 9th. ex- 
pecting the convenicncy of fome Cara- 
van to Jaffa. 

Thurfday 10. I pay’d the villt to fome 
Chriltian Maronites of note that had 
been to fee me. Friday nth. I went 
wich fome Fathers to the Holy Places 
about Rama. Saturday 1 2th. we law a 
Cavalcade of Arabs , with Pipes carry- 
ing two Children to be Circumcis’d, 
which Ceremony ended in a plentiful 
Treat of many Difhcs of Pilau ; that is. 
Meat boil’d with Rice. 

Sunday 1 3th. I fee out after Dinner 
for Jaffa, with a Caravan of Arabs , and 
came thither at Sun-fct. The Muccaro 
would have me give him another Re- 
ward, befides what he had from the Cu- 
ftomcr, but I would not hearken to 
him. TlTe viliting of the Holy Places, 
colt me 70 Crowns of our Money in 
all. The poor and difeblcd Pilgrims, 
who cannot go up to Jerufalem , gain all 
the Indulgences of the Holy Land at 
Jaffa , as if they had vilited it, and 
from Jaffa return into Europe. 

$obn of 1 imbark’d on Aionday 14th. with a 
t ‘re. fair Wind, and (ailing all Night, ar- 

riv’d on Tuefday 15th. at the antient 
Ftoltmais , now call’d St. John of Acre , 
jinoltly ruin’d and void of Inhabitants. 
|I went to the Monaltery of the Francif- 
f tans , where I was furniih’d with necef- 
ferics to go to Nazareth. 

Wednefday 16th. I fet out with an In- 
terpreter, and got into Nazjtreth about 
’ Evening, the days Journey .being 25 
Miles. Thurfday 1 7th. I perform’d . my 
Devotions, wodhipping the Holy Place, 
where the Angel feinted the Blelled 
Virgin, (erv’d by the Capucins , who re- 
ceiv’d me with much civility and afte- 
frion. Friday 1 8th. having vilited (ome 
other devout Neighbouring Churches, I 
Vol. IV. 


return’d to St. John eft Acre, tl being 
impradicmlc for Pilgrims to go further 
to fee G Ailee, and </ther Holy Places 
for feairaf the Arabs. 

Sattaday 19th. there was no convent* 
enCjrlTf Boats, and therefore I departed 
on Sunday the 20th. after Noon. That 
Night we were becalm’d , but Mondry 
2 1 ft. made much way, yet came not to 
Jaffa till Tuefday 22th. Wednefday 23d. 

I bargain’d for my Paflage to Damiata, 
aboard a Saick , that was returning thi- 
ther, and imbark’d on Thurfday 24th. 
to return to Alexandria , where I had 
left my Equipage. 

Friday 25th. the Wind prov’d fair, 
and (b continu’d till midnight, but came 
about a 1 moll in our T cctli on Saturday 
26th. Sunday 27th. it blew brisk and 
fair, (o that on Monday 28th. we arriv’d 
at the Bogafi, or mouth of the River of 
Damiata , near which St. Leans King of 
France , after taking that City , caus’d 
a Fort to be built , which is llill to be 
Teen. I took a Boat to carry me to the 
City, and tho’ I endeavour‘d to (hun the 
knavery of the Black of Hisba, yet I. 
could not (hun the Janizaries , who ex- 
aided half a Piaftre for differing me to 
pafs, and then fearch’d my Portmantue 
for the Duties of the Cudom-houfe. 
t * I thought I (honld have a good Nights 
reft, in the Houfe of the Chriltian Ma- 
ronite , who is Procurator to the Religi- 
ous o( Jerufalem ; but it was my misfor- 
tune to pals it mifth worfe than I had 
done the four lad at Sea , becaufc of 
fome fmall Night Infefts there were in 
the Room; and of a black Woman, 
who being in Labour clofc by, cry’d 
out all Night as if (he had been pollef- 
fed. 

I relblv’d in the Morning to com- 
plain to the Cultomei againft Selim the 
Black , who had extorted two Piaftret 
more than his due : He anfwer’d me, 
he had no power over him, but that I 
might acquaint the Baffa of Caire with 
it. The Boat being ready to depart, 
I was oblig’d to go aboard it with the 
Cuilomer, who wept the lame way, 
led I (hould let flip that opportu- 
nity. 

Wednefday the laft day of the Month, 
we Sail’d with a fair Wind up the lame 
Branch of the River Nile, before de- 
ferib’d; and on Thurfday the id. of O- 
ttober,. we run up the River. The Cu- 
domer was pleas’d to live two days with- 
out eating any Meat, becaufe there was 
never a Jew there , who with a Knifef

CHAP. X. 

Of the Religion , Government , Cufloms, Habits , Fruit, and 

Air 0/ Egypt. 


B Efore I depart Egypt , it will not be 
arails, but rather very advantage- 
ous , and delightful to the Reader , if 
after thefe Particulars , I give fome ge- 
neral account of the prefent State of 
that Kingdom , which has fuffer’d lo 
many Revolutions: Firft, under the 
Yoke of the Pharaohs , and fince from 
time to time under the Ptelmeys , Ro- 
mans , Agarenes of Arabia Felix , and 
Turks , who are now pofiels’d of it.

Egypt ; and Said, or the upper Egypt. 
The lower contains all the fpace be- 
tween the Sea and Caire , being that 
which the Antients call’d Delta, becaule 
the Arm of the Nile, and the Sea that 
bounds this part make a Triangle, which 
is the fame as the Greek Letter Delta ; 
and the chief City of this lower Egyir 
is Alexandria. The middle Egypt isf 
bounded by the Village of Gian , an<r 
Momfalot , and its principal City is Caire. 
The upper Egypt , otherwife call’d The- 
baida , has for its chief City Afna, or 
Jfne, formerly Syene, built on the Banks 
of Nile. 

Egypt is Inhabited by Coptis , Moors , 
Arabs, Turks , Greeks , Jews, and other 
Nations.

T H E Boat being ready, I went 
Aboard it on Saturday the 10th 
of OBober , being Bound for 
Pickier , where I Arriv’d about Noon, 
and gave my Letter of Recommendation 
to the Aga of the Caftle, who fpokc to 
the Rais, or Matter of the Veflel for me. 
Being agreed about my Paflage, I caus’d 
my Baggage to be put Aboard the Ship, 
which was under Sail, and began to 
make way within two Hours, with a 
fair Wind, which lafted all Night. 1 
pafs’d it indifferently, becaufe thefe fort 
ofVeflels, call’d Londras, have the Poop, 
Deck, Gang-ways, and Matts like a 
Galley, only they have one little Matt 
and Sail more. 

The Wind continu’d hh'Sunday i ith 
till Noon, but after that it began to 
blow fo hard, and contrary, that it 
oblig’d the fearful Matter and Sailors to 
turn back. Thus on Monday i ith, we 
came again into the Fore of Alexandria 
at ttyo in the Afternoon, and going A- 
fhore, Vl went to pay my Relje&s to 
Monitor Tamborin , who* oblig’d me to 
fifty in his Houfe, where he and all the 


French often drank to my good Voyage. 

T uefday 1 3th, we Sail’d again with a 
fair Wind but when we had run 40 
Miles, the Matter, who was better skill’d 
upon Rivers than at Sea, out of a vain 
Fear, flood about again for Alexandria, 
tho’ neither the Sea ran very high, nor 
the Wind was very boitterous. Being 
fenfible of his Miftake, he flood his 
Courfe again, but we had not Sail’d far, 
before Fear and Ignorance brought him 
about again, and we put into the Port 
of Bickier on Wcdnefday 14th. It was a 
Torment to me to fee my Voyage re-., 
tarded by his Folly, and would have 
given any Mony to be Aboard a Chri- 
ftian Ship to be out of the Hands of 
Scoundrels. 

Ihurfday 15th, there was as dreadful 
a Storm Sea and Land, as was ever 
known in Italy in December. Friday 
1 6th it Rain’d hard, by which it appears 
they are much deceiv’d, who think the 
Sky is clear all over Egyft in Winter j 
for the Ancients, who deliver’d this Ac- 
count, meant it only of the Upper, but 
not of the Lower Egypt.

Sunday 1 8th, the Wind began a little 
tfrfell. Monday lpth it Rain’d again, 
and held on Tuefday 20th, which fettled 
the Sea. The Seamen ftay’d Wednefday 
21 ft to dry their Sails, and prepare to 
’ Sail ; and at length, Thurfday 22d, the 
Rais or Mafter, encourag’d by other 
Vellels. that fliew’d him it was lafe go- 
ing to Sea, crept out of his Hole. The 
Wind blew fo brisk and favourable mat 
Day and Friday 23d, that our Veflel 
carrying three Sails, left three Saicks a 
Stern 3 and Saturday 24th, before Noon, 
we happily Arriv’d at the Port of Rhodes , 
having run 500 Miles in 47 Hours, 
jgnfex. The City Rhodes , once one of the 
moft flourilhing in Afia, is in the Lati- 
tude of 35 Degrees. It maintain’d it 
felf a long time as a Commonwealth, 
gaining lo much Reputation by Sea, that 
the Emperor Antoninus Pius doubted not 
to Decree, That the Pretentions of one 
Eudemon (hould be decided according 
to the Laws of the Rhodians. But this 
City afterwards falling under the Do- 
minion of feveral Princes, was at laft 
granted by Emanuel , Emperor of Con - 
t Jtantinople , to the Knights Hofpitallers 
of St. John y who had been Expell’d the 
Holy Land. The Knights being in Pof- 
feffion, fortify’d thcmfelves, and de- 
fended it bravely in the Year 1444. 
againft the Sultan of Egypt. In the Year 
1480. under the Empire of Mahomet II. 
they held out a Siege of three Months, 
by the Valour and Conduct of the great 
Mafter Ambujfon 3 but afterwards in 
1522. after a vigorous Defence made 
by Adam the great Mafter, the Ifland 
fell under the Dominion of Soliman

tty City. I This City is (bated on the Eaft-fide of 
/the Ifland 3 part on the Plain, and part 
'on the Hill. It is three Miles in com- 
pafs, the Streets are wide, ftrait, and 
well Pav’d; and in the midft of the 
greateft is a row of white Marble Stones 
from one end to the other* In this 
Street are to be feen the Lodgings of 
the Knights of St. John y and the Pal- 
lace of the great Mafter. The Build- 
ings are after the Italian manner, of 
fquarc Stone, harder than the Navies 
Stone ; the Baxjtrs or Markets, are fur- 
niftj’d with all the Ifland, or adjacent 


Continent affords, fi>ld at a fery ealie 
rate. B j the Buildings it appears to 
have bacn in the Hands of Chriftians, 
their Magnificence being nothing dimi- 
ng#/ by the Brutality of the Mahome- 
tans^ who have not abolilh’d the Anti- 
quities ; and the Arms of the Knights 
of Jerusalem are every where to be feen, 
even upon the Artillery. 

After hearing a Greek Mafs on Sunday 
25th, I walk’d about to fee the City, 
which is a good Fortrefs; for belides 
being all round furnilh’d with good 
Cannon, it has a treble Wall, and two 
Ditches, and on the Caftlc fide three. 

The Gates on the Land fide are five ; 
but three of them Ihut, and two open, 
fecur’d by feveral Works and Draw- 
Bridges ; and to the Sea there arc two 
more. The Inhabitants are Turks and 
Jews ; for all the Greek Chriftians, being 
the greater Number, live in the Suburbs 
and Country Houfcs about it, which 
• yield a plealant Profpe&amidft the Gar- 
dens and Vineyards. The Turks drive 
them all out of the City on Friday , to 
fay their Prayers at Noon with the 
Gates lhut, punifliing thole feverely that 
do not make haftc out, when the Signal 
is given. 

, Monday 2<Sth, I went to fee the great Paiacai 
Mailer’s Palace, feated on the higheft 
part of the Hill, which at prefent ferves 
for a Prifon, and Dwelling-Place of two 
Chams of little Taftary , depos’d out of 
Jealoufie, and kept perpetual Prifoners 
by the Great Turk ; to the end, that if 
he who Rules, behaves himfclf amifs, 
one of the Prifoners may be fet up in 
his Place, and he fucceed the other in 
the Prifon. I faw nothing Curious in it, 
hut only a great Stru&ure which the 
Turks fuller to run to Ruin, without 
taking care to Repair it. The Church 
of St. John adjoining to the faid Palace, 
is now the chief Mofch. 

I laid before, the City was encom- 
pafs’d by three Walls, and as many 
Ditches ; I mull; now add, that it has as 
many Ports for fccurity of its Ships and 
Galleys. That which ferves the Ships 
is defended by the Baftion St. Elmo with 
Ten Pieces of Cannon, which alio ferves 
for a Light Houfe. The other adjoin- 
ing to it, is defended on the Left by a 
Tower with Eight fmall Guns, and on 
the Right by the Enchanted, or Moors 
Tower with Twenty Eight Guns, t|pc 
only the£ight that lie level with the 
Water carry a large Ball. A Man may 
almoft creep into one of them, on which 1

They told me, that whcrktbc City 

• was taken, there were found three Pieces 
of a prodigious bignefs, wh\ h fo ot 
Stone-bullets fo large, that two'Tflen 
could fcarcc Fadom them ; for which 
rcafon they were afterwards Ttanfport- 
cd to Confiantinople. The aforefaid Fort 
isfquare, having four little Towers at 
the Angles, and anO&ogon in the mid- 
dle, all made by the Knights. From it 
to the oppolitc ball ion, tiicy draw a 
Chain to (hut up the Port, which is not 
very fate, lor in my time the Admiral 
of J'gier was call away in it, and a little 
before my coming, a Ship and a Stick. 

From this Port, they go into the o- 
thcr within it, which is like an Arfcnal , 
and ferves for fmall Veflels. It lias two 
Mouths, one in the middle, and the o- 
ther near the aforefaid Port, from 
whence to the City it is flint up by Art. 
In this fccond Port Hood the famous. 
,’f CoUJfis of Brafs, fet up by Chares of the* 
City Lyndas (Difeipie to the famous 
Statuary JLifippns) who in the Term of 

* 12 Years fimfli'd it, with the Expence 
of 300 Talents. The height of it was 
70 Cubits, and no Man could Fadom its 

> Thumb, every Finger being as big as 
the largeft of the ancient Statues ; ftj 
that the fpace between the two i.egs 
ferv’d for Veflels to pafs under, that 
went to Anchor there. It held a Veflcl 
in its Hand, in whidh they kept a great 
Fire, to L.ight Ships in the Dark of the 
Night*, but when it had flood 56 Years, 
it was thrown down by an Earthquake ; 
the Rhodians thrcatncd by their Oracle, 
not daring to fet it up again *, and thus 
that wonderful Work lay on the Ground 
for feveral Ages, till the Year 654, 
when it was knockt in pieces. In 1136, 
about 1460 Years after it had been Fre- 
tted, it was utterly Dcflroy’d by one 
Mahavia , a chief of the Saracens , who 
made himfclf Matter of the Ifland, and 
fold the Metal to a Jew , who Landing 
it in the lefler Afiay had it carrykl into 
Egypt on 900 Camels. 

The Port of the Galleys is the bell 
for Security and Conveniency. There 
were at that time three Galleys, the o- 
thcr two being Abroad under the Com- 
mand of their General AmmazA-mam - 
ma.

'Tartar manner; he was of a good Sta- 
ture, and had only a Blemilh in his right 
Eye. 

The Ifland of Rhodes , formerly call’d The 
Ofibfay AJleria and tASthrca y and by o- 
ther Names, is 140 Italian Miles in 
length. The Climate is Temperate, and 
Flcafant; the Soil abounding in Fruit 
and Wine, but produces not Corn e- 
nough, but is plentifully fupply’d out 
of Natoltay which is but 20 Miles diltant 
from it on the North-fide. Formerly 
there were feveral Cities in it, now re- 
duc’d to Villages; as BltrnOy Lyndo y 
the Country or the famous Statuary a- 
bovc-mcntion’d, Bafilicay Catfivia, and 
others, inhabited by wretched Greeks , 

Jews and Turks. 

My continual Inftances to the Raisy or 
Mailer, prevail’d with him at length to 
leave his Fair, and fet Sail on Saturday 
the lafl Day of OElober ; but we had 
fcarcc Sail’d two Miles, before he re- 
turn’d, the Thoughts of her perhaps 
carrying him away. Befides thefe bale 
Turks and Greeks are afraid when they 
perceive the Wind rife, and att with 
fuch Diforder and Noifc, that thej^, 
know not themfelvcs what they are a- 
bout ; fo that Ten Chriflians are more'*' 
ferviceable at Sea than Fifteen Turks.

Ac- 
cordingly 1 carry’d my Equipage, and 
went to lie Aboard that Night, paying 
the Matter of the firft Veflel the full we 
had agreed on for the whole Voyage. 

Thus after fo long a Stay, I fet out 
on Wednefday about Noon. There were 
Aboard the Tartan, befides the four 
*£rtnch- Men, feven Turks, and the Aga 
I of Seyde, who had quitted the Turkish 
' Ship, becaufe of the Ignorance of the 
Owner. What I obferv’d in thefe Bar- 
barians, was, that they had laid alide 
the foolilh Ficrcenefs and Arrogance 
they Praftife Aboard their own Ships, 
where they feek all Occalions to wrong 
a Chriftian ; and it was a great Satisfa- 
ction to me to fee them Aboard our 
Tartan, as quiet as Lambs; not ventur- 
ing to fay their Prayers in Publick, for 
fear of being Laugh’d at. Having Sail’d 
20 Miles, we pals’d by the Ifland Scimo.

after taking a Saick, leaving a quantity 
of Wood on the Shoar, which our Tar- 
tan took aboard. Monday i5th. the 
Wind continuing contrary, the Seamen 
went about the Rocks gathering Shell- 
Fifh ; and having given the Aga of Sey- 
de a Sea-Urchin , that Brute put it to 
the Fire to Road , as if it had been a 
Fifh : And to fay the truth , he Ihcw’d 
himfclf like a Bead , in his Words and 
Anions, and wore a Beard like a Con- 
jurer, or rather liks a he Goat, bred 
wild on a Mountain. 

Tuefday 17th. we fail’d three hours 
before day , but had litttle Wind , fo 
that by Noon, we had much ado to pais 
the Streight, between the Iflands Soma 
and Forni : After Noon it freihned, and 
we ran under a Top-fail to Scio , where 
we arriv’d at Night, after running 130 
Miles, the computed didance, between 
Stanchio and Scio. Wednefday 18th. we 
all went aihoar, and I was entertain’d 
by the Capucins. 

Scio ifland EthaUa , according to fome, was the 

fird name of this Ifland, afterwards call’d 
Scicos, or rather Sciros, from an antient 


near the Port ; which tho’ on the Land 
fide it have a broad deep Ditch , with 
two Bridges and Gates , yet has fuch 
weak antient Walls, and fo bare of Out- 
works and Cannon, that they can make 
but a few hours rcfidance. In one An- 
gle of the City towards the South is an- 
other Fort with 10 pieces of Cannon, 
and another in the middle, lately rais’d 
on the Ruins of a Greek Church. 

The Port is large, but not fafe, the 
bottom being loft, io that the Anchors 
have no hold ; in the midd of it, is the 
Light- houfe for the conveniency of Ships 
that come in by Night. In this Port, 
lie the five Galleys of the Ifland, com- 
manded by as many Begs, to whom the 
Grand Seignior allows* 12000 Crowns, 
for the charge of each of them. 

Confidcring the fmallnefs of the City, 
40000 Inhabitants is a confiderabie 
number, mod of them being Chridians, 
as well Latins, as Greeks. For this rca- 
fbn, there are alio two Bifhops, one a 
Catholick, who has about 50 Prieds 
under him, and the other a Schifmatick.% 
The Turks and Jews are oblig’d by the J 
Natives to live in the Cadle. The 


Nymph. The Turks call it Salzizadau, 
or Sachezada, which fignifies the Ifland 
of Maftick. It is one of the chiefed in 
the Archipelago , and of thole call’d Cy- 
clades, being 8b Miles in compafs. On 
the North of it, is the Ifland Mttelin, or 
Mytilaet, on the Ead Natalia, from which 
it k feparated by a Channel 3 Leagues 
wide, call’d the Streight of CUpo Bian- 
co, or the White Cape, and on the South 
the Ifland Naccaria. The Inhabitants 


Houfcs arc of Stone, after the Italian 
fafhion, with the Roof like a Pyramid, 
cover’d with Tiles. The Streets are 
narrow, tyit Pav’d with Pebbles; and 
the Bazars or Markets abound in all 
things at eafie Rates, bccaufe the near- 
nefs of Natolia fupplies all the Ifland 
wants.

WiPvir The Maffick ot this Iffand is the belt 
' in the World \ for which re tfon, the . 
Grand Seignior fends one every Year, 
to be prclenc at the gathering of it, 
with an exprefs Prohibition againft Ex- 
poi ting it for any Part but Confiantino- 
p!e , where the Servants and Women in 
the Seraglio co n fume it, chewing it all 
the day to make their Teeth white, and 
their Breath fweet, and therefore the 
Turks call it the Itland of Maftick. The 
Cotton gather’d here, yields the Na- 
tives fome profit, the poor People get- 
ting their living by working at it. 

Thwfday 19th. at the French Con ful’s 
C Houle, I law a Young Y enetsan Rcncga- 
85 do, a h.mdfome Fellow. He, after fay- 
ing three Malles one Morning in Scio , 
of an Auguftinian Friar , became a Ma- 
hometan but afterwards repenting, de- 
fied the Canful to contrive his efcape 
into Chrijtendom. This was a matter 
thac requir’d much management , be- 
caule he was kept in the Baffa\ Houle, 
who perceiving fomething of his change, 
>ecaiifc he delay’d being Circumcis'd, 
lad caus’d him one Morning to be cut 
>y force, telling him, if he tied, he 
hould at leaft carry the mark with him 
;o Italy. The caulc of this misfortune 
vas, that he leading an ill Life in his 
Drdcr, and the Superior intending to 
[junilh him, he fled to Scio , and had re- 
rourle to the Catholick Bilhops, to ob- 
ain his Pardon of the Order, which 
being refus’d , in defpair he turn’d Ma- 
hometan. From that time forward , he 
lhvays did the Bilhop ill Offices with 
the Bajfa, falfly accufing him of hold-

by the Superior of Eriza, a fmall Mo- 
naftery in the Mountains of Sy-ia, fub- 
jc& to that of Jerufalem , fled to Barut , 
and thence to Scyde -, and not being ad- 
mitted, becaufe of the Plague, Ray’d 
without with three other Religions Men 
of his Order. In the mean while, the 
Prelideiic of Scyde talk’d to, and com- 
forted him from the Wall , with the 
hopes that he would obtain his Pardon 
of the Father Guardian •, hut the Flague 
Rill continuing, and there being no ad- 
mittance, they agreed to recire for fome 
time to Darbcffm. B James perceiving 
the hufinefs, was protradted, and de- 
fpairing of Pardon, return’d to Sty da , 
in the beginning of May 1693 , and go- 
ing to the Seraglio , delir’d to be made a 
Mahometan. He was recaiv’d, and Cir- 
cumcis’d, but before two Months were 
over, becoming fenfible of his crime, he 
had recourfc to a French Capucin , who was 
Superior in that City, humbly begging 
Abfolution, and declaring with many 
Tears, that he for ever abjur’d, andde- 
'tefied Mahometanifm. The other an- 
fwer’d, he mult fly into Chriftcndom* 
for he could not abfolve him , becaufe 
he was in eminent danger of relapling 
into the fame State of Damnation, if lie 
continu’d among Mahometans. B. James 
rcply’d, he ptiblickly own’d his crime, 
and was ready to die a Martyr for his 
Faith and Religion. He Rill perilling 
in this holy purpofe, and returning on 
Wcdnefday , the aforclaid Father Superi- 
or gave him Abfolution, and the Blefled 
Sacrament. The next day , that good 
Father advis’d him to make his efcape 
aboard fome French Vellcl , becaufe he 
was not fine he could overcome human 
Weaknefs, and obtain of Almighty 
God rhe Grace of Martyrdom. B. James 
anfwcr’d, No, I will die for the Faith, 
and I find my felf lb relblv’d, that 1 do 
not fear bein’g burn’d to Death, which at 
firlt terrify’d me. Adding further. Give 
me a Crucifix, and to morrow you lhall 
fee what 1 will do in the mean while 
pray for me. Perceiving he was fettled 
in his refolution , he gave him a fecond 
time Abfolution, and the Blefled Sacra- 
ment.

the Mahometan Religion was a cheat, 
and their Prophet an Impoftor, who 
led Souls to Hell. A great multitude 
flock’d aboil t him, hearing thefe Words, 
and forne underllanding Italian , ran to 
acquaint the Bajfa , who order’d the 
Friar to be brought before him, in the 
moft abulivc manner, as was perform’d, 
thofe Barbarians breaking the Crofs. 
Being brought, he ask’d him, whether 
he was mad to behave himfelf after that 
manner ? B. James told him, he was in 
his right fenles, and had been mad when 
he embrac’d lo infamous a Religion. A 
Court was held after this, and tlie French 
labour’d with the Cadi to fave his Life, 
or at leaft that he Ihould be put to an 
eafie Death * and the Cadi offering to . 
pardon him,. provided he would own 
what he did , was in a fit of madnefs, 
the good Man would not do it, but cx- 
pe&ed Death with an unparallell’d Rc- 
folution. Being therefore led in the 
beginning of July in his Shirt and Bree- 
ches to the Gate of the Seraglio , the Ex- 
ecutioner ftruck him with the back of' 
his Scimiter, to terrifie and make him 
unlay what he had faid ■, but not pre- 
vailing with a lecomkftvoke, heat laft 
ftruck off his Head , hacking the dead 
Body, which being bought by the French 
for 50 Fi aft res , to be bury’d, was put 
into Lime to five the Bones , but the 
place being open’d after three Months, 
it was found as frelh as it was bury’d, 
not fo much as a Hair being dropp’d off 
his Beard. This was told me, by Mon- 
lieur Rif era , and other French Merchants, 
who were eye Witneffes to it * and be- 
caufe all the Chriftians of the Eaft have 
celebrated his Feftival, 1 thought fit to 
make mention of it , for the Informa- 
tion of thofe who have not heard of 
it. 

Friday 20th. the Wind blew lb hard, 
that the Vcffels in the Harbour were 
forc’d to drop another Anchor , which 
lafled all Saturday 21ft.

I walk’d about the City, with the Con- 
cert. All’s Son , and four other French Men * 
Nuns. who conduced me to an enclos’d Court, 
about which, there were many little 
Houles, inhabited by Creek Nuns. To 
iby the truth, it appear’d more like 
fe-Stew than a Mooaftery , becaufe

I had refolv’d to go from Scio to Con- 
fl antinoflc, aboard another Veilcl* but 
Monlieur Riper a, who deliver’d me from 
the danger l was in at Rhodes, would not 
confcnt, faying, it was better forme 
to go to Smima to take my Pals , and 
continue my Voyage thence * becaufe if 
1 went Aboard Turks or Greeks again 
without a Pals, I might eafily .be made 
a Slave in any Uland of the Archipelago , 
where there were no French * which be- 
ing alfo told me by the Conful, I alter’d 
my Rclolution, and took the good Ad- 
vice they gave me, and the fooncr be- 
caufe the Winter being well advanced, 
and the Voyage 500 Miles, 1 might have 
lain ibme Months by the way.

Taking leave of the Confui 
and Friends, l went to provide me a 
Lodging, and took one in a French Man’s 
Houle, for half a piece of Eight a Day, 
and a quarter for my Man ; but any Man 
that would be faving, may find in the 
City fome Xans , or vaft Apartments , 
capable to contain lomc thoufands, es- 
pecially the Xancclebi , cover’d with 
Lead ; and that of the Armenians , where 
the Caravan of Perjia fets up; where 
for a Dutch Piaftre , or little more , a 
Man may have a Room without a Bed 
fora Month, and live luitable to his 
Piirfe. 

Smirna , Damira, Lamires , or Sardi- 
nia, is feated in 38 deg. of Latitude , 
partly on the Plain along the Egtan Sea, 
^commonly call’d Archipelago , and partly 
on the Hill. It is thought to have been 
Founded by the Amazjous , in the Year 
of the World 3203 , or by 7 hejeus , as 
others will have it. It was once an 
Archiepifcopal See, and at prefent is 
the Metropolis of the Country, and 
Mart of the Eaft, becaufe Handing in a 
place, by which the Commodotics of 
Europe and Afia mull: needs pafs. The 
City is not fo famous for the Birth and 
Death of Horner , if it be lawful to de- 
cide fo antient a controverfie , as it is 
Renowned for the Holy Bifhop Policar -

. fo cheap as in the other Turkijb Domi- 
nions, becaufc of the gjeat rclorc of 
Strangers, who amount to above 50000 
Souls, between European’s Chriftians, 

Greeks , Armenians , Jews, Turks , and 
others. The Port is capable of contain- 
ing feveral Fleets , in which there are 
always hundreds of Ships of many feve- 
^ral Nations. The four Galleys of the 
place are in the inward Port, defended 
by a mean Fort, with few pieces of Can- 
non, and a weak parrilon. 

There being an antient Caftle, in the 
upper part of the City, faid to be built 
by the Emprefs Helen , 1 went to fee it 
on Saturday 28th. Being upon the Hill The Ca- 
that commands the City , 1 obferv’d on Me. 
the left hand, an antient Stru<fture,which 
they laid, had been the Palace of the 
Greek Council, when Smirna was the 
Metropolis of Ionia , and the lefler Afia. 

Going into the Caftle, at the great Gate^ 
towards the City , 1 found on the left 
hand, a Statue, of half the Body of the 
aforelaid Emprefs, and under it fome 
Turkifl) Characters, with a Marble Tomb, 
and by it an antient Church, converted 
into a Mofcb , but all ruin’d, and feve- 
ral Marble* Pillars lying about the 
Ground.

of they lent their Complaints to the 
French Embaflador, but what the Event 
was 1 know not.

The Author's Voyage to Adrianople, with the Defer ipt ion of that City, ns 
dfo of the JJles of Tenedos, and Mytilene, and the City of Gallipoli* 


F Ryday 1 r th, the Weather being fair, 

1 took leave of my Friends, and bar- 
gaining for my Paflage Aboard a Tmkijh 
Vefiel call’d a Chiamber , Imbark’d on 
Saturday at Night, paying for a Cabbin 
a-part, that 1 might be feparate from 
thofe Scoundrels. About midnight we 
Sail’d with a fair Wind. 

Sunday 13th, two Hours before Sun- 
fet, we found our (elves oppofite to, and 
t;tvo Miles from the Fortrefs of FoggUy 
feated on that Point of Land, which is 
on the Left, entring the Bay of Smimay 
which is 40 Miles in length, and this 
Iccurcs the Entrance into the Port of 
that City, Itanding at the bottom of the 
'Bay. This Foggia is fraall, but wall’d, 
and defended by a Cattle. We arriv’d 
at Afetellin about Night, and Landed 
there, having Sail’d 80 Miles. 

Metelliny or Mitylene, anciently known 
by the Names of Lesbosy Homerte and 
MaearUy is call’d by the Turks Medilliy 
and is $60 Miles in Compafs. No Ifland 


in the Archipelago is more famous ; for 
it was the Country of Pittacusy one of 
the (even wile Men of Grcecty of the 
Learned Sapphoy of Arion the Mufician, 
and of other renowned Men. The 
Metropolitan City is feated on the N. 
E. fide, on a Rock, which butting into 
the Sea, makes two feveral Ports. That 
on the Eaft-fide ferves for the Galleys, 
and there were two in it 5 the other for 
all forts of Ships. They arc both de- 
fended by a Caftle on the Hill, and ano- 
ther Fort at the foot of it, looking to- 
wards the Weft. 

The Houles of the City are low, and 
Inhabited by Turks and Greeks , yet 
there is an excellent Bazar or Markcc.

three fides that fecurc the Streight, with 
about 30 heavy Pieces of Cannon on 
them, beiides the finall Ones on the up- 
per Port. In the middle is a good Bul- 
wark, and about it a deep Ditch with 
a Draw-bridge. The Neighbouring 
Town is not Wall’d, and is unwholfomc 
in Summer, by realbn of the bad Wa- 
ter ; yet there is a French Conful, ap- 
pointed by the Ambaflador that reiidcs 
at the Port. The other Callle in Ro- 
melia is not lo regular as this, by rca- 
lon of the uneavennefs of the Ground 
it is Built ou •, but it has a Baltion at 
the Angle that points towards the other 
Cattles ; in the midlt a Place to retire 
to, defended by a large and*well built 
Bulwark; and three little Towers on 
the Land-iide, with a long Curtin on the 
Streight. As for Cannon, it has as 
much as the other *, and befides one 
Piece of fuch a prodigious Bignels, that 
a Man may lit in it.

lide, that looks towards the New Ca- 
dies. The top of the Hill is adorn’d 
by Art with good Houfes, and by nature 
furnifh’d with good Water, a fertile 
Soil, aud excellent Air. 

The Rais having Landed lome Bales 
of Sope, we held on our Courfe, leav- 
ing behind us after three Miles Sailing, 
Maidas , a good Town on the Shore ot 
Romelia , abounding in Wine ; which 
the French Merchants ule to Buy cheap, 
being about three Pints for a half Pen- 
ny. Nine Miles further is the antient 
City ot Schie-Srambitlj the fird the Turks 
took when they drove away the Cha- 
dians, and made thcmfelves Rladcrs of 
Conft ant inapt e ; nothing remains of it at 
prefent but a ruinous Cadle. To con- 
clude, we Arriv’d at. the City Gallipoli 
bcfoie Sun-fet, it being 30 Miles fiom 
the two Cadies. I admir’d the won- 
ders of Nature in Sailing through this 
Streight, for in fome Places it. is but 
• three Miles over, in others ten, and in 
the vvideft thirty, drctchfag 300 Miles 
in length to the Black Sea, and much 
didering in all Parts where its Waters 
have a rapid Courfe. 

Being Landed, I went to the French 
Vice-Conful’s, to procure fome lafe way 
fit Travelling to the Court of Adria- 
noplc. He would not permit me to 
Lodge any where but in his own Houfe ; 
which I willingly accepted, rather than 
lie on the Ground in a Coffec-Houfe ; 
there being no Xany in Gallipoli. He 
gave me an excellent Supper, and good 
Bed, which I had need of, having had 
five bad Nights at Sea ; but he being a 
and Rabbi, and confequently Learn- 
ed, and a punctual Obferver of the He- 
brew Superilitions ; I could not conform 
to his Pharifaical way of l iving, as to 
the manner of Eating. He would ne- 
ver allow me to cut the Bread with my 
own Knife but with his ; and what made 
me Laugh moll was, that he made no 
other ule of thole Knives he cut the 
Meat with ; and they were all to be 
fpotlefs. As for my Journy, belaid, if 
I had Arriv’d one Day fooncr, 1 might 
have gone with a Janizatry, who carry’d 
fome Letters from the King of France 
to the Embaflador, deliver’d to him by 
a French Captain, who was come from 
Marfeilles in 24 Days ; however he 
would ule all his Endeavours, to get 
me a Ifccure Pafiagc ; fincc I had refus’d 
to go Aboard the laid Vellel to Constan- 
tinople , being very defirous firit to lee 
the Ottoman Court.

It 
mult; not be thought flrangc I fliould 
fometimes make my advantage of a Lye ; 
for being in a Country of Barbarians , 
who are Enemies to Chriflianity, .and in 
time of War, it was neccflary to Coun- 
terfeit, change my Habit, difown my 
Country, and pretend other Bulinels to 
prevent lofing my Baggage and Liberty. 
The Turks arc very jealous, and cafily 
wrong a Frank, when he is too open, 
and has not Words to fhift the Danger 
that Threatens him. 

Wnilft I was contriving for my jour- 
ny, good Fortune ordain’d that a Coach 
came, which was returning empty to 
AJrianoplc ~, therefore fending for the 
Coach- man, by an Armenian that was 
to go the fame way, 1 agiecd to give 
him a Zetchmc for my feif, and a Pia- 
ftre for my Servant.. Then carrying 
him before the Conful, to ask his Opi- 
nion whether 1 might go fafely, lie faid 
I might, becaufe the Coach-man was a 
Bulgarian Chriftian, of the Country of 
Felibe, tour Days Journy from Adria- 
nople , and known for having made feve- 
ral journys to Gallipoli. After which, 
the Bargain being ratify’d, the Bulga- 
rian gave me ten rara\ carneff, con- 
trary to the Cultom of Italy, , where 
the Coach -man gives not, but re- 
ceives. 

In the mean while, the Conful took 
care to make much of me *, he being 
well to Pars, and having many Slaves, 
and Italian Furniture \ fo that after a 
good Dinner at Noon, he gave me a 
plentiful Supper at Night, of Filh for 
me, and Flcfh for himfelf, without omit- 
ting his Jewijh Supcrftitions in Eating, 
as well in Praying, as not allowing me 
to cut the Bread. Finding the Melons 
better tliay thofe of Parabita , in the 
Kingdom of Naples , I laid in a Stock of 
them on Saturday 19th, after which the 
Rabbi took his Leave of me to go to the 
Synagogue or School ; deliring me to 
Excufe him, that he did not bear me 
Company, and to give his Rcfpe&s to 
the Embaflador, believing I was a great 
Friend of his. In the mean while, the

tude, is a City three Miles in Com pals, 
Icatcd in Romelia , towards the Weft. 
It is not Wall’d 3 and the Houfes tho 
low, are of Frec-Stonc, and have good 
plealant Gardens. Formerly there was 
a Fort on the Hill, which commanded 
the Port, but ic went to Ruin through 
the Lazinefs of the Turks. On the fidos 
of the Mole were alio the Arfenais , one 
on the Right to iecurc three Galleys, 
and the other on the Left lor twelve, 
where the Vicc-Conful told me the Turks 
laid up their Galleys that cfcap’d the 
Havock a Venetian Ship made among 
them at the Mouth of the Strcight, 
which Rotted away there. The Arches 
are now fallen down, and only the Walls 
arc (landing. There is a good Exchange 
cover’d with Lead, with feveral little 
Cupulas, which is let to Traders by the 
Govcrnours of a Ahfch. The Inhabi- 
tants of this City are about 6oco, Greeks , 
jews and Turks , whofc greateft Em- 
ployment is to make excellent Arrows. 
It is a Place of great Trade, by rcafon 
of its convenient Situation, being in 
the way to Conjlautinoplc , and Auriano- 
ple ■, inlbmuch, that the Bajfa, who Go- 
verns it, makes about ioco Piajhes a 
Year of it 3 befidcs the Profits of the' 
Cadi, Aga, and other Officers. This 
City formerly was the Out- let for Plca- 
fure to an antient City feated oppofite 
to it in Afia, whereof nothing remains 
at prefent, but the Ruins on the Shore 
and Hill where afterwards a little City 
call'd Layfic was Ere&ed. Gallipoli has 
plenty ot Corn, Wine and Fruit, elpc- 
cially excellent Winter Melons, of 
which I bought Nine very good ones 
for three Carlines of Naples Mony •, a- 
bout Eighteen Pence Englijh. 1 he Coun- 
try wants for no Game, as Deer, Hares, 
Partridges, Ducks, and other Fowl. 
The Bazar , or Market of the City is 
very large, and better furnilh’d than that 
of Alexandria , there being variety of 
Commodities, of Artifts, and Handi- 
crafts, each in their proper Place. 

Raphael, Son to Simon the Vice-Con- 
ful, us’d all his Endeavours on Friday 
18th, to find fome fafe Convenicnty for 
me to Travel to Adrianople , but could 
neither meet with the Caravan , that ufes 
to Cttjfjy Silk, nor any other Company 
tfiflM might go with, free fro»n the 
Dodger or the Janizaries, who* return- 
ing from the War to their Winter 
Quarters in Natolia Icatter on the Road, 
to Rob and J\ 4 urdcr all they meet. In 
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Armenian haftned me, becaufe the Bul- 
Gemck;, garian was ready, and might go without 
► j 593.\ us, fo that 1 was in great Trouble to 
t/’Y'v'get ray ftaggage carry’d, it being Satur- 
day, when no Jew would carry it, the 
Turks being above that Employment. 
My Servant and the Armenian fupply’d 
this Want, carrying it to the Xan, 
where the Bulgarian was with the Coach 
ready. Getting into it, we Travell’d 
thro’ a plain and well cultivated Coun- 
try, with now and then a plealant fmall 
riling Ground, (till keeping thcStreight 
on our right Hand. We left Buloyr, a 
great Town behind us, having Rode 14 
Miles, and lay that Night at Carte, the 
fame number of Miles further. The 
Xans, or Caravanferas in Turky, arc no- 
thing but long Stables, in the midft 
whereof the Horfes Hand, and on the 
lides fomewhat higher, their Matters, 
who are to provide thcmfclvcs with 
Meat, and Drcfs it. There is this Con- 
vcniency in it, that a Man is not Im- 1 
pos’d upon by his Holt, as is done in 
Chriftcndom ■, for the Lodging is given 
Gratis , being Legacies left by Turks , 
for the good of their Souls. A Jani- 
zary that came afoot Affilted me in all 
I wanted, making my Bed with Mats, 
and keeping a Fire all Night to warm 
the cold Room. T rue it is, 1 could not 
Sleep for his Prating and Smoaking with 
three Spahies his Friends. 

Sunday 20th, we took Coach before 
Day, and TravelPd a plain Road thro 
a cultivated Country ten Miles to the 
Village of Juligia-Aiuffurma \ after which 
wc entred many Mountains cover’d with 
fmall Trees fit for nothing. Having 
drove eight Miles of this way, we came 
again into the Plain, and went feven Miles 
further to reft at Malgara. 
td 'gen This is a City leated at the foot of a 

Mountain, containing about 1 0000 Souls 
Turks , Armenians and Greeks , under the 
Government of a Bajfa, to whom 300 
Villages about it are Subjeft. Here are 
foven Mofehs cover’d with Lead ; and a 
large Place enclos’d with fix Cupulas, 
which ferves for an Exchange, or Bazar 
of the richelt Commodities. Had it not 
been for the Mountain, we had that Day 
Tra veil’d forty Miles, for the Bulgarian 
kept his Horfes to a round Trot. But 
I not being us’d to fit after the Turkish 
falhion, with my Legs acrofs like a Sai- 
lor, fuller’d much in that Coach without 
Seats, and fo contriv’d that any Euro- 
pean would have found it very uneafie. 
At Night we lay as before, for nothing, 
in a Xan, or Car avanfer a with our Horfes. 
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Monday 21ft, we fet out an Hour be- 
fore Day, Travelling over a plain Coun- 
try but little cultivated, and at the end 
of twenty Miles, came to the Village of 
Arnanli, and going twenty Miles further, 

Hay’d at Night in the Village of Cafun- 
chiupri j near which is a famous Bridge A iorig 
with 154 Stone- Arches two Miles in Bridge, 
length, over the River and Morals of 
Combine. This River is as wide as the 
Voltumo of Capua, in the Kingdom of 
Naples , and its Channel being too fmall, 
it often over-flows. 

Tuefday 2 2d, I walk’d over the Bridge, 
and thought its Structure as remarkable 
as its length. Then we advanced four 
Miles along a deep Chalky way, where 
the Horfes had much Difficulty to Draw. 

It being Night, and feeing the Bulgarian, 
who would go no further, talk in Pri- 
vate with a Janizary, made me fufpett 
fome Treachery ; but the Janizary fee- 
ing me with my Gun in my Hand went 
his way, and we at break of day conti- 
nu’d our Journey with a Caravan of Ca- 
mels. Wc met feveral Companies of 
Janizaries, in 30 Miles we had to Tra- 
vel , the way all along good , and the 
Country little cultivated for want of 
People, and at laft came towards E- 
; vcning to Adrianople . 

Orefiefit , Orefte , or Vifcudama in for- AinenopU 
mer times, now in our Language Adri- city. 
ample, from the Emperor Adrian , and 
in the Turkifls Adtine , is feated in 43 
deg. of Latitude. It Hands in fo plea- 
fant a Country, that Amur ax the Turk- 
ijh Emperor , leaving Burfa , remov’d 
his Imperial Court thither , and fome 
of his SuccefTors continu’d it, fo that it. 
was not only fupported, but the num- 
ber of its Inhabitants increas’d : Itscom- 
pafs is between 7 and 8 Miles , includ- 
ing the old City and feveral Gardens. 

There is nothing beautiful in it , the 
Houfes being low , built of Wood and 
Clay, and fome of Brick, and the Streets 
fo dirty , that a Man mult wear Boots 
in Winter \ fo that it looks more like 
a great Village than a City. There is 
no doubt huf the Ottoman Emperors have 
made it much more Populous, as appears 
by the increafe of its Buildings ; for the 
old City where they Dwelt before the 
taking of Conftantinople was much lefs, 

I told in the compafs of its Wall, from 
the Structure call’d All Bajfa, to the 
Gate of Magnafiapfi , that is, the Gale of 
the Rivtr, only 24 Towers, fome Hand- 
ing, fome fallen, and very near to oap 
another, which fhews the fmallncls of 
the Place.

C/VV# Several Waters encompafs the City \ 
but the chief of them are the three Ri- 
vers Tungia, over which there arc three 
Stone-Bridges, Arda and Meric i , and 
there are fomc Hills that command it 
bn the Eaft-fidc. Jt is Inhabited by 
Grech , Jews, Armenians , Turks , Tala- 
chians , and other Nations $ but the 
Number is not always the fame, for in 
Winter there arc many Soldiers that re- 
turn from the War } however, little 
more or Ids, they arc about 100000. 
It is dear Living there, becaufe molt 
Things are brought far. The Air, as 
has been faid, is wholfome, and the 
Country delightful, cfpcciallv in Sum- 
mer, becaufc of the green Fields and 
Gardens water’d by. fo many Streams •, 
and in Winter for pienty of Game. For 
the moll part the Streets are fet out 
with good Shops, cover’d with Boards, 
after luch a manner that there is Light 
enough comes in at the lidcs. The great- 
c/l part of the City is on a Flat, the reft 
in Valleys and on Hills, which makes 
it fo Dirty. 

I was hard put to it that Night to get 
a Room, and had not a French- Man 
given me one that belong’d to another,' 
that was then in Conftantinople , I muft 
have lain in the Street 3 becaufc there 
are not Lodgings enqjigh for every Bo- 
dy in the City, and what few there 
were, the Soldiers had taken up, that 
flay’d with the Emperor after the Cam- 
pagne. 

Wcdnefday 23d, I went to pay my Rc- 
fpedts to the French Amba/Iador, who 
Liv’d beyond the Bridge and Village of 
Jenimarcty two Miles from my Lodging, 
and near the Grand Signior’s Seraglio , 
call’d by the Turks Serrayovafi. He re- 
ceiv’d ine very Courteoufly, and offer’d 
me his Proteftion, which I had need of 
in that barbarous, and falfe Country. 
After Dinner I went to fee a wonderful 
Exchange, half a Mile in length, call’d 
All Bajfa , taking the Name of the Foun- 
der. It is a vaft Arch with fix Gates, 
and 365 rich Shops on both fides, fur- 
nilh’d with all Ibrts of rich Goods, in- 
cluding thofe that arc under the Arch of 
the great Gate. Thele are kept by T urh, 
Jews , Armenians and Greeks, who pay 
five, Piaftres a Month for each Shop to 
the Founders Heirs, or fuch as. have 
Purchas’d them, and half a Piafire to 
Ac Mofch of Tecerfeli, granted by the 
Gnjgfl Signior , to whom it belong’d. 


Near this Exchange is the Street call’d 
Strati, full of good Shops of all forts of 
Commodities, which afford a delightful ' 

Sight for a Mile in length. It is co- 
ver'd with Boards laid one oyer ano- 
ther, with /mall Holes on the fiaes to let 
in the Light. 

Taking a Jew along with me on Thurf- S etin/s 
4*y 24th, I went to fee Sultan Selim’s Mofch. 
Mofch, to call’d becaufe Built by him, 
which /landing on the fide of a Hill that 
is in the mid ft of the City, expofes its 
magnificent Stru&urc to be ad»..li’d on 
all lides. There are four Gates to the 
firfl fpacious Place about the Mofch , and 
three others to the inner, cover’d with 
£3 Leaded Cupulas , and fupported by 
1 6 good Marble Pillars like a Cloifter, 
among which there are four Green ones 
before the Gate of the Mofch. In the 
midlt of this Cloifter is a good Marble 
Fountain, for thofe that go in to 
Pray, to Wafh them, after the Turkijh 
fall] ion. There are five Gates to the 
Mofch, two whereof are fhut, being the 
way into the Grand Signior’ s Scats ; the 
others open for all People. Eight 
large Columns fupport the Cupula in the 
middle, and twelve Arches, on which 
the other eight Cupulas reft, ail full of 
Arabick Characters. About it are Gal- 
leries fupported by Marble Pillars, and 
furrouuded with Bannifters below. All 
the Pavement is cover’d with good Car- 
pets, and from the Arches hang five 
great Iron Rings, or Branches with a 
vaft multitude of Lamps after.thcir fa- 
fhion. In the midft of the Mofch was a 
great fquare Scaffold rais’d eight Spans 
above the Ground, and enclos’d with 
Wooden Bannifters, as I fuppofc, for 
the Mullah , or Mahometan Prieft, near 
which was a Fountain. The other En- 
clofure or Tribune, which belongs to 
the Grand Signior , on the right of the 
principal Nicn, which we Ihould call the 
nigh Altar, is enclos’d with Lettices, 
and eight Spans above the Ground. On 
the left was a handfome Stone Pulpit^ 
and oppofite to it feveral little Chairs 
for the Aftllahs. The Cupulas we have 
fpoken of arc cover’d with Lead, and 
look glorious when the Sun Ihines on 
them. The Apartments of thofe that 
ferve are anfwerablc to the Grandeur of 
this Mofch ; as are four ftately Towers 
at the Angles, of different Workman- 
/hip and of Stone, very high, which af- 
ford a noble Pro/ped at a diftancc. I 
went up one of them, which is on the 
fide of the great Gate, to behold how 
artificially it is Built, having never feen 

th; 
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the like ia my Days ; for going in at 
GenkJU. one only Gate it has, 1 found three Stair- 
• i6 93 \ cafes, one of which leads to the firft, the 
Vvv^other |o the fecond, and the other to 
the thicd Story of the Tower ; in fuch 
•manner that three federal Perfons may 
go up rounding the Tower at once, 
without ever meeting one another; and 
if they will pals through other Doors 
to the other Stair-cafes, they may. The 
Surveyor that contriv’d it was one of 
the bell in Europe, and the Contrivance 
is worth feeing. 

Efchig hm i 1 went thence to fee the Mofch Efchi- 
Mofch. giami\ that is, the old Mofch. It has 
two high l owers of Free- Hone, and 
about it eight Cupulas cover’d with Lead, 
bcfidcs the great one in the middle. It 
has no Court, or Fountain like ihe reft ; 
but fix large Pillars before ti'c great 
Gate to fupport the Roof, and five Ar- 
ches. Within, there are three Wings 
fupported by four fquare Columns, and 
about it Galleries of Wood above, and 1 
Marble below. The Pavement is like 
the other, cover’d with Carpets, and the 
Pulpic and Tribune for the Grand Sig~ 
nior is after the lame manner; for *11 
Mofchs are alike within, having a Nich 
made in the Wall, and many Lamps 
hanging. 

The Eif- Going thence, I went into the Bifi- 
fieri. fieri , which is dofe by, a Place cover’d, 

and fuftain’d by large Pillars, forming 
two Rows in the middle, where there 
arc about 200 rich Shops of Cloth of 
Gold, and Silver, Scimitcrs, Piftols, 
Saddles bridles. Stirrups, and other 
Furniture of Gold and Silver fet with 
Jewels, tor a com pleat Horfcman. Tliefe 
Shops alfo pay two Putfires a Month to 
the Owners, and half a one to the afore- 
laid Mofch Echini urn.', by Grant from the 
Grand Sigrn or. It was almoft Noon, and 
1 heard a difagrecable fort of Mufick 
founding in this rich Place, and a mul- 
titude of Turks anfwer it in a barbarous 
manner, and asking the Jew what it 
meant, he told me they were praying 
tor the Grand Signior. Adjoining to this 
Exchange, are the Shops of the Silver- 
fmiths and Goldfmiths in a long cover’d 
Street. 

•Vcctrfaih After Dinner 1 went witf\the Jew to 
AtofcL the Mofch of Vccerfali , without being 
1 hindred by four Mullahs that were pray- 

ing in it. This has only one Court or 
Cloifter about it, out of which three 
Gates lead into the Mofch , where is a 
Gallery fuftain’d by twelve good Pillars 
of green Marble ; betides fix white ones 
bigger than the others, which arc before 


the aforefeid Gates. The Roof is co- 
ver'd with fifteen handfome Cupulas Lead- 
ed over. At the four outward Angles 
of the Mofch, are four high Towers of 
Frec-ftone, and in the midft of the 
Cloifter a curious Fountain for the Turks 
to Wafli in. On the iulidc it has five 
Cupulas, four at the Angles, and a great 
one in the middle held up by two great 
Columns, all painted with ArahickCbd- 
raders. In the middle many Lamps 
hang, according to their Cullom, anc! 
on the left of the Nich is a Marble Pul- 
pit ; and on the right a high Tribune 
enclos’d with Letticcs for the Grand 
Signior, and another on the left dole 
to the Pillar, but without Lcttices. 

The Floor was cover’d with good Car- 
pets. 

Thence 1 went to view the Grand vifer s Pa- 
Vificfs Palace ; where I found nothing W'. 
fuitable to his great Poft, but only a 
convenient Dwelling after the Turhfu 
falhion. We went firft into a great 
Court, in which were the Stables and 
Officers belonging to them. We pafs’d 
out of that into another, in the midft 
whereof was a Fountain, and fevcral 
Perfons on Horfe-back, who attended 
that great Minifter. At the Front of 
this Court was a long Sofia, or Place a 
little rais’d, where many Perfons flood 
expeding Audience. We could not go 
into the Lodgings, and therefore turn'd 
back. • 

By the way we met a Bride conduct- 
ing to her Bridegroom. Fifty 7 inks 
rode on Horfe-back two and two, and 
after them came the Bridegroom on the 
left, which is the upper Hand among 
the Turks ; then follow'd the Bride in a 
clofe Coach, with two others following 
for State. A little further I met the 
French Ambaflador going home upon a 
Dun Horfe, follow’d by eight Footmen, 
clad in Red, two Gentlemen in Blew', 
and four Janizaries ail a- Foot. 

At laft the Jew led me to one of 
their Schools, before which there were 
many Women holding their Children 
by the Hand,. Going in I few abundance 
of Garments hanging about it, and fix 
Perfons playing upon Inftruments. They 
told me they gave every Year about 
that time 500 Suits of Cloaths to poor 
Scholars of their Religion, which cofls 
the Publick 2000 Crowns ; and I actu- 
ally few feveral Scholars new Clad from 
Head td Foot in my Prefence. \ 

Friday 25th,' being Chrifimas- Day, J. The(Y«;jj 
went to hear Mafs, and receive the Blef- sigpw s 
fed Sacrament in the Church of the Ra- , 

gufians. 




nnpansy in the old City, whither a Co- 
Gen'cHi. pud n, Chaplain to the French Ambaila- 
t( 593 - dor came to fay theMafs, there being, 
no more Catbolick Priefts. Fridhy, be- 
ing the Turkijh Feftival, on which the 
Grand Signior goes to the Mofch , as has 
been obferV'd before, after performing 
my Devotions 1 went t6 fee him ; but 
found he was already got into the Mofch 
of Sultan Selim , and therefore waited 
two Hours to fee him come out. In 
the mean while 1 obferv’d his Coach and 
Retinne. It was all of Wood gilt on all 
fidcs, with wooden Lettices open every 
way but behind. Inltead of Leather it 
was cover’d with fine Red Cloth, and 
lin’d with Yellow Silk, with Sprigs of 
Gold, turn’d up, fo that all the Wood 
appear’d, and on each fide was fixtcen 
Silver Nobs gilt for Ornament. It be- 
ing high from the Ground, there was a 
little Silver Ladder of three Steps to 
go up to it. Six White Horfes drew 
it, on the firft whereof, and the third 
on the left, fit the Coach-man and Po- 
ftillion. In a Word, it was a Coach 
fit for any private Gentleman in Italy, 
even the Horfes being but very indiffe- 
rent j but within there were fome Quilts 
or Coverlets folded for two to fit on 


Heads, for every one wears his deaths of 
- what Colour -he pleates. There were be- ( 
M&xiObadfcis ftanding about theCoach, ) 
•(thefe belong to the Grand Signup* s Bed/ 
Chamber, and wore little ; while Caps 
on : their Heads, like the Ducal Cap of 
V mice, edg’d about with Gold, but the 
Point turn’d back, and open’d.) On 
doe fide of. this Cap was a -great white 
Plume like a Fan, and below it another 
of black Feathers to pleafe the Eye with 
the Variety.. The Ago of the Janiza- 
ries wore the fame fort of Cap, edg’d 
about with Cloth of Silver, but without 
Feathers. There were 14 other Atten- 
dants Clad after the Roman manner in 
Silk wrought with Gold, with another 
Vcft under that fringed with Gold, and 
Breeches of Crimfon Sattin. Thefe went 
a- Foot, and had on Caps of Silver gilt 
exactly like a Pifs-pot, with a black 
Plume ftanding upright before. The 
Turks call them Jfcioghan , that is, the 
• Grand Signior 7 s Pages. 

Prayers being ended, I law the Grand TheGraid 
Signior Hornet IK come out, and get in- Signior. 
to his Coach, from the Steps of the 
Mofch. He was of a low Stature, full 
Body’d, brown of Complexion, round 
Fac’d, and wore a black Beard that be- 


Crofs-Legg’d, and more it would not 4 
hold. As for the Attendance there were 
in the Court 200 Janizaries with their 
high Caps worn upon folemn Occalions, 
made of white Felt, three Spans long, 
and one and a half broad, which falling 
down upon the Back, end in two Points ; 
but before, to keep them upright on 
the Forehead, there is a Silver Plate 
handfomly Wrought and Gilt, faftned 
on a piece of Board, as I obferv’d fpeak- 
ing of Grand Caire \ but fome Officers 
do not wear it, and others cover it with 
Green Cloth. There were alfo about 
18 Chiaus a Horfe-back, with every one 
a little black Feather in his Turbant *, 
and 50 other Courtiers well Clad, be- 
fides 30 Baltagis mounted, who had 
fharp Caps of a Cinamon Colour. There 
were fevcral Boftangis a-Foot, who wore 
long Red Caps round at the. End, and as 
wide as at the Head : And it is to be ob- 
ferv’d, that thefe Attendants are only 
diftmguilh’d by what they wear on their 


gan to grow Grey ; and by his Counte- 
nance feem’d to be about fifty Years of 
Age. He wore Herons Feathers in his 
Turbant embellilh’d with Diamonds, 
and was Clad in White. The Sclottor , 
who carries his Sword, and drives away 
the Flies in Summer, went into the fame 
Coach, and fat next the Horfes. The 
People faluted him with Shouts, as had 
alfo been done in the Mofch , with a dif- 
agreeable Concert of Mufick whilft he 
play’d. When he was to depart, the 
Janizaries made a Lane in an humble 
Pofture, with their Hands on their Sto- 
mach along the Court } and the Chiaus , 
and other Officers follow’d him in fuch 
Order as has been faid. Hornet II. lov’d 
to Play on a Turkijh Inftrument, like a 
little Guittarr, and to Sing to it, to di- 
vert his Melancholy, proceeding from 
forty Y ears Imprifonment. AH that has 
been faid of his Perfon and Garment, 
will appear better by the following 
Cut. 


Saturday 
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Saturday 2<Sth, croffing over both 
Gemelli. Arms of the River Tunna, which Wa- 
1693. tcrs North-fide of the City, on two 
i^VNJ Stone-Bridges, I few on the Right a 
Cregni- great Mofch call’d Gregni-Jenimaret. Be- 
\l?lV re1 fore it is a fpacious Court encompafs’d 
with beautiful Stru&ures cover’d with 
Lead, for thofe that ferve the Mofch, 
and poor People maintain’d there. Three 
Gates on the front and iides lead into 
this Court, and there are as many more 
to the Cloifter within, compofs'd of 
twelve white Marble Columns on the 
three fideS, and of fix green ones on 
that fide where the Gate of # the Mofch 
is ; all of them fuftaining twenty little 
Cu pulas about the Cloifter, cover’d 
with Lead. In the middle is a fine Foun- 
tain, and two high Towers on the Tides, 
near which there are other Stru&ures 
With Leaded Cupulas fo that there are 
in this Building, befides the great one 


about 100 little Cupulas. This, like all 
other Mofchs, has vaft Revenues for Pi- 
ous Ufcs, which arc bellow’d accord- 
ingly, as in inftru&ing Children, main- 
taining the Poor, and mad People, &c. 
Befides, they every Week Diftribute to 
other Poor a thoufand Ohs of boil’d 
Rice (which makes 1800 Pounds of our 
Weight) and a fufticient quantity of 
Flelh. Leaving the Jew to keep my 
Shooes, I went into the Mofch, where l 
found the Pavement cover’d with good 
Carpets, and above 1000 Lamps hang- 
ing in the middle •, on the Right of the 
Niels was a large Scaffold, a little one 
on the Left, and a very high Pulpit to 
Preach. 

That feme Morning being the Fcaft 
of S. Stephen , I hear’d Afafs at the French 
Embafladors , and Din’d with him’, as 
did a Fm/c/j Gentleman, call'd the Count 
of t'riol , and Marquefs of Orade who 

every 
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fcys'> every Canipagne follows the Grand Vi- 
^eme/L zier, to dired Warlike Affairs, and ira- 
1 ^ 93 - prove Military Difcipline. 

Sunday 27th. after Mafs, I went to 
fee the Palace of Caia Mufiapha , once 
Grand Vizier, and ftrangled after the 
Siege of Vienna , and inhabited by the 
Grand Seignior’s Sifter, who was his 
Wife: There is nothing in it to com- 
pare to the Stru&ures of Italy , but only 
a great lquare Meadow , wall’d in for 
their Divcrfion. After Dinner, 1 went 
to fee a great Vaulted place, a quarter 
of a MiJe in length , and cover’d with 
lead; fioin one lide whereof, there is 
a paffage into another, 50 Paces long, 
where are all the Shooemaker’s Shops, 
who pay the Hire to the Mofcb of Sul- 
tan Selim , near which they ftand. The 
Day being fair, and the fit ft time the 
Sun had appear’d lince my arrival,! went 
again into this Mofcb, to fee whether the 
Tower on the left had alfo the three 
wonderful Stair Cafes , as I laid , I law t 
in that on the right, and the better to 
fee the bignels of the City from its high 
top. The Keeper of the Gate , for a 
few Paras' s, carry’d me up to the third 
Story, where all three Stair Cafes end , 
which are winding, and have 252 Steps 
each. But there is this difference, that 
the firft and fecond , which lead to the 
firft and fecond Stories, run up quite to 
the third; but the Stair-cafe on the 
right, leads only to the third Story, or 
wonderful Stru&urc/and anfwerable to 
the Grandeur of the Founder : The o- 
ther two Towers have but one Stair- 
tale each. 

Going on Monday 28th to fee the 
Dervis dance at the Muradie , J found a 
a dead Horle by the way , and abund- 
ance of Turks ftriving who fhould cut 
The Mu- the beft bit out of him. The Muradie 
nude* is a Monaftery of Turkijb Monks, feated 
on a Hill within the City. Coming up 
to it, 1 found a fmall Mofcb , before the 
Gate whereof, there were five Leaded 
Cupula’s, fupported by five Pillars. Ta- 
king off my Shooes, as 1 had done at the 
other Mofchs ; and going in without any 
hinderancc from the Turks f as they do 
in Egypt, I found two places Rail’d in on 
the fiaes, for Perfons of Note. On the 
right of the Niche was a Clofct, enclos’d 
with Lcttices, eight Spans above the 
Ground, which they told me, was for 
the Grand Seignior. On the left, was 
the Pulpit to Preach in, and tw<*. others 
on the udes of it, four Spans high, and 
made like a lquare Beer, without any 
covering, where th eMul/ab ufesto Read, 


fitting crols Lcg’d. Eight Spans above 
the Ground , the Wall was all cruftcd 
over with fine Tile, the Pavement co' 
ver’d with Carpets , and abundance of 
Lamps hanging in the middle/ ' 

Thence I went to fee the Dwellings 
of thefe Religious Men, which are about 
the Mofcb ; and then into other Apart- 
ments, where I found abundance of Poor, 

"who receiv’d as Alms , Plates of boil'd 
Rice, with a little Meat and Bread, 
which is diftributed every Monday aud 
Thurfday , thefe being call’d Days of* 
turning round. After the Midday 
Prayers, the Superior, with the; Dervi- 
ces , or Religious Men , went from the 
Mofchs to a Room near by, in the midft 
whereof was a lquare Scaffold , three 
Spans above the Ground , and enclos’d 
with Banifters, four Spans diftant from 
the Wall , in which fpace fevcral Turks vjcgs 
fate about. Ten Steps led up to ano- v ‘ 
thcr Scaffold along the Wall, with a 
Cljjfet boarded up, in which fix of eight 
Vertices that went in, play’d on Pipes, 
and beat Drums ; one Sung , and ano- 
ther, when the Mufick ceas’d. Preach’d. 

At the upper end of the Room, there 
vf efe two Chains bare , fix Spans above 
the Floor ; the Superior late down in 
one of them , and in the other, an old 
Man , clad in red ; at whofe Feet late 
another old Man, clad in Green, like 
the Superior, and the other Dervices a- 
bout the aforelaid Scaffold on the in- 
iide. 

Their Habit is not fix’d , for every 
one of them wears what Cloth, and co- 
lour he pleafcs ; but their Caps mult be 
of white Wool, fhap’d like a Sugar 
Loaf; but the Superior, and two old 
Men wore a Border, like the lower part 
of a Turbant about it, and a Towel a- 
bout their Necks. 

One of thofc that were upon the up- A Maho- 
per Scaffold , began the Ceremony of mnm Ce 
turning round, to a doleful Tunc, like team 'I• 
that we ufe to Sing , the Lamentations 
of the Prophet Jeremy , in the Holy- 
Week ; after which, the Superior made 
a Ihort Speech, or Sermon, expound- 
ing a Book, out of which, a Dtrvice that 
late by his lide, read two and two Ver- 
fes with much Gravity ; the Religions 
Men in th6 mean while harkning with 
great Submiffion, their Heads hanging 
down. This Expounding lafted half an 
hour ; after whi^h , the Superior came 
down from his Chair, and late down on 
a Carpet crofs Leg’d, after the Turkijb 
fafhion. The Dervice began again to 
Sing from the Scaffold , and to read in 
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4VA>^ a little Book in the fame doleful Tone; 

Cantlli. when he had done, the Pipes were play’d 
1593? on, and Drums beaten ; to which the 
Superior, and his Companion clad in 
% Grecg, danced after a ridiculous man- 
•ner. Then the eight Dervices flood np, 
and palling by the place, where the Su- 
perior had fate down again, made a low 
bow to him, which the Superior returned, 
Handing up, and then fate down again. 
After this, the eight Religious Men took 
off their upper Garment , and remain’d 
with the under one , which was clofe, 
like a Petty-coat, and a Ihort Jacket o- 
ver it. In this Habit , they pafs’d one 
after another before the Superior, and 
making their obeilancc to him, began 
to turn round, with their Arms fpread, 
and their bare Feet, one liv’d upon the 
other ; fo thur. I wonder they did not 
fall. This painful Dance was regula- 
ted, according as the Muiick play’d 
quick, or flow, and lalted halt a quar- 
ter oi an hour. This ending at a cer- 
tain Sign given, the Superior flood up, 
and rn .do a bow to the mad Dervices, 
who unf.vcr’d the fame in humble man- 
ner: a/tci which, they began the fecond 
turn, wnich lalted the fame time, with 
like bowing at the end. Then the third 
began, and ended in the fame manner. 
After which, the Superior walk’d for- 
ward gently with his old Companion, 
into the middle , and turn’d cleverly 
round upon one foot, as his Dervices had 
done ; the Fringe that hung down from 
his half Turbant, giving him the more 
Grace. Among them was an Old Man 
above do Years of Age, who I admire, 
did not drop down with Giddinefs. 
During this fourth turning, the Inltru- 
ments play’d, and one of the eight that 
were above, Sung; and it ended with 
the ufual bowing. Then an old Man 
read, I know not what, in a Book, and 
the Superior repeated it, all the Com- 
pany anlwering with a frightful Accla- 
mation, and the Dervices withdrew af- 
ter killing the Superior’s Hand. 

I return’d home in the Evening, ha- 
ving flay’d fo long to fee this Turkifli 
folly, like the turning of Staggs in rut- 
ting time ; and the Boards with the con- 
tinual tife of it, fhine like Marble. 1 
found fome Bundles of Cloaths before 
my Chamber Door ; and enquiring of 
my Landlady what they were ; flic told 
me, they belong’d to a Turk, juft come 
from Conftaminofle. Iu the mean while 
came Monlieur Tanclevc, who had pro- 
vided that Lodging for me , and told 
me he had words with that Turk, who 
, Vol. IV. 


came very faucily to put me out of my 
Chamber, to take it for himfelf; faying, 
he was a juft Man , and cf a good Reli- 
gion, and I of a bad one , and an Infi- 
del, and therefore he ought to be pre~ 
ferr’d ; and the more, bccaufe he had 
lain there other times, Tancleve an- 
fwer’d, That the Room had been taken 
for a Frank , .who would never bear with 
his Infolencc, and therefore he might 
provide clfewhcrc ; but the Turk per- 
illing in his impertinence, left his Bag- 
gage at the Door , and was gone in a 
rage to the Cadi, to make good what 
he had laid. Hearing this , I (hut the 
Door, and cxpe&cd his coming; and 
accordingly he return’d within an hour, 
and knock’d at the Door three times, 
but 1 would not open it, and lent him 
away with a flea in his Ear. He feeing 
1 was no more complying than the Cadi, 
who would not concern him Sell with the 
Franks , took up that Night under a 
Pcnt-hoiifc, open on all fidcs, and vio- 
lently cold, the Weather being Frofty, 
and the Snow lying three Spans deep; 
where his Companion, and he being 
pierc’d with cold, fpent the Night,burn- 
ing Fire to warm one fide, whilft the 
other Froze to the Boards. I hearing 
them often blow the Fire, coaid not for- 
bear Laughing, to think that the Man 
of the good Religion had fo wretched 
a Night of it, and he of the bad, lay in 
a good Room ayd Bed. At break of 
Day, the Turk went away half ftarv’d. 

Tucfday 29th , I went a (hooting to 
the Village of Caragafcbi , Inhabited by 
Greeks : Palling over the River Tungia , 
that runs clofe to the Ealt-lide of the 
City , on a Bridge of Arches , by the 
Turks call’d Jenichiupri, that is, the new 
Bridge ; and 1 00 Paces beyond it , the 
River Merici, on a Wooden Bridge,and 
the Marlh on another. Theic two Ri- 
vers meet half a League from the City. 

I had little Sport ; the Jew that went 
with me being better at his Tongue than 
at Sporting. 

Wcdncfday 30th, I was kept in by the j^ e ci)m 
Snow and Cold, but on Tburfday 31th 0 tTmary» 
went out,' and had the good luck to 
meet the Cham of Tartary , riding on a 
Dun Horfe from the Seraglio, to his Pa- 
lace, in a Village fix Miles from Adria- 
nople. He was of a proportionable Sta- 
ture, brown of Complexion , and of a 
fierce Countenace; but about 80, Years 
of Age. He was dad in Green, and had 
on his Head <1 Carpas , or Cap of the 
lame colour , after the Tartar Falhioti ; 
on which two upright Feathers were

Grand ing a Feftival Day among the Turks , 
Seignio--. 1 went before the Seraglio , to lee the 
Grand Seignior go abroad. Four Su- 
fi angis a Horfc-back went before, car- 
rying Red Cloth to cover the Clofet , 
or Tribune. Some time after, it being 
about Noon , 20 Chiaus appear’d on 
Horfc-back, after whom, came 14 Jf- 
cioglians, or Pages of the Grand Seigni- 
or’s, and 10 great Men of the Court, all 
on Horle-back, and lallly the Coach, 
attended by 12 Obadafcis , or Gentlemen 
of the Bed-Chamber ; 1 2 white and 
black Eunuchs on Horfc-back, and fe- 
veral Baltagis a-foot •, near the Mofch , 
there were about 400 Janizaries in 
Arms. The Grand Seignior was in 
the lame Coach, I mention’d before, and 
came out of it, r at the Gate of the AUjch, 
call’d Muxadia , near the Seraglio. I 
took notice he had a Silk Veit on, of a 
pale Red, like a wither’d i'ofe; his 
Cap was adorn’d with fmall black Fea- 
thers, on the ends whereof, there were 
fmall white and red Spots, which look’d 
very handlome ; upon the edge of the 
Cap, there were large Diamonds, fet 
together in a Jewel, like a Pyramid, 
on the fidcs whereof, *therc hung fede- 
ral little Gold Chains , faftned behind. 
Being lalutcd by the People, he return'd 
it civilly, bowing his Head low. After 
him, came the Selettar out of the Coach 
(contrary to the prafticc of Cbrificndom , 
where the Mailer comes out lalt) car- 
rying the Scimitar. Prayers being end- 
ed, which lafted an hour, 1 faw him 
come out of the Mofch , with the lame 
Attendance ; but he had not the Cap on, 
which he had given to a Servant, but 
a Green Turbant , with the lower part 
White, and another Yellow Silk Veil. 
When he was in his Coach , the Peo- 
ple lalutedhim on both fidcs; and when 
he was pafs’d , all the Janizaries , and 
Lords of his Retinue , went away about 
their bufinefs, without accompanying 
him. I have diftin&ly fet down his 
manner of going abroad upon two fe- 
verabfin idays, that the Reader may him- 
felf ohterve lome fmall difference there 
Is in jbfe Attendance , thefe two times ; 
refitting it for a particular Chapter,

All this great Number of 
People (which fometimes according as 
the Sultan is inclin’d, may amount to 
10000, but are not at prefent above 
3000) are Born of Chriftian Parents, 
and taken in War, or forcibly by the 
Baffas in the conquer’d Provinces to fend 
them as Prefents to the Grand Signior. 
He choofes out the Handfomeft to Di- 
ftribute them among the Seraglio’ s, and 
have them brought up to thd Mahometan 
Law, and Exerciles, dividing them into 
two Ranks one of the Azamoglans be- 
ing the ableft for Service, fuch as Balta- 
gis , Halvagis , and Bofiangis j the other 
of the better fort defign'd tor the great- 
eft Employments of the Empire, call’d 
Jfcioglans , in whom befidesForm, a good 


promifing Wit is requir’d. They are 
bred very carefully and ftrifrly, palling 
through four Rooms they call Odas 7 
where they are Taught noble Exerciles, 
fit for Perlons that ate to Serve lo great 
a Monarch, and to have the Title of his 
Pages and Gentlemen. The white Eu- 
nuchs arc their Mafters, who Treat 
them with Severity, and Beat them Cru- 
elly for the leaft Fault j lo that they 
mull have much Patience to get to the 
fourth Chamber, where the befl of them 
are with certain hopes to rile to the 
greateft Employments in the Empire. 

Tho’ they are to be of Chriftian Parents, 
yet the Capi-Agi , or Great Mafter of 
the Seraglio , does not fail to put in 
fome Sons of Turks that are promifing 
Lads. 

There are alio in the Seraglio about 
5, or 600 Maidens, either taken in 
War, or for Tribute of the Provinces, 
or lent as Prefents by the Bajfa\ for 
. the Sultan's Plcafure, who now and then 
withdraws from the heavypare of Em- 
pire to Divert himfelf in* their Apart- 
ment. 

Before we leave the Seraglio , it will 
not be amils to lay lomeching of the 
Baffas i becaufe they are not only cho- 
fen from among the Jfcioglans , but make 
up the belt part of the Emperor’s 
Court. 

Baffa is an honourable Title common 
to all great Men at the Port, who are 
Diftinguilh’d by their Employments , 
but the four chicfeft of them are the 
Vifier- Afem , Or Grand Vifier j the Cai- 
rnacan , Govcrnour of Conflantinople M r 
the Baffa of the Sea ; and the Aga of 
the Janizaries. Thefe are of fuch great 
Authority, that they fometimes Depofe, 
and raife Sultans to the Throne, as 
hapned to the Emperors Muflapha and 
Ofman ; the latter of thefe being put to 
Death in Prifon by an Executioner \ yet 
thefe, fome great Men, arc liable to the 
Emperor’s Difplcafurc for fmall Offences, 
who takes not only their Heads, but 
their Goods from their Children, tho’ 

Born of their own Sifters. The Vifier- Horfettils, 
Baffas carry ’three Standards, with each 
a Horfes Tail, of what Colour they 
pleafe, except Green, of which Colour 
only the Staff muft be. They lay the

The Spahis compoft a confiderable spebis# nd 
Body of Horfe, and Live on their 77- Zabims » 
mars , or Lands given them by the Grand' 

Signior , proportionally to their Services,’ 
like fo many Lords, nor can this Grant 
be taken from them wichout deftroying 
the beft Soldiers they have in time of 
need. The Zahims arc alfo Horft, and 
have Lands like the others. 

The Chians are Meflengcrs to fulfil Chins. 
the Emperor’s Commands, when he will 
have fomc Bajfa's Head, or Imprifon 
him. They attend the Grand Signior 
a Horfc-back, when he goes Abroad, 
as was obferv’d before. The Chian' s- 
Bajci is chief of them. 

The Emirahur-Bajd , tho’ lie Lives Emirdur- 
Abroad, ferves as firtt Gentleman- Ulher Bafii. 
in the Seraglio , and when the Grand 
Signior appears in Publick, he goes be- 
fore him. 

The Ckmeggi-Bafciy tho* he Lives A- Ckmeggb 
broad, has the Key of all the Bread that Biftu 
is Spent in the Seraglio. 

The chief of thofc that receive the Ctrtgi- 
Taxes is call’d Caragi-Bafd , who toge- 
ther with the Cuttomer and chief of the 
Merchants, is to furnilh Mony for the 
Publick Expcnce, as Occafion requires ; 
the Grand Signior being no way oblig’d 
to make ufe of his privace Treafurc. 

This is a Tax of five Ducats a Head 
paid by every Chriltian, except Franks, 
aad every Jexo refiding in the Levant j 
hut the Armenians pay left than the 
Jews. 

The Great Mupbti is the Head of the OAupbu. 
Mahometan Religion, and Interpreter of 
the Alcoran but the Turks confounding 
civil Government with Religion, the 
Muphti and Cadi are indifferently look’d 
upon as Men of the Law, as if there 
were no difference between Lawyers, 
and Divines, for which reaion the Muphti 
very offensives his Opinion in Civil, 
and criminal Caufes. Hence it is that 
there is no Ecclefiaftical Superiority a- 
mong them, and that there lies no Ap- 
peal from the other Muphti' s to the great 
one •, as alio that he is not Superior of 
the / mans , or Pricfts ; every one own- 
ing only his own Superior. In other 
Particulars the Great Muphti of Conftan- 
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tinople is Rcfpefted by all Men, as fol- 
^rmcJli. lowing the Grand Signior’s Court, which 
* iff 94 * ’ JTJiftinguifhcs him horn the others, of 
tirhom there are many throughout the 
Empire. The Soldiers being to be Try’d 
bygone “but their own peculiar Judges, 
|p!,e Cadi- who are the Cadelefchers of Natolia , and 
fher. Romania , render thefe Men’s Dignity 

very Confiderable, and gives them a 
Scat in the Divan near the Tifier, next 
to the Muphti. In great Cities there are 
Nullahs. Judges ana Mullahs , or Mnla’s Subordi- 
nate to the Cadelefchers in civil Affairs, 
hut have no Superior in the Criminal ; 
:aiis. tiic Cadis , who Adminiftcr Juft ice in 
waifs. great Towns, and the Naipis of Pmall 
, ones arc Subject to thele. 


. Pricfts that fci vc in the Afolcbs Mans, Ho ‘ 
in the narure of Curates, arc call’d rMseh/i- 
Imans , or Emoins ■, the Readers of the w* 

Law to Youth J logins •, the Preachers uc V n ~ 
Scheikis and thole that call the People 
to Prayers from the Steeples Aluezdns. 

The Der vices, or Religious Men, tho’ 
they make a very Hypocritical outward 
Shew, do not Live in Community, nor 
in their Monafterics, but in their own 
Houfes with their Wives and Children, 
upon an Allowance the Sultan gives them 
of 30, 40, or 50 Afpcrs a Day } they 
arc alfo oblig’d to repair to the Mona- 
ft cry at certain Hours. 


CHAP. IV. 

’lhe Author's Journey to Conftantinople. 


B Eing tcfolv'd to depart for Confian- 
tinoplc , I took my leave of the Ba- 
ton dc Chatcauneuj , the french Ambnifit- 
dor, a Perfon excellently Qualify’d, as 
appears by his Adminiftratiori there, 
having prevail’d with the Sultan not to 
make Peace, as he was follicited -, ob- 
tain’d the Rcftuuration of the Holy Pla- 
ces in Jentfalcm to the Catholicks, after 
the Greeks had been long Poflcfs’d of 
them •, and brought the Grand Slgnior 
to oblige the Baff.t of Grand Caire to 
take but Three per Cent, for all Goods of 
the Traders of Marfcilles , whereas o- 
thers pay Twenty, and to reftore what 
had been receiv’d over. 

Having hir’d two Horfes for me and 
my Man, at five Ducats a Piece, I fet 
out for Conftantinople on Monday 4th, 
with a fmall Caravan of forty People, 
and having rode twenty Miles through 
Plains cover'd with Snow, lay at the 
Village of Hapfa , in a Carvanfera among 
our Bcafts. 

Tuefday 5th, I Puffer ’d more than I 
had done in fix Months Travels before v 
for Petting out before Day, we rode 
•over Snow and Ice, through a Country 
partly Hilly and partly Plain, till I was 
Frozen a Horfe-back, and had no feel- 
ing in my Handsor Feet. After twenty 
Miles riding, we pafs’d through the 
great Village of Bala , and over a good 
Stone- Bridge •, and at the cad of fifteen 
Miles more, fet up in a great Town 
call’d Bergaft , where there is another 


Stone-bridge of many Arches over the 
River. At Night the Janizaries had 
a long Difcourfe concerning the War in 
Hungary, Paying, the Germans fhed much 
Blood of the Mufidmans, and that their 
Soldiery was DiPcourag’d Peeing Po much 
Slaughter. Here I obPerv’d, that as the 
French call the Place where Paflengers 
lie Giffe, lb the Turks give it the Name 
of Cunac. * 

The great Snow that fell on Wednef- 
day 6th, and what lay on the Ground 
before, would not permit us to Travel 
above fifteen Miles, and we lay that 
Night at the Village of Caleftron. Set- 
ting out betimes on Thitrfday 7th, we 
could Travel but twenty Miies, to the 
Village of Chiorla, by reafon of the lame 
impediment of Snow, the Horfes not 
being able to draw their Feet out of 
it. 

Friday 8th, we got into a Country 
better inhabited, but the Soil nothing 
better ; and having pafs’d by Pome Vil- 
lages in ten Miles riding, we came to the 
Shore of the Streight, along which we 
continu’d our Journy all the Day, to the 
Village of Sivirli, where we pafs’d at the 
end of twenty Miles more. This Vil 
lage is large, and has a little Port, and 
a famous Bridge of 32 Arches over the 
River and Morafs. On the Hill t* : v»e 
is another Place enclos’d with a vuy 
antient Wall, which appears to have 
been Built by the Greeks, by an old In- , 
feription found there in their LangudgSN 

We 
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' rvA-^ Wc made no long Stay here, feeing the 
\CcmelIi. Way clear of Snow, and the Road good, 
» but riding fix Miles further, came to the 
Village of Burgadus, on the Bank of the 
lame Streight. 

Saturday 9th, at fifteen Miles end we 
pafs’d through Check-mangi a , a fmall 
Village ftill upon the Streight. Here is 
a good Fifliery, for the Streight makes, 
a little Bay eight Miles in Compafs, like 
the little Sea of Taranto , and there are 
four Stone- bridges over it. The People 
there fhut up the Mouth of it, which is 
about a Mile over with Pallijados , and 
then go in at the Gap left iu the middle 
with a wooden Houfc, to take the Fifh, 
which is the Rcafon there are three o- 
ther little Villages upon the Bty. Eight 
Miles lurthcr wc pafs’d over another 
Bridge Built upon an Arm of the Sea, 
as convenient as the other for Filhiug; 
for running a great way into the Land, 
it has a great Quantity of Hfh, and is 
the cjufe there arc fcveral Villages about 
the Country. 

Sunday foth, having Travcll'd ten 
Miles further, part Hill, part Plain, 1 
came at length to the famous City of 
Confiantinople . Thence after contenting 
the Catergi , or Owner of the Horfes, 1 
went to Calata to feek a Lodging but 
the Inn kept there by a French- Man be- 
ing full, I was forced to make the belt 


fhife I could that Night upon the Boards 
in a Greek’s Houfe. In this Ihort Journy 
I found not the Civility, Tavernier Li'y 
1. F. x. Chap. to. Pag. 118. fpeaks of 
in his Defcription of the Carkvanferas of 
Perfia and Turly , where he is'pleps’d to 
write that from Belgrade to Conftantino - 
pie , a Traveller and his Horfe has his 
Charges born by the Overfeer of the 
Caravanferas , who does it out of a Le- 
gacy left by a Founder departed, and 
that in the Morning there is nothing to 
do hut Thank him and be gone, with- 
out putting Hand to Purfe ; for I was 
fo far from finding this Entertainment, 
that it colb me two Carlines ( about a 
Shilling) every Night to get Boards to, 
keep me from the Dirt on the Ground ; 
and as for Eating, I far’d as I pleas’d, 
as all the relb did for their Mony. 

Monday nth, I took a Room in the 
F/ench- Man’s Inn, paying half a Ducat 
for my i»clf, and a quarter for my Man. 
We Eat well enough at a round Table; 
and 1 being half Starv’d, as having found 
nothing good npon the Road, nor any 
Convcniency to Drefs it, did Eat hear- 
tily, whereat a Captain of a French Vcf- 
lel admiring, he turn’d to his Compa- 
nions, and laid, This Man Eats like a 
Devil, thinking 1 did not unde riband 
French. 


C H A P. V. 

The Defcription of Conftanti nopie, and its Great nefs , as alfo of the 

Grand Signior’j Seraglio.

C Onflantinople , at prelent the Metro- 
polis of the Ottoman Monarchy, 
was known to the Anticnts by the name 
of Pyutmium ; but the Emperor Con- 
ftantin the Great having beautify’d it, 
and repair’d the Harm done in it by 
Alexander Sever us, forlaking Rome made 
it the Seat of the Empire; and as a per- 
petual Memorial would iave it call’d 
New Rome ; and the Province of Thrace, 
in which it is feated, Romelia , or Romona. 
After his Death this New Rome took the 
Name of Conftantinople , and for Brevity 
that of Palis, that is. City, like the Old 
Rome, which per Excellentiam , was call’d 
ZJ^bs. So that the Greeks o£ Romelia, 
wheii they would Exprcfs, they were 
going to Conftantine's New City, us’d to 
ca& _«r tJp TQhtVy his ten Polin, that is. 


to the City, whence it is fuppos’d cam e 
the other Corrupt Name of Stampol, 
or Stambol, now given it by the Turks. 

It is advantagioully leated on the 
Streight of the Black-Sea, once call’d 
Bofphorus Thracius , in 42 Degrees of 
Latitude. Its Shape is Triangular, and 
the Sea which wafhes two tides of it 
makes there the fineib Port in Europe, 
beyond all Difpute. The Angles of tnis 
T riangle arc call’d Tedicula, or leven • 
Towers f Serray-ovafi, or Serraglio ; 
and the Gate of Agevajfaco-capfi, towards 
the Point of the Bay, or little Streight 
of Chitena. ’Tis true, the fides are not 
equal, that between the leven Towers 
and the Seraglio , being much longer 
than the others ; and that between the 
Seraglio , and the Point of the Streight

of Chit an* crooked ; oppofite to it be- 
/ftmclti. yohtkjthc Strelght ftood Chalcedony an 
1694. #antientCicy of Bithinia. Confiantinople 
is reported to have been Built by Paufa- 
I nias, Kifig of Sparta, in the Year of the 
Wqt1cT 3469, and 96 after the Deftru- 
ftion of Troy, at the feme time that Ta- 
ranto, in the Province of Otranto , and 
Cerace , in the Province of the further* 
Calabria , in the Kingdom of Naples, 
were Built. Like Old Rome it is enclos’d 
• by feven Hills, which does not at all 
♦lellen its Beauty, or the Delights its 
Air and Soil afford. Within its Com- 
pafs bcjug twelve Miles, or rather fif- 
teen including the Seraglio and its Gar- 
dens, are contain'd about a Million of 
Souls -, it being the mofl populous City 
in Europe, next to Pm is. The Houles 
lire low, being Built of Wood, or Wood 
and Mud, and therefore very fubjeft to 
Fires. 

The Royal Mofchs are noble Stru- 
ctures, as arc the other publtck Build- 
ings, and the Palaces of great Men Mag- 
nificent. There arc rich and graceful 
Baz. i, r, or Markets fiiitable to the Great- 
nefs of the City ^ and fcveral Fountains 
of good Water, brought from far in 
long Aquedu&s, to ferve all Parts. The 
Streets are narrow and crooked, and 
tho’ Pav'd, uot to compare to ours in 
Italy 1 c abounds in good Fruit all the 
Year * as alfo in Fife, Flelh, excellent 
Bread, and all an Epicure can defire, at 
very reafo.iable Rates. This City was 
the Theatre of Religious Controvcrfies 
betwixt Catholicks and Hereticks, ac- 
cording to the Inclination of the Empe- 
rors and Enipercfles -, and therefore tour 
general Couucils were Celebrated there ; 
the firlt under Pope Domains in the Year 
381 \ the fecond under Vigdius in 553 3 
the third under Agatha in 680 and the 
fourth under Adrian II. in 8 69. 

The Grand Signior has two Seraglios 
in this Metropolis •, one in the midlt of 
it call’d the old Seraglio , where Maho- 
met II. Liv’d, after taking the City by 
Alfoults on the third Day of Pentecofi, 
in the Year 1453. and there every new 
Grand Signior Ihuts up his Predccelfors 
Women. The other call’d the Great 
, Seraglio, is that where the Sultans re- 
lidc, when they are in Confiantinople, be- 
ing in the Eaft part of the City, water’d 
on two lides by two Strcightsj that is, 
the great fide by the great Streight, 
running out of the White to the Black 
Sea, and the other by the little one, 
made by the Waters of the great one 
running up the Country fix Miles to* 
Vol. IV. 


wards the frefh Water of Chitona . It 
is enclos’d by a fingle Wall with old 
Towers, thole towards the Sea fquare, 
and thofe towards the City round, where 
the Azjtmoglans keep Guard to hinder 
all Perfons Approaching. The Sultan 
has Built a Summer-Houfe to take his 
View all round upon one of the Towers 
that looks towards Afia, whither he of- 
ten reforts to Divert himfclf. There is 
nothingRcgular in the inwardStrutturcs 5 
but only confufe Apartments, and Gar- 
dens 011 its uneven Ground planted with 
CyprdTes, and other Trees •, but the 
Leading of the top, and the gilt Mma- 
res, or Turrets, yield a noble Prolpedl, 
as alfo the Mofch within it, cfpecially 
when the Sun fhines on them. Towards 
the Sea there arc fomc Galleries, on the 
outfide cas’d with Marble, and within 
Painted and Gilt, where the Grand Sig- 
nior takes the Air, when he conics to 
Divert himfelf with Fi filing. On that 
.Point whch looks towards Sent am ■ , 
there are fevcral Pieces of Cannon in a 
row on the Ground to fecure the Place ; 
and on the fide of the little Streight 
there lie fcveral Barges prettily Gilt, 
for the Service, and Divcrfion of the 
Sultan. Belidcs the many Gates all a- 
bout, the three principal Ones are thofe 
on the fide of St. Sophia, which lead 
to three fpacious Courts. In the firlt 
on the one fide are the Apartments of 
the Azjtmoglans, arid on the other tide 
the Infirmary of the Slaves of the Sera- 
glio. The fecond Court has Cyprefs- 
Trces planted in the middle, and the 
fidcs are taken up wicli the Kitchius of 
the Seraglio , the Stables, the Divan, 
which is a large Room where the Vifier, 
and other Counfellors meet to Confiilt 
about A flairs of State, the Hafna, or 
Treafury-Chamber, where Taxes and 
Revenues are laid up, and on the other 
fide the Odes, or Lodgings for the Ifri* 
oglans. In the third is a great Hall 
where the Grand Signior gives Audience 
to the Amballadors of Princes that come 
to the Port ; which is the feme as the 
Sultans Court. ( Further in are the Oda- 
liche, or Apartments of the Maiden 
Slaves, kept for the Emperor’s Pleafure $ 
whither none may Pafs but the Eunuchs 
that ferve them. 

Having the bell I could defcrib’d 
Seraglio, whereof no further Account 
can poflibly be had, unlels from the 
Mouth ofi feme of the Eunuchs that re- 
fide in it, I cannot pafs by the noble 
Profpefi Confiantinople affords. For 
we lave given but a rough Draught/oP 
R ' j( h* 
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lvv ,its Buildings within, becaufe the nar 
GfyfUi. rownefs of the Streets hinders the Plea- 
1894. Jure the Eye Ihould take in beholding 
j/YV them yet on the outfide the Houfes 
(landing upon feveral rifing Grounds, 
the Roofs being lofty, and the Fronts 
beautify’d with feveral Colours, as well 
towards the Sea, orStreight, as towards 
the Land, it yields a moll wonderful 
and iurpriflng Sight. It may be boldly 
Aflerted, That the Wit of Man could 
not choofe out a better Situation in the 
World j the fame Place at the fame time 
a Hording the Delights of Europe, and 
the Pleafures of Afia, for when the Eye 
is glutted with the Sight of the beauti- 
ful Plains of Romelia. , it is but looking 
about beyond the Streight into Afia, 
and after lamenting the Ruins of Calce- 
don, it is re-created on the fruitful Soil 
of Srnaret , cover’d with a regular 
Wood of Cyprefs-Trces, improv’d by 
abundance of Fruit-Trees to pleafe the 
‘ Pallate at all Scafons, and Peopled from ' 
many Villages along the Streight. Which 
Prqfpect extends twenty Miles 10 the 
Black Sea, where Pompcy' s Pillar was 
Eredted, which is now no more, but 
there are Trees of a prodigious bigucls 
on the Sea-lbore. Then looking again 
upon Europe , which by reafon of the 
winding of the Streight feems to join 
to Afta^ it. is curious to behold many 
conliderable Towns both on the Hills 
and Villages. The..firft that appears, 
is Bifcitafe b then the Villages and Cities 
of Sondach , Topana, Galata , Per a, Afa- 
•apfi, Carachioy , Caffun-Baffa, Tar f ana , 
Divanana, and Afcuy befidcs many mag- 
nificent Palaces ana Gardens of Bajfd’ s, 
and great Men of the Country, on the 
Hills, and on the Banks ot the little 
Streight. Hence it is, that coming from 
the Sea, the Eye is as it were diftra&ed 
with fuch variety of Profpeft , and 
knows not where to fix for the nearer 
the Veflel approaches on the Water, the 
more the Scenes change, and new ones 
appear. 

GjUtfi Galata being look’d upon as a Suburb 
of Constantinople, as being but half a 
Mile diftant, which is the breadth of the 
narrow Streight, it is not to be parted 
from its Metropolis. This City long 
pollefs’d by the Republick of Genoa, has 
excellent Buildings within the compafs 
of two Miles its Walls extend. Its Si- 
tuation is part Plain and part Hill, on 
the top whereof is a ftrong %nd high 
Tower, by means whereof the Repub- 
kept the City eight Years, whole 
s are frill to be feen on the Walls. 
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Moll of the Frankt Live in this Ci.ty, 
and the reft in Ptra, for whom -th6 pi- c 
vine Service is attended by the Jefuits, . 
Dominicans , Capucins and Recolefs, with 
whom the Catholick Patriarch. Lives, 
and their Church is a Parifli, as is that 
of the Dominicans. 

Ptra is leated along the little Hill ad- Pert, 
joining to Galata, being but narrow and 
uneven. Here the Ambafladors of Chri- 
ftian Princes refide, as the Emperors, ( 
thofc of France, England, Venice, and, 
Holland 5 and here arc other Monafte- 
ries, one of French Capucins , within the 
Palace of France ; the other of •Reculets 
of the Holy Land, who Admiuiftcr the 
Sacraments indifferently, like the others, • 
without any feparate Quarters or JuriP 
diftion, but according as thofc pleafe 
that make ufe of ti.?m. Tho’ it be an 
open Place, there are good Houfes in it, 
which by reafun of their high (tanding 
have the finefl Profpeft in the World 
overlooking Corjlaminoplc, and the Pla- 
ces before mention’d. 

7 uefday 12th, i went up thither to 
fee the Dervices turn round, and found 
two Bench Jejitits , who had the lime 
Curiofity it was perform’d after the 
fame manner as I mention’d at Adriano- 
ple , and therefore no more needs to be 
faid of it. 

IVcdnefday 13th, I went a-crofs the Bifcittfi 
Streight in a Boat, to fee another Mo- village* 
naftery of Dervices in the Village of 
Bsfcitafi, where I fa w fuch another Dance, 
in a ftatcly Room painted, near the Sca- 
fhore. A Tu. k feeing me Laugh at that 
Folly, faid to me, This is like your Re- 
ligious Men Difciplining themfelves. la 
my Return, I dilcover’d at the end of 
the Village near the Shore, a noble Pa- 
lace, all Leaded at top, and with hand- 
fbme Galleries to the Sea. Near this 
Place was another Seraglio of the Grand 
Signior* s Built by Sultan Mahomet , who 
went thither fometimes to Divert him- 
felf, but none of the Court Living there 
at prefent, it runs to Ruin. Going into 
k, I found a confule Number of A- 
partments along the Canal, fome of 
them of Wood, and all without any 
Rule or Method ; a few Paces from it ( 
is a great t Garden without a Wall, and ' 
about that a Cyprefs Grove enclos’d with 
a Summer-Houfe in the middle. 

Having feen this Village, I went to tcniuii 
the other call’d Fondacli , where there is Village, 
nothing great j but the Houfes lying a- 
long the Streight have the Prolpedt of 
it, and Conveniency of Fifhing, where- 
of there is great Plenty all along there \ 
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GemtUi. hmfiuntinople , that Tunny Fifh, taken Before the Arfenal , was a prodigious 
all the year about, is fold for a Farthing Culverin , 30 Spans long, and feveral 
a pound) an Eel of eight pound Weight pieces of Cannon ; and among them one 
for abdut 18 pence , and an hundred of that (hot out three Balls , at as many 
•laj^tTOyfters for five, pence ; the Turks Mouths at once firing. Walking Hill 
being no admirers of Fifh. Going on along the Bank, about Sun-fct , 1 came 
ftill by Land-, becaufe the Streight was to the Suburb or City of Galata, having 
high, 1 came to the Village and quartvr gone about three Miles by Land. 


CHAP. VI. 


The Defeription of St. Sophia , and other Imperial Mofchs j as dfo of other 
remarkable things in Conftantinople. 


$. Stphit. 


IHurfday 14th, having hir’d a Boat, 

_ and a Jen to be my Interpreter, 
I went over to Confiaatinople to fee St. 
Sophia. This noble Stru&ure is only part 
of a greater, begun by Juftin, and fi- 
nifh’d by Juftiniun, Emperors of the 
Eaft, who Confecrated it by the Name 
of at. Sophia. The Turks have deftroy- 
ed great part of it, and preferv’d only 
the Duomo , which is the middle part of 
the old Church. 

The Diameter of this Duomo is about 
1 1 3 Foot. About the Mofch there are 
two rows of Galleries, each fupported 
by many Pillars. The Great Cupula 
is built upon wonderful Arches, fuftain- 
cd by large Columns, cas’d with Marble: 
In the Intervals between which, on both 
fides, there are four ftately Marble Co- 
lumns, and two others further back. At 
the upper and lower end of the Mofch, 
are four other Pillars , with lofty Ar- 
ches, which divide it into three parts. 
Thefe Arches, and part of the Body of 
the Mofch, are of Mofuick Work; which 
tho’ time, and the Turks have deftroy’d 
much, ftill (hews feveral Figures, made 
in the time of the Greeks. The Pave- 
ment is all Marble, as is the Pulpit on 
the left of a half Tribune, made by the 
high Altar, to explain my felf the bet- 
ter by Terms us’a in Europe. Befides 
theaforefaid Columns, there are fix very 
large ones in the intervals to fupport 
the firft Gallery, which goes round , as 
does the fecond. Qn the ri&ht of the 
Niche is a good Clofet , to which the 
Grand Seignior has a private Stair-Cafe. 
The Turks have a particular refpeft for 
this Mofch, on account of a Stone they 
keep there, on which they fay, the 
Blcfied Virgin walk’d the Infant JefusV 
Lumen. They alfo (hew a Tomb, which 
Vol. IV. 


they fay , is the Emperor C on fi antin' 
Abundance of Lamps hang all about. 

Having given the Iman or Prieft ten 
Paraas , he permitted me to go to the 
firlt Gallery, up a large Arch’d Stair- 
cafe of Marble, where I found feven fe- 
veral large fpaces about it, like 7 Chap- 
pels; but on every fide there are three 
Arches, which leave a great fpace be- 
tween the Wall and the Gallery. The 
Columns on the infide are five to every 
Arch, of Green veiny Marble, and four 
bigger of white Marble, on both fides 
next the Wall. At the lower end of 
the Mofch, over the great Gate, which 
makes the 7th. Arqh or Chappel , there 
are four others of green veiny Marble; 
fo that in all, they make 34 of black 
and green Marble, and 24 of White, 
Handing on the Arches rais’d upon the 
lower Pillars. The Arches of the Gal- 
lery are alio of Mofuick Work ; but the 
Faces of the Saints and Angels have 
been all batter’d and fpoil’d by the Turks', 
filling up thole places with Colours, and 
Writing thereon the Name of God in 
Arabick Characters., The Pavement, 
Walls and Pillars are all cas’d with good 
Marble. The Prieft Ihew’d me a Buri- 
al Place of a prodigious depth in the 
fame place on the left, where he told 
me, the T arks were Interr’d. 

There are* two long Arches that lead 
to this famous Temple ; the firft has 
two Gates at the end, and four in. the 
middle ; .the lecond which is Mefank , 
has five in the front, and two on u>*. 
fides. When in this fecond, thert ap- 
pear nine Doors, the middlerooft where- 
of is of Brafs ; the two on the fides of 
it are open, and’ the other fix kept Aat, 
fo that they take up alraoft all onefide.

them , into which the Muslims go five 
times a day to call the Turks at the let 
hours to their Naama , or Prayers. Be- 
fore the Front is a Porch , where the 
Mahometan Women fbmetimes go to 
fay their Prayers. To conclude, the 
Stru&ure is fb prodigious, and the Wall 
of it fo thick, that it feems to have 
been built for a Fort, rather than a 
Church. 

Tombs. Befides the Dwellings of the Imam , 
about the laid Mofch , there are on the 
left fide , feparate from the Body of it 
Tombs of fevcral Sultans along the en- 
clos’d Church-yard. The firft is of Ma- 
homet, the fecond of Selim, the third of 
Amur at , the fourth of his Children, 
which were about 120; and the fifth, 
next the Mofch of the Sultans Muftafha , 
and Ibrahim. Thefe Tombs are made 
like Cupulas, Leaded without, and Paint- 
ed within , after the Country Falhion ; 
as the Walls without are cas’d with 
ordinary Marble, and within with a finer 
fort, and fine Tiles, The Ground is 
cover'd with good Carpets, and in each 
Tomb two great Flambeaux weighing 
about 300 Weight in Wax each, with 
a great Turbant on them. Within them 
are bury’d their Wives, Children and 
Brothers ; but the Sultans and Sultantffes 
Tombs , are bigger than thofe of their 
Children, which have no Turbants on 
them. There are Imans, or Priefts ap- 
pointed to look after all thefe Sepulchers. 
One thing peculiar, I obferv’d in S. So- 
phia , which is , that no Women being 
allow’d to go into the other Mofchs , in 
this they may enter, if they are not fa- 
tisfy’d to pray in the Porch.

met ' s met’s Mofch , in the Afmedian , Or Hippo - 

Mofch. drome. For beauty , it exceeds S. So- 

phia, but is not fo large , and it fhews, 
no cod was fpar’d about it. The great 
Cupula of this Mofch , (for they are all 
built after the fame FaQiion, and fuftain- 
ed tyy four large round Pillars, )cas’d with 
fine Marble , of feveral Colours, beau- 
tiful to behold ; and <here arc four 
fmaller at the four Angles. By the great 
Alins, there are other thick Marble 


well enough wrought at the three lides. 

The firft: place, or Church-yard, is en- 
clos’d with ordinary Marble , and there 
arc feveral Doors to it, with Iron fteps. 

On both the outfides of the Mofch,' there 
are two Galleries, adorn’d with feveral 
hundreds of fmall Pillars , worthy the 
Obfcrvation of curious Perfons , and a- 
long them feveral Fountains for the 
Turks to wafh them , they being of O- 
pinion, they thus cleanle both Body 
and Soul from all filch. 

There arc alfo three Gates, that lead 
• out of the firft into the fecond Court, 
or Church-yard ; on the lides whereof, 
are 20 Marble Pillars, that hold up the 
Arches of 20 Leaded Cupulas. All the 
Ground is laid with Marble, with a greac 
Fountain in the middle. There are fix 
other handlbmc Cupulas gilt at the top; 
three on each fide of the Mofch. In all 
thefe Mofchs of Conflantinople , and Adri- 
anople , befides the apartments of thofe 
that ferve them , there are others for 
poor People , who are there inftruded 
in Virtue, and maintain’d out of the 
Revenues of the Mo/ch. 

Saturday 1 6th, in a place near St. So- 
phia ,1 law feveral Lions, Tigers, Wolves, 
and Foxes, which arc fhewn , paying a 
few Paras. 

Next 1 went to fee the Atmedan, or n, e 
place where the Soldiers exercile, fb mtitn. 
call’d, becaufe it was formerly the Hip- 
podrome, or place of riding Horfes , in 
the time of the Greek Emperors. In 
the midft of it, on theGtound, are fix’d 
three Serpents, twining about with their 
Mouths open, at the end of the Coil, 
a good piece of Workmanfhip, remain- 
ing from the Chriftian times, of which 
Writers tell many Fables. Lower than 
that, is a tall Obelisk, almoft confum'd 
with Age ; and on the other fide, a Py- 
ramid eredted on four round Pillars of 
Brafs, a fpan high , on a Pedeftal made 
of one fquare piece of Marble, and writ a Pyra* 
all round in Latin, and Greek Letters; mid. 
but it is very difficult reading of three 
Latin Verfes, a great part of it being 
bury’d in the Ground ; the Verfes are 
thefe:

It is not fo large, or high as 
Cleopatra's Pyramids at Alexandria -, for 
the Foot is not fix Spans fquare, and the 
height 50 ; but it has the fame Hitro- 
• glyphicks and Chara&ers on it, as that in 
the Balfam Garden at Cairo, 
fimct's Near this place is the Sepulchre of 
Sepulchre Hamet , and his Children, built after the 
fame manner, as thofe already defer ib’d, 
that is , cas’d with Marble , infide and 
outfide, and the Ground cover’d with 
Carpets. 

The I went out of curiofity to the 
siave’s Bafar, to fee the Market of Slaves. This 
Market, is a place enclos’d, with many Trees in 
the middle, and many Walks or Galle- 
ries about it, under which the Slaves 
and the Sellers are. The manner of 
Jelling them is odd for after praying 
for the Grand Seignior, the Seller holds 
the Slave, that is to be fold by the end 
of a doath \ and on the other fide, the 
Crier goes Proclaiming the price.

of the Streight. This is a Structure * ■ 
confifting of two long Arches, in one 
of which , there are fevcral Drugfters 
Shops, and in the other Lumen Dra- 
pers. This is commonly the firft place 
in the City, where the Plague breaks 
out, becaufe it is very moift, and the 
Drugs make the Air unholfome, as has 
been found by experience in the late 
Plagues. 

Sunday 17th, after hearing Mafs, I , , , 

went again to Conftantinople , to fee the Mofch. 
Celebrated Mofch of the Favourite Sul- 
tana, Mother to the Emperor now Reign- 
ing, and to Mahomet the IVth. in the 
firft Court, or Church-yard, is her Tomb, 
and thofe of her Sons, bt ought thither ' 
from Adrianople. Its Cupula is flip port- 
ed by four Pillars, in the intervals, be- 
tween which, there are rows of Marble 
Columns, orderly difpos’d, and all the 
.Walls cruftcd with Marble, and til’d. 

There is a way to go ail round the Mofch , 
under the Arches ; on the Angles where- 
of, there are other handfome half Cu- 
pulas. In a Word, the Eye can behold 
nothing more beautiful, either for fim- 
metry or coftlinefs as well on account 
of the Marble, with which the Ground 
is laid, and then cover’d with Carpets : 

As tor the rich Lamps hanging in the 
middle, at the end of it, is a good Mar- 
ble Tribune, or Clofet for the Sultan, 
who goes thither up a noble Stair-cafe, 
and through a cover’d Gallery in the 
firft Court, and behind the Mofch. On 
the left of the Niche, is a Marble Pul- 
pit, as alio a beautiful Gallery about it, 
adorn’d with curious Pillars. 

In the firft Court, which is enclos’d, 
there are fevcral Dwellings for the /- 
mans, or Priefts that ferve the Mofch , 
with Fountains and Trees in the midft 
of it. There are three Doors out of

ing three long Walks a-crofs the mid- 
dle, to which there are four Doors from 
the fides. Not far from hence is the 
TheJ«r- Sarfci , where there arc Walks full of 
f f/ * Tables, with good Shops, affording all 
things a Man can delire.

Towers. Towers is at a fmall diftance, and is a 
Prifon for Prifoncrs of State, whom the 
Sultai will not put to Death* and to 
keep Hottagcs. I had the C'lriolity to 
go into the firft Co’irt, and as far as I 
cooio oblcrvc, it is like a fquare Cattle 
with feven l owers in it Leaded, where 
there are good Apartments for Prilb- 
ners. The Air is wholfomc, and good 
to difpel Melancholy. In the Mutiny 
that hapned in 1648, the Soldiery in- 
cens’d againtt Ibrahim their Sultan , drew 
him from the Seraglio to the feven Tow- 
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ers, and there Strangled him. The Sul- 
tan Ofman dy’d in the lame Place, and 
the fame fort of Death, upon another 
Mutiny in 1621 . 

The Revenues of Mofchs that are any 
thing confidcrable at e alfo kept in thefe 
feven Towers} Ibme of them being 
worth above 100000 Crowns a Year. 
This Treafure is kept to make War up- 
on Chriftians, in defence of their Law } 
nor dare the Turks put it to any other 
Ufes. On the outline, I law a Door 
Ihut between two l owers, near which 
there were Angels and Saints cut in the 
Marble in half Relieve, which lhew it 
was Built by the Chriftians. 

The Walls of Conjlantinople next the 
Streight are in lome Places fallen down } 
the Part that remains Handing has Tow- 
ers on it at equal diltances. On the 
Land-fide, there are fmall weak Towers 
after the antient manner, with a lhallow 
Ditch, before which there is a Wall 
Breaft-high for Musketiers. 

Continuing my Walk round within 
the Gate of Tedicula , there being no 
going on the out-fide but by Water, I 
came to the Seraglio } and, proceeding 
from thence along the Streight, I made 
the Tower or Round at a moderate rate, 
in four Hours } fo that I look upon Con- 
fiantinople to be twelve Miles in com- 
pafs, as was faid before, befides three 
Miles the Seraglio makes, which in all 
is fifteen.

This 
Place is enclos’d with a Wall 24 Spans 
high for two Miles in compafs, within 
which are the Lodging*, and Gardens 
for thofe Ladies Divcrfion. There is no 
going into it, the Lit. being guarded 
by Janizaries and Capigis. 

Near the Efqui-odolor, or Street of the scefade- 
Cefede-Bafci, 1 went in to lee the Mofch 
of Scefadc-giamifi, Built by the Son of a 
Sultan. About it is a noble Court, with 
levcral Buildings for Imams , with three 
Gates leading to the fecond Court, or 
Cloitter, where there are about fixteen 
Marble Columns that futtain 22 Cupula ’s 
all Leaded. In the middle is a curious 
Fountain, the top whereof is held up 
by little Marble Pillars. There are three 
Doors to the Mofch , whofe Cupula Hands 
on four large Columns } for the reH 
there are the Tribunes, Carpets and 
Lamps as in the others. Having feen a 
Sepulchre, which they told me was Ibra- 
him Bajfa's, I went out, and feeing o- 
thers in my way, Curiofity led me again 
into the firtt Court } where in a Chapel 
I obferv’d two Tombs of Sultans with 
Feathers ig their Turbants under Silk 
Canopies, after the Tttrkijh Falhion. As 
I was going out to view the reft, I met 
a Janizary, who call’d me } but I fear- 
ing to be Robb’d, being in a lolitary 
Place, and having forty Zecchinet about 
me, made hafte away, and perceiving 
him Purfue, began to run out of the

Thck Turks having 
ftarej^d, and found nothing about me, 
led "me to the Efyui-odolar, which was 
dole by, and fringing me before a Man, 
whom 1 fuppos’d to be an Officer, ac- 
cus’d me as a Spy. He examin’d me iif 
good Italian, and I told him 1 was come 
out of Curiofity to Tee the Tombs. He

'becaufe ofjfic extraordinary Jealoufy of 
the T trks^uwt that he Excus’d me this 
time a» being a Stranger, who knew not 
the Cuftom of the Country, and warn’d 
me to make hafte to Galata, and return 
no mo* e to Conjiantinople as allb to be 
thankful to the lurk that fet meat Li- 
berty. I thought. I had fecn my Angel 
Guardian, who deliver’d me out of Pri- 
fon ; and doubtlefs he was fome Italian 
Renegado, for he fpoke the Language 
better than my felf. I accordingly made 
hafte back to Galata , which I had fear’d 
1 Ihould not fee in fome Days ; fo dan- 
gerous is Curioiity among Barbarous 
People. 

In my Return, I pafs’d through the 
Qjiarter call’d Fener, and went into the 
Church and Houfe of the Greek Patriarch. 
The Church is narrow and low, with 
five Arches on each fide, which divide 
it into three Ifles, and has a few Silver 
Lamps hanging in it. On the Left is the 
Patriarch’s Seat, afeending four Steps, 
on the Right Hand going in is a piece 
of our Saviour’s Pillar, three Spans high, 
about the fame thicknefs, and Red and 
White. 

Saturday 23d, I hir’d a Boat, the Day 
being fair, to Divert my felf on the 
Streight. It is much Pleafintcr being 
on it, than on the PofiUpo at Naples , for 
it is to be enjoy’d at all times of the 
Year, and the Profpeft is better by rea- 
Ibn of the View of Constantinople, where- 
of we have fpoke before. I went along 
as far as the Villages of Afacapft , Cara- 
cbioy , Cajfun-Bafcia, and Tar fen a, where 
the Galleys arc.

Proceeding further in the Boat, I law serwj* 
the famous Palace and Garden of Sen ay- Budifciu 
Badifcia , on the Streight, adorn’d With P alace - 
many rows of Cyprefs-Trecs, and abun- 
dance of Lcttices in the Galleries 3 and 
cmbcllilh’d with fuch variety of Colours, 
that it, in a manner obliges the Eye to 
behold it. At a great dillance, all the 
way inhabited, appears the Village of 
Afcuy, where the Streight turns away 
to the Right, growing narrower towards 
the River. For this realbn the three 
Miles they reckon from Galata to this 
Village, by Water, are not only De- 
lightful on account of the Beauty of this 
Shore 3 but allb for the other oppofite 
to it where Constantinople Hands, and for 
the many notable Houles on the Water, 
even without the Gate of Jevajfere-Capfi , 
and its Suburb Juph. The Water four 
Miles from Galata is frelh, by realbn of 
the River that runs from Belgrade into 
the Streight. Seeing that River run 
fmooth, 1 caus’d the Boat to go on, 
leaving on my Right a Wooden-Houfe, 
well Gilt and Painted upon the Water, 
built to take the Air in Summer 5 and 
paffing under a Stone- Bridge three Miles 
further came to Chit ana. This is a Place 
that has but few Houfcs, but of Curio- 
fity, bccaufe of a Machine there is on 
the River, which turning a Wheel, 
blows five pair of Bellows belonging to 
fo many Forges, to melt the Iron, which 
is thence convey’d to the Moulds to caft 
Bombs for the War. There being no 
going further, becaulb of a Fall the Ri- 
ver makes down the rugged Hills, I 
turn’d Back. ,

D Eligning to go by Land into Ftrfta 
with the Caravan , I relolv’d to 
return to Smirna by Sea ; which John 
and David Mener , French Merchants of 
Marftilles , and the latter Conful of the 
Nation tindcrflanding, they both of them 
very civilly offer’d me my Puflagc Aboard 
the Ship call’d the Jupiter, Commanded 
by Captain Duran , of the laid City of 
Marftilles. The fame Offer was made 
me by Captain Sereni of the lame City, 
aboard his Veflel call’d the Swallow ; 
for the French are very ready to forward 
an ^ Body that Travels only tp See and 
Write; and Talkinngf me, they yvould

I Thank’d them all, and accepted of

The 
fitmc, as 1 mention'd before, was pra- 
ctis’d at Conftantinople , between the 
Dutch Einbaffador , and Mr. Mtner the 
French Deputy. Perhaps other Nations 
would not be able to conceal their Avcr- 
lion, and behave theinlelves fo nobly. 

In other rcfpe&s, thefe Englijh and Dutch 
Miniftersare lb little regained by the 
Turks, than they protedt none but their 
own Country Men (as they levcrai times 
refus’d me) knowing that the Turks do 
not value them. On the contrary, the 
French refufe their Protection to no bo- 
dy, not even to Venetians, who conti- 
nue in the Levant , when the Repub- 
lick, and Grand Seignior are at War. 

Tuefday 23d, being the laft day of 
Shrove-Tide , about three hours in the 
Night, there hapned an Earthquake , a Farth- 
very frequent misfortune at Smirna quakes, 
and it was repeated on Wedncfday 24th 
Afternoon , with the lame violence. 
Thurfday 25 th, I w ent a Shooting among 
the Vineyards, where there are abund- 
ance ofThrulhes, and Woodcocks. Fri- 
day 26th at Night, the Earthquake re- 
turn’d twice , but not lb violent. Sa- 
turday 27th , I pay’d vifits to Friends, 
and Sunday 28th went out of Town 
with other Europeans to take our plea- 
fure. 

Monday the firft of March, I was 
brought into the ftrongeft Trouble that 
could poftibly happen to a Traveller. 

1 was Summon’d before the French Con- 
ful, by one Brancaleone of Ancona , Mar- 
ry’d to a, French Woman , who would 
perfwade me I was not my own felfj 
but one John Maffacutva of MeJJina. 

This Brancaleone had receiv’d ibme 
Goods in the Name of that Mejftnefe , 
for which he had given an Authentick 
Receipt \ and he alledging, that the Cu- 
ftom-houfc of Smima had feiz’d and fold 
them, would have me cancel the Inftru- 

ment. 
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racnt, fo likS it foems was I to his Cre- 
ditor. Ter undeceive him, I told him 
my Name and Country; and he not cre- 
diting me, I writ fome lines, that he 
might. compare my Hand with the Mef- 
fuie/e* s, and put that Notion out of his 
Head. . 

T Htfdayfte: id of March arriv’d a nu-^ 
merous €wavan from Perfia , of no* 
ftately Camels, loaden with fine and 
courfe Silk ; but the Merchants durft not 
fet out with lo fraall a Company for fear 
of Robbery which oblig’d me to take 
other Mcamres; mydeligu of Travel- 
ling through Natolia being dilappoint- 
cd. The miftake of the Anconefe made 
’ good Sport in Smirna. Wednesday the 
3d , a Friend came in the Morning to 
acquaint me, that he flill pcrlilted I 
fhoiild cancel the Inftrnmcnt, and that 
there was no perfwading him 1 was not 
the Mcffincj'c ; and thcrcfoic he would 
again Summon me before the Conful , 
leing fatisfy’d 1 fhould be Jmprifon’d, 
if I did not comply with what he dc- 
lir’d ; his Wife having great Influence 
over the Conful , who could noc deny 
him lb rcafonable a Rcqucft; and the 
more, becaufe fome laid, 1 was very 
like Maffacueva , and only differ’d from 
him in my voice. This gave me fome 
trouble, and 1 knew not what to do, 
bccaufc 1 had no Protection but the Con- 
ful’s. Therefore on Tburfday 4th, I 
fpokc to Monfieur Rif era , to foe what 
method might be taken to undeceive the 
A nconefe ; there being no reafon that 1 
to rid my folfof that encumbrance, fhould 
Perfonate another Man , and cancel an 
Inftrumcnt 1 was not concern’d in. He 
told me, he was his Friend, and there- 
fore he would not be concern’d in it, 
and the more, bccaufo he law the Con- 
ful had undertaken the buffnefs. To 
conclude, Brancaleone not fatisfi’d with 
feeing my Hand, Summon’d me, on Fri- 
day 5th, a fecond time before the Con- 
ful , periling that I Ihould dilcharge 
him, he being fatisfy’d 1 was John Mcf- 
f.tcucva.

The Conful blufh’d fee- 
ing me fret , and tell him I was not the 
pretended Mejftncfe ; but if he in con- 
ference could prefs me to do fo falle an 
aft, 1 would do it, there being no other 
way to efoape that trouble ; lince I had 
declar’d to him 1 was a Dodtor of the 
Civil Law , and dclir’d him to call fome 
Learned Jefuic to examine me.

At length I 
told him , I have none of thofe Writ- 
ings you ask of me ; for 1 have receiv’d 
none fince I came out of Europe ; come 
to my Lodging and foarch my Baggage 
and Writings, which perhaps will con- 
vince you.

•o^ji^After riding 24 Miles in eight Hours, 
I/yXJ wc came about Noon to Curiungiaclo , a 
fmaill Village among the Mountains, 
wtrere 1 had Convcniency to Reft me. 
In the Turkijh Dominions there are not 
above one o t^ 4 wo Towns to be met 
with in a*0$ys Journy ; and therefore 
Travellers muft take up with the Con- 
veniency of the Xans or Caravanjtras. 
And here I remember that thofc Barba- 
rians ufe the Words Nafi Nafic , which 
lignifies to^ftfe ones Father and Mother, 
and Giaur, to make their Horfcs go the 
fafter, which fame Words they ufe to 
. Affront Chriftians whcnfoevcr they meet 
them. Provifions are not very dear on 
the Road, feven Eggs being fold for a 
Para, and a Hen for ten ■, good Winter 
Melons for two Para’s a-piccc, and as 
much Bread as will ferve a Man a Day 
for the lame Price. 

Saturday \ 3th, we mounted betimes, 
and riding 33 Miles in Eleven Hours, 
over Mountains cover’d witli Snow and 
Ice, wc came to Mindoyra, palling along 
a Caufc-way of Flint, three Miles from 
the Xan. This Place, and eight other 
fmall ones are feated in a Plain, enclos’d 
with Mountains, much like that of Apu- 
lia , in the Kingdom of. Naples, and re- 
fembles it in goodnefs of Soil. 

At Sun-riling, on Sunday 14th, we 
continu’d our Journy over wretched 
Mountains, and having Travell’d 33 
Miles in 1 1 Hours, came late to Sufe- 
greli, a Place of few Thatch'd Houfcs, 
near a great River, with two ftately 
Xans. This Day was unlucky to me, 
for flaying behind to Shoot, and then 
putting on my Horfe apace, he fell four 
times with me in the Water, and I was 
well walh’d. 

Monday 1 5th, we held on our way 
through a Plain, but dirty Country, in- 
lomuch, that going about to make all 
the Day’s Journy without Baiting, as is 
ufual, many of the Horfes Tir’d, fo that 
we could ride but fifteen Miles in five 
Hours to the Village of Hiermurgia, 

1 where there being no Xan, we were 
forced to Lodge in Turks Houfes. As 
weerofs’d the River, the Horfe that car- 
ry’d my Baggage fell, and wet*it all. 

Tuefday 1 5 th, having rode 1 5 Miles 
in 6 Hours along a dirty Way, we came 
to Lubat, where we ought to have lain 
the Night before, had it not been for 
the bad way which oblig’d us to fend 
the Horfes unloaded by Land, and the 
Baggage by Water againft the Stream, 
.paying a Zecchim for the Boat. 


Lubat, by its Walls and Towers ap- Luiat 
pears to be an antient City. There has City, 
been a great Stone- bridge over the Ri- 
ver, but the Turks let it nm to Ruin, 
and go over in a Ferry, of five Jem 
that were going with the Caravan for 
Bur fa, or Brujfa , as the Turks Pronounce 
it, the Tax-gatherer made one a Prifor 
1 ner, becaufe he had not the Billet to 
fhew he had paid the Hcad-Mony, or 
Tribute, which is four Zeccbincs for a 
Rich Man, two for others not fo well 
to Pafs, and one for the Poor. 

Wednefday 1 7th, wc fer out in a Boat 
upon the aforefaid River, which is about 
a quarter of a Mile over, and runs out 
of a Lake, or Pool, through which wc 
afterwards pafs'd in light of the fmall 
Villages of Caragaci, and Bnlugnat, for- 
merly Wall’d, as appears by the Ruins. 

After fix Hours, in which time wc run 
24 Miles, we 1.3ndccl near the Village 
of Nacilar, where the At ale tiers expedi- 
ted us. Loading the Horfes, wc advan- 
ced fix Miles further in two Hours, and 
relied at the Cunac of Haffan-Ao a- eh toy, 
where we found no Xan, but .1 lmall 
Stable, all on a Floor, too little to con- 
tain all the Men anti Bealls, and yet we 
were not above twenty Pcrfbns, moll 
of the Company having left ns at Sufc- 
greli, to go to Sardac, and thence to 
Gallipoli, and fo to Adrianoplt. The 
great Xan was at Taatale, two Hours 
Journy further. 

Thurfday 18th, vfe fet out again be- £ur y 4 
fare Day, and riding 18 Miles in fix City. 
Hours, came to Bttrfa, or Pruja. T his 
City feated in 41 Degrees, 40 Minutes 
Latitude, is at the Foot of the Moun- 
tain Olympus , which the Turks call Gef- 
cbifdag , or Refcbifdag, and Aua-Tolay - 
dag. Some fay it was Built by Hanni- 
bal, after the Vi&ory obtain’d by the 
Romans over Antiocbus ', others by King 
Prufias , in the Year of the World 3279, 
and that it was the Court of the antient 
Kings of Bithynia, before it was fubdu’d 
by Orcams the 2d Ottoman Emperor,in the 
Year 1300. It was firll a Bilhop’s See, 
and afterwards a Metropolis, which Ho- 
nours ic did hot lofe when it fell under 
the Barbarian Yoke, for it was the Ot- 
toman Court, before they took Confian - 
tinoplt and rightly confider’d is nothing 
Inferior to it ; for belides that feveral 
Sultans have redded in it, and many 
Princes of the Ottoman Family are there 
Bury’d, i( has as great a Trade, and mbre 
plenty of Silk, becaufe of the va ft Quan- 
tity brought out of Soria, and all the 
Ealt, which is there wrought, and fome 

with 
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rsJ'wO with Gold and Silver to Trade into £«- 
Gemelli. rope. On the back of it, as was faid, 
*<*94* is Mount Olympus, whence the River 
Rhiritlaais flows, which pafles Bithynia 
from the Idler AJia, and is the greateft 
of all thofc that fall into the Propontis. 
The Mountain is vaftly high, Barren 
at the top, and always cover’d with 
Snow \ in the middle Part it abounds 
with* Pomgranates ', and at the Foot, 
where molt of this famous City is Built, 
there arc molt delicious Gardens ; but is 
much dilgrac’d by the prodigious Num- 
ber of monftrous Serpents it breeds. 
The Turks call .this Mountain Caloyeron- 
cron , becaufe of the Monalteries there 
are on it. RurCa was the Country of 
the famous Phylician Afclepiadts \ and of 
Dion Prufms , call’d for nis Eloquence 
Chryfoftomus , who left ten Books he had 
writ of the Virtues of Alexander the 
Great, and eighty Orations in Greek. 

This City, which for its Baths may 
be call’d the Pozzuolo of Bithynia , as to 
its Plan is irregular, and a nicer con 'u- 
lion of Buildings ^ for being feated Eaft- 
ward at the foot of two Mountains, 
making a Figure like an Arm bent, part 
of it Hands high, part in the Vale, and 
part on Cliffs. On a high Rock appears 
the Grand Siwor’s Palace, where the 
Ottomans refilled a long time, enclos'd 
with a good double Wall, with Towers 
at proper Diftanccs but all goes to 
Ruin, through the carclefnefs of the 
T urks. Another PaVt of the City Hands 
on the fide, and at the foot of another 
high Mountain, or rather an Arm of 
that before mention’d, which over-tops 
the Caftle, and has a curious Profped 
of the Country, planted with Vines for 
feveral Miles about, and adorn’d with 
pleafent Gardens, and populous Villa- 
ges *, lb that in Summer the Gentry and 
Citizens go over to Divert themfelves 
at Bavarbafci , which is a great Plain 
watered by a plentiful Spring of good 
Water, running down from the Moun- 
tain to fupply levcral Quarters of the 
City. 

Continuing to take a view of the 
Parts of this noble City, and to begin 
at the Caftle, or Seraglio , I few firft the 
Quarter of the Jews , at the end where- 
of on the feme fide of the Mountain 1 
found a good Bifciften , an enclos’d co- 
ver’d Place, or Exchange, where they 
fell rich Commodities, and better Serf- 
cisf or Bazars, with rich Shops •„ and go- 
ing on, few feveral Streets of all forts 
of Handicrafts, and all very Populous. 
‘The Houfes and Streets of this City are 


very good, confidering they are in Turky, 
and better than thofc of Smirna, than 
which it is bigger, but I believe not 
better Peopled. 

Having laid up my Baggage in ;he NoWe 
Xan of Efchiengi, I took a Jew to lhcw B a t h s, 
me the City, but as we were going to 
the Caftle, he was fent VoGoal by the 
» Tax-gatherer for the TriBbl^ lo that 
I was forc’d to get another, who led me 
to the lb much fam’d Baths, -half an 
Hours Walk from the City. Going in- 
to the firft, call’d in the t TurkiJh Lan- 
guage Capligia, which fi^fculcs a hot 
Place, 1 found in the firft Room, which 
. had two Cupola’s, a good Fountain of 
cool Water ■, here they Strip, there be- 
ing Sofa's round about to fit, and lay the 
Clocths on. There are two Doors out 
of it to the Bath. On the I.eft is a Room 
to lie in, for fuch as will ftay all Night, 
and other convenient Places with hot 
Fountains, and a cold One. Still fur- 
ther on there is another Room, the Roof 
whereof is like the others, cover’d with 
a Cupola , with Vent-holes for the Heat 
to Evaporate, with a Fountain in the 
middle, aud three little ones Luke-warm 
on the fides. Further ftill on the Right 
is a very little Room with three other 
Springs of Water, and two on the Left. 
Thence they go into the Bath, which is 
Round, cover’d with a Cupola full of 
Vent-holes, and feven Spans deep, two 
pair of Stairs to go down into it, and 
about it feven Springs of hot Water. 

When I went there were many Turks 
who Swam, Wa fil'd, and Shav’d them- 
felves. When I had walh’d, and had my 
Back rubb'd witli a Woollen-cloth, not 
being able to endure the Heat, 1 went 
out, and was Shav’d by a Turk in the 
fccond Room. This Water comes fo 
hot from the Mountain, that it loon 
boils an Egg, and were it not Temper’d 
with other cold Water, no Man would 
bring his Skin out of it. The Women’s 
Bath is a-part, but near the Men’s ; on 
Mondays the Women come into the 
Men’s Bath, and the Men may go to the 
Womens. A Stones throw from it is 
another Bath call'd Chiuchiurtli, or the 
Sweating-place, and its Water is very 
different from that of the others, being 
good againft old Aches. I went into 
the firft Room, and found it like the o- 
thers, with a Fountain of cold Water, 
and Places to fit. 1 went thence into a 
Room, about which there were fix Foun- 
tains of Water intolerably hot, and as 
many in another dark Room ; whence I 
went very hot into the Sweating- place, 

where 
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VAyO wherejtherciTa Spring of fcalding Wa- 
iemelli. ter, a Sick/Man lay there Sweating on 
the Ground. The Stru&ure of this is 
/Y\i not fo Beautiful as that of the great one, 
which is all Pav’d with Marble of feve- 
r Si Colours. 

Thence I mounted a very fteep Afcent 
to lee the S/raglioy which Tavernier 
reckons aipof/g the bell next to thofe o£ 
Conftantjmople. , and Adrianople. 1 found 
it aar ordinary Palace very ill Built, and 
• all goije to Ruin ; for they told me the 
•Sultans had not come to it for 35 Years 
pall } Xsol/f*Mahomet IV. having been 
there qt the beginning of his Reign. 
Formerly, as has been faid, Burfa was 
the fettled Aboard of the Sultans , and 
therefore there arc five Tombs of them 
bui y’d in the Mofch of Amur at Beg , and 
three others of Sultancjfes and their Chil- 
dren, after the lame Model as thofe of 
Adrianople , and Conftantinoplcy but not 
lo rich in Marble. 

Friday 19th, the Jew led me three 
Miles from the City towards Montagna , 
to the Bath of Efchi-Capligia , or the old 
Bath, where is the third mineral Water 
different from the other two, and good 
for Aches, and other Diflempers. Go- 
ing in, there is a large Room with two 
Cupola' s, and a Fountain in the middle, 
as at the other Baths •, and palling thro’ 
it into another Room, in the midft of 
it is a Fountain of cold Water, and two 
on the lides, of hot. Within that is the 
Place where they Bath, pav’d with Mar- 
ble, and fix Spans deep, with five large 
Conduits of hot Water about it. This 
yields but little Profit, becaufe many go 
in for nothing i but the great one of 
Capligia , the Grand Signior Farms out 


for 800 Piafires a Year and a Lord on 
whom the Sultan has bellow’d it, makes 
a confiderable Revenue of the other. 

The mineral Waters run out of the 
Bath of Efchi-Capiglia , into another lit- 
tle Bath in the Village of Ckheric, for 
the Service of the Inhabitants. 

After Dinner, I went to Bugarbafciy 
to fee the Dcrvifts turn round, 'the Jew 
that had been apprehended by the Tax- 
gatherer, going with me. This mad 
Devotion was perform’d in a good Room, 
after the fame manner as was deferib’d 
at Constantinople , and Adrianoplc ; only 
with this difference, that here they take 
but three Turns, omitting the fourth 
in which the Superior Ihould Dance. 

In my way back to the X*», 1 went vii-gim 
in to fee the Mofch of Vli-giamiy that Mofch. 
is, the Great one. There is this Singu- 
lar in it, that in the middle of it there 
is a great Fountain encompafs’d with 
Baniflers y they fay it is very Anticnt, 

, and Built by the firlt Sultan that came to 
Burfa. 

To return to the City, it is Govern’d 
by a Molliy or Cadi, who is chang’d eve- 
ry Year ; but a Baffa has the Command 
of the Country, and mult not refide in 
Burfa. Its Air is not very wholfome, 
as being feated at the foot of high Moun- 
tains cover’d with Snow, and near to 
Morafles and’ Waters, fo that every 
Morning it is cover’d with Fogs iifing 
from them. Provifions are not Dear, 
for there is Plenty of good Flefh, Bread, 

Filh, and excellent Fruit, whereof I 
Eat much, and that rare at fuch a time 
of the Year, and good frelh Grapes, 
Melons, Apples, Cliefnuts, Hazlenuts, 
and the like. 
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Mmtms QAturday 20th, I fet out for Montag- 
Town? nay and arriv’d there three Hours 
before Night, having Travell’d eighteen 
Miles of dirty Way. This Town is 
feated part on the Hill, and part in the 
Plain, on the Shore of a Bay made there 
by the Streight, thirty Miles in compafs. 
The Houfes for the moft part are low \ I 
Lodg’d in a large and ftatcly X», which 
has good Rooms, and a Fountain in the 
middle of it, and over it a Gallery co- 
ver’d with Boards, whither the Turks 
refort to Pray five times a Day.

Cabbin, were alfo forc’d to take ano- 
ther Veflel ; for being unwilling to lie 
two Nights at Sea aboard the Sauk, where 
mine and their Baggage was, they Raid 
in their Monaftcry , expeding to be 
call’d when it was ready to Sail ^ which 
they alfo perfwaded me to do, and this 
was the caufe of my Imprifonment. 
When the Weather was calm, the Clerk 
came honeftly, but it requiring fome 
time to go 6 Miles , and the Fathers 
making fome delay, when they came to 
the Cattles , they found the Saick was 
gone with the Baggage. Thus, being 
now the fecond time in danger , never 
to fee my Equipage again, 1 fet out in 
queft of it; and the Fathers did the fame 
with the Clerk , aboard another Saick. 
All thefe Difafters befel me in Pafliou 
Week, and certainly 1 never had one 
fo lamentable and difmal. 


CHAP. X. 

The Religion , Manners , Government Civil and Military, Revenues , Habit , 
Coin, Fruit, Temperature , and Border of the Ottoman Empire. 


A LL my Travels hitherto having 
been through the Turkijli Domi- 
nions, it will be convenient before we 
leave them , to give a Ihort account of 
their Religion. 

htrkijh Be- They believe in one only God , and 
lief. one only Perfon, who has created Hea- 
ven and Earth ; and who will punilh the 
Wicked, and reward the Vertuous, ha- 
ving made Hell for the former, and 
Heaven for the latter. That the blifs 
of this Heaven coniifts in enjoying line 
Women , yet fo as not to go beyond 
kitting and imbracing ; and in being fa- 
tiated with mo ft exquilite Meats, which 
will produce no Excrements. 

They believe Mahomet is a wonder- 
fnl Prophet, font by God, to teach Men 
the way of Salvation ; for which rcafon 
the Mahometans call themfelves Muff'd - 
mans ; that is, chofen for God, or lav’d. 
They allow of the Decalogue, or io 
Commandments, and arc oblig’d by the 
'Alcoran to keep them. 

Their Fe- Their Fcftival Day is Friday, as Sun - 
ftival. day is among Chriftians; but they do 
not keep it fo rcligioufly, every Man 
labouring at his Trade ; tho’ at Noon 
they all refort to the Mofchs to pray , 
more than on other days. They arc o- 


blig’d to pray'five times a day, that is, 
at Sun-rifing, at Noon , between Noon 
and Sun-fet, which they call Lazaro , 
at Sun-let, and an hour after Night. 

They keep a Months Fatt from die Rm&kn 
New- Moon of April, till the next New- Fall. 
Moon , which they call Ramadan , lay- 
ing , the Alcoran defeended from Hea- 
ven at that time. During this time, they 
do not Eat, nor Drink in the day-time; 
but they fet up all the Night, fpending 
it in eating Filh and Flelh, like ravenous 
Wolves; excepting only Swines Flelh, 
and Wine forbidden by their Law. 

After this Fatt, they have the Feaft Bdrm 
of the Great Bair am (like F.afier among Feafo 
Chriftians) which they celebrate with 
publick Rejoycing. They are alfo o- 
blig’d at the beginning of every Year, 
to give to the Poor the tenth part of all 
they have got the precedent Year ; which 
their Avarice makes them unwilling to 
obferve. 

They are very vain in building Mofchs 
and Hofpitals , and believe , that when 
they have well wattl’d their Bodies, mut- 
tering fome certain Prayers fit for that 
purpofe, their Souls remain clean from 
any filth of Sin ; which makes them bath 
often, efpecially before they pray. 1 

They 
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V’vAXi and Forehead, and are incapable of ever 
tmelli. being Witncfles again. 

Their Executions are fpeedy ; for in 
U'V'O criminal Cafes, every Cadi, tho* but of 
a tittle Village, has no Superior to whom 
tlsre lies any Appeal; but if he is not 
a Lawyer by Profeffion, the Afleflor 
mult Subfcribeno the Sentence before it 
can be EjscCuted, tho’ he were one of* 
the Prime Baft ,’ s of the Empire. 

In civil Caufcs, both Parties being 
• heard,/ and the Witnefles briefly Exa- 
min'd, ^aud Writings produc’d, they are 
oblig’d tO^jJide all Controverlies with- 
out delay. Matrimonial Contracts arc 
made before the Cadi , who often judges 
, of the Validity, or nullity of Matrimo- 
ny ; for as- has been laid elfewhere, the 
Mahometans do not diftinguilh between 
Religious and Secular Caufes, and pafs 
thcmfelves indifferently from Ecclefiafti- 
cal to fecular Employments, and the 
contrary. But Avarice makes the Mu- 
lulman Judges utter Strangers toReafon 
and Juftice ; which is the caufc that the 
laws fcldom take place ; and if feveral 
Chriltiaus, whom they Hate, Ihould 
happen to kill a T uvk, when one of them 
is Executed, the reft buy their Pardon 
of the judge and Kindred of the Dead 
Man to whom it belongs to Execute the 
Sentence. 

Soldiers. The Janizaries, who are the ftrength 
of jtbeir Armies, are arm’d with Muf- 
kets and Scimitars. The Spahis or Horfe 
carry Bows and Arrows, Swords and 
Piftols. The AJian Soldiers have Lan- 
ces, Axes, and Javelins. They make 
ufe of Cannon, as Chriftians do. In 
Battle they obferve no Order, which is 
the main Point, repoling all hopes of 
' Vi&ory in their Numbers. They Charge 

the Enemy with great Fury to break his 
Order, and make hideous Cries as they 
Fight ; but if they meet Oppolition the 
firft and fecond Onfet, they dare not 
give a Third, but fly lo precipitately 
that no Authority of Officers can ftop 
them. 

Revenue. It is hard to give an Account of the 
Great Turk’s yearly Revenues, becaufc 
they arifing out of many Kingdoms in 
Afia, Europe , and Africk , as alfo out of 
the Spoils of the wretched Baft’s, and 
other Minifters of the Empirt, are not 
always the fame. Every Man that ob- 
tains an Employment is oblig’d to make 
the 'Emperoif a great Prefent ; as for 
Inftance, the Baft of Grand Caire can- 
not give lefs than half a Million for that 
Foft, and as much to the chief Sultana’s, 
the Mufti, Grand fizjtr, Caimacan, 


and other Perlons in Favour, who are 
to Proted him. If he has not this Sum 
of Mony of his own, he mult borrow 
it of Friends, or of the Jews at Cent per 
Cent Intereft. Nor is the Sultan fatisfy’ci 
with what he receives at firft of the 
Baft ; but when he has paid his Debts, 
and begins to grow Rich, lie fends him 
by a MefTenger a Prefent of a Vcft, a 
Sword, and Dagger, which the Receiver 
is to return with ten times the Value, 
and if he does it nor, another fatal one 
is fent him confining of a Battlc-Ax, 
or Sword, a Token that he Hands not 
well in the Emperor’s Favour, and that 
if he does not endeavour to Appcafc 
him, he will loon lofe his Head ; a 
barbarous Policy practis'd by the Otto- 
man Princes, to make themfeives rc- 
fpeded, by fucking the very Blood of 
their Subjects. 

It is not only tbefe, to appearance, 
free Gifts, that help to fill the Sultan s 
•Coffers, but when the Baft’s, or other 
Minifters Die, they owning they hold 
all they have of his Bounty, he frizes 
all their Goods, and becomes fble Heir, 
tho’ the Children are Born of his own 
Sifter. It were nothing if he ftay’d till 
they dy’d a natural Death ; but the worft 
of it is, that fcarce a Year pafles but 
he takes off* th* Heads -of fomeihat think 
themfeives much in his Favour, and this 
on very flight Occalions, or perhaps on- 
ly to fecure their Vycalth. Befides this, 
all the Subjects of that vaft Monarchy 
pay three in the Hundred of all they 
have ; not to fpeak of the Duties and 
Impolitious for taking Pofleffion ot their 
Inheritances. And were there nothing 
elfe to fliew for it, we have a fufficient 
Argument of the vaft Wealth of the 
Ottoman Princes in the prodigious Sums 
they muff; have to maintain io many 
Garrilons in Europe, AJia , and Africk, 
and feveral Armies at the fame time a- 
gainft Chriftian Princes. 

The Habit of the Turks is long, the . , 
under Garment reaching down to the Habl 
Ankle, the upper a little fhorter, with 
clofe Sleeves, all generally of Red, 
Blew, or Gi^en Cloth. On their Heads 
they wear'Turbants of the fame Cloth 
made clofe, and wrapp’d about with fc- 
veral rounds of fine White Linnen, or 
Silk. Their Breeches are long, and al- 
moll ferve for Hole and Socks, thefe 
being few’d to them. Then they ,put 
on the Fapuchies , which are like Slip- 
pers, and which they take off* when they 
go into the Mofchs, or into Friends? 
Houfes to avoid dirting the Sofia, or 

Carpets. 
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C\J^n Carpets. The Women wear much the 
Gertidli. fame Habit, only that the Drefs of the 
1594. Head is different, for inftead of a Tur- 
(✓YNJ bant they cover their Face with two 
Handkerchiefs, one from the Nofe up- 
wards, and the other from the Mouth 
down, leaving juit fpacc enough to 
fee. 

Com. The Coin in thefe Dominions is of 
federal forts, according to the feveral 
Kingdoms. At Conftantinople there arc 
pieces of Gold call’d Scerifcs , worth lefs 
than the V enetian Zccchine. In Silver a 
Grofcen , that is, a Ducat j a Jeram-Grofi 
f.r;;, or half Ducat ; belidcs Para\ and 
differs of Silver. In Egypt inftead of 
thefe there are Medina, and in other 
Kingdoms, other forts of Mony. 

The Fruit, to fpeak of the Countries 
1 have gone through, in Egypt is Excel- 
lent, and of almoft all forts we have in 
Europe , bcfidcs thofe peculiar to the 
Country, and particularly Dates, which 
are in Perfection. In Romelia , and the 
Idler Afia, .there are all forts that Italy 
affords, and much better, as Winter 
Melons, Pomgranates, Grapes, Pears, 
Cheftnuts, Hazle-Nuts, and others which 
they keep all the Year about. 

Climate. The Climate alfo differs according to 
the feveral Politions of fo many King- 
doms. Ip v gypt U1V Air istbad for Strang- 
ers. Romelia and Thrace are every where 
Temperate, and the Soil Fruitful ; but 
this Fruitfulnefs is,, almoft of no ufe. 


through the Lazinefs of the Turks , and 
by reafon of the Oppreffion the Chri- 
ftians lie under, who chufe rather ttb 
leave the Land Untill’d, than to Till it 
for others. The lefTer Afia affords rail 
that is requilite to lead a happy Life in 
this World, both the Soil being Fertil, 
and the Air Temperate ^ for which rea- 
♦ fon it may be preferr’d bef&te the beft 
Countries in Europe. Cicero declares it 
in the following Words, The Revenues 
of other Provinces arc fuch, Thkt they* 
fcarce fuffice to defend thofe very Pro- 
vinces but Afia is fo RidffeJff Fruitful, 
that it far exceeds all Countries in fer- 
tility of Land, variety of Fruit, plenty 
of Pafture, and variety of foch Things 
as are Tranfported. 

The Coniines of this vaft Monarchy 
are Germany , Poland , Mufcovy , Perfia , 
and India , and in Africk , Abiffina and 
Lybia. In Europe it is bounded by the 
Mediterranean , the Adriatick , and Ionian 
Seas j in Afia by the Euxine and Egean . , 
and next the Ocean by the Gulphs of 
Perfia and Arabia. The chief Rivers 
that part it from other Dominions, are 
the Borifihenes and the Tanais. To con- 
clude, it is of fo large an Extent, that 
bating Italy , France , Spain , Germany , 
part of Hungary and Greece , it contains 
all that the Romans fubdu’d, and fome 
other Provinces which never knew the 
Romans , much lefs were fubjed to them.

Then returning to the Siege, and ha- 
ving after three Years Profecniing of it 
almoft reduc’d the Place to a neesflity 
of Surrendring, his De/ign was dilap- 
pointed by Tamerlan, the Gi eat Cham 
of Tart ary.

Candia , the Metropolis of that Ifland •, 
after which he concluded a Peace, the 
Wenetians continuing Poflels’d of Ibmc 
Places in the lame Ifland. Growing wea- 
ry of the long Peace with the Empire, 
at the Perfwaiton of his Prime Mimfter, 
he made War on the Emperor, laying 
Siege to Wienna iu 1683, with a formi- 
dable Army of 300000 Fighting Men ; 
and after fome Weeks vigorous Attacks 
reduc’d it to futh a Condition, that it 
mutt have fallen into his Hands, had it 
not been reliev d by the powerful Polijh 
and German Armies, which rais’d the 
Siege, with tne Defeat of the Ottoman 
Forces. This prov’d the Ruin of the 
Turks, who the following Campaigns loft 
Buda and all Hungary. The Souldiery,

\vc did not Sail, bccauft the Rais had 
Bulintls, and 1 went afhore to vilit the 
Holy Sepulchres. Good- Friday 9th, I 
Din’d with Moniicur Miner , bid him 
Adieu, and thank’d him for all Favours 
receiv'd. Holy-Sat urday 10th, 1 per- 

form’d my Devotions, and took leave of 
Friends ; and Sunday 1 1 th, being F.after- 
Day in the Morning, the Saick left the 
Port of Confiantinople in fneh hafte, that 
I had not time to hear Mafs. Having 
run nine Miles to the Village of Grcgni- 
Cbioy, the Rais put in there for Water, 
and continu’d there all Day, the Wind 
coming up contrary. 

Monday 12th, we let out with little 
Wind, which afterwards turning to a 
dead Calm, the Saick was tow’d by its 
Skiff, and at laft was drawn with Ropes 
from the Shoar as far as Vmuriar , five 
Miles dittant. Going up here to the top 
of the Hill, to fee the Mouth of the 
Mat k Sea } as I came down, a Tterkijb 
Shepherd ask’d me, why 1 went thither, 
and undei Handing by Signs, that he faid 
I was viewing the Country •, my latt 
Sufferings having taught me Experience, 

I made hafte aboard the Saick. Tuefday 
13th, the Wind coming up fair, we 
Sail’d at break of Day, and two Hours 
after entred rhe Black Sea. All the way 
between the firft and fecond Cattles, the 
Shears of the Strcight arc no Iefs Popu- 
lous and Plcafant than thole from Con- 
Vo!. IV. 


fiantinople to the firft ; for on the fide 
of Natalia arc the Villages of Caligula, 
Gbucli, Frigerli , Bclcos, and Cavach , 
and on that of Romeha, Stegni, Gnt?ni- 
Cfaoy, Tarabia , Buy itch- dare , and Sanlar-, 
with good ricafurc-Houfcs and Cardans 
between them, which make the Proipect 
of them agreeable. 

The Iccoud Cattles are worfe than the 
firft, for that on the fide of Europe has 
but two little Towers on flic Plain, and 
very weak Curtains i and the other in 
A fi a near Cavach , is a fquarc Tower , 
both without Cannon. On the top of 
the Hill, half a Mile diftanr, flood a 
Caftlc, whofc Out- wot k< 1 exil'd to the 
other, but its jJkUv .fill jiun’d* 

On both the opposite points o? the 
Streight there arc 1 ighr-Hc icr, and 
frnall Dwellings. ! that 0:1 the 
fide of Romclia or Fa Rock, is the re- 
mainder of the Peddlal of Pompcys Pil- 
lar. 

We made but little way on Wtdncfday 
14th, the Wind being contrary, but it 
coming up fair on 'thurfday 15th, we 
coaftcd along Natolia , and at Night 
were oppolitc to Ergele , where is a good 
Port, a rarity in the Black Sea. The 
lame Wind continuing till two Hours in 
the Night, thole drowfy Brutes furl’d 
their Sails, and making fail the Helm 
laid them down to Sleep, leaving the 
Saick to rock upon the Waves. 

The fame Wind blew again on Thurs- 
day 1 6th, carrying us about twelve Miles 
an Hour, apd at Noon came up with 
the other Spick that made the fame Voy- 
age with us, and carry’d above 1 50 
.Soldiers and Servants of the Bajfa of 
Trabezond, who was gone before wilh 2 5 
of his Family in fix fmall Felucca's , car- 
rying with him fix Horfes, befides as 
many moje aboatd the Sauk. The Coun- 
try that appears along the Sea, is moft 
Mountainous, and abounding in Cheft- 

nuts, Hi :1 e-nuts, and Apples, to fur- 1

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nilh Confiantinople, and feveral Neigh- 

Gemelli. bouring Provinces. 

1694. Saturday 17th, the Wind came up 
dire&ly contrary, lb that we had much 
ado to put into Cape Sinope, for frelh 
Water. Weighing betimes on Sunday 
Morning, we pafs’d in fight of the City 
Sinope , feated on the Eaftermoft part of 
a Point of Land, with a high Mountain 
near it. A thick Fog which held till 
Evening, hindred our View of the plea- 
fant Coaft. So the Storm that rofe was 
the caufe we made little way in the Day, 
but the Wind coming fair in the Even- 
ing, we advanc’d confiderably till Mid- 
night. 

Monday 19th, a great Rain fell, after 
which the Wind was lb fair, that we 
made a great Run the Night following. 
The lame Wind and Rain continu’d 
Tut [day 20th, which fet us very forward. 
The Bajfd’s Family was waffl'd from 
Head to Foot ■, and I admir'd the Pati- 
ence of the Turks, who rather than give 
a Zecchine for.a Cabbin, are content to 
be expos’d to the Weather, like lo ma- 
ny Beafts. In other Rcfpedts they were 
Perlons of good Behaviour, who Con- 
vers’d with me Civilly, both during the 
Paflage, and my ftay at Trabezand ; nor 
was I wanting to fliew them more Cour- 
tef/^t'^t I -SSSgnt fliaKe^ufe of their 
Friendfhips if I had need ; and particu- 
larly to recover my Baggage out of the 
Hands of the Rais Lejfer. 

The fame Rain and rough Sea con- 
tinu’d all Night, and Wednesday 21ft till 
Noon, carrying us within three Miles 
of Trabezand ; but there it fail’d, and in 
the Evening was contrary, fo that we 
were forced to have the Saick tow’d by 
its Skiff! I ftill blefs’d the two Crowns 
and a half I had given for my Cabbin, 
for I could not have endur’d the Wea- 
ther j but he that hir’d it to me, at laft 
rais’d a Knavifh Controverfy, asking 
more than we had agreed for before the 
Interpreter, and Monfieur Mener. Yet 
I latisfy’d him with a fmali Matter, not- 
withftanding he had found out twoTar* 
tar falfe Witnefles, who depos’d they 
had heard me make the BaVgain as he 
feid. y 

All the Baffa'i Retinue i flay’d aboard 
that Night ; but I, who long’d to be out 
of the Turkijh Territories, went alhore 
' immediately, and to the little Hofpitium 
the Jkjfisits had ietled there within three 
Years,"for the conveniency of their Mif- 
fioAs. There I found F. billot Superior 
qf the MiffionP-of Armenia , with three 
Companions, and the Dominican all clad 


after the Armenian Falhion. They were 
very glad to fee me deliver’d out of 
Prifon, and fafe arriv’d after three Days 
Storm, and a Voyage of 900 Miles. 

And certainly we had Perilh’d, but that 
the Euxine Sea, whofe Circumference is 
5000 Miles, its length 1100, and the 
breadth 200, and where molt 400, is 
not lb boilterous as the open Sea, as 
fome pretend. I alfo found my Equi- 
page recover’d by the Fathers, and car- 
ry’d to their Houle, which compleatcd 
my Joy. 

The Fathers told me whht ehey had 
fufier’d during their Voyage. In? bark- 
ing aboard the fecond Saick , as was laid 
before, they were carry’d to Vnia, 500 
Miles from T rabezand , coming whence 
in fmali Boats they were in danger of 
being Loft *, and at laft they were taken 
up for the Tribute, and put into the 
Hands of the Mafter of the Boat, for 
him to give an Account of them to the 
Receiver at Trabezand , to decide whe- 
ther the French ought to pay or not *, 
and this becaufe they falfly alledg’d. 

That their Ring had broke the Peace 
with the Grand Signior \ but the Cadi 
declar’d they were not oblig’d to Pay. 

That Night, out of excels of Joy we 
Drank together Merrily, congratula- 
ting our Safety, and forgetting paft 
Sufferings. 

Trabezand, by the Turks call’d Tara- Trtbe^oni 
bajfan , is ieatea in the Latitude of 42 City. 
Degrees, on the utmoft Bank of the 
Black Sea, and at the foot of a Moun- 
tain, that looks towards the North. Its 
whole Circumference is but a Mile, but 
its large Suburbs make up room for 
20000 Inhabitants. It is an Archiepif. 
copal See, and Metropolis of Cappadocia, 
a Province between the Idler Afia, and 
greater Armenia. When the Empire of 
Cbnfiantinople was deftroy’d, the Greeks 
chofe this Place for the Seat of their 
Empire, but it was not lafting ; for the 
Family of Lafcari having Reign’d there 
200 Years, that is from 1261. till 1460, 
at length in the Reign of David , it was 
taken and deftroy’d by Mahomet the Se- 
cond, Emperor of the Turks. At pre- 
fent they call it the head of the Pro- 
vince Genich, or Jenich. It was rendred 
the more famous by the Martyrdom of 
forty faithful Soldiers, who were put to 
Death in a frozen Lake by the Com- 
mand of Licimus *, as allb for the Birth 
of George Trapezjmtius , a molt Learned 
Man, who Dy’d in the Year 14S6, at 
ninety Years of Age \ and of Beffarion, 
who for his Excellent Wit and Learn-

The Author's Journey to Arzcrum, or Erzerum. 


T V if day 27, I fet out after Dinner, 
with the aforefaid Fathers, and a 
good Caravan. After four Hours of 
Mountain and Dirty way, we lodg’d at 
the high. Caravan [era of Oreglau , where 
we lay in the open Air, with the Noifc 
of the great River clofe by, and of 
Wild Dogs that run about the Moun- 
tains in Troop-.

Miles in 10 Hours we lay at Night in the 
Caravanfera of the Village oiCiumis-Xane , 
that is. Silver Houfe, becaule of the ru- 
ins of this Metal there are in that 
Neighbourhood , where the Country 
produces plenty of Apples, Hazle-nuts, 
and bad Wine. Here we had but an 
ill Night of it. 

Saturday the firfl: of May , after fix Mines. 
Hours riding, wc pafs’dby a Gold Mine, 
where they did not work becaufe it was 
Ipoil’d by the inundation of the River, 
and at a fmall diftance thence by one of 
Silver. The Natives told me there were 
many more of Lead, and Copper, which 
is therefore very cheap among t\\cTu,ks , 
who have all forts of Utcnlils of it Tinn’d 
both within and without. Thence we 
pals’d b y Cuvans, and after Travelling 
20 Miles in 10 Hours, Night coming on 
lay at Balaxor in the Houle of our Ca- .

The , 
Turks of the Caravan being afraid of 
Robbers would come one after another 
to bid me Hand upon my Guard ; rely- 
ing much on me becaufo I had a Gun 
and Piftols, and they thought me a good 
Markfman ; whereas they had but few 
Fire-Arms, and fome wanted Powder, 
fome Flint, and fomc Ball. Others came 
to me to fix their Guns, and give them 
Ammunition, for fear of the Danger 
that threatned. From the vaft height 
of the third Mountain we again defen- 
ded into a deep Valley, the Horfes with 
their Loads every where flipping on the 
Snow, and took our Reft in a Stable ig 
the Village of Carvor , having Travell’d 
24 Miles in*clcven Hours. 

Tburfday 6th, being to Ford over the 


River Euphrates , then fwoln with Water; 
we thought better to go three Leagues 
about, than expofe our (elves to fiich 
Danger. Therefore parting from the 
Caravan , with a few more that follow’d 
us, we went away to pals over a Stone- 
Bridge, near which the River GersJme , 
carrying not much left Water falls into 
the Euphrates , or Carafie , which is there 
Ids than the Vulturnus of Capua, in the 
Kingdom of Naples . Wc Travcll’d a- 
long on the left of it eight Miles on the 
Plain of Erzxrum , our Days Journy be- 
ing ten Hours to the Village of Teurif- 
chuil. There were Pcrfons appointed 
in all thole Villages by the Tax-gatherer 
to receive the Head-Mony of all Tra- 
vellers, but we as Franks defended our ' 
felves by Virtue of the Grand Siguier's 
Firman , or Order. 

That Night, being near our Journy’s 
end, with the confent Of the Catergi, 
or Muletier, to whom I promis’d a Re- 
ward, I dap’d fome fmall Things that 
were to pay Cuftom,into a Bag of Straw, 
which in thofe Countries they lay under 
the Loads inftead of Pannels. 


CHAP. IV. 

The Author's Arrival at Erzerum, and, the Defeription of that City. 


F Riday in the Morning, Travelling 
over a Beautiful, and well cultiva- 
ted Plain, fcatter’d with feveral Villa- 
ges, and encompafs’d with Mountains 
cover'd with Snow, at the end of twelve 
Miles wc arriv’d at Erzarum. As foon 
as we entred the Suburbs, wc paid fif- 
teen Grains of Naples , that is about 
three Pence half Penny for each Horfe. 
Then we went to the Cuftom-Houfe, 
but the Cuftomer being at Noon-Day 
Prayers, when he came, we defir’d him 
to Seal the Trunks, that he might come 
home fome time after to Search them. 
He very civilly comply’d, lending (oon 
after one to Search them, who found 
nothing liable to Pay ; fo that I found 
not that Severity MonfieV Tavernier 
mentions of Sealing the Trunks and 
Bails a Day before they conre to Erne- 
rum, by People appointed By the Cu- 
ftomer, that Things liable to Pay may 
hot he taken out to Defraud the Cuftom- 
Houfe. 

‘ I took a (lately Room in thel Caravan- 
fira , near the Cuftom-Houfe, that I 
r might often enjoy the Company of Mr. 


Frefcot , an Englijh Merchant, who afted 
as Conful, and liv’d oppofitc to me. 

He coming to bid me Welcome, carry’d 
me Home, and Entertain’d me well at 
Dinner and Supper, being forry he could 
not Treat me, as he would have done 
in Chrifendom , becaufo the Country does 
not afford thofe Dainties that arc to be 
had in Italy, and other Parts ; but he 
tormented me with often Drinking to 
me, requiring I (hould do the fame, 
which 1 could not. He inform’d me to 
my Sorrow, that the Day before my 
Arrival, a great Caravan was gone for 
Tauris , which had been an excellent Op- 
portunity for me. 

Ernerum, Or Adirbegian , by fome is £rjerum 
plac’d in the Idler Armenia, and by o- City, 
thers made the Metropolis of the greater, 
where they think it likely the firft Man 
was Created, and placed by God in the ft* 
pioft delightful Garden of Paradice.

Paradice; and becaufo Noah, after the 
Flood came there out of the ATk, and 
offer’d Sacrifice to God. A Country,

dit of antient Patriarchs. Prophane Au-

r ’ 4 ‘ Erzxrum is feated on a long Plain, un- 
der high Mountains, at the end of th^ 
Plain 30 Miles long, and 10 in breadth. 
Its Walls are two Miles in compafs, and 
are double, but not fill’d with Earth, 
,or Ramparts. About it is an indiffe- 
rent Ditrh, and feveral Towers at con- 
venient Diftances, with ffnall Pieces of 
Cannoft, fuch as they call Falconets, fb 
that on the out-iidc it looks much like 
Constantinople. At the Eaft-end is a Ca- 
ff le and a Fort, for the Aga of the Ja- 
nizaries, both of them commanded by a 
Hill, and a Tower on it, whence the 
Enemy may be dilcovcr’d at a great Di- 
llance. Near this Caftlc is the Arme- 
m Cathedral, much decay’d, except- 
ing two Towers built of Brick. There 
are three Iron Gates to the City ; at that 
call’d of Tauris, there lie on the Ground 
twenty good Pieces of Cannon ; the reft 
being broke up to be carry’d to Con fan - 
tinoflt. The Houles, as alio thole in 
the Suburbs, for the molt part inhabited 
by Armenians arc low, and made of 
Wood and Mud ; the Streets narrow, 
and unpav’d ; and the Bazar's mean; 
but it is fo Populous, that there are in 
the Suburbs only 22 Caravanferas for the 
Caravans of Perfia. The Air is very 
Cold, by realbn of the Snow lying con- 
tinually on the Neighbouring Moun- 
tains ; but it is not fo bad for the Eyes 
as Tavernier pretends; but this makes 
the Fruit ripen very late, for which rea- 
lbn it is firft brought out of Georgia , 
and were it not fupply’d from the Vil- 
lages about, it would be Icarce. Yet 
Provifions are very Cheap, for a Penny- 
worth of Bread will lerve a Man a Day, 
and he may buy almoft thirty Pounds 
of Bisket for a Carline , or Six-pence; 
five Eggs for a Tornefe , or Penny, and 
a Hen for five, and lb other Things 
proportionably. All this Plenty pro- 
ceeds from the fruitfulneis of the afore- 
laid Plain. But, as I was told, Corn 
does not ripen in fixty Days, and Barly 
in forty, * ( according to TavAnier's Ac- 
count) for whilft I was there, they 
were aftually Sowing to Reap in Sep- 

•ternber.

Beneficial, and much Eilccm'd among 
the Turks. The Women in the Ciiy 
are clad in Cloth, and wear Boots, and 
a Black Thing before their Forehead to 
hide their Face; on their Head they have 
a long piece of Stuff” hanging down to 
their Knees. 

Saturday 8t!l, Monfieur Lacroniere , of 
the Province of rids, came with the 
Caravan from Perjia , and the next Day 
turn’d Mahometan, defpairiug of ever 
obtaining his Pardon for two Duels ho 
Fought, killing two Men in Prance. He 
gave out he was font into tiiofo l’;:rt> by 
the King, as a Spy upon the 7 itr.i:, and 
that all the Franks , who go into live i.c- 
vant, arc Spies feat by the King to 4 rir 
up the rerjians to recover B.igdat a;,'.! 

Erz.erum ; and others into Mnjiovy, to 
perfwade that Prince to fei/e the Towns 
on the Black Sea ; and that therefore 
they carry their Credentials few’ll up in 
their Shooes. Tho’ the F. each look up- 
on him as a Mad- man, yet thole Bar- 
barians feem tourcoic him, to have the 
opportunity of doing the Franks harm ; 
and this made me live in fomc Fear. 

Sunday 9th, I hgard Mafs at t ic 
fuits Church. Having left my Gun at 
the City Gate, according to Cuftom, I 
fent Monday 10th, the ufual Duty to 
the Turk at the Gate to have it return’d, retortion 
but Mr. Prefect's Man going in iiis Ma- of the 
ller’s Name, he reftor’d it without ta- fa- 
king any thing. But on Tucfday nth, 
as I was going to Mr. Prefcot' s, I faw 
the Turk that had reftor’d the Gun ma- 
king Signs to me to flop. I went 011 
ncverthelefs, for not underftanding him 
I thought it in vain to flay. The T urk 
enrag’d that I flighted him, ran after 
me with his Knife drawn, and had hurt 
me, but that Mr. Prefect laid hold of 
him about the middle. I had not fear’d 
him in another Place, but in Turky the 
Laws are joo fevere againft a Frank that 
Oppofes aj Turk, and therefore to be rid 
of him, I gave what he demanded. 

Wednefday 1 2th, I Din'd with F. I'd - 
lot, and we rcjoyced at our fife Arrival, 
but my Satisfaction was difturb’d«on The A u- 
T.hurfdaykiyt\\, three Perlons coming to thor and 
me from me Muffellin , or Bajfa s Lieu- Fat ^« s 
tenant, t* Command me to depart the “ 

City wffbjn three Days; which Order 7 rabrmi. 

o was 1 • 
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was* alio lent to the Jefuits and Domini - 
GemtUi. they believing we were all five 
1 ^ 94 - Papas, Or Religious Men. We guels’d 
this was not only brought about by the 
French Rcncgado, but by the Schifmatick 
Armenians , to obftruft the Fathers fet- 
ling in Erzerum , and the Ipreading of 
the Word of God. They had two Years 
before prefented the Bajfa with 2000 
Piaftres , to fend them away together 
with F. Philip Grimaldi , who was going 
to China ; which was done with lbme 
Tumult rais’d by the Armenians , 2500 
perfons going in a Seditious manner to 
the Buffo's Houfe, and about 400 to the 
Monaftcry, where the Fathers had been 
in danger of their Lives, had they not 
been well barr’d. To put a ftop to this 
Mifehicf, Brother Manfredi, who play’d 
the Phyfician to reconcile the People to 
the Society, was fent to the Muffellin , 
to lhew him the Grand Senior's Firman , 
or Order for rc-fetling the Fathers at 
Erzerum ; but he without fo much as 
feeing it, order’d we Jhould return that 
fame Day towards Trabizond. The great 
diltance from Court made him not value 
the Firman , and he faid the Papa's had 
reprefented Things as they thought fit 
to the Sultan ; and therefore he would 
acquaint him how Averfc the whole Ci- 
ty was to their ResflRWilhment. The 
Brother went thence to the Cadi to ob- 


ButitheConful’s Words were of no force 
with that Barbarian, whom nothing but 
Mony could Mollify. F. Vlllot was very 
angry that the Dominican fliould have 
made that ufe of Prefeet , an^therefore 
came in a Palfion at Night to tell me, 
every one might fhift for himfelf, be- 
caufe he and his Companions bad the 
firman to go into Ter fa. I bid him mind 
his own Bufincfs, for 1 did not miftruft 
God’s Providence, and was ready to Puf- 
fer thofe CrofTes, and therefore without 
being at all difmay'd, I refolv’d if I could • 
not go diredly from Erzerum, ro return 
to Trahexjond , and thence pals through 
Georgia into Perfia. 

Going on Friday 14th, to hear Mafs They ob* 
at the Jefuits , 1 law Brother Manfredi tain leave 
go to the Muffellin, and return with a ® 
favourable Anfwer, which when F. Vll- tr ^ a ‘ 
lot had heard, he laid to me, Monfieur 
Gemelli , the Matter is adjufted for 25 
Ducats; two Zecchines will be your lhare 
to go into Ptrfia. 1 might have an- 
fwer’d, that fincc the foregoing Night 
they would not admit me into their 
Number, I had taken other Meafures ; 
and that he did me that Favour to lave 
Charges, becaufe the Muffellin would 
have as much for three as for five ; but 
that he might fee 1 was not led away by 
Inter ell, I faid I would pay my Quota ; 
which the Dominican was very unwilling 


tain at lead lbme longer time, and was 
civilly anfwer’d they,, might go with the 
firft Caravan , that they might not be 
expos’d to be Robb’d and Murder’d by 
Thieves.

As 
he was returning home, thewominican 
Father came to defire him, that he would 
acquaint the Muffellin , that he was not 
of the Society, but a Dominican , lent 
into Perfia by his General, and that his 
Order not being comprehended in the

After Dinner the Nazar, or Prote- 
dtor of Strangers, who had been ac- 
quainted with the Bufinels by his Bro- 
ther the Muffellin, lent for Manfredi , 
and made a great Noife becaufe we were 
not gone. The other anfwer’d we had 
leave to go for Perfia. No, laid the Na- 
zar, you lhall go for Trahexjond, with 
the Caravan that is now ready. Man- 
freds underloading his Defign was to 
have lhare of our Mony, he told him he 
would bring him an Anfwer the next 
Day. But it pleas’d God, that News 
being brought, both the Brothers on Sa- 
turday 15 th, that the Baffa bad fent o- 
thers to take their Places, they being 
taken up, refilling to refign to the others, 
never thought of us. 

In the Evening, the Muffellin fent for 
fome Fathers that could fpeak the Tur- 
kijh Language, to Expound lbme Maps 
given him by the Renegado Laironiere , 
who could not do it : F. Hllot went, 
who, having given him Satisfaction con- v

felves. Having therefore hir’d Horfes 
for 4 Piaftres a piece, we prepar’d to

CHAP. y. 

The Author's Journey to Kars, and the Danger he was ih of being robb'd. 


T Vtfday 18th, the Fathers Dalma- 
tius , and Martin , French Jefuits ; 
their Jour- ^ Dominick of Bologna a Dominic an, and 
oey, J, took our Flight out of the City after 
Midnight, like the Jfraelites persecuted 
by Pharaoh. Near break of Day the 
Cuftom-houfe Officers came out of a 
Tent to ftop us fix Miles from the Ci- 
ty ; but (hewing them the Cuftomers 
difchargeand giving them a Rup y which 
is a quarter of a Neapolitan Ducat, they 
let us pafs ; notwithftanding my Mule- 
tier, who was a Georgian , faffing out 
with an Armenian belonging to thofe 
Officers, had bulleted him very well. 
Three Miles from thence my Horie ftart- 
ing threw me •, and with the fall broke the 
Stock of my Gun, which I* could put 
but into an indifferent pofture to ferve 
me by the way. All the Country we 
•traveled over that Day was plain, and 
much refembling the plain Apulia in the 
Kingdom of Naples. They were a flu- 
ally fowiog, tho’they had not Plow’d.

Having crofs’d a great River about the 
Evening, we went to take up our quar- 
ters at the Village of Axa y our Caterg? s 
place of Birth, in whofe Houfe wc lodg'd ;

came. All the way beyond the Moun- 
tains, which made one half, was an ex- 
cellent Soil, but untilfd for want of 
People. 


CHAP. VI. 


A fjort Deferij/tion of Kars, and the Continuation of the Author's foam) 

to the Frontiers of Perfia. 


S Vnday 23d, having Travcll’d twelve 
Miles in five Hours, we came to the 
City Kars, the frontier Town of the 
Tttrkifis Dominions, and lodg'd in a Ca- 
ravan f era in the Suburb. 

KjnCity. Kars is a Large, but not Populous Ci- 
w ty, tho’ there be plenty of Provifions, 
and very Cheap, feated in a moll fruitful 
Plain, and 78 Degrees 4 Minutes of 
Longitude, and 42 Degrees 40 Minutes 
of Latitude. The reafon of its being 
lb ill inhabited is, becaufe being on the 
Frontiers, it has fuller’d fometimes by 
the Perfian , and fometimes by the Otto- 
man Arms ; being no fooner recover’d 
from the one, than it has fallen again 
under the other, as has hapned to many 
other Places, which have been ruin’d by 
the Per fans for eight or nine Days Jour- 
ny. Kars is a fufficient Tcilimony to 
Pollerity of the Behaviour of the Per- 
sons in taking of llrong Holds; and 
how dreadful the ftrokes of their Scimi- 
tars are to the Turks. 

Lexh.Gco- But to return to the Bulincfs in hand. 
graph Phil. Kars is feated in Turcomania. Its lhape 
far. Verb. is long, looking towards the §outh, and 
w "‘‘ two Miles in compafs, on the fide of a 
rifing Ground. Its two Walls are of 
Earth, with fmall Towers, two Gates, 
and as many Bridges on the fide of the 
River and Suburb. The Fort which 
Hands on the Rock, is iuacccliible on 
that fide next the River. In it is a good 
Garrifon, out of which every Night a 


Detachment of forty Horfo goes to fcour 
the Country on the Frontiers. The 
Houfes by reafon of the thinnefs of the 
Inhabitants are more like Dens, made of 
Timber and Mud. For 130 Years laft 
pall, fince Subject to the Ottoman Em- 
pire, it has always been Govern’d by a 
Bajfa \ rather out of Jealoufy bccaufe it 
is a Frontier, than bccaufe the greatnefs 
of the Place deferves it. 

In Compliance to the Catergi , we 
Hay’d there all Monday 24th. The Geor- 
gian, would have all the Mony for the 
Journy paid him here, whereas the Cu~ 
Horn is to pay at the Journies end ; and 
wc refilling, he Hood in it, that he would 
go no further. We were forced to get 
the Armenian CuHomer to oblige him 
to go ; or elfe we would have provided 
our felves otherwife at his Expence. 
But the Cheating Armenian made us pay 
for his Rindnels ; for whereas his Duty 
was half a Piafire a loaded Horfo, he 
demanded a Zecchine , and with much 
Difficulty took a Piafire.

rf n H E Pofleflion of thofe Things 
I we have long deGr’d, produces 
6 * .M. in us fuch joy and Satisfa&ion, 

that it makes us forget palt Sufferings, 
and difpofes us willingly to undergo 
fuch as are to follow. This hapned to 
me at my entring upon the Perfsan Do- 
minions, for the Pleafure of it made me 
not think of a tirelbme Afcent we had 
to Climb; and taking Heart now 1 was 
in a Country, where more Honefty was 
Praftis’d, I with good Cudgelling made 
the Catergis go on, who would needs 
then at an improper Seafon ftay to reft 
their Horfcs, having advis’d me but juft 
before to be upon my Guard, becanfe 
the Turkijb Garrifon us’d to make Ex- 
curfions on that fide.

Its whole 
circumference is but a Mile, with a deep 
Ditch, a double Wall, and Baltions of 
Earth , fubjcd to be beaten down 
witli Cannon, and waffl’d away with the 
Rain. Nor are the Honfes any better, 
mi Inhabited only by a few Traders,and ' 
the Garrifon. It has three Iron-Gates ; 
and but a few, and thofe fmail Pieces 
of Cannon. The Jiazjtr is indifferent. 
The Palace of the Cham or Governor 
fronts the River, and is as great as Earth 
can make it. 

TheMint. Saturday 29th, 1 went to fee the 
* Mint, where the Silver and Brafs is 
Coin’d i there being no Gold Coin in 
Ferfia , but what little is made at the 
King’s Coronation, which is either fcat- 
ter’a among the People, or given to 
thofe thac have deferv’d well. The 
Perfians Coin their Mony after this 
falhion. Having placed the Metal in a 
l trench, with Coals and Wood over it, 

they melt it by the blowing of two pair 
of Bellows ; they caft it into long flips, 
which they afterwards beat out into 
Plates ; others cut it out and others 
make the pieces round, others weigh, 
and others hammer them fmooth, af- 
ter which they are Stamp’d by force of 
Men.

There is 
pa excellent Bazar and Mcidan along 
the City Wall ; but there is an infinite 
number of ruin’d Houfes, by reafoihrf 
the continual Wars betwixt the Turks 
and Perfians , which have reduced the 
City and Country about it, to a deplo- 
rable condition. The whole compafs 
is about 10 Miles, for the moft part en- 
clos’d with a work thrown up of Earth, 
and by the neighbouring Hills, which in 
time of War, might much endammage 
the City. All this fpace produces ex- 
cellent Wine, and abounds in delicious 
Fruit, belidcspleafant Poplar, andWil- 
low-trces. 

From Tocat to Tauris the Country is 
for the moft part inhabited by Chriftians, 
who get their living by Silk works, and 
other Trades; becauft of the continu- 
al Paflage of the Caravans , which carry 
Silk from a Province neap Erivan , and 
other Commodities of Perfia. It is in- 
credible how great an income theft Ca- 
ravans bring to the King ; becaufe the 
Cuftom-houfe being nothing fevere, for 
no Bales of Goods are open’d, the Mer- 
chants are willing to refort thither with 
the belt Commodities they can, pay- 
ing but fome fmail duty to the Officers 
on the way. 

. T ut fiay the firlj; of June, not to lye ' . 
idle at Erivan, I hir’d a Horfe to go SX 
with fome others into the Country, to 
the Church of Kiekart. I came thither 
after 8 Hours riding, and foundaMona- 
ftery of Armenians cut out of the Rock, 
whereof the Pillars are made that fup- 
port the Church. According to their 
Tradition, the Spear that pierc'd our Sa- 
viour’s fide, is preftrv’d in this place ; 
which they lay was brought by St. Mat- 
thew. Near this Church is a Lake, and 
five other Monafteries of Armenians.

S Aturday 5th, that I might not lofe 
the 2d opportunity, 1 caus’d my

I was left alone ex- 
pos’d to their Knavery, and they ask’d 
me 20 Abajjis for my Horfe, whereas 
the Armenians pay but two or three, and 
I had much to do to content them with 
nine. They ufc none fo ill as they do 
•the Franks , who muft give them what 
tltcy will have for fear of fome affront, 
they being iiifolcnt in the higheit de- 
gree. It may therefore be truly faid 
that Nak-civan is the moft troublefome 
Vol. IV. 


In the new City, there is but one long 
and narrow Street, with one good Bafar, 
and four large and excellent Caravanfe - 
ras , for the convcniency of the many 
Caravans , that of needfity muft pals 
that way. The Suburb is fmall, with 
Houfcs built like Caves. Near the City 
is a great Brick-building, above 70 
Spans high, and Ottangular, ending like 
an Obelisk. The entrance is through a 
great Gate, within which, there arc 
winding Stairs up to two Towers, that 
arc on the fides, and have no Commu- 
nication with the Obelisk. They fay it 
was eredted by Tamerlan, when he went 
to Conquer Perjia : The City and Coun- 
try is govern’d by a Cham.

There is nothing 
but the bare ihadow of its antient Splen- 
dor now remaining, having been the 
Stage 011 which the Turks and Perjians 
exercis’d their Weapons during the 
Wars between thofe two Monarchs. 
What remains now is a great Plain, en- 
compafs’d on three ikies with Mountains 
like Entrant j and it refcmblcs Erivan 
in the mutability of the Weather. Its 
coni pais is thirty Italian Miles, by rca- 
fon of abundance of Gardens and open 
Places in it. The Houles are ill Built 
of Mud \ blit the Baz.ars and Caravan - 
j eras are good, becaufc the convcniency 
of its Situation draws a vaft Number of 
Merchants, as well Mufcovitcs and Tar- 
tars, as Arabs , Georgians , Mingrelians , 
Indians, Turks , Perfians , and feveral O- 
thers with all forts of Commodities j 
more particularly with Silk brought 
from the Province of Guilan , and other 
Places ; fo that a great Number of Peo- 
ple is employ’d in that Work. Tho* 
its compafs be thirty Miles, and a Jefait 
compares it to Home, in his Account of 
it, yet I do not believe it contains above 
250000 Inhabitants, both becaufe of the 
Gardens and Fields, and by reafon the 
Houfcs are but thin of People. 

Siur-aftn Sunday 12th, 1 went to fee the Tower 

Tower. 0 f Scion- Cafan , which fome without any 
good Ground for it, will have to be that 
of Babel, mention’d in Holy Writ. It 
is made of Brick 220 of my Paces in 
compafs, its Diameter 40 Paces, and the 
thickncfs of the Wall 12, but it is ruin’d 
on two iides. A winding Stair-cafo of 
no Steps goes up to a Room on the 
top of it, and on the out-fides of the 
Walls of this Room there are Ciphers 
and Characters. At the bottom is a Place 
with Iron Gates, where the Perjians fay 
the Founder lies Bury’d. 

Next, I went to foe the Atmeidan. 
.This is a great Square, to which moft 
of the Merchants and Artificers refort, 
bccaufo there is a better Trade there 
than elfowhere. The chief thing fold 
there arc good Horfos, and thofe Cheap, 


dure was Ereded by the Ofmanlls , with- 
out (paring Coft or Time. At the firft 
coming in, there appears a Front cnri- 
oufly wrought in Brick, with Reliefs of 
Marble carv’d after the Italian manner 
in Flowers, Birds and Fruits of foveral 
forts. The Gate is all of one entire 
piece of white Marble, like that of Of- 
manla , which leads into a Cloifter, or 
fquarc Court, and then to a treble Arch, 
on the lides of the Mofch, without any 
Ornament. At the end thereof there 
are two fntall Gates to the Mofch, whofc 
'Front with two high Towers is of the 
fame fort of Work } but th^ tops of the 
Towers are gone to Ruin. The Mofch 
is only one great Cupola of the fome 
Marble curioufly wrought with Arabic k 
Charaders in Blew and Gold, and in 
fome places curioufly painted with flue 
Flowers, in others with odd Fancies. 
The Nich, whither few go to Pray, is 
on the fide of the Meidan , or Square j 
therefore the Gates arc only on the lides 
anfwering to the two Cloillers, which 
are uniformly Built one on each Hand. 

The upper GaHery of the Mofch, is 
from the Cupola fupported by twelve Ar- 
ches, three on every fide, whereof thofe 
next the aforciaid Eaft and Weil Gates 
are equal, the others greater, but thofe 
on the North and South are kept ihut. 
At the upper part of every Angle there 
are as it were feparate Balconies, to fee 
what is doing. On the fides of the 
Niche are two curious Marble-Stones as 
clear as Alablafter on the left is a Pul- 
pit with an Afoent of fifteen Steps \ on 
the Pavement poor Mats, becaufe the Per - 
fions make fmall Account of that Mofch , 
and think it Polluted, as having forv’d 
Ofman\ Followers. Behind it at the 
North-end is a large iquarc Garden, 
with Tree* of foveral forts.

olan, who Dy’d Cham at T.rivan was his 
Uncle. His family had always kept in 
the King's Favour, being of the Blood 
of the Georgian Princes. But Bigian was 
Di /graced during the Command of At- 
mat-Dolet , or the Grand Finer his Ene- 
my, who made the King look upon him 
as a Mad-man and Drunkard. 1 his Man 
wc fpeak of, feeing Fortune frown on 
him, after Governing Sciamakt, retir’d 
to Live a private l.irc at Tauris , with 
25 Servants, placing his greatelt De- 
light in Drinking the belt* Wine in the 
Country. His Nephew Ruflan Cham , 
now General of the Army, and Divan - 
Beg , or chief of all the Judges, being 
then in the King’s Service, and well ad- 
vanc’d in his Favour, he one Day bid 
him ask fome Grace. He modeftly an- 
fwer’d he was fatisfy’d with the Honour 
and Bread he daily receiv’d j but the 
King ftil! prefling him to ask fome 
Grant, he laid. Since Tour Majejly Or- 
ders it, / beg nothing but that you reftore 
my Family to the fame Honour it enjoy'd 
in the time of my Grand- father Rulfan.

Then the King cauling Wine to be 
brought, made him Drink out of his own 
Gold Cup, and then Smoke out of his 
Gold Pipe then he gave him the Poll 
his Father the Great Raft an held of 
Great General, but he Generoufly re- 
fus’d it, pleading his Age, and befccch- 
ing His Majefty, if he thought fit to be- 
llow it on his Nephew Rujlan ; whole 
Lieutenant at Tauris he was contented 
to be, the Government of Tauris being 
ever united to the Gencrallhip, which 
the King Gracioufly granted, and with- 
in a few Months he went away to his 
Government. ’Tis true, his Nephew 
did not receive the Profits belonging to 
the Poll of Cham of Tauris ; for the 
Great Geritral never goes thither, but 
only receives a Sum of Mony of the 
Lieutenant he appoints, who make their 
Advantage of the reft.

Sunday 1 3th, palling through the At- 
meidan , 1 faw a Man gently beaten on 
the Soles of his Feet with a Wand, be- 
ing bound to a high Poll, at which they 
ri»o«r vyith Arrows upon publick Fcili- 
vals. 1 took notice of certain 

Religious Perfians. They wear a Tur- 
bant like the Turks, with a Border about 
it, and the middle part lharp, and co- 
wer’d with red Cloth. 

After Dinner, 1 mounted a Horle- 
back, and rode about the City. We 
pufs’d over fcveral Bridges on the River 
Scbieukaic , which runs through the midlt 
of Tattr is and has excellent Water ; 
but fometimes it f wells fo high, that it 
over-hows a great part of the City. I 
obferv’d there were among the Houfes 
fcveral Corn-Fields, as well as Orchards. 
There are alfo in them levcral Tombs, 
forne round, and others in other fliapes, 
ending lharp at top, and cover’d on the 
out- fide with excellent black and blew 
Tiles, full of Characters, and Arabick 
Letters. Returning to the Monaftery, 

I met a Man a Horlc-back, with a Tur- 
bant after the Turkijb Falhiou, a Fea- 
ther on the Forehead, and on the lides 
two upright Horns of Tin fix’d to the 
Turbant, between which Hood up a 
thing lhap’d like a Cilinder, cover’d 
with red aud blew Silk. They told me 
it was a Giarci (there arc four of them 
in the City) which are Chiefs of the Ser- 
jeants, and ferve to proclaim the Price of 
Bread, and the Sentences given by the 
Govcrnour, and his Lieutenant.

In 
one of them was a fmall Apartment, to 
take the Air in Summer : Having given 
the Gardiner a Gratuity, 1 went on to 
Jake a better View of the Mofcb of Of- 
mania, which is the belt in T dttris , and 
the Perfians let it go to Ruin as Polluted 
and Heretical ; becaule it was Built by 
the Sunnis , who are Followers of Omar , 
as was laid above. This Structure is 
lquare, and the Front of it over the 
great Gate, to which there is an Afcent 
of eight Steps, is curioully wrought, al- 
moft like Mofaick of curious Blew, Pur- 
ple, black and white Tiles, with two 
high Towers doling above like a Tur- 
bant, cover’d with the like Work, but 
rais’d. Within there arc winding Stairs, 
but that on the left was half beaten 
down by Lightning. The Mofcb with- 
id is adorn’d with curious Painting, af- 
ter the Moorifh Falhion, and wiLh Ci- 
phers, and Arabick Letters in Blew, and 
Gold. The Gate of the Mofcb is not 
four Foot wide, but all of one piece of 
Tranlparent white Stone, 24 Foot high, 
and 12 in breadth. Here is a Mifiake in Note 
the Author mentioning two feveral breadths 
which I know not how to reconcile , the Rea- 
der may judge of it. The Cupola is 34 
paces Diameter, with the fame fovt of 
Work within, icarcc«to be out-done by 
the carious Pencil. It is fupported by 
12 Marble Pillars within, and by i<? 
without, which are very high, and each 
of them fix Foot lquare, with Niches on 
the out-lides to leave the Shoocs, as is 
Pra&is’d by the Mahometans . About it 
is a Rail with Doors to go from one fide 
to the other. There is a way round 
three parts of it, for the fourth leads 
to another leis Cupola, but more Beau- 
tiful, and Gilt. The Pavement is of 
bright Marble, like that of the Front, 
and the Pillars are cas’d with it eight 
Spans from the Ground. This Cupola 
is curioully adorn’d about with a fort 
of Violet colour Work, fet off with 
Flowers of Gold 5 and the Pavement is 
two Spans lower than that of the firft. 

The out-lide of the great Cupola is co- 
ver’d with gijeen Tiles, with fmall white 
Flowers, an jl the other with white Stars 
on a black (fi round, which arc Pleaiant 
to behold.

This they fay is a fort 
of Alabafier , made by the petrifying of 
the Water, a Day’s Journy from Tau- 
ris, where it foon hardens in a Ditch. 

It is much Edcem’d by that Nation, who* 
place it on their Tombs, and make Cups 
and other Curiofitics of it, which they 
prefont as a Rarity at Jfvahan. All Peo- 
ple unanimoufly affirm’d it was petrify’d 
Water ; denying that pofitively which 
Tavernier Ipeaks of at the Caravanfera 
above mention’d. 

On the other fide of the Street, op- 
polite to this Mofcb , is (till ftanding the 
Front of the Palace of the Great Pried, 
or Schcc-Iman , artificially Built of feve- 
ral colour’d Stones. 

Heathen In my Return home, I went to fee 

1 cm pies. two Heathen Temples, call’d Vria-Schi- 
ageret , that is. Mailer and Scholar. 
They arc both of them at a diltance 
from the Street. That on the left, com- 
ing into the City, is the lead, and 
Square, with two great Gates, and 30 
Windows about it. The Cupola which 
had been Round, was fallen. The Tem- 
ple on the right is of the fame Structure, 
but much bigger. Between the great 
Gate and the Atmeidan , there are two 
vaft Pillars ftanding, which appear to 
have fupported another Temple near 
the other two. The Fronts are of the 
fame Workmanlhip before mention’d 3 
but the Strutture, tho’ very thick, is of 
good Brick, and fo antient, that it can- 
not lad long. 

Two Musket- foot further is the curi- 
ous large Front of a Mofcb of the lame 
Workmanlhip, going to Ruin. Going 
in (leaping over the Marble of Morto- 
fate,) there appears a fine large Garden 
full of foveral iorts of Trees and Flow- 
ers ; at the end whereof there are fome 
great Fabricks, which they fay belong’d 
to an old Pagan Temple, call’d Alufcian- 
Tagbi , which had two Gates on the fides, 
and one in the Front. There is alfo a 
great Square enclos’d with good Brick 
Walls, which ferves upon publick Re- 
joy rings. 

Taking the Advice of the Cdpucins , 
who courteoufty entertain’dlme as their 
Gned, I left"' the Companylof Per fans , 
to,prevent being robb’d by tuem on the 
Road, or at lead by the Razors who 
becaufe they are not paid by the Maho- 
metans, amoag other Infolcuties delight 


in dripping a Frank. Thefe Fellows 
are fo Inlatiable, that no Purfc can hold 
out to fatisfjr them, as has been faid be- 
fore ; tho’ in Tauris , becaule it was.. a 
City, they took but five Abajfis of me. 

For this Reafon I refolv’d for the more 
fafety to expett fome Company of Mer- 
chants, who do not ufo to Travel un- 
provided. 

Tuefday 15th, a Jefuit, a Bare-foot 
Carmelite , and an Augujlinian fet out 
for Erzurum, after they had been ftve- 
ral Days in the lame Monadery of tbs 
Capstans. They rode on Horfo^ JTEniir* 
own bought at Tattris , therdteing none 
to Hire, but when Caravans go. Theft 
Fathers had gone before by the way of 
Bagdat ; and when they came to Kar- 
manica, a City on the Frontiers, four 
Days Journy from Babylon , the Cham, 
or Bajfa would not fuller them to pro- 
ceed -, fo that they were oblig’d to 
turn back to Hamlrdan, by the way of 
Tauris , in order to go thence to Aleppo , 
or Trabezjond, and thence to Confiantino- 
ple ; but in their Return they were robb’d 
by the Rattars both of their Cloaths and 
Mony, efpecially the Portuguefe Augu- 
ftinian , who lo It eighty Crowns, and 
was imprifon’d with his Servant } nor 
did the other two French Fathers meet 
with better Ufage. 

We mud not forget to obferve, that SaltMine 
about Tauris there are good Mines of 
white Salt -, that within the City there 
are excellent frefh Waters, to which 
there is fometitnes an Alcent of fifty, 
or lixty Steps ; and that there is a Mint 
as well as at Erivan , where during my 
day, they Coin’d Abajfis. 

The Capstans Monadery being near 
the Meidan , every Evening at Sun-fet- 
ting, I heard the ungrateful Mufick of 
Drums and Trumpets, being the Signal 
for all Perfons to mut up Shop, and for 
the Guards to Icour about the Bazaars. 

At tlje lame time the Mullahs cry out 
from the tops of Houfes, not from the 
Towers like the Turks, calling the Peo- 
ple to Prayers. About an Hour and a 
half after Night, an untuneable Drum 
beat, being the Sign for all Perfons to 
keep within Doors j after which none 
may go without a Light upon pain of 
Imprisonment. Two Hours before Day 
the lams Drum beat again, to give No- 
tice to Shop-Keepers, that the Guard, 
or Watch was going off, after having 
walk’d about the Bazaars all Night, and 
therefore every Man mud look to his 
own.

, lixty in length, and forty in breadth, 
jo kcco Ice, taken out of a Pool, where 
the Waiw foon Freezes. Clofe by it is 
a College to InftruCt the Perjian Youth, 
with a Mofch in it. 

Next we went to fee the Mofch , Ca- 
ravan fer a, Coflec- Houle, and Icc-Houfe 
made by AUrzjt- Ibrahim, Brother to 
Ahrza-Sadoc, who had the Charge of 
Mnjioji Mnmalek, or High Chancellor. 
Jhcie i.> a great Gate to the Mofch, 
whofe Front and Cupola arc curioufly 
adorn’d with Tiles of fcveral Colours 
i.r’ci.ionfly plac’d. Firfl there is a fine, 
Init fmall Garden, on the one lide where- 
of is a little, but neat Mofch , with two 
little Toweis on the lidcs, haudibmly 
cover'd with the fame T iles. Oppolitc 
to it is a Divan with fuch like Towers, 
and a great Fountain of Water before 
it to make the Dwelling the pleafantcr, 
all adorn’d after the fame manner with 
Stones. At a fmall diftance is another 
little Mofch , fet off after the fame man- 
ner. 

Thence we went to the Palace of 
Mirza-Taer , Son to Mirza- Ibrahim, then 
Vizier of Abderbegiam (the belt of four 
there arc in Pcrfia ) in his Father’s Place, 
who was employ’d in receiving the Re- 
venues of two Provinces. The outward 
Structure was of Mud, made but a bafe 
Appearance *, but going in I faw a fine 
Garden with fevcral Water-works, and 
beaotify’d with Trees and Flowers. 
Thence I went in to fee the Summer 
Apartments. The Aram, or Womens 
Apartment, and a ftately Divan, tho’ 
not finilh’d, to Adminifter Juftice j all 
adorn’d with Marble, and well enough 
painted after the Country falbion. On 
the two tides there were four curious 
Marble Stones fix’d in the Wall, being 
almoft as fine as Alabafter, witfi a great 
Fountain in the middle. Here I much 
admir’d the Simmetry and Proportion 
the Perfiam obferve in their Apartments, 
a*s well in the Windows and Balconies, 
as in the Roofs and Paintings. On the 
other fide of the Garden was the Win- 
ter Apartment then finilh’d, with a lit-

licate little Rooms, all Gilt and Painted, 
with fome Looking-GlaJles fix’d on the 
Wall, oppofite to one another, as alfo 
a Chimney adorn’d with the fame Glafs, 
which with the Reflexion of the Sun 
dazled the Eyes. The Floor was cover’d 
with good Per fan Carpets, and in the 
Rooms there were Alaballcr Fountains 
to pleafe the Eye •, the whole well c- 
nough contriv’d by the Ingenious Fcrfi- 
ans, according to the aforefaid Mrrza- 
Taer\ good Fancy. He has ailb Built a 
good Caravanfera in the Mr, dan, which 
is therefore call’d Mirza-Tarr, and ano- 
ther where Mony was actually Coin’d \ 
both of them large and good Structures. 

He has alfo an admirable Gat den on 
.that lide of the City next Jfpahan, in 
which there are all forts of European 
Fruit, and by it two Plcafure-Houfes. 

Near this Palace are thole Built by Mir- 
za-Sadoc, and A lirzat- Ibrahim, his Father 
and Uncle, which are truly Magnificent 
both as to their Structure, and inward 
Ornament. 

Returning by the Mint, I went in to 
fee a large Cupola clofe by it, which 
the Terfians call Eyjfara, in which were 
the richeft, and moft valuable Commo- 
dities of the City. "Near it is the Gold- 
fmiths, and Silverfmiths Street, with 
ftately Arches of curious Brick, but co- 
ver’d like all the Streets’ and Bazars in 
the Eaft. 

Thurfday 17th, palling through I he Superftu’r 
Place where the Gallows Hands, I took on of liar- 
notice of a Superftition, or Folly of the ren 
Barren Perfian Women , who go three mcn * 
or four times under the Gallows, whilft 
the Bodies of Melafa&ors who were actu- 
ally Hanging ; which I Ihould fcarce have 
believ’d, had I not fecn it. They ima- 
gine the dead Body can infufe Fruitful- 
nefs into the Womb, and make them 
breed Children , and fo they Conceit, 
and hold it for Certain, That palling 
feveral times over the AqueduCt, which 
conveys the Water from the Bath, where 
Men are actually Bathing, they receive 
the lame Tirtue of Conceiving.

Whillt I expe&ed the letting out of 
one Jus-Bafci, a Georgian Renegado, 
who was to go to the Court of Jfpahan -, 
to avoid Idlenels, I rode to take the Air 
out of the City, in the Company of a 
french- Man, who was acquainted with 
the Country, and well known by Per- 
lons of Quality. When we had gone 
two Miles, we faw upon the right Hand 
on a Mountain a Bridge fifty Paces long 
with (lately Arches, of no ufe to the 
Publick, becaufc there never was any

Going two Miles from thence, and 
looking towards the North, on a Moun- 
tain not far diftant from the City, I 
law the Ruins of a MoJ'ch , and below it 
a Fort and Temple both deftroy'd and 
abandon’d by the Ferfians , as being 
Built by the Turks ; but there is a Mo- 
naftery entire on the Brink of the Pre- 
cipice. 


CHAP. III. 

The Defcription of the Cities on the Road to Kom. 


R Eturning to the Monaftery in the 
Evening, I was inform’d that the 
'jus-Bafci, who is a Captain of 100 Men 
of the Country Troops was upon his 
Departure ; therefore making the belt 
Provilion 1 could in halte, I fet out at 
two in the Morhing on Friday the 18th, 
with Malachy the Armenian. We went 
to the Jus-Bajct’s Houle, and Itay’d half 
an Hour till he was ready, after which 
he mounted with only twelve Followers, 
molt of them unarm’d ; and this be- 
caufe, tho’ the King pays for 100 Men, 
either he has them not, or elie Lilts 
Townf-men, who have never handled 
Weapons, and makes his Advantage of 
their Pay. We Travell’d all Night over 
the Plain between barren Mountains, 
and at break of Day after riding twenty 
Miles in feven Hours, came to the Ca- 
ravanfera of Sciemli, Built betwixt thofe 
Mountains by Scia-Sofi , King of Perfia. 
It is a good Structure, with a noble 
Front fit to contain too Firfons, and 
that Horfes -, becaule the dountry be- 
tWSte Taunt' and Jfpahan, and Ormus 
tidL Ispahan is Inhabited, ana tljere is 
WcBpOf filch good large Caravanjeras. 
W&t th c Rattars are, who take an AbaJJi 
®r' ; every Horfe but I paid it not on 


the Score of the Jus-Bafci , who was 
much relpedted on that Road. Having 
firlt climb’d, and then gon down a pro- 
digious Mountain, we pais’d by a Lake 
full of wild Gcefe. Thence there are 
two Roads to Ijfahan \ the one through 
Ardevil and Cajbin, leaving the Lake on 
the right, and riding along the Moun- 
tains ; and the other through Kom and 
Kafcian , leaving the Lake on the left. 
This way we took, riding ten Miles 
through a well cultivated Country to 
the Village of Agia-Aga, to which we 
came before Noon. There we found a 
good Caravanfera but Malachy and I 
Lodg’d in a 7 writ’s Houle. The Night 
at this time of the Year is very Cold in 
Perfia , and the Day as hot as in Italy. 
We lay Rill the remaining part of Sa- 
turday 19th j And, 

Sunday 20th, waiting for the Cool of 
the Night to fet out, my Horle getting 
loole, t6ok luch a Run, that I thought 
I fliould never have leen him again ; but 
a Moor mounting another follow'd, and 
brought him back.

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Having retted the remaining part of 
GemeUi. Thurfday 24th, we fet out before Mid- 
1 694* . night by the Light of a Lanthorn, which 
was not f 0 clear jj Ut thac we went ouf 
of our way twice, which we afterward^ 
found out by the natural Brightnefs of 
the ferene Air. Having Traveled 24 
Miles in eight Hours through an uneveh 
Country, we came to Zangan, a large 
Town, but Dirty, whofe Houfes were 
ill Built with Mud, and in no Order. 

. But there arc excellent Gardens with 
^•Vaf>ry of Fruit and Flowers, as alio 
Trees tor Fuel, planted by the Indultry 
of the Natives (a Rarity in that part 
of the Country, where there is not a 
Tree to be feen all about to flicker a 
Man ) and with that Wood they give 
the Fire Ionic nobler Matter to feed on, 
it being generally made of the Dung of 
their Bcalts. What 1 molt admir’d, is, 
That tho’ there was fuch fcarcity of 
Trees, yet the Gentry and Country 
People all carry’d Clubs in their Hands, 
which they call AJcn. 

We thought to have gone on that 
lame Day to Sultania, but coulidering 
the Horfes had the Day before Travell’d 
forty Miles and better, and to lave Ex- 
pofing our felvcs to the Sun, we alter’d 
our Minds, and ftay’d in a Coflee-Houfe, 
where we retted all Friday 25 th, enjoy- 
ing the frelh Air all the while by the 
noife of a cold large Spring which rifes 
in the midft of it, preferring our Stay 
here before the good Caravanfera at Zm- 
gan. The Rattan came to the Coflee- 
Houfe, but durft not demand any thing. 
After Supper wc mounted, ten Turks , 
and two of the Kings Soldiers joyning 
us. We Travell’d without a Lanthorn 
through a plain dry Country, the Sky 
being Bright, and palling by the little 
Caravanfera of Difa, at the end of nine 
Miles, at break of Day on Saturday 26th, 
after Travelling fifteen Miles further we 
came to Sultania. 

jxhmt This City was formerly fevcral times 
City. the Court of the Kings of Per fa and 

the great Structures laid Level with the 
Ground, make it appear that it would 
flit! be one of the bell Cities in the 
Kingdom, had it not been deftroy’d by 
its own Kings, and not by Tamerlan. 
There ftill remain the Ruin* of three 
Mofchs , whole Cupola’s and Towers 
were cover’d with Tiles of feveral Co- 
lours. One of them has the two front 
* Towers ftill Handing, but without the 
tops by reafon of their extraordinary 
height. 


Sultania is feated in a Valley, wi.ofb 
greatelt breadth from Eait to Wilt is 
above 3 Leagues. Its Gc.dpafs is 
oL many Miles , oceanic of the abun- 
dance of Fields, Gardens, anti ruin'd 
Houfes there are in it. Some few poor 
Houfes ltill Handing arc ill contriv’d ; 
the Bafar is only one long Street, and 
the Caravanfera but very indifferent. 

The Air is not wholfome by reafon of 
the neigbouring Mai flics. It is govern’d 
by a Chanty to whom the adjacent Parts 
arcalfo fiibjefr. We ffioald not have ta- 
ken the way of Sultania, but another t wo 
Miles fiom it on t lie kf;, ..hate is the 
ufual Caravanfera for the Caravan of Jfpa- 
han. We came this way bccaufe the 
Jus-Bafci had fomc Btllintfs. The Rat- 
tars came to cs to play their part, and 
went fit ft to M A achy, who to avoid pay- 
ing feign’d himfclfa Georgian, and inqui- 
ring alter me, told them 1 was a f-ank 
that went to JfpAutn 10 ferve the King. 

Hearing this an', keing us with the Jus- 
Bafvi, a Pcrfba in Authority, they took 
our Words. The Line Man lav’d me a 
Toman, which is worth nineteen Crowns 
of Naples ; which was the film a Servant 
of the Kings Meffcnger demanded to pay 
all the Rattan their due. 

That fame Day wc fet out two Hours 
after Night, having firft fitted the Jus- 
Bafcis Servants Piftols, for tear of Rob- 
bers. We travell’d all Night through a 
plain Country well cultivated, without 
meeting any fufpiclous Pcrfon \ but had. ' 
there been occalion we mutt have bujii 
fmall Fort to plant a FalcogjSy one of the 
Kings Souldiers that wSfwith uscarry’d 
inftcad of a Musket. For my part I 
could fcarce lift it from the Ground, 
nor can I imagin how lie could fire it. 

After three Leagues riding we pafs’d by 
the Caravanfera of Allah-hufer, and then 
by that of Talife, and having travell’d 
twenty eight Miles amidft Mountains in 
ten Hours, came on Sunday 27th, to Ha- 
bar. We fliould have pafs’d through 
the Village of Xorandera , but took this 
way for our conveniency. 

Wc found out thisantient City, as mb# Ci- 
it were in a Labyrinth of large and cn- ty.

Cheap Befort we proceed any further it is 
Travel* proper ,to obferve, that it is very cheap 

ling in Travelling through all the Dominions of 

Tcrpd. ferfia. For in the firft place, whether 
a Man buys or hires a Horfe the rate is 
very eafie, and Provilions are fold for a 
fmall matter, by reafon the Perfians are 
fparingand Temperate \ living a whole 
Day upon a little Checfe, or four Milk, 
in which they dip the Country Bread, 
which is as.thin as a Wafer , infipid, 
and of the colour of a Pumice Stone. At 
Noon and Night they add to it a little 
Rice, or Pilao , fometimes boyl’d in fair 
Water. I was not able to hold out with 
that fare, and fometimes made Proviiion 
of Eggs and Lamb in the Villages we 
pafs’d through -, treating the Jus-Bafti, 
as I did my felt' alfo with good Wine and 
Brandy. Only Wood is dear there, and 
therefore inftead of it they make ufe of 
Dung. About Dongb 1 took notice of 
the Folly of the Natives, who tho’ they 
have excellent Grapes, do not know 
how to preferve the Wine, but put the 
Mult under Ground into Cifterns daub’d 
with Lime. 

Meflen* That very Morning we met an Ex- 
gen. preis a-foot coming from Jfpahan. He 
had fix Horfe-Bells hanging about his 
Girdle, juft like the Mules of our Mef- 
fengers. This they do both to be known, 
and to chear them to walk. Thofe that 
ferve Princes may have to the number 
of Twelve, and others according to their 
Quality.

The City Suva is feated in a fruitful .Mw City- 
Plain, with abundance of Villages about 
it ; and looks hundfom tho’ many of 
the Houfes are of Mud. The Walls 
which are four Miles in Compafs, are 
fallen down in fcvcral Places , only 
waffl’d away by the Rains*, which has 
been the Fate of the Fort Handing on the 
Top of a Hill.

No Man therefore 
dares go up for fear of Death $ but I 
who am not Credulous of fuch Stories, 
would certainly have gone had it not 
been Night. Being but nine Miles from 
the City Kom, we held on our way thi- 
ther, but' the Moon fetting, we flopp’d 
at a fmall di fiance from the City, ex- 
petting Day to go into it.

ot Scia-Sofi, and Scia-Abas the Second, 

Kings of Perfia \ as alfo that of Sidi- 
Fatima, the Daughter of I man- Hocen, 
who was the Daughter of Hali, and of 
Fatima Zuhra , the Daughter of Maho- 
met. The great Gate of it opens to a 
long Square (with Shops on both lidcs, 
and a Caravanfera next the River) over 
which is an Infcription in Gold Letters 
containing the Praifes of Scia-Abas the 
Second. This leads into a longilh Court, 
looking more like a Garden, bccaufe of 
the many Pine Trees there are along 
the way, and this way is alfo enclos’d 
with two low Walls, to feenre the Ro- 
fes, and other Flowers in the middle. 

On the right Hand, coming into this 
Court, there are fmall Rooms, where 
the Poor Eat their Allowance of Rice, 

Flelh and Bread daily given them for the 
Alms of the Mofch , according to the In- 
tention of the Founder. There are o- 
ther Rooms for Debtors who are not 
able to Pay, to retire to, who are alfo 
maintain’d by the Mofch \ to the great 
Lois of the Creditors, who can expett 
no honeft Compolition from thofe that 
Live free Coft, without any Care. The 
firft Court leads to the fecond, which 
is bigger and longilh, like the other, 
with Trfes about it, and Lodgings for 
the inferior Servants of the Mofch.

CHAP. IV. 

The Author continues his Journej to Ifpahan. 


W E departed the City with the 
found of Drums and Trumpets 
that were heard from the Meidan , or 
Market, or Square, that fame Day be- 
ing the 2d of July , about Sun-fetting to 
continue our Journey. After riding 
twelve Miles in four Hours, we came 
to the large Village of Kajfum-Abad , 
and reft in one of the five Caravanfera's 
there are in that Place. 

Saturday 3d, we fet out with the Day 
on a Sandy Way, and very Barren, which 
lafted fix Hours, and fifteen Miles to the 
* Caravanfcra of Abfcirim , that is, frefli 
Water * becaufe there is a Ciftern for 
the ufe of all the Caravanfera’s , there 
being never a drop of Water for five 
Leagues about ; fo that by the way we

found a Dog dying for Thirft, occaiion’d 
by a hot Wind that Blows there, and 
almoft takes away ones Breath. 

We fet out again towards Evening 
that fame Day, and at five Miles diftance 
pafs’d by the little Village of Sinfm, and 
eight further by that of Naffar Abad , 
quite deftroy’d * but fhewing the Ruins 
of good Buildings, where we refted a 
while in the open Air, till Sunday 4th, 
at break of Day : When departing 
thence, we came two Hours^b^fpre 
Night to the City Cafcian , after riding 
twenty Miles in eight Hours. The Soil 
for only three Miles about the City was 
fit for Tillage. 

The City Cafcian is Govern’d by a cfdut 
Cham , like Kom, and is but little or City.

We favv a ftately one 
on the right Hand, without the Gate 
wc went in at, with two great Courts, 
in one of which was a Ciitern of Wa- 
ter, whither the Merchants in Summer 
carry their Beds to lie Cool. Both a- 
bovc and below, all about the Doors of 
the Rooms there is curious Workman- 
Ihipof Bricks of fevcral Colours. Thofc 
Caravanfera's within the City, arc not 
Built for the good of the Souls of the 
Departed, but for private Intereft, eve- 
ry Body paring four Abajjls a Month, 
or fair Casks a Night. T he principal 
Trade of this City i> Wroughc-Silks , 
on which account an infinite Number of 
Merchants refort to it from India, and 
other parts of Afia. Malachy fhew’d 
me three Ells and a half of Taffeta two 
Spans and a quarter wide, which lie 
bought for two Abajjh, which is about 
eight Carlines of Naples, about three 
Shillings lix Pence Enolifli. 

King’s- \I went to fee the King’s Floufc and 
Houfeand G&dsflgncar the Road we came. A 
Gardens. jj r0 ol; runsY.*:a , gh, and divides one of 
thefe Gardens ; and along it there arc 
orderly Rows of Pines, and other Trees 
of fcveral Sorts, whofe Variety is plea- 
ling to the Eye. About the Garden 
there are alio two Ranks of Cyprefs and 
Pine-Trees, making a delightful Shade 
with their never fading Green. The 
ether Garden nearer the City has allb 
abundance of Water, and the Trees 
planted in the fame Older, by which 
it appears how much the Perfians ex- 
ceed the Turks in Ingenuity. The King’s 
Houfc ( which like all the reft is a San- 
duary tor Malefactors) has an indiffe- 
rent Front of Tiles of fevcral Colours, 
according to the Fafhion of the Coun- 
try, and good Lodgings within. Before 
tbfs..»^e was a Troop of Horfe, cn- 
* rious to behold, for the variety of Fa- 
fhioris the Soldiers wore on their Heads ; 
for Ibmc had Turbants, others plain 
Caps, others Plumes of fevcral forts, 
and others had a perfed Cilindcr in the 
middle of the lame Cloth of the Cap. 


double Wall about it, yet that is lb 
Ruin’d, that there is no need to go a- , 
bout to the Gates. The belt of theg? 
was that wc Enter’d at, which is Hand- 
fome without, and has a Paflage through 
high Arches to Bazars, fome of which 
have particular Doors to fhut at Night, 
when the noify Signal is made with 1 
Fifes and Kettle-Drums fiom the Alei- 
dan. 

That fame Sunday wc proceeded on 
our Journey, and going out of Cafcias , 
i perceiv'd the Soil was nothing better, 
than what we had Traveled over from 
Kom thither. Among other Mifchicfs, 
there blew fucb a hot Wind, that it 
oblig'd me now and then to lay a wet 
Hankcrchicf upon my bare Skin. After 
riding twelve Miles in four Hours, we 
came into Valleys, and then attending, 
r cited fome tin e in the Caravanfera of 
Giaur-Abad, well enough Built in thole 
folitary Mountains. Six Miles thence A nota j,le 
we came to the Pools made by Scia-Abas gathering 
the Second, King of Perfia , the better of Water, 
to fuppiy Cafciau with Water in Sum- 
mer, in cafe rhe Rivulet that runs thro’ 
it fliould not fufficc, and yet it is not 
very final 1 . They lay he had them made, 
bccaufe finding once the City deferted 
by the Inhabitants for want of Water, 
he promis’d to remedy that Evil, and 
loon after caus’d a Wall above 100 Pa- 
ces in length, 30 in thickneft, and 50 in 
height, to be Builc between two Moun- 
tains, to keep in the Rain-Water in 
Winter \ and afterwards diftribute it as 
need requir’d, through feven Sluices 
there arc in it. They Ihcw a Houle 
clofe by, whither they lay the King went 
to forward the Work. 

Monday 5 th, riding fix Miles by break 
of Day, we reited a while at the Vil- 
lage of Cone , feated amidft the Moun- 
tains, whjph have not a Foot of frnieful 
Land. But the Valley in the midft of 
them makes amends, with the plenty 
and goodnefs of all forts of .Fruit grow- 
ing in its Gardens ( which are wall’d in 
with Stone) caus’d by the plenty of 
Water, tho’ they do not ripen lo loon.

7 uefday 6th, we fet up betimes in the 
fittie Caravanfera of Agakamola, a good 
Structure, which is twelve Miles from 
the grfcut one of th.it Name, and nine 
from Cone-, but the Miles arc fo long 
they might be counted thirty of bad way. 
A Road fo the darkeft of the Night we met 
of Salt, a Company of Armenian Merchants, 
Travelling to the Province of Ghilan, 
and Malachy told me that there is no 
going thither from Cafcian , without 
riding twelve Hours along a Road of 
pure Salt, on which it is very hard to 
find fome little Water in Citterns. 

Being eager to fee Ifpahan , we fet 
out betimes^ the next Day, and riding 
fifteen Miles in five Hours law the ruin’d 
Village of Mieanor \ then advancing 
twelve Miles in four Hours we pafs’d by 
the poor Caravanfera of Aganuri \ and 
ftill continuing our Journey with Horfes 
much tir’d by the dry barren Ground, 
on IVednefday 71b, about break of Day 
we retted at the little Village of Gaft 
where there is a very large Caravan! era, 
built by the King. From this Place to

1 was a long time con fide ring with my 
fdf, where 1 Ihoukl Lodge, having my 
choice of the Carmd.tes, tnc fefuits , and 
French Capucins ; and at lalt rclblv’d to 
take up with the Po, fugues Fathers of 
S. Augufin\ as well to learn their Lan- 
guage, which is much us’d in India and 
China as bccaufe theirs being the firft 
Nation that fetlcd in thofe Parts, they 
are much eftcem’d by the King. They 
receiv’d me with extraordinary Civility, 
giving me the beft Apartment they had 
in two arch’d Dormitories that compofe 
their Dwelling. Thcfe Arches are cu- 
rioufly Painted with Blew and Gilt after 
the Country Falhion , and' look into a 
fine Garden Artificially divided into 
Squares for feveral forts of Fruits and 
Flowers. 

The Church tho’ fmall is Beautiful, as 
are the Sacrifty and Refcdory, the Stru- 
dture being very good. The Fathers 
liv’d well enough, having the beft Meat 
the Place afforded, drefs’dby a Portugues 
Cook ; and being ferv’d in other Affairs 
by twelve Men, tfirce Blacks, two A> 
rahs , three Armenians , and four Jn^ijJs.

The Defer it>t ion of Ifpahan, and the moft remarkable things in it. 


. "Ispahan, Spahan , or Spahon in the Per- 
aty!* JL f lan Tongue, is feated in 90 degrees 
** ot Longitude, and 32 and 40 minutes 
of Latitude, in the Province of Hicrac, 
formerly a part of the anticut Kingdom 
ot the Parthian:. Its a large and fertile 
Plain, is enclos’d on three iides, like an 
Amphitheater , by a ridge of Mountains, 
ten or twelve Miles diftant from it. It 
is believ’d to be Built on t?lc Ruins of 
the antient Hecatompolis j but it plainly 
appears to have proceeded from the U- 
nion of two fmall Villages, the one call'd 
Sup. du Hay-deri-dey-derti , the other Guy'uart-

On the South- lide atiix Miles diftance 
is another Mountain, on which may be 
feen the Ruins of a Caftle, where they 
fay Darius flood to fee the fccond Battle 
Alexander fought with the Pcrjians. 

Ifpahan has io Gates, call’d Der Tocxi, 
Gates* Dcr-Dext, Der-Abaffi, Der-Lombun, Der - 
Danlet , Der-Mod-bac , Der-AJfan-Na - 
bat , Der-Herrum , Dcr-Scet-Harnedeyun , 
and Dcr-Guibare ; which are fmall , ill 
made, and cover’d with Iron. The 
Keys are kept by particular Officers; 
but the Walls being down in feveral 
Places, there is free entrance by Night 
on all lidcs. 

The Streets are narrow, crooked , 
Streets. aQ( j uaeveilj an( j maI1 y 0 f them dark by 

realonof the Arches that cover the Ba- 
zars, and ferve to walk dry in rainy 
Weather from one Houfe to another. 
Did not the wholefomnefs of the Air 
make amends for thq. negligence of the 
"'People, the Dirt of the Streets would 
Bhr*ii u many Diftempcrs. At certain 
diftance^Thtvn^arc Sinks (hut in Sum- 
mer and open in Winter, to give paf- 
(age to the Water into the Shores un- 
der Ground; belides there is a Trench 
before every Houfe to throw out their 
Filth, which the Gardiners take away 
to manure the Ground. Another great 
inconvcniency is the Duft in Summer 
and Dirt in Winter, there being no 
pav’d Streets throughout all Perfia ; and 
tho’ there be Perions appointed to wa- 
ter them three times a Day , yet they 
only do it in the Meidan , and other 
Places where rich Merchants live, who 
are able to pay them. The lame is done 
with the cold Water others carry in 
Skins, within Sacks full of Ice, to give 
gratis to any that will have it, they be- 
Jgg. rjagjd out of the Revenues left for 
■'that charitable Purpofe, by Per fans de- 
ceas’d. 

Adtf to this the filthy Cuttom of 
cafling ftut dead Beads into the publick 
Places^: as alfb the Blood of thofe the 
Butchers lull, and that the Per fans eafe 


with only (ome Bricks dry’d in the Siy 1 
intermixt at every four Spans. The 
higher they rife , the narrower they 
grow , elfe they con Id not bear their 
own weight ; and becaufc thefe Walls 
ealily moulder away, they only dop the 1 
gap with a little Morter, and they are 
terrafs'd at the Top. Tho’ the Stru- 
cture is fo bad, yet is cods much Mony ; 
every Dauber that makes the Walls be- 
ing allow’d eight Carlhies , that is, three 
Shillings and lix Pence; and the Labou- 
rers about three Carlines , near eigh- 
teen Pence. 

The general form of the Honfes, is Houfcs. 
to have a Portico in the middle with a 
Fountain , or Cidern of Water. On 
three of the fidcs there are Windows 
at the Top to receive fufficicnt Light, 
underneath fmall Arches to rake the 
cool Air, and rows of Rooms with Lat- 
tices curioufly painted at the Windows, 

Further in there is generally a great 
Room, where there are Quilts and Pil- 
lows ItufF’d with Cotton to deep on. 

The Ground is all cover’d with good 
Carpets fuitable to the Quality of the 
Owner. The Palaces of great Men fel- 
dom exceed two Floors, and on the four 
fides of the Portico have two arch’d 
Rooms to each, all adorn’d with Arabi- 
an Painting of feveral Colours. In fome 
Rooms built for the Women, there are 
commonly Lattices of Wood well Pain- 
ted, or of Marble cut through with Glafs 
in the holes. The Roof, as 1 faid before 
is after the Neapolitan Fafhion, and in 
Summer they lie upon it becaufe of the 
great Heat. It is nude of Earth mix’d 
with Lime and bruis’d Straw, and with 
Bricks burnt with Fire, and they are 
very careful in Winter not to let the 
Snow lie long upon it, for fear of pref* 
ling it down. 

The Perfians put their belt Furniture Furniture, 
in thofe Rooms, where they receive Vi- 
(its, in all the reft there is nothing of" 
value. The Floor being cover’d with 
Carpets, they lie on it, being (atisfy’d 
with a Quilt under and Blanket over 
them.

iVAO Ifpahan is fo populous both on account 
Cemelli. of the wholfomnefs of the Air, and the

M 0nsr . The Father Prior of the Monaftery 
n^feTow- where I relidcd, underftanding that my 
«. t Horfe was quite fpent, on Tuefday 8th, 
qrdcr’d the bell in the Stable to be lad- 
led for me to make ufe of. Mounting 
him 1 yvcut out attended by his Servants 
to take a turn in the City. The firlt 
thing 1 faw was the Tower the Perfians 
call Monar-Kale, built by Scia-Abas the 
Great, covering it all with the Bones of 
wild Bealls he kill’d in only one Days 
hunting. They fay that the Workman 
telling him there wanted but one Head 
to complcat the Work, he caus’d his to 
be fet in the Place. It is about eighty 
Spans high, and notabove forty in Com- 
pafs. 

Thence I went to fee the Dutch Com- 
panies Houle, where I found James 
Norghcamtr their Agent Ihooting Turtle- 
Doves in the Garden, which was delici- 
ous for its Fountains and curious rows of 
Trees. After wc had drank merrily, 
he Ihcw’d me a dozen Horfes and Mares, 
the fineft any Monarch in the World can 
be Mailer of, as well for Mettle, as for 
the curious Spots of lcveral Colours, 
not iuferior to the fineft Figure, nor 
could a Painter colour them to more 
Pcrfe&ion. Thence he led me to lee 
his little Houle of Sport, where he had 
ten Hawks fit for all forts of Birds, and 
Bealls, with Servants to look to them j 
a cuftom they have learnt from the Per- 
fians, whofc greateft delight this is. He 
had fcvcral Pipes of Gold and Silver let 
with Jewels for thole to fmoke in that 
came to bear him company, by his Filh- 
pond. In (hort, he liv’d great in all 
Kefpefts. 

Fry day 9 th, the F. Prior of the bare- 
foot Carmelites, the F. Provincial of the 
Dominicans and other Franks, gave me 
the favour of a Vifit, the Provincial in- 
viting me to a Confecration that was to 
be two Days after. , 

Saturday 10th, I rode feveral Hours 
about the bell Streets and Bazars, feeing 
vail wealthy Shops of all forts of Com- 
' modifies. Sunday 1 1 th, I went to Zul- 
fa with the F. Prior and three Port agues 
religious Men \ and alighted at the Mo- 
nalteryof the Dominicans , where the 
Ceremony was perform’d by the Arch-

Short 
of the Bridge this way is cut by a Branch 
of the River of Sanderic, which runs 
parallel to another, made after the fame 
manner. To go to Zulfa, the Bridge 
over the fame River Sanderic or Rutcu- 
ria, mult be pafs’d.

Adding, that as a Friend he 
forwarn’d him, that this indifereet Zeal 
of his would be the caufe of all the mif* 
chief that fhould befall the Armenian 
Merchants in Chriftendom. Tho this 
Kcrtabiet was a hot-headed old Fellow, 
and anfwer’d at firft that he valu’d not 
Kings when the Salvation of his Flock 
Jay at Stake 3 yet the Prior and his Vi- 
car who was excellently Skill’d in the 
Oriental Languages manag’d it fb dif- 
creetly, that they prevail’d with him, 
before their Faces to tear the Rogam or 
King’s Order for banifbing all •£'’«• 
tholick Fathers \ declaring he did it for 
their fakej.

The 
Ambaffidor turning away very difcrcct- 
ly anfwer’d. My King was happy a- 
midft his misfortunes, in dying by the 
Hand of fo great. a Monarch} but to 
wine he appears much more Glorious at 
fince 1 fee his Memory pre- 
ferv’d byTM&ighty a King as your Ma- 
jefty. This anfwer was fo well taken 
that for the future the Ambaflador was 
deny’d nothing he ask’d.

They faid, that the Divan Beg being in- 
form'd of it, had fent to ask the Opi- 
nion of the Axond (who is the chief 
in Religious matters and Judges of Wed- 
dings, Divorces, Buying, Selling, Bar- 
tering, and other Contra&s, whether 
ther they arc valu’d or not) and thatne 
had declar’d he ought to be burpt alive. 
The King thinking this Sentence too fe- 
vere, chang’d it into a hue of 2000T0- 
mans % but afterwards at the requefl: of 
Manara's Daughter, who was in the 
Aram^ he came down to 550. 

The Armenians not fatisfy’d with Per- 
fecting the Catholicks, us’d their en- 
deavours to do all the ill Offices they 
could to the Ambaflador, who fupport- 
ed their Caufe. The Vizier had lome 
Months lincc given him his Anfwer, 
that the King did not deiign to break 
the Peace with the Turks , and the Am- 
baflador prefling to be dimifs’d by the 
King, thele bale Armenians rcprclent- 
cd him in fuch manner to the Minifters 
of State, that on Thurfday 15, they a- 
gaiu lent him Ordcis to be gone} ad- 
ding that fincc he was not fatisfy’d to 
be difmifs’d by the Prime Minifter, they 
would fend an inferior Pcrloii to do it; 
refining at the lame time to give him 
the allowance for three Months lince 
he was firft difmifs’d, and a fuitable at- 
tendance to go away , much lefsto pay the 
hir e of his Houfe, for the time to come. 

Fryday 16th, as 1 was at Dinner with 
the Fathers, the Ambaflador came in, 
and fitting down among us, faid, he 
would certainly be gone for Poland by 
the iaft day of Auguft y whether he bad 
the King’s Anfwer or not; fince there 
was no likelihood of the Ptrfiam en- 
gaging in a War againlt the Turks ; as 
his Matter defir’d. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Defcription of the Meidan and Royal Palace, and an Account of 

fome Paflages that hapned. 

The With *TVIe Meidan or Square I went to lee where I lay, where there liv’d a Prince 
im, JL on Saturday 1 7th, is thelieft.Stru- of the Perfian Race. It is a quarter of 
dure in Ifpaban , built by King Scia-A- a Mile in length from North to South, 
bas\ being made by the Model of ano- and about half that breadth from Eaft to 
ther, now ruin’d near the Monallcry, Welt. It may compare with, and per-

haps exceed the belt Squares in Europe, 
in the Uniformity and Beauty of the 
Arches , Shops, Windows of the fe- 
•cond Floor, and of all its other Parts. 
‘There is this difference betwixt it and 
that Of S. Mark at Venice , that th* 
Arches of the Mtidan are (hut up with 
Walls and Porticos at convenient di- 
ttanies, to give way to go in) where- 
as in Venice they arc open. The Front 
of this laft is adorn’d with Marble and 
Statues, and the other with Bricks. But 
on the other Hand the Mtidan is much 
iJrger tnan S. Mark's Place. 

The Shops below ferve for Trade, 
and iii£ Rooms above to live in, being 
all Arch’d. About it is a Stone Cmal, 
which has not Water at all times, or 
in all Places, and fometimes it Hands in 
ievet al parts of it and (links. Of all 
the Frees Scia-A’sas c u»s‘d to be brought 
thither, there aic but te«v Handing, and 
they have negle&i d to plant others in 
the Fljcc of thole that decay d. 

I'he Royal Palace has two principal 
Gates, one call’d Ala-Capi, the other 
Duulct-Ciina , near the Mei'dan on the 
Well fide of it. That of Ala-Capi leads 
into a long Walk, where there are fmall 
Rooms for the Criminals that retire thi- 
ther, as to a late Sandtuary. The King 
cannot refufe to hear their Complaints, 
perhaps of Wrongs done them by his 
MiniHcrs, becaufc being tbcie, they 
think thcmfelvcs under the Ihelter of 
his Mercy. At the end ot this Lane or 
Way is a Gate call’d Hal., on the. T hre- 
Ihold whereof i' a round Stone, held in 
great Veneration by the Per [ions. Over 
it is a great (quate Balcony with the 
Roof nobly Gilt and Painted, and fop- 
ported by twenty Wooden Pillars a- 
dorn’d after the fame manner. About 
it hang lcveral Piilures ot Europeans 
with Dlihes in their Hands to flatter the 
Princes Humour. In the middle of it 
is a delicate Fountain, to which the Wa- 
ter is convey’d with much Labour and 
Ingenuity. This Place is open on three 
fides, and on the fourth is the Royal 
Throne) bccanfe he- ufes to come thi- 
ther to fee all the publick Rejoycingsor 
Sports in the great Square. The inoft 
diverting is that of the Arrow, the King 
cauling a Gold Cup to be hung to a Tree, 
which is given as a reward to Mm, who 
Riding a full fpecd, when he is paH the 
Tree, turns about and (hoots it down with 
ra Arrow. ... 

The Gate of Daulet-Cuna , that is, the 
Gate of JuHice, which is moH us’d, is 
guarded by feveral Companies of Foot, 
Vol. IV. 




and Troops of Horfe. Along before 
tbefe two Gates there are i to Pieces of 
Caunon brought from Ormax^ when it 
was taken from the Portuguese but they 
are all Falconets, except nine midling 
Pieces, beyond this nfclefs Front of 
Cannon is a Portico, which leads to the 
back Door of the Palace, call'd Der-mod- 
back, or the Gate of che Kitchin, thiough 
which all Provilions are brought in. 

Near it is the great Treafirer s Apart- 
ment, who was then a white Eunuch, 
who has the Keys of the great Tieafurc, 
which is never touch’d but when the 
Crown is in the ucmoR want, there be- 
ing another Apartment for the Souldi- 
ers Pay. Only the Revenues of Gar- 
dens, Caravanferas , and other Structures 
belonging to the King arc put into the 
great I reafury. And it is here to be ob- 
ferv’d, That Taxes and Impolitions be- 
ing forbidden by their falle Prophet, 
the Mahometan Princes think the Mony 
rais’d by them wrongfully got, and 
' therefore do not lay out a Farthing of 
it for their Table, bnt make ufe of the 
Revenues of their Gardens and Houfes. 

The great Mogul now reigning is lb 
Icrupulous in this point, that he will not 
maintain himfelf upon his Revenue) but 
tho’ he is above 80 Years of Age makes 
Caps himfelf, and prefents them to the 
Chams , who whether they will or no 
mult pay twenty or thirty thoufand 
Crowns a piece for them. Oppofite 
to this Gate of Der.jnod-back is a Build- 
ing endofs’d, where there are feveraL’ 
forts of Artificers , and particularly 
Franks , who work for the King. There 
are feveral other Gates about it and es- 
pecially a private one, through which 
the King ufes to go to the Mofch of Maf- 
cit-Scia. 

On the North- fide hangs to no pur- scecMoft - 
pofe the Bell belonging to the Clock of alt Mofib. 
Ormuz, given by the Auguftmiam to Set- 
a- Abas the Great. On the EaH is the 
Mofch of Scech-loft-alla, confiHingof on- 
ly one Cupola , cover’d with fmall Tiles 
of feveral Colours. 

On the South is the Kings Mofch call'd xheKings 
Mafcit-Scia. It has a beautiful Front gtefeb. 6 
of the (ame Workmanfhip, with two 
Towers on the fides, ending at the Top 
likeTurbants. The firft Gate leads in- 
to a Court or CloiHer of an irregularly 
fort of Figure, whofe Arches are adorn’d 
with the lame Bricks or Tiles. The fe- 
cond Gate which is cover’d with Plates 
of Silver Ss the way into the Mofch , 
which is all over Painted within after the 
Arabian Manner and Gilt, io that the

Arches feem to vie in Beauty with the 
Gemelli. Pavement , which is cover’d with the 
1 694. richcft Carpets the Country affords.

u ' from the Mofch to the Bell , old Iron, 
Horfc-furnitures , Carpets and other 
Things, but all of them at fecond Hand ; 
thence to the Mofch of Sceck-loft-alla , 
they fell Fouls, Pigeons, Meat ready 
dreft. The reft of the Square towards 
the Palace is quite clear and without 
Shops, becaufe the King comes thither 
fometimes to fee Bulls and other wild 
Bealls baited. But there are Mounte- 
banks and Merry-Andrews that repair 
thither to impofe their Nonfcnfe upon 
the ignorant Multitude, and divert them 
with their Fopperies *, and the Peafants 
on Fry day, which is their Feftival, come 
to fell their Fruit, and the labour of the 
reft of the Week. On the infidc along 
the Bazar there are Shops where they fell # 
red Leather, Skins to carry Water un- 
der the Camels Bellies, and other things 
made of Leather. Hard by there are 
Shops that fell Bows and Arrows, and 
others of Drugs and Spice. Then in 
the Caravanfertu there are in this great 
Square, On the South-fide, that is from 
the Mofch to the Eaft Angle, they fell. 
Saddles, Bridles, and all Horfc-furniture ; 
from the Mofch to the Weft Angle, are 
Bookfellcrs and Book- binders. The Weft 
fide, from the North Angle to the Pa- 
lace, is taken up with People that fell 
Gfals Baubles brought from Nuremberg 
and Venice. Between the two Gates of 
Aga-Capi and Daulet-Cuna , there are 
wretched Armenians who make Rings , 
and cut Seals on common Stones. From 
the Palace to the South Angle, all the 
Arches ferve for Coffee-Houfes where 
they fmoke ; for befides the noble Prop- 
ped which is like an Amphitheater, there 
is a great Fountain of Water in the mid- 
dle , where the Perjians fill the Bottle 
they have to their Pipes, that the Smoke 
may come the cooler to their Mouths. 
This Place being very much frequented, 
the Dervices repair to it Morning and 
Evening to chatter till they foam at the 
Mouth, for fome fmall reward they af- 
terwards receive from the hearers. 
cinviinfc- The Armenians have the Shops in their 
ru * . little Caravanfcra near the Mtidan , not 
fat^ from the famous Caravanfcra founded 
by the Mother of Sti a- Abas the Second. 
Thishastwo Floors, a great Pond- in the 
middle, and Gates at the four Angles , 
which formerly led to four other Cara- 
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vanferas, but at preient there are only 
two. 

It is to be oblerv’d that tho People are 
not receiv’d gratis in thele Caravanferas , * 
of Royal Foundation, yet they are pre- 
ferable to the others for the fecurity of 
tfie Goods; for if any thing happens to 
He loft, the Keeper of them is accounta- 
ble for it ; as alfo for all Commodities 
trufted outand enter’d in his Book, with 
the Names of the Buyers and Sellers. 

On this account the Sellers pay two in the 
hundred, and the Keeper is oblig’d to 1 
recover the full Price. Befides the Mc£~ 
dan is well guarded at Night (as ^arc all 
the other Bazars') by Perfons kept in pay 
for that purpofe ; for tho’ the T raaers 
Shops and Chefts be well lock’d, yet the > 
things of fmall Value and great Bulk are 
left in the open Market-place, cover’d 
with a Tent. 

From the Angle form’d by the North 
and Weft fides there is a Paflage into a 
great Bazar, where they fell J imien and 
Shooes. Thence is a way into a greater, 
where they fell all manner of Braziers 
Ware, and Saws, and there live the Dy- 
ers ; at the end of it is an excellent Ca- 
ravanfcra where they fell Musk and red 
Leather. 

On the North fide there are Scimitars, 
Tongs, and other Inftruments of Iron 
and Brafs, and before the Gate feveral 
forts of precious Stones. Over thefe 
Shops is a long Gallery fupported by 
Pillars, where every Night there is a 
difplcafing Conlert of Fifes, Drums , 
and other Inftruments, as has been faid 
of other Cities •, within it there are 
Rooms for the chief of the Mufick. Op- 
pofitc to it in this Place there are two 
Pillars feven Spans high, and the lame 
diftance from one another, to play at 
Mall a Horfe-back, which is done link- 
ing the Ball a Gallop to drive it between 
the two Pillars. 

The Gate before mention’d leads to 
fome Arches where they fell rich Cloth 
of Gold and Silver, Silks, and Indian 
Stuffs. The Eaft fide of the Mofch to 
the North Angle, is taken up with Shops 
of all forts of fmall Works in Silk. From 
thence to the South Angle there are T #r- 
ners, and People that beat Cottcn, and 
in the Porticos there are Smiths, who 
make Nailes, Horfc-fhooes and the like. 

Going home I pafs’d by the Caftle, TheCa 
which is near the Iloufe of the French ftlc. 
Capucins , and adjoyning to the South 
Wall of the Town. It is two Miles 
inCompafs; for within it there are Ba- 
zars , and the Dwellings of the King’s

Slaves, who are voluntary Renegadoes, 
Gcmctli. only tor this Honour, and their Mainte- 
1 ( 594 - nance. It is twice as long as broad, and 
altogether Dcfcncclefs; its feurvy Tow- 
*ers being of Earth, as is all the Wall. 
Here the King keeps all the Rarities hr 
Buys, or arc lent him as Prefents by the 
Governours of Provinces and Stran-, 
gers. * 

Sunday 1 8th, l went to hear Mals at 
the Chuich of the Bare- foot Carmelites , 
to repay the Vitic to F. Elias , Bilhop 
Elcftof Jfpahan. Monday 19th, I went 
d&ain to the Meidan , to fee the Divan- 
ltigi Sciattcr , or Foot-man run in order 
to be admitted to Serve the King. He 
had on a pair of fhort open Breeches, as 
oar Foot- men wear, with three Horfc- 
bcils lunging down from his Waftc. 
Hi.. Thighs and Legs were Naked, and 
Anointed with a fort of Greafc to pre- 
vent Weariuels j as formerly thofe that 
Exeicis’d in the Gymmafia , Anointed 
tliemlelvcs with Oil. He run from the 
Gate of Ala-Capi, to a Stone on the 
Mountain three Miles from the City. 
He was to run it feveu times without 
Eating, but only Drinking -, every time 
taking np a little Flag plac’d by the 
Goal, and then, if found fit to be the 
King’s Sciattcr , he was admitted. The 
Te (tan Nobility generally keep many 
of them foi Grandeur. 

Difference In the mean while, Stephen the Ven- 
hetworn abut , who was Independent of the Pa- 
thc trial ch, with four other Biihops, not 
ViM!S " ccaling to contrive again It the remain- 
der of the Catholick Miflioners at Zulfa-, 
it pleas'd God that another Vcrt-abiet , 
whole Name was John, rais’d a furious 
Pcrfecutiou againlt him. This Man had 
been Arch-bifhop of Zulfa, but being 
depriv'd of his Dignity by Stephen , he 
became a Catholick •, and retiring to 
jilacapi , with one of his Religious Men 
(relying on the Protection of the former 
Kalanttr of Zulfa, who was become a 
Mahometan ) accus’d him of having Books 
agaiuft Mahomet. His Houfc being 
fearch’d, two Books were found, one 
of them Printed fifty Years before in 
the Armtnian Language by another Ste- 
phen a V trt-abict, containing many Re-

proachcs againlt the Mahometan Reli- 
gion. The Matter being Examin’d, and 
the Book Interpreted by a Renegado 
Armenian , in the Prefence of the Nabob, 
and the Sceik-lejlon , or Axond , two Per- 
fons Tranfcribing it into the Perfian 
Tongue \ Stephen was Condemn’d to be 
Burn’d alive ; notwithftauding he urg’d 
before the Court, that the Book was 
Compos’d by another Stephen , a Polijlt 
Vi trtabitt at Jfmaiz.cn, and that the other 
Manufcript was falfify cl by the Infor- 
mers. The King, who had no good 
Opinion of thofe Ecclefiaftical Judges, 
would not fulfcr the Sentence to be Ex- 
ecuted \ all the City being in Expecta- 
tion to fee that. Criminal put to Death. 
Knowing how Rich the Arch-biihop 
was, it was always my Opinion, That 
by the help of his powerful Friends he 
would five his Lite, which did not only 
prove true, but moreover inftcad of 
being Puniih’d, he leceiv’d from the 
Queen-Mother, the Calant, or Veit of 
* Honour •, with Orders to his Accufcrs 
to return to Zulfa, under, his Jurisdi- 
ction, or to Live with the Franks , if they 
were Catholicks. 

Tuefday 20th, in the Evening I law a Wed' 
the Nuptial Ceremonies us’d in Perfia, ding, 
a Man and Woman both Slaves that 
Liv’d near our Houfe being Marry’d. 

When they had eaten their Bellies full 
of Pilau at the Bridegroom’s Houfe, a 
great Company of Men and Women, 
molt of them with lighted Candles in 
their Hands, it being then Night, wciy 
to receive the Bride. Half an Hour fit- 
ter, Ihe was Conducted between two 
Women cover’d with a white Linnen 
Cloth from Head to Foot, which made 
them look like G holts. After them fol- 
low'd many other Women, and then 
Men, one of whom carry’d a great Wax- 
Candle worth ten Crowns. The Bride- 
groom very Unmannerly went out but 
four Steps from his Houfe to meet the 
Bride. This is the Cuftom among the 
poor People •, but among the better Sort 
thefe Ceremonies are perform’d a Horle- 
back in great State, and abundance of 
lights fet up in the Streets they are to 
pafs through. 
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CHAT. VII. 

The Funeral of Scia-Selemon, Kjng of Perfia ; the Sacrifice of the Camel; the 
Original , Marriages y Funerals , ReJigion t and Habit of the Goris. 


T TC 7 Ednefday z i ft, it was known a- 
Gemelli. yy broad that the King was fallen 
i < 5 q+. sick, or rather grown worfe of his con- 
yp'T 0 - tinual Apoplc&ick Fits, occafion’d by 
the "itimr 100 much Wine. Being with good Rea- 
of Pcrfu, fon apprehenfive of his Life, on Thurf- 
and hh day z 2d, he order’d 3700 Tomans to be 
Charity, diitributed among the Poor \ and Or- 
ders to be fent to all the Governours of 
Provinces to releafe all the Prifoners in 
the Kingdom. 

Friday 23d, I Din’d with the Dirc&or 
of the Dutch Company, who was extra- 
ordinary Civil to me j and Saturday 
2+th, 1 went out a Shooting, and kill’d 
abundance of Doves, whereof there are 
vaft Numbers about the Country. Sun- 
day 25th, going to hear Mals at the 
Barc-foot Carmelites , 1 was inform’d by 
F. Ehas, That the I'ert-abict, by his 
great Power had dilappointed all the 
Endeavours of the Cathoiicks, for Re- 
cftablilhing their Million ih Zulfa. Mon- 
day 26th, having nothing to do, I went 
out to Divert me with the Prior, and 
other Fathers of our Houfe. Tuefday 
27th, the News was fpread abroad that 
the King was in his Agony. Wcdnefday 
28th, F. Elias came to Vilit me, and to 
t^ll me, that there being no hopes of 
llddrcfs in their Affair, they mult have 
all that had happen’d authentically At- 
teltcd, in order to obtain Letters of 
Recommendation from all the Chriftian 
Princes in Europe , to the Court of 

Perfia. 

The King Thurfday 29th, the King’s Death was 

Dies. made Publick about Noon, the Eunuchs, 
and Kilar-Agafi, or chief of the Slaves ap- 
pearing with their Garments rent, which 
is the Mourning us’d among the Per fans ; 
upon which News the Saper-Selar ran 
fo hallily to the Palace, that his Horfe 
fail’d him, and he broke his Leg. The 
Body was remov'd the fame Day to the 
Garden call’d Jiag-fcc-ked-Sultan i where 
it was waffl’d in a Fountain by the Caful- 
Bafci. This Man is the chief of the 
Walhers of the Dead, who never Ex- 
ert ifes his Office, but when the King 
Dies, and has for his Reward 50 Tomans , 
and the Cloaths, with all that is found 
upon the King, even to the Carpet»that 
covers him. After he was waffl’d after 
the Mahometan Falhion, he was laid in 


J 

a Room ftrctch’d out on a Carpet, to 
Ibe carry’d thence to Korn, to the Tombs 
of his Anceftors. The Phylician that 
had attended him in his Sicknefs, was 
apprehended to be put to Death, or Ba- 
nifli’d ; according to the Cuffom of ttye- 
Perfian Court, to keep the Mahometan 
Phylicians in Awe. But it was reported 
this Man would be kept a Prifoner for 
Life. It was alfo reported. That as the 
King was Breathing his La ft, being Ex- 
horted to make a good End by the Ax- 
ond , who is the fccond Judge in Reli- 
gious Affairs •, he Pent to the Nabab their 
High Priefl for a Cloth to wrap his Bo- 
dy in, faying he would carry nothing 
that belong’d to this World. 

All the while till the Coronation of Alms, 
the New King, a Thouland Cangaris , 
or great Dilhcs of Pilau were diftributed 
out of the King’s Kitchin, with as ma- 
ny of Sweec-meats to Mullah' s, and 
poor People, for the good of the Dead 
Man’s Soul. , 

Scia-Selemon Dy’d at the Age of 53, Why this 
when he had Reign’d thirty Years. He King 
was Exalted to the Throne by the Name Rang'd 
of Scia-Sofi the Second, but afterwards **** Name, 
falling defperately Sick, he chang’d his 
Name as follows. It is the Cuffom of 
Perfia , that when the King falls Sick, 
all the prime Men, and Governours of 
Provinces fend a great quantity of Gold 
Coin in a Bafon of the lame Metal, let 
with Jewels. This is wav’d over the 
King’s Head three times, faying thefe 
Words, Patfcia bafeena cur bon olfon j that 
is. This Mony is Sacrific’d for the Health 
of the King’s Head. If the King reco- 
vers, it is given to the Poor, with 0- 
ther Gifts of his Servants ; if he Dies, 
it is put into the Treafury. The Ar- 
menians alio fend their Mony, but the 
fame Words arc not Spoke, only, Pa- 
rafad-duk } that is, Defign’d for Alms. 

The King being nothing the better for 
all thefe Prcfcnts, the three Phylicians 
that Attended him were ill Us’d ; as if 
it had been in their Power to Cure him 
immediately. The others therefore fear- 
ing they fhould fare worfe, perfwaded 
the King, that the Caufe of his Sicknefs, *- 
was the Affrologers not knowing how 
to chufc a lucky Hour for his Exaltation 
to the Throne, and therefore it was rc- 

quifite 
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rs_A>n quilice he fhould again take Pofleflion in 
Gtmclli. a more favourable Minute, and change 
1694. his Name. The Per fiats having much 
<|?aith in fuch Fopperies, the King ealily 
gave Ear to their Advice ', and the A- 
ltrologers and Fhyiicians having chofen 
a fortunate Hour, a Day was appointed 
for the New Coronation. But it being 
unlawful for the King, according to the ' 
Mahometan Superftition to perform this 
Adion, without he had firfb overthrown 
,and expelTd fome wrongful Pretender, 
o^Ufurpcr of the Crown $ he caus’d a 
Oori to be Apprehended, who laid he 
was D^fccnded from the antient Stock 
of the Rufian\ who were Sovereigns 
of Perfia and Parthia , and to be plac’d 
* on the Throne on his Back againft a 
wooden Image. Then he caus’d all the 
great Men to come to Honour him as 
their lawful King, till the fortunate 
Hour was come, and as foon as it did, 
that very Moment an Officer with his 
Seiinitir cut off the Head of the wooden 
image, and the Con ran away after 
which the King afeeuded the Throne, 
was luiuted by the Nobility, girt 011 his 
Scimitar, and put the Soft s Cap on 
his Head, which arc the Ceremonies of 
taking Pofleflion of the Crown among 
the Perfians , changing tys Name of Saji 
for chat of Sclcman. From that time the 
Aftrologcrs loll the King’s Favour, and 
the Fhyiicians regain’d it. 

The Scia-Scleman was Born of a Georgian 
King’s Woman, and having led his Life before 
Cruelty, }, c catne t0 the Crown, cither among 
3 ,,! J r '* Women, or Black Eunuchs he could 
11CS * j earfl nothing but Cruelty or Lafciviouf- 
nefs. Giving way to his bloody Genius, 
he at firft govern’d with too much Rigor 
and Severity, whereof what he did by 
one of his Concubines is no fmall Ex- 
ample. It being the Cuflom, tho’ unfit 
and barbarous, for the Kings of Perfia 
to Marry their Concubines to mean Per- 
lons, contrary to the Practice of the 
Qitomauh, who bellow them on the 
Prime Baffa\ Scia-Selcman gave her he 
Lov’d belt to a 0 : «wr, or Wafher but 
the great Love he bore her prevailing, 
he took her away again into the Aram , 
fending her Husband, by whom Ihe then 
had lix Children, away upon fome ho- 
nourable Employment. The J£ing one 
Day out ot Curioiity, or rather Jealou- 
fy, ask’d her, which of the two ffie 
Lov’d heft:; and fhc anfwcring boldly, 
her Husband, bccuufc with him flie Liv’d 
in God’s Grace ', the King in a Rage, 
order’d her to be call into the River 
Love prevail’d over his barbarous Indi- 
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nation, lb that Execution being delay’d, 
he inclin’d to forgive her, as it did fome 
Months after, when he order’d her to be 
Burn’d alive ; fo that flic is Hill Living 
in the Aram. 

He continu’d this Severity for fevcral 
Years, putting to Death m.rsy great 
Men of his Court upon very llight’Oc- 
ca lions ; but afterwards addicting him- 
felf altogether to Dnmkcuncfs, and the 
Pleafurcs of the Aram, he fo abfoHtcly 
loll his Authority, that he had nothing 
left but the bare Name of a King *, 
leaving the whole Charge of the Go- 
vernment to Jlfirza-Tuber, the Prime 
Vizier, who had gain’d the full Place 
in his Favour. This Man was the great- 
ell Thief in the World, and not re- 
garding his great Age of eighty Years, 
bccanfe he found himfdf ilrong in Body, 
he minded nothing bat who bid moll, 
and fometimes would Hoop lb low as to 
take a Crown. They laid, that being 
.one Day ask’d by the King how many 
‘Children he had, lie anlwer’d, he did 
not remember their Number ■, but that 
he would go home, and write them 
down. He role to this high pitch of 
Preferment by the King’s "liking fome 
Verfcs he made. 

Among other Extravagancies com- His Drat* 
mitted by this King through exccflivc kennefs. 
Drinking, it is reported, T hat Athbar , 
the Sou of the Great Mogul (who fled 
under his Protection from his Father) 
being in Prefence among many Perfim 
Noble Men, he laid his Hand to his 
Sword to Wound thole great Men, and 
had done it, but that they fav’d thern- 
felves by Flight. Some time after he 
ask’d Achbar , what he thought of that 
Attion ; who wifely anfwerd, That he 
was very Abfolute in his Throne. He 
allow’d this Prince twelve Tomans a Day, 
beiidcs his Houfe, and all Ncceflaries 
for his Stable. 

When he was fometimes prefs’d to stupidity, 
make War upon the Turk, the Oppor- 
tunity being fo favourable, that a bet- 
ter could never be had ; lie anfwer’d, 

That having once confented to make a 
Peace, he was not to break his Faith. 

His Friends ftill urging that, neverthe- 
lefs the Turk, when he had ended the 
War with the Chriftians, would begin 
again with him % he inconfidcrately an- 
fwer’d, he fhould be latisfy’d, as long as # 
he had Jfoahan left him. Thele Thoughts 
were infus’d into him by his prime Mi- 
niller, who was look’d upon to be of 
the Turkijh Seft, and by feme Counfel- 
lors, who were of Opinion, That when 

the 
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the Chi i Ilian Princes had deftroy’d the 

Gcmdh. Turks , iliey would not forbear falling 
1594. upon others. 

O'V'nj Yet he was at War with Suboan Coli- 

ira'.d. ca>h King of the Vsbecks, and to his 
great Lofs, for the following Reafon. 
That King’s Brother being to go to 
Mecca with the Queen, and a Retiune 
of 3C00 Tartars Scta-Seletnon , in the 
firft place would not allow above 200 
of them to come into Jfpahan and af- 
terwards having a Casket of Jewels left 
in his Cnftody, to be reftor’d when 
thole Princes return’d ; knowing the 
Queen came without her Kinfman, who 
Dy’d by the way, he made her go by 
the way of Stir as, and not through If- 
pabat/, without ever reftoring her Jew- 
els. 

i riday 30th, 1 return’d to the Meidan , 
to tee the Preparations for the Funeral, 
and found a great Multitude of Poor in 
the King’s Mofcb, to devour the Pilau 
given them for the good of the Dead 
Man’s Soul. I Din’d with the rolips 
AtnbalTador,* who invited me to be one 
of his Company, when he attended the 
New King, which was very acceptable 
to me, that 1 might fee the Palace. 
That Night, being chofcn as fortunate 
by the Aftrologers, at feven of the 
Clock the Cloth was to be cut for the 
King’s Coronation Robes. 

Funeral. Saturday , the lalt Day of the Month, 

all Perfons were forbid departing the 
City till the King was Proclaim’d. The 
Ambafladors were confin’d to their Hou- 
les, and the Mogul ' s Son had Guards fet 
upon him. Sunday the ill of Augup, 
after Noon, the Obfequies were per- 
form’d. An hundred Camels and Mules 
led the way, loaded with Sweetmeats, 
and other Provilions, to be given on the 
Road to a thoufand Perfons that Ac- 
compauy’d the Body. Then came the 
Body in a large Litter, cover’d with 
Cloth of Gold, and carry’d by two Ca- 
mels, led by the Naxatr, or King’s Stew- 
aid. On the Sides went two Servants 
burning the molt precious Sweets in two 
Fire-pans of Gold, and a multitude of 
Mullah 7 s, faying their Prayers in a very 
Noify manner. Next follow’d another 
Horfe-Litter cover’d with red and green 
Cloth, to ferve in cafe the firft mould 
break, and then all the great Men of 
the Court with their Garments Rent, 
and a Foot, except the Atmath-Ddet, 
who was permitted to Ride, becaule of 
his great Age. Whcrcfocverlic went 
there were heard Lamentations, and a dif- 
mal Noife of the Subje&s 5 the Company 


ltill increaling, till they came to be ten 
Thoufand. He was carry’d a Mile from ; 
the City to the Garden of Bax-Sop- 
Mirzjt , whither I went to lee him. I 
found him in the lame Litter encom- 
pafs’d by Mullah 7 s, under a great Arch. 

Not long after the Kilar-Agap came to 
.diftribute Pilau to thole that were to at- 
c tend the Body ; which, when they had 
Eaten, they fet out about half an Hour 
after Night, to carry it to Kom, with- 
out any Order, but in Confulion \ ha- 
ving taken off the Camels ufual Tran^ 
pings, and Dock’d the Horfes Tails. 

They laid, that as they pals’d through 
the Villages, the Pcafants would come 
out to meet them, and would cut their 
Flefh in a barbarous manner in Token 
of Grief. 

Monday id of Augujl, being the Feaft Sacrifice 
of the Porciuncdar , 1 perform’d ray De- of the 
votions. The Sacrifice of the Camel be- CameI ’ 
ing to be perform’d on Tucfday 3d, I 
mounted betimes to go fee it ; and paf- 
ling by the Dcroga’s Houfe, law abun- 
dance of People waiting to fee the 
wretched Beall that was Condemn’d to 
Death, come out. In Ihort, within an 
Hour we faw it led in a Collar by two 
Executioners, and the Deroga after them. 
Following the Crowd out of the City, 

1 took notice of the ftately Bridge, 
call’d Sciras , over the River Sandtru. 

It has 33 good Arches, and on them 
high Walls of colour’d Bricks, leaving 
a great Space in the middle, with a co- 
ver’d Gallery, and narrow Paths on the 
fides towards the River. At Jail wc 
came to a great Field call’d Mujfalla , 
where there were abundance of Tombs 
of Turks, Built after fcveral manners. 

Here tying the Camel’s Legs, he was 
llrctch’d out on the Ground ; and the 
Deroga putting on a Sop 7 s Cap (which 
is round above, with a Horn in the mid- 
dle, and a little Label hanging behind 
like that of a Bifhop’s Miter) ftruck him 
with a Spear 3 then an Executioner cut 
off* his Head with an Ax, to prefent it 
to the King. The four Quarters were 
divided among great Men, and the reft 
to the Multitude, who almoft kill’d one 
another to get a Bit. The Solemnity 
had been greater, but for the King’s 
Death. I ( faw this lame Camel pals by 
three Days before with three Children 
on his Back, and two things like Salvers 
beating before him, a great Company 
of Vagabonds following, ibme arm’d- 
with Hatchets, and forac with Lances, 
who led him from Houle to Houfe to 
get Mony. This Ceremony is perform’d 

every 
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fvA/i every Year by the Perfians t in Memory 
Gegtelli. of the Sacrifice Abraham would have 
1694. offer’d, which they fay was of Ifmatl, 
qnd not of and that God fent him 
^ Camel inffead of his Son, and not a 
Ram. Every one that can get it, Eats 
that Day of the Camel’s Flelh with much 
Devotion ; killing in their own Houfes 
Sheep, Lambs, and abundance of Fowl, 
to Solemnize the Feftival, theChriltians 
Eat not of thefe Creatures, becaufe of 
the fuperftitions Words they utter when 
they Kill them. 

Then 1 went to Zulfa, to fee the Houfe 
of the Jefuits , and by the way in a 
Field, law the Tombs of the Armenian s t 
well enough Built. The Jefuits Church 
. was well contriv’d, fmall and curioufly 
painted after the Falhion of the Coun- 
try. They have an excellent Garden 
and Vineyard, and will in time be very 
well to pafs, if the Fcrt-abiet will let 
them go on. 

village of A French Jefuit cond lifted me hence 
the Uoris. to fee the Village of the Com, by fome 
Writers reckoned among the Suburbs of 
JJ'pahan. It is one long Street about a 
Mile long, without any way into it but 
at the ends, and one in the middle. It 
is adorn’d with two rows of green G- 
nar Trees, and two Trenches of Wa- 
ter. 

‘Their Some of the Coris led me to their 
Temple Temple Built in the form of a Crofs, 

and Fire, and Arch’d, with Windows in the lower 
part of the Wall, cover’d with Lattices. 
There was no Altar in it, and but one 
Lamp hanging in the middle. Afcend- 
ing fix Steps, they fhew’d me in a 
Room adjoyning to the Temple, their 
Fire, which they feed with Wood, and 
lometimes Burn on it the Fat of the 
Sheep’s Tail. If any of them happen to 
let the Fire go out in their Houfes, they 
muff go to Light it at the Temple, and 
therefore they are very careful to keep 
it in. 

Thefe Goris Live upon Tillage. Tho* 
Ignorant, they believe in one only God, 
the Creator of all Things. They ho- 
nour, but do not adore the Fire, as 
fome Write, in honour of the Fire, 
from which Abraham efcap’d unhurt, 
when he was cpft into it by Order of 
a King of the - Caldees (thefe People 
Boafting that they are Defcencfed from 
Abraham , and the ancient Kings of Ptr- 
fta) according to thofe Words of the 
r i , Fire. Scripture, Gen. 15. v. 7. 1 am the Lord 
thy God , who brought thee out of Ur of the 
Caldees. So that Tavernier is much mi- 
ftaken, when he fays, that this is to be 


underftood of Abram- Ebraimzer-Areucht 
their Prophet, who was preferv’d from 
Fire. 

Their Marriages are after this manner. Their £ 
The Couple being come before the Prielt, Marrisqp 
he before Witnefles receives the Con- 
fent of both Parties \ then he wafhes their 
Foreheads, muttering certain Words, 
after which they may not be Divorc’d 
without a lawful Caufe. They walh the 
Children that are Born a few Days afeer 
in Water, in which abundance of Flow- 
ers have been Boil’d, their ignorant 
Priefls praying over it. 

They are very careful to Kill all un- Religion, 
clean Creatures, there being a Day in 
the Year appointed, on which Men and 
Women go about the Fields killing the 
Frogs. They drink Wine, and cat 
Swines Flelh, but it mull be bred by 
themfelves, and not have eaten any i hing 
unclean. They abftain but five Days in 
the Year from eating Flcfn, Filh, Burner 
and Eggs \ and three other Days they 
Eat nothing till Night. Belidcs they 
have thirty Fcftivals of their. Saints. 

When any of them Dies, they carry Funerals 
him out of the Town or Village, to a 
Place wall’d in near the Mountain. There 
they tic the dead Body Handing upright 
to a Pillar, ( there being many for the 
Purpofe) feven Spans high ; and going 
to Prayers for the Soul of the Pcrfon 
Departed, they ftand till the Crows come 
to Eat the Body •, if they begin with the 
right Eye, they Bury the Body, and re- 
turn Home Joyfully, looking on it as a 
good Omen ; if they fall upon the left 
Eye, they go away Dilconfolatc, leaving 
the Body unbury’d. 

Their Habit does not differ from that Their Ha- 
of the other Perfian Peafants. The Wo- W& 
mens is very Modeft, they wearing a 
Petticoat after the Italian manner, and 
under it Breeches and Shoes after the 
Perfian Falhion. About their Heads they 
wrap a piece of Stuff made of Silk and 
Linnen j and on their Back hangs ano- 
ther very large one, which does not on- 
ly cover all behind, but the Breaft too, 
being ty’d under the Chin. Their No- 
fes are boar’d to wear a Gold or Silver 
Ring in them, iomewhat fraaller than 
that the Arab' s ule. 

As I return’d to Zulfa, an Armenian 
Ihew’d me a Clock of a new Invention. 

It confifted of a Wheel hanging by two 
Threads faftned to the Spring, and mo- 
ving regularly between two pieces ’of 
Wood, by means of fome Contrivance 
within, Ihew’d the Hour.

The Defer iption of the Colon ij of Zulfa, and of the Religious Rites of the 

Armenians.

Z Vlfa, Sulfa, or Giolfa, is near the 
I Village of Gori, and two Miles 
t '"V'VJ auct na ^ fr° m Vfdhtm , the River Sanderu 
Zuift Co- running betwixt them. It is a new Co- 
lony. lony of Armenians , who abandoning the 
old one of the fame Name, fettled here 
by Command of Scia-Abas the Great, 
when the War was hotteft between the 
Turks and Per fians. It is three Miles in 
Length, and nine in Compafs, by rea- 
fon of the great Gardens in it ; fo that it 
looks more like a Wood than a City. 

The The Houfes are handfome within, tho’ 
Streets. 0 f Mud without, the Streets neater and 
ftraiter than thofe of Ifpahan, with long 
Rows of high Cinar Trees on the fides, 
and a Trench of Water in the middle 
full of good Crabs. Here 1 mult not* 
omit the nptable Jeft lome French-Men, 
Inha )itauts of Zulfa, told me, had been 
/put upon Tavernier , in relation to thefe 
Crabs. He being at Dinner about forty 
Years fince, with Monfieur L’tfiuU , 
highly commended the Crabs ; and the 
other being a pleafant facetious Man, 
laid to him, There are better now than at 
any other time , becaufe they feed upon white 
Mulberies. And perceiving the iilly Ta- 
vernier was curious to know further, 
how they came to* Eat Mulberies, that 
he might Write it down ; he added, 
That thofe Crabs about Sun-fet came 
out ot their Holes near the T rees, and 
climbing them, fed upon white Mulbe- 
A Trick l ies all Night, and then at break of Day 
put upon return’d to the Water ; and therefore 
Tmmier. t h e Gardiners in the Night Ihook the 
Trees, and gathering a good quantity 
of them, carry’d them to Sell in the 
Market. This Story told as a Jed was 
Tom. i. fwallow’d by Tavernier, and writ down 
L. 4. as Truth, which is an Impolition upon 

.p. 423. others as Silly as bimfelf. All this was 
told me by the faid Monfieur VEfloiles 
Son, by an old Armenian , and by three 
French- Men, who. knew him at Zulfa. 
By this we may judge of the Truth of 
the reft of his Stories fince he was fo 
Credulous in a Thing fo improbable. 
The Perjians arc fo far from Eating, 
that they have an extraordinary Aver- 
fion for them. 

Civil Go- As for the Government of the /irme-

Thefe are at 
prefent the richcft Subjects of the Na- ’ 
tion, become fo by the Mony lent theta 
at firft by Scia-Abas the Firft, and by 
the great Trade they have throughout 
the World, but more efpecially in Silk ; 
befides they are fo Frugal both in their , 

Houfes and Travelling, that the Mony 
Hourly incrcafes in their Purfes. 

In fpiritual Matters they are govern’d The Spin- 
by an Arch-bifhop, who is Independent tBal - 
of the Patriarch, and has four fuffragan 
Bifhops. That Stephen we have before 
made mention of, relying upon this his 
Independency, made a Trade of felling 
the Sacraments and Burials, openly with- 
out any Shame, by that means heaping 
together fome hundred Thoufands of 
Pieces of Eight. 

Befides their own, the Armenians r »n gmp. 
fpeak the Per fan and Turkifh Languages. 

And there are two forts of the Arme- 
nian writ with different Charafters ; that 
is, the Learned for the Clergy and Re- 
ligious Worlhip, and the Vulgar for the 
other People. 

Not to fpeak of the Bare-foot Carme- 
lues, Expell’d, as was faid before, there ners. 
were Jefuits and Dominicans in Zulfa ; 
but a very imall Number of two or three 
in a Houle, being fcarce enough to fay 
the Divine Office. As for Catholicks 
there are very few, and fewer Children 
inftrufted in the Catholick Religion, for 
as loon as th t Vert- ablet hears of any, he 
Excommunicates the Parents ; who ra- 
ther than be Expos'd to the Fury of the 
Multitude, are forc’d to take away their 
Children. 

The Armenian Women are very Beau- Women, 
tiful without any help from Art. They 
cover their Heads with a fine white 
Clpth ty’d under the Chin. All their 
Hair is made into oneTrefs, which hangs 
on their* Back in a Velvet Bag ; the 
richer fort wear Gold, and Jewels like 
the reft of the World.

This 
done, he Communicated with Bread, 
dipp’d in the Wine the very Children 
of two or three Years Old-, notconli- 
dcring they might caft it out. They 
put no Water into the Chalice, giving 
for their lleafon, That our Lord when 
lie Conllituted the Sacrament drank it 
Pure. The Bread is Unleaven’d, and 
the Pi ieft makes it the Day before, of 
the bigncls of our Wafers. 

In Lent they do not Receive, and they 
lay only one Mals upon Sundays in a low 
Voice, the Prielt not to be fecn, and 
only the Gofpel and Creed are Read a- 
loud. They do it in the fame manner 
on Mauttday-Thurfday , and then all that 
will may Communicate y but molt of 
them u(c to do it at the Mafs which is 
faid on Holy -Sat nr day, before Sun-fet- 
tingy after which they may Eat Oil, 
Butter and Eggs. 

jEtfler. On Eafter-Sunday another Mals is faid, 
1UU in a low Voice, at which they give 
theGommunion, and then all are allow'd 
to Eat Flelh, fo it be Kill’d that fame 
Day. Before all their four principal 
Bealls, which are Chriftmas , the Alccn- 
fion of our Lord, the Annunciation of 
ju George. the BlelTed Virgin, and St. George, they 
have eight Days Fait, during which they 
are not to tafte Flelh, Eggs, Filh, But-

ter or Oil. They have fo great a De- 
votion for St. George , that lome of them 
will be three, and others five Days with- 
out Eating any thing. 

When any one has a mind to make • 

his Son a Church-Man, lie carries him to \ 

the Prielt, who laying lome Prayers puts 
the Cope upon him. ThisCcreniouy is 
to be perform’d feveral times in fevcral 
Years y after the fourth, if the Youth 
will not become a Monk, he may Mar- 
ry, and if (he happens to Die, and he 
will take another, he may not be made 
a Prielt. When he is eighteen Years ol 
Age, the Ceremony is perform’d the 
feveuth time, and lie is conduced in all 
the Prieftly Veftmci.cs by a Bilhop, or 
the Arch-bifhop himfclf to the Church, 
where he mult have ferv’d a Year be- 
fore. Pricfts may not Eat or Drink v\ ith 
their Wives five Days befoic faying 
Mafs, and five Days after y and both 
they and the Monks are to lpcnd the firlt 
five in the Church, without touching any 
Food wich their Hands, and for the other 
five they mult Eat nothing but Eggs, and 
Rice boil’d in Water and Sajt. 

The Arch-bifhop’s Life is very Au- Arch-bi- 
Here, for lome of them Eat Filh, and /hops. 
Flelh but four times a Year, and all the 
reft Roots and Herbs. They, and all 
other Church-men and Lay-men have fix 
Months and three Days Fait in the Year, rafting* 
during which time they Eat nothing but 
Bread, and fome raw Herbs y the La- 
bouring People at bell feeding on Gar- 
den Stuff boil'd .with Salt, and with 
Nut-Oil if they will y as for Fldh they 
Eat none in the molt dangerous Diftcm- 
pers. 

The Sacrament of Baptifm is Admi- Baptifiu. 
nifter’d on Sunday, unlcfs there be im- 
minent danger of Death before, and is 
done in this manner. The Infant is 
carry’d to Church by the Midwife, where 
after the Prielt has faid fome Prayers, 
he is dipp’d Naked into the Water, and 
deliver’d to the God-father. Then the 
Prielt putting together two Cords, one 
of red Silk, the other of Cotton (to lig- 
nify the Blood and Water that came 
from our Saviour’s Side) tics them about 
his Neck, and then Anointing his Fore- 
head with Holy Oil, lays, I Baptise thee 
in the Name of the Father, of the Son , 
and of the Holy Ghofl y Anointing all the 
excream Parts of the Body, ftill repeat- 
ing the lame Words. When the Bap- 
tifin is over, the God-father goes oui? 
of th^Church with two lighted Candles 
in his Hands, and the Infant on his 
Arms, and carries it to the Mother’s 
T Houle* 
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Houfe, attended by fevcral Mufical In- 
Gemclli. ftruments ; where having receiv’d her 
1 <594. thanks he kifles the Top of her Head. 
t/YNJ As for the Name they give the Child 
that which falls out on the Day in the Ca- 
lendar, or clfe the next to come. Then 
they make a plentiful Entertainment , 
according to the Peoples quality, to 
which all the Kindred and Friends, and 
all the Priefts and Monks of the Parifh 
arc invited. They that will five this 
charge which is very great, pretend the 
Child is like to dye, and baptize it on a 
Week Day. The trouble is greater 
when Women are deliver’d within the 
Fortnight before Chrifimas , for then the 
Chriftning muft be put off till that which 
is our third of January, they following 
the old Account without the alteration 
of the ten Days. Then they crett three 
Scaffolds cover’d on the River Sanderu , 
and a fort of Altar on the middlemoffc 
of them j and on Chriftmas Day in the 
Morning before Sun riling, all the Ar- 
menian Clergy of Zdfa being there with 
their Veftments, Crofles and Banners ; 
the Croft is 'thrice dipp’d in the River, 
throwing in holy Oyl every time j then 
having laid the Baptifmal Prayer, the 
Pricit plunges the Infant into the cold 
River Water, with the ufual fort of 
Words and other Ceremonies. 

■a i r»oi The holy Oyl they ufe is not of Olives, 

y s * but of fevcral Flowers, (efpecially of the 
Flower of Paradice, by them call’d Be- 
lejfan-Taghe) and other Sweets. It is 
Blefs’d on the Eve of fhe Nativity of our 
blefled Lady , and then* the Patriarch 
difbributes it throughout Europe , Afia, 
and Africk. 

. Being invited to a Wedding that was 
Marriages. tQ ^ a£ Zulfa on Thurfday the 5th, I 

went thither betimes, and ftay’d to Din- 
ner with the Redor of the Jefuits. Then 
being lent for we went to the Bride- 
grooms Houfe, where there was a great 
number of his Kindred and Friends. He 
mounting a Horfeback with a great At- 
tendance went to receive the Bride, who 
being allb mounted on a Horfe richly fet 
out with Jewels ; they went together to 
the Church, follow’d by abundance of 
Kindred a Horfc-backwith lighted Flam- 
boys in their Hands. They alighted be- 
fore the Church and went up (freight to 
the Altar, where Handing clofe Face to 
Face , the Bilhop read in a Book that 
, retted on their Heads, and having re- 
ceiv’d /heir Confent gave them his Elec- 
ting with the noife of Drums and other 
barbarous Inftruments. Then having 
beard Mafs, they return’d in the fame 
Order. 


It is to be obferv d that the Armenians 
marry their Daughters very Young and 
almott in their Infancy, for fear the King 
Ihould take them into the Aram , The* 

Mothers generally make the contra#; 
and then acquaint the Fathers with it. 

When it is concluded, the Bridegroom’s 
Mother goes with two aged Women 
.and a Priett to the Brides Mothers, and 
gives the Ring from her Son; loon after 
he comes, and is blcft’d by the Priett 
together with the Girl ; and then they ( 
all drink merrily. After this Betroath- ' 
ing, the Bridegroom is oblig’d ev^ry 
Year at Eafier to lend the Bride,-; Gar- 
ment fuitable to her quality. When 
they are to celebrate the Nuptials, the 
Husband’s Father fends aMeal three Days 
before to the Mother in Laws Houfe ; 
where the Kindred on both tides meet, 
the Men in one Room and the Women in 
another. The next Day the Bridegroom 
fends the Bride a Garment, and then goes 
to receive that the Mother in Law gives 
• him, or the eldeft Kinfwoman, who is 
alio to put it on the firft time. 

When an Armenian dyes, the Alordi- p a nerals* 
feiri , or walher of the Dead takes a Vef- 
fel of holy Water out of the Church, 
and pours it into the Pool where the Bo- 
dy is to be wafh’d, which done he takes 
all he had on, and puts him on a white 
Shirt and other Linncn, all new, lowing 
him up betides in a new Sack. Then the 
Priefts accompany’d by all the Kindred 
with lighted Candles in their Hands, con- 
vey the Body to the Church, before the 
Altar, and a Priett having faid fome 
Prayers, they place the Candles about it, 
and leave it fo all Night. In the Morn- 
ing, after laying Maft it is carry’d before 
the Archbilhop’s, or Bilhop’s Door, that 
he may fiy the Lord’s Prayer for the Soul 
departed. This done it is carry’d to the 
Church-yard, the Bilhop and Priefts ting- 
ing feveral Prayers by the Way, till it 
is lay’d in the Grave. Then the Bilhop, 
taking up a Handful of Earth throws it 
on the Corps , laying thrice. From 
Earth thou camefi, and to Earth thou fhalt 
return ; remain there till the coming of 
our Lord. Then they fill up the Grave. 

When the Kindred and Friends return 
home they find a good Dinner, made 
ready, and among the richer fort they 
treat the Priefts and Monks for (even 
Days. 

When a Bilhop dies, betides the afore- 
faid Ceremonies, after Maft they put a 
Paper into his Hands, with thele Words 
writ on it, Remember that thou cameft 
from Earth , and fhalt return to Earth. If 
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fV\/> a Slave dies, his Mailer writes on fuch a 
tjlmtlli. piece of Paper, that he is not difpleas’d 
1694. he ihould have his Freedom, and that 
fje gives him his Liberty. If any one 
kills himfelf, they do not carry him out 
at the Door of the Houle, but break 
down the Wall and bury him without a- 
ny Ceremony. 

On the Eve of the Fealt of the holy 
Crofs, both Men and Women go to the 
Church-yard with good Provilions, and 
, Ipend all the Night there, lamenting a 
\xjiile, and then Eating and Drinking 


merrily j and there is ho poor Body in 
the City that omits doing this. 

To conclude this Chapter, I lay, the 
Armenians firmly adhere to their ancient 
Cuftoms and the Chriftian Faith, not- 
withllandiog the infinite Pcrfccutions 
rais'd againil them by the Mahometans. 
Very few of them have imbrac’d the 
Mahometan Religion, blinded by Intercity 
for the Rencgaao is put into poflcfllon 
of all his Kindreds Goods, and even of 
his Fathers, who mull afterwards live 
upon his Sons courtclie. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Coronation of Scia-Oflen, and the Mangeles, or Audience afterwards given 

to the Ambaffadors and Nobility. 


T Hc Hour the Allrologers thought 
fortunate for the Crowning of the 
th**' Kings new King drawing near, on Fryday <Sth, 
Ooionati- he put out an Order that all who had any 
on Shops in the Bazars Ihould fet up Lights 
before then), and Ray there till Midnight, 
upon forfeiture of twelve Tomans. I 
had the curiofity to go about at Night 
to fee thefe Lights with a Per ft an Lord ; 
and having walk’d about feveral Streets 
found nothing extraoi dinary, there be- 
ing only Tallow Candles burning in the 
Shops, without any Fireworks, or Wax- 
Flambeaus. The Bazars fhow’d well, 
rather for their length than the number 
of Lights. This I fuppos’d to be becaufc 
the Perfians rather fear than love their 
King, and therefore it is not llrangc 
that the lame Day Scia-Scllon dy’d there 
werepublick Weddings kept in Jfpahan. 
1 thought 1 Ihould have fecn fomething 
great in the Meidan , the place being fo 
proper for it, but was diiappointed. 

Whilft they expetted the happy Hour, 
we went in at the Gate of Alacapi. 
Within it are two large Arches, which 
fupport a great Structure feveral Stories 
high j cfpecially the fecond of them, 0- 
ver which on the left Hand is the Hall 
whither the Vizier, the Nabab , and the 
Axoud came to adminiller Juftice on the 
Days appointed. 

Going further in along an uncover’d 
Way but Wall’d on both iides, with 
Arches along them,isa Pond bf Water j 
on the left is the Door that leads to the 
Garden, where the dead King’s Body 
, was wafh’d, and on the right the Rooms 
of thofe that have taken Sanctuary, and 
both thefe Doors were guarded by Sofis, 
who pray’d for the King.

Taking the opportunity of the Night TheK ; n « 
I went to fee the King’s great Mofch, it mfek 
being forbid to go into it in the Day. A 
* great Gate cover’d with Plates of Silver 
leads into the firft Arch, which has o- 
thers on the lides making a Semicircle, 
and all of them make the way into the 
Cloifter. There is a curious Bafbn or 
Fountain of Stone, and a double rank of 
Pillars about, with Rooms on the firft 
Floor for the Mullachs and other inferior 
Officers to live in. Oppofitc to the a- 
forefaid Gate, there are three beautiful 
Doors to go into the Mofch. All the 
outfide of the Structure hitherto de- 
ferib’d of the two Towers without, and 
of the two joyning to the Mofch, is a- 
dorn’d with Bricks, or Tiles artificially 
Colour’d, as is us’d in Per fa. The five 

Ifles the Mofch is compos’d of are adorn’d 
with Gold and Azure. In the raiddle- 
moft which is the largeft, is the Cupula 
fupported by four very great iquarc Pil- 
lars. Thofe on the lides which are low- 
er, reft on thick Columns of free Stone. 

Two great Windows give Light to the 
Mofch •, they are plac’d in that part of 
the Wall of the middle Hie, which is 
higher than the fide Arches. At the 
end of the Mofch is a good Jafpar Stone 
fix’d in the Wall, eight fpans high and 
four in breadth. There were no Lamps 
hanging, as is us’d by the lurks •, but 
there were good Carpets on the Ground, 
and on the left of the Niche the Pulpit, 
with curious Stone-fleps up to it.

.CHAP. X. 

Of the Royal Garden of Sarafabet, and the Audience of Leave given the Pope*s 

and Kjng of PolandV Amhajfadors. 

Strtfabut \JLT Ednefday 18th, 1 went to Zulfa, Way. 'f'he King goes to it from the 
Garden. \y and as I return’d few the Garden Gardens of Jfpahan over a Bridge of 14 
of Sarasabat, which is on one fide df the Scope Arches, (upon the River Sandtru ) 

op- 
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oppofitc to which, on Zulfa lidc, is a 
GemelU. Gallery, whofeRoof is fupported by 20 
1694. wooden Pillars Gilt; where the King 
when he is taking his Pleafure receives 
Ambafiadors. In it are the fame Divi- 
lions as in the Hall at Ifpahdn, a fine 
Fountain, and 3 Rooms behind the Roy- 
al Throne. It has alfo Communication 
with another Gallery towards the Gar- 
den. 

In this Garden there is a thick Wood 
of Fruit-trees of fevcral forts a Stone 
Canal, with little Fountains in the mid- 
dle, and two great ones at the ends ; 
and a little Houle built after the fame 
Model as that in the Garden of Bach - 
Xofeh-Cuna. The Aram is clofe by the 
River with fraall Rooms, without any 
thing valuable about them. • 

Having no more to fee after Dining, 
on Tbtirfday 19th, with the Dire&or of 
the Dutch Company, I went on Diday 
20th, to vifit the Superior of the French 
Audience Saturday 2 1 ft, the Polijh Ain- 

ol Leave, baflador lent betimes to know whether 
I would go with him to his Audience. 
Knowing it was to take his leave, and 
being curious to fee the cuftom us’d 
there, I drefs’d my felf immediately, and 
mounting a Horfe-back went to the Am- 
bafiadors, with my own and the Priors 
Servant. We ftay’d an hour for the 
Matter of the Ceremonies, and 5 Hor- 
fes the King ufed to fend, and then we 
mounted, the AmbalKidor honour’d me 
with the next place: to himfclf. The 
Train conlifted ot 19 Perfons afoot, 
arm’d with Muskets, of 20 a Horfe- 
bac K, and others, in all to the Number of 
60. We alighted at the Gate of Ala- 
Capi , where we found four T ygers, fe- 
veral Lions, and 4 Elephants, two great 
and two fmall ones, cover’d with Cloth 
of Gold, all in a row. The Elephant 
prelented by Heibar the G. Mogul's Son, 
which had been firft given him by Seta- 
Selemon, had a great Silver feat on his 
back, as is ufual for thofe Creatures to 
carry. Having pafs’d through the firft 
and fecond Arches, a place was ap- 
pointed us to ftay till the time of the 
Audience. This place was two Spans 
higher than the other floors, and co- 
ver’d with good Carpets. In the inner 
part fate the Ambafiador of the King 
of the Imam , an Arah^ whofc Kingdom 
is near Mecca , and came to perfuade 
the Perfian to make War with the Iman 
of Mafcate in Arabia Felix. On the op- 
polite fide was the Armenian the Pope’s 
Ambafiador, and the Provincial of the 
Dominicans , with another Friar. In 


another Arch on the right, fat, after a 
barbarous manner, the Emballador of 
the King of the Vsbeks with his Re- 
tinue. Whilft we were here, the Fa- 
mily of Hecbar pafs’d by, being about 
40 Perfons clad in Silk and Gold, with 
their little Turbants, after the Indian 
Faihion, made of the fineft Silk, the 
King having fent for them. 

The Kings of Perfia ufe to give Am- 
bafiadors four Calates , or rich Jong 
Gowns at their firft and laft Audiences,, 
whereas the Turk gives them onlyatthe 
firft } but the PoLjh Ambafiador hjy:R>nt 
one that Morning, bccauie he Had re- 
ceiv’d the four in the Reign of Scia Sele- 
mon , when he was difmiis’d by the At- 
math-Dulet. Now that difmifling having 
taken no effeft, by reafon ot the King’s 
Death, and other Caufcs already men- 
tion’d, 1 thought it not confonant to 
the Generolity of fo great a King, to 
reckon upon thofe he had given before. 
That he had was of Cloth of Gold, af- 
ter the Perfian manner j an upper Vcft 
of Pearl Colour Silk, with Gold Stripes, 
made like a Cope, and a Turhant, and 
Safh of Silk and Gold, and long Sleeves. 
The King had fent Hecbar a Prcfent 
worth 3000 Tomans ; that is 2000 in 
Gold and Silver, and 1000 in Silks, with 
\ x Garments \ but that Prince excus’d 
himfelffrom going to the Audience, till 
40 Days after the late King’s Death, and 
that his Beard was grown, which he had 
cut a little in token of Grief. 

The Popes Ambafiador had three Gar- 
ments ; That he wore was of Cloth of 
Silver, the upper Veft of Cloth of Gold, 
and the Saih and Turbant of Silk and 
Gold. The other two the Dominicans 
wore were as rich, but of other Colours. 
The Vsbek Ambafiador had his Gown or 
CafTack of Cloth of Gold flower’d, and 
the upper Veft, call’d by the Perfians Ba- 
lapufe , of Cloth of Silver. Two Per- 
ions of his Retinue wore the other two 
Garments given him, which were of dif- 
ferent Colours. But his Turbant was 
after bis Country faihion, fmall and lharp 
at the Top with a black Feather in the 
middle. 

After we had been above an Hour in 
this indecent Place, hemm’d in with Ser- 
vants and ( Footmen, at length the Audi- 
ence began by the Ambafiador of the 
King of the Imam , who was clad in his 
own Cloaths after the Turkijh faihion , 
having had no Calata or Garment given . 
him. After him we went into the Gar- 
den, about fifty Paces from the Arch 
where the Audience was, but were fain 

to 
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i r>JV^ to flay a while by a Fountain before we 

Gemlli. were introduc’d to the King. This Gar- 

1, .1594. den is about fifty Yards fquare, and has 
fonr Allies making aCrofs, adorn’d with 
ta/l Cinar Trees. On the fide adjoyuing 
to the Talar-Tevilc^ or Hall of Audience, 
is a curious Fountain, about twenty Spans 
in length, with a little rais’d Place in the 
middle for the King and great Ones to 
Hand cool. At the end of the Fountain 
which reaches to the Hall, there were 
two great Silver Veflels. In the adjoyn- 
ing Alley two hundred Topfcis or Mu£ 
keti&^of the Kings were drawn up in a 
Rank ; isme Giarci or Executioners with 
Clubs on their Shoulders; at the end 
whereof was a Globe cover’d with Silver, 
•call’d Topus ; and then feme Sofis , who 
had the lame fafhion’d Caps as the Giar- 
cisj but differing from them in that they 
were cover’d with Silk. Under the Wall 
of the Hall flood twenty Horfes with all 
their Furniture adorn’d with great Dia- 
monds, Rubies, Emeralds and other 
Stones of great Value. The Stirrups 
were of mafiivc Gold, and the worfl 
Saddles cover’d with Cloth of Gold, with 
Nails of the fame Metal. 

The Audience Chamber was not the 
lame we were in before, being a great 
Room joyning to the Garden, as has been 
laid, the Walls of it Painted and Gilt, 
and adorn’d with Looking-glades , as 
were the four woodden Pillars which (up- 
ported a fmall Scaffold. In the midll 
was a Fountain, and at the end as it were 
a great Niche or Clofet, containing the 
Royal Throne fourteen Spans fquare. 
On that fide next the Garden feveral Mu- 
ficians fat on Carpets playing upon vari- 
ety of Inftrumcnts, whilft others fang 
after a barbarous Manner. We afeend- 
edfrom the firft part of the Room where 
theie People were* to thefecond, as was 
deicrib’d in the other Hall, where leav- 
ing us, the Ambaflador was led by the 
right Arm by the Memondar , and by the 
left by the Efcicagafi-Bafci , who is great 
Porter, or Mailer of the Ceremonies, 
up to the King. His Majelly fate on a 
Cufhionupon good Carpets, and had two 
other Brocard Cufhions at his Back. A- 
bout him flood many Eunuchs, as was 
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mention’d in the other Hall. When the 
Ambaflador came within fix Paces of the 
King, he let his Hands on the Ground, 
bowing down his Forehead almoll to the 
Pavement. When he flood up again the 
At math- Dale t came before him, and cak- 
ing a Letter out of a Gold Bafon that 
was at the Kings Feet with other Letters 
and abundance of Flowers, deliver’d it 
to the Ambaflador, who with great Sub- 
miffion laid it on his Head. Then the 
Memondar and Mailer of the Ceremonies 
took it and plac’d it on his Turbant, that 
it might be wellfecn by all People. 1 he 
Letter was cover’d with Cloth of Gold 
as is us’d among the Eaflern Nations, 
two Spans in length, and proportiona- 
ble in Breadth. Having receiv’d the 1 .et- 
tcr,. and Compliment of leave by the 
Mouth of the Atmath-Dttht , he made 
fuch another Obcifance as he had done be- 
fore, and was by the fame Officers 1 ccon- 
dufred down to the Garden. 

_ The Pope’s Ambafladors went in next, 
and we flay’d in the Garden till he came 
out, that wc might all go away toge- 
ther ; fince being difmifs’d we were not 
to flay to the King’s Mangeles or Din- 
ner. Bcfides the great Letter for the 
Pope, his Ambaflador had a final! one 
for theRepublick of Venice. 

Returning home, with the admira- 
tion of the Europeans who faw thofo 
Letters ontheTurbants, the Polijh Am- 
baflador honour’d me with his Table, 
which was much better, than the ill 
drefs’d Pilau the others were eatiug at 
Court, tho* in Gold dilhes. At this 
fecond Audience I took better notice of 
the King. He was tender and of a puny 
Conflitution, had a little Face, beauti- 
ful Eye-brows, black Eyes, and a black 
but fhort Beard. He had on a Gown of 
red Cloth of Gold, with a fhort veil o- 
ver it of a Gold colour, without Sleeves, 
call’d in the Perfian Language Curdi ; on 
the right fide of his Turbant he wore 
a Herons Feather upon a jewel of 
rich Diamonds.

Dancing in a very Ridiculous manner. 

Some carry ’d the Images of thofe very 
Martyrs on Beers, Dancing about them ; 

Others carry’d two Childten ty’d on a 
Camel, as if they were Dead, with two 
faddlcd Horfes led by, on which were 
the Arms or Weapons us’d, as they 
thought, by thofe Children, who Dy’d 
at nine, or ten Years of Age. All thefe 
Proceflions pafs'd Before the Gallery 
where the King was, thofe blind People 
beating themfelves feverely, to tcprc- 
fent the Murder the more lively. Many 
of them made nothing of going home 
with their Heads broke, or even of 
Death it felf; becaufe they arc fully 
perfwaded that wholocvcr Dies in that 
Confufion, goes diredtly to Heaven 5 
the Gates thereof being open all thofe 
ten Days for Mahometans. Many of the 
loofe People imitating the fuperllitious 
Companies beat one another, and cut 
their Flelh cruelly.

In publick lie takes place next to 
the Atmath-Dulet or prime Minifter, and" 
difpofes as he plcafes of the I.eMaies 
left to Mofchs , which always turp'u) his 
Profit. There is no difference betwixt 
the Perjian Nabab and Turkijh great Afttpb- 
ti , but that the former may pafs from .

the latter may not •, and therefore it has 
often been feen that the Nabab or Scdre 
has been made Atmath-Ddct. He has two 
Judges under him, call’d the Sceik or 
Axond , and the Cafi, who decide all re- 
ligions Matters, grant Divorces, and arc 
prefent at Con t rads and publick A els ; 
appointing their Deputies m all the 
Cities of the Kingdom. 

He that calls to Prayers is call’d Pi feu- 
namaz., whom the Turks call Iman ; hut 
the Perfians do not cry out to call to 
Prayers from the top of the Towers, but 
from the Cupula or Roof of the Alofch. 

The Doctors who are every Fryday to Ala ;;_ 
expound the Alcoran, arc call’d Mullah. , 
and by the Turks Hodgrins. . I hefe arc 
moft compleat Hypocrites, for they al- 
ways walk gravel v, talk fcrioufly, and 
when they meet any Body feem to pray ; 
laying a Cloth on the Ground, and upon 
that a Stone or Clod of Earth brought 
from Mecca, which they kils now and 
then. This fiipcrflitious Relick is us’d 
by all the Perfians, as are alfb certain lit- 
tle lilver Pipes ty’d to their Arms with 
fome Sentence of the Alcoran in them , 
or fuch like Tt iflle. 

The Perfians like the Turks believe, 
that after they arc bnry’d, two Angels, Bdkr. 
the one call’d Anachir , and the other 
Monchir , come and raife them to life as 
far as the Waff, to examine them what 
Good and Evil they have done ; and life 
them Well or 111 accordingly, till Sahab- 
cl-Zaman , or the Lord of Time comes, 
who will kill Dedgar , or Antichrift, 
whofe Followers fhall go to Hell, and if 
repenting they turn back two Horns (hall 
grow out of their Heads ; after this im^ 
mediately will follow the Refurreftion' 
of the Flefh, which they call Maavedet- 
Hurbe, the Souls and Bodies uniting to go 
before the great jfdgc. But they fay all 

Men 
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Men muft pafs the Bridge of Mfemt, 
QtmUi. which is iharper than a Knife; and that 

1^94. the Mnjfalmans will pafs as nimble as 
li/YNJ Birds , and the Infidels at firft ftep 
'• will fall under the Bridge ; where there 
is a River of Fire and abundance of De- 
vils, who have Hooks to draw them in ; 
which Opinion is fo fixt in the Hearts of 
the 1 ‘erfiansy that if any Man denies ano- 
ther what is his due, he prefently fays, 
he will meet him at the Bridge of Polfc- 
rat, and laying hold of his Garment 
will not let him pafs till he is paid. 
T%y believe the Porter of Heaven , 
wiidin they call Rufvan , will open the 
Door to them, near the great Fountain, 
call’d Kvfer ; where their Prophet will 
give them 1.0 drink of that Water, out 
or a large Ladle; and that then they 
fli.it] have a great number of beautiful 
Women, created purpofcly for that end, 
and delicious Meat of fevcral Talks; but 
that the Enjoyment of the Women fhall 
not proceed beyond lmbraces and Kilfcs, 
and tiie Meat lhall digeft in odoriferous ' 
Sweats, without turning to Excrements, 
as it does in this Woild. Thefe Follies 
weic a great Divctlion to me, when I 
was in the Company of a Perjian Lord, 
and had thefe Quell ions put to him. 
Paradicf They fa v t heir Wopieu lhall be in Hea- 

Women ven in a pla.v apart from the Men, and 
to this purj oi'c the Prioi of the Monalk- 
ry told me, that fome Portugnejes being 
much importun’d by a Mullah to become 
Mahometan: , he uling this Argument, 
tl at uiilcfs they protds’d his Faith they 
would not go to tire true Heaven, but 
to that lcparate place where the Ptrfian 
Women vvci c ; they anfwcr’d they would 
be futisty’d to be there, and fo they 
fluk’d off the Mali ail. He being after- 
wards repi ov’d by the Cadi for his Folly, 
defended himlclf by faying, that another 
Patadicc would be made for the Wo- 
men, that they might not be among the 
Chriftians. 

vifes. The Per fans Marry their Children ve- 
ry young. They are allow’d by their 
Law four lawful Wives at once, one of 
which is the true one and chief, and call’d 
Zana-Codcfi, the others they cal] Motha. 
Jklidcs they may have as many Concu- 
bines as they will and can maintain, ta- 
ken from the quarter of the Whores who 
are call’d CVw'pr, which is in Ifpatfan known 
bv the name of Bazarnoucbe t which pays 
a duty to the King. They are taken for 
a certain time, and the Contradt made 
before a Judge. When the time is ex- 
pir’d they are to continue chaff forty 
Days, to fee whether they are with Child.

They may alfo makeufc of their Slaves; 
and the Children born of cither of them 
are counted legitimate, as to inherit ; 
but with this difference that the Females 
have but half the Portion of the Males. 

The Per fians are fo amorous, that 
fometimes to Ihow their Love, they 
brand their Arms with red hot Irons, 
like Bealls ; perhaps to exprefs that no 
Torment is lo great as that they endure 
in their Mind. A Perjian Lord, my 
Frieud, took a pride now and then in 
ihowing me feveral Inch Marks of l ove 
lie had on his Arms, made for the 1 ove 
of a Concubine , on whofc account he 
was perpetually at variance with his 
Wife. 

Before the Wife is carry’d home Ihe i^ arr j. 
has her Cloaths lent her, and the Hus- ages 
band appoints her Portion. On the 
Wedding-Day, or rather the Night, the 
Bridegroom goes to letch her, attended 
by his Kindred and Friends a Horfc-back, 
with lighted Flambeaux ; and is met by 
her half way, with the like Retinue of 
Women, who carry the Brides Apparel, 
with Mulick of Drums, and Trumpets. 

Being come to the Bridegroom’s Houfc, 
a Mullah reads the matrimonial Contradf, 
and having perform’d the Nuptial Cere- 
mony, the Women divert themlelves 
the reft of the Day in one Apartment, 
and the Men in another. This puts me 
in mind of Tavernier's miftake, who 
Tom. 1. Chap. 18. page 7 1 9. fays, That 
if the Bridegroom has promis'd an extra- 
vagant Portion to gain the Bride , when fie 
comes , he fliuts the Door , faying he will not 
take her at that price , and will not receive 
her unlefs an Abatement is made and a new 
Contrail fign'd. For fevcral Per flam of 
quality told me there was no fuel* thing, 
but that in fuch cafes tne Bride’s Parents, 
or Kindred midcrftanding bow impofli- 
ble it is for the Husband to make good 
his promife, moderate it; or clfethe 
Judge does it that the Man may not be 
begger’d. If in procefs of time they 
happen to difagree , the Woman de- 
mands her dower call’d Tilac ; and being 
agreed to part, they go before the Cafi, 
or Efcec-fjlon who is the Dodtor of the 
Law, and in his prefence they diflolve 
the matrimonial Knot, and remain free. 

This may be done three times; after 
which the Woman cannot be receiv’d 
again, unlefs ihe has firft been taken by 
another and put away. The Husband 
may put her away the fecond Day, giv- 
ing her die Tilac ; and this is us’d a-_ 
mongall the Mahometans. F. Francis of 
S. foftph , once Prior of the Monaftcry 
U z whek 
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where 1 lay -told me a comical Pafiage 
Gemelli. that happened at Bajfora whilft her elided 
1594. there, as the King of Portugal's Envoy. 
An Arabian Lord, falling out with one of 
StonT ^ 1 ^‘ lS Wives , gave her the Tilac^ but Love 
1 * making him Joon repent , and there being no 

having Her till Jhe had been with another , he 
* look'd out fur the opportunity of fome Stran- 
ger to lie with her. This being told the T ur- 
kilh Balia who was very amorous , he caus'd 
a Stranger he lighted on to be richly Clad , 
and fent him to the Arab as it were about 
fome other Affair. He feeing an opportuni- 
ty offer'd of bringing about his defign , after 
inquiring into his Condition , gave him an 
account of his amorous Difiemper , and how 
he might be cur'd by his means. The Place 
and Time being agreed on without any diffi- 
culty, upon promife of perpetual fecrecy\ 
the Stranger got the Woman into his Hands 
and immediately deliver'd her to the Balia, 
who put her into the Aram. The Stranger 
was never heard of again, and the deluded 
Arab could never recover his Woman. 
Habit. As for the Per fan Habit the Cobayas , 
or Veils before mention’d, reach down 
below the Knee, and have ftreight Sleeves 
down to the Hand W rift. They do not 
ule Buttons, but knot them with Rib- 
bons under the left Arm, and under the 
right Hip. Perlons of Quality wear it 
of Silk, or Cloth of Gold, with a Silk 
Salh that has Gold Flowers at the end of 
it ; and over that another of Silk and 
extraordinary fine Woollen, which colls 
more than if it were Cloth of Gold. 
They wear Shirts of colour’d Silk, or 
of Cotton of feveral Colours-, as alfo 
Breeches which reach down to their An- 
kles, andclofe, for they wear no Draw- 
ers. Their Turbant is made of very 
fine Silk of feveral Colours, embroider’d 


with Gold and Silver at the Edges, and 
Hands up like a Fan upon the Forehead. 
Thefe Turbants arc very heavy , and 
fome of them have fo much Gold about , 
them, that they coll feven or eight hun- c 
dred Crowns of our Mony. Upon the 
Veil fome wear a loole Doublet, or 
Waft-coat, without Sleeves call’d Curds , 
in Winter lin’d with Sables, or little 
Lamb- Skins, brought from the Province 
of Korafon, curioufly curl’d. In the hard 
Winter they add a long Woollen Robe 
down to their Feet, with long Sleeves, 
wove all in aPiece to keep out thcRifn 
the better hut fome Perlons of Quali- 
ty wear them of Englifh Cloth, or Cloth 
of Gold, lin’d with Ermins ; they be- 
ing very extravagant in their Expenrcs. 
At their Salh hangs a Dagger, which 
they call Cangiar, and the Nobility lomc- 
times has itT fet with Jewels. Their 
Hofe are all of a width \ fome wear 
them of Cloth of Gold, or Woollen 
t Cloth, better Shap’d •, but the Pealants 
wrap com fe Cloth feveral Times about 
their Legs. Round the edge of their 
Socks, towards the Ancle, they lew a 
Piece of 1 .eather, that it may not be 
torn by the Shagrinc Shooes. Thcle 
are made like our Slippers, with a lharp 
Iron four Fingers high under the Heel. 

The Perfian Women differ little in 
their Habit from the Men for their 
Veils are made open before, reaching 
but half way the Leg, and their Sleeves 
come down to the Wrift. On their 
Head they wear a little Cap, adorn’d 
with precious Stones, if they be People 
of Quality, from which a Veil hangs 
down behind, together with their Tref- 
fes, their Breeches and Stockings are 
like the Mens. 


CHAP. III. 

Of the Civil Government , the Manners , and Funerals of the Perfians. 


I N Perfia Juftice is done with Brevi- 
ty and Severity, without fo many 
Councellors and Sollicitors , as are us’d 
in Europe. The Chams , or Governours, 
have the Adminiftration of it in the Pro- 
vinces and they appoint a Deroga , or 
Criminal Judge in every City, wno has 
under him an Aatas to execute his Or- 
ders. Befidcs the King appoints a Di- 
vantBeghy and a Kalanter, who is to look 
that the Subjects be not opprefs’d by 
the Cham. 

s. rrn Murderers are puniWd fpeedily and 
with Rigor, for the Divan Beghy deli- 


vers them up to the Parties aggriev’d, 
and they leading the Criminal to the 
Place of Execution, put him to Death 
with their own Hands, as they think fit. 
It is allow’d to compound for Mony, 
but it is fo dilhonourable to forgive the 
Wrong (vi that Account, that this is 
feldom or never pra&is’d. 

High- way-Robbers can expert no 
Mercy, and are Punilh’d feveral ways. 
Sometimes they hang them to a C unels 
Saddle, with their Head down, and then 
rip open their Belly. Sometimes they 
immure the Criminal up to the Neck, 

and 
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rsA/^ and leaving him a Pipe in his Mouth for 
Qcmelli. his laft Comfort, let him dye in that 
16 94* miferable manner , ib that fome Body 
j/YNJ p a fli n g by Companion cuts off his 
• Head. Some are baited with burning 
Bacon, and then their Flelh cut in pieces 
and diftributed about the publick Places; 
befides many other Torments horrid e- 
ven in the Relation. Tis true thele 
Robberies feldom happen on the Roads, 
becaufe of thcgCard kept by the Rattan j 
but when they do, the Cham of the Pro- 
vince is oblig’d to pay the value of what 
Hole, after four Months and ten 
Dapv allow’d him to find the Rob- 
ber. Some Chants pay immediately, that 
the Complaints may not come to the 
J King’s Ear.. 

Thi eves. As for Thefts in Cities, the Criminal 

is ty’d by the Feet to a Camels Saddle 
(as was (aid before) and his Belly being 
ripp'd up, he is fo carry’d about the pub- 
lick Places, the Cryer proclaiming that 
the King has punilh'd him for fuch an Of- 
fence. After this round, if he be not 
yet dead, they hang him up at the next 
Tree, and when he has expir'd they bury 
him. There is alfo particular Care taken 
to punifh all Inlolcncies committed inTa- 
verns, Stews, and other publick Places. 


As for what concerns PrQvilions, there Price fet 
is a Mothefeh , or Superintendent of them, 
with four Alfiftants, who every firft Day fions * 
of the Week lets the prices of all things, 
by Weight, not Mcafure. If any Mai* be 
taken felling but a Farthing dearer, die 
common Punifhmcnt is to put on him the 
Taltelolas , which is a Cap with a fmali. 

Bell hanging to it, and lead him about’ 
the City, as if he were whip’d; after 
which he pays a Fine, and is Baftonado’d 
on the Feet. T he weight of grofs 
things, as Wood and the like, is call’d 
Buttiman , and is about twenty five Pounds 
of ours. The fmali weight they call 
Mufcaly whereof feventy two make a 
Pound. 

Having fpoke of the Perfian Govern- 
ment, it will be proper to give an ac- 
count of all the Chams and F’izJers the 
King fends into the Provinces, that the 
Reader may form fome Notion of the 
valt extent of that Empire. A Perfian 
Lord my Friend, nobly born, and actu- 
ally in the King’s Service, whofe Beha- 
viour was his greateft Recommendation, 
with much difficulty procur’d me the 
following Lift out of the Royal Ar- 
chives.

The difference betwixt Chams and 
Viziers, is this, That the firft have the 
command of the Souldicry, befidcs the 
Civil and Criminal Government ; and 
the latter a more limited Power } fo 
that in lome Cafes they cannot give Sen- 
tence of Death, but muff: fend the Cri- 
minal to the next Cham. 

Manners The Manners of the Pcrfians differ 
nf the much, and arc quite oppolitc to thofc 
ratuns. ot thc 7V,c. s for they arc Civiliz’d, 
Meek, Peaceable, Modeft, Grateful , 
Generous, Enemies to Fraud, and Lo- 
vers of Strangers. They bear no Ha- 
tred, like the Turks , to the Chriftian 
Habit and Name , but arc Courteous 
and Affable to them } fo that every 
Man may be cloath’d as he pleafcs, and 
cither Ride or walk a-foot along the 
Streets without danger of being Scoff'd 
at j nor arc they forbid wearing Green, 
as in Turky. Among other ufual cour- 
teous Expreflions among them, they 
commonly fay : 1 Sacrifice or Devote my 
Self to your Will. 1 wijh the Apples of my 
Eyes might oblige you to tread on them \ or, 
I am your Slave , it is your part to com - 
m-md me , &c. When Pcrfons of equal 
Quality meet, they Salute one another 
ffii’tnng their Right-Hands, and at the 
L uc- time lifting them up to the Ct own 
oMlicir Heads, in Token of Love and 
Eiteem ; to Superiors they lift up their 
Hand to thc Head, and then lay it on 
the Stomach, Bowing. On great Fefti- 
vjL rik v Vi lit, wilhing one another ma- 
tt. • dr thofc happy Day?} and great Men 
receive thefe Compliments in their 
Homes from their Iniciiois. 

King’s Every Man makes his Court to gain 
Pref'nt, the Favour of the great Ones, to ob- 
W tain fomc Employment of the King ; 
^ivd. « c f:, cc -i a |iy t 0 ca’TV the Calaat to Chams 
of Provinces, who they are fure will 
in die them a great Prcfent. • Every 
Cham, when lie receives this Prcfent 
from the King, goes fix Miles out of 


the City into a Garden , to meet the 
Meffcnger, attended by the chief No- 
bility and Officers of thc Country, with 
fevcral Mulical Inftruments. As loon 
as ever he fees him at a diftance, he 
Bows, and kneels down to pray for the 
King’s Health. When he has done 
Praying, the Meffcnger puts the Calaat 
on him, which at molt is a Garment of 
* Silk and Gold, and ibmetimes in Token 
of greater Aftediion, there is added a 
Salh and T urbane. Being thus clad, he 
goes to the King’s Houfe, follow’d by 
the People, there he Rifles thc Thrc- 
Ihold of the Door , and prays again, 
and then goes Home, to make a noble 
Entertainment for the prime Nobility, 
for Joy of thc Honour receiv’d. 

Thc Perfians wink at Injuries, to wait per fim t 
an Opportunity of being Reveng’d, rerengful 
They are great Flatterers, ambitious of 
Houour, and cafy to be perfwaded, fo 
that the Calholick Miffioners could with 
great cafe prevail with them to imbrace 
our Faith, were thc free Excrcifeof the 
Million allow’d in Perfia among thc Na- 
tives. I remember 1 feveral times faw 
a Perfian Lord, whofe Houfe was always 
open to the Augufimian Fathers, kneel 
in the Church, to hear the Divine Office, 
with more Devotion than the Catho- 
licks thcmfelves •, and reprove others 
who did not make their Obeilance to 
the Altar } and yet he was a Mahome- 
tan. 

Theyfcldom Play, becaufe Mahomet n . r 
forbid it. They do not ufually divert 
themfclvcs with walking, like thc Euro- 
peans, but fitting after their manner to 
enjoy thc purling of lbme Stream, or 
thc Pleafure of a Garden. The Men 
never Dance, but there arc Women 
whofe Trade it is, that arc hir’d on 
Fcftivals. There are Mountebanks, but 
extraordinary Apifh , and not at all 
pleafing. The greateft Paftime of 
Youth is to make a hollow Paft- board 

Cafe, 
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Cafe, lapp’d over with fome fort of 
Qtmttti. Skin, which they tofs up into the Air 
1694. with a large Rope , when the Wind 
V/’YNJj, blows, and it founds like the Pipe of an 
•Organ ; the Portnguefes call it Papagayo, 
or Parrot. 

waiting They never Pray till they have walh- 
ed in Running Water ; or if they can- 
not come at it in the Ciftcrn, every 
Man has it to this purpofe in his Houfc. 
When they have had to do with their 
Women, they go to walh at the Bath, 
which they may do till two Hours after 
Su’i-rifing, the reft of the Day being 
for use Women. 

They wear no long Beards, like the 
Beards. Turks, but thofe that belong to the Law, 
now and then clip it with Scifars. The 
Courtiers and Soldiers lhave, leaving 
long Whiskers, and under the lower 
lip a patch like a Swallow’s Tail hang- 
ing, to make tiieir Countenance more 
Honourable or Dreadful. Old Men Dye 
it Black , which holds fcveral Days. 
Other Youths pull out the Hair of their 
Cheeks to have their Skin look fine. 
i'r They give much Credit to fuperftiti- 
oas Obfervations ; and therefore if two 
Friends lliouid happen by chance to 
touch Feet, they believe they Ihall tall 
out, and therefore each of them imme- 
diately takes the other lovingly by the 
Hand, and then each lifts his own up 
to his Head. They look upon it as an ill 
Omen to meet with any melancholy Per- 
fons, when the New Moon is. In Ihort 
they are fo much addicted to Superftiti- 
on and Divination, that they never go 
about any thing but at the Hour appoint- 
ed by the Aftrologcrs, who are look’d 
upon as Oracles by them. Therefore 
no Man neglc&s buying the Almanack, 
or Tacmmy which fets down what Time 
is lucky to put on their Cloaths, go to 
the Bath, Purge, and do other Things; 
as alfo whether the Year will be fcarce 


blc Title of Mjrz.ii , and Souldiers that 
of Bech ; but they often miftake, and 
call ignorant Permits Miyul. Thofe 
that are defeended from Mahomet are. 
call’d Sahet, which iignifics as much as 
Lords among us. 

Sports, and particularly Hawking is Spor( .-, 
much us’d among them, lb that thofe 1 
who are well to pafs keep great Num- 
bers of thofe Birds, as alfo Dogs and 
Horfes. They take Tobacco a cliTlbi cut 
way fiom the Turks ; for under the bowl 
it burns in, is a little Bottle full of Wj- Tobacco, 
ter, which makes the Smoak palling 
through it come Cool to the Moucb, 
and this Pipe they call Cabana. 

Bclidcs Tobacco , which no Per fi>n 
whatfoever forbears , they ule Opium, Opinio, 
aijd from it borrow that Stupidity and 
Drunkenneis they cannot have fiom 
Wine, which is forbid them. They 
take it even to the quantity of half a 
Dram, which an European could not 
take at fifteen Times, without Danger, 

'which makes them Pale, Cold, and worfic* 
than Mad. They ufe much Coffee ; and 
another Liquor to mike them Merry, 
call’d Koknar. They go to the Shops 
where it is Sold, or Koknar-kones, and 
after drinking a great deal, do the molt 
ridiculous Adions in the World, jear- 
ing and abiding one another ; when the 
Strength of the Liquor is over, they 
arc as good Friends again, as if nothing 
had hapned. 

In Eating they qfc no Spoons, but Litm ~ 
only for liquids. They do not Drink and a 
till they have done Eating; and for both Drinking, 
ufes have Veffels of Copper and Earth- 
en- Ware, bccaufe the Laws forbid Sil- 
ver. The King at his Table is ferv’d 
in Gold. 

In other Rcfpe&s they are Tempe- 
rate. The poor People arc fatisfy’d at 
Noon with Azeri, which is Bread and 
Curds, Sold in Skins, and with Fruit 


or plentiful, Difeafes and Wars. 

They ufe a Sort of Divination by 
even and odd Numbers, like Gcoman- 
<:v. 1 havefeen the very Women make 
Judgments of Things to come, upon 
i’lates on which the Planets and fix'd 
Stars of the firft Magnitude were eii- 
grav’d. 

They Circumcifc their Sons very 
young, like the Turks ; and nlake bar- 
ren Women fwallow that part which is 
cut off, as an excellent Remedy againft 
Barrcnnefs. 

The Per pans have no Surnames, but 
fay fuch a One the Son of fudi a One. 
They give learned People the honours- 


according to the Seafon ; at Night they 
cat Pilau. The Gentry and richer Sort, 
cat roaft Meat and Pickles; putting a 
whole Sheep or Lamb into a little Oven, 
hanging over a great Dilh of Pilau, that 
the Fat may drip into it. The poor 
People, if they will, buy it at the Ta- 
verns, becaufe of the Scarcity of Wood 
there is in Jfpahan. The Bread would 
be excellent were it Bak’d after the 
European manner ; but the Dough Hat- 
ted like a Cake, being put into a Cip- 
per Veflel made hot, it can never be 
good. *

In religious Affairs the Per fans make 
Meaths. u (* c Q f L, unar Months, the firft vy hereof 
they call Muferram , the fecond Sofar y 
the third Rabra-d-avel , the fourth Ra- 
bra-al-axtr , the fifth G emad-il-Avel , 
the iixth Gemad-il-Axer , the feventh 
Kegtb, the eighth Sciaabon y the ninth Ra- 
mazjm y the tenth Sciaval y the eleventh 
Zskade, the twelfth Zilag^e. But the 
Aftrologers count by Solar Months two 
Icvcr.il ways, ouis aud the Egyptian. 

Their Year, call’d Nuries , begins up- 
' rar * on the Lay of the vernal Equinox. 
Then all the great Men go to wilh the 
King a happy new Year, aud fend him 
fbmc exquilite Cuiiolity, or at leaft Ve- 
netian Gold Crowns , which the abferit 
Chums are alfo oblig’d to do. The Nobi- 
lity Cloath all their Servants and Slaves, 
borrowing Mony if they have it not, 
that they may not make an ill Omen for 
all the Year that is to follow ; and this 
Conceit is fo deeply rooted in their 
Minds, that there is no Wretch but en- 
deavours that Day to be Clad all new 
from Head to Foot. There is bcfidcs a 
great cxpence in Eating and fending Pre- 
sents to Fi iends. 

Learning. The Perftans being Lovers of Learn- 
ing, they have their Colleges, or Medres , 
where the Sciences are taught. Here the 
Students have only their Lodging, and 
the Mudres or Matters expound to them 
thofe Books they R£ad.

The Perfian is of it felf Barren in 
Words, and therefore borrows many 
from the Arabick-, which is the Language 
of the Learned, and in ufe for all Sci- 
ences. But at Court the King himfelf « ( 
always fpeaks Turkifh , as the Great Mo- 
gul does Ptrfiun at his. The Kings of 
Vizapor and Golconda ufed the fame Lan- 
guage before they were made Prifoncrs 
by the Great Mogul. 

The beft Handicrafts inlfpahan are the Handy 
Silk W cavers, lome of whom ingenionfly crafts, 
ftick Flowers with Gum on their Stufs. . 
They alfo work well in Steel y because 
this Metal, which formerly went firan 
Golconda , where the beft is, to Damaf- 
tus , is now cirry’d all to Ifpahan , where 
they now Temper as well as at Damaf- 
cus y with Vitriol. Their woiks in Sha- 
green and earthen Ware, are nothing 
worfc y the beft of which come ft om 
the Country about Kerman , and are 
white both within and without, but do 
not grow Hot fo foon. Ou the other 
. fide the Silver and Goldfmirhs do no- 
thing to the purpofe; and Carpenters 
worfc, having no other T ools, but a 
pittiful Saw, an Ax, a Hammer, a Chi- 
zcJ, ana rarely a Plane. 

The greateft Trade in Perfia is that Silk, 
of Silk of the Province of Chilon y and 
other Places. The Dutch buy abundance, 
and what remains they weave, part 
whereof is alfo fold out of the Kingdom. 

Befidcs this the Pift aches of Ca.bm aud 
Almonds of Tend bring a great deal of 
Mony into Perfia ; as does the Shagreen, 

Turly Leather, dry Fruit, and painted 
Stuffs, the Dutch carry to the Indies , Ja- 
pan and Europe \ and the Camels, Horfes, 

Mules and Lambs that go into Turfy and 
other parts. 

The Women in Perfia are extraordi- 
nary Beautiful, becaufe they are brought Womcn * 
from the Provinces of Circaffia , Mon- 
golia, and Georgia , and from the Fron- 
tiers of Poland , Mufcovy , and Great 
Tartary y and this by way of Trade, the 
Perfians befides their Wives, and hir’d 
Women, buying Slaves to keep in the 
Aram. White and Black Enuchs keep 
them in their Apartments ; and go a- 
broad with them to keep off* the Peo- 
ple. In the Streets they go cover’d 
with a long Cloth, fo that they look like 
Ghofts. •

A Fter Tamerlan had routed Baja- 
f \ zxth’s Army, and made him and 
Ins Wife Captives ; .he carry'd his victo- 
rious Arms into Perfia, and pre&ribing 
Laws to thofe People by the Point of his 
much dreaded Sword, he became in a 
fhort time the richeft, and mod power- 
ful Prince in the Ealt. His cruel Incli- 


nation not being fatisfy'd with tne Spoils 
of Nations fubdu’d, he drove away ma- 
ny Thoufands of Priloners out of Cara- 
mania , with a deligu to put them to 
Death upon the firft Opportunity. But 
it was the good Fortune of thofe Wret- 
ches, that when he came into the City 
ArdeviL, he found a Sceik, whofe Name 
was Aidar , who liv’d with the Repu- 
tation of Sandity ; and growing Fami- 
liar with him, he uot only granted him 
the Lives of all thofe Captives, but the 
Dominion over them. The good Aidar 
having obtain’d this, provided for them 
the bed he could, and gave them their

After Mahomet, Sri a- Abas 
the Firit, his Son, Reign’d, and was 
call’d the Great, for his extraordinary 
Wifdom and Valour, with which he ex- 
tended the I ,imits of the Empire, Con- 
quering the Kingdoms of Lar y Ormuz., 
Candahar, and other Cities and Provinces. 
Of many Sons he had only Sofi-Mirzjt 
Liv’d, who having got a S0.1 on a Slave ; 
the Grandfather grew fo Fond of the 
Graudfon, and fo Averfe to his own Sou, 
that he order’d a great Man about the 
Court to put him to Death. Yet after- 
wards feeing his Head he lamented Bit- 
terly, feiz’d all the Goods of him that 
Executed the cruel Command, and gave 
them to him he had before Bun idl'd for 
refilling to Obey it. From that time 
forward, the King’s Sons have always 
been kept in the Aram. Scia-Abas Dy’d 
about the eud of the Year 1628, having 
Reign'd forty Years ; and Order’d, that 
after his Death the Crown fhould De- 
volve to Scia-Sofi, his Grandfon, which 
was perform’d by the General of the 
Army, and the reft of the great Ones. 

Scu-Sofi. Scia-Sofi coming to the Crown, could 
not at firft give any.Specimcn of his Va- 
lour, as well bccaufe he was yet a Child, 
as by reafon of much Opium given him 
by his Grandfather to Stupify him. The 
firft notable ACtion he did was at Cat- 
kin, where he order’d the Head of Ali- 
Culican ( a Man that had deferv’d well 
from the Crown, as having in the Reign 
of Scia-Abas Conquer’d the Kingdoms 
of Lar, and Ormuz. ) and of three of 
his Sons to be cut off; Then making 
his Entry into Jfpahan, he did the fame 
to feven principal Minifters of his Court, 
whom he had drawn to the Palace with 
fair Words, and ferv’d the Queen-Mo- 
ther in the lame manner ; lo abfolute is 
the Power of thofe Monarchs, and lo 
ready the Obedience of their Subjects. 
Some may perhaps imagine that the 
People at the light of thofe Heads would 
enquire into the Caufe why they were 
cut.off^ and blame their King’s Cruelty ; 
butkhc beft of it is, That all the Peo- 


ple in the Meidan, without any further 
Conlidcradon laid, Since the King has or- 
der’d thefe Dogs to be cat to Death, it is 
a Sign they deferv’d it. Scia-Sofi Dy’d in 
the Year 1542. of hard Drinking. * 

His Son Scia-Abas, the Second, fuc- StU-Abas 
ceedcd him, having been kept at Cas- 2 . 
bin , lb that he did not make his lolcmn 
Eutry into Jfpahan , till the beginning of 
the enfuing Year 1643. He Reign’d 
21 Years with the Reputation of a Va- 
liant, and Noble Prince ; but lo addi- 
cted to Drunkennefs, that one Day he 
caus’d three of his Women to be Bjjtfn’d, 
bccaufe they refus’d to Drinlc more 
Wine. He dy’d of an Inflammation caus’d 
by that Vice in the City Telizon, aud 
the Year 1664. 

The great Men that were then at 
Court immediately fent the General of 
the Muskeders, w ith the thief of the 
Altrologers to carry the News to his 
Son ; who tearing his Garments that 
Moment in token of Grief, fate him 
down at the Door of the Aram. Then 
a Lord appointed for that purpofc draw- 
ing near girt on his Sword, laying, a 
Slave of his had obtain’d lb great an 
Honour. Then the King put on the 
So/Ts Cap, which is wide at the top, 
with twelve Gathers in memory of their 
twelve Prophets, aud fomething like a 
Cilinder, half a Span long, and cover’d 
with the fame Cloth. Then abundance 
of Drums and Trumpets founding, the 
People ran into the Meidan, every one 
crying out, Patfda-Sal-amclek ; that is, 

I Salute thee Emperor; which is all the 
Solemnity of the Mahometan Corona- 
tion, as has been laid clfcwhere. Not 
long after, falling Sick, by the Advice 
of the Phyficians, he chang’d his Name, 
and took that of Scia-Selemon ; as we 
have related at large in the foregoing 
Book. He dy’d on the 29th of July 
1694, whilft 1 was at Jfpahan ; exprefly 
forbidding his Son to Practice the an- 
tient but cruel Cuftom of their Family, 
of putting out their Brother’s Eyes with 
red hot Irons. 

Scia-Ojfen afeended the Throne on the 
6th of Attguft, that fame Year, at the * * 

Age of twenty Five ; and tho’ hitherto 
he has fulfill’d his Father’s Command, 
yet he will not fail in time to Blind his 
Brothers 'and Nephews, according to 
the antient Cuftom ; if he does not put 
them to Death. 
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T HE Prime Poll in the Perfian 
Court is that of Atmath-Dalet, 
who is like the grand Vizier in Turky. 
AH the Affairs of the Kingdom run 
through his Hands, and he contrary to 
the Turk, difpatches more Bufinefs with 
the Pen, than with the Sword nor is he 
lb fubjed to go to the War, or to lofe 
his H?ad for the lead Mifcarriage. But 
lie is to take the proper Meafures to 
Govern well, and not propofeany thing 
to the King that may difpleafe him. 

The next great Officer is the Nazar , 
who has charge of all that is prefented to 
the King. 

The next is the Metber who is a white 
Eunuch, waiting always in the Bed- 
Chamber, and about the King’s Pcrfon, 
with fcvcral Handkerchiefs in a Purfeto 
fupply him when he wants.

The Kaf-nadar- Bafci , is in the nature 
of a Treafurcr, that keeps all the Mony 
in the King’s Coffers. 

The great Steward is call’d Agati- 
Bafci. 

The Kings fird Phylician is call’d Ka- 
kim- Bafci, by whofe advice the others 
are receiv’d. • 

The Mader of the Ceremonies or In- 
trodu&or of Amballadors is call’d Mib- 
mander- Bafci. 

Monagem- Bafci) is the Chief of the A- 
drologcYs, by whom, as Ifaid before 
the King is rul’d in all his undertake 


The Divan -Beg) is fupreme Judge both 
in civil and criminal Affairs, and has his 
Court in the King’s Houfe. He is Judge 
ofAppeals from allProvinccs in the King- 
dom, and receives Informations again it 
the CbamS) and other great Men. 

The Dcroga is under the Divan- Beg., to 
whom all appeal that arc wrong'd by him. 
He punilhes Thieves and fudi that arc 
guilty of Capital Crimes. 

The Sofragi -Bafci is he that lays the 
Cloth of Gold on the Carpet before the 
King.

The Kavergi-Bafii has charge of the 
Coffee and Role-water. 

The Giara-Bafci is the Surgeon, who 
Bleeds and Shaves the King’s Head. 

1 lie Capigi-Bajci is head Porter. 

The Meleilegiar- Bafci keeps the King’s 
Cloth, and has care to deliver it out to 
the Tailors to make his Cloaths. 

The Gelodar-Bafci-hChief of the Foot- 
men. 

The Mirab is the Overfccr of the Wa- 
ters, who get conliderably by the Coun- 
try People, becaufc it is his Bufinefs to 
diftribute the Water for Watering the 
Fields. 

The Zegber-Bafci has Power over all 
thofc that'work Carpets with Gold and 
Silver, and Cloth for the King’s Houf- 
hold. This is done in the Place call’d 
Karkron , where they alio make Scimitcrs, 
Bows and Arrows, Silver Rings, becaufc 
the Mahometans may not fay their ufuai 
Prayers with Gold Rings on their Fin- 
gers, and they Paint in Miniature on a 
fort of Vcrnilh made of Gum Maffick, 
and a Mineral OyJ, found not far from 
Sciamaki on the Cafpian Sea.

4 tone- In War the King of Papa is fery’d 
rals. by f 0l)r fojtsof Son Idlers, each of which 
has its own General. The firft is the 
Per pm commanded by the Super- Solar, 
whole Commifliou is worth above 20000 
Tomans a Year. The fccond is ot the 
Corjlis or Kejelbafiis, that is, red Head, 
becaufe formerly they wore red Caps, 
who make a Body of 22000 good Souldi- 
ers \ their General is call’d Curjei-Bafei, 
and has about 1 5000 Tomans Pay. The 
inferior Officers among thefe Souldiers 
arc the Mltnbajas , who command a 
thouland Men, the Jitsbafcis a hundred, 
and the Ombajeis ten, every Souldier has 
1 5 Tomans a Year Pay. The third fort 
is of the Gulams , or the King s Slaves, 
who for the molt putt are Georgian Rc- 
iicgadocs , or of other Nations, who 
reckon that Slavery a great Favour, for 
the allowance of five, or at moll eight 
Tomans a Year. Their General is call’d 
Gular-Agafi. They are arm’d with Sci- 
miters, Bows, Arrows, Coats of Mail, 
and Head-pieces. The King fomciimes 
gives them good Employments for their 
Lives, and fometimr* when they behave 
theiufelvcs well they are continu’d in 
their Sons, lo they be Men when their 
Fathers dye.

ces, which the Ptrfians are not, for if, « 
they have any of thefe Qualifications il 
comes to them by the mixture of Blood 
with the Georgians , or fome other Na- 
tion dwelling on the Cafpian , or Black- 
Sea; and therefore the King himfelf, and 
the great ones endeavour to get Children 
by fome renegate Georgian Woman. This 
Employment of the Chams is one of the 
bell a Man can with for, becaufe they are ‘ 
fear’d and honour’d like lo many fiittle 
Kings. Their Revenues are fefen or 
eight thoufand Tomans a Year, and they 
continue a long while unlefs they be 
found guilty of fome heinous Crime. * 

’Tis true at the Nurus or beginning of 
the Year they mull make the King a con- 
fiderablc Prelent ; and every one be at 
the whole expence of his Kitchin for a 
Week. Thofe Provinces where the 
King has taken away the Title o f Chams, 
to lave the ufelcfs expencc of his Reve- 
nue are under Governors call’d AJfeJs. 

Now follows the fccond Rankot thofe 
Officers, who have the charge of Religi- 
on, adminifler Jufticc and infped Ac- 
counts, and as in Temporals the Atmath - 
Dulet is the Chief, lo in Spirituals the 
Nabob or Sedre fits as Supream with two 
inferior Judges, the one call’d Sceik t or 
Axond, and the other Cafi, of whom we 
have faid enough in the Chapter concern- 
ing Religion. 

The Building of every A/®/r/>isdire£t- 
ed by its Montevtli ; and every Alofeh 
has a M0vA2.cn to call the People to Pray- 
ers from the Top of it, the Words he 
lays when he cries out to them in his 
Language are, There is but one only God 
and Mahomet is his Prophet. 

In the Chamber of Accounts call’d fewnucs. 
Defter -Kent, the Kings Patrimony runs 
through the Hands of the Mofofi and 
Mamalek. Thefe value the King’s Farms, 
molt of the Land in the Kingdom being 
his, and they let them out Yearly, or for 
Lives to private Perlons ; receive all the 
Rents, and enter into their Books all the 
Expcnces on inferior Officers. This 
Chamber has its particular Deroga, to 
punilh thofe that defraud the King. 

By thefe feveral Employments and 
Officers, *every Man may guelshowmuch 
the Perfian Court exceeds any other of 
the Eaft, in Splendor and Magnificence ;

B Eing come at laft to Sciras , we were 
entertain’d in the Houfe of the Fa- 
thers of S. Terrfa , F. Amadeus , a Piem- 
ai.'tcfc., the Supeiior receiving us with 
very courteous Expieffions. 
sdrss Sciras is feated in the Latitude of 28 

City. Degrees, 44 Minutes, and 86 of Lon- 
gitAJe, in a delightful Plain enclos’d 
with pleafant Mountains. Coming from 
Jfpaban, there is a way twelve Miles long 
pav’d with Flint regularly afeending 
to the narrow Path cut out of the Rock, 
which is the Palfige into die City. This 
Way is adorn’d by a lofty Portico, which 
can be lhat again It Enemies, and de- 
fended by a few Men •, and for a confi- 
derable fpacc the Walls of the Gardens 
joy iiing to it, being all Built alike, tho’ 
belonging to fcveral Owners. Among 
them is a great Pool all of Stone, in 
which formerly there were Boats to take 
the Air. 

Its Name. Some will have it, That Sciras took 
jo. Bjpt. its Name from the Pcrfian Word Scire., 
Ni - Cot ' which liguifies Mult, becaufe of the great 
zff fiS. q ,,ant *ty of Wine made about it. As 
v. sciras.’ all® that all the Plain it Hands on was 
in former times a great Lake 3 and that 
lexie. after the Deftru&ion of Pctfepolis , the 
Geog.Pbit. Inhabitants thereof, filling it, fettled 
their Habitation there ; founding the 
rtfum* New City. This they are the more in- 
clin’d to believe, bccaufc in fomc Parts 
of it they have found large Iron Rings, 
like thofe they tie Boats to on the 
Shore. 

Me* va- The two molt valuable Things in So- 
luble " r<w are Wine, and Women, whofe 
Things in Beauty is fo extraordinary, that it ferves 
k. infteaa of a Portion. Therefore crafty 
Mahomet had good caufe, as Tome fay 
not to go into it on any Account, for 
being fenfible of his own Weakneft, he 
knew it might put a greater Hop to his 
V id cries, than Capua did to Hannibal' s.

I cannot decide whether the Gardens r , 
of^ Sciras are more delightful to the uaw e 
Taftc, by reafon of the variety and 
excellency of their Fruit ; or to the Eye 
for their long rows of Ciprefs-Trees. 

Thus the Mud Houfes being hid by their 
Green at a diftancc, it looks more like 
•a Wood than a City, being fifteen Miles 
about, too great a compafs for 20000 
Inhabitants. 

There are excellent Bazjtrt cover’d Commo- 
with long Arches ; and better Squares, dines. 
Caravanferas , and Mofchs. Here they 
make Glaffcs, cut Criftal indifferently 
for feveral Ufes, drefs Leather, and 
print Silks. Abundance of Mony comes 
to the City for dry’d Fruit, Wine, Rofe- 
water, Oranges without Seeds, and Fruit 
pickled in Vinegar, wherewith it fop- 
plies not only all Perfia , but Indofian 
from the Ports of Bander- Abaft , and 
Bander-Condo. 

In the Mint of this City they Coin Govem- 
Brafs, but feldom Silver. The Govern- ment. 
ment of the Province whereof Sciras is 
Metropolis, is one of the belt in Perfia, 
its Jurisdiction extending towards Ifpa- 
ban, as far as the Village of Afpas, which 
is five Days Journy for a Caravan. 

Tuefday 14th, I went to fee two Gar- Two Gar- 
dens fallen to the King by Forfeiture, den* 
The Firft is under the Hill call’d DU- 
gufei , from which flows a River that 
runs through the midlt of the Garden. 

I found not only the Palace, but the 
Trees were all decay’d, and that the 
Water ferv’d the People of Sciras for 
whitening of Cloth. On this lame 
Mountain is a very ancient Strudure, 
which appears to have been formerly a 
Fort, toferve which there is a Wen of * 
a vaft depth dug in the Rock. 1 

The other Garden is on the left Of 
the Road, coming from Jfpahan.

CHAP* IX. 

The Defer ipt ion of Darius’* Palace, and other Ruins of Perfepolis. 


T HO’ many, with realbn, are of 
Opinion, there is nothing in the 
W01 Id more wonderful, or to be ad- 
mir’d by curious Perfous, than what 
Hill 1 remains of the magnificence of the 
ancient Rome j yet there are fome that 
affit tn all this is nothing if compar’d with 
the Pyramids of Egypt, and the Works 
of Alexander the Great, that laft to this 
Day. P t thofe who have tra veil'd fur- 
ther do maintain thar neither the Roman. 
nor Eoypnan Antiquities, nor the Sttu- 
ftures of AExandc r the Great are to be 
conipur d ro 'he Ruins of Perfepolis , and 
among me reil to Darius’s Palace. A 
juftify able Cuiiolity therefore prevail- 
ing upon me, on Wednefday i^th I hir’d 
two Horfes, for my Self and my Servant, 
for three Abaffis a Day, and fettirig out 
rode 20 Miles before I came to the Ri- 
ver and Bridge of tdixan. In this place 
there were Rattars, but Civil, and not 
Troublelome to Travellers like thofe of 
Tauris. Then leaving the Mountains 
we traveled a marihy Road, and at fifteen 
Miles end an Hour before Sun let, we 
alighted at the Caravanfera of the Vil- 
lage of Mirxafcon , half a League diftant 
from Darius’s Palace. 

The Carvanfedar, or Keeper of the 
Caravanfcra inquir’d of my Servant what 
brought me thither, and knowing the 
Caufe of my coming laid to him, if your 
Matter can read an Infcription, there is 
in the Palace, he will find a great Trea- 
fure v but if he cannot, allure him that 
when he goes into a certain Grot he will 
remain there Dead. The Armenian be- 
ing frighted at thele Words , when I 
was going on Tburfday i<Sth in the Morn- 
ing to fee that Antiquity, fet himfelf fo 
pofitively not tp go with me, that I 
had enough to do to get him at leaft to 
ftaj^ & Mile from the Place to look to the 

_ . . To come to the Point, this vaft Fa- 
ff ™, is a j/ he Foot of a high Mountain, 

that.ortnqoks a Plain above thirty 
Miles iirLdhgth, and twenty in Breadth, 


where the famous Perfepolis is fuppos’d 
to have ftood. The Front of it looks 
towards the Weft, and is 500 of my 
Paces in Length y the North Side 400, 
the South 250*, on the Eaft it has the 
Mountain inftead of a Wall. Its Shape, 
as may appear by the Dimenfions, is ir- 
regular, and may be compar’d to a For- 
trefs •, for tho it has no Towers, as was 
us’d when it was built, yet it has on e- 
very Side fevcral Angles at certain Di- 
ftances, unitoimly difpos’d, and may 
be call’d half Baftions, according to the 
true Rules of Military Architecture. 

The Stones it is made of are of a prodi- 
gious Magnitude, and it plainly ap- 
pears they were dug in the neighbouring 
Mountain, as well becaufe of its near- 
nefs, as becaufe they make the top of it 
plain, and equal with the Palace. The 
Walls of the firit Floor ftill Handing, 
are crufted over with Black Marble, 
and in lome Places 10, in others 20, 
and in others 30 Foot high. 

On the South Side outwards there is An 
an Infcription cut on an empty Space feription. 
1 5 Spans long, and 7 broad, in fuch a 
Character, that there is now no under- 
ltanding Perlbn in the World that can 
make any thing of it. It is neither C4/- 
dee, nor Hebrew, nor Arobick, nor Greek, 
nor of any of thofe Languages the Learn- 
ed have Knowledge, but only Triangles 
of feveral Sorts, fcverally plac’d, the 
various placing whereof perhaps form- 
ed. divers Words, and exprefi’d lome 
Thoughts. The moft receiv'd Opinion 
is, that they are Characters of the an- 
tient Goris, who were Sovereigns of 
Perfia\ but this is not eafily to be made 
out, the Goris themfelves being at pre- 
fent vcrji ignorant as to their Antiqui- 
ties, and unfit to give any Judgment of 
fuch things. 

The great Stair-cafe of the Palace is 
on the Weft Side, but not jult in the 
middle, being a little towards the North 
on the Side of the Village of Msrxafcon . 

It parts into two, each of which has the 
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Wall on the one Side, and a Bannifter 
of the lame Marble on the other. Both 
of them are of the lame Workmanfhip, 
«and in the mid ft of each is a Iquare 
Landing Place, as broad as the Stairs, 
to reft, and then turning to fuch ano- 
ther, it leads up to the firft Floor; lo 
that the Stair-cafe makes three Quarters 
of a Circle ; and it alcends two oppo- 
lite ways, that is, on the right and left 
circularly up to the firft Floor, as was 
laid above. 1 cannot think any Words 
can exprefs its Magnificence ; for if we 
regard the breadth, it is of 30 Foot, if 
the eafinels of the Afcent it is fuch that 
there are 95 Steps to rife, 22 Geome- 
trical Feet. The Stones arc 30 and 35 
Spans long each, and of a pioportiona- 
blc depth, lo that fix or feven Steps are 
cut out of one Stone ; and if it hapned 
to break in any Place, it was fo artifi- 
cially mended, that the lharpeft Eye can 
fcarce find out the Joynt; and hence it 
is that thofe who are lefs underftanding, 
think thole Stairs arc cither made of one 
Stone, which would he impoflible, or 
elfc cut out of the Rock, iiefides, both 
the Stairs and Walks, are of a Sort of 
Black Marble, lo hard, that it has witli- 
ftood the Injuries of Time for lo many 
Ages, and preferves the Memory of fo 
wonderful and rare a Work. 

From the Iquare landing Place, where 
the two Stair- cafes end you go into a 
Portico of White Marble, 20 Foot wide. 
The Architrave is now fallen ; but by 
the Pillars ftill Handing it appears to 
have been built with fuch Art and Ma- 
ttery, that it will be hard to find the 
Remains of any Roman Structure to 
compare with it. On it are carv’d in 
Bafs Relieve two Beafts, as big as Ele- 
phants, holding out their Heads, as if 
they look’d at the aforefaid Stair-cafes. 
They are either lbme odd Fancy of the 
Workmen , or clfe lbme Hieroglypbick 
of the Antients to expreft the Empires 
of the Modes and Perfians, the Bodies 
being like Horfes ; the Feet and Tails 
of Oxen, long, aud turning up like a 
Lions. 

Twenty Spans further upon the lame 
Line, arc two fluted Columns with their 
Capitals and Bafes, of a whitilh Stone, 
but lbmewhat inclining to Red. Their 
height befidcs Capitals and Bales is about 
70 Foot, and fo thick, that three Men 
can llarce fathom them, every one of 
them having 40 Flutes, each 3 Inches 
over. At a like diltance ftreight for- 
ward there are two other Pilafters, neat- 
ly carv’d like the Firft, only with this 
Vol. IV. 


difference, that the Beafts carv’d on the 
latter have Wings and Men’s Heads 
looking towards the Mountain. Over 
each of thele Columns there are three 
Inlcriptions in the lame Chara&er, mak- 
ing in all Twelve. 

Beyond this Portal, or Hall, for fuch 
the Order of the Columns and Pilafters 
feem to make it, on the right Side is 
fuch another double Stair-Calc, leading 
to the upper Chambers. It is narrow- 
er, being but 2$ Foot broad, andlhort- 
er than the Firft, but inco'mparably more 
Beautiful and Stately; for on its Walls 
and Parapets there is lomcthing carv’d 
in Bals Relieve, like a Triumph, confin- 
ing of a great Train of People inleveral 
Parcels, finely clad, carrying fomc Ban- 
ners, and others Gifts to offer. At laft 
comes a Chariot drawn by feveral Horfes, 
with a little Altar, out of the middle 
whereof a Flame rifes. This might up- 
on good Grounds be faid to be fome 
. Procelfion for Sacrifice, for we know, 
and particularly from Herodotm , that 
the antient Perjians ador’d the Fire ; and 
that the Kings carry’d it along with 
them in a ftately Chariot when they 
went to War ; and perhaps thole I laid 
were Offerings, are Caskets of Perfumes, 
which the ingenious Carver Feigns arc 
carry’d before it to burn now and then. 
On the other fide are carv’d wild Beafts 
fighting, and among them a Lion and a 
Bull are done to the utmoft Perfc&ion, 
their Fiercenefs being lo lively repre- 
fented, that it feems to make Nature it 
felf Bluih ; and this the more becaule 
the hardneft of the Stone has preferv’d 
the moft curious Workmanfhip. 

At the top of this fecond Stair- cafe 
is a Iquare Place, cncompaft’d with Co- 
lumns, whereof only feventcen are now 
Handing, tho’ by the Pedeftals it ap- 
pears there were an Hundred ; and lbme 
of thofe left want the Capitals. But 
they are fluted, and of one entire Piece 
of white and red Marble, lbme fixty, 
others feventy Foot high, and twelve 
of them as thick about as thofe before 
mention’d. But that Row towards the 
Plain, and the two towards the Moun- 
tain, are more ordinary than the others. 
They fay thefe fupported the Temple 
of the Sun, and not without lome Ihow 
of realon, but nothing can be allbited 
becaule of the Ignorance of the Ptr/ias, . 
as to their Antiquities. -> 

On th% lame Floor, dole by the laid 
Columns, is a place 50 Foot Iquare, en- 
clos’d with Walls 5 or 7 Foot thick ; 
where formerly there were many Rooms, 
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e\j^n of a much finer Marble than that hither- 
Gemelli. to defcrib’d, and fo wonderfully carv’d, 
1694. that 1 mult have (pent many Days to 
take a full View of the Figures, and 
whole Months to draw them. There 
are four Doors into this Place, excellent- 
ly carv’d, and adorn’d with the molt 
curious and beautiful Foliage imaginable, 
and in lome Places lulcriptions in the 
fame Chara&er before-mention’d. On- 
ly the Walls of thefe Chambers arc now 
ftanding, being 24 Foot high, all the 
Arches being gone to Ruin, and the 
Floor full of the Stones fallen down, 
and of excellent carv’d Marble that a- 
dorn’d it in fomc Places. The Win- 
. dows look’d into the Court, or upon the 
firft Floor \ and there arc feveral at fmall 
di dances three Foot wide, fix Foot high, 
and three Foot from the Ground. 

Which way foever a Man turns his 
Eye on this fecond Floor, left ftanding 
in fpight of the Malice of Time, there 
appear feveral Figures cut in Bafs and 
half Relieve. Particularly in a Place fif- 
teen Spans fquarc , near the aforefaid 
Parcel of Columns, which appears to 
have been in the nature of a Hall. I law 
Men Carv’d fighting with Lions , or 
holding Unicorns by the Horn} or elfe 
ftood with Knives in their Hands like the 
antient Roman Gladiators , ready to kill 
the wild Beafts they held in their ftrong 
and brawny Arms. In other Places 
there were Princes, as it were in Tri- 
umph attended by a numerous T rain. On 
two oppofite fides were two Figures of 
Giants on each } iu other Places Princes 
fitting giving Audience to Ambafladors, 
or clfe moving under large Umbrclloes. 

On the South fide Wall left ftanding, 
which is the higheft part of that Floor, 
belidcs feveral Stones lying about the 
Ground, there are ftill to be fccu Princes 
carry’d in Chairs, with Courtiers by lhad- 
ing them with Umbrclloes. There arc 
other Statues with Veflels in their Hands, 
and Men leading Creatures like Rams, 
which doubtlefs exprefs fomc proceffion 
for Sacrifice. Not far off on a Pilafter 
of the fame black Marble, is an Infcrip- 
tion in the fame Charattcr, and another 
on fuch another Stone } which I oblcrv- 
ing, and remembring thole 1 had leen 
before, began to confider with my felf, 
how cafily humane judgment is miftaken, 

• andfhow different things happen to what 
Man propofes to himfelf} for whereas 
the Author thought by mean»of thole 
lulcriptions to have eterniz’d his Memo- 
ry with Poftcrity, which the beauty of 
the Work well deferv’d, yet quite the 
contrary we fee is fallen out. 


In the inner part, and txa&ly in the 
midft of the Palace, is the Amphithea- 
ter for the Ihows of wild Beafts, and 
other Sports, as plainly appears if I am, 1 
not miftaken, by the Figures cut in half 
Relieve in feveral parts of it, which are 
of Men fighting with wild Beafts with 
Knives in their Hands, and others wreft- 
ling with Lions. There are allb Princes 
fitting with Truncheons in their Hands, 
or walking under Embrellocs. Other 
Figures have Velfels in their Hands, o- 
thers Spears, and fome play on fiich a 
Pipe as theGod Pan is Painted with, con- 
lifting of feven Reeds , orderly joyn’d 
together. It is poflibic all thclc Figures 
might be placed there barely for Orna- 
ment, but the Situation and Natmcof the 
Place incline me to believe it ferv’d for 
Shows, as was faid before. This Stru- 
cture is not above fifty Paces of mint* 
Square, and ftands on the Eaft-lidc, as 
do all thofe hitherto defi rib’d. 

■ Before we proceed further, it is to 
be obferv’d, that bolides the raieDe- 
fign and Workman!!) ip of all thole Fi- 
gures here fpoken of, they arc very 
remarkable for their variety of Habits } 
for fome have long Beards down to the 
Waftc, and the Hair on the other Side 
fo Ihort, it fcarce touches the Neck } 
others have a flat round Cap on their 
Heads, and their Garments down to their 
Heels, W ide, full of Gathers, juft like 
the Gowns of the Senators of f'tmce , 
and with fuch wide Sleeves that they 
hang down to their Knees, and on their 
Feet they have fomething like wooden 
Sandals, orCloggs. Other Figures dif- 
fer from thefe only in the Eyes, which 
they have Ibmcwhat higher over theFore- 
head. Others have fhorter Hair and 
Beards, and taller Caps. There are al- 
fo Servants carrying Poles with Horfe- 
Tails faftned to them to drive away die 
Flics. But the 1110ft remarkable thing 
of all is, that among fo many hundred 
Figure as are in that great Stru&nre, 
there is not one of a Woman } and next, 
the hardnefs and brightnefs of the Mar- 
ble, which ftauds as if it were newly fi- 
nifh’d without the leaft decay, and yet 
what is meerly a Miracle in Nature, it 
has continu’d three thoufand Years, for 
we canno; allow it left Antiquity than 
that of the Ajjtrian Monarchy, or at leaft 
of the Median } tho fome think thole 
Habits much antienter, but without any 
good Ground. 

Afccnding a Musket Ihot towards the 
Mountain there is a Front thirty Foot 
Square cut on the Rock it felf, with Fi- 
gures 
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gores of wfettc Marble let in it, but flat- 
, Cemellt. ter than thole already mention’d. Oh 
. 1S94. the uppyr part is a Man Handing, with a 
t/V^JiSow in his Hand, looking on an Idol 
’ that has a human Body, and monflrous 
Feet, carry’d in Triumph. By him is a 
Fire burning in a fort of a Trough, and 
a Globe carv’d; under it are Men fupport- 
ing this Mals with their Heads and Hands 
lifted up, and below that feveral Crea- 
tures. All thefe Figures of Men have 
ihoi t Hair and long Beards ; and wear 
a fort of Caps they call Cauch t like thole 
the Turks wear, but without any Border 
like the Turbant. tinder thisFrontif- 
piece there is a low Arch cut, creeping 
into which oil all four , l found two 
Tombs cut but of the very Rock, and 
covet’d with two Stones feven Spans 
loag, and three in breadth ; but they 
were full of Water, which drops ft om 
hirtrt. Aut the Arch. Here the royal Trcafure is 
jfi.e difr. fuppos’d to be bury’d ; tho’ that particu- 
1 .

Two Musket foots further South- 
ward, on the fame i .ine and Rock, is an- 
other Frontifpiecc like the laft, with fuch 
Figures, and fuch an Arch under it, with- 
in which iuflead of one there are three 
Separations, with each of them a Tomb 
cover’d with the fame Stone, but with- 
out any Water in them. 

An hundred Paces without the Palace 
Southward, is a Column Handing, like 
thofe before mention’d, whofc Bale is the 
Rock it felt; but it is no eafie matter to 
Judge what was the ufe of it. 

The Per fans call all this wonderful 
Work hitherto deforib’d Celmonar , or 
the forty Pillars, for Cel iignifics forty, 
and Monar a Pillar ; and tho’ there are 
now but twenty Handing, it is to be fup- 
pos’d there were forty when they gave 
it thcName,and that lince then they either 
fell with Age, 01 were carry’d away for 
fomc other Structure. Some looking

None that have feen fuch beautiful and Cun riii 
Hatcly Remains of venerable Age, will iw.de M:.- 
doubt of the great Antiquity and Magni- rm ~. v \.

* bclidcs that the precious and almolt ever- 
laHing Relicks of Celmonar and the City 
Perfepolis are lb far in the Ealf, that they 
have bc&i little frequented by Europeans, 
and uilmown to antient HiHorians , lb 
that they could not give that account 
which the frequent refort of Strangers 
has fince communicated to the learned. 

A good inHance hereof we have in the 
City Memphis, which was not inferior ei- 
ther to Ninivc or Babylon , either for An- 
tiquity or its Fame throughout the 
World, by reafon oF the long and never 
interrupted Race ot its Kings ; and yet 
what great account do antient HiHorians 
make of it ? And were it not that Eu- 
ropeans now often travel into Egypt and 
relate Wonders of thofe vaH Pyramids , 
which after all are only mighty heaps of 
Stone, and rather Ihow the Power and 
Wealth than the Ingenuity of the Foun- 
ders, who would conceive fo great an I- 
dca of them, as now generally we do ?

We travell’d all Night, and Hay’d on 
Sunday 19th, at the Village of Barbun, 
which lignifies Gardner, 30 Miles from 
Sciras. The common days Journey was 
to Bd'.tgi 10 Miles fhort of this, but we 
advanc'd as far as Bagbun, becaufe it 
was our new Ciarvattar's T own.

Before we fee out on triday 24th, 3 
Cemelli. Dervis that dwelt in this Caravanfera , 
iff 94. putting on a long Shirt, with a Sheeps 
t/W> Skin on his back like a Rochet, and an- 
other on his Head for a Cap, came to 
make a ridiculous Sermon, for an Alms 
of a few Gaxjts. The Road we travell d 
was amidtt Fields of Rice, where I faw 
the firll Dates, ayQ then Barren to the 
Cartvanjera of jiiokak in all 25 Miles, 
and 8 Flout s ridmg. Abundance of Par- 
ti idges, came taj'iely to the Caravanjera 
dooi, to feed on the Corn the Mules 
dropt. At this place begins the ufe of 
Citterns, and continues to Congo , becauie 
there arc few Brooks, and the Rivers 
are Suit, as running through Salt Pits. 
There are two Caravanferas at Mokak ; 
the new and the old, which wants but 
little repair, and yet the Mahometans 
negleft it, they are fo incliu d to new 
Structures. 

Saturday 25th, we fet out again about 
noon, along a good Road, and riding 30 
Miles in 10 Honrs, when we crofsd 
fcveral fmail Biooks, we came to the 
City Cita> on. This City looks more like 
a Wood, bccanfe its Houfcs aie Hat- 
ter d among abundance of Palm-trees, 
which yield a conlidcrable profic with 
their Dates, being the beft in Perfia. it 
is feated in a Sa.sdy Plain, encompafs’d 
with high Mountains; and cho’ fmail has a 
y.zjcr with ample jinitthction. 1 he 
Guldens are pleafant, ocing water’d by 
the neighbouring Biobks, and have pleu- 
ty of good Fruit, or Oranges, Grapes, 
and Melocotoons. The Houfes are not 
amifs, many of them being of Lime and 
Stone, which is rare in Perfia^ where 
they are generally of Mud. By the way 
I kill’d abundance of Partridges, thole 
Plains abounding in two forts of them ; 
the one like ours in Italy \ and the other 
about the bignels of a Quail, with the 
Feathers of the colour of a Hawks 
bread. 

Sunday 2 <5th, we retted in a Noble Ca- 
ravanfera , well built, near Cearon. Here 
at Dinner 1 found a roafted Line of a 
Gazelle very good Meat, it being as ten- 
der as the Veal at Sorrento , in the King- 
dom of Naples \ and of a very fragrant 
Rent, thofe Creatures feeding on St. 
John's- wor t, and other fweet Herbs the 
TiaWsin Perjia are cover’d with. They 
havela Head like a Sheep, with Horns 
half 4 Span long , and the Body and 
Hair like a Goat ; they live on thr- Moun- 
tains, which being generally bare of 
Grafs, they come down in the Night 
to Graze on the Plain, as was faid in the 
fifft part. 


Monday 27th, we proceed#! on our 
Journey Betimes j and havinjjforce tra- 
vell’d 5 Miles on the Plain, cfcga n to 
climb deep Mountains for 20 Miles to t 
the Caravanfera of Ciartalk. That day 
I faw fuch Multitudes of Partridges, on- 
ly of the European fort, feeding on the 
Plain and Road, that I believe 1 never 
beheld the like. 1 did not go a ttep but 
1 law (warms of them, and kill’d about 
20 on the Ground, without any trouble; 
and might have had many more, if I 
would, for they are not much frighted 
and only tty a little way, and alight a- 
gain. 1 alio faw abundance of Garzelles. 

Belidcs I met fcvcral Perfian Pcafants, Verfmt 
who woreafmallCap of white Felt, cut Feafants. 
on the two oppofite lides. Thefc tho' 
poor, aie well manner’d, lincere, honeft 
and fimple; tho’ they love Mony as well 
as the 7 #/jb, they ate not <b faife, and 
fuch Enemies to Chi ill ians, nor fo haugh- 
ty, being civil to Franks , in fainting and 
vilitingthem. 

We fet out late on Tuejday 28th, and 
riding 20 Miles in 7 Hours, over Hills 
and Plains, came to the Caravanfera of 
Alaujer , clofe to which was an excellent 
Orchard of Palm-trees full of Dates, as 
alfo of Orange and Limou-trecs, but 
not well look’d after. The Caravanfe - 
ras continue all this way to be well built 
bccaufe of the convenient y of 1 imber; 
and fo docs the ufe of Citterns. Tra- 
velling 25 Miles in 9 Hours all along the 
Plain, on iVednefday 29th, we came to 
the Village of Benaru. Five Miles fliort 
of this place we pafs’d by the Caravan - 
fera of Dedomba , near a little Village, 
but did not ttay there, becaufe it was 
not a Caravans days Journy, or a Man- 
zil as the Perfians call it. TTwo Musket 
fhotfrom it along the lidcof the Moun- 
tain, appear’d the Ruins of many dwel- 
lings, and the Wall of a ruin’d Fort, 
which kept the Pafs through the Moun- 
tain. 

A few Miles Eattward, of Benaru , is 
the Mountain Daray , all of black Stone, Mountain 
from which dittils the precious and much ofBaUam. 
applauded Balfam, improperly calld 
Mummy , which tho’ at firtt liquid, be- 
comes as hard as Gum, fomewhat black- 
ifh, and is good to kuic broken Bones, 
apply’d h6t. Its effe&s are wonderful; 
for if a I eg or an Arm be broken, there 
needs only to place the Bones right, and 
anoint the part with the Balfam made hot, 
and liquid, and then bind it; and after 
24 Hours the Leg or Arm will be as well 
as it was at firtt. This Mountain is

Sunday 10th, we Rode over a rugged 
Mountain, and at the end of twenty 
Miles, and feven Hours riding, fet up in 
the Village and Caravanfera of Kuxcrt. 

Monday nth, advancing ten Miles, 
We crofs’d a fnyfil River at the foot of 
a Mountain an /1 then rode along a Road 
of Salt, which is made of the Salt-wa- 
ter, and becomes lo hard, that it looks 
like a white Stone. Then we entred 
among fomc Hollows of high Rocks, and 
particularly of Mount Bajfac, where the 
Way was fo bad, and full of Precipices, 
that w« were fain to Walk it. 1 need 
lay no more, but that we fpent twelve 
Hours in Travelling ten Miles over this 
Mount Raff ac, and as much more on the 
Plain, being forc’d to ftay to Load the 
Mules and A Ill's of our Caravan that fell 
now and then. At lalt we came tir’d 
and weary, particularly F. Francis, who, 
tho’ Sick, walk’d part of the way a-foot, 
to the Caravanfera ol Ranicu , or Ciar- 
buke, or according to others Sarcova, a 
wretched Place as being leated among 
dreadful Mountains, without any Village 
near, or any Perlon to look to it j fo 
that we were forc’d to carry all our Pro- 
vilions for three Days Journey, there 
being none to Buy. 

Tutfday 1 2th, we Travell’d twenty 
Miles in nine Hours over feurvy Moun- 
tains and Valleys, and lay in the Field 
half a Mile from the Caravanfera of Tan - 
gu, knowing the Citterns there had no 
Water. We might have ftay’d half way 
at the Caravanfera of Hodundin, where 
there was Water, but then Ihould not 
have made a Days Journey, and we had 
not fo much Time to lofc. 

The Road was no better on Wednes- 
day 13 th, for we climb’d the high and 
rugged Mountain of Ciampa , at the top 
whereof we found the Caravanfera of 
Serku, newly Built. Two Miles further 
we began to difeover the Perjian Gulph, 
and Bandcr-Congo. Then we went down 
to the Plain along a fteep dangerous 


Way, where they ffiew’d jhe feveral 
heaps or hillocks of Earghttor Dying, 
cfpecially Red and Green, “vtere were 
alfo pieces of both white, ancHfed Mar- 
ble, almoft calcin’d by the Sun, whidf 
they make ufe of inftead of Bole-Armo- 
niack, and it anfwers. Two Miles fur- 
ther we came to the Caravanfera of Ci- 
ampa 1. Here we found an Auguftinian 
Father, Vicar of Congo, who gave us our 
Supper that Night. At Table I admir’d 
an old Armenian, foventy Years of Age, 
who after filling his Belly with feveral 
forts of Meat, Eat a great Pyramid of 
Pilau, which made him as tight as a 
Drum. I thought it would have made 
him Sick but he had fo good a Dige- 
ftion, that at Mid-night he began again 
to Eat Bisket. He came as a Phylician 
to Cure F. Francis, but I would not have 
trufted him to Cure my Mule. The 
fame Father told me. That a Servant of 
his, three Years fince, being troubled 
with the Gripes, this Phylician Burn’d 
1 his very Entrails with a red hot Shovel, 
which he knew nothing of, till he law 
him giving up the Ghoft with his Guts 
out. He confcfs’d him, and the Man 
dy’d fix Hours after. 

Thurfday 14th, we fet out again four 
Hours before Day, and retted at fifteen 
Miles end in the Village of Barfcia •, at 
Night I felt as much Heat as is nfual in 
Italy in the Dog-days. To this Village 
came to meet F. Francis, Jofcph Pereira 
d’Azevedo, Comptroler of the King of 
Portugal's Revenue, the Fa&or, and Se- 
cretary, with many Servants a Horfcback. 
We went with them to Bander-Conro, 
leven Miles diftant, and Din’d together 
in the Monaftery of the Auguftinians 
where we took up our Lodging. The 
Ciarvattar would have eight Gazes, or 
Casbeys, for every Mam of Tauris, which 
is fix Pounds Spanifh in weight. Every 
Man great or /mall was computed at 33 
Mono's, or 198 Pounds weight. So that 
I paid for my Horfcfrom Sciras to Ban- 
der- Congo thirteen Abajfis-, my Servant 
carrying my Baggage on his Mule.

the Porta- fTpHE King of Portugal klips’ the 
bI.

Horfes, and r 100 Tomans a Year, which 
is about 20000 Crowns, paid him by 
the King of Perfia, by Agreement made 

between 
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os between the^two Crowns, when in the 
Gfmetli. Reign of K/r-g Philip the Third, of 
Spain , the jPdfjtans having taken Ormuz. , 
the Portuginfcs with their Fleet obftru- 
* •* .fed the Navigation of the Gulph of Per- 
r fia , to the great Dccrcale of that King’s 
Cuftoms. Betides half the Cuftoms, and 
the five Horfes, the Portuguese bad very 
confiderablc Privileges granted them j 
as of keeping a Houle with the Stan- 
dard erected on it, and having the Ju- 
jifdiftion over all the Chriltians that 
conic into the Port ; but the molt Re- 
markable of all arc, That no Chriltian 
can turn Mahometan in Congo ■, and what 
k.ygt more confiderablc , that tho’ a 
Pomtguefc , or other Chriltian be taken 
' in carnal Coptdation with a Mahometan 
Woman, he fhall not be Subject to the 
cruel Law of fuflering Death, or turn- 
ing Mahometan, as is inviolably Practis’d 
by all the Princes of this Scdt in their 

I iotninions -, nor are they liable to any 
Punilhmcnt at all, any more than if they 
Jiad been taken with a Woman of their 
own Religion. For this Reolbn the 
Portugnefes are better look’d upon at 
Bander-Congo, than any other Nation, 
and have almoft as ablolutc a Command, 
as if they were in Goa, not only over 
their own Subjects, but all Chriltians 
who pafs that way. 

The Profit At firlt they receiv’d half the Duties 
they make of the Cultom-Houfe, but afterwards 
of ic * fomc Contefts ariling, between the Sci- 
bandar , or Perfian Cuftomer, and Por- 
tugitefc Commiffioner, they agreed by 
means of the Admiral of their Fleet for 

I I coo Tomans a Year. The Factor is 
to Receive this Mony, and lay out part 
of it by Order from the Commiffioner, 
which he gives in Writing, and is Sign’d 
by the Secretary. The Commiffioner 
alio gives Fades to Mahometans to Sail 
the Indian Sea in Safety \ and Sells the 
Prizes taken by rortuguefe Ships. The 
King allows each of thefe Officers fifty 
Tomans Salary, five Servants paid, and 
their Dweiliug-Houle. Bolides 28 To- 
mans to the Fadtor for Lodging of Stran- 
gers hut he that was there in my Time, 
being very Sharp, put molt of it in his 
Pocket. 

Enfirjh re- The Etiglifls , for lending their Ships 
warded tor to the King of Per fia to Conquer Or- 
\ k* ,e muz., which the Dutch refus’d tef do, had 

Att,9n * half rhe Cuftoms of Cameron , which 

they alfo Exchang’d for 1080 Tomans 
a Year. True it is, Scia-Abas promis’d 
the Englijh great Matters to induce them 
to join their Sea to his Land Forces for 
reducing the Fortrcfs of Ormux. \ but 


hd kept not his Word, and only gave 
them half the Cuftoms as aforclaid, tor 
betraying Chriftianity. Scia-Abas car- 
ry’d away the Cannon of the Fort to 
ffpahan, and they arc to be feeu, as was 
faid above, bgfcrc the Palace, with the 
Auftrian Arms on them •, as is on fome 
others of Iron at Bander-Congo. Some 
credible Perfons told me* That the Per- 
fians fearing the Portitgucf\ fhould again 
Poflcfs thcrafelvcs of that iW'dom, Itill 
keep the Arms and Ammunition, to rc- 
ftore them when this lhalliiappen, left 
to be oblig’d to pay an extravagant Pi ice 
for them. This does not well agree with Note- 
what was faid juft before , that all the Can- 
non mas carry' d axvay. 

Bander-Congo is leafed in 26 Degrees jtsnier- 
of latitude. It is a meer open Village Congo 
on the Sea-Shore, the Houles for the Port * 
moll part of Mud Walls ; and only a 
few towards the Sea of Lime and Stone. 

It is govern’d by a Deroga, appointed 
by the Tizier of Lar , to whom he is 
Subject. When I was there, the Sci- 
bandar adted both as Cuftomer and De- 
roga. He Farm’d the Cuftoms of ban- 
der -Conga, Cameron and Bander- Errico, 
of the King at 20000 Tomans a Year. 

This is not to be admir’d, for Bander- 
Congo is a Place of much Trade ; abun- 
dance of Ships continually rclbrtiug thi- 
ther from India, Mecca, Baffora, Ara- 
bia Foelix , and other Parts, loadeu with 
rich Commodities •, and abundance of 
Caravans coming by Land, which carry 
the Commodities into* and out of Perfta. 

This is the Reaion the Place is inhabited 
by very rich Merchants, become fuch in 
a lhort time, becaule they get Cent, per 
Cent, in every Commodity they lend to 
India. 

But the greateft Trade is that of Pearls Pearls in 
taken about the Ifland Baharen, and all theGulph. 
about the Gulph of Perfta, being the 
belt in the World. They are Bought 
very Cheap in the Lump of the Filher- 
meu, to be Sold afterwards Dear, fingle 
when they have been pick’d, and match’d 
by putting them through Copper-Plates 
full of Holes of fevcral Sizes, to mea- 
fure their Magnitude •, feparating thofe 
that are true Round from thofe that are 
not, and the moll Oriental from thofe 
that are ill Colour’d, or Spotted. Then 
the Arabs with wonderful Dexterity 
bore the very leaft of them, in fuch mas-*' 
ner that the Eye can fibarcc difeern the 
Hole, which the belt Artift in Eifrope 
cannot dg. 

The manner of Buying the Pearls a- Way of 
mong thofe Infidels is alfo very ftrange. 

They 
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(Va/', They ftand all round with the Goods 
Gemclli. they have to Sell in the middle ; when 
7694. every one ha's .view’d, and confider’d 
them, the Seller covers his Hand with a 
Cloth, and touches the Hands of the 
Buyers, putting a Price upon his Com- 
modity by Signs ; if he Gralps all his 
Hand, it fignifies iooo ; if he only tou- 
ches the Palm^of his Hand 500 ; if a 
Finger 100 \ hi only the firft Joint of 
the Finger'^ The Buyer anfwers what 
he bids by tn; fame Signs; lo that none 
of the Company can know what is offer’d. 
If he agrees not with the firft, he goes 
on to the next, and fo on \ and if ask- 
ing too high a Price, he comes to agree 
wirli none ; he begins again lowering, 

. tiil they conic to a Conclufion. After 

this, the Broker joyning the Buyers and 
Sellers Hands, gives a Stroke on them 
with his open Hand, and that binds the 
Bargain, as if it had been made by word 
of Mouth. 

Exceflive The Profit made by the Pearls is fuf- 

Heat. ficiently countervail’d by the inconve- 
niency of living in this Place. The 
Air is not only unhealthy, but lo hot 
in Summer, that it is not only Difficult 
for Men to endure the Violence of it \ 
but even the Partridges, and other Birds 
hide themlelves in Trees to get lbme 
Ihelter. The mean Sort go quite Na- 
ked, only covering thofe Parts Modefty 
will not allow to be fecn *, thofe that 
arc well to Pafs wear an Extraordinary 
thin Silk ; and both thefe and the others 
have that kind of Contrivance, we men- 
tion’d fpeaking of the City Lor, on 
the tops of their Houfes, to Cool them. 
Yet I was told the Heat was greater at 
Bander- Abajft and Cameron , Icatcd in 92 
Degrees, 45 Minutes of Longitude, and 
25 Degrees 30 Minutes of Latitude; 
and that the Air there is ftill worfe by 
reafon of the South-winds blowing off" 
the Sea ; tho’ it does not Rain there in 
Winter above three or four times, and 
that at moft does not laft above an Hour. 
Neverthelels both at Bander-Congo , and 
Strange Bander- Abajfi, a fort of Worms, like 

Worms, fmall Sinews, or Fiddle-Strings, twen- 
ty, or thirty Spans long breed in the 
Mulcles of the Body, which muft be 
drawn out by degrees, rowling them 
upon a Stick ; for if they happen to 
break, they caufe great Swellings till 
fllto come out again, and fome Perlons 
have had them a whole Year. Some 
thiftk them to be bred by the Air, and 
Water ; but they are miftaken^for feme 
Strangers have been there a coniiderable 


time, and Drank the Water, and yet 
have had none of them ^rahencc it is 
rather to be concluded to pftrced from a 
Difpofition of the Body and- tlumours, 
which arc not affeded in all Perfons c-\ 
like by outward Things. 

Both in Congo and Gomtron , they ule wa ter . 
Water kept in Citterns, which mutt 
needs be Hurtful ; for thofe few times 
it Rains, the Air is very Foul, by rea- 
(on of the Exhalations the Earth fends 
forth, which infeft the Water. We mult 
not omit here to take Notice, to the* 
greater Glory of the Divine Providence, 
that in the Ifland Tombamar , twenty 
Miles diftant from the Continent of &r- 
fia, and nine Miles in Compafs, there is 
not one drop of frelh Water, and yet 
there are abundance of Gazelles, Beafts 
before defer ib’d, which, as 1 was told 
by creditable Perfons, when they want 
Drink, go down to the Brink of the 
Sea, and fetting their cloven Foot exaft- 
ly on the Edge of the Water, fuck it 
up that way. 1 cannot perfwade my 
felf, that the Water palling between 
the Hoof (hould fo foon lofe its Salt- 
nels ; but I do not deny it may become 
lefs Preceptible. Thofe that had been 
Eye Witneffcs of this Secret in Nature 
could give me no further Account of it. 

Congo has no Harbour, but only a jh c p ort< 
fafe Road ; that Point of Arabia Faelix , 
which forms the Perfian Gulph breaking 
the Fury of the Eaftern Ocean. When 
the Day is fair, the oppofite Coaft of 
Zuljar is to be feen, the diftante being 
but forty Miles. A Fort that defends 
this Coaft is but thirty Spans Square, 
furnilh’d with four Iron Guns, caft by 
D. Conftantin de Noronha , when he was 
the King of Spain's Viceroy at Goa ; it is 
hemm’d in by the Sea only in the Morn- 
ing, the Tide then coming up. Taver- 
nier is much miftaken, when he lays, 

Tom. 1. /. 5. p. 7 66. That there is not 
Water for great Ships, and that all the 
Trade is at Gomron, for I have feen Por- 
tuguefe Veflels there of fixty and levcnty 
Guns, and other large ones belonging to 
Mahometans : And 1 know further, that 
only the Dutch , and Englijh refort to 
Gomron ; whereas all other Nations, are 
willing to go to Congo, bccaufe of the 
Liberty they enjoy under the Portnguefe 
Power afid Prote&ion. 

The Inhabitants are about 10000 inh»bi- 
Moors , Indians, Arabs , Jem, and Ar- tants. 

1 nenians, who enrich the Bazars with 
their well furnilh’d Shops. 


CHAP. 
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Of the Pedbl FiJberj, and other remarkable things in Bander Congo, and the 

Gulpb of Perlia. 
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H Aving given an account of the rich 
Trade of Pearls, ic is proper l 
mould fay fomething of the manner and 
fcafou of fifhing tor them. Thi;> Fifhe- 
ly is in thcGulph of Pet fit and Ifland of 
jyaharen, twice a Year ; the firft time in 
Mar ib and Apr. I, the fciotid in Auguft 
and St ft ember ; the greatclt Sale being 
Uomjrnie till the latter end of December. 
it js done five leagues from the City, 
/"whei c* there is between tour and twelve 
Fathom Water, abundance of Boats fol- 
lowing it f om Morning till Noon. E- 
very Boh h»s a Diver who goes down 
to the Botrm, with a Stone of lix Pounds 
weight ty d to his gi eat Toe, and he 
ty’d under the Arms with a Rope faft tied 
to the Head of the Boat. He dives im- 
mediately to the bottom by the help of 
the Stone (which as loon as down he 
flips off and is drawn up by thole in rhe 
Boat) and then as faff as he can he fills a 
Net, * hat has an lion King about the 
Month to keep it open, with Oyftcrs. 
When he can flay no longer for want of 
liicjtlt, he makes a ligntohis Compani- 
ons with the Rope ty d under his At ms, 
and they with all jiofliblc fpeeddraw him 
up; which is fcveral times repeated for 
the fpace of ten Hours. The Oyffers 
remain at the bottom with a Rope ty’d to 
them, to be drawn up at. lea fure. Some 
of them hold Oyl in their Mouths to flay 
the longer under Water, and fee better 
at the bottom by letting fall a d>op now 
and then. After Noon havingdrawn up 
their Oyftcrs all the Boats go a (bore with 
a fair Wiud that comes up from the Sea. 
They take no cate to open them, becaufe 
they gape of thcmfeNes as they dt y, no 
Body caring for the Fifh, which is ill raft- 
ed. The poorer fort fell the Pearls im- 
mediately for a fmall matter; bur thofe 
tha r do not want keep all till the filhing 
Seafoti is over, and then fell them all to- 
gether to Banians and Moors. Thefe af- 
terwards cull and fell them feverally, by 
Abas in Ptrfia , and by Rat is in Jndofian , 
which is an eightn part lefs than our 
Caraft in Europe, confining of four Grains. 
This Filhery every Year amounts to a- 
bont i r oooo Crowns. 

This (hows that what the Antients 
writ is absolutely falfe; to wit, that the 
Pearls arc bred in the Shells by the Dew 


that fals from the Sky; and that there is 
never any moiethau out- hi a shell; be- 
caufe they are fix'd ji ira* ten ^nJio.ri 
under Water, w hither no\pe»w can pe- 
netrate; and as for the m’mbo/tbe r- e have 
been fevcu or eight Peat Is jpuud in one- 
Shell, tho’ not all or a fize, but lome 
bigger, lonie Ids. They at e bred in the 
fame nature as Eggs in the Belly of Birds, 
the biggeft always advancing neareft rhe 
Oifice, the fmall ones remaining at the 
bottom to obrain thcii Pet fTtion ; and 
even To it is with tl e Peat Is, the largeft: 
being tot mod and the Idler (laying be- 
hind dll they come to their toll giowth. 
Norate thctc Pearls in all of them, for 
fcveral Oyfters luve none. 

. Thet e at e Peat Is taken in fcveral parts 
of our Continent, b it the moft valuable, 
that is, the fait eft and b: ightefl at e thole 
of the aforefaid lllaud of Baharen , and 
the Coaft of Cata(a in Arabia Fahx ; be- 
caufe few of them are yellow, or miflia- 
pen. The yeilownefs fometimes pto- 
ceeds from the Merchants, fometimes 
leaving the Shells fourteen or fifteen 
Day s to open of ihemfelves ; fo that fime 
of them in this time loltng theii Water, 
Rot, and their Intention difcolours the 
Peat I. Oit the ocher fide they leave them 
to open of themfelves, bxaufe (hould 
they do it by force, the Pearl might be 
damag d or broke. 

There at e fomc alio taken in Japan, 
but neither that Nation, nor the Chmefes 
valuing Peat Is, they do not follow the 
Filhery, or take care to feat ch the Sands 
where they lye for the moft part. There 
ate very oriental ones found in the Phi- 
lippine ((lands in (hallow Water, and e- 
ven at the Mouths of the Rivers; but 
the Natives are not covetous of Pearls, 
nor of the Gold there is in the fame Ri- 
vers ; bnt being addifted to their cafe, 
think it Wealth enough to have a Dilh 
of Rice boil’d thick, like a Puddiug at 
Noon, and another at Night. Beiides 
they fay that (hould they feek after them, 
either the Parifli Prielt or the Alcalde 
would take them away, and the otlr.r 
would become their Enemy, becaufe they 
had not wherewith to fatisfie them both. 
In thefe Ulands the very Shcls are bright- 
er than in other Parts. 


A 
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r\A/^ A vaft number is taken all along the 
Ccmelli. Couft of California ; and more efpecially 
I^ 9 +- from Cape S>£,ucar to Cabo Blanco , or 
L/’YNJ white Cape, by the Indians call’d Alcados. 
Thcfe wander about naked like brute 
Beafts, without Tilling'ftr Sowing, but 
feeding on the Fruit, Roots, and Cattle 
the Country affords. They open the 
Shels with.Fi/; to eat the Fifh, and by 
that means fr/jil i lie beauty of the Pearls. 
Til eSfantX&s alfoFifh front Cape Corn- 
cnits ;,s fir A Acapulco , but the Pearls 
are tor the molt part of a dusk Lead Co- 
lour and ill Shap'd, fo that they will be 
little valu’d by the ingenious European 
Ladies-, but the Mexican Women have 
their Necks, Ears, and Arms cover’d 
with them ; nor regarding their Bright- 
ness, fo they have them cheap, and the 
Strings and Bracelets of them be weigh- 
ty. 

On the Coafl of Peru and Panama , 
there are largo ones , fome having 
been found bigger than that call’d Lp 
teregrina , but they are not fo well co- 
lour’d as rhe Oriental ; but are ail mi- 
fliapcu. Black, and of a Lead Colour, 
by reafon of the ill Bottom where they 
breed, fometimes but one or two Fa- 
thom deep. 

Formerly there were good Pearls 
found in the Bland Margarita , both 
Large and well Colour’d * but at pre- 
fent there are few; bclidcs the Fifbcry 
is broke off A few are alfo taken at 
Santa- Marta and in other lflands, but of 
110 Value. 

Frclh-Wa- Having Lid enough concerning the 
terinthe p car | S} j s fit I fhould give the Rca- 
Sea * der an account of other remarkable 
Matters in thefc Parts. In thefirft place 
it is to be obferv’d, that all the Water 
about Baharen being brackifli , and ill 
tailed; Strangers who are not us’d to 
drink it, as the Natives arc, there 
being no better to be had, not even 
on the Continent, caufe frefh Water to 
be taken out of the bottom of the Sea, 
a League from the Bland. Four Men 
go out in a Boat , two whereof Dive 
down into the Sea, with Veflcls clofc 
flopp'd at i heir Girdles, when they 
touch Ground they imflop their Vcf- 
ll-ls , which being fill’d with the Wa- 
ter, that is fwcct for two or three Foot 
rftbovc the Ground, they flop them a- 
gahi, and making a lign with a Rope, 
are drawn up by the other two in the 
Boar. * 

nfae Their way of building Boats in Cow- 
Boats ami go is alfo Angular; for inftcad of Iron 
t>ars * finals , they ufc fome Pins of Cane , 


or Bamboo ; and for the reft they join 
the Boards together witKTackthread , 
and little Lines made oKKulhes. In- 
ftead of Anchors they make life Of .a 
large Stone bor’d through; and for O&sV 
of a Pole with a little round Board' 
ty’d at the end of it. Friday 1 5 th, 1 
faw feveral Watermen at work about 
a new Boat, like fo many Taylors. 

Saturday rtfth, I pay’d the Vifit to 
Jofopb Pereira de Azxvedo the Portu- 
guefo Commiflioner. Sunday 17th, Male 
was very lolemnly fung in the Church 
of the Augufiinians with the Gates o- 
pen, as if it had been in Chi iftendom. 

Monday 1 8 th, walking about the ftnuo 
I met fome Arabs accounted rigid Ob* ^r feat 
lervers of the Mahometan Law ; they 1 
were asking an Alms in a Shop of Ba- 
nians , and to get the more and that 
quickly, clapr. burning Coles into their 
Mouths, as if they had been Cherries. 

1 was told they did it by the Afliftance 
of the Devil, to whom they had given 
them (elves up, being Sorcerers ; and 
that this was only done in Appearance, 
and a deceit of the Sight. But 1 really 
faw them take the Coles and put them 
in their Mouths. 

When I return’d to the Monallcry, others 
I (aw two mumping Arabs pals by, bcattheir 
who for a fmall Alms beat their Breaits felvesfor 
as hard as they could , with an Iron 311 AlmSf 
Pin a Span long , the Head whereof 
weigh’d at leaf!: eight Pounds, and yet 
did themfelves no harm, tho’ the ln- 
ftrument was fit to drive through a 
Wall. How this came to pals they 
bed; know, and the Devil that teaches 
them ; but this 1 know, that thefe .Cheats 
and Sons of Perdition would not fuf- 
fer another to ftrike them with the 
fame Pin ; for then perhaps the Charm 
would have fail’d them. 

Four Dutch Ships being under fail at Anldola* 
Comron , we fent away an Exprcfs to trousFe- 
get a Paflage aboard them, but he ftival. 
came too late, they being already gone 
for Batavia. That lame Night the 
Idolatrous Banians , to honour the Fe- 
ftival of their God Divali , who they 
lay took a Fortrefs, began to fet out 
their Houfcs , and Shops both with- 
in and without with rich Haugings , 
and Lights. This Feftival lafts three 
Days every Year in Memory of the fa- 
bulous Vidor y, and taking of the For- 
trefs ; and they all ceafe from Labour. 

1 went that fame Night to lee it, and was 
receiv’d with much Civility by thole 
Idolatrous Merchants, they fprinkling 
my Face with Rofc-water when 1 came 

in 
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in, as is us’d in the Ealt , making me 
• Gemelli. lit in the chief Place, and treating me 
^694. with fu '*/. Sweetmeats as the Gouutry 
» (/yv afford* ' Not long after Women Dan- 
■* * ccrs of Syndi came out to Dance, as a 

Prefage of a good Feaft to the Mer- 
chant. They were Clad fome after 
the Indian and lome after the Perfian man- 
ner, and fang in both Tongues. Thole 
that were in the Perfian Garb wore 
a Veit of Itrip’d Silk, down half way 
the Leg, but wide at bottom like a Pet- 
ticoat, under that they had long Bree- 
ches down to their Ankles, with a Sil- 
ver Edging about them for Ornament. 
Both their fingers and Toes were let 
out with abundance of Gold and Silver 
Rings , . and Dy’d with Itnma or red 
Earth} as the Teeth, the iniidc of the 
Eyes and Forehead were with Black. 
On their Heads they had fmall Caps of 
a line Stuff between Silk and Linncn, 
wrapp’d about } under which their long 
Trcffes hung down to their Wafte } a 
long Red or Yellow Veil cover’d their’ 
Backs, and coming about fell before 
Che Shoulders. Belides their double 
Pendents, they had a thick Gold Ring 
run through between their Noftrils , 
and other Jewels hanging and ftuck to 
their Foreheads} but 1 thought that of 
the Nofe the molt painful Ornament, 
bccaufe they had a Gilt, or Gold Nail 
Itruck quite through the upper part of 
the Nofe where the Bridge rifes, which 
they thought an Ornament, and to us 
Europeans was a Deformity. About 
their Necks they had Gold Collars, 
Necklaces of Pearls, according to what 
each could afford , and fine Bracelets 
on their Wrifts. la this Drefs they 
began to Dance gravely, to the noife 
of a Drum and two pieces of Metal, 
which founded very loud, together with 
the Horfe-Bells they wore on their 
Feet. Then they went on with a- 
bundance of immodeft Motions and Po- 
ftures } fnapping their Fingers as we 
do Caftanets very gracefully, and now 
and then intermixing Singing wich their 


Dancirlg. To lay the truth I was lb 
well pleas'd, that I would lee it more 
than once, and from leveral Dancers, 
that went about from one Room to an- 
other. 

Tuefdayj^th, Sadling four Horfes that Anant: 
had been receiv’d as the King of For - ent ruin’. 
tugaPs Tribute, by the Ponugucfe Offi- 'lown. 
cers} the F. Vicar, U. Confiaminc, the 
Fa&or of Baffora and \ went out three 
Miles fromthc Town leftward, and 
three from the Sea, to ice a very anci- 
ent Fort call’d Calalifton , or rather a 
lliong City once built by a King of Per- 
fia, Oil the Top of a high Rock. It is 
three Miles in Compafs, and there is but 
one narrow ltcep way to come to it } 
there is never a Houfc Handing at pre- 
fent, Time having oversown rhem all } 
for by what 1 could pe.ecive by the Ru- 
ins they have been many Ages decay- 
ing. T here are ftill to be fern the 
Tombs of Mahometans , and a ’ uiu’d 
Mofch } but nothing moie proves its an- 
tient Splendor than three hundred good 
and large Cifterns, molt of which are 
full of Earth and few of Water } of 
which we drank with Sweetmeats we 
carry’d, and found it well tafted. 

Wcdnefday 2cth, hapned a ltrange un- 
fortunate Accident. The Scibandar be- 
ing offended at two rich Arabian Mer- 
chants, took the opportunity of their 
going to his Houfe to vilit him, to give 
them Coffee according to Cuitom } but 
Poifon’das they fajj there, with Powder 
of Diamonds. One of them drank it, 
the other out of good Manners gave it to 
the Scibandar’s tinkle } both of them 
drank their Death in the Coffee } for 
the next Night they went out of this 
World with their Bowels rent in Pieces ; 
the Scibandar’s Treachery being at the 
lame time in lome meaiure punilh’d by 
his own Poyfon. It was not known 
what became of the Servant that pre- 
par’d the murdering Potion *, but it 
was laid he had caus’d him to be kill’d 
that he might not difeover the Truth. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of tht Tree and Pagod of the Banians, and other things the Author faw during 

his fiay at Congo. 

A wonder rjlp/urfday 21ft, 1 went with the Fa- lhaded by it, fitting by a Wall three 
tui tree. ^ ther Vicar to fee the Pagod and Spans high, built about it tothatpur- 
Tree of the Idolaters, or Banians . This pofe, bift lquare. The greateft wonder 
Tree is the ftrangeft that can be feen, is, that it has as many Bodies as Branches, 
being fo large that 1000 Perfoas can be bccaufe thefewhen they are grown to 
Vol. IV. A a fuch 
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fuch a Pitch, link their head into the 
Gemelli. Ground, and calk out new Roots, thus 
1594. becoming new Trunks, to keep up, and 
t/VNJ make the Tree ever Young, as well as 
increafc it continually. The Indians 
call it l Vera, and the Portugikfcs G raglia j 
the Leaf is like that of the plane-tree. 
Clofc by ic was a fmall round Temple or 
The Ti- Paged , about 20 Spans in coinpafs, and 
god- behind it another lefs, to receive the 
Offering of t>u 4 r , Rice and other 
things. Oppofirc to the little door of 
the firft, a Span lifted from the Ground, 
was the Image of a Woman call’d l r a- 
vani fitting, who they fay was moff free 
of her Beauty, having never refus'd to 
fatisfy any Man’s defire, proffituiing 
her felf to two at rhe fame time. Her 
Head and Feet were of Silver, and the 
fmall body, but two fpans long, cover’d 
with a piece of Silk from the Shoul- 
ders down to the Feet. The day ben g 
aFeftival, 1 faw fcveral Banians make 
three low Bows to her, touching the 
Ceremo- Ground with their Fore-heads. Their 
nies. Devotion towards her is fo great, that to 
this day they very carefully preferve her 
Houle at Din a Fortrcfs of the Portu- 
guefes. Belidcs the Brachmans their 
Priefts, every Morning colour the Fore- 
head and Ears of this falle Deity, with 
a dye of an Orange colour, made of 
Sandal, red Earth, and Cows Fifs; 
which they alfo receive with great De- 
votion (as Catholicks do the extreme 
Unftion) that the Devil may know 
them \ it being their culiom to Sacrifice 
to him, bccaufe he is wicked, for fear, 
fooner than to God that is good, for 
Love. Night and Morning they go 
down to the Shore, and having ador’d 
the Sea, throwing infome Rice to feed 
the Fift, carry fbmc of that Water 
home, to fprinkle the Face and Ears 
of all the Family. The Men wear a 
Gold Ring through their Nofcs, but 
left than the Womens. 

Friday 2 2d, I din’d at the Portuguese 
Commilfioners. Saturday 23d, 1 went 
a {hooting with rhe Father Vicar, and 
wc kill’d fome Partridges. Sunday 24th, 
the Feaft of our Lady of the Rofary, 
which had been put off till then for wane 
of Priefts, was celebrated in the Church 
of the Auguflinians. There were Cham- 
bers fir’d, with ringing of Bells, and a 
coiltert of Pipes, and Drums beaten by 
• Moors with little Ivory Sticks. F. Francis 
fung <Mbfs, and the Vicar Preach’d. In 
ihort it was perform’d among Mahome- 
tans,yi’ttk the fameSolemnity as is ufual in 
Chriltwdoni. Monday 25 th, a Moorifh 


Vcflelfrom Seratte , arriv’d at Bander - 
Congo. They fail on the Indian Sea, at 
certain fix’d times * that whicVis proper 
to fail from Bander- Abajji ana hmder- 
Congo , is from the middle of uttoberj 
till the end of April. Two fevcral Cur- 
rents run along the Streight between 
thefe two Ports, and meet at the Point 
of the Ifland Kefcimi , within the Bay. 

Tucfday 26 th, F. San fever ino of Naples , 
went away for Gomron , about lome af- 
fairs of his Order. 

Wi rdnefday 27th, we rode out with 
the F. Vicar , to fee Mullah- Hamtth Oarocn. 
Garden , . Mullah in the Arabian 

1 ongue , is a learned Man. It was 
fmall but curious , and the belt about 
Congo. In it there are abundance of 
hmoptan Fig-trees, Grapes, Oranges, 
and many Indian Plants , by the Portu- 
guefes call’d Palmeiras , which bear the 
Coco-nuts. There was alfo another Tree 
call’d Badamas , which produces a fort 

# of Fruit like Almonds, and grows a- 

* bout the Gulph ot Perfia, as well as in 

India. 

After Mid-night, all the Idolaters , . . „ , 
both Men an Women, went apart to Ii°i£ 
wafh thcmfelves on the Sea-Shore, the v 
Brachmans preaching to the Men, and 
their W ives to the Women. It is per- 
haps fome fuperltirions cultom they ob- 
fer ve of wafting every Month, upon fuch a 
certain day of the Moon * for before the 
wafting there is a general Faff, either 
as prepatory to it, or becaufe they 
think to cleanfe thcmfelves of all their 
Sins. 

1 T Tl °° TUrr ‘F> A Factor. 
2otn, 1 met a Cafre or Ethiofam , extra- 

vagantly clad like a Fachir , or Strowler ; 

that is, with a Cap on his head, all fet 

off* with Feathers at the rop, and with 

Shells about the Border j and a Girdle 

with about 2000 Goafs hoofs hanging 

to it, and jingling like fo many Bells ; 

in this ridiculous Habit, did he walk 

fo gravely, that it was Pleafant to fee 

him. 

Fryday 29th, I went to the Houfe of siftin - oi 
certain Banians, to fee how they match’d pearlt 
the fcveral Sizes of Pearls. They firft 
(hake them through a fort of Brafs Cul- 
lenders, much alter the manner as we 
make fmall Shot \ and then fcveral 
Youths pick the round from the mifoa- 
pen , and the clean from the foul. There 
is 30 per cent, profit, in carrying them 
but to Suratte j and therefore the Cu- 
ftom-houfe is fo ftarp, that they fearch 
all that go thither to the Soles of their

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rvA>n Pearls. And yet for all this feverity 
Gemelli. the Cuftomers are often cheated by the 
Merchants, who lay out 50 or 1 00000 
Crowns r.t Confo, in this noble Commo- 
* dity^liofi that without any lofs of timet 
by reafon of the great quantity there is 
to fell, and their goodnefs. 

Saturday 30th, late at Night, the j Pw- 
tugutfes privately bi ought in a Cow to 
be kill’d and divided among them } be- 
caufe the Deroga will by no means fuf- 
fer a Creature fo highly honour’d by 
the Gentils, to be flaughter’d in Pub- 
lick , and they pay him contiderable 
fums of Mony from time to time, on 
this account. And this is the reaion 
they generally eat, very bad Mutton, or 
Goats flelh. 

Sunday ' the laft of Ottobcr^ Mafs was 
very lolcmnly fung in our Churchy there 
was a great rcfort of Chriftians \ as 
there was on Monday the firft: and Tuef- 
day 2d, or November Wednesday 3d, there 
was a plentiful entertainment at the Mo- 
mltery all the Portugueje Officers of 
Congo dinin ' there \ but I took more 
Plcff' e afhootiug on Thurfday the 4th, 
With U)C x -idol 01 Jiajfara. 

fytday 5th, an Enghjk Veliel came in- 
to the Harbour to take in loading for 
Suratte. The heat was fo violent on 
Saturday the dth, that I could not for- 
bear at Night having my Bead carry’d 
up to the top of the Houfe, to lye there 
a.rcrthe Country falhion*, for at Congo 
and about the Gulph of Perfia, the Na- 
tives moft of the Year, lye either in 
their Courts, 'or on the tops of their 
Houles built like thole in Naples , com- 
monly call’d Ajlratci, that is, flat Roofs 
All their Bed is only a corded Bed-fted, 
with a thin Qpilt under, and another 
over them. 

Sunday 7th, we had fume of the Coun- 
try Muiick in our Church, which was 
not altogether ungrateful to the Ear. 
Monday 8th, I din’d with and was well 
treated by Jofeph Ptrtyra. Tuefday 9th, 
a Moorijh Woman came to our Church 
to have the Gofpel of St. John read to 
her, to cure her of a Fever \ and they told 
me they had known feveral Perfons 
cur’d by their Faith, in that Holy 
Gofpel. 

Wednefday 10, we diverted our felves 
on the Sea. Thurfday 1 ith, an expreis 
came from Ifpahan , and confirm’d all was 
faid before, concerning the permillion to 
drink Wine •, and that the new King 
drank as hat'd as his Father had done/ 
Friday 12, I walk’d along the Sea fide 
with the F. Vicar, and took notice that 
Vol. IV. 
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there was great plenty of Game. Sa- 
turday 13th, there arriv’d a great Ship 
from Bajfora to load for the Indies. Sun- 
day 14th, Mals Solemnly fung in 
our Church, many Mahometans velblt- 
iug to it, to lepAur Myflevious Ceremo- 
nies. Monday 15th, a good entertain- 
ment was given in the Monaftery ; the 
lame on Tuefday 16th at the Comuiiffion- 
ers, this being fome diver lion for being 
detain’d in that place. WeAefday 17, l 
had the fatisfa&iou toleeVpne Dance of 
Moorijh Women, who incermixt it now 
and then with finging in their Language, 
as was laid before. 

The Englijh Veliel being ready to 
Sail, F. Francis and F. Con famine , who 
had agreed for their Paflage aboard, pre- 
par’d for their Voyage on Thurfday i8th, 
and Friday 19th, and then on Sunday 
20th, went away to Bander-Abafs in or- 
der to Sail thence to Suratte. This they 
did for fear of being made Slaves by the 
Moors of Mafcate , who were then at 
, War with the Fortuguefes, and had 14 
Men of War in that Port. The caufe 
of this War was, becaufcthe Town of 
Mafcate , having once belong’d to the 
King of Portugal , the Arabs had revolt- 
ed from them 46 Years before this time, 
and chofen a Sovereign of their own call’d 
Imam, who did not only extend his 
Dominions up the Country, to the) 
great prejudice of the neighbouring 
Princes *, but alfo along the Gulph of 
Perjia, from Cape Ros-Algate to Catifa t 
being 500 Miles alpng the Shore. He 
alfo took from the Portuguefes the Fort 
of Patti , near Mombas , and fix’d his 
regal feat at Naxjura. Ever fince thefe 
two Nations have been at War, and 
commited Hoftilities at Sea ; both 
their Fleets continually feeking one a- 
nother to fight, tho’ the Portuguefe has 
always come ofT victorious, with the 
Total deftrudtion of the other. They 
have fometimes treated about Peaee, 
but could never come to any condufion; 
becaule befides a yearly Tribute the 
Crown of Portugal demands liberty to 
build another Fort near Mafcate , to 
keep aGarrilon there and Factory. 

Thus I was left alone, to the difla- 
tisfaftion of F. Francis , who endeavour’d 
to perfuade me to continue my Voy- 
age to the Indies with him. I had reiolv’d 
to Imbark aboard a Moorijh Veliel of 
Giber a, which Was to land eight Hcffes, 
receiv’d by way of Tribute from the * 
Kingof # Per)»4 at Damans. Several rea- 
ions induc’d me to go aboard this Ship ", 
the firft becaule k was ready, and the 
A a 2 Brigkjb 
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Englijh Vefiel not yet loaden ; but was 
Gemelli. to “go to Bander- Abajfi to lade there, 
1 594. which could not be don$jwithout Tome lofs 
W'YVJ of time. Thefecond,becaufe the Moors 
were in Peace with all Rations, and the 
Enghjb at War with the -french , who 
lay in wait to fall upon them about Sit- 
rat , in which cafe 1 rnuft have perhaps 
fled to fome place i had no Inclination 
to go to. The /liird and la ft, becaul’e 
I knew the\CujEom-Houfe of Surat to 
be very feverCKon account of Pearls, as 
was laid before, and therefore I ihould 
have met with much Trouble. All 
thcfc Inconveniencics being avoided a- 
board the Moorijh Veil'd, 1 thought bet- 
ter to go in it for Dam am, a City be- 
. longing to the Portttgucfes. I fpoke to 
Jofeph Pereyra to agree for Mine and 
my Mans Paffagc (which accot ding io 
the nfual rate would have been z 'To- 
man for me and thitty Abajfn for him) 
but he very gcncroufly got it me for 
nothing •, further defiling the Matter of 
the Vcflel to afford me ail convcnkncy, 
which he willingly did, as Handing in 
need of his Fricndfliip. TI10’ 1 never 
delign’d to be carry’d gratis , yet I 
thought fit to accept of ‘the Commifi- 
lioncr’s favours, but defigning to make 
the Matter lome return for his Civility, 
t Sunday 1 1 tt, Luis Mendoca , formerly the 
King of Portugal's Faftor at Bafor a, went 
away for Gomron to overtake F. Fran- 
cis. , and go with him to the Indies. 
Monday 2 2d, I fpent in Shooting, and 
kill’d fome Partridges. Tuefday 23d, I 
prepar’d for my Voyage, which being 
near at Hand, die Commiffioner was 
pleas’d to give me fome diverfion at 
his Houfe, fending for 3 Women dan- 
Terfim cers. Their Veils were all lac’d open 
dancers, before, and with long clofe Sleeves, 
ty’d under the Breatt with Ribbonds, 
after the Country fafhion, and bound 
about the Waft with a filver Girdle 5 
under it they wore long Breeches, like 
thofe above deferib’d. On their Heads 
they bad little Caps clos’d at top with a 
Ribbond and two Clafps, from under 
which there hung down behind a long Silk 
Veil, like a Nuns. They had only Glafs 
and Silver Bracelets about their Wrifts, 
and others made faft above their Elbows, 
at which hung two Silk firings with 
TofTels of beaten Silver. Their Eye- 
iids were dy’d black, for Ornament, 
and they had fcveral fpots of the fame 
colour, about their Faces; under the 
Eye-brows, on the Chin, and ISofe, and 
fome on the Checks like Patches. Their 
Hands and Feet were colour’d with yel- 


low, to add as they thought to their 
Beauty. At their Nofes, which were 
bor’d, hung Rings with two* Pearls on 
each fide; and between the Noftrils were 
bigger Gold Rings which reach^Tdowij 
to their Mouths. Their Hair made into 
feveral Trcfles hung down their Backs, 1 
except two Locks, which falling upon 
their Cheeks, were ty’d under the Chin, 
as it were to bridle it. Abroad they co- 
ver themfclves with a piece of Stuff of 
feveral colours, and their Faces with a 
tranfparent Veil. The Arabian Women 
wear black Masks with little clafps pret- 
tily Order’d. The Floor being cover’d 
with Carpets, they began their dance, ill 
all three, and then two, to the Mulickof 
Pipes, Flutes, Drums and four Tabors. 

It would be tedious to give an account of 
their feveral grave motions, and the 
winding of their Bodies and Arms, which 
they fometimes reach’d down to the 
Ground. When they had all funga while, 
the yonngeft flood up, with fome fmall 
Horfe-bclls about her Arms, and danc’d 
alone, dapping her Hands on feveral 
parts of her Body regularly to make the 
found more agreeable, cutting Capers, 
and making ftrange motions with her Bo- 
dy to provoke lafeivioufnefs, and laugh- 
ter. Then the 2d, perform’d the fame 
withabettcrGrace; and laftly (he danc’d 
with the fame a&ions, and motions to 
the found of two great Horfe- bells, like 
thofe our Mclfengers Mules wear, which 
fhc jingl’d artificially enough. 

Whilft we were thus diverting our 
felves with the Commiflioner, a Meflcn* 
gcr came from the Dtroga , or Gover- 
nor of the City, to defire in his Name 
he would do right to a Moor, who had ... .

that was Servant to the Fa&or of Bajfora, Vartugwe- 
This made me obferve what rcfpeS was fit. 
given to the Port ague fes, allowing them 
to exercife the fame Jurifdidion, as they 
have at Goa , not only over their Subjeds 
and other Chriftians, but even over the 
Mahometans that ferve in the Fa&ory ; 
and beiides the Power of Imprifbniug at 
Congo to baftinado Mahometans , who 
being fummon’d by the Commiffioner, 
do therefore make their appearance be- 
fore him as punctually as they do before 
the Deroga. The French themfelves 
have not ( lo much Authority in the Ports 
of Turky. 

Thurfday 25 th, there hapned a great 
Fray between the Scibandars Officers, and 
the Arabs, on account of a feizureof Ta- 
bacco ; two of the former being dange- 
roufly wounded. 
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rvAX> A LL Things being in a readinefs, 
Gemtlli. £\ the NicoeU, or Captain of the 
1694. Veflbl came, on Friday 25 th, to Order 
l/WJ me Aboard, and therefore in the Even- 
ing I caus’d my Equipage to be carry’d 
* dire&Iy Aboard from the Monaftery, 
without being fearch’d by the Cuftomerj 
but a Moor dropt a Cloak-Bag on the 
Strand, and wetted fome of my Goaths. 
Then I went Aboard with the Captain ; 
where I found all the Proviiions 1 had 
Occafion for, laid in Generoufly by the 
Port ague fc Commilfioner. 

A» P m Sailing that feme Evening late, we 
IfUnd. arriv’d on Saturday 27th at Angon, to 
take in frelh Water which is not al- 
low’d to be done at Congo, left the Na- 
tives fhould want. By good Luck we 
found the Citterns dry, which oblig’d 
us to take it in the neighbouring Ifland 
of Kefcimi , two Miles diftant. Angon 
is not Inhabited, becaufe it was Burn’d 
down by a Portuguefe General, in Re- 
venge Yor the Perfidioufhefs of the In- 
habitants. 

Kefcimi Whilft they were labouring Diligent- 
IIland. ly to take in Water, which was fome- 
what Brackifh, on Sunday 28th, I went 
a Shooting, the Ifland abounding in all 
forts of Game, both Four-footed, and 
Feather’d. On Monday 29th, 1 went a- 
bout to fee the Ifland. It is longilh, 
ftretching out a great way towards Ban- 
der- Abaft •, its Compafs is about ninety 
Miles. The Soil produces Grapes, Figs, 
Dates, and other forts of Fruit for the 
iupport of the Natives \ but their great- 
eft Suftenance is Fife, for they dry abun- 
dance of Pilchards in the Sun, which 
they take there, and in the Ifland of An- 
gon , to feed upon all the Year. There 
are good Pearls found about both thefe 
Iflands \ but the Natives love their Pil- 
chards better, as being taken with more 
fefety, and lefe trouble than thole Jew- 
els. The Metropolis of Kefcimi has been 
quite ruin’d by frequent change of So- 
vereigns, and Wars that have hapned 
on that Account * fo that qt prefent 
there is only the Village of Mifar , and 
fome few others. There is alfo a re- 
gular Fort of four Baftions, formerly 
Built by the Portuguefes , and yielded up 
by the laft Treaty to the Perjians , who 
keep a Garrifon in it.

Tuefday 30th, the Sea being Calm, the 
NicoeU, and other Moots diverted them- 
felves, trying which qf them was bell 
at hitting a Packthread wish a Bullet. 

They Shot well, and tha^aptain hit it 
twice, and I queftion whether any Sports- 
Men in Europe could have hit it bet- 
ter. 

tVednefday the ift of December , we Ornnr 
Sail’d betimes with a fair Wind ; fo that IflamL 
on Tburfday 2d, we left the Ifland Rec- 
ca , where the Portuguefes formerly had 
a Fort, aftern betimes, and paL'd in 
light of the Ifland of Ormuz* This fmall 
Ifland is at the Mouth of the Gnlph of 
Per fa , two Spanijb Leagues from the 
Continent. Within its compafs of three 
. Miles, there grows neither Tree, nor 
Herb, being all over cover’d with good 
white Salt, which renders the Soil quite 
barren. It has no frefe Water but what 
falls from the Clouds, and is gather’d 
into Citterns, for the ufe of the Garri- 
fon. The Sand is valu’d, becaufe it is 
very Black and Bright as alfo the red 
Clay, wherewith the Gentiles Die their » 
Foreheads. In this Ifland, before the 
Portuguefes Conquer’d it, there was a 
City, where the Ring of Ear relided, 
being Sovereign of \t. 

Friday 3d, we lay off the Mountain F.mploy- 
of Daba , in Arabia Foelix 3 bccaufe the mentand 
Wind being contrary, we rather loft Civility 
than gain’d Ground. Towards Evening 
we advanc’d as far as Soar , or Mafcate , M * 

Hill in light of the Mountain Kumumenek 
in Perfia. At Night it blew a Storm, 
which on Saturday 4th, turn’d to fo fair 
a Wind, that it carry’d us out of the 
Straight into the lpacious Indian Ocean ; 
but ftill in light of the Continent. In 
the mean while, the Moors chief Em- 
ployment was to Colour their Eye-Lids 
every Day, with a certain black Oint- 
ment, good, as they feid, to preferve 
the Sight j to pluck the Hairs off their 
Beards with Nippers, where they would 
not have them grow, and Die the Nails 
of their Hands and Toes with red Earth. 

As to other Things they were very Civil, 
never offering that Rodencls to Stran- 
gers, as the Turks do \ but the Captain, 
aud all his Ship’s Crew foew’d me more 
particular Refpeft, as being recommen- 
ded by the Commilfioner.

*1694. Illands of Cocalita , pifvar, Giavani, 
V*VVJ and others inhabited Vy Bduccos •, and 
on Monday 5 th, pafs’q that of Go add, 
of the fame People. Thp Wind then 
failing, we lay ftill without moving a 
Foot. Thefe Baluccos are Pirates, who 
lying in wait behind their Wands in 
fraall Barksy' watch to ieize Ships that 
pafs by. They/ have alio a large Ex- 
tent of Land on the Continent, between 
Ttrfia , and the MoguP s Dominions. 
Their King or Prince call’d Jafche , re- 
lides in the City Bifcian , and his Bro- 
ther in another they call Chiu. They 
are Arabs in Religion and Manners, 
treating their Slaves with incredible 
Cruelty, even to cutting the Sinews of 
their Ankles, that they may not run a- 
way. 

The Calm continu’d Tuefday 7th, in 
light of deiert lflands, which are Nells 
of Pirates. The Heat was fo violent, 
that I thought the Winter in India equal 
to the Summer in Italy, tho’ there be no 
difference as to length of Days. Whilft 
thele Calms laft, the Persians ufe to ftrip 
themftlves Naked betimes, and have a 
great deal of Sea- Water pour’d on their 
Heads to wafh all their Bodies, which 
(generally Stink, becaufe of the colour’d 
Shirts they wear feveral Months, with- 
out ever Shifting. 

tifeini The Wind came up fair when it was 
Illand. late, and brought us in light of the 
Wand of Pifcini. We ftill Steer’d due 
Eaft, to the end that when we difeover’d 
the Point of Bin, as Butting out fur- 


the North-ward, and fo ended the Cries 
and Fear of the Moors. They believ’d 
it to be a Bark of the Pirates call’d 
Sanvanos and Banos, who are Gentils of 
Religion, and make no Slaves, Jiuttake 
what they find Aboard without 'hurting 
any Body. They Live in iome Wands, 
and on the Continent in marlhy and in- 
acceffible Places, as alio in Woods near 
Syndi, and the Kingdom of Guxjvratte. 
They go out in fxnall Barks, but very 
numerous, and Rob along the Coaft, 
and even in the Bay of Siratte. Their 
petty King is Tributary to the Great 
Mogul, who having Conquer’d part of 
his Country, reftor’d it to him upon that 
Condition. He refides in the City Ra* 
mora, on the Continent, and fometimes 
in the Wand of SanganUet. Another 
Heathen Prince of the Country of Va- 
rel. Borders upon him. The Calm re- 
turning, we faw about Evening a Veffel 
of theft Sanganos plying about our Ship, 
and therefore being Jealous, with good 
caufe of their Delign in the Dark of the 
Night ; 1 advis'd our Nscoda, or Cap- 
tain, to deliver pur Powder to twenty 
Soldiers that were Aboard, to Load his 
great Guns, and place Centinels; be- 
caufe the Moors Sail like Brutes, with- 
out any Precaution, and are giving out 
Ammunition, and charging their Fire- 
Arms, when the Enemy is upon them. 
On Friday 10th, in the Morning we 
could not fee the Pirates. The Wind 
came up contrary, but foon falling, left 
us in a Calm.

Wednefday 15th, the Storm grew fo 
violent, that wc were in fomc Danger, 
and in the Afternoon it Rain’d harder 
than it had done the Day before, w hich 
lalfing all Night, wetted thofe under as 
well as above Deck. The Moorijh Wo- 
men in the Poop wept bitterly, as did 
their Husbands without, calling upon 
their falfc Prophet Mahomet to deliver 
them from impending Death. 

Thnrfday i 5 th, the Wind came Fair, 
and the Sailers thought they difeover’d 
at forty Miles diftancc the Continent of 
Giafch, part of the Dominion of the 
Baluccos. We held on our Courfe along 
it \ but tho’ the Ship made good way, 
we could fcarce regain what we loft the 
Day before, much lefs difeover the L and 
of Goader , we hop’d to fee in the Even- 
ing. Our Misfortune was, that we had 
an ignorant Pilot, who Sail’d by guefs, 
without knowing what he was to do, 
his Bufinefs at Congo having been Selling 
of Tabacco. By this we may judge how 
barbaroufly the Moors \St in other Ca- 
fes, fincc they commit their Lives and 
Eftatcs in a Ship to a Tabacconift. This 
Confederation made F. Francis refufe to 
go with us, tho’ much Courted by the 
Mailer of the VelTel The Captain 
perceiving the Ignorance of the Pilot, 
who knew nothing of his Bufinefs, came 
in lofty Terms to tell me, he had ftood 
again for the ladies for my Sake, and 


therefore I fhould fee whether the Vef- 
fel held her Courfe. I told him it did 
not, and that the qM Pilot having fvval- 
low’d Opium all the Day; tcKatjd more 
Stupidity to that proceeding frohispld 
Age, lowering tli'c two Top- Sails, fto&d 
all Night for the Land, which was the 
way to be certainly loft on feme Rock, 
and therefore, if he had \noty mind to 
Pcrilh, he muft Tack abetot, W:d ftand 
out to Sea. This he otclcr\d r$ be done 
immediately, hoilling his main Top- 
Sail, and Fore-Sail, and then pray’d me 
to ftand by the Compafs, as being noA r 
fallible of the Tabncconift’s Ignorance, 
and imagining I was well Skill’d in Na- 
vigation. Being equally in Danger with 
the Moors , and concern’d for the Safety 
of the Ship, tho’ not much better Skiil’d 
than* the Tabacconift, I thought fit to 
comply with the Nicoda, or Captain, 

Handing fometinies by the Compafs, and 
ordering how we Ihould Sail. Belidcs, 

I made the Men handle their Arms when 
any Veflel appear'd, that we might not 
be loft through their Ignorance and 
Cowardize. Thus upon every Accident 
they call’d for the Aga Gamelli , believ- 
ing as being an European , I muft under- 
lland every Thing (fo great an Opinion 
they have of us) but I underftood as 
good as nothing, and did nothing all 
Day but Steer to the South-ward \ leav- 
ing the Employment at Night, when I 
could not lofe my Sleep, to the dull 
Tabacconift, who loft at Night all we 
gain’d in the Day. Thus, tho’ the Day 
before we had five Sails Abroad, and a 
fair Wind, yet on Friday 1 7th, we found 
our Selves in the lame Place we were in 
eleven Days before ; a Plague thofe are 
fubjeft to, who Sail in Moorijb Ships. 

Making way in the Day, we came up 
with the Lands of Arabia , Pifinimclon, 

Settalau , and Ciurna , of the Kingdom 
of Syndi , under the Dominion of the 
Great Mogul , about the firft part of /»- 
dofian. 

The fame fair Wind continuing on idolatrous 
Saturday 18th, wc made much way, be- Ccremo- 
caufe the Ship was light, and wc had n 7 * 
fix Sails Abroad $ the Nicoda taking no 
more Notice of the fearful Pilot, fince 
I advis’d him to make all the Sail he 
could, when the Wind was Fair. At 
the fight of the New Moon, that had 
caus’d the aforefaid Storm, all the Moors 
iu the VelTel in the Evening made their 
ufual Prayers and Adorations to her, 
after the manner of the Idolaters, with 
their Hands open before their Eyes. A 
Gun was fir’d for Joy, and all of them

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{baking Hands} wifli’d one another a 
Gemelli. happy Month. * 

1694- Sunday 1 otb, the- Wind continu'd Fair, 

</W but ther^was nttle ^f it. Monday 20th, 
it was contrary, foi.that we made no 
way. Turfday 21ft, v&as fuch a Calm, 
that I loft tall hopes of keeping Chrifi- 
mas Afhore \ and I had fuch a Conteft 
with the rilodt who made no way by 
Night, that l would meddle no more 
with Ste6rin;$the Ship. Wednefday 22d, 
the Wind tfas Fair, but fo little of it, 
that wc could not make much way } but 
on Tunrfday 23d, it frcfhned, and held 
all Night, and Friday 24th 3 yet we could 
not dilcovcr the Continent, and I have 
the Satisfaction of keeping Chrijlmas-Eve 
Alhorc. 

Saturday 25th, lb great a Day for the 
Redemption of Man, the Sea appearing 
cover’d with thofe Weeds the Rivers 
carry down into the Indian Sea, wc be- 
gan to hope wc fliould loon dilcovcr 
Land •, and calling the Lead we found 
eighteen Fadom Water. 

Sunday 26 th, we began to lee fbmc 
Snakes of the Colour of thole we call 
Cervoni, drove out by the Rivers into 
the Sea ; and calling the Lead, we found 
no bottom, which made us begin to fear 
Sands. About Evening, a contrary 
Wind darted up, and disappointed our 
Hopes of feeing Land on Monday 27th. 
But before Sun-riling, on Tuefday 28th, 
the ignorant Sailers and Pilot began to 
fancy they faw the Land and Fort of 
Diu, which runs further out into the Sea 
than any other. Upon this joyful News, 
the Captain, according to the Moorijh 
Cudom, treated all the Sailers with Cac- 
ciaro , that is, black Kidney-Beans, Rice, 
and Lentils all Boil’d together. They 
Eat this Indian Food, dipping their 
Hands into a Dilh of melted Butter, and 
then filling it with the Cacciaro , and lb 
cramming their Mouths. Since we ima- 
^ort gj ne our tj c ] vcs j n fight of Diu, it is not 
an l ™‘ improper to leave the Moors to their 
foon fading Plcafure, and Acquaint the 
Reader, That this Fortrcfs is feated in 
a fmall Ifland very near to the Conti- 
nent and Bay of Cambay a. Its Port is 
capable of large Ships. The Cadle dands 
on the top of a Rock, with only a nar- 
row Path to it, cut out of that very Mals 
of Stone *, fo that a fingle Man may de- 
fend it. This Rock is all about Preci- 
pices, and has no other high Ground 
to Command it •, for which realon the 
Conquqjfb of it cod the Portuguefcs more 
Blood and Treafure, than all their other 
Conqudts in India ; but they ought to 


fpare nothing for the gaining of it, be- 
caufe it is a Check upon all Ships that 
Sail the Indian Ocean. The City is on 
the Continent, not far from the Fort, 
and inhabited by Chriftians'/ Mahouc- 
tans and Gentils. Its Liberties Extends . - 
four Miles along the Sea-Shore, till the 
Place where they pals the River Bran - 
cavaria . It Borders on the two King- 
doms of Guzaratte and Cambaya , both 
Subject to the Mogul . When Badur, 

King of Cambaya Bcfieg’d this Place, 
D.Nuno eC Acuna , Governour of Goa, 
came to Relieve it, and not only rais’d 
the Siege, but kill’d the King *, (hewing 
ac once the Strength of the Place, and 
V 7 a lour of the Portuguefcs. Acuna en- 
tering the City Diu, in the Year 1535, 
found an old Man of 335 Years of Age, * 
who bad a Son of 90. He hud chang’d f u i ^ge. 
his Teeth three times, and his Beard as 
often grew Grey, after having been 
Black. He begg’d of D. Auno, a Pup- c 
a Day, worth about five Carlines of Na- 
ples, Jcfs than half a Crown Englijl tel- 
ling him, King Sultan Badur had allow’d [ 
him fo much j but the Generous Portu- p j g . 2 * 55 
guefe indcad of one, allow’d this Indian lif. Den 
Phcnix three, in refpedl to his venera- Po,u 
ble Age. They lay, all the Accounts ln * u * 
he gave, agreed perfectly well with the 
Hidories of his Times, tho’ he could Vergei.d 
not Read. At lad he dy’d at above Plmos. 
400 Years of Age, as they relate in Flores. 
thole Parts. F. Hiacinth de Dios tells 
us further, That this Indian Noah was 
firft a Shepherd in Bcngala, in 1230, and 
carry’d S. Francis over the River on his 
Back, who for his Reward gave him a 
pair of Beads ; there are fcveral Parti- 
culars that may render this Opinion the 
more improbable j but the chiefed, that 
we never read S. Francis was in India. 

Thence the old Man went to Diu, where 
he Liv’d many Years, and then return- 
ing to Bengala, convers’d, and was ac- 
quainted with fcveral Portuguefcs , and 
Religious Men of the Order of S. Fran- 
cis, about the Years 1605, and 1606. 

During the whole Courle of his Life he 
profefs’d three Religions, being fird a 
Pagan , for 100 Years} than a Mahome- 
tan for 300 } and ladly, a Catholick at 
the end of his Life, the faid Francifcans 
Baptizing him him in Btngola , as the 
fame Ft Hiacinth Writes. They tell us Dead. ' 
of another that Liv’d 300 Years at Ma- Portug. 
loco. 

Having in imagination difeover’d the 
Point of Diu, we dood away to South- 
ward for Damam , the contrary Wind 
coming Fair. It continu’d io till Wed- 
nefday 
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nefday 29th at Noon, when we were be* 
• calm’d, and the Weather was as hot as 
it is at Naples in Augufl. In the Even* 

' ing the Vtyind came lair again. Our Ta- 
bacconift Witot, being as I laid fo igno- 
rant that hr under Rood neither Cart, 
nor Compafs, all the Moors believ'd that 
lome Land we faw before us on Thurs- 
day 30th, in the Morning had been the 
Village of Maynty near Bazaim, a City 
belonging to the Portuguefes , and confe- 
, queutly that they were at the end of their 
Voyage. All the Sailers rejoye’d, and 
the Merchants much more, as thinking 
their Lives and Ellates in fafety ; and 
the Ignorant Pilot, vainly puff 'd up with 
Pride, for having brought the Ship fafe 
to India , went about with a Sheet of Pa- 
per in his Hand, to enter what the Paf- 
fc.iF-.is promis’d to give him as a re- 
wadtoi his tare} but coming to ask 
what I would give, 1 faid, 1 would give 
nothing j for he rather deferv’d to be 
Pn lift'd than rewarded } being through- 
ly latisfy’d the Land we law, was not 
that he imagin’d. The lame day dilco- 
vering a large Bark, the Arab Soldiers 
of our finall Vcflel had a fa lie Alarm :

Guns were loaded,but Night drawing on 
we loll fight of her. T he Pilot was lor 
furling the Sails to come to an Anchor, 
but 1 prevail’d with the Captain not to 
coufent to it, as well on account of the 
Bark we had fecn, as becaufe all that 


difeoyer’d from Land, ? Baifk put out td 
enquire what Veffel «ur< was, as we 
went to be inform’d- tW Country. 
We were told that final] plate" call’d 
MangAor in the Kingdom 0} Guzatmt 
400 Miles from Daman, this furpri- 
zingNewstemfy’d me} and perceiving 
the Moors in our Boat, lufpWd the o- 
thers were Sangalo Pyrites, \ and only 
perfuaded us that was the place it was 
not, that they might carry' >n$ off, with- 
out any trouble, the Sanganos border- 
ing on the Kingdom of Guzaratte. I en- 
deavour'd to perfuade them lor our fale- 
ty to cut the Rope that held us, and 
make away to our Vc.Tel. They an- 
fwer’d it was too late, ai.d fliould per- 
tealy call our Hives away, if the others 
hapned to be too fwile tor us, as they 
mull be, having a better Boat and more 
Oars to fetch us up. There being no o- 
thcr remedy, we fuffu ’d our felves to 
be led away like fo many Lambs before 
the Commander of the place. He re- 
cciv d us not ill, as we fear’d, but with 
civility} giving us leave to take in Wa- 
ter, whereof wc had much need. It 
was brought us in the darkeft of the 
Night, by the* Country Women in ear- 
then Vellels, one upon another. They 
cover’d all their Bodies, and Heads with 
long Garments like Smocks of Silk ; in 
their Ears they had Gold Rings, and a- 
bout their Arms others of Glafs. No- 
thing could be feen of them but their 
Feet and Faces. 


Coait is inlelled with Pyrates. Friday 
being thelaftof the Year 1594 we were 
becalm’d not far from Land. 

Saturday the firlt ot the year 1695, 
drawing near to the Shore upon the mi- 
Jtakcn notion , that we were on the 
Portuguefes Territories, the Boat was 
lent off to dilcovei it. Not regarding 
danger, to fatisfy my curiofity, 1 went 
inconOdcratly aboard it, both to fee the 
Gountry and hear News of Antony Ma- 
chado dt Brito , Admiral of the Porta- 
gutfe Fleet, with whom I had been ac- 
quainted at Madrid. The Captain of 
oar Ship who took particular care of me 
for the fake of the Portugutft Commit 
fioner, oppos’d ray going a long while, 
as not being well fatisfy’d that Coaft 
belong’d to Portugal , and perhaps he 
fear’d, if it were fome other’ misfor- 
tune might befal me} but feeing I was 
obllinate, rather than difpleafe, he fuf- 
fer’d me to go. The contrary Wind 
which blew hard, would not permit us 
to make dire&ly for the Village} but 
drove us alhore a Mile from it. Being 
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The Habitation was a fmall Village on Little 
the Shore } I fay it was but little in refped OUngdor 
°f the great Mangalor , a dependance 
whereofit is, 5 Miles diftant,and govern’d 
by a Nabab,orGovernor appointed by the 
Great Moguls who they told me had two 
Caltles there. The Inhabitants told us 
how much we were miltaken, inform- 
ing us that the Point wc took for Diu was 
the Country of the Sangano Pyrates, and 
the Land we faw next Mangalorpotan t of 
the lame Kingdom of Guzaratte , not far 
dillant from them to the Southward } 
oppofite to which place, we lay, as was 
faid before, three days becalm’d, and 
bearing up againft contrary Winds. 

Having taken Water, and obtain’d 
leave to return to our Ship } about Mid- 
night the Bark with fome Indian Mer- 
chants aboard it bore us Company, to 
perfuade our Nicoda to ftaod in for the 
Shore, upon hopes of a good Market 
for his Goods } but he with good reafon 
fufpe&ingtheir Honefty, as being Bor- 
derers on the Sangano Pyrates , gave 
them good Words, promiling fo to do, 

B b the 
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the next Daj* ; 'f et at break of Day, 
on 2d' lie fet Sail with a fair 

Wind, whj^rt afterwards quite ceas’d, 
and left /us tyecalm’d. 

Ail the'%iiers and Paflengers blam’d 
the Pilot folUus Ignorance, who inltead 
of carrying ps to Damam, had run us 
up 400 Mile/ hi^ier Ealt-ward, and al- 
mofl into me JVlouths of the ravenous 
Sangano Pirates, who were but thirty 
Miles diftant.^ Some were for throwing 
him Over-Board ; fome were fatisfy’d 
with Railing, and putting him by the 
Steering of the Ship ; lo that the foolifh 
old Fellow had icarce a Word to lay 
for himfclf. 1 told the Nicoda he de- 
ferv’d as many Strokes as he had agreed 
to Pay him Abajfts , for his Ignorance. 
Twelve Merchants, and Moorijh Fachirs, 
who went to Beg in the Indies, for this 
Realon refus’d to go any further Aboard 
the Ship, and being fet Alhore, Tra- 
vell’d along it a-Foot, thinking it lets 
Dangerous than to continue in a VeflH 
govern’d by a Tabacco-Seller, who had 
ipent 37 Days in a Voyage of 20, with- 
out coming to his Port, Steering three 
Days to and fro North-ward, when he 
Ihould have flood South. The Wind 
frelhing after Noon, we coafted along 
Indoftan , making good way at Night. 

Monday 3d, the Wind prov’d lb croft 
that we could not reach Din, as we had 
intended, and this becaufe the Moorifh 
Mariners are a whole Hour fpreading 
a Sail ; calling Afahomet to their A Al- 
liance, with a tedious Song upon every 
little Accident. We came to an An- 
chor in eighteen Fadom Water, till the 
Tide and Wind which were againlt us 
came Fair. The Indian Seas are but 
lhallow, lo that tho’ we were 100 Miles 
from Land, we were forc’d to keep 
Sounding. Four Hours after Night-fail 
we Sail’d again, the Wind blowing hard 
at North, and the Sea running high; 
the Sky was as clear as it is the fineft 
Night in July at Naples. 

Tuefday 4th, the Wind came about 
fairer, which helped us on coniiderably. 
Being near Land at Night, we kept but 
one Sail Abroad, founding continually. 
At laft, finding twelve Fadom for a 
great while, we came to an Anchor, 
Haying for Day to draw nearer the Land 
we law. 

Wednesday 5 th, • in the Morning, we 
thought we were between Damam and 
Ma&unt, and the Tide being againll us 
•sited dll it turn’d, which \va$ about 
Nifn. Drawing near the Land, the 
Mpr began to look whiter, by realbn 
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of the Rivers that runs into it. We 
made fome little way, and Anchor’d a- 
gain bccaufe the Wind was contrary : 
Thofc Brutal Moors being fuch unskilful 
Sailers, that they knew not bow to ad- 
vance a Step, unleft the Wind was ve- 
ry Fair. But it was my own Fault that 
I lay fo long at Sea, becaufe I would 
not follow the Advice of F. Chiarlanton , 
a French Jefnit ; for had I gone Aboard 
the Englijh Ship, 1 had been long before 
Alhore taking my Eale. 

We weigh’d Anchor at Mid-night, 
but dropt it it again on Thnrfday 6th, 
before Day, for the aforelaid Realbn, 
lo that when 1 expected to have kept a 
merry Twelfth-Tide Alhore, after a 
hard Lent at Sea, becaufe my Provi(ion 9 
fell fiiort, 1 was forc’d againll Inclina- 
tion to continue my Abiiinence. We 
fet Sail fome time after, but within a 
few Hours Anchor’d again, bccaufe the 
Tide would not permit us to make way 
but at certain Hours. 

I went again Alhore in the Boat to 
know what Coalt it was, the Danger at 
Mangdor not having yet had the good 
Effea to make me more Cautious , none 
of the Sailers being able to give a good 
Account what part of the Fortuguefe Do- 
minions we were upon. Being hindred 
by the Flats from coming any nearer 
than within half a Mile of the Shore, 
two Seamen fwam thither to get fome 
Intelligence. One of thefe who return’d, 
the other not daring to Swim back, 
brought an Account, that we were near 
the Village of Ntvigon , two Days Jour- 
ney for a Foot-Traveller from Damam 
towards Bazjtim. Returning Aboard 
with this Relation, we weigh’d upon the 
Flood, and dropt Anchor again upon 
the Ebb, about Baxjum. 

This Current, or Tide alters twice 
in 24 Hours. It runs for fix Hours from 
break of Day towards Baz.aim , or the 
South ; then it runs till about Evening 
to the North towards Damam ; then it 
turns again towards Baxjum, and holds 
till Mid-night; after which it turns to 
the North, and holds till break of Day. 
’Tis true, thele Turns are not at the 
fame Hours all the Year about, tho* the 
running one way or the other always 
continues the fame time. 

Friday 7th, we hoifted Sail about 
Noon, with an indifferent Wind, and 
Anchor’d again in the Evening. After 
Mid-night we advanc’d again, and Sa- 
turday 8th, at Sun-rifing, at length came 
to an Anchor off Damam. Tho’ we 
fpread our Sails again after Noon, they

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were foon Furl’d through the Ignorance Pilot. I went immediately Afliore in 
Cemclli. of the Pilot, for he rather loll than the Boat with the Captain. Here I had 
1595. gain’d Ground. Sunday 9th, we weigh’d the good Fortune tQ nleettF. Francis, and 
four Hours before Day, and dropt An- F. Confiantin , the Factor 0 hfyjfora, be- 
chor agavn at Sun-riling, the Wind con- ing already gone for Bazjtin \ ''and Im- 
tinuing lull at North.

N EVER was Traveller better 
pleas’d, after enduring many 
hardfhips, *for a confiderable 
time in far diftant Countries, in being 
fafely reftor’d to his native Soil, enjoy- 
ing the company of deareft Friends, and 
relating what he had feen ; than I was 
at my Landing in Indoftan, which made 
me forget the Toils of my troublefomc 
Voyage. If it be extraordinary delight- 
ful to feed the Ears with the Relation of 
what precious things Nature has be- 
ftow’d on that wealthy Country, for the 
cafe of humane Life •, you may judge 
how great a fatisfaction it was to me, to 
be upon the fpot where I might adtually 
fee and be acquainted with them. Be- 
ing therefore lodg’d in the Monaftcry 
of the Augufinians in Damam 1 and ha- 
ving a little retted me after my Voyage, 
on Munday the nth of January 169 5, 
I apply’d my fclf to landing of my E- 
quipage. The Portuguefe Factor was lb 
civil that as at Bander -Congo my Portman- 
‘rnes had not been fcarch’d for the fake 
of the Gbmmifiioncr •, fo neither were 
they opert’d at Damam through his cour- 
ts fy. Be obligingly told me, he could 


wilh 1 had brought the value of iococo 
Crowns ■, for in regard I was a ftranger 
he would not have taken any Cullom of 
me } for had I been a Portuguefe , I muff 
have paid 10 per cent, (which to fay 
the Truth would have been confiderable) 
to the Gentiis, who farm’d the Cuftoms. 

When 1 acquainted F. Francis with this 
Generality of the Fadtors, he told me, 
that nocwithftandiug his being a Reli- 
gious Man, haying brought two Bales 
of Carpets , for the fervicc of their 
Church, the Cuftom-houfe Officers had 
flopp’d them for their Duties. I ap- 
ply’d my fclf to the Fadtor, to have 
them reftor’d to him , reprefenting F. 
Francis’s great worth, and how much 
he was elteem’d at Ifpaban by all the 
great ones } fo that at length through 
my intcrccffion he recover’d his Bales. 

The City Damam is fcated on the left p mm 
fide of the, River of that Name, in 20 city- 
degrees of Latitude. Tho’ but ill peo- 
pled, it is Beautiful enough, and built 
after the Italian manner. Three broad 
Streets divide it in length, and four a- 
crofs them ^ all fo regularly built, that 
the corners of the Houfcs (which are

Air. The Air of Damam is very good, be- 
• ing North of Goa", and tho its Summer 
•and Winter be at the fame time as it is at 
Goa (for whilft I ftay’d it was Summer 
in thofe parts, and the Winter is from 
May till the end of September , with con- 
tinual Rain and Storms) yet during that 
time I call’d Summer, there is fomc fort 
of Coolncfs in the Morning , which is 
not at Goa. 

rortifica- It has four modern and well Built Ba- 
tten. ftions; but ’tis fomewhat irregular, and 
ill provided with Cannon. The Com- 
pafs is about two Miles , without any 
Ditch on the Eaft and South iides, but 
with a low Work , or lritrenchment 
IJreaft high. On the other fides the Ditch 
is fill’d by an Arm of the River, towards 
which there are two Gates, and before 
the firft a Draw-Bridge. All the Walls 
arc back’d with Ramparts. 
t.ovrrn- The Government is in a Captain, or 
meat Commandant, and it is kept by a good 
Garrifon. The Faftor before mention’d 
has the charge of the King’s Revenue. 
It is inhabited by Portttguejes, Mcftizjs, 
who arc born of white Fathers and black 
Mothers, Pagans and Mahometans ; but 
thefe two laft are not allow’d the free 
cxcrcifc of their Religion. There are 
Monaftc- feveral good Monafteries, as thole of the 
riK - 7 efuits, the Rccolct s , the Augufinnans, 

and the Parifh Church ; but none of them 
has above three Altars oppolite to the 
Door. The Monafteries are convenient 
enough for the religious Men. That of 
S. Auguftin, where I refided, had an ex- 
cellent fqnarc Cloiftcr, with twelve good 
Stone Columns, befides the four great 
Pillars at the Aifgles. Above in the 
Dormitory there are twenty eight fmal- 
lcr Columns. 

oid d.- All that has been here mention’d be- 
longs to new Damam ; for the old is on 
the right of the aforefaid River, con- 
liftiug of poor low Houfcs , or, rather 
Cottages with Mud Walls, and cover’d 
with Palm Tree Leaves. Here moft of 
the Moors and G anils live, having their 
Shops of feveral Trades along the ill 
contriv’d Streets.

The Entrance into this Harbour is de- 
fended by a finall Call le feated on the 
fide of old Damam. It is longilh and 
hasihrec Bullions, well enough furnilh’d 
with Cannon. On the Noi th lide of the 
City isafmall Suburb, confiftingof Cot- 
tages cover’d with Palm-Trcc-Lcavcs, 
and inhabited by Chriftian Blacks ; and 
at a fmall diftancc from it, a Village of 
Gent, Is, with a Baz.ar. 

In the Year 15; 5. Martin Alfonfo de 
Son} a took and dcitroy'd Damam in three 
Days. In 1 5 59. D. Conjlantin Son to the M 
Duke of Braganzjt Viceroy of India, re- 
took it from A fid Bojita AbyJJho, who 252 liuF. 
had revolted from his Sovereign, and 
made it of confidcrable Strength. The 
great Aiogul hasattemped to reduce it fe- 
veral times; and particularly fifty Years* 
ago Aurenge - Zeb - Alangitir afterwards 
King, lay’d Siege to is with an Army of 
eighty thoufaud Men ; but the Pomgnefes 
defended it fo bravely, making a terri- 
ble Slaughter of the Enemy with their 
continual Sallies at Night, that he was 
forc’d after lying three Months before ir, 
to march off with the lofs of half his 
Army.

The Barbarians 
beingbut in a bad condition by their own 
Contrivance ; the Portugnefes retiring in- 
to the Town, began in fcorn to throw 
Cockle-fhells , which the Mahometans 
abhor, into the Enemies Camp, with an 
Engine they,call Papagayo , made of Paft- 
board ftrengthned with Canes, and car- 
ry’d up into the Air by the Wind and 
guided by a Rope.

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The Portugut'es Live very great in 
Geme/U. India , both as 0 their Tables, Qoath- 
169%. ing, and number of Cafres, or Slaves to 
Serve them } having fome of thefe to 
Tortuguck* ca * rr y therfj in Palanchincs on their Shout- 
ing ders, and ^others great Umbrclloes of 
Pa Ira- Tree /Leaves. The Palanchine is 
like a woodfen Ifler painted and gelt, fe- 
ven Span/ long, and four in breadth, 
with two well wrought Rilings ar both 
ends. On it they lay a Perftan Carpet, 
and over that a piece of Ruffian Leather, 
that it may not heat their Backs, and 
two Silk Pillows, on which they lie a- 
lo.ig. There are Ropes, or Iron Rings 
fa lined to the ends, through which they 
run a Bamboa, or thick Indian Cane, to 
lay on the Shoulders of the Blacks, two 
before, and two behind, all in a Row or 
File} very few being carry’d by two. 
The Per (bn in the Palanchine is cover’d 
with an Umbrelloe of eight Spans Dia- 
meter*, carry d by a Slave, or elfe faft- 
ned to the Bamboa that erodes the Pa- 
lankine, , and may be turn’d to that lide 
TjUtiiines the Sun is on. In rainy Weather they 
and An - u f e 3n0 ther fort of Carriage call’d An- 
°" u ‘ dor a, with a Covering made of Palm- 
Tree Leaves, floaping like the Ridge 
of a Houle, fix’d upon the Bamboa 
there are two fmall Windows or Doors 
on the fides, that may be open’d to fee 
who goes along the Street. The Ando - 
ra differs from the Palankine in nothing, 
but the Bamboa \ bccaufe the latter has 
a crooked one, that he who is carry’d 
may fit up } and that of the Andora is 
ftrait, fo that he mult lye along as if he 
were in Bed. This would be a conve- 
nient way of T ravelling on thofe foft 
Pillows for an effeminate European, who 
ffiould find fault with thejouitingof the 
Neapolitan Sedans, and would dciire to 
travel in Safety and Sleep. They are 
generally us’d there by Women, Religi- 
ous Men, and all other Perfons j a Reli- 
gious Men of any note, never being 
feen abroad in India, but in an Andora 
or Palankine , attended by many Slaves, 
there being but few Converts. Beiides, 
the Charge is very iuconliderable, for 
they that have no Slaves, pay four Indi- 
ans but twelve Cojlines of Naples a Month 
for carrying them. 

Coaches. When they go out of Town, or tra- 
vel fome Days Journey, they ufe a fort 
of Coach drawn by Oxen, guided by a 
* Cord run through their Noftrils. Thefe 
Coaches are fquare like a Chair, and 
can hold bnt two } the top of it is com- 
monly cover’d with Silk, three of the 
fides open, and the back clos’d with 
Canes interwoven one within another. 


They have no good Flelh to Eat in Provifi- 
Damam \ bccaufe the Beef and Pork is °ns. , 
ill tailed : They feldom kill Sheep or 
Goats } and every Body cannot go to 
the Price of Fowls. Fife is/dfo featve, 
and none of the belt } beiides they have 
no Oil of Olives to drefs it, but inltead 
thereof make ufe of that of Coco-Nuts. 

The Bread is Extraordinary good, even 
that they make of Rice. Thus a Stran- 
ger at Damam, who is not entertain’d 
by fome Body, has but an ill time of it, 
if he expeds for his Mony to furniih' 
himfelf in the Market \ becaufe the Gen- 
try have all their Provifions in their 
Houfes, and the meaner Sort makes a 
feift with Rice and Sura , that is, Palm- 
Tree Wine, foarce ever tailing Bread 
all the Year about. 

There is not any one fort of our Eu- Fruits and 
ropean Fruits, but all Indian , as Coco- Herbs. 
Nuts, Man fan as , Giambos , Vndis , Ana- 
nafas , At as, Anonas , and others we foaH 
delcribe in their proper Place, and give 
the Cuts of them. As for Herbs there 
are many of the European, and of the 
Country^ among which the Roots of 
that calld Caffaras, being like white 
Tartuffs, or Pignuts \ of the bignefsand 
tafte of a Cheftnut, are excellent. 

Damam is alfo very famous for all Beafts. 
forts of Game } for befides all the Eu- 
ropean Creatures of wild Boars, Wolves, 

Foxes, and Hares } in tbc Mountains 
there are thofe they call Baccareos, in 
lhape like Bucks, and in tafte like Swine ; 

Zambares, whole Bodies are like Oxen, 
and their Horns, and Feet like thofe of 
a Stag } Gazelles, which are like Goats ; 

Dives like Foxes } Rofts, with the Body 
like a Cow, fo call’d from a Rofe they 
have on the Breaft ; the Male of this 
Species is call’d Meru, and has Horns 
half a Span long, and the Body and Tail 
like a Horfc ; Wolves like Stags with 
hairy Horns ; European Stags ; black 
wild Cats with Wings like thofe of the 
Bats, with which they skip and fly from 
one Tree to another/ tho’ they be far 
diftant j wild Horfes and Cows. There 
are three forts of Tigers, call’d Bibo, 

Cito, and the Royal, each differing from 
the other in bignefs of Body, and vari- 
ety of Spots. It being their Property to 
be continually in fearch of wild Boars, 
thefe laught to defend themfelves by 
Nature, tumble in the Mire, and dry 
themfelves in the Sun fo often, till the 
Mud is crufted hard on them. Being 
thus arm’d, inltead of being made a Prey, 
they often gore the Tygers with their 
fearp Tusks } for they working with 

their 
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their Claws on the hard Mud, are a long 
GfiuUir time pulling it ofl£ and by that means 
ifif 5. give the Boars time to kill them. 
ijnrsj yhe Portuguefes have two ways of kil- 
ling TygereL one is lying conceal’d in 
a Ditch, neat the Water where they 
come to Drink ; the other going in a 
Cart drawn gently through the Wood 
by Oxen, and thence fhooting them. But 
they ufe all their Endeavours to bit them 
on the Forehead, for if the Tyger falls 
mot the firft Shot, it grows fo enrag’d 
with the Hurt, that it certainly tears 
the Hunter in pieces. 

gi n h- Betides four footed Beafts, there is 
great plenty in the Woods of Peacocks, 
Patridges of two forts, Ducks, Pigeons, 
Turtle-Doves, Swallows, Rooks, and 
other forts known in Europe. They for 
Pallime keep a fort in Cages about as 
big as a Thruth, call’d Martinhos of the 
City, and of the Country. The firft 
are black and white ; the latter of an 
alh Colour, with a red Breaft.

The Habit of the Portuguejes that have Hjbit. 
fetled their aboad in India is very oddp" 
for under their Coats or Veils they wear 
a fort of Breeches, call’d Condoles , the 
like whereof I never fowl in any part of 
Europe ; for when they are ty’d they leave • 
fomething like the tops of Boots on the 
Leg. Others under a Ihort Doublet , 
wear wide Silk Breeches ; and fome have 
them hang down to their Ankles, fo that 
they fervefor Hofe. 

The Gentils wear a long Silk Gar- 
ment, gather’d about the Waft like a 
Petticoat. It is ty’d with Ribbons be- 
fore upon the Breaft, and under the left 
Arm like the Perfian Cabayas, and with 
a Girdle about the middle; under it 
they have long Breeches down to their 
Heels.

It is 
not large, enclos’d by a weak WalJ, 
built after it was Plunder’d by Savagi, or 
Kacagi. The CalUe is no better, having 
four Towers but no Ramparts, but ei- 
ther coming from Sea or Land it mud 
be pafs’d by to come at the City. I he 
..Governor of it only commands the Gar- 
rifon Souldicrs*, the City being go- 
vern’d by a Nabab, who receives the 
King’s Taxes throughout the whole Pro- 
vince. The private Houfes are built 
with Mud mixt with Cows Dung, and 
fmall BruJh-wood broke ; there are not 
above a dozen good ones belonging to 
French, Englijh, Dutch and Mahometan 
Mercluuts. Nevcrthelefs Suratte is the 
prime Mart of India y all Nations in the 
World Trading thither, no Ship failing 
the Indian Ocean, but what puts in there 
.to Buy, Sell, or Load; for in the Port of 
\ur*ttc y there is a Trade not only for 
all forts of Spice, and among them for 
Ginger, but of very rich Gold and Silk 
Stuffs, of very fine Cottons and other 
Commodities brought thither from re- 
mote Parts. There are fuch rich Mer- 
chants, that they can load any great Ship 
out of ouc of their Ware- Houfes. 1 may 
fay without enlarging, that all the rich 
Silks and Gold Stuffs curioufly wrought 
Amisbtt vvitli Birds and Flowers ; all the Bro- 
<*y- cadej, Velvets, Taffetas, and other forts 
madjon jimadabat, are convey’d to Su-

is the greateft.Gity in India, and nothing 
iaferior to Pence for this Trade ; tho* 
its Houfes are low and made of Mud and » 
Bamboo ; and the Streets Narrow, Crook- 
ed, and full of Dirt. But^forgot t'ne 
fiie Mullins of Cambay a, am the Corio- 
fities made in the moll valuable Agate 
that is brought into Europe. 

Cambay a the Metropolis of that King- , 

dom was a large aud uch City, whilH the qJL. 
Portuguefes were poflels’d of it, Baroche 
and Suratte ; for this brave Nation go- . 
vern’d it well enough, the Gate being 
Hill Handing that People made for its fe- 
ci] rity ; but after they abandon’d it and 
retir’d to the Sea it lofl much of its 
Splendor and Magnificence; for the Vef- 
fels Anchor twelve Miles from it, and 
cannot come up to the City but with the 
Flood; which is lb violent and fwife 
that a Horfe can fcarce outrun it. For 
this rcafou the Ships often do not go up, 
becaufe they muHdo itagainH Wind, to 
check the violence of the Tide that drives 
fo nnpetiioufly. 

Barofce above mention’d is famous for p ar <ft 
its excellent white and Hain’d Calicoes, City- 
as alio for Ginger, and the befl Market 
for its Commodities is at Suratte ten 
Miles diHanc from it. Its Port is the 
River, which falls into the Sea fifteen 
Miles lower, up which fmall Barks can 
go with the Tide. 

1 purpofely omit to mention particu- 
larly fo many Countries, which like Ri- 
vers to the Sea convey all their Wealth 
to Smatte , becaufe of the good Vent 
they find for it there ; this being a mat- 
ter well known to Europeans. But there 
would be a much greater Refbrt, were its 
Port better, and that the Veflels when 
they have run fix Miles up the River, 
were not forc’d to lye at Suali, ten 
Miles from the City ; whence and whi- 
ther Commodities are convey’d inlinall 
Boats.

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Fathers Francis , and Confiantin had done. 
Gemelh. Having with them taken leave with 
i 6 9 5. Thanks of the Prior and Religious of 

i/YV roe Monaftery, we went down to the 
Stfore, and thence in a Boat to the Na- 
villo , which was a long Boat of the King’s, 
with fix Oars anfl a fquare Sail in the 
middle, having oni* Falconet aboard, and 
feventeen Portuguefe and Canarint Soul* 
diers. At Ebb, which fell out when 
the Moon was vertical, we let forwards 
with the help of a finall Gale, and of the 
Tide that let towards Bazjiim \ for from 
the Time the Moon firft appears above 
the Horizon till Ihc comes to the mid- 
Heaven the Flood runs towards Suratte, 
and when the Moon goes down, towards 

Bazaim. 

Trtpor Wednefday 26th, at break of Day w.c 
Town. wereoff the .Town and Fort of Trapor , a 
Place well Inhabited, with Monafteiics 
of Dominicans and Rccoltts.

On the North-lide the Walls are 
rampard, and the other Fortifications are 
not yet finilh’d \ on the South fide towards 
the Chanel, there is only a lingle Wall, 
that Place being lefs expos’d to the Dan- 
ger of Enemies, and fuilicientlydefended 
by the Ebb and Flood. One third of the 
City towards the North is Unpeopled, by 
reaion of the Plague which fome Years ra- 
ges in it. The Streets arc wide and ftrait, 
and the great Square or Market has good 
■Buildings about it. , There are two princi- 
pal Gates, one on the Eaftand the other 
on the Weft, and a fmall one towards the 
Channel or Streight. The Harbour is on 
the Ealt iide, form'd as was faid, by the 
Ulaud and Continent. 

The Government is in a Captain, as 
they call him, or Governor, and the Ad- 
miniftiatiou of Juftice in a Veedor^ and the 
Dejeinhargador , who is a Gown Man, and 
Judge of Appeals from all the Vet dors of 
the Northern Coaft^ along which in e- 
very City there are Factors and Trcafu- 
rers for the Revenue of the Crown of 
Portugal.

One of thefe Fathers docs the 
Office of a Curate, in the Village of 
Caff, two Miles diftant, and has a good 
dwelling there. On the Mountain near 
the faid College is another Hermitage, 
with a Chappel. 

Returning to Deins, F. Edward told 
me, that tho’ he had us’d all his endea- 
vours he could not find Men to carry me 
in an Andora , for his People were fled, 
and there were no others at Monopoffer-, 
by which perceiving that the Father was 
an Exception of the general Civility of 
the Portugutfe, I was forc’d to take up 
with an ill Houfe. 

Monday 14th, the Owner wljo was a 
Pagan , brought me the Horfc very late, 
becaufe none of them goes out of his 
Houfe, till he has perform’d his Idola- 
trous Ceremonies, and thinking to take 
fome little Meat before I fet out , good 
fpariug F. Edward told me the Bread was 
not come yet ; and 1 anfwering 1 would 


fend to buy feme, he reply’d it was not ’ 
yet bak’d ; and 1 might dine in a Village 
half way. Defiring him further to ap- 
point fomc Peafant to fhew me the Pa- 
god, becaufe the G entil knew not the way 
well, he would neither fend a Country 
Man, nor one of his Servants; where- 
upon 1 fet out in Danger of lofing my 
way for want of a Guide, travelling on 
a Mountain full of Monkeys, 1 ygers, 

Lions, and other wild Beafts and veno- 
mous Creatures. Coming to the Vil- 
lage, where I defign’d to cat, I found 
nothing but a little Rice half boil'd in 
fair Water ; the place confiding o t on- 
ly tour Cottages in the thii kcit of the 
Wood; fo that I went cr. falling. By 
the way I met ftrangc Birds. " Some 
wore Green and as big as a Tlirulh, and 
Sang very well; others bigger, black 
as Velvet, and with valt long Tails; 
others Red and Green; feme Black and 
Green, as big as a Turtle-dove, and ma- 
my more never feen in Europe ; there were 
alfo an innumerable company of Parrots, 
and Monkeys, and Apes, with very long 
Tails leaping from Tree to Tree.

AH that has been hitherto De/crib’d 
is Cut in the very Rode, without any 
Addition to the Statues, or any thing 
that may be patted. But on the Floor 
of the Pagod there are feveral hew’d 
Stones, which perhaps ferv’d for Steps 
to fome Structure. 

Coming out of the Pagod , and a/ccn- 
ding firtecn Steps, all cut in the Kock, 

I found two Citterns ot Rain- W iter, 
good to Drink ; and as many Steps a- 
bovp that, a Giott lixteen Spans fquare, 
and a great one further on with much 
Water Itanding in it. Mounting twen- 
ty Paces higher, 1 found another Giott 
twenty Spans fquare, which led to ano- 
ther ot the fame Dimenl/ons, and that 
into one of twelve. In the firft was a 
riling Window with Steps to ic cut in 
the Rock, with two Columns near a 
lmall Cittern. 

At a fmall d iftance from the/e Grotts 
is another Pagod, with a handfome plain 
I lace before it, aud little Walls about 
to fit down, and a Ciftern in the mid- 
dle. Five Doors cut in the Rock lead 
into the firft Arch } and between them 4- 
are tour ^angular PiHars; all but the 
middle Door are two Spans above the 
Ground. On the (ides of this Aich, 
whole length is the breadth of the Pa- 
god, that is, eight Spans, there are on 
the left feveral Statues fitting, like thole 
above mention’d, and others on the 
right Handing. All about the Fiontif- 
piecc there are many lining and Hand- 
ing , no way different from the reft al- 
ready Defcrib’d. Then there are three 
Doors to the Pagod, that in the middle 
twelve Spans high, and fix in breadth/ 
the two on the lides ten Spans high, aiitt 
four broad. The P&god is fixty Sw(ns 
fquare, no way proportionable, being 
but twelve Spans high. On both the 
fidcs, and over the Entrance there are 
above 400 Figures great and fmall carv’d, 
fome fitting, fome Handing, like tliofe 
before fpoke of ; but two on the right 
bigger than the reft are /landing, as is 
that in the middle of the Frontifpiece, 
which is of the biggeft Idol ; and ano- 
ther on thp left in the lame Pofture ; 
but all worn with Age, which deftroys 
every thing. On both fidcs there arc 
two Grotts fourteen Spans /quart, with 
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a low Wall within two Spans above the 
(7 tmelli. Ground. 

id 95 -\ Going up ten Steps further North- 
,^-VV ward is a Grott, and within that ano- 
ther lefs. On (he right is another like 
it, with another little on within it, in 
which is a lowy Wall like thofe before 
mention’d. The great one is about twen- 
ty Spans in length, and ten in breadth * 
the other ten fquare, and all of them 
with fmall Citterns. On the right fide 
is another of the lame bignefs, with two 
fmall Pillars before it, two little Grotts, 
and three Citterns, one on the right, 
and two on the left-, and another ad- 
joining to it, with another within it, and 
a Cittern of the lame Dimcnfions of the 
other. It is likely thefe were the Dwel- 
lings of the Pricfts of the Pagod* who 
there led a penitential Life, as it were 
in a Pagan Tbebaida. 

Defending from that great height, 
fifteen Steps cut in the Rock, there is 
a little Pagod , with a Porch before it 
thirty foot fquare, which leads into it 
through three Doors, between which 
there arc two Iquare Matters. On the 
left Hand there are four Statues * two 
fitting, and two lefs in the middle Hand- 
ing. On the right Hand a little open 
Grott, and another Paged* with a Ci- 
ttern before it, the way into which is 
firft, through a Door ten Spans in 
height, and fix in breadth, into a Room 
twenty Spans fquare * which has on the 
right another very dark Room twelve 
Spans fquare, which makes the Paged 
fomewhat Dark. In the midlt whereof 
is a round Cupola of one lolid Piece, fif- 
teen Spans high, which is the height of 
the Paged. Defccnding fifty upright 
Steps, there is a plain Space cut in the 
Rock, which is not very hard, and eight 
Ottangular Columns twelve Spans high, 
which leave nine Intervals to attend hve 
Steps that lead into an Arch. In this 
JMace on the left fide, which is ten Spans, 
ig a great Idol fitting Bare-headed •* two 
other great Statu ec Handing, and fome 
fmjll ones ; on the right fide two other 
Statues fitting, and two Handing, be- 
fidcs mauy little ones about them. Then 
the way into the Paged is through three 
Doors, twelve Spans in height, and fix 
in breadth, with two Windows over 
them. The Pagod is 100 Spans in length, 
fifty in breadth, and ten in height. A- 
bout it runs an Arch eight Spans broad, 
with ten Iquare Columns. Here are four 
Rooms, or Grows, twelve F6ot Iquare ; 
betides feven in the Front, and left fide 
of the Paged, where the Cittern is •, 


all which I fuppos’d to be Rooms for 
the Priefts of the Temple. In the Niche 
of it, which is ten Foot Iquare, is a 
great Idol fitting, with two Statues Hand- 
ing, and another fitting on the left, 1>y 
which alio there are two Statues Hand- 
ing, and feveral fmall Figures in half 
Relief about it. Attending ten Spans 
over againtt it is a little Grott, fupport- 
cd by two fmall Columns, ten Spans 
high. There is a Door ten Spans high, 
and four in breadth out of it into a 
Room, or Grott fixteen Spans Iquare, 
and thence into another of twelve, where 
there is a large Idol fitting, holding his 
Hands on his Breatt. 

Then dettending twenty Steps there 
is a plain Space, whence four Steps on 
the left lead up into an Arch, where 
there arc four Pilattcrs twelve Spans 
high, the Dittances between which are 
the way into three little Rooms cut in 
the Rock. Twenty Steps lower there 
arc other Grotts cut in the Rock, with 
fmall Citterns, but for what ufit cannot 
be imagin’d, unlefs we fuppofe all thele 
Cavities were Dwellings of the Idola- 
ters. It is only reported. That this 
wonderful Wprk was made with a V3tt 
Expence, by Alexander the Great, who 
was of the lame Religion. 

Dettending from the high Rock, I 
mounted a Horfe-back, with a good 
Stomach, having fatted that Day againtt 
my Will, and made hafte away to latis- 
fy Hunger. By the way 1 law abundance 
of Monkeys, and Apes, and being a- 
bout to kill one, the Pagan pray’d me 
not to Hurt them. Near the Road were 
two Palm-trees, riling out of the Trunk 
of one great Tree five Spans, and fpread- 
ing abroad their fruitful Branches. 

Near the Village of Canarin , which 
gives its Name to the Paged heredc- 
fcrib’d, is a Rock ioo Paces about, with 
feveral Grotts and Citterns under it, 
which might formerly be Dwellings * 
the ancient Gentils attesting to have their 
Habitations iu Rocks, to fave the Ex- 
pence of Materials in Building. On the 
Eatt fide before the largett Grott is a 
great Idol fitting, with his Hands a-crols 
on his Legs. 

Returning to Deins* I met F. Edward 
of St. Antony walking. He inttead of 
getting’ me lomething to Eat, began to 
Dittourfe after an odd manner * inquir- 
ing concerning Particulars of the Paged * 
bat 1 left him to Prate by himfelf, tel- 
ling him it was not time to Talk upon 
an empty Belly. Alighting, and going 
up to my Chamber, the firtt thing ! 




^\A/» {aid c4 the Servant of the Houfe, was 
Gemelli. to ask him. Whether there was any 
1695* thfeg to Eat. He told me there was 
U'V'Vwionei and bidding him go fetch me a 
little Bread at lead, he fet before me a 
fmall Loaf, with the lame Citron Feels 
cover’d with Pifmires, thefe Vermin 
leaving nothing untouch’d in India * for 
which realbn the Indians, to lave feme 
Preserves , fet them under a Table, 
whole Feet are in wooden Bowls full of 
Water, to keep them off 1 made but 
two Mouth-foils of the Bread * yet had 
not the Courage to do lo by the fweet 
Meat, which I fancy was made when 
firft Preferving was invented * and there- 
fore I bid the Servant keep that Rarity 
from the Pifmires, againft his Mailer 
had fome other Stranger to Entertain. 
The worft of it was, the wretched 
Village afforded nothing for Mony to 
latisfy Hunger, and therefore being 
fpent with Wearinefs and Falling, 1 lay 
down on the Bed, cxpe&ing Supper. 
F. Edward in the mean while, having 
walk’d about a long time, without think- 
ing of me i at length, two Hours and a 
half after it was Night, came to the 
dark Room. I hearing a Noife between 
Sleeping and Waking, and not feeing 
who it was, ask’d. Who was there, and 
he very loberly anfwer’d, Truly,. Sir, 
1 did not think you were here (tho’ we 
talk’d together when I came into the 
Village) and being told I had Eaten no- 
thing but a little Bread, he order’d the 
Cloth to be laid. This Word made me 
hope I fhould have fomething good to 
recover my faint Spirits * when 1 faw 
two Plates of fmall fry’d Fifties appear, 
and that which had the lead: was fet be- 
fore me, the other with the larger be- 
fore the Father. I was twice about 
changing Plates with him, but Modefly 
prevail’d, and 1 arm’d my felf with Pa- 
tience. After Supper F. Edward kept 
me up till Mid-night, with a Thoufand 
idle Tales, not fatisfv'd that he had fpent 
three Hours in neealels Chat with the 
Peafants ; and 1 having given him the 
Hearing againft my Will, at laft fell 
a Sleep without making any Anfwer. 
When I awak’d, finding he was gone, 

I ftfipp’d apace, and went to Bed, quite 
fpent with Hunger and Wearinefs, wip- 
ing for the next Day, that 1 might fly 
from that wretched Place.

Mand. faeiaid fared is feated, is about feven- 
ty Miles in compafs, twenty in length, 
and fifteen in breadth, Being very low, 
it is cut by feveral Channels running in

from the Sea ; but there are high Moun- 
tains in it cover’d with Trees. The 
Soil is very fruitful, and produces abun- 
dance of Sugar-Canes, Rice, and Fruit * 
fucb as Manges , Cocos ATranJolins, Giatc- 
charas. Tamarinds , Annas, Papais, and 
other Sorts, which thall be deferib’d 
elfewhere. There are in it leveral Vil- 
lages of Poor wretched Gentils, Moors , 
and Chriftians, Living in Honfes Built 
with Watties crufled over with Mud, 
and cover’d with Straw, or Palm-tree 
Leaves. They go Naked, both Men and 
Women covering their Privicies with a 
Clout, and their Brealls with another, 
or elfe with a Ihort Jerkin that does not 
reach below the Navel, leaving the 
Arms, Thighs, and Legs bare. On 
their Arms they wear Bracelets of Silver 
and Glafs, and thick Silver Rings about 
the l.egs. The Peafants are worfe than 
Vaflals to the Lords of the Villages •, for 
they are bound to Till the Land, or to 
Farm as much as may put them in a 
Condition to Pay the Landlord * thus 
like Slaves they fly from one Village to 
another, and their Landlords bring them 
back by force. They generally Pay for 
their Land, four, fix, or twelve Morals 
of Rice, fo call’d when the Husk is ofl* 
and Vate when it is on, which is the 
way they ufually deliver it. A Morals 
is 25 Paras, and the Para 24 Pound® * 

Spanifi i 5 Mealures the Portuguefc ufe for 
Provilions, as they do the Covtdo, for 
long Meafure. If the Pealants take the 
Land to Till in the Place of their A- 
bode, they Pay no other Duty to King 
or Landlord (tho’ fome Exaft fome Days 
of perfonal Service) ; but thofe that hold 
in Fee, Pay an Impofition according to 
what they are worth every four Months 
to the Kings Fa&ors or Trealurers, re- 
fiding in all the Northern Cities. Thefe 
Villages are given in Fee to Soldiers 
who have Serv’d long * or to other Per- ; 
fens that have well deferv’d of tbs 
Crown, for three Lives, after which 
they generally endeavour to Renew* 
but to the Church they are given\for 
ever. , 

Befides fo many Villages, there are in BmbtimL

Its Territory docs 
not Extend above fix Miles in length ; . 
on the South it borders on Savagi , and 
on the North with another Fort belong- 
ing to the Sydi. 

IVedntfday 23d, ' it was late before we 
Sail’d, waiting for lome Veflels of Chaul j 
and the Wind failing, made but little < 
way. The Calm continu’d Thurfday 
24th, and we were oblig’d to lie dole 
by the Coaft of Savagi , who is a mor- 
tal Enemy to the Portuguefe. This Sa- 
vagi, whom his Subjedts call Raja , which 
fignifics petty King, isfoPoweiful, that 
he maintains War at one and the fame 
time with the Great Mogul , and the 
Portugnefes. He brings into the Field 
50000 Horfe, and as many, or more 
Foot, much better Soldiers chan til t Mo- 
guls \ for they Five a Day upon a piece 
of dry Bread, and the Moguls will March 
at their Eafe, carrying their Women, 
abundance of Proviiious, and Tents, lo 
that their Army looks like a moving Ci- 
ty. The Raja, as to his Religion is an 
Idolater, as are moll of his Subjedts. 

All the Coaft from Chad to Goa, for 
the fipace of 250 Miles belongs to him, 
and from thence to Pifapor, he has fe- 
vcral Forts, moft of tnem among in- 
accefllble Mountains, belides Cities and 
Towns, defended both by Art and Na- 
ture. 

This Prince’s Dominion is but of a savagi, or 
late Date, for it began in Savagi' s Fa- fa- 
ther, to whom fuccecdcd Sambagi, his 
Eldcft Son, who was afterwards kill’d 
in Battle by the Great Mogul’s General, 
and lo Ramrao now Reigning, afeended 
the Throne. Savagi firlt rais’d his For- 
tune by Serving under the King of Col - 
conda then having gather’d vaft Wealth, 
and fcouring the Country with a great 
Number of Men like an Out- Law, he 
fei/.’d fome Places belonging to the King 
of I'iftpor, and fortifying themfelves in 
them among the Mountains, at length 
gather’d a mighty Army, then making 
War on the Mogul, the Portugnefes , and 
other Princes his Neighbours, heulurp’d 
all he now t ftands Poflefs’d of. They lay 
he was Born in Tana, a Subjedt of the 
King of Portugd, ana kept Shop there. 

But Ramrao pretends he is Defcended 
from Rajapours, and endeavours daily tv 
enlarge his Dominions, along the Coaft 
of Vndrin, and Candrin, as far as the 
Bay of Galas, belides what he has up 
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rjjv>p the Land. His Subjefts are Robbers 
6 emelit. both by Sea and Land, that being the 
^ 69 *- Pay he allows them, and make it dan- 
g%rous Sailing along that Coaft, lb that 
it is not to be done without a good Con- 
voy ; for being to pals by their Forts, 
they ran out in fmall Boats well Man’d, 
and Rob Friends and Foes, becaule, as 
has been laid, their King gives them 
leave. Nor is the Voyage fafe on Ac- 
count of the Malabars. 

NUitim. • Theft are Pyrates of feveral Nations, 

as Moors , Cernils , Jew s, and Chriftians, 
and fall upon all they meet with a great 
number of Boats full of Men. Their 
large Country reaches from Mount Del- 
hi , (bordering on the Kingdom of Ca- 
na.ru , ever govern’d by a Queen, and 
never by a Man) to Madraftapatan, a 
conliderable City and Fort. They Live 
under feveral Monarchs, among which 
the molt Powerful is the Emperor Za - 
mori , and the King’s of Tanor , Porca, 
and others. Theft People take poor 
I’aflengcrs, and left they fhould have 
fwallow’d their Gold, tho’ they have no 
need of it, give them a Potion, which 
makes them Digeft all they have in their 
Bodies, which done, they ftarch the 
ltinking Excrements to find the precious 
Metal. 1 was very much afraid of the 
Malabar Receipt, having never taken 
any Purge, and therefore thought belt 
to expert the Convoy.

Friday 25th, the lame Wind conti- 
nuing, we cainc in fight of the Fort 
of Zifapor , in which River the Vice- 
roy Burnt the three Arab Vellcls be- 
fore - mention’d. Then wc pafs’d by 
Lambuna , and the Fort of Maliandi , be- 
longing to Savagi, and after Mid-night 
the TJleos - quemadcs , which are three 
Rocks, 3 6 Miles from Cud . 

The Wind frclhning all Night, on 
Saturday 26th, at break of Day, we 
came to an Anchor in our Port, having 
Sail’d 280 Miles from Chaul. Having 
put my Baggage into a Boat call’d a 
Ballon , to carry it up the Channel to 
Goa, l met two Ballons of the Cuftom- 
Houft coming to vilic that 1 was in ; 
but having been lore-warn’d to write 
a Superftription upon one of my Par- 
cels for F. Salvador Galli , a Milan tfe 
Theatin , and Superior of the Monallery 
of Goa , they went away. Being come 
to the City, 1 caus’d my Equipage to., 
be carry ‘d to the Monaftery, where I 
was Courteoufly receiv’d by the laid Fa- 
ther. 
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A is feated in the Latitude of 
fifteen Degrees, and twenty Mi- 
nutes, and 104 of Longitude, in an 
Kland nine Leagues about in the River 
Mandova, which fix Miles below it falls 
into the Sea. It ftretches two Miles in 
length along the Channel upon uneven 
Ground ; being but half a Mile broad. 
It is under the Torrid Zone, which the 
Antients thought Inhabitable, by rea- 
lon of the excelfive Heat of the Sun; 
but Providence, which has difpos’d all 
Things in the bell manner, has quali- 
fy’cLit with continual Rains, which fall 
lb plentifully from Jane, till September , 
01 yOftobcr, that the great Floods dam 
op the Harbour, and obftrudt Naviga- 
tion ; befidcs the Skies being darkned 


whole Weeks with the thick Clouds. 
When the Rains ceaft at Sun-riling, the 
Heat is intollerable ; and therefore it is 
moft violent in April , and May, whpfi 
the Sun is in the Zenith , and the Rains 
are not yet begun. \ 

Alfonfi de Albuquerque, took Goa from 
Hidalcan , without Blood-lhed, in tub 
Year 1 508, a Dominican Father fetting 
up the Standard of our Holy Faith. Hi- 
dalcan afterwards Re-took the City, 
but in 1510, Albuquerque recover’d it, 
again, with the Slaughter of 7000 Bar- 
barians, and Built a Fort there, as he 
did at MAaca, which was loft in 1641.

The Portuguese ad- 
mir’d the Cafres Ingenuity, and prefent- 
ly order’d Chairs to be brought. After 
theviiit the twoSlaves Hay’d in theCount’s 
Houfc; and their MaHer being told of 
it by the Count’s Servants, that he might 
call them away, heanfwer’d, he did not 
ulc to carry away the Chairs he late on.

S. Manic a of'fhe Angufiinian Ntins, 
is an arch’d Church, with three gilc 
Altars. Here is a miraculous Cruci- 
fix. Sifter Mary of Jefus dy’d in this 
Monaftery with the reputation of San- 
dlity : She having the ligns of our Sa- 
viour’s Wounds found upon her, and 
on her Head, as it were the goreing of 
Thorns; whereof the Archbilhop took 
authentick Information. 

After Dinner I went to St. Paul , 
the firft Church founded by the Jtfuits 
in India , whence they took the Name 
of Pauliftas. Afterward they left it bn 
accouht of the ill Air, and becaufe it 
was out of the City, fo that only two 
Fathers refide there at prefent ; Having 
formerly been a College, the Dormito- 
ries Hill ftandingare magnificent. In the’ 
Garden thereare 2 J aqua, and fbuie Mungo 
Trees cauled to be planted by S. Franus 
Xaverius. There is alio a Chappel built 
in Memory of the Extafy or Rapture 
the Saint had in that place. In this 
Church , tho’ formerly Magnificent, 
there is at prefent only the high Al- 
tar, with two fmall ones on the lides. 
Here the Catechumens are inftru- 
&ed ; for whofe full e nance the King 
allows four hundred Pieces of Eight a 
Year. 

In India all Chriftians wear their 
Beads about their Necks, like Religious 
Men. The Jefuits inftead of a Prieft’s 
Cap, wear a long round one, broad at 
the top. 

The Miraculous Crofs, is a Church 
built on the Hill, on the place where 


a wooden Crofs bci.'g formerly fix’d 
on a Stone foot ; it is reported <fhat 
feventy four Years fince the Crucifix-' 
was found wi'h its back Miraculoufly 
turn’d towards Goa , which City froln 
that time has very much declin’d. 

WedncJ'day 2d of March , 1 went to S. Thmu 
the Church of S. Thomas of the Do - Domini- 
minicans , a good Fabrick on the Bank eMU 
of the Channel. It has feven Altais; 
the Monaftery is large, and Beautiful, 
inhabited by 25 Fathers. 

S. Bonaventurc of the Ohfervants of S Bon* 
S. Francis, is a fnnll diftance from it, venture 
has a little Church, and indiffti eut frjTIC 'f' 
Dormitories. It was the firft built cm " 
at Goa in Honour of S. Francis by Ed- 
ward dt Merfes. 

The Hofpit.il of Goa is (mall, and 
ill Govern’d, tho’ the King allows it 
tour hundred pieces of Eight a Year.

CHAP. VII. 


Of the Antient and Modern Dominion of the Portuguefe in India. 


^Afco dp Gama a Portuguefe Gentle- 
. man, whofe Statue is over on< 
of /he Gates of Goa , was the firft thai 
form’d this tedious Voyage ; anc 
King Emanuel of Portugal had the goot 
Fortune to fee that acccomplilh’d whicl 
his Pffdeceflbrs had in vain a(temptcc 
for* feventy five Years beford.

In Arabia Falix the Portuguefcs once 
had the important Place ot Mafcate , 
and its Dependanccs , the Kingdom of 
Ormuz the Iflands of Rccca, Kefcimi , 
and others in the Pcrjian Gulph \ 
where they made the Illand of Baharem 
Tributary, as alfo the confiderable Ci- 
ty of Bajfora , which Hill pays five 
Thoufand five Hundred Crowns anti a 
Horfc yearly Tribute to the King of 
Portugal j befides two Zeccbines a Day 
for the fubliftence of the Portuguese's 
Fadtor; but whenfoever their Fleet, docs 
not appear powerful in the Gulph the* 
Mahometans refufe to pay. 

They alfo made themfelvcs Mailers 
in the Kingdom of Canara of the Forts 
of Onor 9 Brazalor , and Gamboling in 
the Country of the Naires of the Caftles 
of Cananor , Caranpanor , Palepor , and 
Coilon *, and of the Fort of Manor on the 
Illand of that Name. 

in the Illand ot Ceylon , of feven Pro- 
vinces (or Carolasy as the Indians call 
them) three were brought under the 
P ortuguejes Dominion •, with the rich 
Country of the Cinnamon , and the 
Forts of Calaturrc, Colombo , Cilau, Ja- 
fanapatan t Trichily Molly and Batticall \ 
and this by the lail Will of the King 
of Acotay who was Sovereign thereof. 
The Dutch with the afliltance of the 
neighbouring Kings afterwards made 
themfelvcs Mailers, if not of all, at 
lead of a confiderable Part of the faid 
three Provinces. 

, T The Portuguefcs further fubdu’d the 

W **”• Qj t y an( j p ort 0 f jsicgapatan in the King- 
dom of Madutty Tambulin in the King- 
dom of Bengala , and Macajfar in the 
Kingdom of chat Name. So that be- 
inibccome formidable to all the Prin- 
cqtoS Afuty they had made all the Coun- 
try about Tributary \ and being Sove- 
2«6igns of that vail Ocean by means of 
^their mighty Fleets , no Ship of any 
Nation whatfoever could foil thole Seas 
without their Leave and Pafs; foizing 
the Ships nad Goods, and* Imprifon- 
ing the Men for prefuming to Sail 
without their Protection. This Au-

thority the Portuguefesy tho weak, dill 
fcxcrcife over all Ships of Moors ((and 
Gentils \ for the Europeans are goC-s^v - 
bove it. Thele Conqucds gain’d at 
the Expence of many Lives, and with 
the effufion of much Blood foarce lad- 
ed an Age and a half •, for the Dutch 
falling into the India Trade, iudead 
of extending their Conqueds among lo 
many Iflands and Kingdoms of Maho- 
metans and Pagansy they only Robb’d 
the Pertuguefes of what they had gain’d 
with lb much Valour \ making this 
ungrateful return to a Nation, which 
with lb many Dangers and Sufferings, 
taught and lecur’d to them that tedious 
Voyage. 

Another caufe of the decay of the 9ri ^ u 
Portuguefcs Power in India, was their 
Couqucll of Brazil \ for finding there 
moie Profit, they flighted India, and 
neglcdlcd to fond thither fufficicnt Sup- 
plies to preferve what they had, much 
Ids to make new Conqucds. This is 
lb certain, that the King of Portugal 
was fovcral times in the Mind abfolutc- 
ly to abandon it, which had certainly 
been done , had not the Miflioners 
made him fenfible, that if he did fo all 
the Chriltians of thole Countries would 
again fall into Idolatry and Mahometa- 
nifm. 

If we look upon what remains to the ^ 
Portuguefcs at prefont in India, it is vc- 
ry inconliderable, and inftcad of being 0 f Vmv 
Profitable fcarce pays its own charge, in hum 
At Goa they have the fmall Illand of 
that Name, with thofo of SalzttCy 
Bardesy Angediva , and others. On the 
Northern Goad the Fortrcflcs of Da- 
mam , Bazjum , and Chatd , in the King- 
dom of Guzjtratte the City of Diu. Near 
China the Iflands of Timor (abounding 
in Sandal ) and Solor , and the Colony 
of Macao, Subjcdt to the Emperor of 
China. In Africky Angola , Sena, Sofa- 
la , Mozambique and Mombaza j many in 
number , but of no great value. Thole 
that envy the Honour of the Portu- 
guefes aforibe their lofles to their want 
of Zeal for Religion, and their not per- 
fifting long in the propagation of it , 
for they fay that the Portuguefcs entring 
India with the Crucifix in one Hand and 
the Sword in the other, finding much 
Gold, Yhcy laidafide the Crucifix to fill 
their Pockets ; and not being able to 
hold them up with one Hand they were 
grown fo heavy, they dropp’d ifoeir 
Sword too. Being found in this Poflmre 
by thofo that came after, they were cs;- 
fily overcome. This is an excellent 

con- 
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contrivance of ill Tongues*, but the 
chief caufe of their Ruin was their hay- 
ingf made fo many Conquefts fo far di- 
vided from one another ; and next the 
War at home, which obftruded the re- 
lieving of India. 

All that remains under the Portuguefes 
Dominion from the Cape of Good Hoyt 
in Africk , to the City or Macao in China, 
is Govern’d by a Vice- Roy, with the Ti- 
de of Captain General , who rciides at 
Goa as the Metropolis of India. There 
are fix , and iometiines eight Defembar - 
gadores, or Judges that attend the Go- 
vernment, as a fovercign Court or Coun- 
cil, who wear a Gown down to their 
Heels over a Caflbck of the fame length, 
the Gown with wide Sleeves down half 
way their Arms. They wear GoLllas 
and huge Periwigs after the French Falhi- 
o». The chief Court thefe Gown-Men 
fit in is call'd a Relacaon , which admi- 
nifters Jidda' in Civil and Criminal Ca- 
fes ; having Power over all Miuifters, 
and tries all Appeals brought from any 
Parts of the Dominions. The Vice- 
Roy lits as Chief of this Court under a 
Canopy ; the Gown-Men /it on Benches 
plac’d on the plain Floor. The Council 
da Faceuda, is like the Court of Exche- 
quer, where one of the Gown-Men fits 
as the Viceroy’s Deputy. 

There is the Matricula-General, the 
Trocar ador-Mor-dos-Contos, and the Com- 
mittceof the new Company of Traders. 
Thefe have put in fcveral Sums to carry 
on the Trade of Mozambique, Mombaca , 
Macao, and other Parts of the Porta - 
glides 1 )ominious ; and have the Privi- 
ledge ilwt. none (hould Trade but they, 
ketaufc they pay the Salaries of theGo- 
vernours. 1 he V iccroy and Archbilhop 
put in many thoufitnd Pardaos into this 
Company, to encourage others to do the 
like i but it can fcarce laft long, bccaufe 
the Stock is but fmall. The profit is to 
be divided every three Years. 

The Li cjui fition is much refpeefed and 
dreaded by the Chri/lians at Goa, and a- 
bout it} as is the Archbifhop, or Pri- 
mate. 

The Viceroy goes by Water in a Bal- 
lon, or Barge row’d by twenty two Cana- 
rincs , with Trumpets before him, and 
fits on a Velvet Scat, with fevcral of 


his Domefticks about hha* When he 
lands he is carry’d in ;r Sedan by four 
Men. He bas a Guarii of ten Horle, 
and feveral of the Genah and Officers 
attend him in Palanchini . 

Tho’ the Portugat j Dominion* be 
fmall j yetrheking‘ap^ifi 4 fc"Ci .-; Ge- 
nerals who have very litrle advantage be- 
fides the Honour. One of them is can d 
of the Gulph of Ormuz,, and commands 
four Ships} another of the North, who 
is like a General over all thofc Towns, 
and reiidcs at Bauiim -, another of Sal- 
zete, who commands in that Iflandj one 
of China , who commands only in the 
Town of Macao } one in the liflaiids of 
Timor and Solor •, and laftly one of Goa, 
who has the care of the Channels, that 
no Perfon may come in or pafs by from 
the Mogul' s Country. And this becaufc 
it is a difficult Matter to fecurc the Paf- 
fage between fo many fm.iil for 

beiides thofs 'i Goa, Sardes and Salute, 
there ate, uut of Charon, where are 
two Villages, the Noviciate of the Je- 
fuits, and a Pariih of Seculars } Divar, 
or Narva with three Villages, where 
the Seculars have the Cure of Souls } 
Capon, belonging to the Nuns of S. Mo- 
nica •, Combargiva , and Juvart belonging 
to the Jefuits } S. Stephen, where there 
is a Fort, Village and Pariih of Seculars ; 
the fmall Ifland of Emanuel Lobo de Sil - 
veira, with a few Houfcson if, that of 
Emanuel Motto , which is the Stews of 
Goa , being inhabited by Par an Dancing- 
Whores j and laftly the fmall Wand of 
Dongarin belonging to the Augufiinians. 
Thefe for the moft part abound in Palm 
or Coco-Trees, under which the Cana- 
rines and Gentils build Cottages to live in j 
lo that every Palm-Tree Grove looks 
like a little Village. They fay the 
Breath of Man makes the Palm-Tree 
more Fruitful. 

Not only the Viceroy but all the Of- 
ficers Civil and Military, and Church- 
Men have Efficient Allowance from the 
King to maintain them handlomely. 
The Viceroy’s Salary is 30000 Pardaos, 
which are the third part of a piece of 
Eight. The Archbilhop 1 2000 j thefof- 
ficers of the Inquifition, Canons* ^ Mo- 
nafteries, and Parilhes a Comp*™™-, 
but all the Tithes belong to the! 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Fruit and Flowers of Indoftan. 


I T mult not b A thought ftrange that, 
being tojjrealf of the Fruit and Flow- 
ers of fo vait a Country as Indoftan , I 
fliould bring it in immediately after Cm; 
becaufe all thofe forts, which are found 
in the feveral Parts of that Trad, being 
to be had about Goa, and even fomethac 
are not elfewhere ; it is proper we fhould 
give an account of them before we leave 
that City. I will endeavour to explain 
their Portuguefe Names the belt 1 can, 
and add the Cuts of them, that they may 
appear the plainer to the Reader. 

To begin then by the Palmer a de Co- 
cos, or Coco-Tree, the firlt Place being 
due to that Plant which is molt beneficial 
to Man: It is to be conceiv’d that this 
Tree fits out and loads a Ship for Sea, 
without borrowing any think elfewhere. 
Of the Leaves, which fome of the Peo- 
ple on that Coalt ufc inllcad of Paper, 
they generally make Sails} of the Wood 
the Veflel : The Fruit, which is well 
known in Europe, yields Meat and Drink, 
and a good Commodity} befides its out- 
ward Cafe or Rind fteep’d in Water is 
Spun to make all necelfary Cordage for 
a Veflel , tho’ there are fome forts of it 
which they eat like other Fruit. This 
firlt Rind, when Ripe is yellow; the 
Shell which is hard, makes Dilhcs to 
drink Chocolate and for other Ufcs. 
Within it is a white Pulp or Nut flick- 
ing round the Shell about half an Inch 
thick, which tails like an Almond, in 
the midft of it is a clear Water very 
good to drink. Of this fame Fruit they 
make feveral forts of Sweetmeats, and 
Oyl, both to Burn and Eat for want of 
Olives. Cutting a Branch of it and 
putting the end into a Veflel, the moi- 
fturc that fhould feed the Nut runs into 
it and is call’d Nira , and Sura. The Ni- 
ra is white and fweet juft of the taftc of 
the Liquor made of che Grapes, by put- 
ting. Water to them after they have been 
preft’d, and is taken before the Sun riles. 
The ESra is the lame Liquor turn’d low- 
er, fnckis taken after the Sun is up and 
has Aeated the Air. It mult be put to 
£**Fire before it is drank, or elfe its 
CKfldnefs would give the Gripes. It is 
,fo nourilhing that the Indians live upon 
it feveral Days without any oth,er Sufte- 
qancc. ' 

* This Sura Diftill’d makes Wine, and 
when it decays Vinegar ; but tho Diftil- 


ling being feveral times repeated it be- 
comes a llrong Water : Boil’d it turns 
to Sugar, and they ufc it as Leaven to 
their Bread.

They grow ftrait to 
lixty Spans in height, of an equal thitk- 
nefs from the Bottom to the T op. '] he 
Indians ufe them for Timber to build 
their Houfes, and the Leaves to tover 
them, or to burn. 

The Palm , or Date Tree in India 
bears no Fiuit, but they draw Nira-, or 
Sura from them. There arc feveral o- 
*ther forts of them that ycild little Fruit. 

One they call Palmar a Ac Tranfolin, whole 7 >,,#/■„//* 
Fruit is ripe in May. 'I 'his is finallcr than 
the Coco , the outfidc Rind to make 
Ropes black; and full within of the 
lame fubftancc as the other Cocos. E- 
very Tranfolin bears three little Coco- 
Nuts in a Triangle; the Pulp whereof 
prefs’d yields a cold white Water. This 
grows as high as the Coco-Tree, but is 
thicker of Leaves, which grow like a 
Broom, and produces Fruit but once a 
Year, whereas the other does four times. 

This Tree alio affords Nira and Sura , 
both of them naturally excclflve Cold. 

The ralma de Coco de Hughs, or the r ./„, j. 
Monkey Coco-Tree , has Boughs like Bugles* 
large Difciplincs. Of the Fruit they 
make curious Beads, becaufe the Paters 
have a natural Work on them , than 
which nothing more curious could be 
made by Art. There are other Palm- 
Trees in India that do not bear, and the 
Indians run up and down them by the 
help of a Rope ty’d about the Tree, and 
the Man fo nimbly that none can believe 
that has not feen it. 

The Arcejueira, or Areca- Tree is like j rect 
the Palm, but llcndcrer and not fo high. Tree. 

It bears a fort of Fruit nccelfiry for 
chewing with the Seth , like a Nutmeg 
and cncio^din a Cafe or Rind, like that 
of the Coco-Nut, and on a Bough as 
thick of them as that which produces 
Dates. This Fruit is gather’d four 
live times a Year. 

The Figueira , or Fig-Tree is a Plant' 
as foft as a Bulrulh, as thick as a Man’s 

Thigh,

It bears Fruit but once, for 
when it has produced lixty, feventy, and 
*fometimes a hundred Figs on a Branch, 
they ent down the Plant and a young 
Sprout grows out again. But there are 
two forts of them. Thofe that are a 
Span long, and about the thickncfs and 
fhapeof an Egg, are call’d Figos de afar, 
or roafting Figs ; and thefe are as fwcet 
as a wild Fig, and very nouriihing, be- 
ing eaten roaltcd with Cinnamon and Su- 
gar. The Pulp or Flefh within is white 
and red, with fome fmall tender black 
Seeds, which are alfo eaten. They are 
gather’d green, and ripen and turn yel- 
low in the Houfe, like Winter Melons. 
The other fort is call’d Figos de Orta , or 
Garden Figs; thefe are iweeter, better 
tailed, and eaten Raw, but not fo large 
as the others, tho’ they have the fame 
Seeds. As for their Nature, thefe are 
Cold, and theothers Hot ; both of them 
npen at any time of the Tear.

Mings. The Mangutra or Mango-Tree is as 
Tree. high as a goal Pear-Tree, but lias larger 
and fofter Leaves.

It ipendsnoc 
fo well in any part of AJia as in the Phil- 
ippine Iflands, where the Areca is fofc 
and eafieto chew, and the Betel extraor- 
dinary good. The Spaniards make a Com- 
pofition of both Herbs with Lime, which 
they call Buyo , and carry it in curious 
little Boxes, to chew it every moment a- 
broad and at home. The Betel makes 
the Lips fo Fine, Red, and Beautiful , 
that if the Italian Ladies could they would 
purchafc it for the weight in Gold. 

’ The Trees and Flowers hitherto de- puu- 
ferib’d are the bell in Indofian ; but there Tree, 
are many more not to be defpis’d. One 
of them they call Fund, fotall and flrait 
that it may ferve for Malls for Ships. It 
produces a red Fruit, in which there are 
twelve or more Seeds, as big as Acorns, 
and of the tafte of Pine- Apple-Kernels. 

But they eat them boil'd that they may 
not caufe the Head-ach. 

There arc alfo Indian Apples as big as 
a Walnut, with a Stone as a Plum, and Apples, 
ill tailed. The T ree is fmall and has ve- 
ry little Leaves. 

The Tamarinds of Indofian are extra- Tama- 
ordinary good, and there is plenty of rinds, 
them about the Fields.

back, in my Voyage to China , carrying 
atong with me no more than was juft 
necellary for my Journey, as I was ad- 
vis d by F. Gain, who told me it would 
be all taken from me on the Mountains 
by thc Cuftom-Houfe Officers ; and that 
when his Mony was gone, they had ta- 
ken from him the very A ndora. 

Fnday 4th, the Porter and Interpre- 
ter coming to tell me all was ready, I

fir 0 n C ^ on » * coafted along the City 
Wall on the Channel, palling at the end 
W four Miles, by the Fort of St. Blafo , 
Ffz in 
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on which th«fre are eight Pieces of Can- 
Gemelli. non ; and /two «Miles further, by the 
Caftle of^St. Janes, where there are 
V/'YNJ twelve Guns, ljiere (hewing the Go- 
vernour my Pafs, he gave me Leave to 
crofs the Channel into the MoguP s Coun- 
try. 

We ftay’d a long while in a Cottage 
belonging to the Guards, there being 
neither Man nor Bead to be found, to 
carry the Baggage of an Armenian, and 
a Moor that had joyn’d me. At lad, 
feeing Night drew on, we forced forne 
Gentils of the Village of Arcdna to car- 
ry them. There being nothing to be 
Bought in this Place, the Armenian, 
and the Moor made fhife with a little 
Rice half Boil'd, and fo little of it chat 
the Grains fwam on the Water, which 
afterwards ferv’d them for Drink. T 
pafs'd the Night under lome Coco-Trees 
without Sleep, becaufe of the great 
Noife of Drums, and Cries of the Ido- 
laters, who Celebrated the Fead of Si - 
minga, at the fuH Moon. 

Saturday 5th, before we fet out, the 
Armenian and Moor fill’d their Bellies 
with Caehiari ; which is a Compofition 
of Rice, Kidney- Beans, and Lentils 
Pounded and Boil’d together, as was 
(aid, at the end of our fecond Part. For 
want of Beads to carry my Luggage to 
Ponda, which was twelve Miles off, I 
took three Gentils ; and was forc’d a- 
gainft my Will to make ufe of a Cudgel 
upon them, becaufe they will never do 
good Service either for fair Words, or 
Mony, but run away as foon as they 
can *, and on the other fide, when 
Thrafh’d, they will Load themfelves like 
Afles. 

The Sun was fo hot, that at very fhort 
Didances we were oblig’d to Red, and 
Refrefh us with Melons, and Fruit of 
the Country. At Mardol it took us up 
much Time to Eat a Jaeca, which was 
fo large, that a Man could foarce carry 
it. The Idolaters would Eat none of it, 
for they will not Tade any thing that 
is Cut by us, tho’ Starving for Hunger ; 
and 1 was told fome of them had been 
fo Obdinate, as to continue five Days 
without Eating on this Account.

Columns, with hand- 
fotoe Capitols, and little Windows in 
rhe Intervals, one of which ferves for

a Door. They fay this was Built to put 
Lights in on the Fcllivals of their Idols, 
as was the other Place, like it, on thq. 
left, not yet finifh’d. About the Porch, 
and before the Arches of the aforefaid 
Bridge, there are feveral Shops ; but all 
is gone to Ruin lince the Mogul has ta- 
ken that Country from the King of Pt- 
fapor, on account of the Wars with Sa- 
vagi. The Pagod is at the further end 
of the Court. The fird Room is like a 
little Hall, longer than it is broad, the 
Roof fupported by fix fmall wooden Co- 
lumns on each fide, curiouily carv'd with 
Figures on them, about them there are 
low Branches to (it down. Within it is 
another Room, like the fit d, but Ids ; 
and farther on upon the right is a little 
Room curioufly painted, with feveral 
Figures, which have on their Heads, 
fome of them Pyramidal Caps, and o- 
thet s a Crown like that the Pope wears. 

There is a Kb a Figure with four Hands, 
two whereof hold a Staffj one a Look- 
ing-Glafs, and the other reds on its 
fide; by it dand Women with five Vef- 
fels on their Heads, one upon another. 

There are befides feveral Monders, 

Beads and Birds ; as flying Horfes, Cocks, 
Peacocks, and others. The Pagod dands 
oppofite to the Door in a little dark 
round Room, at the Foot of a fmall 
Tower, where there is a carv’d Stone 
cover’d like a Tomb. There is a wind- 
ing Way on the out-fide up to the top 
of the Tower, and to the Chambers of 
the Idolatrous Prieds. On one fide of 
the fecond Room I mention’d, before a 
little Door flood the Bier they ufe to 
carry their Idol in Proceflion. On the 
fame fide is another Pagod (hut up, with 
a Cidern before it, cover’d with a Cu- 
pula, and has a fmall Room in the mid- 
dle. Behind the aforefaid Pagod , is one 
of tbofe Trees they call of the Banians , 
and under ic the Bath, or Pool, with 
large Stone-deps about ic for the Gen- 
tils to go down, and wafh them of their 
llncleannefs. 

> Setting forward again, after Travel- 
ling a long time over Mountains and 
Plains, 1 came late, and very weary to 
Ponda. There 1 found a fmall Camp of 
the Mogul's Forces; and among them 
Francis de Miranda, Born in the I (land 
of Saltere , who receiv’d me very Civil- 
ly. He had ferv’d there as a Soldier of 
Fortune fixteen Years, with the Pay of 
75 Roupies of Silver a Month, which 
are worth 45 Crowns of Naples. Thifc 
Troops were come that fame Day frona 
Bichiolin, with the Divan, or Receiver* 
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rswA^/i of the King’s Revenue of Ponds, and a- 
bove 700 Villages, who has 7000 Roa- 
t&> s’, lies a Month, and 1 000 Horfe under him, 
vvhofe Pay is a Roupie a Day, he was to 
take Poflcffion of the Government of 
the lower Fort of Ponds + and of the 
Office of Saba, of that Territory, which 
among us is like a Major General \ and 
this becaufe the true Governour had fent 
fome of his Soldiers to Bicbiolin , to com- 
mit Ads of Hoftility againft the Divan , 
lb that there had been Men kill’d and 
wounded on both (ides. Ech-lafcanpani - 
Saba refufing to Obey, unlcfs he were 
firft Paid what was Due to his Soldiers, 
and the more, becaufe the Divan had 
no Commiffion from the King, but on- 
ly a Letter of Advice from his Solici- 
tor, therefore the two Parties conten- 
ded, and threatned one another. The 
Divan now Laid he would drive him out 
The Cere- °f bis Fort with the Cannon from the 
•nony of upper ; when on Sunday 6th, about 
receiving Sun-fetting there was heard a confufed 
aComif Noifc of Drums and Trumpets, fuch 
Veft from ^ 1 taking it for a warlike Sound, 
the Mogul, laid hold of my Gun, but it was for the 
coming of a Mcflenger fent by the King, 
who brought the Divan a Veft, and Com- 
miffion for both Employments. 

Seven Hundred Horfe and Foot flood 
at their Arms before the Divan’s Tent, 
and two Companies of fixteen Gentils 
each Danc’d confufcly to the Sound of 
Drums, Fifes, and Trumpets. It being 
then a fort of Carnaval thole People 
obferve every Year for five Days, they 
went about like Mad-men, in red Veils, 
and little Turbants of the fame Colour 
call’d Cbiras , throwing red Dull upon 
all they met to Die them *, as we ufe a - 
mong us to do with black Dull. 

The Divan , who was a Grey Headed 
old Man about Sixty five Years of Age, 
mounted a Horfe-back, with a pair of 
Kettle-Drums a Horfe-back before him ; 
and follow’d by a Palankine , another 
pair of Kettle-Drums on a Camel, and 
a medley of Horfe and Foot naked, who 
went in a Diforderly manner, like lo 
many Goats. They had feveral Colours, 
fome of Calico, with a Trident on them, 
and fome of Silk, with Ptrfian Chara- 
cters and Flames in the middfle, all car- 
ry’d by Foot Soldiers. The Divan be- 
ing come to a Tent, ereded* for that 
pur pole near a Mofcb , two Musket- Ihot 
from his own, he alighted, and after 
paffing fome Compliments with the 
Kyig’s Mcflenger, and Perfons of Note 
t!iat were with him, put on the Chira 
• himfclf on his Head, whilft the Meflen- 


ger held the Salh to him. \ Then the 
latter took a Veft, or Garment of green 
Silk, with Gold StripesJ and\put it on 
the Divan , and then two Saflres about 
his Neck, his Seim iter hanging by his 
Side. The Divan laid his Hand on the 
Ground five times, and as often on his 
Head, in Thankfgiving to the King who 
had Honour’d him with that Prefent. 

Then fitting down, his Friends and 
Retinue came to Congratulate with him, 
and fome to Prefent him with Ronpies , 
which he gave to the Mcflenger, but 
they were very few. They call this 
Prefent Nazar , that is, a goodly Sight j 
and the Cuftom is deriv’d from the Co- 
ronation of Kings, when the Noble Men 
prefent a great deal of Gold Coin ; and 
fome Pieces weighing above three Hun- 
dred Ounces, to Rejoice the Mogul that 
Day, who fits on a Throne lludded with 
Jewels of an exceffive Value. When 
the Solemnity was over, the Divan 
mounted a Horfe-back ; and alighted a - 
’gain by the Pool near the Mofcb ; where 
fitting on a Carpet with Pillows at his 
Back, he diverted himlelf with the Sing- 
ing, and Mufick of the Mask’d Gentils. 

I was told this Honour coll him 20000 
Ronpies (each of them worth fix Carlines 
of Naples) which he lent the Secretary, 
who had pafs’d the Commiffion in the 
King’s Name •, for he never writes to 
his Subjects. For all this the Saba would 
not deliver up his Poll, but keeping 
Pofleffion of the lower Fort, Laid it was 
all Counterfeit. 

The City Fonda is made up of Cot- rontU C’r 
tages, and Mud Houles feated in the ty. 
midll of many Mountains. The Fort, 
which is alfo of Earth, and govern’d by 
the Saba , has a Garrifon of about 400 
Horfe and Foot, and leven final] Pieces 
of Cannon. There was formerly ano- 
ther Fort on a higher Ground ; but D. 

Francis die Tavora y Viceroy of Cm, Be- 
ll eg in g it twelve Years before this time 
with a Body of 10000 Men, in a (hort 
time made a large Breach in it. Savagi , 
to whom it belong’d, coming to the 
Relief of it with 1 2000 Horfe, oblig’d 
the Viceroy to raile his Siege, and draw 
offi Then he went over to the Ifland 
of Salzate, St. Stephen , and others near 
Goa ; and having Plunder’d and Burn’d 
feveral Places, carry’d many Hundreds’, 
of the Natives Captives into his own’ 
Country; and making them carry the , 

Stones of the Fort that had been De- The up * 
molilh’d to the top of a Hill two Miles per Fort.) 
from Ponds South-ward, built the fmall 
Fort now Handing, calling it Mardon- 

i* r . 
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gar, that i» the Fort of Valiant Men. 
This Caftld is Held for the King, by a 
Garrifon pt 30^ Men, under a Kilidar , 
or Cafteilan, Who has 200 Reupies a 
Month Pay, aflign’d him out of certain 
Villages. It being a Place held upon 
Oath, he may not upon any Account go 
out of the Gate. 

The lower Fort, and Country depend- 
ing on it, taken from Savagi by the 
Great Mogul, is govern’d as was laid 
by a Suba , or General of the Field, who 
receives the Revenue of above 700 Vil- 
lages, being therefore oblig’d to Main- 
tain a certain Number of Soldiers *, fo 
that he Dreins the poor Country People, 
making a few Cottages Ibmetimes pay 
Thousands of Roupies. 

Monday 7th, 1 faw the difmal Spc&a- 
cle of a wretched Vagan Woman, the 
Kindred of her dead Husband had ob- 
tain’d at the Price of great Prefents from 
the Suba , to be Burn’d with the dead 
Body, according to their wicked un- 
merciful Cuftom In the Afternoon the 
Woman came out well Clad, and adorn’d 
with Jewels, as if Ihe had gone to be 
Marry’d, with Mufick Playing, and Sing- 
ing. She was attended by the Kindred 
of both Sexes, Friends, and Brachman 
Priefts. Being come to the Place ap- 
pointed, (he went abouc undaunted, ta- 
king Leave of them all ", after which Ihe 
was laid all along, with her Head on a 
Block, in a Cottage twelve Spans Iquarc, 
made of fmall Wood wet with Oil, but 
bound to a Stake, that (he might not 
run away with the fright of the Fire. 
Lying in this Pofture, chewing Betelle , 
(he ask’d of the Standers by, whether 
they had any Bufinels by her to the o- 
ther World ; and having receiv’d feve- 
ral Gifts, and Letters from thofe Igno- 
rant People, to carry to their dead 
Friends, (he wrapp’d them up in a Cloth. 
This done, the Brachman, who had been 
Encouraging of her, came out of the 
Hut, and caus’d it to be Fir’d ", the 
Friends pouring Vcflels of Oil on her, 
that (he might be the foonet; reduc’d to 
Aihes, and out of Pain. Francis de 
Miranda told me, That as foon, as the 
Fire was out, the Brockmans would go 
gather all the melted Gold, Silver, and 
Copper. This barbarous A&ion was 
■perform’d a Mile from Fonda. 

When I return’d to my Tent, the 
Camp had a falle Alarm, on account of 
one Moor's cutting of another’s Nofe. 
Some Gen tils fled upon the Mountains, 
and fo did Miranda, leaving all he had 
feeliind, .and 1 endeavouring to perfwadc 


him to ftay, he anfwcr’d, he muft do as 
the reft: did. Taking my Gun, Powder 
and Ball, 1 flood under a Tree ro dc_-. 
fend my felt. Mirandas Cook in the 
mean while Laugh’d at his Mailers Co wc.’ 
arc! ice, laying. What a brave Soldier the 
Mogul has, to allow kirn two Ronpies and 
a half a Day : Ij he flies now no Body 
purflucs, what will he do when be Jees an 
Enemy ? Here 1 law them drink the Juice 
of an Herb they call Bangbe , which, 
mix’d with Water, ftupifies" like Opium. 
To this purpole they keep it in Glafs- 
Bottlcs of a violet Colour, made on the 
Mountains ot Gates, in the Mogul s Ter- 
ritories, and in China. 

There being no other conveniency of 
Carriage all the way 1 was to go, but 
on Oxen, 1 Bought a Horfe at Fonda for 
lixty Roupies. Having got a Pafs from 
the Bacbei , that I might not be flopp’d 
by the Guards on the Frontiers ; and 
leaving my Gun to be fent to Goa , that 
I might not be made Prifoncr by Sava- 
gi' % Men, 1 let out on 7 ucflday Sth, and 
Travelling eight .Miles came to Chiarn- 
pon , a Village of a few Mud Houles, 
with a Fort of the lame fort. Here I 
caus’d lomc Meat to be Drcls’d, but 
my Porter going about to take a Fig- 
Leaf to make ufe of inftcad of a Dilh, 
after the manner of India, the Heathen 
Woman to whom the Fig-Tree belong’d, 
and the reft of the People, who came 
to her Afllftance, made fuch a Noilc, 
that we were forc’d to depart. We 
Travel I’d through Woods, as we had 
done before, and at laft getting out ot 
them, crofs’d over an Arm of the Sea 
in a fmall Boat, and entred the Terri- 
tory of a Fagan Prince call’d Sondc-kira- 
ni-karaja, l ord of fome Villages among 
the Mountains, but Tributary and Sub- 
ject to the Great Mogul, being oblig’d 
to Serve him in his Wars. At the end 
of two Cojfles (each Coffe is two Italian 
Miles ) we lay at the Village of Kakore, 
confiding of a few Cottages under the 
Arch of a Pagod. At the upper end of 
it, under a fmall Cupula , was a thing like 
a Chamber-Pot ot Copper, on a Stone 
Pedeftal, with a Uizor like a Man’s Face 
of the fame Metal nail’d to it. Perhaps 
it might be an Urn containing the Afhcs 
of tome Hero of theirs, in the niidft 
of the little Cupula bung a fmall Bell, 
and without many fmall Lights. 

At Night, Troops of Monkeys came 
leaping from one Tree to another ", and 
tome of them with their young One^fo 
dofe hugg’d under their Belly, that tho* 
we threw many Stones at them, we v 

could 
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fs-A-^ could not fetch down one j nor did they 

GtrneM. fly any further than from one Tree to a- 

i$95- nother. The Inhabitants of thefe Vil- 

l/V\i lages being for the molt part Gentils 
(ror in India there is fcarce a Mahome- 
tan among fifty Men, they feed them and 
take care they (hall not be kill’d ; fo that 
being grown Tame they walk familiarly 
in the Villages and even in the Houfes. 
There are fuch incredible Stories told of 
thefe Creatures, that it is no wonder 
fbmc blind Philofophcrs Ihould allow 
Bca.'ls fomc fort of uuderftanding. All 
the Cijres and Blacks along the Coaft of 
Mox.ittnb.ijue in A, rick are of this Opini- 
on, fajii.g they do not Ipcak, bccaufe 
they will.jiot woik. 

A story of In the Kindam of Canard a Babcon 

& baboon, raking a kind ids ro a Woman, did fo 
in felt her taihei s Honfe, breaking all 
he found in it} that not knowing what 
to do, they at lad pet mined him to have 
carnal Copulation with her, and ever af- 
ter to have tiec ac-.els to her. A Portu - 
gitefr hapned to pafs by that vvay, and lie 
at Ni itit in the Vagan s Houle, where 
feeing a g. eat Baboon tome in, and make 
fuch a dilturbancc, he inquir’d into the 
meaning of it. The young Woman’s 
Father anfwcr’d with a ligh, This Crea- 
ture has taken away my Daughter’s ho- 
nour, and makes all this noife when he 
does not find her at home. The Portu- 
guese reply’d , Why do you not kill it? 
l he Peafant laid he was a Gcntll, and 
that the Cfuceg being of the fame Religi- 
on would punifli him feverely Ihould he 
do it. 1 he Portuguese without making 
more Woids of it*, waited till the Beaft 
came in, and (hot it, and the Idolater be- 
ing afraid to be punilh'd, he carry d it 
himfelf out of the Cottage and bury d it. 
The Portuguifc was requited tor this 
kinduefs with a great quantity ot Rice, 
as he himfelf told me fittecn Years after 
it bapned. 

Another. F. Can fin writes that a Ship being call: 
away on the Cape of Good Hope , foon 
after India was diflover’d by the Portu- 
guefes , a Woman holding fall by a Plank, 
was drove by the Sea upon an Ifland. 
There a Baboou had to do with her, and 
maintaa’d her for a long time iu a Cave 
with what he found abroad, fo that af- 
ter lome Years he had two yoyng Ones 
by her. A Ship afterwards hapiiing to 
touch there, the wretched Woman by 
figns call’d for help and was deliver’d ; 
but the Baboon returning and finding (he 
was far from the Shore was fo enrag’d, 
chat it took the two young Monfters and 
ill’d them in her light. 
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It is well known tfiataV Woman in A third. 
Brazil having had to ,d<# witl a Baboon, 
and conceiving, (he wa^delivV’d indue 
feafou of a Child with all the Limbs of a 
Man, but hairy, and tho dumb it did all 
it was commanded. The Dominicans 
and Jefuits had hot difputcs about this 
Creature whether it ought to be Baptiz’d 
or not, and at laft they concluded in the 
Negative, becaufe begot by an irrational 
Sire ; and that had the Father been a 
Man, and the Dam a Baboon it might 
have been Baptiz’d. 

D. Antony Machado de Brito , Admiral ^fourth, 
of the Portuguefe Fleet iu India told me, 
that one of thefe Creatures continually 
troubling him, and breaking all it found 
in the Kitchin, he once to be even with 
it,, order’d a Coco-nut to be put upon the 
Fire, which fort of Fruit the Moukies 
are mod greedy of, and hid himfelf to 
fee how tlut Beaft would take ic with- 
out burning his Paws. The cunning 
Creature coming at the ufual hour and 
‘finding its beloved Food on the Fire, 
look’d about and feeing a Cat by the 
Chimney held her Head in his Month, 
and made ufeof her Paws to takeoff the 
Coco-nut, and then cooling it in Water, 

Eat it j the Portuguefe laughing to fee 
the Cat mewing about all Day with the 
Pain it had been put to. 

The Monkeys being fo greedy of Coco- Hot thcf 
nuts has taught the Indians how to catch takeMon- 
them. They make a hole in the Shell, keys, 
into which the Monkey runs its Paw, and 
not being able to fetch it out full of the 
Nut, rather than quit the hold it fuffers 
itfelf to be taken by thofc that lye in 
wait for them. Nor is that true which 
is reported, that if one of them be kill’d 
in the Field the reft will fall upon him 
that kill'd it j for when I made one fall, 
the reft fled. 

Wednefday 9th, I fet out through thick 
Woods, and travelling eight Coffes came 
to the foot of the Mountain of Balagati , 
where 1 fouud the Guards and other Cu- 
Horn -Houle- Officers lb fond of other 
Mens Goods, that they took twelve Rou- 
pics for two firings of Pearls. Having 
climb’d the Mountain for eight Miles a- 
mong dreadful thick Woods, I came to 
the fecond Guard and Cuftom-Houfe, 
where they took a Roupie without exami7 
ning further. There being no dwelling 
to be found, 1 lay all Night in the thick- 
eft part of the Wood (wherein India • 
differs frqtn Perfia , which is bare of T ree) 
after travelling twelve Cojfts , that is 
twenty four Indian Miles.

1595. with it 0 r the more lafety. This Boja- 
C/W) ta was a Caravan of above three hundred 
A Cara- Oxen loaded with Provifions for the 
Camp at Gal? ala. The Woods we pafs’d 
through abounded in Fruit, quite diffe- 
rent from any in Europe. There were 
lome not unpleafant ; and among the reft 
one fort they call Gulard , which tafts 
r . like an European wild Fig, and Grows 
Fruit** and Ripens without any Bloflom at the 
Body of the Tree. That Day Ifawfome 
wild Hens, which I had never feen before, 
with a Crcft and Feathers that inclin’d 
to black. At firlt I thought they had 
been tame, but was afterwards unde- 
ceiv’d, there being never a Houle for 
many Miles about. Having travell’d 
fourteen Cojfes, we came two Hours be- 
fore Sun fee to the Village of Bombnali , 
belonging to the fame Prince Kirani ; 
where tho’ there was a Guard call’d Chi- 
anti, they took nothing of me ; perhaps, 
becaufe the Chief of it was not fo Barba- 
rous as the reft. 


call it the Animating Monkey, becaufe 
according to the fabulous Traditions of 
thofe People, he once fought with much 
Bravery. When I perceiv’d no Body 
took notice of me, I us’d to break all t*he 
Idols that came in my way ; efpecially 
thofe the Peafants, that conducted the 
Bojata, carry’d hanging about their Necks, 
wrapp’d up in a Cloth, which were of 
Stone, ill ihap’d, and weighing 2 Pounds. 

Sunday 1 3th, I fet out four Hours be- 
fore Day wirhthe Caravan of Oxen, and 
at the end of fix Cojfes came to Kancre a 
Village confuting of a few Houles, where 
I Din’d. Then f went five long Cojfes 
further and lay at the Village of Etchi, 
which tho’ made up of Cottages has ex- 
cellent Land for Tillage and Sport; the 
Stags and other Game feeding about 
tamely. 

Monday 14th, fetting out early with 
another Bojata , at the end of five Cojfes 
all the way a fertile Soil, I Hopp’d at 7 ik- 
li a fmall Town defended by a Fort of 
Earth, and after Dinner proceeded to 
the little Village of Onor. 


The Road I travell’d on Friday 1 i th, 
was through more open Woods in which 
there were Iron Mines. Having gone 
eight Cojfes we came to the Village of 
Chiamkan , where there was a Market 
and Cuftom-Houfe kept by the Gernils , 
who fearch’d my Luggage. I lay four 
Cojfes further at Sambrani. In this place 
refides the aforemention’d Prince Sonde- 
Kirani-karaja in a Fort made of Earth, 
encompafs’d with Walls (even Spans high. 
The Village is nothing better than the 
reft of that Territory, but it has a good 
Market or Bazar. The Prince makes 
three Leeches of Roupies , that is 1 80000 
Neapolitan Crowns a Year of this only 
Village ; by which the Reader may judge 
how cruelly the Idolaters and Mahome- 
tans opprefs the People with heavy 
Taxes. 

Setting out late on Saturday 12th, af- 
ter four Miles travel we came into the 
MoguCs Territories. Having pafs’d the 
Prince Kiranis laft Guards on the Road, 

I retted till Noon near the Fort of the 
Town of Meal-, but being ready to fet 
forwards was inform’d, the Road I was 
to go was infefted with Robbers, and 
therefore I refolv’d to ftay for the Bojata. 
At this place there was a Paged, and in 
It an Idol with a human Body, but the 
Face of a Monkey, and a vaft long Tail 
winding About to the top of jits Head, 
with a little Bell hanging at the end of 
it. One Hand was on its fide, and the 
other lifted up as it were to ftrike. They 


Tnejday 15th, I travell’d five Cojfes 
through a Country full of green and de- 
lightful Trees to Mandapur, a City made 
up of Mud Houles and enclos’d with a 
low Wall ; but has a good Fort of Lime 
and Stone on a Hill. After Dinner I 
went two Cojfes farther to Betche a Wall’d 
Town, where I lay. 

It is far different travelling through . . 
the Mogul' Country, than thro" Perjia jj n g in/( 
or Turky, for there are no Beafts for car- di£ 
riage to be found, nor Caravanftras at 
convenient diftances, nor Provifions; 
and what is worfe there is no lafety from 
Thieves. He therefore that has not a 
Horfe of his own mutt mount upon an 
Ox, and befides that inconveniency, muft 
carry along with him his Provifion and 
lltenfils to drefs it ; Rice, Pulie and 
Meal being only to be found in great 
Towns inhabited by the Moguljlons : At 
Night the clear Sky will be all a Mans 
covering, or elfe a Tree. Add to all 
this the great Danger of Life and Goods, 
by reafon of the Excurfions Sovogi’s Soul- 
diers make quite as far as the Camp at 
Golgald. Befides, the Moguls thcmfelves 
are fuch crafty Thieves, that they reck- 
on a Traveller’s Monyand Cloaths their 
own ; and they will keepalong with him 
many Days till bis fecurity gives them an 
opportunity to Rob him at their eafc. 
Sometimes one of them will pretend to 
be a Traveller that is going the lame 
way, and bears a Stranger company, that 
he may Rob him with more fafety ; for

Crofling the River Kijcma 
I came into the Quarters of the Mahome- 
tans call’d Lafcaris, and lome Chriftian 
Souldicrs of Agra entertain’d me. 

Friday 1 8th, I went to the Chriftian . 
Gunner’s Quarter to hear Mafs , and 
found a convenient Chappcl of Mud 
Walls, ferv’d by two Canarine Priefts, 
maintain’d by the Catholicks. After 
Mals Francis Borgia by extra&ion a Vene- 
tian but born at Dehli , invited me to his 
Houfe. He being Captain of the Chrifti- 
ans, an hour after caus’d two Mahome- 
tans that had made themfelves Drunk to 
be cruelly beaten before me, bound to a 
Stake. When they were fet loofe, they 
return’d him thanks for chaftizing them, 
laying their Hands on the Ground firft, 
and then on their Heads, after the Coun- 
try Fafhion. 

That fame Day the King puj the Qne- 
ltion to the Cafi y or Judge of the Law, 
whether it was more for Gods fervice to 
go fight his Enemies to fpread the Maho- 
metan Seft, or elfe to go over to Pifa- 
por to keep the Ramauin , or their Lent.

Saturday 19th. 1 went to Guldbar (lo 
they call the King’s Quarters) and found ThtfCing’s 
the King was then giving Audience, but Q? arters - 
there was fuch a Multitude and Confufion 
that 1 could not have a good fight of 
him. The King’s and Princes Tents 
took up three Miles in Compafs, and 
were defended every way with Palifa- 
docs, Ditches and five hundred Falco- 
nets. There were three Gates into them 
one for the Aram or Women, and two 
for the King and his Court. 

1 was told the Forces in this Camp M , 
amounted to 60000 Horfe, and 1000000 ^amp 
Foot , for whofe Baggage there were P ‘ 
50000 Camels, and 3000 Elephants j 
but that the Sutlers, Merchants and Ar- 
tificers were much more numerous, the 
whole Camp being a moving City con- 
taining 500000 Souls, and abounding 
not only in Provifions, but in all things 
that could be defir’d. There were 250 
Bat. ars or Markets, every Omrah y or 
Geucral having one to lerve his Men. 

In fhort the whole Camp was thirty 
Miles about. • 

Th efejOmrabs are oblig’d to maintain owr\ki 
a certain number of Horlc and Foot at *** 
their own Expencc ; buc the Mogul af- 
iigns them the Revenues of Countries 
G g and 
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and Provides, wfyilft they continue in 
Cemelli. that PoftJ Somc»of them make a Mil- 
169$. lion and jnialf a Year of thefe Giaghers, 
l/VM or Feofs •, others lefs, according to the 
Number of Souldiers they are to maiu- 
- tain. Bat the Princes of the Blood have 
the belt, fome of ’which are worth a 
Million and a half of Roupies a Month. 
They are not only oblig’d to ferve in 
War, but to attend the King at all 
times, tho’ he only goes abroad to di- 
vert him. To this purpofe they all keep 
Spies at Court, for upon every failure 
a Gari is taken from them, which is 
3900 Roupies , or lefs proportionably to 
every Man’s Pay. 

Tho’ thefe Generals are in fo fair a 
way to heap Wealth ; yet when they 
are found faulty, as keeping a fmaller 
Number of Souldiers than is their quota 
they are Punilhed by pecuniary Mul&s. 
And tho’ they fhonld combine with the 
Commiffaries that Mutter them , it 
would avail but little: Becaufe when, 
they dye the Exxhcquer is their Heir, 
and only a bare fubfittanceis allow’d the 
Wife, and for the Children they fay the 
King will beftow more Riches on them, 
than he did on their Father, whenfoc- 
ver their faithful Services fhall deferve 
it. Thefe Generals command every one 
his own Troops, without being fubor- 
dinate to another; only obeying a Lieu- 
tenant of the Kings, when he is not 
there in Pcrfon, call’d Gium-DetoUMolk, 
The Mo- who receives the King’s Orders , to 
gut s good communicate them to the Generals, 
fenrice. n cnce i t ft that they being lazy and un- 
difciplin’d, go upon fervice when they 
pleafe, and there is no great Danger. 
Many French men belonging to the Ar- 
my, told me it was a Plcafure and Di- 
verfion to ferve the Mogul, becaufe they 
that will not Fight, or do not keep their 
Guards are Subjeft to no other Penalty, 
but lofing that days Pay, that they are 
convicted of having Trangrefs’d; and 
that they themfclves did not value Ho- 
nour much in the Service of a Barba- 
rous King, who has no Hofpital for the 
wounded Men.

CHAP. III. 

The Artifices , and cruel Praltices of the Mogul now Reigning, to poffefs 

himfelf of the Empire. 


E xperience has long fince made it 
Notorious enough, that the Succefc 
lion of this great Monarchy rather de- 
pends on Force than Right ; and that, 
(if it fo happen, that the Sons expert 
their Father’s Death) they at laft De- 
termin the Title of Birth-right by the 
Event of a Battle *, but this Mogul we 
have fpoken of, added Fraud to Force, 
by which he deflroy’d not only his Bro- 
thers, but his Father.

ttn. Fa- Years, more like a Father than a King, 
ther to being at the Age of feventy Years, fit- 
■Avenge ter for any thing than Love ; he became 
defperately Amorous of a Moorijh young 
Woman. His unruly Paflion prevailing, 
he gave himfelf up fo entirely to her, 
beyond what became his Age, that be- 
ing reduc’d to extream Weaknefs, and 
defoairing of his Recovery, he lhut him- 
feli up for three Months in the Aram, 
without (hewing himfelf to the People, 
according to Cuflom. He had fix Chil- 
dren ; four of them Sons call’d, Dora , 
or Darius \ the fecond Sugiah , that is, 
valiant Prince j the third Aurenge Zeb , 
that is, Ornament of the Throne, and 
the lad Morad Bdkfce. The two Daugh- 
'ters we^c Begum Saheb, that is,, fupream 
PrinceM^aad Raufenora Begum, that is, 
lightfonj rrincefs, or Light of Princef. 
fes. They take thefe Names, becaufe 


there being no Titles of Earldoms, 
Dukedoms, or the like, as is us’d in 
Europe i they cannot like our Princes 
take the Name of thofe Lands, for they 
all belong to the King, who gives all 
thofe that Serve him Aflignments at 
Pleafurc, or Pay in ready Mony. For 
the fame Reafon the Omrahs Names arc 
fuch as thefe, thofe that follow, Thun- 
derer, breaker of Troops, faithful Lord, 
the Wife, the Perfcdl, and the like.

The cunning Fox Aurtngt 
Ztb , whilft Things were in this Confu- 
fion, that he might the better furprize 
his Brother, gave out, that he had no 
Pretcniions to the Crown, but had cho- 
fen to become a Fachir, or Poor, to ferve 
God in Peace. At the lame time he 
writ to his Brotiier Mora, d Bakfce ac- 
quainting him that he had always been 
his t eal Friend, and had no Pretenfions 
to the Crown himfelf, being a profefs’d 
Facbir 9 but that Vara being unfit to 
Reign, and a Kafar or Idolater 9 and 
Sultan Sujah a Rcfefis , or Heretick, an 
Avenge Enemy of his Fore-fathers Religion, 

Att'fices. am * unworth y t * 1c Crown, he thought 
1 none but Morad deferv’d it, to whom 
all the Omrabs being acquainted with 
his Valour would willingly fubmit. As 
for himfelf, provided he would give him 
his Word, that when he came to the 
Throne, he would leave him in Peace 
to pray to God in fome corner of the 
Kingdom the reft of his Days, he would 
not only endeavour to afTift him with 
his Advice, but would joyn his Forces 
with him to Deftroy his Brother *, in 
Token whereof he fent him i ooooo Rou- 
fies 9 adviling him to come with all Ex- 
pedition to make himfelf Maftcr of the 
Fort of Suratte , where the T reafure was. 
Morad Bakfce, who was neither Power- 
ful nor Rich, freely accepted his Offer 
and Mony, and began immediately to 
Aft like a King, promiling great Re- 
, wards to thofe that would Tide with 

him 9 lb that lie rais’d a powerful Army 
' in a fhort time. Then giving the Com- 

mand of 3000 Men to Scia-Abas, a va- 
liant Eunuch, he fent him to Befiege the 
Caftle of Suratte. 

Vara would have Reliev’d it, but 
forbore it to attend his Father in his 
Sicknefs, and curb Saltan Swab, who 
after fubduing the Kingdom of Btngala , 
where he was Governour, was advanc'd 
with a powerful Army into the King- 
dom of Labor. He fent his Eldeft Son 
Soliman Sceciar againft him with conffde- 
rable Forces 9 who routed his Unde, 
and drave him back into Btngala, and 
leaving good Garrifons on the Frontiers, 
he went back to his Father Vara.

Aurenge 
Zeb receiv’d him with extraordinary

nour 9 calling him Baba, and Babagi , 
that is, Father, and Lord and Father 9 
and after giving him an hundred Em- 
braces, taking him afide he told him. 
It was not rcafonable that his Family 
being in Vara’ s Hands, he Ihould ven- 
ture to do any thing for him Publickly 9 
but that on the other Hand there was 
no Difficulty but might be overcome. I 
will therefore propofe a Method to you, 
laid he, which will not appear ftrangc 
to you, when you think on the Safety 
of your Wife and Children 9 which is, 
that you permit me to lmprifon you, 
‘which all the World will think is in 
Earneft, believing you are no Man that 
will take it in Jeft, and in tb? mean 
while I will make ufe of part of your 
Troops, of your Cannon, and feme of 
your Mony, which you have fo often 
offer’d me, and will try my Fortune. 
The Emir, either becaufe he was a fworn 
Friend to Aurtngt Ztb , or on account 
of the great Promifes he had made him 
at other times 9 or elfe by reafon he 
few Sultan Mazum well arm’d Handing 
by him, and Sultan Mahmud looking up- 
on him with a ftern Countenance 9 fub- 
mitted to all his Will, fuffering himfelf 
to be confin’d to a Room.

dred it to Morad Bakfce, he fent to Con- 
gratulate with him, and tell him what 
had hapned with Emir Jemla j what For- 
ces and Mony he had ; and what fecrct 
Intelligence at Court •, defiring him, 
that fince he was to go from Brampur 
to Agra y he fhould endeavour to meet, 
and Confer with him by the way. 

This fell out to his Mind, the two 
Armies joyniug with much Satisfaftion. 
Aurenge Zeb made Morad Bakfce frelh 
ProimTcs, proteftiug over again that he 
did not Afpire to the Crown •, but on- 
ly come to help raife him to the Throne, 
in Oppolition to Dara y their commdn 
Enemy. They both mov’d towards

jy lni the Army of Sciah-gehan , and Lara y 
Forces which came to hinder them parting the 
defeated. River Ogenc } the Generals, Kafem and * 
Cham, and Gcjfon-fengbe were overthrown 
by the Valour of Morad , with the Slaugh- 
ter of 8000 Ragipu' S. 

Himfelf Morad Bakjce flulh d with the Succeft 
routed, of the Battle, coveted nothing but Fight- 
ing ; ufing all poflible means to over- 
take the Enemy*, whilft Aurenge Zeb 
grown vain, encourag’d his Soldiers, 
giving out he had 30000 Moguls of his 
Party among Dora's Forces. Having 
taken fome Reft, they Fought the fecond 
Battle at Samongher y where Morad Bak- 
j ce, tho wounded by the General Ram- 
fenghe-rutle, fighting Couragioufly kill’d 
him. Whilft the Event of the Battle 
was Hill Dubious, the Traitor Calil-ul- 
lah-kan y who Commanded 30000 Mo- 
guls , with whom he might have routed 
the Enemy, did not only go over to 
Aurenge Zeb , but falfly perfwaded Dora 
to come down from his Elephant, and 
get a Horfe-back, and this to the end 
that the Soldiers not feeing him, might 
fuppofe he was kill’d, and to difmay ’em. 

It fell out as he defign’d, for being all 
feiz’d with Fear, they fled to efcapc Au- 
renge Zeb. Thus Dura on a fudden loft 
the Vi&ory he had almoft gain'd, and 
was overthrown ; and feeing himfelf 
forfaken, was forc’d to fly to fave his 
Life. So that it may be faid, that Au- 
renge Zeb , by continuing ftedfaft on his 
Elephant, fecur’d to himfelf the Crown 
of hdojtan *, and Dora was thrown out 
of the Throne by coming down from 
his. A Divcrfion Fortune often takes, 
to make the greateft Victories depend 


on the moft contemptible Accidents. 

The unhappy Lara returning to Agra * 
in Defpair, durft not appear before 
his Father, who, when he took his 
Leave, had faid to him. Be fare Dara 
never to com into my Sight unlefs Zilfo- 
rious. Neverthelefs the" good old Man 
did not omit to fend to Comfort him, 
and allure him of his Afleftion. 

Four Days after, Aurenge Ztb y and dm-mpr 
Morad Bakfce Came to a Garden a fmall comes . 
League from the Fort of Agra ; and w J ^ rs ‘ 
thence fent an ingenious and trulty Eu- ‘ 
nuch to pay their Refpe&s to Sciah-ge- 
han ; and to tell him they were very 
much troubled at all that had hapned, 
being compell’d to it by Dora's Ambi- 
tion \ but were moft ready to Obey his 
Commands. Sciah-gehan y tho’ he well 
knew how eager his Son was to Reign, 
and that there was no trufting to his 
fair Words ; yet (hew’d a good Coun- 
tenance to the Eunuch, defigning to in- 
trap Aurenge Zeb y without coming to 
open Force, as was then proper to have 
done. Buthe, who was thorough skill’d 
in all Frauds, took his Father in the 
fame Snare y for putting otf the Vific 
from Day to Day, which had been a- 
greed upon between them by the Eu- 
nuch, fpent the mean time in gaining 
the AfFcdtions of the Omrahs underhand. 

When he thought Things were Ripe, 
he fent his Eldeft Son Sultan Mahmud 
to the Fort, on Pretence to fpeak to 
Sciah-gehan from him. This bold young 
Prince coming to the Gate, fell with 
his Men that lay in rcadinefs upon the 
Guards, and potting them to Flighc, 
went refolutely in, and made himfelf 
Mafter of the Walls. Sciah-gehan per- 
ceiving he was fallen into the Snare he 
had laid for his Son, try’d to Bribe Sul- 
tan Mahmud with the offer of the Crown, 
but he, without being mov’d, carry’d 
the Keys of the Fort to his Father, 
who made the fame Governour Ekbar - Tmprifon-s 
kan, Governour of it. He prefently his Father 
fhut op the old King with his Daughter 
Begun Saheb, and all the Women *, fo 
that he could neither Speak nor Write 
to any Body, much left go out of his 
Apartment. As foon as this was done, 
all the Omrahs were oblig’d to make 
their Court to Aurenge Zeb y and Morad 
Bakfce , &nd to declare for the firft of 
them. He being now well Eftablilh'd, 
took what he thought fit out of the 
King’s Treafure ; and leaving his Uncle 
Scia-heft-kan Governour of the City, 
went away with Morad Bakfce in Pur- 
fuit of Lara. 


The 
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I\A/) % The Day they were to fet out of Ag 
GtmelH. gra, Morad Bakfce' s Friends, and parti- 
1595. cnlarly his Eunuch Scia-Abas , told him, 
TJiat fince he was King, and Aurengt 
Zeb himfclf gave him the Title of Ma- 
jefty ; he fhould fend him againft Data, 
and ftay him (elf with his Troops about 
Agra and Dehli. But he had fo much 
Confidence in his Brother’s Promifes, 
and in the mutual Oath of Fidelity they 
had taken to one another upon the Al- 
coran \ that defpifing all good Counlel, 
he fet out towards Dehli, with Aurenge 
Zeb. At Mat liras, four Days March 
from Agra , his Friends again endea- 
vour d to Convince him, that his Bro- 
ther had ill Dciigns in his Head \ and 
advis’d him to forbear Vifiting him, tho’ 
it were but that Day upon pretence of 
lndifpo(ition \ but he continuing Incre- 
dulous, and in a manner infatuated with 
his fweet Words, did not only go, but 
ftaid to Sup with him. The falfe 
Srifes Mo- Wretch (hevv'd him all manner of Kind- 
rjJBitfce. Defs, even to the wiping off his Sweat 
with his Handkerchief, always talking 
to him as King, and giving him the Ti- 
tle of Majelty but as foon as he (aw 
him overcome by the Fumes of Sciras, 
and Cabal Wine, he arofe from Table, 
and encouraging his Brother to carry on 
the Debauch with Mircan , and other 
Officers there prefent, went away, as if 
he had gone to take his Reft. Morad. 
JSakfce , who lov’d Drinking, making 
hitnfelf Drunker than lie was, at length 
fell ailccp i which was what Aurenge 
Zeb expefted, in order to take away 
his Scimitcr, and C iemder , or Dagger. 
Then returning into the Room, he be- 
gan to upbraid him in tliefc Words, 
What a Sname , what a Dijgrace is this l 
for a King as you are to be jo Debauch'd , 
as to make himjdf thus Drunk ? What 
will the 'World jay of you , and of me f 
Let this bafe Man, this Drunkard be 
bound Hands , and Feet, and jbtit up to 
Digeft his iVme. This was immediate- 
ly ^Executed, and Morad Bakfce' s Com- 
manders being offended at his Impri- 
lonment, Anrenge Zeb pacify’d them 
with Gifts and Promifes, and took them 
all into his Pay. His unfortunate Bro- 
ther was (hut up in an Ambri , which is 
a little woodcu Houfe they fet on an 
Elephant to carry Women, and fo con- 
vey’d to Dehli , to the little Fort of Sa- 
lemgher , feated in the middle of the 

River- 

Having lecur’d Morad Bakfce, he pur- 
fu’d Dara \ leaving Sultan Mahmud, and 
Emir Ctmla to Dcftroy Sultan Sujah , 


But Mahmud afpiring t? tWe Things 
he ought not yet to have aim’d at, and 
being naturally Proud, fell at Variance 
with Emir Cemla, about commanding 
in Chief, which he pretended to belong 
to him alone ; and now and then let 
flip lome Words of Contempt and 
Threatning againft him, and fuch as did 
not become a dutiful Son. Then fear- 
ing that his Father on account of his ill 
Behaviour had given Orders to the £- 
mir to fecure him ; he with-drew with 
a few Followers to Sultan Sujah, making 
him great Promifes, and fwearing to be 
Faithful ; but he fearing (bme Contri- j mpr jfons 
vance of Aurenge Zeb, and the Emir , his Eldcft 
caus’d all his Aftions to be obferv’d ; Son. 

(b that Mahmud in a few Months re- 
turn’d to the Emir's Camp. Others fay it 
was a Project of Aurenge Zeb' s, to lend 
him to his Unde, to Ruin them both, 
or at leaft a fpccious Pretence to mak e 
fure of him •, bccaufe afterwards, be- 
sides the threatning Letters he writ to 
recal him to Dehli. , he caus’d him to be 
Arrefted upon the River Ganges, and 
fent clofc (hut up in an Ambri to Gava- 
leor. 

Aurenge Zeb having perform’d this 
Work, fent to warn his other Son Sul- 
tan Mazjum to continue in his Duty, 
unlefs he would be ferv’d in the lame 
manner •, becaufe it was a nice Point to 
Reign, and Kings ought to be jealous 
of their own Shadows. Then going 
to Dehli , he began to Aft as King -, and 
whilft the Emir prefs’d Sugiah , who 
made a brave Oppoiition, fecuring the 
■ Paflage of the River Ganges , he con- 
triv’d to get Dara into his Power by 
Fraud, forcing him to quit Guzarattc. 

He made the Raja Gejfen Sanghe write a 
Letter to tell him, he would (peak with 
him about a Matter of great Moment 
on the way to Agra. Dara , who had 
gather’d an indifferent Army, unadvi- 
sedly came out of Amed-Abad, and ha- 
lted to AfmWe , eight Days Journey from 
Agra. Here too late dilcovering Gef- 
fen Senghes Treachery, and feeing no 
Poffibility of returning fo loon to Amed 
Abad , which was thirty four Days Jour- 
ney diftant, in Summer, with Icarcity 
of Water, and through the Hands of 
fcveral Raja's Friends to Jefem ; he at Dm ^ 
laft refolv d, tho’ he knew himfelf to be feated a- 
inferior in Forces, to Fight him. In gain* 
this Battle Dara was betray’d, not on- • 
ly by Sda-Navatuekan, but by all his 
Officers, who fir’d his Cannon without 
Ball, lo that he was forced to fly to fave 
his Life, and to croft all the Countries 

of 
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K^Tsi Soldiers, who were moll of them ftripp’d 
by the Kullys, Peafants of the Country, 
who are the greateft Thieves in- India. 
Being come with fo much Difficulty 
within a Day’s Journey of Anted Abad ', 
the Governour, who was corrupted by 
Aurenge Zeb , lent him Word to come 
no nearer, for he would find the Gates 
fliut. Dora much concern’d at this News, 
and not knowing what to Refolve on, 
he bethought him of a powerful Pat an, 
call’d Gion-Kan , whole Life he had twice 
lav’d, when Scia-gehan had commanded 
him to be call to the Elephants for Re- 
bellion. Him he purpos’d to repair to, 
notwithllanding his Son Sapefce-Kuh , and 
his Wife’s Diffwafions. Coming thither 
he was at firftCourtcoufly receiv’d but 
the next Morning the falfe and ungrate- 
ful Patan fell upon him with many arm’d 
Men, and killing fome Soldiers that; 
came to his Aflillance, Bound him, his 
Wife and Son, feizing all their Jewels, 
Betray’d, and Mony. Then letting him on an 
Elephant, with an Executioner behind, 
who was to Kill him if he attempted to 
Elcape, he conduced him to the Camp 
at Tatabakar, where he deliver’d him 
up to the General Mirbaba , who caus’d 
him to be carry*d in the fame manner to 
Agra, and thence to Debli. When he 
was come to the Gate of that City^ Au- 
rtnge Zeb , and his Council differ’d in 
Opinions, whether they Ihould carry 
him through the City, or not, in order 
to lend him to Govaleor , and at lalt it 
was relblv’d to fet him fcurvily Clad, 
with his Wife and Son, on a pitiful 
Elephant, and lb carry him through the 
City, with the infamous Patau by him. 
In the mean while Awrenge Zeb was in- 
form’d, that all the City was Incens’d 
againft him, on account of his many 
Cruelties j and mif-doubting the firft, 
he fummon’d his Gouncil, to Determine 
whether it was better to fend him to 
Prilon, or put him to Death. Many 
were of the firll Opinion ; but Dora's 
old Enemies, efpecially Hakim Daud , a 
Phyfitian, flattering the Tyrant’s Incli- 
nation, cry’d out aloud, it was conve- 
nient for the lafety of the Kingdom, 
that he Ihould Die, and the more be- 
caufe he was no Mufulman , but a Kafer, 

• or Idolater. Aurenge Tab readily com- 
ply’d, immediately ordering fhat Sape- 
fce-Kab Ihould be carry’d Prifoner to 
Govaleor, and Dora put to Death by the 
H and s of a Slave, call’d Naz.ar. He 


feeing what was coming upon him, cry’d 
out to his Son, fee he comes to Kill me. 

Then taking a Kicchin Knife, he would 
have defended himfelf ; but the Execu- 
tioner fell on, and throwing him down, 
cut off his Head, which was carry’d to 
the Fort to Aurenge Tab, and he order- 
ing it to be put into a Dilh, walh’d it 
with his own Hands, to be lure it was , 
his Brothers, and when he found it was, 
began to Lament, laying. Oh unhappy 
Man \ take it out of my Sight , and ict 
it be Bury’d in the Tomb of Humagon. 

At Night he caus’d his Daughters to be 
put into the Seraglio, and afterwards 
lent her to Scia-gchan , and Begum Sa- 
lt cb, who defir’d it \ and Sapefce-Kuh was 
carry’d to Govaleor. Gion-Kan was re- 
warded for his Treachery •, but was His <«.. 
kill’d in a Wood as lie return’d home, kcurd. 
to prove that Men love the Trealbu, 
but hate the Traitor. 

There was none left of Dora's Fami- 
ly, but Soliman Scekuh , who was not ca- 
ll ly to be drawn from Serenagher , had 
the Raja kept his Word ; but the un- 
derhand Pradtices of the Raja Gcjfen 
Senghe , the Promifes and Threats of Au- 
renge Zeb , the Death of Data, and the 
neighbouring Raja's made him break his 
Faith. Soliman underftanding he was 
betray’d, fled over defert Mountains, 
towards the Great Tibet, but the Raja's 
Son overtook, and Hopp’d him, wound- 
ing him with a Stone ; after which he 
was convey’d to Debit, whcic he was 
lhut Up in Salen a her, with Morad Baljcc, 
not without Tears of all the Omrahs. 

Awrenge Zeb perceiving there were Morai 
Poems handed about in Commendation naice 
of Morad Bakfce's Valour, it rais’d fuch kill’d, 
a Jealoufy in him, that he prefcnrly 
contriv’d his Death. Morad , at the be- 
ginning of the War had kill’d one Sa- 
jed , a very wealthy Man at Anted Abad, 
only to Sieze upon what he had. The 
Tyrant made his Sons appear in a full 
Aflembly, and demand that Prince’s 
Head, in Revenge for their Father’s 
Death. Not one of the Omrahs op- 
pos’d it, as well bccaufe Sajed was of 
Mahomefe Family, as to comply with 
the Will of Awrenge Zeb , whole Inven- 
tion they knew that was. Accordingly 
they were permitted without any man- 
ner of Procefs to have Morad’s Head cut 
off*, which was immediately perform’d 
at Govaleor . 


There

Here, having no Ships to commit him- 
j':!f to the Ocean, and not knowing 
which way to efeape; he feat his eldclt 
S»n Sultan Banchc to the King of Aracam 
or Ah h a heathen Prince, to pray him 
to gi/e him Protcftion for the prefent 
in his Connery, and in the proper Scafon 
a tb carry him to Atoka, he hav- 

ing,. mind to go to Mecca. The King 
f'i A prcfcntly fent a number of 
tiale-llcs or half Galleys with Sultan 
r v.r. be , and a ci vil Auf.ver as to the reft. 
<■’•'/ •• ’■> v. en: anoard with his Women, and 
being b: ought to that King was well re- 
cei v d • but when the Scafon came he per- 
i arm'd not his Word of furnishing him 
a S.iiip to go to Mecca \ bat appearing 
t v.;" •, n.jy more cold to him, began to 
tompLin that Sujab did not vilit him , 
and l!io‘ Sultan Bancbe often made his 
Court with great Prcfents, yet it avail’d 
nothing. Then asking one of Sultan 
Sujab' s Daughters in Marriage, and find- 
ing fhe was not immediately granted him, 
the Barbarian was lb inrag’d, that he o- 
blig’d the poor fugitive Prince to aft a 
deiperate Part. He thought with 300 
Souldiers lie bi ought from Bengala , and 
the alfiftancc of the Mahometans of the 
Country whom he had corrupted to 
break into the Palace, kill all he found, 
and make himielf King of Arracam ; but 
the Day before he was to put this in Exe- 
cution, the Dclign was difeover'd, and 
he oblig’d to fly towards Fegn to lave his 
l*ifc, tho* it was impollible to come thi- 
ther by realon of the vaft Mountains and 
Forrcfts he was to pals through. That 
fame Day he was overtaken by the King’s 
Men, and tho’ he defended himfelf with 
much Bravery, killing a great number, 
yet fo many fell upon him, that at lalt 
he was forc’d to fubmit to his Fate. Sul- 
tan Bancbe who w'as not gone fo far, 
made his defence too, but being hurt 
with Stones, and encompafs’d on 111 lides, 
was taken, with two little Brothers, a 
Sifter and his Mother. As for Sultan 
Sujab himielf there are different Ac- 
counts; fome lay he was wounded on 
the Mountains, only four of his Men be- 
ing left about him, and that an Eunuch 
having drefs’d the Wound on his Head, 
Vol. IV. 


he fled acrols the Woods; others will 
have it that he was found among the 
Dead, but not perfectly .known ; others 
that he was afterwards leen at Majlipa- 
tan\ others near Suratte ; and others in 
fine that he was fled towards Perfia ; fo 
that by reafon of thefe difieieuc Ac- 
counts, Aurenge Zcb one Day in jell faid 
that Sujab was turn’d Pilgrim. The molt 
receiv’d Opinion is that he dy’d in the 
Fray, if he was not kill'd by Robbers, 
or wild Bealls, of which thofe Forrcfts 
arc foil. After this Difjftcr aM his Fa- 
mily was Impri foil'd, and the King took 
his cldcft Daughter to Wife ; but ano- 
ther Confpiracy of Sultan Bancbe being 
afterwards difeover’d, he was lb inrag’d 
that he caus’d them all to be put°to 
Ddath, even to her that was Ins Wife 
and with Child. The Men were put to 
the Sword, and the Women ltarv’d to 
Death. 

The unnatural War being thus at an ,. ~ T , 
tad, after it had lafted through the am- 
hition of Rule, among the four Brothers Mabouie- 
from the Year 1055 till i6CTo. Aurenge tun. 

Zcb remain’d peaceable Polfdlbr of that 
vaft Empire; for after fo much Blood 
feed and lo many Enormicies committed, 
it was eafie tocaufe himfelf to be declar’d 
King with the confcnt of all the great 
Ones. The greateft Obftacle he found 
was the Grand Cadi who was to put him 
in Pofleffion, and pleaded that according 
to the Law of Mahomet and that of Na- 
ture, no Man could be declar’d King, 
whilft his Father was yet living ; much 
Jels Aurenge Zeb , who had put to death 
lus elder Brother Dura, to whom the 
Crown belong’d after the Death of his 
Father Scia-gehan. To overcome this 
difficulty he affemblcd the Doctors of the 
Law, and told them, that as for his Fa- 
ther he was unfit to Rule by reafon of 
his Age; and for his Brother Doras' s 
Death he had caus’d him to be executed 
for contemning the Law , by drinking 
Wine, and favouring Infidels. Adding 
Threats to thefe Realbns he made the 
Mahometan Cafuifts agree, that he de- 
fer v’d the Crown and ought to be de- 
clar d King. 1 he Cadi Itill oppofing him, 
lie was depos’d and another put in his 
Place, who for the kindnefs receiv’d con- 
tented to ail that was requir’d of him. 

Aurenge Zeb accordingly coming to the 
Mofch on. the 20tll, of Ottobcr 1 660. feat- Aurenge 
ed himfelf on the richeft Throne that 
ever was lben in the World, being the 
lame that was begun by Tamerlan and fi- 
nifh’d by Scia-gehan , receiving there 
the Homage of all the great Men, as is 
H ii the 
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i he uiltom of tfic Country. Afterwards 
thciC was great rcjoycing at Jcbanabat 
.d throughout all the Kingdom. 

Aunngc-Zeb conlidering the heinouf- 
ne:s of tire Crimes he had committed for 
i he com palling of his Ends-, voluntarily 
impos’d on himfclf a i rigorous Abftinencc, 
not to eat for the future any Wheaten- 
liread, Filh, orFlcffi; and to live upon 
Bat icy-Bread, Rice, Herbs, Sweetmeats 
and fuch things ; nor to drink any fort 
of Liquor but Water. 

Ambafladors from the prime Princes 
of Jfu and Africk came to his Court to 
Congratulate his Accclfion to the Crown * 
but he was much offended at the Letter 
font him by the King of Perjiu , upbraid- 
ing hint with the Murder of JDara, and 
Imprifonmcnt of Sciab-Gcban , as being 
Actions unworthy a Mufulman , and the 
Son and Brother of a Mufulman ; andre- 
fledling on him for the Title he had af- 
l'um’d of Alem-Guirc, that is, Loidofthc 
World, concluded challenging him in' 
thefe Words, Since you are Alem-Guirc , 

1 fend you a Sword and Horfes that wc 
may meet. 

Sciab-Gcban dy’d ill the Fort of Agra 
about rbc end of the Year 1 666 . and Au- 
n-nfTc-Zcb , who had long wiftui to be 
deliver’d from that continual Reproach 
of his Tyranny, went thither immedi- 
ately to fecure all his Father’s Jcvvcls. 
Fie receiv’d his Siller Begum-Sabeb into 
favour, bccaufe Ihe having an influence 
over her Father, being his Wife and 
Daughter, Lad preferv’d to him fo many 
jewels of incredible value, when Sciab - 
Cuban offended that he had fent for them 
w hi ill he was living, to adorn the 
Throne lie had nfurp’d, was about to re- 
duce them to Powder in a Mortar. Be- 
lidcs (he had given him much Gold, and 
let out the Mofcb he went into before his 
cntiing the Fort, with rich Carpets. 
She was afterwards carry’d in honoura- 
ble manner to Jcbanabat , and there dy'd, 
with fufpition of being Poifon’d. 

If wc now look back into the Life of 
Sdab-Gchan , we fliall find that he was 
pu'nifh’d by the Hand of God as he had de- 
ferv'd, for the wrong he had done his 
Nephew Bulaki , ufurping the Crown 
from him. 

Gebangbir King of India Son of Ac- 
bar , and Grandfon of Humagion , after 
having reign'd twenty three Years Peace- 
ably,. was diflurb’d by the Ambition of 
his Sons, who thought that Life lafted 
too long, which obftrufted their getting 
into Power. The Eldeft rais’d a migh- 
ty Army about Labor to poffefs his Fa- 
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thcr’s Throne before it was his Due ; tire 
King to puuifli his Prefumption march’d 
agaiull him with numerous Forces, and 
defeating his Troops, brought him aw&y 
Prifoner with thofe great Men that had 
elpous’d his Caufc. Bur being of a mer- 
ciful Difpoiition and unwilling to imbrue 
his Hands in the Blood of his Son, whom 
he could not but love, he was fatisfy’d 
with holding a Red hot Iron to his Eyes, 
and keeping him in that Condition about 
him ; deligning to raife his Son Suit an 
Bulaki to the Throne. But Sultan Curom , 
who afterwards took the Name of Sciab 
Gchan , believing that he as lecond Son 
to Geban Chir , ought to be prefer’d in 
right before his Nephew ; rcfolv’d to 
leave no means unattempted to call him 
down and raife him felt, without expect- 
ing his Father’s Death. He conceal’d 
his wicked Dcfign under the Cloak of a 
counterfeit Obedience, till he gain’d his 
Father’s good Will ; and when he 
thought himfelf well grounded in his Fa- 
vour, dclir’d he would give him leave 
to carry his blind Brother into the King- 
dom of Lacan , where he was Govcr- 
nour ; laying, he fhould by this means 
take out of his fight a difpleafing Objcft, 
and his Brother would live more Peace- 
ably. The King not diving into Carom's 
Delign, confentcd to it; but he having 
got the poor Prince into his Hands, con- 
triv’d to make him away in fuch manner, 
that no Man could imagine he had been 
fo cruel as to Poifon him.

The Genealogy of the Great Moguls, and other things the Author obferv'd at 

that Court. 


The F.m- ^ I ^ H E vaft Empire of the Mogul, 
pireofthe which in the Indian Language fig- 

t^ogui. nifies white, contains all the Country be- 
tween the Rivers Indus and Ganges. It 
borders on the Eaft with the Kingdoms 
of Aracan , Tipa, and Ajfcn , on the Weft 
with Pcrfia , and the Vsbeck Tartars on 
the South of it is the great Indian Oce- 
an, and fomc Countries held by the Por- 
tnguefes and other petty Kings , and on 
the North it reaches to Mount Caucafus , 
and the Country of Zagat ay \ on the 
North Eaft of it is the Kingdom of Ba- 
ton, , whence the Musk is brought. So that 
the Length of it from liertgala to Canda- 
hor is no left than fix Months Journey , 
and its Breadth from North to South at 
lcaft four. 


The firft that lay’d the Foundation of f ^ 
this mighty Monarchy was Tamerlan , Founder 
otherwile call’d 'Teymur-, who by his oftheMo* 
wonderful Conquefts from India to Po- nareby.

His Son Homagion, that is, the Fortu- 
nate, fucceeded him, who Conquer’d the 
belt and wealthieit Kingdoms in India. 
Kirkan his General Rebell’d and forc’d 
him to fly to the King of Perfia ; by 
whom being aflifted with 12000 Men 
under the Command of Beuran-Cham , he 
defeated the Rebel, and recover’d his 
Kingdom ; then dy’d in 1552. 

After his Death his Son G elaladin com- 
monly call’d Akbar alcended the Throne. 
He Reign’d 54 Years, and dy’d in 1605. 
fince the Birth of Chrift, and 1014. of 
the Mahometan Epocha } leaving the King- 
. dom to his Son Sultan Selim, call’d by an- 
other Name Jehav-Guir-patfia, that is. 
Conquering Emperor of the World ; at 
his Death he left four Sons, Sultan Kofru , 
Sultan Kurom , Sultan Peruiz. , and Scia 

Daniel.

Sultan Kurom fucceeded his Father Je- 
hanGuir , by means of the ill Pra&icesa- 
bovc mention’d, and was acknowledg'd 
for their Sovereign by the great Men ol 
the Kingdom in the Fort of Agra, by 
the Name of Sultan Sciabedin Muhammed : 
but he would be call’d SciaGehan. Next 
Ip him came Aurengc-Zeb afeending the 
Throne of Injjjgjin , through filch cru* 
el Practices- He took the flame ol 
Aurengtdm&b- Ale m-G hire, That is, Lord 
of the ^jpbrld, believing he pofiefs’d 


three parts of it. For this rcalon he /• 
carry’d as his peculiar Enfign a Golden- 
Globe, and had it in his Seal j and al- 
ways tore off one corner of the Paper he 
wrote on, to exprefs that the fourth part 1 ’ 
of the World was not his. He added to 
his Empire the Kingdoms of Tifapor, 
and Golconda, the Kings whereof he kept 
Prifoners in my time, part of the Ter- 
ritory of Savagi , and of other petty 
Principalities in ludofian. 

Aurengc Zeb labour’d to gain the Re- 
putatiou of being a llridt Obfcrver of the p/oy- 
Mabomeran Law, and a lover of Juftice. meats. 
He had fo diftributed his time that he 
could fcarce ever befaid to be Idle. Some 
Days in the Week he bath'd before break 
of Day ; then having pray’d he eat fomc- 
thing. After that having fpent two 
Hours with his Secretaries, he gave pub- 
lick Audience before Noon, and then 
pray’d again. This done he Din’d, and 
foon after gave Audience again, when 
follow’d the third and fourth time of 
‘praying. Next he was employ’d in the 
Affairs of his Family till two Hours af- 
ter it was Dark. Then he Supp’d and 
llept only two Hours , after which he 
took the Alcoran and read till break of 
Day. This was told me by feveral Eu- 
nuchs belonging to the Court , who 
knowing their Prince was skill’d in 
Negromancy, believ’d he was aflifted by 
the Devil in that painful Courfcof Life; 
elfe he could not have gone through fo 
much fatigue in his decrepit old Age. 

This might ferveas an Example to ibme 
Princes of Europe , who are fo referv’d, 
that they give Audience but twice a 
Week, and then will not ftay a Mo- 
ment to hear their Subject’s Grievances ; 
as if it were not their duty to liften to 
them with Patience. And it is certain 
the Mogul did not feed on fuch Dainties 
as they do, but on Herbs and Pulfe ; 
falling every Day at thofe Years, tho* 
made of Fleih and Blood like the Europe- 
ans. 

After Aurenge Zeb had prclcrib’d him- 
felf this fort of Life, he ceas’d to be 5 j? ngeo r 
Bloody as before, and on the contrary Life® 
became fo mild, that the Governors and 
Omrahs did not pay him the Duty they 
ought ; knowing his Mercy would never 
fuller him, to punilh them. Thus the 
Poor were opprefs’d by the great Ones 
without knowing who to have recourfe 
to ; becaufe the King when advis’d to 
be lefs merciful towards thofe thattranf- 
grefs’d his Commands, Anfwer’d, That 
he was no God, that his Minifters might 
not contradift him ; and that if they miT- 
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, vyj behav’d thcitifelves, Heaven would pu- 
Cemelli. n i(^ them. A Government far different 
1( * 95 ’ from that of Ttirky, and Perfia , where 
the ltain of Difobedience is wafh’d a- 
tvay with Blood. Thole that few but 
into the outfidc, laid, Aurenge Zeb was 
a great Mahometan Saint, who after his 
Death mult be put into the Martyrology 
of their falfe Sett. But 1 am of Opi- 
nion he conniv’d at the failings of his 
Minifters, and Omrahs, that they might 
love the prefent Government, under 
which they were fufier’d to Att as they 
pleas’d, and confequently there might 
be no way for any of his Sons, to ufurp 
the Throne. 

. On the other fide, to fpcak the Truth, 

lliiconti- jj C uot gj vc himfelf up in his Youth 
ncmj to f CJ1 f ua i pieafures,as hisPredecellbrs had 
done } tho’ according to their barbarous 
Cuftom, he kept fevcral hundred Wo- 
men in the Aram fox oftentation. T o this 
purpofc they tell us, that he having 
pitch'd upon a Woman in the Aram to % 
lye with him that Night, ihe drefs’d her ’ 
fclf the beft fhe could to receive that 
Honour. The King coming at the ap- 
pointed hour into her Chamber, inftead 
of going to bed, fell a reading the Al- 
coran all Night. The Eunuch coming 
in the Morning to tell him the Bath 
was ready, as is us’d by the Mahometans 
after they have had to do with Women} 
the Woman who had been difappointed 
cry’d out, there was no need of a Bath, 
becaufe the King had not broke Wind } 
to fignify, he had been at Prayers, which 
if interrupted by Wind, the Mahome- 
tans are to Bath. The King hearing her - 
went away afham’d, the Lady telling him 
that was no Room to pray in } and he 
never after look’d her in the Face. The 
Kings of Indojlan are at a vaft Charge in 
maintaining lo many Women } for they 
have many Thoufends and Thousands of 
Rottpies a Year out of the Treafury; 
fome of the beft belov’d even to a Mil- 
lion and a half, which they fpend in 
maintaining abundance of Elephants, 
Hones and Servants. 

Bcfides Aurcnge Zeb's abftincnce, af- 
for "hi, d ter f° many horrid crimes committed, 
Bread. his Table was not maintain’d out of the 
Rcvfenue of the Crown } he laid that 
Food was not good, which colt the fweat 
of the Subjetts, but that every Man 
ought to work for his living. For this 
Rcafon he work’d Caps, and prefenced 
them to the Governors of his Kingdoms 
and Provinces} who in return for the 
Honour done them, fent him a Prefent 
of feveral Thoulands of Rottpies. When 
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I was there, his decrepit Age rendring 
him inable to work, he had referv’d the 
Revenues of four Towns for his Table. 

His expence was but Email, for a Veft 
of his did not coft above 8 Rottpies , and . 
theSafh and Ciraox Cap, lels. 

The Great MoguPs ufual place of Re- 
lidcuce is at Agra, and fometimes at 
Dehli, and Labor, in which Cities the 
King is always guarded by an Omrab, 
with a Body of 20000 Horlc, who in- 
camp about thofe Cities, and this Guard 
is reliev’d every eight days. But when 
Aurcnge Zeb who kept al was in the Field, 
was to decamp from any place, where 
he lay with his Army, a Tent was car- 
ry’d before by a hundred and twenty E- 
lephants, 1400 Camels, and 400 fmall 
Qarts, to be fet up where he was to go, 
and levcral thoufands of Horfe and Foot, 
went with 70 Elephants to lecure the 
Ground to incamp on. Eight other Ele- 
phants carry’d eight Chairs, more like 
Biers, wrought with Gold and Silver, 
or Gilt Wood, and clos’d with Criftal. 

There were three others carry’d by 8 
Men each, in one of which the King 
went, when he did not Mount an Ele- 
phant, cfpccially if it rain’d, or the 
Way was dufty. All the great Men at- 
tended him afoot ; but when they went 
out of Town, and the Journy was long } 
he us’d to command them to Mount a 
Horfeback. 

Aurenge Zeb got feveral Children. 

His eldcft Son, (as we faid elfewhere) j r '^ n . 
was Mahmud , who following the Ex- ift Son. 
ample of his Predeceflors, in aiming at 
the Crown before his Fathers death , 
proceeded fo openly, towards taking a- 
way his Life, that he thought good to 
prevent him} and accordingly caus’d 
him to be Poilbn’d one day, when he 
went a Hunting ; and miftrufting he was 
not really dead, when he was brought to 
the Palace, he cruelly caus’d a red hot 
Iron to be run in from the foie of his 
Foot to his Knee. 

Scialam the 2d Son, by the death of The 2d. 
Mahmud , had the right of Eldcft, and 
with it entertain’d the feme Thoughts, 
the other had done, of deftroying his 
Father. To this purpofe he once caus’d 
a great Trench to be dug near Aurenge 
Zeb’s Tent, that he might fall into it, 
as he pafs’d by } but he being told of 
it by an Eunuch, efcap’d death } and put 
the wicked Scialam into a dark Prifonj 
where ho continu’d fix Years, tho’ 60 
Years or Age, till a few Days before I 
came into the Camp.

The 4th Son is call’d Akbar , now 45 
Yeat s of Age, more ambitious than all 
the reft ; for being fent by his Father in 
the Year 1680, with an Army of 30000 
Men to make War on the Ragia Li- 
lent r, tv I10 borders on the Kingdom of 
t belonging 10 the Mogul ; inftcad 
of iiihduiiig him, lie fuffered himfclf to 
be j.ci a;ded by that Idolater, and by 
hi' Os\ Ambition, to turn his Arms a- 
gaiijft lii-i own Father. Having thus 
join'd his Forces with thofe of Ragia 
againft Aitrwgc Zib , who could neve'r 
have believ’d it, and making a Body of 
70000 Horfc,and a competent number of 
Foot,moft of them Ragipurs, he came into 
Afmtrcy where his Father was. Here 
whilft he refted his Army much fatigu'd 
with the long March, the Crafty Old 
Man hiving no fuflicicnt Force to op- 
pore him, had rccourfe to Stratagem. 
He therefore feut a Confident of his in- 
to the Enemies Camp, with a Letter 
diredted to his Son ; in which he com- 
mended his extraordinary wife Con- 
duct in drawing the Idolaters to that 
place, to be all cut off, as had been a- 
greed ; and that he would advance the 
next day, to put it in Execution. The 
Eunuch had orders to behave himfclf fo 
that the Enemy growing jealous, might 
lecure him, and intercepting the Letter 
rely no more on Akbar. it fell out ac- 
cordingly ; and tho’ he fworc upon the 
Alcoran, that it was an invention of his 
Fathers to diftraft them, the chiefs of 
the Gcntils would never believe him. 
Theft jealoufies kept them fo long em- 
ploy’d, that Aurenge Zeb , as he had ex- 
pected, gain’d time to call his 2d Son to 
his defence with a powerful Army, who 
being come up, he defeated the Raja and 
Akbar. He putting himfclf with 4000 
Hoi-lb under the Protection of Samba , 
a Pagan Koicolet. Aurenge 2 eb made 
War lb furioufly on the laid Samba , 
that lie at laft took him Priloner, and 
caus’d his Head to be cut ofF, for having 
utrer’d lome indecent exprefllons in his 
preftnee. This Man’s ruin was caus’d 
.!>y Dr unkennels •, for as he was drink- 
ing in his Tent with his Womcn-dan- 
cers, being told by the advancM Guards 
that thflKMojjw/’s Army was advancing, 
inftciid of going to Arms , he caus’d 


their Heads to be cut off ; laying, they 
would not dare to conic where he was ; 
the lame he did by a fccond Ccntincl. 
His Son, whoft Head was not fo full of 
Wine, lav’d himfclf with a 1000 Horfej 
leaving his Father behind, who was 
carry’d away Prilouer, and not long af- 
ter to his Grave. 

Akbar eftaping this Storm went to 
Goa , where the Portuguefes furnilh’d 
him with Ships to go over to Ormits. 
There lie was nobly receiv’d by the 
Cham, and afterwards by Order of Scia- 
Stlcmou , then King of Perfia , attended 
by many Troops of Souldicrs to the 
Court of Jfpaban ; where lie was cour- 
teoufly entertain’d, and had an allow- 
ance to maintain him Ratable to his 
Quality; as I obierv’d in the 2d Part. 
The Old Man tearing this Son’s Valour, 
us’d fcvcral Arts to draw him out of 
Perfia , but with fmall hopes of Succcis, 
bccaufe Akbar was not lo weak as to be 
enfnar’d by his Father. Whilft I was 
at Jfpaban , fome Eunuchs told me, they 
were fent by a certain Omrab , who Go- 
vern’d on the Borders of Candabor, with 
a Prefcnc of fcvcral thoufand Roupics 
to this Prince, which he would not ac- 
cept, and therefore they were going 
back with the Mony. They offer’d to 
carry me into India by Land, but I re- 
fus’d their kindncls. 1 was afterwards 
inform’d by others, that this was a con- 
trivance of Aurenge Zeb, who had or- 
der'd the Omrab , of whom Akbar had 
delir’d to borrow fome thouiand Roupics . , 
to make him a Prefent of them, and to 
endeavour by fair means to draw him 
into India ; which Akbar underftand- 
ing by means of his Sifter, he refus’d 
the Prelent. Aurenge Zeb took many 
Towns from Savag^for having aflifted 
this Prince; and continuing the War, 
had belieg’d him in his Court of Gingi. 
The City is feated between 7 Moun- 
tains, each of which has a Fort on the 
top, and can be reliev’d bjy ways un- 
known to the Moguls, lo that they lay 
before them to no purpofe with 30000 
Horfc and as many Foot. I have not 
bear’d fince I left the Country, what 
was the event of the Siege, which had 
then lafted feven Years. . 

Aurenge Zeb's youngeft Son is Sikandar 
now abolit 30 Years of Age, and in- 
fected like the reft, with the contagious 
Diftcmpcrof Ambition. Therefore the 
Old Man, tho’ after fubduing the Kings 
of Pifapor, and Golconda , he had no E- 
nemies left, but Savagi, who is incon- 
liderable in regard of him ; yet fearing 
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%tir.Ii much rcafon the perverfe Inclina- 
tion of his Sons, he had continu’d in 
Anns in the Field for 15 Years; and 
p.yticularly four Years at Gabala, af- 
ter dd'eaiiug Akbar. He laidThis Fa- 
ther Seiab-Gennan Dad not fo much dif- 
crccion i for he might have learnt by 
many years Experience, that the Kings 
or laau'Juii when they grow Old, mult 
keep at the head of powerful Armies, 


to defend thrrafeives againlt their Sons. 
Yet I am of Opinion that notwith- 
standing all his precautions, lie will 
come to no better end titan his Prede- 
ceUors. All 1 have hitherto laid con- 
cerning the inteftinc Wars between the 
Moguls was told me and affirm’d by fc- 
vcral Souldicrs in the Camp, who had 
been Eyc-witnefles, and fome gather'd 
out of creditable Authors. 


CHAP. V. 

Of the Government of the Great Mogol. 


F O a the better management of 
l’ublick Afitirs, and due Ad- 
imaiff ivUi.m of Juifite, the King keeps 
four Secretaries of Stare, who arc to 
acquaint him with ail that happens in 
the Empire, and to receive his O'.dcts. 
The lirifc of them is call’d Bagfi i, and 
Imtlic Charge of Wat like aflaiis, and 
looks that the Souldicrs be pay'd, pu- 
nifh'd, and rewarded, as allb that the 
Omrabs keep their full complement of 
Men. T lie 2d is call’d Adeltt , who 
takes care that Jultice be admiuiftred, 
bo; h in Civil and Criminal cafes, giving 
the King .1 1 account what M milters be- 
have tl’.cmfelves well, and what ill. 
The 3d they call Divan, and to him 
it belongs to . divide the %ron or Fcofs 
among the Omrabs, Sabas, and other Com- 
manders 3 and to fee they do not op- 
prefs the Inhabitants of the places com- 
mitted to them with too heavy Impo- 
litions. The 4th is known by the name 
of Canfamon ’, who is a T rcafurer Ge- 
neral, that caufcs all the Revenues of 
the Empire to be brought into the 
Trcafury, and every Week, lays be- 
fore the King what every Province is 
worth, and what it yields, and what 
Mony remains in the King’s Coffers. 

There are particular days appointed 
for thefc Secretaries to inform the King 
becaulc a private Audience would not 
fofficc for fuch multiplicity of bufinefs. 
Monday, therefore is lay’d afide for the 
Affiirs of Labor , Debit and Agra ; Tu- 


efday for Cabul ; Wcducfday for the King- 
doms ot B hi gala and Patna ; Tburfday 
for that of Guzarattf, Saturday for 
that of Brampottr •, and Sunday for De- 
can no bull; ids being done on Friday, 
becaufe it is the Mahometan Fcftival.

He makes a Tyrannical ufe of thisab- 
folute Power ; for being Lord of all the 
Land, the Princes themfclvcs have no 
certain place of aboad, the King alter- 
ing itat Pleafure •, and the fame with the 
poor Pcafants who have fometimes the 
Land they have cultivated taken from 
them, and that which is untill’d given 
them in lieu of it ; bolides that they 
are oblig’d every year to give the King 
three parts of the Crop. He never ad- 
mits any Body into his Prefence, empty 
handed; and fometimes refufes admit- 
tance to draw a greater Prefent. For 
this realbn the Omrabs and Nababs ap- 
pointed to govern the Provinces, op- 
prefs the People in the molt miferablc 
manner imaginable.

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CHAP. VII. 

Of the Weapons^ and Forces of the Great Mogul. 


nnHE Arms offenfive of the Moguls 
Gcmelli. X. are broad heavy Swords, bow’d 
16 5. like Scimitars; and thofe made in the 
Country, being apt to break, the En- 
y'eapOTs gup, furnilh them with fuch as are made 

Stt* l l Eur ? e ' iU fha P’ d Pagers, which 
they always wear hanging to their Gir- 
dle; Bows and Arrows, Javelins, Pi- 
ftols, Muskets; and Pikes 12 Foot long, 
for the Foot ; but moll of the Soul- 
diers have Bows and Arrows. They 
have alio Cannon in their Cities, and 
Armies. 

Arms de- Their Arms defenlive, are a round 
feniive. Buckler two foot Diameter, made of 
black Hides of wild Buffalos ; with ma- 
ny Nails with large heads to ward off Ar- 
rows or Swords ; Coats of Mail, Breaft- 
Plates, Head-pieces, and covering for 
their Arms down to their Wrids. 

Snuldien As for . thc SouJd . iers P a Y, the Mogul 
howpay’d. manages it after a different manner than 
all other Princes in the World ; for he 
pays them not himfelf , but gives the 
Omrahs Jaghirs , that is. Tenures of 
Lands to maintain a certain number, 
as was faid elfewhcre, and this even to 
the Princes of thc Blood. 

The Omrahs are divided into Hazariis , 
Dfgreesof Cubzariis, Tanges, Hechets , Dch-Haza- 
m *’ ms, and Duazdehazariis , of which lad 
fort the King’s Elded Son was. Their 
pay is proportionable to the number of 
Horle they keep; bclides which the 
King allows them a Penfion for their 
own life. But they always cheat the 
Souldiers of part of their Pay, and by 
that means grow vadly rich ; efpeciaUy 
if they happen to have a good Jaghir. 
Some are oblig’d to keep 500 Horle, 
and have about 5000 Neapolitan Crowns 
Revenue a Month. Tis true they fpend 
all they get in Prclents they are forc’d 
to make the King every year, upon cer- 
tain Fedivals, every Man according to 
his condition ; and in keeping fo many 
Women, Servants, Camels, and Horfes 
of great value. 

The Number of Omrahs throughout 
Their the Empite is not fettled, bul they are 
anddmv generally under 40. They are prefer’d 
** to thc greated Governments, and chief 
\Pods at Court, and in the Army ; and 
therefore are, as they thcmfelves fay, the 
Pillars of the Empire. They appear a- 
Vol. IV. 


broad with noble Equipages ; lome on 
Elephants , others a Horfeback , or 
on Palankines , attended by a confider- 
able number of Horle, and by the Guards 
of their Palaces ; as alio by abundance 
of Servants, lome of whom go before 
to clear the way, others drive away thc 
Flies, or keep off the Dud with Pea- 
cocks tails, others carry Water to drink, 
and other things. All that relide ac 
Court, are oblig’d to go twice a day to 
pay their icfpcdts to the King; that is, 
at ten in the Morning, and about Sun 
fetit, in thd place where he adminiders 
Judice; or elle they lofe part of their 
Pay. They are alfo to Mount the 
Guard once a Week for 24 Hours- and 
that day the King fends them their 
•Meat, which they receive with much 
relpcft, doing the Tajlim three times, 
that is, an obeyfance after their manner 
towards the Royal apartment, laying 
their right Hand on thc Ground, and 
then on their Head. They are alfo o- 
bligd to attend the King at all times, 
as was laid above. 9 

The Monfebdars are Gentlemen, or ^ ri 
Horfe, who have very honourable Pav 
and is calYdManfeb/but lefs than the 
Omrahs. They are much refpefted in 
the Camp, becaufe they may ealily rife 
to the degree of Omrahs , and own no 
w per lour but the King. They differ 
from the others in this particular, that 
they are not oblig’d to maintain above 
4, or 5 Horfe. As for their Pay they 
have 1 50 Roupies a Month, and fome- 
times 700, but indead of having them 
in ready Mony, they are forc’d to take 
the old Furniture of the King’s Houfe, 
at exceflive Rates. There is no fix’d 
number of them, but they are more 
than the Omrahs ; there being 2, or 300 
of them very often at Court, belides 
thofe in the Provinces, and Armies. 

The 3d degree is of the Rowzinders, Pnn , { „ 
who arc alfo Horfe, but paid by the day 
as their Name imports. Their Pay is 
not inferior to that of the Manfebdars. 
but the Pod is not fo honourable. The 
number of them h very great, and ma- 
ny of them are Clerks and under. 

Clerks. 

The light Horle are Subjeft to the 
Omrahs , and thofe are counted the bed, 

1 i who 
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fV'vO who have two Horfcs, branded with 
(icwrfn. their Omrahs merk on the Leg. Their 
pay is not fix’d, and depends on the 
v/VV generality of the Omrah , but they Hand 
the Mogul in atlcaft 25 Routes a Month, 
considering the Revenues he alfigns for 
thcr maintenance. 

The Foot and Musketiers are in a mi- 
Tl.c Foot, ferable condition, fomc of them having 
7.0, foine 15, and others ten Konpies a 
Month. They carry their Reft ry’d to 
the Musket, which they make but ill ufe 
of, for fear of burning their great 
Cannon. Beard. The Artillery is divided into 
two forts, the heavy Cannon, and the 
light, as they call it. The heavy con- 
iifts of between 60 and 70 Guns, with- 
out reckoning 300 Field-pieces, fix’d on 
Camels, as Fed re rocs are on our Backs. 
The other, 50 or 60 ftnall Brafs Guns, 
which are the 2d fort, are on Carriages, 
with little red Banners, each drawn by 
two Horfcs; a third being led by, to reft 
fometimes the one, and fometimes the 
other. Tho’ the heavy Cannon cannot 
always follow the King, who fometimes 
goes out of the Road, to hunt, or take 
fomc other diverfion, the light always 
docs ; and when he is near the place ap- 
pointed to Incamp, it is fir’d, that the 
Army may know he is arriv’d. All this 
Artillery, efpccially the heavy, is under 
the dire&ion of Franks , or Chriftian 
. Gunners, who have extraordinary pay ; 
efj'recially the Tortuguefe, Englijh , Dutch, 
Germans, and French , who go from Goa, 
or run away from aboard Ships. Some 
of them formerly had 200 Roupies a 
Month ; but now the Moguls have learnt 
fomc what of the Art they have lefs. 
There is a General of the Artillery 
whole Pay is a Million a year, out of 
which he is to keep 200 Men. 

Asjspurs. Befidcs the Mogul Souldiers, there 
are the Strangers, hir’d of the Rajas, 
who fervethe Mogul for very great Pay, 
bringing with them a certain number of 
Rajapurs , and doing the fame Duty as 


the Omrahs do \ but with this difference, 
that they will not keep Guard in Foils/ 
but in their own Tents, that they may 
not be fhut up 24 hours. The Mogul 
keeps them in his pay, as alio the Pate.?, 
becaufe they ate Men of Courage-, and 
there arc Rajas that tan raife 20000 
Horfe uponoccafion ; asalfo to low Dif- 
cotd and jealoulies among them, by fa- 
vouring one more than another, and by 
that means be the lifter from their con- 
trivances, and from the others who are 
not in his Pay. 

The Souldiers of the Country differ r 
neither in Offices nor Difcipline from Troops^ 
that already mention’d, but that they 
never follow the King ; but every King- 
dom keeps its own to fecurcthe Frontiers 
againft Strangers, as the Perjians, Ogams , 

Baluccis and others. 

All Souldiers whatlover receive their 
Pay duly every 2 Months from the King’s 
Treafurer, except thole that arc p \i 
by the Omrahs, as was laid before. Nor 
is there any Danger their Pay ftiould be 
kept li om them •, for all People here 
living either by their Induftry, or by 
ferving the King (for want of private 
Revenues) if they were not well paid, 
they mult either ftarve, or Mutiny. And 
to lay the Truth, the greateft wonder in 
that Country is to fee fo many thoufauds 
live on the King’s Pay. It is not fo in 
Europe, for fometimes Souldiers have 
lbmerhing of their own; or when they 
want Pay live upon others. 

The number of Troops they laid the 
Mogul kept when I was there mounted 
to 300000 Horfe and 400000 Foot. Part 
of thefc were in the Camp at Galgala j 
boooo Horfe and Foot at the Siege ot 
Gingi. The third Camp was of 7000 
Horfe and 1 0000 Foot ; the 4th of 1 2000 
Horfe, commanded at Fernala by Autm- 
Sc/Vs Son the King’s Grandlon, and the 
reft were diftributed about the Frontiers 
and in Garrifons. 


CHAP. VIII. 


The Manners, Habit, Marriges and Funerals of the Moguls.

The Table is fpread on 
r,:o (Jiound without Napkins or Table- 
Cloth ; nor do they Drink till they have 
done K iting. Their greateft delight is 
to chew Bale all Day. 

Habit. The Veils both of Men and Women 
are narrow towards the \Vaftc , and 
hang down half way the Leg; under 
them they wear long Breeches down 
to their Ankles, fo that they ferve for 
Stockins. The Foot remains bare, with 
a fort of flit Shoocs, like our Slipper s; 
which are calily flipt off when they go 
into Rooms, to keep them clean, they 
being cover’d with Carpets. They 
wrap a very fine piece of Muflin or 
Calico about their Head, and never un- 
cover it to do Reverence to Superiors, 
but bow their Body, putting their right 
Hand on the Ground and then on the 
Head, as if they faid they fubniittcd 
thcmfelvcs to be trampled on by them. 
They generally wear the Veil and Tur- 
bant of Cotton, but the Sash is of Silk 
and Gold.

VNomen. p ear j u p U blick, except only the vulgar 
Sort, and the leud Ones. They cover 
their Heads, but the Hair hangs down be- 
hind in levcral Trcflcs. Many of them 
bore their Noles to wear a Gold Ring 
let with Stones. 

Marriages The Mahometan Indians Marry very

Clad and Mounted, with feveral Banians 
about him, with their Veits and Civas , 
dy’d in Zafran , and other Perfons carry- 
ing Umbi ellos, and Banners; and hav- 
ing taken a round about the City goes to 
the Bridcs-Houfc. Here a Brachmah 
having faid fomc Prayers over them both, 
puts a Cloth between the Husband and 
Wife, and orders the Husband with his 
bare Foot to touch the Wiles, and then 
the Wife the Husbands, which done the 
Marriage is concluded. When the Wo- 
man is carry’d home, the Goods go be- . 
fore, being for the moll part Stulls of 
feveral Colours, aud a Cradle for the 
Child that is to be got ; all this with the 
noife of feveral Inltruments. Rich Peo- 
ple make a Hut before their Houles, co- 
ver’d both infidc aud outfidc with Stuffs 
and Carpets , to entertain their Guells 
under Shelter. Sometimes they treat 
them for eight Days together. 

All the Women ate Fiuitful, which Women 
is caus’d by the Air and Provilions, and fruitful, 
arc fo calily deliver’d, that fomc of ilicm 
go walh in the River the liunc Day. 

They bring up their Children naked till 
feven Years of Age , nor do they take 
much care to teach them to go, but let 
them tumble about the Ground as much 
as they will, asfoonas they arc Born. 

In Malabar the Women (even thofe Barbaroui 
that are of Quality and Kings Sifters) Liberty, 
have the liberty to choofe a Man to lye 
with them. When a Naire or Gent ll is 
in a L.adies Chamber, he leaves his Staff 
or his Sword at the Door, that others 
who would go in may fee the Place is ta- 
ken up; aud no Man has the boldnefs to Thev. Voy.

Tribe ; as if a Woman had lain with a 
Mahometan , Ihe mull live for a certain 
time only upon Corn found in the Cows 
Dung, if fhe will be receiv’d again. 

As to the manner of Burying, the moll Burials, 
ufual is to walh the Body firft in a River, 
or Pool ; then barn it in a neighbouring 
Pagod , and throw the Allies into the 
lame Walter. In lbme Places they leave 
them by the River fide. The manner of 
carrying them is alfo different, according 
to the Fafhions of each Country, lit 
fomc the Body well Clad, and fitting is 
carry’d with Drums beating, and a long

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rov/, Train of Kindred and Friends ; and 
Cemelli.%n ftcr being walh’d is encorapafs’d with 
#1695. Wood. The Wife who has been that 
\y\>J while near the Body finging, and ex- 
piefling a delire to Die, is afterwards 
bound by a Bradiman near the dead Bo- 
dy and burnt with it; the Friends pour- 
ing Oyl on them that they might con- 
fumc the taller. 

In othci Places the Bodies are carry’d 
cover’d on a Bier to the River fide \ and 
after they have been walh’d they arc put 
into a Hut full of fvveet Wood, if the 
de^d Perfon has left Mony to defray the 
charge-, then the Woman that is 10 be 
burnt, takes leave of her Kindred and 
Friends, Ihowiug a contempt of Death, 
and fits down in the Hut, bearing up her 
K -sbuod on her Knees. Then recom- 
mending hcifclf to the Prayers of the 
lii .u deiircs them to fee Fire Ipcc- 
dily. A Barbarous Inhumanity t And 
yet they make a li'ruplc of killing Flies 
aud Piiiniics. 

I11 other Places they fill wide deep 
Trenches with coinbultible Matter, 
where laying the Husbands Body the 
Bradmans call in the Woman, after they 
have Snug and Danc'd. Sometimes there 
are maiden Slaves, that throw thcmfelves 
ia after their Mailer to Ihow the love 
they bear him, then the Allies are call 
into the River. 

There me other Places where they 
Bury the i-i. island’s Bodies with the Legs 
ac rofs i they put the V\ oman into the 
fame Grave, and when they have cover’d 
th-m up ro the Neck tk Bracbmans come 
aud Ih angle her. Thole wretched Wo- 
men :iwt refufc to be Burnt, are to lhavc 
siieii Heads, aud remain Widows all 


their Lives are defpis’d by their Family • 
and Tribe, becaufe tljey have fear’d 
Death, and can never recover their Re- 
putation, whatfoever good Actions they 
do, unlefs fume young Woman of lin- 
gular Beauty ihould happen to get a fe- 
cond Husband. Yet there are fome that 
tranlgrefs the Laws of Widov/hood •, 
and becaufe their Kindred cxpcll them, 
they have recourfc to the Mahometans 
or Chriftians, forfaking their own Reli- 
gion. I11 lhort the Gentils make the 
Widows Honour con lift in being Burnt 
with the Bodies of their Husbands, and 
if they be ask’d the Rcalon they can al- 
lcdgc none but antient Cuftom. 

Since the Mahometans arc become So- 
vereigns of India they do not cafily con- 
fent to this Inhumanity, which the Brach- 
maus would have held up for their own 
Intcrcft i fo'r as was faid above, they who 
alone may touch the Allies, carry off all 
the Gold and Silver the wretched Wo- 
man had about her. The great Mogul 
and other Priuces have commanded the 
‘Governours of their Towns to hinder 
the Pradlice of this Abufc, but they do 
not lo ftrictly oblerve it, provided they 
have confiderable Prcfents made them, 
and thus the difficulty they find in get- 
ting the leave laves many Women the 
Dishonour. 

The Mourning us’d by the Gentils is Mourning 
Shaving their Beard and Head, when a- 
ny Kindred within the third degree Dye. 

The Women break their Glafs and Ivo- 
ry Bracelets they wear on their Arms, 
as they alfo do at their King’s Death. 

Having before fpokc of the Mahometan 
-Ceremonies it is needlefs to repeat it in 
this Place. 


CHAP. IX. 

Fruit, Flowers, Minerals , Beafts and Coin, of Indofian. 


Of the Climate, 

G Encrally throughout all Indofian the 
Heat is Excellive, except near the 
Salons. Mountains. We Europeans fare ill there 
becaufe of the Scafons differing from ours \ 
becaufe their Winter begins in June and 
ends* in September , tho’ there falls lefs 
Rain than at Goa. Before and after W in- 
ter there are dreadful Storms and Hum- 
cans, three Months from the North and 
three from the South, fo that there is no 
Wiling about India but fix Months in the 
• Y car. 

Clear Air. UctwecB Suratte and Agra the Metro- 


polis of the Mogul's Dominions, it only 
Rains at one certain time of the Year, 
that is, during thole three Months the 
Sun is about the Tropick of Cancer \ the 
other nine Months the Sky is fo clear, 
that there is fcarcc a Cloud to be feen a- 
bovc the Horizjon. 

Having fpoke of the Fruit when I p ro duft- 
was at Goa, there is no need of adding 
any more. Indofian abounds in Rice, 
excellent Wheat, and all forts of Graiu,* 
vaft Flocks and Herds of Cattle, Butter 
and Chcefe. There being no Grapes,

the Wine is brought out of Arabia and 
Ce.n:ili. Per fa ; or is ltfade in the Country of 
i<59$* Raijius, which being alfo brought from 
l/VN» abroad, they fteep and boil in Water. 
Tiic common Drink of the Country is 
diftill’d Sura , but not very wholfomc. 
Flower? Th^ Flowers arc very fragrant, and 
and Herbs, much better Colour'd than any in Europe : 
There are many Simples, which they 
carry into Europe for Phyilcal Ufes, which 
I do not delcribc , becaufc I will not 
Treat of what others have given an Ac- 
count of. 

Metals. As for Metals the Mogul's Country af- 
fords none but Copper, Iron, and Lead, 
but the want of others is abundantly 
made amends for by the rich Min cs °f 
Diamonds and other precious Stones. 
The belt is that in the Kingdom of Gol- 
Diamond fcven Days Journey Eaft of Agna, 

Mines. which the Natives call Gam, and the 
Pa ftans Cular. It is in a Plain five Miles 
in Com pals, between a Village andfomc 
Mountains, which produce nothing atall. 
They lay it was difeover’d 14c Years, 
lincc atter this manner. A Peafar.t fow- 
ing in that Plain, found fiich a rich Dia- 
mond, that tho’ he did not under ft and 
ihofe things, yet he would carry it to a 
Merchant of Goltonda who delighted in 
them. The News was immediately 
fpread about the City, and every one 
that had Mony digging in that Place, 
there were Stones found from 12 to 40 
Carats ; and particularly that great Di- 
amond of Tome hundred Carats, which 
Emir Gemla , the King of Cole on da's Ge- 
neral gave Anrcnge 7.cb when he came 
into his Service. * Afterwards the King 
took the Mine to himfelf, and now the 
Merchants buy it of him by Spans. 

How the The manner of Digging the Stones is 
Diamond-, this. Firft they cnclofc a fpot of Ground 
are found, much bigger than that they Buy to Dig, 
with a litclc Wall two Spans high; then 
they dig the Ground mark’d out by the 
King’s Officers 12 or 14 Spans down to 
the Water , below which there is no 
hopes of any Diamonds, and carry the 
Earth into the aforcfaidEnclofurc in great 
Baskets. When it is all together they 
fill the Place full of Water, and leave 
it lo 1 ill it is all Mud. Then they add 
more Water, and opening thcllolcs which 
are at every Step in the Wall, the Mud 
runs out, and the Gravel remains ; which 
is again cover’d with Water , if it be 
not clean. When dry they put it into 
Baskets for the Sand to drop through, 
andthen putting it into the lame Place 
t%|ybeat it with long Staves. Then 
tlfey fake it up again and lifting it, they 


fpread it and pick out the Diamonds in 
the prefence of the Buyer, and of the^ 
Officers, who take thole that aie above a 
certain weight for the King. 

There are Diamond Mines at a Plage Diamond- 
call’d Raelconda, in the PiovinceofC.tr* in Borneo, 
naftca , in the Kingdom of rifapour , But 
they do not work at them. The King 
of Succadan in the llhnd of Borneo has 
fome better, but there are few of them, 
and they are found in the Sand of the 
River Succadan. 

Bcfidcs the Birds and Bcnfis Europe callers. 
affords, India has others peculiar to it ; 
as for inftancc the Gaseliers, of which 
wc have fpokc in the two precedent Vo- 
lumns; they have Horns a Span and a 
half long, and twifted or fpiral. To 
take them they make ufeof the tame Le- 
opard, or of the Male Gazelle thus. 

T hey tye him with a Hope wound about 
under his Belly; and when they fee a 
Flock of Gazelles let him go among them. 

The Male that is in the Flock, being jea- 
lous comes out to attack him, and ins 
Horns being fpiral or winding docs fo 
intanglc himfelf, that not being able to 
retire when he would, the Hunters have 
time to take him. 

There are alfo wild Cows and other other 
wild Bcafts wc fpokc of when we gave liealB. 
an account of the Game at Damam , 

Camels, Dromedaries, Rhinocerots, as 
tall as a large Ox, and Elephants. There 
are fcveral ways of taking thefc; foinc- 
times they dig Trenches and cover them, 
into which when they fall they cannot 1 K-phant 
get out. In other Places they carry a 
Female into the Woods juft at the time 
when flic is in her Lull ; at her Cries the 
wild Male comes, and couples with her 
contrary to other Beafts, Belly to Belly, 
in the narrow Place where fhc was left. 

When the Male would be gone, he finds 
the way flopp’d up, and the Hunters at 
a diftance, throw over him great and 
fmall Ropes ; fo that his Trunk and Legs 
being fecur’d they can come near without 
Danger. However they lead him away 
between two tame Elephants, and beat 
him it he makes a noife. Afterwards he 
grows tame among the reft of his kind ; 
and then he that has them in charge, 
teaches him to Salute Friends wifh his 
Trunk, to Threaten, or Strike whom 
he pleafes, and to kill a Man Condemn’d 
to that fort of Death, with an Iron fix’d 
at the end of a Pole, and then the Ma- 
nager fits upon his Neck. It is of it felf 
a very tradable Creature, when it is n6t 
Enrag’d or in Lull; for then he that 
Rules it is in Danger. They quiet him

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(\j^\ with Artificial Fire-works, or directing 
GemMh. ^itn into a River, where, tho’ fo large, 
•i 695. he fwims extraordinary well. The She 
✓YNJ Elephants carry their young 12 Months ; 
tfory live 100 years; and carry about 
3200 Pounds weight SpaniJI:. Thofe of 
C\ylon tho’ fmaller are the raoft valu’d of 
a.iy in India, bccaafe they have more 
Courage, arid as the Indians imagine arc 
refpedkd by the others. But thofe of 
(> okondu, Cochiucbina , Siam , and the 
Iitand Sumatra arc ftrongcr, and mote 
furerboted on the Mountains. It is dear 
keeping of them ; for beiides the FJefh 
they eat, Halle made of Meal with Su- 
gir C tnes, and other things, they give 
them Ajua-viu to drink. 

rhcrc are alfo Stags, Lions, Tigers, 
and Leopards, which they hunt with good 
Dogs, andfcvcral Creatures not to be 
found in Europe , of which mention was 
made among the Game of Daman. 

1 mult not omit here to give an ac- 
MihkGoat count of the Musk Wild Goat found in 
the Country of Azsttcr. Its Snout is 
like a Goat, the Hair like a Stag, and 
its Teeth like a Dog. Under the Belly 
it has a little Bladder, as big as an Egg, 
fill of a thick congeal’d Blood, which 
being cut oft' is ty’d up in a Skin, that the 
Ice nt may not evaporate. After which 
the Beale lives but a Ihort time. They 
are alio taken on the cold Mountains of 
the Kingdom of But an, in the Latitude 
of $6 and 60 Degrees, but the greateft 
quantity and the bed: comes out of the 
Country of the Tartars bordering on 
Csiua, where they make a great T rade 
of it. The Sent is fo ftrong that having 
bought a little at Peking , it was fmclt 
at a great diftancc, as if my Portuman- 
tue had been full of it, which caus’d 
Ionic difputc with the Cuftomers. They 
fo adulterate it, mixing it with other 
Blood, that when it comes into Europe 
it is not a quarter Musk. 


As for Foul, there are all in India Fou!. 
that Europe aftords, and* many peculiar 
to the Country. In the Woods there 
are abundance of Peacocks, foveral forts 
of Parrots and green Pigeons. There 
arc moft Beautiful Birds, to be kept in 
Cages, both lightly for their Feathers, 
and Pleafant for linging fwcetly. 1 faw' 
fome half as big as Wheat-ears, all fpot- 
ted like a Tiger. Befidcs the Wild Hens, 
there is a fort of tame ones, whofe Skin 
and Bones are very black, but they are 
well tailed. 

The Mony Coin’d in Indofian is, Rou- 
pies, half Roupies, and quarter Roupies Co,p " 
of Silver •, as alio Roupies of Gold, worth 
1 3 Silver Roupies and a quarter, or fix 
pieces of Eight Spanijls Mony, half Rou- 
pies, and quarters. On, both forts there 
arc Perfian Characters with the Name of 
the City, where it is Coin’d, and the 
King’s name on the Rcvcrfe. There 
are alfo Copper Pieces, call’d Pefies, 54 
whereof make a Roupie of filver. The 
Rajas, or Pagan Petty Kings, in their 
Dominions Coin Gold pieces call’d Pa- 
gods, becaufe they have a little Pagod 
llamp’d on them, and thefe are worth a 
Zecchme of f r i mice. Both the Gold and 
Silver, arc much finer than the Gold of 
the Spanijls Piftolcs, and Silver of their 
Pieces of Eight. Foreign Coin is alfo 
current in the Mogul’ s Country; as 
Ztccbines , by which there is much got. 

Pieces ot Eight, Abaffis of Perfia, and 
other forts ; but more particularly in 
the Ports, and places of Trade. 

They reckon by Leckes, each worth 
fOOOOO Roupies ; Crons or Crorores, which 
arc 100 Lcckcs ; and Arebs, that are ten 
Crons. The Batman, and Man , are 
Weights of 55 Pounds. Another final- 
ler Weight is call’d Goer or Keer, but 
they fometimes change according to the 
Princes will.

Mahometan , and the Pagan ; for the firft 
is profcfs’d by the Mogul , and the other 
by the anticnt Lords and People of the 
Country. Having difcours’a fully of 
the Mahometan in the firft Vo umn, and 
thefe Emperors being of the Turkijb 
Sea, it only Remains to give a Ihort 
Account in this Chapter of the Pagan. 
Tranfmi- All the Gentils in India hold the Tranfc 
gration of migration of Souls, like the Pythagore - 
Souls * ans, by which means, in their Opinion, 
the Souls after Death receive the re- 
ward or pnaifhmeut of their good or 
evil Attious, being put into good or 
bad Creatures. And therefore they pay 
lingular Honour to the Cow, by the 
Advice of Ramak their Legiflator, as 
being Creatures that, befides the good 
they do to Men, (hall receive the Souls 
*of good Men. By reafon of < this lame 
Opinion, they take fpccial Gare of all 
othw CJreatures j not only forbearing 
to Eat them, bnt ufing all means to pre- 


vent others Killing them ; and as was 
laid before, in lome Cities they have 
Hofpitals, where they are at a vaft Ex- 
pence in looking after lick Creatures. 

W they all Prefer, one Religion, ljTllb , 
yet they are divided into 84 Setts, or 
Tribes; each of which has its particu- 
lar Rites and Ceremonies ; and iome pe- 
culiar Profefiion or Trade, which their 
Children never leave, without they 
would be for ever reputed Infamous; as 
I was told by a Brockman. , I fent for on 
purpofe to be inform’d in what relates 
to them. 

The firft and principal Tribe is that Srtttma 
of the Brockmans , who are ProfeUors of the firft 
Learning, aud Priefts of their Religion, Tribe, 
which is divided into ten feveral Setts.

In the Country of the Names of Ca^e 
Comori , they arc call'd Polias, and as 
they go along the Stiects, if they will 
not venture to be Beaton, mult cry Fo, 

Po , that the other Gentils may take care 
their very Shadow does not couch them, 
which would Defile them, aud they 
would be forc’d to Walh. . 

This Cultom makes the j iejiuts that 
arc Miflioners there lead a very uneafy 
Life ; for being oblig’d to imitate the 
ways of that Tribe, the better to in- 
gratiate themfelves with thofe Barbari- 
ans, they are forc’d to Walh themfelves 
as many times a Day as the others do ; 
to feed upon raw Herbs ; and when two 
Fathers meet in the Street, one adting 
the Naires , and the other the Polias , 
they keep at a diftancc from one ano- 
ther, that they may not be fufpedted. 

There is no doubt they Converr very 
many ; but abundance of them not be--: . 
ing us’d to that Hardlhip, fall into dan- 
gerous Diftempers. 

Of all the Tribes here mention’d, on- 
ly the Brachmans and Banians are fo 
Precife about killing of all Creatures ; 
that even thofe that are Vencmous may 
Bite them without receiving any Harm 
from them ; but the others in this Calc 
kill them. 

The Jogis are People of all Tribes, if 
who have impos’d on themfelves a moll ^ 
painful fort of penitent Life. Belides, 
being continually Naked, fbmc of them 
hold up their Arms in the Air, without 
ever letting them down ; others hold 
them behind, till in time they cannot 
move then!. Some hang themfelves up 
with Ropes ; others dole their Mouths 
with Padlocks, fo that they muft be fed 
with Liquids ; others run an Iron- Ring 
through their Prepuce, and hang a little 
Bell to it ; which, when the Ally bar- 
ren Women hear, they run to fee, and 
touch him, hoping by that means to be- 
come Fruitful. 

The Gentils pay fo great a Relpefi: 
to thefe Penitents, that they think thern- 
felvcs happy, who can Proftitute Daugh- 
ters, Sifters, or K inf-women to their 
Leudncfs, which they believe lawful in 
them ; and for this* Reafon there are 
fo many Thoufands of Vagabond Fakirs 
throughout India. When the Fakirs meti 
with Beraghis ( which is another fort of 
Penitents, differently habited, with their 
Hair and Beard lhav’d ) they Fight des- 
perately. 
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rsj^n perately. They never Marry, and Eat 
Gemclli} in the Houfes of all Setts, except the 
' 1695. Polios. They go into the Kitchin, and 
take what they will, tho 1 the Mailer be 
not at Home. They come together like 
Swine by beat of a Tabor, or at the 
blowing of a Horn, and march in Com- 
panies with Banners, Lances, and other 
Weapons, which, when they reft, they 
lay down by their Mafter. They Boaft 
they are Delcended from Revanche-Ram , 
who wandred about the World Poor 
and Naked and thefe Vagabonds for 
imitating him, are look’d upon as Saints, 


and Live a loofe Life,, with the Privi- 
ledge of committing any Crime their 
Brutality fuggefts. 

Now confidering fo. great a Number 
of Setts, and fuch variety of Manners, 
which makes it Impratticable for them 
to be unanimous in Government, it is 
not to be thought ftrangc that fo fmall 
a Number of Mahometans fhould lubdue 
fuch a Multitude of Gcntils } fince Di- 
vifions and Difcord have ever been the 
moft efficient Caufes in the World to 
overthrow the greateft Monarchies.

T Hefe Gentils are fo blinded with 
profound Superftition, that they 
do not think it inconliftent to make their 
Gods be Born of Men, and Affigu them * 
Women i believing they love the fame 
^Things Men delight in. They Efteem 
Ram a mighty Deity, on account of the 
Wonders he wrought whilft Living, by 
means of a Monkey, which croffing the 
Sea at one Leap, Burnt Rhevan's Palace, 
and Leap’d back again, to which pur- 
pofe they tell a long and tedious Fable. 
Among the GoddelTcs they count Ma- 
lachiche , who they lay never refus’d any 
Body that ask’d it, the ufe of her Body *, 
as if Ihehad perform’d fome extraordi- 
nary Pennance ; and lb a Man call’d Cun- 
funny becaufe whilft he Liv’d he enjoy’d 
16000 Women. 

Some of them believe there are Eli- 
Jian Fields, and that in order to come 
thither, a River is to be pafs’d, like the 
Styx of the Antients, where they are 
to receive new Bodies. Others are of 
Opinion the World will end very foon, 
after which they (hall Live again, and 
go into a new Country. They all be- 
lieve there is but one God, who has 
1000 Arms, 1000 Eyes and as many 
Feet \ not knowing any better way how 
to Explain the Thoughts of his Omnipo- 
tency. They fay they have four Books 
lent them by God, above 6000 Years 
fince, through the Hands of their Pro- 
phet Ram , two of which Book! are lhut, 
and two open \ but that they can only 
be Read by thofe of their Religion. Be- 
v fdes, that there ate feven Heavens, in 
the higheft of which God fits ; and that 
he does not take Notice of the particu- 
lar Attions of Men, becaufe they arc

not worthy to be rhe 0 ~ictt of his Di- 
vine Thoughts The*'’ uio Ay there is 
a Pi ice where he my oc feen, as it 
were through a far diftant Cloud. As 
for Evil Spirits they believe they are 
fo chain'd up, that they can do them no 
Harm. 

They Talk of a Man call’d Adam, Aim. 
who was the firll and common Father, 
and they fay that his Wife, having yield- 
ed to the Temptation of Eating of the 
forbidden Fruit, made her Husband Eac 
too ; but that as the Mouthful he took 
was going down, the Hand of God 
Hopp’d its pafling further, and thence 
comes the Knot Men have in theirThroat, 
which they therefore call Adam 1 s Ap- 
ple. 

The Pricfthood among them is Here- p r i e ft. 
ditary, as it was formerly among the hood. 

Jews y for, as was faid before, when a 
Brachman Marries, he muft take the 
Daughter of another Brachman. They 
are diftinguilhable from all other Gen- 
tils, by a String or Rope made of three 
Threads of new Cotton, which they 
wear hanging about their Neck, 'and 
wound about the left Arm. It is put 
upon Boys of Nine, or Ten Years of 
Age with great Solemnity, but never 
upon Girls. This String or Line is to 
fignify the Unity of God in three Per- 
fons, which they call Brama, Viftn , and 
Mayeffa. They will never Eat a Bit 
without they have it on \ and fome of 
them have been known to Fall feveral 
Days, becaufe their Rope broke before; 
they could get another of the Priefts. 

When* any one is to be Expell’d the Bncbmns 
Tribe of the Bracbmansy Banians , or bow Ex* 
Banr afcUnesy for fome heinous Crime, F*®* 
Kk 2 they 
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rsJV-o they take away ( his Line thus. All that 
CcrneUi. are of the Tribe in that Place meet bc- 
169^, fore the Boto, or Prieft, and accufe the 
Criminal of fuch a Crime. He replies 
and if his Defence be not good, the 
Koto takes away his Line, wipes off the 
TtU.i, or Colour on his Forehead. Then 
all the Company falls to chewing of Be- 
ttlle , eating of Coco-Nuts, and fmoak- 
ing Tabacco, without giving the Cri- 
minal any -, only out of Pity they throw 
him down on the Ground a Leaf of Ta- 
bacco. 

How re- If he dcfircs to be again admitted into 
cciv’d a- the Tribe, he muft go from Houfc to 
gain. Houfc, begging Pardon and Abfolution 
of thofe that Voted, making them fen- 
lible of his Religuation, and ioothing 
the Beta with the Prcfent of a Cow. 
This done, he gives all the Tribe a 
Treat, who receive him again, and the 
Prieft gives him the Line and Tilla. 
Gentih All the Setts of Gentils on this fide 
will not Ganges, are very icrupulous as to Eat- 
Eat with j n g w j t h Chriftians, and Mahometans, 
o ers. or u f c 0 f t j, e f an]e Utcnfils. But 

thole beyond Malaca make no Difficulty 
of it. 

A foolilh They are lo Silly, or Ignorant as to 
Opinion conceit a Woman may Conceive by 
of their . ft, e ,|g(h of Imagination -, and that tho* 
they are many thoufand Miles diftant, 
and that for fcveral Years, yet their 
• Wives imagining they Lie with them, 
may become with Child, and therefore 
when they hear of their being brought 
to Bed, they make great Rejoycing. 
vpleafant To this purpole, F. Galli, Prefed of 
Paffage. f j, e Thcatins of Goa, told me a pleafant 
Story. D. Francis de Tavora , Earl of 
Alvar, arriving from Portugal, to be 
Vice-Roy of India \ News was brought 
that his Wife, whom he left big with 
Child, was deliver’d of a Son. Among 
the reft a Pagan Merchant went to Con- 
gratule him, and thinking to make the 
Vice-Roy a great Complement laid, / 
wijbyour Excellency Joy , and hope you will 
have News every Tear of the Birth of a 
Son . This would have put him in a Paf- 
lion, had not fome told him that the 
Idolaters held that prepofterous Opi- 
nion. The Women are Happy, that 
can take their Liberty, and make their 
filly Husbands believe they Conceiv’d by 
thinking on them. 

Dying When an Idolater is Dying, his Kin- 
Men. dred place a Cow near the Bed, and 
'ibake her Tail till Ihe Piffcsj If it rea- 
ches the Dying Man’s Face, itTis look’d 
upon as a good Token of his future 
State j Other wife, but particularly if the 


Beaft does not Pifs, the Oblequics are 
perform’d in a very Melancholy man- 
ner. Befides, they put the Cow’s Tail 
into the Dying Man’s Hand, thinking 
his Soul may go into her Body. In Ihorc? 
they believe every Mari may be fav’d in 
his Religion, and his Sett, fo he exadtly 
obferve God’s Commandments, and the 
Light of Realon *, which Judgment, tho’ 

Falfe, fome Divines would follow, were 
it not condemn’d by the Church. 

The Trial upon fufpicion of Theft a- Tral of 
mong them, is by making the Party Theft, 
fwim over a River that is Tull of Cro- 
codils, and if he gets over lafe, he is 
reputed not Guilty. The Naires call 
this the Paflagc of Crocodils. 

Thele Naires are great Wizards, nor Na ; res 
do they ever Expofc themfelves to any Sorcerers. 
Feats of Arms, without firft confulting 
the Devil. To this purpofe they let 
their Hair fly, and draw fome Blood out 
of their Forehead with a Knife •, then 
Dancing to the Mulick of a Drum, they 
' call him aloud, and he comes to Ad vile 
them whether they had belt engage their 
Enemy. But when the Enemy repents 
he gave the Challenge, and makes a Sign 
to beg Peace, they ealily grant it. 

Their Women are in Common. .When women i: 
any of them is with her, he leaves his Common 
Sword and Buckler at the Door, that 
every Body may know the Place is taken 
up •, and therefore there being no cer- 
tainty whole the Children are, they al- 
ter the manner of Inheritance, as was 
faid before. But if the Women arc 
found to have to do with Men of ano- 
ther Seft, they become Slaves to their 
Queen of Canara. When a Brother 
Marries, his Wife is Common to the 
reft. 

By a Pi iviledge granted them by their security 
Queen, they accompany Travellers forTra- 
through thofe Parts that arc infefted with vellers. 
Robbers, and if they happen to prefume 
to Rob any Man, they all Meet, and 
Purfuc the Felons till they utterly Ex- 
tirpate them. Thus one Boy with a 
Rod in his Hand makes it lafe Travel- 
ling throughout all Canara, tho’ it be 
through Woods, and over Mountains 
and a Traveller for a fmall Matter may 
have one from one Village to another. 

The Sqperftition of all the Gentils in Barbaric 
India , makes them Murderers of their to Infant 
own Children ; for it is their Cuftom 
when the Infant will not Suck, to carry 
it into the Field ; and there they leav^ 
it from Morning till Night, in a Cloth 
ty’d up on high by the four Corners, 
that the Grows may peck its Eyes out.

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(NAZI ^nd this is the Realon why there arc fo 
, Cemelli. many Blind in Bengala. Where there 
169$. arc Monkeys, the Danger is not fo great, 
becaufe they being Enemies to the Crows 
throw all their Eggs down from the 
Trees, and hinder their Multiplying. 


At Night the Infant is^carry’d Home, 
and if he will not Suck is expos’d a fe- 
cond, and third time in the Field, and 
at laft hated as if it were fome Snake, 
or Adder, and cait into the River. 


CHAP. III. 

Of fever d Pagods of the Gentils. 


Variety of I N * l \ the Temples or Pagods of thefe 
Idols. X Idolaters, which for the moft part 
arc Round, there arc Figures of Devils, 
Serpents, Monkeys, and feveral Mon- 
itors hideous to behold. In the Villa- 
ges, where there arc not Carvers to cut 
them, they take a Stone Ihap’d like a 
Ci lm<Jer, or fmall Pillar, colour’d Black, 
and placing it on a Column, adore it 
inftcad of an Idol, offering to it Sacri- 
fice of Betlc, Arccca, and other Things ; 

I obferv’d in Travelling over difmal 
Mountains, where the Country People 
had nude Choice, fomc of a Stone, o- 
thers of a Tree, and ibmc of an Herb 
for thqir Idol. 

Firft great The chief Pagods . , to which they go 

Place of in Pilgrimage are four-, Giagranc , Be- 
Pilgil- narus, Aluntra and Tripeti. That of 

ma&e. Giagram , is upon one of the Mouths of 

the River Ganges, where the Great Brach- 
man , or High Pi ieft refides. There they 
adore the great Idol Kefora , adorn’d 
with many Jewels. Its Revenues main- 
tain all that vaft Multitude of Pilgrims 
that Refort thither, on account of the 
Conveniency of the River Ganges , waffl- 
ing in whole Water they think cleanfes 
them from Sin more than any other. 
Second The Pagod of Benartts is Built on the 
Pilgri- Bank of Ganges , in the City of the fame 
- Name, and there is a Stair-cafe from the 
Door of it down to that River, to Walh 
or Drink. The Vagabond Fakirs carry 
on their Backs Vcffels fall of this Wa- 
ter, flopp’d and fcaFd by the Great 
Bravhman, to prevent all Frauds, for 
feveral hundreds of Miles, to be well 
Paid for it by rich People and Merchants 
they Prefcnt it to. At Weddings they 
fpend the Value of 500 Crowns of it, 
or more, it being the Cuftonf to give 
n Glafs or two of it about after Din- 
ner 1 which they drink with as great a 
"'Gull, as wc (hould do fome rich Muska- 
aine, or Hippocrafs. The Idol is call’d 
Bainmada , held in fuch Honour by the; 
Grnils, that as foon as the Paged is 


open’d, the Brachmans fall flat on their 
Faces \ and fomc with vaft great Fans 
go to drive the Flies from about the 
Idol. A Brachman Marks the Forehead 
of all the Pilgrims with a yellow Li- 
quor. No* Women may go into it, but 
only thofc of one certain Tribe. There 
is another Pagod near it call’d Rifcur - 
das, from the name of the Idol adorn’d 
there. 

The Pagod of Matur a is 35 Miles Third Pil- 
from Agra, on the Road to DMi. With- grimage. 
in it is a Place hemm’d in with Marble 
Bannifters, with the Idol Ram in the 
middle, and two others by him -, and 
both within and without abundance of 
Monfters, fomc with four Arras, and 
fome with four Legs -, and others with a 
Man’s Head, and a long Tail. They 
carry this Idol upon folcmn Feftivals on 
a Bier, to vifit the other Gods, or the 
River. 

The fourth Pagod, is that of Tripeti, Fomrth 
in the Province of Carnatica , on the piign- 
Coafl: of Cormandel , and Cape Comori \ mage, 
it is remarkable for the many Buildings 
and Pools about it. 

In the Kingdom of Bifnaga, there is 
a Pagod with 300 Marble Pillars in it. raged, 

A Portuguese Gentleman, who had liv’d 
forty Years in India, and was an Eye 
Witnefs to it, told me, they formerly 
laid out 10000 Roupies there every Year, 
in making a Cart with eighteen Wheels, 
on which, when the Feftival of the Idol 
was kept, the Brachmans mounted with 
2 go impudent Women Dancers, skip- 
ping in Honour of the Idol. The Cart 
was drawn by 500 Men, and fome Ido- 
laters, believing that Death the dired 
Road to Heaven, threw thcmfclves un- 
der the Wheels, and were crulh’d to 
Pieces. Befides, that when the King of 
Golccnda Poflefs’d bimfelf of that Coun- # 
try, under the Condud of the General* 

Emir Gefhla , he found in that Temple 
an infinite Number of Gold Veflels, and 
three Diamonds of an ineJtimable Value \ 

one 
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ivs/* one of which the feid Emir Gemla prc- 
Gemelli. fenced to the Gt eat Mogul \ and that this 
Itf 95 - ( General advancing into the Country of 
the Naiche of Tanjaur , a Gentil , ana ta- 
king the City of that Name, Thoufands 
. of Women threw themfelves into Wells 
on account of Religion. 

t(xmmicor He told me further, That near the 
1 ‘agvit. ifland of Ceylon, there is another fmall 
I (land call’d Ramanacor , with a Raged of 
the fame Name ; at the Entrance where- 
of is a Trough of black Stone, and in 
it a Statue of Metal, wich the Eyes made 
of Rubies and that the Genrils break o- 
ver it (Two- Nuts full of Water j and 
lay Figs there, to Eat them afterwards, 
as if they were Santtify’d, and Drink 
that Water, as Holy. Within the fur- 
ther part of this Pagod , is another which 
they open once a Year ; and there they 
adore a Brazen Idol call’d Lingon, which 
is a very lew d Figure, the Parts of Man 
and Woman appearing join’d together. 
Some Gentils wear it hanging about their 
Necks, out of Devotion, as the God of. 
Nature. 

Manner of -All the Gentils arc oblig’d to go once 
going in in their Life, at lea ft, in Pilgrimage, to 
Pilgri- one of the four Principal Pagods \ but 
mage* the rich go feveral times, carry the 
Idols of their Places of Aboad in Pro- 
ceflion, attended by Hundreds of Peo- 
ple, and j Brachmans ; who, with long 
Fans made of Peacock’s Feathers, drive 
away the Flies from the Idol lying on 
the Bier. 

Superttiti- Three Days before an Eclipfe hap- 
ons at the pens, the Brachmans having Notice of 
Eclipfe. { tj break all the Earthen Veffels, to ufe 
new Ones afterwards ; and run all of 
them to the River to boil Rice, and 
other Things, and throw it in for the 
Filhes, and Crocodils, when they find 
the fortunate Hour is come, by their

Magical Books, and feveral Figures they 
make on the Gound with the Noife of 
Drums, and Laeten Plates they beat. 

They calt themfelves into the River to 
Wa(h whilft the Eclipfe lafts ; the Brock- 
mans attend the richeft Perfons with 
clean Cloths to dry them, and then make 
them lit down on a piece of Strutture fix 
Spans Iquare, daub’d all about with li- 
quid Cows Dung, that the Piimires may 
not run upon it in danger of being 
Burnt, whilft they Drcfs the Rice, and 
other Pulfe. T hey cover feveral Figures • 
made with powder’d Lime, on that 
Square with the feme Dung, and then 
lay on two or three (mall Sticks of 
Wood to burn feveral Blades of Grain, 
with a great deal of Butter ; and from 
the manner of the Flame to judge what 
plenty of Rice, and other Corn that 
Year will afford. 

The chief Divalis , or Feftivals are pivdis,* 
two, when the Moon decreafes in Olio- Feftivals 
her, and when ihe increafes in March. Sorcerei 
All thole Heathen Sorcerers work Won- 
ders by the help of the Devil, but par- 
ticularly their Juglers aud TumbleilC'’ 
who, without all doubt, deceive the 
Eye. They plant the Stone of any Fruit, 
and within two Hours the Tree grows 
up, Bloilbms, and bears ripe Fruit. O- 
tners lav the Eggs under the Hen, and 
Hatch them at the feme time *, which 
can be nothing but meer lllufion. But 
I never few it. 

The Princes of Afia that are Idola- p s . m 
ters, are the Kings or Cochinchina, Tan- Kings. 
kin, Arachan , Pegu, Siam , China, and 
feveral Chams in great Tartary •, in the 
Klands the King of Japan, and Ceylon, 
and feme Roy telets of the Molucco Iflands; 
as allb all the Rajas in the MoguPs Em- 
pire, but of feveral Setts, fome lefs Su- 
perftitious than Others.

That the Queen 
being left a Widow, and without Chil- 
dren, Savagi, who was offended at the 
King Deceas’d, for having caus’d his Fa- 
ther Nair Savagi., then Captain of the 
Guards to Die in a Goal, took the Field 
with a finall Army of Scoundrels ; and 
foon made himfelf Matter of the For- 
trefles of Rajafor , Rafigar, Crapaten , Da- 
bul , and part of Malabar. Some think 
that railing the Fortifications of Rajigar , 
he there found a great Treafure, which 
enabled him to continue the War. The 
Queen finding her fclf in that Condition, 
thought it convenient during the Mino- 
rity of Sikandar , whom fhe had adopted 
for her Son, and bred up in the DoCtrin 
of Hah) before the King's Death, to 
make a Peace, tho’ Difhonourablc ; leav- 
ing to Savagi, the Country he had Con- , 
quer’d, yet to hold of iier, and to pay 
half the Revenue as Tribute. 

At the lame time Pamuiach) who was 
Tributary to the lame Crown, took up 
Arms to lhake off that Yoke; relying 
on the natural Strength of his Country, 
lying between 27 in acccflible Mountains, 
call’d Settais-pale , among which there 
arc Villages, and Lands Till’d by Gen- 
tils of the vile Tribe of Faros. Aurenge- 
Zcb feeing the Forces of the Kingdom, 
amounting to. 30000 Horfe, and as ma- 
ny Foot, employ’d againft thefc Rebels, 
he laid hold of the Opportunity, and 
Beficg’d the City and Cattle of Zifapor ; 
which he took after a vigorous Defence 
of three Years, made by Sidi ManfutU) 
a Black, who govern’d during the King’s 
Minority, and carry’d away Sikandar 
Prilbucr, to whom he afterwards allow’d 
a Million of Roupies a Year, to maintain 
him Decently. 

Tanajtia , King of Golconda) who, in 
my Time was fixty Years of Age, had 
the fame Misfortune. His General Emir 
Cemla being Dilguftcd, invited Aurcnge 
Zcb to invade the Kingdom through his 
means. The Ambitious Mogul hatted 
thither, but notwithftanding his Intelli- 
gence with the Traitor, could not com- 
pafs his Deltgn ; and was fenc’d to re- 
turn to his Country with Diihonour. He 
afterwards again attempted the Fortrels 
of Golconda) but the Befieg’d making a 
refolute Defence, and an Army of 70000 
Horfe, and as many Foot keeping Au- 
renge-Zcb’s Army in the Field within 
Bounds ; both Sides thought fit to con- 
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dude a Peace on this Condition, that 
Mahmud , Son to Aurcnge-Zcb , fliould 
take the King of GoUolda's Daughter 
to Wife, and receive the Kingdom as a 
Portion, after the Father's Death. 

When the War with Akbar was con- 
cluded, Sciatam was lent with a power- 
ful Army, to Attack Golconda a-ucw ; 
but he either thinking the Conquctt dif- 
ficult, or overcome by Tanafua\ Pro- 
mifes, to give him his Daughter in Mar- 
riage, and Alfift him to fecurc his Fa- 
ther’s Throne ; lo manag’d Affairs, that 
he obtain’d his Father’s Content to fettle 
Peace, and tho’ afterwards he receiv’d 
never fo many icpcjtcd Commands, 
could never be prevail’d on to return 
to the Siege, but catting his Scimitcr at 
his Feet, told him. He was a Mufulman , 
and could not break the Peace he had 
Promis'd to keep. 

Scialam thus refufing, Aurcnge-Zcb 
march’d in Pcrlon, after he hail Con- 
quer’d the Kingdom of Zifapor) with a 
mighty Army to Bellegc Golconda. At 
his firft coming, he feenr’d the Pafs on 
the River, and Bagnagor) where the Pa- 
lace was, and then without ftaying to 
Fortify it, by the Advice of the Pranks 
he {lad in his Service, who gave me this 
Relation, he went on to Bchegc the For- 
trels, whither the King was retir’d. 

This being limit with vaft great Stones, 
and encompafs’d with a deep Ditch, held 
out a Siege of niue Months, tho’ Bat- 
ter’d by many Pieces of Cannon, and 
particularly by three Pieces of fuch a 
.prodigious Bigncfs, that each of them 
was drawn by 500 Elephants, and 200 
Oxen, it we may believe what the Sol- 
diers told 111c ; for they could make 
but a fmall Breach in a Fort that was 
not enclos’d with Walls, but with a 
Rock. At length, want of Proviiions, 
and Dittempcrs that rag’d in the Place, 
bolides the Prcfents and Promifcs Au- 
rcngc-Zeb made, did not only prevail 
with the Defendants to Defcrt to him by 
degrees, letting thcmfelves down from 
the Wall with Ropes in the Night, but 
corrupted the Govcrnour, who furren- 
dred the Fortrcfs againft the King’s 
Will ; he offering to pay a Tribute of 
three Millions, and 700000 Roupies , 
which Aurcnge-Zcb refus’d, entring tiie 
Place Victorious in the Year itfBtf. A- 
z.antfcia carry’d away the King Prifbner, 
who having a Collar of ineftimable Va- 
lue on* prefented it to him; but lus 
Father Aurcnge-Zcb perceiving he car- 
ry’d him on an Elephant, cry’d out to 
him, bccaute he had not Bound bis Hands 

be- 
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fVA-O behind him. 1'heSon anfwer’d, that he 
Gcmclli. was a King, and he ought to be latisfy’d 
1 £95. with depriving him of his Kingdom and 
Liberty. Having (hut him up in the 
Fort of Dolet-Abad , the Mogul allow'd 
him a wretched maintenance of 20 Rou- 
pies a day ; but a Son being Born to him 
in Prilon, which he never had whilft on 
his Throne, in pitty to the Infant Born 
at fuch an unfortunate time, he rais’d his 
allowance to 500 Roupies a day. 

Pannaich , who had with conliderable 
Forces aflifted the Mogul in Conquering 
the Kingdom, was rewarded with death, 
upon very (light jealoufies ■, which en- 
raging his Son, he refus’d to pay the 
Tribute, and retir’d among inacceflible 
Mountains j but a few years after, the 


greater Power prevailing, hefubmittedr 
to Pay Tribute, and receive a Govcr- 
nour appointed by the Mogul into his 
Dominions. 

Wednefday 23d, I din’d with the Cap- 
tain of Agra, who treated me very 
handfomly, after the Country manner. 
Thar / day 24th, I was conduced to a 
Neighbouring Pagod, to fee a Penitent, 
who held up his Arms, the joints being 
hardned, or knit together fo that he had 
no u(eof them. Friday 25th, I look’d out * 
for fome Company to go back with me to 
Goa, becaufe the Begarian of St. Stephen 
and my Interpreter were both fled ; but 
could find none. I fpent my time in 
vain on Saturday, alfo Peeking for Com- 
pany.

of whom I could not buy a Chicken, or 
any thing ellc to fupportme. 

Saturday 2d, we went down the fteep 
and tedious Mountain of Balagati, and 
travdl’d all day through Savagis Coun- 
try. The Guards, who like Banditti 
lay f.j.i l.Jng about the Woods, flopp’d 
me, .u.<i by iigus ask’d, whether I could 
Shot i. o.:i of a Musket, or uuderflood 
the Art o,' Gunnery ; and anfwering by 
figns that I did not, they at laft let me 
go, f u'i iht VvtHgiu fe iliould flop their 
People n: Goa, bccaufc I pafs’dfor a Por- 
tttgnefe. Having travel’d a few Miles fur- 
tlicr, wc lay in the Field, and had an ill 
Night of it, near a Lake. 

Sunday 3d, being F.ajlerday, after fc- 
"<ral hours Travelling, wc pals'd by 
the Mogul's Guards and Cuftom-honfe. 
There i was again detain’d ; not bccaufe 
they had any need of Gunners or Soul- 
diers, but to make me pay Toll like a 
Beaft ; at length fome Idolaters telling 
them, the Portuguefe , who were but a 
Musket Ihot from thence would do the 
fame, they let me go. 

I went away to Tivi, and thence to 
FortS. Michael, where the Caftellan and 
his Wife perceiving 1 was lick, would 
notfuffermc to go any further ^ but by 
all means would have me be their Gucft; 
fending away immediately to P umber fa, 
a Farm of the Tbtatins for a Ballon , or 
Andora to carry me to Goa. 

As the Ballon or Boat was coming, an 
unmannerly Portuguefe Souldier carry’d it 
away by force, and there being no An- 
dora to be had, returning thanks to the 
Captain and his Wife, for the favour 
they had flwe’d me, I delir’d them to 
order a Souldier to bear me Company 
to the aforefaid Farm. They were much 
difpl cas’d at the Portuguefe rudenefs, and 
caus’d his Captain to puniih him, and 
perceiving I would flay no longer with 
thcm,»fent a Souldier of the Cafllc to 
convoy me ; who brought me to Pum - 
burpa on Monday the 4th at Sun-fctting. 
Here I was very lovingly receiv’d by 
the Faftor, who gave me a good Sup* 
**\er, and after it an cafy Bed to reft 
me. 

Tuefday <tb, I croft’d the Canal in a 
Vol. IV. 


Ballon or Boat, and return’d to Goa to 
the aforementiotfd fltonaftery of Fa- 
thers in a very ill condition. The Fa- 
ther Prefect feeing me fo lick, told me 
that had hapned becaufe I would not take 
his advice ; lanfwei’d Hen potior telis 
vainer a folia meis. Both he and F. Hip- 
politus endeavour’d touxo/cr m: with 
good Fouls, to which the he i. Sauce was 
their kindnels ; and thus 1 recover'd my 
flitting Spirits. Wcaknefs ; J me 
on Wtdnefday 6th to hire four Boa, or 
Porters to carry me in an Andora, lo fee 
what remain’d worth oblcrviug in Goa. 

They were all four latisfy’d with 1 5 
Pardaos, which are worth lix Crowns of 
Naples a Month. 

Thurfday 7th, I went to vilit the Bo- 
dy of S. Francis Xaverins , at the CIlUl ell 5 . Frju.it 
of Bon-JeJu , or Good jefus, being the 
profefs’d Houle of the Jcfuits. The Body * 
Church is indifferent large and Arch’d, 
but has nothing of good Architecture, 
being more like a great Hall than a 
Church. It has an high Altar, with two 
' on the fides, all well Gilt; and on the 
left a Cliappel where the precious Body. 
ot S. Francis lies. It was in a Cryftal 
Coffin, within another of Silver, on a 
Pedeflal of Stone; but they expected a 
noble Tomb of Porphiry Stone, from 
Florence, order’d to be made by the 
Great Duke. Since, with the Pope’s 
leave, the Saints Arm was cut off, the 
reft of the Body has decay’d, as if he 
had refented it ; and therefore the Jefu- 
its for nine Years palt, do not Ihcw it to 
any but the Vice-roy, and fome other 
ferfons of Quality. Being told as much 
at my firft coming to Goa, 1 fo far pre- 
vail’d, as to have the Vice-roy ufc his 
Power with the Provincial ; and he not 
knowing how to refufe him, would at 
lcaft defer the favour till that Morning ; 
fliewing me the Holy Body, with the 
Church (hut, cloath’d in its Habit, which 
is chang’d every Year. 

Friday 8th, 1 went to fee the Church 
of the Italian Carmelites, on a plea Hint 
Hill. Tho’ fmall, it is very Bautiful, 
and Arch’d, as are all the Churches in 
India, with 6 Chappels, and an high Al- 
tar, well Gilt. The Monaftery ishand- 
fome and well contriv’d, with excellent 
Cloifters and Cells, and a delicious Gar- 
den, in which there are Chinefe Palm- 
trees which yield a pleating lhade, 
with their low and thick Leaves. 

There are alfo two Cinnamon Trees, „ 
like that^ of Ceylon. At prefent it 
is decay‘d from what it was, before 
the Italian Fathers were confin’d 
L 1 by 
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by the King’s Order, becaufc only one 
Gemelli. Portuguefe Father(cannot take fo much 
1695. Fains. The firft had been again receiv’d 
lAM j nt0 Favour, but four of them Dy’d at 
Sea, coming from Portugal. 

Saturday 9th, there being fome Ap- 
prehenfion of the coming of Arabian 
Ships, all the Religious Men and Priefts 
went down arm’d by Order of the Arch- 
bilhop to the Fort of Aguada, to make 
good that Pafs among the Soldiers. 

Sunday 10th, 1 went to pay my Re- 
fpe&s to the Vice- Roy, who receiv’d 
me very Courteoufly, and Dilcours'd 
with me in French about two Hours, a- 
bout News from Europe and Afia, and 
when I took my Leave made me very 
civil Offers. 

Monday 1 ith, theCommadore, a fmall 
Velfcl, and a Fircfhip Sail’d out of the 
Harbour for the Gulph of Perfia , to 
alfift the King of Perfia againft the Iman 
of Mafcate •, who, with five Ships had 
Burnt the Portuguefe Fadlory, and feve- 
ral Houfes •, robb’d the Cuftora-Houfe, 
and carry’d away four Pieces of Cannon 
there were in the Fort, with the Arms 
of Spain on them, brought thither from 
Ormus. T he King of Perfia had then 
90000 Men ready to lend into Arabia 
Falix, againft the Iman. 

Vice-Roys There are three Palaces at Goa, for 
Palaces, the ufe of the Vice-Roy. The chief of 
them, call’d the Fort, near the Church 
of the Theatins , and Vafco de Gama's 
Gate, has the Profpccl of the Channel, 
and conlifts of excellent Apartments, 
and a Royal Chappcl. In the Hall of 
it are the Pictures of all the Vice-Roys, 
and Governours of India , and in another 
all the Ships and VelTels that ever came 
out of Portugal , fince the firft Difcovery 
of thofe Countries. In the fame are kept 
the Courts of judicature, or Exchequer, 
and others, and they Coin Mony, fuch 
Coins. as Pardaos of Silver, and St. Thomafes , 
and Pardaos of Gold. The fmall Mony 
is made of a Metal brought from China , 
whfth is neither Copper, nor Latten, 
nor Lead, nor Pewter ; but a Subftance 
dilfering from them all, not known in 
Europe, and call’d Tutunaga , which they 
lay has fome mixture of Silver. The 
Chinefes ufc it to make great Guns, mix- 
ing it with Brafs. Of this, as was faid, 
they make a very low fort of Coin at 
Goa, call’d Bazatruccos , 375 whereof 
make a Pardao, whofe Value is four 
% Carlines of Naples and yet any fmall 
Matter, or Fruit may be Bought for one 
of thefe. 

Tb|? Vice-Roys do not Live in the 
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aforefaid Palace, becaufe of the ill Air, 
but in that call’d Polvereira , or the 
Powder-Houfe, two Miles from it, at f 
the Entrance of the City, as was laid 
elfewhere. Being at firft deiign’d to 
make Powder in, it was not then fit to 
entertain a Vice-Roy but has been en- 
larg’d by degrees. The third is the 
Fort of Pangs , near the Fort of Gafpar 
Diaz.. The Vice- Roys have not Liv’d 
in it for many Years paft, and at pre- 
fent the Garrilbu Soldiers are Quarter’d 
in it. , 

Tttcfday tub. News was brought of 
the iols of a Ship of the Portuguefe Fleet, 
which had run upon lomc Rocks in the 
Port of Warfava. My Armenian Servant 
being Indilpos’d, I Purg’d him with the 
excellent Rhubarb I Bought in Perfia, 
where the belt in the World grows, and 
he was foon well. 

IVedncfday 13th, I went with the Fa- 
thers to Divert me at the Farm of Pnm- 
burpa, and Thurfday 14th, enjoy’d the 
good Company of lome Friends that 
came thither from Goa. Friday 15 th, we ■> 
went a walking in the Noviciate of the .. 
Fathers of the Society, oppolite to the 
faid Country Houfe. Walking there on 
Saturday 16th, 1 pitty’d fo many poor 
Chriftians and Idolaters, who Live in 
wretched Cottages under theCoco-T rees, 
to make them Fruitful, Man’s Breath 
helping them to bear 3 without hopes of 
ever removing with their Family from 
the Place where they arc Born, becaufe 
if they go to another Place, their Maftcrs 
bring them back by force, worfe than 
if they were Slaves. Sunday 17th, after 
Dinner, we went to fee a Farm of the 
Auguftinians clofe by, where an ingeni- 
ous Father had Built a good Houle, and 
Furnilh’d it handlomly. 

Monday 1 8th, we went a Filhing on 
the Channel, which does not only a- 
bound in all other lorts, but feveral 
kinds of Shell Fifli, and particularly Oi- 
Iters, fo large that the very Fifli of lomc 
of them weighs half a Pound j but they 
are not fo well tailed as ours. The Por- 
tuguefe ulc the Shells in their Windows 
inltead of Glals, making them thin, and 
Tranlparent. Tuefday 19th, after Din- 
ner, we return’d to Goa. 

IVednefday 20th, two Vcflels •from fa Lady 
Macao, Joaded with Chinefe Commodi- of the 
ties arriv’d in the Port ; and Thurfday Cape. 

2 1 ft, I went Aboard one of them, call’d 
the Pumburpa, , to lee feveral Rarities it.

Sunday 24 h, 1 heard Mafs at the Ait- 
gufttnians, to vifit my Friend and Fel- 
low- T raveller for foveral Months F.Fr an- 
tis of St. JoJcph. Monday 25th, I went 
over to Divert my felf to a little Coun- 
try Houle, feated on the Ifland of Bar- 
dts, where on Tuefday 25 th, I faw the 
• Convoy of fcvcral Veflels return from 
Canara , with a good Stock of Rice, be- 
ta ufe the lflands of Goa do not produce 
enough. Wedntfday 27th, I took the 
Air in a Boat upon the Channel. 

Th.tr/day 28th, was the Proceffion of 
Cot pus Ch ifi i, which is made here with 
muen Solemnity in April , becaule of the 
•Sun nis, and great Rains in June. Be- 
fore it went a Soldier a Horfc-back in 
brige, 1 Armour. Then follow’d an Image 
ol S: . George in Wood, about which fome 
Perioiis in Masks Danc’d ; and after them 
fix Canons, with fix Silver Maces, and 
laitly, 11.x Gentlemen carry’d the Cano- 
py- 

Fnday 29th, I went to fee a Lion 
brought che Vice-Roy from Mozambique, 
who about to fend it as a Prcfcut to 
the Emperor of China. And ftiH con- 
tinuing to Divert my fclf after my late 
Sufferings, on Saturday , the laft of the 
Month 1 faw the Powdcr-Houfe, where 
they were then actually making Pow- 
der. 

Sunday the firft of May, I went to 
the Cathedral to hear fome indifferent 
Mufick, on account of the Feftival of 
St. Philip and hacob ; and Monday 2d, 
Din’d with F. Francis , being invited by 
him, bccaufc the time of my Departure 
drew near. On Tuefday 3d, F. Hippoli- 
tus Fsftonte took care to Change what 
Mony 1 had iiito Pieces of Eight, be- 
caufe there is a great deal loft by carry- 
ing Gold into China \ and a Port ague fe 
Merchant well skill’d in that Trade, 
made a fmall Purchafc of Diamonds for 
me, they being cheap at Goa. Wednef- 
day 4th, I went with F. Salvador Galli , 

F. Fifconti, and the General of Salzette, 
to fp$ak to Jerom Fafconcellos , Captain 
of the Vcflel call’d The Holy Rofary, 
bound for China. For their Sates he un- 
dertook to carry me ; but refufing to 
find me Provi lions for my Mony, 1 was 
1 forc’d on Thurfday 5th, to lay in a Stock

and Saturday , 7th diverted my fclf on 
the Channel.

Tuefday 
xoth, I went to the Powdcr-Houfo to 
pay my Refpe&s to the Vice-Roy, a:.d 
dclirc him to give 111c a Letter "of Re- 
commendation to the General of China , 
He granted it very Civilly, offering to 
do me any other Kindnefs. 

My Armenian Servant refufing to go 
to China, on Wedntfday 1 1 th, I Bought 
a Cafre, or Black Slave for eighteen 
Pieces of Eight, and there being a Ne- 
ceffity to get a Licenfe to Ship him off, 
bqpaufe we were to touch at Malaca. , 
where the Dutch Hereticks Command, 

I went on Thurfday 1 2th, to the Inqui- 
fitors to have it Pafs’d. They made a 
great Difficulty of granting it, and dif- 
penfing with the Prohibition they them- 
folves had been Authors of \ alledging 
that fome Cafres, who had been Shipp’d 
at other times, being taken, had turn’d 
Mahometans. Fnday 13th, 1 took Leave 
of my Friends, the Veffel being already 
fallen down to the Mouth of the Chan- 
nel, in order to Sail very fpeedily j and 
Saturday i 4 th, having return’d Thanks, 
and bid Adieu to the Fathers Theatins, 

1 went Aboard with my Goods. There 
fpeaking to the Captain, to order my 
Equipage and Provifions to be taken A- 
board, he order’d it to be deliver’d to 
the Maftcr’s Mate, for him to difpofe 
of it as the Pilot fhould dired, he ha- 
ving undertaken to keep me by the way, 

1 putting my Provilion to his. This 
done, 1 return’d to the Farm of Turn- 
b:tr pa, to have the Satisfadion of lying 
Afliorc one Night longer. 

Sunday 1 5 th, I went over to the Ifland 
Charon, where the Novitiate of the Je- 
fuits is, to hear Mafs.

The Author's Voyage to Malaca. 


JC/n TV yT V>:day itfth, the Veflel being un- 
Gemclli. J^VA dcr Sail I went Aboard. To- 
1605. wards Evening came Aboard F. Emanuel 
Ferreira , a Portugneje , Miffioner to Tm- 
chin , who wore a Reverend long Beard \ 
F. Jofepb Condom, a Sicilian , going to 
his Million of Cochinchiua , which Fathers 
had been Summon’d to Rome , by his 
Holincfs Pope Innocent the 1 1 th, becaufe 
they had refus’d to Obey the French Bi- 
fhops and Vicars Apoftolick in thofe 
Kingdoms, to the great Scandal of the 
Chriftians, who faw the Church-Men 
Excommunicate one another, 'and eight 
other Jefuits of fevcral Nations, who 
were going to China befides ten others 
who went in the Veflel of the Merchants 
of Goa , call’d Pitmburpa , which carry’d 
the Lion abovc-incntion’d. 

The Fathers of the Society are in 
fuch Eftcem and Reputation in India, 
that at Night the Vice-Roy came to 
Vilit thofe that were Aboard the two 
Ships, and flay’d till Mid-night in thefe 
two Vifits. Laying hold of this Oppor- 
tunity, he himfelf recommended me to 
the Captain, telling him, I was a curi- 
ous Gentleman, that Travcll’d only to 
fee the World, and therefore he Ihould 
ufe me well. His Recommendation had 
but little Efied, becaufe the Captain, 
who was Bred in China , had quite for- 
got the Portugucfe Civility, which 
in all Places l found they Pradis’d 
more towards me, than towards their 
own Country-Men ; nor did lie value 
another Man s Merit, or Qualifications. 
As foon as the Vice- Rov was gone they 
weigh’d Anchor, and the Vcflels were 
tow’d by fevcral Paraos , which are long 
Boats with fixry Oars, and Ballons , 
whiflh are finallcr } the City Pilots being 
Aboard, to carry the Velfels beyond the 
Flat, which is before the Fort of Gafpar 
Diaz., near which we lay all Tuefday , 
becaufe the Wind blew hard. 

IVednefday 1 8th, the fame Wind con- 
tinuing, and the City Pilots having no 
hopes it would fall, weigh’d Anchor two 
Hours before Day, and began to have 
the Ships tow’d again by the Ballons and 
Paraos. But the Wind riling, to avoid 
the Rock, they both run upon the Sand. 
There being danger that the SHip might 
fplit at the Flood, it being then Ebb, 
every one endeavour’d to carry off his 


Goods, efpecially Mony, and to get it 
Alhore ; and it would go hard with the 
City Pilots, if once the Veflels were 
ftranded, and they did not fly. 1 put my 
Baggage Aboard a Coafter, and leaving 
my Slave with my Provilions, went to 
Goa for a new Liccnfc from the fnquili- 
tion, to put the Black Aboard the Coa- 
ftcr, in cafe the Ships that were ftranded 
fhould be rendred unfit to perform their 
Voyage ; which 1 got with fome Diffi- 
culty for the Reafons above alledg’d. 

Whilft 1 was ftill at Goa , the Vice- 
Roy gathering abundance of Paraos and 
Ballons , went in Perfbn to get ofT the 
Veflels with the Flood which being 
done, they came up again to take in as 
much Water as they had thrown over 
'Board to lighten themf elves. The ho- 
neft Pilot, and Maftcr’s Mate of ou*’ 
Ship had alio thrown over the Paflengcrs 
Provilion and Fruit but not their own, 
which afterwards they did Eat till they 
were ready to Crack. Taking leave a- 
gain of the Fathers Galli and F'ifconti , I 
return’d Aboard with my Baggage, but 
was not told they had thrown over 
Board three great Baskets of Wine full 
of Mangos, for had I known it, I would 
have provided other Fruit. 

We got not out Oil Thurfday 19th, 
through the Fault of the City Pilots 3 
but about break of Day, on Friday 20th, 
the Wind blowing fair at N. W. our 
V eflcl call’d the Rofary , the Pitmburpa, 
and four Coaftcrs puc out to Sea. The 
Jefuits, as they were the firft that went 
ofF, fo would they be the laft to return 
Aboard. The fame fair Wind continu'd 
Saturday 21ft, and Sunday 22d. 

Monday 23d, the Pilots by Oblcrva- 
tion found we were in the Latitude of 
Cochin. We had great Rains, and ftor- 
niy Winds every Day and Night, but 
they did not laft above an Hour. They 
call thefe Tempefts Sumatras , from the 
Ifland of that Name. Holding on our 
Courfe South on Tuefday 24th, the Pi- 
lots judg’d we were in the Latitude of 
Cape Combri \ which is like that of Good 
Hope. It is to be obferv’d that in this 
Place they find a moft unaccountable 
work of Nature •, which is, that at the/ 1 
fame time it is Winter at Goa, and all 
along that Coaft, it is Summer upon all 
the oppofite Coaft, as far as the King- 
dom 
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dotn of Golconda , and thus in a few Hours 
Gemelti. } they go from Winter to Summer ; which 
• 1695. 'is experimentally known to be true eve- 
ry Day, by the Natives of Madure , Ti- 
gr, Tanjaar , Ginge, Madraftapatan , the 
People of the Naiches , and other 
Princes. 

Wednefday 25th, making an obfervati- 
on we found our felves in the Latitude 
of Cape Galli io the Ifland of Ceilon, 
which was joyful News to all abroad, as 
being then lure they iliould continue their 
Voyage ; for had the South Wind start- 
ed up before we reach’d that Place, we 
could have gone no further, but mull 
have run away to Northward, as hap- 
pen’d to two Ships of China , which fet 
out in the Year 1693. and put in to refit 
after the Storm, the one at Damam , 
and the other at Bombaim. On the con- 
trary being once in the Latitude of Cape 
Galli, no Wind could put us by our Voy- 
age. Wc were here according to the 
Pilots Computation 600 Miles from Goa. 

The Island of Ceihn bclidcs its rich 
Ceiioti Cinnamon , which is carry’d all the 
iia'ii. World over, has the bell Elephants, as 
was laid above, and a Mountain that pro- 
duces Rock Cryltal, of which at Goa 
they make Buttons, Beads, and other 
Things. 

Thurfday 26 tb, we found our felves 
in the Latitude of 6 Degrees oppolite to 
the Bay of Bengal* •, and all the Mouths 
of the River Ganges running into it, 
whilll at the fame time the natural Cur- 
rent of the Water is from South to 
North, that Sea is very rough. This 
made the Ship often lye athwart the 
Waves, and kept us all continually 
B'vgxh watching for fear. This Kingdom of Ben- 
Kingdom. gala is accounted the moll Fruitful the 
Mogul has, by reafon of its Rivers. It 
. lias a great Trade for Silk, Calico, and 
other Stuffs. Finding our felves in this 
1 .atitude we Hood to the Eaflward, and 
on Friday 27th, were off the Maidive 
lflands. Saturday 28th, the fame fair 
Wind continu’d, but with the fame Row- 
ling. Sunday 29th, the Wind held on, 
and a Sailer dying was thrown over 
Board. Monday 30th, we were Becalm’d, 
but Tuefday the lall of the Month the 
Wind came up again, blew harder on 
Wednefday the firft of June , and held 
fair on Thurfday 2d. 

Nicobir Friday 3d, we were in fight of the I- 
Ifland and (laud Of Nicobar , the Wind blowing 
•^.aton frelher. Thislfland pays a T ribuce of a 
certain number of human Bodies to the 
Ifland of Andtmaon y to be eaten by the 
Natives of it. Thefe Brutes rather than 


Men, ufe when they Jiave wounded an 
Enemy, to run greedily to fuck the Blood 
that runs. The Dutch are Wien dies of 
this Cruelty of theirs ; For they going 
with 5 Ships to fubdue them and landing 
800 Men, tho’ they were well Intrench’d 
to defend themfelves againJl thofe wild 
People ■, yet they were moll of them 
kill’d, very few having the good Fortune 
to fly to their Ships. 

Sieur Francis Coutinho General of Saltetc 
told me that the chief Motive the Dutch 
had to attempt the Conqucft of that 1 - . 

Hand, w'as a Report fpread abroad, that 
there was a Well in that Ifland, whofe 
Water Converted Iron into Gold, and 
was the true PhiJofophers Stone. The 
ground of this Rumour was, an Englijlt 
Ship putting into that Ifland after a dread- 
ful Storm,* where they obferv’d that a 
little Water which an lflandcr carry’d, 
being fpilc upon an Anchor, that part 
of it which was wet witli it, turn’d into 
Gold; and asking him where he had 
1 that Water, he told them out of a Well 
in the Maud, after which they kill’d him. 

I can neither affirm nor deny that there 
is fuch a Well;, but only declare this 
Story was told me by F. Emanuel Ferrei- 
ra , and by Coutinho a Knight of the Or- 
der of Chrilt, before F. Galli at Goa , 
who had alfo heard of it before. No 
Man in Europe or Afia can give any more 
certain Account of it, becaufe tliofc Peo- 
ple have no Commerce with any Nation 
in the World. 

Saturday 4th, the fair Wind continu- 
ing, we came ofT the point of Achem ; 
where the Malay Sea begins, fo call’d ^ km and 
from the Malay es inhabiting thofe lflands. 

Achem is on the Eaftermoft Point of the 
llland Sumatra \ a Country not Govern’d 
by a King, as Tavernier thinks, but al- 
ways by a Queen ; the Males being ex- 
cluded that Inheritance, by the’ Laws of 
the Kingdom. Thcic are other Kings 
and Princes in this Ifland, part Mahome- 
tans and part G emits \ whofe Subjed*are 
near as Barbarous as the People of An - 
demaon, particularly the Inhabitants of a 
Mountain call’d Bata , that is. Rock, not 
far from Achem , who Cruelly Play for 
one anochers Lives. When the Game is 
done, the Winner binds the Lofer, and 
Rays all Day for fome Body to buy him, 
when if none comes he Kills and Eats 
him ; as Coutinho told me, who had been 
up the faid Ifland of the Kingdom of A-, 
chem. The Natives firmly believe that if a 
Dying Man eats a roalled Cuckow he 
fecures his Paflage to Heaven ; fo that it 
is a good Trade to carry thofe Birds into 
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the Ifland, which is very Fruitful a ad 
Gcmelli. Rich. Iu it is round much Gold Dull 
1695. (which makes lome fuppofe it to be the 
v/W AureaCbcrfonefus of the Antients) Tin, 
Iron, Camphirc, Sulphur, white Sandal 
and Pepper. ‘ The Dutch every Year buy 
50000 Pices of Pepper, every Pico is 
1 30 Pounds Spanifl >, which they fell to 
the Moors 3 who like it better than any 
other, becaufc being fmaller, they put 
it into their Pilau whole. The Ail* of 
the Country is bad, cfpccially for Stran- 
gers. 

Sana's y 5 th, the Wind fail’d us near 
this bland, as it always ufes to do 3 fo 
that as much time is fpent, by reafon of 
the continual Calm between that Place 
and Malacca , which are but 250 Miles 
afundcr, as in 1 500 there are from Goa 
thither, as the Pilots fay. Befides, tbe 
Calm and the Current is contrary, and 
rather put Ships backward than forward, 
for which reafon we perceiving there was 
too much Water to Anchor, were forc’d 
to draw to Shore, for here we always 
run clofe under it to drop our Anchor, 
that we might not lofc way when the 
contrary Current met us. 

Monday 6th, the Calm continu’d, and 
I lo(l the Pilots Table , for he would 
not find me any longer 3 and what molt 
vex’d me was, that of thirty Fouls 1 
brought from Goa , I had eaten but feven, 
. and all the reft were flown 3 a Misfortune 
Travellers are expos’d to. The Wind 
frefhning onTuefday 7th, we fail’d almoft 
due South, and leaving behind the Ifland 
Called dos Dcgradados, or ofbanifh’d Men, 
whete the Covcruonrs or Achem con- 
fine Criminals, we came opj ofite to that 
call’d da Rainhuj or the Queens 3 recove- 
ring fifty Miles the Current had carry’d 
us back. But IVcdnefday 8th, we were 
not only Becalm’d, but not being able 
to Anchor, the Stream carry’d the Ship 
fix Miles back. 

Thurfday 9th, we drew towards the a- 
fo^faid lilaud with little Wind , and 
came to an Anchor late in eighteen Fa- 
thom W'ater, a Mile from Land. Friday 
10th, we weigh’d and dropt Anchor 
three fcvcral times for want of Wind, 
as was alfo dene by the Ship Pumburpa 
and an FngUJh Man. Saturday 1 ith, the 
Wind blew frdh betimes, and carry’d 
ns forward. We call’d to fome Malay es 
belonging to the Ifland, who were Filh- 
ing, but they would not come 3 and two 
• that gave Ear to us kept at a great 
diftance for fear. Having given them 
fome Bisketand VefTels to fetch Water, 
they were never feen more. Thefe In- 


habitants of the Ifland live worfe than 
Bcafts 3 and their low Cottages cannot f 
pofiibly be feen, becaufe of the thick 
green Trees about them, as is ufual all 
along this Coaft we had hitherto run. I 
was told there were none but Cottages 
at Achem , and that only the Qyeen’s 
Palace, lhc being then an old Woman, 
is of Timber, with a poor Mud Fort. 

Eighty Miles beyond Sena da Rainha , 
or the Queen’s Mountain!, the Current 
is not always contrary , but runs fix 
Hours one way and fix the other. The < 
Heat here is exccfiive, becaufc the Storms 
call’d Sumatra s and the Rains, which ne- 
ver fail in the Bay, arc here rare and 
morcgentle. The Wind ceafing on Sun- 
day 1 2th, the Boat was fent a Shore for 
Wood and Water, but found none of 
the latter. 

Monday 1 3th, we advanc’d as far as 
the Point of Targiapour , where a good 
River falls into the Sea, a Place grateful 
to Sailers, becaufe from thence forward 
the Current is not fo rapid. Tuefday 
14th, we made but little way, firftwith 
the Land and then with the Sea Brieze3 
but we were worle afterwards, for the 
Wind wholly ceas’d on Wednesday 1 5th. 
Thurfday 1 6th it blew very faintly 3 and 
Friday 17th there was none at all. 

Saturday 1 8th, we made fome way in _ , . 

fight of the Ifland Polvereira , but the 
Wind failing, could not reach it till Sun- 
day 1 9th, when we lay off it. The Com- 
pafs of it is two Miles, and it has abun- 
dance of Trees and a good Brook 3 but 
no Inhabitants. The next Night wc 
were well walh’d by a great Shower of 
Rain 3 for at this Ifland the Sumatras be- 
gin again and hold to Malax a , never 
failing either by Day or Night. 

Monday 20th, the contrary Wind hin- 
dred us making much way, but what wc 
gain’d in fight of the two fmall Iflands 
the Portuguefes call as duos lrmaas , or the 
two Sifters, becaufe they are near toge- 
ther. Tuefday 21ft, we lay off the I- 
fland Aruj belet with many Rocks, and 
Wednefday 2 2d, cr offing tbe Streight drew 
near the Continent 3 fo that on Thurfday 
23d, wc were oppofite to Mount Pulpor- 
felar. Friday 24th, we Sail’d along the 
Coaft, which is thick cover’d with T rees, 
and fubjeft to a petty King that lives in 
the Woods like a Bcaft. Saturday 25th, 
wc met feveral Chinefe Barks call’d So - somsC 
mas , loaded with Rice and bound for A- »«/ e Vcl 
chem. They carry’d four Sails made ofr^- — 
Mat, two of them on the fides from the 
main Maft , like tbe Wings of a Bird 
when it flies, extended by two great 

Poles 
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t\J<S\ Poles, another at the Foremalt, and the 
Oemelli. fourth at the Beak. The Shape of the 
1 69 5. Jveflel is very odd, for the Head is as 
WV wide as the Stern. Towards Evening 
we were near Cape Rachado. 

• Sunday 26th, when we were in fight 
of Mdaca , the Wind Itarted up contra- 


ry and hindrcd us entring the Port, lb 
that wc were forc’d to Qaft Anchor ; but 
on Monday 27th, we Anchor’d on the 
Shore of the City. Soon after I went 
afhore with the Captain, /and took a 
Lodging in an Inn. 1 


CHAP. VII. 

An Account of what is worth obfervtngat Malaca. 


M AI ac a is leated on the Southcrmolt 
part ot the Amicnt 

city# in 2 uegrecs, and 20 Minutes Latitude, 
SH.f tf.Hifl. and therefore the Days and Nights, are 
hd 1. 5 p. always equal. The Portttgucfe under the 
117&118. Command of their General Albaquerqe 
took it from the King of Ihor, but not 
without the cxpcncc of much Blood ; 
but in the Year 1640, it was taken from 
them by the Dutch , after they had de- 
• feuded it bravely for fix Months. The ’ 
Anticnts thought Mdaca was an Ifland 
by rcalbn of the many Channels running 
atrofs its Land ; but the exafrnefs of the 
Moderns, has dilcover’d this error. 
The Houfcs are of Timber, and for the 
moll part the Walls and Roofs cover’d 
with Mats, but there are futh abundance 
of Palm and other Trees all about, that 
at a diftance, it looks more like a Wood 
than a City. It is Inhabited on both tides 
of the Rivqr by Portuguese Chrifiians , 
Centils of fcvcral Parts, Moors, and 
Chtncfcs , for which reafon, when the 
Governor puts out any Order, it is writ 
in thofc four Languages, befides Dutch. 
It contains about 5000 Souls, mod; of 
them Portugutfc Catholicks, better in- 
ftru&cd in matters of Faith, than any 
in Europe ; there being Children 10, or 
12 years Old, that anfwer to queftions 
concerning Religion, as folidly as a Di- 
vine could do ; and this bccaulc of the 
continual palling of Mifiioners of the 
Society through this place to China, Tun- 
thin, Cochinchiua and other parts. But 
the Dutch forbidding them the exercife 
of the Catholick Religion , they are 
forced to have it in the Woods, with 
much danger; and to bear patiently 
with the cxcelfive Taxes laid on them, 
more than the Jews and Mahometans. 
Yet there is no Danger they Ihould be- 
come Proteftants, but on the contrary 
fome Dutch have been known to ab- 
jure, through the means of their' Wives. 
It was no fmall comfort to me, to fee 


fuch good Chriftians among Infidels and 
Calvinifls. But their heavy Sufferings 
make them wifh for a change of Govern- 
ment, and to be under fomc Catholick 
Prince. 

‘Tuefday'i 8th, I* went into the Fort The Fort, 
on the right Hand, cutting the Channel. 

It is about a Mile in compafs. There are 
fix fmall Towers furnifh’dwith fuflicient 
Cannon, and a Ditch towards the Sea 
and Channel. The two Gates are one 
towards the River, and the other to- 
wards the South Cape. The Governor 
of the City commands in it, and has 
under him a Garrifon of 1 80 Souldiers. 

In the midft of it is a riling ground, on 
which Rood the Church and Monaftery 
of the Jefiuits , when it was poflefs’d by 
the Portuguese ; but the Dutch pull’d 
down the Dormitories, leaving only the 
Church for their own ufe, and a Tower 
adjoining to it, to put up their Colours. 

Within the fame Fort, was the Church 
of the Mifericordia ; but thar having 
been Batter’d by the Cannon, fervesnow 
for a Magazine. 

The Climate is temperate , as has 
been laid, and the Soil Fruitful, becaule 
it never milfes any day being water’d by Coco-nuts 
a lhower of Rain. It produces almoft all 
the forts of Fruit found at Goa-, but the 
Coco-nut, is three times as big. When 
gather’d green they call it Lagna , and 
the Water of it ferves to drink ;*but 
when full ripe, it has a Pulp, like an Ap- 
ple, tender, and well tailed ; which is 
not found in the Coco-nuts of Goa. 

The Durion of Mdaca is alio very Fa- 
mous, and Strangers when once us’d to Dwm ' 
its fmcll, are fo fond of it, that they can 
not be without it. The Tree is very 
tall, and the Fruit grows out of the thick 
part of the Branches, like the Jacca. 

It is almoft round, and refembling the^ 

Fruit of the Pine-tree. When ripe it is 
yellow, with Ibme Points Handing out 
about it; and the Pulp within foft. 
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and white, and divided into fix parts, with 
Gttnelli. as many Stones,* which when dry, are 
1695. eaten like other Kernels. It ftnels like 
t/VVJ a rotten Onion, but has an excellent 
taftc ; fo tlfit when the nofe is once us’d 
to the firft, the Pallatc is well pleas’d 
with the 2d 

The Maaptfiati a Wild Fruit is very 
t/Laigufltn- good, round and as big as an Apple, 
with fix ftreaks On the top, like a Star. 
When ripe it is yellow without, with 
white divifions within, like Cloves of 
Garlick: But loft and fweet. The Rind 
pouder’d and drank in Water, flops the 
bloody Flux. 

frnbot. xhc Jamboa is a Fruit, as big as a 
large Melon, and has the Rind, lhape, 
and colour of an Adam's Apple ; but the 
quarters of it are like thofe of an Orange, 
and of the fame tuAc. There arc 
White, Yellow, and Red, according to the 
feverai forts of Trees ; which is like the 
Taiiwja describ’d among the Fruit of Goa. 
Jfim-txji. The Ajfampaja is an acid Fruit, grow- 
ing at the foot of the Indian Canes, good 
to pickle, as big as a Walnut, of an* 
earthy colour without, and white with- 
in, with a Stone in the middle. 

The Romania is as big as a green Wal- 
nutj C ool and good to make the lame fort 
of Sauce. 

5 ieu. The Sagu, fo highly valu’d by the 

Portuguefe, is the Root of a Tree, that 
grows on the Coaft, and the Malayes 
• carry to foil at Malaca , whence by rca- 
fon of its good nets, it is tranfported 
to India, China , and other places ftill 
further diflant. It is rarely well tailed 
made into a Sweet-meat \ it is alfo good 
iu Broth, and its clouded Seeds difiblv’d, 
thicken like Clew. 

The Bacciam is a wild Fruit, like a 
Manga, and (harp to make Sauce. 

Biaim. There are alfo feverai forts of Herbs 
differing from ours, and among the 
Herbs. left the Gnama and Celada , which talk 
like boil’d Sellery. 

The Port The City Malaca gives Laws to all 
of Mika. Ships that pafs the Streight, obliging 
them to pay Anchorage, whether they 
put into the Port or not. Spanijh and Por- 
tuguese Ships pay 100 pieces of Eight 
each, others lefs. The Dutch are fo hard 
upon thefe two Nations, bccaule they 
lay they paid as much, when the For- 
tuguefe were Matters of it. The En- 
glish are not only free from this burden, 
but much honour’d; for two Ships of 
theirs faluting with 1 8 Guns, the Fort 
• anfwer’d with 19* whereas our two Vef- 
Sp fluting with feven, they return’d no 
— ^“f^tho’ the Pumburpa , put out the 
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Arms of Portugal. The Port of Malaca 
is very fafe, and has a great Trade from 
Eaft and Weft ; and therefore the Ba- f 
tars of the City are furnilh’d with the 
belt Rarities of Japan , China , Bengala , 
the Coaft of Coromandel , Ptrfia, and Ci- 
ther Kingdoms. 

1 fa w fuch beautiful Parrots there, ^ 
that a Painter could not draw any thing 1 
fo fine : Some of them had all the Body 
and Wings red, and the Legs green, fa- 
thers, call’d Noros , the Body red, the 
Head black, or dark blew, and the Wings, 
and Legs of a light blew. Others were ' 
of an afh colour, with green Wings. 

And others white, with a yellow tuft, 
call’d Cacatuas ; and thefe are taken in the 
Iflands of Tern ate, Ambon , Macaffdr , and 
Java-, but they are lefs than thofe of 
America. 

Wednesday 29th, they Ihew’d me a Ctpures , 
Black Bird they call Cafuares, twice as 
big as a Turkey Cock, with Bones in the 
Wings, like Whalebone, and the beak 
and feet like an Oftrich. Its Eggs are 
whivi: and green, and is taken in the 
I Hand of Java. 

Thm- [day 30th, I cat a rare Filh, call'd Btlen.-t, 
Balanca. Underneath it is like a Crab, 
at top like a Tortoife, and has the Head 
arm’d with a Sword ; boil’d ittaftesjult 
like a Crab ; the Male and Female are 
always found coupl’d. Tho’ there are fuch 
Rarities at Malaca,it is dear living there, 
a piece of Eight a day being little enough. 

The Dominion of the Dutch , reaches 
but three Miles round the City ; becaufe . ™ 

the Natives being a wild People living tlTCS * 
like Beafts, they will not eafily fubmit 
to bear the Holland Yoke. They are 
call’d Menancavos, very great Thieves, 
Mahometans as to Religion, and fuch 
mortal Enemies to the Dutch , that they 
do not only refufe to have any Commerce 
with them, but cut them in pieces, when- 
foever it is in their Power. And this is 
the reafon, why the Plains of Malaca , 
abounding in Indian Canes, they cannot 
be cut without much precaution, for 
fear of thofe Barbarians. Their King 
call’d Pagarivyon,\as his Refidence at Na- 
ni, a Village made with Mats ill put to- 
gether, in the thickeft of the Wood. No 
better account can be had of their Coun- 
try for want of Commerce with thpm. 

Along the lame Coaft, lives another 
fort of half Men, call’d Salittes , Mahome- 
tans, as well as the others, in Boats and 
moveable Houles. They are both Filh- 
er-men and Pirates, along the Coaft ; a ' 
robuft fort of Men, govern’d by a chief 
theycall Palimajatti , like Banditti.

rvv/^ T Might eafily have gone to Manila , 
Gemtlli. aboard the Veflel call'd Polaco, which 

1695. came into the Port; but I voluntarily 
♦ O-'VV let flip that fair Opportunity, being 
defirous to lee China. In order to it, 
going all again aboard the Portuguefe 
Veflcls on Friday the firft of July ; as 
we were ready to Sail our Voyage was 
retarded by fomc Words that pafi’d be- 
tween the Pilot and Matter’s Mate. The 
firtt o f them went away aboard the 
Pumburpa , and all the Day, and part of 
the Might being fpent in fending and 
proving, the Captain would have me 
draw tip a form of Protcftation, to be 
notify 'd to the Pilot. He could not be 
pre ,r iil d upon to return to the Ship, 
lo that we were forc’d to Sail with ano- 
ther, after Mid-night. 

rJmnfo Saturday 2d, in the Morning we An- 
swer. chor’d, the Wind being contrary ; which 
lading all Sunday 3d, we made little or 
no way. Monday 4th, we run up on a 
Bowling, and found our felves at Night 
oppofite to a great Mountain, over the 
River Fermofo. This is a deep River, 
whofe Source is many and many Miles 
tip the Country. On its Banks grow 
abundance of excellent Indian Canes, 
which the Inhabitants of Malaca cut to 
Trade. Some of them are thick, with- 
out any Knot, to ferve for walking 
Staves, and others flender, and eighteen 
Spans long, which cut are put to many 
Ufes, as to make Bed-fteads, outward 
Doors, Chairs, Stools, Baskets, Ropes, 
Pack-thread, and Sewing-thread ; for 
when fplit thin, the Threads bow every 
way without breaking, and are proper 
to Sew with. 

Tutfday <5 tli, we lay at Anchor, and 
made but little way on Wednefday 6th, be- 
caufc the Wind was contrary. Thurfdty 
7th, the lame Caufe made us loie, ra» 
tlier than gain Ground ; and it had been 
worfc on Friday 8th, had we not dropt 
Anchor again after weighing. Saturday 
9th, we were quite becalm’d. Sunday 
10th, the Wind coming up [Jretty fair, 
we left the Ifland Pulvijpm , and two o- 
ther fmall Rocks a-ftern. The firft is 
lb call’d, becaufe Ihap’d like a Fig, for 
in the Malaye Language Pul fignifies an 
Ifland, and Pijfon a Fig. 

Monday 1 itb, we pafs’d by the Ifland 
Vol. IV. 


Pulcariman , which, tho* large, is not 
Inhabited any more than the reft. Then 
we came to an Anchor at the Mouth of 
the Streight, before Sun-fet, both be- 
caufe the Wind was contrary, and be- 
caufe we founded all the way ; for tho’ 
the good Pilots of Macao Sail that way 
twice a Year, yet they never remember 
any thing of it. On the left, going 
from Malaca , the Mouth is four or five 
Fadom deep, and lix or (even on the 
right. 

* There are abundance of other Iflands Many 
between Sumatra , and Cape /W, which Inlands 
are not fet down in the Maps; tho’ 
fome of them are fo large thac they arc 
call’d Kingdoms. Some of them belong 
to the King’s of Jambi , and Palumbon, 

Iflands adjoining to Sumatra , on the 
Coatt oppohte to Malaca , where the 
Dutch have a Faftory, and fome to the 
King of Rioo , on the right of the 
Streight of Sincapura ; all three Kings 
Mahometans as to their Religion, and 
Malayes by Defcent. 

This multitude of Iflands makes abun- The 
dance of Streights, all dangerous to Pafs ; Streets.' 
but particularly that of Sincapura , where 
we were, which yet is molt frequented 
by the Natives, to go to, and return 
fpeedily from Siam , Cochincbina, Tun - 
chin, Manila , China , Japan, and other 
Kingdoms of Jfia. The other call’d 
del Govemador, or the Governours, is fo 
deep, that very often there is no An- 
choring in it ; but being much wider 
than the other, the European Ships, that 
is French , Englijl), Dutch , and others 
ufe it very much. The other Streights 
are call’d of Carvon , Durian, Javon, and 
Jkor ; befides many more, which «ake 
Name from the Iflands that form them. 

That of Ikor is only palftble betwixt 
the Continent, and the Iflands, where 
a long Channel ends, which leads to 
the Metropolis of the fame Name, con- 
lifting of Cottages, and thence to the 
Sea of the Contracofia, or oppofite Coaft. 

The Dutch have a Faftory at that Court 
to Trade for Pepper. 

Tuefday 12th, we entred the Mouth simsputi 
of the Streight of Sincapura betimes? Streight. 
which is*a quarter of a League over at 
firft ; but further in wider, tho’ enclos’d 
by fo many Iflands, that they are a meer 
M m Laby- 
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rv^x*» Labyrinth to Ships j whidy thofe who 
Gemelli. have not leen it before, think they (hall 
1695. never get v out of feeing Land on all 
fides. Th»- fecond Mouth is but half 
fo wide as the fir ft, but only a Mile in 
length, anq all the diftance between the 
two Mouthiis eight Miles. This nar- 
row Paflage is rendred the more dange- 
rous by the violent fetting 6f the Wa- 
ter backwards and forwards at Ebb and 
Flood. In other relpefts the Eye is de- 
lighted with the beautiful Green of fo 
many lflands adorn’d with tall and thick 
Trees, which are never left naked like 
ours in Europe in Winter. 

Saiittes. The Malayes , call’d Salines, Live a- 

MtUyes. long this Channel, in portable and Float- 
ing Houfcs. They dwell on the Water 
in Boats cover’d with Mats, with Canes 
interwoven in the middle to lie on •, nor 
arc they difturb’d cither at their brutal 
Solitude, the ill Air, or the drcadful- 
nefsof the neighbouring Woods. They 
are ingenious at Filhing, which they 
Live on, either Angling, or ftriking 
the leaft Fifties through with Spears 
made of Bamboo. Some of them came 
to our Ships fide, with their Women 
and Children in their Floating-Houfos 
to get Vcllels, Iron, Knives, Tabacco, 
and other Trifles, in Exchange for Fifli \ 
they having no knowledge of Mony. 
They are not latisfy’d if they had the 
value of 1 00 Pieces of Eight in Exchange, 
they are fo Miftruftful, Falfo, and 
Wicked •, but upon any flight Occafion 
ftrike their Spear in any Man’s Body, or 
clfc a fmall Kuife call’d Crifi, they wear 
by their Side. They arc Subjedt to the 
King of Jkor , who therefore has a Cu- 
ftom-Houfe for Fifh in the midft of the 
Channel. We came to an Anchor near 
it, by reafon of the Calm. 

TheCoaft Wednefday 15th, we got out of the 
of ikor. Streight, leaving behind us on the right 
the Cottages cover’d with Mats, fet up 
on Poles *, and keeping along the Coalt 
of Hor , where 1 laid the other Mouth 
of the Channel of that Name was ; the 
Wind came up contrary, which oblig’d 
us to call; Anchor near that barbarous 
Country. 

The Kingdom of Ikor, as I laid, a- 
bounds in Pepper, a fort of white Cop- 
per the Portuguefe call Calein , Indian 
Canes, Rice, Arecca , Coro-Nuts, and 
other Things, which keep up its Trade 
with qther Nations * particularly with 
the Dutch, who therefore ufe all their 
Endeayours to hinder others from re- 
futing; thither, allowing no Veffels to 
pgis^y Malaca, without theGovernour’s 


Leave. The Inhabitants of Ikor, and 
the Saiittes wear a Garment to theirf 
Waite i and from thence down, both' , 

Men and Women cover themfolves with 
a Linnen Cloth. The Women wear 
their Hair dilhevell’d without Breading ; 
but the Men {have their Heads, and 
Beards, only keeping long Whiskers. 

Inftead of a Turbant, they tie a fmall 
Linnen Rag, like a Fillet about their 
Foreheads. 

Thurfday 14th, the Wind being con- 
trary, we Anchor’d off Cape Romania. 

Friday 1 5 th, we Sail’d along the Coalt 
of Romania leaving a long row of lflands 
on the right, that Sea being all over full 
of them. About Evening we pafs’d by 
Pedra Branca , or the white Rock, lb 
call’d by the Portuguefc , being a fmall 
white Rock riling a little above the Wa- 
ter, and fo plac’d in the middle of the 
Channel, with two others adjoining to 
it, that it has fplit many Ships that were 
unacquainted with it. 

The Portuguefe told me. That a Blafphemy 
Country-Man of theirs being to go thaf Punuh'd. 
way in a Ship of his own, laden with 1 
much Gold, and other rich Commodi- 
ties i he was continually asking of the 
Pilot, when they Ihould be paft it ; and 
thinking every Hour an Age till he was 
out of that Danger, repeated the Que- 
ftion fo often, that the Pilot grown 
weary of him, faid they were already 
beyond it. Then he diftradted w ith Joy, 
broke out into thefe execrable Words, 

That God could not now make him Poor. 

But he went not unpunilh’d, for the 
Ship foon ftruck upon the white Rock ; 
and having loft all, he only lav’d his 
Life to be the more Miforable. 

Saturday nsth, holding on our Courfo 
with a brisk Gale, we got out from a- 
midft fo many lflands, which llretch- 
ing out towards the South, along the 
Streight of Banca, which is the way to 
Batavia , left us a clear and open Sea, 
our Courfo being Eaftward. The Wind 
frelhing, carry’d us away from Cape Jkor, 
towards the Ifland Borneo, which is un- 
der the Equinoctial. The aforelaid Cape 
Ikor is the end of a long Coalt reach- Tames. 
ing to Bengala, which afterwards turns 
away, and forms the Contracofia, os op- 
polite Coalt, as far as the Kingdom of 
Siam, where there are feveral other Do- 
minions, and among the reft that of the 
P atones, ever govern’d by a Woman, 
like thofe of Achem, and Canara. This 
Country abounds in Camphir, Pepper, 

Ivory, Cagulaca, a fweet Wood to burn, 
Ctoe-Nuts, Arecca, white and Itain’d Ca- 
licoes, 
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fWi A oes, and Birds-Nefts, and has a vaft 
&eu»eMS*l' rade with the neighbouring Kingdom 
J695. of Bengal* ^ by way of the Ijhms. The 
\JGeen° is a Mahometan , and Tributary 
to the King of We Sail'd on 

memly towards the Ifland of Pullaor , 
much wiih’d for by us ; when at Night 
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we were furpriz’d in a grea ^Sumatra, 
or Tempeft from the North! which 
drove us lb violently towards me Sooth, 
that on Sunday 1 7th, at break of Day, 
we were in light of the Iflaid Borneo, 
and of thofe call’d SiantonesJ Yihich lie 
off 1 it, and are inhabited by A^dayes.

The Citizens of Macao , frequenting 
the Poll of Manjar - Aiaffcn, in the 
Illaud of Borneo , the King af that Name 
lev era! times declar’d to fome Captains, 
and paiticularly to Emanuel de Araujo 
Cartes , that he (hould be well pleas’d 
the City of Macao (hould fettle a Facto- 
ry mi that Port, lor the fccurity of 
Trade ; and that befides forwarding 
and aililling them in all that ‘lay in his 
Power, he would allow a Church to be 
Built for the tree Exeicife of the Chri- 
ltiau Religion. Thefe Offers wrought 
no Effi'ft upon the People of Macao, 
as being perfectly well acquainted wich 
the cliangcablc Temper of thofe Maho- 
metans ; but Andrew Coclbo Vieira, Ge-

neral of the City having acquainted D. 
Roderick de •Acojla, % Goverqour of Goa, 
with the Matter ; he coimHted with 
three knowing Pcrfons, whether the 
fettleracnc of fiich Fa&ory was For the 
Service of God, and their King ; and 
Imder/landing it would be very Advan- 
tagious, tho’ the Townffnen of Macao 
fent a Mcflenger of theirs to Obftrutt 
the Performing of it, yet in the Year 
1589, he gave the ncceflary Orders, for 
fettling the Factory in the Name of that 
City ; enjoining .fofepb P inheir 0 , a rich 
Citizen of Alacao, who was then at Goa, 
to take that Affair upon him. He ac- 
cepted of it to plcafc the Covcrnour, 
tho' he had always endeavour’d to Ob- 
ftruft it. 

Before this was rcfolv’d on, Luis 
Francis Courinho was come to Goa, and 
knowing how zealoufly the Fathers The- 
atines delir’d to be employ'd in fome 
Miffion, to w hich no ocher Order had a- 
ny right of cider Claim, that they might 
the better low the Seed of the Word 
of God on their own Ground, and ga- 
ther the Hawed of propagating the 
Holy Gofpcl, and converting the poor 
Sheep that w ere ltray’d from the Flock 
of Cbrilt ; I e acquainted them with*the 
willingncls the King of Manjar- APafen 
exprcls’d to allow the Chriftians a 
Church, and how little Inclination the 
City of Macao had to fettle the Fattory, 
and that no Miffion had ever been in 
that Bland. Thofe Fathers thought Luts 
Francis an Angel lent from Heaven, 
hearing him propofe a Method for the 
comparting of their Detign ; and there- 
fore without Helitation, with the Ap- 
probation of Others, thej rclolv’d tb 
take updn them the Charge of that Mif- 
fion ; and the more becaufe to take off 
the Impediment proceeding from the 
Poverty of their Order, which may nci- 
m m 2 ther 
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Cs-AX"! thcr havefany Pofleflions, lor Beg, 1ms 
Gemel/i. Francis r&dily offer’d to be at the Ex- 
1695. pence of Vending over F. Antony Venti- 
migUa, wto earneftly prefs’d to go thi- 
ther.

FirflMiffi- „•«* §?¥ fctaS fu ™ lh ’ d "■* 
on to Bor- all Neceflarfes for his own life, at the 
neo. Expence of Luis Francis , hU Benefadtor 
and Companion ; and by Divine Provi- 
dence with what was neceflary for the 
Exercife of his Miffion, he fet out from 
Goa on the 5th of May 1687, to the 
great Grief of the People who loft fo 
worthy a Perfon. He arriv’d at Malaca 
on the 1 2th of June ; where he Landed, 
rather to Exercife the Godly Function 
of Converting fome Rcnegadoes, and 
feed thofe People with the Word of 
God, than *0 feck any Eafe to his own 
Diftemp'*:"” He went Aboard on the 
20th, l/ith lb fair a Wind that he was 
Afhorc Jagain on the 13th of July at 
Macao J viixh Coutinho. There he con- . 
tinu’d fix Months , five of them in a ’ 
Hermitage of Auguftinians , call’d. Our 
Lady of the Rock., feated on a Hill j and 
the reft of the time in their Monaftcry ; 
employing himfelf all the while in hear- 
ing Confdlions, and other Pious Adis. 
He found an Opportunity to Sail for 
Borneo on the 1 ith of January 1688, and 
had fo good a Voyage, that he arriv’d 
at Manjar-Majfen on the 2d of February. 
They ran up the River, and Anchor’d 
in the Port on the 5th. During this 
time they were inform’d of the Slaugh- 
ter made by the Mahometans Aboard a 
Vcflel of Siam , under Ibmc falfc Alle- 
gations ; and in another of the Coaft of 
Coromandel , on Pretence that they had 
hurt fonie of the Natives in a Fray of 
their own Contrivance. Several Cliri- 


Thc other fed him with hopes. But Hca-f 
ven, which never fails to profper gooa 
Wilhes, brought four of thole Beajufis 
to them, out of Curiofity to lee their 
Ship. They defil’d a Cannon might be 
Fir’d, which being done to plcafe them, 
they went away frighted at it. This 
lhort Vilit the more inflam’d the Defirc 
of F. Antony , fo that he pin d for Grief, 
feeing no hopes of making fome Ac- 
quaintance, and ftaying among them; 
becaufe the Mahometans being againlt 
their growing Familiar with Strangers, 
endeavour’d to difpatch Chriftian Ships 
with Speed, and fometimes with Info- 
lency. At laft a Sailer one Day brought 
him two Bcajujes, wlio were going up the 
River ; and he, the more to Allure, 
treated them very Affectionately ; gave 
them Ionic devout Things, and perceiv- 
ing that as they took their L eavc, one 
of them feem’d to have a mind to a pair 
of Shooes, and the other to a Cap be- 
longing to two of thofe that flood by, 
he prevail’d with thofe Pcrlbus lo give 
them thofe Things. The Gcntils weut 
away fo well pleas’d, that coming into 
their own Country, they made others 
have a mind to obtain fome ot thofe 
Gifts, and fee the good Religious Man ; 
and accordingly on the 3d of Alay two 
others came, but in Company with a 
Moorijh Spy, who prevented the Ac- 
quainting them with the End they were 
fenc for. After fome time they were 
difinift’d, with each a pair of Beads a- 
bont lus Neck. Others came afterwards; 
and F. Ventimiglia taught and us’d them 
to Honour the Crofs. 

On the 27th of March , all the Mer- 
chants aboard the Ship, having dift 
patch’d their Buiincft with no linall Pro- 


ftians, and particularly Portuguefes were fit ; and Bought fo much Pepper, and 
Kill’d. This News no way daunted, or other Spice, that tho’ the Ship was 011c 
cool’d the Zeal of F. Ventimiglia ; but of the biggeft that Sail’d thofe Seas, 
placing his Confidence in God, made no they were fain to leave fome alhore,

The Seafon of the Year to Sail for 
Manjar- Majfen being come, tho’ he did 
not like this interrupted Method, yet 
she fet out on the 8th of jamary 1689. 
carrying along with him a Chinefe , who 
hud been a Slave to Coutinho , and a Bea- 
jus whom the Moors the Year before had 
fold to Buttuofo Gome^ they being both 
di (charg’d by their Matters for this pur- 
pofe. He had a good Voyage and arriv’d 
in that Port on the 30th, at fuch time 
as the Beajufes were at War with the 
Aioors ; which tho’ it troubled, did not 
make him deiitt from his Enterprize. 
On the 25th of February, lie hir’d a Lett- 
tinc, that is, a fmall but convenient Vef- 
fol to live in, and have the better conve- 
niency of conferring with the BcajuJis by 
the way of the River, without thediftur- 
lunce there was aboard the Ship, and the 
hindrance lie met with the Year before 
from the Moors at Land ; and he fucceed- 
ed (o well , that there began pt clemly 
to relbrt to him fomc of the Beajufes from ’ 
the neighbouring Villages fubjed to the 
Mahometan King, if it had been for no- 
thing die, at leaf! to fee their Country- 
man Laurence. Many of them came on 
tiie 10th of March , when he had began 
a nine Days De\otiou aboard the Vcllel, 
in honour of S.Jofeph , adorning the 
Cabin decently withHangings and Lights. 
The next Day came a venerable old Man, 
with his Daughter, grand Daughter, and 
an ancient Matron to vilit the Religious 
Man, who had converted his Boat into a 
haudfome Houfe and Chappcl, and re- 
ceiv’d them very Affectionately , ac- 
quainting them with the Dclign that 
brought him a lecoiid time into fuch 1 e- 
motc and ftrange Parts, which was to 
Ihow them the way of Salvation, by in- 
ftruding them in our holy Faith. They 
were pleas’d with the Fatncr’s Words, 
and allur'd him he lliould be honourably 
Receiv’d by them all. From that time 
forward more of the Beajufes begin tore-' 
fort ro the Vellel, and to call the good 
Man their Tatum, that is. Grand Father ; 
a Name among them of great Honour; 
Com. criing with him very Familiarly and 
Lovingly, and bringing their Wives and 
Datallers, tho’ they were very Jealous, 
to kits his Hand aud Habit in a very mo- 
del! and courteous Manner. *At thefe 
Vilits they always prefented him with 
fome Fowl, a Basket of Rice, Lome 
pieces of fwcet Wood, or a Mat of thofo 
they work moft Gurioully ; or elfe 
Herbs, fweet Roots, Wood or other 
Things, and he refilling to take it, they 
left it before his Cabbin, fo that after- 


wards he receiv’d it rather tran difpleale 
them ; provided it was not Gold, preci- 
ous Stones, or any thing of value. The 
nine Days Devotion lo happily begun , 
ended with a general Joy aid Applaule, 
and what is mott to be adepr d, even of 
the Moors themfelves; fir a Crols 20 
Spans high was put into a Bbat, and be- 
ing carry’d about the River with many 
Lights, as it return’d to the Lentine or 
Veflcl where the Father relided, was 
faluted by all the Cannon of two Veflcls 
of Macao. This was follow’d by a Vi- 
fic from mAnga, who was Chief or Go- 
vernour of a Village, with all his Fami- 
ly; which lie made with lo much Civili- 
ty and Rcfpcd, that the Father thought 
lit to repay it the next Day, attended by 
1*} rortufuefts belonging^*) the Ship. 
The Governour and all hisN?eople re- 
ceiv’d him in a very folemn Marnier, with 
Drums beating and other Mulilkof the 
Country, and Dancing, as it it$iadbcen 
one of their Kings. The old Jhtga pro- 
ftrated himfclf on the Ground to kifs 
bis Habit, and all the reft. Men, Women 
and Children, great and fmall follow’d 
his Example. The good Man receiv’d 
them in uis Arms to gain their Affcdion, 
and make wav to their Converlion, to 
which they : *'ein’d well difpos’d. In 
Ihoi t, the Anga defir’d to be Baptiz’d 
immediately ; protefting he would fol- 
low him Dead or Alive, fo powerfully 
the divine Grace wrought upon his Heart. 
He added, that he believ’d that all the 
reft of the Beajufes would give him the 
Helped which was due; and that the 
more to convince him he would go in 
Perlon to acquaint the Tomangm and 
Damon , two lovcrcign Princes in the 
Heart of the Jiland, one of whom was 
his Son in Law. It was agreed he Ihould 
come the next Day to the Lentine , that 
Matters might be rclolv’d on with the 
Advice of Captain Emanuel d Araujo 
Garces. The Anga being tir’d witlrthe 
Rejoycing after his Tatum went away, 
could not be as good as his Word on the 
24th, but fail’d not to come on the 
25 th, attended as before. F. Antony 
gave him a good Dinner, and Ibme fmall 
Cut iolities of Ch»n w ; aud it was refblv’d 
he Ihould fend by means of the lame A» 
ga fome Prefent to Tomangm and Damon , 
and becaufc he could not perform the 
Journey without leave of the Moo>ijh t 
King , a| being his Subjed, flic afore- 
laid Captain Emanuel being fo much in 
the King’s Favour, undertook to obtain 
it. The King liv’d in a Village at a con- 
fiderable diftance on the River , and

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things fell font fo that the Captain could 
(j '.melli. not go thiwer for feveral Days follow- 
1695. i.ig to get fcs leave; fo that the Anga 
was wcai y o/ 1 expe&ing, defir’d F. Anto- 
ny to feud hin the Prcfcnt for the Prin- 
ces, and he would go without the Moo- 
rish King’s leivc, which oblig’d the Fa- 
ther to go yilit him the next Day, and 
deliver him the Prcfcnt, confining in 
Things of fmall Value , as Flowers , 
Dilhes, Rings, Giafs Bracelets and the 
like, in two little Boxes ; to which lie 
added an embroider’d Pi&ure of our 
Blclfed Lady, and another of S. G wa- 
rns ; hoping they would touch the Hearts 
of thofc Infidels to bring them into the 
true way of Salvation. The Anga com- 
ing to the Princes deliver’d the Prefents, 
and telling theeaufe of his corfl- 
ing, was j^civ’d with fuch Joy, that they 
prcfentl j fitted out 1 00 Gallics and Pa- 
raos thcile were in their Riveis, and a- 
mong tlfc icft one fourteen Fathom long 
to bring their beloved Tatum. This little 
Fleet being come to the Mouth of the 
River where their Dominions ended, 
flopp'd there bccaufc of the War between 
the Bcajufes and the Aioors ; and thence 
they difpatch’d the Anga with the Moor- 
ijls King’s EmbalTador, who had been 
lent to conclude a Peace with thofe Prin- 
ces, to obtain leave to come into the 
River where the Lentine was. Whillt 
the Anga was thus employ’d, Damon , 
who thought every Hour an Age till he 
came to F. Anthony, font a Kinfman of 
his difgni/’d to vilit him, in a little Pa- 
rao of one Oar ; and a few Days after 
fent his Brother with 12 of his Guard, 
to tell him if he thought fit, they would 
go to him inlpight of the Moor , and 
carry him into their Country-, which the 
rood Father did not think convenient. 
Not lone after this the Anga came to F. 
Vmimigla with a Prcfcnt from Damon , 
conlillinp of two curious little Baskets 
of India Cane and Straw Interwoven , 
and full of fweet Herbs and Roots, bits 
of Eagle-wood and other fweet Woods, 
which arc only given to great Men, be- 
caufc of the efteem thole People make of 
them. Fie alfo totd him the Princes were 
much edify ’d at his con tempt of tempo- 
ral Things, and the Zeal heihow’din 
coming to their Country. And that 
they look’d upon it as a fpecial Provi- 
dence of God ; for as they came down 
with their fmall Fleet, «they fipv a fiery 
Globe on the River, by which they un- 
dcrflood, he was fent by God to enligh- 
ten them with the Faith. 

Things being in this pofture, a Ru- 
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mour ran among the Moors or Manjar, < 
that the Chriltians had infinuated them- 
felves among the Btajufts with Prefents 
of Gold and Silver, topoflefs themfelveS' 
of their Country , which not a little 
obftructed their coming in ; which the 
Moorifl) King was then ready to confent 
to, that he might by means of the Ta- 
tum the better bring the Peace to a Con- 
clufion. But the divine Providence fb 
order'd it, that on the 4th of June at 
Night a Son of Tomangun, and another 
of Damon , attended *by their Unklcs 
caine to the Lentine , and calling Captain 
F.mamitl Araujo , gave him to under- 

ilaud, that tho’ they had waited above 
a Month with much Trouble to them- 
felves, yet they would flay till his Ship 
Sail’d, that he might not be left expos’d 
to the Infolcncy of the Moors, and when 
he was gone would take their Tatum a- 
board their Galleys , wherein bo: *i of 
, them agreeing, one of the Princes .-..:r- 
lieftly clclir d a Knife, to ratife his i.n- 
gagement with Blood drawn from :>is 
Arm ; and foon afn r departed for icar 
of being furpiiz’d by the Enemy 

At this time came a Coulin of tbc Sin - 
dum, the moll powerful Prince among 
the Beajufcs , living in the upper part of 
the Bland, about Bulincfs of his own, 
who tho’ he had pafs’d through the Do- 
minions of Tomangun and Damon , knew 
nothing of what was doing. Being in- 
form’d of what had happned when he 
came into the Anga s Territories, he 
went dircdlly to tbc Ship and thence to 
the Lentine to fee F. Ventimiglia. He 
there complain’d of the Princes, who 
had not acquainted his Kinfman theS/»- 
dum, and therefore he was not come with 
a Prcfcnt from him, as knowing no- 
thing of his being there ; but that never- 
thelefs the Sindum being at Peace with 
the King of Manjar , he would without 
any Impediment from the Moors carry a- 
way the Latum in his Parao , or in any 
other that was in the River to his own 
Country, or into that of the other Prin- 
ces, provided he would promife after 
fomc flay there, to repair to the Sindum ; 
who, as foon as he heard of him, would 
certainly come to vifit him; and laftly 
defir’d the Father not to depart without 
him. 

Oil the 1 oth came 6 other Bcajufes upon 
hearing the Fame fpread abroad of the 
Tatum , from 1 5 Days Journey diftance. 
They alfo earneftly intreated him, that 
he would pleafe to go comfort them in 
their Country, after he had been with 
the aforefaid Princes, and were never 

fatis- 
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f\A /1 fatisfy’d for four Hours together with 
iffiog his Hands, and laying them to 
*i(S9<;.'/*thcir Faces. The Prefent they brought 
v/^Aiwas two Ctfco Nuts, two final! Bags of 
Tfcice, a little Oyl, three little Bunches 
of fweet Herbs ; a great hollow Bamboo 
Cane full of a thing like Butter, which 
they gather from a Tree, and a little 
Wax ; for which a return was made them 
in fmall Curiolities of China. 

But the Enemy of Mankind being e- 
ver ready to difturb thofe that employ 
themfelves in the Service of God, for 
the good of their Neighbours ; the good 
Man fuffer’d much before he got into 
thofe Countries; bccaufe all the People s 
belonging, to Macao and particularly 
Emanuel £ Araujo , endeavour’d to dif- 
fwadc him from that Enter prize, alledg- 
ing, that all thofe frequent Vilits and 
Carefles of the Beajufes , were Counter- 
feit, and only defign’d to bring him to 
an untimely End ; and that they could 
not leave a Pcrfon in fuch Danger, that 
might gain Souls for Heaven eifewherc. 
The pious Man underftanding by thefe 
Words, and perceiving by other To- 
kens, that they intended to obftrud his 
entring the Country, as they had done 
the Year before, he fpoke to the Cap- 
tain with ibme Refcntment, laying the 
lols of thofe Souls to his charge. It was 
no wonder he ihould be fo much con- 
cern’d at the oppofition made by the 
Portuguefe , fince in a Letter of his he 
deliyers himfclf to this elFcft. That he 
■would certainly have for the prefent deferred 
enjoying the Glory of Heaven , that he 
might ferve in that Eineyard of our Lord 
till the end of the World ; without any o- 
ther Reward , than fulfilling his holy Will. 
Therefore he look’d upon every fmall 
Accident as a great Obftacle to his En- 
trance, which was of fuch Confequence 
for fpreading the Faith in that large and 
unpolilh’d Country ; being refolv’d to 
Dye rather than quit his Enterprize. 

On the 25 of June the Ship got with- 
out the Flat to a Place, where it was in 
a readinefs to Sail for Macao ; and he 
having laid Mafs, all that were prefent 
Weeping, the Captain Lmamtel Araujo 
went away to his Ship with 5 Portuguefes ; 
and P.* Antony taking leave of them de- 
parted to hisMilfion with four Servants, 
which were the Chincfe that had been 
Slave to Luis Francis , Laurence the Beajus t 
a Sailer born in Bengala , and an other 
who offer’d to bear him Company.There 
were alio with him two Beajufes re- 
lated to Damon and Tomangun, who com- 
ing with four others fent by thofe Princes 


to the CaptaVi, to invit& hftiwto be pre- 
fenc when they intended totratifie the 
Peace and Frrcndlhip alreadjreftablifh’d 
with their Blood ; flay’d bfjnind to at- 
tend the Father. His departure was the 
more remarkable for carryingralOrig with 
him a curious Croft of incorruptible 
Wood, on the Foot whcreSf the Arms 
of Portugal were Carv’d in h\U Relieve, 
with thefe Words about them, Lufita- 
norum Elirtus , & Gloria. To fignific the 
Zealand great Actions of the Portugnefe 
Nation for the Exaltation of the holy 
Croft, and Propagating the Gofpel; to 
fulfill the divine Oracle deliver’d in the 
Plain of Ouriquc to King Alphonfo Enri- 
quez., 

Leaving the Ship they rook their way 
towards the River of the Beajufes , and 
coming to the Moflih of 1 clothe 26th, 
found there 23 Par aos with &Sa Mcna- 
board ready to receive them;! among 
whom was he that had the Cap gilen him , 
.who had always extoll’d the Couite/ie of 
the Portuguefes. Some of thcnV went 
into the fmall Boat to convey it up to 
that in which Damon and Tomangun 
were, who both afterwards went over 
into that where F. Antcny was, to call 
themfelves at his Feet. Tomangun fig— 
naliz’d himfelf in this A&ion ; for with- 
out ftirring an Inch from him, be ex- 
horted two Youths his Sons, and all his 
Followers to imitate him, bccaufe they 
did this to their true Lord. Damon be- 
ing feated between the Servant of God 
and Tamangun, acquainted the Company, 
that the Apoftolick Religous Man was 
come from remote Countries, to teach 
them the true and holy Law, without 
which they could not be lav'd; and that 
his Profelfion being remote from all that 
was Temporal, he coveted nothing but 
to put their Souls in the way to Heaven. 
Tomangun and all the reft anfwer’d with 
an unanimous Voice full of Joy, That 
they defir’d nothing more, and did pro- 
mife to keep and fecure him with all pofc 
fiblc Rcfpcdt and Honour; and would 
before have ratify’d their Ingagemenc 
with the Blood of their Arms, had not 
the Father hindred them. Then he de- 
liver’d them the holy Croft, which they 
all Worlhip’d, tA be crc&ed in the 
Church, they promis’d to Build out of 
Hand in their Dominions; declaring 
they would for the future put them- 
felves under the Prote&ion of the Crown 
of Portugal. After fpending feme time 
in luch like Convention, they all went 
into Damon's Parao, featingthe Father on 
a Place rais’d above the reft ; to which 
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(\A/i he condclb&jdedi the better to gain 
Cemelli. their Afic&ions and their Swuls to Hea- 
ren. S f 

This waii the. beginning of the new 
Million in Bsrneoy to fettle which F. An- 
tony apply’dhirnfelf with fuch Zeal, that 
in fix Montnt time he Baptiz'd 1800 of 
the Beajufesl and Luis &ancis Coutinho , 
who having/pent 40 days in their River, 
pierced into the upper part of the Ifland, 
declar’d that he found the Children of 
of thole Beajufesy as well inftructed in the 
Catholick Religion, as if they had been 
Born in Christendom. 

Accountof Now as for what concerns the Ifland 
homo, of Borneo, 240 Miles diftant from Ma- 
laca , it is cut acrofs by the Equinodtial 
line, and is 1650 Italian Miles in com- 
pafs. The Borders, or rather the Coalt 
all about, jgvinnabited by Moors caR’d 
Malays, jf? no having lorded it for many 
Years, |re fully fctlcd there with Kings 
of theinown ; but further up the Coun- 
try P/j^w«t/OT,caH’d Beajus, prevails ; and ( 
tho’ Inuia had been 200 Years, difeo- ‘ 
ver’.d ’ the Preaching of the Golpel had 
not reach'd them till this time, they be- 
ing generally look’d upon as Batba- 
rous. Wild and unfit for Convcrfadon. 

. _ The Moors are govern’d by feveral 
Kings, the chief of which are thofe of 
Manjar or Mdnjar-majfen ; of Succadon , 
in one of whofe Rivers there are excel- 
lent Diamonds found ; of Borneo , and 
others. The Beajnfts have no Kings, but 
only Princes and other Chiefs. Thole 
that are Subje&s to the King of Man- 
jar or Border upon him, pay a Tri- 
bute. 

Torts, There arc feveral Ports in the Ifland 
” but the molt frequented is that of Man- 
jar-mafeny for its Spice, but especially 
by the Innabitants of Macao. It is form’d 
by a large River of frelh Water, three 
Miles over, and 14 Fadom deep at the 
Mouth. Three days Journey up it, 
there are three little lllands ; the big- 
eft: of them is two Miles long, and tne 
Vortutruefe have thoughts of building a 
Fort on it, to fettle a Fa&ory there. 
The other two are fmallcr and nearer to 
the f .and ^ and confequently not fofic 
for that purpofe. 

Product. . All thcCountry isffruitful,and abounds 
in Rice, which is better than any other 
in Aftay and the Fruit, befides its great 
Plenty, differs in Colour, Tafte and 
Bignefs from ours in Europe. There is 
allb great ftoreof Cafiia, Wax, Cam- 
phire (the belt in the World; black and 
white Pepper, call’d ration. Gum and 
feveral good Dies. It alfo produces ma- 


ny lores of Sweet Herbs, Roots of black 
Wood, and another lore thatfmells like( 

Eagle Wood, and Calumbacb. There v 
are vail Woods for building of Ships, 
where they alfo make much Pitch ana/' 

Rozin for feveral ufes. Metals are flight- 
ed, becaufe they know not how to run 
them ; but they gather much Gold-dult 
among the Sand of feveral Rivers in the 
Ifland. There are abundance of Birds- 
neils, well known to thofe that have read 
and fe highly valu’d by the Chinefesy and 
others, that they give 300 Pieces of 
Eight a Pico for them, which Pico is a- 
bout an hundred Weight; being per- 
fuaded they contribute much to the ge- 
nerative Virtue, and are a provocative, 
as being naturally hot. Thefe are no- 
thing but Nefts built by the Swallows, 
which in India are of an alh Colour, in 
the clefts of fteep Rocks ; whence they 
arc pull’d down with long Poles by Men 
in Boats. It is like a very fine Pafte ; 
fomc think it is made of the Haver of 
thefe Birds; others believe it is a fort of 
Clay ; I have as much of it as may ferve 
curious Pcrfbns to excrcife their Talent 
on. For this fame rcafen the fenfual 
Chinefes give 40 pieces of Eight a Picoy 
for the linns of Sharks found in thofe 
Seas^bouc the Ifland. This is the reafon 
that the Mandarines at their great En- 
tertainments fwallow much Gold in a 
few Mouthfuls ; becaufe they eat no- 
thing but the little finews, as they do of 
Venilon. 

It exceeds all other Countries, in va- and 
riety of molt beautiful Birds ; and as Beafts. 
for Beafts, there are very Strange ones 
not at all known in Europe. Among the 
reft there is one fo Strange that it rauft 
not be pafs’d by in filencc. It is call’d a 
Beajus or Wild Man ; becaufe it much 
refembles Man in weeping, and other 
exteriour A&ions that exprels fomc Paf- 
fions. That which I law was as big as a 
Monkey, and not being able to bear its 
great Belly onitsLegs,dragg’d its hinder 
quarters on the Ground. When it re- 
moves it takes its Mate along, to lye up- 
on, as a Man would do. The Apes in 
this Ifland, are of feveral Colours, feme 
Red, feme Black, and others White, call’d 
Oncasy which are molt valu’d. They have 
a black Lift, which from the top of the 
Head tilrns down under their Snout, and 
makes a graceful Riog. F. Salvador Col- 
li told me he had fent one for a Prefcnc 
to the great Duke oiTufcanyy who ex- 

S efted it with impatience'; but that it 
y’d by the way. There is another 
Creature in the Ifland, that has a Fir 

much 
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Oj^/) nach like a Caftor. The Beajafts take the 
6emtUi*anchc(k Boxcar Stones in the World from 
1 69%. theafordaid Apes. They wound them 
L^/\jfcfljghtly with Darts ihot out of Trunks, 
*£* in feme part that they may not dye of 
stones. j c . growing lick with the 

hurt, thole Stones breed in their Bow- 
els, where they are found, when they 
kill them. 

u The Beajafts are generally very fuper- 

ftitious ; being much addicted to Augu- 
»' ries. They do not adore Idols, but 
® their Sacrifices of fweet Wood and Per- 
fumes, are offer’d to one only God, who 
they believe rewards the Juft in Hea- 
ven, and puniihes the Wicked in Hell. 
They Marry but one Wife ; and look 
upon any breach of conjugal Faith, ei- 
ther in the Man or Woman as lb hein- 
ous an Offence, that every one contrives 
the death of the Party tranlgrefling, ei- 
ther by themlelves or their Friends ; 
and therefore the Women are very mo- 
deft and referv’d ; efpecially the Maid- 
ens, who are not feen by their Husbands 
till the Wedding day, when the Women 
receive their Portion. They are Ene- 
mies to Fraud and Theft, and grateful 
for Benefits receiv’d. Among them- 
lelves they live Loviagly and Friendly; 
and therefore when every Man has ga- 
ther’d what he low’d for his own ule, 
the reft on the Mountains and Vallies is 
in common, without any diftin&ion of 
particular Right. They are alfo well 
inclin’d in their Pleafures, and leek Ho- 
nour in Hunting ; at which fport they 
endeavour to get ibme iharp Horns, to 
Poliih and wear them as an Ornament at 
their Girdle. This Girdle is no other but 
a long flip of Linnen, which turns be- 
tween their Thighs to cover their Pri- 
vities, and one end of it hangs down be- 
fore and die other behind. The Pea- 
fonts make a fort of Clothsof the Barks 
of Trees, which being afterwards walk’d 
and beaten, are as flat, as Cotton ; and 
thole Trees being within the Dominions 
of the Malap Atom , they expofe them- 
lelves for the Bark to their Tyranny and 
Infolence. 

u,u*. Some of diem go naked, and others 
wear, a finall Doublet made of the fame 
Bark ; which they Dye of any Colour. 
On their Heads to keep off t be heat of 
the Son or Rain, they Wear a Cap of 
Palm-tree leaves, lhap’d above like a 
Sugar-loaf, long and with flaps bang- 
ing down. 

The Weapons they ufe are Knives, 
'W&nom. made like theCargMttof the Moors, and 
Zampinos, that is, Trunks about OSptiss 
Vol. IV. 
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long, out oft which dey *flux»t little 
wooden Dart! with an Iron head at the 
one end, and Cartouch, or (ufllow Pa- 
per at the other, blowing mto which 
they (hoot it out with a vaft force; and 
fometimes the point being Peifon’d the 
Wound is Mortal. Theyiallb Shoot 
Birds with Pellets through tifera. 

The Beajitfes as to their Phribns, are 
of a Dark Completion, weir Counte- 
nanc’d and Strong. 

The Malay Moors , who live, as was TheMwri 
laid along the Coaft of that Illand, and 
opprels tome of thole wretched People, 1 
are Faithlefi , Inconftant , Covetous , 
Treacherous, and great Thieves. Be- 
tides their Swords, they have fome few 
Fire-arms to make ule of at Sea. They 
alio go naked ; only fome of them are 
cover’d with a piete of Ctfcfh wrapp’d 
about their Wafte, and hanging down 
like a half Petticoat. Their hpads are 
wound about in a folded Hanierchief, 

.but when it Rains, they add to * a Cap 
made of Palm-tree leaves. v. 

Their Houfes are in Boats cairH-P*- Houfes. 
raos, as are thofe of the Btajafcs, on the 
aforcfiid River of Manjar-Maffcn ; or 
rais’d upon five pieces or Timber on its 
Banks, that they may be fofe againft 
Floods. But the King of Maniar lives 
feveral Days Journey up the country, 
in a miferable Condition, becaufe his 
Kingdom has been long divided among 
feveral Branches of the Royal F amil y, 
to give them a fuificient Maintenance. 

The Fa&ory we fpoke of at firft had 
an unhappy End ; for being fettled there deftrofa 
upon the Conditions propos’d by the 
Moors, particularly that the City Macao 
lhould always have a Fund there of 
40000 Pieces of Eight (only for them to 
Rob:) Two Years after, when there were 
four Ships in the Port , the Infidels re- 
folv’d to Secure them, and Plunder the 
Fa&ory. A great Number of them 
Aflembling to this pu r pofe r - wgntA- 
board the Ships, fome pretending '8uiP 
nefi, and others only to fee. Being 
friendly admitted, when they thought

CHAP. X. 

The Author gives an Account of what bafned to him , till bis Arrival on the 

Coajt of Cocninchina. 


T O return to the Place where we 
left or, I mull; inform the Rea- 
der, That the Storm on the 17th would 
not fuffer us to draw near the Ifland of 
PuUaor. j&. the Pilot would have done ; 
LiuTTne Wind falling a little on Monday 
1 8th, we drew near, and that was all, 
for we were altogether becalm’d in fight 
of it. This always flourifliiqg and green 
Ifland, which is but five Miles in com- 
pals, produces more Plenty than any 
other of its bigneis of (iw-Nuts, whole 
Trees grow amidft the Rocks, Arecca , 
Figs, Gamboyas , Ananas , and Other forts 
of Fruit, whicb tlie Natives Exchange 
fpr Earthen Ware. The Mats made 
here are fb vary fine and curious, that 
they are ibid for fifteen, or twenty Pie- 
ces of Eight* jeach, to make Prefents to 
tjWPbinojfc who pul a great Value on 
mrv 


them. It is Subjed to the King of Ihor, 
from whole Dominions on the Conti- 
nent it is but fixty Miles diftant. Near 
PuBaor there are two Rocks, which 
produce good Fruit, and fix Miles from 
it a defert Ifland call’d Pultimon. 

Tuefday 19th, the Wind came fair 
with a Sumatra , or Storm of Rain, 
which lafted an Hour, as ufuaL Steer- 
ing our Courie towards Pultcondor , 360 
Miles diftant, we Sail’d through a bet- 
ter Sea than we had done during the 
whole Voyage, as being dear of Rocks 
and Flats, and we were not io much 
tols’d, fo that tbo’ the Veflel ran fwife 
we were at our Eafe. 

Tho’ we were io near the Line in the 
Dog*Days, we felt no great Heat, but 
to me it felt more like Spring ; and 
tho’ I had not Provifions, and ocher 

Necefla- 
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o^AX^iNeceflaiies as I could wilh, yet God be 
•GemUlp/ praii d I enjoy’d perfcft Health ; not- 
i6o<: withftandiug lome Sailers were fallen 
’ ^'VVl^ick, as were F. Provan a of Tirriw, and 
a Brother of Tunchin * however the Soci- 
ety does not fuller their Religious to 
want. 

The fair Wind continu’d all Wednesday 
20th, carrying us a-crofs the Gulph 
of Siam, into which falls the great Ri- 
ver that leads up to that Court, after 
running 1 20 Miles all the way inhabited 
on both iidcs •, all the Houfes which arc 
or Wood being rais’d upon ftrong 1 im- 
bers, or Canes ^ that the Inhabitants 
when the Floods fwell two Fadom high 
in Anaujl, September and October may 
go out at their Windows into Boats, 
and gather the Rice that floats on the 
Water. 

PnUmior Ttmrfday 21ft, in the Morning, the 
Illand. W iud came about to the Eaft,but at Noon 

as it was before. ' Friday 22d, we came 
in lie lit of Palocondor , an liland belong- 
ing 10 the King of Cochinchina , but not 
inhabited •, fouic Cochimhinefes repairing 
thither ar cci tain times of the Year to 
cut Wood, and gather the Product of 
the Kland, as Indian Wheat, Figs, and 
Uran.ics. It is eight Miles long, and 
pioportionably broad. It was aban- 
don'd becaiife of the continual Sumatra r, 
or Storms of Raia, no Day ever cfcap- 
ing without a very Violent one, as we 
found by Expci ieucc. All the Vellels 
Bound for Manila , ufe to make this 
I Hand. 

Saturday 23d, at Sun-riling, we were 
off the five Hills, the Portuguefes call 
Cinco Cnagas , or the five Wounds, which 
are before the Mouth of the River of 
the King of Camboya , up which 2+0 
Miles is the Metropolis of that King- 
dom call’d Pont ay-fret. Ships go up to 
it, bccaufe the River at the Mouth has 
three fadom Water, and feven near the 
City. The Portuguefes call this Month 
Caran^ttejo , or Crab ; and the other two 
near it, the one of Malaca, and the o- 
thcr of P untie ma^ at which the Barks 
Cemboye. of Siam pafs. The King of Camboya 
is Tributary to him of Siam^ and ufes 
to flange his Court, when he takes 
Pofieflion of his Crown, out of a vain 
S11 |>crltitioii not to Live whe&e his Pre- 
dccelTor Dy’d \ which he may eafily do, 
bccaufe the Metropolis is worfe than o- 
iher Places, all made up of ill contriv’d 
Cottages, cover'd with Mats, or at belt 
with Boards. At prelent the Kingdom 
is divided between two Brothers, one 
of whom keeps in the Mountains, the 
VoL IV. 
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other in thelaforelaid City. SThey make 
War upon qne another, tfu one lup- 
ported by the King of Sianrj the other 
by him Ot Cochinchina. f 

The Inhabitants of the Kingdoms of 
Camboya , Siam , and Pegu t Cnave all their 
Head, leaving feme on tht Crown like 
that of the Mendicant ^ay-Brothers. 

They pull up their Beards O^the Root 
with Nippers, that they may not grow 
again quickly. Their Colour is like an 
Olive, and they are hard to be remov’d 
from their Tenets \ for F. Candoni told 
me, That in four Years he liv’d at Can 1- 
boydy he Baptiz'd none but a Miller, 
who was Marry ’d to a Chriftian Woman 
of Cocbtnchina. 

At Sun-fct we were on the Coaft of ebampe 
Champa , the King whereof, we were 
told, had lhaken olf the^Y. ke of Sub- 
jection to him of Cochinchina^ Mid made 
War upon him. ? 

'i'lie lame Day we pafs’d bA the Fa- 
• ralhaon do Tiorc, lo call’d by tic Fernt- 
gnejes , bccaulc feveral Ships o\jheirs 
have been loft there, and among the 
reft that of Matthew de Brito , who, la- 
ving his Life by Swimming, left this for 
a Rule to other Pilots to pals between 
the faid Rock, and the Continent, but 
not to come where there are buc ten 
fOoc Water \ and when they draw neat 
the Faralhao y in the open Sea, not t6 
come to fourteen Fadom, but to keep 
on between iixteen, and nineteen, be- 
caufe he was Wreck’d between ten, and 
fourteen Fadom, where the Rock under 
Water lies. 

Sunday 24th, we Sail’d with a fair 
Wind along the fame Coaft of the 
Kingdom of Champa , and in light, and 
South of the Bay and Port of that Name \ 
whither feveral Nations rclort to buy 
Elephants Teeth, Eagle Wood, and o- 
ther Commodities. At the Mouth of it 
is a Rock, between which, and a high 
Mountain the Ships muft rifTn 
Malay Language they call that Mountain 
tanderon , that is, King, and Pnljifin • the 
Portuguefes give it the Name or Rabo de 
jilacrao , where begins the dangerous 
Channel that rtiuft be pafs’d going to, 
and coming from China. From this 
Mountain, till lil:ty Miles beyond Pul- 
catan , there is a continual r ow of Flats 
300 Miles in length, where Icvcral Ships 
ate call away every^fcari for which 
reafon Pilots mull be upon their Guard 
to avoidfthem, and keep always in lix- 
tecn fadom Water. The worft of ir 
is.

All thi^Conntry of Malaca , Camboya , 
Siam, Champa, Cochinchina , and Tunquin, 
abounds in Elephants, of which the Sia- 
mites particularly make a great Trade, 
carrying them by Land to the oppofite 
Coaft, and Port of Tcnazarim , belong- 
ing to the King of Siam , near theGulph 
of Bengal* \ where Merchants Buy, to 
Tranfport them by Sea into the Domi- 
nions of Mahometan Princes.

The Metropolis where the King re- /Metropo* 
fides, call’d Kechio , is four days Jour-^- 
ney fiom the Sea, with a River run- 
ning up to it. There are in it, nonf 
but low Houfes made of Bamboo , where- 
of there is great Plenty in their Fields. 

F. Ferreira told me this Bamboo, every 
fifty Years produces a Seed, of which 
the Peafants make Bread. The City 
is Large and Populous } there being 
Streets three Miles long in it, and Mark- 
ets. The Kingdom is inhabited by an 
infinite number of People} which is 
the occaiion of fo many Commotions, 
for there is fcare a Year, but fome 
Great Man is put to Death, who has 
headed a Mutiny } towards which the 
refervednefs of the Prince, Contributes 
very much. The Kings of Bau, a 
Country abounding in Mti'k , and 
of Lau , which pioduccs ftorc of Ele- 
phants, are ti ibutary to this King. 

Cocbincbina in the Country language, cccHnrhi - 
• call’d Tlaon-Kitang , is divided into five def- 
Provinccs, viz.. Moydin, Dine at, Kcgue, crib’d. 

7 lenquan, and Fumoy. The Kim’ rclidcs c 
iu the City of Cbawpelo , one days Jour- 
ney from the Sea, in the Province of 
Kegue or Keboe , which in that Language, 
lignifies a flower. It is large and Po- 
pulous, as is all the Kingdom, tho* 
Mountainous. Both this and that of 
Tunquin are water’d by many Rivers, 
which make them abound in Rice and 
Sugar. Betides in Tunqum thei e is a- 
bundancc of Silk} and in Cocmmhina 
Musk, Pepper, Gold, and Cinnamon, 
and great ftorc of Birds-nefts. But 
thefe, which arc taken in Summer, be- 
long all to the Qyeen, for her Privy 
Purfe , and therefore the Subjc&s are 
forbid Trading in them, as alfo in Ca- 
lambuch , which is kept for the King. 

This fweet Wood is found iu bits in 
the Heart of a Tree, when rotten. 

Both Kingdoms produce abundance FruiL; 
of Melons, Coco- nuts, Atas, Figs, A- 
nanas, Jaccas, and other forts of Indian 
Fruit. They alfo gather from a Tree 
or rather a Shrub in Cocbincbina, a 
large Leaf, call’d Tea or Cha , which 
they fay fattens, and therefore Soul- 
diers are there forbid the ufe of it, 
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The Author continues 

T Hmrfday 28th, before break of day 
we were near cbe lfland of Pul- 
catun, 3 60 Miles from Pulcandor , where 
they crofi che Golph of Aynan to di£ 
cover the Iflands' of Macao , equally 
didant. Pulcatan is a final! lfland three 
Miles about, inhabited by Cochinchi- 
nefes , and iometimcs govern’d by a 
Mandarine \ it is near the Continent, 
and to the Mountain call’d the Horfes 
Saddle. '* 

Having fail’d fifty Miles to get over 
the Flats which we faid ended beyond 
Pulcatan , and then as many more, we 
directed our Courfe to the North- 
ward. The Mouth of the River that 
runs up to Champelo the Court of Co- 
chinchina , call’d by the Chinefes , Say- 
fo , is a little beyond the aforefaid 
lfland. There is another more to 
the Northward for leller Ships , and 
call’d Toran. 

Friday 29th, the fair Wind continu- 
ing, carry’d us on a great way fmooth- 
ly, though the Sea was rough. But 
here we were very much afraid of 
thofe Winds they call Tifones , or Hur- 
racanes , which blowing furioufly on 
all (ides, fometimes carry away the 
Mads, and what is worfe, the Men, if 
they do not keep under Deck. The 
fured Remedy in thefc cafes is to cut 
down the Malt, and let her run, trad- 
ing in God -, for the mifehief is irre- 
fidible, and in a moment finks Ships, 
or clfc drives them on the Coaft of 
Cochinchina. 

Saturday 30th, the fame Wind con- 
tinuing till Noon, afterwards came 
fairer, and fet us very forward •, and 
fo it did on Sunday , the lad day of 
the Month ; fo that on Monday the 
fird of AuguR, we were off the lfland 
Aynan, belonging to the Province of 
Canton y at the furthed Point, where- 
of begins the Ibore of the River of 
Tuncinin , call’d Baffa, from feven Neigh- 
bouring Villages. 

Tuefday 2d, we came near the lfland 
of S. John , vulgarly call’d Sanchan , 
fo famous for the Glorious S. Fran- 
ck Xaverius ending his Days there, 
when he hop'd to enter China -, the 
Grott where the Saint liv’d and dy’d, 
being fo be leen at a didancc. It is

lixty Miles from Macao t about ten 
Miles in Jength and prWrtionably 
broad, is Fruitful, and ha!*£lenty of 
good Water. 

Wednefday 3d, tho’ the Wind was 
not very fair, yet it carry*d Us on in- 
to a Labyrinth of Iflands, fome call’d 
dos Pc ados , Merit Montagna , dot La- 
droeas , Lantau , Lemi, Campacaw , A- 
travefada , and others. This is mod 
remarkable, that they are all water'd 
by excellent Rivers, and Springs, which 
keep them always Greenj and abound 
in Deer, Baccarias, , and other Wild 
Beads, which the Citizens of Macao 
often go over to kill. 

We could make no way becauie of 
the Wind, and therefore lay racking 
all the Night. Thole Iflands aforded 
a curious ProfpeCt, being Lighted tty fo 
many Fifher-Boats plying about them. 
Thete People always Live in their Float- 
ing-Houfcs, with their Wives and Chil- 
dren ; feeding on the Fifli they take, 
and felling them both frelh and dry’d to 
thofe that will carry them to Canton ; 
they thcmfelves never going from tho. 
Water, but only removing from one( 
lfland to another, according to the Sea- 
fons, which make Fifli more plentiful in 
one Place than another. Conflant Pra- 
ctice has made them very Expert at their 
Trade * having befides their Nets in- 
vented feveral particular Indruments, 
perhaps altogether unknown to Euro- 
peans. By the warmth or coolncls of 
the Water, and other Signs and Tokens, 
they forefee the Tifones , or Hurracanes 
a Day, or more before they happen ; 
and retiring with their B oats in to very 
dole Creeks, and drpuMg^lfinii^kifiaii 
exped the end of the Storm with all 
their Family, j

Am now at length come to enter 
Ccmdli. I upon the vaft Empire of China, and 
X could wilh my Stile and Language 
were fuitible to the greatnefs of the 
SubjeS, that 1 might give the curious 
1 y * Reader fuch a Draught and Dcfcription 
as it deferves j but that being above my 
Capacity, he mu ft be forced to take up, 
and be fatisfy’d with my uupoliflid way 
of Delivery. Therefore to begin at one 
of the Ports of this Empire, that is, 
Macao , which was the fit ft Place I came 
to, it is to be obferv'd, That Muao in 
the Cbinefe Language fignifiesa Port, and 
is otherwife call'd Amagao , a Name gi- 
ven it from an Idol io ftil'd, which was 
ador'd in that Place. It is Tented in 
142 Degrees of Longitude, and 22 of 
Latitude. On the Point of an 111 and 
call’ll Hce'.chtu, in the Province of Can- 
ton. The fhape of it is like an Arm, 
encompafs’d on all tides by the Sea, ex- 
cept where it joins to the Shoulder.

Koft Stnhora da GuU , or our Lady of 
Guidance.

That this City had belong’d to the 
King of Portugal, and that in the Year 
itf68, it was taken by the Emperor of 
Cnina, and mage Subjejft to his Domi- 
nion for from its firft Foundation it 
never fuffr’d any Revolution, being a 
Colony of Portuguefes , by aiuient Grant 
of the Emperor, ro whom they pay not 
only a y July Tribute, but Cuflom for 
Good y and a Duty upon every Veflel 
propm rionahlc to its Bulk, tho’ it be 
noi I ci.idcd, after the fame manner as 
thofe ot the Moors, aiid Englijh do •, nor 
can a.iy Boat go in or out, without Leave 
from the Chinefes , who guard the Mouth 
of the Hit hour. 

This little rocky Entlofure of three 
M;les has not Provilions to fubfift a Day, 
ff.U. all is brought to it from the Towns 
of the Chinefes , who have fhut up the 
Portuguefes, as it were in a Pt ifon, ha- 
ving Tctur d that narrow Neck of Land 
which lies between the main Sea, and 
the little Arm of it next the Continent 
with a Wall and Gate, which they Lock 
up when they plcafc, and Starve the In- 
habitants as often as they will ; tho’ the 
Country of China is fb Plentiful, that 
the value of a piece of Eight in Bread 
(which is the bell in the World) will 
keep a Man half a Year. 

Pays gregf the Port ague fe the 

Impoiitr* Government of the C\v; of Macao, as 
ons ’ . far as relates to the Ad rAni ft ration of 
Jtflicc i and for this Privi^e they pay 
a yelirly Impofition of 6po Toes, each 
of which is worth hiteerJjarlines of Na- 
ples, which is about a Noble, Sterling : 
Beiides the Cuftoms reqdv’d by a Man- 
darine, whom they di\ Vpu, and the 
Duty, as was fai$-^fore, upon every 
Velcfc propprtfiSnable to its Bulk, the 
kaft of wtficb pays no lefs than 1000 
Toes, that is, fo many Nobles! The 
Gitychoofes a Judge, or fuprctne Magi- 
ftrate, who has the Management of Ci- 


vil and Criminal Affairs, in all Cafes The Go- 
where no Chmefe is concern’d. Tlw venanent » 
Political Government is in a Captain^ 
General, appointed by the King of Por- 
tugal, and the Spiritual in a Bifhop. Alfe^ 
thefe Officers aud Commanders are Main- 
tain’d by the City, which allows the 
Captain General a piece of Eight a Day, 
and 3000 every three Years j 500 to the 
Bifhop, 1 50 to the Captains, and pro- 
portionably to the Soldiers which 
Charge is defray’d by a Duty of Ten 
per Cent, upon Portuguefe Goods, and 
two in the Hundred upon Mony. Tho’ 
the King of Portugal has the naming of 
the Captain General for this fmall Place, 
yet he does not allow him a Fatthiug 
Pay. 

Beftdes thefe Burdens this poor City 
lies under, all the Mandarines that come 
from Canton, are to be lodg’d and en- 
tertain’d, and this is no fmall Expence. 

The Vpu, as foon as he came, order’d a 
Cow to be Slaughter’d immediately, tor 
'him to Eat a little, aud Ealc his Indif* 
poiition, for as much as the Chinefes look 
upon it as dainty and litvoury Meat. 

All the Income and Revenue of the 
City and Inhabitants of Macao, , depends 
upon the uncertainty of the Sea, for all 
Perfbns whatfoever there apply them- 
felves to Trade i and the Gentry deal 
in their Mony, putting it out to life, 
or fending Merchandize, or Gold Ingots 
to be chang'd into Pieces of Eight at 
Goa. Tho’ at Macao they have not 
Ground to Sow a handful of Pcafe, yet 
God provides for them, in fuch manner 
that they Live in Plenty enough, all Ne- 
ceflaries being brought them from the 
adjacent Parts, and they make fb much 
of themfclvcs, that their Tables are ne- 
ver without Sweet-meats, excellently 
made by the Women ; and I may truly 
fay I never Fed fo well any where as at 
Macao, the Women there knowing how 
to cover a Table for a King, and to 
pleafe any nice Appetite. 

When the Trade of Japan flonrifh’d, Decay ©f 
this City was lo Rich, that it could have Trade, 
pav’d the Streets with Silver ; but after 
the Slaughter of fo many Chriftians, the 
Trade of Nangafacne was quite loll to 
the Portuguefes, it being Death fornny 
of them to be leen in that Port. Thus 
for want of that Trade, the Inhabitants 
of Macao are fallen into that Poverty 
they now Labour under, having but five 
Ships left of their own to Maintain all 
the City, and thefe do not bring home 
Returns of 300 per Cent, as Japan af- 
forded, but a very inconliderable Profit,

! Hurra- On Saturday the tfth of September 1 6*95. 
caw*. there began to fall a violent Rain, with 
a boisterous Wind blowing at the fame 
time. On Sunday the 7th, the Wind 
threatned a Hnrracane, being very Violent 
at Night, but God be prais'd went no 
further. In the Months of June, July, 
Auguft, and September , they are much 
afraid of Whirl-winds, and one liapned 
three Years before I was there, which 
rouling in the Region of the Air, car- 
ry 'd the Tiles off the Houfes, and lifted 
up Stones that four Men could not re- 
move, overturning many Houfes, and 
ruining the Dormitory of the Monaftery 
of St. Augufiin. But they are now lia- 
ble to this Scourge every Year. The 
Rain continu'd after the fame manner all 
Monday 8th, the ftormy Wind never 


abating. On Tuefday clhy. I went to fee 
a Play Aded after .the Chinefe panner, 
it was reprefinred at the Coft of fome 
of the Neighbours for . their Diversion 
in the middle of a fmall Square. There 
was a large Stage to contain thirty Per- 
Tons, Men and Women Adors, andtbo* 
I underflood it not, becaufe they fpokc 
the Mandarine, or Court Language, yet 
I perceiv’d by the manner dkit, that 
they Aded with Life and Skill. It was 
partly Recited, and partly Sung, the 
Mufick of fiveral Inftruments of Wood 
and Brafs Harmonioufly anfwering the 
Voice of him that Sung. They were all 
well enough Clad,, their Garments a- 
dom’d with Gold, which they chang’d 
often. This Play lalted ten Hours, end- 
ing by Candle Light. When an Ad is 
done, the Players (it down to Eat, and 
very often the Audience does the feme*

T HE Inhabitants of Macao have en- 
deavour’d fiveral times to reco- 
ver their Trade with the Japontfes v but 
always ineffectually, the latter Obfti- 
nately perfifting rather to lofe leveral 
thoufend Crowns due to them from the 
othets, than to receive them again into 
their Friendlhip, having Sworn by their 
Gods never to admit more Chriftians 
into their Gountry, and if any come, to 
Butcher them without Mercy. That the 
Chriftians might have no Opportunity 
of getting in under the name of other 
Nations, they were advis’d by the Dutch, 
who will have all the Profit to them- 
felvcs, to lay a Crucifix on the Ground 
at the Landing Place, to difeover whe- 
ther any Chrillian comes under a Dif- 
guife, becaufe any fuch will refufi, or 
at leaft make a difficulty to trample on 
the Crucifix to enter Nangafaehe, the 
Port of Japan. Thus the Dutfh fettled 
themfelves in the Trade, excluding all 
others, perfwading the Japontfes that 
they were no Chriftians, making no 
flruple for their Intereft to Rumple the 
Holy Image of Chrift, which the Eng- 
li(h refus’d to do. This i» fb certainly

true, that I my felf in China faw, anS 
fpoke with a Chinefe , who told me he 
had trampled on it, and becoming a 
Chrillian at Nanking , confefs’d this im- 
pious Adion.

T he Faaory at Nangafachc enjoys not 
that Liberty the Dutch have in their dory. 
Trade in other Parts, nor has it that 
Authority in this Port as clfewherc, for 
as loon as the Ships come to an Anchor, 
a Mandarine comes aboard to tell the Men, 
and carry the Sails and Rudder afhore. 
When a Man Dies, a Mandarine mufl 
view the Body before it is Bury’d. It 
Jiapned fix Yeats before this rime, that 
two Sailers were once miffing, who had 
gone afhore, and it was judg’d they were 
two Fathers of the Society, who took 
this Couife to make their way into that 
Kingdom ; but it coft much Mon^ to 
conceal their Elcape, the Mandarine be- 
ing Brib’ 4 , and two Hillocks fhew’d him 
as if they had been Graves ; fo that at 
prefent the Dutch admit no Strangers 
aboard the Ships bound for Japan, -but 
only Natives of Holland , who can prove 
they are of that Country, and give an 
Account of their Father and Mother.

Gtmett. £) I went on Thurfday i ith, to fpeak 
1595. t0 ^e Porutguefe General, to get me a 
Pals fiWthe Vpu, that 1 might not be 
troubled on the Road, which he pro- 
mis’d to do. Friday 12th, I laid out for 
a Chinefe , to be my Interpreter on the 
Road, and loon found one for a finall 
Confideration. On Saturday 13th, I 
went with the City Solicitor to take my 
Leave of the Vpu, but we came at a 
time when he was difpatching the Let- 
* t-trt for the Emperor, which were writ 
by the City and Mandarines, ' upon ac-

Abundance of Inilruments 
and confus’d Voices relbunded for the 
more Grandeur, bclides the firing of 
three Chambers, thirty foot Soldiers 
Handing in a Rank, with feveral Enfigns 
ijfcthcir Hands, and very long Umbrel- 
Vjis. The Vpu kneel’d facing a Table, 
on which was a Bag with the Emperor’s 
Letters, bowing down his Forehead to 
the Ground three times, which he re- 
peated as often, riling up every time 
upon his Feet. The Ceremony ended, 
thole that held the Inilruments and Ura- 
brelloes running out of the way, that 
the Letters might be deliver’d in due 
Form upon the firing of three other 
Chambers. The Exprcfs having receiv’d 
them, immediately mounted a Horfc- 
back, an d began to G allop, all Manda~ 

their Jurifdi- 

dion to furnifh him wTtfc>good Horles, 
^rithout detaining, or ftayilp him. Af- 
teKthis, the Mandarine la(£creMrn, and 
caw’d the Gates to be neoA which 
were fhut before, and tifin afte\with 
drew, for which reafon 
take Leave of him. 

On Sunday 14th, lAent again Clad 
after the Chinefe? ajt’*dn, and took Leave 
of him, aftec^Tnad given me a Pals to 
all the Cuftdm-Houfes on the Rojd, be- 
catife 1 carry’d Goods of Bulk, and a 
Slave. Monday 15th, having taken a

Boat that had a good Cabhin in the 
Stern, I caus’d my Bed to be made in it, 
and went aboard in the Evening. All 
the Night they row’d with the Eylau, 
or Lio Lao, which is a particular fort of 
Oar us’d by the Chinefes , longer than 
the others, and placed at the Stern, or 
at the fide, fupported by a Pin, or 
bound with a Rope. Several Perfons 
Row with it Dexteroully, without ta- 
king it out of the Water, as other Na- 
tions do, but moving it from fide to 
fide, which puts the Vellel forwards, 
and one fuch Oar does more Work than 
four others. Where there are Shoals, 
they fhove the Boats forward with 
Poles. At Mid-night we came to an 
• Anchor. Tuefday 16th, early wc Sail’d, 
holding on our way through a Channel 
left by the adjacent Blinds. It is true, 
there is another wider Channel more to 
Sea, us’d by great Ships, for by Land 
there is no going beyond Oanfon. Ha- 
ving pals’d by lo many Blands that they 
feem’d quite to Block up the way, we 
enter’d a River of frelh Water, which 
ftagnated in feveral Places among the 
Blands, and was at leaft half a Mile 
over. We arriv’d at Oanfon , or Anfon, 
as the Portuguefe Pronounce it, before 
Night. 7 he lflands, and Country a- 
bout them arc Plealant enough, by rea- 
fon of the greennefs of the Fields and 
Meadows, which might feed mighty 
Flocks, not unlike Apulia, in Italy, but 
we faw none there. Along the Canal 
we met feveral Cuftom-Houfe Officers 
in Boats, who put me to no trouble a- 
bout my Equipage, or my Slave, nor 
did they Search our Veil'd, and 1 gave 
them in all a Piece of Eight. 

Oanfon vs more like a great Village 0 M r, H 
than a Gty, having no Wall, and its city, 
low Houfes are for the molt part of 
Timber, and Thatch'd. The City is 
leated in the Plain along the River, be- 
caufe the Chinefes do not Build on $e 
high Grounds, for fear of Harracanes. 

It reaches §bove tiro Miles in length. 

The Market-Places, or Squares in it are 
large, with rich Shops, where are Sold 
Cloths, Silks, Calicoes, Drugs, or Spi- 
ces, Garments, Provifious, and other 
Things. It is defended by a vaft Stru- 
fture, along the fide, and on the top of 
the 
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rv ^ the being two Miles and a half in 

Gtmelli. cornpjfs, Which they call the Fort, tho* 

• i6„5...chere were in it but five fmall Guns to 
be fir’d upon publitk Rcjoycings, and 
%.hjit a fmall Garrifon. And indeed, all 
tne ule of it is for the Natives to retire 
thither upon any Invalion, there being 
Centiuels continually on high Towers, 
to give Notice who Approaches. The 
City is govern’d by a (Ataaxu, or Man- 
darin t-, as the Portuguete call him, who 
Guatds the Channel with nine Velfcls 
well Maim’d. There are often Harks 
ready heic to go over to Canton , becaufe 
thofe who come by Sea an ! Land from 
Macao, want Shipping , but it was iuy 
Mi -fortune then to find none, and I af- 
tei waids' went all aloue in a great Vef- 
lcl Bound for Setoam , which was half 
way. Going aboard it about Sun-fet- 
ting, the Wind was fo favourable, that 
at Mid-ni^ht we came to an Anchor 
neai that Place. AH the way was along 
a llii! Channel a mid ft green Fields of 
Rice, but it is fmallcr than ours, Red, • 
and Lourle. 

Stolm Wcdmfiay 1 7th, I walk’d about to fee 

Town. ScuUm, and found it a great Wood in- 
habited, there being fuch a multitude 
or f rees. The Houles of Stone, or 
Brick, but Low, after their manner. 
The tompals of the Town was above 
three Miles befides, there are fuch 
numbers ot Boats, that they aimoft made 
another Town. A Mandarine Governs 
here. On the oppoiite licit* of the Chan- 
nel was another City calld Santa, much 
greater, and better Built under another 
Mandarine. TliL fecond Boat colt but 
lix Caddies Ot Naples, that is, 2 s. 8 d. 
which I mention to Ihew how cheap 
Travelling is in China. 

tWay to Tburfday iXr.li, 1 hir’d another VcfTel, 

Cmm. better than the former two, tor this 
had Cabbins and Galleries on the tides, 
cover'd with all Conveniences. We fee 
out at Noon for Canton. Several Chi- 
neses went along with me, whom I 
found very Obfervant and Courteous to 
me and there was a Cook aboard to 
ferve the PalFeogers, who drefs’d Meat 
aftet the Chine fe Fafhion. Tho' the Cur- 
rent of the Water was againft us, yet 
the J/Vind being ’lair we made way, al- 
ways amid it pleafant Fields and Towns, 
bejutiful lowers every where,appearing 
upon high Mountains, in thefe Rivers 
and Channels there is taken abundance 
of Filb, Prauns, and the like, but par- 
ticularly a vaft; quantity of Oifters, of 
whofe Shells they make Glafs for the 
Windows. The River we Sail’d upon 


parted into feveral granches,ofT the' 
right and left, its Waters a£R>rcling 4 llCrfe 
People an eafy Communicatiorumth one 
another, fometimes fpreadgig abroad, 
and loinetimes contTSftiug it leif to make 
the way the more difficult At Sun- 
fetting we left Lsmvan on the right, and, 
on the left Citaum , t atavism, and other 
ftately Places to be feen every two Miles, 
in each of which we faw eight, twelve, 
or fifteen high Towers, according to 
the bignefs of the Town, but all of them 
large, ftrong, and with Loop-holes, pro- 
vidently built by the Chin efts, in cafe of 
any Attack from an Enemy, that the 
Townlmen retiring with their Goods, 
may defend thcmfclvcs, upon Notice 
given them by thofe that are there upon 
Guard ; which is only in thofe Places 
where there is no Fort to retire-TD." 

* Friday 19th, v»e put into the Port of emou 
Canton, juft at Sun-riling, having lain City, 
all Night at Anchor near that City. 

Here the trefh Channel and the Salt, on 
which we Sail'd meet, and form that 
Pcniufula on the Point of which Macao 
Hands, being about 150 MilesNl^fant 
from Canton , tor the way is not /trait, 
we having made a Semicircle becaufe of 
the winding of the River. I went in 
a fmall Boat to the Cuftom- Houle, which 
was kept in a very great Bark, with 
many Cabbins in it for the Convcniency 
of the Officers, who feeing the Vpu’s 
Pals, difeharg’d me, paying only firt 
fin ill pieces Duty, without opening 
Goods. F01 the Boat I paid about fix 
Royals Spamjh , fif he means Roy ds Plate 
it is tlncc Shillings, if Royals Brafsbut 
two] 1 went to the Monaftcry of the 
Spamjh Fathcis, of the Order of St. 
Francis, rcliding upon the Million in 
Canton, and in the Suburb, where they 
have two Churches well adorn’d, main- 
tain’d by the charitable Allowance of 
the King of Spain. They receiv’d me 
very Courteoully, not without forne Jea- 
loufy, becaufe my comingjggs an unufual 
thing. For thcJ^Kler nnderiui'itljfe: 
hereof, it is jf^e obferv’d. That the 
City of Mamo, by reafon of its Povei^ 
ty having/Dcln long without a BifliqC 
the See Apoftflick has thought proper 
to apppfnt VicVs Apoftolick in China , 
Tumtsir? and Cnhinchitta, to whom all 
the Miffioners aqd Catholic ks are Sub- 
ject. Some Prices of the College ol 
St. Germans , in pitch’d up- 

on to this purpofe, thespwjh FranciJ 
cans, AtgufHnians and Dominicans main- 
tain’d in China, by the Charity of the 
Ring of Spain, took the Oath of Obe- 
dience 
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it was divided into two by a Wall from 
Eaft to Weft, the old call’d Kenchin ,, 
and the new Sinchin , dividing alfothev 
Suburbs belonging to it. Two Cover- I 
nours, as has been faid, adminifter Jugr' 1 
ftice in this place, and arc call d Ch.xenes, 
having undei them lefler Mandarines, 
Captains, Officers, Notaries, and other 
Minifters. One CV/v^or Regent over the 
Political Government is fuperiour to 
thefe Governours, and has two aflift- 
ants in the Execution of his Office, call’d 
Vuful and Sanfit , one of the right, the 
other of the left Hand. TheVite'ioy 
call’d Fuyuen , who Governs the P10- 
vince, is above them ail. Formerly a 
certain Family had this Employment, 
with the Title of Petty Ki.igs, 01 Roy- 
tclets, but it is ten Ycais fince the pre- 
fent Emperor fupprefs’d that Dignity, 
upon fufpition of Trealon, cabling the 
lalt of them to have his Head cut offi 
Over this Vite-roy is a Tjumo, or Vi- 
car General of two Provinces, who rc- 
* ikies in one of the two principal Cities, 
or where he pleafes ; at prefeut in C 'hi- 
aozjtinfu. This Man in the Politiual Go- 
vernment is fuperior to the Vice-rov, 
and abfolute in Military Affairs, for he 
alone gives Orders to the Souldieiy, 
which the Vice roys have no Authority 
to do. There is a Ganchiaju in the Pro- 
vince for Criminal matters, who Punch- 
es all Climes ; and lor the receiving the 
Emperor’s Taxes, there is a Trtvilurer 
call’d Pujinfu. For Military Affairs, 
there are two Generals fubonlinare to 
the Tfunto, one of them Commands the 
Tartar Troops, and is call'd Chiancmn , 
whofe Authority is equal to the Vice- 
roys, for within the City the Ounefe 
Kettle Drum, which is a bufs Dtum, 
is beaten before him, and has thirteen 
ftrokes given following, as is praftis’d 
with the Vite-roy ; the Authority and 
Dignity of Miniffers being known in 
China by the number of Stiokes. The 
other Geueral Commands the Foues of 
the Country for the Guard of the Citv, 
blit is fubotdinace to the Vice roy, and 
call’d Titu. The Generals have Col- 
lones or Z ampins. Majors or Futians , 
Captains or Secupes, and Enligns or Pa- 
wns under their Command. Ther^are 
in the City other Courts, and in each of 
them fix Clerks of the fix great Coun- 
cils of the Imperial Court, every one 
to difpatch the Affairs belonging to that 
Council he is of ; of them we ihall fpeak 
in its place. 

Thefe Cities and their Suburbs are lo 
Populous that there is fome Trouble in ^! on of 

going . 


dicflce' the aforefaid Priefts. Now 
r.nn»m aboub^iur Years lincc the Prefence of 
a Bilhop Ving thought abfolutely necef- 
lliry, the City of /siacao writ to the 
King of Portugal-, intreating him to in- 
tercede with the Pope, that the City 
might have a Bilhop again, offering to 
allow him a finable Maintaiuance. The 
Bilhop accordingly came to Macao , and 
pretending that Canton , and other Places 
in China ftfere within his Diocefs, would 
have the aforelaid Fathers to be Subjedt 
to him, and not to the Vicars Apoffo- 
lick, whom he fnppos’d to be recall’d 
by his coming. But thefe Fathers ha- 
ving taken an Oath to Obey the Vicars, 
they fay they cannot be Subjedi to the 
Bilhop, without he (hews the others are 
recall'd. Upon this account there are 
* every Ddy Summons and Monitories fept 
them, which do not only Diffract thofe 
good Religious Men in the Servhc of 
God, and the Duty of their Million, 
but lcflcn the brotherly Affedtion they 
ought to have for one another, for they 
are alMividcd into Fadtions, thofe al- 
rcadyrnicntion’d for the Vicars, and the 
Jcfiuts on'the other fide for the Bilhop; 
Variances well known at the Court of 
Rome , where the Remedy is to be ap- 
ply d to prevent the Scandal that may 
be given to the Chriltian Chin efts. I 
coming thither during thofe Troubles, 
they all" poiitively concluded, I was 
t^at by his Holinefs to enquire privatc- 
*7? into thofe Affairs, fome making me 
a Bare-foot Carmelite Friar, and fome 
a lecular Pricft ; and tho’ I did all I 
could to undeceive the Francijcan Fa- 
thers, telling them the Truth, viz., that 
1 was a Neapolitan, and Travell’d only 
for my own private Curiolity ; that his 
Holinefs had not allow’d me a Farthing 
for my Voyage ; and that the lcaft 1 
delir’d to enquire into, was the Buliuels 
Of their Millions ; yet this could not 
remove the ftrong Imagination fettled 
in thcmj^aarfBiiMajmfwer’d, That iince

it, is^freMetropoUs of the Pro- 
e of Kuantun, ieated in the Latitude 
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j£ 0la & along in a Chair. The Fathers 
Cetncllli Miflioners fay this City and its Suburbs, 
1695.Y contain four Millions of Souls, and the 
j^oviace as many more ; which to Eu- 
ropeans will found like a Fable, bccaufe 
they arc not us'd to hear of fuch num- 
bers. They may believe what they 
plcafe, but I write what 1 heard from 
Fathers, who deferve Credit, and had 
no Intcrcft in this matter. The Houfes 
are low, either of Stone, or brick, 
without any Windows to the Street and 
almoft all alike, for the Cbinefes build 
all after the fame Model, and fo the Ci- 
ties rcfcmblc one another. There are 
lour Principal Gates to the Cities, fa- 
cing E iff, Weft, North and South, the 
Suburlx taking their Names from them. 
If the City be large there are more Gates, 
but thefe four mult not be omitted. 
The Streets .re very long and ltrait, 
the biiops ; Lb in Silks, Drugs, and o- 
tlicr Commodities of the Country, cf- 
pctially ia the new City, for in the old, 
where the Vicc-roy rclides with the 
Souldicrv, and Courts aforefaid, there 
is not much; in other points, the City 
and Suburbs are one continu’d Bazar or 
Fair, there is fuch a Multitude of 
Shops. 

The Vice-roysand other Miniftevs Pa- 
laces arc big enough, and all upon a Floor 
with their T ribuuals, and therefore are 
notiiing beautiful, bccaufe they arcCourts, 
within Courts, with the apartments and 
Rooms about them, and receiving all 
their Light from them. In the old Ci- 
ty is one Noble Street, having many 
Stone Arches curioudy wrought. They 
have no Cannon regularly difpos’d 
on the Walls of the Town, but only 
a few fmall Pieces to Fire upon Fe- 
ftivals. 

Stat* of Sunday the 2 1 ft, all the Chinefc Chri- 
V hriitia- ftians came to our Churcli, and I was 
nity there- much edify ’d to fee their extraordinary 
Modefty. Tuefday the 23d, I went to 
the old City to pay the Vifit to the Fa- 
ther CommifTarv of S. Francis. There 
1 found a good Church and Mona fi ery, 
built. 20 Years befor by the Little 
King (we laid before the Emperor caus’d 
to be put to Death) who having a great 
dftcem for the Fathers, did not only 
build their Church and Monaftery, but 
facilitated the buying of a Houfe which 
was fallen to the Emperor, and which 
the Fathers got in the Suburb, at an 
cafy rate, to round another 'Church and 
Monaftery, where I then liv’d. Wed- 
r.efday the 24th, I went to pay the vilic 
to F. Turcotti Siiperiour of the Jefuitt , 
Vol. IV. 


who being a Milanefe , went ovewdTthe 
expence of the Crown of Spaifi by the 
way of Mexico to , ..Manila ,^and fenc 
thence to the Million of Temate . There 
he was made Priloner with the Garri- 
fon by the Uutcbj who carry’d him to 
Batavia , where having recover’d his 
Liberty, he went over to Macao under 
the Protection of the Crown of Portugal. 

There he was employ’d in the Million of 
Canton. Both his Church and Monafte- 
ry were Poor, and in a mean condition. 

The Spanijb Fathers of the Order of S. 
Augvllin , two years before this, bought 
Houfes to build their Church, which 
they had not yet begun, no more than 
the Fremb Fathers of the Society, rc- 
liding in Pekin/ », whole Houfe is near to 
th* o:l.eis k ° ^ 

Near Canton , afipenrr another float- Floating 
ing City in Coats upon the Canal, foi city. 6 
in every one of them whole Families 
live with their Beafts, and Birds, each 
* ot them being as long as a Galley, co- 
ver'd with Boards, or Canes, or elfe with 
Fig leaves, with 1 1 or i2fcveral K>»ms 
in length, to which there is a Commu- 
nication through a boarded Gallery, 
which runs along both fides of them. 

In China a Gentleman cannot go a 
ftep afoot, but mull be carry’d in a 
Chair, to avoid falling into the con- 
tempt of the Cbinefes •, but the Chair is 
to be had at a reafouable rate, and bettfrf 
than thole in Naples. They ufc 110 ftrajk 
fo carry them, but have a piece of Wood ' 
nail’d acrols the two Poles, which they 
lay on their Shoulders bare, lb that it can 
do no hurt by cutting the Flcfb. The 
Cbinefes , will carry a Chair fix Miles for 
a C airline of Naples Mony, which is uoc 
full fix pence. 

Being rclblv'd to go on to Peking , I 
fpokc to the fuperior of the Monaftery 
where I lay, to provide me a faithful 
Servant. He being fubordinate to the 
Fathers of the Sode^-^ivwtcly ac- 
quainted F. Turfjm with it, to Jtncfvv 
his Will, and/fic being an honeft Lom- 
bard bid h let 111c go, whereas t\^P* 
he been <fFe/hygurje , he had certaikly 
obftrn&TO nm Journey. Yet this rify 
Refolution did Xot a little incrcafe the 
jealouTy of the Miflioners, and confirm 
them in the Opinion that I was fent by 
the Pope to enqute privately into the 
divifions in China , lefckvfj was going on 
to the Court. 1 am of^Suwnon fly* 
jcaloufy*facilitated my Journey, which 
otherwife is full of difficulties, becaufe 
the Portuguefe Faiiiers will have no Eu- 
ropean go^tothe Court without their con- 
i’ p fent. 
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fSA/. lent. >After the aforefaid precaution, 
Cemelli. the FatnVj; Superior procur’d me a Chri- 
* 69 %- Ilian Chinefe guides or conductor, who 
was ripe in Years, and hir’d himfelf tor 
a Taes per Month (which is 15 Carlines of 
Naples Coin, or a Noble Sterling) giv- 
ing him four Pieces of Eight earned 
to provide for his Family. Three 
days aftpr he came to acquaint me, that 
he was known and had Relations at the 
Court, and therefore could not cook 
for me, and perform other mean Ser- 
vices, and therefore it would be requi- 


lite, 1 (hould take another, and he woul^ 
be Steward, and provide conveniences ) 
for Travelling. 1 fubmitted to th 
Impolition, becaule of his TruftineiS^ 
the Fathers being lurcties for him, and 
took a Chriftian Servant eighteen Years 
of Age, to drefs Meat, and do 0- 
ther mean Offices, after the rate of a 
piece of Eight a Month, and made him 
buy all neceflaries for my Journey, e- 
ven to Lamps. I deliver’d my Bag- , 
gage tb the Father fuperior, leaving my 
Slave in the Monaftery. 


CHAP. IV. 

"The Author's Voyage to Nanyanfu. 


H Aving made Provifion of Visual, 
1 went aboard with my two Cbi- 
ttcje Servants, on Friday the 26 th late, in 
the Jjjpft Bark, or Packet Boat, fent out 
every three days by the Vice-roy, to 
give the Emperor an account of all that 
happens in the Province, which only he 
and the two prime Minifters can do. 
For three pieces of Eight, I had a good 
convenient Cabbin in that Bark. It let 
not out that Night, waiting to be dift 

f ch’d, which being done we prefent- 
'et Sail on Saturday, about nine in 
Morning. We went out of the 
great Canal of Canton , into another lefs, 
lull of Boats, always in light of Villa- 
ges and Country Houfes, amidft green 
fufcuH Fields. Three hours before Sun fetting. 

City. we came to the City of Fufcian , where 

the Cuftomhouie Officer, who was in a 
Boat, only look’d upon the Mailer of our 
Veflel’s Pafs. The City is two Miles in 
length on both lidcs the Banks, well 
built , but low. The other City ( I 
give it this Name becaule of its great- 
llaltty it is a Village) 
is on the Water, macte^f Boats, the 
^Multitude whereof is .loVreat that it 
aKioft Ihuts up the PafladeoC the Ca- 
mp- Every Town on thfeLarW has an- 
other to anfwer it on the Water, the 
poor People liking to Oive in floating 
Houles on the Canals, which crols all the 
Country. Fufcian isA great Trading 
City, full of ricli^efiops, and the bell 
Webs^the S/rtfiards carry’d over into 
NexojBfunfire made here. It, has a- 
bovijtthQuland Looms for Silks, in each 
of ffprb' inr pieces are made at once. 
There is no Court of Juftice in this place 
but it is fubjed in all things to Canton, 


for which fubordination, it may be call’d 
. a Village, but fuch a one as contains a 
Million of Souls, as all the Fathers, 
Miffioncrs unanimoufly inform’d me. 

Here Night coming on tiie Water-men 
put an end to their Labour, taking their 
reft on the Guard of Xu at, tin. 

Sunday the 28th, we fet out again 
three hours before day, always in light 
of good Villages and T ill’d Grounds, for 
the Chinefes are lo Induftrious, that they 
do not only Till the Plain, but the Moun- 
tains, cutting them out in Aftcnts to low 
them. Before Noon we paft’d by die 
Town of Suetan , feated in a Wood of 
Fruit Trees \ after which wc pafs’d by 
another call’d Sinai:, above a Mile in 
length, both lidcs of the Shore being 
inhabited, and no fewer living on Boats 
upon the Water. We flopp’d at the 
Guard of Suxytan. Five Men row’d all 
this way. It is very Plealaut Travel- 
ling, both the Green Banks appearing as 
a Mau lies in his Bed. 

Monday the 29th, before day wc held 
on our Voyage, meeting at every four *,{j J?* 
Miles the Guards of the Canal, who v 
have a great Boat Mann’d with Fire- 
locks, and a fmall Gun at the head to 
purfue Robbers i the Emperor main- 
taining an infinite number of Souldicrs 
to feenre all the Roads in the Empire, 
keeping Guards at competent diftances. 

Belidcs it is very hard for a Robber to 
efcape \ for if he goes into his own 
Country, he will be apprehended, and 
if he would abfeond elfewherc it is nor 
practicable, becaule the Inhabitants of 
that quarter where be would fettle, will 
not admit him, without ten Families to 
be bound for him, and they will not do 
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,it, unlefs a Man be well known. At 
tGemelL 'Night wc lay in the Town of Zin-jnen- 
l6 m xycn, the Walls whereof are a Mile in 
yimpafs. It is Populous, has good 
Streets, and Shops, and a Suburb On the 
right-hand Shore of a coniiderable length 
abounding in all Things. 

Tucfday , the 30th, the Boat waS 
tow’d along with a Rope, as is ufual, be- 
ta tife the Wind and Stream were con- 
trary. Afternoon we entred between 
vafl: high Mountains, which open’d to 
give way to the Canal. They were ve- 
ry pleafant, green and full of Rivu- 
lets, but the Water is not good. On 
the left hand we left a great Fagod with 
many Houfcs about it, among the green 
Trees, and ferv’d by lifwx.es. Having 
a Mind to cat fomc Fifh (which is not 
(old here, but exchang’d by weight for 
Rite) my Cnine/e Servants, fet it on to 
boil with a Hen, thinking to drefs inc a 
dii.uyDifli, but! threw it into the Ca- 
nal. Having pafs’d the narrow of the 
Mountains, wc lay at Night upon the 
Giuid of ,1 yadieu . Here the Chinefc 
Drum was beaten ail Night, which the 
Cciniiicl did, to (how his Watchfulnefs. 
Wcrhrfdxy the 13th, we went on thro’ ‘ 
places little inhabited, and fpent the 
Night in the middle of the River. 
1 btiifday the firlt of September j the Ca- 
nal making its way through the midlt 
of Mountains we were (haded by them, 
and came at Noon to Tntexyen a finall 
Account of wall'd Town, with a great Suburb. I 
zTigti. went into a Pagod t where there were 
great Idols litting with Whiskers, and 
long Beards, in Royal Robes, and with 
Chinefc Caps on their Heads, which are 
high, the one half Handing up above the 
Head. At the Feet of them was a Sta- 
tue fomewhat lefs, litting after the lame 
manner, but with another fort of Cap, 
and on the lides of this Hood two, as if 
they had been Pages. Without the Pa- 
god was a Statue Handing, which had a 
Devil’s face, holding a Lance, and on 
if s left Hand another with a Casket in 
its Hand refembling an Offering. Fur- 
ther our. were tWo Horfcs fadled, each 
of thorn with a Groom holding him by 
the t^heck. There was alfo a great Drum 
hung, and a Brafs Bell like ours, which 
is Rung at Mid-night, and ufual times of 
Prayer. Wc Hay’d that Night at the 
Guard .and T ow 11 of V injitcan. 

■ Friday the ad, as we pafs’d by a Pa- 
god cut out of the middle of a high 
Rock, the blind Water-men burnt fome. 
Papers, and fet np Lights. The River' 
was winding* and the Boat dravVn with 
Vol. IV. 


a Rope made of fmall Canes, io/fhat we 
advanced but little. Befidey'the Men 
fpent their time in •caking' their Meat 
taking it by turns * for they are fiich 
Gluttons, that they devour their Meat 
twice, firH raw, and then half drefs’d ; 
for one turns and winds it in his hands* 
another cuts it ; one walhcs and ano- 
ther looks as if he would fwallow it. 

Their firH Meal is at break of 6ay, and 
fo they continue every hour, nor have 
they any other God but their Belly. 
Saturday the 3d, wc lay at Night near 
the Guard Pattu. The heat was trou- 
blelbme, which the W ater-mcn increas’d 
letting up lights every Night before a 
little Idol, which was within my Cabbin, 
for which rcafon 1 foon put thgflfcrfau^ 

Sunday thg ^h ^efore Nig htfall. we 
came to Sciau-cbcuju, ILity encompafs’d sdau-cbeu 
by a weak Wall, four Miles , in compals. fit City, 
and enclos'd three parts of it by the Ri- 
ver. It has good Houfes, and Shops af- 
ter the Chinefc fafhion. Monday the 5th, 
after firing fome Chambers, the Man- 
darine of the City came along the fabar 
to take the Air. Before him went two 
Men with Brafs Drums, who gave nine 
flroaks following, two blew Colours, two 
white, two Maces with Dragons beads 
at the ends of them, being the Imperial 
Arms, two Executioners with Staves in 
their Hands, four Mace-bearers, four ci- 
ther Officers with Red and Black Haw 
without Brims, and with two Plumes^ 
hanging, who made a noife to give no- 
tice to the People. Then came the 
Mandarine in a Chair carry’d by four 
Men, with three Umbrclloesonhis lides. 

Ten Servants with Scimitars follow’d 
him, with the Points forwards inflead. 
of the Hilts. That Night we lay near 
the Houles of Tan fit, or Guard of Uyan- 
tan. Tuefday die 6th, we continu’d in 
the midH of the River, having made 
but little way,becaufc the Current was ra- 
pid and agaiuH us, ^ 

Wedntfday the,^ffT, after Night-Tall*’ 
we came to Optankeu, a fmall Village* 
which was ap.'far as the firH Boat wenV 
Here we x>ok- another lefs, betaufe If 
the Currant, aiyJ for want of Water > 
tho’ here two Risers meet. This Boat 
had 700 Stem, or Cbiappas , which make 
apiece of Eighi We fet out im- 
mediately, Hrikingunto the River on 
the right,- and lay atPKght.among a great 
number of Boats. Thnrja'u>\ the 8tb> . 
we continu’d our Voyage withTpore ex- 
pedition, coming at Sun -let, to Tancoy- 
tn \ where bccaufe the River cannot Wa- 
ter ■ the fields, the induftrious Chine fet t 
P p 2 drew 
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drew ftaip by force in a Bucket, two 
GemeJU. Men wor&ng at the Rope •, or elfe 
*$ 9 |* turning a wheel with their Feet, about 
which, and another is one end of a 
Chain of iquar’d Boards, which pa fling 
through a long wooden Trough, one 
end of which is in the River, raifes the 
Water through it, and is convey’d in a 
Channel ^long the Field. A curious in- 
vention, which none but the wonder- 
ful Wit of the Chinefes, could have found 
out. That Night we lay near the fmall 
Place call’d Tmriyen. 

Friday the ptb, I came after Noon to 
Nanysmfn the laft City of the Province 
of Canton on that fide. I went to the 
Church of the Spanifh Fathers Million- 
aMy There though 1 found not the Fa- 
ther, who was gone to thw yillages^of

his Million, I was couiteoufly lecciv’d 

by the Servants, who tteated me in the » Vtnmfu , 

beft manner they could, Nanynnfn is cfy. 

on the right fide of the River, in ? 5 

Degrees of Latitude, and 142 of I.ongi-* 

tude. It ftretches a Mile and a half in 

length, and is but a quarter of a Mile 

in breadth. Having taken a Chair for 

coolnels, I was carry’d about it, and 

found nothing to pleafe the Eyes, bc- 

caufe belides that their Houles ate low, 

there are many decay’d and gone to 

ruin, there being large Gardens within 

the City. There are abundance of 

Shops of Goods and Provifions, this 

place being an unavoidable thorough-fare 

for all Commodities carry’d out of the 

South to the North, or from the North 

to the South.

Thaavay that mujl of necefflty begone ly Land , to take Boat again, and the De- 
fer if t ion of the great Canal of China.

r Y Servants caus’d three Chairs to 
_ be brought betimes on Saturday 
the tenth to the Convent, one for me, 
and two for them. They are very 
Jjght, being made of Cane, even to the 
Koles, becaufe they are to be carry’d o- 
, ' < ver a Craggy Mountain. It is incre- 
Travding dible how nimbly thofe Chair-men tra- 
inaCnair. y C pd, without refting any more than 
three tones all the Journey of 30 Miles, 
trotting five Miles an hour, without the 
eafe of Straps, inftead of which they 
have a hard piece of Wood acrofs, ly- 
ing on thek Necks, which cuts their 
Flelh, but lame of them ufe a Leather 
Collar to five themfelves. The way was 
like a continual Fair, there was fuch a- 
bundance of Goods carry’d along it by 
jgniqpnite* number of Porters, and fo 
many Chairs. Forlhi£bwM ail Merchan- 
dize being carry’d upmk Rivers, and 
Viere being no Communication between 
yads<a.Nanyiinfitand Nangattfk of which 
,4s the greateft Trade of $ie Empire, it is 
earry’d thirty Miles by Land, the Men 
fcrving inftead of ieafts, carrying good 
Burdens, and I may fifoly affirm m this 
Journey I met smn 30000. To feed 
neh a aumbys-ofTeople, the Road is 
« a contimu#row of Villages and Inns, 
Whom fndft Porters dine, fo» the va- 
ft» of a Grain of Nodes Mony, which 
MtheftnalleftCoin. Tne Country where 
Tillable m pfftft Field of Rice, which 


ripens at all times, the land never ly- 
ing fallow. I din’d at Noon in one of 
thofe Inns, and afterwards retted in an- 
other, becaufc of the heat. 1 Jh>’ the 
Mountain for two Miles attending, and 
as far defeending was very ftcep, yet I 
went it in a Chair, becaufc the Men rh.it 
carry’d we were ftrong, and 1 fomewhjc 
indispos’d. One Victn whiitt he was 
Mandarine of Nangaufu made the way 
through this Mountain, but with the al- 
fiftance of him of Nanyunfu, who in like 
manner cut the unpayable Mountain on 
his fide. In return for which good adt 
the Chinefes eredted a Paged in Honour 
of thefe two Mandarines in the Mid- way. 
wi th their Statues, adoring them as Idols, 
Being come off the Mountain and ha- 
ving travel’d two Miles from it, i came 
to Nanganfu. three hours before Night, 
and lodg’d in the Honfc of the Spanijh 
Francifcans , and tho’the Father was not 
there, being gone abroad into the Li- 
berties of his Million, yet the Servants 
complimented me with great Refoedf and 
Submiffion. No Million in Osina is bitter 
than this, maintain’d here by the Chati- 
ty of our fyanijh Monarch, who after be- 
ing at the expence of tooo Pieces of eight 
for fending a Miffioner into China , 
pun&ually, fupplies him with 140 more 
per annum, allowing the Reform’d Fran- 
cifcans for 20 Fathers, tho’ they have 
but 12 there. The feme he docs with 

the 
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<VA^> the Spdnifi Dominicans and AuguJHnians, 
jGenuRLJh ho alio go thither by the way of 
1*954 Manila. The Mony they fave at the 
i/VM years end, they employ in building 
t few Churches, and adorning old j for 
the fineft in Canton , Nanyunfu , and Nan- 
ganfu are thofe of the Spanijh Fathers, who 
keep them very decently. Tho’ tHfc Je- 
liiits in Pelting , Cancheufu, and other Ci- 
ties have Revenues of HoufCs and Lands, 
yet they live very fparingly, when they 
are not punctually reliev'd from Portu- 
gal, they themfelves having told me, 
that the Year before this we fpeak of, 
there were only 25 Tats a MilGoner di- 
ftributed, which is 31 pieces of Eight, 
which cannot iuffice to maintain four or 
five Servants, for thole that have no 
Revenues. Yet thofe of Peking fare 
well. 

Having taken a Chair, I went about 
the City, which is the firft in the Pro- 
vince ofAr««>»j(y,the Mountain dividing the 
two Provinces. It is leated on the right 
Hand of the River, being a Mile in length, 
befides the Suburbs j there are many Vil- 
Mngnitfu lagcs on the other fide. The Houfes 
Clt T* are of Stone, Brick, and Timber, low, 
and ill built, Streets narrow, and the 
Shops not very Rich, tho' here is a great 
Trade; by Land and Water, for it were 
necelTary the River lhould flow with 
Gold, to make that infinite number of 
Inhabitants eafy. 

The great Canal of China, which 
makes that vaft Empire Navigable from 
one end to the other, for the vaft length 
°f a bout 1800 Miles^l ways along Rivers 
.aosu. an( j Q, na | s 1 travel'd one days 
Journey from Nanyunfu to Nanganfu) 
was made by the Command of the Tar- 
tar Prince Xicu, or Chuhlay. For the 
Weftern Tartars having about 400 Years 
finc c Conquer’d China, they fix’d the 
Seat of their Empire at Peking , that 
they, might be more at band to govern 
their Dominions of the Weftern Tartary, 
which begins at the Province of Peking, 
and ftretches out as far as the Mogul’s 
Country) and to Perfia on the Cajpian 
Sea ; and becauie the Northern Provin- 
ces could not furnilh the neceflary Pro- 
vifions for the fupport of that Mighty 
Court, it being at the lame time very 
uncertain to bring them by the Sea, out 
of the South, byreafon of Calms and 
Storms, he employ’d an infinite num- 
ber of People, who with an immcnfc 
Charge, ancf wonderful Induftry, cut a 
Canal acrofs leveral Provinces 3500 
CJw«/e. Furlongs in length, which make 
330 Italian Miles* ThisGanal, as we#- 


to break the current of tht 

to make it the deeper has in fevariTl pla- 
ces 72 Sluces. They have ftnffig wood- 
en Gates which are ftrot at Night, and 
open’d in the Day, for Boats to pals. 
The pafiage through them is generally 
eafy, but there are ibme few Difficult 
and Dangerous, efpecially that they call 
Tien-Ficha, that is, The Queen or Lady of 
Heaven , to exprels its extraord ina ry 
height. When the Boats go againft the 
Stream, and are come to the foot of 
this Sluce, they are tow’d with leveral 
Ropes by four, or five hundred Men, 
faftning ftrong Cables to Stone Pillars, 
in cafe the Ropes lhould not anfwer. 
Being thus iecur’d they all begin gently 
to draw the Boat by beat of Drum, and 
then make all th e hafte they rip, TitiilflT 
fhc-is in thg»1ffBhar | parr 
to bring her at one pull out of Danger, 
and into the Handing Water. They 
go down with much precaution , but 
. more Danger •, faftning Cords to the 
ftern of the Boat, which they let run 
gently, whilft others with long Poles, 
food with Iron keep them from dalh- 
ing againft the Banks. This Canal be- 
gins at the City Tan-cheU, eight Miles 
from Peking , where there is a River 
whofe Stream is follow’d till it falls into 
another River near the Sea, which they^ 
run up for fome Days. Next they come , 
into a Canal made by Art, and after , 
failing 70 Miles, there is a Pagod, call’dt 
Fuen-xieu-miao , that is, the Temple of the' 
Spirit, which divides the Waters ; be- 
caufe here the Waters make no oppofi- 
tion, but they run along it only with 
the help of Oars. This Water comes 
from a Lake Eaft wards through a Canal, 
cut by the Chinefes , through a Mountain 
flopping the natural courle of the Ri- 
ver, and conveying it fo artificially to 
this Pagod, that when it comes over a- 
gainft it, one half runs North, and 
the other half South. The Canal in fome 
places runs within the City, and in o,r. 
thers along the W«nis. It erodes part of 
the Province of Peking, all that of Xan- 
tung, and afcr entring that of Nankin/ 
falls into this rapid River, which' tl. I 
Chinefes call, the yellow River j on whiclr 
there is not two days Sail, and then 
they enter into .another River , up 
which they run a Mile, at the end where-

S Vnday the nth, 1 found my felf fo 
weak, by rcalbn of a loofncft, that 
1 could not fee out, tho’ the Boat was 
ready . Monday the nth, I went aboard, 
and the Boat immediately fee out with 
the Stream, amidft vaft high Mountains, 
the City of Nanganfu being at the Foot 
tfi'TSrfeU-’U round befet by them. At 
Sun fet vet ayk' village of 5 ?»- 
Srimutt- maun. TuefcL ly the 13th, getting OUt of 
the confinement of the Mountains, we 
met many Boats, which were fomc hin- 
drance to us, becaufe of the narrow nefs 
of the Channel, fo that wc could make 
butjjttlc way. Yet we came at Night 
to lye at the Town of Sinchin , whofe 
Wall is above half a Mile in compafs, 
with a little Suburb on one lidc/ Wed’ 
nefday the i+rh, three Hours before 
A.r» Night, wc pafs’d by Nan-can-xien , fcat- 
xioi, rd on the left Hand of the River. It is 
a Mile long, With Suburbs on the oppo- 
site Bank •, in Europe it would be ac- 
Minted a City, but the Chinejts call’d it 
"a Bo!ongb,tho’encompafs’d with a Wall. 
There are good Shops, and it is Popu- 
lous. As we were paffing, a Mandarine 
went into a fine Boat, cover’d, and 
painted, with the Muiick of Pipes and 
Drums, and firing of fome fmall Guns- 
At Night wc lay by at T*w/«, or Guard 
of Sint an. Thurfday 15th, we pafs’d 
, the Night at Xuancheu t where fell the 
vk. j^ a j n ^ f] Qce | came j nt0 china. 

Friday the 16th, we came in early to 
. , the City Cancheufa , where as in all other 
cir;.*^ -ttities of this Empirc, there are very 
AntientTowers, ontlwHillsandMoun- 
^jains, which the Chincfo*. call Pant a. 
Tjtoy are about 1 50 Spans,. Owbout 1 1 z 
gpot fiigh, fomc more. They end at top 
fin a lor.g Stone cut in Knots, and arc 
{’ Hexagons, or Octogons. That of this 
) City had 9 Stories, or Cornilhes, and 6 
iWindows to every orfc to look out on 
f] (ides. The Chinjfts vary in Opinion 
as to the rntpatrdf building them \ fome 
“feying tjjry vr^re for Watch Towers, 
placing Ccntinels in them, in 'time of 
need, to give notice to the Citizens of 
fee approach of any Enemy. Others 1 


affirm every City built them to make 
their Obfervations in Sooth-laying \ but 
1 am Of Opinion the main deiign of the 
Builders, was to beautify the Cities, 
they being for the molt part about the 
Gates, and in light of thofe that go in. 
I thought to have fet out foon, but the 
ill cuftorn of China , made me ltay a day, 
for the Cuftom-houle Officer to fearch 
the Boat, who ulcs to fearch but once a 
day, two hours after Sun-riling, lb that 
the Boats which come in later, mult flay 
. till the next day. I went to lee the 
Church of the French Jefuits , which is 
linall but well adorn’d, and the Houfe 
convenient for one Religious Man at- 
tended by cighs Servants. I found not 
the Superior at home, he being gone to 
fome Sick Chriftians. The City is fcat- 
ed on the Plain of the great Hill, is 
beautiful, and has good rich Shops. 
About it is a Wall, and oppolitc to it 
Suburbs on the further Bank. The Hou- 
fes arc very good after the Country fa- 
Ihion, the Streets well pav’d and ftrait. 

1 plainly perceiv’d whataFolly I was guil- 
ty of in wandering through flrange 
Countries, with two Chine/e Servants, 
whom I neither knew nor underftood; 
yet having refolv’d to go round the 
World, 1 was oblig’d to go on without 
apprehending any Danger or Misfor- 
tune that might happen, there being no 
other way of Travelling, if a Man has 
the Curiollty to fee and obferve things 
himfclf. I would have chang’d my 
Principal Servant in this place, becaufe 
he was fomewhat bold ; but was told I 
mult bear with him, by realon I might 
light of another, than might prove 3 
Thief and worlc. 

Saturday 17th, after the Difcharge of 
three Chambers, the 1 two MandarinA of 
the Gultoni-Houfe came to clear the 
Boats. They late as it were in Judg- 
ment under a Baracb, or Shet on the 
River, where there were three Boats 
well cover’d, with two great, and ten 
fmall Colours, at each of which hung 
Horfe-Tails, and Mains dy’d Red. Ha- 
ving done their Duty, they gave et leave

,rov-0.to depart. We fct out two Hours be- 
Ccmcll\ fore Noon. Our way was along a rocky 
1095.* River, where the Boat was in Danger, 
V'VNJ ftut the Banks were well inhabited. At 
Night we came to the Guard, or Village 
tfsucbin. of JtHchin. Sunday 1 8th, continuing our 
Voyage along the lame River ftill rocky, 
three Hours before Night we left on 
Ctmpxn- the right Shore Guanganxitn , a City en- 
•xuiu rompafi’d with a Wall near a Mile a- 
lout, and almoft Square. It was late 
p - J}; . when we ume to Pecianzjtn, a Town on 
the right hand Shore •, another call’d 
s.unrku. Sciaitcheu , being on the oppolite bank. 

It was hard to reckon the Miles we 
went, becaufe the Boat went flow, and 
there was but one or two Oars us’d, one 
at the Stern, and another on the fide, 
which play’d in the Water without ever 
being taken out of it. This the Portu- 
gurfes call Li r> Lioj and the Chinefes in 
that I’roviu- e y.tttnn. Bcfidcs, the River 
had many winding, fo that we had dou- 
ble ihc way to go. The Chinefes mcafure 
it by Lij, etch of which is 260 Paces, 

1 3 of them m iking a Spanijh League. 

Monday loth, about Noon I fa won 
Ti.-x'.xlr-:. tj lc i c f c hand Shore the Town of 7 ‘ayx- 
oxien, enclos’d by a good Wall a Mile 
in length, with two Towers on the 
fidcs, and another two Miles off We 
lay at the Guard of the Village of Tun- 
7 unchirp u chinpa. Titcfday 20th, early we pafs’d 
.. . by a great Village call’d Chianciatu, on 

mneuvu t j JC r jgjj t hand fide of the River, oppo- 

i\j,hut.u fite to which was another call’d Pefcbi- 
ata. After which I faw many more, 
•/««/«. particularly Junftt. After Noon wc came 
f'i-ibinlu 10 Fignanfu, where F. Gregory Ibanez of 
City. Valencia, and Mifiioncr ot the Fraud ) - 
ram fending his Chair for me, I went to 
his Houfe, where I refted that Day and 
Night, all the Chine fe Chriftians coming 
to iec me. This Houle had been Bought 
lour Years before, nor was there any 
Church Built as yet, but Mals was faid 
in a little Chappel. This City is on the 
left of the River, and large, being a 
League long including the South Suburb. 
About it is a good Wall, and the Streets 
and Shops arc good. F. Ibanez, told tnc, 
That the Chixen, Or Mandarine of Ju- 
fticfc had put out an Order, forbidding 
the Worfliip of Idols, and had but a few 
Days before Baftinado’d five 'Bonnet , and 
made another Kneel a whole Day in the 
Sun, for not having obtain’d Rain of their 
Idols, as they had Boafted they could. 

Setting ont late on Wednesday 21ft, 
we left .a good wall'd Town on the right 
t 0 chiujx- band fide of the River, it is Call’d Kif- 
•*» ' cbiuyxtcn , becaufe another River falls 


into that we were upon. Thp^Night 
we lay at the Guard of Z/tchUnian. ztnebi* 
Thurfday 2 2d, we left the Town ot nm. 
Shiakianxicn on the left, where a long sbiakiin - 
Wall begins in the South, and riling up »**• 
a high Mountain, runs along feveral 
Mountains bate of Trees, and winding 
on the other fide, goes down again ft the 
North, being above four Miles ig length, 
and all to no purpofe, there being no 
Habitation on thole Mountains. Yet i 
judg’d that great Structure might be 
made to (hut up the Cattle on the Moun- 
tain in time of War. Upon the River 
is an infinite number of Boats, which 
ferve for all forts of Carriage, the Build*, 
ing and Hire of them being both Cheap ; 
for they are made of Planks, 
totfc t h e r, and co- 

ver'd with Canes carefully fplit, of 
which they alfo make Sails, Cordage, 
aacl Malts, China abounding in them, 

2nd there being abundance of Timber 
faltned together, drawn along this Ri- 
ver. Every Man here is employ’d to 
get his Living either on the LancTor 
Water, and they apply themfclvcs to it 
fo Indnltrioufly, that the very Europeans 
admire the variety of their Workman- 
lhip, and their Inventions for Filhing, Filjung 
for befides all ours, which they ufe, thto cbini ‘ 
have others peculiar to themfelves ; is, 
for lnftance, the making fmall Wood* 
of little T 1 ecs in the middle of the R^* 
ver, thus drawing the Filh to the Shade;*, 
to enclofe them in Walls of Canes, and. 
fo catch them. They alfo catch abun- 
dance of Birds, which they call Lttgzu, 
and arc Sea Crows •, thefe diving under 
Water take fmall, and great Filh, put- 
ting out their Eyes with their Beaks j 
but they can only fwallow the fmalleil, 
becaufe the Ingenious Chinefes , tic a 
String about their Necks, which will 
not allow them to open to fwallow the 
larger, and fo they take them. This is 
a very pleafant pay of Filhing, and 
much us’d in, China ; every hither- Man 
keeping feveral Birds for this purpofc# 
without any Charge. Others employ 
themfelves in the fame River near a|ic 
City, in lifting the Sand to rake up Silk 
ver, Brafs, or Iron, for it is not abovtn 
ten Years fince the Coin call’d Zien, 0/ Coin.

Had v jpp 
he been willing to come into Europe , I 
wbuld have brought him with all my 
Heart to ferve me, for I was never fo 
•Well waited on by any European. All 
Meat in China is drefs’d with Hogs Lard, 

."for they ufe no Butter, nor Oil, tho’ it 
be on Friday or Saturday \ becaufe there 
is no Oil of Olives, but of Rape, or 
other Seeds to burn in Lamps, or in 
Cookery by fome very poor Body. The 


Yet 1 lay in the Houfe till all Things 
were provided to go on. The Church is 
fmall, and the Houfe convenient. This 
City and Province is govern’d by a Vicc- 
Roy, and fevcral Courts. It is very 
large, but in the upper part there are 
Fields and Gardens, for want of Inhabi- 
tants ; and yet it is troublelome going 
along the Streets bccaufe of the Throng. 
The Shops arc Rich, after the Cbinefe 
Fafhion, the Streets ftrait, and pav’d, 
but it is in vain to look for flatcly Stru- 
ctures here, or in other Pairs of China, 
‘for as clic Cities here arc all Built by 
o^ne Model, lb all the Houles are flat, 
low, and made of Brick, and Mud, there 
lacing very few of Stone. T hey have 
“ w Windows to the Street, but receive 
m the Court, about which all the 
built. On the River there 
is anopj^City in the Boats of Water- 
men to Trayel about, and of Filher-men 
that live by that Calling. The Manda- 
rines have ltately Boats, with the Stem 
as high as a Ship, and with feveral Rooms 
in them, curioufly Painted and Gilt, as 
wide below as abovc,to taketheir Pleafurc 
upon the River. In thofe Boats there 
are many Poles with red Hoife Tails 


Wind abating, we continu’d our Voyage hanging at them, and Drums and Pipes \ 
on Saturday 24th, through a Country by the number of which things is known 
well Peopled, and having pafs’d by the the quality of him that is within. 


CHAP. VII. 

Aeoutinudtion of the ft{ oyage to Nanking. 


f Eing weary of going'by Water, I 
rclolv’d to hire Mules, to Peking , 
^-Fathers of the Society ufe to do, 
n they come to this place, for there 
> coming hither any other way but 
Vater *, but 1 could not find convc- 
Jiency further than to Nanking , fo that I 
ws forced to take smother Boat, which 
v <pll me dear, becauie of the extravagant 
^Outy the^ater-men pay at Fucheu, which 
is not according to the Goods,* but the 
bignels of the Boat, tho’ it be empty ; 
fo that the Pafiengcrs pay for all, the 
Water-men making their account before 
itiww harffs!k„ ito make fure of a good 


Voyage. They would not take under 7 
Leans and a half, which makes ten peiccs 
of Eight and an half for fix days Journey ; 
tho’ 1 had not paid lb much for above a 
Months Travel from Canton to Nawhi- 
attfu , where I had three feveral Boats, 
and the Chairs. Tuefday 27th, 1 went to 
lie aboard for coolucfs , and fet out 
Wednefday 28th before Day, lyiug at 
Night at a Country Houfe call’d Cheutu. 
Thurfday 29th, we advanced Icarce a Mile, 
by realon of the North Wind. Friday 
the tail day of the Month , the lame 
Wind continuing we made four' Miles, 

with 
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with much Difficulty, and lay at the 
' Cemelli . Guard of Sancheu. 



The Wind cealing, we fet out be- 
.ymes on Saturday the firft of OEtobcr i 
and came to the Town of Ken, which is 
on the left of the River, and moil of the 


Houfes are Built of Timber and Canes. 


Here all the Purcellane is ihipp’d off for 
the Kingdom, and for Exportation, the 
illicit of all China, being that of the Ci- 
ty of Jeacheu , in the Province of Kiangfi , 
which is brought to be Shipp’d here. 
Put it mult be obferv’d. That the Clay 
is brought from another Place to Joacheu, 
after it has been there bury’d almoft an 
Age in fubterraneous Wells, becaufe of 
the Air and Water of that Place for 
where the Clay is dug the Work proves 
not io fine. The Colouring we fee in 
the faid Purcellane is not Superficial, but 
after being laid on is cover’d with the 
fame tranfparcnt Matter. The Wind 
riling again before Noon, we went away 
to Kinki, a fmall Village on the left of the* 
River, where it fpreads a great breadth, 
leaving many Pools about it. Sunday 2d, 
fetting out betimes, we went upon a ipa- 
cious Lake made by the River, where 
after fome Hours, we left the City Nan- 
Ntmtnju. ta „f u 0I1 t | ie j c f t Hand. It is feated at 
the foot of the Mountains, and tho’ not 
very large is enclos’d with a Wall. The 
North Wind blowing again at Noon, 
we went afhorc at the Guard and Village 
of Si eft an. Tiic Voyage to Nanking is 
troubiefomc in this Scal‘011, for the Boats 
do not make above eight Miles a Day. 
Monday 3d, having oblig'd the Water- 
Men to let out by force, the contrary 
Wind oblig’d me to turn back with 20 
other Boats. In the mean while the Chi- 


nefes went about gathering round Peb- 
bles in the Sand, to make ufe of in 
Shooting, iuitcad of Shot. 

Fucheu, or T/ 'uefday 4th, we fet out betimes, and 

Xucbeu. pafs’d by the Village of Tacutan , a lit- 
tle beyond which Place on a Rock, in 
the middle of the River is a high Pyra- 
mid, with a Pagod by it. After Noon 
wc came to Fucheu , or Xucheu , as others 
call it, where we were forced to ilay, 
to have the Boat fearch’d by the Man- 
darine, or Cuftomer. This Town is on 
the right of the River, in ihape like an 
Arm, Ihut up by the River .and Moun- 
tains for two Miles. It abounds in all 


Things, has good Shops, and Streets well 
pav'd, and is enclos’d by a Wall, not 
only towards the River and Mountains ; 
but on the outfide a Wall runs encom- 
palfing the top of the Mountain, and 
taking in fome Miles of craggy Ground

between the two ends oN*ff5 Xdftii 
This is the firft place in the Province of 
Nanking. Wednesday 5th, afee/a flouriih 
of Mulick, and firing threeGuns, ap- 
pear’d the Attendance of the Cuftomers 
Mandarines, with feveral Tablets, on 
which were Chinefe Characters, carry’d 
by their Officers and Servants, with 
Flags, Maces, and Chains dragging along 
the Ground, and with limbrcUocs, and 
other Eniigns of the Country. Above 
iixty Men carry’d them by two and two, 
the Chinefe Drum beating now and then. 
In the raidit of this Company came the 
firft Mandarine, carry’d in an open Chair 
by eight Men, and at the end of the 
Proccflion came another of greater Ac- 
count in a cover’d Chair, carry’d by o- 
ther eightMgm As they pafs’dahrCffuu- 
try, People hcTfr initlwir .Llfeds flaming 
Sticks of fweet Compoiitions, fuch as 
they burn in the Pagods of the Idols 
call’d Xian , and kuecliug, bow’d with 
their Foreheads down to the Ground, in 
token of Refpedh To lav the Truth, 
the Chinefes in Grandeur, and 
exceed all other Nations, every ■>-* 
maintaining his Dignity with much Ex- 
pence. Moil of thei'e Men here menti- 
on’d are fix’d in thole Employments, 
continuing in the Cuitoin-Houfe, tho’ 
the Mandarine be chang’d, becauie thW 
are paid by the King. Thefe two MaA 
darines late them down in a high Gallery’ 
on the Brink of the River. The fir^t 
was at the end oi the Table, and thd" • 
other at the fide. There were about 
forty Boats to bo vilited, which parting, 
one by one under the Gallery, were there 
view’d by the Cullom-Houfe Boat, and 
the Officers in it gave the Mailer’s Name 
to tlioic above, and ihe Mandarine Tax’d 
it by Eye according to its Bulk, without 
any further Inquiry. Thole inferior Offi- 
cers of the Cuilom-Houie had a little 
Cloth before their Stomach, hanging a- 
bout the Neck, and ty’d to the Side, on 
which were four Chinefe Characters. The 
Mailer of my Boat, to the end he might 
be Tax’d low, took down all the coven . j 
ing, leaving only the bare Body qf p 
Boat, and covering the Boards that nuNe 
the Cabbin with Canes. The Cuftomeih 
here pays i 00000 Leans, that is, 1 25000! 
Pieces of Eight for only a ten Month* I 
Farm. The River being very deep bti 
fore this Town, there is a great Fiihey 
manag’d by feveral cunning Contrivance^/ 
There are Nets ftretch’d ourepon fotwl 
crooked Staves, which they fink, and v 
draw up by a Pod fa lined in the Ground. 
In the midft of it is a Well, that the 
Q. q Filh 
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rvA/O Filfrcjnartrf^may not get out, and being 
Gemt Hi. large t^es a great deal, for the Filher- 
19b 5 * Man Sleep? in a Cottage dofe by, to 
lofe no Time. With another fort of 
Nets they take a kind of Filh that weighs 
above 200 Pounds. The Chinefes call it 
Xuarryu. It is much Fatter than our Tun- 
ny Filh, but hard. The Market is always 
well ftor’d with this and other forts. 

Having got our Difpatch from the 
Cuftomer, my Boat alone, becaufe it was 
empty, fct out a little before Noon. We 
turn’d it up with the lame North- wind, 
becaufe it was not there fo full againft 
us, and the River was wide enough, be- 
caufe at Xucheu , the great River Kim 
meets it, after having water’d the Pro- 
vince of Suchuen , and running near Nan- 
king TTJfe; -it felf in theSgs v We w£T e 
benighted a Irriall Place 

leated in a bending of the River, where 
there is a number of Filher-Men, who 
fit turning a Wheel, with which they 
lower, and hoift a Net, which they call 
Panyu \ from which they afterwards draw 
the^ilh with great eafe with a Cord, 
making if fall into the Well, where 
they find it Alive at Night. This is a 
troublelome Journey to an European, who 
is not us’d to Eat the Chinefe Rice half 
boil’d, which among thofe People lerves 
bt)th for Bread and Meat •, for they do 
not make Bread of Corn, but only Su- 
^ar-Cakes and Vermicelli , which is the 
»afon Corn is fo Cheap, that you may 
''Buy as much for three Carlines of the 
Mony of Naples , which is lefs than x 8 
Pence, as will ferve a Man a Month. I 
caus’d Biskets to be made to ferve upon 
my Voyage, but fometiimes I wanted, 
and was forced to get my Servants to 
make me Cakes, becaufe the Rice ftew’d 
dry, as is us’d there, without any fca- 
foning did not agree with my Stomach. 

1 tieti. Thurfday <sth, we pafs’d by the Town 

of Xien, feated at the foot of high 
Mountains, on the right of the River. 
The Wall of this Place alfb runs along 
the tops of the Mountains, as has been 
of the others -, which Wall having 
enjos’d it for a vaft difiance, ends near 
the River. A Mile further, in the midft 
fif the River is a high and craggy Rock, 
bn which ftands a Pagod call’d Seucufhian j 
^0 which all the Boats that pafs by burn 
l\r fumes, and Frankincenfe, and lome 
cnMr’d Papers. At'Night we took up 
'^/ar 'Qparters in the Town of Tun-lyu- 


xien , on the right of the River, which, 
tho’ open, has a Wall hard by it two 
Miles in compafs, and is a Place to re- . 
tire to, there being Loop-Holes aboi]p. 
it to make a Defence. Friday 7th, con- 
tinuing our Way by realon of the width 
of the River, we came foon after Noon 
to Xan-kinfu , a City on chc left or the ; 
River, a Mile in length, and half a Mile 
in breadth, its Suburb is two Miles in 
length, and has good Houfes, and not 
far from it is another little Suburb after * 
the manner of a Village. Whaifoever 
is Sold about the Streets, is known by 
the Noife or Sound made without the 
Sellers troubling himfelf to Cry it. The 
fame other Handicrafts do, every one of 
them founding a feveral Infirument. For 
Infiance, the Barbers carry about a whole 
Shop on a Pole, hanging the Pan with 
the Fire, and the Baion at one end, and 
at the other a Stool to lit down, and the 
other Ncccllaries, and are known by 
playing on a pair of Tongs. So other 
Trades in their feveral ways. All the 
reft of the Day we ftay’d at Nankinfu , 
becaule of the Lake of Kiangft, which 
the Boats mult go over in good Weather. 

Saturday 8th, we came to the Village of 
Jeuchiakem. Sunday 9th, proceeding a- 
long between Banks well Peopled, we 
left the Town of Fukien on the right, Tukiett. 
which is large enough, and has a good 
Harbour made by a Bay in the River. 

We came late to Vxufhien , a great City, Vxujh ien. 
on the right of the River, with a good 
Harbour, where the Cuitom-Houfe Offi- 
cers fearch’d our Boat narrowly ; after 
which we went a few Miles, and lay at 
Night under one of the Banks of the 
River. Monday x oth, the fame Wind 
continuing Boifierous, we were oblig’d 
to ftay at the Town of Zaijjhi. Setting 
out early on Tuefday nth, we arriv’d 
four Hours before Night in the great 
Suburb of Nanking. Here the Cuftom- 
Houfe Officers fearch’d our Boat, but not 
over ftridtly. ffaving taken a Chair, I 
went in it fom£ Miles to the Houfe of 
Monfignior d'Argoli , a Venetian , Bilhop of 
Nanking , by whom I was Courteoufly 
receiv’d. This Prelate is appointed by 
the Congregation, de propaganda Fide, 
with two other reform’d Francifcms , 
which wer^F. Frantis of Lioneffd , a Pro- 
vince of Abruuyo, and F. BafiL, a Vene- 
tian, who very Charitably ferv’d the 
Chriftians.

Having ask’d 
theaforelaid Prelate concerning the num- 
ber of Inhabitants of that vaft City, he 
anfwcr’d, that feveral Mandarines had 
told him there had been eight Millions of 
Doors or Honfes counted in order to 
p y the Taxes, and allowing but four 
souls to every Houfc, they would as 
that Prelate faid, make thirty two Milli- 
b^oTin* 00801 Souls; which 1 thought incredible, 
habitant?. an< * ^crefore believing it falie, tho it 
cam:- from the Mouth of an Apoftolick 
Muiioncr of the reform’d Order of S. 
Francis , and Bilhop of that fame City, 
when. I came afterwards to Peking , 1 had 
a mjnd to hear the Opinions ot the Far 
thers of that Court, and telling them 
the vail: number of People that Prelate 
had fpoke of, F. Offono a Portuguese an- 
fwer'd, 1 ought not to look upon it as a 
Fable, becauiea French Father of the So- 
ciety palling through Nanking Ibme few 
Years before, and being aftoniih’d at 
that infinite Multitude of People faid, 
that the City and Suburbs contain’d more 
Vol. IV.

Chinefes making little account of them, 
bccaufc their other Fruits are more deli- 
cious to them. In the lame Garden is 
an Excellent Filh Pond, where the Filh 
live upon Herbs thrown in to them. 
The Jcfuits have a good Church at Nan- 
king, where at that time was a Sicilian 
Father, and a Chinrfc. 

A va ft r l hit [day the i jth, taking a Chair in 
Bell.* the Morning, l went to fee two wonder- 

ful Bells. One was in the Cimn-lcu fal- 
len to the Ground by its vail weight, its 
height 1 1 Foot, its Diameter feven in- 
cluding the thitknefs, the outward Cir- 
cumference 22 Foot, which contracted 
gradually to half the height, where it 
again extended. The thickncfs of the 
Metal was lix Inches and a half. The 
weight including that of the Clapper, as 
1 was rold, and believe to be true, 50000 
Pounds, which is double that of the fa- 
mous Bell of Erfort, which F. lurcher 
calls the biggcHBcll in the World. They 
told me it was very antient, and account- 
ed fuch three hundred Years before, and 
that tailing down there was never care 
taken to replace it.

There I law another In- 
feription in honour of the Emperor, e- 
reded the fccond time he went thither, 
which was within a great Hall newly 
Built after the falhion of that Country. 

It was Carv’d on a black Stone, with 
Hieroglyphicks, not cut into fhe Stone 
as is ulual among us, but rais’d above 
the fuperficies of it, which among them 
is common in all their Scones. They 
told me the Emperor had given them 
thofe Characters with his own Hand to 
be Carv’d there. 

On this Hill Hood a Pagod call’d Cimi- a rjrcU 
mian , with two other little Pagodsssxi the

One went 
before with a fort of Cope on his Shoul- 
ders, next came another with a black 
Cap on his Head flat on the iidcs, and a 
Chinefc Crown in his Hand. The Bonzjos 
follow'd by two and two, ringing a lit- 
tle Bell with a Hammer, or a wooden 
Inrtrument, and Singing in a low Tone. 
They went into the lower part of the 
Tower, and fetching two Rounds about 
At, ador’d the Idols that were in it. 

/ Next, they went into the third Court, 
f and into the Pagod, which is in the midft 
of their- furtheit Apartmeuts, where the 
chief Idol is like a Bacchus , who lits, as 
if he Laugh’d. There are other Pagods 
and Idols in that Place, which are not 
here let down for fear of cloying the 
Reader. 

F.mpsror’j After Dinner, 1 went to fee the T omb 
Tomb, of the firft Emperor of the Family of * 
Minciau. It is without the City on a 
Mountain, guarded by Eunuchs, who 
there lead a Religions Life. It con/ilfs 
of a great Hall handlomly cover’d, with 
a Place like a Tribune or Gallery in it, 
where that Emperor’s Pi&ure is kept 
lock’d up. The Tomb is in a Grot dug 
in the Mountain, and the Entrance kept 
Ihut. Monfignior d'Argoli, the Bilhop told 
roe, That°if 1 flay’d in Nanking till a 
Burying Day, which the Altrologcrs 
pitch upon as fortunate for that Function, 

I fliould fee fcveral thoufand Tombs car- 
ry’d ■, for the Cinnefes do not only tnake 
them in their Life time of ftrongWood, 
and half a Span thick, meafuring them- 
fclves in them to fee whether they can 
lie at Eafe, but after they are Dead, the 
Bodies are kept lome time in the Houfe 
ihut up in thofe Tombs, till the Aftrolo- 
gei* appoint the Day for Burying them. 
Some delaying this mournful Office, for 
want of Means, it being perform'd with 
great Pomp and Coll. 

Human He that goes along the Streets in Nan- 
Dung fold, king, ought to keep his Nofe well flopp’d, 
for he’ll often meet with Porters carry- 
ing Tubs full of Ordure to Manure their 
Orchards j for being in want of the Dung 
of Hearts, they are fain to make ufe of 
Mans, which the Gardiners fgy for ei- 
ther in Greens, Vinegar, or Mony giv- 
ing a better Price for chat which is come 
of Flefh, than that of Filh, which they 
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know by tailing it with their Tongue. 
Nothing is more frequent On the River 
than Boats loaded with thaPFiltb, and 
if a Man has the Misfortune to be catdi’d 
among thofe Boats, he’s almoft flirt’d. 

Along the Roads there are convene ut 
Places whitened, with Seats, and cover'd, 
to invite PafTengers to alight and Eafe 
themfelvcs, there being a great Earthen 
Veflel under it, that nothing Tnay be 
loft. Tho’ the Chinefes ufe this Method 
to Manure their Land, which is ofTcJb-e 
to the Nofe, yet their Streets are not fo 
Dirty as ours in Europe , by the continual 
palling of fo many Beafts ; for there are 
no Swine to be feen about the Streets of 
the City, or in the Fields, tho’ the Chi- 
nefes devour a vaft Number, 5 or 6000 
bei »ifcSlaiig.hter. , d every Day ip Nanking, 
befides the Cows ttte’30tfih' , Eat, and the 
Goats the Soldiers Eat. Private Pcrfons 
furnilh this mighty Shambles, for there 
is no poor Body but what breeds Swine 
in his Houfe, or Boat, which he fells 
when the time conics 10 j ay the Tfien - 
lean, or Tribute to the Emperor, or tip- 
on any other Exigency ; the Fldh of 
them being lb good, that it is given to 
the Sick. During all this time, Monfig- 
nor d' Argoli , ana the two Fathers his 
Companions endeavour’d to perfuadc me 
not to go to Peking , becaufe the Porta- 
guefe fefuits would nave no European look 
into the State ot that Court, and if l went 
thither they would certainly do me fome 
ill Office. I anfwer’d, 1 went not to pry 
into the Affairs of their Millions, but 
only out of Curiofity to fee that great 
Court, and therefore i fear’d nothing, 
for 1 would go take up my Abode iu the 
Convent of thofe Fathers. Ac length, 
perceiving they could not alter my Rc- 
folution, they took care to provide what 
was neceflary for my Voyage. I might 
have gone on by Water within half a 
Days Joui ney of Peksng , but it is a great 
way about, wherefore all People Tra- 
velling from Nanking by Land, I refolv'd 
to do the lame.

was at firft, and lyes as hard as a Stone 
on the Stomach. Other Holts give 
their Guefts thioCakes of DewgfiT 55 ird, 
to eat. To make fome amends for the 
want of Rice, they life their Taufu, which 
is boil’d, a Mcfs of Kidney Beans, which 
with him is a dainty, for this wretched r 
Sauce they ufe to dip their Meat in. They 
make it of white Kidney Beans pound- 
ecT, and made into a Pafte, the North a- 
bounding in them ; they allb make it of 
Wheat, and other Ingredients. 

Wednefday 26th, we eat a bit betimes 
at Kiay-xoy^ and about Evening went out 
through the fmall Town ot Zuxien , 
which has a Wall about it. In the Su- 
burb is a large Iquare Structure, and 
within it fcvcral Pagods with Boonz.cs. 
The Idols are of fo many Monltrous 
lhapes, that it would be tedious to re- 
late the Fables they tell of them. There 
is a good Garden with tall Trees. At 
Night we came to the Town of Tuntan - 
tietiy having travell’d 30 days. I count 
by Miles, and not by Lys , as the Chine- 
fes do, to oblerve the better method ; for 
in tome Provinces thofe are of 260 Pa- 
ces, and in others more, or lefs. Thurs- 
day 27th, early, we pafs’d through the 
tfetiiiefu City jenhefity of the Province of Xan- 
citY - sung. It is feated in a Plain like all the 
reft, for the Chinefet do not build on 
Hills. The Walls extend four Miles 
fouare, and there is a noble Stone Bridge 
Jwe din’d in the fmall Town of CauxiOy 
and lay after 30 Miles travel, in the Sub- 
urb of the Town of Vuen-Jhian-flhen. 
The Town is not well peopled within 
L the Walls which are 3 Miles about, there 
?being Gardcus and Fields within them. 

( Friday 28th, we refted in the Suburb of 
«the Town of Tun-pin-kieuy and palling 
through, found it a Mile and a half in 
length, and a Mile in breadth, but there 
are many Fields and ruin’d Houfes in it 
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the reft are of Brick , and Thatch'd. 
The Walls are of Earth. Having rode 
30 Miles, we lay that Night at Kieuxitnt 
a fmall Town. Saturday 29th, cut. '.it* 
break of Day , we went through the 
Town of Tungofhia , encom pafs’d with a 
long Mud Wall, buc ill peopled. Then 
we crofs’d the River Tango in a Boat, 
the Bridge being broke, and din’d at 
Tun-cheny. That Night we took up at 
Shipinxieriy having rode 34 Miles. There 
beng no Mountains all this way, to bury , 
the dead on, the Chinefet Plant lqui;e 
fpots of Cyprus or other Trees in th^ 
Plain, and place the Tomb in the midft,\ 
covering them with heaps of Earth. At’ 
Night there is a Centinel in the Inn, con- 
tinually ftriking two pieces of Wood, 
one againft another for a iign, which 
makes Travellers not fleep very found. 
Sunday 30th, we din’d in the Town of 
Sim ten ; and then palling through that of 
Cainanceuy which has a Mud Wall, and 
is thinly inhabited, we came at Night to 
Jau-chiaen , alter a Journey of 30 Miles. 
Monday 31ft, betimes we pais’d through 
the Town of Ghiuxianay enclos’d with 
a large Wall, and ill inhabited. Before 
Noon we diu’d in the Town of Cnjlnpo. 
Next we came to that call’d Fathio , wiuJj 
by reafon of the convcnicncy of the Ri- 
ver, is well peopled within a Wall 3 
Miles in compafs, and better in its Sub- 
urbs, where there are good handibmc o- 
pen places, and Shops ftor’d with all forts 
of Commodities of the Country, and 
Provifions. We there crofs’d the River 
in a Boat, which isfeldom paid for, the 
Watermen being kept by the City. At 
this River begins the Province of Peking. 
After a Journey of 34 Miles, wc lodg'd 
at Night in the Town of Liuchi-miau. 

In this Journey 1 found Afl’es, who when 
they have gone their Stage, will not ftir 
a ftep further, tho’ you beat them to 
Death ; juft as thole of Salerno in Na- 
ples. 

Tuefday ift of November , an hour af- 
ter Sun-riling, we pais’d through the 
Town of Kmcheuy encompafs’d with a 
Mud VVal), in which there is nothing 
handfome but a Tower, there being bo- 
lides only a few Cottages, and as few In- 
habitants.

fore it. The Town is two Miles in com- 
pafs, but is thin of Inhabitants. The 
Suburb is good, and a River runs thro’ 
it. The Country Women of the Pro- 
vince of Peking , have a lingular fort of 
Hcad-Drefs different from all others; 
for they wind their Hair twilkd toge- 
ther, or made into Wreaths about the 
Pole of their Heads, which they cover 
with a Cap made of black Silk, or of 
Gorton, running a Bodkin through to 
hold it fa ft. Ochcrs make a great Knot 
of it on the top of their Heads, and 
cover it with a thing made like a Difli, of 
Silk and Gold ; to which fome add a 
Biasing, or Fillet three Fingers broad of 
Silk ailTt Gold about the Head like a 
Forchead-Cloath. The fharp Orintfet fuf- 
ter nothin*; to be loft, for the Country- 
men befoi c Day walk up and down the 
Road with two Baskets on a Staff, one 
before, and the other behind them, ga- 
thering the Dung of Bcafts to Manure 
their Ground. Others with Rakes made 
of crooked Sticks gather the Straws and 
J .caves lor the Fire, becaule Wood is 
there very dear. Our Days Journey was 
32 Miles. Friday 4th, we went along 
the River of Xutnxien , to Dine at the 
Town of Pecttxo , which is well Inhabit- 
ed, bccaufc of the Convenicncy of the 
faid River. Ar. Night we came to the 
Suburb of the Town of Sankinxicn. The 
Walls of it which arc of Brick are two 
Miles in comp.: is, the Place well Inha- 
bited, as are the Suburbs, which are 
provided with all Neccihries. Our whole 
Days Journey vv.r- thirty .Miles. Saturday 
5 th, we faw the 'I own of Cbiocbtt which 
tho’ cncompafs'd by a Mild Wall is Po- 
pulous, as are the Suburbs. After paf- 
iing over a long wooden Bridge, and 
two others of Stone, we came to Dine 
at the Town of Liolixoa. Afterwards 
we fet out for the Town of Lean-xicn- 
xie, which lias good Brick Walls, a 
Mile in length, and went thence to that 
of Chian- fingbieu, after Travelling 32

Houfes. t0 fiy P e is Peking. The Houfes arc 
low, and tho’ the great Men have large 
and ftately Palaces, they are Ihut up 
backwards, and nothing appears out- 
wards, but a great Gate, with Houfes 
on both iidcs Inhabited by the Servants, 
Tradcfmen, or Mechanicks. Yet this 
Crnneft way of Building is beneficial to , 
the Publick, becaufe every thing is Ibid 
at the Door, whether to Eat, for Con- 
vcniency, or Plcafurc, whereas in Eu- 
rope a great part of the City is taken up 
with Noblemens Houfes, which obliges 
thofe that arc to Buy any thing to go a 
great way for it. Betides, in China all 
Things to Eat arc carry’d about the 
Streets to fell.

If we will give Credit 
to F. Grimaldi , a Religious Man adorn’d 
with all manner of Goodncfs and Virtue, 
who, tor his great Merit, holds the firft 
Place in the Emperor’s Efteem, I will 
then declare, That asking him concern- 
ing the Number of the Inhabitants of 
Peking , to iatisfy my Curiofity, he an- 
fwer d me, That both the Cities, with 
the' fixtecn Suburbs, and Dwellings in 
Boats, made the number of fixuen Mil- 
lions. Let the Reader believe what he 
pieafes, for 1 do not Delign to make 
this good *, but 1 can lafely affirm, this 
worthy Father is noc a Man that would 
Lie, and ; but be knows this Matter bet- 
ter than .my other, becaufe he has Liv’d 
thirty Years at that Court, and knows 


both the Tartar and Chine/kJjin^mgcs f 
and their Cuftoras to Perfection, as much 
as the Natives, and Dilcourffcs evgry 
Day familiarly with the Emperor. Bo- 
lides, if we will believe F. Bartoli , who 
will have it that there are 300 Millions 
of Souls in that Kingdom (adding an 
hundred Millions to the Computation of 
the other Fathers of his Society) it mult 
follow of ncceffity, that the great Cities 
muft make up that incredible dumber, 
becaufe the finall Places, tho’ never fo 
many, canoot poffibly contain a coniide- 
rable part of that Multitude, there be- 
ing feveral Cities thin enough of Peo- 
ple, _ and many Places unhabited, as wc 
fee in Europe. 

The Emperor’s Palace is feated in the The Fro* 
midft of that great City fronting the perorsPa- 
Sotirfr,- --as is the Cuftom of that Conn- lac& 
try, where it is rare to fee any City, 

Palace, or Houfe of a conliderable Per- 
fon but what faces the South. It is en- 
clos’d by a double Wall, one within an- 
other, and Square. That without is 
fixtecn Spans, or twelve Foot high, and 
is of Brick ; its length from the Nofth 
to the South Gate, is two Italian Miles, 
its Breadth, a Mile, and its Circumfe- 
rence fix. This Wall has four Gates, 
one in the middle of every Wall, and 
each of thefe is compos’d of three feve- 
ral Gates, whereof the middlcmoft is 
always Ihut, and never open’d but for 
the Emperor, the others are tor all Peo- 
ple that go in and out of the Palace, 
and Hand open from Morning till Night, 
except thofe on the South tide, which 
Hand half fhur. Thcfc are guarded by 
twenty Tartars each, with a Comman- 
der, and twelve Eunuchs \ there being 
3000 Soldiers appointed to guard the 
Gates ot the Palace and City, who keep 
Guard in their Turns, and keep out 
Bonzjos , Blind, Lame, and main’d People, 
and all that have any lingular Deformity 
iu their Bodies. This firft Enclofure is 
call’d Xu an- chin, that is, The Imperial 
Wall. The inner Wall, which immedi- 
ately enclofes the Palace, is much higher 
and thicker, made of large Bricks all e- 
qual i and adorn'd with handfome Bat- 
tlements. It is an Italian Mile and .\ 
half in length from North to South, and\ 
a quarter and a half in breadth, that is.< 
four Miles and a half about. It has fou < 
great arch’d Gates. Thofe on the Nortfi 
and South Tides are treble, as are all thofe 
of the firft Wall, but thofe on the other 
two fidfes are fingle. Over th’cfe Gates, 
and the four Angles of the Wall are 
eight Towers, or rather eight Halls of 

an 
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crciaOwHhary bignefs, and beautiful 
U,:i:cilL structure, fee off with a red Varnifh 
is'ps* ftrcw’tl with Flowers of Gold, and they 
l/'Y'V) ;jvc covert with yellow Tiles. Forty 
Tartars with two Officers Guard the En- 
trance of each of thefe Gates, differing 
none to go in, but the Mandarines of 
the Courts, who Live within the Palace, 
and the Officers of the King’s Honfe- 
hokl ^flopping all others, who cannot 
fnew them a little Tablet of Wood, or 
lvorv, on wirich his Name, and the 
Place he i< to Serve are fet down, with 
the Mandarine's Seal, to whom lie be- 


longs. 

This fccond way is cncompafs’d by a 
deep and broad Ditch, all lin’d with 
Freeftonc, full of good large Filh. To 
every Gate there is a Draw-Bridge over 
the Ditch, except that on tlw^South. 
Within the great Square between the 
two Walls, there are diftindl Palaces, 
Round and Square, Built for fcvernl U- 
fes, and Pnrpofcs, being L.arge and Con- 
venient. Within the fame Space on the 
Eaft fide, at the Foot of the firft Wall, 
runs a River, withfcvcral lb ong Bridges 
over it, all of Marble, except the mid- 
dle Arch, where is a Wooden Draw- 
Bridge, all the other Bridges in the Pa- 
lace being Built after the fame manner. 
On the Weft lide, where there is a larg- 
er fpace, is a Pond well ftor'd with Fifh, 
above an Italian Mile in length, over the 
narroweft part whereof is a fair Bridge, 
at each end whereof is a Triumphal 
Arch of a beautiful and excellent Stru- 
cture. The remaining fpace on the Lift 
and Weft which is not taken up with 
thofe feveral Palaces, nor the Pond, is 
divided into wide Streets, Inhabited by 
Servants, Officers, and Work-men be- 
longing to the Imperial Palace. 

In the time of the Chine ft Kings there 
were ten Thoufirnd Eunuchs, but he that 
now Reigns has fupply’d their Place with 
T mars and Chinefes of the Province of 
Ltaotung. , who out of a particular Fa- 
vour are look’d upon as Tartars . Thus 
much for what concerns the outward par t 
of the Palace, we mult now Ipcak of 
what is within. 


Manner off * n ^ ace ‘ s t0 °^^ crv ’^» 

the Cbinefl That the Houfes in Peking are not like 

Houfes. I ours, high, and with feveral Stories ; but 
^thc feveral Apartments of a Palace are 
qne within another, with feveral Courts, 
all upon a Floor, and to all of them there 
i^buc one Door from ^be Street^ fo that 
as we for onr Dwelling take up much of 
the Air, lb do they more of the Earth. 
For iuftaaoc, *he firft Gate of a Palace 



to the Street, and facing the South, has 
within the Court leveral little Houfes 
on both lrdes, which lead into another 
Court, through another Gate, oppofite 
to that which is to the Street, where is 
the fccond Apartment, which runs on to 
the third, and that is larger, ending in 
a large Hall to Entertain Strangers. Next 
is the fourth Apartment where the Ma- 
iler of the Houfc Rciidcs, and behind 
that another Com t, and fifth Apartment, 
where the Jewels and belt Moveables an: 
kept. Fm ther on Hill is a Garden, aim 
at rhe end of it the iixth and lalt Apart-N 
merit, with a fmall Door in the middle 
of it. On the Eaft and Weft Ikies of 
thefe Courts are the inferior Lodgings. 

The Servants with their Women and 
Children Live in that which is next to 
the firft Gate ; the other Courts arc for 
the better fort of Officers, and Offices. 

Tin's is the manner of the Houles of the 
Mandarines, and other wealthy People \ 

/• but thofe of great Lords of rhe firft 
Rank, take up more Ground, and have 
larger Apartments, and loftier, aufwcr- 
ablc to their Dignity; all thefe Things 
being regulated by the I ,aws of the King- 
dom, which it is a Crime to Infringe. 

The Imperial Apartments within this impor t 
inner Enclofurc, call'd Chian, fome will A-urt-" 
have it to be Twenty, affigning them menu, 
their particular Names, and Situation ; 
others lay they are Twelve, anfvvcrablc 
to the Signs of the Zods.ick ; and there 
arc thofe that believe them ro be Nine, 
with as many Courts ; every one Writ- 
in.: by Hear- fay, and nor by n hat lie lus 
feen ; for it is impollibie tor any l.nra- 
pean tqjcc them all, clpechlly that of 
the Women ; thofe only being allow'd 
to bt feen, whit h the Jeafouly of the 
Eaftern Nations has made free for fuclr 
as receive Audience. 1 could Dcfcribc r. 

them by what another hath deliver’d, MjpJiheiss 
but I refer the curious Reader to him, Hv/-* iS. 
not to tire him with Tranfcribing the 
fame Relation. I ffiall only lay. That 
all thefe Courts and Apartments arc up- 
on a l .inc, with great Halls of a ( lothii k 
Structure, wherein the 1 imber-work is 
beautiful enough to behold, a great num- 
ber of pieces of Wrought- work advan- 
cing one above another in rhe narurc of 
Cornifhes, which looks very hnndlome 
above the Rim of the Roof. The Ikies 
ot the Com ts are clos’d either by fmall 
Lodgings, or Galleries. But when a 
Man comes to the Emperor’s Apartments, 
the Arches fuftain’don maify Pillars, the 
Steps of white Marble to go up to the 
high Rooms; the Roofs fhining with 
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gilt Tiles i the Ornaments of Carving, 
Gemelli. Varnifbing, Gilding, and Painting ; the 
169*. Pavements, which are almoft all of Mar- 
i/^Ai ble, or Purcellane $ and above all, die 
great number of various and ftately 
Lodgings, which com pole the Stru&nfe ; 
are altogether certainly beautiful, and 
admirable, and look like the Palace of 
a great Prince. The French Fathers told 
me. That no left than two Millions of 
Pieces of Eight would Rc-huild a Hall 
that had been Burn’d. ’Tis true, the 
,'Architefture and Ornaments are not ve- 
ry Regular, and here is not the Symmetry 
and beauty of the European Palaces. 
Emperor’s It is hard to know the number of C011- 
Corrcu* cubines there are in this Palace for the 

buns. Emperor’s Pleafnre, bccaufc it is very 

great, and not fix’d •, beiides that they 
are never feen. They arc chofcn Maids 
of good Birch by the Mandarines of the 
Provinces •, and being once in the Palace 
have no more Communication with their 
Parents. Their neccflary and continual ' 
Solitude (for moft of them arc not 
known by the Prince,) the Pains they 
take to make thcmfclves known, and the 
Jealoufy reigning among them, make 


them very Miferable. Three of thole 
that have the good Luck to pleale the 
Prince, are chofen to bear *the Title Of 
Queens, and Live after a different man- 
ner from the reft, each of them having 
a leveral Apartment, and a numerous 
Court. They want for nothing that may 
pleafe them. Their Equipage, Cloaths, 
and Attendance arc very Magnificent. 

Yet they have no lhare in the Govern- 
ment, tnc Chine fes Laughing when they p. Mega. 
hear that Priucelles among us inherit f. 308; 
Crowns, and frying Europe is the King- 
dom of the Women. Tliefe are accoun- 
ted Wives, lo that all their Sons are Le- 
gitimate, only with' this difference, that , 
thole of the firft are preferable to the 
others, as to the Succelfion to the Em- 
pir*7. r 

Within the inner Palace there is a 
Park enclos’d with a Wall, where wild 
Beafts arc kept for the Emperor’s Diver- 
lion. In it there are five little Hills, 
indifferent high, made of the Earth ta- 
ken out to make the Ditch and Pond. 

That in the middle is higheft, and chete 
are the only Hills in the City of Pe * 
king.

This Room was very large, fo that 
t*nis of the Glides tile Walls, it was fupported with- 
l'alace. in by lome Wooden Pillars, well Paint- 
ed and Gilr, as was the Ceding. The 
Walls were of Brick and white Plafter, 
the outward Roof was of Purccllane of 
fevcral Colours. This led to the fecond 
Court through three . other front Gates, 
and two on the fides, where on both 
Hands there were Houles, very beauti- 
ful to behold. Then was there anafcent 
to another Hall like the firft, a'nafrom 
that through other Courts to the third 
and fourth, this laft exceeding the o- 
thers in Stru&ure and Colt. Before we 
come into the Court of this fourth Hall, 

F. Grimaldi carrying the Almanack hand- 
lofllely put up in a Casket cover’d with 
Silk, attended by feveral Mandarines , 
and Perfons of Quality, a Perfon fent 
by the Emperor to receive it, came to 
meet him, and having taken it with great 
Refpe&and Civility, carry ’d it in to his 
Walter. 

F. Grimaldi taking leave of the Man- 
darines that had bore him Company, told 
me, that to the end the Fathers might 
not Sutler by my coming, it was Con- 
venient the Emperor Ihould fee me, that 
fo when he came afterwards to know it 
by means of the two Pages, he might 
not be difpleas’d j as had hapned before, 
on Account that he was not told of a 
Father of the Society, who came Sick to 
Ptkinfr to be Cur’d. Therefore he bid 
me Wait, and be would Introduce me to 
His Majclty, teaching me in the mean 
while the Ceremonies I was to Perform. 

In Fine after an Hours ftay, a Servant 
came to bid us Advance \ fo we pafs'd 
through four long Courts, hemm’d in 
with Apartments, and Lodgings of fe- 
vcral Siru&urcs, furpalling the laft 
^Square Hall, Built upon the Gates of 
Communication. The Gates through 
which we pafs’d, out of one Court into 
another, were of a wonderful Bignefs, 
Wide, High, and well Proportion’d, 
made of White Marble, whereof Time 

S d worn away the Smoothnefs and 
duty. One of thefe Courts* was di- 
iftded by a fmall Stream of Water, over 
Jtvhicl) arc litlc. Bridges of white Mar- 
ble. In Ihort the Beauty of this Palace 
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confifts in a Multitude of Buildings, 

Courts, and Gardens, orderly placed, 
where to fay the Truth, every thing is 
worth obferving and wonderful. The 
Emperor’s Throne was in the midft of a Em . 

great Court. It alcended Square, the peer’s 
firft Bails being of an extraordinary big- Throne 
nefs,andall hemm’d in with Banifters of 
white and very fine Marble. Above the- 
firft Landing Place or Plain, which bad 
fuch another row of Banifters about it, 
was a fecond in the lame manner, but 
fomewhat lefs in cotnpafs, and fo it grew 
lefs to the 5th Afcent or Plain, where 
was an admirable open Room or Galle- 
ry cover’d with Gilt Tiles, and fupport- 
ed by ftrong Wooden Pillars Varnilh’d. 

In this Place was the Emperor’s Throne. 

Thofe five Orders of Banifters look’d 
mighty Beautiful to my Eye, erpecially 
at that time when the Sun Shining on 
them, they reflefted its Rays all about. 

The Emperor was within thatBeauti* How he 
<ful Chamber or Gallery, fitting after f* te * 
the Tartar manner, on a Sofa, or Floor 
rais’d above the reft of the Room three 
Foot, and cover’d with a large Carpet, 
which reach'd over all the Pavement. 

He had by him Books, Ink, and Pencils 
after the Chinefe maimer, to write. His 
Garment was of Gold colour Silk, Em- 
broider’d with Dragons, two whereof 
very large were on his Breaft richly 
W rought. On his Right and Left, were f 
ranks of Eunuchs well clad, and with- tc 
out any Weapons, their Feet clofc to- him. 
gether , and their Arms hanging. 

When we came to the Door, we ran 
haftily to the end of the Room that was 
oppolite to the Emperor, and ftanding 
both together, continu’d on our Feet a 
Moment, holding our Arms right down 
by our fides. At laft kneeling, and lift- 
ing up our Hands, join’d to our Heads, 
fo that our Arms and Elbows were of an 
equal height, we bow’d three times down 
to the Ground, then riling, we fet our 
felves in the fame Pofturc, as at firft, 
and perform’d the fame Ceremony, a 
fecond, and a third time, till we were 
order’d to advance, and kneel down 
before the Emperor; By means of F. 

Grimaldi , he ask’d me concerning the 
Wars then carry’d on in Europe, Aid 1 
anfwer’d to the beft of my Knowledge. 

Then he dsk’d me whether I was a Phi- 
fitian, or underftood Surgery ; and un- 
derftanding that was not my Profeflion, 
ask’d a third time, whether I had ftudied 
Mathematicks, or underftood them. To 
which I anfwer’d in the Negative, tho* 
ni my Younger Years I had got lome lit- 
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tic finattcring in them. For I had been 
(k>nc!h. forewarn’d by the Fathers, that if I 
«‘»05. pawn’d I under flood any of thole Arts, 
or Sciences, he would keep me in his 
Service, and l had no Mind to flay there. 
At length he gave us our Conge, and we 
retir’d without any Ceremony.

^ Stature is proportionable, his Counte- 
nance Comely, his Eyes Sparkling, and 
fbmewhat larger than generally hisCouu- 
rrymen have them ; fomewhat Hawk- 
nos’d, and a little round at the Point ; 
he hasfome marks of the fmall Pox, yet 
they do not all lellen the Beauty of his 
Countcuancc. 

Tuefday K th, I went in a Chair, which 
is dear in Peking to fee the City to- 
wards the Eaft quarter, and found every 
where very Beautiful, Publick places, 
and rich Shops. I went into the Tartar 
City, through the Gate call’d ZienMucn, 
which is in the tuidfl of the Wall that 
parts the two Cities; the lame Marcus 
Pubis fpcaks of, and which looks towards 
the King’sApartmcnLs,and the great Gate 
leading to them. And as the great Gate 
of the Imperial Apartments is never o- 
pen’d, but when the Emperor goes out, 
lb neither is this which anfwers to it in 
the City Wall open’d, but only the o- 
thcr three arc for the Service of the 
Publick. There is a moft beautiful row 
of Baniflcrs before the Gate of the Im- 
perial Palace, which enclofes a fpccious 
Porch. 

The Cold is very (harp in Peking, and 
tho’ 1 he not very tender, yet f could 
nor go out till it was late, when the Sun 
had gather’d Strength; for tho* it be in 
.| - 1 Jegrccs wanting five Minutes of l a- 
titude, it is cxccflive cold ; F. Grimaldi 
( »r wtT- ,nc that it is not colder in Po- 

HirratJV- in the Latitude of 50 Degrees, he 
hr 1;. having had experience of both Places. 
'This flurpncls in Peking proceeds from 
rhe ncarnefs of the high Mountains, 
which divide the Great Tart Ary, from 
China, yet the hardefl Weather is not 
at thc.timc when I was there, but in Ja- 
nuary, j he Winter beginning in Novem- 
ber,’ .uid continuing till the middle of 
/ /' rch without anv Rain at all. During 
winch lime by means of the great Froll 
f icre are brought out of the Eaftern Tar- 
tary, infinite number of Phcalants, Par- 
tridges, Deer, Wild Boars, and other 
B calls, with abundance of Sturgeon, all 
fo Frozen, that the Beads will keep 1 
or 3 Months, and the Pheafants thirty

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days, and they are lb plentiful at that 
time, that a Buck, or a Boar may be 
bought for a Piece of 8, and a. Pheafant 
or a half Royal, and a Partridge for two 
Grains of Naples Mony. From March 
till the beginning of June is a perfeft 
Spring at Peking with little Rain, but 
in Jme and July , till the lothof AtwlU 
the Rains are plentiful. This Rain is 
ncccflary to walh the Streets of aU th* 
mighty Filth that gathers in them, for 
grave Perlons are not alham’d to eale 
themfelves in Publick Places. By rea- 
fon of this great Cold, all the Women 
wear Coifs and Caps on their Heads, 
whether they go in Chairs or a-Horle- 
back ; and they have reafon to do fo. 
for I could Icarce endure the Weather, 
tho lpvorc fcveral Furrs. The worlt 
thing here is the want of Wood ; and 
therefore they burn a fort of Mineral, 
dug out oi the neighbouring Mountains, 

xi ke -r tie Fn Z l, P > Sea Coal, which are 
’Noifomc to warm ones felt by, and there- 
fore they only ufc them in the Kitchin to 
drefs victuals, choofing rather to be with* 
out fire in their Clumbers, and num’d 
with Cold. 

My arrival at Peking, gave the Jefu- 
ns the lame Jcaloufy, perfuading them- 
fclvcs like thofe of. Canton , that I was 
fent by the Pope, to enquire underhand 
into all that had hapned in China, on 
account of the Cornell between them and 
the Vicars Apollolick ; and this the 
more beta ufc 1 vvas come to Court with- 
out the Emperors leave, and without 
their Knowledge. 

IVclncjday yth, 1 went in a Chair to 
the French JcJuits, who live within the ill: 
enclofurc of the Imperial Palace. As 
1 came in at thegreatGatc, I fiw a Mul- 
titude ot Porters, hanging blew Cloth 
to dole in the little Allies oppoilte to 
the long Court, and broad Way that 
leads to the inner Wall, caufing it to be 
well fwept and clear'd. Asking why . 
they did fo, I was told, thatit being the . 
Birth day of the Emprcfs, Dowager to 
the Father of him now Reigning, all the £mpreis. 
Ladies of the City came to Compliment 
her, and therefore all the Paths that led 
to the Court were enclos’d, that they 
might not be feen, and the way was a- 
dorn’d as is ufual when the Emperor goes 
abroad. In Ihort having been merry 
with the French Fathers, as I return’d. 

If aw a number of fine Csilafhcs, cover’d 
with Damask, and other Stuffs of Silk 
and Gold, in which the Ladies came. 

I he Fathers told me the Ceremony was 
perform’d after chis manner. The Em- 
S s prefs 
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prefs afowfaid, fate on a high Throne, 
Gemelli. and the Emperor went firft with all her 
1 6 Sous to begin the Ceremony, bowing 

l /YNJ down his* Head, as he knelt nine times 
to the Ground. Next came his Wives, 
and Concubines to do the lame ; next the 
Princes, and Princeflcs of the Blood, and 
the great Ladies, and Mandarines of the 
Court. This day the Emprcfs invites 
the Emperor to dinner, and all that are 
there* ; the Emperor eating on a Table 
by himfclf on his Throne. This I deli- 
ver upon hcarfay, bccaufc it is not to be 
feen. 

t All the Princes and Mandarines , who 

ny to the are at Court, are oblig’d to perform the 
Emperor lame Ceremony on the ift, 15th, and 
on certain 25th day of every Moon; about 5000 
days* of them meeting in the Lodgings, Cham- 
bers and Halls, which are on the tides of 
the Court, before the South Gate. They 
arc all richly clad, but after fcveral man- 
ners according to their Quality, known 
by the fevcral Bealls and Birds embroi-r 
der'd on their Garments. About break 
of Day, the Emperor lets out from the 
eleventh Apartment, where he ufually 
refides, and is brought in a Chair by 1 2 
Eunuchs into the Hall, where he feats him- 
felf on a rich Throne rais’d in the mid- 
dle of it. Then an Eunuch kneels be- 


ror to this effeft. Molt high and pow- 
erful Prince, our Sovereign Lord, all 
the Princes of the Blood, and Great 1 ,ords. 
all the Learned and Military Mandarine 4 
are here now ready to pay the Duty they 
owe you. Then Handing up he goes to 
the hall tide, and lifting up his Voice a- 
gain, fays to them, Pai-pan , that is, or- 
der your felvcs, and immediately every 
one fettles his Garment, and compofcs 
his Per Ton. Then he again fays, Shivcn- 
xin , that is, turn your felves, and they , 
turn towards the Imperial Hal). Then 
he bids them kneel down, and lays Key- 
ret r, that is, touch the Ground with your 
Heads; and lo they continue, till he fays, 
Kilaif that is life. Next he fays, TV, 
that is, bow your Arms, joining the 
Hands, and lifting them above the 
Head, then lower them to the Knee. 
Which done, he fays, as you were at 
firft, for the monafyllablc Ye alone, lig- 
nifies this fort of Obeifa.icc.

» 1695* Thttrfday 10th, I went in a Chair td 
view another part of the City, where 
AFunenfl. j p aw f ome thing Curious, for there was 
publick Mourning, and Rejoycing along 
one and the lame Street, a Wedding, 
and a Funeral happening to pais by at 
the lame time. The Funeral was thus. 
Firft went the Colours and Banners of 
Silk, and colour’d Paper, the Statues of 
the Dead, Horfes, and MonHers carry’d 
by feveral People in good Order. Others 
beat a Brafs Drum, and the Bonzes Brafs 
Plates, Bells, and other Inftruments, af- 
ter whom was carry’d the Corps in a 
Coffin on a Bier cover’d with white Cloth. 
The Male Kindred went before the Corps 
Weeping, the Women follow’d in very 
fmall Calafhes, all Clad in White, that 
being the Colour for Mourning in China, 
and the neighbouring Kingdoms of Co - 
chinchina and Tunkin. But this is when 
any one Dies in the City, that the Ob- 
fequies being perform’d there, he is car- 
ry’d to be Bury’d ; but if he Dies out 
of it, of whatever Degree or Quality 
he be, it is not allow’d to bring him in- 
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to the City, they looking, upon it as a 
tery bad Omen. 

The manner of the Wedding is almoft A Wei ■ 
like that of the Funeral, as to the In- din £* 
ftruments that Sound. Several Perfbns 
go before a-Fodt and a-Horfeback with 
Colours, and Banners, according to the 
Bridegroom’s Quality. Then comes the 
Bride in a dofe Chair or Calalh adorn’d 
with Fringes, or Laces and Silk Embroi- 
dery in great State, but fhe cannot be 
feen. 

I went out at the Gate of the Chine fc 
City, and went a League about the Wail, 
to fee whether it differ’d from tiie Walls 
of the other Cities of Chinn, and found 
it to be of the fame fbrr, being in a 
great meafure made of Brick, with n 
wet Ditch about it forty Foot wide, the 
Wall it felf twenty Foot thick, and 
Rampard after the manner of our Hr o rig 
Places in Europe. The Curtins arc de- 
fended by large fquare Towers about a 
Bow-fhot diftant from one another •, but 
the Towers of the new City arc fet 
thinner, and the Walls are weaker, and 
not fo high.

CHAP. II. 

A Jbort Journey to fee the great Wall of China, and a Defcription of it. 


B Eing fo near to that fo famous Wall, 

1 had the Curiofity to fee it, and 
therefore went upon Friday nth, to the 
French Fathers to provide for my Jour- 
ney. They told me it would be dange- 
rous to go where the Paflage was guard- 
ed, becaufe the Guards would be jealous 
of a Foreigner \ but that 1 might go to 
that part next the Mountains where there 
were no Soldiers. They were fo kind 
as to find one to bear me Company the 
next Day, and fo I return’d Home. On 
Saturday 1 2th, I fet out a-Horfeback be- 
times, and Travell’d that Day 35 Miles, 
lying at Night in a Country-Houfe. Sun- 
day 1 3th, having Travell’d twenty Miles 
of Mountain way, we came to the foot 
of the Mountain, along which the Wall 
runs, and there being no going to it a- 
Hoafeback, 1 was forced to alight, and 
go four Miles a-Foot with much Trou- 
ble, being guided by the Fellow that 
hir’d the Horfes, my Servant ftaying 
with them. 

The Wall in iome Places is fifteen 
Foot high, in others twenty but in the 
Valliesit is mnch higher and thicker, for 
fix Horfes may eafily go a-Brcaft on it.

The Stru&ure is all of large burnt Bricks, 
and few Stones, and at certain diftances 
there are Strong fquare Towers, about 
two Bow-fhot from one another, which 
continue all the length of the Wall to 
the Sea. Where the Pafles of the Coun- 
try are ealieft, and moft expos’d, there 
are feveral Works Handing thick toge- 
ther, as Ravelins, and BaHions, to fe- 
curc them. This wonderful Wall be- 
gins in the Province of Kiamfi , and runs 
to the EaH Sea, and above half a League 
into it, becaufe of its fhallownefs ■, fo 
that it is judg’d to be 405 Spanijh Leagues 
in length, taken in a llrcight Line, and 
500 as the Building winds along Val- 
leys and Mountains. There arc abun- 
dance of little Doors and Stairs for the 
multitude of Soldiers that Guard the 
Towers, for the fafety of the Kingdom, 
to go up to them. 

Almoft all China being parted from 
Tart ary by the Mountains, which run 
between them, the great Wall is rais’d 
lefs on the Mountains, and more in die 
Valley^, as Need requires 5 yet not fo 
as to be every where upon a Lcyel, as 
fome would make us believe j it being 
S f 2 im-

impoffibic to raife it to that height in 
Gusein, the deep Valleys, as to equal the higheft 
i/Sof. Mountains. So that when that Wall is 
i faid to be prodigioufly high, the mean- 
ing is no other, but that it is Built up- 
on very high Places; for of it lelf it is 
not fo high as the Walls of their Cities, 
nor is it of an equal breadth in all Parts. 
Almoft all the Structure, as has been 
fiid, is of Brick, fb well Built that it 
does not only Laft, but looks New, af- 
ter fcvcral Ages, as it it were New, ex- 
cept only feme few Ruins, which the 
Tartar .< do not mind to Repair, it is a- 
bove i Soo Years lince the Emperor Xi- 
hoam-ti caus’d it to be Built againfl: the 
Incurlions of the Tartars. This was one 
of the greateft, and molt extravagant 
Works that ever was undertaken. In 
Prudence the Chinefes Ihould have fccur’d 
the mofl: dangerous dalles : But what I 
thought mofl: Ridiculous, was to fee the 
Wall run up to the top of a vail high 


and fteep Mountain, where the Birds 
would hardly Build, much lefs the Tar- 
tar Horfe Climb, to break into the Coun- 
try. And if they conceited thole People 
could make their way climbing the Clifts 
and Rocks, it was certainly a,great Fol- 
ly to believe their Fury could be Rop’d 
by fo low a Wall. 1 was aftonilfc’d to 
confidcr they Ihould have fuch excellent 
Workmen, to draw up lo many Materi- 
als for Building, and make ulc of them ; 
which could not be done without a valt 
Charge and Labour, and in a confidera- 
ble Ipace of Time. It is reported. That 
under the Chinefe Emperors, this Wall 
was guarded by a Million of Soldiers ; 
at prelent the Emperor being Sovereign 
of a great part of Tart ary, he only keeps 
good Garrilons on the weakeft Palles. 
Monday 14th, I return’d the lame way 
1 came, and was at Peking on Tucfday 
1 5 th, before Night. 
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r /'"'VN Wcdnefday i6tb, 1 was in F. Pe- 

peropr* v/ reiras Apartment, when Order 
Country- was brought him from the Palace, to 
Houle, go fix the Clock of the Country-Houfe, 
becaufc the Emperor was to go thither 
very foon, where he Diverts himfelf 
half the Year. It is cali’d, Sbian-Sciun - 
Inc n, Tam, liguifying a Garden, Seim , 
always and Shian, Spring, that is. The 
Garden where there is continual Spring.

Sometimes the Emperor goes abroad 
in a Chair carry’d by 32 Men, who con- 
trive it lo Ingcnioufly, that all equally 
bear a part of the Burden. Bolides four 
others, who fupport the Chair on every 
fide. I thought this publick Appearance 
very Stately ; and believe it will be ac- 
ceptable to the Reader, to Defcribc in 
this Place a more fblcmn manner of go- 
ing Abroad of the Emperor of China, 
when he goes to Sacrifice, or perform 
lbme other pnblick Fundtion, attended 
by feveral Thou lands, and therefore the 
Draught of it is here Inferted.

T Here are feveral Religions profefs’d 
in the Empire of China , according 
J "' to the vaiicty of People in ic. To be- 
gin with the Emperor, lie being a Tar- 
tar, follows the Idolatry of his Nation, 
which as in the main it agrees with the 
Religion of the Chinefes and Japonefes , 
yet they all differ in Se&s, wherein the 
Tartars do not agree among themfelves, 
much lets with the Chinefes and Cochin - 
chinefes , as neither they do among them- 
felvcs. This Difference arifes from the 
feveral Idols, which every one takes for 
his tutelar God. The Tartars of Great 
Tartary adore a Deity, they call Natagai , 
whan they Efteem the God of the Earth, 
and they have fo great a Veneration for 
him, that no Man is witjidut his Image 
in his Houfe \ and bein/ plrfwaded that 
Natagai had a Wife, they place her on 
his left, with little Idols before them, 
as if they were their Children. They 
pay Adoration, and make Obeifimce to 
them, elpeciallvwhen thev are going to

Dinner or Supper, anointing the Mouths 
of the Images with the Fat of the Meat 
that is Drefs’d, and lay fome of their 
Dinner or Supper at the Door, believ- 
ing they Feed on it. 

There is a much more Impious, and Th c gr<?at 
ridiculous Adoration paid by the Tartars I’rieft, or 
to a living Man, whom they call Lama , 
that is, Great Prieft, or Prielt of Priefts *, 
becaufe from him as the Source they re- 
ceive all the Grounds of their Religion, 
or Idolatry, and therefore they give him 
the Name of Eternal Father. This Man 
is ador’d as a Deity, not only by the 
Inhabitants of thc Place, but by all the 
Kings of Tartary , whoownaSubjc&ion 
to him in Matters of Religion, and there- 
fore not only they, but their People go 
in Pilgrimage with confiderable Gifts to 
Adore him, as a true and living Go^.

The other the particu- 
lar Profpcrity of every Man of them, 
to be procur’d or purchas'd by the Merit 
of virtuous A&ions according to the 
dictates of Rcafon, improv’d and made 
pcrfcfl by Moral Philolophy, whcrcia 
they take fo much Pains to advance them- 
fclves. And becaufc to honour thofe 
tint doferve well (whether it be a debt 
of Mature, as to Fathers, or other Su- 
periors, or to thofe who Merit it by Vir- 
tue) is very beneficial to the Publick ; 
the hopes of reward being a great En- 
couragement to take Pains ; and for as 
much as this is very beneficial to pri- 
vate Pcrfons, Children being taught the 
Love and Refped they owe to their Pa- 
rents, whom they lo often fee offer up, 
at the Tombs of their PredecefTors,T ears, 
l’rcfents, the Prayers of Bonus , and 
whatever clfc is proper to honour the 
Du If, and comfort the Spirit: therefore 
all thefe Ceremonies of theirs are Poli- 
tical Actions for the good of the living, 
to give them good Inftrudions, and not 
regarding the dead, as if they could be 
beneficial to them. So that thefe Cere- 
monies arc not neglcdcd by them, tho’ 
they do not believe the Immortality of 
the Soul •, becaufc, besides the Publick 
damage that would enfue, if People 
were us’d to live at all their Liberty 
without the check or fear of another 
Life, they would in a great Mcafure 
hurt thcmfclvcs, teaching their own 
Children not to ufe thofe Expreffionsof 
Rcfpcd and Love to them, which they 
fhould lee them deny their Parents. 

Yet it is true, that the wifer fort 
thinking it intolerable on the one hand, 
to believe that Men and Beads are equal 
as to length of Ufe, nay that there fhould 
be Brutes that live longer, fomean Age, 
and perhaps fome more; and on the o- 
thcr lidc not thinking that Immortality 
is the natural property of the Soul, but 
' a reward of Merit ; they have hereupon 
hjund out a new fort of Philolophy, ve- 
ry like that of thcantient Stoicks, which 
is, that Virtue is a qualify* that partakes 
ibmcwliat of the DivjflTbeing, able to 
remove all that is coi/upidble out of the 
Sonl where it refidcf, an© confequently 
the mortal part, and to Subtilize it to 
fiich a degree, that it may no longer be 
in a condition to Puffer from that Water 
to which it is united, but not incorporat- 


ed.; ,and that thus when parted from the 
ttocty, it is united to God, and like a 
Graft fet upon a Tree, has the fame Im- 
mortal Life with him. On the contra- 
ry, fay tney. Vice, by its natural Malig- 
nity and Insertion, fo corrupts and loads 
theSou!,intanglingit with the Ficfb, that 
it lives by the Flefh, and with the Flelh 
dies, and corrupts. In fhort thefe Li- 
terati or (learned Chine/et arc’ mere A- 
thei/ts, and believe there is neither Re- 
ward , nor Punilhment in the other 
World ; and that the So i! freed from 
the Prifonofthc Body, returns to No- 
thing, from which it came, after the 
fame manner as the Wind. And there- 
fore they make it their buftnefs to have 
the Enjoyment of this World, with fo 
many Wives (which they approve of 
as neceflary for Peopling the Kingdom) 
with having the management of the Go- 
vernment, and with Riches, which they 
endeavour to gather by unlawful means :

For they have one God in 
three Perlons represented by an Idol 
with three Heads ; a Virgin Mother of 
a God, having her Statue with a Child 
in her Arms ; they allow of Heaven and 
Hell, and the enjoyment or Painfuitable 
to the Defert ; they commend Virgini- 
ty, and profefs it ; they ufe Falling and 
Pennance ; they obferve voluntary Po- 
verty } they fpeak in praife of forfaking 
the World, and flying to Deferts to live 
in contemplation, or living in commu- 
nity in Monaltei ies ; they pray by Choirs 
reciting fomething after the manner of 
the Rofary ; they wear Prieftly Gar- 
ments, and grant Indulgences. Yet their 
Religion is 'intermix’d with fo many Fa- 
bles and Lyes, that it has fcarce any re- 
femblance lefc of Chriltianicy \ for 
they allow the Tranfmigration of Souls; 
and believe that when any Perfon dies, ’ 
the Soul continues three days in the 
Country, that it may be try’d by the 
Spirit Tufun (who is Publickly Expos’d 
and Wor (hipp’d on the Roads.) For 
this reafon they repair to the Bonzes 
with Mony and Prefents, carrying them 
Paper for the Clerk, and Mony to Bribe 
the Idol, that he may be favourable in 
the Tryal. Thus deceiv’d by the Bon - 
zes , they offer in the Pagods feveral Par- 
cels of Red, Silver, and Gilt Paper, burn- 
ing molt of it, as believing that which 
is Gilt will turn to Gold, and that which 
is Silver’d into Silver, to ferve the dead 
in the other World. After the 3 Days, 
they lay the Soul appears before the Spi- 
rit of the City, whole Name is Chin- 
guan (it being probable that the faid 
Soul has been in the City) who takes In- 
formation of what he did in the City, 
within the fpace of 5 Days , during 
which time the Kindred of the Party de- 
ceas’d follow the Bonzes , that by their 
Prayers they may gain the Judges Fa- 
vour, and have the Soul favourably dis- 
patch’d.

Jt from the tSgyptians, the Chaldeans, 
jOf the Druids , who, as Cafar , and Lu- 
can will have it, invented it to infufe 
Courage and a Contempt of Death into 
Mankind ; from whom allb Pythagoras is 
feid to have learnt and brought it into 
Italy. Before Tranflnigration, the Chi- 
nefes will have it, that the Soul which 
has been judg’d, mull pafs over the 
Bridge of Kin-inkiau, that is, of Silver 
and Gold ; where Guard being kept, 

Mony mull be given them, as well as at 
the aforefeid Courts, that they may not 
flop it ; for if the Soul falls over the 
Bridge, it remains for ever in the Ri- 
ver of Flames, and if when pals’d over, 
it can find a Flower they call Lienxoa , 
the Fruit whereof is call’d Lamfa, then 
it will become a Perlon of Wealth and 
Plenty. By thefe Fables, the Bonzes 
get Mony and the Goods of the Poor 
Idolaters ; and they are fo obllinate in 
their Opinion of Tranfmigration, that 
they fey, the European Miffioncrs, like 
Officers that raife Forces, go to China 
to get Men, and Baptize the Chinefes to 
Tianfmigratc them into Europeans , to 
People our Countries. 

From thefe three Softs have Sprung Vaftnum- 
many others, in proccfs of time, and berof Par 
an incredible number of Idols, which % ds and 
are not only to be feen in their Temples, nes ' 

but in all Publick places. Streets, Ships 
and Honfes; wherein they alfo imitate 
the tsEgyptians, who were infamous for 
their multiplicity of Idols. There 
were counted to be 480 of the moll fa- 
mous Temples , moll frequented for 
their Wealth, Struflure, and the falfe 
Miracles pretended to be wrought by 
their Idols. In which and the reft 
throughout the Empire , there dwell 
350000 Bonzes that have Patents ; and 
if we would reckon thofe that have no 
Patents from Mandarines , they will rife 
to a Million ; there being within the

The Hiltory Su-ki-kay-ching mentions 
three very Antient, but Fabulous, the 
fir ft call’d Tieng-hoang, the 2d, Ty-ho- 
angy the 3d, Gin-hoangy faying the firlt 
had twelve Brothers, and each of them 
liv’d 18000 years. That the iccond 
had 1 8, who liv’d the fame time ; and 
that the third had nine, who all Go* 
vem’d the Empire , the Succeflbrs of 
each of them continuing to the 1 50th Ge- 
neration. 

The Idol The moft univerfal Idol, is that they

greater to be feen in this World , and 
thereftj/e they caft themfelves headlong 
dftwaua Rock fome Miles hig^. The 
P»god a kept by a Mandarine , who makes 
all pay lbr admittance. In fome of thefe 
jpagodsyfreligiou sMen and Women live 


in community to fl-rve them ; of which 
tljsre are two forts, the one of the Sett 
o; Foe, and the other of that of Tao. 
The firft of thefe live in Celibacy j the 
others call'd Tautu are Marry’d, and 
live at home with their Wives, like the 
Greek Priefts*, they let a long Tuft of 
Hair grow, and winding it about their 
Pole, cover it with a wooden Difh, or 
Oifter Shell, running a Bodkin, Or Skurc 
through ir, and the Hair. In the day 
time they attend at their Monafl erics in 
Community, and at Night iu their own 
Houles. Thole who Jive linglc arc 
call’d Ho-ojhiank by the Chinejtty as by us 
Bonz.es. Their Heads are all fhav’d 
(which in that Country is a token of 
Contempt,) their Habit in Colour, and 
Falhion is like that of the reform’d Fran- 
eifeans, but with large Sleeves, and a 
Collar about the Neck. The Religious 
Women are call’d Niuxofhiang, or Ny- 
jhium, Kitku-Shuy or Nicu, according to 
’ the Language of feveral Provinces. 
Thefe do not obfcrve Monaftick endo- 
furc, but walk about the Towns where 
they plcafc, and fufleriug others to go 
into their Convents. 1 once at Camon 
went into one of them, where 1 was in- 
vited by thofe fhc Bonzes to drink Tea 
or Chia , which made me judge, that 
Religious Life was not imbraced out of 
pure Zeal, but out of a private end of 
enjoying their Liberty, and give them- 
fclvcs to lewdnefs both within and with- 
out their Monaltcry , like the Bonzcsy 
who do the fame, tho’ they Preach lip 
Celibacy. The Mandarines ufe all their 
endeavours to take them iu the Fad, and 
Punifh them with Death , aud there- 
fore, by reafon of the Scandalous Life 
they lead, as alio bccaufethey ftoop to all 
McchanickEmploymcnts,tbey arc fcorn’d 
and difregarded by the Chinefes ; contrary 
to the Japan efts and SiamiteSyV/ho Honour 
their Priefts and Talaponis. TheContempt 
is lb great, that by the Imperial Laws 
they are banifhed the Realm of Chi- 
nay as Strangers come out of India, and 
only tolerated by connivance. Both the 
Men and Women Bonzxs protefs an au- 
ftere Life, never eating Flclh, or any 
thing that has Life, but living upon 
Herbs , but the Tauxju Bonzxs , eat every 
thing becaufe they arc Marry’d. Both 
thefe forts OftJteligioos Perfons are 0- 
blig’d to be «\d|attns, upon hearing a 
Bell rung ayftlidught by hand, with a 
wooden Clapper.

Viceroy with regret by the Empe- 
ror’s Order* made good their Ldfles, 0* 
pen’d the Churches and reftor’d all things 
to F. lntorcetu who having again re- 
i turn’d Thanks to the Emperor, was al- 
* low’d as a Favour to go along with F. 
Antony Thomas, who with the Title of 
hisMajcfticsEnvoy attended by two Tar- 
tars, Was going to meetF. Philip Grimal- 
di, now returning out of Europe. They 
went all four to Macao, to congratulate 
the Father from the Emperor ; and the 
Viceroy of Canton himfclf, by his Ma- 
jeftics Order, went with other Manda- 
rines to perform the fame Funftion, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the Country, 
which is to touch the Ground with the 
head nine times, praying for the Empe- 
ror’s Health, with the Ceremonies above 
mention’d. The Cicy of Macao per- 
form’d the fame towards F. Grimaldi , fo 
great is the Rcfpcft paid to the Favour- 
ites, and Servants of the Emperor of 
China, not only by the Subjects, but by 
himfelf, who had fent Mcflcngers three 
times before to welcome the aforefaid 
Father. Thus the very means that were 
to have been the ruin of theCa tholickRe- 
ligion, by Gods Permiflkm, ferv’d to E- 
ffablilh it the ftrongef. After this hap- 
py fucccfs, ail the Fathers, who were 
confin’d in Canton , return’d to their 
Churches, and the Religion before pri- 
vately profefs’d in China, and as it were 
by Health, by reafon of the Edifls for- 
bidding it, is now as pnblickly Preach’d 
as in Europe. Still Churches are erett- 
ing throughout all the Empire to the 
true God, tho’ fome oppos’d it ; being 
now Authoris’d by the aforefaid Decree, 
which is to be feen in Gold Letters,over 
the Door of every Catholick Chorch. 
Churche; In Pekin* th ejefuits have threeCburch- 
in Peking, es. One is within the firft enclofure of 
the Palace, belonging to the French Fa- 
thers where F. Fontane is Superior, af- 
lillcd by the Fatlicrs Gerb'Ulon , Butt, Tif- 
dalou* and a German Father, whole Name 
is Kilian Stumps , all greatly learned in 
the Mathcmaticks, and woffread ino- 
ther Sciences, being choien^by the So- 
ciety by the King of FrJhce’s»rder, at 
the reqneftof the King or Siam*, whence 
(after his Death) it is almoft nine Years 
Mince they pafs’d through the City of 
*JJimpo into China, and fetled tjhetttfch^s 

/ 


lame Society. However at prefent they 
are very much in the Emperor’s Fa- 
vour, who gave them a Houle within 
the aforefaid firft enclofure, where now 
their Lodgings and Church are build- 
ing. 

The 2d Church is in the Ea ft quarter 
of the Tartar City, and is call’d Tut an*, 
where F. Sijaro was Superior, who weiic 
td be Bifhopat Nankin*, F. Antony Tho- 
mas of Namur, a good MathcmicicLn 
being there at prefent, and with him F. 
SnOrtz.. 

In the third Church rellded F. Grimal- 
di Superior and Vice Provincial, with 
the Fathers Pereira , Rodriguez, rind Ojfo- 
tio. It Hands in the fame Ta tar City 
oil the Welt fide, therefore call’d S.-~ 
tang, near the Gate Smchinmtn, and is 
,thc Antienreft and Belt of them all. It 
has three Altars ivcll adorn’d, and a 
good outward Front with two Turrets 
on the Ikies. The Emperor allows for 
their maintenance fitch a quantity of 
Rice, Oil, Sugar, Spice, Salt, Wood 
(which is fcarce in Pcklrg) and other 
things that the French Fathers told me 
it amounted to the value of a - oo Le- 
ans, of a 125 Pieces of Eight fc r c cry 
Father. This mid tnc Rent of f nic 
Shops and Honfcs, keeps the lortugueje Fa- 
thers well enough, without Handing in 
need of any Supplies from their Coun- 
try. It is not lb with the French Fa- 
thers, who live very bare, tho’ they 
have as much allow’d them from France, 
becaufe it is dear living at Court, and 
tho’ the Emperor fevcral times he went 
to fee them, ask’d whether they want- 
ed any thing, yet they out of Modefty 
anfwcr’d in the Negative. It is proper 
here to obferve, that when the Empe- 
ror goes to fee the Fortuguefe , or French 
Fathers, they moft turn all their Ser- 
vants out of the Houfe, and leave all 
the Doors of the Cupboards open, to 
fhow there is none hid within. 

The Life the Jefuits told me they lead 
there, is very hard and troublefome, for 
every Day at Sun- riling, the Fathers 
Grimaldi, GerhiUon and Fontane are to go 
to the Palace, either to teach the Ein- 
jieror, or to receive his Orders, and 
if any One fails of going any Morning, 
he is preferttly fent for, and there ftrey 
ftary till Afternoon. The other Famers 
ate employ’d in making Mathematical 
Ifrftruments, mending Clocks, or \rnn- 
ning trp and down ; lo chat F. Gri.yaldi 

'told 
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told me he would willingly change his 
Gcmclli. Life for that of a Gaily Slave, where ’ie 
u> 96. lhould at leaft have fome Hours to rei^ 
and he further complain’d that the Em- 
peror will have the ailpofal of all things, 
and even remove the Fathers from one 
place to another, meaning the German , 
whom he brought over, and the Empe- 
ror had appointed him to live with the 
French. But he had fufficient caufe to 
complain } for coming from the Palace, 
on the 25 th of June, he fell off from his 
Mule, and his Foot hanging in the Stir- 
rup, he was dragg’d two Musket Shot, 
with Peril of his Life, one of his Eyes 
being almolt beaten out, tho’ afterwards 
he recover’d, being cur’d by a Surgeon 
fent him by theEmpcror.They do not on- 
ly attend the Emperor with lo much af- 
fiduity, that in Winter their very Hair 
Freezes to their Faces, but the Chinefe 
Chriftians, for the good of their Souls j 
keeping Chinefe Exorcifts whom they 
maintain, at the Gates of Peking to Bap- 
tize Children expos’d, which are thrown 
down before the Gates of the City, and 
are in danger of Death. F. Ojforio told 
me, there were about 3000 Baptiz’d in 
a Year, before they are carry’d to the 
Hofpital of Mian, or a Paged aflign’d for 
bringing of them up} and he added fur- 
ther that there were above 40000 ex- 
pos’d every Year, whereof many thrown 
into the common Shore, are ftarv’d to 
Death with cold. 

Chriftians There are about 200000 Chriftians 

in Chine, throughout the Empire of China , ferv’d 
by Miffioncrsof feveral Orders, who to 
fpeak the Truth arc much oblig’d to 
the Jefuits in Peking , who in all Perfe- 
cutions have flood up againft the Ma- 
lice of the Mandarines in defence of the 
Fathers, who are Ipread about the King- 
dom looking after their Churches. Nor 
could any other Order maintain itfelf, 
as the reform’d Francifcans and Miffion- 
ers of the Clergy, own’d to me ; be- 
caufe to pleafe the Emperor, it is re- 
quiiite they lhould know how to do e- 
▼cry thing, to compole their Almanack 
in three Languages, with the motions 
of the Planets, and molt conliderable 
Stars to obferve Eclipfes, and* make 
all forts of Mathematical Inltruracnts, 
asalfo to mend Clocks, and Diftill Wa- 
ters, becaufe the Chinefes lovq the Eu- 
ropeans for their own Intereft. And thus 
m tlWMilEon is kept up, not only of the 
‘ Facers of the Society, but of 16 Spa- 
nijh reform’d Francifcans , of 10 Demi - 
nicafty and of 5 Spaniards of the Order 
of f Augufiin , who are maintain’d by 


the Charity of the King of Spain. Thus 
tihe French Clergy-men arc tolerated, 

^/who live in Community upon the Re* 

‘ venues they have in France, diltribnting 
every little fupply lent them among all 
the Millions of China , Cochinchina , Siam , 
and Tanking. The worlt provided are 
the Portuguefe Fathers, who livedifpers’d 
about the Empire to the number of 40 ; 
for having no Revenue but the Bilhop of 
Mtnfier’ s Legacy, and the little that 
comes from Portugal divided among fo 
many, it does not hold out to keep 
them, and they can expe& no Relief 
from the wretched Chriltian Chinefes ; 
for the Rich Men, and Mandarines do 
not become Chriftians, becaufe they will 
not quit their many Wives. Yet thefc 
Fathers hold fait their Right of being 
Patrons, or Proprietors of the Million 
of China, the King of Portugal and the 
Portuguefe, luffering no Mifiioners of other 
Nations to go any other way into thatEm- 
pire, but through Lisbon , that they may 
there fir It fwear Fidelity to the King 
of Portugal, and yet they are not after- 
wards maintain’d by him in China. Nor 
can he fend Fathers enough out of his 
own Kingdom, or much let's maintain 
them, fo that if the King of Spain does 
not take part in that Million, the Por- 
tuguefe will make no great Progrcls 
there, nor will they be able to hold out 
long. 

The Chinefe Nation is fo fond of it- 
felf, that it looks upon all others as Bar- 
barous, and llnpolilh’d. Yet the Eu- 
ropean Mifiioners begin to undeceive 
them by Printing 500 Books of the Law 
of God, which they have compos’d 
within lefs than an Age ; having tran- 
flated the Holy Bible, and the Works of 
S. Thomas. In Peking they have a good 
Library of European and Chinefe Books, 
where I faw tne Map of the World, 
put iuto Chinefe Characters, but Square, 
thofc People being of Opinion that Chi- 
na lies in the middle, and the other King- 
doms about it like lllands. 

For as much as the War between the Peace 
Mufcovites and Chinefes was brought to concluded 
an end, by the Condudt of the Fathers, with the 
it will be convenient before we con- 3 e f ut,m 
elude this Chapter, to give a fhoft Ac- 
count of that Expedition.

lb daint y, that they go to War with all 
conveniences, nor do they think of go- 
ing beyond the Frontiers, if the others 
do not come to them. Therefore the 
Emperor to prevent the burning of his 
Couuu y, winch is remote from Peking , 
by 1500^0 Hoife, that Tartar King can 
bring into the Field, endeavours to keep 
him quiet, by paying him a Sum of Mo-

The Cbinefe Amballador having taken 
his leave, return’d to Peking eroding 
fevcral Deferts by the way", without 
finding Town or City to rclt in. ’ 1 is 
true that traft of the Imperial Tar- 
tary , under the Emperor of China, is 
ot a va ft extent ; but it is fo defert and 
woody, that as to worth, it may be ac- 
counted very little ; only a few poor 
Tartars Inhabiting in Hovels, without 
Uoufes, like the Anticnt Numidians , 
or Hawaxobitcs , who being wholly em- 
ploy’d in a Paltoial Life, had not jo 
much as Houfes, but went about with 
their Portable liut.s, fettling wheiefo- 
cver they thought lit. Tne prefent 
Emperor of Tartary , in order to Ci- 
vilize, begins to make them build 
Towns, and gather them into Bodies, 
having 40 Petty Kings and Princes, who 
are Tnnutary to him, among whom 
arc the Tartars , call’d Eautaz.es and XaT 
xas , who can raife fomc 7, fome 20000 
Horfe of the ftragglcrs that live by 
Plunder. The curioufclt thing to be 
found in this uncouth Trad of Land (as 
the Fathers Grimaldi, Gervillon , and Pe- 
reira told me) are great Bridges of a 
wonderful Strudurc, which they lay o- 
ver Rivers, for the Emperor to pafso- 
ver, often joining Mountains with them. 

When the Cbinefe Amballador came 
to Peking, the Emperor was well pleas’d Ambaffe- 
with the Agreement, which the Tartar dor,, 
own’d was owing to the Fathers. Next 
came the Amballadors from the Great 
Duke of Mufcovy, whom the Emperor 
receiv'd fitting on aThrone rais’d 20 fteps 
hove the Ground, whither he afterwards 
made them afeend to Drink ; and tho’ 
they at firft refus’d to touch the Ground 
with their Heads, according to the Cu- 
ltom of the Country, at lalt they con* 
fented. They much admir’d to fee a 
Tartar Family in fuch Majefty, declar- 
ing they could not find whence* it came, 
tho’ they had cravell’d all that vaft 
Country (for the Mufcovites conic 20 
days Journey in their way to Peking 
from Mofco , within their own Domi- 
nions) in which is aconl»derable»part of 
Tartary which the Emperor mu Belit- 
tle account of, having rais’d himfelif from 
a homely Tent to the Statclieft Palace 
in the World. \

mfr Mo- Men to live in Society, whereas before 
naichy. they liv’d like Ueafts^ and they having 
afterwards lcarn’d the Art of Tillage, 
and others of Xiumm , began to live 
more Regularly in Villages. 

In the Year 2697, before Chrift reign’d, 
Ho.vnti , call'd the Fair Emperor, or ra- 
ther Yellow, becauie he took that Co- 
lour, which is allow’d to none but the 
Emperors. This Emperor, with the 
AHiltance of Tama, perfected the Chi- 
» eft Period, or Ciclc of 60 Years, in- 
vented Mulick, aud mufical Inftrumcnts, 
as alio Arms, Nets, Carts, Ships and 
Carpenters Work. By the Invention of 
his Queen Luy-fu , he brought up the 
keeping of Silk-worms, and of Dying, 
and Weaving Silk. He inftituted fix 
Kolaos , or prime Minifters of the King- 
dom, and compos’d feveral Books of 
Phyfick. 

Hoamti Dying, Xao-Hao fucceeded 
him in the Year 2577, and began to 
build and enclofe the City with Walls •, 
invented new Mufick, and brought up 
the Cuftom of having Carts drawn by 
Oxen. 

Xao-Hao Dy’d 2517 Years before 
Chrifh, and was fucceeded by Kucn-Hio , 
Grandfon to Hoamti , who ordain’d that 
the only Emperor on Earth Ihould offer 
Sacrifice in folcmn manner to the fu- 
preme Emperor of Heaven. He alfo in- 
vented the Calendar, and order’d the 
Year Ihould begin with the next New 
Moon to the beginning of Spring, which 
in China anfwers to the fifth Degree of 
jitjuarim. 

In 2457, before Chrift , Kuen-Hio 
Dy’d, and Tico his Grandfon fucceeded 
him. This Man had four Wives, 'he ap- 
pointed Matters to teach the People, and 
found out vocal Mufick. 

After thefe Princes came thofe two 
celebrated Emperors and Legiflators To, 
am , 'rrtfc»from whom the civil Rites, and 
politiclb1|ftitutes are deriv’d.* They 
Reign’dre$b Years, which added to 587, 
the oth# fix before them Liv’d, make 
73 S Yc$s. 


The Imperial Families are defeended 
from thofe two Founders of the Chinefc 
Nation, and from the aforemention’d lix 
Emperors, in whom the fupreme Dig- 
nity, and Government of the Chinefe Mo- 
narchy continu'd till thefe latter Times. 
In all they reckon 22 of them, that is, 
nine great ones, and thirteen lefler, a- 
mong whom is included this Family of 
the Eaftcrn Tartars , which at this pre- 
fent Rules Lh ^Tartar and Chineje Empires. 
They may all be fecn Briefly put toge- 
ther in the following Table.

So that Cluverius, who 
Aftigns 1 ^Provinces to China was mif- 
inform'd, for the Kingdoms of Tunquin 
and Cochinchina, which he reckons as 
Provinces of China, arc no way Subject 
to it, and lIio’ they were under it fome 
few Years, they have been a long time 
Wands. Exempt from its Jurifdiftion. There 
arc feveral Bland-, depending on China at’ 
the great and little Lieu- kieu-Taivan, 
which rhe Portnguejcs call Formofa ’, Hai- 
nan, Hiamxan , on which is feated the Ci- 
ty Amtgao, or Macao , upon its Souther- 
molf Point , and abundance of other in- 
habited and dclert Blands. The King- 
dom of Corea is not an Bland near China, 
as Cluverius imagins, but a vaft Promon- 
tory joining to the Continent, and run- 
ning out from North to South. Nor is 
Xam-hai , as F. Martin made it in his 
Atlas, but a Citadei fo large, and fo 
well fortify ’d, both by Art and Nature, 
that it may vie with the belt in Europe. 
It is built upon the Continent, near the 
Sea, between the Province of Peking, 
and the Country of Liaotung. 

Wall'd The wall'd Places in this^mighty Em- 
1 lau'j. pjre, arc to the Number of 4402, and 
divided into two ClalTes, the Civil and 
Military. To the civil Clafs belong 2045 
wall’d Places, that is, 175 Cities of the 
fir It Rank, which the Cbinefes call Fu ; 
274 of the fecond Rank, called Cheu -, 
x 288 Cities call’d Him j 205 Royal 
Honfcs call’d Ye-, and 103 Guards, or 
Royal Manfions of the fecond Rank call’d 
Chant-chin. Among the Cities of the 
Empire there are fome comprehended 
lying in the Provinces of Yunnan , Quei- 
eheu , Quamfi , and Suchuen, which pay no 
Tribute to the Emperor, but are Subjeft 
to particular abfolute Princes and Lauds 
of their own. Moll cjf thole Citieft are 
lb hemm’d in bj/higlj Mountains, land 
iteep Rocks, as if Nature had ftudy’a to 
Fortify them ; and yet within thjnfe 


jeets of thefc Lords with the Cbinefes 
fpeak the Chinefe Language, but have an- 
other peculiar l ongue to themfelves. 

Their Cultoms difFer but little from thofe 
of the Cbinefes \ and they are Jike them 
in Shape and Countenance, but only are 
Braver. Tlje Cbinefes fear them, for ha- 
ving, after feveral T rials of their Cou- 
rage found them a vigorous Oppoiition, 
they think fit not to difturb but to Trade 
with them. So that there is no Queltion 
to be made concerning the Number of 
Cities and Towns, as to its being greater 
than what is mention’d by F. Martin , 
becaufe we here include thofe belonging 
to thole petty Princes, whofe Dominions, 
tho’ not Subjeft to the Emperor, yet 
are in the niidlt of his Empire, in the 
four abovemention’d Provinces -, as are 
alfo the Cities and Towns of the Coun- 
try of Leaotung , and the Province of 
Yunnan, which the Cbinefes, who are a- 
bovc meafure devoted to their Forma- 
lities, do not mention in their general 
Number, but in particular Catalogues. 

The Cbinefes have printed an Itinera- Travel- 
rium, or Book of all the Roads and Ways 
by Land and Water from Peking to the 
remote!! Parts of the Empire. The Man- 
darines, who go from Court to their 
Polls, and all Travellers ulc it, to know 
the Way they 3re to go, the diilances 
of Places, and the length of every Days 
Journey. In this Book all the Royal 
Roads of the Empire are divided into 
1 145 Days, to every one of which there 
is a Place, where the Mandarines arc 
lodg’d, and treated at the King’s Ex- 
pence, when they go to take Pofleffion 
of their Employs -, but when they return 
from them they iofe the Privilege of 
being Entertain’d at the Emperor’s Coll.

for his Arrange Exaggeration will not 
futc with the multitude of Jmall Places. 

Having endeavour’d diligently to dear 
this Point with the Fathers of his Soci- 
ety, I found not one that agreed with 
him, nor did any of the Mifiioners of 
other Orders, who having liv’d there 
fome twenty, and fomc thirty Years, 
know more of it than F. Bartoli could do 
by hear-fay ■, becaufe they are continu- 
ally Converling with Mand.trit.es , and 
great Men, who thoroughly know this 
Matter, as numbring the People to re- 
ceive the Imperial Tax. The greutdt 
difference I found in the Accounts given 
me, during the time I itay’d in China, 
was of five Millions, fome telling me 
the whole Empire contain'd an Hundred 
ninety five Millions, and others that they 
had found two hundred Millions in the 
Chinefe Books, which difference may well 
happen in counting with two or three 
Years interval T 0 make what has been 
here faid the plainer, 1 think it will not 
be amifs to Infert the Particular, as it is 
found in F. Couplet, and is as follows. 
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There arc alio reckoned iu the Em- 
pire 50 jf> Men Renowned, and Mufti i- 
ons, ter rl’.cir Virtue, learning. Valour, 
or other remarkable Qualities. There 
are 208 Virgins and Widows, remark- 
able for their Chaftity, or other Heroick 
Acts, and Celebrated in the Chine fe 
Books, and in their Temples, and ln- 
feription. 

Thei c are 185 Manfolcums Famous for 
Structure, and Riches, for it is forbid in 
Ctuna under fevere Penalties to carry the 
Dead into any City, but they may be re- 
mov’d from one Province to another, 
keeping without the Walls. 

Thcte arc 480 Idol Temples of Re- 
nown, and much rdbrtcd to, as well on 
account of their Ma jelly, and Wealth, 
as for the pretended Miracles wrought 
at tnem. Within thefe and other T em- 
pics or the Empire, there live above 3 
hundred and fifty thoulaud Bonz.es. 

Bolides throughout the Kingdom, arc 
to be iceu 709 Temples, credited by the 
Chineies, ac fcveral times, in Memory of 
their Anccllors , and remarkable for 
their Beauty and Structure, ltis thccu- 
Ii 0111 among the Chintfes to exprefs much 
love to their Parents after their Death; 
and to make ir appear they build Stately 
Halls with great charge, in which in- 
ltead of Statues, they place Infcriptions, 
with the Naitres of their Anccftors. Up- 
on certain daya^a the Years, ^ie Fami- 


lies they belong to, meet in thele Halls 
and Proftratc thcmfelves on the Ground, 
in token ot Love and Rcfpedt, offering 
lnccnfc to them, and making a Splendid 
Entertainment, in which there are feve- 
ral Tables well covet 'd, and fill’d with 
abundance of well drcfs’dMeat in great 
Order. 

The Famous Anticnt Statues are to 
the number of 2099, befidcs Paintings, 
and other Celebrated Works of that 
Nature, 1159 Towers, Triumphal 
Arches, and notable Monuments, in 
Honour ot Kings and Men in vogue ; 
272 Libraries well adorn’d, and ftor’d 
with Books. The great Rivers and 
Fountains of note, for hot and Medici- 
nal Waters arc 1472. There are alfo 
2099 Mountains, rendred Fruitful by 
their many Springs, and lingular for Pa- 
fture, and the excellent Minerals they 
produce, and no lefs for their great height 
The Schools, and Pnblick' Structures 
erefted in Honour of Confucius, the great 
Philofopher of that Empire, are as ma- 
ny as the Cities. It is no eafy matter to 
reckon the vaft number of Scholars, but 
the Batchelors are above 90000. Bc- 
fides 32 Palaces belonging to Betty 
Kings, there arc others in all Places, for 
the great Officers of the Kingdom, ac- 
colding to their dignity. And to con- 
clude, thcrc*are in the Empire 231 Fa- 
mobs Bridges.

f^HINA deferves great Common- fying Alfeffors, Afliftants, and Supreme 
Gemelli. dation for its excellent Govern- Counfellors to the King. There are in 
1696. nicaC.

Co.irts. t j ier g reat courts, among which the Em- 
peror of China , divided all the affairs of 
his Empire 2000 Years before Chrift ; 
and thefe lame continue Hill. Six of 
them belong to the Learned Mandarines , 
or Gown-Men, call'd Lo-p«, and fix to 
the Military Mandarines , or Swordfmen, 
call’d V- fu. The Power of theft Courts 
was extraordinary great, and unlimited, 
in lb much, that it might realonably be 
fear’d , left fomc one of them lhould 
make ufc of its Authority, to ftir up a 
Rebellion; and therefore the Wildom 
of the Chinefe Emperors, has lb regula- 
ted their Bufineis, that no one of them 
can determine any affair committed to 
it,without the Concurrence of the others. 
Within the Palace of every one of thefe 
fix Courts, there is always a Chamber, 
or Apartment appointed for a Manda- 
rin e, call’d Coli , that is, Supervilbr, or 
Examiner, who in Private and Publick, 
Examines all that is tranla&ed, and if 
he finds any Error, prcfently acquaints 
the Emperor with it. This Mandarine 
is neither Subject, nor Superior to his 
Court, but only a Ccnlor of their Pro- 
ceedings, as was us’d among the Romans. 
Ju China thefe Men are call’d Mad Dogs, 
bccaufe they are continually biting, by 
the ill Offices they do.

The method of Proceedings in thefe Their me- 
Courts is thus. When any Man has a thod of 
Sute, he writes it down on a Paper of proceed* 
fuch form and Size, as is fix’d by Cuftom, ings ' 
which he carries into the Palace of the 
Court, and there beats a Drum, which 
is at the fecond Gate, then kneeling and 
lifting up the Paper or Petition with both 
Hands as high as his Head, it is taken 
from him by an Officer, who conveys 
it to the Mandarines of the great Cham- 
ber, and they to the Prefident, or in his 
abfencc to his Affellbrs, who having 
» read it. Approve or Reject it, as they think 
fit. If Rejected, they fend it back to 
him that prefented it, cauling him often 
to be well beaten for having propos’d 
an unrcafonable Thing. If they Ap- 
prove of it, the Prefident lends it back 
to the Inferior Court, that they may Ex- 
amine the Caufe and Report their Opini- 
ons. When this Court has Examin’d 
and Adjudg’d it, they fend it back to 
the firft Prefident, who gives the Sen- 
tence, adding to, taking from, or con- 
firming theDecifion of his InferiorCourt. 

If the Matter be of high Concern, he 
orders the laid Court to draw it up in a 
Memorial, which having Read with his 
Aflefibrs, he remits to the Revilbr Man- 
darine before mention’d, and he refers 
it to the Supream Court of the Couuftl- 
lors of State, who Examines the Caufe, 
and acquaints his Majefty with it, who 
for the moft part orders the Court to 
Examine it again. Then the Counftl- 
lors of State lend back the Memorial to 
the Revilbr, who having ften the King’s 
order, returns it to the firft Prefidenc.

It pays out the Peniions, and 
the Quantities of Rice, Pieces of Silk, 
and Sums of Mony the Emperor bellows 
on petty Kings, great L&fds, and Man- 
darines of the Empire.

it is here to be obferv’d thattho’in China ) 
there are 15 Provinces, yet in the Pub- 
lick Records, and t heir common way of 
(peaking, they are call’d 14 Provinces, 
and one Court, becaufc, lay the Chi - 
nefes, the Court 1 elides, commands, and 
is not fubjed, and therefore is not to be 
reckoned in the number of the other Pro- 
vinces. Hence it is that among the Su- 
preme Courts, there is never an Infcri- 
ourone for the alliirs of the Province 
of Peking', but the full Prehdent rcfeis 
them, as he thinks fit, to one of the I n- 
feriour Courts appointed for the Provin- 
ces.

Vet Reafon, Law and Juft ice, 
are here fold, and he who gives moll has 
the bell Caufe ; this Nation futfering ic 
felf to be fo led away by Avarice, that 
it cannot be curb’d by fo many lcvcre 
Punifhmcnts as the Emperor inflidts on 
thofe that are Convidted of Corruption

AH the Courts in Peking examine the mentof 
Offences of thofe that are fubjeft to them Criminals, 
on account of their Employments ; but 
when the Crime deferves a grievous P11- 
nifhment, as Confifeation of Goods, Ba- 
r.iflimcnt or Death ; then after acquaint- 
ing the Emperor with it, they feud the 
Procefs and Criminal to this Court which 
gives the definitive Sentence. In the 
Palace of this Court there arc 14 other 
fubordinatr to it, for the 14 Provinces of 
the Empire, as was find of the ftcond 
Court. The Practice of China differs 
much fiom onrs as to the diversity of 
Punifhmcnts, for we behead noble Per- 
fons, but there the grcatcll Difhonour 
can be done a Man is to cut off his Head. 

When the Emperor will fhow a great 
J.ord or Mandarine condemn’d to Death 
a fpecial Favour, he fends him a Piece of 
delicate fine Silk to be Strangled with. 

It being therefore the Cuflom in china 
to Strangle the Nobility, and Behead 
the Commonalty ; when this happens the 
Kindred buy the Head and Body of the 
Executioner for an hundred, and fomc- 
times for a thoufand Pieces of Eight, ac- 
cording to their Wealth; looking upon 
it as a great difgrace that the Body ihould 
remain Unbury’d, bccaufe this Punilh- 
menc is attended with a prohibition of 
Burying the Body, yet the Executioners 
run the hazard of it. Among other 
Laws obferv’d by this Court, there is one 
enabled by the antient Kings ; which is.

1 2 Tartars. Thefe are the fix Sovereign 
Courts that govern allcy»»«,aud are fb fa- 
mous in that Empire ; but bccaufe each of 
them of it fedf would have been too Pow- 
erful, the wife Emperors have fo filled 
them and order’d their Bulincfs, regu- 
lating all their Proceedings, that none of 
them is abfolutc in the Affairs it has Cog- 
nifauceof, bui they all depend one upon 
another. As for Inftance, The firft Pre- 
fident of the 4th Court , which is the 
Court Martial, might have Rebell’d had 
his Authority been Indepcndant, bccaufs 
all the Troops in the Kingdom are un- 
der his Di red ion ; but he has no Mony, 
and after he has the Emperors Order he 
muft h..vc rccourfe to the fccond Court, 
which is that of the Exchequer. 'The 
Boats, Waggons, Tents, Arms and o- 
thcr Ncccfuries for a War depend on 
the fixth Court, to which the fourth muft 
have recoil ric; and laltly, the Horfes 
are at the difpofal of another feparate 
Court, of whnhrhcy muft be ask’d.

The firft is call’d Hcu jit or Rear. The 
fccond 77 0 fit or left Wing. The third 
Yen jit , 01 right Wing. The fourth Chitm 
/«, or the main Body. The fifth Cbitn 
ft, or the Van. Thefe five Courts are 
Govern'd by 1 5 great I ords, 3 in each 
of them, of whom one is Prclidenr, and 
the others Afleflors. All the 15 arc of 
the firft Clafs ot Mandarines , blit the 
Prclidents arc of the firft degree of this 
Clafs, and the Afielfors of the fecond: 

They have charge of all the Officers and 
Soldiers of the Court. Thefe five Courts 
are fubjed to a Sovereign Court, call’d 
liirnihimfit, that is. Court Martial, the 
Prefident whereof is always a great Lord. 

His Authority extends over the faidfivc 
Courts, and over all the Officers and 
Soldiers in the Empire , but for fear 
left lie fliould make ill life of fo great a 
Truft, a learned Alandarine is appointed 
his AlfelTor with the Title of Suprcani 
Regent, and two Royal Inipe&ors, who 
have an Eye upon all his Adions. The 
number of Mandarines is fo much in- 
creas’d, both for the better Government, 
as alfb to reward SubjedsVnat defer v’d 
well in Afiifting the fide King of tfce 
Family *before this warn Reigning , to 
make himfelf MaftjjwF theEmpiF- And 
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Saying of 
a Mdnli- 
ri> re. 


certainly the predominant Palfion of the 
Cbinejes is the delire of Rule, wherein 
they place all their Glory and Happi- 
nefs i as may appear by an Anfwer giv- 
en by a Mandarine to F. Matthew Riccio 
di Macerata. This Father difcourfing 
him concerning our Holy Faith and E- 
ternal Blifs. Peace faith the Mandarine , 
leave thefe Follies, your Glorjwnd your 
Blifs be all your own, who are a Stran- 
ger ; for all my Glory and Happinefs 
con lifts in this Girdle and Habit of a 
Mandarine ; all the reft is nothing but 
Talk and Words, which the Wind car- 
ries away, and arc things told but not 
feen \ what we fee is the benefit or ad- 
vantage of Governing and Commanding 
others. Gold, Silver, Wives and Con- 
cubines, as alfo a numerousTrain, Goods, 
Feafting, Diverfions and all forts of Hap- 


pinefs, Honour and Glory are the Con- 
sequences of being a Mandarine. This 
is the Happinefs we covet, and which 
we enjoy in our great and mighty Em- 
pire, ana not yours, which is as Unpro- 
fitable as it is lnviiible and lmpoffible to 
obtain. Thus fpokc that wicked Athcift. 

There arc other Mandarines of none 
of the nine Gaffes, call’d Fi-jo-lieu^ that 
is, unfetled Men. There are alfo 0- 
thers call’d Papin, that is, who find no 
Clafs to fit them, becaule their Merits 
are fo great, that they lift them above 
all Claffcs and Degrees. Thefe are the 
petty Kings, Dukes and Marquefes, who 
govern in the 5 Courts Martial, efteem- 
ing the Dignity of Dukes and Marquefes, 
which they have purchas’d by their great 
Services above that of Mandarines. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of fever al other Courts in Peking, of the fifteen Provinces , and Cities oftl e 
J Empire of China. 


rTpHE firft of thefe Courts is call’d 
lft Court ^ HdnAin-iven , that is, a Garden or 
• t Q rove flourifhing with Learning and 
Sciences. This Court contains a great 
number of learned Mandarines of preg- 
nant Wits divided into 5 Gaffes, and 
making 5 Courts ; being chofen by the 
Emperor from among the new Doctors 
that uke their Degree every three Years 
at Peking , for all the Licentiates of the 
Kingdom call’d Kiu gin, that Men il- 
luftrious in Learning, are examin’d for 
13 Days together with all pollible Ri- 
gor, out of which the Degree of Doctor 
is afterwards given to only three hun- 
dred fi.vty fix, who have proved them- 
fclves thcableft Men. The Members of 
thefe 5 Courts, are Teachers and Precep- 
tors of the young Prince, who is to fuc- 
cecd in the Empire, whom they inftruft 
in Virtue and Learning according to his 
Age. They write all whatfoever hap- 
pens at Court or in the Empire, which 
defer ves to be tranfmitted to Pofterity. 
They compofc the general Hiftory of 
the Kingdom and other Books, and 
they arc properly the King’s Men of 
Learning, whom he chofes to be Colaos 
and Counfcllors ; in fhort, this Court is a 
Royal Seminary. Thofe of the firft 
Court are o&the third rank of Manda- 
rines, ' thofe ofltfhe fecond of the fourth, 
arid all the othewhree of the fifth. 

Having (poke dfsfhe Examination of 
Licentiates and the Decree of Do&ors, 


it is proper to dcicribe the manner how 
they arrive at the Degree of Batchelors, 0 f uMng 
which is conferr’d in the Cities, and to Degrees; 
that of Licentiate given only in the Me- 
tropolitan Cities of Provinces , as that 
of Dottor is only at Peking. As for 
the Batchelor’s Degree, which the Chi- 
neses call Siu-Zay , there is a Perfon ap- 
pointed by the King in every Province, 
who goes from one City to another to 
examine the Students, of whom four or 
live Thoutend come to be examin’d in c- 
very City, according as they are more 
or Ids Inhabited. They are thrice put 
upon Tryal by as many feveral Exami- 
ners. The firft is by four antient Learn- 
ed Men who relide in the Colleges of 
Confucius : The fecond is by the Magi- 
ftr^es of the City, and only of thofe 
who were thought worthy of it by the 
firft Examiners : The third by the 71b*- 
hio , or King’s Examiner, of thofe few 
that have pafs’d the fecond Trial. Thus 
of the Thoufands that at firft expos’d 
themfelves to the hazard of fo difficult 
an Undertaking, only a few arc at lalfc 
admitted to the Honour of Batchelor (hip; 
and fometimes they do not rife to thinly, 
all the reft being rcje&ed as Unworthy 
and. Incapable* Yet this does not dii- 
may Thofe thafare reje&ed, or put them 
by tflieir Studies ; but being fpur’d 
on by the Honoqr dove to thofe that 
receive the Degree, they return to 
their Studies with more earneftnefs, 

to 
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to appear again at che next Examinati- 
Cemelli. on. 

, 1 696. Afterwards only the ableft of thofe 
t/W that were graduated in the firft Exami- 
nation of Batchelors refort to the fecond 
for Licentiates, or Mailers, bccaufc it is 
very fevcre. Thefe are promoted only 
once in three Years in the eighth Moou, 
which ufually happens in our September , 
and this no where but in the 1 5 Metro- 
politan Cities of Provinces, and fuch a 
ect tain number prefixt, there being a- 
bout 150 in the two principal Cities of 
Peking and Nanking , and more or lefs in 
/Jl^others down to an hundred. The 
Emperor chules 30 able Men to be Ex- 
aminers, of whom two go into every 
Province for that pur pole, and it is to 
be perform’d precifely on the 9th, 1 2th, 
and 1 5th Day of the 8th Moon. Thefe 
Examiners call two others to their Alfi- 
itauce, for they would not be able to go 
through fo much alone. In the mean 
while the two Examiners fpeak with no 
Body, to prevent any Jcaloufy or Sus- 
picion \ and they flay till the ninth Day 
in the Morning to give all at once on a 
fudden the Argument or Theme they 
arc to Write upon. This Examination 
is perform’d iu a Palace, about which 
there are fmall Chambers with Tables 
and Chairs. When the Batchelors go in, 
they are ftriftly fcarch’d to fee whether 
they have any Writing about them, which 
if they had they would certainly be Ba- 
ftonado'd, they being allow’d nothing 
but white Paper, three Pencils, and an 
Ink-horn. Having their Subjeft they are 
to Treat of. they are Ihut into thefe lit- 
tle Rooms, and guarded that they may 
not Talk to one another. The Theme 
given them to try their Wits the firft 
Day, is four Sentences taken out of the 
vaft Number of them in Confucius his 
Books, that is, out of three of the four 
counted molt Autheutick among the d»- 
nefes i thefe are hung up at the four Cor- 
ners of the Court in vaft black Letters 
on white Paper. Upon them every one is 
to frame a Difcourfe, not exceeding 500 
Cha rafters, which arc as many Words. 
On the 1 2th Day of the Moon, three 
feveral Points arc propos’d, upon which 
Judgment is to be given, to advife the 
King by W3y of Memorial. The laft 
Day they deiire three Cafes in civil and 
criminal Affairs ; either aMolving, con- 
demning, or corn pounding*f)ctweetfj the 
Parties, as if th«r were giving Judg- 
ment upon the Bench. * They Labour at 
each of thefe Examinations from break 
of Day, till Night j the Dinner for thofe 


in the Court being provided by the City, 
and very light, that it may not doll the 
Wit. At Night the Compohtors fold 
their Compolitions, and deliver them to 
People appointed to receive them, eve- 
ry one Subfcribing his Name. Thefe 
Compolitions are tranferibed by Clerks, 
and being afterwards compar'd with the 
Originals, are deliver’d to tire Affellbrs 
to judge of the worth of them, without 
knowing the Authors, to prevent all Cor- 
ruption. Thefe pick out the beft, dou- 
ble the Number that is to be preferred, 
and the two Examiners chnfe one half 
out of them. Thefe Compolitions be- 
ing then compar’d with the Originals, 
kept the mean while Lock’d up, the 
Owners Names are Publiflrd, and they 
thus receive the Degree of Mailers, with 
great Rejoycing, at the end of the fame 
eighth Moon. And bccaufc the Tartars 
by reafon of their Ignorance could not 
cafily pafs through thefe Examinations, 
that they may have the Degree of Li- 
centiates to Capacitate them to be Man- 
darines, the Emperor has in their behalf 
brought up the Title of Kien-Srm , which 
is bellow’d for Mon y, confirming them 
for ever in the Degree of Batchelors, 
and in a Capacity of being Mandarines. 

The Court call’d Guercu-Kien , is the The 
Royal School of all the Empire, which School of 
has Care of aH thefe Batchelors and Stu- ^ Hm- 
dents, to whom the Emperor has grant- **‘ re ‘ • 
ed fome Privilege to make them equal 
to Batchelors, as delivering the Wine to 
the Emperor when he Sacrifices to Hea- 
ven, the Earth, the Sun, Moon, or any 
other well deferving Creature. Thefe 
graduate Students, are of lix forts, 

Cum-Sem , Quon-Sem, Nyen-Sem , Cttm- 
Sem , Kien-Sem , Cum-cu, who are ufual- 
ly marry’d to Women of the King’s 
Houfhold, to whom the King grants this 
Favour, as allb upon account of their 
Fore-fathers Services, or upon occalion 
of ptiblick Rejoycing. 

The Mandarines that belong to the Courr 0 f 
Court call Tucha-yuen, or Vifitors and vifitor’. 
Cenfors of the Court, and of all the Em- 
pire. The Prefident is equal in Dignity to 
the Prefident of the fix Sovereign Courts ■, 
and accordingly is a Mandarine of the 
fecond Clafs, and his firft Afleflor of the 
third, and all the other Mandarines , 
whofe Dignity is very great, of the fc- 
venth Clafs. It is their Dmy always to 
have a watchful Eye over ine Court and 
all the Empire, to caufirthe Laws and 
good Ctiftoms to beflOlerv’d and the 
Mandarines to ob^fve Juftice ? /punifh- 
ing their Infer ic/s, and acquainting the 

Emperor 
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F.mpcror with the Faults of their Equals. 
oV/atAf. Every three Years they make a general 

i' s v'>.\ Vilitation, fending 14 Vilitors through- 
v*Y\) oat the Empire, one to every Province. 
As loon as the Vilitor enters the Province, 
he is Superior to the Vice-Roy, and all 
the Mandarines great and fmall, and he 
tries or a£ts the Cenfbr overturn with 
fuch Rigor and Authority, that the dread 
the Mandarines have of him was the oc- 
tillion of that common Proverb in China , 
Lao-xit , Ken-mao, that is, the Moufe has 
iccn the Oir, and this not without Gaufe, 
for he can take away their Employ- 
ments, and Ruin them. The Vifitation 
ended, the Vilitors return to Court, with 
every one half a Million given him by 
the Mandarines , which they lhare with 
the Prelident and his Aflcflors, and then 
give them and the Emperor an Account 
of their Vilitation. For the moft part 
they Accufe none but fuch Mandarines , 
whofe Injuftice, and other Crimes are fo 
Publick that they cannot be conceal’d, 
or the Poor one that could give them no 
Mony. This Vilitation is call’d Tachai , 
or the great and general Vifitation. The 
fame Court makes a fecond Vilitation 
call’d Chun- chat, or middle Vilitation, 
fending Vilitors to the nine Quarters of 
the Frontiers on the fide of the great 
Wall, that divides China and Tartary. 
If the fa that go the general Vifitation 
. make a great Advantage, or rather Steal 
much ; thefe out-do them amongft the 
Diftributers of Salt. The third Vilita- 
tion is call 'd Staochai , or the little Vili- 
tation, and is made every three Months, 
lending Vilitors fometimes unknown, and 
in Difguifc fir ft to one Province, or Ci- 
ty, and then to another, to receive pri- 
vate Information againlt lome Manda- 
rine Famous for his ill Praftices. Belidcs 
thefe Vilitations the Court every three 
Years lends a Vilitor call’d Hio-guen in- 
to every Province, and another call’d 
Ti-hio into every City, to Examin the 
Batchelors, and Punilh their Inlolencies 
committed againlt the People by abuiing 
their Privileges, and Punilh them Se- 
verely. To conclude, this Court, every 
time it thinks fit lends a Vilitor, call’d 
Shun-ho , to make a Vifitation upon that 
famous Canal we have fpoke of elle- 
where. 

This Court is kept in a vaft Palace, 
and has under it 25 inferior Courts, di- 
vided into l^e ChlTcs ; and each of the 
five gym h.Xfivc Prefidents, and abun- 
(|agjc|gbf Alfelws and iuferiot*Officers, 
wftqySIvc particunfcNames, as has been 
faitf m Other CourtsNthat take care of 
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the welfare of the City. Particularly 
the two laft Clafles have the Charge of 
apprehending Thieves, Malefadtors and 
Vagabonds, and to remit them to the 
fuperior Courts ; to vifit the Streets and 
Quarters ; and to go the Rounds, and 
keep Watch at Night. The Captains 
of Streets, or Headbouroughs are Sub- 
ject to thefe two Clafles; for every 12 
Families have a Chief over them, call’d 
Paiteu , and over ten of thele Pattens is 
another Officer they call Tfum-Kia , whofe 
Duty it is to acquaint the Court with 
what is done within his Ward contrary 
to Law, or good Manners, and to 
an Account of all Strangers that come 
thither, and any thing clfe that is unu- 
fual. They are alfo to Exhort the fc- 
veral Families to Virtue, and a good 
Life. 

The Court Ju-hio is govern’d by two court of 
Prefidents, who have Charge of the Batchelors 
Learned and Martial Batchelors, to Ex- 
ercife the firft of thefe in Dilcourfes up- 
on good Government, and the others in 
Military Affairs. 

The Court call’d Cotao, or Co-la , is Court ot 
that of the lnfpedtors before-mention’d, Infpettors. 
divided into fix Clafles, as are the fix 
Sovereign Courts from which they take 
their Names. As for Inftance, the firft 
is call’d Luo, or Infpectors of the Su- 
pream Court of Mandarines ; or Httco , 
Infpcftors of the Supream Court of the 
Exchequer, and fo the reft. Every Clafs 
confifts of feveral Mandarines of the fe- 
venth Rank. They are appointed to tell 
the Emperor what Faults he commits in 
Government ; and they are fo bold in 
this Particular, that they often Expofe 
thcmfelvcs to the hazard of Banifhment 
and Death, to tell their Prince the Truth, 
either by way of Memorial, or by word 
of Mouth ; of which there are many Ex- 
amples in the Chinefe Hiftories. And it 
has happen’d that Kings have mended 
their Faults, and generoofly rewarded 
thole that reprov’d them. It is their Du- 
ty to have a watchful Eye over the Mif- 
carriagesof the fix Supream Courts, and 
to give the Emperor Notice of them by 
Memorial privately. The Emperor 
makes ufe of thefe Mandarines in Affairs 
of Confequence, and chufes three opt of 
them every Year for Vilitors. 

The Court Him- gin- fu furnifhes the Court of 
Emperor with Ambafladors, and Envoys Ambafla- 
to lend into Carla, when he confirms that dor - 
King in his Title, or to carry a Title 
to other delerving Perfons.

The firft 
Superintendent of all the Scholars and 
Learned Men in Peking , who are not 
yet Mandarines. The lecond has the 
adminiftration of Jufticc, and takes ac- 
count of all the Families, and Souls in 
the City, and prepares the Place and 
neceflarics to oner Sacrifice. The Chine - 
fits call this Governor Fh-Mh , that is, 
Father and Mother of the People. 

There are two other Courts call’d 
Tai-him-hien , and F r om-fin-hien y which 
depend on that of the Governors of the 
Cicy, and have the lame affairs incharg ; 
bccaufe reking is divided into two Ci- 
ties, according to the Practice through- 
out the Empire, where Cities are reckon- 
ed as one, or two according to their 
bignefs. The Prefidents of thefe Courts 
are of the 5 th Clafs. 

Tfum-gm-fn is the Court of the Great 
.. . Men, who arc lineally defended from 

Family. the R°y al Family. The Prefident is 
one of thofe who have the Qpality of 
Kings $ and is of no Clafs, being above 
them all. His two Afleflbrs arc Lords 
of the Blood Royal, and above the Gaf- 
fes t but all affairs arc difpatch’d with 
the affiftance of ibme of the Mandarines 
of the fix Sovereign Courts. All then: 
bufineft is to diftributc the Mooy al- 
low'd for the Emperor’s Male kindred, 
whether Rich or Poor, to the irxth De- 
gree of Goalanguinity \ more or left, ac- 
cording to their Dignity, and aearneft 
of Blood. Befides, they judge of all 
matters, Civil or Criminal, wherein 
thole are concern’d \ and Execute the 
Sentence, after acquainting the Empe- 
ror. Theie Relations of the Emperors 
have the Privilege of Painting their 
Houfes and Moveables Red. The Fa-

So when the Grandfa- 
ther talks of his Sons Children, he calls 
them plain Sun-cu t my Grandfixis; but 
when he ipeaks of bis Daughters, be 
lays, Pai-fun-cuy my Grandlons abroad 7 
becauie be accounts them of his Son-in- 
Laws Family. So when they ipcak of 
a dead Pcrfon, they do not lay, fuch a 
one is dead, but fuch a one is return’d to 
the Earth. Among the 2d lore of kind- 
red of the Emperors of the Female line, 
are accounted, the Parents, Brothers, 

Uncles, and other Relations of the 
Empreffes ; the Emperor’s Sons-in-law,

mull always be employ’d, that he may 
nnes. commit no grofs Error in his Office ; as 
at Rome the Governments of the Eccle- 
liallical State, are given incourfe. Men 
riling from the Inferiour to the Greater. 
But it is cullomary in China to write as 
many Names of Cities, as there are 
Mandarines that want Employments, 
and then they draw them by way of lot ; 
tho’ it is well known, that he who is of 
Intelligence with the Court lo orders the 
Tablets, that the Name of the City he 
would have comes up. This Artifice 
does not always Succeed, and they tell 
us of a Mandarine , who drawing a 
mean Lot inflead of a great City, and 
therefore being enrag’d for the Mony 
he had given the Regilter, flood up 
(for it is the cultom to Kneel at that 
time) and falling upon him, beat, and 
abus’d him fufficiently in the prefence of 
above 300 Mandarines. For which be- 
ing both lent to Prifon, they wanted but 
little of being Condemn’d to Death, thole 
Contraftsfiking forbid by the Laws upon 
PainofDeank

or three Afleflbrs, who are call’d Kiao- 
qnon , that is, Judges of the learned, be- 
caufe it is their Duty, to take care of 
Learning, and of the learned Men ; to Ice 
the Batchelors commit no Infolencies a- 
gainllthe People; and from time to time to 
afiemble the Licentiates, Doftors, and 
priviledg’d Mandarines to treat of mat- 
ters of t eaming in a School. Belides 
thcle Mandarines difpers’d throughout 
the Empire, there are particular Courts 
in other Provinces, as that for the di- 
llribution of Salt, the Supcrintendancc of 
the Emperor’s Revenue and others. 

All the Courts we have hithertq^i^ Martial 
ven an Account of, confill of learned" Courts 
Mandarines , but thole that belong to the 
Martial Men, are more numerous, for 
belides that they are in all Places where 
thole of the Gown-men arc, there be 
others on the Borders of Provinces, in 
the Sea Ports, and many more on the 
Frontiers towards Tartary. There is a 
new Catalogue Printed every Year with 
the Names of the MarLial Mandarines 
employ’d in them, their Titles,Country, 
and the time when they took theirDegrees, 
and the like of the learned Mandarines . 

The number of the learned Man da- Number 
rines throughout the Empire is 1 3647, °f Mend* 
and that of the Martial 18520, in ail rmei ‘ 
32167 ; which tho’ moll certainly true, 
may perhaps feem unlikely ; but there is 
nolefs to be admired in the Dillribution 
of their Employments, their DiRinftion 
and Subordination ; lo that it feems the 
Legillators omitted nothing that was ne- 
cefiary, and lorefaw all the inconveni- 
cncies that might happen. No Empire 
in the World would be better Govern’d 
or more Fortunate, were the Conduft 
and Integrity of the Officers luitable to 
the goodnefs of the Laws ; but the 
Inferiour Mandarines , Studying nothing 
lb much, as how to cheat their Superi- 
ors, thefe the Sovereign Courts, and all 
together the Emperor, with extraordi- 
nary Art and Ingenuity, not to call it 
Humility, and Flattery ; it is no won- 
der the Prince (hould lometimes be im- 
pos’d upon with Fallhood, inllead of 
Truth ; and the People be opprels’d by 
the Tyranny of EvilMinillers, notwith- 
ftanding the wholelome Laws. 

All the Mandarines here mention’d, Rules for 
have their Employments for three Years, wander 
which being expir’d, they rife to others rims ‘ 
better, thei^ill behaviour being no hin- 
drance, as has been laid. No Man has 
an/ Power or Authority, in the City or 
Province where ne was Born, that Ju- 
ftice may not be wrelted out of Favour, 

or 
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rsJV-^o or Aflcdion ; but this is allow'd in Mar* 
G'emclli. tial Mandarines, that they may light 
1695. with more Refolution, iu Defence of 
their Country. None of them has Ser- 
vants, or Officers of his own ; but when he 
comes to the Place of his Govermenc, 
mull receive thole that are offer’d him 
and maintain’d by the Publick, that they 
may have no Confidents, through whole 
means to receive Prefents or fell Juftice. 
If they take along with them their Sons, 
Brothers, or other Relations ; thele are 
not to convct lc with the People, but to 
live reclule like Carthufians . The belt 

i«» that tho there be lo many good 
Laws to prevent and punilhthe Corrup- 
tion of Mandarines , fulpending any one 
that receives to the value of 10 Taes, 
difplacing him for 30, and taking his 
Lire for 50, yet their Knavery and A- 
varice finds ways to receive Mony lo pri- 
vately, that it is a hard matter to Con- 
vid them ; befidcs that they conceal one 
anothers Faults. 

When a Mandarine's Father or Mo- 
ther dies he mull refign his Employ, to 
Mourn three Years, and give the due ho- 
nour to thofefrom whom he had his Be- 
ing \ fleeping for a long time upon a lit- 
tle Straw by the Tomb, eating for fome 
Months nothing but Rice boil’d in no- 
thing but Water, wearing for the firlt 


Year a Garment of Sackcloth, the fe- 
cond of lome Cloth not lb courle, and 
the third of a better Ibrt ; and all this 
time continuing the ufual Sacrifices; 
which dutiful Cullom the Emperors 
themfelves obferve. 

The feveral Dignities and Qualities of 
lb many Mandarines are known by fcvc- 
ral figns. J 1. By the Inlcriptions aiftl 
Titles written on Tablets they C3ufe to 
be carry’d before them. 2. By the num- 
ber of Attendants that go along with 
them, dragging Staves along the Ground, 
carrying Banners and other tilings. Be- 
lides by the number of Men that carry 
them in their Chair, for four are allow’d 
the inferior lort, and eight to the bet- 
ter ; and laflly by the number of Strokes 
on the Chineje Drum which goes before 
the Company, for they give five Strokes 
on it for the meanclt Mandarines, 7, 9, 

1 1 , and as far as 1 3 for the greateft. 
It is alfo to be obferv’d, that amidft this 
prodigious number of Mandarines there 
never happens any Cornell, as is ufual 
in Europe on account of Precedency. 
Becaufc, if the Emperor hears of any 
fuch thing, he certainly puts them out 
of their Employments, that they may 
decide their Controverfics as private 
Men. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Chinefe Char afters, of their Ingenuity and Skill in the liberal Arts , and 

of their chief Books. 


T H O’ the Egyptians boa ft: of their 
being the nrll who tranfmitted 
their thoughts to Pollerity, by the means 
of Charadcrs and Hieroglyphicks; yet 
it is certain the Chinefes had them long 
before. All other Nations have had a 
general way of Writing, compos’d of 
an Alphabet of about 24 Letters, which 
tho’ differing in (hape, have almolt the 
fame found ; but the Chinefes make ufc 
of atleall 5+409 Letters to exprels their 
Meaning; and this with fuch a Grace, Vi- 
vacity and Force, that they leem not to 
be Charaders, but Voices and Tongues 
that fpeak, or rather Figures and Ima- 
ges, which reprefent every thing to the 
life. 

Two forts Thefe Letters are of two forts, either 
‘•'. Chara* Simple, or Compound of l^veral Sira- 
«*is. pies; and becaufe .every one of them 
(contrary to what/is v$th ours) is a 
Sign and Image reprefenting fome par- 
ticular thing when join’d to another; 

. therefore they are not to be call’d Let- 


ters but Hieroglyphicks. Another thing 
wonderful in this Tongue, is that the . 
Words are few, and all Syllables, as Pa, suase . 
pe, pi, po , pa, Pam , Pern, Pim, Pom , 

Pam, and the like ; fo that taking away 
thofe Monafyllables which they make no 
ufe of, as not being able on any ac- 
count to pronounce them, as Ba, Be, 

Bi , Bo, Bu , Ra, Re, Ri, Ro , Rh, Pom, 

Tom, Nom, Mom, &c. Their Words 
well confider’d in themlelves are not a- 
bovc 320, but confider’d with their dif- 
ferent Accents, they are enough to com- 
pofe a moll perfect Language. For in- 
llance, the Syllable Po pronounced fe- 
veral ways fignifies eleven feveral things, 
being as occafion ferves a Noun, P10- 
noun, Subllantive, Adjedive./fldverb, 
and Participle ; and fo when if is a Verb 
it may be Demonftrative, imperative,' 
Subjundive and Infinitive^ in numbers 
more or left withthei^erlons; in/ime 
Prelent, Imperfed; Preterperfed and 
Future. The drerfe Pronunciation is 

in 
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fl in the diverfity of the Accent, which is the Greeks. All this may be underftood 
Gemelt\ either Plain, Strong, Flat, lharp, or by the eleven feveral ways the Syllable 
r <5 <?6V Circumflex ; as alfo from the Afpiration, To may be mark’d and conlidcr’d. 
which is alfo mark’d down, as among

, When this Syllable is pronounced 
with the Accent fmooth and all of a 
peite, Po , it lignifies a Glafs ; with the 
flat Po, it lignifies to with a 

lharp Po, a Sifter of Corn or Rice ; the 
4th with the Circumflex open. Wife ; 
the 5 th with the Circumflex clos’d with a 
Point over it, to Prepare ; the 6th with 
the Circumflex charg’d and an Afpirati- 
on, an old Woman ; the 7th with the 
plain Accent and an Afpiration , to 
Break ; the Sth with a flat Accent and 
Afpiration, lignifies. Bow'd ; the 9th 
with the Acute, Accent and Afpiration, 
lignifies. Near ; the 10th with the open 
Circumflex and Afpiration , to Water ; 
the 1 1 th with a clofe Circumflex, with a 
Point over it and an Afpiration, a Slave. 
By this Example it may be ealily con- 
ceiv'd how the Chinefe J .anguage can be 
Exprelfivc, Copious and Eloquent, with 
lb fmall a number of Monafyllables ; for 
as we, by the different putting together 
of Letters from fuch an infiuite number 
of Words-, fo they joyning, feparating, 
and giving feveral Accents to their Mo- 
nafyllables, exprefs themfclvcs as plain- 
ly and gracefully as any other Language 
that is more in efteem. The lame eafe 
they have in explaining their Thoughts 
in Writing, by the variety of Accents ; 
they find in pronouncing of Words fe- 
veral ways; like a Mufitian who by long 
Pra&ice eafily knows at firft light and 
exprefles the feveral Notes he is to found 
with the Voice. Yet it is not true that 
the Chinefes ling when they talk, as fome 
have imagin’d ; nor that they carry a 
Tablet hanging about their Neck, on 
which they write their meaning, when 
they perceive they arc not underftood ; 
and that they cannot whifper, as fome 
People fancy, thinking the Tones and 
Accents cannot be exprefs’d without 
railing the Voice. 

The Chinefe language in the opinion 
of the Miflioners, is the eafieft of all 
thofe in the Eaft ; for if the Memory be 
the 919ft neceflary Faculty for learning 
Of Language, that muft be the eafieft 
which has welt Words, for it is always 
ca^Op renumber a few than a great 
maWj Novf\jeChinefe Language is 
contus’d of only>t§ °f Monafyllables, 


whereas the Latin and Greek, have an 
infinite number of Words, of feveral 
Tcnfcs, Moods and Perfons ; and there- 
fore the Chinefe muft be calie. Add to 
this that it requires remembring nothing , 
but the Accents, which are as ic were 
the form diftinguilhing the iignificatioti 
of the Words. The Chinefe Fcop!#** 
therefore pronounce all things well and 
with eafe, without knowing what Tones 
or Accents mean ; only the learned be- 
ing acquainted with them. There can 
be no doubt made hereof when we con- 
fider, that the Fathers Miflioners who 
go into China with only two Years Ap- 
plication, Preach, hear Confefiions, and 
write in that language as if it were na- 
tural to them ; tho’ they go into thofe 
Parts well advanced in Years ; which is 
the reafon they have Writ and Printed 
abundance of Books, which arc admir’d 
and valu’d by the Chinefes themfclves. 

If thofe who are belt and moft ready witofthe 
at Invention, have a more lofty Wit 
than others, the Chinefes arcdoubtlcfs to 
be preferr’d before other Nations, be- 
cause they have been the firft luventers 
of Writing, of Paper, of Printing, of 
Gun-Powder, of fine Purcellane, and 
of feveral other things. If they want 
feveral Sciences it is for want of Commu- 
nication with other People ; and yet they 
arc coufummate in moral Philofophy, 
to which they apply thcmfelves very 
carncftly ; and by theiharpnefs of their 
Wits cafil y come to underftand the Books 
writ by the Miflioners, upon nice and 
difficult Qucftions in Mathematicks, Phi- 
lofophy and Divinity. 

What Kingdom is there in the World Th . 
fb full of Univcrfities as China f There Learning, 
are certainly above 10000 Licentiates, 
whereof 6 , or 7000 meet every three 
Years at Peking, where after fevere Exa- 
mination 365 arc admitted to the De- 
gree of Doctors. I believe there are 
not fo many Students in any Kingdom, 
as there arc Batchelors in China, for they 
are counted above ninety thoufand ; nor 
that there j£ any Country where the 
knowledge ilf Letters is fo Univerial and 
Common; for elpecnlly in the lbuthern 
Provinces tberei is n&t a Man Rich or 
Poor, Citizen or Pcafant; but can at

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leaft Write and Read. Ia fhort, it is 
Gemelli. certain tltat no part, except Europe^ has 
•i 696. Publilh’d Co many Books. 

' The Chinefe Chronicles are as antient 

Antiquity. as t j, e Fj ooc ] y beginning but 200 Years 
after it ; and have been continu’d to this 
time by leveral Authors ; by which it is 
eafy to judge what a number of Volumes 
they make. They have abundance of 
Books. Books of Moral Philofophy, which treat 
of Nature, its Properties, and Accidents, 
feveral others of the Mathematicks, and 
concerning the Art of War j mo ft inge- 
nious and delightful Romances, and Books 
of ^Sni^ht* Errantry, like Amadis, Or- 
lando , and D. Quixote ; infinite Volumes 
of Hillory, and Examples of the Obe- 
dience of Children towards their Parents, 
and of the Fidelity of Subjcdts towards 
their King ; of Husbandry, of fine Spee- 
ches, of delightful Poems, of Tragedies, 
of Comedies, and upon iufinite other 
Subjects too tedious to relate. The molt 
wonderful thing is to fee with wbat eate 
they Compofc them, which is fuch, that 
there is Ljicc any Dodtor or Licentiate 
but Publifhes one or two Works. They 
rhyfick. alfo Exert their VTit in Phylick, where- 
of they have writ excellent Treaties. 
True'it is, they pretend to difcover much 
by the Pulfe, as to know the Diltempcr, 
and apply the proper Remedies ; but l 
cannot be perfwaded it is lb much as F. 
Daniel Bartoli magnifies it in his Hiftory 
SeeNavar- of chin *-> Pdrt 3- Pug. 62^63 *, where 
rctc. he fays that the Chinefe Phyficians never 
ask the Patient any Queftions of his pre- 
fent Condition, nor how it has been with 
him ftnoe he fell Sick, which they would 
look upon as betraying their Ignorance •, 
but taking the lick Perfonafide, they feel 
his Pulfe with great Attention for about 
half an Hour ; and by the Diverfity of 
its irregular Motions, which they nicely 
dilcern, they difcover, conceive and de- 
clare all that has happen’d to the Patient 
till then Day by Day, and foretel what 
will befal him ; wherein, as the Father 
fays, they far out-do our Phyficians of 
Europe.

In Europe there 
are Schools where Phyfick is caught, but 
in China there is none ; and if a Son ha- 
ving [earn’d it of his Father, finds not 
his Account hi it, he Iqavcs^ic, and takes 
to ,a more profitable TradeJJbr the CW- 
ntfies are Expert at every thmg. What 
J can affirm ior a Certainty is. That theft 
Phyficians as much better than pars os 
they are, >lhua with all poflrble Diligence 
the taking Charge of tire Cure of Max* 


darines , and great Lords ; for if any one 
Dies under their Hands, the Kindred 
Beat him to Death ; and the Experience 
they have of their Skill makes them ra- 
ther put theinfelves into the Hands of an 
European Surgeon, than of the belt of 
them. As a Proof hereof, 1 law a Sur- 
geon of Macao, whilll 1 was at Canto. g, 
going up to Court into the Emperor’s 
own Ser vice, having been employ’d by 
him before, and being gone then with 
his Leave to fee his Wife \ and if the 
Chine/es were fuch Prophets, and Eftu- 
Upius\ 1 do not think the Emperor hiro- 
fclf would feek after Europeans. F. Bar - 
toll adds, That their greac Cure is Fall- 
ing, keeping the Patient 7, 14, and even 
to 20 Days without giving him the leaft 
Morfel of Suftenancc, but as much Wa- 
ter as he will Drink, and two, three, or 
four times, the Juice of Pears. I fancy 
if F. Bartoli had been fo failed but fix 
Days, he had not been able to Publilh 
fo manychoife Works ; and the Chine/es 
are Flcfh and BJood as we are, and of a 
much tenderer Lonftitution. I: is alio 
to beobferv d. That the Chinefe Phyficians 
at the fame time piay the Apothecaries; 
and wherever they go, their Servant car- 
ries their Drugs after them, if they are 
not call’d a fccond time, they never re- 
turn for the Patient is fret to make ufe 
of any other without A {[routing them. 
They are paid for the Medicine, not for 
the Vifit, and therefore to latisfy their 
covetous Difpoiition they never omit to 
Purge, tho’ there be no occafion for it ; 
applying Stones, Seeds, Roots, Herbs, 
Leaves, Bark, and ocher Simples, where- 
of they get the Knowledge in Books, 
where they are drawn, and their Virtues 
defcrib’d. In this Particular they follow 
the Aphorifins of an ancient Emperor of 
theirs, who was an excellent Botanift, 
and Phyfician, bis Name Jenti. Scarce 
any of them lets Blood in the molt [torch- 
ing Fevers. Such Is the Art of the wile 
Phyficians of China ; bnt the Mad ones 
are much more Numerous, and a thou- 
fand time more in Roqueft. Theft Boaft 
of a wonderful Secret they have, to make 
old People young at any Age whatso- 
ever ; others to make them Immortal, 
and fo they go about felling their Anti- 
dote againft Death. It is not only the 
fintple ignorant People that atpcatch’d 
in this foolift Trap, but the mi Left and 
moft Learned * who placing all their 
Happiae^ ia this WorldVpurchafe that 
precious liquor at a vafj-t xpcnce, which 
they hope wiN make-ffiem Immortaf, and 
tho* often deceiv’d, yet they never foil 
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to be enfnar’d again, inlbmuch, that to 
avoid Death, they Dcftroy therafelvcs 
iii the Prime of their Age. 

Among the reft the Cbinefes have five 
Hooks, tail’d Vkim, or the five W rit- 
iiigs, held in as great Veneration among 
them, as the Holy Scripture is among 
iv... The fiift of tin; m is call’d Xun-Xim , 
that is, the Chronicle of the five antient 
Kings • the three laft whereof were 
Heads of three federal Families, that 
Reign’d 2000 Years, almoft double the 
time of the nineteen following Families, 
including that of th ^Tartars now Reign- 
ing. The firlt of thefc Emperors Name 
was Tao, who according to their Hifto- 
rics began his Reign 4057 Years ago, or 
500 Years after the Flood, according to 
the Chronology of the Scpruagint. This 
Prince and CbineJ'e Law- giver, perceiving 
that his Son was not duly qualify’d to 
Govern (tor as the Cbinefes tell us, Vir* 
tue was then regarded above any thing) 
he chofc for his Companion, a Subject 
whole Name was Xun, w hom at his Death 
he dcclar d Emperor, leaving him l.is 
two Daughters for Wives. 

Xun, the fecond Emperor is highly 
commended in the ufoivtaid Book for 
his Virtue, and particularly for his Obe- 
dience to his Father, and Love to his 
Brother. 

r«, the third Emperor, having ferv’d 
his Predeceflbr Xun faithfully, was by 
him at his Death declar'd his Sucuflor, 
not regarding his own Son, who was 
not fo fit to Govern. This Man during 
his PrcdecefTor’s Reign employ’d himfelf 
in draining the Waters of the Flood, 
which then covet’d part of the Plains of 
China \ which the Chinefts call’d Xum- 
Xiiiy that is, great Deluge of Waters. 
The fuccceding Emperors, rul’d by right 
of Inheritance, not of Election, till the 
Emperor Kie, a cruel Man, and laft of 
this firft Royal Family. 

The fonrth Emperor was Qjim-tam , 
fprung from the fecond Family. He 
took up Arms againft the Emperor Kie, 
and pollels'd ! imlclf of the Empire. In 
his time there was a Dearth of ftven 
Years, during which time no Snow, nor 
Rain fell, the Springs, and Rivers were 
almoft dry’d up, the Earth became Bar- 
ren, and lb of Confcquence there follow’d 
Fanrfnevmd Plague. In this Diftrefs the 
Emperor Quitting his Palace and Royal 
Robes, clacUiimfelf in Skins, and pro- 
strating himlejf on a Hill called Samlim, 
oflcruig up this^rayer to Heaven. Lord, 
if thy People havetffendtd thee , Punift 
them not, btcauft they have done it without 


knowing what they did j rather Punifti me, 
who here offer my felf up as a KtfHm, to 
f offer all your Divine Juft ice ft all think fit. 

No fooner had he done fpeaking thefc 
Words, but on a fudden the Sky was 
cover’d with Clouds, which pour’d down 
fo much Rain, as fufficed to Water all 
the Lands of the Empire, and caufe all 
forts of Fruit to grow in a Ihorc time, 

The Line of that Emperor Chim-Tam 
Reign’d above 600 Years, till the Em- 
peror Chen, who was Cruel like Kie. 

When the Cbinefes call a Man a Kie , or 
a Cheu , it is as if among us wc.ityfllcL 
call him a Nero, or a Domitian. 

The fifth Emperor was Fu-vam , who 
overthrew Cheu in Battle, arid poflefs’d 
himfelf of the Empire. He having a 
wife and virtuous Brother, made him 
King of the Kingdom of Lu (at prefent 
contain’d within the Province of Xantung) 
and dying left him Governor of the Em- 
pire, during his Son's Minority. To him 
the Cbinefes alfign the dilcovery or in- 
vention of the Load-Hone, or Compals,, 

27 00 Years lince, which afterwards the 
Emperor his Nephew made known to 
the Ambafladots of Cochinchina, who 
brought the Tribute, that by the lie’p of 
it they might return Home the ftrait way 
without being put to the trouble of fetch- 
ing a Compals as they did when they 
came. The Hiftory of thele five Em- 
perors, look'd upon as Holy Men by the 
Chinefts, efpccially the four firft, and of 
their Dependents, is the Subject of the 
firft Book \ which has as much Reputa- 
tion among them, as the Book of Kings 
in the Bible among us. Its Stile is an- 
tient, hut Polite and Elegant. There 
Vice is run down, and Virtue extoll’d ; 
and the Adions of the Emperors and 
their Subjeds impartially related. 

The fecond.Book is call’d Li-ki, that The 2d 
is, the Book of Kites, or Ritual, and Book a 
contains moft of the Laws, Cuftoms, Ritual * 
and Ceremonies of the Empire. The 
chief Author of it was the Emperor Vu~ 
flam’s Brother, before mention’d, whole 
Name was Cheu- cum •, it alio contains the 
Works of feveral other Authors, Difci- 
ples to Confucius , and of other modern 
Commentators. 

The third Book is call’d Xi-Kimj that The 3 a 
is, Book of Verfes, Romances, and Po- Book o 
ems divided, into five forts, one to be Poems. 
Sung in Honour of famous Men, with a 
fort of Verles repeated at Obfequics, 
Sacrifices, and Cere^onies Derform’d by 
the Cbinefes , iri Honour of their Ance- 
ftors. The fecond of Romances, which 
were recited before the Emperor and his 
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rscA-ZYSMinillcrs invented to defcribe the Cu- 
Cemclli. ftoms of the People } the manner of the 
•1596. Government, and all the Affairs of the 
Empire ; as in the Greek Plays the Faults 
of private Perfons, and of the Publick 
were reprov’d. The third was call’d the 
way of Simile, bccanfe all it contain’d 
was cxprefs’d by Comparifon, and Simi- 
litudes. The fourth fort was call’d Lofty, 
bccaufc in a more elevated Stile it gave 
Information in feveral Matters, to de- 
light the Underftandiug, and gain Atten- 
tion to what follow’d. The fifth is call’d. 
Rejected Poems, becaufe Confucius having 
jJl'ftiTtfthc Book, reje&ed fbme he did 
not approve of. 

The 4fh The fourth Book was compos’d by 
Po()k >ii- Confucius , and contains the Hiftory of 
” 0IJ ’ the Kingdom of L«, his native Country \ 
for which reafon the Chinefes hold it in 
great Eftecm. He writ this Hiftory of 
200 Years, in the nature of Annals ■, 
where he rcprclcnts to the Life the Acti- 
ons of virtuous and wicked Princes, ac- 
01 ding to the Time and Places where 
tney hapned ; and therefore he calls it 
Gmn-cbieu , that is, Spring and Autumn. 
The <;th The fifth Book is call’d Ye- Kim , and 
Book of is accounted the antienteft of them all j 
Morals, for the Chinefes fay Fo hi their firft King 
was the Author of it. The Book very 
well deferves to be read and valu’d, for 
the excellent Sentences and moral Pre- 
cepts it contains •, and the Chinefes have a 
peculiar Veneration for it, believing it 
the moll Learned, the Profoundcft, and 
moft Myfterious in the World ^ for 
which rcalbn they think it impoflible to 
underftand it thoroughly, and therefore 
improper for Scrangcrs to fee or touch 
it. 

Fpirome They have one Book more of equal 
of rhofe Authority with tliefe others, which they 
Books. ca |i Su-xuy that is, the four Books, as 
being above all others. Thefe are an 
Extraft, or Epitome of the other five ; 
and thence the A Mandarines take the Sen- 
tences, which they give as a Theme to 
the Learned, who are examin’d in order 
to take the Degrees of Batchelors, Li- 
centiates, and Do&ors. It is divided 
into four Parts ; the firft Treats of the 
Laws and the Dodtrin of the Men re- 
nowned for Wifdom and Virtue. The 
fecond of the Golden Mean. The third 
contains a great number of Moral Sen- 
tences, well exprels’d, folid and profita- 
ble for all Members of the Sflate ; which 
three parts are the Works of Confucius, 
the firft Ciinefe Doctor, publifh’d by his 
Difciplcs^The fourth part which in Bulk 
is equal Cb the other three, was Writ by 
Vol. IV 4 


the Philofopher Mcm-cu, who was Born 
an hundred Years after Confucius j and 
is Elleem’d by the Chinefes as a Doffor 
of the fecond Rank. This is a very E- 
loquent, and ingenious Work, full of 
weighty Moral Sentences. All the Milfi- 
oners in China ftudy the Letters and Lan- 
guage in this Volume ; from which aqd 
the five above mention’d are deriv’d, as 
from their Source, lo many Books and 
Comments of feveral antient and modern 
Authors, that their Number is almoft 
infinite ; which is a great Argument of 
the extraordinary Wit, Indniiry, and 
Eloquence of the Chinefe Nation, which 
from the meaneft Condition raifes it lelf 
to the greateft Dignities in the Empire 
by dint of Ingenuity and Learning, try’d 
by fevere and repeated Examinations, 
fo Rigoroufly contriv’d, that there is no 
place left for Favour, fo that no Man’s 
Affe&ion can raife one that is undeserv- 
ing, nor Hatred deprefs, or call down 
the Worthy. 

The Wit of the Chinefes is no lels Media- 
wonderful and fublime in Mechanick nicks. 
Arts, than it is in Sciences ; and the 
more, bccaufc what they know they owe 
to none but them (elves, having always 
kept themfelvc9 at a dillance from all 
other Nations, as if they were in a le- 
parate World. This has happen’d, be- 
caufe by moll antient Laws they are for- 
bid having any Communication with 
Strangers, or going abroad to Travel, 
nor to admit Forreigners among them ; 
and for this Reafon there is no doubt 
they want the knowledge of feveral ufc- 
ful Things, which is gain’d by the Com- 
merce of one Nation with another. Yet 
it cannot be deny’d to be more Honou- 
rable to be beholding to themfelvcs a- 
loue for the Invention of little Ids than 
all curious Arts, which arc to be found 
in any othe police Nation. It plainly 
appears how (harp witted the Chinefes 
are, and how much they exceed the Eu- 
ropeans in Ingenuity, in that the later, 
as fome Authors will have it, learn’d 
of them the Art of Printing, of making 
Paper, of ufing theLoad-ftone, of call- 
ing Cannon, and malting Powder for it. 

To return to their Mechanicks, they are 
moft excellent Workmen at engraving 
on precious Stones or Criftal, or at 
cutting them in Relief ; and It other 
Works of admirable Curiolity.^They al- 
io make Watches, having f^yind out the 
Art by feeing ours ; and mall exa& Spes 
Saclcs for*all Ages. A. c for the Matter 
they make them ofl^ 4 «ey had an ol6 In- 
vention to make a fort of Glals of Rice, 
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rv^'vn tho’ not fo clear as ours, and more Brit- 
Cemelli. tie. True it is, that a mean Price being 
169(5. no way agreeable to curious Wdrkman- 
t/Y\> /hip ; all the Study of the Cbinefes is to 
make their Work look fine, becaufe the 
Buyers are very fparing in theirExpences ; 
but if the Reward were fuitable to the 
labour, they would do Wonders. There 
are none like them for cleanfing and 
whitening Wax, as well the common 
Bees-wax, as another fort peculiar to 
them, which is gather’d from certain 
Worms upon the Trees ; and another 
which drips from the Body, or is Iqneez’d 
from the Fruit of certain Plants, but 
this is not fo fine as the others. The 
very Butchers fliew their Dexterity, for 
when they kill Hogs, they artificially 
force a great deal of Water into all parts 
of the Carkas through the Veins of the 
Feet, that they may weigh the more. 

They Weave excellent Stuffs of Pa- 
per, Silk, and Gold, Plain, or Wrought, 
like Sarcenet, Taffety, Sattin, and Vel- 
vet *, and in the Figur’d the Birds, Bealls, 
Flowers, or what clfe they pleafe is fo 
Artificial that it looks like Embroidery, 
tho’ it be but plain Weaving. The worll 
is they have no good Draughts, and their 
Figures are all Lame. They know not 
how to Paint in Oil, but only with a fort 
of Varni/h they have •, nor can they Sha- 
dow regularly, becaufe they do not take 
a fettled Light, and according to it dif- 
pofe their darker or brighter Colours as 
they ought to do ; nor can they tell how 
to temper and mix Colours. But they 
Work to a prodigy inCarving, even upon 
the hardefl Stone, making molt delicate 
Works cut through, as Flowers with all 
their perfedt Leaves diftindl, and Chains 
all of one piece of Marble, with every 
link loofe, wrought by dint of incredi- 
ble Patience, and other fuch like Extra- 
vagancies. They alfo underftand Call- 
ing, even of Statues like Giants, where- 
with they chiefly adorn their Temples ; 
but tho’ they are beautiful for the Gold 
they are adorn’d with, they are very 
milhapen. There arc Twelve of thefe 
in the Province of Honan, which Hill 
Hand upright on their Pedellals, after 
1 800 Years fince they were let up. They 
call Iron, and make many more ufes of 
it than we do ; and tho* the great Guns 
they Caftbe rough, and irregular, yet 
they defence Commendation for having 
invented tlmn, and Powder; with 
which they mdee molt admirable Fire- 
works ; and thfemiantity they confume 
after Vhis manner's fo great, that F. 
Matthew Riccio judg’d what he law fpent 


in one of the two grcatelt Cities at the 
Fealtof the New Year, would haveferv’d 
to have maintain’d us inWar three Years ; 
which Fealt being Celebrated in all Parts 
with equal Joy and Solemnity, we mull 
own that what he law was but the leall 
part of the vail Quantity burnt through- 
out all the Kingdom. 

Asconcerning the Chimfe Architecture, Archite- 
it is Regular, and has certain Rule and am * 
Method ; as appears by their antient Stiu “ mes - 
Books of their excellent Mailers now Ex- 
tant, and much more in the Structures 
to be ieen, fo Great and Beautiful that 
they may more than Vie with tbUftrUS 
much celebrated antient Roman Buildings ; 
befides that the number is every where 
imcomparably greater. As for arch’d 
Bridges over royal Rivers, and great 
Arms of the Sea, they arc llupcndious, 
cither for the Matter or Workmanfhip. 

One of the great Works of the Chintfes 
is the Towers, whether thofe that are 
defign’d to Eternize the Memory of fome 
Men accounted Hero’s among them for 
their excellency in Learning, or Soldiery^ 
or thofe that are only for Ornament to 
the Cities, Royal Palaces, Bridges, a . id 
other publick Structures ; or thofe Con- 
fecratcd to fome Idol, as the two lb 
much celebrated which are on the fide 
of the Temple of the Idol Fe : They are 
certainly wonderful for the finenefs of 
the Marble they are made of ; for the 
equal Beauty and Ma jelly Art has con- 
ferr’d on them ; and for their incredible 
height, each of them being an hundred 
and fix and twenty Pearches high. But 
thofe arcStupcndious beyond all that can 
be Exprefs’d, which are built by any 
City, upon a vain Opinion, that they 
will preferve them from all Difalters, 
and make them as Happy as may be, lb 
they be feated, and begun to be Built in 
a fortunate Place, and moment of Time; 
according to the appointment of their 
Diviners who profels this Art.

Divifionof In every City of the Empire there are 
the Night, two Towers, the one call’d of the Drum, 
how they and the other of the Bell, which ferve 
ftrike it. f or the Centincls to ftrike the Hours in 
the Night. The Chine fes divide the Night 
into five parts, cither greater, or fmaHer 
as they are longer, or fiiorter. At Night- 
fall the Centincl gives fcveral Strokes 
upon the Drum, and the Bell anfwers, 
after the fame manner : Then during 
the firit Divilion, theoneCentine! ftrikes 
a lingle Stroke on the Drum, and the o- 
ther anfwers with one on the Bell •, after 
about a Minute they both ftrike again 
on the Drum and Bell, and fo continue 
till the fecond part of the Night begins. 
Then they begin to give two Strokes, 
and fo hold on till the third part fo in 
the third they give three, in the fourth 
four, and in the fifth five. At break of 
Day they redouble their Strokes, as they 
did at Night- fall. Thus whenfoever a 
Man Wakes, in any part of the City, 
he hears the Sign (provided the Wind 
docs not hinder) and knows what a Clock 
it is. Within the King’s Palace in Pe- 
king there is a great Drum in a Tower, 
and in another a large Bell of a pleafant 
and harmonious Sound, and in thofc of 
the City a great Bell and a Drum fifteen 
Cubits Diameter. They have found out 
a Method to mcafure the parts of the 
Night which well agrees with their won- 
derful Ingenuity. They make a fort of 
Pafte qjCthe Duft of a certain fort of 
Wood Learned and Rich Men of 
Sandal, Eagle- wood, and others that are 
Odoriferous) and of this Ppftc they 
make Sticks of fcveral forts, drawing 
them through a Hole, that they may be 
of an -equal thicknefs. They commonly 


or three Spaas Diameter, and will lail 
one, two, or three Days, or more, ac- 
cording as it is in thicknefs. There are 
of them in the Temples that lalt 10, 20, 
and 30 Days. This thing is hung up by 
the Center, and is Lighted at tho» lamer 
end, whcuce the Fire gently and infcu- 
libly runs round all the Coil, on which 
there arc generally five Marks to diftin- 
guifh the five parts of the Night. This 
Method of mcafuring Time is fo exact 
and true, that they lcarce ever find any 
conlidcrablc Miftake in it. The Learned, 
Travellers, and all Others, who will rife 
at a certain Hour to follow their Bult- 
nefs, hang a little Weight at the Mark 
that fhews the Hour, they have a mind 
to rife at, which when the Fire conics 
thither drops into a Braf. Ijifon fet under 
it, and fo the Noifeof it falling Aw^ics 
them, as our Alarum Clocks do * '"but 
with this difference that their Invention 
is more cafy, and one that will loft 24 
Hours docs not coft above a Grain of 
Naples Coin, whereas our Clocks arc 
made of fcveral Wheels, and lo Dear, 
that only the Rich can Purchafc them. 

Navigation is universal throughout all Navlga- 
the Empire , for there is fcarce any Ci- bon 
ty, or Village (cfpccially in the Southern 
Provinces) but enjoys the Convcnicncy 
of fome River, Lake, Canal, or Arm of 
the Sea that is Navigable; fo chat there 
are no fewer People on the Water, than 
on the Land. It is no left pleafant than 
wonderful to fee wherever there is a Ci- 
ty on the Land, another of Boats is on 
the Water. When Vcflels fet out early 
in the Morning, or come in late at Night, 
they pafs for fome Hours among multi- 
tudes of Boats on both (ides of the Ri- 
vers. Some of thefe Ports arc fo much 
frequented, that it takes up half a Day 
to get out a-crofs the Boats ; and there- 
fore it may be faid there are two Em- 
pires in China, one on the Land, tne o- 
ther on the Water. Thefe Boats ferve 
the Owners Jnftead of Houfes, who are 
Born and Bted, and Die in them, and 
there they Drefs the$r Meat, keep Cats 
and Dogs, and bsced Swine, He^s, Ducks, 
and Geefc. 


There , 
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There are fcveral forts of Boats great, 
Cemclli. and fmall, for the Emperor, Manda- 
• 1696. vines, Merchants and common Sort. A- 
mong the Emperor’s Boats, thofe they 
fioa^ ” ca ^ Co ' ci,uea i ^ ervc t0 carry Mandarines 
k ‘ ' to, and from their Employments. They 
arc built like our Caravels j but io Lofty, 
and fb curioufly Painted, elpecially the 
Cabbin where the Mandarine lies, that 
they look more like Strndtures provided 
for fbmc publick Solemnity, than com- 
mon Boats. Thofe they call Leam-Chuen , 
that is, Boats appointed to carry all forts 
of Provifious from the Provinces to the 
Cpurtj are not fb large, and to the Num- 
ber of 9999. The Vanity of that Na- 
tion made them not add one more to make 
up 10000, bccaulc t/iis Number is writ 
with only two Chinefe Letters, 7 ", and 
Can, which have nothing that is great 
and magnificent either in Writing or 

T 1 / IttlT oivl » tuirolrtfrt 
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to be us’d to exprefs i'o great a multitude 
of Boars. The third fort of the Empe- 
ror’s Boats is call’d Lum-y-Chucn, that 
Vs, Boats that carry to Court the Empe- 
\or’s Garments, Silks, and Brocards. 
There arc as many of theft, as Days in 
tl\ Year, or 365, bccaulc the Emperor 
calfTDg himlclf the Son of Heaven, all 
Things belonging to him generally take 
their Names from Heaven, the Sun, the 
Moon, the Planets, and Stars. Thus 
Lum-y , lignifies, the Dragon’s Garment, 
becaufc the King’s Devife conlifts of Dra- 
gons with five Claws, and therefore his 
Cloaths and Moveables muff of necelllty 
be adorn’d with Dragons Embroider’d, 
or Painted. In fine, there are other 
light Boats, call'd Lam chuen, which are 
long and flcuder, and ierve the Learned, 
or Rich Men that go to, or come from 
Court. Within them is a fair Chamber, 
or great Cabbin, a Bed, a T able, and 
Cliaiis, to Sleep, Eat, Study, Write, 
and receive Vilits, as conveniently as if 
they were at Home. The Alariners or 
Water-men keep in the Head, and the 
Owner of the Bo »t with his Wife, and 
Children in the Stern, where he drelles 
Meat for them that Hire the Boat. This 


laft fort, and feveral others belong to 
private Perfons, and arc almoft innume- 
rable. 

There is alfo an incredible number of r'o?" - 
Floats of all forts of Wood, going up 
and dowu the Rivers and Canals of Cb!- 
n*j which if they were all put together 
would be enough to make another Bi idge 
like that of Xerxes. Sometimes they Sail 
feveral Hours, and now and then half a 
Day among thefe Floats, which as e Ibinc- 
times made of Canes ; bccaufe all forts 
of Wood fells well, and yields a good 
Profit. They go to cut Timber in the 
Province of Suckuen , on the Wcftcrn 
Frontiers of China , whence they convey 
it to the Bank of the River Ktan , (by 
the Chinefe s call’d the Son of the Sea, as 
being the greateft in the Empire) and 
joining them into Floats, carry them to 
feveral Provinces with little Charge, and

and breadth of thefe Floats is 
Ids according to the Merchant’s aou 
the longeft arc half a Spanijl, League, 
ling two or three Foot above the Waier. 

They make them after this manner! 

They take as much Timber as is requi- 
re for their length and height, and 
boring k at both ends, run Ropes made 
6f Canes through the Holes, and to thefe 
they fatten other Trees, letting the Float 
run down the River, till it be of the 
Length they defign. Then four Men ftand 
upon the end with Oars and Poles, who 
Steer, and make it go as they think fit, 
and others about the middle to forward 
and conduct it. Upon them they build 
wooden Huts at equal diftanccs, cover’d 
with Mats or Boards, which they fell all 
together, where they find Chapmen. 

They lie in thefe Huts, and keep their 
Goods in them. After this manner a vaft 
quantity of Wood is convey’d to Pekin?, 
tho’ above 700 Portuguefe Leagues difftmt 
from the Mountains where it is Cut. By 
what has been laid it will be eafy to 
judge whether any Country in the World 
out-docs the Chinefes in Numbers of Sea- 
men. 
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BOOK III. 


CHAP. I. 

Of the Nobility, Empire , Civility , Politenefs , and Ceremonies of the Chinefes. 


TF we apply the word Nobility to 
(iemclli. I the State, and it be taken in a ge- 
169 6. JL ncralSenfe, as it denotes a Gran- 
deur and Magnificence continu’d for ma- 
Nobiiity n y ^g es ^ j t j s molt certain there never 
£cne ‘ was in the World a more glorious Em- 
fi pire than that of China ; for it began 

20 c Years after the Flood, and has laft- 
ed till this Day, for the fpace of about 
4559 Years. But if we mean only No- 
bility of Men, it muft be own’d there 
is but little, for the following Reafon. 
AH the great Lords of China , who are 
like fo many Dukes, Marquefles, and 
Earls, continue in that State no longer 
than the reigning Family, and all Perilh 
with it ; becaufe the Family that rifes 
inftead of the other that falls, puts them 
all to Death, as has been feen in our 
Times. For this Reafon there was ne- 
ver any nobler Family there than that of 
Cheuy which continu’d 875 Years, and 
expir’d 2200 Years fince ; no other fince 
Extending to 300 Years. This is to be 
underftood of Nobility acquir’d by the 
Sword ; for that which is got by the 
Gown, was never of any conliderable 
Duration. For tho a Man fhould rife to 
be Xam-Xu , which is the fupreme Dig- 
nity of the fbvercign Courts at Peking ; 
or Colao, that is, firft Miniftcr, which is 
the liigheft pitch of Honour and Wealth 
that Fortune can raife a Ch'mefe to ; yet 
his Sons and Grand -children will be ex- 
traordinary Poor, and forced to be Mer- 
chants, Retailers, and meer Scholars, as 
their Pr&^ceflors were. In ihort, there 
is no, Famrly of Gown-men, that has 
qontlfltt’d Great as long as any of the 
reigning Families. • 

Corfucius, Npverthelcfs that which is thecom- 
ind his mon Calamity of the Learned Men, is 
f-'amilv. * 


among the Dependents of Swords-men 
an efieft of their Enemies Cruelty, whofe 
Families would otherwife have continu’d 
Great and Noble as long as the Empire 
it felf. However there ftill Flourifhes a 
Family, which has not only preferv’d it? 
Honour for above two and twenty Ages) 
but is at prefent equally honour’d by the 
great Men, and Commonalty, lo tha^it 
may truly be accounted the antieriteft 
Family in the World. It is the Family 
of the famous Confucius , who liv’d under 
the third Imperial Family, call’d Chou, 

551 Years before the Birth of Chrift, 
which this Year 1699, is 2250 Years. 
The antient Kings gave the Race of 
Confucius the Title of Que-Cum, which is 
fomething like a Duke, or a Count; and 
they continue like Sovereigns, free from 
all Taxes in the Province of Xantung , 
and City of Kio-feu , where he was Born; 
whithout having been ever molcfted, 
tho’ the Empire and reigning Families 
have been feveral times Opprels’d. The 
Chinefes give this Philolopher the moft 
honourable Titles of Cum-fu , Cum-fu~fu y 
and Xim-gin ; the two firft fignify Do- 
ctor, and Mailer ; the third Holy Man. 

So that when they lay the Saint, or Ho- 
ly Man, it is to be underftood of Confu- 
cius ; he being accounted among the Chi- 
nefes a Man or an extraordinary and he- 
roick Prudence. This Nation has fo great 
a Veneration for this Philolopher, that 
tho’ it does not hold him as one of its 
Gods ( but rather looks upon it as an 
Affront to have him reputed fuch) yet it 
honours hiia'with more Ceremonies than 
it does the very Idolf ; giving him Ti- 
tles fince his Death, which he fcould ne- 
ver obtain whillt Living ; asi Su-vam , 
that is, King without CoramanJ, with- 

* out * 
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out Scepter, and without a Crown ; 
iicmelli. and precious Stone without any Light, 
ido 5 . to exprefs that he had all the Qualities 
belonging to a King, or Emperor, but 
that Heaven was not favourable to him. 
r Many Volumes might be fill’d with the 

nies. °* Civilities, and Ceremonies. They 

have a Book which contains above 3000 ; 
and it is wonderful to fee how cxaftly 
they obferve them. At Weddings, Fu- 
nerals, Vifits, and Entertainments, the 
Mailer of the Houle, tho’ he be a great 
Lord, and of more Eminent Quality 
than any of the Gncfts, yet gives the up- 
lift tftnd to his Elders, theft give it to 
them that come from far ofi^ and all of 
them to Strangers. When an Ambafla- 
dor comes, from the day he is admit- 
ted as fuch, till he departs China , the 
1 inperor furuilhes him with all neccf- 
farics ; even to Horfcs, Litters, and 
Baits. At Court lie lodges him in the 
Royal Houfe of Entertainment, where 
every other Day, he fends him from his 
own Kitchin, a Treat ready dreft ; for 
V: Gloties much in entertaining Scrau- 
j-Vrs honourably. 

Namei \No has fb many Honourable 

andTidcs. NaVics and Titles, as Chine/es give one 
anotner in their Compliments. They 
have allb a great number of Names to 
difliuguilh the feveral Degrees of Kin- 
dred : For Example, we have one we 
Name Grandfather and Grandmother, 
to denote both the Father and the Mo- 
thers line, but they have four feveral 
Titles. So wc have no Name but that 
of llnkle, to fignify both our Father 
and Mother’s Brothers, and the Clri- 
nrjes have Names to diftinguifti every 
fort. They allb outdo all ocher Coun- 
tries in their care of making a good ap- 
Cloathv pearancc,for there is no Man fo Poor, but 
is decently and neatly Clad. At the new 
Year they are all trim’d up, and in new 
Cloaths, lo that there is not one, cho' 
never fo Poor that can Offend the Eye. 
Their Modcfty is no lefs to be admir’d. 
Modcfty. The learned, arc always lb compos’d, 
rhat they think it a Sin, to make the 
lcaft motion, which is not agreeable 
to the Rules of Decency and Civility. 
The Women are lb Bafhful, Model!:, 
and JJxfcrv’d, that theft Virtues ftem to 
be Born with them. They live in per- 
petual retirednefs ; never uncover their 
Hands ; and if they are obljg’d to give 
any thing to their Brothei%, or Kin- 
dred, they hold it frith their Hand qp- 
ver’d wicn the Sleeve (which tor this 
purpoft ir long and wide) and lay it on 
the TabJp that the ftinfman may take 
it up. 


The Chmrfts reduce all their Breed- Breeding, 
ing to five Heads ; that is, the manner 
of Behaviour between the King and his 
Subjects; between the Father and Son, 
the Husband and Wife, the Elder Bro- 
ther and the Younger, and triend and 
Friend. Thefe Rules malic up a conii- 
derable part of their Morals, and arc ib 
tedious, that it is hard to decide, whe- 
ther the Clrineje Ceremonies are to be 
reckoned among their Virtues, or Vices; 
for on the one Hand, they are certainly 
extraordinary Couttcousand Mannerly; 
infomuch that their Country deftrves 
the Title they give it, of the Genteel 
Kingdom ; but on the other Hand it 
muft belaid, that Ceremonies are like 
Perfumes, which us’d with Modciatiou 
arc Comfortable and Beneficial, but in 
excefs do harm and offend. They have 
fuch and fo many Ceremonies, that eve- 
ry indifferent Aft ion, is attended with 
as many, as would ferveat a Solemn Sa- 
crifice ; whence it is, that what in itfclf 
is convenient, through the exccllive ufe 
of it becomes inconvenient. 

Their common manner of Saluting 
one anothei when they nicer, is to lift Common 
up the Arms bow’d, with the Hands Saute ' 
joyn’d, from the Brcaft towards the 
Forehead, higher or lower, according 
to the Degree of Refpeft they are to 
pay; and whilft they do this, they often 
repeat the Word Zm. If the Pcrlbn 
met, be of worth, this lifting and let- 
ting fall the Arms, begins at lcaft 20 
Paces from him, after which follows an- 
other greater Aft of Refpeft, which 
they call Zoje^ and is bowing the Body 
profoundly, and Handing with the Feet 
together, and at the fame time lower 
the Hands joyn’d together, as at fir ft, 
within the Sleeves, bending the Fore- 
head as near as may be to the Ground. 

Nor do they perform this facing one an- 
other, but fide by fide, and looking 
towards the North, if they are in the 
Street and open Air, and it in the Houfe 
facing the front of the Room, for they 
are ufnally fo built, that the Door may 
be to the South. This I believe they 
do out of the Modcfty they affeft; and 
that it may not look, as if the one re- 
ceiv’d that half Adoration from the o- 
ther, as if they ought to Pay it out of 
Civility, but not recieve it, a^un wor- 
thy; but whatever the reafon is, the 
matter of Faft, is as mention’d. If 
learned ft^en who are in employment* 
meet, as they go either a Hoife/wck, 
or ip Chairs, carry’d by four or more 
Men, the Inferior alights and begins to 

give, 
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o-A-^k give, and receive the nfual Compliments. 

Gemelli. The C-tincfrs never take off their Caps, 

1696. for it is look’d upon as indecent for a 

C/SPO Man to appear before any one barehead- 
ed y and therefore with great reafon the 
Popes, to comply in fome Meafure with 
their Cuftom, have difpens’d with our 
Pyiefts, to Celebrate Mats, and Admi- 
ni'fter the Sacraments iu China , with the 
Head decently cover’d. 

Vines. As for Vilits among Perfons of Qua- 
lity, they make none, without fending 
a Sheet of red Paper, a Span and a half 
long, on which they write in courtcojs 
Tunis that they are going to make the 
Vilit (without which none would be ad- 
mitted) without omitting any thing of 
the ufual Ceremonies, as will in the Sub- 
feription, as at the top, accoiding to 
the Condition, and Quality of the Per- 
fon to be vilited. A Servant carries 
this Paper before, and if the Pci fon to 
be vilited is not, or will not be at home, 
it is left with any of his Uomelticks, 
and thus the Vint is fully Paid, some- 
times when they will not be at home, 
thy hang a little Tablet at the Door, on 
which it is written, that the Mafter of 
the Houle, is w ithdrawn to Study, or 
to his Pleafure Houle y which is as much 
as to fay, that he will not be troubled 
with Vilits. This Cuftom of fixing 
fome writing over, or about the Door, 

' is molt us’d by the learned, as one of 

their commendable Cuftorrs, being at 
the lame time a Declaration of the Pcr- 
fon that lives there. When they have 
admitted the Vilit of a Sti anger or 
Friend, the place given him in the Nor- 
thern Provinces is on the right, in the 
Southern on the left, and the giving, 
refilling, receiving, and prefently re- 
turning of it, is a task which is not loon 
at an end, always making the Bows a- 
bove mention’d. Nor is there any lefs 
trouble about placing theChairs(the Chi- 
tiefes in this particular, imitating the Euro- 
peans, that is, in not fitting on the Ground 
with their Legs acrofs, as is us’d in Per- 
fia , and a great part of the Eaft) for the 
Stranger fets the Chair for the Mafter of 
the Houfe, and the Mafter for the Stran- 
ger, and if they are already placed, yet 
they touch them at leaft, and it is ob- 
ferv’d that the Chair, which is for the 
worthiqftPcrfon, be at a certain diftance 
from tnWjiVall. Then that they may 
be vcry clcan, they feem to wipe them 
gver again, and itroke off any Duft that 
may betipon them, with the ffcpof the 
gfeatwleeve, which is gather’d fo dex- 
teroufly in the Fift, that it^all looks like 
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a Hand. If there were an hundred / 
Strangers, they all one after another 
perform that fame dufting or cleaning, 
which the Mafter accepts fo thankfully, 
as if he were confounded at fo extraor- 
dinary an Honour. Next begins among 
the Vifiters the Compliment about who 
is to fit firft, and who next, a thing 
long and tedious only to relate. At 
length being feated, within Iefs than a 
quarter of an hour, the Servants come 
in with the Difhes of Chiajox Tea y and 
if the Difcourfe holds any confiderable 
time, the Tea is brought in a 2d, and a 
3d time. The 3d fignifies difmiflihgtlK 
Company, fo that he would be look’d 
upon, as unmannerly, who fhould not 
be gone when he had drank y and as well 
this, as any other thing they bring in, 
mult be taken with both Hands, for it 
would be counted incivility to ufe but 
one. T hen there are fo many Ceremo- 
nies, repeated Bows, and counterfeit 
Grimaces, as if they were really in earn- 
elt, in Conducing them back to they 
Door i that the fortifying themfelvcsV 
before- hand with Tea, feems to be r;rf 
ibcr of neccflity, than a meer aft wf 
Civility. But the ftrefs of the Compli- 
ment lies ia the Mafter of the Home's, 
endeavouring to perfuade the Viliter by 
Arguments and Prayers, to mount his 
HoiTe before him y and in the Vinter’s 
protefting the World lhall be turn’d 
topfy turvy, before he will do fuch a 
thing y and in this he perlifts, and la- 
bours till he has got the better y for the 
Mafter of the Houfe at laft, after many 
Bows, which are all anfwer'd, hides 
himfelf behind the Door, or under a 
great Umbrello, and then he that has 
prevail’d, mounts his Horfc. But as 
foon as ever he is in the Saddle, the o- 
ther pops out, and in their language 
bids him Adieu y Adieu, replies the o- 
ther, and often repeating it, they part ; 
and not fo fatisfy’d, at a few Paces di- 
ftance, they fend a Servant to one ano- 
ther, with a moft Obliging Compliment 
of Thanks. 

The fending of Prefents to one ano- p^nts. 
ther among the Chinefes , is as ufual as 
vifiting, and Cuftom has prelcrib'd Laws, 
in this particular. They write on a 
Sheet of Paper in a very genteel Stile, 
all they fend as a Gift, and perhaps, as 
for the moft* part it happens, that they 
are things •¥ a very fmall value y but 
generally many of them, and of fcveral 
forts. But verfc often, before Ihe things 
are fent, the Paper goes, afld he to 
whom the Prcfent )s made, masks down 

asma- 
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as many as he will receive, and if he 
Gcmelli. 'who is to make the Prefent has them not 
• 1695. he mult buy them. Generally they mull 
be fix feveral things ; and it is lawful 
to accept of all or none, or what every 
one plcafcs; but whatfoever is receiv’d, 
fo much mult be return’d, not infpecic, 
but in value ; fo that it is rather Ex- 
changing than Prefenting. It is alio the 
Cuftom to fend Mony, and fometimes 
the Value of a Naples Ducat, but with 
fomc elegant Words in Writing ; for 
they arc Prodigal of their Breeding, but 
fparingof everything elfe. 

T . ,, •Actaconcerning the Ceremonies of En- 
rea t ». ter tain inents, from the Day the firll In- 

vitation is made (which mull be lomc 
Days before, and be repeated three times, 
or elfe the Invitation would be void and 
never accepted) till the Day after the 
Fcalt, when they interchangeably fend 
one another Thanks *, there are fo many, 
fomedmes of feveral forts , and fome- 
times the fame repeated, that any one 
who is not us’d to them from his Cradle, 
irould think it lefs trouble to dye for 
hirfl, than undergo fo many Plagues 

S ’ « made Drunk at a Chinefc’s Table, 
hey look upon all thefc as ncccflary 
s, and it any one were omitted 
•hey would not think themfelves true 
Chinefes , but barbarous People, and un- 
worthy to be Rcfpectcd, as they con- 
ceive t hey ought to be, by all the Nati- 
ons in the Worid. To come to the 
point ; they fpend five 01 fix Hours of the 
Night appointed for the Feall in Con- 
version and Pallimes, with Mulick and 
liays : And this is fo ufual at Entertain- 
ments , that there arc Companies of 
Aclors, who without being call’d, hear- 
ing where there is a great Supper, come 
of their own accord to Acl their Plays. 
Now if the Entertainment is not among 
poor People, there are as many Tables 
as Guclls, each a Cubit broad and a Cu- 
bit and a half long. The Meat is 
brought in Difhcsof Gold, Silver and 
Purccllanc. They ufe no Table-Cloths, 
but clean (hintng Boards varnilh’d over 
with feveral beautiful Colours. Nor do 
they ufe Napkins, Knives, Forks, nor 
Spoons •, nor do they ufe to wafh their 
Hands before or after Meat ; bccaule be- 
ing* great Lovers of Cleanlincfs, they 
never touch any thing that is fet before 
them at Table with their<Hands or Fin- 
gers j but to carry it tot their Mouth 
they provide two Jittlc Sticks (of Ivory, 
Ebony, /or fomc other precious Wood) 
(lender ind about a Spfen long or more ; 
the ont/h^ld fed between the little Fin- 


ger and the next to it of the right Haocf, 
and the other moving with the fore and 
middle Fingers ; and thus they eat fo 
dexteroufly, that they take up a Angle 
Grain of Rice, contrary to our Europe- 
ans i *v ho have a great deal of trouble be- 
fore they can ufe themfelves to it: And 
as for Knives they have no need of them, 
for all is brought up cut into very fmall 
Morfels. Dilhes of Filh and Flelh al- 
ways go together, that the variety may 
delight, being excellently feafon’di and 
rather Numerous and Various than Plen- 
tiful or Sufficient , and therefore the 
Plates, which are like little wooden 
Dilhes, or Bouls, in which they bring 
the Meat, are fmall, but not chofe of Sau- 
ces which are intermix’d to lharpen the 
Appetite. After Eating a few bits of 
that Halh that is let before them, they 
lay down the little Sticks, and the Glafs 
goes round ; for among the Chinefes it is 
not Eating but Drinking that makes the 
Plcafurc of the Feall. But to the end 
they may hold out Drinking fix Hours 
or longer, ftill in their Scnfcs, and dif- 
conrfing of high Matters, they provide 
little Cups no bigger than a Nutfhel; bo- 
lides they lip it fo gradually, that they 

J sut it to their Lips four or five times be- 
ore they empty it; being accultom'd 
not to Drink at a draught, but lipping. 
So whether it be Winter or Summer they 
always drink their Liquor very hot; 
and this is believ’d to be the reafon why 
there they know not fo much as the 
Names of fomc painful Diftetnpcrs that 
abound in Europe , and proceed from a- 
bundance of indigefted Humors, and 
weaknefs of Stomach ; as alio of their 
enjoying Health and Strength till 78 or 
80, and fometimes 100 Years of Age, 
to which many of them arrive. Their 
Liquor is made of Rice bruis’d in Water, 
which being brought to fuch a llrength 
(like Beer or Ale) isafterwardsdiftill’d. 
Now tho’ the daffies are fo fmall, they 
drink fooften(efpecially towards the lat- 
ter end) that fo many littles make fuch 
an excelfive Quantity, that very often 
their Brains are dillurb’d ; and there- 
fore the Mailer of the Houfes Women 
are upon the watch to obferve how ma- 
ny of the Guefts tumbledown the Stairs, 
to make fport at them afterwards with 
their Husband, who never thinks he has 
made a good Entertainment urflefs lome 
Body goes home Drank ; other wile he 
thinks, and is troubled that his Liquor 
was nofrgood. But in thefe Fcafts thty 
have not that barbarous Cuftom of mak- 
ing thofc drink that are not a dry, or 
A a a filling 
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Cincliy L moil practi'.’d in the font hern 
Cs.'aicUi. Parts of (','n/a, where the Men arc ior- 
\6<)6. ad to leek tor Wives abroad. 1 bus the 
t/YV Empire oi" Chinn comes to he more po- 
pulous titan any other that allows of Po- 
lygamy, bccaufc the Climate is good, 
and the Women Fruitful ; it being rare 
to lee any at Age ot Procreation, with- 
out one Child at her Brea ll, and another 
by her Side, or in her Belly.

When any one Marries his 
Daughter to her equal, the Portion is 
not above So Cows, Soh'orlcs, 80 Gar- 
ments, and the like number of oilier 
things, according to the condition of the 
Couple. 

By all that has been hitherto laid, the 
Reader may pcccive that the Chir.efes arc 
very flv.irp Wined, qpd exceed the Eu- 
ropeans in Ingenuity, ye^ nothing has 
been fa id of the Cunning of the poor 
Commonalty, taught them by Nature to 
get their Living. They are fb crafty at 
Cheating, Nlnt an hundred Lyes would 
be too little for Strangers, tho’ never 
lo watchful ro cfcapc them ; for they 
hatfc wonderful Slights of HanePand o- 
ther Arts to deceive the Sight. A thou- 
faud moft pleafaut Inventions of theirs 


arc told about. Anting other >. they ^ 
f irry linall Sharp Tools in their Tails, 
which they wear very long, to cut Fur- 
ies. On the tom vary the Merchants va- 
lue tlieiiudves upon being jail, ar.dure 
icallyfb, for their Oath is Inviolable; 
and they will hazard their Head to keep 
their Word ; which the Europeans found 
to t heir no little Aflonilhracnt when they 
lirfl began to Trade. And would theie 
who ought to have given, would have 
follow’d their good Example, and re- 
turn’d I loudly ior Hone/l y; ami then 
they would not have found them in pre- 
eels of Time, as they have done, Ci£>f £, 

FaiJe and Deceitful than themfelvcs. ’] o

They have an artificialPot to drefs ilicir lv 
Meat, in which the Water goes about, 
and the Fire Hands in the middle ; lb 
that any thing is boil’d inalhortcrtime, 
with lefs trouble, and coll. Having no 
other Materials to make Glals of, they 
make them of Rice, as was faid before, 
and of beautiful Colours. 

They have invented a Tablcor Board, Caftj ,.., ; 
with a firing of wooden Counters, to AvcouKr. 
Add, Subftraft, Multiply and Divide, 
and they are quicker at them, than the 
be!> accountant in Europe. To tell Mo- 
ny, they have another Board with an 
hundred Holes, into which they pre- 
sently clap as many Pieces of Mouy, ami 
fo tell them in a moment, and fee whe- 
ther they are good. If the/do not like 
one Profellion, at the Years end, they take 
to another, being handy at every thiqg. /

1 1 1 Ci.'i-'tjis generally drink hot, and 
L okl, ililt contrary to the Europeans ;

ther be never fo hot, or they droughty 
with Travelling ; but wait patiently till 
they have it fo hot, that it fealds their 
1 ipV, fo that they think it aMadnefs when 
they fee an European drink cold Liquor. 
As 'for their Meat, it grows fo cold, 
I’i.;!. ;t has no Rclith, they fitting whole 
eLvs chatting at Table, for they are na- 
r iii all y vci y taikati vc.This is not us'd on- 
ly b/tlic poor People, but among ti.c 
Auihditrivis and great ones ; who tho' 
tl.cv fui nifh their Tables with Birds 
Nc.K which cole 30c pieces of Eight, 
a .Meafnre, the Fins of Sharks, the Si- 
news of Stags, precious Roots, and other 
things of great Value, yet they prate 
fo long that all grows cold. Ik tides 
all their delight, and the bell ot the 
Full coutilU in Drinking, as was laid 
bcfoic, to promote which, of the Ser- 
vants appointed to attend each 1 able, one 
comes every now and then and kneels 
down, praying tlic Guell •: to diiuk ; then 

comes another,and intreats them to emp- 
ty their Oifhes, fometimes one way and 
lomctimcs another ; lor if theGuefts do 
not 0 heme drunk, lie that treats is much 
troubled, ns if his Dinner had not been 
good and his Liquor poor. Therefore to 
coni pal's their dciigu, after Supper, they 
treat with a Play, and after the Play, 
they cover another Table of Sweetmeats, 
and then another with Fruit, to entice the 
Company to drink, and fend them home 
in iL ir Servants Arms. Thofe that arc 
Tt.rpcraic, may pour the Liquor on the 
Gicand, without being reputed uncivil, 
by way of Pledge, there beinga board be- 
fore them for this purpofe,that the others 
may nctqbfervc them. At the conclufion 
of the Feaih,thcy obferve a Cuftom, which 
perhaps no other Nation will approve of, 
wjiich is, that every one of th^ Guefts, 
leaves S or 1 oPicccs ofcight,morc,or lefs, 
according to his Quality who treats, in the 
hands qf a Servant ; and tho’ Qie Matter of 
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t lie Houle (like Phylitians who holdout 
their I land at the fame time they ieem ro 
refufe by Words) pretends to be atfronr- 
ed at it, yet the Cuftom is well known, 
and every one leaves as much as will pay 
for the Play and Liquor. 

The Mandarines life thcmfelves to eat R are 
fuch tilings as are naturally violently hot, Difhe> , 
not fo much out of Riotoufuefs, as to 
provoke Luft, and procure Vigour, to 
picnic fo many Women, and get many 
Children by them; and bccaufe we have 
mention'd fome forts cf Meat quite tm- 
know n in Europe ,it will be proper to gi » r e 
fome acount of them. The Birds Ntil* 
arc taken on the Coaft of Cochnubina , the 
IHancls ot Borueo,Calamuinesyin<\ others of 
the Archipelago of S. Laz.aro, where they 
are built upon innccefiiblc Rocks, by cer- 
tain Birds like Swallows, fo artificially 
that they are eaten ftccp’din warm Wa- 
ter,to take out any Feathers there may be 
in them. It is not known to this J >ay, 
whet her they are made of Clav,or of what 
tire Bird fetches from its Stomach ; but 
they arc of great nouriftimcnt, and tjfci 
like tlic Italian Permit clli. T he isliark is 
a 1 ifh that feeds upon Mens Bodies, and 
is found all about the Archipelago ot/s. 

Laz.aro'1 the Cbincjci draw certain Sinews 
out of their Fins, which they cat. The 
Root Injon is brought out of the Province 
of Liaotung, and is bought for its weight 
in Gold, becaufe ir. is exccllivc hot, and 
very nourifhing, which makes them fay 
that if a Man carries it iu his Mouth r days 
together without eating, he will feel no 
faintnefs. T hey alio ufc abundar.ic of 
Spice, and Ellenccs for the end we have 
fpoken of. 

The I aws of the Empire are fo lev ere ideation 
to oblige Parents to give their Children 4) f cm- 
good Education, that if it happens any ot dren. 
them commits a Crime, and cannot be ta- 
ken, the Magi ftratc fccures the Father, and 
Baftinadocs him, for not teaching his Son 
good Manners. T he Government alfo' . 
takes care of the economy of Families, for 
the Publick good ; on which account they 
tell us a very notable Pallage. A Manda- 
rint hapned togo along a Street, where a 
Mother-in-law was crying out againft and 
Curfing her Daughter-in-law , and her 
Husband ; Inquiring into the Caufe t he 
gave the Emperor an account of it, who 
order’d that theDaughtcr-in-law,and her 
Husband Ihould be Chaftiz’d, his Father 
Ihould have ms Head cut offhand the Man- 
dariptt of the Place hfc depriv’d of his 
Command. 1

as. They cut ic extraordinary final!, and 
Cemelli. having dry’d ic in an Oven, they wet it 
1695. with hoc Waters to make ic ftrong, and 
l/Y\l therefore they that are not us’d to it can- 
not bear the Smoak. Tho’ they always 
carry theirPipe,and aPurfe of Tabacco by 
theiriide,yet they finoke but once an hour, 
and the Women do fo too, elpecialJy the 

Tartars. 

Chairs, The Chitiefes fit on high Chairs, and ufe 
Fans, and Tables like ours in Ear oft. They do not 
Va | ue j ewe i Sj or ot h er things that have 
their value only from Opinion, but Gold 
and Silver which have an intrinfick value. 
l«,tl«uCity,and about it, they always carry 
Fans, tho’ it be Winter ; and in the Coun- 
try limbrelloes, tho’ they have Hoods to 
defend them againft the Sun. 

They call People by the Sirname firft, 
and then by the Name, contrary to the Eh - 
rope am ,vi ho fpeak the proper Name firft, 
and then the Sirname. They do not take 
the Names of their Idols, but theSonsare 
call’d by the Parents, by thcNamesof the 1 , 
2, 3, 4, &c. Others have their Name from 
ome accident happening before their 
Pvrth, as the Fortunate, the Merry, the 
Pealing, C rc. True it is, that whilft the 
Cin.efes reigu’d, it was cuftomary at 14 
years of Age,togive Names to the Males, 
putting on their Heads the Country Cap, 
and the Females with the Bodkins to bind 
thcirHair about, calling them till then, the 
1 ft,2d,e^c. which was perform’d with as 
much Solemnity as the Wedding ; but 
the Tartar now Reigning, abolilh’d that 
expenlive Cuftom. 

TheCbinefes fell all things even toHens, 
and Chickens by weight ; but chcap,fel- 
ling a Pouud of 20 Ounces for 20 2 ten, 
which make 3 Grains and a half of Naples 
Mony. They thcmfclvcsconfumc but lit- 
tle, the Poor People filling their Bellies 
with Rice, and Herbs dry’d in the Sun, 
that they may lye long in the Stomach. 

_ They have a great Efteem for any An- 
tique pieces of any Metal or Shape what- 
foe ver, not regarding the Workmanfiiip, 
lo they lie old* and therefore the rougher, 
and more confum’d they are by time, the 
more they arc valu’d, and fold the dearer. 
They alfo highly prize antient Manu- 
lcripts, that are in a fair Hand, with the 
Authors Seal to them. 

The Names of Father and Mother in 
China are facred ; the Children believing 
that all the Blefiings of this Life, are the 
reward of loving their Parents, and ferv- 
ing them with Humility, nor does Hiftory 
furnilh us with Examples of any Nation, 
that has lo fully paid the filial Duty, as the 
Chitiefes do/iiiereare young labouring 
Men ,who f > r Grief of their Fathersdeath, 
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fall all the days of their Life,without eve: 
eating Filh or Flclh, Eggs, or any white 
Meat, that this Pcnnance may avail their 
Souls. 

They are much addicted to Superftiri- 
ons, and Auguries. They conclude no 
match, without confulting the Aftrolo- 
gers ; nor do they bury the Dead without 
appointing a Fortunate day, for whith 
reafon in greatCities, 1 o,or 2ooooColfins, 
with dead Bodies, are carry’d out toge- 
ther to be bury’d in the Mountains. All 
the Gates of the Courtsof Judicature, out 
of a Supcrfticious Cuftom, are made in 
the South Wall. They look upon ic as a 
very ill Omen, to have Churches creded 
to the true God, in the Country or Vil- 
lages, as fearing fome of the People 
Ihould dye upon it. And to fay the truth, 
it looks as if God were relblv’d to try 
the lteadinefs of the Clnncfes ; for it is 
actually obferv’d, that after the build- 
ing of fome Church, more People than 
ordinary die; as alfo the Brothers, Chil- 
dren and other Kindred of the Chivefe 
that is newly converted ; as the Fathers 
Miflioncrs themfelves told me. For this 
reafon fometimes when the Miflioncrs 
would Ercdt a new Church ; the Chitiefes 
not being able to obftruft it legally, as 
long as the Imperial Permiflion holds, 
they raife a Mutiny of the Rabble to o- 
verthrow it, fo that the Miffioners are 
forc’d to have recourfe to the Magis- 
trates. This hapned to the Spanifh Eranf- 
cansy whilft I was at Canton. They go- 
ing about to build a Church in a Village; 
diftant from the City, for the ufe of the 
Chriftians;and having bought the Ground 
and Materials, the Peafants mutiny’d, 
and aflembling in a Riotous manner, by 
beat of Drum, went to hinder the Work. 
The Fathers were forc’d to get a Manda- 
rine to go thither, at the fight of whom, 
all thofePeafants fell on theirKnees along 
the Road, befeeching him to have fome 
regard for their Lives, which would not 
be fecurc, if the Europeans fettled in their 
Village. At length the bufinefs wascom- 
pos’d after this manner. The Mandarine 
order’d the Work Ihould go on ; but that 
when theMaftcr Beam, orhigheft Tim- 
ber was to be fet up, the Bonus Ihould 
have notice given them ; that they mighc

Their Shirt is call’d KuazJu y and is La- 
ced under the right Arm on the fidcs, 
and under the Throat. It reaches down 
half -vfray the Leg, with long narrow 
Sleeves. Over it they wear wide Bree- 
ches- down to their Heels, which they 
call Ku 'ZlUy or Zwy, ty’d with a Silk 
Ribbon, at which hangs the Purfe of 
Tabacco, the Handkerchief, Knife, and 
the little Sticks to eat with in a Sheath. 
But the Nobility wear a Silk Girdle with 
gilt Buckles, aad Jewels. The Hofe they 
generally wear are of Silk, or Cloth of 
Silver, and call'd Vvaxs. . 

. The Nobility add to the Shirt (which 
ferves the mean Sort for a Veil) a long 
black Garment, call’d Paozst, of a Violec, 
or other Colour (with narrow Sleeves, 
which at -he end have a little turning up 
like an iiv ) which when Button’d from 
uuder the right Arm down to the Feet, 
is cir- ith a filkcu Ribbon call’d Tay- 
zju *vcr this Garment they wear the 
Crt.iao, which is cxadly like a Bilhop’s 
Rochet, but without the little Hood, 
and with wide Sleeves, and this is But- 
ton’d nrv.u the Breaft.

The Learned, who are carry’d about 
the Cities in Chairs, wear Buskins of 
Silk ( in/lead of Shooes) call'd Xivezu, 
of fcveral Colours. The common Sort 
who walk a- Foot have them of very foft 
Leather, with the Soles full of Nails, 
to make them laft the longer, and keep 
out the Wet, for they ufe no Heels. 
The Shooes worn by Trading, and in- 
ferior People are open without any Bind- 
ing, but dole behind. They are made 
of Silk, of all Colours, with Soles of 
Stuff', and they are call’d May. Both the 
Gentry and Commonalty of both Sexes, 
ufe the Fan, or S«*« and Umbrella, as 
well iu Summer as Winter. 

The Women wear the fapie Garment, 
but Button’d before the Breaft, and 
ftraiter about the* Neck for Decency, 
with the other of the feme Cut as men- 
tion’d above.. Their Shooes differ from 
the Men’s, in that they are clofe, and

with Heels, But their Head-dreft is 
handlome, becaufe their Hair is gene- 
rally Long, and Black, and they 'Anoint » 
it with feveral forts of Oil and Gums* 
to order it as chey ptcafe. On the c ore- 
head they make a 1 r.ul or Bunch ich a 
fmall Iron wound alout with Silk, which 
afterwards they cover with part of the 
loofe Hair, Ihining with the Oil Aid 
Gum. With part of the reft they make 
a Role behind on the Pole, and what re- 
mains is divided into rwo Locks, which 
fall gracefully upon the Neck, like 
W ings. In the Northern Countries they 
wind the Hair behind the Head without 
Wreathing it, 3nd then cover it with a 
thing like a lifrJe Difb, curioufly made 
of Silk, and Emb’oidcr’d. In Peking 
they add a black Handkerchief wrapp'd 
round, becaufe of the violent Cold. The 
Maidens to diftinguilh them from mai - 
ry’d Women, cut off pait of their Hair 
about their Forehead and Neck, leaving 
as it were a Fringe of it about two Fin- 
gers long.

7 his is 
the moft certain Sign to know an Euro- 
pean by among a thoufand Cbinefes , and a 
Chintfe among as many Europeans. 

The Women are generally Fair, Beau- WoeK!i> 
tiful and more Couragious than the Men, 
who are of mean Spirits. They value 
themfelves much upon the ftnalnefs ot 
their Feet (as was laid before) and the 
very old Women arc fo Proud, that ia 
fpight of Wrinkles in their Faces, they 
drefs their Heads with fine Flowers ; ana 
Punilh themfelves at that Age to Boali: 
of fmall Feet. 

In War the Cbinefes carry Bows and Ar- \Vc?jvnsi 
rows, and a long Scimiter, which they 
wear the wrong way, with the Point 
forwards, inftead of the Hilt, and when 
they would draw it they give a Stroke 
upon the Point, which brings the Hilt 
forwards. Fire-Arms are us’d but lit- 
tle, but Muskets begin to be brought in 
Play, by jhe Emperor’s Order. In the 
Southern Provinces by reafon of their 
Commerce with Europeans , they have 
'•dome Fire*Locks feven Spans long, which 
\ Bbb carry 
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carry but a fmall Bullet, and are rather 
O'cmdli. for Pleafurc, than any Uft. They carry 
j 6p6. the Scowrer in the Barrel, fo that they 
cannot Fire upon occafion ; nor can they 
Fire Handing, but ltretch’d out with 
their Belly on the Ground, lb refting it 
upon a thing like a Goat’s Horns, which 
lerve to take Aim by. 

•Tho’ Cannon had been long found out 
in Caina , vet it was not well Calf, nor 
Proportion’d ; for which reaion the Tar- 
tar Emperor, at the beginning of his 
Reign, designing to make ufe of it in his 
Wars again It the Ehtth, or Weftern 
Tartars , caus’d it to be Call again, and 
brought to Perfe&ion by the Dire&ion 
ot F. V trbiefty a Flemming of the Society 
of Jefus ; for which Reaion he has been 
ever fince a Friend to the Jefuits. This 
Train is made ufe of in the Field, as I 
obferv’d at Peking , for on the Walls of 
the Cities there were only a few fmall 
Sakcrs. 

Soldiery. The Chine fe Soldiery confifts of Horfe 

divided under eight Standards, each of 
an hundred Thouland Men. To every 
Standard belongs a General, who is al- 
ways a petty King, or great Lord, and 
is call’d, General of the Green Standard, 
of the White, &c. as was faid clfc where. 
There is a much greater Number in Gar- 
rifon along the great Wall, but molt of 
them are Chinefes become T attars, the 
Imperial Tartary not being able to fur- 
nilh lb great a Number of Soldiers. Sol- 
diery delccnds from Father to Son *, for 
the Empeior docs not only allow them 
competent Pay, according to their Qua- 
lity, but alfo Rice for the whole Family, 
the Horfe and Provender for him, with- 
out /paring, becaule all comes from the 
Provinces, which pay it as Tribute. The 
petty Kings had Pay allow’d them to keep 
12000 Men, and maintain themfelves 
with the due Grandeur, befidcs others 
they keep at their own Expences. 

Gold and Tho’ in China Gold be cheap and ve- 

Siiver, and r y good ; as well that which is taken 

Co * n ‘ out of Rivers at the full Moon, from the 


Trenches made in the Channels, as that 
which is brought in from the neighbour- 
ing Countries ; yet they make no Mony 
of it, but pals it by Weight. The lame 
happens with the Silver brought in by 
Strangers, elpecially that which comes 
from America. For this Realbn the Em- 
peror of China calls the King of Spain 9 
the King of Silver; becaule there being 
no good Mine of it in his Dominions, 
all they have there is brought in by the 
Spaniards in Pieces of Eight, and is here 
reduced into Plates one quarter part fi- 
ner. In this they Pay the Emperor’s 
Taxes, which the Mandarines are~to ga- 
ther of the Subjects within their feveral 
Diftri&s. All this Silver remains bury’d 
for ever in the Emperor’s Treafury at 
Peking , and thole of the rich M cn of the 
Empire, for the Ctdnrfes ftand in need 
of nothing from Abroid. Ihe way of 
receiving and paying is by cutting little 
bits of Silver, and weighing them in a 
little Scale call’d Teng-ciu. They count 
by Leans , or Taes, as the PortHgueJes call 
them, which is worth fifteen Carlines at 
Naples , or a Noble ; by Curs (or Mas 
in Port ague fe,') which is the tenth part of 
the Taes ; and by Fuens, or Condorins the 
tenth part of the Mas. The fmall Brals 
Coin is call’d Zien (or Chappas) of which 
fourteen make a Fuen. Thele Chappas 
have been brought up within thele ten 
Years laft pall ; the Chinefes being fenfi- 
ble of the Lofs there was in cutting a 
bit of Silver to buy Fruit, or any thing 
ot fmall Value. They have a fmall Hole 
in the middle to String them. They give 
a Thouland, or eleven Hundred of them 
for a piece of Eight, according as they 
are bigger or Idler in feveral Provinces 
of the Empire. They are made of Tu- 
tunaga , a Metal peculiar to China, like 
Brals, with four Chinefe Characters on 
the one fide, which Compole the Empe- 
ror’s Name, and two on the other, ex- 
prelfing the Name of the City, or Court, 
where they are Coin’d.

Sacrifices. In thlfe Sacrifices they (laughter 
Cows, Swine, Goats, Fowl, and other 
Things, which arc Eaten by the Kin- 
dred and Friends, on the fame Moun- 
tain where the Tomb is. But if it be 
a Family that has a Pagod of its own, 
the Steward of the Revenue belonging 
to it, is at all the Charge. There are 
always People in the Pagods, calling 
Lots after a fuperftitious Manner, with 
certain Sticks made for that purpole ; 
and if the Lot comes not up the firft or 
iecond time to their Mind, they endea- 
vour .to appeafe the Idol with Prayers, 
and Sacrifices of Meat ready Drels’d , 
Fowl, Bread, Wine and other Things. 
At length they call lo long till they hit 
a Lotto pleafe them, and then thinking 
they are in Favour with the Idol, they 
burn by way of .Thanksgiving, gilt Pa- 
per, and gohome well pleas'd, eating 
the,aforefaid Things merrily with their 
Kindred and Friends.

CHAP. v. 

Of the great plenty of dll ' Things , and Temperament of the Air in China. 


VT Avigation and the plenty of all 
Gcmelli. l.\l forts of Commodities found in a 
) 6 y 5 . Kingdom, are certainly the two Sources 
iat sj of Trade. Cfe#* has thefc two in fuch 
r a Degree, that no Kingdom can equal, 
r»Mind much left exceed it. The Quantity of 
silver. Goldf is lo great in all its Provinces, 
that inflead of being converted into 
Coif., it is made a Commodity. Hence 
came the Proverb much us’d at Macao. 
Silver is the Blood , and Gold is a Commodi- 
ty. As for Silver, their Avarice and In- 
duftry in gathering of it, are as Antient 
as the Empire, and therefore theQpan- 
tity the Chinefes have gather’d mull: 
needs be prodigious ; for all that once 
comes into the Country can never go 
out again, the Laws that prohibit it are 
fo fevere. It is rare in Europe to make 
Prefents of 500 or 1000 Crowns, but in 
China it is common to make them of 
1000, 10, 20, 30, and 40000. particu- 
larly at Court many Millions are fpent 
in Gifts. This happens becaufe there 
is no Prefidcntlhip of any City, but colts 
feveral thoufand Crowns, and fome- 
times 20, or 30000 , and other Inferi- 
i: s ibery. or imployments proportionably. He 
that will be Viceroy of a Province, 
mult before he is put in Pofleffion, pay 
36 or 4oooo,and fometimes 60 or 70000; 
not that the Emperor receives the Mo- 
ny, or knows any thing of it; but be- 
caufe theGovernonrsof the Empire, the 
Colaos, or Connfellors of State, and the 
fix Sovereign Courts in Peking , foil all 
Employments under- Hand. They who 
by thefc means come to be Viceroys, or 
Mandarines of Provinces, to Reimburle 
themftlves, receive Prefents from the 
Prcfidents of their Cities, thefe from 
the Prclidents of Towns and Boroughs; 
and all of them grow Rich upon the 
fpoils of the poor People. Hence comes 
the common Proverb in China, That the 
King without knowing any thing of it , ex- 
pofes his People to as many Butchers , Mur- 
derers , Dogs , and hungry Wolves , as he 
creates new Mandarines to Govern them. 
There iscertainly no Viceroy, or Vifitor 
of Provinces, who after he has been 3 
Years in his Employment, does not car- 
ry home, 6 or 7 hundred thoufand, and 
ionietimes a Million of Crowns. ‘ By this 
it appears, that tho’ in regard of the 
natural Inclination, and infatiablc Ava- 
rice of that Nation, there be but little 


Silver in China ; yet confidcring its 
Wealth in it felf, there is no Kingdom 
can cope with it. 

There are in China abundance of Cop- ... 
per. Iron and Tin Mines, and of all o- m ** 
ther Metals ; but moft of the Copper, 
and therefore they call fo many Guns, 
fuch abundance of Statues, and Vcflels 
of feveral forts. There is no Memory 
that ever Paper Mony.was us’d there, as 
Marcus Polus writ; but only feveral A- 
ges lince the Emperor paid his Souldiers 
half in Mony, and half in Notes, call’d 
Chao. , which afterwards return’d to the 
Emperor. 

The Silk and white Wax of China are 
two things that deferve to be taken no- 
tice of. The firft of them is the beft in 
the World, and there is fuch plenty of 
it, that the Antients Call’d China the 
Kingdom of Silk. The Moderns find 
this by Experience, becaufo feveral Na- 
tions of Europe , jifta and America , car- 
ry thence a vaft Quantity every Year 
both Wrought and Raw, in fuch a Mul- 
titude of Caravans and Ships that it is 
wonderful. Befides it is an incredible 
Quantity of plain Silks and others 
wrought with Gold and Silver, that is 
conlum’d within the Country it felf. The 
Emperor, petty Kings, Princes, and 
great Men, with all their Servants even 
to Footmen ; the Mandarines Eunuchs, 
Learned Men, Citizens, almoft all the 
Women, and the fourth part of the reft 
of Mankind, wear Silk upper and un- 
der Garments. In fine, the great plen- 
ty may be conceiv’d by the 375 Boats, 
fent by only the two Provinces of Nan- 
king and Chekiang every Year to Court 
loaded with all forts of wrought Silk ; 
befides the rich and coflly Garments for 
the Emperor, Empreft, the Princes 
their Children, and all the Court Ladies. 

To which muft be added the great 
Quantity the Provinces pay the Empe- 
ror every Year as well Wrought as 
Raw, by way of Tribute. This Silk is 
of two forts, the Natural, which - is 
call’d Kien, and the Artificial. The 
Natural is made by Worms in the Fields 
and upon Treys, which they gather and 
Spin, but it is not fo goqd. The Artifi- 
cial ic made after the lame manner as in 
Europe ; feeding the Worms with Mul- 
bery Leaves for 40 Days. The bell: is 
that qf Nanking and Ch'kiang. 1 have 
of boih forts. As 
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r\A/l As for the Wax it is the fineft and 
CtmtUi. whiteft that may be, tho’ of Bees and 
• 1 696. there is fach plenty as ferves the whole 
Empire. Several Provinces produce it, 
Wax. k u t that of Haquam exceeds all the o- 
. thers, as well in Quantity, as Whitenef. 

1 It is gather’d in the Province of Xa fi- 
tting upon little Trees ; but in that of 
Haquam upon large ones, as big as thofc 
of the Indian Pagods , or Chefnut-Trecs 
in Europe. The way Nature has found 
to produce it, to us appears ftrange e- 
uough. There is in this Province a Crea- 
ture, or Infedt of the bignefs of a Flea, 
fo (harp at Stinging, that it not only 
pierces the Skins of Men and Bcafts, but 
the Boughs and Bodies of Trees. Thofe 
of the Province of Xantnng are much va- 
lu’d \ where the Inhabitants gather their 
Eggs from the T rees, and carry them 
to fell in the Province of Haquam. In 
the Spring, there come from thefc Eggs 
certain Worms, which about the begin- 
ning of the Summer they place at the 
foot of the Tree, whence they creep 
up fpreading thcmfclves wonderfully o- 
ver all the Branches. Having placed 
themlelvcs there they gnaw, pierce and 
bore to the very Pith, and their Nou- 
rifhment they convert into Wax as white 
as Snow, which they drive ont to the 
mouth of the Hole they have made, 
where it remains congeal’d in drops by 
the Wind, and Cold. Then the Owners 
of the Trees gather it, and make it into 
Cakes as we do, which are fold all about 

China. 

Wool. The Cbinefes ule lomc little Wool, 
only in Blankets for Beds ; for in their 
Cloaths, the Commonalty wear Cotton 
quilted with the fame 3 and the Nobility 
in Winter Line theirs with fcvcral forts 
of Furs of great Value, which is alfo 
us’d by the Women, efpecially in the 
Northern Provinces and Court of Peking. 
When the Emperor appears in Publitk, 
in the Royal Hall (which is done four 
times a Month) the four Thowfand Man- 
darines, who come to pay their Refpc&s 
to him, are all cover’d from Head to 
Foot with coftly Sables. Generally all 
the Chine fes do not only line their Boots, 
and Caps, but even their Saddles, their 
Benches, Chairs and Tents. 

The common Sort that are able, 
Cloath themfcl ves in Lamb Skins, and the 
poorer Sort in Sheep Skills^ lb that there 
is no Body in Peking in Winter, but 
rwhat then is clad in Skins \ andiofne 
bF them are fo Rich that they colt two, 
tjirec, or four hundred Crowns. 

T As for Flefh.- Jrilh, Fruit, andptHer 


Proviiions, it is enough to fry they have Provifions- 
all thofe forts we have in Europe, and 
many more that wc have not 3 aud the . 

Plenty appears by the finall Price they 
bear. T,h&£hinefe Language, as alfo their 
Writing bong very Laconic k 3 they Ex- 
prels almoft all thefc Things wich fix 
Letters, or Syllables. The twofirftare 
V-to, fignifying the live principal (Arts 
of Grain, that is. Rice, Wheat, Oats, 

Millet, Peafc and Beans 3 to which may 
be added fevcral forts of Pullc j as Kid- 
ney Beans, Fitches, and Tares. Two 
others arc I.o-hio , expre/Iing fix lows of 
Ficlh of tame Cattle, which art? the 
Horfe, the Ox, the Hog (which is won- 
derful good) the Dog, the Mule, and 
the Goat. The two laft are Pc- quo, fig- 
nifying an hundred forts of Fruit j as 
Pears (and among the reft one particu- 
lar fort call’d Gogavas ) Apples, Medlars, 
a fort of fofc Apples, Peaches, Grapes, 

Oranges, Walnuts, Chclhuts, Pomcgra- 
nets. Citrons, Lemmons, another fort 
of Apples they have in Italy , but the 
Author lays thofe in China aie not fo 
good. Pine- Apples, Piftachos, and On 
thers. 

There arc feveral forts peculiar to 
the Country, as Indian Figs, Ananas, 
and others common^ Afia elfewhere 
deferib’d. One xhpfi call Ftvas, is alto- 
gether peculiar to China 3 when ripe it is 
yellow as. to Colour, as to tafte Sweet 
and Sowec, but only the Juice of it is 
fwallow’d. There are alfo three other 
Fruits of a molt excellent Tafte. One 
call'd Naicbi , or Lichie (by the Porta - 
guefes Liclnai ) (hap’d like, and as big as 
a Walnut, with a thin Rind like the 
Scale of a Filh. Before it is ripe it is 
Green, and when ripe draws towards a 
Carnation, the Tafte delicious, and fo 
much priz’d by the Cbinefes , that they 
keep it dry. The Tree is as high as a 
Pear-tree. The fccond ( by the Portu- 
guefes call’d Langans ) is fweet and round 
like the Licbia, ‘but of a greenilh Colour. 

The Tree is very thick of Leaves, and 
bears the Fruit like bunches of Grapes •, 
but frelh gather’d and dry it is admira- 
ble Pleafimt. The third, call’d Seyzjt, 
is a Fruit in lhape and colour like an 
Orange, but with a thin fmooth Rind : 
its Tafte moil; Lufcious, and has little 
Kernels within it like Piftachoes. It is 
eaten Green, and dry Candy’d 3 but care 
mult be taken not to eat any Crabs after 
it, for that would caufe moft dangefous 
Fluxes. The Spaniards , when they re- 
turn from Manila to New Spain , carry 
confiderable quantities of them Candy’d.

Tea, or The Herb Tea, or Chia, being the 

Cbia. molt valu’d Orink among the Chinefes> as 
Chocolate is among the Spaniards ; be- 
cauic there is no Vilit where they do not 
ufe a great quantity of it, we will there- 
fore fay fomething of it. Tho’ it has 
tl.e name of an Herb, yet the Leaves 
an gather’d from little T rces, which are 
nofc'of equal value in every Province, but 
that V. belt which grows in the Province 
of Chekiang, in the Territory of the 
City Hochikcu. In Summer they bear a 
Flower, that has a pretty Scent, but the 
Leaves muft be carefully gather’d in 
Winter. Firft they are a little heated 
in a Caldron over a gentle Fire; then 
they arc laid upon a line Mat, and turn’d 
with the Hands ; then they are fet over 
the Fire again till they arc thorough dry, 
and laftly they arc put into Wooden, or 
Tin Veflcls, that they may not Evapo- 
rate, and be preferv’d from Moifture. 
When they would make ufe of it, they 
put it into a Pot, and pour boiling Wa- 
ter over it, which extends, and makes 
them Green as they were at firft, and 
the Water takes Voleafant Scent, and a 
Tafte that is not difeg’-ceable, efpecially 
when the Leaves turn if Green. There 
1 ? futh Variety, and fo many fqrts of this 
Herb, and the difference of its Virtue, 
that there is lome of it fold for about 
ten Pence a Pound, and fome for ten 
Shillings. One lort makes the Water of 
a Gold Colour, another Green ; and as 
for the Tafte fome make it bitter. The 
belt of it is very dear. The Opine fes at- 
tribute it to this Herb, that neither the 
Gout, nor Stone are known in their Em- 
pire. They lay, that taken after Din- 
ner, it prevents Indigeftion, and takes 
away all Crudities from the Stomach ; 
it helps Concodion, prevents Drunken- 
nels hindring the Fumes of Wine to fly 
up to the Head; takes away all the un- 
eaiincfs of a Surfeit, drying up, and Ex- 
pelling all fuperfluous Humours; and 
helps ftudious Pcrlons that defire to 
Watch. The Plant and Leaf may be 
feen in the Cut. 

KUDaro. There is alio Rubarb in China^ efpe- 
cially in the Provinces of Snchuen , Xenfy , 
and in tbeCountry about Sochieu , a City 
not far diftant from the great Wall. 
Tms Plant grows in moift Plates, and 
upon a lort of reddilh Ground. The 
Leaves are generally two Spans long, 
downy, and narrow at bottom. The 


Stem rifes a Foot, and bears Flowers 
like large Violets, which prefs’d yield a 
whitilh Jnice, of a Noilome, unpleafant 
Scent. The Root is fometimes three 
Foot long, and as thick as a Man’s Arm ; 
within it is Yellow, with fome reddilh 
Veins, from which flows a vifcous Juice, 
of a Yellow inclining to Red. The time 
of gathering it is all Winter till May t 
before the Leaves bud out ; bccaufe in 
Summer it is Light, and Porous, and 
without that vifcous Juice, wherein its 1 
Virtue confifts. When gather’d they 
take away the Beards, and ait it into 
bits, which they lay on a Board, and 
turn three or four times a Day, that 
they may not lofe, but luck in their 
Juice. Four or five Days after they 
String them, to dry in the Wind, in a 
Place where they may not be expos’d to 
the Sun, becaulc Experience has fhewn 
that makes them lole their Virtue. This 
Root when frelh is bitter in the higheft 
degree. The Chinefes call it Tay-huam , 
that is. Yellow enough. 

In China, the Melons of all forts are Herbs , 55 
extraordinary good, as arc the Pompions, 
Cucumbers, Turnips, and lladilhcs ; 
there is no want of good Coleworts, 

Fennel, Onions, Garlicks, Smallage, Bor- 
rage, and other Herbs we have in Eu- 
rope ; but thofc that are peculiar to them 
are more plentiful and better. One is 
call’d Linchio , which grows near the 
Water, and produces a fort of Fruit with 
two Horns, tender enough, and tails like 
an Almond. An Herb they call PezzAy, 
is very Savoury boil’d. There arc alfo 
Potatas , and other nourilhing Roots. 

As for Flowers there are abundance. Flowers, 
and very Beautiful, efpecially Tubcrofes. 

Of our forts they have Gilliflowers, Ro- 
fes, Jafinin, and others. Thole peculiar 
to the Country are more for Show than 
Scent, and they fet them between the 
rows of Bricks in their Courts, to make 
fine Walks. They plant them in Spring; 
in two Months they grow a Yard high, 
and laft four or five Months. They arc 
of feveral forts, but the belt call’d Ki- 
tfaon, and Laujl>iayz.. Tfie firft is like a 
Velvet in feveral fhapes and colours. 

The fccond is not properly a Flower, 
but the laft Leaves on the top of - the 
Plant are fo varioufly and beautifully co- 
lour’d, that they are valu’d beyond any 
Flower. •* 

All forts of Game is, plentiful enoughs Game 0 
efpecially about the Court in the three forts 
Winter Months ; and accordingly in fe* y 
veral Markets delign’d for this purpofi;, 
thlfcre are rows two j^usket Shots in* 
f length 



x>» length of feveral forts of four-footed and 
Gcrnclli. winged Creatures Handing upon their 
•1695. Feet; fo hard frozen that it prefefves 
UVNi them from Corruption. There are three 
fpccies of Bears ; the firft can’d by the 
Chinefes Gin-Hium, that is, Man Bear] 
the fecond Kea-Hium, Dog Bear ; and 
the third Ckn-Hinm, or Hog Bear, be- 
caufe of fome fuch refemblance m the 
Head and Paws. Bears Feet well drefs d 
are much valu’d in the Chinefi Feafts 5 
and their Fat is a great Dainty among 
the Tartars , who Eat it Raw, mix d with 
Honey. There is alfo great plenty of 
all other forts of wild Beafts ; as feveral 
fpccies of Deer, red and fallow, Tigers, 
wild Boars, Elks, Leopards, Rabbits, 
wild Cats, and Rats, and others. 

Wild As for wild Fowl, there is a prodigi- 
FowL. ous quantity of Phealants (as there is al- 
fo in Tartary) they being fold for five 
Grains of Naples Mony a-piece, Partrid- 
ges, Quails, Geefc, Cranes, and Ducks. 
There arc Daws very remarkable for 
their Feathers •, for whereas aU others 
arc Black, thofe in China have white 
Breafts and Necks. But they are not good 
to Eat. In Singing the Cbintfe Nightin- 
gal out-does ours in Europe, and the Ca- 
nary Birds ; its Note is fo Harmonious, 
Sweet, and Loud, and it runs fuch Di- 
vifion, as if it had learnt to Sing. It 
is three times as big as ours, but of 
the fame Colour-, they call it Soya. An 
other Bird call’d Sanxo Sings well enough. 
It has two white round Spots under the 
Eyes, and all the reft of the Body Black. 
The Martinho , as the Portngaefes call him, 
is another Bird to be kept in a Cage, of 
which we have fpoke m the third Vo- 
lume. „ , . , _ 

Deiiciouf- All that vaft Trad of Land (as lies 
nefsofthe under lb many Degrees, we laid in ano- 
Country. t her Place China extended to) for the 
pleafintnefs of the Soil, the plenty of 
Fruit, and excellent Improvement, looks 
, like one continu’d Garden. This falls 
out fo bccaufe none of it lies under the 
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Torrid Zone, except the extream Parts 
of the Province of Canton and Qnanfi, 
which reach beyond the Tropick. The 
reft is all within the lower half of the 
Temperate Zone ;* yet fo as in the Pro- 
vinces of Peking and Scianfi they enjoy 
all tflofe Advantages the moft Northern 
Countries abound in *, for the Winter 
lafts much longer than is'ufual in bare 
forty Degrees of Latitude# What by 
r/e Extremity of the Cold, and the Na- 
ture of the Water, from the middle of 
November, the Ice is fo thick, and ftrong 
oa the Rivers and Lakes, that it bears 
v 0 l, IV. ' 


Horfcs and Carts, and does not Thaw 
till after February. Thus China aS far as 
may be Advantagious to it, enjoys all 
the feveral Climates, without the Bar- 
barity Of the one Extreme, or the too 
much Luxury of the other. It is not all 
Plain, nor all Mountainous ; but part 
one, part the other, in fuch proportion 
as is no left Beautiful than Profitable. 

For the moft part there are moft delight- 
ful fmaU Hills, every where Till'd ; tho’, 
there are jiffennines , or vaft Mountains 
in every Province ; and Groves of e» 
cellent T rees, for the fineft Carving, ana 
for the common ufe of Building, pet 
the belt part of the Mountains is Till’d j 
for the Chine/es being all intent upon 
Tillage, level the fteep Parts, and make 
Fields to Sow nor do they want for 
Inventions and Engins to convey the 
Water up to the Tops of Mountains, or 
other Places that want it with Eafc. 

Thefe Mountains are moft delightful to 
behold at a diftance, being all cut as it 
were in Steps from the bottom to the 
top. As for Plains, there are fome fo 
large, that to /hew their Extent it is 
enough to f ay, there is one that reaches 
from Nanking to Peking, for feveral hun- 
dred Miles, without one foot of Land 
either barren by Natur^of for want of 
Improvement. Theidnumerable Mul- 
titude of People^wards this Work ; 
to Maintain whom, all the Produft of 
fo vaft a (gauntry fo well improv’d is 
little enougn. And it is fo Fruitful na- 
turally, that, there are two Harvefts in 
a Year ; and whilft they Reap they Sow 
again. Yet the Land does not wear out, 
but grows more Fruitful, and yields, 
plentiful Crops ; inibmuch, that among 
the reft it is laid of the Province of Sci- 
antnng. That one Year’s good Harveft 
will keep it ten Years, and longer. 

This makes it feem very ftrange to the 
Chinefes, to hear that our Land produ- 
cing but once a Year grows Barren ; and 
much more that we muft let it lie Fallow 
a Year to recover it felf. 

Tho’ China be water’d by abundance whole* 
of Rivers, and Canals, and fupply’d fome A ‘ r * 
with many Lakes and Pools; yet the 
Air is generally very Healthy, and their 
Seafons are as Regular as in Earofe. The 
Northern Provinces are extream Gold, 
the SouthernHot, the others Temperate. 

’Tis true,' That in the Southern Parts 
at fome times there blows fuch a pefti- 
lential Wind, that it deftroys very ma- 
ny *, but they have a powerful Antidofe 
to fecure themfelves againft it ; which is,

CHAP. VI. 

VThe Original of the Eaftern Tartars, their Settlement in the Throne of China, 
and tlx Wars that enfifd thereupon , in the Empire. 


The Km- fTpHEOriginal of thcfePrinccs is lb ob- 
peror’s feure, that whoibever has under- 

redegree. taken to give an Account of it, has run 
into Fables. They had their beginning 
in this Age, from a fmall head of a Hord, 
or Captain of Out-laws, or waudring 
Tartars , whofe Name was Tien-mim 
on whom, as Hiftorians write, the Em- 
peror Tan-lie bellow’d the Government 
of the Valley of Moncheu , and the ad- 
jacent parts, upon condition he (hould 
Defend it againft the Eaftern Tartars , 
who were divided intoferen fmall Prin- 
cipalities. Tien-mim dying, in the Year, 
1628, his Son Titn-cum , continu’d die 
War till his Death, which was in 1634, 
Cum-te Son to. Titn-cum , being call’d in 
by the Chinefes Jbsfhcir a ffi fiance, alraoft 
compleatcd the Cdi^meft of China ; but 
dy’d in 1644 before life' was feded in the 
PofTeffion. His Son Xun-chi,lzt fix Years 
of Age, was receiv’d as Km per or at 
Peking , and dy’d in 1662.' leaving for 
his Succeflor, his Son Cam- hi, who now 
Reigns. 

■Tart sy. b ^ e ^ ore we gi ye an Account how thefe 
Princes obtain’d the Crown of China, it 
is to be obferv’d, that Tartary (which 
contains all the North part 'of Afta) is 
by the Chinefes divided into the Eaftern 
and Wcftcrn. The Inhabitants of them 
both, for the moft part live wandring 
up and down with their Cattle, and in 
Tents \ but the Wefternare without all 
companion the moft Powerful, poflefc 
ling all the Country lying between 
the fnrtheft part of the Province of Pe- 
king, and the Frontiers of the Mogul, 
Perfia, and Mufcovy. The Eaftern Tar- 
tary reaches from the Province of Leao- 
tung Eaft ward, beyond Japan, and con- 
tains the Countries of Niuche, Weft of 
Corea b Niulhan, North of Niuche •, Tupy , 
" i of NjSuche the Country of Ttfo, 
ft flMhof Japan, and Eaft of Tupy. 

. befe Countries are.Poor,and ilipeopledi 
tffere being in them, only 2 or 3 littleCi- 
tics, and all the reft Wild, either Woods, 


or Mountains. Yet thefe Tartars are 
fear’d when they are united, becaufe they 
are hardy, as being Born in a (harp Cli- 
mate, and us’d to be always on Horfe- 
back, either for Hunting, or War. They 
made themfelvcs known by their Incur- 
fions into China, above 200 Years be- 
fore the Birth of Chrift, but in the 12 
Geatury, they poflifs’d themfelvcs of 
the Provinces of Ltaotung, Peking, Xen- 
fi, and Xantmg. The Predecellors of 
the Tartar Prince now Reigning in Chi- 
na , were fb far from ever being Mailers 
of the Eaftern Tartary, that they were 
never Lords of the Country of Niuche ; 
for as has been faid there were 7 feveral 
Princes. And F. Adamus writes, that 
Titn-cum, Great Gandfather to the Em- 
peror now Reigning, when he entred 
China , had but 8000 Souldiers b which 
afterwards fuddenly increas'd, the reft 
of the Eaftern Tartars running in to 
him,and an innumerable Multitude of the 
Weftern ; being all allur’d, rather by 
the Store of Booty, than the Fame 
of his Vi&orics. 

Having promis’d thus much, it re- Great] 
mains now tofhew how the Eaftern Tar- hellion 
tars poffefs’d themfelves of the Empire 
of China , which was thus. During the 
Reign of the Family Alim, the ftrength 
of the Empire being employ’d, upon fe- 
curing the Frontiers next to Tartary ; 
eight Captains of Robbers, took the 
Field, and in a fhort time rais’d eight 
Armies. Thefe contending among them- 
felves for the Sovereignty, reduc’d them- 
felves to two, the ones Name was Li, 
the others Cham •, who feparating Cham 
took the way of the Weftern Provin- 
ces of Suchutn and Humam, and Li of 
the Northern. He having fecur’d the 
Province of *Xtnfi, laid Siege to the 
Metropolis, of the Province of Honan 1 
and having rais’d it the firft time witll 
Loft, return’d to it the fecond, withy} 
greater Power ; and yet the Bcficg <tl 
%ld out bravely fix Months, bciifti 

brought 
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brought for want of Provifions to eat 
Man’s Flclh. At length the Emperor’s 
Army, came to their Relief, and cut- 
ting the Banks of the River, to drown 
the Rebels, iuftead of them drowned 
the City, and in it 300000 Souls, at the 
latter end of Ollobtr, 1642. In the 
mean time, Li having poflefs’d himfelf 
of all this Province, and that of Xenfi, 
fir ft put to death the Governours of 
them, and then dealt gracioufly with the 
People, ealing them fo generoufly from 
Taxes, that many of the Emperor’s 
Souldicrs came to forve under him. 
Then Li from a Captain of Robbers, 
took upon him the Title of Emperor, 
and entring the Province of Peking, 
march’d dire&ly to the Court, whither 
he had before fent feveral Traitors his 
Confidents, to debauch the People, and 
draw them to his Party, and was there- 
fore fm c of admittance as well on Ac- 
count of the conliderablc Party he had 
within, as bccaufe of the Difcord be- 
tween the Minifters and Eunuchs. In 
Peking was a Garriion of 70000 Men, and 
yet three days after Li came before it, 
the Rebels opening the Gates, he march’d 
in with 300000 Men, and took his way 
direttly to the Emperor’s Palace who 
without knowing any thing of what had 
ha pned, was mortifying himfelf with 
failing, among his Bonz.es. Perceiving 
by the fudden approach of the Enemy, 
that he was betray’d on all Hands, heat- 
tempted with 600 armed Men to rulh 
out at the Gates, and die Honourably 3 
but being forfaken by them all, who 
lik’d not the Refolution of dying, he re- 
turn’d to the Palace, and retiring into 
the Garden, writ thefe Words on the 
Hem of his Garment. My own Subjects 
have betray'd me\ do with me as you think 
fit, provided yon do not hurt my People. 
Then taking a Dagger, he endeavour’d 
to kill a Dagghter he had at Womans fi- 
liate, that Ihe might not fall into the 
Hands of the Robbers 5, but ihe avoid- 
ing the Blow, and being hurt in the 
Arm, fell down in a Swoon. At length 
the Emperor throwing a Scarf about his 
Neck, hang’d himfelf, at the Age of 
3 6, and with him the Empire, and all 
the Family to the number of 80000, all 
Pefifh’d by degrees. The chief Colao 
following his Example hapg’d himfelf, 
as did the Emprefs and the Faithful Eu- 
nuchs. The Emperor’s Bo^y being fought 
r after the next Day, was found acciden- 
tally and being carry’d before the *li- 
Tfurper fitting on the Throne, was con- 
temptibly us’d. The Emperor’s Eldcft 
Vol. IV. 1 


Son being Fled, he caus’d the two Youn- 
ger to be Beheaded, and having Slain all 
the Minifters, abandon’d the City to the 
Fury and Luft of his Army. 

Confidering the miferable end of this La fl. 
Family, it feems to have made good the mfe Fauii 
faying in the Book of Wifilom, In the ly. 
fame that he Sins , in the fame fiiall he be 
Punifh'd. Becaufc from the common %t 
it rais’d itfclf to the Throne, through 
the Induftry of one of his Fore-fathers, 
who from a mean Servant to the Bonz.es , 
becoming a Captain of Robbers, pm/ 
down the Family Tven of the Wcfteni 
Tartars , which had rul’d 8y Years, Jmd 
fet up the Family Mim , which conti- 
nu’d in the Throne, during the Reigns 
of 21 Emperors, for the fpace of 276 
Years, till another Captain of Robbers 
utterly ddlroy’d it. 

In the mean while Li, leaving a fufli- Braveryof 
cient Garriion in Peking, prepar’d to a ckbefe 
give Battle to the General Vfantjuty , Gcncra1 ’ 
who had the Supreme Command ot the 
Chinefe Army, confiiling of 60000 Men , 
and was employ’d in the Province of Le- 
ast mg, againft the Tartars. He advan- 
ced to attack the City, where finding 
Vfan-quey , who defended it bravely, he 
caus’d his Father to be brought before 
the Wall, rhreatning tojsflt him to a 
moft cruel Death, ifJrdid not Surren- 
der the City, vja ^quey, being on the 
WaU in thaj^CCTJaition, knelt down and 
begg’d hisffather’s Pardon, telling him, 
he orb'd a v eater Duty to his King and 
Country thal^to him , and that it was bet- 
ter to die , thou to live Subjell to Robbers. 

The Father cab mended his Son’s gene- 
rous Refolutiov •, and willingly bow ink 
his Necit was put to Death. ” 

Vfan-ftey to Revenge the Emperor’s fours 
and his Father’s Death, font a Solemn call’d in. 
Embalfy to the Tartar Cum-te, with con- 
fiderable Prefonts, inviting him to march 
with his Army againft the Ufurper •, up- 
on condition concerted between them. 

He flew, rather than march’d with 60000 
Men into China , and loon caus’d the 
Siege to be rais’d with loft to the Be- 
fiegers. Li hereupon return’d to Court , 
where not thinking himfolf fafe, foil- 
ing the Treafures, and firing the City, 
and Palace, he fled with his Army into 
the Province of Xenfi, always purfu’d by 
the Enemy. 

In the meanwhile, the Tartar King van- fog 
Cum-te dy’d, after having conquer’d the younger- 
greateft part of China', leaving a Son un- *f r trapt: 
der Agft his Heir, and the Government r * 
of the Empire to Amavam a Petty King 
his Brother. The Chinefes were in 
Gcc x hopes 
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p-A-o hopes that the Tartars loaded with Boo- 
Cemclli. ty, would return home, bat were loon 
1 6 95. undeceiv’d, for they coming to Peking, 
t/W refus’d to go any further, faying the Em- 
pire was due to their Valour. Thus 
the Infant but fix Years of Age, yet wi- 
fcr than could be expedted at that Age; 
entred the City in Triumph, being rc- 
ciev’d with the Applaufe or the People, 
who placing him on the Throne, falut- 
gd him Emperor, crying. Long live Van- 
|fuy, Vanfuy (that is ten and ten thou- 
sand Years) which is the ufual cry upon 
conferring the Empire. Xun-chi was the 
Founder of this new Imperial Family, 
which in the Tartar and Chine/e Lan- 
guages, is call’d Tai-chim , that is, of 
Great Purity, and began to Reign in 
i*44- 

VJ'an-ejucy (who is thought to have 
Slain the Ufurper Li , in Battle) per- 
ceiving too late, that to drive away the 
Dog, he had brought the Lion into the 
Empire, receiv’d of the Tartar , the Dig- 
nity of a Petty King, and the Title of 
Pimfi , that is, of Pacify er of the Weft, 
and had the City of Singan , Metropolis 
of the Province of Xenfi, affign’d him 
for bis Kcfidcnce. 

The Tartar having fubdu’d the Nor- 
them Provinces, bent his Thoughts and 
km?!' M his Power againtb^he Southern ■> laying 
6 * Siege to the Metropolis of Nanking, 
where Hu-quam, Neptfev**. to Fan-lie, 
had caus’d himfelf to be Procteim’d Em- 
peror. This unhappy Man wjas taken, 
and carry *d to Peking , whjre he was 
Strangled, together with (jum-chim the 
late Emperor’s Eldeft Son./ Nanking ta- 
k^n, the T artars proceeded to the Siege 
ii . F the Metropolis of Chekiang-,, where 
Lovam a Petty King had refus’p the Ti- 
tle of Emperor. He feeing the City at- 
tack’d by the Tartar, to prevent the 
Slaughter of his People, kneeling on the 
Wall, fpoke thefc Words to his Ene- 
mies. Do with me as yon pleafe \ l offer 
my felf a Sacrifice for my People. Having 
fpoke thefe Words, he went out and 
deliver’d himfelf to the Tartars, which 
Ad of Compalfion, tho’ it lav’d not his 
Life, yet it lav’d the City and Inhabi- 
tants. The Succefs was various in the 
Provinces of Fokien, Quantung. , and Quam- 
ft-, in the Northern, they happily redu- 
ced the two Chinefe Generals, Ho and 
Kiarn, by lowing Dilcord among them. 

In the Weftern Parts and Province of 
Smhnen, another Famous Captain of 
Jabbers, made molt difmal fiavock. 
jpKName was Cham-hien-ehnm, by ano- 
SSif Name the Nero of China, and a 


Devil incarnate. He after ruining the Anotht 
Provinces of Honan, Nanking , and Ki- barbari 
amfi by his Barbarity j bent all his Rage Robbei 
againft that of Suchaen. The firft he 
Slew, was the Petty King of the Prece- 
dent Family, with many more j and 
very often for the fake of one that had 
offended him, he would Butcher all the 
Inhabitants of a Street ; for one Soul- 
dier a Body of 2000, and for the mi- 
llake of one Phifitian, an hundred or 
more of them. Of 600 Mininfters he 
had under him, when their three Years 
Government was expir’d , he icarce 
lav’d tweuty, all the reft being put to 
leveral lorts of Deaths, upon light oc- 
cafions. He flaughter’d five thoufand 
Eunuchs at once, becaufe one among 
them, did not call him King, but by his 
own Name Cham-hien-chum, and lb for 
the Fault of one Bonne 20000 of them. 

He call'd together all the Students out 
of the Neighbouring Provinces to be ex- 
amin’d, and they being come to the 
number of 1 8000 into the City, he put 
them all to Death, under pretence that 
they with their Sophiftical notions 
ftirr’d up the People to Rebellion. He 
four tines Condemn’d the Fathers Bugglio 
and Magalhaens to Death} but after- 
wards Pardon’d them, being well in- 
clin’d to Chriftian 'Religion. 

In the Year 1 6+6, being the 3d of the Mofe Tn 
Emperor Xun-chi, being to let out for humanity 
the Province of Xenfi, again ft t he Tartars , 
he caus’d all the Inhabitants of the Metro- 
polis of Chim-tu to be led without the 
Walls bound, and he Riding through 
the midft of them, as they knelt, beg- 
ging Mercy, Hood doubtful what he was 
to do ; and at laft order’d them to be 
cut in pieces as Rebels, and according- 
ly they were all Butcher’d in his fight, 
to the number of 600000, of which 
number many Infants were Baptiz’d by 
the Fathers of the Society. This done 
he order’d his Souldiers that every one 
of them following his Example, lhould 
kill his Wife, as being a hindrance to 
their Martial Profeflion. He of 300 he 
had, kept only 20 Maids to ferve3Queens, 
and according to his Orders, all the Wo- 
men throughout the Army, were put 
to Death. At lait having burnt that 
famous Metropolis, he entred the Pro- 
vince of Xenfi', but being there told the 
third time, that five Scouts of the Tar- 
tar Army appear’d coming out into the 
Field without nis Armopr, to know the 
Tfutfe, a fatal Arrow from the Enemy, 
ftruck him through the Heart. His Ar-'t 
my. being then beaten and dilpers’d H 
T the 
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the People of Suchuen receiv’d the T <tr- 
Cemclli. tars joyfully as their Deliverers. 

* 696 . Eleven Provinces being almoft fub- 
du’d, there remain’d the four Southcr- 
Trovinra m °fl» which own’d the Emperor Tam-lie. 
lubdu’d. Three petty Kings were fent from 
Court with three Armies, who loon lay’d 
Siege to the Metropolis of the Province 
of ifuam-tungy which having held out a 
Year with conliderable Lois on both 
lides, was at lalt taken on the 24th of 
November 1650. The Souldiers exer- 
cifed their Rage upon it for ten Days, 
killing 200000 Citizens.Thence the Tar- 
tar Army remov’d to the Capital City of 
Shiaokln , where, the Emperor Turn-lie 
not being able to refill with his fmall 
Forces, tied to the Province of Quamfi , 
and then to that of Tuvan. 

The following Year dy’d Amavam , 
Tutor and Unkle to the Emperor, a 
wife Man, belov’d by the Chinefes , and 
to whom his Nephew ow’d the Empire. 
His Brother a petty King alpir’d at the 
Proteftorlhip, but all the great ones op- 
pos’d him, allcdgiug, That Xun-chi was 
fourteen Tears of Agty and Marry d to the 
Daughter of Tan-yu, King of the Wefiern 
Tartary ; for which Reafon he might govern 
himfelf. The Chinefes were 16 pofitive 
in this Matter, that hanging up the En- 
ligns of their Employments at the Pa- 
lace Gate, they declar’d they would re- 
ceive them from no other Hand but the 
Emperors, whereupon the petty King 
defilled. 

Wifdom Xun-chi who was excellently Qnalify’d, 

of the Tar- to gain the love of the Chinefes Ihew’d 
tar Empe- himfelf familiarly to them, contrary to 
ror * the Cultom of the Antient Emperors. 
He maintain’d the Laws, Statutes and 
Politicks of the Chinefes , altering but 
very little. He kept up the fix Sove- 
reign Gourts inltituted above 4000 
Years before, but would have them be 
compos’d of half Tartars and half Chi- 
nefes ; fupprefling the other fix fet up by 
the late Family, in the City of Nanking. 
He united the Sword and the Pen, al- 
lowing Chinefe Philolbphers to be Go- 
vernours of the City. This wife Em- 
peror being fenfible, that the Safety or 
Ruin of the State depended upon the 
linccre and uncorrupt Examination of 
thd Learned ; and being inform’d that 
fome had bought the Examiners Votes 
with Gold, he put 3 6 of them to Death ; 
and order’d thofe that had teen Examin’d 
/to go through it* again, and thofe thrf 
(were approv’d of again he Pardon’/, 
’Mowing them their Degree; thofe tmt 
yvere rejected and could not Hand tyie 


Tell, he Banilh’d with their w hole Fa- 
milies into Tartary . The fame Sentence 
he pafs’d upon other Criminals, to Peo- 
ple the Deferts of that Country, bfcing 
fatisfy’d their Children and Grand-Chil- 
dren would there become T mars. 

In the Year 1659. Qneftm the Admi- a great 
ral, Son to Nicolas , who had continu* ryrate. 
ally infefled all the Coall, committing 
Rapine and Slaughter, tho the Year be- 
fore he loll 500 Ships in fight of A**- 
kingy came now again with 3000 to hi 
fiege that Place, pofieffing himfel^/oy 
the wayoffeveral Cities and Forty 
Lam y a young Chinefe being Govcjnour 
of the Province. In a Council of War, 
the Tartar General was of Opinion that 
the City could not be Defended , as 
long as they were not fecure of the Mul- 
titude of Citizens, and that therefore 
they ought all to be put to the Sword. 

Lam oppos’d that inhuman Method, and 
laid. If there be no othir way to provide 
for the Safety of the Cityy kill me firfi ; 
which Expreflion mollify’d the Hearts of 
thofe Barbarians. The Siege had fcarce 
lafted 20 Days before Quejim’s Birth Day 
came on, which all his Army Celebrated 
with Fcafting and Sports. The Tartars 
laying hold of this Opportunity, when 
the Enemies Army wa^Hifry’d in Sleep 
and Drunkennefs, inthe Dead of the 
Night attack’dj^ith fnch Courage and 
Condud, yffiat fcarce 3000 of them e£ 
cap’d to neir Ships, leaving all the Boo- 
ty to thewidtors. Quefim refblving to 
Revenge tHat mightyslaughter, and the 
Death of him Father Nicholas and Bre- 
thren, treaclcroufly put to Death by 
the Tarta rs , V foon after fought that 
Fleet, ^ndwter an obftinatc Fight dev 
feated it, Taking, Sinking and Burning, 
a great part of it. Particularly he put 
to Death 4000 Tartarsy and having Cut 
off* their Ears, Nofes and Heads, threw 
the Trunks alhore. The Emperor not 
able to pnt up this Affront, order’d all 
the relt that had been in the Fleet to be 
put to Death , becaufe they ought to 
have Conquer’d or Dy’d for their Coun- 
try. In the Year 1661. the fame Qtte- 
fim attack’d the City and Callle of the 
Ifland Farmofay then well Garrilon’d by 
the Dutch who had taken it from the Spa- 
niards both by Sea and Land. After a 
Siege of four Months, the Befieg’d op- 
prefs’d by Famine, and dilappointed of 
all Relief, furrendred all the Ifland to 
Quefinty who fixt there the Seat of his 
Empire.* This Conquell made him* lb 
Haughty and Bold, that he had the Con- 
fidence to fend F. Vittorio Riccio a Domini- 
can 
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can Miflioncr his Embafiador to the Go- 
G-mcllj* vernor of Manila, to demand of him a 
; '.gif. Yearly Tribute, or elie he would lay a 
Bridge of Boat 1 ; from the Ifland Formofa 
to Manila to fitbdue it. This ftruck fuch 
a Terror into the Governour and all the 
City, that holding a Council to confider 
wnut Anfwer to return, the Archbifhop 
wa* of Opinion the blclled Sacrament 
fhould be expos’d. This being devout- 
Ty perform’d, the Father was font back 
frith a refolute Anfwer; who nolboh- 
e^arriv’d at the Blind Formofa , but he 
foiiftjJ t he T yrant, through the jult Judg- 
ments of God , had dy’d with Rage, 
having firft gnaw’d off' his Fingers with 
his Teeth, upon hearing of the League 
concluded againft him between the T tr- 
tarsaad the Dutch ; and that the Gover- 
jiour had dilcover’d his Confpiracy in the 
Philippine Blands, and put to Death levc- 
ral thoulands of Chine fes ; as alfo that 
his Sou had committed Inceft with one 
of his Wives. 

To conclude the Hiftory of this fa- 
mous Family of Pyrats, the Reader 
mult uudcrltand that it began in a Cap- 
tain of Rovers call’d, Chin-chilum, of 
the Pro"i:ice of lakien. This Man firft 
ferv'd cite Portrguefes at Macao, by whom 
being Baptiz’d'!^ had the Name of Ni- 
cholas given hirm 1 SJrrom this beginning 
he grew up to be fatkyisby contracting 
Fricndfhip with the Sp<t»/«r 1 fj^nd Batch, 
and put himfelf firft under tho Emperor 
Lum-vu , and next under the Tartar, but 
both times deceitfully on bofti lidcs, lo 
that being created a petty King, he was 
fent for to Court upon iulfe Promifes. 
J#ls Son Quefim fuccccdfd him in the 
- ^Command of his Navy ; foftfch ).he Tar- 
. * tar being jealous of, he oblig’d him by 
Letters to call his Son to him.' Nicholas 
writ a Letter, which he deliver’d to the 
Emperor ; and gave another, wherein 
be advis'd his Son not to come to a Bar- 
ber his Confident, who betray’d him 
putting it into the Emperor’s Hands. 
Hereupon Nicholas was put to Death ; 
and Qucfm tho' he had not fufler’d him- 
felf to be overcome by his Father’s Let- 
ter, or the Tartars Promiles, yet came 
to the miferable End we have mention’d. 
Quefim's Son continu’d the War againft 
the Emperor, who with the Afliftance 
of the Dutch who lent 25 Sail, drove 
him out of the maritime Places of Fokien 
and all China. In 1683. he took from 
taut the Illand Formofa , fending thither a 
-flperful Fleet, and corrupting fhe Man- 
datives and great Men of the Country. 
What Kindred of his remain’d, the 


Emperor caus’d to be convey’d to Peking . , 
where 1 law one of them, whole Name 
was Chinchilum , whom out of a jealous 
Policy he honour’d with the Title. of a 
Count. , 

Whilft the Empire of China was thus chhufe 
confum’d with inteftine Wars, and la- Imperial 
bour’d under the fortunate Succcfles of family ^ 
the Tartar Arms ; the unfortunate Em- [^, rpa * 
peror Turn-lie withdrew into the King- 
dom of Mien-quc, commonly call’d Pegu. 

The Tartar demanded him with threat- 
ning Letters of that King, and having 
got him into his Hands immediately 
Strangled him and all his Family in the 
Metropolis. His two Queens being con- 
vey’d to Peking, were civilly Treated, 
and it is believ’d they ftill continue in the 
Catholick Faith, ft was in the Year 
itftfi. that the laft of the late Family of 
Mim were put to Death. 

This fame Year, for Fortune is not al- The Em- 
way s favourable, was fatal to the Em pe- peror Mad 
ror Xun-chi. He fell in love witha moft * n Love, 
beautiful Woman , and that he might 
enjoy her at his full Liberty, feut for her 
Husband, whom reproving for having be- 
hav’d himfclf ill in his Office, he ftruck 
him over the Face, and the poor Man 
for Grief dy’d within three Days. Then 
he fent for the Lady to Court, and con- 
trary to Cuftom, made her fecond Queen 
whilft the firft was ftill Living. The 
new Wife was deliver’d of a Son, for 
whofc Birth there was extraordinary Re-, 
joycing; but within three Months the 
Infant dy’d, and loon after his Mother. 

The Emperor was lb concern’d at this 
lofs, that growing Outragious, he would 
have kill’d himfelf with a Poniard, had 
not the Queen Mother and the Eunuchs 
prevented him ; however he brought up 
an accurfed Practice, afterwards imitated 
by his Succcflbr, which was that 30 
Men by a voluntary Death, Ihouldap- 

E eale the Soul of his Concubine, whom 
e thought he law in a dreadful Shape. 

He enjoyn’d all the great Men and Mi- 
nifters of the Empire, and all the Com- 
monalty to wear three Months Mourn- 
ing for the Emprefs, for lo he call’d her 
after Death. The Funeral Pomp was 
much greater than belong’d to her. The 
Emperor himfelf weeping like a Child 
put the Alhes into a Silver Urn, as'ilhe 
had delir’d at ( her Death. The Urn 
was placed in a rich Tomb, after the 
T artar Manned ; and abundance of rich, 

Sijks wrought with Gold and Silver, 
were burnt in the fame Fire. T wo hunr 
died thoufand Crowns were dtftributee 
among the Poor; and 2000 Bonz.es fang 

for 
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for feveyal Hours withloathforae Super- 
Gemelti. ftition. The Emperor iu the mean while 
„ 1 696. vras fp Mad, that he perfwaded the Eu- 
VV'J nuchsaod Maidens to take upon them the 
Habit of Bonzes. He himfeif forget- 
ting hi$ pignity, cloathing himfeif like 
one of them, (hav’d his Head, and e- 
refted within the Palace, three Temples 
in Honour of the Idols he had before 
dcfpis’d ; betides going about the City 
to Worfliip, iometimes one, and lome- 
times another. F. Mams the Jefuit 
did not fail to wait on him, but his Ad- 
vice avail'd nothing, becaufe the Empe- 
ror being bolides himfeif, after hearing 
of him, without making any Anfwer, 

_ . caus'd him to he difmifs’d with Tea, as 
Hispea n. | 1as |j een j b e f 0re t0 be the Cuftom of 

Vilits. At length finding his Strength 
fail him, he caus’d fonr great Men to 
be call’d, in whofe Prefence he made a 
fort of ConfeHion of his Sins; faying, 
Fie bad ill Govern'd the Empire ; that he 
had not paid the Refpcct he ought to his fa- 
ther and Grand-Father , mofi excellent 
Princes ; that he had moreover (lighted his 
Mother's Advice, that through Covetouf- 
nejs of Gold he had defrauded the great Men 
of Penfims , and then fpettt it Idly ; that he 
had favour'd the Eunuchs too much ; and 
, . that he had lov'd the late Emprefs fo inordi- 

t$frog iU natt ly% that he bad been trouble fome to him- 
Miffm.Sin. felf and his Sub j efts in Bemoaning her. To 
p. ngngm conclude, he left his Son but eight Years 
Mft. Tm. 0 f Age under their Tuition*, and then 
' 5Sin ’ having Cloath'd himfeif, and compos’d 
his Arms*, faying, I go, about Mid- 
night he gave up the Gholt in the 24th 
Year of his Age. 

« The Bonzes being all turn’d out of the 

cm-bl Palace, about Noon the Body was lock’d 
claim’d up, becaufe he dy’d of the Small Pox, 
Emperor, to be afterwards Burnt when the hun- 
dred Days were expir’d. After three 
Days Cam-hi, then eight Years of Age, 
tho he was the fecond Son, was ialuted 
Emperor in purfuance of his Father’s 
Will; it being a Cuftom among the Tar- 
tars to fulfil the Father’s Will as di&ated 
by Heaven. At firft the Empire was 
peaceably Govern’d by four great Men. 
They caus’d the chief of the Eunuchs to 
be Beheaded , as caufe of all die Mif- 
chief that had hapned ; 4000 of them 
wer8 Banilh’d, and a 1000 pnt to mean 
Employments. It was order’d on ac- 
count of the many Pyrats, # that the In* 
habitants of all the Maritime Cities of 6 
Provinces, flionldchangc their Habitatv* 
(jus, and retire nine Milesinto theCcfun/ 
up; fo that the Gardens, Caftles ant 
Cities, along the Sea Coaft were a&uf- 



ally level’d with the Ground, and all 
Trade by Sea abfolutely forbid. Ma- 
ny thousands hereupon were ftarv’d to 
Death, who liv’d by Fifliing. In the 
Year 1664. an Edift was Publifh’d againifc 
theChriftian Religion, as teaching wick- 
ed Doftrine and Rebellion, f. Adamus , 
as Head of it, was put into Fiifoii, with 
three of his Companions, and declac’d 
Guilty by feveral Courts. All. the Eu- 
ropean Priefts were Summon’d to Couun- 
and the Chriftian Books Condemn’d tea 
the Flames. In 16(55. a full Counr 
cil of all the great Miniftcrs, F. AMa- 
mns was Condemn'd to be Hang’d, find 
then to be ent in Pieces; but feveral 
lhakes of an Earthquake being on a Hid- 
den felt throughout the City, according 
to the Cuftom of the Chinefis , all were 
Pardon’d butF. Adamus atoreiaid. How- 
ever a Month after it being the Ring’s 
Birth Day, he was difeharg d, and dv’d 
afterwards a natural Death in Aujujt at 
Canton. In 1 666, Sony the Eldcll or the 
four Tutors dy’d ; whereupon Cam-hi 
folemnly rook upon him the Govern- 
ment of the Empire. 

Another Storm difturb’d the Empire vi'.m-quei 
in 1673; for Vfan-quey, a moft power- Revolts, 
ful petty King in the Province of Yun- 
nan, before fpoken of, Mh^ir.difcreetly 
brought the Tartars ino China-, being 
fent for by thryypjrcror, refus’d to go, 
unlefs atteMTCQ by 80000 Men. Then 
diftnilfing lie Melfcngers, he Ihook oft* 
the T*rMrWoke ; and made the Chinefe 
Kalendar, \hich he fent to the neigh- 
bouring Kina his Allies , but lie of 
Tunchin refus’et and fent it to the Em? 
peror. fjL tnl mean while Vfan-quek, 
fubdu’d t(]e tfffee Provinces of Tun -nan, 

Suchutn , Quei-cheu , and almoft half that of 
Hutjuam ; tor which realon the Emperor 
Beheaded his eldeft Son , and Cut in 
Pieces all the Rebels, having difcover’d 
their Confpiracy. 

Two Years after the petty Kings of Another 
Fukien and Quantung Rcbell’d, for their Rebellion. 
Fathers dying they put on the Chinefe 
Cap. To which was added the new 
Power of the petty King of the Iiland 
Formofa , fctled there after expelling the 
Dutch, as was laid before. It muft have 
gone hard with the Tartar, had all thefe 
been Unanimous and Joyn’d their Forces 
to fight for the Liberty of their Coun- 
try; but the petty King feeing himfeif 
Contemn’d by him of Fokien, mov’d a- 
gainft him, and got the better in fevc- 
ral Encounters. In the mean while 
Armies were fent from Court under the 
Command of Tartar petty Kings. An

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r>^/^ Unkle of the Emperor’s march’d to Hu- 
CemclU . qttam •, one to Chiekiang and Fokien ; and 
1 696. another to Quantuhg, and Quamfi. The 
i/YNJ Kihg of Fokien being worfted in feveral 
Encounters, and not daring to trull his 
People any longer, lhav’d his Head, and 
deliver’d himfelf up to the Tartar^ by 
whom he was receiv’d to Mercy. The 
petty King of Quantung, having a left 
Title given him by VJan-quei, than be- 

B d to his Dignity, fell off from him, 
deliver’d himfelf and the Province 
ic Tartars. The Emperor over- 
at fo much Succefs on the 12th of 
1675, went to their Houle to vifit 
the Jefuits of Peking , and there with the 
Imperial Pencil writ thele two Chara- 
cters Kim-tien , that is, to adore Hea- 
ven, which lignifies the Lord of Hea- 
ven, and putting the Imperial Seal to 
it, gave it the Fathers. The Copies of 
thele Characters, fet up by the three 
Orders of Religious Men in their Chur- 
ches, are look’d upon as a tacit Appro- 
bation of Chriltian Religion. 
vfm-juei Vfan-tjuei dy’d in the Year 1579, and 
dies, his his Son Hum-hoa was proclaim’d Empe- 
Son pro- ron The fame Year, on the 2d of Sep- 
Emperor. about ten in the Morning, a ter- 

rible Earthquake Ihook all the City of 
Peking, and i’frti^adjacent, overturning 
leveral Palaces anfek|Templcs, with the 
Slaughter of near thir m^ho ufand People ; 
. and being repeated, oblig’aThe Emperor 
and great Men to Live in Terns. 

Imperial In January , 1680, the Imperial Pa- 
Paiace lace was in a few Hours Jrarnt down, 
burnt. which Dammage amounts to tv‘o Mil- 
lions and a half of Taes. the lame Year 
, petty King of the Prdvin£ft.6f Quan- 
4 »w, tho’ Subject to the Tartaf, being 
luipeCted, becaufe he was of a turbulent 
PettyKing Spirit, and for holding Gorrelpondence 
of Quart- w i t h the Spaniards and Dutch , contrary 
Puni(h- S to the Imperial Prohibition, befides that 
meat. being fupported by 40000 Soldiers, he 
was become Powerful, and feem’d to de- 
iign to dellroy Macao \ he was there- 
fore order’d by the Emperor, with a de- 
fign to Ruin him, to March with his 
Forces again!! the Rebels, in the Province 
of Quamfi j where a great part of his 
Men deferring, he was forced to retire 
to his Province. There he ended his 
Days on the 9th of October, the lame 
Year, j juft at the time, when two Mef- 
feqgtls were come from the Emperor to 
brmgjlim, as an Honour, a Haltar to 
Hang, , or Strangle himfelf with. Yet 
g j fc omitted not to cut oft the Pleads of 
raLpf his FaCtion, and among them 
j^piof his Brothers. This Prince de- 


fetv’d a better Fortune, being very well 
inclin’d to the Evangelical Law, and fa- 
vouring the Miflioners, as has been laid 
elfewhere. Whilft they confulted about 
Confilcating his vaft Wealth, the Tartar 
thought he, to caufe the Coffin of this 
petty King’s Father, who was not yet 
Bury’d, to be Open’d, to lee whether 
the Body was clad after the Chinefe man- 
ner, but finding it in the Tartar Habit, 
he left his Goods to his Brothers, among 
whom was the Emperor’s Son-in-Law. 

That fame Year the Soanifk Fathers of 
the Order of St. aiuguftin entred China , 
by the way of the Philippine Iflands, and 
Macao. 

The following Year the petty King And of 
of Fokien, who had voluntarily lurren- him of 
dred himfelf to the Tartars , was at Pe- Fok,e "' 
king , in the Pretence of all the People 
Quarter’d, and his Flelh thrown to the 
Dogs, for the Cruelty he had us’d to- 
wards feveral M millers he fufpe&ed, at 
the time when he Rebell’d. His Bro- 
thers, tho’ Innocent, had their Heads 
cut ofti and thus the Tartar without a- 
ny Oppoficion, made himfelf Mailer of 
Tun-nan , the Metropolis of the Province. 

The Emperor Hum-hoa Hanging himfelf 
of his own accord, prevented the Ene- 
mies Cruelty * who caufing the Bones of 
Vfan-ejuei to be taken out of the Grave, 
carry’d them to Peking, and part of 
them for a Terror to others to be fee 
up in feveral Places -, the reft reduced to 
Afhes to be teatter’d in the Wind. The 
Year i58i, is counted the Hundredth 
from the beginning of the Million of the 
Fathers of the Society in China. 

At length, by theiheddingof lo much peace fct- 
Blood, and exerciling of lb many Crn- led. 
cities, the Tartar in the Year 1682, re- 
main’d peacefully Pofiels’d of all the fif- 
teen Provinces of that vaft Empire ■, 
which, through inteltine Difcord, had 
been by a handful of barbarous Men taken 
from an innumerable, wife, and politick 
Nation. Then Cam-hi refolving to fee 
the Country of his Progenitors, and 
Tombs of his Anceftors, fet out towards 
the Eaftern Tartary , on the 27th of 
March , with the Prince whom he had 
declar’d bis Heir, three Qpeens, Ibme 
Noblemen, and Minilters belonging to 
the Courts, and about 70000 Sokfiers. 

He allb took a Jong with him F. Ferdinand 
Ferbieft, a Ftemmifh Jefuit. After this 
he went witk* a greater Retinue into the 
cWcftern Tartary in the Year 1683, be\ 
lig the 22d of bis Reign, carrying with} 
mm no left than 70000 Horfe, thjt 
Sfoath, and the Delights of China might

CHAP. VII. 

Noble Endowments of the Mind in Cam-hi, Emperor of China. 


.. f^Am-hi, the prefent Emperor of Chi - 
ofSrn- VJ na is of a pregnant, and piercing 
peror. Wit, has an excellent Memory, and a 
Mind 'fo unlhaken, that no Misfortune 
can move him. All his Inclinations are 
Noble, and worthy a mighty King ; for 
he is a great lover of Juftice and Virtue. 
He applies himfelf equally to Learning, 
and gentle Man-like Exercifcs, to the 
uftoailhmcnt of the Tartars , who put a 
greater value upon his Skill, than 
Strength ; for there is no great Man that 
can bend the Bow he makes ufc of, or 
manage it with fuch Eafe as he docs ; as 
well on the right as left ; a-horfcback, 
or a-loot Handing, or riding a full 
Speed. He alfo manages Fire-Arms bet- 
ter than any European. 

Ills love of Martial Excrcifes do not take from 

Muiick. him an Afteftion for Mufick, elpccially 
that of Europe , which pleafes him in its 
Inflrumcnts, Grounds, and Method ; 
and had the great Affairs of the Empire 
allow’d him Leafure to apply himfelf to 
learn to Play, he would have been as 
Succclsful in it, as in that of China. But 
the Art of Governing being the chief 
Quality of a Sovereign, he employs him- 
felf every Morning atSun-rifing, in giv- 
ing Audience to all the Courts of Pc - 
lino •, the prime Minifters whereof come 
to Prefent him their Memorials. When 
the Matter is of Confequence he refers 
it to the Council of the Colaos , who are 
properly the Minifters of the Empire, 
and having heard their Relolution, he af- 
terwards alone Decrees as he thinks fit ; 
VonrM. the Ordinances of none of the Courts or 
nn\. di Minifters, or of the Imperial Council

n g ” t ’ This is, becaufc the Government of Chi-

Iflands Eaftward, and Southward in- 
Archiepclago, and as far as Bengala. 

When Cam-hi goes out a Hunting His Ju- 
or clfewhere, whofoever finds him/blf ftitX 
wrong’d by any Mandarine , waits fror 
him,on the way, and kneels down with 
his Petition in his Hand open, and he 
never fails to do fpeedy Juftice. He 
never had any Favourite about him, but 
always Govern’d alone; and therefore 
no Man dares fpeak to him about any 
Bufinefs that does not belong to him, or 
which he is not ask’d about. His Cu- 
ftom is to inform himfelf fcvcral times 
in Private by fcveral People, when the 
Affair deferves it ; whilft the Courts 
make publick Search into the Matter. 

Bcfides, he has an excellent Memory to 
remember any thing that is paft; fo that 
it is very hard to Impoft^upon him, 
but he will find it out. 

Tho’ the Chinefe Ejlperors in all Ages to VC to 
depriv’d all fqsaigffNations, not think- strangers, 
ing them Worthy to have any Commu- • 
nication with them ; yet Cam-hi treats 
the AmbarSWors of other Princes Ge- 
nerouflv, a mV with Affeftion, through- 
out all ms EmMre, furnilhing them with 
all NecclariesAas the Portuguefcs, MuL 
covites am-^^h can Teftify. In likV 
manner, contrary to the Cuftom of Chi- 
na, he fcn.t two Embaflies to the M<f- 
covites to conclude a Peace. This has 
certainly been brought about by the Je- 
fuits. , who by the many Rarities they 
have prefented him, have brought him 
to have fome Opinion of the Kingdoms 
of Europe ; but much more by Inftruft- 
ing him in our Arts, and Sciences, con- 
vincing him that there are learned and 
able Men out of China. 

He has a watchful Eye over his Mini- io his 
fters for the impartial Adminiftration of Subefts. 
Juftice ; for after chooling them by the 
Advice of his Council, hepuniihesthem 
Severely if they do not perform their 
Duty, and puts others in their Places. 

His Compaffion for the Calamities of his 
Subje&s t is fo great, that if there hap- 
pens any Dearth, he not only remits 
thirty or forty Millions of Taxes, but 
D d d fome- 
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fometimes opens his Granaries to Re- 
Cemelli. lieve them. 

1 696. He is attended by a vail; multitude of

deftv him* wherein he far exceeds the bell: 

J ' Courts in Europe. As for his Table he 
is ferv’d in Bafons of Gold and Silver, 
according to theCuftom of the Country \ 
bj^t even in this he gives a Teftimony of 
his Modefty ; for he abhors all extrava- 
.,,-gant Expcnce in Eating, (as in Cloath- 
fing) ftri<ftly obferving a fundamental 
Vaw of the Monarchy, which is. That 
the great Ones and Sovereigns be free 
from all Luxurioufhcfs. His Apartments 
partake of the fame Modefty, for there 
is nothing in them anfwerable to The 
Grandeur of fuch a Prince, befides fbme 
Painting, Gilding, and plain Silk Hang- 
ings. 

His Habit. To particularize his Royal Garments 
it is to be obferv’d, That in Winter he 
wears plain Silks lin’d with Sables, or Er- 
mine ; upon rainy Days he fometimes 
puts on a Woollen Doublet 7 at other 
times in Summer, he has a plain Garment 
of Stuff made of Netles, without any 
other Garniture, befides a great Pearl in 
his Cap, as is the Tartar Falhion. The 
Chair tie is carry’d in, either within or 
without thtfxMace is only like a plain 
Beer of varniftuNWood with fbme lit- 
tle latten Plates, >adwooden carv’d 
Work gilt. All thcricffTUhdtureof the 
Horfes he rides confifts of Inon Stirrups 
gilt, and Reins of yellow Jfclk. This 


Modefty has not the lcaft 
varice 7 for when the ft 


MRture of A- 
blicklis con- 
cern’d, he generoufly ffcnds millions, 
pouring Canals, build ijK Br i d g es, and 
^oountifully relieving hiWtffreJIVd Sub- 
f jeds and Soldiers. 

Hunting. He is fuch a lover of Hunting, that 
he fpends not only Days but Months in 
it every Year, going once or twice into 
the Mountains of T artary. Thus he not 
only Diverts himfelf, but prevents his 
Soldiers ufing themfelves to the Chinefe 
t Courfe of Life } being feniible that with 
a handful of hardy Men he has fubdu’d 
an infinite multitude of Effeminate Chi- 
nefes \ and that it is abfolutcly impofli- 
ble to Maintain what he has got, if his 
Men are Debauch’d by the fame Vice. 
Therefore he hinifclf (to give a good 
Example to an infinite Number of Sol- 
diers he takes with him a Hunting) rides 
a whole Day after a wild Boar, always 
Shooting, till he has tir’d fix or (even 
Horfes. Sometimes he will got a great 
way a-foot, and holds on his Sport, co- 
ver’d with Duft and Sweat, to the Place 


defign’d, without changing Cloaths \ 
expofing himfelf fcvcral Hours to a vio- 
lent hot Sun, without making ufe of an 
Umbrello. Amidft thefe Fatigues he has 
nothing of dainty Fare, and when redu- 
ced has nothing but Beef, or Mutton, 
whereof there is great plenty in Tartary. 

This makes his Followers Signalize them- 
felvcs •, perceiving their Prince bears a 
great Afiedion to thofe that Imitate him, 
and Hates thofe that love their own 
Will. 

Left the Sons of the prime Tartar 
and Chinefe , great Men and Mandarines 
who Serve under the Tartar Colours, 
fhould give themfelves up to Sloath, and 
Luxury, he puts them to the moft pain- 
ful and laborious Employments. Some 
he appoints to look after his Dogs, to 
Hunt with them *, others to his Hawks 
and Birds of Prey, which they carry on 
their Fifti others to get ready his Meat, 
or Tea \ others to wait at Table *, others 
to make Bows and Arrows, and carry 
thofe that are for his Ufe, and for the 
Princes his Sons ; and laftly the moft 
Favour’d arc in his Guards with the 
Mandarines. 

Thefe Virtues would fufficc in other His Learn- 
Nations to make this Prince be look’d »ng- 
upon as a Hero-, but among the Chinefes 7 
where Employments and Honours are 
bellow’d on account of Learning, he 
would not be accounted a great Emperor, 
if he had not fignaliz’d himfelf in this 
Particular, to fuit with the Genius of 
his People. Having apply’d himfelf to 
the Chinefe literature, there arc few 
Books of theirs, which he has not Read. 

He has a good part of Confucius his 
Works by Heart. He caus’d them to 
be Tranflated into the Tartar Tongue, 
writing the Prefaces to them himfelf ; 
as alfo the general Hiftory of China. 

He is Skill’d in the Poetry of both Lan- 
guages, and writes them both one as well 
as the other. As for the European Sci- 
ences, F. Perbieft , has taught him the 
ufe of the chief Mathematical Inftru- 
ments \ F. Pereira the grounds of Mufick •, 
and F. Gerbillon Euclid's Elements Tran- 
flated into the Tartar Language. To 
this purpofe thefe and other Fathers were 
oblig’d to go every Morning to the Pa- 
lace to Teach him he fending the fior- 
fes out of his own Stable in the Morn- 
ing early. Several Months continual Ap- 
plication made him familiar with all the 

f ellary, and ufeful Bropofitions of £#\ ' 
p and Archimedesy and their Dcmoa-j 
tions. After learning the Elements 
would have F. Thomas teach hifci 
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Arithraetick, and all that belongs to Geo- 
metry. He declares a great Efteem for 
our European Pra&ice of Phifick ; and 
the more becaufe he was cur’d of an In- 
difpofition by the Jefuits Powder admi- 
niftred to him by F. Fontaney. The fame 
Curiofity that mov’d him to ftudy the 
European Sciences, inclin’d him to be In- 
ftrudted in our Religion, by the lame 
Fathers 5 and he conceiv’d fo good an 
Opiuion of it, that he has often laid, it 
will in time be the prevailing Religion. 

Tho’ it be a Cuftom among the Tar- 
tars, and they look upon it as a Point of 
Religion, to prefent their eldelt Daugh- 
ter to the Emperor, who may accept of 
her, and keep thofe he likes ; yet Cam- 
hi, knowing this Cuftom had made his 
Predecdlors too Effeminate, is fo far 
from any inordinate Appetite, that be- 
ing employ’d three or four Months in 
Hunting and Fifhing, he never carries 
any Women along with him, and has 
fometimes refus’d very beautiful Ones 
that have been offer’d him. He is fen- 
lible that a dilToIute Life diflolves the 
Heart, and impares Health j and that 
Rebellions are frequent, where he that 
Ihould be at Helm is (hut up with a crowd 
of Women, negledting the Affairs of 
State. 

At lome times of the Year, belides 
the Hunting Seafon, he caufcs the Soldi- 
ery to be employ’d in Martial Exercifes *, 
and generoufly Rewards thofe that per- 
form belt, to Encourage others to Im- 
prove. Amidft his other excellent Quali- 
ties, he has a molt unparallel’d Temper 


of Mind in all Affairs, fo that he is ne- 
ver in a Paflion. When he was fliewn 
the way how they found Cannons and 
Mortars in Europe , he had a great Num- 
ber Caft for the ufe of his Armies, and 
made lome of his Bombardiers learn to 
throw Bombs. He is lo great a lover 
of Art, that it is now fix Years, fince 
within his own Palace he creded an Aca- 
demy for Painters, Carvers, and Watch- 
makers, rewarding the belt '^ftcrsr 
When I was there he had fourteen Son}* 
and feveral Daughters, all whom ha/E- 
ducated under a ftrift Difcipline, oblig- 
ing them to ftudy all Sciences, andpra- 
dtife all noble Exercifes ; and tho’ it be 
the Cuftom to give the Emperor’s Sons 
the Title of Kings, when they come to 
fixteen Years of Age, and toaffign them 
a particular Apartment, and fuitable 
Court j yet tho’ his cldeft Son be 24 
Years of Age, he has not granted him 
this Privilege ; notwithftanding the 
Court of Princes, and the Crown Offi- 
cers have mov’d him upon it fevcral 
times. His fecond Son is Educated with 
a more particular Care above the others ; 
he having declar’d him Hoang-tay-tfe, 
that is. Heir apparent to the Empire j 
becaufe this is the firfthp had by the 
Emprefs his firft Wifa< 4 ne Sons of that 
Princefs who has jJfT Title of Emprefs, 
taking Place^^Lcxys of the others. Thi9 
fecond So*' is almoft in his 24th Year, 
well quallfy’d, virtuoufly inclin’d, and 
above allwell affefted to the Catholick 
Religgra ab^fhe Miffioners. 



CHAP. VIII. 


Of the great Wealth of the Emperor of China. 


N O Man of Senle will doubt, but 
that the Emperor of China is the 
richeft Monarch in the World ; not on- 
ly becaufe of the Extent of his Empire, 
but becaufe his Subjeds do not only blind- 
ly Obey, but Adore him. It is not with- 
out Realon I fay they Adore him •, be- 
caufe at prelent the Emperors of China 
have the power of Deifying whom they 
pleafe, as formerly the Roman Senate 
did. At the time when F. Mathea Ric- 
eius entred China, he fa*v this impious 
Ad committed by theEiyperor Van-Lie 
/then Reigning. He had put to Death a 
Colao , whole Name was Cham-Ksu-Cham , 
for fome Familiarity with his MbtlJr. 
"fThe Lady concern’d at the Deathfof 
the Colao, and fearing a like End, fell 
Vol. IV. 


Sick, and dy’d a few Days after. Then 
the Emperor to reftore bis Mother’s Re- 
putation by lome extraordinary Honour, 
iolemnly declar’d her Kieu-Lien - pufa , that 
is, Goddels of nine Flowers j fo that 
there are at prefent Temples to be feen 
ere&ed in Honour of her, where ihe is 
ador’d under this Title, as Flora, a 
Strumpet was honour’d by the Romans , 
as Goddels of Flowers. After the fame 
manner a Bonzjo of thofe ot the Seft of 
Taofn (who Marry, and do not Shave 
their Heads) above 460 Years fince, in- 
finuated himfelf fo far into the Empe- 
ror’s Favour by the means of Chymj/lry 
and Magick \ that he, not fatisfy’d with 
having honour’d him more than as Man 
whilft Living, when he dy’d would de- 
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clare him God and Lord of Heaven, the 
Geme/li. son, the Moon, and Stars. Bythefetwo 
1595. Examples we may perceive how blindly 
thtfSubje&s obey , fincc they believe the 
Emperor of a poor wretched Man can 
make a moft powerful God j and the 
Learned are Inch great Flatterers, that 
they not only approve hereof, but per- 
fwade the Emperor to fuch Aftions lo 
' contrary to Rcafon.

Thefe two laft Particulars were lo un- 
der the Chinefe Emperors, but at prefent 
three times the quantity, bccaufe of the 
valt number of Horfes the Tartar Em- 
peror keeps. 

Befides all thefe Things related by F. 
Magalhaens , there are brought to Court 
Oxen, Sheep, Swine, Gccfe, Dudes, Pul- 
lets, and all other forts of tame Crea- 
tures j and abundance of all forts of Fifh, 
and Game. All forts of Herbs and Fruit, 
as green in the midlt of Summer as in 
Spring, fo ir,:’’ifl;rious is this Nation in 
preferving their Gardens. There is al- 
fo carry’d in Butter, Oil, Vinegar, and 
all forts of Spice Wines from all Parts ; 
feveral forts of Meal, Bread, and Bis- 
ketsj and therefore it is impollible to 
know the quantities of all Things thac 
arc daily brought to the Court. 

Hitherto I have tranferib’d what the Another 
Fathers Magdhatns and Couplet relate j Account of 
but I will in fewer Words make the the tm * 
Reader comprehend the vail Wealth of 
this Monarch. His Subje&s (abating an Wca 1 ' 
hundred Millions of the three Hundred 
F. Bartoli allows) are two hundred Mil- 
lions, according to the common Com- 
putation. Now the Emperor’s Duty for 
every Head above 16 Years of Age, and 
under 60, by way of Pole-tax a Taes, 
which as has been often faid is 1 5 Car- 
lines of Naples , or a Noble Englijh. Now 
deducing the Women, and all Perfons 
Tax-free, it will be eafy to compute 
from how many Millions he receives this 
Pole. Add to this his chief Rents ; for 
all the Land in China is held in Fee of 
him, and confequentlv there is not a 
Foot of Land but yields him an Income. 
Therefore confidering the vail Extent 
of the Empire, it will be eafy to con- 
ceive, without being a great Arithmeti- 
cian, how many Millions come into the 
Emperor’s Trealury ; to which, adding 
the Culloms, and all that has been men- 
tion’d before, any Man may be convfii- 
ced, that as thqre is no Monarch in the 
World, that equals him in the Number 
of Subjeds and'Soldiers, fo there is none^ 
tq compare with him for Wealth.

CHAP. I. 

The Author's Return to Nanchianfu by Land. 


H E Cold at Peking being too 
Gemelli. I lharpforme, I rcfolv’d to leave 

1696. JL that Place, and take up my 

Journal where I left off 

On Saturday the 19th of November , I 
Gnmih went to F. Grimaldi , to defire him to get 
me three Mules for my Journey ■, which 
his Servant hir’d for five Leans, and two 
Ziens of fine Silver of China each, which 
amounts to feven pieces of Eight and a 
half i a low Rate for a Month and four 
Days Journey. The fame Father ihew’d 
me abundance of Optick Glades to mag- 
nify and multiply Objefts ; Geometrical 
Inftruments to Meafurc, and Arithme- 
tical to call Accounts without the help 
of a Pen, all invented by himfelf for the 
Emperor who was a great lover of fuch 
Things. He told me he was making an 
Engine to throw Water a great height 
in cafe of Fires. He had liv’d 30 Years 
in China , and being Belov’d by the Em- 
peror, had the Honour to go with him 
four times into Tartary. He had tra- 
veled many parts of the World, from 
Europe into China, and thence back into 
Europe , with feveral Misfortunes. He 
was a while a Slave among the Malais, 
the Ship he was in being caft away in 
the Govcrnours Streight in the Portu- 
guefe Indies he was long Beficg’d by the 
Savages, in danger of lofing his Life or 
his Liberty •, and therefore no Man in 
the World could give a better Account 
of* the Empires of China and Tartary , 
and of all Afia \ and thejnore becaufe ne 
fpoke the Chinefe and Tartar Languages 
,to Perfc&ion. I defir’d *fcim to oblige 
V/v /Jc- the Publick, printing fomc Account of 
founts of .what he had fecn *, but he anfwcr’dt tlat 
Mikj. "ihaving read, the laft time he was in p 
\ope, fo mauy falfe Stories concerning 


China, he had forbore Printing, as he 
defign’d, to avoid giving fo many Au- 
thors the Lie and particularly the 
Dutch, who had printed their folemn 
Embafly to the Great Cham of Tartary 
(to which he himfelf had been Interpre- 
ter to the Emperor at Peking ) in which 
there were more Lies than Lines, in what 
does not relate to the Defcription of 



the Statues of all the Emperors, good 
and bad, that have reign’d for 4540 
Years, from the firft call’d Fo-hi, to the 
laft, whole Name was Xun-chi , Father 
to him now Reigning. This Temple is 
feated in one of the finell; Streets in the 
City *, in which on both fides, being the 
ways into the Temple, two Triumphal 
Arches are to be fecn, with each three 
Noble *Gates, Worthy to be obferv’d. 
All Perlons that go through this Street, 
of what Qnality fbever they be, when 

* they 
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they come to the Arches alight, out of 
Gemtili. Refpeft, and walk afoot, till they are 
J 696. pafs’d all the front of the Temple. Here 
the Emperor every year, performs an 
infinite number of Ceremonies in ho- 
nour of his Predecefibrs } which would 
be too tedious to particularize. 

Monday irft, I went to take leave of 
the Fathers of the Society, and particu- 
larly of F. Grimaldi , who Ihow’d me 
feveral Curiofitics, and among them a 
G-kdie the Emperor had given him. It 
Honour ok was yellow, which is the Imperial colour, 
the yellow with a Sheath made of a very fine Fifh 
Girdle, skin, hanging to it, in which were the 
two little flicks and other Utenfils, the 
Ch'mtfes ufe at Table. This is a great 
Gift in China, for he who receives it, 
is refpeded not only by the common 
fort, but by all the Minifters, and great 
ones } and every Man, at the fight of that 
Colour, is to kneel, and touch the Ground 
with his Forehead, till he that has it on 
covers it, as the fame F. Grimaldi , when 
he was coming into Europe , did at C an- 
ion, with a Mandarine. This Man had 
demanded a Watch of F. Xaime , or 
'James Tar it’ of Valencia, a Francifcan 
Miflionct and the Poor Religious Man 
having none, he was lo offended, that 
he durft pr«<gme to fet up a Declara- 
tion in his Gt^where the Father was 
head of the Miffio^tp make known, 
that the Catholick Rfetigicm was falfe, 
and taught a wrong way to Sternal Sal- 
vation. The Chinefe Chriftials were dU 
fturb’dat this Proceeding, mn acquaint- 
ing the Father with it, hop in hi Zeal, 
went to the place, and iSfteadjbf blot- 
tmg, tore the Mandarines Perforation. 
fc,This put him into a grfc*fc>Kage (their 
TOrdcrs being highly refpeded in China) 
-^and thereupon he perfecuted F. Tarin, 
till he oblig’d him to retire to Canton . 
F. Grimaldi in the mean while pafs’d that 
way, and by the laid Mandarine coming 
to pay his Refpe&s to him, as to onelo 
much eftccm’d by the Emperor, he re- 
ceiv'd him, with the end of his yellow 
Girdle in his Hand, and reproving him 
for his unwarrantable Proceeding, in 
the little RefpeA he Ihow’d his Brethren, 
and daring to Condemn the Catholick 
Religion, when the Emperor honour’d 
Chriftians with that Gift. The Poor 
Mandarine in the mean while gave his 
Forehead fo many ftrokeson the Ground 
that at laft the Miflioners themfelves in- 
treated F. Grimaldi, not to mortify him 
anymore. Therefore bidding him rile, 
* larg’d him for the future, to ufe his 
‘lers well, or the Emperor Ihould 


be acquainted with his misbehaviour, to 
Punifh him feverely. None but the Em- 
peror, and Princes of the Blood of the 
Male line, and fbme others, to whom it 
is given as a fpecial mark of Favour, can 
wear yellow, and the Girdle of that co- 
lour, for the Princes of the Female Line 
have it red. F. Grimaldi gave me a pals 
to the fame effedt, as Monfignor Sifaro 
had one, when he went to Macao to 
be Confecratcd Bi/hop of Nanking-, ex- 
preffing in it, that 1 going to Fokien 
to fetch Books for the Emperor’s Ser- 
vice, none Ihould prefume to moleft me, 
on account of the Arms, and a Black I 
carry'd, but ihould be aiding to me up- 
on occafion. The Father told me, that 
tho’ I had been no way difturb’d by the 
Governors of Citics,in coming to Court j 
yet they might put me to fbme inconvc- 
niency in my return, and therefore 1 
had need of his Pals, which was well 
known, and honour’d by all the Mini- 
iters of the Empire. 1 have the faid 
Pafs by me ftill, in the Chinefe Tongue, 
it having lav’d me from any molcltation 
on the Road. The Lion I mention’d in 
the 3d Volume, was fc it from Goa, had 
not yet reach’d the Court} but the fame 
Father told me, he had notice of its be- 
ing Shipp’d at Macao , on the 1 oth of Sep- 
tember, and that he expe&ed it with im- 
patience, to prelent it in his own Name 
to the Emperor. Being to depart the 
next day, I took my leave of the Fathers, 
thanking them for ail their favours. F. 

Grimaldi gave me an Almanack he had, 
made for the year 1 696, in the Chinefe , 
and Tartar Languages} and F. OJfono a 
PortHguefe , gave me four other Books in 
the Tartar Tongue, and Provilion of 
Sweetmeats. 

Having agreed with the Muletier, and 
given him all the hire of the three Mules 
(for in China, either by Land or Water, 
they will be paid beforehand) 1 expect- 
ed him on Tnefday the aid till Noon, and 
then let forward, attended by F. Grimal- 
di’s Servant, till without the Gate, I 
pafs’d through the Town of Lupuxau 
(which in coming, I left on the right 
Hand, having mils’d the way) about two 
Musket Shot in length, and one and a 
half in breadth, but has a good Wall, 
and two ftrong Gates plated with Irbn. 

Clofe by it we pois’d the River (which £ NoWe 
we bad forded as we came) on a Stately Br,flEP * 
Stone Bridge^half a Mile long, and a-* 
domed every two Paces with handfome 
little, Stone Lions on both fides. At Night 
wV lay in Lean-xien-xie, having travel’® 

7o»Z.v. Our SuDDer and Beds were ve-

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CsJ^S) ry bad \ but the firft of thofe Evils, I 
Gemelli. remov’d with an excellent Pheafant,

we travell’d together. 

On Wednefday 23d, near the Town of 
vpL Tantien , 1 law a handfome Paged) call’d 
Xien-ghenfu. It is enclos’d with high 
Walls, in compafs about a quarter of a 
Mile, and has Monafteries of many 
* Xojhian , or Bonzes. In the the firft Mi- 
an, or Paged) was an Idol fitting after 
the Eaftcrn manner, all Gilt, with abun- 
dance of little Idols in the niches, about 
the Wall. In the 2d, were three Wo- 
men fitting on a Lion, and two Dragons, 
all Gold colour. Here I found the Ta- 
ble cover'd ) for the Bonzes dine betimes. 
In the 3d, was an Idol like a Briareus 
(fitting as the firft did) for befides the 
ufual Hands and Feet, he had 20 Hands 
on each lide, and two Feet held up in 
the Air \ and five Heads, one above an- 
other. There were feveral Courts 
with Apartments for the Bonzes , and 
fine Trees. We went to dine at the 
Town of LixaO) and at Night having 
travell’d 113 Ty, we lay at Sancbin- 

xitn. 

Thurfday 24th, we refted in the Town 
of Pecuxo. Before we got in, 1 faw fe- 
veral Benz.es pafs by, who were going 
to take up a Dead Body, two and two, 
in Procdlion with Copes on fome of 
them Playing on certain Inftrumcnts, 
and others carrying Umbrclloes with 
long Silk Curtains about them, Banners, 
and other Ornaments. Next we pafs’d 
through the forfaken Town of Xiun-xyen, 
and then through the Suburb, which 
is large and populous, in the midlt 
whereof, under two Arches, were fe- 
veral Idols, and Bonzes Sacrificing, in 
order to go then to eat up an excellent 
Meal provided by the Kindred of the 
dead Mau. Here we lay at Night after 
travelling 80 Miles. 

Before Sun-rifing on Friday 25, we 
breakfafted in the Town of Chio^ccuU) 
bccaufc of the good Filh there is in the 
Lakes about it. Near the Bridge is a 
notable Inlcription, fet up tljcre on ac- 
count of the Emperor’s paffing that way. 
We din’d in the Suburb oflthe Town of 
Gin-cbyeu-xicn) which has not fuch good 
Streets and Shops as the Suburb of the 
other Town befqre, but is only Re- 
markable for being wall’d two Mil^s W 
(Sbmpafs with a wet Ditch. After riding 
1 to Ly, we fet up at RefcUipu. ? 


Saturday 2tfth, we refted in the Town 
of Shian-kelin , and went on to lie at 
Fuchian-y , having rid 120 Ly. Having 
traveU’cf the fame way in my Journey td 
Peking) 1 omit to mention the Town, or 
rather Cities then fpoken of in the way 
to Nanchianfu , and will here only men- 
tion thofe where I ftay’d at Noon, and

Sunday ^.t^-Avc rode through thcr 
Town of Zuxien , which is fmall, and 
has nothing remarkable, and then thro’ 
its Suburb, where there is a good Pa - A Noble 
god. Firft we came into a Square place, Tomb, 
each fide of it a Musket Shot in length, 
adorn’d with tallCyprefs Trees \ thence 
into another fnch Court, Wail’d in, and 
with fuch like Trees, on the front 
whereof are three Doors, leading into 
as many Courts, all enclos’d with Walls. 
Oppofite to that in the middle, there 
are three Doors, near which is a Noble 
Epitaph, and Tomb of a Chinefe Lord 
bury’d there, fupported by a great Cro- 
codil, the other two Courts have but one 
Door each. Going in at the middle 
Door of the three aforemention’d, there 
is a Porch, with CyprefTes, which are ne- 
ver wanning in the Chinefe Bury ing Places 
which lead's to the chief Pagod. In it 
there are two large Idols, one in the 

ain 
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rs-A-O main Nich, the other on the left} both 
Gemelli. ot' them fit looking on fomething they 
1 696. hold in their Hands. From their Heads 
.hangs down a Diadem after the antient 
Manner, to which before and behind are 
faftued firings of Beads of feveral Co- 
lours. Near to this is another Pagod lit- 
tle inferior to it, where the Idol is a 
Woman fitting, whofc Ornament on the 
I?ead is 5 Birds carv’d as if flying, with 
long Tails. Going in at the Door on 
thevleft, there is a Pagod in the Porch, 
where is an Idol litting with a long 
Beard, as time is Pi&ur’d among us. 
Behind there is another, where they a- 
dore the Figure of a Woman, like the 
other before-mention’d, but with only 3 
Birds, they call her Mamon. There are 
other Statues before the Door, and at 
the Feet of rhofc here defciib’d, all of 
them Frightful and Arm’d, as if they 
were Bmvocs to Guard the Entrance. 
They are all made of Clay cover’d with 
Lime, or Plaifter of Paris, the Bone 
part of Wood. At the Door on the 
right there are two other Pagods , and o- 
ther Courts with Cyprefs-Trccs and Epi- 
taphs, and two good cover’d Galleries 
on thelides. We din’d at Chyay-xoy-te , 
after palling through the little Town of 
Vya , whi^htho’ enclos’d with Mud 
Walls, hasah\cxcellent Suburb. At 
Night wc lay in Shi^xotien, having tra- 
vell’d 1 20 Ly. Beiort. wa^eot into this 
Place we met abundance ofVVlules load- 
ed, with a good Guard of Softldicrs, and 
then a Beer carry’d by jjo Men, on 
which was a Cofiin wiri/xhe Ebdy of a 
Clunefe Lord. To deiahte wl«t it was 
ilicrc was ty’d on it a wWte Co/k, which 
^s the Colour of Mout&iag?" according 
to.Cuftom; but this is iometirnes tranf- 
grels’d for want of one of that Colour. 
Behind it came a Lady in white, with a 
white Cloth over her Head, and carry’d 
in a white Chair by four Men. Two 
Maids attended her with white Hoods 
on their Heads, as were their Cloaths, 
but their Faces cover’d wich black 
Vails. They told me that was thedead 
Man’s Wife. Then follow’d about 20 
Litters in which were the dead Man’s 
Women, attended by many Souldiers. 

Monday the 5 th din’d at Shiacuchian, 
and lay at Niuij, 1 20 Ly. This Place 
has fuch plenty of Hares that they are 
fold for about three half Pence a piece. 
Titefday the 6th, din’d at Lttyala , where 
is a long Bridge over the River, and 
Polling the rapid River Sucheu in a Boat, 
Jay at Sanpit , 110 Ly. Wednefday the 
7th din’d at Scnfun, and lay at Nanjk - 


chat , 120 Ly. There might be good 
Eating in the Inns, hut the Chimfts re- 
futing to pay more than their ufual Or- 
dinary at Dinner, and for Supper and 
Bed, the Hofi gave them the worft 
Fowls and Swines Flclh j but 1 made 
them kill the Fowls before my Face, and 
paid more for them, becanle I cannot 
Eat them ftale. Thurfday the 8th, by 
realonof the Rain, wc could go no far- 
ther than Sanchian , 50 Ly. Fryday the 
pth, din’d at Cuchtn , lay at Leanchen , 
80 Ly. Saturday 10th, leaving the 
Rode to Nanking , and taking the way 
on the left to Nanchianfu , wc crofs’d the 
River Xuayxo in a Boat, into which wc 
were carry ’d on the Backs of l’cnlants, 
who continually wait on both fides for 
this purpofe, with Stirrups on them, 
becaufe the Boat came not dole to the 
Shore. We din’d at Chianchingoy , a 
Town on the Bank of the fame River ^ 
and lay at the Town of Fumanfu , 90 Ly. 
This Place tho’ large has no Wall, but 
good Streets. There arc alfo Courts 
in ir, with a large Hall in the middle, 
and feveral Rooms one over another all 
of Wood, but well Built. At the Door 
of this Hall were feveral Priloners, with 
Chains at their Feet, and a great fquarc 
Bord about their Necks, which weighed 
about an hundred Weight. 

Sunday the 1 1 th, we lay Rill to reft 
the Horles, and therefore taking a Chair 
I went to fee the Town of Xuanchen. 
Its Wall is half a Mile fquarc, within 
which there arc not but little Thatch’d 
Houfes. But it is to be obferv’d that 
the North lidc is clos’d by the T ops of 
Mountains, and longer than the others. 
On that flde alfo there are few Houles, 
the reft being Plow’d Fields. Monday 
12 we din’d in the Town of Hyn-chie- 
chyen , and having Travell’d all the reft 
or the Day over Plains and Mountains, 
lay that Night in the Town of Tinganx- 
yen, 90 Ly. The Walls are not above a 
Mile in Compals, nor is there in it any 
more than one Street, where the Mar- 
ket is kept, and there are good Shops as 
are in the Suburbs. Tucjday the 13th, 
relied at Chianchiatt-yen ; and Travel- 
ling continually along a plain Country, 
came at N^ght to Pat tin. For fo good a 
Road the Inns are bad \ and 1 was (for- 
ced to lye in 'the lame Room with a Tar- 
tar \ who being lay’d in his Bed made 
his Page heart his Belly like a Drum, 
that he mignt fall a flgep, and the lanle 
WVluJIck was repeated three Hours before 
\)ay. The Day’s Journey was 100 in. 
Vfcdnefday 14th din’d at Lcanx-yen , hal - 
ing 
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Vwn iog firft pafs’d thrdugh Tienpu, a large 
GmeHi. but open Town, where the Tartar re- 
1696. main’c that lov’d to be beaten by Boys. 
l/WJ Going ont of Tienpn, I met a Manda- 
rine with a great Retinae. Before him 
went many Carriages guarded by Soul- 
diers ; next came a great number of Ser- 
vants and Officers in Chairs all in a 
row, and Pages and other Attendants on 
Horfeback. Next follow’d the Manda- 
rine in a Chair carry’d by eight Men, 

• and bcfct with abundance of Souldiers, 
carrying feveral finall Banners, and one 
great one. After all came many more 
Souldiers and Servants to the number of 
about a Thoufand. Thefe Mandarines 
we mult own take more State upon them 
than any Viceroy in Europe. At Night 
after Travelling no Ly, I lay in the 
City of Luchifu, the Compafi of whofe 
Walls, furrounded with Water is fmall, 
there being but the third part of a Mile 
from Gate to Gate. Yet there are good 
Shops, and the Suburbs are large. Tburf- 
day 1 sth, I din’d at Paxoy, having tra- 
vell'd over Plains well till’d, 1 came 
at Night to the Town of Tauchen , af- 
ter a Journey of an hundred Ly. This 
Place tho’ without a Wall is large, and 
has good Shops. Having crofs’d the Ri- 
ver here upon a Bridge of Boats we lay 
in the Suburb. Friday betimes we pafs’d 
through the Town of Luchichin-xyen, 
which tho’ wall’d, has nothing good in 
it. We relted at Nanzian , and having 
travell’d a while among Mountains, came 
out into a Plain, amidit Valleys well 
Inhabited, and lay at Tacuen, after a 
Journey of 100 Ly. Aboutthefe Moun- 
. tains is found a fort of Tartufs , which 
are no other but Pignuts , call’d by the 
Clnnefes Mati ; but fmall like a little 
Turnip, and tailing like anew Cheitnut. 
Saturday the 17th, having travell’d over 
Plains and Mountains, we din’d in the 
Town of Tuncbin-Xyen , feated at the 
foot of Mountains ; well Wall’d, Inha- 
bited, and has good Shops, tho’ the Su- 
burbs are much larger. In the Shops 
hci c I law lome T urnips hanging up by 
the fmall End, in which Corn was grow- 
ing, which they did by putting a little 
Earth into a Hole made in them, and 
Watering it every Day. ATNight we 
lay in the Town of Touch jty, after a 
Journey of 100 Ly. 1 
Sunday 18th, Riding thrgugh Groves 
of Cyprefs-Trees , and (Sailing the 
Mountains on the'right, we went to. . 
dine at Siahicbeu ; whence we went idtoY 
a Plain, many Miles in length, full off 
little Country Houfes, Gardens, and 
Vol. IV. ’ 
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Farms. At Night toe lay at Zenxyan- 
*yen , a Town enclos’d with low Walls, 
broke down in fome Places, and with 
wretched Houles within; the whole 
Days Journey 90 Ly. Monday the r pth, 
we travell’d much fuch a Road to dine 
at Seauchi-y. In the Afternoon pafs’d 
through the Town of Taixu-xycit, which 
is two Miles in length from one Gate'to 
the other. In the Houles ther£ is no- 
thing to pleafe the Eye, yet there are “ 
good Shops, both within and without 
the Suburbs, which are very populous, by 
reafon of the Trade a fmall River by it 
brings thither. At Night we lay at 
Fm-xyon-y ; the lalt Town of the Pro- 
vince of Nanking , which we entred at 
Sucbeu. Tut f day 20th, we entred an 
Angle of the Province of Huquam, 
through Planes all Cultivated, not far 
from the Mountains. We din’d at T*»- 
tan y and lay at Xuon-may-xten, a Town 
that has an indifferent Wall three Miles 
inCompafs, and good Suburbs. With- 
in it were Shops not at all contemptible. 

The whole Day’s Journey 1 00 Ly. De- 
parting from the Mountains on iVednrf- 
day 21, and travelling through open 
Plains, we went to dine at the Town of 
Cunlungo, on the Bank of agnail River, 
and tho’ open has good^psi At Night 
we lay in Sioucht-keu, having traveled 
95 Ly. This City is on the left Bank 
of the Rivet Ktan-xo , which is the great- 
ell in China, and divides the Province 
of Huyuam , from that of Kiangfi. The 
City is fmall, without any Enclofure, 
but well Inhabited, and has good Shops. 

Tburfday 22d , "Males and Baggage wera 
put into a Rowland we crofs’d over, 
paying 20 Zitn, which is not three half 
Pence for each Beall, but not for the 
Men, and there is a Cullom-Houfe, which 
takes Cognifance only of Packs, for Pat 
fengers Equipages are not fearch’d. The 
River is about two Italian Miles over.

Saturday betimes I took 
Cn.ii' with F. Peter , and was carry’d up 
the ftcep Mountain, for above three 
Miles without fetting my Foot to the 
Groun J *, for which the poor Men better 
delcrv .1 a Piece of Eight, than about a 
Shilling they had. About the middle of 
this Mountain is a Pagod, which divides 
the two Provinces ; and here the Vice- 
roy, the Chiankyun General of the Tar- 
tar Troops, and the litu General of the 
Country Troops, take Pofleffionof their 
Employments; the Seals being deli- 
ver’d to them in the faid Pagod, by Per- 
fons Deputed by the Courts of Canton. 
This Paged ferv’d by Ronzjts, is divided 
into the Lower and the Upper. In the 
firlt is a gilt Idol fitting, of a gigantick 
Stature, and without any Beard. The 
Chineses who pay him great Veneration, 
call him, Fu, and others Foe. Amend- 
ing fome fteps in the upper Pagod, ap- 
pears an Idol call’d Tuen-fhin-pon, with 
a Crown on his Head, and a fort of 
Royal Mantle on his Shoulders. This 
Statue like the other is gilt, and fitting 
with two others clofe by its Feet. On 
the right Hand going i nig the Statue 
ofoChian-lao-je, who wafa great Man- 
darine., at prefent honolr'd as a God, 
and accounted the Prote&or of Courts. 
AH over this Mountain and that near it 
call’d Nanganfu , there grow certain 
fmall Trees, calPd Mufchiu , whid^prt*- 
tiucea Fruit as big as a little Nut, round 
ind black,' with fome Seeds in it, which

prefs’d yields the belt Oyl there is in aU 
China. The Fruit they call Muza, and 
the Oyl Mit-yeu , that is, Oyl of Trees, 
to diftinguifh it from the other fores 
made of Herbs, and feverai Seeds , 
which ferve for Lamps. Being come up 
the Mountain I met feverai Troops of 
Souldiers, and other Perlbns of Note, 
going to Nanganfu , to meet the Tig*, 
who was coming to take PolTellion of 
his Employment, in order to go on to .. 
Canton. A little way behind came the 
Wife of a Mandarine, with a great ma- 
ny People on Horfeback, and Officers of 
Juflice with Rods and Staves before her; 
after the fame manner as her Husband 
would have travell’d, flopping every 
Body they meet in a Chair or on Horfe- 
back. She was carry’d in a Chair by 8 
Men, and follow’d by others that car- 
ry’d her Maids. A little Sou of hers 
but three Years of Age, but brisk and 
fprightly, fate on a Horfe alone. 1 din’d 
halfway, and then fetting forward came 
to Nanganfu 2.Hours before Night, tho’ 

I fet out late and the Days were lhort. 
The Chinefe Chair-Men, arc not inferi- 
or to a Tartar Horfe, for they trot five 
M iles an Hour. They rcckned that Day’s 
Journey 12 Leagues, bnt they were not 
above 8, or 104 Ly, a l^wghe being 13 
Ly. This happens in ail the high Ways, 
where for the Benefit of the Courriers 
the Chinefes make the Ly fhort, and in 0- 
ther Places long. F. John Nicholas de 
Ribera , of the Order of S. Atgufiin, and 
Apoftolick Miflioner in this City, treat- 
ed me very Coyrteoufly, efpecially with 
good Chocolajt, as he at Nanganfu had 
done before. There being a fcarcity ®f 
Boats becaule We Titu was expected, fv 
had much difficulty to hire one to Canton ( 
for 3300 Zien, which are 3 Pieces of 
Eight; whereas they ufuallygive but 
1000 or 1100 Zien for one in that City. 

Sunday 1 5 th, after Dinner having re- 
turn’d thanks to F. John , I went aboard 
a great Boat, which I weU knew to be 
flow, becaufe there was but little Water, 
but having pay’d the Mailer before-hand, 
I was forced to have Patience. Two 
Women Row’d much better than the 
Men ; tho’ they carry’d their Children 
at their Backs. Having pafs’d two 
Bridges, near the one and under the o- 
ther, they joining two little Suburbs to 
th^ City, we lay at Peyentan , after fail- 
ing 20 Ly. Monday 16th, we fail’d but 
60, by realon of the bignefsof the Boat 
which touch’d where there was but lit- 
tle Water, fb we lay at the Town and 
Guard of Xuan-tan. Tuefday 17th, we 
E e e 2 lay 
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lay at the Guard and Town of Simhian - 
Gcmelli. Shivy , do Ly. Here the Water grows 
1697. deeper, for at the Town of Kiankeu , 
another River front the Mountains falls 
into that we were on. Wednefiay 18th, 
we came to Shiacheufa , 120 Ly. I went 
to the Houfe of the French Fathers, and 
tho I found not the Miffioner, was well 
receiv’d by his Servants. Thurfday 1 9th, 

I went about to fee the City. It has 
. flately Walls, fo contriv’d that a Man 
may go quite round always under Cover. 
The Compafs is above 4 Miles befides the 
Suburbs. The Streets are Long, Strait, 
well Pav’d, and with good Shops. At 
the South end of it, a navigable River 
falls into the great One that comes from 
the Weil. After Dinner I went aboard 
at the South Gate, the Wind being fair, 
but the Weather Calming afterwards we 
could fail but 40 Ly, to the Town and 
Guard of Peru. 


number of Trees, the populous Town 
of Scutari-, we Hop’d at the Guard of Li- 
chi-Jven , having run too Ly. Setting 
out hence 4 Hours before Day on Tuej- 
day 24th, (that we might come betimes 
to Kuan-cheu-fu or Canton , as the Portu- 
guefe call it) we came before break of 
Day to Fufcian. I went there in a Chair 
to fee F. Capaccbio , a Miffioner of the 
Society, eroding the City which is three 
Miles over ; all the way among hand- 
fomc and rich Shops of all forts of Com- 
modities and Provifions, and all Manu- 
factures of the Country. This Place in 
Italy would pals for a Village, becaule 
it has no Wall, and is fubordinate to 
Canton. It is five Miles in length, and 
three in breadth , the River running 
through the middle of it, and there are 
as many Boats on the Water as Houfcs 
on the Land. It is Govern’d by a Alan- 
darine , who can decide no Controvcrlie 


Friday 20th, we run 1 10 Ly , to the 
Guard of Vanfucan , the two Women 
Hill Rowing, as did the 5 Men. The 
fair North Wind continuing. Saturday 
2 1 ft, we run 1 40 Ly, and came at Night 
to the Guard of Xyackeit. Having on 
Sunday 2 2d. pafs’d the other Streight 
between the Mountains, where there is 
a great P*f A**with other little Ones a- 
niong the Rocks, fhaded with high T rees, 
we held on our way with little Wind, 
but much Heat, tho’ it was then the 
depth of Winter. This is found in Chi- 
na by reafon of the variety of Climates. 
Near the Northern Mountains the Cold 


without confulting the Courts at Canton. 
For Military Affairs here rcfidcs another 
fmall Martial Alandarine. All Manda- 
rines generally fay, Fufcian contains a 
Million of Inhabitants. Taking leave 
of F. Capachio 1 continu’d my Voyage, 
and God be prais’d, after running 80 
Ly, came back fate to Canton , when the 
Francifcan Miffioners imagin’d, I had ei- 
ther been Hop’d on the Road, or fal- 
len into Tome Trouble at Peking , be- 
caufe the Jefuits do not like that Eu- 
ropeans ihould go thither. They were 
the more confirm’d in their Opinion 
bccaufe I knew not the Language, nor 


is very piercing as far as Nanganfu ; and 
from thence Southward uic Heat pre- 
vjwls. About Sun-fettin/we met three 
*Jgreat Boats, well Cover’d with abun- 
dance of, Flags and Banners, as the CuHom 
of the douncry is } for there were Man- 
darines in them. Our European Miffio- 
ners ufe thefe outward Shows, to per- 
form their Miffion with Succefs and De- 
cency, becanfe the Cninefe Ghriflians are 
much addicted to thefe exterior Pomps. 
Having run 140 Ly wc lay at Quantikeu , 
where the aforefaid Mandarines , who 
wei c going to mcec the Titu, Hay’d that 
Night. The Souldiers who cxpc&ed 
them on the Shore fainted with fmall 
Shot. The Heat was intolerable on 
Monday 23d, when leaving on our right 
Hand under the fhadow of an infinite 


my two Servants one Word of Portu- 
guefc , to nnderfland me in changing 
io many Boats, and Travelling fo far 
by Land; to which muH be added my 
DiHemper and Weaknefs, which 1 ne- 
ver recover’d. This I fay to Ihow 
that Dangers and Misfortunes never 
flay’d me, but defpiling them all with 
the divine Alfiflance, 1 at length by 
God’s help overcame them, a nd found 
by Experience, that they are ever 
reprefented greater than really they 
are by envious Perfons, on purpolc to 
diiappoint the mofl glorious Undertak- 
ings. The Muletiers reckncd from Pe- 
king to Nancianfu , 3213 Ly; and the 
Watermen -from Nancianfu to Canton 
2 1 79 j in all5fo»2 Ly, of 260 Paces each, 
which rcduceclto Italian Miles, make a 
Thoufimd four Hundred and Two. 
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CHAP. III. 

The Chinefe Nm Tear, and fokmn Fejlivdt of the Lamhoras. 


T Came to Canton with a Refolution to 
Ccmelli. X go oo to Entity in the Province of 
1697. token, and there imbark for Manila , 
t/’VNj but finding the Loading of Canton alrea- 
dy gone, and a Ship belonging to that 
Ifland in the Port of Macao ; I chang’d 
my Mind, and expcdted to go aboard 
that Veflel, and the rather, becauie in 
the Houle of the Francifcan Fathers 1 
found three Spaniards, who came to Can- 
ton to lay out 1 80000 Pieces of Eight, 
they had brought aboard their Ship. 
Getting acquainted with them I laugh’d 
at the Wonders they made at my Bold- 
nefs, in coming to Canton without a 
Pals, and then going on to Peking-, 
whereas the Xu-pu or Cuftomer, took 
thirty Pieces of them for their Pafs. On 
Wednefday 25th, feveral Friends came 
to Congratulate my happy Return; 
and on Thurfday 26th, there being no 
iuch Vilits to receive, 1 went about the 
City to lee the Preparations for the 
Feftival of the new Year. The Gates 
ol the old City call’d Laucbin were Ihut 
on Friday 27th, for fear of lome Mu- 
tiny, ana there was a {earth of the ve- 
ry Seats of the Guards at the Gates. 
One they faid was a Captain of Mutini- 
es, who was Imprifor'd with twenty of 
bis Confederates, and Hill there was 
looking out to fecure others, for fear 
they Ihould come with a great number 
of Boats to Beliegc Canton. The Peo- 
ple if is certain are lb opprefs’d with 
Taxes and Impolitions fincc the Tar- 
tar Government, that Peace is not like- 
ly to laft long in China. Sunday 29th 
the fearch was continued againlt the 
Mutinies, not only in' the old City, 
but in Sancbin , or the new. 

. f Monday the 30th, 1 went over the 

Tini. ° U: Hiver in a Boat to fee a famous Pagod. 
At the Gate of the firft Court I found 
two Gigantick Statues on each fide, 
Handing as if they Guarded the En- 
trance. At the fecoud Gate of the fe- 
cond Court were four C&hers terrible 
to fiehold, one of whidil held a Gui- 
tarr in its Hand. Oppilite to them 
was a great Pagod , in the biggeft Niche 
whereof there were three <gilt Idols fit- 
ting of an extiaordinary Magnitude. 
On each lide there were eight otherfc 
nude of Plafter colour’d, and behind 
one of Brafs. On the Tides of the

Year. 


Court were two other Pagods , in each 
of which was an Idol Handing of Gold 
Colour, well made. In the third 
Court was a fmall Marble Pyramid 
thirty Foot high, with Figures Carv’d 
all about it, and behind it another Pa- 
god with feveral Idols. About it were 
the Apartments of two hundred Bon- 
xas, who live on the Revenues of the 
Pagod. 

1 he Chin-yve , or Chinefe new Year, 
begins with the new Moon that falls 
next to the yth of February , or the 
15th Degree of jiquarius , which di- 
vides into two equal Parts the fpacc 
between two Points in the Equinox, 
and Solftice ; and on that Day accord- 
ing to them, the Sun enters a Sign they 
call Lie-chim , or the Refurredtion of 
the Spring. They reckon twelve lu- 
nar Months, one call’d little of twen- 
ty eight Days, and the other great 
of thirty, and every fifth Year they 
make an Intcrcalar Year, adding all the 
Days loft in the formsf;"fo that they 
come even with the Sun, or Solar 
Year. The Weeks they divide like 
us, according to the number of the 
Planets, to each of which they alfign 
four of their Conftellations, one a Day, 
lb that after four times feven they re- 
turn to the firft. They reckon the Day 
from Midnight to Midnight, dividing 
it not into 24 ^ours as is done amonk, 
us, but only into 12 equal Parts, and, 
all thele, that is, the whole natural Day 
is divided into 100 Parts, and each of 
thole Parts again into an 100 Minutes, 
lo that 10000 of thele make a Day. 

Then as for their Hours they do not 
count them by Numbers, 1, 2, 3. but 
by Names and Characters proper to 
each of them; whereof three are much 
oblerv’d and efteem’d very Myftcrious, 
by reafon of the Polition of the Heavens 
that mult anfwer to them. The ift, is 
the Moment of Midnight, for then they 
lay the Heaven was Created ; then the 2d, 
becaufe then they fay the Earth had its 
Being and Form ; and in the 3d, Man. 

This time the new Year fell out in rren3nif . 
China, on the 3d of February , being Eri- onsagalnft 
day, whereupon the Miflioners thought the New 
fit to difpence with the Chinefe Chrifti- Year - 
ans eating of Flefli, as alfo on Saturday 
following, die they would have taken 

ipive 
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leave. This Difpcnfation rais’d new 
Gondii. Difpuccs berveen the Bifhop of Macao, 
1697. and French Vicars A polio lick j for he 
having fent the Difpenfation, to cxer- 
cife this afl of Jurisdiction, the Vicars 
aiifwcr’d they had no need of it, being 
fuffidently a.ithoriz’d from the See A- 
poftol ick. 7 nefday 3 1 it, 1 took tn y Plea- 
lune about the City, which wasallfump- 
tuoufly adorn’d, and refbunding with 
Joy \ the Courts being ihut, and the Im- 
perial Sea! lock'd up levcralDays before 
to give way to the Feflival. There is 
no certain Day prefix’d, either for /hut- 
ting up, or opening the Courts and Seal, 
bui they are appointed from Court, 
with the direction of the Aftrologcrs ; 
that the Emperor may begin again to 
Reign on the new Year, in a happy Day, 
and Hour. That Year 1695, they were 
(hut up on the 22d of January in the 
Evening. It is very Dangerous to Tra- 
vel, during thofe Days, bccaufe there is 
no adminiftration of Juflice, all Thieves 
and Robbers going abroad then, upon 
the kvi'ri. v that they cannot be prefent- 
ly Pii: i:h d. But in the Streets, the 
Guard-, are then doubled to catch Thieves 
whole Punilhment is deferr’d till the o- 
pening ofjthc Courts. The poorell; 
Wretch pumvi new Cloaths at the new 
Year, new Papers his Windows, and 
Walls j renews the Epitaphs, and la- 
• feriptions about bis Houfe, and is Pure 

to lay in a ftock of Wine, and Provili- 
ons to Feaft with his Friends. 

Ceremo* Wednefday ifh of February , I went at 
r.ies of the Night, to lee the Illumihations all about 
new Year. thc C ity. Thurjday 2d*. being the lafl 
/day of the Year, began xhe Solemnity of 
the new Year, to take leave of the old. 
The Celebrationis as follows. At Night 
in all Houles, the Sons kneel before 
their Parents, the younger Brothers be- 
fore the Elder, the Servants before their 
Mailers, touching the Ground with their 
Heads, and perform the Ceremonies ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the Country, 
mention’d in another Place. The Wo- 
men do the fame among themielves; 
for in Osina, it is fo flri&Iy forbid to 
Convcrfe with Women, that the Father- 
in-law, mull never fee his Daughter- 
in-law, if they arc of Quality, ana goes 
only upon this Day, with her Son to 
perform this Duty. But before they re- 
quire this Duty of their Children, the 
Mailers of thc Families pay it to their 
Anccilors ; touching the Ground three 
times witty their f orehead before their 
T ablet, tybut is, the Fathers, Grandfa- 
thers, and Great Grandfathers, and 
burning fweats before it. Friday 3d, in 
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the Mor ning long before Day, the moll 
Superflitious of them, went to thole 
Pagods they had a devotion for, to touch 
the* Ground with their Foreheads, and 
burn ; Sweets, and of thofe Coils, made 
of the Barks of Trees bruiz’d, wc have 
given an account elfcwhere. After which 
they ufe to Pay viiits to their Friends, 
which is fufficiently perform’d by leav- 
ing it written oh a piece of Red Paper, 
that they were there to wait on them 
and this is done to lave the trouble of 
Compliments when they meet. Buc 
Kiudred and Ipecial Friends lee one ano- 
ther ; and no Man in their Viiits can a- 
void drinking three Cups of Liquor made 
of Rice, and thus be who has many Re- 
lations, and Friends, tho’ he goes from 
home never lo Grave, returns light 
headed and Reeling. I lay grave, be- 
caufe on thefe Days, thc Chinefes go like 
fo many Religious Men, in a very Hay’d 
Pollurc, being of Opinion that if they 
Laugh, Weep, Play, or commit any o- 
ther light Action, they lhall be inclin’d 
to do thc lame all thc Year after. Iu 
Ihort, this beginning of thc New Year, 
is Celebrated with Reciprocal Viiits, 

Eating, Drinking, and Rejoicing j a 
troublcfome noife of Dr unis, and o- 

thcr Inllruments refoundirig for three 
whole Days *, befides Fireworks, where- 
of we lhall fpcak hereafter. Abundance 
of Mony is fpentin Powder, and Paper, 
as well to be us’d in tne Houfes, as to 
burn in the Pagods , after thc Sacrifice, 
and Offering of Flefh, Fouls, and Fruit 
which they afterwards carry home to eat 
with their Friends. 

The lame 3d Day in the Morning be- 
times, 1 went to fee a very inconfidera- 
blc thing in my Fancy, but very great 
in the Opinion of the Chinefes. Going 
out at the Gate of Lauchin on thc Ealfc 
fide, I faw a vail great Cow, made of 
colour’d Clay, hemm’d in by a Multi- 
tude of Chinefes , who beating it to pie- 
ces with long Poles, wherein confiHs the 
Sport, went to Logger-heads, about 
who (hould get thc little Calves made of 
the lame Stuffj which were in the Cows 
Belly. This they do in remembrance of 
an antient Emperor of theirs, whom 
the Multiraderbelieves to have been Con- 
verted into I tow, which was goodbnly 
for the Plow* They told me they after- Snperfti- 
wards prefented the Calves to great Men tious-l’ra- 
for a good newYears Gift.At my return,! ® ices * 
yvent into lee 2 very 4 arge Pagods, the 
firfi- ere&ed in Honour of ChianUoyr, a 
Deity, for wbofe Service there are al- 
ways Horfes Handing ready before foe 
' Tem : 
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TvA-^ Temple Gates, becaufe they fay he 
Cemtlli. would ride a thoufend Leagues a day, 
• 1691. on them. There are alio about the 
Courts, feveral Statues in fundry hor- 
rid Shapes. At the upper end of the 
Paged is the aforefaid Idol, Chianlaoye 
fitting, with a thing like a Diademe on 
his Head. I found many Idolaters Of- 
fering Meat ready drefs’d, and Fruit; 
burning Sweets, and Paper to be con- 
verted into Gold and Silver, to ferve 
the Dead. Others took a Piece of flick. 
Hit through the middle, and flung both 
pieces up into the Air. If one or both 
of them fell to the Ground with the flat 
iidc, that had been deft through, up- 
wards, it was counted a good omen, and 
a fi"n the Idol was pleas’d with them ; 
hut if the Bark of both was upwards, 
that was a very ill Sign. But they threw 
them up fo often, that at lull the flicks 
mnfi: needs fall as they would have them. 
Others rowling about great Faggots, 
drew out a flick to know their good, 
or ill Fortune, and this they repeated 
till they drew one that was Fortunate. 
The other Paged was near the Palace, 
which formerly belong’d ro the Petty 
King, but at prefent to the Tartar Ge- 
neral. It is divided into three Parts, 
one within another in the lirft ; 1 faw 3 
Idols in the Mck, bare headed, and o- 
thcr great Statues on the Ground. In 
the 2d there were alio three Idols in the 
Niche , and four by their lidcs on the 
Ground. In the 3d, there were five 
horrid Figures upon the Ground, and 
one great Idol of a Gold colour, and an- 
other little one in the Niche. In my 
way home, 1 met a number of Manda- 
rines in Chairs, and on Horfe- back, mod: 
richly Clad, with the Enfigns of their 
Employments and Degrees embroider’d 
on their Garments. They were going 
to pay the ufual adoration in the Pa- 
gads. Saturday 4th, thofc who had re- 
ceiv’d the Compliments of the new Year, 
were employ'd in returning the Vilits, 
either in Perfon, or with the red Paper, 
according to the cuflom of the Country. 
Tin’s is to be underflood of inferiour 
Mandarines ; for the 5 great ones receive 
them, and make the return by Petty Man- 
darines^ or other Officers cfdfeir Courts ; 
and only vifit one another Perfbnally. 
Thefe five Principal Minfllers of Can- 
ton, are the Fityen, or Viceroy ; the Pu- 
chienja , or Rccicvcr General, of all the 
Taxes of the Province ; the Zian-chym, 
or General of the Tartar Troops, y and 
tv/o Aflbciates of his, call’d Tuutn, nam'd 
the right and left Arm of his Body^and 


thefe arc of equal Authority ; being car- 
ry’d in a Chair by 8 Men, with the Chine fe 
Drum before them, beaten with 1 3 ftrokes 
following. Sunday 5th, 1 went » to the 
Church of the Spa?njh Francifcans , whither 
abundance of Chinefe Chriitians retorted 
to perform their Devotions. Monday 6th, 
a Chine fe Merchant invited me to his 
Houle ; but gave me my Dinner too cur- 
ly, according to their Cuflom. There 
were on the Tabic, atleaft 20 little Dilhes 
with feveral fortsof Fruit andSwcctmcus 
and others withChickcns, andS wines bif’,. 

I few nothing worth mentioning thetol- F<*ftivai 
lowing days, till Monday 13th, when I of 1 ant. 
went about to fee the Preparations for 
the Fealt of the Lanihorns made through- 
out the City, as being one of the chief 
Fcltivals of the Onnefes , and to fey the 
Truth, 1 met with wonderful Inven- 
tions. The Chincfes give the follow- 
ing account of its Orignal. They fay, 
that not long after the Erecting or 
their ^mpire, a Mandarine much be- 
lov’d of the People for his Virtue, 
loft a Daughter he doated on, upon 
the Bank of a River; and going along 
the Shore to look for her, ail People 
follow’d him Weeping, with lighted 
Torches and Lanthorns ; ^Uiit tho’ he 
fought for her a long tifiic in all Place? 
about the Bank (much as Ceres did 
her Daughter Proferpine) yet fhe was 
never found. The learned in their 
Books, affign another Original; which 
is, that 3500 Years fince, in the Rcigu 
of the laft King of the Family Hia, 
whofe Name was A 7 c, a cruel Man, and 
wholly given up to fcnfuality ; he be- 
ing one day with his belt beloved- 
Qiiccn, lamented that the Pleafurcs of 
this Life, were not lafting; that few 
liv’d an hundred Years ; that time be- 
ing fo fwift, he could not fatiatc him- 
fclf with thofe Pleafures, he fo dearly 
lov’d, and in ihort he reflected upon 
Nature as Unkind, and Cruel. The 
Queen feeing him fo difturb’d, feid. I 
know fuch a way to prolong time , as will 
Jatisfy you. Make a Month a day , and 
a Tear a Month , and thus the Tears , 

Months and Days will be fo long , that 
living ten Tears , you will have the Pleafure 
and SatisfaBion of an hundred. There- 
fore Ihe perfuaded the Foolilh fcnfual 
Emperor, to build a Palace without 
Windows, that no Light might come 
in. Then Ihe caus’d it to be adorn’d 
with Gojd, Silver, Precious Stonq?, 
and rich Moveables, brought in a Num- 
ber of Boys, and Beautiful Girles, all Na- 
ked, and in fine, bury’d her felf, and her 

Hus- 
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rsJW* Husband there Alive, without any Light 
Gemetti. but that of an infinite number or Flam- 
1697. beaux, and Lanthorns, inftead of the 
Sun, Mbon, and Stars. There the Em- 
peror Kie continu’d a whole Year with 
his leud Queen, giving himfelf up to all 
. forts of lultful Plealures ; forgetting 
Time, Heaven, and every thing elfe, 
even their Court and Empire, and fram- 
ing to themfelves new Times and new 
Heavens in their own Conceit. His Sub- 
jects provok’d by thefe Extravagancies, 
and his Cruelty, revolted, and fet up in 
his Place Chim-tam , head of a new Fa- 
mily. After Kie' s Death, they deftroy’d 
his Palace, and repeal’d all his Ordinan- 
ces, except the Invention of Flambeaux 
and lanthorns, which they preferv’d to 
Celebrate the Feftival. They tell fur- 
ther, That about 2000 Years after that, 
another Emperor of the tenth Family 
call’d T am, had fuch Faith in a Jugler 
of the Seft of Too fa (whofe Profeffion 
it is to impofe on the World with chi- 
mical Operations, promifing endlefsGold 
and Silver, a Life almoft Everlafting, 
and in a Moment to remove Mountains) 
that one Day lie told me, he had a mind 
to fee the Lanthorns lighted in the City 
Tam-chcu, in the Province of Nanking, 
which were the fined: and molt applaud- 
ed throughout the Empire; and the Fe- 
ftival was the next Night. The Con- 
jurer anfwer’d, he would carry him thi- 
ther to lee the Lanthorns, and bring him 
back again the fame Night, at his Eafe, 
and without the leaft Trouble. In ef- 
feft, foon after there appear’d Chariots 
and Thrones in the Air, made of Clouds, 
which feem’d to be fwiftly drawn by 
' Swans; and the King and Queen mount- 
ing them with a great number, of Ladies ; 
ana Mulicians belonging to the Palace, 
came to Tam-cheu in the twinkling of 
an Eye,, the Clouds fpreading and co- 
vering the whole City. The King law 
the Lanthorns, and to requite the Citi- 
zens for the Plealure he had taken in 
their City, he caus’d his Mufick to Play, 
and then return’d to his Palace in a Mo- 
ment. A Month after an Exprefs came 
according to Cuftom from that City, 
mentioning what had been there feen 
on the Lanthorn Night. Laftly, they 
fay, That 500 Years after, there was a 
King of the Family Sum, who us’d every 
Year at that time to fhow himfelf Fami- 
liarly to all the Lords, and great Men, 
wjth the Doors open, afford^ them the 
Satisfaction of enjoying the Sight of the 
fine Lanthorns, and Fireworks, and the 
hearing of the charming Mufick he had 
in his Palace. 


Tharfday the I4th df February, and the 
1 2th of the Chinefe Moon, 1 went at 
Night about the City of Canton to fee 
this Rejoycing. In every Quartet of it, 
or Ward, was let up feme Figure of 
their Idols, about which there were fq* 
veral Perfons difguis’d, fome like Wo- 
men, and fome otherwile, with prepo- 
fterous Habits and Masks, and feveral 
Inftruments in their Hands. In thefo 
Shapes they went about the Town upon 
Afles, or a-foot (as is us’d in the Car- 
naval in Italy) with a long Procelfion 
before them of Lanthorns on long Poles. 

They were made either of Paper, or of 
Taffeta of feveral Colours, and in the 
fhape of feveral Creatures, as Fifhes, 

Dogs, Horfcs, Lions, and the like, 
which with the Light were very plea- 
fant to behold ; all this attended with 
noify Inftruments of Brafs and Drums. 

The belt of it was that fome went Na- 
ked to Ad their Parts more to the Life. 

But the prime part of this Solemnity is 
to be feen in the Pagods , and the Palaces Noble 
of great Lords, where there are Lan- Lanthorns 
thorns that colt 1 5, or 20 Piltoles, and 
in thole of the Viceroys and Princes, 
they are not worth Iels than an hundred, 
two hundred, and three hundred Crowns. 

They are hung up in the ftatelielt Halls, 
by reafon of their greatnels, for there 
are fome twenty Cubits Diameter, or 
more. Within them is a valt number 
of Lamps and Candles, whole Light fets 
off the Painting, and the Smoke gives 
Life to the Figures, which with wonder- 
ful Art run round, leap, and go up and 
down within the Lanthorn. There are 
to be feen Horfes galloping, Cartsdrawn, 

Men at work on the Land ; Ships under 
Sail, Mandarines and Princes going in 
and out with numerous Trains ; Armies 
Marching; Plays A&ing; Dancing, and 
other Sports with feveral Motions. The 
People go about all Night enjoying 
thefe Sights, playing on Inflxuments, in 
Companies made up of Families and 
Friends. Tnere is no Houfo Rich or 
Poor, but that Night has its Lanthorn 
either in a Court, Hall, or Window. 

There are alfo Puppet Shoes, and others 
by Shadows made to appear upon fine 
and tranfpSl*^ white Silk, wonderfully 
reprefentingMings, Queens, Comman- 
ders, Soldier^ Buffoons, and other Things 
proper for fhe Stage. The wonder is 
to fee them exprefs Weeping, Joy, 

Anger, and other Paffions, with as much 
call as they make all the Figures move. 

Near the Pagods , befidcs the aforelaid 
Figures and Shows, there are feveral Ar- 
ches 
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ches cover'd with Silk, with variety of 
Scmelli. Painting, which the Light within fliews 
1697. Pleafant and Diverting. In lhort, upon 
/V\i this occafion there are feveral Millions 
fpent throughout the Empire, as well in 
colour’d Paper to adorn the Houles, as 
to Burn, make Fireworks, and Lanthorns. 
Methinks if it were poffible to fee all the 
Empire at one calfc of an Eye from fome 
high Place, it would appear all in a Flame, 
, like one mighty Fire ; there being no 
Man either in City or Country, or on 
the Rivers, but has his painted Lanthorn, 
and ail of them made after feveral man- 
ners, and that has not Fireworks repre- 
sent iug feveral Creatures. I know no 
Nation in the World that can compare 


with the Chinefes in this particular of 
making Fireworks j for they have been 
known to make a whole Bower of red 
Grapes, which all burnt without being 
confum’d j but on the contrary the Body 
of the Vine, the Branches, Leaves, Bun- 
ches, and the very Stones, all at oice 
burning appear’d in their proper Colons?, 
either Rea, Green, or otherwife, fo that 
to the Beholders they feem’d rather Real 
than Counterfeit. But the molt ftupen- 
dious Thing is to fee, that the tire, 
which is lo adtive and fierce an Element, 
Ihould Operate fo flowly, as if it had 
loft its own Nature, to obey Art, and 
ferv’d only to Ihow the Bower without 
burning it.

W Ednefday the 1 5th of February , and 
13th Day or the Chinefe New 
Year, I went to fee the Tfunto , who was 
then at Canton , about Bufinefs of his 
• Employment. Before he came out of 
his Palace (which had belong’d to the 
petty King ot Canton) three Chambers 
were fir’d, to give the People Notice of 
his coming, and then he fet out attended 
as follows. 


A. Chinefe Drums on which they give 
thirteen Strokes following. 

B. 1. A Tablet with the Sign denot- 
ing the Civil Magiftrate. 

C. 2. Tablet denoting his Martial 
Power. 

D. 3. A Tablet commanding Silence.

After Dinner I went to the top of a An odd \ 
Hill to fee the Preparations made in a Struftur*. 
Houfe, where the Vice-roy and fome 
principal Mandarines were to be Enter- 
tain’d at Night. It had been built by 
a Mandarine within the old City call’d 
Lauchin , and confifted of one large Room 
or Hall fupported by abundance of fine 
wooden Pillars. Over it was another 
like it j both of them were Spacious, 
but not Bcantiful ; and therefore only 
afforded a noble Profpetft, becaufe they 
tlifeover’d all the City. In the upper 
Hall was a Paged with feveral Idols ; with 
many of their Religious Men call’d Taozjc 
about them. In the firft the Tables were 
cover’d plentifully enough to Entertain 
the Fuyen, or Vice-roy. About the Wall 
there were Cupboards, Cabinets, and 
other Things of rich China and Japan 
varnilh’d with abundance of figures. 

Having feen what was there I came down 
from the Hill. At the foot of it I went 
in to lee a Convent of Women Bonzes.: 

The good Women gave me Tea, and 
carry’d me to lee the Paged and their 
Mo nailer^. The Night following there 
- Was publick Rejoydng throughout the 
City With Lanthorns, and other fuper- 
ftitiotls Follies.

V if 
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Sunday 1 9th, there was a great Refort 
Cemelli. of Chinefe Chriftians to the Church of 
J697. 'the Spanijh Francifianr. Monday 20th, 
being counted a fortunate Day, a great 
f f many Couple were marry’d. As I Rood 
a mean before the Houle, I faw a Bride go by. 

Bride. Before her went fix Women, with as 

many Chinefe Boxes handfomly Gilt and 
Varnifh’d, in which they carry’d the 
Prefents cover’d. Then follow’d about 
20 Muficians with feveral Inftruments, 
and fcvcral Banners of painted Paper, 
upon long Staves. Then came the Bride 
in a clofe Chair, richly adorn’d with Silk 
curioufiy wrought, and after her four 
Relations that attended her. Ten Por- 
ters carry’d as many Chcfts with the 
Goods, the Bride being of mean Paren- 
tage. The Bridegroom waited at Home, 
with his Kindred, to receive her at his 
Door. 

A f!.ine- Wednefday 22d, I law a ftatcly Fune- 
ra1, ral. Firft went twelve Paper Banners, 
Statues, and other Things, hanging at 
long Poles ; then about twenty Muficians, 
and fix Boxes for burning of Sweets, 
and to carry Prefents to the Bonnes. 
Next follow'd feven great Umbrcllos 
with Curtains about them, and many 
Bonzes with their Copes, attending the 
Dead Body. The Procefiion was clos’d 
by about an hundred Chinefe s, with each 
a Cord in his Hand, of thofe they make 
of the Barks of Trees pounded, which 
burn gently. Among them were the 
ncareft Relations, clad in Sackcloth, with 
their Bodies bowing. 

The Tfun- Friday 24th, thinking it a proper Day 
lace" t0 hart of the Tfunto\ Palace, bc- 
‘ caulc of the Vifits made him by all the 
Mandarines of the City, and Country, 
as their Superior in civil and military 
Aflairs, he being Captain General and 
Vicar of the Provinces of Canton and 
Kiangft , I went thither betimes. The 
lirft Court was a Musket Shot and a half 
long, and proportionably in breadth, 
where there were abundance of Soldiers 
in Tents. From two long Poles fix’d 
up there, hung two fquare yellow Ban- 
ners, with Characters on them ; after 
the fame manner as they are in the Vice- 
roy’s Court. At the Entrance of the 
fecond Court there were fcvcral Officers, 
and apir-ag the reft forty in beautiful 
Silk Garments, on which fome bad a 
Bird, fome a Lion, fome a Tyger, or 
other Things embroider’d. 'Being in 
this fecond Court, which is half a Mus- 
ket Shcjc fquare, and going on to the 
third Door, 1 met the Guards, who 
would not permit me to go any further ; 


but from thence I look’d into the third 
and fourth Courts, as big as the fecond, 
at the end whereof was the Hall to give 
Audience, well enough adorn’d. Having 
ftay’d there an Hour, I faw the Fuyen, 
or Vice-roy, the Zanchyun , and other 
Mandarines take their Leaves \ the Tfun- 
to , who was an old Man, but of a comly 
Prefence, and clad after the Tartar Fa- 
fhion, waiting on them to the fourth 
Door with much Refpeft, and Civility ; t 
then I oblcrv’d they went to the third 
Gate upon a handfome Caufway that di- 
vides the Court, and there they reitera- 
ted their Complements. The Vice-roy’s 
Train was more numerous than the Zan - 
chyuns , for there went firft 16 Banners ; 
then as many Tablets, on which were 
written thp Charattcrs and Privileges of 
his Dignity y then Umbrcllos thirty Sol- 
diers a-Horfcback j above fifty inferior 
Officers, Executioners, and Hangmen, 
with Staves, Chains, and Wands in their 
Hands, after whom came he in a Chair 
carry’d by eight Men.

Whilft the Trade with 
Japan flourilh’d, the Citizens were able 
to Pave their Streets with Silver ; but 
that ceafing they were reduced to the 
Poverty they now labour under. Tho’ 
the Veffel was (mail. Captain Bafarti ve- 
ry generoufiy gave me my Pafijgc to 
Manila \ and therefore having no other 
Bufincfs at Macao , 1 took my Leave of 
my Friends, to return to Canton for my 
Equipage. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Author's Return to Canton another Way. 


H Aving hir’d a Chair for 850 Chiap- 
pas , 1 let forward upon Saturday 
10th, before Noon, pafs’d firft by Cafa- 
Blanca , or White Houle, a little Town, 
aud the Rcfidencc of a final! Mandarine , 
and at Night came to the Village of Ju- 
ma t having travell’d 18 Miles. I found 
a bad Lodging, and worfe Supper in the 
Inn, there being nothing to be had for 
Mony. Sunday nth, I fetoutwitha 
Chine fe that fell into my Company, and 
we travcll’d through Hills and Moun- 
tains. The Chair-men were fo weak 
that they often relied, which made me 
in Pity to them walk a great part of the 
Way. They were nothing like thofe of 
Nanganfuy who carry’d me up a lleep 
Hill, without ever fetting my Foot to 
the Ground. After Noon we came to 
Aonfin , having travell’d 18 Miles more. 
I prefently went aboard the Paflage Boat 
for a few Chiappas, fet Sail about Sun- 
fet, and fail’d all Night. Monday 12th, 
the fair Wind continuing we pals’d by 
Scutate. In this Channel, tho’ it be frelh 
Water, an infinite quantity of Oiiters is 
taken-, fo large, that the Flelh of fbme 
of them weigh a Pound \ but generally 
half a Pound ; but the Tafte is not fo 
Delicious as ours. The Chinefes ufe the 
Shells in Building, as if they were Stones \ 
aud the Pmugutfes work them fo thin 
that they ferve inltead of Glafs in their 
Windows./ Tntfday 1 jth, we arriv’d at 
Canton , and I return’d to my ufual A- 
bode at tne Spanijh Francijcans. Wednes- 
day 1 4th, I as 1 was going to the Painter 
wit was it work for me, 1 met a Pro- 
cdlion of FTauzjt-Bofnas going to a Fu- 
neral in tjieir Gopet adorn’d with Gold. 


Before them were carry’d feveral Um- 
brellos, Idols on Beers, Silk Banners, 
and others of painted Paper, Perfumes, 
and other Things. Thurfday 1 5th, 1 law 
the Fayen, or Vice-roy fet out with a 
noble Train of 200 great Boats finely 
gilt and painted, belonging to himfelf 
and the Mandarines that bore him Com- 
pany as far as Fafcian. He was going 
thither to provide for the Security of a 
third part of his Province, where lomc 
Mutiny or Invafion of Robbers was fear'd. 
The Emperor had order’d that for the 
better fecuring of the Province, itlhould 
be divided among three ; one Part to the 
Vice-roy another to the 77 r«, or Ge- 
neral of the Forces j and the third to 
the Tfunto ; and everyone of them to be 
accountable for what fliould happen with- 
in his Divifion. Fnday i 5 th, the little 
Mandarine of Tunlan (which fignifies of 
the Ealt Shore) let out by the Vice-roy’s 
Order, to compofe the Difference be- 
tween the People of that final! Town 
and the Spanijh Francifcans \ who having 
purchas'd the Ground to Build a little 
Church for the ufe of the Chriftians of 
the Place, had their Work obftrufted 
by thofe People, whofancy’d they fliould 
all Die if tne Church were Built*, be- 
caufe it would take away their Fnen-Scivy 
(that is, Wind and Water,) or good Lu&, 
as has been mention’d before. Being re- 
lolv’d to Depart, I took Leave of all 
the Fathers, add return’d Thanks to the 
Francifcans for having •Entertain’d me 
feveral Months in their Houle.

tt Aving provided all things for my 
CemelU. XjL Voyage, I put my Goods and 
1 697. black aboard the VelTel on Tuefday 20th, 
</W and went thither my fe If after Dinner. 
Tho* we were under Sail all the reft of 
that Day, and the following Night, yet 
we made but little way. Wednefday 21ft, 
wc pafs’d by the Town of Stiunte, and 
advanced coofiderably in the Night. 
Thurfday 22d, the Wind being contrary 
we made but little way. Friday 23d, 
the lame Pilot made fuch a Sacrifice, and 
with the lame Ceremonies as was men- 
tion’d before. He would not have us 
make Water over that fide of the Boat 
which was referv’d for , that Superfti- 
tion. Coming to Macho betimes, the 
Cuftbm-honfc Officers feirch’d the Chefts 
of Silks, and weigh’d as well thole that 
had Gold in them, as the Plain, wrought 
or unwrought, but they did not all Pay 
alike. TheDutyisinconfiderable, that 
is, one, or one and a half per. cent. The 
Prior ofS. Augttjfin lodg’d me. The fol- 
lowing days I fpent in vifiting the Captain 
of the Vcflel, I was to go in, and fome 
Churches, and among the reft, the College 
of S. Paitl t where there is part ot the 
Arm of S. Francis Xaveriuty from the 
Elbow to the Shoulder, the reft with the 
Hand being at Romty in the profefs’d 
Honfc of the Jefuits. Wednejday 28th, 
1 went up to lee the Fort on the North 
fide, but when I came thither, the Cap- 
tain that was upon Guard would not 
fuffer me to go in \ whereof making my 
Complaint to fome Portuguefe, they de- 


fir’d me not to look upon it, as pro- 
ceeding from Jealoufy, but Prudencp, 
this being done, that none might lee 
what a wretched condition the Guns 
were in, which befides that they were 
few were all difmounted, by reafon of 
the Poverty of the City. So that I can- 
not perceive upon what grounds F. John, 

Jofeph of S. Terefa lays, the City of 
Macao is vaftly Rich, and that upon the snft. of 
Coronation of King John the fourth, BrJ * ! lm P* 
it fent him a coniiderablc Prefent of ** ' * 
ready Mony, and 200 Pieces of Brals e 
Cannon. The good Father was lo fond 
of Cannon, that he would lay any thing 
for it. I never heat’d a more Extra- 
vagant Romance, than when he tells 
us, that when the Portugueje took Ma- 
laca from the Indiansy there were found 
in it 3000 pieces of Brafs Cannon \ where- 
as ’tis well known that number cannot be 
found in many confiderable ftrongholds in 
Europe put together ; and that Malaca is 
no other than a final! Village, made up 
of little Houles, with Mud Walls, or 
at belt of Timber, and cover’d with__ 
Palm-tree leaves, and the Caftle fo 
final], that it could not hold fo many 
Pieces of Cannon, tho’ they had been 
laid one upon another. Perhaps the 
200 Pieces Macao fent the King of Por- 
tugal were taken out of thefe 3000, 
which could never be found throughout 
all IndUy either of Brals, or Iron. 

The following days, I took leave of 
my Friends, and prepar’d for my Voy- 
age to Manila. 


CHAP. VIII. 

'he Wreck of a [mall Veffel, and the wonderful efcape, of fome of the Sailors 

belonging to it. 


S ~ At ur day 31ft, I took a Boat to go lee 
the Green llland, belonging to the 
Fathers of the Society, and not above a 
Mile diftant from the City. It is a Mile 
intcompa(s,and thp’ it be all a Solid Bar- 
ren Rock, »yst there is a convenient 
Houfe in it, for the Fathers to take their 
Recreation, and about k fome Fruit- 
trees of Lichas 1 Longanty and Fivasy 
as alfo fome few Plantans, and Anattat, 
In this llland I found a Brother, who told 
*me a ftrauge Story, which I had before 
bear’d from others, of a finall Veflelof 
the Coaft of Coromandely aboard which, 


he himfelf had been a Sailor. In the 
Year 1682, it fail’d from the City of 
Monday and Port of Cavitty with about 
60 Perfons aboard, Portuguefty Mooriy 
and Gentils. The Pilot being ignorant 
of two Banks, that lye off oppofite to 
the lllands of Calaminsy ruu'tfull upon 
one of them, where the Ship lfplit, and 
the Goods were loft. The moors and 
Gentils (attempting to get to * Neigh- 
bouring Wand, a Storm rilwg, Sunk 
them, and the Boat they went 11 n. The 
reft waiting till the Weat er grew 
Calm, made up a Cheft of Bdtrds, the 
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bell they could, and in it went over by 
Gemrlli. degrees at feveral times to the fflaiid, 
to' 97« which was not above two Miles off, but 
ur'W finding no Water in it, they remov’d 
to another, three Miles from it ; which 
they found as low as the other, very 
lnjall, and without Wood or Water, fb 
that for four Days they were forced to 
drink the Blood of Tortoifes. At length 
Neccflity iharpening their Wits, they 
dog Trenches in the IQand level with 
the Water and what came into them, 
tho’ blackilh they drank for want of bet- 
ter. In the mean while, Providence, 
which never forfakes any Body, fed 
them with Tortoifes ; for they coming 
to lay their Eggs, as they do for fix 
Months continually, they kill’d fuch a 
vaft quantity, as ferv'd to Maintain them. 
When the Sealbn of the Tortoifes was 
pall, there reforted to the Ifland a fort 
of great Sea Fowls, call’d by the Spani- 
ards , biit more efpccially by the Portu- 
guefes Paxaros- Echos , or PaJfaros~Tolos t 
that is, F 'olifn bi-ds, to build their 
Nefls •, and theft* being very Silly, as 
their Name derates, the Men kill’d e- 
nough to ierve - 'icrr, with Sticks ; and 
thus cightccq of them, that had got in- 
to the Klui.d fed fix Months in the Year 
upon Tortoifes, and the reft upon thole 
Birds, whereof they laid up Provifion 
drying them in the Sun. They had no 
Pots to Boil them, but Neceflity taught 
them to make lome of Clay, but fuch as 
would ferve only once. Their Cloaths 
being quite worn out in feven Years they 
led this painful Life, they flead the Birds, 
and Hitching the Skins together with 
Needles, and Thread, made of fmall 
Palm-tree Leaves, they made a ihift to 
cover their Nakednefs. In Winter they 
defended themfelvcs the beft they could 
iu Caves they dug with their Hands. 
During this time feveral Ships fail’d by, 
but, tho’ they made all poflible Signs 
with Fires to call them to their Relief, 
none ever would come to their Aftiftance, 
perhaps for fear of the Sands ; and thus 
their Hopes always ended in Grief. At 
length they refolved to Die, or put an 
end to their Miferies ; for the Birds be- 
ing frighted came not in fuch Numbers 
as they had done at firft \ and they were 
like Ghofts Jot want of Fire and good 
Food, andfoccaufe the Water was very 
bad. Thdy therefore made a fmall Boat, 
or rather A Cheft of Boards, caulking it 
with* the fcotton of _a Quilt the*y had, 
and infteadof Tar daubing it with Tor- 
toifes Grcfk. They made Ropes of cer- 
tain Sinuei in the Tortoifes, and Sails of 


the Skins of the Birds few’d together. 

In fine, they fet out without a fullieient 
provifion of Birds, and Water, repo* 
ling all their Confidence in God's Mercy, 
and at the end of eight Days, arriv’d in 
the Iftand of Hainan. Sixteen Sailers 
Landing, for two had dy’d in the little 
Ifland, the Chinefes fled, feeing them 
look like Ghofts, and fo ftrangely Clad ; 
but having given an Account of their 
Misfortunes, the Mandarine of the Iftand 
caus’d them to be recover’d and reftor’d 
to their Strength with good Provifions, 
and then furuilh’d them with all Necef- 
faries to return Home. The Fortuguefes 
coming to Macao , one of them fouud 
that his Wife, believing him to be Dead, 
had marry'd another Husband ; yet he 
took her again, and the other was forced 
to fee k auother, which perhaps was no 
great T rouble to him. 

Before I leave China, I am oblig’d, Faiflioud 
fince it comes here into my Mind, to of the Ac- 
acquaint the Reader ■, That the Chinefe «>unt of 
Women are much wrong’d in their Rc- jmbaflV 
putation by the Author of the Relation to mine. 
of the Dutch EmbalTy to Peking. In the 
firft place he certainly dreamtthat there 
were publick Whores iu China, and that 
they are carry’d about the Towns, on 
AfTcs by thofe that deal in them and 
that they cry. Who will take her to him , 
as other Things are cry’d about the 
Streets •, further adorning his Book with 
thfc Figure of fuch a Woman. To fpeak 
the Truth, I have not met with any fuch 
piece of Impudence in fb many King- 
doms and Empires, as I have feen, whe- 
ther they were Moors , or other barba- 
rous Nations ■, and as for China, having 
been in both the Courts of Peking and 
Nanking , and gone the fame way the 
Dutch Ambafiadors went, 1 never heard 
fb abominable a T raffick fpoke of, much 
lefs could I fee any thing like it j nay, 
they have not fb much as the Name of 
Whores, much lefs a T deration of them, 
to prevent the Debauching of Youth ; 
and if there ihould happen to be any 
fuch Women, they would be mofl fe- 
verely Punifh’d. So that F. Philip Gri- 
maldi , who was Interpreter to the Em- 
bafiy had realon to tell me that the Au- 
thor of that Relation has wric as raaify 
Lies as Words.

O great is theDignity andExcellen- 
cy of HumaneNature,and fo active 

thofe Sparks of Heavenly Fire it 

partakes of, that they ought to be look’d 
upon as very Mean, and Unworthy the 
Name of Men, who thro’ Pufilanimity, by 
them call’d Prudence, or through Sloath, 
which they ftile Moderation , or elfe 
through Avarice, to which they give the 
Name of Frugality, at any Rate with- 
draw thcmfelves from performing Great 
and Noble Actions. Many make it their 
bufinefs to extol the Glorious underta- 
kingsof others, both in VerfeandProfe ; 
and yet very few will attempt thofe 
things that may Purchafe them fuch 
Praifc. It is cafy to find many Poets and 
Orators, who make it their bufinels to 
Panegyrize Alexander, Cafar, Tbcmi flocles 
and ‘"Sop/o, who had not the Heart to 
imitate them in any one thing. Having 
from Youth, been an utter Enemy 
to this J/ice, and being tanght by cu- 
ftom ti endure the Fatigues of long 
Voyag®*, 1 : ciblv'd without any demur 
to* Sail t from Macao, to the Philippine 
JpMids\n the Spaniflj Veflel bound thi- 
ther wifc Silks, as has been mention’d in 


the laft Volume j in order to expofemy 
ielf afterwards, to the moll: dangerous 
Voyage that can poffibly be imagin’d, 
in which for feven Months, 1 was 
tofs’d by moll Boiftercfc-s and Frightful 
Storms. 

It was now the 7th or April 1696 , Extorii- 
when the Captain of the Ship W'lgrea- onsofeu 
dy to Sail, gave a Noble fare-well Veaft ft 0 ”* 
to his Friends, at which I was, and af- 
ter Dinner went aboard, thinking the nc 
Spanijh Merchants too dainty, who (laid 
alhore to enjoy their Beds one Night the 
more. Sunday 8th, the Xupu , or Cu- 
Itomers head Clerk came aboard with 0- 
ther Officers to fearch the Vellel, ac- 
cording to Cuftomj to fee whether 
there were any Chinefe Men or Women 
aboard. Tho’ they had been abundant- 
ly prefented by the Captain, yet ^ieir 
infatiable avarice, put new 1 Proj efts of 
Interell into their Head^ notv.ithftand- 
ing the agreement made the dajrbcfore. 

They faid they moft make a new r carch 
among the Silks, toffee whether there 
were any yellow, or that had Dragons 
wrought in it with live Claws, wiurrh 
arc the Emperor’s peculiar Device, or 
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CsJ^S) mark of Diftindion, and there being of 
Cemelli. both forts abroad, and both prohibited 
1597. to be exported, there was no Remedy 
but Compounding the matter for a Sum 
of pieces of Eight, whereupon they all 
went away about Noon, well fatisfy’d 
Being deliver’d from the troubleiome 
Cuftom-houfe Officers, after Dinner when 
the Tide ferv’d, we weigh’d Anchor, and 
fell down with it, the Wind not prov- 
ing very favourable. Coming up with 
the Fort of the Bar, we kept fo clofe 
under the Land, that the Veil'd run a 
Ground ; but one Savaletta a Bifcainer , 
who was an able Sailer, carrying out an 
Anchor, loon brought her off Having 
diluted the Fort with five, of fix Brafs 
Guns the Vefiel carry’d, we held on our 
way ; but at Midnight came to an An- 
chor among fome lilands 12 Leagues 
from Macao. That Night there came 
up a laovgia or Bark, with fome Bales 
or Silk for the Pilot. Whilft the Silks 
' were putting aboard, a Moor, and ano- 
ther Slave of Timor , hid themfelves a- 
board our Vefiel, in order to go away 
The Au- to M a „iia, but the Captain made them 
thor at f, c f oun( i out, and put aboard the Lorgia , 
notwithftading the Moor rather than be 
turn’d away, fay’d, he would become a 

Christian. 

Monday 9th, the Wind being contra- 
ry, we weigh’d Anchor late, and ad- 
vanced but two Leagues. Tuefday 10th, 
the Wind being fair, we hoifted Sail a- 
bout Noon, and held on our courfe, not 
only all Night, but Wednefday 1 xth, got 
out of the narrovy Channels, among the 
Iflands into thtyOpen Sea. About Sun- 
fet, we faildfjby the White Rock , which 
Is very ^»gerous. Thurfday 12, the 
Wiigpiiew fo frefli, that we made much 
•, and as before we fleer’d Eaft, to 
avoid the Flats which ftretch twelve 
Miles in length; from this time for- 
ward, we flood Eaft South Eaft, which 
is the direct Courfe for the lfland of 
Manila. Friday 1 3th, the Wind was fo 
full in our Teeth , that we could 
not gain Ground, and to add to it, on 
Saturday 14th, the Current carry’d us 
away to the Southward. Sunday 1 5 th, 

A Calm, the Wind abated, and Monday, Tuefday ,

eaft into the Sea, feudded about. Some 
laid the great one was a Female, and 
the final! ones her Young, whom flic 
had fwallow’d, that they might not be 
loft, and that they ufe to carry them 
under their Fins, for the fame reafoo. 

Others were of Opinion rhey had been 
hatch’d in her Belly out of Eggs, wjiich 
is more likely, if we confidcr there are 
fome forts of Fifh that breed in their 
Bellies, as is daily obforv’d in Ecels. 

The Calm held Holy Saturday and Ea- 
fier Sunday, which was kept, as well as 
fuch a fmall Vefiel would permit. Turf- 
day 24th, the Wind blew fair a while, 
but the Calm return’d , Wednefday 
A 5th. Thurfday 26th , after Noon 
the Wind came up again, and carry’d 
us fo far , that on Fi id*y 27th, we 
law the Land of Jllocos, in tiie lfland 
of Manila. Saturday 281 h, wc toaft- 
ed along with a fair Wind, fo that 
Sunday 29th, we difeovet'd Cafe Boll - 
nao, and the Land of Pangaji an, Me- 
tropolis of the Province. A '.o„day 
30th, continu’d coaftiug the lfland of 
Manila. 

Tuefday the ift of May, there being 
but little Wind, we drew rjofe under 
the Shore ; and Wednefday 2d, it was 
fo Calm, that we could not get by two- 
little Iflands, call'd Las dos Ermanas , or 
The two Sifters. Thurfday 3d, made as 
little way. Friday 4U1 , advanced no 
falter, and could fcarcc come up with 
Pla-ya-onda. In this place is a fmall 
Fort, with 20 Spaniards in it, lent thi- 
ther by the Governor of Manila as a 
Punifhmeut. The Dominican Fathers 
have a Miflion-houfe there, to Inflrud 
the Indians that are converted to the A s . )0Uti 
Faith. Saturday 5th, we law a Prodigy, 
upon the Sea, that is, a vaft quantity of 
Water drawn up into the Air , the 
Spaniards cal] it Manga, the Englijh a 
Spout. The former laid it was form’d 
in the Air like a Rain-bow ; but would 
not grant upon any Account, that the 
only difference between them, was that 
the Rain-bow, was compos’d of fmalier 
drops, and the Spout of greater. It 
was the foreruner of a mighty Storm, 
which rofe at Midnight, and lafted till 
next day at Noon, putting ns in Danger 
of being loft ; bat ceafing* then, ’ we 
weather’d Cape Capones , fo ca’ 4 ’d, bc- 
caufe of two little Rocks lyiAg ofF a _ 
little diftant from it. This Caye buts 
out far into the Sea, and is th£refo?e 
troublefome to weather. That / Night 
we Anchor’d oppofite to the Bauof Ma- 
riumau, becaufe it was not thwght fit 
Ggg » to 
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i to eater it in the Dark, by rcafon 

Gemel/i. 0 f t i 5C plats. Monday 7th, the Anchor 
1696. wa s weigh’d betimes, but little way 
made, for want of Wind, and wefcarce 
got to Cape Botan. At Sun-fet the 
Vfind blew hard, with Thunder, Light- 
ning, and Rain, driving us forward, not 
without Danger. Next we pafs’d by 
the Rocks call’d De Us Puercas y Puer- 
cjuitos , that is, the Sows and Pigs, being 
t wo great, and five little ones, at the 
Mouth of the Channel near the Ifland 
Maribeles , and another call’d la Monja , 
or the Nun . As we came up the Chan- 
nel, between the ifland Maribeles , and 
the Punt a del Diablo , or the Devil's point , 
the Houfe upon Mirabeles put up a Light, 
that we might not run aground in the 
dark Night. Perceiving that the Guard 
of the Ifland of Has, or Maribeles , had 
not difeern’d us, byreafonof theDark- 
nefs, we fet up a Light to give notice ; 
and then the Enlign who was upon 
juard, came in a fmall Boat to examine 
is, and know whence we came. He 
nme aboard, and having ftay’d an Hour, 
clling us how Affairs flood at Manila , 
vent his way. Sailing on all Night, 
in Tuefday* 8th of May, we found our 
blvcs direftly oppofite to the Caftle of 
7avite. Whilft we were drawing near- 
r to Manila, Colonel Andaya came a- 
board, to fee our Captain. He was fa- 
luted coming, and going, with fix Pc- 
dererocs. With him came feveral o- 
thers, among whom was D. Gabriel 
de Star is of Pampilona , who being a 
Profeflor of the Civil-law , as well 
as 1 , we foon contratted Friendfhip. 
They brought a good Refrefhment 
* of Chocolate, Grapes, Melons, and 
other Fruit of the Country, which 
we had need enough of, after our Fa- 
tigue. 

Being inform’d that F. Antonine Tutio 
of Medina , was Rettor of Manila , I 
TV-: went alhore that fame day to fee {him, 
• rLands and with his afliflance provide me a 
Lodging. He rejoye’d at my coming, 
for F. Turchotti , had lent him an Ac- 
count of it from China , perfwading him 
I was an Apoflolick Emiflary, fent to 
inquire into the differences between the 
Miflioncrs 4 and Vicars Apoflolick, of 
which Cminion many more were at Ma- 
nila. /iking F. ReSor what day of the 
Week $ id Month it was there, he told 
me tljjp at Manila , it was Monday the 
7th ot . May, whereas according to 
my Reckoning and Journal begun 
in Ew'dtb , from Eaft to Weft , and 
according to the reckoning of the Por- 
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titgufc , I took it to be Tuefday the 
8th of May, the Feaft of the Ap- 
parition of S. Michael. This furpriz’d Reafons 
me very much at firft, feeing 1 fhould for lofing 
have two Tuefday s in one Week, one at or gaming 
Sea, and the other at Manila \ but af- at 
terwards confidering that the Tables of " 
the Sun’s declination arc made for one 
fix’d, and determinate Meridian ; and 
that all the interval of time, the Sun 
fpends with the motion of the Primum - 
mobile, performing his Round, from his 
departure from one Meridian, till his 
return to the fame, is divided into 24 
fpaces, call’d Hours, my admiration 
ceas’d Two Veflels therefore departing 
from the fame Meridian upon the fame 
day, and the one Sailing Eaft, the other 
Weft, with the fame Tables of de- 
clination, when they have both run 
round the Wojld, and return to the 
place whence whey fet out, it will ap- 
pear that the Ship which fail’d Eaft, , 
will reckon a day more than in re- 
ality the Sun has made, according to 
the Tables of Declination •, for as the 
Ship gains Meridians Eaftward, fo 
the days it reckons are all lefs than 
twenty four Hours , and every fif- 
teen Degrees , it runs to the Eaft- 
ward , the Days will have loft an 
Hour, and fb Proportionably ninety 
Degrees will cut off fix Hours, and 
the Sun will fall fhort fb much of the 
Declination, fet down in the Tables 
for that day either increafing, or dimi- 
nifhing. So when the Veflll has made 
the whole round Eaftavard, running 
over the 360 Degrces^Vwhich anfwcr 
to a whole Day, the Sairey who comes 
into the Port, will take it to i^pnc day, 
according to his computation of-3?,wt 
days, but in reality, and according ti. ■ 
the Tables by which the Inhabitants of 
the Port, arc govern’d it will be a day 
fhort of his reckoning and therefore if 
on that day, the Declination incrcafcs, 
it is certain all that touft be deduced, 
that the faid Declination rifes in a day, 
and if the Declination falls fhort, fo 
much muft be added, to come up to 
the Declination of the Tables, which 
is true, and immutable. .The contrary 
happens to the Ship that ijSails Vtoft- 
ward ■, for the further k 'gb&fcJrom the 
Port, the diurnal Mopon of lie Sun, 
will be the more abovetfwenty foulbours 
and therefore the Saner will always 
reckon greater days/ that is, cver/^ 1 5 
Degrees he removes from the Meriden 
where he fet out, he will gainanHoiS. , 
and in 90 Degrees, fix hours more than 

the 
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the Tables let down; and laftly, having 
Gemelli. run round the World, will find one Day 
1 597. J els in his Journal than is in the Tables, 
and therefore will come to his Port, 
according to his Account a Day ihort of 
the Account of the Place. In this Cafe 
he mult add all that the Sun increafes in 
Declination from one Day to another, 
deducing what is wanting that Day; all 
that has been laid will be the plainer by 
the following Example. 

Two VelTels fail'd from the Port of 
Lisbon on the ill of May 1630, the one 
£a(t, the other Welt, and having both 
fail’d round the World, return’d toge- 
ther to the lame Port of Lisbon on the 
ill of May 1631, being the Third after 
Leap Year. On that Day according to 
the Tables, the Suns Declination was 
1 5 Degrees, and 6 Minutes, and its ln- 
create from one Day to. another is 18 
Minutes ; that Day at iAabon hapned to 
be Tbnrfday ; but he that had fail’d Ealt- 
ward having made the Days lefs, it fol- 
low'd of ncceflity, that at the end of his 
Voyage he had a whole one over ; and 
found by his reckoning that he was come 
to Lisbon upon Friday the 2d of May, 
and therefore faid the Sun’s Declination 
was 1 5 Degrees, and 24 Minutes, which 
was not true, becaute according to the 
Tables he came to the Port on the ill 
of May, when the Sun’s Declination was 
but 1 5 Degrees, and 6 Minutes. There- 
fore deducing the 18 Minutes the Sun 
at that time advances in a Day, there 
remains the true Declination of the firll 
of May 1631. But he that fail’d Welt, 
and conlequemdy had longer Days, of 
neceflity at tjre end of bis Voyage found 
a Day Ihm, fo that according to his 
Accovat he thought he had come to Us- 
f tf*on Wedntfday before the ill Day of 
J May , and therefore found the Declina- 
tion on his Tables to be 14 Degrees, and 
48 Minutes, but law he was deceiv’d, 
finding at the Port it was the ill of May , 
and the Sun’s Declination 15 Degrees, 
and 6 Minutes. Therefore adding 18 
Minutes to 14 Degrees, and 48 Minutes, 
it produces 1 5 Degrees, and 6 Minutes, 
the Sun’s true Declination on the ill of 
May. Thus the two Ships we fpeak of, 
acpording»to their Reckoning, differ’d 
from ojpfteother two Days, becaufe 
that umich faird Eafl, thought he came 
to ne Port obi Lisbon oh Friday the 2d 
(yol IV. 


of May, and the other believ’d he came 
on Wcdnefday the lall of jip*il ; but ac- 
cording to the true Account both Vef- 
fels arriv’d on the ill of May. If it 
were polfible to make a Watch fo true, 
as that it Ihould never Err ; a Sailor dej 
parting from Naples with it going, ani 
Sailing round the World, would at his 
Return to Naples find the lame Day 
without any Millake. So fetting out of 
Naples at fix of the Clock, and Sailing 
90 Degrees in fix Hours, as the Sun runs 
(were this polfible to be done) when he 
would believe it to be twelve in the 
Meridian he came to, as it was where he 
left, he would to his Allonilhment find 
it was llill fix of the Clock. 

Having therefore found what I fay to 
be true by Experience, 1 (hall hereafter 
proceed in my Journal according to the 
Computation of Manila , finking a Day 
1 had over according to the Computation 
of the Ealt, and Macao , and inltead of 
Taefday the 8th, 1 will call it Monday 
the 7th. Tuefday the 8th, 1 return’d to 
the Vefiel for my Baggage, and din’d 
there with D. Dominick de Seila the Fa- 
dor, who (laid there to take Care of it, 
till it was Search’d. Three Hours be- 
fore Sun-let, Captain Bafarte tent Word 
every one might carry off 1 his Equi- 
page, becaufe the King’s Duties were 
fix’d at 3000 pieces of Eight, which was 
a final! matter for the value of 200000 
pieces of Eight, the Chinefes paying Six 
per Cent. 1 landed with my Equipage 
near St. Domimck'% Gate, where l found 
an Adjutant fent by the Governor, who 
told me he expe&ed me at his Palace. 

I went thither immediately, and was 
courteoufly receiv’d and treated with_ 
Sweetmeats and Chocolate. He watT a ~ 
Gentleman as Honourable as Curious, 
and therefore kept me with him four 
Hours, enquiring concerning the Cu- 
lloms of thole Kingdoms and Nations 1 
had travell'd through; fo that his Coach 
and fix Horles being ready to carry him 
out to take the Air, he caus’d the Hor- 
l&s to be taken out to latisfy bis Curio- 
fity. When 1 took my Leave he civilly 
otter’d me any thing I Ihould Hand in 
Need of. I fent my Goods to an Apart- 
ment in the College, whither the Redor 
came to Honour me, as ho had done the 
Night before.

The lhape of it is Irregular, 
being narrow at both Ends, and wide in 
the Middle. It has fix Gates, call’d De 
lot jilmazxnes , or of the Magazines j 
Santo Domingo, or St. Dominick ; Parian \ 
Strength. R ,terta Real, or the Royal Gate ; St. Lh- 
° * da j and the Pofiigo , or the PoJtcrn. 
The Wall on the" fide next Cavite is 
ftrengtheq'd with five little Towers, 
with Iron Guns -, but on the Angle next 
‘the Land is a noble Bulwark, call’d la 
Fundizion , or theFoundery ; and beyond 
it another not Inferior to it, betwixt 
which two is Puerta Real , or the Royal 
Gate, which is alio well furnilh’d with 
Brals Guns, and good Outworks. Fur- 
ther on is the Gate of Parian , io call’d 
becaufc it looks to the Village of that 
Name, over which there is very good 
Brals Artillery. Going along Hill by 
the River fide, the next is St. Dominick's 
T ower, as being near the Monaflery of 
the Dominicans , and fo going on the Cir- 
cumference of the City ends at the Ca- 
Hie, which Terminates the length of the 
City. Thus on the South it is walh’d 
by the Sea, and on the North and EaH by 
the River, over which there are Draw- 
bridges to enter at the Royal Gate, and 
thafof Parian. 

Buildings. The Palaces of Manila , tho’ they be 
all of Timber above the firH Floor, yet 
are beautiful to behold for their hand- 
fomc Galleries. The Streets are broad, 
but the frequent Earthquakes had fpoil’d 
their Unabrmity *, fevcral Houles and 
«?alaces Jeing overthrown, and little 
hope q 7 Re-building them ; and this is 
thc*Re|^)n why the Inhabitants' Live in 
Woods iHoufes. Manila contains about 
3000 SlTs, but thele of fuch different 
Mixtuj^jTas to Qualities, and Colour, 


that they are diftinguilh'd by fevcral 
Hrange Names. This has hapned by the 
Conjunction of Spaniards , Indians , Chi- Inhabi- 
nefes, Malabar es , Blacks , and others In- tanti * 
habiting that City, and lflands depend- 
ing on it ; as is alio fallen out in the 
Portugucfe ConqueHs in the EaH Indies , 
and the Kingdoms of Peru and Mexico 
in the Wefl Indies. They call him Criollo, 
whofc Father is a Spaniard , and Mother 
aW eft Indian, or the contrary , Mtjlizjo 
is the Son of a Spaniard, and an EaH In- 
dian \ Cafiisjo, or Tirr.tr on of a Mtjlizo 
Man and Wom?n , Quart a. of a Black 

Man and Spanijh Woman Mulato of a 
Black Woman and White Man ; Grifo of 
a Black Women, and Mulato , Sambo of 
a Mulata Worn an, and Indian and 
Cabra of an Indian Woman, and Sambo , 
and lo other ridiculous Names. 

The Women of Quality in Manila go Habit, 
in the Spanijh Habit , the common Sort 
have no need of Tailors, for a piece of 
Indian Stuff call’d Saras, wrapp’d about 
their Middle, and hanging down, ferves 
for a Petticoat , and another they call 
Chinina from the WaHe upwards, for a 
Waffcoat. The Legs and Feet Hand in 
need of no Hofe and Shooes by rcalon 
of the Heat. The Spaniards are Clad 
after the Spanijh Falhion, only on their 
Feet they wear Wooden Clogs, becaufe 
of the Rains. The Indians arc forbid 
wearing Stockins, and they muH of 
needfity go bare LeggV. Thofe that 
Live well have always a SBcvant to carry 
an llmbrello to lave them friyij the Sun. 

The Women have fine Chairs,-**! Ha- 
macks, being Nets hanging by a loi^f 
Pole carry’d by two Men, in which they 
arc carry’d at their Eafe. 

Tho’ Manila be fmall, if we look up- Suburbs, 
on the Circumference of its Walls, and 
the Number of Inhabitants, yet it will 
appear large if we include its Suburbs •, 
for within a Musket Shot of the Gate of 
Parian, is the Habitation of the Chine/e r 
Merchants call’d Sangley , who in leveral Quarter. 
Streets have rich Shops of Silk, Purcel- 
lane, and other Commodities^ Here gre 
found all Arts and Trad??* Mothat all 
the Citizens are worthy runs through 
their Hands, 'through che Fault of the 
Spaniards and Indians, jmo apply tlr,;m- 
fclves to nothing.

This Order 
is very little obferv’d, for there always 
remain behind hid many of thofe that 
come every Year in 40, or 50 Chiam- 
p am loaded with Commodities ; the Pro- 
fit being very great at Manila which 
they oould not find in China, , by reafon 
of the final] Price Manufactures bear. 
The Merchants or Sangleys of Ptrian are 
govern’d by an Alcade, to whom they 
allow a good Salary, as they do to the 
Solicitor their Proteftor, to his Stew- 
ard, and other Officers, .belides all the 
Duties and Taxes to th# King. They 
pay his Majefty 10000 pieces of Eight 
a /car for the Privilege of Playing at 
ty&ctua, at their new Year, and yet this 
Permiffion is but for a few Days, that 
they may not throw away other Men’s 
Moneys. Metua is the Game of Even 
or Odd, at which they Play laying down 
fmall heaps of Mony to be Won or Loft 
by gneffing Right. They that ufe this 
Sport are fo Expert, that they know 
the Number by the Dimenlions of the 
Heap, and lometimes they Iharply with- 
draw a Piece to make their Number fall 
Right. The Spaniards keep thefe Chi- 
neses very much under, not fuffering 
them to be in Chriftian Houfes at Night, 
and obliging ttAn to be without Light 
in their Houfei and Shops, to break them 
of the abominable Vice that Nation is 

inclin’fNo.

the Spaniards. In the (pace between 
thelc Hamlets on both fidesof the Ri- 
ver, as far as the Lake of Bahi , thefe 
are Gardens , Farms and Country 
Houfes, pleafant enough to behold, fo 
that looking on it altogether, it is muci 
like the large fcattering Villages of SiarA.

no communication w ith the "Northern 
Sea, fo as to make California an llhnd. 

Thurfday 10th, 1 went to the M0113- St. Clare. 
ftery of S. Clare. The Churgh is little 
but has three confiderable Altars. In 
the Monaftcry are 40 Nuns of the Or* 
der of S. Francis , who live upon Alms 
given them by the King and many pri- 
vate Perions, being fuch ftrift Obfer- 
vers of their Rules that they receive 
no Portions nor Servants. Thefe good 
Religious Women came firft out of 
New Spain in 1621. Next I law the 
Royal Chappie feated before the Caftle, Chappie 
apart from the Govcrnour’s Palace. It is Royal * 
well adorn’d with Images, and the higj^- 
Altar is all gilt, as are the two fide ones, 
and that in the Wall on the right Hand. 

At the end of the Chappie there are two 
Quires, one over another, both well 
wrought. Eight Chaplains ftrve it with 
an Allowance of 15 Pieces of Eight 
per Month, and 50 to the Chaplain Ma- 
jor, all |baid out of the King’s Revenue, 
and theft may be chang’d at the Gover- 
nor's Plea Aire. They are oblig’d to bu- 
ry the Souldiers, and have a fetled Al- 
lowance for Mafles for their Souls. Up- 
on great Days the Governor is on the 
right or Gofpel fide of the Altar, with 
a Chair on a Floor lifted up a Siep, and 
the Oydores or Judges of the Kiugis Court « 
on the left, next to whom are eta Al- 
cades of the City. If • 

Friday 11th, 1 went to the Chprch of orphans 
the A&jmcordia, dedicated to SkEliza- Hofpitai. 
beth, in which Monaftery thejwphan

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Daughters of Spaniards and AicJHtos are 
receiv’d, and if they Marry have a Por- 
tion of 300 and fometitnes 400 Pieces of 
Eight given them. If they will be Nuns 
they have alfo an Allowance for it, they 
arc 40, or 50 at molt. The Church 
typ a fine high Altar, and two fide ones. 

Saturday 1 2th, I was in the Monaste- 
ry f of the Fathers of the Order of S. 
Auguflin, which is very large and has fpa- 
cious Dormitories vaulted. The Church 
is alio vaulted, but low- There are in 
it 15 Altars well gilt, and fome of them 
with Antependiums of bcattin Silver. 
The Sacrifty is rich and handlome. On 
the outfidethe Church has a good Front, 
but molt of the Structure is Wood, be- 
caufe of the continual Earthquakes, lo 
that it was eafily Burnt in 1582. There 
are in the Monaftery about 30 Relgious 
Men. 

Sunday 1 3th, I faw the Caltle of S. 
James, feated as was faid before, at the 
Welt end of the City, Ihut in on one 
fide by the Sea, and on the other by the 
River. The Ditch that parts it from the 
City is very deep and fill’d with the 
Flood, there is a Drawbridge over it. 
At the two Ends of the Ditch there are 
two good 'Bulwarks, one clofe to the 
River, the other not far from the Sea, 
both furnilh’d with good Cannon. The 
other Point of the Triangle Weft ward 
near the Sea , is defended by a great 
Tower, which Guards the Mouth of the 
River, and the Port (which is only fit 
for fmall Veflels) with two fmall Batte- 
ries level with the Water. After palling 
two Gates is the Corps de Garde, and 
then a large Place of Arms; oppofite 
to which is the fecond Corps de Garde, 
the Governor of the Call le’s Houle, and 
another Place of Arms. 

The College of the Fathers of the 
Society is very large, and adorn’d with 
high and long Vaults and fpacious Dor- 
mitories, but all above the Ground- 
Floor is Wood for fear of the Earth- 

S makes. For the lame realon it is all 
u ported by high Pillars, that the 
weight may not lye upon the Wall 
which would not be able to withftand 


fuch fhaking , which fame thing is us’d 
in all the Houfes in the Illands. In the 
middle is a* (lately Cloiltcr, and the 
Church, yrhich is one of the bell in the 
City. The high Altar is made like a 
bcmicime, all well adorn’d with Pillars, 
anti dafcate Carving richly gilfc, which 
Ihines &e more by reafon of the near- 
nefiLtuhe Cupula. Six other Altars 
wwFgWanfwer the high Altar. The 


Front over the great Gate is of Carv'd 
Stone very lightly. This College is of 
the Invocation of S. Ignatius, and was 
founded upon the Arrival of the firlt 
Bilhop of Manila in 1381, by F. Antony 
Stdtno-y- Alonfo. Joining to the lame is 
the Goilege of S. Jofepb, where at this 
time there are 40 Collegians fludying 
Humanity, Philolophy and Divinity ; 
for all Degrees are given in it. It has 
particular Revenues befides the King's 
Allowance; and fome Collegians pay 
1 50 Pieces of Eight a Year. They are 
Clad in Purple with red Cloth Gowns. 

The Graduats by way of diflindion 
from the Humanilts, wear a thing like 
a Collar of the fame Cloth. 

Monday 14th, 1 went to fee the Ca- C athed ral 
tbedral, which is large but not well 
adorn'd within, the Walls being black, 
and the Altars in no good order. It has 
in all 12 Chaipels and Altars befides 
the high Altan The Roof is fiippor- 
ted by 12 Pillars, 6 on a fide. The 
Quire is near the great Gate and there 
fits the Archbilhop, whole Revenue is 
6000 Pieces a Year, with 12 Cannons 
who have 4 or 500 each out of the King’s 
Revenue, becaufe there are no Tithes. 

F. Francis-Dominick-de-Salazar came in 
1581, to be the firll Bilhop of Manila , 
and the firlt Archbilhop in 1 598. was 
F. Ignat ius-de-Santi-B annex. of the Order 
of S. Francis. 

Tuefday 1 5th, 1 faw the Church of Barefoot

A deep 
Lake. 


Aving a particular Curiolicy to lee 
the Lake of Bahi , I fet out to- 
wards it a Horleback on Saturday the 
ad betimes. After riding fix Miles, I 
pafs’d through Paragnach , a Parilh be- 
longing to the Fathers of the Order of 
St. Augu/Hn, where there being a Bridge 
of Canes over the River, the Horfes 
W£re fain to be Swum^ver, which was 
‘^ipcated a Leagd&*further in palling an- 
other Canal where there was another 
Bridge of Canes. What with thele De- 
lays, and the Guides not knowing the 
Way well. Night overtook me near a 
Farm of St. Peter, belonging to the Fa- 
thers of the Society, where 1 was forced 
to Lie. The Father who refided there 
made as much of me, as the Country and 
fraallnefs of the Place would permit. 

Sunday 3d, 1 proceeded on my Jour- 
ney, but the Ignorant Indian having car- 
ry’d me again, as he did the Day before 
into plow’d Lands and Woods, where 
he knew not h«w to get into the Road 
again, 1 was (Oblig’d to put into PUgnan, 
a Farm bel^ging to the Dominicans. I 
licar’dj&rfs, and then to be rid of the 
FyU’f of my Guide took a fmall Boat the 
iDefl: I could get. Leaving the Horfes 
with a Dominican Father, I went up the 
River to the Lake, where I was well 
wet with the Water the Wind threw 
into the Boat. Not being able to croft 
a fmall Bay, to go to Bagnos , or the 
Baths as I defign’d, I took a bigger Boat 
that hapned accidentally to come in my 
Way. About Sun* fet it carry’d me to 
Bagnos , or the Baths, a Parilh of the Re- 
colas, where 1 was Courteoufly receiv’d. 

Ulonday htb, the Indian told me the 
Boat wjKfgonPjk becaufe the Water-men 
came/t hither with an ill. Will j and I 
havi/g a mind /to go to another little 
LaMe, took anoiJfcr Boat to carry me to 
it/ This Lake is fmall in Compafs, but 
sry deep, and in the middle of it they 
ind no Bottom.

the great one, which may proceed from 
the Minerals under it. In it there is a 
fort of uniavory bony Filhcs. About it 
in the Day time there is an infinite num- 
ber of large Bats, hanging on the Trees, strange 
one by another in Ropes. But towards BaCS * 
Night they fly away in Swarms to the 
Woods a great diRance oft' to get their 
Food, and fometimes they fly fo thick 
together, that they darken the Air with 
their flclhy Wings, fome of them fix 
Spans long, which I was an Eye witneft 
to whilR 1 Raid at the aforefaid Bagnos , 
or the Baths. They know how to chufo 
in the thick Woods fuch T*ees, whole 
Fruit ripens at certain Seafons, which 
they devour all the Night, making'Iuch 
a Noife that it is heard two Miles off 
About break of Day they return to their 
Quarters. The Indians feeing the beR 
Fruit God has provided for their SuRc- 
nance, efpecially the Goyavas , and Pears, 
deRroy’d by thefe fturvy Birds, kill all 
they can of them \ and revenging them- 
folves thus at once lave their Fruit, and 
provide thcmfclves Meat, eating the 
Bats. They fay their Flelh taRcs lijcy- 
Rabbit, and indeed when they have flead 
them, and cut oft* their Heads, they are 
not at all unlike them. They take as 
many as they plcafe without any great 
Trouble, for they bring down a great 
many with an Arrow. Tuefday 5 th, 1 
went to fee the Water of the Baths ; 
whereof there is at the MonaRery a great 
Rivulet, which runs into two neighowTr- 
ing Baths. It is fb violent Hot that there Hotwa- 
is no enduring a Hand in it *, but if a ters. 
Hen is put in it Scalds off the Feathers, 
and the very Flelh from the Bones. And 
not only a Hen, but if a Crtxxjflil Ihould 
happen to go into it, the Water would 
kill it, ana feald the Scales off Th*» 

Smoke which riles from the Spring, is 
no lefs than that of a flaming Furu&ce.

Room, chat ic cannot be endur’d a quar- 
ter of an Hour j for my part I was no 
l'obner in, but I leap’d out again. A 
fortuguefe had the care of Building thefe 
fiatlis with the Alms of charitable Per- 
fons 5 afterwards by the King’s Order 
artHofpical was Built there, but the care 
of ihe Sick in proccfs of Time has been 
laid alide \ and the Fathers refiding there 
take care of Souls, aud not of Bodies. 
It is to be obfcrv’d, That the Water 
tho’ Mineral, is as clear and well tatted 
as any other Water, and being cool’d 
is Excellent to Drink. I drank it all the 
while I was there Entertain’d by the Fa- 
thers, who ufe no other. 

Wednefday < 5 th, I went half a League 
from the Monaftcry to fee a little River, 
which runs from the Mountain, and 
whofc Water is exceffive cold, and very 
wholcfomc. Yet its Channel is upon Mi- 
nerals, for digging a little in the Sand 
there riles a very hot Water. 

As for the great Lake of Bahi, it is 
very long but narrow. Round about it, 
being 90 Miles in Compafs, there are 
feveral Monaiteries of Francifcans y Au- 
gnflinians , and Jefnits y bccaufe the Place 
is well Peopled, and Till’d by the Indi- 
ans^. It abounds in Fi(h at all times. 
Tfiere are alfo in it Crocodils, and 


Sword Fifties, but not like ours. Thefe 
two Fight together furioully, bccaufe 
the Crocodil thinking himfelf abfolnte 
Lord of the Lakes, cannot endure any 
other Filh of Prey Ihould be in them. 
For the molt part the Sword Filh gets 
the better, for he perceiving his Enemy 
arm’d with Scales which bear off the 
Stroke of his (harp Sword, dives under 
Water, and (trikes the Crocodil in the 
Belly, where he has no Scales, and lo 
kills him. I was (how’d a Sword fix 
Spans long with Teeth on the fidcs, as 
(harp as Nails, or rather like a Saw, that 
pierces and ents at once. The many 
Crocodils of this Lake do much Mifchief, 
for there is never a Year but they de- 
vour many People, and kill Horfes, and 
Cattle that Graze about, or Drink at the 
Lake. The Indium revenge themfelves 
laying Snares for them with pieces of 
Meat, or Dogs, for the Crocodils are 
fuch lovers of Dog’s plelh, that they 
will leave a Man for it. Thurfday 7tirr 
I return’d by Water to Vignan y where I 
found my Horfes had broke their Halters, 
and were run away, which made me 
Ray till others were taken in the Farm, 
which carry’d me to Manila of Saturday 
the 9th.

Arch-bi- ^ O’ the Philippine Iflands are very 

(hop, and JL remote from Europe , and from his 
Bilhops. Catholick Majelty’s Court, to whom they 
'Src Subject, yet they are excellently Go- 
vern’d. For Spirituals, there is an Arch- 
bilhop at Manila chofen by the King, 
who decides all Matters not only within 
his own Diocefi, but all Appeals from 
his Suffragan Bilhops. If the Metropo- 
litans Sentence does not agree with the 
firft, there lies an Appeal to the neigh- 
boring Bilhop of Camerines the Pope’s 
Delegate. The King, as has been faid, 
allows the Arch-bilhop 6000 pieces of 
Eight a Year-, and the Bilhops of Sibu , 
Camerines , and Cagayan 5000. Befides 
thefe there ^elides at Manila a Titular 
Bilhop, or Coadjutor, by the Spaniards 
call’d Obifpo de anillo , or Ring Bilhop, 
^vho fudcceds in the firlt vacant Church, 
that there may be no Inteimifliqn in the 
Cure of Souls dming fix Years before a 
new Prclite can come. As for the In- 
qnifition/ there is a Commiflary appoint- 
ed by th« Court at Mexico.

For the Temporal Government there Governor, 
is a Governor with the ^itlc of Cap- and Court, 
tain General, and Prefident <^f the Royal 
Court, whofe Authority lafts eighty earsj 
and four Oydorcs y or Judges, and a'3©J- 
licitor, but thefe are for Life. When ~ 
this Court was created in 1 584, it con- 
fided of two Oydorcty or Judges, and a 
Solicitor ; and the Prefident was Dodtor 
Santiago de V vra. Sometime after a third 
Judge was added. Experience afterwards 
ftiowing, that there was no need of fnch 
a Court, it was fupprels’d by Order of 
the King and Council, and indcad of it 
a Body of 4000 Men rais’d, which was 
perform’d in 1 590.

Tho' a fmall Matter 
would fufiice to maintain an Oydere , or 
Judge, becaule Provifions are cheap, as 
are Stuffs for Apparel, and all other Ne- 
ccflaries for Decency y a Saddle Horlc 
being fold for ten pieces of Eight, and 
enough to keep him a Month for two ; 
yet they have a plentiful Allowance, 
each of them being paid every four 
Alouths 1 1 00 pieces of Eight. The Sol- 
licitor has over and above 6 00 pieces of 
Eight a Year from the Sangley, or Chi- 
ne/e Merchants, as their Protedlor, and 
200 more as Sollicitor for the Cruzade.

It is very remark 
able that the Governor fills up all the 
vacant Canonries in the Catiicd.u!, Aid 
then acquaints the King to have them 
confirm’d, as he does by the Encomien- 
das above-mentioned. When any Parilh 
of Iccular Priefls is vacant, the Affi'm- 
bly is held before the Archbifhop, who 
names three of the ablefl for the Gover- 
nor to choofe one. The fame is pra- 
dtis’d in the Vacancies of Canonries and 
royal Chaplains. The Parifhes belong- 
ing to Religious Men, are fupply’d by 
the Provincial of the Order, in a Pro- 
vincial Chapter. Thefe need no confir- 
mation, and they may hear the Confef- 
lions of the Indians , but not of the Spa- 
niards in their Parilh, without the Or- 
dinaries Approbation. If the fecular 
Curates commit fueh a Fault, as deferves 
they fhould be expell’d their Benefice, 
it is done with the Advice of the Diocc- 
fan and Governor. The Governor of 
Manila has alio the Nomination of the 
Commander of the Galeon , that fails 
every Year to New Spain , a Poll worth 
above 50000 Crowns a Year. He ap- 
points two Majors for Manila and Cavite , 
and feveral Captains and Officers, that 
are not Commiffion’d at Madrid. He 
gives the Indians Commiffions as Collo- 
nels , Majors and Captains , without 
much difficulty y they paying the King 
half a Years value of the Place. To ho- 
nour the Governor a Company mounts .

Romblon , Sibngan. , Masbatc, Ticao, Caput , 
and Catonduanes, without the Strcight. 

It is no eafy Matter to give a diftinct Other 
Relation of all other fraall ones, partly fmaii 
Inhabited, and partly Defcrt, but all l0ands - 
known by the Indians that go to gather 
their Produdt j I can only fay in general 
that oppolite to the Ifland of Manila on 
tlie North fide, between two Capes call’d 
Boxeador and del Engano, at 24. Miles 
diftance, are the Iflands de los Babuyanes, 
the firft inhabited by Chriftian Indians , 
who pay a Tribute ; the other by Sava- 
ges near the Lequios, and Ifland of For- 
mofa on the Weft. Near Paraguay op- 
polite to Manila , there are three Iflands 
call’d Calamianesy and then eight or nine 
more, all inhabited. Then* turning to 
the Southward, ninety Miles from Cala- 
mianes, oppolite to Caldera , and Point 
of Mindanao, are Taguima , Xolo, with 
other fmall ones about them. 

The Iflands of Cuyo lie between Cala- 
mianes and Panay, in the Province of 
Otton and Maras. The Ifland of Fuegot, 
or Fires, is near that of Negros, or 
Blacks. There is alfo Bant ay an not far 
from Zebu j Pangla, near Bohol ; P ana- 
mao, Maripipi , Camiguin , Siargao , and 
Pannon, which lie between Mindanao and 
Leyte, and many others whole fix’d Num- 
ber it is hard to know. This lhews 
their Miftake, who lay the Philippine 
Iflands arc forty, for if they mean the 
great ones, they are not fo many j and' 
of all forts there are many more. 

All thefe Iflands are in the Torrid 
Zone, between the Equinoftial and Tro- 
pick of Cancer, for the extreme FBffits 
of Latitude in this Archipelago are Sar- 
rangan, or Cape St. Augufiin, the Point 
of Mindanao in five Degrees and a half 3. 
Babuyanes, and Cape de Engano, the ut- 
moft Points of Manila itf twenty De- 
grees j Embocadero de St. Bernardo in 
thirteen Degrees j and the middle of 
the Bland and City of Manila in four- 
teen Degrees and a few Minutes. Their 
Longitude according to the belt Maps, 
and Carts is 155 Degrees ; tho’ accord- 
ing to M.taeUan's Account it be 161, and 

this 



(\j\yy this becaufe aH Men do not reckon from 
Cemcl the Time Point. Now whereas Ftolomey 
\6g~’. Iplaces his Illands ManioU in 142 De- 
✓VNJ l grecs, it plainly appears, that conlider- 
yig the different Accounts, and Rules 
of caking Longitudes, the ManioU are 
rfot the lame, as the Manilos , either as 
to •Otuation or Number, and that they 
are much out of the way, who will have 
Manila to be built \6o Years, after the 
Birth of Chrift, when Ftolomey flou- 
rilh’d ■, without being able to deduce a- 
ny Conjecture, from the Antiquity of 
its Structures, becaufe thofe Nations 
ufe no other Materials, but Wood and 
Cane , and their Buildings arc very 
Weak. 

i , w e - There arc fundry Opinions concern- 
ft uves a- ing the Original of thefe Iflands. Some 
boat the fay they were Created with the World, 
Illands. when the Author of Nature difeover’d 
the Land, and divided it from the Wa- 
ters. Others that they remain’d after 
the Flood. Others affirm they were 
made by particular inundations of Pro- 
vinces, Tcmpefts, Earthquakes, natu- 
ral Fires, and other accidents, which 
ufe to cjufe Alterations both at Sea and 
Land as fome fay, happened to Sicily, 
vvjjich they conceit was formerly conti- 
guous to the Continent of Italy * the 
Illand of Cyprus to Syria, and others. 
Laftly, others by the heaping of Mat- 
ter, and the natural Alterations of thefe 
two Elements •, particularly occafion’d 
by Rivers, which carry the Earth from 
one place, and fettle it in another, or 
elfe by the ufual walhing of Rivers, 
which the Sea with the motion of its 
Waves, by degrees, heaps in one place 
or other, (6 that in Proccls of time, they 
come to be Iflands. All this may be 
laid of all the Iflands in the World, as 
well as thofe j but the Philippines may 
, be rais’d particularly by the laft means 
‘ fpokc of, becaufe in fever al parts of 
them, thereare burning Mountains, and 
on the tops of others Springs of hot 
Neater. The Earthquakes are frequent 
ana terrible at certain times j infomuch 
that they llarce leave any Structure 
Handing, as Manila can fulliciently te- 
ftify. The Winds call’d by the Indi- 
ans Baguyos , by the Spaniards Tifones , 
and by ijs tluracans , are here lo vio- 
lent, thatbefides the Wrecks they caufe 
«ut Sea, • they Root up mighty Trees, 
and drive before them, vail quantities 
of Water, which drown Countries a 
great way up the Land. Among the 
iflands there is a Shoal Water, and ma- 
ny Flats, -vlpecially near the Continent \ 


infomuch that in many places there is 
no Sailing, and the Ships arc forced to 
feek out Channels, which Providence has 
lefe to keep up a Communication from 
one Country to another. Thefe may 
be Grounds to Conjecture, that if any of 
thefe Iflands were at the Creation join’d 
to the Continent, feveral accidents, and 
efpecially the Flood might have divided 
them into lo ’many diftinft Parts, ma- 
king of one great one, an Archipelago 
of little Iflands. 

It is not my bufinefs here to Argue, Thcir Tn . 
whether Thar fit , the Son of Javan with habitants, 
his Brothers, was the firft that inhabit- 
ed thefe Parts \ blit when the Spaniards 
firlt came to Manila , they there found 
three lorts of People. On the Sea Coalls 
there liv’d and rul’d Malay Moors , come, 
as they faid, from Borneo , and the Con- 
tinent of Malaca ; where a Strcight 
call’d Malay , has given its Name' to all 
the Malayes dVlpers’d thronghoufcvfhe 
greateftand belt pafl t bf that Archipet 
iago. From thefe are dcllended the *’ 

Tagaliam , which are the Natives of 
Manila and the Country about it, as ap- 
pears by their Language being very like 
the Malayan \ by their Colour, Shape, 

Habit they wore when the Spaniards ar- 
riv’d, and in Ihort by their Cuftoms and 
Manners, taken from the Malayes and o- 
ther Indian Nations. The coming of 
thefe People into the Iflands, might be 
accidental, occalion’d by fome Storm j 
for we fee by experience, that feveral 
other Nations have been drove hither by 
Storms. In 1690, fome Japonefes were 
drove alhorc , who became Chriltiaus, 
and lifted themfelves in the King’s For- 
ces, it being inevitable Death to them, 
to return home, after they had beeii 
in another Country, tho’ again ft tbciV’* 

Wills. I law feme of thofe Japonefes 
in Manila , who wore two wide Gar- 
ments, with wide round Sleeves. The 
under Garment was girt with two Gir- 
dles, one from the lcft,and the other from 
the right, as the Spanijb Clergy-men, 
wear them. Their Breeches were long, 
and their Shooes like Recolets Sandals. 

They wore their Hair Ihort, but tire 
Forehead (hav’d as far as the Crown of 
the head. Bdides the Malayes mij'ht 
come defignedly to Inhabit there, on 
Account of Trade, and for profit fake j 
or elfe being banilh’d their Country ; 
but thefe are all incerfeinties. \ 

The Natives call’d Bifayas , and A»- Bifttfts 
tados , of the Province of C«mmm\iand 
as alfo thofe of Leyte , Samar , Panay , ana**«to*> 
other places, it is likely came from ■*' 1 * 
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JsvA/’* caffar, where they fay there are fbme 
ftemelli. People who Trim and Paint tbeir Bo- 
1697. dies like thefc Pintados. In the Relati- 
S/W on, Peter Fernandez* de Quires gives of 
the difeovery made in 1 595, of the Ulands 
of Salmon , he fays they found in ten de- 
grees ot North Latitude, 1 800 Leagues 
from Peru, much about the Latitude 
and diftance of the Philippine Iilands, an 
I (land call’d la Maddcna , or the Magda- 
len, inhabited by well fhap’d Indians , 
Taller than the Spaniards , who went 
Naked, with all their Bodies wrought, 
after the fame manner as the Bifayas. 

It is likely the Inhabitants of Minda- 
nao , Xolio, Bohol , and part of Zebu came 
from Tcmate , by reafon of their Near- 
nels. Trade, and Likcncfs of Religion, 
to whom they (fill have recourfe, in 
Cafe of War. The Spaniards at their 
fu ll coming, found they had the Com- 
mand iiv the aforcfiid 1 (lands. 

Murillos. 'IV Blacks, by thejtfmiards, call’d 
Negrillos, who liv'e 'Jn the Mountains 
and in thick Woods, whereof there is 
Plenty in Manila , differ quite from all 
the reft. They are meer Barbarians, 
and feed on fuch Fruit and Roots, as the 


the caller, as being more Couragious. 

Their Weddings conlift only in touchy 
ing of Hands, the Parents making their* 
Children hold them out. 

This mixing with the Wild Indians __ . , 

produced the T ribe of Alanghian, who l tv ~ 
are Blacks dwelling iu the IQcs of Min - 1 
dor a and Mundos , and who peopled the 
1 (lands de los Negros , or of Blacks. Some 
of them have har(h frilled Hair, like the 
African and Angola Blacks, others long. 

The colour ot fome of them, is like E - 
thiopians ; others morewhitilh, and fome 
of thefe have been fecn with a Tail 
half a Span long, like thofe (danders 
Ptolomey (peaks of, Comen. lib. 7. l av. 

11 . pag. 1 66 . 

'I he Sambali , contrary to the others, smbrft. 
tho’ Wild have long Hair, like the o- 
ther Conquer’d Indians. The Wives, 
of thefe Savages are deliver’d in the 
Woods, like She Goats, and immedi- 
ately wadi themfelves and the Infants 
in the Rivers, or other cold Water ; 
which would be immediate Death to Eu- 
ropeans. Thefe Blacks when purfu’d by 
the Spaniards , with the found of little 
Sticks, give notice to the reft, that arc 


Mountains afford, and upon all they 
can kill, even to Monkies, Snakes, and 
Rats. They go naked, excepc their 
Privities which they cover with the 
Barks of Trees, by them call’d Bahaques } 
and the Women with a Clout wove of 
the Fibers of Trees, call'd Tapifle. They 
nfc no other Ornament, but Bracelets 


difpers’d about the Woods ,* to (ave 
themfelves by Flight. Their Weapons 
are Bows and Arrows, a (hort Spear, 
and a (hort Weapon, or Knife at their 
Girdle. They Poifon their Arrows, 
which are lbmetimes headed with Iron, 
or a (harp Stone, and they bore the 
Point, that it may break in their Ene- 


madc of Ruffles, and Indian Canes of 
fevcral Colours. They have no Laws, 
Letters, or Government, but that which 
Kindred makes, for they all obey the 
Head of the Family. The Women carry 
their Children in Wallets made of the 
Bark of Trees, and ty’d about them 
with a Cloth, as (ome Women of Al- 


mies Body, and fo be unfit to be (hot 
back. For their Defence, they ufe a 
Wooden Buckler, four Spans long, and 
two in breadth, which always hangs at 
their Arm. 

Tho’ 1 had much difeourfe about it, 
with the Fathers of the Society, and o- 
ther Miflioners, whoconverfe with thefe

men. Where Night overtakes them, I could never learn any thing of their 

there they lye, either in the hollow of a Religion but on the contrary, all una- 

Trce, or under Mats, made of the Bark nimoufly agree they have none, but live 

of Trees, let up like Huts \ and thus like Beads , and the mod that has b^gr 


they live like Brute Beads, only for the 
fike of Liberty, that is, not to be Sub- 
ject to the Spaniards. This fame fool- 
ilh love of Liberty, is the Cau(e, they 
will *not fuffer the Blacks of another 
Mountain to come to theirs, and on this 
Account they fight one another defpe- 
rately. They are fuch Enemies to the 
Spaniards , that if fhey happen to kill’ 
one, they invite all their kindred, and 
rejoice for three days, drinking out of 
r the Skull, clear’d for that purpofe *, by 
which means, they afterwards get Wives 


(een among the Blacks on the Mountains, 
has been a round Stone, to which they 
pay’d a Veneration, or a Trunk of a 
Tree, or Beads, or other things they 
find about, and this only qut of fear. 
True it is, that by means of the Hea- 
then Chinefes, who deal with them in 
the Mountains, fome deformed Sta-' 
tues have been found in their Hu{s. 
The other three beforemention’d Na- 
tions, feem’d inclin’d to obferving of 
Auguries, and Mahometan Superditions, 
by reafon of their Gommercefwith the 

Md- 
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Malay ts and Termites. The moll re- 
Ccnh'll. cicv’d Opinion is, thac theft Blacks were 
* <%>?']; Ihc fir/t Inhabitants of the lllands; and 
Vh that being Cowards, the Sea Coafts were 
\ ealily taken from tbembyPeople relen ting 
lroni Sumatra , Borneo , Macajfar and o- 
*xher Places •, and therefore they retir’d 
te the Mountains. In Ihort, in all the 
lllands where theft Blacks, and other 
Savage Men are, the Spaniards Poflels 
not much beyond the Sea Coalls; and 
not that in all Parts, efpecially from 
Maribeles, to Cape Bolinao in the liland 
of Manila , where for 50 Leagues along 
the Shoar, there is no Landing, for 
fear of the Blacks, who are molt inve- 
terate Enemies to the Europeans. Thus 
all the in-land Parts being pollels’d by 
theft Brntes, againft whom no Army 
could prevail in the thick Woods, the 
King of Spain has Icarce one in ten of the 
Inhabitants of thelfland, that owns him, 
as the Spaniards often told me. See Na- 
varrcte,viho gives a much better Account 
of this Matter, and not by hearlay, but 
as an Eye-witnefs. 

The Fathers Miflioners, take much 
Pains, to bring thefe People to Salva- 
tion, goftig into the Woods to Preach 
to lorae of them, who are not altoge- 
ther fo fierce, and build little Huts or 
Houles, for theconveniency of the Mif- 
lioncr, who fometimes prevails upon a 


few ; but upon, the lcall lurmi/.e of jea- 
loufy, they burn Houfts Church, and 
all in them, and run into the tbickcil of 
the Wood. This happens, beanie the 
Chriflian Indians , thac they may have ail 
the Profit of the Wax, the Blacks ga- 
ther in the Woods, have perfuaded them 
by all means to Ihun coming under the 
Spanijh Yoke, bccaufo they would be o- 
blig’d to pay a Tribute. Whoever 
catches one of them may keep him as a 
Slave; hut if he becomes a Chriflian, 
when he has ferv’d ten Years, he is to 
be made free, and then Natural Inclinati- 
on prevailing, he certainly runs away to 
his Native Mountain. 

There is another fort of People, not 
fo Polite as the liril, nor fo Barbarous 
as thefe lafl, who live near the Springs 
of the Rivers, and are therefore call’d 
Jlayas , or Tinghianos , as Inhabiting the 
Mountains. There are others call’d 
Zambales , an<L ..Igolotes, who con^erfe 
with the T agalis, a lift Bifayas. Some t>f 
thefe Pay Tribute, tho’ they arc not 
Chrillians, and they are judg’d to be a 
mixt Race of the other Barbarous Na- 
tions, and therefore refcmble them in 
Behaviour, Colour, and Manners. Yet 
all this does not make out, that Inhabi- 
tants might not go over to thefe lllands 
out of China , Japan, Siam , Camboja , and 
Cochinchina. 


CHAP. VII. 


A particular Account of the JJland of Luzon, vulgarly call'd Manila. 


Mmili de- 
ferib’d. 


H Aving fpoke of the lllands in ge- 
neral, it will be proper now to 
give the Delcription of them in particu- 
lar. Therefore to begin with Luzjtn or 
Manila , as the Spaniards call it, which 
is the chief of them. The Middle of it 
is in 1 5 Degrees of Latitude, the Eall 
Point in 13 Degrees and 30 Minutes, 
and the molt Notherly Point in 19 De- 
Syyes. The Shape of it is like an Arm 
bow’d, but unequal in tbicknefs, for in 
the Eall it is fo narrow that it is but one 
Days Journey over ; and in the North 
it itretchcs fo large, that the narrowclt 
part from.Sea to Sea mull be 30 or 40 
Leagues. T he whole length is about 
1 do Spanijh Leagues, and the Circum- 
’ ferende 350. 

At the Elbow of this Arpi looking 
towards the South Eall, a great River 
?61It Jnto the Sea, and makes a noble 
Bay 30 Leagues inCompafs, call'd Bahia 
by the Spaniards, becauie it flows from 


a great Lake, call’d Bahi, eighteen Italian 
Miles from Manila. In this place the 
Indians had their Principal Village, con- 
lilting of about 3500 Houles, towards 
the Eall, in the Angle made by the Ri- 
ver and the Sea. Behind it were many 
Ponds, which made the Place naturally 
Strong, and the Soil was Fruitful of all 
things, neceflary for the Life of Man ; 
for which reafon Michael Lopez* the firfb 
Conqueror of the liland, thought fit to 
found the Principal City in this Place, 
under the Antient Name of Manila. 
This was done, as has been laid before, 
on the Feait of St. John Baptift f$7i, 
five days after the Conquell, which fal- . 
ling out on the 19th of the Month, be- 
ing the Feall of St. Potenciana , She was 
•chofen Patronefs of the liland. % 

In fight of Manila , and three Leagues 
from it, is the Port of Cavite , upon \he 
fame Bay, which for the molt part is\ 
deep, and abounds in Filh, and the 
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#OwO Shores are cover’d with many Trees and 
Gemclli. Villages. Dire&ly againft the Mouth of 
- 1696. the Bay,, eight Leagues from Manila is 
l/YM Maribeles , a little Ifland three Leagues 
in Compals, . and half a League in length, 
but high. Here is a renown’d Officer, 
with fix Souldiers upon Guard, he is al- 
io Corregidor, , or chief Magiftrate of a 
Village of 50 Houles, feated on the fide 
of Manila. The greateft Brofit he makes 
is by the Blacks, who bring him ftore of 
Wood, for a little Tabacco and Rice, 
which he fells at good Rates in Manila. 
This Ihows the Blacks arc not fuch E- 
nemies to the Spaniards , as he fpeaks of 
before. There are 3 Mouths to come 
out of the Sea, into the Bay *, the firft is 
molt us’d, by reafon of its depth, and 
being half a League over, and lies be- 
tween the laid llland, and Pant a del Di- 
ablo, or the Devil's Point ", the 2d is a 
quarter of a League wide, lying be- 
tweerythe oppofite Shore, and the Rock 
call'd/ de las Cavrioty^n of the Horfes , 
it is unfafe, as having little Water and 
iome Rocks under it -, the third is wider, 
being three Leagues over, and lies be- 
tween the aforefaid Rock, de los Caval- 
los , and the Point of Marigondon , but 
It has Flats, and there mult be much care 
in Sailing up it. 

Without the laid Bay, on the Left- 
Hand, the way the Ships go to New 
Spain , at 14 Leagues diftance, is the Bay 
of Balayan and Bombon , three Leagues in 
Compafs, behind which is a Lake well 
peopled round about. Sailing on Itill 
Ealtward, is the Point of Azufre, or 
*2? rimftone, and the Bay of Batangas , in- 
u y ’ habited round about by Indians \ near 
the Point whereof, there is a fmall llland 
call’d, la Caza , as abounding in Game. 
Between this and the Point before men- 
tion’d, is the Port of Malcaban •, fatal 
for the Death of the Governor Gomez 
Perez de las Marinas , f Murder’d by the 
Chinefes that row’d the Capitana Galley, 
with leverai other Perlbns. 
a.iitysn Beyond the Bay of Batangas , are the 
I’i'oVince. Villages of Lobo and Galvan , about 
which there are figns of Mines. Here 
ends the Province of Balayan, beginning 
at Maribrlcs , and inhabited by about 
2509 Tributary Indians. It abounds 
in Cotton, Rice, and Palm-trees. 
rysbis. Then follows the Province of CalUayd , 
or Tayrias, which reaches to Cape Bori- 
do, and up the Coyntry to Marian, on 
the oppofite Coaft of the Ifland. It has 
more Inhabitants, and is larger than the 
other. Next is the Province of Cama- 
rines in which are Bondo, Pauacae. Ibd • 
Vol. IV. 


Ion, Metropolis of the Govdhment of 
Catanduanes Bulan, where tlie Ship 
call’d the Incarnation was call away, re-s 
turning from New Spain in 164.9 1, Sor/o-l 
ton, or Bagatao , where the King’s great/ 

Ships are built ; and Albai, a large Bap 
without the Streight, where there is p 
high burning Mountain, which is feen at 
a great diftance by the Ships coming 
from New Spain. In this Mountain there Hot Wsr 
are lbme Springs of hot Water, and a- ters. 
mong the reft one ol luch Nature that 
whatfoever falls in, whether Wood, 

Bone, Leaf, or Cloth, is turn’d into Stone. 

The Governor D. Francis Tello had a 
Crab prefented him half petrify'd, care 
having been taken, that it ihould not all 
be converted. At the Village of Tm, 
two Leagues from the fide of the Moun- 
tain, there is a great Spring of luke- 
warm Water, which has the fame Qua- 
lity of Petrifying, even living Creatures, 
as Crabs, Serpents, and Crocodils. One 
of thefc was found converted into Stone, 
as long as a Man’s Arm, by F. John de 
Santa Cruz , whiift he was Curate there. 

But particularly the Woods Molave , 

Binanuyo , and Naga turn Stone. The 
lame is to be feen in other lll^pds. 

Beyond Albay Eaftward, is the Cape 
of Buyfaygay , and then the Ifland runs 
Northward, leaving the Ifles Catandu- 
anes on the Right-Hand. Coafting from 
them Weftward, they meet the River 
Bicor, which flows from a Lake and runs 
by the City Caceres , Founded by the 2d 
Governor, and Proprietor of thefe 
Iflands D. Francis de Sonde. Here re- 
fides the Bilhop of New Caceres , un- 
der whom are the Provinces of Colilaya. , 

C amarines, and Ifalon. Next to the Pro- 
vince of Camarines is that of Paracale, 
where there are Rich Mines of Gold, 
and other Metals, and of excellent Load- 
ftone. In it dwell about 7000 Tribu- 
tary Indians. The Soil is good and 

E lain, producing Cacao and Palm-trees, 
om the laft of which, they get much 
Oyl and Wine. Three days Journey 
from Paracale along the Coaft, is aMv 
ther Bay call’d Mauban , where the 
llland winds, and makes as it were the 
bowing of the Arm, oppofite to the El- 
bow where Manila Hands. Sometimes 
the Ships coming from NewoSpain have 
left their Mony here, to be feni’to Ma- 
nila. Without this Bay, is the port of, 
Lampon, like that of Marian. 

From hampon, to Cape Engano, the Csgsyin, 
Coaft is inhabited by none but Infidels* ™ 
and Barbarians. Here begins the Pro- 
Vince, and Diftrid of Cagayag^ which 
I i i • i» 
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is the lar£eft in the Iflands, being 80 
GetnM. leagues in length, and 40 in breadth. 
i6crV. The Metropolis of it, is the City call’d 
'-''VN New Segovia , founded by the Governor 
\ D. Gowzalo Ronqitilloy and in it the 
' Cathedral Church , to which D. Mi- 
chael de Benavides , was chofen Bilhop in 
1 $98. The City is founded on the Bank 
or the River of the fame Name, flow- 
ing from the Mountains of Sant or Pam- 

pagna, and runs almoft acrofs all the Pro- 
vince. There refidcs the chief Alcaide 
of the Province, with a Garrifon of Spa- 
niflj Foot, and of other Nations. A 
Stone Fort was built here, and other 
Works made of Gabions and Wood, for 
a Defence again!! the revolted Indians , 
call’d, Irayas, who live on the fides of 
high Mountains, which divide the whole 
Ifland. <in this Province, the Parilhes be- 
long to the Dominicans . The moft North- 
erly Cape, is that call’d del Engano , dan- 
gerous by reafon of the Northern Winds, 
and great Currents. 

Fifteen Leagues from New Segovia , 
Eaftward is Cape Boxeador , and then 
turning the Cape, and coafting along 
from North to South, 20 Leagues ends 
the Provkice of Cagayan, and begins that 
of Illocas. The Peaceable Cagayanes , 
who pay Tribute, are about 900©, be- 
lides thofe that are not fubdu’d. The 
whole Province is Fruitful, the Natives 
able of Body, inclin’d to Tillage and 
Arms, and the Women to feveral forts 
of Work in Cotton. The Mountains 
produce Plenty of Wax, without any 
trouble \ there-being fuch abundance of 
HoneyCombs, not only in this Province 
but throughout all the Ifland, that Wax 
is exceeding cheap, and all the Poor 
burn it inllead of Oyl. They make their 
Candles in a hollow Stick, after this 
manner. They leave a flnall hole at 
each end, for the Wike to run through, 
and then flopping the bottom, All it with 
Wax at the top, and thus the Candle is 
made in a moment of any Size whatfo- 
^ver, which when cold, they break the 
mGuld and take it out. On the Moun- 
tains, there is abundance of the Wood 
we call Brazil, Ebony and other forts of 
great V alue. In the Woods there is ftore 
of Wild Beads, as Boars, but not fb good 
as ours, gnd'Deer, which they kill for their 
Skins, and Horns to fell to the ChineJej. 

1 The Province of Illocos, is counted the 
Richeft, and bed Peopled in the Iflands. 
Its Gttft runs 40 Leagues. On the Bank 
of tbnliver Bigan,thc Governor Guido de 
Laccasiarisfsticccttbr to the Adelantado, in 
the YearHX74 built the City Fernandina. 
Up theCoujjtry the Province is not above 


8 Leagues in brcadth,for thirher come the 
Mountains, and Woods inhabited by the 
lgolottiy a Tall Warlike People, and by 
Blacks not lubdn’d. Yet the extent of the 
Country was view’d, when the Army 
march’d feven days, travelling 3 Leagues 
a day, always among Trees of Wild 
Nutmegs, and Pines, and at length came 
to the top of the Mountain, where were 
the Principal Habitations of the Igolotti. 

They live there, becaufc of the Rich 
Gold Mines in thofe Parts, which they 
gather, and exchange with thofe of IUo- 
cos and Pangafinan for Tabacco, Rice, 
and other Commodities. Belides Gold, 
this Province produces much Rice, and 
Cotton, whereof they make Quilts and 
other Furniture. 

Next follows the Province of Panga - Fangsfirm 
Jinan , for about 40 Spanifh Leagues along 
the Coaft. Its breadth is about 8 or 9 
Leagues, and plain like Jllocos. The 
Mountains andPl jins produce mu^h Bra- 
zil Wood, caird-by*ihe h idiaris Siviicau, 
and us’d in dying Red and Blew. The 
Inland is full of Wild Indians , who like 
Brute Beads, wander naked up and down 
the Woods and Mountains, only cover- 
ing their Privities with a Leaf. They 
Sow a little in their Valleys, and what 
more they want, they get in the Con- 
quer’d Country, in exchange for fmall 
bits of Gold, they gather in the River. 

In the Province of IUocos , there arc 9000 
that pay Tribute, and 7000 in that of 
Pangafinan. On the Coaft of this Pro- 
vince, is the Port of Bolin ao and Playa - 
honda. Famous in the Philippine Iflands, 
for the Vidtory there obtain’d by the 
Spaniards over the Dutch. 

The next is the Province of Tampan- Tmptvgt 
ga\ where the Diocefs of New Segovia 
ends, and begins that of the Archbilhop 
of Manila. This Province is large, and 
of great Confequence ; becaufe the Na- 
tives being well inftru&ed by the Spa- 
niards help to Defend the Ifland, and 
have flood by them upon all occalions, 
ferving not only in Manila , but in Ter - 
nate and other Provinces. Belides the 
Soil is very Fruitful, particularly for 
Rice, by reafon of the great Plenty of 
Water, fo that it furnilhes Manila. It 
alfo yeilds Timber for building of Ships, 
the Woods being on the Bay, not far 
from the Pqrt of Cavite. It contains a- 
bout 8000 Indians , who pay their Tri- 
bute in Rice. In thte Mountains of this 
Province dwell the Zambali , a fierce 
People, and Negrillos , like the Blacks 
of Angola with fuch curl’d Hair. Thefe 
are always Fighting among themfelvcs, 
to defend their Woods from their 
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a*. Neighbours, and iecore their Game, and 
}xjtmeUi. Pafture. ’ 

• |<s 97- . The Province of Bahi lying Eaft of' 

Manila, is no left Important for build* 
®‘ h * ing of Ships. About the Bay of this 
Name, of which we have fpoke before, 
and in the Neighbouring Farms grows 
the belt Fruit that is eaten in Manila , 
efpecially the Bonga or Arecca , and the 
Bnyo, which is the lame as Betle. This 
is an Aromatick, and Delicate Fruit, 
whereof enough has been faid, when I 
fpokc of the Portuguefe Dominions in 
India \ but it mull be obferv’d that this 
of Manila exceeds all other, and the Spa- 
niards from Morning, till Night, never 
ccafc chewing of it. The Fruit this 
Plant bears , is call’d Taclovc. This 
Province Puffers very much, by the con- 
tinual labour the Natives are put to, 
of felling Timber for building of Ships, 
two Hundred, and fometimes four Hun- 
dred being employ’d every Month in 
thyv-iWork on the Mountains, or at 
the Port of Cavite, .* The King al- 
lows them a piece of Eight a Month, 
and Rice enough. The whole Province 
contains fix Thoufand Tributary Na- 
tives. 

p . There is alfo the Province of Bulacan, 

u e lying between Pampanga , and Tondo. It 
is fmall, its Inhabitants Tagalians, and 
abounds in Rice, and Palm Wine. The 
Number that pays Tribute, three Thou- 
fand. 

Prod u£h A|] the Ifland of Manila produces 

Gold, abundance of Wax, Civet, Cot- 
ton, Sulphur, Wild Cinnamon, Cacao, 
Rice, even on the Mountains which 
wants no Watering , good Horfes , 
Cows, Buffaloes, and on the Mountains 
Deer, Wild Boars, and Wild Buffa- 
loes. 

Having gone round Manila , it remains 
to lay fomething of a fmall Province, 
near the Mouth of the Channel, which 
was defiguedly omitted ; becaufe tho’ 
its Metropolis be on the Land of Ma- 
nila, yet the reft of it is made up of 
feveral 1 Hands, as Catanduanes, Mail ate, 
an( j Curias. Catandttanes is 30 Leagues, 
itl/d. in compaft, ten in length, and its fhape 
is almoft a Triangle. It is one of the 
firft met with, in the way to the Ifiands, 
aid fo near the Embtcadtro , or Mouth 
Vol. IV. 


of the Channel of St. Bem\cdin, that 
Ibme Pilots miftaking it, have loll their 
Ships there ; for believing they . were 
entring the aforefaid Mouth of t.*ef 
Streight, they found themfelves ambngl 
Dangerous Flats, which arc all rouncy 
the I Hand a Musket (hot from the Shore. 
Its being expos’d to the North Wind; 
makes it always Stormy ; for which r$a- 
fon there is no Sailing thither, but 
from the fifteenth of June, to the mid- 
dle of September. It abounds in Rice, 
Oyl of Palms, Cocos, Honey, and Wax. 
There are feveral Rivers, Dangerous 
to crofs, in whofe Channels there is 
Gold found, brought down from the 
Mountains, by Floods running down 
deep Trenches. The biggeft of them 
is call’d Catandangan , and by the Spa- 
niards, Catanduanes, whence the ifiand 
tooks its Name. The Natives chief 
Employment is carrying Wood ; mak- 
ing very light Boats, and carrying them 
to fell at Mindora, Calelaya , Balayan , 
and other places. They firft make one 
very large, without any Deck, and not 
nail’d, but few’d together, with Indian 
Canes, and then others left and left, 
one within another, and thus they 
Tranfport them an hundred Leagues. 
The People are Warlike, and Paint 
themfelves like the Bifaycs ; they are ex- 
cellent Sailers, and leaping into the Wa- 
ter in a Moment, turn a Boat again that 
has been overfet. For fear of fuch ac- 
cidents, they carry their Provi lions in 
the hollow of Canes clofe flopp’d, and 
ty’d to the fides of the Boats. Their 
Habit is only a Bagah, or Waft coat which 
reaches down to the Knees. The Wo- 
men are Mafculine, and apply them- 
felves as much as the Men to Tillage, 
or Fifhing. They are Modcftly Clad, 
in a Coat or Jerkin, after the manner 
of the Bifayas , and a long Mantle. 
Their Hair they tye on the Crown ou 
the Head, making a knot of it like sp 
Role. On their Forehead, they wear 
a Plate of Maflive Gold, two Fingers 
broad, lin’d with Taffeta; in them Ej*i< 
three Gold Pendants, one in the place 
where the European Women ufe it, the 
other two higher. On their Ankles 
they have Rings, which make a noife as 
they go. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

.0/ the Iflands of Capul, Ticao, Burias, Masbate, Marinduque, Mindoro, 
Luban, Babuyanes, Paragua, Calamianes, Cuyo, Panay, Imaras, Si- 
buyan, Romblon, Batan and Tablas. 

lUrithin the aforemention’d Archinc- the Current of the Channels that run 


C'emelli. \ y lago, are Capul, and other little 
i <597. Iflands, which make the Channel nar- 
V/W row, and the Currents the ftronger, 
their Force being liich, that ibmc- 
times they hurry Ships about two or 
three times, though they be three Deck’d. 
apul. Capul is three Leagues in Compafs, the 
Soil Fruitful, Pleafant, and Commodi- 
ous for the Indians , who have good 
Dwellings in it after the manner of the 
Bifayas. Eight Leagues North-weft from 
Tmo. the Mouth of the Streight is Ticao, an 
Ifland eight Leagues in Compafs, inhabit- 
ed by Indians , for the moft part Savage. 
There is in it a good Port with the Con- 
veniency of frelh Water and Wood, and 
is therefore the laft Land the Ships 
bound for New Spain touch at. 

Bums Four Leagues Weft of Ticao is Burias , 
QAisbiu. five Miles in Compafs. It has but few 
Tributary Indians , who are allotted to 
the Parilh &f Masbate , which is another 
larger Ifland South of it, and not far 
diftant from Ticao , brought under the 
Obedience of the Spaniards in 1569. 
They fay Masbate is thirty Leagues in 
Compafs, eight in Breadth, and propor- 
tionably Long. Its Ports arc Commo- 
dious for any Ship to Water. In it live 
about 250 Indian Families, which pay 
Tribute in Wax, Salt, and Civet. But 
thofe that dwell in the Mountains, and 
came from other Parts are Numerous. 
Here arc fiich. rich Gold Mines, 22 Ca- 
rats fine, that the Mate of the Galeon 
St. Jofeph, aboard which I went over to 
New Spain , going afhore in one of them, 

« : .n a very fliort time dug out an Ounce 
•end a quarter of pure Gold. They do 
not at prelent work at thefe Mines, for 
want of Induftry in the Spaniards , who 
filing Commiflion every Year from New 
Spain , to lay out lome hundred Thou- 
fands of Pieces of Eight, with an Al- 
lowance to them of ten per Cent, take 
no care to look for Gold in the Mines. 

As for the Ivdians , if they have but a 
Dilh of Rite, they never mind that pre- 
cjous Metal i and if ever they gather a- 
ny in the Rivers, it is when they are 
prefj’d for their Tribute, and them they 
gather as much as ferves to Pay it. The 
Shores of thele Iflands are often enrich’d 
with precijjgs Amber-Greece, caftupby 


upon them. 

Leaving Ticao , Masbate , and Burias 
behind, and holding on the fame way que. 
as the Ships that came from Acapulco, , 
is the Ifland of Marinduque, 1 $ Leagues 
from Manila. It is 1 8 Leagues in Com- 
pafs, high, and abounding in Coco , and 
other Fruit Trees, which the Inhabitants 
Live on, bccaufc there is but little Rice. 

There is a great deal of Pitch made, 
but little Wax. The peaceable Inhabi- 
tants are about 500, incorporated in the 
Nation of the Tagdians tho’ they arc of 
another Race, as appears by the peculiar 
Language they have among them. 

Mindoro is dhout eight l .eagues-from OAinloro. 
Manila , and five frbm Marinduque. This 
Ifland is fifteen Leagues long, cighc in 
breadth, and feventy in compafs. The 
broadeft part of it is that which looks 
towards the South, where together with 
another high and round fmall Ifland, 
call’d Ebin, it makes a Streight between 
it and Panay, which they call Potol. There 
is another known by the name of Cala- 
bite , between it and Luban. The Inha- 
bitants of Mindoro prefent ly fubmitced 
thcmfelves, upon Capt. John dc SaUedo's 
alluring them, he would do no Harm. 

And therefore as an Acknowledgment 
they gave him lome Ornaments of Gold 
they then us’d, and call’d Oim&s. The 
Land of Mindoro is high and mountai- 
nous, abounding in Coco, and all forts 
of Fruit Trees -, but Rice grows only in 
lome Parts. Along its Channels, and 
the Mouths of its Rivers there dwell 
peaceable Indians , who pay Tribute and 
on the Eaft, North-Eaft, and fide op- 
polite to Manila are Tagalians \ and lb 
towards Panay aud Bifay. Up the In- 
land live the Manghiani , who, tho’ dif- 
fering in Language, agree in having no 
Form of Government. They go Naked, 
only covering their Privities with Barks 
of Trees, call’d Bohaques •, and change 
their Habitations According to the S&- 
fon of the Year, becaule they live up- 
on wild Fruit.. Tho’ they are not far 
from Manila , they have not loft their 
Simplicity in exchanging the Wax of 
their Mountains, for Nails, Knives, Nee- 
dles, Rags, and other Baubles. Some 
Fathers of the Society of great Credit 

told 
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yv jss*\ told me, That thefe Manghiani hare a 
\ r GemeIU. Tail a Span long. In. other Rcfpefts 
, idp7- they are Brave, and pay Tribute, but 

tyvN) have not as yet embraced the Chriftian 
Faith, except lome few of the Territory 
of Nauhan, and this becaufe they live 
Remote on the T ops of Mountains. Ba- 
co is the Metropolis of the Ifland, where 
the Alcayde , or Governour refides; 
which Place abounds in wholiome Wa- 
ters, running from the Mountains, which 
produce abundance of Salfaparilla. Not 
far from Baco is a Place they call Old 
Mindoro , from which all the Ifland took 
its Name. One Cape of it call’d Va- 
radero , ftrctches out towards Tal, a Vil- 
lage on the Coaft of Manila, between 
the two Bays of Bombon , and Batangas , 
and a fmall Ifland call'd Verde, or Green 
Ifland lying between them •, the Channel 
tor the Ships going to, and from Cavne, 
is not above a Mile over, and this nar- 
i own els is the caufe of the Whirl-pools 
and.Qhrrcnts which endanger Ships when 
they have not a fair Wind and Current 
at their entring the Channel. In Min- 
doro and Laban they reckon there are 
1700 Inhabitants who pay Tribute in 
Wax, and a thing like black Hemp, 
which the Coco Trees produce, and ferves 
to make Cables for the King’s Ships 
built at the Village of Tal. 

Luhttt. Laban is a fmall low Ifland, 5 Leagues 
in Compafs. Near it is the little Ifle of 
Ambit, in which is a high round Moun- 
tain feen at a great diftance by the In- 
dian Galiots by reaion of the Flames it 
calls up. The People of Laban are Paf- 
lionate, and given to Drunkcnnefs. It 
was the fir ft: that oppos’d the Spaniards 
with a few finall Pieces of Cannon plant- 
ed on a Fort. The Galeon St. Jofepk , 
before-nicntion’d, bound for Acapulco, 
and loaded with 12000 Bales, worth a- 
bout two Millions, was call away upon 
this Ifland, and nothing fav’d but a few 
Men. 

Bibiyms. Beyond Laban Northwards there is no 
Ifland of Note j only beyond Cape Bo-' 
neador , oppoiitc to Nero Segovia, at 
eight Leagues diftance from it, are the 
low little Iflands of Babuyanes , ftrctch- 
ing out to the Ifland Formofa and Leeptios. 
iu the ncareft, which is conquer’d, there 
ard about 500 Natives that pay Tri- 
bute. It produces Wax, Ebony, Bota- 
tas. Cocos, Plantans, and other Things 
for the Maintainance of the Inhabitants, 
and of certain Creatures call’d in the 
Country Language Babuyts , whence the 
Name of Babuyanes was deriv’d. 
Fourteen, or fifteen Leagues South- 


Weft of Laban are the Cdanfbtes, *a Pro- 
vince made up of leventecn" Mauds a" 
fubdu’d, befides many others not yet re- 
duced, among the firft of which is*a I 
great one call’d Paragua, partly belong-* p^u. 
ing to the Spaniards , and partly to thy 
King of Borneo. This Ifland of Para- 
gua is the third in bignefs among the 
Philippines. Its ihape is long like a flyait 
Arm, by means whereof Manila and 
Mindoro feem to Ihake Hands with the 
great Ifland of Borneo. The Compafs 
of it is 250 Leagues, the Length ico, 
but the Breadth not above twelve in 
foine places, and fourteen in others. 

The middle of it lies between nine and 
ten Degrees of Latitude ■, its fnrtheft 
Cape call’d Tagufaa, towards the South- 
weft, is fifty Leagues diftaut from the 
Ifland of Borneo, in which Interval there 
are many low Iflands that aimoit join 
the two Lands. The Inhabitants of the 
Coafts of there Iflands, and of Tagufaa 
are Subject to the Mahometan King of 
Borneo \ but up the Inland there are wild 
Indians unconquer’d, Barham”*:. Law- 
lefs, and Subjcft to no Kir 
fore all their Care is nor mbdu’d 
by the King of Borneo , or the Spaniards. 

Two parts of the Ifland a«r in their 
Poileifion. The Spaniards have in it a- 
bout 1200 Tributary Indians , Blacks, 
like thofe of Afnck , who Range from 
Place to Place, without any certain place 
of Abode. In cold Weather they make 
one great Fire, and all the Multitude 
gets about it. They are very faithful 
to the Spaniards , who keep a Garriibn 
there of 200 Men, part Spaniards, and 
part Indians, with an Alcayde, or Go- 
vernor, whole Relidence is at Taytay, 
on the oppolite Point to Borneo, or as 
the Spaniards call it Bornei, where there 
is an indifferent Fort. The Lampuan , 
or Governor for the King of Borneo re- 
fides at Lavo. The Ifland is almolt all, 
over Mountainous, and full of abundance 
of iorts of Trees and wild Beads \ and 
produces abundance of Wax on theMoun- 
tains, but very little Rice. Capt. Emj? 
nael de Arguelles of Oviedo , a Per (on of 
great Worth on all Accounts, told me. 

That he going upon feme Bulinefs to 
Confer with the Lampuan , he, after En- 
tertaining him five Days very Courtc- 
oufly to bind their Friendltiip the firmer, 
drew a drop of bis Blood, and gave it 
him to Drink in a Glafs or Wine^ 
which (jhe Captain in the fame manner 
did to him. The Moors after perform- 
ing this Ceremony, are lo Faithful, that 
they will fooner wrong their Brother 

than 
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tli 4 n thcinFriend. Another barbarous 
Cultom is'Prafiis’d by the Chriftians of 
Paraguay Sllbjcft to the Spaniards, which 
.the lviiflioiiers have never been able to 
(Aboiiih (as I was inform’d by the fame 
\Arguclics, who was there two Years Al- 
calde , or Commander in Chief ) which 
is, That when a Child is born Blind, 
Halt, Lame, or Decrepit, fo as to be 
unfit to Work ; they put it Alive into 
a hollow Cane, and fo Bury it, deftroy- 
ing it, as ufelcfs to its Parents, and the 
World. Belidcs the aforefaid Garrifon, 
the Alcaydc formerly commanded a fmall 
Fleet of Galleys to defend himfelf a- 
gainft the People of Borneo } but this 
was put down upon the Conclulion of 
the Peace in 1685, by D. John Morales , 
Governor of the Caftlc of Manila . Ha- 
ving feveral times Difcours'd the faid 
Morales concerning the Ceremonies us’d 
in that Embally, for concluding the 
Peace, he told me, the King of Borneo 
receiv’d him in Publick, fitting after the 
Mahometan manner, on a Throne rais’d 
upon feveral Steps $ caufing him to fit 
upon Culhions on a Carpet } but that 
this Reception was lingular, that King 
uling to give others Audience from be- 
hind a Contain. Nor is this to be won- 
dred at, for be is fo Haughty, and Re- 
ferv’d, that he fuffers only his prime 
Minifter to fee his Face upon important 
Affairs \ nor is it in his Power to do o- 
ther, having taken an Oath to be fo re- 
tir’d at bis Acccllion to the Crown. The 
faid Morales (laid three Months at Borneo , 
and was well Entertain’d at the King’s 
Expcnce. 

Not far from this Northern Cape of 
Paragua , are the three lflands call’d Ca- 
lamianes , which give their Name to a 
Province or Government. Thefe, and 
nine others near them, all fmall, are 
inhabited by peaceable Indians . In fome 
of them there are 1 50 that pay Tribute, 
in others lcfs. The chief Produft of their 
'Mountains is Wax ; which they gather 
twice a Year. In the Rocks over the 
$ca arc found thofe lb highly valu’d 
lin'd?- nefts, before fpoken of, and about 
the Shores, there arc very fine Pearls 
taken. 

Beyond the Calami anes , in fight of 
the high Mountain of Mindoro , are the 
live lflancis of Cuyo , not far diftant from 
oneanodirr. In them there arc about 
jfpo Triourary Families, more Civiliz’d, 
and better AfFcdted to the Spaniards than 
thofe oi Calamiancs and Paragua. They 
arc very Laborious, and therefore ga- 
ther abundance of Rice, Grain, and o- 


ther Fruit. The Mountains abound in 
all forts of Beafts and Fowls. At thefe 
Illands ends the Province of Calamianes , 
and begins that of Panay , the firft Land 
whereof is Potol. As Paragua is the big- 
geft next to Manila and Mindanao , fo 
Panay is the belt Peopled, and molt Fruit- rtn 9* 
ful in all the Archipelago. Its lhape is 
Triangular, and itscompafs rooLeagues. 

The names of its principal Capes are 
Potol , Nafo , and Bulacabi. The Coaft 
from Bulacabi to Potol lies Eaft and Weft j 
from Potol to Nafo North and South ; 
from Bulacabi to Iloilo , another Cape left 
than the three great ones, is alfo North 
and South} from Iloilo to Cape Nafo 
Eaft and Weft. The middle of the 
Ifland is in the Latitude of ten Degrees. 

On the North fide, almoft in the middle 
between the two Capes of Potol , and 
Bulacabi the famous River Panay tails in- 
to the Sea ; and as loon as out, meets 
with a fmall Ifland call’d Lntaya , in 
which Port th<? Spaniards had a iaflSRe- 
treat before they diicover’d and con- 
quer’d Manila and Cavite. The Fertility 
of Panay is caus’d by the many Rivers 
that Water it (lb that there is no Tra- 
velling a League along theCoaft, with- 
out meeting a River that runs into the 
Sea) but more particularly by the al- 
ready mention’d Panay, which gives its 
Name to all the Ifland, and runs forty 
Leagues. Spaniards of Credit told me. 

That when it Thunders in this ifland, 
inftead of Thunderbolts there fall Crof- 
fes of a greenilh black Stone, which 
have great Virtue. As for the Croffes, 

1 have feen them in the Hands of Spa- 
niards } it is poffiblc they might make 
them of the Stones that tell ; but they 
affirm they arc Natural, and fall in that 
Shape from the Sky. The Ifland for the 
better Adminiftring of Juftice is divided 
into two Jurifdidtions. The firft call’d 
of Panay, contains all that lies from Cape 
Potol to Bulacabi , the reft of the Ifland 
is Subjedt to the Alcayde of Otton, who 
refides at Iloilo , and point of Land run- 
ning out into the Sea on the South fide, 
between the two Rivers of Tig-Bavan, 
and Jaro •, and forms a Streight, not a- 
bove half a League over, with the Ifland 
Imaras, or rather an open Harbour. On 
this Point the Governor D.Conz/Ua Ron - 
ejuillo caus’d a Fort to be built in the Year 
1681. The Ifland contains about 1 6361 
Tributary Indians, partly belonging to 
the King, and partly *to particular £»- 
comienderos , or Lords ; but they all Pay 
in Rice, the Ifland producing 100000 
Bulhels Spanijh Meafurc, and but little 

other 
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other Grain. The Inhabitants are Cor- 
Cemtlli. pulent, and good Country-men and Hun - 
• *<597. ters, the Ifland being full of wildjtoars 
and Deer. The Women make tslpr.h of 
fe veral Colours. There are in the 111 and 
14 Parifhes belonging to the Fathers of 
the Order of St. Auguftin, three Bene- 
fices of fecular Priefts, and one College 
of the Society of Jefus, where they Ad- 
minifter the Sacraments to the Garrilon 
of Iloilo. Belides the Tributary Indians , 
there are here of thofe Blacks the Spa- 
niards call Negrillos , who were the nr ft 
Inhabitants of the Ifland, and afterwards 
drove into the thick Woods by the Bi- 
fay who came to Conquer it. Their 
Hair is not lo Corl’d, nor they lb big 
as the Guinea Blacks. They Live in the 
moil uncooth Parts of the Mountains 
with their Wives, and Children all Na- 
ked, like wild Beafts. They are fo fwife 
that they often overtake wild Boars and 
Deer* They ftay about the dead Beaft 
as long as it lalts, for they have no o- 
ther Harveft but what they Reap with 
their Bow and Arrows. They fly from 
the Spaniards , not through Hatred, but 
for Fear. Eight Years fince, D. John de 
la Sierra , a Gentleman well qualify’d, 


and a very zealous and upright Mifiilrer, 
going to Vilit the Ifland, fome of the 
Blacks came down to ask Miflioners pf 
him to Inftrud them in our Holy faith 
and brought him in a Basket, a Black. 1 
Woman twenty Years of Age, and but/ 
two Spans and a quarter high, who be- 
ing Baptiz’d was call’d Mary. ‘ 

Among the lfl.mds lying about Tan ay imrsu 
is Imaras, oppofite to Iloilo, and about 
a quarter of a League diftant from it. 

It is long and low, teu Leagues inCom- 
pafs, and three in Length j the Soil Fer- 
tile, abounding in Saljdpanlla , and good 
Water. On the Mountains there are 
wild Boars, Deer, and good Trees. It 
has the Port of St. Anne , three Leagues 
from Iloilo. 

Ten or eleven Leagues to the North- 
ward of the Point of Bulacabi , is an 
Ifland call’d Si buy an, equal to the laft. 

Two Leagues to the Northward, are 
Romblon and Batan , and then the Ifland of 
Tablas , larger than the others, and five 
Leagues diftant from the Point of Potol. 

In it there are many Indians of the lame 
Language, and little differing from thofe 
of Panay in other rclpeds. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the ljlands of Samar, Leyte, Bohol, Sibu, Bantayan, Camotes, Ne- 
gros, Fucgos, and Panamao. 


B Etween the two great 1 Hands of 
Manila and Mindanao are thofe of 
Leyte, Samar , and Bohol , which one af- 
ter another make a part of the Semicir- 
cle form’d by them altogether. The 
firft of the three, and neareft to Manila 
is call’d Samar , on the fide Ihut np by 
the Iflcs, and Ibabao on that fide next 
the main Ocean. Its lhape is like the 
Trunk of a Man’s Body, without Head 
or Legs \ its greateft length from Cape 
BaUquaton (which with the Point of Ma- 
nila makes the Streight of St. Bcmardin ) 
in thirteen Degrees, and thirty Minutes 
of North Latitude, to that of Guignan 
in eleven Degrees, towards the South. 
The other two Points reprefenting the 
Elbows of the Body, .and making the 
greateft breadth of the Ifland, are Cabo 
de Spirittt Santo, or Cape Holy Ghoft, 
whole high Mountains a tt the firft dis- 
cover’d by the Ships coming from New 
Spain into thole Eaftern Parts, and tliat 
which lying oppofite to Leyte Weftward, 
makes another Streight, fcarce a Stones ‘ 
throw over ; and yet the Ship St. Ju- 


anillo, or the little St. John coming from 
New Spain, pafs’d through ir.. The whole 
compals of the Ifland is about 1 30 Leagues. 
Between Guignan and Cape Spirits Santo , 
is the Port of Borongon , and not far oflj 
thole of Palapa , ana Catubig , the little 
Ifland of Bin , and the Coaft of Catarman. 
Veflels of unknown Nations are often 
caft away on the aforclaid Coaft of Pa- 
lapa. T o which purpofe Perfons of Cre-» 
die told me, That fome Years fince, 
there arriv’d People there who laid they 
came from Iflands not far diftant, one^ 
of which was Inhabited by none buuWd^ 
men, and that Men go over to them at 
certain times to Lie with them, and 
bring away the Male Children. The 
Spaniards by Fame call it the ifland of 
the Amazjons. They alfo reported there 
were fuch vaft Quantities of Ambcr-

Thefe allb grow 
in the Iflands of Bantajan, Ilabao, Iga- 
far and Caragas but thofe of Panamao, 
and [Leyte are moft efteem’d. They work 
their Effeft better, adding to them ano- 
ther Fruit tHfe Indians call Ligaxjo, and 
the Spaniards, Pepinillo de S. Gregorio , much 
like the'Ballam Plant, but roll w ithin 
of a Subftance like a bundle of Hemp. 
I brought of both forts into Europe, that 
the Curious may make Trial of the rare 
Virtues aferib’d them in thofe Countries.

Being drunk in Wine, as 
aforelaid, it is excellent to bring up a- 
ny Poifon. Secondly, It is good againlt 
the Cholick, and windy Diftcmpcrs be- 
ing carry’d about one, like Tnmbaga, 
or drank in Wine. Thirdly, It takes 
away all Pains in the Belly and Stomach, 
drank in Water. Fourthly, It is good 
againlt Convuliions drank, and laid up- 
on the Part. Fifthly, It helps Women 
in Labour, and has fuch Power that be- 
ing apply’d before the time it may caufe 
Milcarriage. Sixthly, It is good againlt 
the Gripes. Seventhly, againlt the Bite 
of venemous Creatures, both apply’d to 
the Place, and drank in Liquor. Eighth- 
ly, Againlt the Sting of the Infed Ba- 
fitl, found in the Philippine Iflands, taken 
the fame way. Ninthly, Againlt Ter- 
tian and Quartan Agues given when the 
Fit comes on. Tenthly, Being apply’d 
to Wounds it ftops Bleeding, either 
whole or in Powder. Eleventhly, It 
helps Catars, Tooth- Aches and Pams in 
the Gums. Twelfthly, Carry’d in the 
Mouth it fettles the Belly ana Stomach,

In the Villages of Caltaylan, and Abuyog 
dwelt Tendaya , agieat Lord, who was 
the only Refuge of the Spaniard s, and 
of Villalobos his Fleet in 1543, whofe 
tratt was aftcrwaids follow’d by the 
Captains of M chael Lopez. deLegaJpt. 

From Dmaffivan , or Sogor Welt- 
waid, there are 40 Leagues to the Point 
of Leyte, and fo ends its compafs of 90 
or too Leagues. It is well peopled on 
the Eaft iide, that is, from the Streight 
of Vanamao to that of Panahan, by rea- 
lon of the Fruitful Plains, which ycild an 
hundred, and two hundred for one. Vaft 
high Mountains cut it alinoft through 
the middle, and occafion fo great an al- 
teration in the Air, that when it is 
Winter on the North fide (at the fame 
time as with us in Europe) it is Summer in 
the Southern Coaft, and qn the contrary. 
Thus when one half of the lfland Reaps, 
the other Sows, and they have two plen- 
tiful Harvefts in a Year •, to» which the 
Rivers running dojvn from the Moun - 1 
tains, do not a little Contribute. Thefe 
Mo intains abound in Game, as Deer, 
Wild Cows, and Boars, and feveral forts 
of Fowl; as alfo Mines of Yellow and 
Vol. IV. 


Blew Minerals. The Eaitll produces 
great ftore of Roots, on which the In- 
habitants feed as much as upon Bread, 1 
Grain, Coco-trees, and good 1 nnber 
to build Ships. Nor is the Sea inferior 1 
to the Land, yeilding Plenty of good 
Fifli. The lfland contains about 9000} 
that pay Tubute in Rice, Wax, and 
Quilts. The Fathers of the Society have 
the Charge of them. 1 he People arc 
folceptiblc of any Learning, and have 
two good Cuftoms, the one to Entci tain 
one another interchangeably when they 
Travel, the other never to alter the 
Price of Pavilions upon any Dcjtth, 
and this under leva c Pen Jtics. The 
Air is frelher in Leyte and Samar, than 
at Manila . 

On the fide of Bay-bay and 0*mna, p , 
Leyte is, next to Bohol , the thiid Vlland 
under the cat e of the (athcis of the So- 
ciety. its length from North to Sooth, 
is 16 Leagcs -, usbieadth, 8 or 10, and 
its compafs 4c. The South Coalt look- 
ing towards Mindanao is heft Peopled \ 
that is, from Lobog. , the Metropolis, to 
the little lfland or Pcninfula of Panglao. 
There are three others, with fewer In- 
habitants, but in all they do Hot make 
above 1 200 that pay Tribute. The Soil 
does not ptoducc Rice, but is Rich in 
Gold Mines, and abundance ofCraar, Ba- 
tatas, and feveral forts ot Roots, which 
ferve inftead of Rice. There is abun- 
dance of Cattle in the Mountains, and 
Filh in the Sea ; which the Natives ex- 
change with thofe of the Neighbouring 
lilands, for Cottcn. The People fpeak 
the Bijay an Language, but are whiter, 
and better Countenanced than thofe ot 
Leyte, Samar, and Panay, and bolder 
both at sea, and Land. Their haugh- 
tinefs appears by his Sir-name, who com- 
manded them before the coming of the 
Spaniards , which was Bat ay Tnpueng, that 
is, Non-luch. But their Pride was hum- 
bled by the Ternates , Portnguefc , and Spa- 
niards fuccefllvely •, and this was fore- 
told them bya2ty/«M,orPrieftelsof theirs 
call’d Carla k 4 , in a lamentable Tone *in 
Verfe.

This is feated on a Point in the 
Latitude of ten Degrees, ahnoft in the 
middle of the Ifland, and diftant from 
the aforefaid Ifle Of Matta a Musket fhot 
on the Eaft, and a Cannon Ihot on the 
Weft, where Magellan was kill’d, with 
his Father in Law the chief Pilot, and 
Captain John Serrxmo. Between thefe 
two Lands is a Port Ihelter’d from all 
Winds, and with two ways into it, that 
is, one from the Eaft and one from the 
Weft, but there are Flats at both the 
Entrances. Here Magellan found many 
Veffels of feveral Nations at Anchor, 
and the King of that Place demandingof 
him the Duties for Merchandize and 
Anchorage, he excus’d himfelf alledging 
the greatnds of the Sp*nifl> Monarch. 
There were at that time in Zebu 3000 
Families of Warlike People ; and in it 
was afterwards Founded the firft Town 
of Spaniards, with all Magiftrates of 
Note. In 1598, the King made it a Ci- 
ty , fending F. Peter de Agttrto of the 
Order of St. Anguftin to be the firft Bi- 
fhop. It was then permitted to Zebu to 
fend Ships into New Spain *, as at this 
time only Manila can fend two: ’Tis 
true, that Manila to five paying twice 
70000 Pieces of Eight, Builds one fo 
big, that it is as good as two, and thus 
the King is defrauded. This Ifland in 
procefs of Time increaiing in Trade, 
Z-ebu decay’d, and came to be a final] 
Village, where at prefent refides the Bi- 
fhop, a Chief Juftice, two Alcaydes and 
other Officers.

The Indians afterwards decter’d, thasc 
the feid Image (which mult be fuppos’d 
to have been left there at the firft difco- 
very by MngJUmfe Men) was by them 
held in great Veneration, and always A- 
nointed with Oyl, as they did their own 
Idols j and that they had recoarfe to it 
in their Oiftreft. Here is alfo a College 
•f Fatfceisof the Society. Of two Ham- 
lets or Villages, that of Tory an is Inhabi- 
ted by Chimfe Merchants and Artificers \ 
the ether by native Indians , free from 
any Tribute, bccaofe they were the firft 
that fubmitced to the Spaniards, and help- 
ed them to difcover the other 1 Hands. 

In Zdbu there are about 5000 Houfesali 
in the Parifo erf the Fathers erf St. Augw 
fiin. The chief Product erf all the Coun- 
try about is Parana, which the People 
make ufe of for want off Rice. Its Co- 
lour is like Milkt, but fmaller and diffe- 
rent in Tafte. It alfo produces much 
white Abaca to makeCables for Ships, c.id 
Cloth of the fiticft part. This Plant is 
like an Indian Plant an, and is SowM ', when 
ripe it is beaten to fpin for the ufes afore- 
faid. The fame is done with the Canta- 
ta, taken out of the Heart of fomcPalm 
or Coco Trees, to make black Cordage, 
bnt not fb Idling in Water. There 
grows alfo a great deal of Cotton, Ta- 
bacco, Onions, Garlick and Other Things *, 
and in the Mountains they find much 
Wax and Civet. Of the Cotton they 
make fine Quilts, as alfo of the Thread 
of the Cow-Tree, a fort of Cloth they 
call Madmatjue, with the warp of Cot- 
ton. 

The neighbouring Iflands to Zebu arc Bmuym. 
on the North Eaft, near Gape Borulacjtte, 
Bantayan, a finaH Ifle ertcompafs’d by 4 
or 5 left, in all which there are only 
300 that pay Tribute, and hnploy them- 
felves in Filhing, and making Cotton 
Cloth and Hofe Eaftward, between 
Zebu and the Coaft of cigmneb and 
Leyte, are other Iflands call’d Camotes •, r . mnt „ 
the chief of which is Poro, fubjeft to 
Zebu. Its Point of T anion ftrctches out 
to the Ifland of Negros, 100 Leagues in Ne Sl ou 
Compals, and is feparated from it by a 
fmall Channel a League over, but dange- 
rous becaufe of the Current. This I- 
iland extends Northward from nine to 
ten Degrees and a half. It is fruitful in 
Rice, in which its Tribute is paid, and 
it fapplies Zebu and other adjacent Pam.

The Tagalian s always fpcak in the 
third Pcrfon, and fay tny Lord, or my 
Matter ; they lit without any Scat, upon 
their Legs, that is, all their Weight on 
their Feet, without any other part com- 
ing to the Ground, as People do to Eale 
themfelves in the Fields ; and they cx- 
peft to be fit ft fjtoke to that they may 
anl'wer \ looking upon it as ill Manners 
to fpeak before their Superiors. 

Formerly the Mothers gave their Chil- Civility, 
dren their Names, and thofe generally 
taken from fome Ctrtnmftance at their 
Birth i as for inftartce Malivag . , which 
fignifies Difficult, becaufe it was brought 
forth with Difficulty ; Malacas , that is.

The Men’s Habit was a thin Dou- 
blet, that fcarce reach’d the Wafte, 
with fliort Sleeves *, the lower Parts they 
wrapp’d in a Piece of Stuffy fbmetimes 
adorn’d with Gold, which wound about 
between their I .egs ; as the Indians on 
this fide Ganges ufe at prefent. On their 
Arms they wore Bracelets of Gold and 
ivory, or Strings of Jewels ; about their 
Legs black Cords; on their Hands abun- 
dance of Rings.

They, 
wear neither Shoocs nor Hofe, bccaufe 
of the Heat ; but the Women of Quali- 
ty who are Clad afeer the Spamjls Fa'hion, 
wear as they do. Belides all thefe fott; 
of Garments, ic is ftill in ufe among 
them to have their Skins wrought after 
foveial manners ; firft, pricking them- 
felves till the Blood comes, and then 
ftrewing black Powder on it, that the 
Imprelfion may laft. For this tcafon 
the Spaniards gave the Uland of B Juy'i he 
name of Pintados , thofe People delight- 
ing in this above the felt, as if it beto- 
ken’d Valour and Nobility. They did 
it not all at once, but by degrees, as they 
perform’d any noble A ft ions.

Their Wine 
or Liquor is drawn from the Palm, or 
Gwo-Trce, cutting a Bough before it 
Bloftbms ; and thus the Moifturc that 
ihould go to feed the Fruit, drops into 
Veflfels, ftt for the purpofe; as our 
Vines would do, if cut at the proper 
Seafon. This Liquor being lomcwhac 
lharpor acid, the Poor put into it fome 
Bark of Trees which give it a Colour, 
and a hotter Taft, and then it is call’d 
Tuba.

Among 
the reft two Cures of Difcafcs leem’d 
to me wonderful. The firlt of thefe by 
the Indians is call’d Satan, by the Spani- 
ards Tabardilloy and is no other but a vio- 
lent Pain in the Head and Stomach, and 
is certain Death unlcfs the Patient be 


The other Diftaft peculiar to the lfles 
of Negros, Bohol , Pan ay, Outon and Xolo,‘ 
makes the Tongues and privy Parts 
both of Men and Women link in fo vio- 
lently, that it endangers their Lives.

Per- 
haps the Devil, by God’s Pcrmiflion may 
caufe fome fuch ft range Accidents, to 
keep thole People in Paganifm ; how- 
eva it is, the Indians themfclves have 
a good (hare in it, for they are notable 
Sorcerers, and are faid often to convert 
themfclves into Crocodils, Wild Boars, 
and other fierce Creatures. 

They alfo ador’d lome particular 
Gods, left them by their Anceftors, 
and call’d by the Bifayans y Davata , by 
the T agalians y Anito. One of thefe was 
believ d to keep in the Mountains and 
Fiel8^ n ^){!|ft Travellers ; another to 
make the Seec^fiprout up, and they left 
him things in obtain places, to gain his 
Favour. There was alfo a Sea Anito 
for the Filhery, and another belonging 
to the Houle, to take care of the Chil- 
dren. Among thefe Anitos y were pla- 
ced their Grandfathers , and Great 
Grandfathers; whom they call’d upon 
in all their Troubles; keeping little 
ugly Statues of Stone, Wood, Gold, and 
Ivory, in Memory of them, which they 
call’d Liche, or Laravan. They alfo ac- 
counted among their Gods, all thofe that 
dy’d by the Sword, or were kill’d by 
Lightning, or eaten by Crocodils, be- 
lieving their Souls alcendcd to Heaven, 
by way of an Arch they call’d Balangao. 
For this reafon, the Eldeft among them, 
chule to be bury’d in fome remarkable 
place on the Mountains, and particular- 
ly on the Promontories that run into 
die Sea, that they might be ador’d by 
Sailers. They tell abundance of Fa- 
bles, concerning the Creation of the 
World, and the firfl Men that inhabit- 
ed it. 

There were no Kings, or Lords of a- 
n? great Note, throughout all the Archi- 
pelago ; but in the continual Wars they 
had among themfelves, # the little ones 
joind in Confederacy with the greater. 
In Manila the Uncle and Nephew, were 
Lords, or Chiefs, and had tqual Autho- 
rity. Every levejal Precina, or Petty 
Dominion, was call’d Barangai ; for as 
the Families came hither in a Barangai 
or Bark, to feck dwelling places ; fo 
they remain’d fubjeft, either to the 
Vol. IV. 
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Commander of the Vellelyf br tef the 
Head of the Family, and from him took 
their Name. Then' they apply’d thelh- 
felves to Tilling^of lo much Land, as 
they could defend againft the Neigh- 
bouring Barangai} ; and tho’, when they 
Were once fetlcd in the Place, they wci£ 
in their turn alfifting to the others ; j/ct 
they might not upon any account mix 
with them, that is, one go into the Tribe 
of another, (efpeciatly Marry ’d People) 
unlefs they paid a certain quantity of 
Gold, and made a Feaft to all the Ba- 
rangai ; otherwife they would caufe a 
War. If two Perfons of different Ba- 
rangais Marry’d, the Children were to 
be divided, as if they had been Slaves. 

Nobility was not Hereditary, but ac- >j 0 biiitv 
quir’d by lnduftry and Force ; that is, 
by Tillage, working in Wood, Gold, 
or other matter, and fuch like Trades, 
lb as to cxcell in them ; and then fuch a 
one was call’d Dato , or Chief, and a- 
inong the ‘ Tagalians AIanguinao y and all 
his kindred and Friends, follow’d his 
Party. If this Man afterwards loft what 
he had, he loft his Reputation ; and his 
Children remain’d Origuin y or in theT^- 
galian Language Aliptn , lig«ifying as 
much as Slaves. Thofe were reputed 
the common fort, who got their living 
by Digging, Filhing and Hunting. Since 
the Spaniards rule over them, they arc 
grown Lazy ; they are good at Meehan-' 
icks, as for Inftance at making fmall 
Chains, and curious Beads of Gold, and 
other things. In Camarines and other 
parts, they make Boxes, Cafes, and 
Chefts of feveral Colours , curioufly 
wrought out of Indian Canes, for there 
are excellent ones throughout all the 
Iflands,and 5 oSpaasin length, whichtwine 
about Trees like Ivy. The Women 
make Purls not inferior to thofe of the 
Low-countries, and admirable Silk Em- 
broideries.lt is their Lazincfs, that makes 
them appear lefs Ingenious; and they 
are fo entirely addi&ed to it, that if in 
walking they find a Thorn run into their 
Foot, they will not ftoop to put it Tuit 
of the way, that another may not Tread 
on it. 

The chief Indians had formerly a slaves and 
great number of Slaves of their own ulut ^ 
Nation, fometimes an hundred The 
Caufe why fo many fell into Slavery, 
was Ufury, fo much us’d among them** 
that neither the Father would lend his 
Son any* thing, nor one Brother thc«o- 
ther, tho’ he faw him in never fuch Di- 
*ftrefs, without Bargaining to reftore it 
double. Now if the Debtor could not 
L 1 1 per- 
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perform at ( the time agreed on, he be- 
carnl* a Slave to the Creditor, till he 
pay’d the Debt i, ai:d in the mean while 
the longer it was unpay’d, the more the 
Jntereft increas’d, till it far exceeded the 
principal and fo they and their Ofl- 
fpring remain’d Slaves, without Redemp- 
tion. To this day Debtors pawn their 
Children of both Sexes \ and in iome 
Places fell them, efpecially the Bifay- 
am ^ notwithflanding the King has Pro- 
hibited that Barbarous Cuftom, under 
feverc Penalties. Sometimes the Ma- 
ilers will add to their Intereft, the va- 
lue of a Dilb, the Slave has hapned to 
break, that he may have the lefs hope 
of Redemption. All Priloners of War 
were alfo made Slaves ; tho it were a- 
mong People of the fame Race and 
Dominion. Befldes the great ones, Ty- 
rannically enflav’d the common fort, ei- 
ther becaufc they had hapned to break, 
the Mourning lilence, or thrown feme 
Dirt on them \ or for palling by feme 
place, where they were Bathing ; or feme 
fuch flight Occalion ; and thefe Slaves 
they afterwards fold at Plcafere. Thefe 
remain’d in their Houfes to live upon 
their Labpur, but the Mailer took from 
them one Harvclt in the Year, or part 
of it, according as he was, more oriels, 
rigorous. Another fort of Slaves ferv’d 
their Mailers, when they entertain’d a- 


ny Body, Sow’d, Reap’d, or went any 
where by Water. Thefe were call’d 
Namama Bay \ by the Tagallians , San- 
gaigmlir , ana by the Bifayans , Hdan. 
Sometimes the feme Man hapned to be 
Slave to feveral Perfons ; or elfe half 
free, and half a Slave. This was when 
he came of a Father that was free, and 
the Mother a Slave, or the contrary, 
and he was the third Son } for the firll 
follow’d his Father’s Fortune, whether 
free or a Slave \ the fecond the Mo- 
thers \ and the 3d was half free. When 
the Mother was free, that Son was on- 
ly a quarter free. The Sambdians pre- 
tend that the Tagdiam are their Slaves. 

It is us’d to this Day, when there hap- 
pens an Eclipfe, to make a great Noife 
with Drums, and other Inltruments, to 
fright the Dragon, they imagine Swal- 
lows the Moon, and make him Vomit 
her up again. They us’d formerly to 
Swear beforea Wild Beall, or a lighted 
Candle, wilhing they mighp^dg^ur’d 
by fuch a Beall, or Qfiumme like the 
Candle, if they brok^cheir Promile ^ 
or be torn in pieces by a Crocodil, or 
fwallow’d up by the Earth. It is im- 
poflible to force an Indian to Curfe the 
Devil, and if he is prefs’d to do it, he 
willanfwer ; he is not to Curfe one that 
has done him no harm. 


CHAP. II. 

The Government , Weapons , Marriages , Sacrifices , Auguries, and Funerals of 
the Indians, of the Philippine Ifiands. 


T HE firll Law among them, was to 
Refpe& and Honour their An- 
celtors, and elpecially Father and Mo- 
ther. The Head of the Barangai. , with 
fome of the Antient Men of it, Judg’d 
of all Caufes whatfoever. Civil Con- 
troverfies were decided after this man- 
ner. The Parties were Summon’d, and 
endeavours us’d to make them agree, 
if this did not take effed, they made 
them Swear to fubmit to the Sentence ; 
and then they Examin’d the Witnefles. 
If the Proofs were equal, what they 
contended for was divided ; if not Judg- 
ment was given for him that had the bell 
Evidence. If the Party that was Call, 
was diflatisfy’d, the judge became a Par- 
“fcy ; ijpr he took from the Perfon who loft 
the Suit, the value appointed* or ad- 
judg’d, whereof a good Part % kept to 
Jiimfelf j then he pay’d the Plantiifs Wit- ' 
acCes, and gave him the reft, which 


was the le aft Part. In Criminal cafes 
Sentence of Death, was never given in 
Form of Law, unlels the Perfon kill’d, 
and the Murderer were both Poor ; for 
when any fuch had no Mony to fetisfy 
the Party griev’d, then the Date, or 
chief, and other Great Men of the Ba- 
rangai , came with Spears, and binding 
the Criminal to a Poll, kill’d him. If 
the Perfon kill’d was of Note, then all 
his Kindred made War upon the Mur- 
derer and his ; till fome Mediator in- 
terpos’d to declare, what quantity of 
Gold he promis’d to make amends t for 
the others Death. Of this Mony, the 
one half was given to the Poor, and the 
other to the Wife, Children, and Kin- 
dred of the Party kill’d. 

As for Theft, if ine Faft were made 
out, but the Perfon not known, all the 
Parties accus'd , were oblig’d to lay 
fomething under a Cloth, after which, 

if 
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if the thing Stolen, was not found there 
among the reft, they had two ways of 
Purgation. The firft was to place them 
all near any deep River, with Spears in 
their Hands, and then make them ran 
and caft themfeives into it. He that 
came out firft , was reputed Guilty, 
and therefore many for rear of the Pu> 
nifhment were drowned. The other 
was to Command them one after ano- 
ther to take a Stone out of a Bafon of 
Isoyling Water, which whofoever re- 
fus’d to do, pay’d the Value of the thing 
Stolen. 

The Punilhment for Adultery, was 
paying a Fine ; and the quantity of Gold 
agreed on, or appointed by the Elders, 
once pay’d, the Adulterer was clear, 
and the Husband re ftor’d to his Honour 
fo that he return’d to his Wife. But 
the Children got in Adultery, did not 
Inherit their Parents Nobility, no more 
jjian thole Born of Slaves, but were ac- 
common fort. The Le- 
gitimate Chilmjen Inherited Nobility, 
and the Eldefhlucceeded his Father, if 
he was Lord or the Barangay. The firft 
failing, the others fucceeded orderly, that 
is, the 2d, 3d, &c. after them the Fe- 
males, and then the next of Kin. In- 
ceft us’d to be feverelyPunilh’d. 

Their Arms Offenfive, were Bows 
and Arrows, and Lances, or Pikes with 
the Spears of Iron, of feveral Shapes, 
or elfe of Wood hardned at the Fire ; 
broad Daggers, with two Edges, well 
lhap’d ; and Trunks with which they 
u fed to Shoot Poilon’d Arrows, like 
thofe of Borneo and Sumatra. To co- 
ver their Bodies, they ufe a long nar- 
row Shield. 

Thefe Nations are much given to fen- 
fuality, fo that their Women either Mar- 
ry’d, or Unmarry’d, are foldom conti- 
nent. When they Marry’d, the Man 
found the Portion, and then they con- 
traded fettling a Penalty, in cafe of Di- 
vorce ; which when it hapned was not 
look’d upon as any dilhonour, fo the For- 
feiture agreed on were Paid. But this 
was, during the life of the Sureties, 
that is, the Parents; for when they were 
dead, the Children were free. At pre- 
fect their expences ar§ Exorbitant, for 
on the Wedding day, they make the 
Bridegrom pay for admittance into the 
Houfe, which they call *Pajfava ; for 
{peaking to the Bride, call’d Pttignog-, 
for Eating and Drinking with her, by 
the Name of Pajfalog ; and laftly for 


all according to th®ir Qualify. 
Formerly the Portion was paid tovhe 
Father-in-law, w hay at his Death dff- 
pos’d of it as il «t»^>leas’d, among the 
Children ; and if the Bride had no Fa- 
ther, her kindred receiv’d it, to be rc- 
ftor’d to the Children born of her. Thf 
Marriage was Solemniz’d by the Cata- 
lona, or Prieftefs, with a Sacrifice ; after 
which the Goffips gave the Marry’d 
Couple to Eat and Drink, out of the 
fame Di(h ; and then the Bridegroom 
told the Bride he took her for his Wife, 
and Ihe receiv’d him. Then the Cat a- 
lona gave her Bleffing, after which fome 
Beaft was kill’d, and next follow’d the 
Entertainment, and making themfeives 
Drunk. If there was any falling out 
between the Marry’d Couple, another 
Sacrifice was offer’d, the Bridegoom flay 
ing the Beaft fo Sacrific’d, and after 
dancing fpoke to his Anito, or Auceftor, 
defiring him to grant Peace according to 
his defire. They took care not to Mar- 
ry out of their own Tribe, and always 
the neareft of Blood, except in the firft 
Degree There was no difficulty in be- 
ing divorced ; for the Wife reftor’d the 
Portion, if it was through her Fault; 
and the Man loft It if it were through 
his, and he took another Wife. Poli- 
gamy was not us’d among the T agdians ; 
but if any Man had no Children by his , 

Wife, he might with her confent, have 
to do with his Slaves. The chief of the 
Bifayans had two or more lawful Wives, 
and the Children born of them, all in- 
herited as Legitimate ; but thofe by the 
firft Fire, had double as much, as thofe 
of the fecond. The Children by Slaves, 
had fomething given them out of the 
Moveables, at the Pleafere of the Le- 
gitimate, and the Mother was free. The 
Gold given in Portion was meafur’d, 
not weigh’d. Adoption was alfo us’d, 
the Perfon adopted paying a certain Sum, 
which if he dy’d firft, fell to the Perfon 
adopting ; but if otherwife , he that 
was adopted, recover’d double the Sum 
out of the others Eftate. ’ 

Formerly there were Men that made grides de- 
it their Trade, to defiour Maids that flour’d, 
were to be Marry’d; and they were paid 
for it ; becaufe the Maidenhead was 
look’d upon as an Obftruftion Jo the 
Bridegrooms Pleafure. At prefent (as 
fome Milfioners of the Jefuits told msi, 
fome of the Bifayans, if they find when 
they Marry their Brides are Maids,, fay 
they have got bad ones ; becaufe no 


confummating the Marriage he pays to ‘ Man has had a mind to, and debauch’d 
her kindred, which they Term Gbina- them. 
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' vvy) Hs for< their Religion, it has been 
mention’d before, that there was no 
>$)7- Temples found ah'ong them, but only 
certain little Idols, V^Caves near their 
s^fofice. j-j ou f eSj t0 w hich they offer’d Sacrifice, 
by means of Priefts, call’d by the Taga- 
jians Cat alarum ; by the Bijayans Babaylan. 
The manner of Sacrificing was thus. 
T*hey all aflcmbled in a Hut or Cottage 
made of Wattles for this purpofe, and 
having danced a while caus’d a handfomc 
young Girl to give the firft ftroke with 
a Spear to the Victim, which was always 
fome four-footed Beaft. The Sacrifice 
being Slain, they cut it in Pieces, and 
when drels’d eat it in a rcfpedlful man- 
ner. If the Sacrifice was not upon any 
occalion of Rejoycing, but for fome fick 
Body ; they made a new Hut of Wood, 
and laid the Patient in it upon a Mat on 
the Ground, together with the Offering. 
Inftead of an Altar they cover'd federal 
Tables, with variety of Meat. Then 
the Catalona , being the fame hand fome 
young Gill, came out Dancing to the 
Noifoof inftruments, and having wound- 
ed the Beaft, the fick Peribn, and fome 
of the Standcrs by were anointed with 
the idood. Having Flead the Beaft they 
all came again before the Patient, and 
the Catalona muttering fome Words be- 
twixt her Teeth, open’d, ftretch'd and 
view’d all Parts of his Body •, winding 
hcrfclf into Sundry Ihapcs, and foam- 
ing at the Mouth. Then fhe ftood a 
while belidcs her felf ; and at Lit ha- 
ving recover’d her Senfes (as is wrir of 
the Sibils ) Ihe Prophefy’d concerning 
the Parties Life or Death. If flic fate 
down to Eat or Drink, it was a fign of 
Life, if not of Death ; but for fear of 
frighting the fick Per fon, /he us’d ro 
lay the Anitos , or their Predeceffbrshad 
chofen him for their Companion. Then 
the Patient recommended himfelfto her, 
that Ihe might perfuadc his Kindred to 
put him in the Number of the Anitos ; 
and laftly the Sacrifice ended in Eating, 
and Drinking; but the Gu efts were o- 
hlig’d to leave an Offering of Gold, 
Colton, Birds, or tfome other thing for 
the Prieftcfs. 

«. ft . \They were lo Supcrftious, that if 

tion^ 1 they found a Snake on their Garments, 
theySwyuldnever wear them again, tho’ 
they vUfere new; and the fame if an Owl 
late in the Night on their Houle. If 
"*lhey found a Snake on the way ; or any 
body foeez’d. Dog bark’d, er a Rat 
made a noife, they turn’d back. The 
Filheirinen mad eno benefit ofFilh, they 1 
took tie firft time with a new Net ; be- 


lieving if they did, they Ihould catch 
no more for the future. Nor was any» / 
body to talk in a Fither-man’s Houfe, 
of new Nets ; nor in a Hunts-man’s of 
young Dogs, till they had taken a Prey, 
politively believing if they did, the Vir- 
tue of the Nets and value of the Dogs, 
would be loft. They that went by Sea, 
were to take nothing that belong’d to 
the Land, nor fo much as name it; nor 
thofe that travcll’d by Land, any thing 
of the Sea. To conclude, they under- 
took nothing without calling lots. 

F. Xuaquin Ajin , Miniftcr of St. Ptf- Widdovr. 
ter , of the Society of Jcfus, told me, 
that he having ferv’d as Miffioner fovc- 
ral Years among the Tagalians , obferv’d, 
that they never cat alone, but will have 
one Companion at Icaft. That when 
the Wife dyes, the Widdowcr keeps 
with a Mat before him, and is ferv’d 
during three days by Widdowers, for 
Marry 'd Men, and Batchelors would be 
accounted unlucky. The Wjvr»;> kri f nc 
fome when their HuslwfiSs die. 

When the Womenyre to be deli- Child 
ver d, they will allow no Maids to be lvjrin S- 
pi cle it, becaufc they lay it would make 
them have hard labour. When any Bo- 
dy dies, not only the Kindred and 
Friends, but hired People come to la- 
ment and make a difmal Song. Then 
the Body being Waffl'd, and Perfum’d 
with St or ax, Benjamin , and other fvvect Dead Bo- 
Gums lou id on thofe Mountains, is dies, 
wrapp’d up in mote or lefs Silks, ac- 
cording to its Quality. Formerly they 
Anointed, and Embalm’d the Bodies of 
Pcrfons of Note, with Aiomatick Li- 
quors, Aloes, and Eagle Wood, andpuc 
into their Mouths, the Juice of Bctle, 
that it might link into their Body. The F un e r als . 
Poor were bury’d in a Grave in their 
own Houfe ; the Rich in a Coffin made 
of one piece of Precious Wood, and 
clos’d fo Artificially, that no Air could 
get into it. They left on the Body, 

Gold Bracelets, and other Rich Orna- 
ments. Then they placed the Coffin, 
lifeed up from the Ground, in a corn- 
er of the Houfe, with Letticcs round it, 
and by it a Chclt, with the Dead Per- 
foils bell Apparel, and his Arms, if a 
Man, or her ncccffaries for work with a 
Woman. At Certain times, they pla- 
ced before them leveral forts of Meat, 
in token of Affection, and Refped ; 
but thegreateft fign of loving the Dead, 

Vvas to make much of 'the Slave that had 
been his favourite, and then kill him to 
bear his Mailer Company. Others bu- 
ry’d the Dead in the Fields, and made 

Fires 
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Fires in the Houfe for many Days, that 
3 t mtliei the Dead Man might not come to take 
1695. thofe that were left Alive. When the 
Body was bury'd, the lamentation ceas’d, 
but not the Gormandizing, which tail- 
ed more or lefs, according to the Dead 
Man’s Quality •, but the Widdow, and 
Children laitcd, to exprefs their Sor- 
row, eating, neither Filh, nor Flclh, 
but only Grain or Herbs. This Fait the 
Tagalians call S/pa. 

The Tagalians Mourning is Black \ 
Mourning the Bifayans White, but thefe lalt over 
and above Shave their Heads and Eye- 
brows. Formerly, if any Man of Note 
dy’d, they were to keep lilence many 
Days, and not to Strike any place, nor 
go upon the Neighbouring Rivers. To 
this purpofc they fet up a certain Sign, 
that all Pcrfons might know it was a 
time of Silence, and none Ihould prefume 


to pals by upon pain of D^th, wlfich 
was leverely executed. In Hdnoul of 
thofe that dy'd in \M^r, they added ot- 
crifices and Ojjgwngs, to the ufual ob- 
fequies. If the Perlbn had beeu hafely 
kill’d in War, or trcacheroully Mur- 
der’d in Peace the Mourning, or Silence 
was never laid alide, till his Kind; e^ had 
made tb zBolata, that is, taken Revenge, 
killing a number, not only of the Ene- 
mies with whom they were at War, 
but of all Strangers, not their Friends, 
that came before them. In the mean 
while they wore a Lilt of l.caiher about 
their Neck, and Ipcnt all the Day, by 
Land and Water, in fcarch of Men tb 
Deltroy, and fatisfy their Rage. This 
done, they broke Silence with great Re- 
joicing, and then the Mourning was 
left off 


CHAP. III. 

Of tjk Beafis, Birds , and Fijhes in the Philippine IJlands. 


«7 ia r,f. fTPHerc is fo great a number of Wild 

tie. -L Buffaloes , like thofe of China, 
grazing about the Plains, that a good 
Hunter a Horfcback with a Spear, nuy 
kill ten or twei ty in a day. The Spa- 
niards kill them for their Hides *, the 
Wild Indians to eat them. The Woods 
abound in Deer, Boars, and Wild 
Goats, like thofe of Sumatra , which iaft 
arc fo numerous, that they have given 
their Name to one of the Iflands, call’d 
de las Cobras. The Spaniards have car- 
ry’d thither out of New Spain , Japan, 
and China Horfes and Cows, which have 
Multiply’d conhderably j but not the 
Sheep, by reafon of the exceffive moi- 
ftureof the Earth. 

v, , There arcallo in the Mountains,innu- 
n e * s> merablc Monkeys, and Baboons fo Mon- 
ftrous big, that once at Samboangen, they 
fay fbme of them defended themfelves 
with Sticks, againft a Pampango Souldier 
that aflaultcd them } fothat the Souldier 
in a few days,dy’d with the Fright. The 
little Apes are diverting in the Houfe. 
My Friend D. John del Poco had a white 
one } but lo Old, that it held its Paw 
ov& its Eyes to fee anything, as a Man 
does, when he would obferve fomething 
at a diftance. He told me,»he once had 
another of Borneo ^ which cry’d like an 
Infant, and went upon two Feet, car- 
rying a Mac under its Arm, to change 
its fleeping place. Thefe Monkeys feem 
to be lharper in fbme refpedts than Men. 


for when they can find no Fruit on the 
Mountains, they go down to. the Sea- 
fide to catch Crabs, Oyfters and the 
like. There is a fort of Oyfters, call’d 
Taclovo , the Fifh whereof weighs fbme 
Pounds, and it commonly lyes open on 
the Shore. The Monkey fearing it Ihould / 
clofe and catch its Claw in, puts in a 
Stone firft, that it may eat the Oyfter, 
without fear of its fhutting. One fort 
of them, that they may . take the Crabs, 
put their Tail into their hole, that when 
the Crab lays hold of it, they may draw 
him out. 

There is in the Iflands, a great Mul- 
titude of Civet-Cats •, and this is chiefly Civet- 
to be obferv’d, that if their Civet is not Cats, 
taken away every Month, the heat they 
receive from it, is fo great, that they 
tumble about the Ground, till the Blad- 
der break, wherein it is contain’d, and 
fo eafe themfelves of that Pain. 

There is another fort of Cats, as big 
as Hares, and of a Fox* colour, call’d Ta- piyin* 
guan. They have Wings like Bats, but Cat;. 0 
hairy on both tides, by the help of whrnti 
they leap from one Tree to another, 
fometimes above thirty Spaps, that is, 
feven Yards and a half diftant. r 

In the Ifland of Leyte, there is a pe- 
culiar fort of Creature, call’d M*go, a 
about as « Moufe, with a Tail like it, 
and fo the long Hairs on the Snout, but 
the Head is twice as big as the Body, 
and it eats nothing but Coals. 

There

In all the lflands at all times there 
arc green Birt Is, call’d Solanos, andfevc- 
ral forts of P arrots, and white Cacatuas, 
which have a Tuft of Feathers on their 
Heads. 

Cmboxis. The Spaniards carry’d Turkeys out of 
New Spain , but they did not Thrive or 
Increafe, by rcalon of the dampnefs of 
the Soil, as is believ’d. The want of 
them is fupply’d by a Hen call’d Cam- 
box a, becaufe the firlt of them were 
brought out of chat Kingdom, whole 
lxgs are fo fliort that the Wings trail 
on the Ground. The Cocks of another 
fort, call’d of Xolo, which have long 
Ixgs, are not inferior to Turkeys. Bc- 
ildes the common Hens like ours, there 
is another fort that have black Flcfh and 
Boq.es, but are well tailed. 

Another Bird that bleeds about the 
Lakes, efpecially that of Bahi , has the 
Feet and Beak Red, and the Colours of 
feveral Colours, as big as a Hen, and 
would be as well tailed did it not eat 
Filh. 

The Oydor or Judge, D. John Serra , 
Ihew’d me another dead Bird that had 


We have fpoke before of the great 
Bats of the lfland, fo that it is nccdlcls 
to fay more in this place ; only that in 
the lfland of Mindanao , they e.v trail a 
great deal of Salt-Pcter from their Ex- 
crement by the means of Fire, but it is 
not fo Itrong as the common fort. 

The very Filh of the lfland havefome- Fifli. 
thing lingular. One of thele is the Du- woman - 
yon, by the Spaniards call Pcce-Muger, 
that is, Woman-Filh, becaufe it has 
Brealls and Privities like a Woman, and 
there never was any Male feen. The 
Bones of it have a notable Quality of 
Hopping Bleeding, and curing a Cough. 

The Flelh of it eats like Pork. 

The Sword Filh differs not from ours, c,.. or(J , irh 
only that there are fome there 20 Spans 
or 1 5 Foot long, and the Sword 9 or 10 
Spans in length. We gave an Account 
of the fighting with theCrocodils when 
we fpoke of the Lake of Aft*. The 
Damage they do to fmall Boats will 
appear, if we obferve that their Swords 
have been found broken upon great 
Ones. 

As for the Crocodils Providence has Cnmlils. 
fignaliz’d it lelf after feveral manners in 
them. For in the firlt place the Females 
of thefe Monfters being extraordinary 
Fruitful, fo as to bring fometiincs 50 
Crocodils, the Rivers and Lakes would 
have been full of them in a very Ihort 
time, to the great damage of Mankind, 
had not Nature caus’d it to lye in wait 
where the young ones arc to pals, and 
fwallow them down one by one j fo that 
only thofe few efoape that take another 
way. Secondly, the Crocodils have no 
Paflage for Excrements , but only Vo- 
mit the linall Matter that remains in 
their Stomachs after Digeltion. Thus 
the Meat continues iherc a long tune, 
and the Creature is not hungry every 
Day* which if they were, they could 
not be fed without the utter Ruin o£»fn- 
finite Men and Bealls. Some of diem 
being open’d there have bcin fqafid in 
their Bellies Mens Bones and Skuls, and 
Stones, which the Indians lay they fwal 1 * 
low to pave their Stomach. The Fe- 
male lays her Eggs out of the Water thac 
•they may hatch. They are twice as big 
as a Goofe Egg, whiter and as bard as a 

Stone,

Aligners. There is another Ipecies of Crocodils 
found in thefe Lakes, call’d by the Indi- 
ans Buhaya, by the Portuguefc CaymantSy 
and are thole we call Alligators. The 
difference between them and the Croco- 
dils is that they have no Tongue, and 
have a difficulty in turning. For want 
of a Tongue it can make no Noifc, nor 
lwallow in the Water, but it mult Tear 
and Devour its Prey on the Bank. The 
Indians fay it has four Eyes, two above 
and two below, by help whereof it eafily 
dilcovers the Fifties and Stones, which 
it takes from the Bottom with its Paws \ 
but that on Land it is Ihort-fighted. Be- 
iides that the Male can go but half out 
of the Water, and thatonly the Females 
go out to feck fomeching to eat in the 
Fields, bccaufe it appears that all thofe 
kill’d on l and are Females. It is a molt 
allured defence agaiuft the Caymans or 
Alligators , to carty about one the Bonga 
or Nang-kan- V ugan , a fort of Fruit 
growing on a Cane, which 1 have by 
me. It hinders the Alligator from com- 
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ing near, as has been try’d with a Dog, 
and is alfo a Pr efervative againft Witch- 
craft. 

In the Sea of Mindanao and Xolo there Whales 
are abundance of large Whales, and Sea 
Horfes like thofe of the Land, but with* ortes * 
out Feet, and wicb a Tail like a Crocodils. 

The Sea-lhells in the fame Ifland are 
fo large that they ferve for Holy* water 
Pots, and to give Water to the Buffaloes. 

A religious Man told me, That as he was 
going to the IJland of Pintados, the Sailers 
took one Jo large from a Rock it was ftuck to t 
that the Meat in it gave them all a BeBy 
full. Thefe Shells are every where va- 
lu’d but efpecially by the Chinefesy who 
make fevcral Curiofities of them. 

There are two forts ot Tortoifes Tortoii< 
found in thofe Seas. The great Ones 
are Eaten, and their Flefti tails like Beef, 
but the Shell is not valu’d. The Fldh 
of the lefler Sort is not Eaten, but the 
Shell is good for feveral ules. Some of 
them are an Antidote, it bejpgfound by 
Experience that Rings^Beaas made of 
them would fly in Pices like a Glals, 
if they touch or come new any Poifon. 

The Thornbacks are mighty large, 
and their Skin efteem’d by the Japone- 
fes to make Scabbards for their Scimitcrs. 

To make Jhort concerning this Matter, 

I mull declare that of all the forts of 
Fiffi mention’d by Pliny y there are very 
few wanting in thefe Seas. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Trees and Trust of the Philippine-Iflands. 


T H E molt valuable forts of Fruit 
in the Iflands arc of two forts, and 
both of them grow in the Woods with- 
out any Improvement. The firftof them 
is call’d Santory in Bignefs, Colour and 
Shape like to a ripe Peach, but fome- 
what flatter. When gather’d in Seafon 
the Rind is fweet , but open’d there 
arc in it five Kernels, like the Seeds in 
an Orange, and as Sower and White. 
Tfw Spaniards efteem it equal to a Quince, 
and therefore Prelerve it after the fame 
^manner. It is alfo good pickled with 
vinegar, and gives a pleafent Relilh in 
Pottage when half Ripe. The Woods 
beinSk&llcf thefe Trees, and Sugar at 
aboucYour Shilling and fix Pence the 
Jbundred Weight, all the Friars ia the 


Philippine- Iflands Preferve a great Quan- 
tity to Eat after Dinner and Supper. 
Bclides the Leaves are Medicinal, and 
the Wood excelle.it for Carving. The 
Tree is like the Walnut, but has larger 
Leaves. 

The other fort of Fruit which they OHaboh 
call Maboly is fomewhat bigger than the 
other, but downy like a Peach, and of 
the Colour of an Orange. The Flelh of 
it is ill Tailed, hard or. Digeltion, and 
contains fix Kernels. The Tree is as 
Tall as a good Pear-Tree, has the 
Boughs thick, the Leaves large, .long 
and green like the Laurel. The Wboa 
when wrought is little Inferior to Ebo- 
ny. Both of them may be feen in the 
following Cut.

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Here are alfo Bilimbines, which the 
Gemelli. Portagucfe call Carambolas .(as 1 obferv’d 
1697* in the third Volume) but as in the Eafi- 
Indies they are lharp, fo here they have a 
Mmbtncs m j xture 0 f si, ar p an d Sweet. They are 
eaten for Sauce Raw, and Prepar’d with 
Vinegar and Sugar. 

The Macapa , call’d by the Portagucfe 
6 Umbo t is bigger than that which grows 
at Goa. There are alfo Bambilins, which 
the Portaguefes call Bilimbines ; GiaccdSy 
call’d by the Spaniards Namas, Tanpayes 
by the Portagucfe call’d Giambas-dt-Ma - 
laca , CaJJks or Cagais and others, which 
being describ’d in other Places are there- 
fore here purpofely omitted. 

There are alfo Mangas of Siam , by 
the Portugaefe call’d Mjtngas-de- Papagal- 
hoy brought but of late Years ; and Ca- 
may the Fruit and Tree like the Portu- 
gntfe Carambolasy but without Kernels, 
and more (harp. • . 

All hitherto mention’d arc as it were 
Garden Fruit, but there are other forts 
Wild, not inferior to them in Tafte, if 
gather’d in Seafon. The Lmbejy by 
Vol IV.

With- 
in it there are Kernels, and a tranfi/'- 
rent Flelh of good Tafte and hcfpin&if)i- 
geftion. Others have given thisjFruic 
the Name of LitUs, for its JikcHca A-ii h 
thole of China, but they differ hum

Apple, and has a Rind like an Onion, 
and the Flelh within lharp and fwcct.

The Tree 
is large, and th&§p^it grows to the 
thick part of the Boughs; like onr Pine* 
Apples. At the firft tatting it fends up 
an ungrateful Taft of Onion to the Nofe, 
but when grown familiar it becomes rnoft 
dilicious to all Strangers. 

There are alfo Maranes like the Duri- 
ones ; and Lareovones or Boasbas, which 
forT afte and otherQiialities may be call’d 
Grapes. 

Tixos. Inftead of Olives, there grow Faxes 
in the Mountains of the Iflands, which 
differ but little from Olives when ga- 
ther’d young. Green they are eaten 
with Vinegar, and Ripe they have an 
exquifite Tafte. 

pineTrees On the high Mountains of IIlocos and 
Cagayan there are vaft wild Pine-Trees. 
They do not bear Pine- Apples like ours, 
but Piles, not unlike them, which tafte 
like Almonds, and ferve for all ufes as 
Almonds do among us. 

Lumbon. The Lambon produces fomc fmall 
Nuts, with a hard Shell, the Kernel 
whereof tails like Pine-Apple Kernels. 
But this ( being hurtful to the Stomach, 
the general Ufe the Chinefes make of it 
is to extra# the Oyl, which ferves in- 
llead of Tallow for Ships. 

jOrances Their Oranges are of feveral forts, 

* all differing from, and bigger than thofe 
of Europe. There are great and fmall 
Lemmons, but for the moll part fweet. 

jrnbots. The j am (, 0AS are twice as big as a 
Mans Head, Round and Yellowifh. Some 
of them have white, fome red and fomc 
yellow Seeds. Their Taft is like a Lem- 
mon, with a mixture of Sweet to the 
Sour. The Tree is alfo like the Lem- 
mon-Tree in Bignels and Leaves. 

Of the Fruits of Nexo-Spain there are 
brought hither Ates, Anonas , Zapotes-pri - 
etas, Chicos Zapotes, Aguacatts , Papay- 
as, Mamtyts , and Coyavas Perulerasj of 
which laft there is Rich plenty in the 
Mountains that they are a great fupport 
to ;he Poor. They make Preferves of 
it, and Wine better than that of the 
Coco-Tree, or the Sider of Tirol. This 
Vfit eaten Green is aftringent , and 
wnba very Ripe is laxative. The Leaves 
of iiboil’d are good for fwell’d Legs ; 
and tm Indians reducing them to Pow- 
der heal themfelves therewith of the 
— Difciplines they take in the holy Week. 
The Iflanders know nothing of, the Eu- 
ropean Fruit, becaufc the Soil will not 
produce it ; and tho’ in the Caftle of* 
Cavitt there are lome Vines of Muska- 


dine Grapes, they never come to Matu 
rity, no more' than the Figs and Pom- 
granates in the Monaftcry of the Jtfuits 
in the fame Place. 

All thofe hitherto mention’d, lerve p a i m Tree 
only to pleafe the Palate; but the 
Trees that yield both Profit and Pleafure, 
and wherein forthe molt part theFftates 
of the chief Men in the Philippine- Iflands 
confill, are the /Ww-Trces. They 
reckoh there are 40 feveral kinds of them *, 
but among the belt, which give dayly 
Suftenance, that is the choiccft which 
the TagaUans call Toro , the Pintadas 
Landan , and the Inhabitants of the 
/frf/ttcro-Iftands Saga. This, to diftin- 
guifh it from the others, grows natu- 
rally without any Improvement on the 
Banks of Rivers. It runs not very, high 
but is thick. All of ic from Top to 
Bottom is afoftSubftancc like a Raddilh, 
cover’d with a Bark only an Inch thick, 
not very hard nor finooth. They ufe it 
after this manner, they cut it in Pieces 
and lay it a {baking in Water, tnen they 
take only a narrow {fee of the Bark, 
that the remaining part Aay contain the 
inward Subftancc, and cut the White 
within it extraordinary fmall ; then they 
prels it with their Feet in Baskets made 
of Cane, near the River, fo that the 
bell of the Juice may run through, by 
pouring on Water, into a Veflcl fet un- 
der full of Water. Then they take 
up that Subftancc fo bruis'd and put it in- 
to Moulds made of Palm-Tree Leaves, 
like our Chcefe Fats, where it hardens 
a little, like loft Starch, which being af- 
terwards dry’d in the Sun, without any 
Oven ferves inftead of Bread, and is ve- 
ry Nourifhing, and will keep. 

The fecond Sort of Palm-Trees is 
that which yeilds their Wine and Vine- 
gar. The TagaUans call it Safa, the Bi- 
fayans Nipa. They do not grow big c- 
nough to deferve the Name of a Tree, 
for they are generally in Places that a- 
bound in Salt Water , and efpecially 
where the Waves of the Sea come. 

The Fruit would not be unlike the Date, 
but it never comes to Maturity, becaufe 
the Indians , as foon as ever it Blofloms, 
cut off the Bough, as has been faid before, 
that the Liquor may run into the Cane 
Trough placed finder it. One of thefe 
Troughs will hold ten Neapolitan Ca- 
racas or Bottles, and is often fill’d in a 
Night. When ic is nqt Oiftill’d or Pre- 
par’d as has been mention’d before, that 
is, with the Bark of Calinga, which is 
like Cinnamon, it grows as four as 
Vinegar. The Leaves of thefe Palm-

Bur'us*' There is another fort of Palm-Trees 
call'd Bunas, from which the Iflands of 
Burias towards the Strcight of S. Bernar- 
ds took their Name. The Tree is 
thicker than the Coco ; the Fruit are per- 
fc& Dates, of the Stones whereof they 
make good Beads, and the Leaves are 
like thofc of the common Palm-Trees 
in Jfrifk. About the beginning of the 
Year the Bifayans cut the Stem or Stalk, 
and fo they gather the Liquor, as is done 
with the Nifas&'nA Coco-Tree. Of this 
Liquor, belides Vinegar, they make over 
the Fire a fort of Honey, and black Su- 
gar, which they call Pacajfas , and fell in 
little Boxes, as a thing much valu’d a- 
inong the Wanders. I tailed it and found 
it was fomewhat Saltilh and calie to dif- 
folve. They alfo make Sagu, after the 
lame manner as it is made of the other 
Trees*, and in Times of Dearth they 
make a fort of Meal of the Fruit ground ; 
but not fo wholefome as that of the Saga. 
Berra. The other Palm-Tree, call’d Bonga, 
has large Leaves like the Burl, but the 
Tree and Fruit unlike. The Body of 
the Bonga is Tall, Slender, Strait and 
knotty all the Way. The Fruit is like 
a large Acorn, highly valu’d, becaufeof 
it, the Leaves of Betle and Chalk, they 
make a Compofition a9 big as a fmall A- 
corn, which they and all the Indians va- 
lue at a great Rate, as a thing that Com- 
forts the Stomach, Fallens the Teeth, 
Caufcs a fweet Breath, and makes the 
Lips Beautiful and Red ; yet immode- 
rately us’d it turns the Lips and Teeth 
black, as moll of the Indians find by 
Experience, who never ceafe chewing it 
from Morning till Night. Some of 
them will pafs a Day or two without 
Eating, believing they arc^ourilh’d by 
it. 

The laft fort of»profitable Palm-Trees 
fto- fay nothing of the reft tho’ they 
bear Fruit) is the Tonota. It furnilhes 
the lllandcrs with Wool, call’d Barox., 
, Vol. IV. 


to make Quilts and Pillars; and* with 
black Hemp, call’d Jeftor, Ar Gamuts , 
j to make Cables for Sjftis. Its Threes 
in length and thieffiefs arc like Hemp, 
in blacknefs lik^floi fes Hairs, and they 
are thought to Jaft long in Sea Water. 

Both the Wool and Hemp are taken 
from about the Trunk of the Tree* 

It produces fome fmall Cocos in long 
Bunches or Chillers; but of no ufc. 

The Indians from the young Branches 
draw fweet Tuba , which when grown 
four makes them Drunk. The ten- 
der Tops arc caren, but ate not logout! 
and well tailed as thofc of the Goto, 
which they cat Boil’d. 

The Leaves of all thefe Palm-Trees 
in general will bear Weaving, as well 
to make Hats or Hoods, as to cover 
Houfes, make Mats for Rooms, Sails 
for Ships, and other ufes ; fo that in them 
the poor People find Meat , Drink , 

Cloth and Houfes, as Pliny in his Natu- 
ral Hiftory lib. 4. writ above

' 1 'lie Tamarincs or Sampalos arc a wild ? Marines.. 
Fruit , and grow in Cods like green 
Beans. They have a biting Taft, and 
arc therefore Eaten with Salt, and Pre- 
ferv’d with Sugar. The T ree 7 s tall and 
thick, the Leaves fmall, and the Wood 
ferves for feveral Works like Ebony. 

The Iflands produce abundance of Cuffuu 
Caj]ia. The Tree is not fo large as the 
Tamar ine, but much thicker of Boughs, 

The Leaves are of a beautiful Green, 
and bigger thanthofe of the Pear-Tree, 
and being boil’d with the BlolToms, in 
the Nature of a Confervc, work the 
fame Efled as the Fruit, and are Ids 
naufeous. So the young Fruit made in- 
to a Preferve, is Safe, and a good Lax- 
ative. The Mountains do lb abound in 
it, that in May and June they fat the 
Swine with it, efpecially in the llland of 
Mindoro. 

There are fo many other forts of great 
Trees on all the Mountains, which ferve 
to build Ships and Houfes, and are al- 
ways Green ; that thole whom long Ex- 
perience has not m^dc well acquainted 
with the ways, cannot by any means go. 
far among them, as I law with my own 
Eyes going a Hunting. Among thcJfcft 
of them is the black Ebony, the redj&i- 
layong , the Afana or Nagk of -which 
they make Dilhes to drink out of, for 
the Water grown blewilh with Handings 
in them is very wholfome, and not ill 
tailed, &s I found by Experience ; and

Leave? On fome of the Mountains in the 
turn'd into Blind of Manila, there is abundance of 
living wild Nutmeg, of which no ufc is made. 
Creatures. p llt j n t h e Maud of Mindanao, there 
arc on the Mountains many Cinnamon 
Trees. The moll wonderful thing of 
all, is that the Leaves of l'omc Trees, 
when they come 'to n certain pitch of 
Kipencfs , become living Creatures, 
with Wings, Feet, and Tail, and fly 
like any bird, tho’ djey remain of the 
fame colour as thelUkr Leaves. The 


Body is made of the hardclt Fibers, in 
the middle, bigger or lefs according to 
the Leaf, that part joyning to the Tree, 
becomes the Head •, the other end the 
Tail \ the fidc-Fibres the Feet, the reft 
tbe W ings. F. Jofeph de Omenfeja Rccolet, 
Provincial of the Province of St. Gregory 
in the Philippine lflands,told me that when 
he was Minifter in the Piovince of Cama- 
rines in the Village of Camilla, he was 
actually an Eyc-witnefs to this, and gave 
it me under his hand, in form before a 
Notary, as I have it to fliow by me. I). F. 
Gints Barrientos, Bilhop of 7 roy,and Coa- 
djutor to the Archbilhop of Manila, con- 
firm’d the fame. 1 have here inferted the 
following Figure of the Leaf for the facts- 
fattion ofeurious Per fons. But were it my 
bufinefs to defcant upon this Subjcft, I 
Ihould lay, there was but one way to 
make this out, which is, the fiid Leaf 
breeding a Worm, which afterwards 
takes Wing, as we daily obferve in 
Flyes, Gnats, Silk-worms, and many o- 
ther forts of Worms.

c The Cacao Plant, has been carry’d 

out of New Spain into the lilands ; 
and the increafe is fo great (tho’ 
it proves not altogether fo good) 
that in a little time, they will have no 
need of any from America. 

Bees, Ho- Thofe antient Woods, which for ma- 
ny and ny and many Ages have not felt the 
Wax. ftroke of an Ax, "are very beneficial and 
Profitable to the Illanders j becaufc there 
arejn them, infinite Multitudes of Bees, 
which furnilh therp with vail quanti- 
ties of Hony and Wax , without their 
ftdeing any Pains about it. There are 
fundiy kinds of them. Thofe the Indi- 
ans tall Poioytan , are bigger than ours 
in Europe-, dad make their Combs, which 
are full four Spans in length, and pro- 
<fortionably in breadth , under the 
I Soughs of high Trees -, and fometimes 
lix* or feven in the fame pladfe, which 
continue whole notwithftanding the, 


mighty Rains. Thofe call’d Liguan , are 
as big as the Europeans, and make their 
Combs in tbe hollow of Trees. Ano- 
ther fort of little ones no bigger, than 
Flyes, call’d Locot, have no Sting, but 
make four Honey, and black Wax, and 
feek about for the Hony of the others. 
There is another fort they call Camomo, 
which like thofe call’d/to0yM»,fettles up- 
on high Trees. Bcfidesall this,theTrunks 
of thefe Trees put out feveral forts of 
Gums, all the Year. One kind, which Gums, 
is the commoneft, by the Spaniards call’d 
Brea, is us’d iuftead of Pitch ; of the 
others forae are Medicinal, others odori- 
ferous, and others for other ufes. Tfcre 
is fuch vaft Plenty of them, that not 
only the Trees, but the Ground is co- 
ver’d with tnem j and there are Plants 
that have it on theia. Leaves, in the 
Months of April, and May. Thus wc 
fee the Ancients had reafon to fey, the 

Trees 
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Trees in thcic Countries, diftilFd Ho- 
ney and other precious Liquors. 

We mull here pais by the Tree, call’d . 
Almit. It is indifferent large, and lb 7 
full of Moifturc, that when the Hunters 
and Wild People want Water, they cut 
a hole in it, and in a very Ihort time 
draw from it a hollow Cane full of 
Pure Water. It alio bears ibme Fruit in 
C!nflers, which when ripe, are not alto- 
gether unfavoury. 

I will here conclude this Chapter with 
the Indian Cane, by the Spaniards call’d, 
Vexuto , growing among the Trees, and 
running up to the tops of them, twin- 
ing like the Ivy. It is all cover’d with 
Points, which being taken away, it re- 
mains fmooth. If cut, It will yeild as 
much fair Water, as is enough for a 


draught, lb that the Mountains being 
full of them, there is never $ny want of 
Water. The thick*! part of thctn 
ferves for feveral ufejgas covering Wans, 
Hoofs, and othgt/kihgs * that part which 
is fomewhat thinner, being very Itrair, 
and not apt to be Worm-eaten, ferves 
to make Pikes, and the Royal Armou- 
ry at Manila is altogether furnilh’d with 
them. In the Province of Camarlhes , 
they make Pillars of them, fo that all 
the Houfc is made of Cane. The thiu- 
neft part ferves for Captains Canes, af- 
ter the Sptinif]} falhion, and walking /licks 
as every body knows ; and when Iplic, 
to bind, make baskets, Boxes, Chcfcs, 
Hoods for firami feasts , and many other 
ufes the Indians put it to. 


CHAP. Y. 

Of the Plants, and, Flowers in the Philippine-Iflands. 


T ffolc the Portnguefc call Indian Figs, 
are by tfcc Spaniards call’d, Flan - 
tans, and for Quantity, arc next to the 
Palm-trees. Their Plant withers as 
loon as it has bore the Fruit. It has no 
Branches, but Leaves fo long and broad, 
that there is no doubt but Adam might 
have made himfclf a Cloak with a couple 
of them *, this being thought to be the 
Fruit that made him fall in Paradice. 
There are levcral lbrts of it, all differ- 
ing in taftc. One of them is call’d Obif- 
3, or Bifhop, becaufe it is fit for a Prc- 
ates Table; another is call’d, Plant ano 
de Pepita , and the Indians have them a- 
bout their Honfcs, not only for the fake 
of the ihadc of the Leaves, but to make 
ufc of them , inftcad of Napkins aad 
Plates, and of the Fruit for Vinegar. 
The choice!! and mol! Nourilhing, are 
the Tunduques , a Span and half long, 
and as thick, as a Man’s Arm, which 
they cat rolled, with Wine and Cinna- 
mon, and they taftc like the Quinces of 
Europe. Thole they call F inti coxol are 
alfo excellently well tailed ; but thofe 
they call Dedos de l)ama , or Ladies Fin- 
gers are much better. An hundred and 
fomcrimes two hundred Plantans hang 
by one Twig, fo that it mull be propp’d 
upl*. The Indians thinkfit lb wholefome, 
that they give it to the Sick ^ and tho’ 
they be fomewhat hard of Digeftion, 
they are good for the Lungs and Reins > 
and Cordial, if* we may believe Avi - 
cenne. The Arabs call them Mojo, and 
the Mdahars Palau. 


There are alio abundance of Sugar 
Canes, Ginger, Indigo, and Tabacco. 

The Batatas very Nourilhing to the In- Sums. 
dians , and much valu'd by the Spaniards , 
are of feveral kinds ; as are t^p Camotts , Carnes. 
which look like great Radilhes, and have 
a Pleafant tafte and fraell. The Glabis Gitbis. 
are like great Pine-Apple Nots, and 
boil’d, lervethe Indians inlleadof Bread, 
and the Spaniards inftcad of Turnips in 
the Pot, aud the Leaves make Sonpe. 

Th cVbis is as big as aPompion,and the v y lSt 
Plant like Ivy. The Xicamas tafte like X kims, 
the Vbis and Batatas , arc eaten preferv’d 
or raw with Pepper and Vinegar, like 
Cardoons \ for when frclh they are Jui- 
cy and Wholefome. The Wild Cams , cams. 
tafte like a Pear,, and the Plant is like 
Ivy. The Wild Taylan has great Leaves, f u jjan. 
and taftes like the Batatas. There is 
fuch vaft Plenty of all thefe Roots 
throughout the Blands, that many thou- 
fands of Savage Men, live on them, as 
has been faid elfewhcre. 

The Pinnas , by the Portuguefe call’d Tit, fa. 
Ananas , have the firft of thefe Names, 
from their likenels, .with the Pine-Ap- 
ple-Nut. They are much valu’d for theip' 

Smell, Colour, and Tafte', and they jfe 
preferv’d to eat after Dinner. Atfftiat 
time they help Digeftion * buj eaten. Fad- 
ing, tho’ they create an Apatite, they 
are not wholefome. A Knife ftuck for 
half an Hour in one of thefe Pinnas, ifc** 
fes its Tamper. 

There are abundance of odoriferous 
’ Herbs, and Flowers in the Iflands, grow- 
ing 
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ing of themfclm naturally in the Fields, of any Danger ; and the Enemies Swords

Improve them, fincevJwfc can fcarce be 
perfuaded to Sow their Rice *, and for 
this reafon there are not fnch fine Gar- 
dens in Manila, as in Europe, and but 
few # Flowers in thofe of the Monafte- 
ries* and belonging to the Spaniards. 
l-lowers. The firft place is due to the Flower 
?4w/vag.r, Q f Zampaga. It is like the Portnguefe 
° tc * Mogtrin, that is, like a little white Rofe, 
with the three rows of Leaves, much 
Tweeter than the Jafcmin of Europe. 
There is another call'd Solafos of a Tweet 
Scent, and two Torts of it ; befides a 
Wild one, call’d Locoloco, which Smells 
like Cloves. The Balanay , otherwife 
call’d Torongil, and Damoro lias a Tmall 
Seed that Smells like Baum. It is good 
for the Stomach, and the Richeft Per- 
lons mix it with the Betle. The Dafo 
has an Aromatick Ropt, fwelling like 
Ginger, and the Fields are full of it; as 
alTo of the other kind of it, which is 
hotter, and /L onger, call’d Langcovas. 
The Cabling is Tweet green, but more 
when dry. The Tala is alio an odorife- 
rous Herb) and more fragrant than the 
Caldt on-don i of which they make Tweet 
Water. The Sarafa, or Oja dt S. Juan 
is lightly, and has long Leaves, with 
white and green Stripes. 

Medicinal As for Medicinal Herbs, no Illand in 
the World abounds in them To much as 
the Philippines , for befides Sage, St. Ma- 
ry's-tvort, Baum, Houfe- lick, and others 
known in Europe, they have many pecu- 
liar. The Herb call’d del Polio , is like 
Purcelanc, and grows every where. 
They have given it this Name, becaufe 
in a very ihort time, it cures any 
Wounds their Game-Cocks receive. 
Panfipan is a taller Herb, with a white 
Flower like the Bean bloflbm. Pound- 
ed and laid on Wounds, it fbon draws 
out any Poyfon, and deanfes all Cor- 
ruption. The Golondrina and Ctlidonia , 
fpcedily cure the Flux. There is allb 
the Herb del Sapo , and many others 
of great Virtue. In the Iflands of 

S nao and Xolo, there are allb ma- 
:rbs peculiar to them, to heal 
d$ in a Ihort time ; for drinking a 
Deco&iop of them, and applying the 
Herb to the Wound, it heals in 24 Honrs. 
There is another they ufe after the lame 
uflhner as the Turks do Opium, to put 
theip befides thcmfelves, befove they 
join Battle. It takes away the right ule 
of Reafon, fo that there remains no fear 


Bleed , if the Governor of Sambo an van 
Tpokc Truth, in the Account he gave of 
it, to him of Manila t as did lever a 1 Je- 
fuit Miflioncrs that had been with him. 

They added that there were two other 
wonderful Herbs; one of which apply’d 
to the Reins, makes a Man fenlible of 
no wearinefs ; the other held in the 
Mouth, prevents fainting, and gives a 
Man fuch Vigor, that in the ftrength of 
it, a Man may travel two days without 
Eating. 

The Iflands being hot and moift, and Venomous 
not well cultivated, abundance of Veno- Creature*; 
mous Creatures breed in all parts ; and tables^" 
the Ground produces Herbs, Flowers, 
and Roots of the fame vile Quality ; in- 
fomuch that they not only kill thofe that 
touch or laltc them, but even infeA the 
Air about them ; and for this rcalqu-it is 
that fo many dye, at the time tl>‘i fuch 
Plants and Trees Bloflbm. But on the 
other fide , Providencc\Jias furnilh’d 
thole fame Iflands, with fevcral forts of 
excellent Antidotes, among which the 
Preference mull be given to the Bcz.oar B^ov, 
Stone, found in the Kelly of Deer, and 
Goats. The Malungal powder’d, and 
given in luke warm Water, and in Oyl 
of Cocos, is a moll powerful Remedy, 
againll Malignant and Pellilcntial Fe- 
vers. The Leaves of the Alipayon , 
which are like thole of the Plant an. 

Purge, or Clcanfe any Sore wonderful- 
ly, making the Flelh grow up, without 
any other help, but now and then, chang- 
ing new Leaves. The Root of the Di- 
lao, which is like Ginger, has an admi- 
rable Virtue for healing of Wounds, 
and Venomous Thorns, applying it bruif- 
cd and boiled with Oyl of Cocos. 

An Herb by the Spaniards , call’d de 
Csdtbras , or of Snakes, and by the T, <t- 
galiant Tarogmg, is excellent for join- 
ing together, and knitting of parts that 
have been fever’d, fo that the Snakes 
fometiracs cut in two, heal thcmfelves 
with it. The like Virtue is in a fort of 
Wood , call’d Dofton. The Amnyon 
bears a Fruit like a Nut, of a biting calle, 
like Pepper, antfgood for any Dilteip- 
pers in the Belly, proceeding from Cold,

Winds Plealant, storms Rare, and Rain 
Scarce. The Proving of Mindanao 
and Bahayen , Subjedt to two Moorijh 
kings, are Boggy and uneafie to Live in 
by reafon of the Gnats. There are 
throughout the Ifland about 20 Naviga- 
ble* Rivers, and above 200 little Ones. 
The moft remarkable are Bahayen and 
Bataan, both flowing from the fame 
Spring, but the firft runs towards the 
Court of Mindanao \ the other towards 
the North, and falls into the Sea in fight 
of Bohol and Leyte. The third River 
call’d Sibugaey nfes near Dapitan , and 
with its Waters divides the Territory of 
Mindanao from that of Samboangan. 
There are alio two Lakes, the one call'd 
of Mindanao , which in that Language 
fignifics, a Man of a Lake, and gives its 
Name to all the Country. This is ve- 
ry large and cover’d with a fort of Herbs 
they call Tanfou , that fpread themfclves 
in many Branches over the Water. 
The other, being eight Leagues in Com- 
pals, is in the oppofite fide of the 1- 
fland, and known by the Name of Ma- 
lanao. All the Country, except near 
the Sea is Mountainous, yet abounds in 
Rice, and produces very nourilhing 
Roots, as Batatas , Uhls, Govts , jtperes 
and others. There are infinite numbers 
of the Palm-Trees call’d Saga, of whole 
Meal they make Bread and Bisket, 
throughout all the Ifland of Mindanao , 
but efpecially on the Coaft of Caragos , 
near the River Bataan. 

Mindanao produces all the forts of 
Fruit the other lllands do, and the Da- 
rion , before Ipoke of, over and above. 
But it is to be obferv’d, befides what 
has already been laid of it, that its 
Rind is not very hard, and opens as it 
Ripens. Within it are three or four 
Kernels, cover’d with a loft white Sub- 
ftance ; and a fort of Nut, like the Ker- 
nel in a Prune Stone, which is eaten 
rolled like Chefnuts. It is of the Na- 
ture of the Fruit of the Eaft* viz. That 
it is gather’d Green, to Ripen in the 
'Houfe. There are abundance of them 
a\thc way from Dapitan to Samboangan , 
for 00 Leagues in length, more elpecial- 
ly on .the .high Land of Dapitan , but 
above all in the Iflands of Xolo and Bafi- 
Jan. They fay the Tree Hands 20 Years 
*before it Bears. 

The Cinnamon is a Tree peculiar to 
Mindanao , grows on the Mountains with- 
out any Improvement, and has no own- 
er but him that firft finds it. For this 


reafon every one , to prevent anothers 
making his Advantage of it, takes off 
the Bark before it is Ripe; and lo tho’ ' 

at firft it be ftrong like that of Ceilon , 
yet in a fmall time, and at fartheft in 
two Years it lofes all its Taft and Vir- 
tue. It is gather’d in 25 Villages, and 
about as many Rivers of the Coaft of 
Samboangan , towards Dapitan on high 
and craggy Mountains j and in one Vil- 
lage of the Province of Cagayan. 

The Inhabitants of Mindanao find Golci. 
good Gold digging deep into theGround, 
as alio in the Rivers making Trenches, 
before the Flood. There is Sulphur . . 
enough in the burning Mountains, the p 
Antienteft of which is Sanxil , in the 
Territory of Mindanao. I11 1640. a 
high Mountain broke out, and io cloud- 
ed the Air, Land and Sea with its Allies, 
that it look’d like Doomsday. 

In the Sea of this Ifland and that of 1>earii * 
Xolo there are large Pearls taken. ,J,t has Viirv > s nw j 
all the Birds of the other Ifland^ and roffc. 
among the reft the Carpintera, which, 
as 1 laid before, finds out the Herb that 
makes Iron fly. There are alfo Multi- 
tudes of all forts of Bealls, as wild 
Boars, Goats and Rabbets ; but aboveall 
in lafeivious Baboons, which fuller not 
the Women to go tar from their Habi- 
tations. 

Thirty Leagues South Weft of Mm - „ , tn . 
danao, is the famous Ifland of Xolo, Go- 00 * 311 
vern’d by a King of its own. AH the 
Ships of Borneo touch there, and it may 
well be call’d the Mart of aU the Moorilh 
Kingdoms. The Air is whollbme and 
frdh by reafon of the frequent Rains, 
which make the Land Fruitful in Rice. 

This only Kland of all the Philippines 
breeds Elephants \ and by reafon the I- 
flanders do not tame them, as they do ^ * 

in Siam and Camboya they are mightily 
increas’d. There are alio Goats with 
fine Ipotted Skins like Leopards. A- 
mong the Birds, that which builds a Neft 
like a Sparrow, call’d Salangan , is the 
rareft. For Fruit it produces the Dari- Ffuiu 
on , abundance of Pepper, which they 
gather Green, and a peculiar fort of 
Fruit call'd of Paradice, and by the Spa- 
niards, the King's Fruit, betaule it is 
found no where but in his Garden. |> Itis 
as big as a common Apple, of a purple 
Colour , and has little white Kernels 
like Cloves* of Garlick, enclos’d in a 
thick Shell like a piepe of Sole-leather, 
and is of a delicious Taft. As for 
Herbs either Wholelome or Venomous, 
it produces all that have been deferib’d 
above j but the Natives make fpccial 
s life 
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t\j^ Ufc of one call’d Vbosbamban to fharpen 
Gondii, the Appetite. Choice Pearls are taken 1 
1 097. here, and the Divers before they fink 
wvw to the Bottom anoint their Eyes with the 
Bloodof a white Cock. The Sea throws 
up abundance of Amber on the Shore, 
whilft the Winds call’d V tndavales, which 
are South and Southweft do not prevail, 
that is, from May till Stftcmber. Some 
fay the Whale vomits it up, others that 
it is the Excrement of a greater Fitt, 
call’d Gadiamina, others that it is the 
Root of a large Odoriferous Tree. 

The Illand of Bafilan is three l eagues 
from Mindanao , and twelve Leagues in 
Compafs. Being oppollte to Samboan- 
gan, it may be call’d the Garden that 
turnilhes it with Plant ans, Sngar-Canes, 
Gaves and Lawzjmes. The Fruit in the 
Ifland de-los- Pintados call’d Boaba, is no 
bigger than a Nut, and within its Shell 
has three or four very fwcct Kernels, 
fo drlkious that a Man may eat a prodi- 
gious Quantity without being cloy’d. 
The Durion or Dulian, as the Wanders 
call it, is here found in great Plenty. 
The Mar on in the Ifland of Leyte call'd 
Tugup, has a downy Rind ; when Ripe 
it is as big as a Melon, and within con- 
tains fmall Kernels, like the Atas and 
the Cirimajas of New Spain ; the Fiefh is 
foft and favory. The Balono without is 
like a Quince, and within it is a Kernel 
with the thicknefs of a Finger of Flelh 
abooc it. When Green it is pickled in 
Vinegar- The Ifland abounds in Rice, 
differing in Colour, Smell and Quality ; 
thanks to the Rivers, which arc great 
and ttonblclometocrofs, tho’ the Illand 
Ik* fmall. In the Woods there is no 
want of wild Boars and Deer, nor of 
good Timber tor Building. The Sea, 
betides fame Filhes known in Europe, 
has others peculiar to it; good Tortoifes 
of the 2d fort, that is, fucb as are va- 
luable for their Shell, and two forts of 
Jett. 

. There arc four principal Nations in 
’•Hants. * Mindanao , which are the Mindanao s, Ca- 
ragas, Lutaos and Suhartos. ThtCaragas 
are Brave bpth by Sea and Land. The 
Mndanaos Faithlefs, as being Mahome- 
tans. The Lutaos, a new Nation in all 
thcnhrcc Wands of Mindanao , Xolo and 
Bafilan , live in Houfes built on the Tops 
of Ti ces, on the Banks of Rivers, which 
at Flood cannot be crofs’d a-foot; for 
Luuo in their Language fignifies a Man 
that fwims on the Water. 1 hefe Men 
are fiich Enemies to the Land, that they 
take no Pains for Sowing, but live the 
belt they can /pon Fitting, wandring 
r Vol. IV. 


about the Sea of Mindanao, Xclo and 
Bafilan. Yet they ajre cunning Tracers, 
ana wear T urbants, and ufc the la me 
Weapons the Moors do, as Tracking, 
and being in Amity with thole of I’rrneo. 

The Subanos , that is, Dwellers on Ri- 
vers, for Suba fignifies a River, arc ifae 
leaft look’d upon of any People b* the 
Ifland, as being Baft and 
They never depart from the 
where they Build t?p'*n Jong i i n hers, 
fo high that there is no reaching then 
Neft with a Pike; they climb up to it 
at Night by a Pole faffntd to it for that 
purpofe. They arc as it were Vallals 
to the Lutaos. The Dapitans furpa/s all 
the four Nations beforc-mcntion’d for 
Valour and Wiftiom ; and there is no 
doubt bnt they were very aflilting to 
the Spaniards in Conquering the lflands. 

The Inland is fubjett to the Moun- 
tain People, who being fond of Sloth 
and Liberty, keep there without any 
Inclination to come down to the Sea, or 
love of Tillage; and being thus grown 
wild for want or Commerce, gave il ran- 
gers an Opportunity of poflellmg chern- 
iclves of the forfaken Slio; c and Rivers. 

There are alfo in Mindanao fome 
Blacks, like Ethiopians , who own no Su- 
perior, no more than thole of the Illand 
of Blacks , and Mountains of Manila ; 
but live like lieaffs convcvfmg with 
none, and doing harm to all they can. 

They have no fctlcd Place of abode, and 
in ail the bad Weather have no flicker, 
but the Trees. Their Cloaths are fuch 
as Nature gave them, for they never 
cover fo much as that which ought to 
be hid. Their Weapons are Bows and 
Arrows. They reap no other Fruit of 
their Barbarity, but Liberty. 

The generality of the Inhabitants of . , 
thefe lflands are Heathens; but from Rell S ,0B * 
Sanxil to Samboangan the People along 
the Coaft are Mahometans ; more parti- 
cularly in the lflands of Bafilan and Xolo, 
which are as it were the Metropolis of 
that Superftition, and the Mecca ofc the 
Archipelago; bccaqfe the firft Teacher 
of it is bury’d there, of whom the gid**' 
dy Headed Cafikes tell a thoufand Fable! 

The Spaniards at their coming defttey’d 
his Tomb. However, to lay the truth, 
they are generally Atheifts* aiSd thofc 
that have any Religion are Sorcerers. 

The Mahometans know nothing of tlttfk 
Superftition befides eating no Swines 
Flelh , being Circumcis’d and keep- 
ing many Wives ; tho’ they all agree in 
giving their Minds to Oblcrvjtions and 
Auguries upon every light Accident-. 
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The Devil appcarc to fome of them, 
bccajfBb they call up>n him in Time of 
need, and offer Sacrifice to him. The 
Moun turners arc abfolnte Atheifts, for 
they have not the leaft lign of a Mofqae, 
or other Place of Prayer. They are 
very temperate, contenting themfelves 
with r. little boil’d Rice, and where that 
is not to be had, with Roots of Trees ; 
without making nfc of any Spice whe- 
ther they arc Rich or Poor; the better 
fort when they have a Deer, Goat, or 
Fifh, uling no other Seafouing but Salt 
and Water. Their Cloaths are plain, 
for being Enemies to Society, every 
Man is his own Taylor. One and the 
fame Garment ferves for Breeches, Dou- 
blet and Shirt. By their fide they wear 
Daggers alter their Falhion, with gilt 
Hilts. Over their Breeches they bind 
about them a Piece of the Country Stuff; 
fo broad that it hangs down to their 
Knees, and on their Heads wear a Moo - 
rifh Turbanc. The Women in the Day 
time wear a Sack inftcad of a Petti- 
coat, which at Night ferves for Sheet, 
Blanket and Quilt, upon a feurvy Mat. 
Yet t!icy wear rich Bracelets. 

The little Wooden Houfes are cover’d 
with Mats; the Ground is all their Seat ; 
the Leaves of Trees Plates and Difhes ; 
the Canes large Veffels, and the Cocos 
drinking Cups. 

As to their Manners they are more 
Barbarous than the other Mahometans \ 
for if the Father lays out any Mony for 
his Son, or ranfoms him out of Slavery, 
he keeps him as liis Slave ; and the Son 
docs the fame by his Father. For any 
little Kindnefs they do, they deprive 
him that receives it of his Liberty ; and 
for the Crime of one Man make Slaves 
of all the Kindred. They do much 
Wrong to Strangers that deal with them, 
and the Purfe pays for all. He that is 
taken in Adultery buys himfelf off with 
Mouy, this being look’d upon as no 
Difgrace among them. They abhor 
Thgft. lnceft in the fir ft Degree is Pu- 
nifh’d with Death: that is, calling the 
Criminal into the Sea in a Sack. Law 
dibits are foon decided, without many 
Fownalitics, either in Civil or Criminal 
Gales. The King of Xolo for the Ad- 
miniftfatioti of Juftice has a Governor, 
whom they call 2 arabandal, which is the 
fupream Honour at Court. The great 
Onesopprefs the Poor, becaufe the King 
is'pot abfolute enough. Thefe arc de- 
grees of Nobility; as of Tiww, that 
is, Lord; Otancayas , Rich Man; and 
Lords of Vaffals. In Mindanao the 


Princes of the Blood-Royal are call’d 

'Caciles. 

The Subanos of the Mountains of Of the 
Xolo and Mindanao have a more barba- Suborn* 
rous Government than the reft. They 
do not go to War one Nation againib 
another, or one Village againft another; 
but, like Enemies of humane kind, they 
all endeavour to deftroy one another; 
for they know no other Power or Au- 
thority but what is got by Force aud 
Violence. They have no other way to * 

T ry their Caufes, but the Power of the 
Party griev’d to take Revenge, which 
yet in the moll heinous Cafes is molli- 
fy’d with Gifts. For this Reafon, when 
one of the Sabanos defigns to Commit a 
Murder iafcJy, be firft heaps up a Sum 
of Mony to pay for it; that he may af- 
terwards be admitted to the number of 
brave Men, and as fuch wear the Red 
Turbant. More Cruelty is us’d among 
the Caracas , where to have the privi- 
lege of wearing a Turbant of lev oral 
Colours, call’d Baxache, they muft kill 
leven, as has been hinted before, and 
therefore for this inhutmn'Vanity, they 
do not fpare even their Friends, when- 
fbever they catch them Sleeping or Un- 
provided. 

At the Funerals of their Dead they , ;anerali 
are very Religious and Bountiful con- 
fidering their Poverty, for they fpend all 
they have, Cloathing the dead Body in 
new Garments, and laying rich Tifl'uco- 
ver them. About the Grave they plant 
Palm-Trees and Flowers; and if the 
Perfon deceas’d was a Prince or King, 
they burn Perfumes, and cover the Tomb 
with a Pavillion, placing four white Ban- 
ners on the fides. Founeily they flew 
others to bear the dead Man company, 
and call all the beft Things they had 
into the Sea, particularly the Lutaos. 

To put themfelves in mind of Death, 
they make their Coffin whillt Living, 
and always keep it in fight in their 
Houfes. A Cuftom obferv’d by the 
Chinejes , and which ought to be imita- 
ted by Chriftiaus. 

The Women are Cbaft and Modeft, Marriages 
a Virtue much forwarded by their De- 
formity. Their Marriages are celebra- 
ted with much £tate; that is. Treating 
the Company a whole Fortnight ,* or 
rather making them Drink, wherein 
confifts all the Satisfaction.

CHAP. VII. 

Of the Molucco ljlaods , and others in that Archipelago . 


IHE Molucco Illands lying within 
___ the Line of the Spanijh Conquelts, 
aud having been formerly under the Go- 
vernor of Manila (whofe Jurifdidion 
we have here propos’d to fpeak) whillfc 
the Crown of Portugal was united to 
that of Cafiile \ it wifi be proper to give 
fomc Account of them. 

Moloc is a Malay Word, deriv’d from 
the Hebrew , Malach , lignifying the 
Head of a great Thing ; and the Mo- 
lucco Illands were ever the chief of all 
the Archipelago. They are feated un- 
der the line, 300 Leagues Eaft of Ma- 
laca , and as much South- Weft of Ma- 
nila. There are five in Number, and 
lie in fuch Order for 25 Leagues North 
and South, along the Country call’d Be- 
tochina del More, that they are always 
in light one of the other. The firft and 
chief of them is on the North fide, and 
Ttmttc. call’d Terranate, or Ter nate, fix Leagues 
and a half in compafs. Spm place it in 
half a Degree of North Latitude, others 
in but twenty Minutes. In it is a burn- 
ing Mountain, whole largeft Mouth on 
the top is a Stones throw over ; the 
other two are left, one on the Eaft fide

towards the Malay Sea ; the other on 
the North-Weft over Tacome \ about Burning 
them all three there is much Sulphur Mountain, 
gather’d.

Bclides thele, and three other Iflands 
properly comprehended under the name 
of Moluccas, there are four more about 
eighty Leagues North of Ti trnate. The 
neared is that of Mean, five Leagues in 
compafs, and bearing nothing but only 
a little Clove. It has no Port, and the 
Inhabitants live upon Filhing. 

7-ijuns. Tafures is fix Leagues South of Meao, 
and fcarce three Leagues in compafs. But 
it is very Fruitful, abounding in Coco- 
Trees,&»£»,and other forts of Fruit -, and 
has a great Lake. At prefent it has no 
Inhabitants, for they all went over to 
Meao, to avoid the Hardlhips put upon 
them by the Spaniard s in 1531. 

Tigoitnii. Sixteen Leagues to the Northward is 
TagoUnda , a large Illand being 6 Leagues 
in compals. It lias a burning Mountain, 
which does not obltruft its abounding 
inCwv-Ttees, Sagu, and Fruit, and pro- 
ducing fome Rice and Clove. There 
arc two good Ports in it, and a deep 
River on the South fide, with two fmall 
Blands, convenient for Filhing, with 
burning Mountains in both. It is go- 
vern’d by a King of 4 ts own, whole 
Power extends no further than to be a- 
ble to put to Sea eight, or ten Caracaas 
for War, with Fire-Arms and other 
Weapons. Their Language differs frotp 
the Malay. 

The Kingdom of Siae lies 4 Leagues 
North of Tagolanda, and 30 or T trnate. 


lit is an Wand with a burning Mountain, 

• from whofc Top Blue abundance of burn- 
ing Stones \ and on the other fide a plen- 
tiful Spring of Water. The compals 
of the Bland is about 4, or * Leagues, 
the Inhabitants Heathens. The King 
was a Catholick when t.ic Spaniards pof- 
lefs’d the Moluccas , and ever very finch* 
fui to them, and thcrciorc always at 
War with him of Tagulanda, who was 
a Mahometan. This was the antieutcll 
Chriftian Place in the Archipelago, Chri- 
ftiauity having been planted from the 
time that St. Francis Xaverius went over 
thither. The Kingdom is poor and 
fmall, containing but 3000 Souls. It 
produces many Cocos , and but little Rice, 

Sagu, Plantans, Camottas, and Popayas, 

Iu the Places inhabited there arc Hens, 
and feveral forts of Creatures on the 
Mountains. 

Twelve Miles North of this Kingdom colonga 
is the burning Mountain and Kingdom 
of Colonga , lying F.aft and Weft \ and 
having but 6 , or 7 Leagues in compafs. 

From the burning Mountain flow many 
Springs of warm Water, which moiften 
the Ifland, and make it produce feveral 
forts of Fruit. The Inhabitants are a- 
bout 5, or 60 00 ufing Fire-Arms and 
other Weapons. On the North fide of 
it is a fafe Harbour. 

Cauripa is a fmall Kingdom 40 Leagues cauripa, 
from Colonga. On the South fide it 
looks upon the great Ifland of Mateos , 
and Kingdom of Macajfar. On the North 
fide it has a deep River and good Har- 
bour. The King, and 4, or 5000 Sub- 
lets he has are Heathens. The Climate 
is T emperate, and the Soil produces fuch 
abundance of Sagu, that it Ibmetimcs 
Applies Ternate ; and befides that all the 
common Fruit of India , Cocos, Gtain, 
and leveral forts of Bealls •, among which 
one call’d Carabaos, or Sibolas. Nor do 
the Sea and Rivers abound lefs in FiA. 
ThePeople are indefatigable and warlike. 

Men and Women are Clad like thole of 
Tidore. They fet out to the Number of 
fifteen Caracaas, or great Barques. 

The Kingdom of Bulan is 7 Leagues R , 

Weft of Cauripa, oh the Land ot Ma- - 
cajfar. It has more Plenty of Rice than 
Cauripa , and produces the fame Fruit. 

There are feveral Rivers that lead up to 
Villages, inhabited by about 3000 Souls. 

This King fets out 10 Caracaas , and his 
Men ufe Fire Arms, and other W«yi- 
pons, being fupply’d with Salt- peter 
from the Village of Mogonda, and with OAanxios' 
, Iron from the Mines. The Province 
of Maaados is twelve Leagues, Eaft of 
Bulan, 
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^NiA^ Bulan, and 40 froth Tern ate. It abounds, 
ykmclli. in Fruit, Rice, ^nd Grain \ and as for ' 
M097. Beads, in Sibolos , Buffalos, and Swine. 
ifVSi The Inhabitants arc at lead 40000, a- 
mong. whom the greated Wealth is, I- 
ron, Cotton and Brad. They go naked, 
covering their Privities with Clouts, 
and the Women wear a fort of Stuffy 
made of Cane, from the Wade to the 
Knees. Thcfc are the whited and bed 


of all Things. Its ihape is like a Horfe- 
fhooc, the two Points whereof running 
out North and South are three Leagues 
didant. ,ln the Bay between them is 
the chief Village frequented by many 
Ships, and all the Coads about are co- 
ver’d with abundance of Nutmeg-Trees ; 
whofe Blofloms ibread fuch a Fragrancy, 
as if Nature haa employ’d all her Art 
to make them wonderful Sweet. Thefe 


flup’d of any we have hitherto fpoke 
of Thcfc People ufe no fire Arms, 
and yet arc very Cruel, for they Perfe- 
tutc one another, without fparing the 
l ives of thofe that are overcome, for 
their greated Glory confids in hanging 
up the Skulls of thofe they kill, at their 
Doors. They are not fo Supcrditious 
as the other Heathens, but great obferv- 
ers of the Singing of Birds. In other re- 
fpefts they are Affable, and lovers of 
Trade. 

All the Idands, or Kingdoms here 
mention’d, cither are comprehended in 
the Molucca Archipelago, where former- 
ly the Arms of Spain bore Sway ; or 
were Protcdcd by them ; or at lead 
gave a helping Hand to Curb the Ene- 
mies of the Confederates, and keep the 
Dutch in "Awe ; and therefore 1 have 
made mention of them alone, tho’ there 
be many more, as the Kingdom of Ma- 
cajfar , in the great Ifland of Celebes , and 
others Subjeft and Tributary to the fame 
King. 

of Beyond the Ifland of Cilalo , is the 
i-apius. 1 and of Papuas , the Queen of which 
Place becoming a Chridian, was a long 
time maintain’d out of the King’s Re- 
venue at Manila ; becaufe die leaving 
her Idolatrous Husband, and marrying 
the Chridian King of Tidore, came to 
Manila to demand Succours. They will 
have this Country to be part of New 
Guinea , for Papuas fignifies Blacks, whence 
New Guinea had its Name, which as yet 
is not known whether it be an Ifland or 
Continent, tho’ lome Maps fet it down 
as an Ifland. So alfo between Amboina 
Binds and Ter note, are the Iflcs of Banda, be- 
Iilands. ing' as many as the Moluccas , and as va- 
luable for their Nutmeg, and other Spi- 
ces, as thofe are for their Clove. All 
fivejof them take the name of the big- 
ged 7 and lie in four Degrees, and thir- 
ty Minutes«of South Latitude, and three 
Leagues from Amboina. Here grows all 
the Nutmeg and Mace that furnilhes the 
Wprld, for tho’ they grow in other 
. Places, yet they are not fo good. 

Binds Banda, as it is the bigged, fo it is al-t 
(fo the mod delightful and plentifulled 


Trees by degrees quit the Green, lo na- 
tural to all Vegetables, and put on a 
Blew, mix'd with Black, Red, and Gold 
Colour like the Rainbow ; tho’ not fo 
regularly didributed. Beyond this de- 
lightful Plain, there rifes a little Moun- 
tain in the middle of the Ifland, from 
which flow fome Brooks that Water the 
Country \ and then follows another 
Plain, cover’d with the lame Trees, 
growing naturally out of the Earth. 

The Nutmeg- Tree is like the Pear- 
Tree in height and Branches; but the 
Leaves are more like a Walnut^as is 
the Fruit, cover’d with fuch a Rind, the 
loft infide whereof call’d Mace, is as A- 
romatick as the other. The Natives of 
Banda Extrad a precious Oil to Cure 
cold Didempers. Of thefe Nuts they 
chufe the Frelhed, Weightied, Larged, 
and full of Moidure, without any Hole ; 
they are good to Corred a dinking 
Breath, clear the Sight, comfort the Sto- 
mach, and fcveral other Dileafcs. The 
Trees they grow on are in Common, 
and when the Nuts are gather’d, which 
is in Augufi, they are divided among the 
Inhabitants of the Villages. 

The People are Strong, but ill Fa- 
vour’d, Melancholy, and wear long Hair. 

They arc all Mahometans', the Men 
given to Trade, the Women to Tillage. 

They have no King or Lord, but Obey 
the Elded, and thefe feldom agreeing in 
Opinion, they often are at Variance and 
Quarrel ; not to be Reconcil'd but by 
the Nations, that Refort to their Ports 
to Trade for Nutmeg and Mace. When 
thefe Iilands were difeover’d by the Por- 
tuguefes , the People of Malaca and Java 
Traded to them. 

The Portuguefes and Dutch count the Awboins. 
Ifland of Amboina, eight Leagues North 
of Banda , one of the chiefed. It lies 
in four Degrees, of South Latitude, <and 
is feventeen Leagues in Compals. This 
alone produces more Clove than all the 
five Moluccas , but it is not lb good. It 
plfo abounds in Oranges, Lemmons, Ci- 
trons, Cocos, Sugar-Canes, and the like. 

There are feveral forts of Beads, and 
Birds, and among the reft Parrots of 

fevc- 
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cO^Sl feveraJ Colours, and one with red Fea- 
-Otmelli. thers, molt Beautiful to behold. The 
i5 9 t. Inhabitants are more Docible than tbofe 
V^WI of the Mohccos and Band*. They wear 
the fame fort of Apparel, an* live on 
the Trade of Spice. Their Hardinels 
both by Sea and Land makes them much 
valu’d for Soldiers or Sailors. Belides 
Fire-Arms, they ufe Scimitars, and Jave- 
lins, which they Dart very Dexteroufly. 
The Land is Mountainous and well Peo- 
pled, abounding in Rice, Palm-Trees, to 
make Wine, and very excellent Fruit. 
It was once in the Pofleflion of the Dutch •, 
but the Inhabitants Revolted with the 
Afliftancc of the King of MacaJJdr. 

Having fo often made mention of the 
Clove, it will be proper to fay fome- 
thing of it. Becaufe of its being ihap’d 
like a Nail, the Spaniards gave it the 
name of Qavo. Its Bloflbm is like that 
of Mirtle, but the Leaves extraordinary 
Jjjjall, coming out between thofe four 
little <Jccth, which when dry remain 
like a Star, and Compofe the Head of 
the Clove. Abundance of them grow 
in a Clutter, like the Mirtle, or Elder, 
and yield the moft fragrant Scent. The 
Tree is like the Laurel, but thicker of 
Leaves, and they thinner, and narrower. 
Sometimes they are of feveral Colours j 
but the Cloves do not come out, or grow 
Ripe all at once. The backwardeft are 


White, then Green, and when near Ripe 
grow Red i which Variety, is a very 
plcafant Sight to Strangers. They are 
gather’d in February and September , and 
do not grow every Year, but every two, 
and fometimes three ; but then the Har- 
veft is very Plentiful, as if Nature would 
make amends for the Delay. They are 
gather’d like the Olives, by fliaking rhd 
Boughs, after cleaning the Ground ab?;uc 
them. Then they are Ipread out in the 
Sun, and in three Days are dry enough, 
between Black and Alh Colour. Fre(h 
Water Rots, and the Salt Pi eferves them. 
Thole that remain on the 'frees, and arc 
call’d Mother-Cloves, within a Year grow 
bigger and ftronger, and are therefore 
more valu’d in Java. TIule falling to the 
Ground produce other T rees, v/ithout 
any help of Art ; and they after 8 Years 
bear, and laft fometime to an hundred. 
It is commonly laid that only the A felucca 
Iflands produce Clove, bccaiift of the 
infinite Quantity grows there, and fo 
good that it exceeds the Clove of the 
other Iflands, but that of Amboina is 
larger, and little Inferior to it. The 
Virtue of Clove is wonderful againft all 
Diftcmpers proceeding from Cold and 
Dampnefs. When Green theyExtrad 
from it a Water of a moft delicious Smell, 
and very good for the Palpitation of the 
Heart. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Bow the Philippine-lflands were dif cover'd. 


P Rovidcnce made the Choice for the 
ditto very of thefe Iflands of Ferdi- 
nand Magallaens. , a Portuguese, knowing 
in the Affairs of this Archipelago, by 
the Relations he had from his Friend 
Francis Serrano , who was the firft Difco- 
verer of them round by the Eaft. He 
was at Malaca in the Year 1511, when 
Alfonfo de Albuquerque compleatcd the 
Conquett of it } after which thinking he 
could better make his Fortune in Europe, 
he return’d to Portugal. 

Moluceos In December , that fame Year, Francis 
difeover’d. Serrano , and Anthony ePAbreuSaiVd from 
Malaca towards thefe Iflands, and the 
feebnd of them hapned to difeover the 
Ifles of Banda, where the Nutmeg 
grows •, and the other the Moluceos valu- 
able for the Clove. Serrano ftaid there, 
at the Requeft oS Boleyfe, King of Trr- 
tiate ; but ne fent Peter Fernandez, to give 
the King of Portugal and his Friend Ma- 
gellan an Account of the Nature and Im* 
portancc of thole Iflands. 


Magellan, as we call him in Englljh , 
hearing this News, and not being able in spm» 
to move his own King Emanuel to give 
Ear to him •, went Over to the Court 
of the Emperor Charles V. in Spain , 
whom he made fo fcnfible of the Con- 
fequencc of the Undertaking, and that 
the Conquett belong’d to the Wcftern 
part, afGgn’d the Crown of Cafiile \ and 
not to the Eaftern appertaining to Por- 
tugal ■, and the Emperor, feeing the Ac- 
count written by Serrano and his Map, 
furnifh'd Magellan with five Veflels well 
Equip’d, for him to try to find a way' 
Weftward. 

He Sail’d on the 1 oth of Auguft, f$ 1 9, Difcovera 
from the Port of St. Lucan , well fur- th „ e 
nilh’d with all Neceflaries for fo long a Stre,gbt ’ 
Voyage, as the finding a Paflagc from 
the North into the South Sea. Having 
run along the Coaft of Brazil, and cut 
% the Line •, in 50 degrees of South La* 
titude he entred the River of S. Julian, 

and 
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and in 52 and fome Minutes found the/ 
Straight of f his own Name. He enter’d) 
on the 2i ft of Otlober, and about the end 
of ' November came out into the South 
Sea, without meeting with any Storm 
in a Run of 4000 Leagues. Having a- 
gain cut the Line aud being in 1 5 de- 
grees of North Latitude he difeover’d 
twq ( Iflands, which he call’d Los F Has ; 
in 12 degrees thofe known by the Name 
of Ijlas de los Ladrones , or the Iflands of 
Thieves, and a few Days after the lfland 
of Ibabao, of the Iflands here deferib’d. 
The firft he met with was Humunm a 
little defert lfland, near Cape Guiguan, 
now call’d La Encantada ; where the 
fir ft Indians that went to meet him were 
thofe of Siloban , now under the Govern- 
ment of Guiguan. Magellan call’d this 
lfland de Buenas Sen ales , or of good To- 
kens, and all the Archipelago of S. La- 
zarus , becaufe he Landed on Saturday 
before PaJJion-Sunday, in Spain call’d Sun- 
day of S. Lazarus , in the Year of 1521. 

On Whitsunday the firft Mafs was faid 
on the Land of But nan , a Crofs eroded, 
aud Polleflion taken in the Name of the 
moft invincible Charles the 5 th. The 
Lord of Dimajfava Kiufinan to the King 
of But nan 'and to him of Cebu, was af- 
fifting to Magellan , for he brought the 
Ships into that Port on the 7th of April. 
Before Mafs was faid on Wbitfunday , 
that Lord and the King of Cebu were 
Baptiz’d, and by their means many Men 
of Note and others to the number of 
500 ; and after Dinner the Queen with 
300 more. The next Day the Royal 
Standard being fetup with great Solem- 
nity, the King and all his People took an 
Oath of Fidelity after the Indian Man- 
ner, whereof fpeedy Notice was fent 
back to Spain. 

On Friday the 25th of April, Magel- 
lan and fomeof his Men were kill’d in 
the firft Encounter, with the chief Men 
of the lfland of Mat an, oppofitc to Ce- 
bu. On the firft of May, the treache- 
rous King of Cebu at a bloody Entertain- 
ment, cut olT the Heads of 24 of the 
principal Men belonging to the Ships, 

‘ ^ud among them Duarte Barboja Kinf- 
nian and Succcflbr to Megellan , all the 
Miichicf being contriv’d by a Black, who 
was Slave to Magellan and had ferv’d as 
Interpreter, l in Revenge for fome Inju- 
ry done him by Barbofa. Upon the Re- 
ceipt- of this News, John Carvallo put 
out of the Port of Cebu with his Ships 
and Men fleering Eaft South Eaft. Be- 
ing come to the Point of Bohol and Pan- 
frlao he lay by ; and then difeovering the 
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lfland de- los- Negros, directed bis'Courle 
to Quipit on che Coaft of Mindanao. 

Thence he fail’d to Borneo , where he 
took Molucca Pilots, and returning by 
the vvay’&f Cagayants, Xolo, Taguima, 
Mindanao , Sarragan and Sanguil on the 
7th of November difeover’d the Moluc- 
cas, and the 8th Anchor’d in Tidore. 

The King receiv’d him conrreoufly, al- 
lowing him to 'Trade, and fet up a Fa- 
dory to buy Clove and other Spice; 
which was foon done. W hrlft they were 
getting all things ready, the Ship call’d 
the Trinity , which had attempted to 
fail diredly back to Panama, came back 
and deliver’d it felf up to the Pmuguejts 
at Ter note. The Ship FtStory took the 

lame way home the Portuguefes us’d, and 
having feen Amboina and the Hies of Thcfi rft 
Banda, and flay’d Ibmctime at Solor and f ai jy tiat 
Timor, fail’d along the out fide of Suma - roun( j t j ie 
tra , keeping off from thcCoaft of India, to Woiid., 
avoid falling into the Hands of the PoKtur 
guefes, till it turn’d the Cape of* Good 
Nope, and arriv’d at the Port of S*. Lttcar 
in Spain on the 7th of September 1 522, 
three Years and fome Days after it fee 
out, with only 18 Men out of 59 that 
fail’d from the Moluccas, Scbajliau de Ca- 
no being Captain. The Account of the 
New and wonderful Voyage of the Ship 
Fitlory being known throughout Spain, 
with the Information concerning the 
rich Trade of Spice. D. F. Garcia To, r rc 
de Loayja of the Order of S. John of Mal- 
ta, was fent thither with a Squadron of 
lcven Ships, and Scbajliau del Cano for 
his Succeflor. Thcle failing from Corunna , 
came to an Anchor in the uew Straight 
of Magellan in January 1 5 25 , and in May 
following got out into the South Sea, 
after lofing one Ship in that narrow Faf- 
fage. In June a violent Storm parted the 
Ships, and funk moft of them. Aboard 
the Admiral which on the laft Day of 
July was in four Degrees of South Lati- 
tude, the Commander in chief Loayja 
dy’d, and four Days after him his Suc- 
ccflbr SebajHan del Cano and many more. 

On the 2d of Ottobcr thofe that remain’d 
Landed in Mindanao , and not being able 
to get over to Cebu, dirc&ed their 
Courle for the Molucco Iflands; where 
they were well receiv'd by the King # of 
Tidore on the laft Day of December 1 52 5 . 

But as well he, as the King of GHolo 
were fo threarned by the Portuguefes for 
having receiv’d the Spaniards belonging 
to Magellan's Squadron,'* that they feiz’d 
the four Factors left there by the Ship 
Trinity , and thole that return’d now,

1 H E ill Succefs of the Attempts 

before-mention’d made the Con- 

queft of the Philippine- Iflands be laid alidc 
lor ten Years, till at the perfwarton of 
F. Andrew de Vrdaneta , of the Order of 
S. Atguftin, King Philip the 2d. order’d 
the Viceroy of Mexico, to fend thither 
four Ships and a Frigot with 400 Men 
under the Command of Michael- Lopez- 
dc-Legafpi , a Native o f Mexico. F. An- 
drew would go with him and took four 
more of his Order.

count of the Voyage, and made Carts 
proper for it. 

T upas and his People fubmitted them- 
felvesto the King of Spain , promiliugto 
pay # Tribute ; but whilft Legafpi was 
building the City Zebu, the Portuguefes 
came with feveral Pretences to difturb 
him. He fending Advice to the Vice- 
roy of Mexico , had a fupply of 200 
Men fent him in the Year 1 567, under 
the Command of John de-Salzedo and 
Philip de-Salzedo his Nephews ; fo that 
Gonzalo Pereyra, coming afterwards with 
the Portuguefes Fleet to expel the Spa- 
niards, was forced to return with Dis- 


grace. 

Mtniu re* In 1570 came the firft Letters from 

duced. Court to Legafpi , approving of all that 
had been done in the lilands, and Com- 
manding him to proceed in the Con- 
queft, conftituting him Adelantado , or 
Lord Lieutenant of the lame. In 1571 
the Spanijh Arms reach'd Manila , and 
reduced it without any cxpenceof Blood. 
On the 24th of June being the Feaft of 
St. John Baptift, the Foundation of the 
City was folemnly lay’d, and Trade fet- 
Icd with China, fo that the firft Chiam- 
pans came thence to Traffick in May 
1 572. The Governor Legafpi dy’d in 
Augufi that fame Year; and Guido de La- 
baxjtrris entring upon the Government 
continu’d the Conqueft of the liland, 
giving Souldiers that had ferv’d well fc- 
veral Encomiendas or Parcels of Indians 
to be their Tenants, which was after- 
wards confirm’d by the King. In No- 
vember 1574, Limahon a Chinefe Pyrate, 
aflaulted Manila with a Fleet of 70 Bar- 
ques, but was bravely Repuls’d. 

In Aaguft 1 575 DoClor Francis de Sonde, 
Alcade of the Court of Mexico was lent 
Governour. He it was that undertook 
the famons Expedition againft the King 
of Borneo, in which that King was over- 
thrown, and his Court Plunder’d ; the 
v Ifland’i of Mindanao and Xolo oblig’d to 
Ifiay Tribute ; and he and other Gover- 
nors afterwards continu’d the Conqueft. 

In 1 $s£7, The Marques Stephen Rodrigue*, 
de Figueroa undertook the Conqueft of 
Mindanao upon his own Coaft, by the 
King’s Leave. He alfo made War on the 
fidjt of Tampuan againft the Kings of 
Matana, Stbjfgan and Buayen , and againft 
BuhiQri, Fatter to Coralt King of 'Minda- 
nao.™ but be dy’d in the Enterprize at , 
lire Hands of Obal, Unkle to the King 


of Mongtay „ and Colonel D. John de 
Ronquillo wa* fejnt by the Governor of 
Manila to profecute it. 

The Fathers of the Society of Jefus 
entred tire Ifle of Mindanao on the 6th 
of February 1624, to take charge of the 
new Chriftians ; the Governor D. Fran- 
cis TeUo putting them in PolTeflion of the 
Parilhes. 

The General John Chaves carry’d on Conqueft 
the Conquefts with a good Force, com- in wind* 
pos’d partly of Indians. On the 6th of nto. 
April 163 $ he landed at Samboangan, For- 
tify’d himfelf, putting all about to Fire 
and Sword, and at laft erefted a Fort 
there. Sultan King of Mindanao fued 
for a Peace, which was Concluded on 
the 24th of June 1645, by Captain 
Francis Atienzjt -y-Bancz. Governor of 
the Fort of Samboangan, by Commilfion 
from D. James Faxardo Governor of 
Manila. The principal Articles were. 

That the aforefaid King Sultan and his Suf^r 
jells, Jhould be Friends to the King o£Spain, 
and the King of Spain theirs. That if for 
the future either fide was Aggriev'd, it 
jhould acquaint the Court to require Satis- 
faction, and the Peace jhould not be [oppos'd 
to be broken tiUafter fix Months. That the 
Subjects of both fides might go and come free- 
ly without Let or Moleftation, with Leave 
of their King and the Governor of Manila. 

And other Articles which may be feen 
in Robles's Hiftory of Mindanao, lib. 7. 

This King of Mindanao could bring 
into the Field 30000 Men with Fire 
Arms, fold him by the Dutch , Bows 
and Arrows, and other Weapons. His 
Refidence was in an open Place fortify’d 
only with Palifcdoes, and a few Pieces of 
Cannon. 

In 1662 the Governor of Manila fear- 
ing the Threats of a Chinefe Pyrate, of 
whom weipoke in the 4th Volume; 
the better to fecure Manila, refign’d 
Samboangan to the King of Mindanao, 
Conditionally that he mould reftore it, 
when demanded by the Spaniards. The 
Pyrate who was allb petty King of For- 
mofa, dy’d foon after in a Rage, and fo 
deliver’d Manila from that Fear. 

Notwithftanding theGarrifon of Sam- 
boangan was withdrawn, the Province 
of Caragas remain’d under the Dominion 
ofth e Spaniards, povern’d by an Alcnde 
Mayor, placed there by the Governor of 
Manila with a good Garrifon of Spani- 
ards. Bcfides there is the Fort of Illigan, 
belonging to the Province of Dapitan ; 
kept by a Spanijh Captain and Corregi- 
dor, or civil Magiftrate. The People 
of Dapitan pay Tribute, and are fub- 

jeft 






jeft to Spain, with an inviqjable Fideli- 
4 iemelli. ty ever lince the Spaniards mlt fee Fqot 
1697. there. ’Tis true that then theyfubmitted 
WV> out of Fear ; for feeing them with their 
Swords by their fides , cat msket and 
fmokc Tabacco \ they went and told 
their petty King, that thole were a Peo- 
ple with Tails, who eat Stones and call 
Smoke out at their Mouths. This Ac- 
count aflonifh’d the petty King ; but be- 
ing at War with the King of Mindanao, 
he join’d in Amity with the Spaniards , 
and guided them to Zebu. 

Jllipan and Dapitan are Parilhes and 
Millions of the Fathers of the Society } 
and in Temporals depend on the Alcade 
Mayor of Zebu, but a few Leagues diftant. 

Whilll 1 was at Manila , F. Maurice 
Ter era a Catalonian , fet out with a Com- 
panion for the Million of Samboangan , 
and foon after 1 heard they had been all 
well receiv’d by the King of Mindanao , 
m and fent to the Place of their Million, 
poffefs^d by the Prince his Son. There 
is a good Correipondcnce between this 
King and the Governor of Manila , in- 
lomueh, that nine Years ago the King 
lent an Embaflador to the Governor to 
acquaint him, that he had concluded a 
Peace with another King his Neighbour. 
1 had the Curiolity to enquire of the 
Governor, who was D. Faufio Cruzat y 
Corpora, how he had receiv’d that Fm- 
bally. He told me in the firft Place, that 
the Embaflador was the King’s Brother} 
and Clad after the Moorifh Falhion, bare 
Footed and bare Lcgg’d. That he had 
him led through the Spanijh Foot drawn 
up, and receiv’d him under a Canopey. 
That neither the Embaflador nor any of 
his Retinue, would lodge in the Palace, 
but all of them retir'd at Night to their 
Vcflels. The Prefent was only a few 
Quilts of no great Value. 

D. Sebaftian Hurtado de Corcuera , Go- 
Xojo Con- venior and Captain General of Manila, 
quer’d. fubdu’d the Ifland and Kingdom of Xolo, 
going thither in 1638 with 80 Barques, 
and 600 Spanijh Souldiers, befides many 


Indians, fo obliging the Indians to fab- 
mit thcmlelves. T he PeacS of Xolo o- 
pen’d the way to the Chriftian Religion, 
and the Fathers of the Society ; but it 
was loon broke through the Indifcrction 
of Captain Gafpar de Morales. It was re- 
ftor’d again on the 4th of April i6,\6. 
upon Condition the King ot Xolo Ihcukl 
pay a Yearly Tribute of three Xoougas, 
or Barques fix Yards long, loaded with 
Rice. The fame Captain D. Francis de 
Atienza manag’d this Treaty for Spain 
and Batiocan and Arancaye Dara» , Em- 
bafladors of Sultan Combat , King of 
Mindanao , and Mediator, for the King 
of Xolo. The Dutch lay’d fiege to Xclo 
on the 27th of June 1648, but did no- 
thing conlidcrablc. Afterwards the 
King of Xolo broke the Peace, doing 
much Milchief with a J-'cet he pat to 
Sea } fo that at prefent he remains abfb- toft again 
lute Mailer of his Kingdom, and being 
at Peace with Spain, his Subjects Trade 
in the Philippine Illands. The Governor 
told me that fomeYears before, that King 
fent him an EmbafTy, giving him an ac- 
count of his Brother’s Death, and his 
own Acccflion to the Crown, fending 
the Governor a Mourning Suit ofCloatfc^ 
to wear for his Brother, antfa Prefent 
of two Quilts and other Trifles. 

Whcu the Union of the Crowns of 
Cajtilc and Portugal had put the Molucca - 
Illands under the Spanijh Dominion } the 
Governor of Manila perceiving there 
ftill remain’d much to Conquer ; in Offo- 
ber 1593. let out a conlidcrablc Fleet for 
that purpofe. But as he was going in a 
Galley to join the Fleet already under 
Sail, the Sangleys that Row’d, Mutiny’d, 
and killed him and other Spaniards ; car- 
rying away the Galley into China. His 
Sou D. Luis de las Mammas fucceeded 
him in the Government in February 1 596, 
and Profccutcd his Father’s Enterprizc. 

After him other Governors apply’d 
themfelves to it, and particularly in 
1606 a good Fleet was fent to the Me* 
lutcos.

In 1689, the tenYears 
Being expir’d, he went away to New 
Spain, where the Count de Galvo, Bro- 
ker to the Duke of Paftrana n whofe 
Page he had been, being then Gover- 
nor, he was well receiv’d, and was pun- 
ttually paid a 1000 pieces of Eight a 


Month, allow’d him by the King of Spain 
with a Prohibition, to go over into 
Spain, llis misfortunes had afterwards 
an unhgurpy end, for as he was intent 
upon managing his Horfes, he receiv’d 
fuch a kick, as was the Caufc of his 
Death 3 a good inftance of the turns of 
Fortune, with thofe that think they 
have fecur’d her Favour. This Miui- 
fter being brought into the Qnccn Mo- 
ther’s Service, by means of an Aunt, 
who was one of her Women, knew fo 
well how to gaiin upon her Affecti- 
ons, by his faithful Services cfpecially 
twice he was font to the Court of Vien- 
na, on important Affairs 3 that from a 
private Gentleman, he was rais’d to the 
Honour of primeMiniftcr,and a Grandee 
which was afterwards thccaufeof hisFall.

V CHAP. I. 

TV moft* Dangerous Voyage from the Philippine ljlands, to America ; and fir ft 

to the Place call'd, Varadcro. 


T HE Voyage from the Philippine I- 
flands to America, may be call’d 
the longelt, and molt dreadful of any 
in the World ^ as well becaufe of the 
vafl Ocean to be trols'd, being almolt 
the one half of the Terraqueous Globe, 
with the Wind always a-head •, as for the 
terrible Teinpclls that happen there, 
one upon the back of another, and for 
the defperate Difea/cs that feize People, 
in 7 or 8 Months, lying at Sea forne- 
times near the line, lometimes cold, 
lometimcs temperate , and lometimes 
hot, which is enough to Deftroy a Man 
of Steel, much more Flclh and Blood, 
which at Sea had but indifferent Food. 

T he Ship being again Laden, and about 
a thQuland Jars of Watcr,put in by the 
^ Commander and othgrOfficcrs,we fet Sail 
on f/ iJ.ay 29, before Noon in the pre- 
fence of the Colonel. Having Sail’d 2 
L.eagfles, we came to an Anchor within 
the fame Hay. On pretence that he 
wanted Water, the Commander left be- 
hind a Dominican , who had given him 
pieces of Eight, for his Voyage ; a 
Recolet, and a Phifitian he had agreed 
to facp at his own Table •, which acci- 
dent put me into a good little Cabbin 1 


for my Bed and Equipage. Saturday the 
lalt day of June, the Wind continuing 
at South againft us, tho’ wc had hoifted 
Sail, we foon dropp’d Anchor again. 
The lame wc did Sunday the firlt of July, 
having fail’d but half a League. Mon- 
day 2d, flirr’d not and Tuefday juft 
weigh’d and dropp’d Anchor again, the 
Wind continuing contrary both Days 
with much Rain lo that in 5 Days, we 
lcarcc fail’d three Leagues. Some Wa- 
ter being fpent, the Boat was lent to 
take in more, near the Hill Bat an. Be- 
ing curious, I went in the Boat with the 
Major Vincent Arambolo a Bifcainer , and 
Landed on a Plain, where the Arrows 
of many Negrillos or Illand Blacks, who 
were Hunting in the Woods, could reach 
us. The Women and Children began to 
bark like Dogs, to drive out the Wild 
Bcafts before their Husbands, and Fa- 
thers, who lay ready in Ambulh. 60 
whilft the Water was taking in, we ftood 
very fearful, as not being able with two 
Firelocks, tobppofe hundreds of Blacks, 
Arm’d with Bows an<] Arrows, fhort 
Javelins, and long Knives, wherefore 
I retir’d to the Boat, without enquiring 
into the matter of Hunting, as Arambo- 
la 
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<\A/1 la did. The Indian Sailors tslonging to 
our Ship, bringing the Watetlfrom the 
Wood, were no way moleftea by the 
Savages, becaufe they are Frilndly a- 
moug themfelves. Having tJKcn the 
Water, we return’d aboard after Mid- 
night, more afraid than hurt ; having 
ftood upon our Guard, not only becaufe 
of the Blacks, but alfo on account of the 
llnconquer'd Sambolos, who live upon 
part of that Mountain. 

Wtdnefday 4th, we ftirr’d not , the 
Wind being contrary. Thurfday 5th, 
before day, drove along with the Tide, 
and very little Wind, but the Wind then 
llarting up again!! us, came to an An- 
chor near Marik ties. The Governor 
came aboard in a little Varan, which is 
a Tree hollow’d, with 2 Wings on the 
iides, to prevent its overfetting, to bring 
our Captain (ome Fruit, and then went 
away. Friday 6th, the fame Wind con- 
-^aa’d with thofe Rains, which never 
fail abjut Manila. Saturday 7th, the 
Wind frefhning, and the Rain growing 
Tcmpeftuoos, we weigh’d Anchor, and 
brought the Ship under the fhelterofthe 
Hill of Bataii. The fame Southerly 
Winds and Rains continuing, we lay in 
the lame place, all Sunday and Monday 
the 8th, and 9th. Tuefday 10th, we 
were tow’d a little way. Nothing trou- 
bled me but the heatj for there was 
none of the other Plague of Lice, fo 
frequent in other Ships •, becaufe, as has 
been faid,in thofe Parts they do not breed 
on Eutofeans. Search was then made, 
todifeover whether there were any Jars, 
that inflcad of Water, were fill’d with 
Commodities, upon pretence of carry- 
ing them fafer } and feveral were call 
into the Sea full of Pepper, Purcelane, 
and other Goods of Value. The South 
Wind ceafing, and the North fucceed- 
ing, we weigh’d Anchor Wtdnefday the 
11th, before day, and drove with the 
Tide with little Wind, between Mari- 
beles and the Hill of Satan \ fb that Sun- 
fet we pafs’d the Point of Maricondtn and 
Limbones , and then the Rock of Fortune. 

Thurfday 12 about Noon, we left a 
Stern the defert Uland of Ambit, and 
that next it of Luvan j between which, 
and the point Calavite , in the Ifiand of 
Aiihdoro , pafs’d the fb often mention’d 
Galeou, St. Joftpb, as it was running to 
Perdition. Before Sun-fet, we pafs’d 
by Point St. James , in the filand of Ma- 
nila, which makos the Bay of BatayJn, 
Friday 13th, we coafled the Ifiand of 
Mindoro , where it forms a Ung Ridge 
of high Mountains, and two (ides of its 


\ 


Triangle ; befides a long high Neck of 
Land running out towards the South. 

This Kland is moflly Inhabited by {la- 
vage Manghians, not yet fubdu’d. They 
are of an Olive Complexion, and wear • 
long Hair. The Jefuit Milfioners that 
were aboard told me, that thefe People Mm#** 1 
had a Tail half a Span long. They 
do no harm to the Spaniards, and Tyjde T0 ' 
with thofe few Tributary Indians, who 
live in Villages, in the Plains of the I- 
fland, under the care of the Barefoot 
Fathers, of the Order of St. Angufiin. 

Thefe Savages exchanged Gold, Wax, 

Parrots, and other things, for Rice, 
and the like. The Ifiand abounds in 
Buffaloes, Deer, and great numbers of 
Monkeys, which run in Troops along 
the Shoar, feeking what the Sea affords 
to cat. 

The Wind rifing, and againfl: us, op- 
pofite to the Ifiand of Maricavan , a place 
not far from Manila , where there are 
Plenty of Buffaloes and Deer ; it was 
thought fit to lie by at Night, liuce we 
could not advance j but the Weather- 
growing Stormy about Midnight, we 
loft all we had gain’d, and fb on Satur- 
day 14th, found our felvcs oppofite Es 
Cape St. James, and got but little from 
it, all the Day after. The worft was, 
the Coaft afforded no good Anchoring, 
and we had no fhelter from the 
Wind. Sunday 15th, the Violence of 
the contrary Wind abating, we coalled 
along to Weather the Cape. Firft we 
left on the right Hand, a little Bay near 
to the Cape, then another larger, call’d, 

El V i tradero Viejo, and then the Streight 
between the aforemention’d Point of 
Mindoro, and the Ifiand of Maricavan 
near the Bay of Baguan, on the Land of 
Manila , where are the Garrifons of 
Guarnio,Balaxivo, and Batangas. Turn- 
ing the Cape, we came to the Varadero. 

All the Ships that go to Acapulco put in- 
to this Port, to take in Wood and Wa- 
ter. It is a femicircular Bay, form’d by 
a crooked Neck of Land, running out 
of Mindoro, and other Iflands oppofite 
to it. The greateft Danger in thisbar- ; 
row Paflagc, is caus\i by the contrary ' 
Currents, which here meet, one of them 
running toward Maribeles, and the other 
towards the Streight of St. Bemardin. 

After Dinner I went afhore to Hunt not- 
withftanding the Ifiand was full of Sa- 
vages. I could not get into the Woods, 
by rcafoqof the thickncfs of the Trees, 
not to be pierced by Dogs, much lefs»by 
*Men and finding neither Deer, nor 
Buffaloes along the fhoar, went aboard 
again empty handed. CHAP.

O'eir.’i Hi- 
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H Aviug taken Aboard 200 Jars of 
Water brought us by the King’s 
Galliot, which expefted us there for

We 
left on our right Hand near the Coaft of 
Mindoro ftven little Iflands named from 
llucc hus, Pleafant to behold for their 
green Trees, but not Inhabited, and on 
the left Cape Galvan of the Land of 
Manila. At Sun- let we Sail’d among 
ti:e Colonels Iflands near the two Iflands 


cali’d Las Ermanas , or the Sifters j and 
then by three others, call’d Virreyes, or 
Viceroys, all full of Trees, but not Peo- 
pled- 

Thffiay rnh, before Day we pafs’d 
between the 1 Hands of Banton , and Point 
of Marinducptt, which was on our left. 
This illand abounds in Fruit, and very 
noin ifhing Roots ; as alfo in wild Boars, 
Peer, Buffalos, and other Cieatures; 
and therefore wc lent the Cbiampan thi- 
tfvr before us to get frelh Provifions. 

^Tlear thej^oint of Marinduquc is a fmall 
Ifland, like that at Banton , call’d Baton- 
fillo , or little Button ■, behind which is 
another call’d Simara , inhabited by Ci- 
viliz’d Indians , as Banton is. As we 
Sail’d Eaft, wc faw at a great diftance 
on the right the Iflands of Romblon, Ta- 
blas , and St buy an, all inhabited \ for all 
the wa} from Mamla to the Embocadero , 
or Mouth of the Strcight , is a Laby- 
rinth of Iflands, 80 Leagues in length, 
and very Dangerous. IVednefday 18th, 
we were Becalm’d ; but Tburfday 1 9th, 
had a little Wind that carry’d us as far 
as the I fluid of Stbuyan. Friday 20th, 
it frcfhucd, and about Sun-let we got 
through the Strcight made by the Iflands 
of Bonas and Masbate , where there are 
rich Gold Mines, and the ftrange Birds 
call’d Tavonos , and then by Ticao , all of 
;hcm inhabited by Indians not yet Sub- 
du ’4 and very Fruitful. 

I Having coa/ted ^along the Ifland of 
Thao all Night, on Saturday 21ft, in the 
Morning, two Hours after Sun-riling, 
we Came to an Anchor in the Port of 


St. Hyacintlmi , oppofitc to Surfegon. 
The Alcalde Mayor, or chief Magiftrate 
of Alvay, came Aboard on Sunday 22d, 
afrd brought the Captain a Prefent of 
20 Hogs, 500 Hens, and a gtcat deal 
oPFruic. Monday 23d, the Cbiampan 
came from Mariuduqnc loaded with Re-‘ 


frelhments given them by the JcTuits of 
that Parilb, for the Fathers John Grigo - 
yen, Antony Borgia , and Peter Antony 
Martinez who were Aboard us Bound 
for New Spain ; one to ftay there, the 
other to go to Rome for the Affairs of 
the Million. 

The Wind coming up very fair for us 
to put into the Bay of Ticao , we weigh’d 
Anchor on Tuefday 24th, early, and ad- 
vancing a little with the Stream, came 
to an Anchor in it. A Barc-foot Father 
of St. Augufiin, that belong’d to that 
Province came to bring us lomeRefrelh- 
ment of Fruit. Going Alhorc after 
Dinner to Bath me, 1 was inform’d 
that the Village was formerly near the 
Shore, but having been Burnt by the 
Pilot of a Ship that put in there, ''"fRe 
Indians retir’d half a League (up the 
Land into the middle of the Wood. 
There are about thirty wooden Houfts 
cover’d with Palm-tree Leaves, and the 
Church and Dwelling of the Miflloners 
is of the lame fort. But theft are the 
molt part of the Year at Masbate , be- 
caufe the Indians go away into the Moun- 
tains every one to Plant his Camotes , and 
Gavas, and only come to that Place 
when the Fathers go to make their Vi- 
litation. 

Wednefday 25th, being St. James's 
Day, the Wind being contrary, we lay 
at Anchor •, becaufc the Ship flood in 
need of a ftrong South Wind to carry 
it out of the Strcight againft the Cur- 
rent. Tburfday 26th, a Muftcr was made 
to fee, if any Man was Aboard without 
Liccnft, for which they pay twenty 
Pieces of Eight to the King. Sixteen 
Perfons who had none were put a Shore, 
only 200 remaining Aboard. Friday 
27th, 500 Bomb ones of Cane full of 
Water were brought Aboard, which the 
Alcade had caus’d to be cut by the Cap- 
tain’s Order they were eight Spans in 
length, and as thick as a Man’s Thigh.

Morales was hurt with a 
Javelin on the Leg, in a Place near the 
burning Mountain. In this lame Place 
E s. /utor receiv’d the Crown of Mar- 
tyrdom 29 Years ago, for having Bap- 
tiz’d a young Girl without her Father’s 
Confent, and they reckon ten Miffioncrs 
in all were put to Death. For this rea- 
fon the Fathers are retir’d into the Iflands 
J guana and Sarpana , under the Protecti- 
on of the Spanijb Garrifons. 

During 177 Years the Spaniards have 
continu'd this Voyage parting between 
feveral Iflands, they have found this is 
a continu’d Row of them from North to 
South i that is, from the Line where it 
begins oppolite to new Guinea almoft up 
to fapan, in 3 6 deg. of North Latitude. 
Name; of Jpe Names given to all the Iflands dif- 
t!.cl!Vn'H > cover’d i»this fpace, are as follow.

The 
other three burning Mountains, thefirft 
in 23 deg. 30 min. the fecond, in 24. 
and the third in 25 deg. The Ifland de 
Vatas is in 25 deg. 30 min. la Defconoci- 
da in 1 % deg. 50 min. Malabrigo in 27 
deg. 4c min. Guadalupe in 28 deg. 10 
min. The three Iflands of Tecla difeo- 
ver’d the 23d of December 1554, by the 
GaleonS. Jofeph between 34 and 36 deg. 
There are other Iflands from 13 deg. 
of Latitude, towards the Line and New 
Guinea , not yet known. 

There is another Chain of Iflands be- 


ginning at/the Line 300 Leagues from iflands de 
Callao ivFTgrU) and running Weft ward, losGaljjia 
the end/w hereof is not yet known. Thofe 
that aip belt known are not Inhabited, 
and hw.c no Beads in them, but only 
Birds that are kill’d with Cudgels, being 
never frighted by Man, as I was told by 
fome that had been there. The Pyrats 
that go through the Strcights of Magel- 
lan into the South Sea, repair to thefe 
Iflands to Waffi and Tallow. They 
are call’d de los Galapagos , becaule of the 
great Quantity of thofe Creatures found 
there, which are very like Tortoiles, 
or rather a fpecies of them. 

The chief of the Marian Iflands is /- . w ^ 
guana , and therefore a ftrong Caftlc is satpen* 
built on it guarded by 80 or 90 Men. 

The fecond is Sarpana , in which there 
is alio a Garrifon, but the Governor 
lives in Vmatta, They are both flat, lo 
that the Ships can come no nearer than 
within three Leagues of them. In Aga- 
na there are two Colleges, the oneof 
Children, the other of Indian Maids, I11- 
ftructed and Govern’d by 1 2 Fathers of 
the Society, and Maintain’d by the King 
with an Allowance of 3000 Pieces of 
Eight a Year, bcfldcs his Bounty for 
Maintenance of the Fathers. His Ma- 
jefty generoufly fpends 34000 Pieces of 
Eight a Year to keep thefe Iflands, 
the Governors Salary being 3000 Pieces 
of Eight, and the reft for a Major, an 
hundred Souldicrs, the Jefuits and Col- 
leges aforemention’d. All this is lent 
from Nero Spain to Manila , with Cloth 
for the Souldiers. There is alio a fmall 
Veflel kept to carry all Neceflarics thi- 
ther. The Houfes of the Fathers of the 
Society are made of Mud Walls, be- 
caufe the Iflands fornilh no other Mate- 
rials. Thole of the Indians are Huts 
cover’d with Boards, or Palm-Tree- 
Leaves like Caves. The Ifland is ten 
Leagues in Compafs, and is fix from Sar- 
pana. This is not lo large, nor have the 
Jefuits any Houfe in it, but repair thi- 
ther as there is occalion. There is a 
fmall Garrilon to curb thole barbarous 
People.

T H E .Inhabitants of the Marian Backs as if it were nothing. They are 
t Iflands are df a Gigantick Stature, great Swimmers, and (five lo fwiftly 
Corpulent, and very Strong j and will ( that they will take Fiih. Before the 
fometimes clap 500 weight on their coming of the Spaniards they liv’d under

tlcmclli. tains. They knew not tjrhai Fire was, 
it 697. or the ulc of Iron; butdld ea\ravV Fifli, 
fometimes rotten, Coeos, aill Roots, 
drinking fair vVater. There^ever was, 
nor is there at prclent, any fcHing among 
them, but only exchange ; and fhould 
the Spaniards carry never fo many Pie- 
ces of Eight, no Man would give them 
a Coco-nut or a Hen, and they might 
ftarve, did they not give Stud; Cloth, 
or other things thole People want 'in ex- 
change. 

RHigion. N° token of any Religion, has been 
hitherto found in any of the Iflands dis- 
cover'd, as feveral Miflioners told me, 
who had been long there ; only an ex- 
traordinary Veneration for their An- 
ceflors, not out of Love, but Fear, 
keeping their Skulls in their Houles, and 
calling upon them in time of need ; by 
which it appears they have fome true 
notion of the Immortality of the Soul, 
’ diVti that there is lome place for them to 
rcildc jin, from whence they can do 
good, or harm. Their Language is dif- 
ferent from that of the Philippines. Their 
Weapon is a Spear pointed with the 
Bone of a Man’s Leg, or a fharp Stone. 

produfh Tho’ in thefe Iflands the T rees are not 
fo large and thick as in the Philippines , yet 
the Soil is proper to produce all things 
neceflary for Man’s fuftenance. For- 
merly there was nothing but the Fruit 
of the Country, and fome Hens ; but 
afterwards the Jefuits and Souldiers re- 
ading there, brought over Rice, Herbs, 
and other things from the Philippine 
Iflands; and as for Beaft, Horfes, Cows, 
and Swine, they have increas’d confl- 
dcrably in the Mountains. There were 
not io much as Rats, but the Ships have 
fnrnilh’d them. No venomous Crea- 
tures at all breed there. 

sima a The moll wonderful and peculiar Fruit 

Fruit. of thefe Iflands is, the Rims, which lerves 
the Natives inftead of Bread, and is ve- 
ry Nourilhing. The Plant is thick, and 
full of Leaves ; the Fruit as big as a 
Man’s head, of a Date colour, but prick- 
ly like the Giacca of Goa ; and in the 
middle is a Kernel, like a white Nut. 
Boil’d, or Rolled, it lerves for Bread, and 
keeps four, or fix Months. The Talte is 
lik$ an Indian Fig, or Plantan. Befides 
the Mountains abound id Coco-trees. 

The Ducdu is a Tree like the Rima ; 

VHciu. an d the Fruit, which is green without, 
is like a long Pear. The infide Pule, 
is white and foff, flicking to about 15 


Kernels which rolled, talte like Chefl- 
nuts, as do thole of the Giacca. For 
commoil Food, there are abundance of 
Roots, as Vhis , Gavas , Camottes and o- 
thers. The Water is very good. The 
Air is better and more temperate than 
that of Manila , tho’ that Ifland, be up- 
on the lame Parallel with Iguana, and 
Sarpana. 

The little Boats of theie iflands* are Boats.' 
very flrange, as well for their make, as 
fwifenefs. They arc made of two crook- 
ed Bodies of Trees hollow’d, and low’d 
together with Indian Cane. They arc 
about 5 or fix Yards long, and becaufc 
the breadth of them is not above four 
Spans, and they would ealily overiet, 
therefore they join to the fides pieces of 
folid Timber, which poize them ; and 
as for Paflengers, the Boat being fcarcc 
able to contain three Indian Sailers, they 
therefore lay Boards acrofs in the mid- 
dle, hanging over the Water on both 
fides, where thofc that will be carry’d 
from place to place, fit. Of the three 
Sailers aforelaid, one is always in the 
middle to lade out the Water, which 
certainly comes in over the fides, ;£nd 
at the Seam ; the other two keep one 
at Head, and one at Stern, tc*nove and 
fleer the Boat. The Sail is like thole 
we call Latin Sails, that is. Triangular, 
made of Mat, and as long as the Boat, 
which being therefore eafy to overiet 
when the Wind is a Stern, they keep 
out of it, as much as they can. No fore 
of Boat, whatfoever, can come near 
them for fwifnefs, for they run ten or 
twelve Italian Miles an Hour. When 
they are to return from any place, they 
remove the Sail without turning the Boat 
about, fo that which was the Stern be- 
comes the Head, and he that was in the 
Prow , is Stccrlinan. If any thing is 
to be mended in the Boat, the Goods 
and Paflengers are fet upon the Sail ; and 
the Boat is prefently righted, and turn’d 
up if it was overfet ; things fo wonder- 
ful, the Spaniards themfelves can Icarce 
believe them, tho’ they fee them every 
day. Tho’ thefe be fit only for a fiiorc 
cut, yet in a cafe of urgent neceflity, two 
fet out from Iguana, eroding a Sea of 
poo Italian Miles, to go to the Philippine 
Iflands ; but one of them was call away. 

That the-Reader may the better com- 
prehend the manner of them, I have 
here added the Cut of one.

C\J^s T?RicUy the 7th, the Wind being Eaft, 
Gtmtlti . r we flood N. N. E. without taking 
i 6 pj. a«y Obfervation. Saturday 8th, the 
(/VV Wind at S. E. flood E. N E. and found 
2i Deg. of Lat. Sunday 9th, the Wind 
S. S. E. flood N. E. the Lat. 21 Deg. 40. 
Monday 10th, the fame Wind and Courfe 
continuing, Lat. 20 Deg. The Sky ap- 
pear’d of a Violet colour, with green 
Clouds, which 1 , and the Fathers of the 
Society look’d upon as a Prodigy, having 
never feen the like before. The Pilot 
began his Devotions for obtaining a good 
Voyage, and at Night there was Dan- 
cing, and fuel) Sports as the Ship could 
affoi d. Tuefday 11 th, wc were becalm’d} 
that Lat. 22 Deg. 10 Min. Wednefday 
1 2th, the Wind at E. S. E. we flood 
N. E. the Lat. 22 Deg 37 Min. Here 
it is fit to acquaint the Reader, that du- 
ring this long Voyage, there is a ftrange 
variation of the Needle oblerv’d ; for 
wjfch, neither Pilots nor Mathematici- 
ans have aflign'd any rcalon in 1 80 Years, 
* that Voyi|e has been us’d. It begins at 
Cape St. Bernardin , between 1 2 and 1 3 
Degrees of Latitude, infenfibly increaf- 
ing for about half the way, to 18 or 20 
Deg. for above a thoufand Leagues. 
There it begins to leflen, till they come 
to Cape Mendocino , where it is obferv’d 
to be two Degrees. Now this variation 
in lome places being N. E. in others N. 
W. and in fome places more, in others 
left, it is therefore the more unaccount- 
able. There is no pretending it is caus’d 
by the Loadflones, becaufe the Iflands 
are at a vaft diflance, and perhaps a 
thoufand Leagues. The Pilots perceive 
this variation when the Sun isfetting,for 
marking the true Weft Point, they then 
fee whether the North, and other two 
Cardinal Points anfwer. 

Thurfday 1 3th, the Wind being S. E. 
wc flood N. E. the Lat. 23 Deg. 30 Min. 
t lb thit we were got out of the Torrid, 
into the temperate Eone. That Night 
it blew a great Storm, and Friday 14th, 
we flood N. the Wind E. N. E. The 
Lat. 24 Deg. 12 Min. Saturday 14th, 
the Wind at E. N. E. wc ftill run due 
N. T owards Noon, it blew lo hard that 
tbt Pilot was forced to lie by, backing 
the Mainlail, and three hours* before 
Night; the Wind came more to N. E. 
Such abundance of Cachorretas were ta- 
ken all the day, that the Seamen grew 


weary of them ; and would give them 
to any Body for asking. They greedily 
fwallow’d the Hook, being deceiv’d by 
a flying Fiih, made of Rags, which as 
the Ship run under Sail, could lcarcc be 
diftingnilh’d from the true, as we lhall 
obferve hereafter. Sunday 16th, the 
Wind being at S. E. we flood N. E. by 
E. The Lat. 25 Deg. 5 Min. Monday 
17th, the Wind, S. S. W. run E. N. E. 

Tuesday 1 8th, lay the lame Courfe, tho' 
the Wind was S. W. No obfervation obferva- 
could be taken either day. FourSharkstion about 
were catch’d, and opening one of them, riftl * 
there were feven fmall ones found alive 
in its Belly. This caus’d an Argument, 
or Difpute, between the Je/uits, the Do- 
minican, and the Augufiinian , to decide 
whether this Filh brought forth, youug, 
or not. Some foolilhly laid, the old 
one had fwallow’d them, to lave their 
lives, by Vomiting them up again, and 
that they came from Eggs lay’d and then 
kept in the opening under their Jaws, 
as is laid of other Fifties, and particu- 
larly the Trout. But the moft receiv'd 
and likelicft Opinion is this, that all Filh 
bring forth their Young hatch’d out of 
the Egg, or form’d out of the Spawn; 
for feveral Perlons well vers’d in Sea 
Aflairs have told me, that there have 
been Eggs found in Sharks, and young 
ones at the lame time. I give it here the 
Name of Eggs, becaufe the Italian Word 
Uova in the Author, fignifies either Eggs or 
Spawn , and as fome Fifhes Spawn , others 
lay Eggs, as do the Tortoifes, Crocodile, 
and Sharks here mention'd. To this pur- 
pole John Zavaletta a Bifcainer , who had 
follow’d the Whale Filhing , leveral 
Years in Europe, laid he had often found 
Young Whales in the Belly of the Old. 

That lame day there fell much Rain, 
and the Sailers went out naked, to catch 
the Water, lo that they fill’d all the 
empty Veftels, and therefore inftead of 
ihortning the Men’s allowance of Water 
after two Months and a half Sail, it was 
increas’d. t 

Wednefday 19th, the Wind at E. we 
flood N. N. E. the Lat. 25 Deg. 50 
Min. we had fome diverfion with Sharks 
that were taken. One great one, was 
tbfown into the Sea again, with a Board 
tied to his Tail, none of the Paflengers 
< caring to e&t any more of them, and it 
was Pleafant to lee him Swim about

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without being able to diw down, T wo 
Ctmelli. others were ty’d together by*. the Tails, 
1697. one of them being firfl blinded, and 
'then being caft into the Sea, Ihe blind 
one oppos’d the other that vfould have 
drawn him down, thinkiug himfelf ta- 
ken. 7 hurfdny 20th, we were becalm’d 
till Noon, at which time a little Wind 
blew at S. E. and we Hood E. N. E. The 
lat. 26 deg. Friday 21ft, the Wind at 
S. W. we lay the fame Courfe, and ma- 
king much way, caught abundance of 
CacharretMs , with the fame Bate, of a 
flying Fifh made of Rags, for thofc Fifhcs 
running to catch it, were hung in the 
Hook hid under it. That Night the Pi- 
lats two Mates began their nine days De- 
votion, with abundance of Lights, and 
gave Sweetmeats to all the Company 3 
and at Night there was Dancing, and 
acting of parts made extempore. Sa- 
tnr J , tv 22cl, tie Wind at S. we flood N. 
E.-a!!d .>y E. the lat. 27 deg. Sunday 23d, 
held tfjc fame Courfe, the Wind at S. E.

25th, the Wind blowing frefh at S. S. 
E. wc fleer’d E. N. E. the lat. 29 deg. 3 
min. That Night we were very watch- 
ful, to avoid two fmall Rocks in the lat. 
of 30 deg. Wedncfday 26th, the Wind 
at S. wc flood N. E. to get a greater 
lat. which we found to be 29 deg. 58 
min. Thurfday 27th, a great fhower 
fell, and the Wind blowing at E. made 
us ran N. and by L. the lat. 30 deg. 30 
mill. Friday 28th, flood N. E. the lat. 
30 deg. 49 min. the Needle varying a 
Point N. W. Saturday 29th, the Fcaft 
of S. Michael was kept, that being our 
Captain’s Name, extraordinary allow- 
ance was given, and a Play acted. The 
Wind blew at S. E. and wc flood at N. 
E. and by E. the lat. 31 deg. yS min. 
Sunday 30th, the lat. was 31 deg. 58. 
min. fo that wc thought our felves a- 
bout the lat. of an Imaginary Ifland, re- 
puted to be rich in Gold, and placed in the 
Sea Carts, in 32 deg. wanting fomc few 
min. whereas it is certain no Body ever 
faw any fuch Ifland. Till now we Sail’d 
N. E. and by E. the Wind being S. E 
then follow’d a Calm till Mid-night, af- 
ter which the Wind came up at S. S. E 
and we flood N. E. That Night the Ma- 
iler began his nine days Devotion, treat- 
ing the Company, and Dancing. 

Monday the firfl of Ottober, the Wind 
continuing at Z. S. E. we ilccr’d NME. 
and by N. the lat. 32 deg. 28 min. Af- 
terwards the Wind came to$. E. (abun-* 
dance of Cachorret/ts and Albacoras being 


taken, by reafon the Ship made fucli 
fwift way) and at Night blew fo hard 
at S. that the Pilot was forced to low- 
er his Top Sails and Main Yard. A 
great Storm blowing on Tutfday 2d, at 
S, and the Sea beating hard upon us, 
we were forced to lie by the Forefail 
back’d, and the Waves beat fo furioufjy 
on the Rudder, that the VV hip.'laffbroke 3 
the lat. 33 deg. 20 min. i lie Wind 
came about to N. W. but the Srorm no- 
thing abated 3 but rather incre.-rling, the 
Ship was tofs’d upon vafl Mountains c* 

Water, and then again lecm'd to li i;. 
to the Abyfs, the Waves breaking over 
it. No fire could be lighted, and fo all 
cat cold Meat, and there was no Cho- 
colate to be made ftlic Aurboi was ve- 
ry dainty, to expect Chocolate at all 
times'] and there was no Handing or 
fitting in a place, but wc were tols’d from 
fide to lide. About Midnight I had like 
to be knock’d in the Head, by two I , in- 
flocks of the Guns falling upon my Bed. 
Wcdnefday 3d, the fame Wind continu- 
ing, the Storm was nothing abated 3 
wc fleer'd N. E. and by E. All this time 
wc had feen Sea F'ouls, but this dayitwo 
Ducks flew by us. Befides a Sailer 
catch’d a little Bird, like a (Senary Bird, 
which being carry’d away by the Wind, 
found no place to flay itfclf, but the 
Rigging. The Captain endeavour’d to 
keep it in a Cage, but being quite fpent, 
with hunger and w r carinefs, it dy’d the 
lame day, and there was Sand found in 
its Belly. This little Creature fet the 
Pilot, his Mate, and the Palfengers up- 
on arguing whence it could come 3 and 
they concluded it certainly came from 
Rica dc Plata , an Ifland 30 Leagues di- 
flant Southward, being carry’d away by 
the Wind 3 the lat. was 34 deg. 7 mm. 

The Pilots fuppofe the lllands, Rica de 
Oro and Rica Plata , with others about 
them to be the Iflands of Salomon 3 but 
I am of Opinion thefe arc imaginary I- imaginary 
Hands, becaufe as long as this Voyage has iflands. 
been us’d they have never been feen. The 
Situation andLatitudeof thelflands of Salo- 
mon is unknown 3 nor could they fcver be ’ 
found in fomany Years as they have been 
fearch’dafterbytheKing’sOrder.AGaleon 
Sailing from Manila for Nero Spain , was 
drove by T empefl upon an Ifland.

When the Galeoncame to Acapulco this 
Earth being remov’d, they found under 
it a Mafs of Gold, which the violent .

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(VV^ Heat of the Fire had melted and fepa- 

Gemclli. rated from<the Earth. The Commander 
1697. admiring at this unexpc&ed Accident, 
acquainted the Viceroy of Mexico with 
it, and he the King, who order’d a Squa- 
dron to be fitted out to find thefe Iflands, 
the Pilot having taken their Latitude. 
In fhort, the Adelantado D. Alvaro de 
'Mendoza fail’d from CaUao , the Port of 
LinLt, in the Year 15 96, with fbme 
Ships to find out thefe Iflands of Solo - 
men , whereof that above- mention’d was 
fuppos'd to be one. After a long and 
tedious Voyage he lighted upon an llland 
of blacks of New Guinea , near the Line, 
on the South lide of it, where he, and 
many of his Men dy’d ; and his Wife 
the Lady Elizabeth Barreto return’d with 
only one Ship to Manila , the reft being 
loft in the vain Search after thefe rich 
I Hands. See more of this Particular in the 
fragment of the 1 (lands of Salomon. 

D. Antony de Medina , about 30 Years 
fincc, offer’d the King to go upon this 
Dilcovery, relying on the great Expe- 
rience he had learnt on thofc Seas. Or- 
ders being therefore lent to the Viceroy 
of f dexicoy and Governor of Manila , to 
fend him Commander of the Galeon that 
was to rcttmi from Acapulco to the Phi- 
lippine Iflands , the Viceroy gave him 
that Pott j but the new Governor of 
Manila , who was Aboard the Galeon , 
when they were far enough from New 
Spain , depriv’d him of the Command, 
and put into it him that came from Ma- 
nila. Medina highly refenting this Af- 
front, as foon as he came to the Iflands, 
Hole away in a fmall Boat to China , in 
order to go over from thence to Ma- 
drid^ to make his Complaint to the King \ 
but there being no News ever heard of 
him, it is fuppos’d he was kill'd by Py- 
rates. 

Thurfday 4th, the Wind coming about 
to North, and then to N. N. W. we 
laird E. for fear of running upon Rica 
de Plata , and found the lat. but 33 deg. 
30 min. It was there very Cold. The 
Pilots faid the Current there help’d the 
\way of the Galeon. Friday 5th, the Wind 
blew at Eaft, and wa fail’d North, and 
then N. and by E. the lat. 33 deg. 50 
min. .A Storm riling in the Night, the 
Galeon was let run at Pleafure. Saturday 
6th, the Storm increaflng, the twoTop- 
Mafts were lower’d, and we drove with 
the^Wind. Thefe are the ufual Storms 
oblerv’d to happen before and a(ter the 
Feaft.of St. Francis , perhaps by reafon 
of the Equinox. After Noon the Wind 
b^ng S. E.,we fleer’d N. E. under a Fore- 
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Sail *, but thc\wind blowing a mighty 
Storm agjffn,' we drove as before. Sun- 
day 7thJ we flood N. and by W. the 
Wind tying Eafl, with terrible Waves 
breaking tover the Poop. Monday 8tb, 
the Wind being South, we fail’d N. E. 
and by E. leaving the imaginary llland 
of Rica de Plata South, in the lat. of 34. 
deg. 30 min. and found our (elves in 36 
deg. 20 min. Tuefday 9th, the Wind 
abating, and by degrees growing flack / 
at S. E. we fleer’d N. E. and by E. At * 
Night it blew harder. Wednefday 10th, 
fail’d E. N. E. with the fame Wind i 
the lat. 37 deg. 34 min. Tlsurfday 1 1 th, 
fleer’d N. E. and by E. and after Noon 
N. E. the Wind coming to E. S. E. Fri- 
day 1 2th, flood N. E. and by E. and af- 
terwards N. N. E. the Wind blowing 
S. E. and E. S. E. To avoid running 
further to Northward the Pilot tack’d 
about to Southward, the Wind blowing 
hard at E. S. E. In this Latitude we ob- 
ferv’d the Sky was always clouded, and 
a finall Rain fell, which the Spaniards call- 
Garuva. Saturday 13th, betimes we 
tack’d about to N. E. the fame S. E. 

Wind continuing. The Cold was very 
(harp, but the Indians and Blacks Born 
in hoc Countries were moft fenlible of it. 

Sunday 14th, by reafon of the beating 
of the Sea, and breaking of the Waves 
Mafs could not be faid 3 at Night wc 
drove, the Wind being contrary ; and 
at Mid-night fail’d Eaft, the Wind atN. 

N. E. But coming to N. E. on Monday 
1 5th, we tack’d about to S. E. 'and be- 
fore Noon the Wind coming to E. S. E. 
we were forced to Tack again. The 
lat. upon Obfervation 36 deg. 30 min. 
for we made Southward. At Night the 
Wind chang’d. Tuejday 16th, the Wind 
at E. S. E. we flood N. E. but it com- 
ing about to Eaft, oblig’d us to Steer 
N. N. E. and N. E. and by N. The 
lat. 37 deg. 2 min. The Rain which fell 
all thefe Days wet many Bales and Chads 
of Silk, and other Goods of China to the 
great Lois of the Owners. 

Wednefday 17th, we were Becalm’d, 
the lat. but 37 deg. At Sun-let the 
Wind came up S. S. W. which made us 
Steer Eafl, but the Calm returning at 
Mid-night we drove N. N. W. The 
fame Wind coming up again Thurfday 
1 8th, we fail’d Eaft, which was our 
Courle \ tho’ to do it fafely we were to 
keep in the lac. of 3 6 deg. 42 min. 
wlyth is the greateft Elevation Ships ufe 
to take in this Voyage. This they do, 
ibecaufe if they do not place themfelvcs 
enough to the Northward, before they

C emelli. Weeds before mention’d, being once to 
1697- the Leeward from the Coafttof Cape 
i/WJ Mirdo to California , it will be very hard 
afterwards to get to the Northward. 
So it hapned lix Years before to the Pink 
that fet out for New Spain , after the Ga- 
leon St. Jofeph was call away ; for having 
run up to 35 deg. of lat. and not keep- 
ing up to that lame, it could never meet 
the Senas , or Weeds by reafon of its 
being fallen to Leeward ; and all the 
Seamen had infallibly dy’d for want of 
Meat and Drink, had not Providence 
provided they Ibonld put into an un- 
Illand dif- known Ifland in the lat. of 18 deg. 20 
cover’d, min. which being found on St. Sebafiian’s 
Day, had his Name given it. Here they 
got Water out of a little Lake \ and 
Flclh by killing abundance of Birds, 
which the Spaniards call Bobos , or Fools 
(cllcwhcrc lpokcu of) which they car- 
ry'd lalted in Earthen Veflels. This 
1 Hand was fmall, plain, and full of plea- 
fant Trees. After Dinner the Wind 
came to North, and we fail’d E. and by 
N. The lat. 36 deg. 30 min. Friday 
19th, we were Becalm’d, the lat. 3 6 
deg. 19 min. the Current driving us to 
Southward. The Wind came up at S. W. 
and wc fleer’d E. and by N. It blew 
hard at Night ; and the Major Arambolo 
began his nine Days Devotion. Saturday 
20th, held the fame Courfc. A fmall 
Rain quell’d the Wind. The lat. of 35 
deg. 30 min. Sunday 21ft, we had a 
troublefome Calm, but at length the 
Wind came up at S. W. and we fteer’d 
E. and by N. the lat. 35 deg. 37 min. 
the Needle varying a Point Ealtward, 
we Hood Eaft to make the more way. 
Tho’ this variation be fometimes more, 
and fometimes left, yet by it the Pilots 
know how far they are from Land. The 
light of a Dove rejoiced all Aboard ; 
taking it as a good Omen of the fuccefs 
of a Voyage, and guelling we might fee 
Land within a Month. They thought 
that Dove might be drove by the Wind 
from the Ifland they call of D. Maria 
Laxara (becaufe in that Latitude a Spa- 
nijh Woman lb call’d, coming from Ma- 
nila^ call her fclf into the Sea) where 
there is fuch abundance of them that 
they darken the Air. t Yet they are not 
Land Doves, tho’ like ‘them in Beak and 
Feathers, but of the Sea, and have Feet 
like Ducks. This Ifland ts in the lat. of 
31 deg. Mondap 22d, the Wind conti- 
nu’d to blow hard at S. W. as it had 
done the Night before, fo lye fteer’d E., 
and by N. but at Night it came to N. N. 
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W. Tuefday 23d, before Day the Wind 
fetled at N. blowing fo hard, that the 
Gdeon made much way E. and by N. the 
lat. 3 6 deg. 1 6 min. 

There is no doubt but this Voyage ships toft, 
has always been dangerous and dreadful. 

In 1 575, the Ship Efpiritu Santo , or the 
Holy Ghoft was call away at Catandua - 
»«, through the Ignorance of the PilotJ 
who could not find out the EmboccaHtero, 
or Mouth of the Streight. In « 596, the 
contrary Winds drove the Galton St. Phi- 
lip as far as Japan j where it was taken 
by way of Rcprifal with all the Lading 
defign’d for New Spain ; which gave oc- 
calion to the Emperor Tay co/ama then 
Reigning to Perfecutc the Chriftians, 
wherein he proceeded fo l'ar as to put 
to Death F. Peter, a Recolet , who went 
thither from Manila with the Character 
of Amballador, the better to Excrcile 
the Fun&ion of a Milfioncr. In 1602, 
two other Galcons were call away, and 
others after that. Nor is the Difficulty 
and Danger any lels at prefent tho’ the 
Voyage has been us’d almoft two Ages; 
for many Galtons are loft ; and others 
having fpent their Mails, or drove,; by 
contrary Winds return, when they are 
half way over, after ioling many Men 
at Sea, and the bell but ill condition’d, 
as hapned to the Gdeon Santo Chrijlo not 
long fince. 

The Wind continu’d to blow hard at 
North all Night, and Wednefday 24th, 
and put us on E. and by N. Abundance 
of Pigeons were feen about the Ship. 

The Captain becaufe of the Iharpnefs of 
the Weather caus’d fome Wine of Palm- 
tree to be diftributed among the Sailers, 
to warm their Stomachs. The lat. 35 
deg. 45 min. The Pump was ply’d eight 
or ten times in 24 Hours, the Ship made 
fo much Water. The Wind from North 
came to N. N. E. which oblig’d the Pi- 
lot to back the Main Sail, keeping her 
Head E. S. E. that fhe might not tall a- 
way to Southward. Thurfday 25th, wc 
continu’d the fame Method lying fome- 
times one way, and fometimes auother, 
to Rack the Galeon the left i and»found ■■ 
the lat. but 35 deg, 10 min. The Wind 
blowing harder at Night, the two Top 
Malts were ftruck. A great Shower of 
Rain laid the Wind, and calm’d the 
Sea ; yet we lay by molt part of the 
Day, the Rain continuing with Thunder, 
and Lightning. Thefo were look’d ^up- 
on as Tokens of our being ncar*thc 
Continent, or at leaft fome Ifland \ fome 
being of Opinion that Thunder and 
Lightning could not be produced, but 
Q.q q ' from 
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rsjv.X'lfrom the fiery Exhalations of the Earth ; 
Gcmtlli. and not from Vapours riling out of the 
1697. Water •, as if in the Air over the Wa- 
l/VV ter, there might not be much Niter, 
Sulphur, and the like, to occafion Thun- 
der and Lightning. At Night we fteer’d 
N. and by E. the Wind at E. and E. N. 
E ; Three Hours in the ftormy Night, 
tliat I .ight the Sailers call Santelmo , ap- 
pear’d on the round Top, and was la- 
luted by all the Paflengers as the fore- 
runner of fair Weather. Saturday 27th, 
we fleer'd firft N. N. E. and then E. and 
by N. the Wind at E. and E. S. E. with 
much Rain. Sunday 28th, the Thunder 
and Rain continu'd, and the two Top 
Malts being hoifted again, we fteer'd 
firft E. and by N. and then E. N. E. and 
laftly, N. E. the Wind being at S. S. E. 
S. E. and E. S. E. The lat. 3 6 deg. 10 
min. The Wind grew more favourable 
at Night, and fo we fail’d E. N. E. to 
gaiu the Latitude we had loft againft our 
Wills. The Sky clearing on Monday 
29th, the Sun fhiu’d out bright to chear 
the Hearts of the Paflengers, who had 
been fo many Days bury’d under dark 
Fogjc, and Rains, the Wind coming to 
S. W. we fteer’d E. and by N. 

Hardlhips The poor People flow’d in the Cab- 
Aboard. bins of the Caleon bound towards the 
Land of Promile of New Spain , endure 
no lefs Hardlhips than the Children of 
Jfratl did, when they went from Egypt 
towards Paleftine. There is Hunger, 
Thirft, Sicknefs,Cold, continual Watch- 
ing, and other Sufferings \ belidcs the 
terrible Shocks from fide to fide, caus’d 
by the furious beating of the Waves. 

I may further fay they endure all the 
Plagues God fent upon Pharaoh to fof- 
ten his hard Heart } for if he was infe- 
dled with Leaprofy, the Galt on is ne- 
ver dear of an univerfal raging Itch, 
as an addition to all other Miferies. If 
the Air then was fill’d with Gnats ; the 
Ship fwarms with little Vermioe, the 
Spaniards call Gorgojos , bred in the Bis- 
ket \ fo fwift that they in a fhort time 
not only run over Cabbins, Beds, and 
Vthe vary Difhcs the Men eat on, but 
infcnfibly fallen upon.thc Body, lnftead 
of the Locufts, there are foveral other 
forts of Vermin of fundry Colours, that 
fuck the Blood. Abundance of Flies 
fall into the Dilhes of Broth, in which 
there allb fwim Worms of foveral forts. 
In ihort, if Mofes miraculoufly convert- 
ed nis Rod* into a Serpent, aboard the 
Galcoy a piece of Fleih, without any 
Miracle is converted into Wood, and in 
the (hope of* a Serpent. I had a good 
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lharc in thefe ^fortunes ; for the Boat- 
fwain, with whom I had agreed for my 
Diet, as Ke had Fowls at his Table the 
firft Days[ fo when we were out at Sea 
he made me Fail after the. Armenian 
manner, having Banilh’d from his Table 
all Wine, Oyl and Vinegar ; drefling 
his Filh with fair Water and Salt. Up- 
on Fleih Days he gave me Tajfajos Fri- 
tos , that is, Steaks of Beef, or Buffalo, 
dry’d in the Sun, or Wind, which arc 
fo hard that it is impollible to Eat them, 
without they are firft well beaten, like 
Stockfilh *, nor is there any Digefting 
them without the help of a Purge. Ac 
Dinner another piece of that fame fticky 
Fleih was boil'd, without any other Sauce 
but its own hardnels, and fair Water. 

At laft he depriv’d me of the Satisfacti- 
on ot gnawing 3 good Bisket, bccaufc 
he would fpend no more of his own, 
but laid the King's Allowance on the 
Tabic \ in every Mouthful whereof 
there went down abundance of Maggots, 
and Gorgojos chew'd and bruis'd?- On 
Filh Days the common Diet was old rank 
Fifli boil’d in fair Water and Salt ; at 
Noon we had Mongos , lomcthing like 
Kidney Beans, in which there were lb 
many Maggots, that they fwatn at rop 
of the Broth, and the quantity was fo 
great, that befides the Loathing they 
caus’d, I doubted whether the Dinner 
was Filh or Fleih. This bitter Fare was 
lwcetned after Dinner with a little Wa- 
ter and Sugar \ yet the Allowance was 
but a final! Coco Shell full, which rather 
increas’d than quench’d Drought. Pro- 
vidence reliev’d us for a Month with the 
Sharks and Cachorretas the Seamen caught, 
which either boil’d, or broil’d were fome 
Comfort. Yet he is to be pity’d who 
has another at his Table ; for the tedi- 
oufnefs of the Voyage is the caufo of 
all thefe Hardlhips. ’Tis certain, they 
that take this upon them, lay out Thou- 
fends of Pieces of Eight, in making the 
neceflary Provifion of Fleih, Fowl, Filh, 

Bisket, Rice, Sweetmeats, Chocolate, 
and other Things ; and the quantity is 
fo great, that during the whole Voy- 
age, they never fail of Sweetmeats at 
Table, and Chocolate twice a Day, of 
which laft the Sailers and Grummets 
make as great a Confemption, as the 
richeft. Yet at fall the tedioufnefs of 
the Voyage makes an end of all \ and 
the more becafife in a ihort time all the 
Prawilions grew Naught, except the 
Sweetmeats and Chocolate, which are 
athe only cotpfort of Paflengers. Abun- 
dance of poor Sailors fell Sick, being 

| expos’d 
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expos’d to the continualllains, Cold, 
6 cmelli. a id other Hardfhips of tne Seafon *, yet 
1697. they were nac allow’d tbTafte of the 
1 good Biskct, Rice, Fowls, Spanify Bread, 

and Sweetmeats, put into the Cuftody 
of the Matter by the King’s Order, to 
be dittributed among the Sick ; for the 
boneft Matter fpent all at his own Ta- 
ble. Notwithttanding the dreadful Suf- 
ferings in this prodigious Voyage, yet 
the defire of Gain prevails with many 
to vcntuie through it, four, fix, and 
fume ten times. The very Sailers, tho’ 
they Forfwear the Voyage when out at 
Sea ; yet when they come to Acapulco, 
for the Lucre of 275 Pieces of Eight, 
the King allows them for the Return, 
never remember paft Sufferings \ like 
Women after their Labour. The whole 
Profit of Pay is 350 Pieces of Eight •, but they 
tf ' 1 ; voy- have only 75 paid them at Cavite, when 
they arc bound for America •, for if 
they had half, very few would return 
*■ to the Philippine 1 Hands for the rett. The 
Merchants, there is no doubt get by 
this Voyage, an hundred and fifty, or 
two hundred pt Cent, and Fa&ors have 
nine in tuc Hundred, which in 2, or 
3 1'O'oo Pieces o; Eight amounts toMo- 
ny. And indeed it is a great Satisfa- 
ction to return Home in lefs than a Year 
with 1 7, or 18000 Pieces of Eight clear 
Gains, bolides a Man’s own Venture 
a Sum that may make a Man eafy as long 
as be Lives. Captain Emanuel Arguel- 
/rt told me. That he without having a- 
ny Employment, fhould clear to him- 
felt that Voyage by Commiilions 25, or 
30000 Pieces of Eight. It was reckned 
the Pilot would make 20000 Pieces of 
Eight y his Mates 9000 each. The Cap- 
tain of the Galeon 40000. The Matter, 
his Mate, and Boatfwaiii, who may put 
Aboard fcvcral Bales of Goods, may 
make themfelves Rich in one Voyage. 
He that borrows Mony at fifty per Cent. 
may get as much more, without Hand- 
ing to the Hazard of Lottes. Thefe ex- 
traordinary Gains enducc many to Ex- 
pofc themfelves to lo many Dangers 
and Mifcrics. For my own part, thefc 
nor greater Hopes fhall not prevail with 
me to undertake that Voyage again, 
which is enough to Deftroy a Man, or 
mjkc him unfit for any thing as long as 
he Lives. I have maefe this Digrelfion 
to (how the Reader through what Thorns 
Men mutt venture to come at the fo 
much coveted Rofes of Riches. T^he 
Spaniards, and cither Geographers, haV^ 
given this the name of the jaacifick Sea, 
as may be (een in the Maps y*but it does 
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not fute with its tempeftuous and df£ad- * 
ful Motion, for which it ought rather 
to be call’d the Reftlefs. But the Truth 
is, the Spaniards gave it this fine Name 
in (ailing from Acapulco to the Philippine 
1 Hands j which is perform’d very eaiily 
iu three Months, without any boiftci ons 
Motion in the Sea, and always before 
the Wind, as was (aid before. *

U’V'Nj ftood E- N- E. This Day we faw ano- 
ther large piece of aT ree in the Sea. At 
Night it blew a Storni at W. with a 
rowling Sea, and we law Santelmo on the 
Round a third time. Sunday 25th, 
held the fame Courfc, but began to he 
out of hopes of feeing the Senas, or 
Weeds, tho’ we were run as many 
Leagues as the Pilots had calculated 
would bring us near Land. A violent 
Wind with Hail beat the Ship, but at 
rhe lame time drove it on a great Rate. 
The Wind Hill riling, alter Noon wc 
fleer’d N. E. and by E. to difeover Land, 
or the Senas or Weeds. At Night we 
mu E. N. E. and E. S. E. the Pilot 
altering his Couife as rhe Wind chang’d. 
The Storm lafted all Night, the Sea run- 
ning fo high, and beating with fuch fu- 
ry, that twelve Men could hardly Ma- 
. nage the Helm. At Mid-night vhc Light 
Santelmo appear’d the fourth time above 
the Main-Mad ; but the Storm continu’d 
at Well. Monday 26th, held on our 
Courfc E. and £. N. E. with a boifterous 
Sea, but made much way. The lat 37 
deg. 1 5 min. Tuefday 27th, the fury of 
the Storm began to abate, after it had 
toil’d us for three Days, tho’ we ran 
before the Wind \ which now coming 
to S. W. we ftood E. The lat. 37 deg. 
45 min. Ac Night there blew a Storm 
which oblig’d the Pilot to back his Main- 
Sail, tho’ the Wind was fair. IVednefday 
28th, the Wind blowing furioufly at S. 
W. we van E. and by S. the lat. 37 
deg. 20 min. For fear of being Afhorc 
vve lay by all Night. Thurjday 29th, the 
Wind continu’d in the lame Place, but 
not io violent, with much Rain. The 
Wind came to N. W. and then to S. W. 
fo we ran to E. Friday 30th, we held 
the fame Courle. The lat. 37 deg. 16 
min. but the Wind at Night coming to 
S. W. we fleer’d E. and by N. with much 
Rain. 

Saturday the firft of December we held 
the lame Courfe, the Wind at firft be- 
ing South, and afterwards S. W. That 
Day a Sailer dy’d, and was prefently 
thrown over Board j being the firft wc 
loft, notwithftandiug all our Sufferings. 
Tflierc was no other DXlempcr among us 
but a raging Itch, caus’d by the Salt 
Meat. Sunday 2d, fleer'd upon the fame 
Point, the Wind at South, and ajfor- 
wards at S. W.* Monday 3d, the lat^jS 
deg. wc ftood Eaft, and then S. E. tliV 
Wind at W. This Day w*e faw other( 


rejoic’d all Aboard to fee a very long 
Weed, with a Rcot like a /l Onion ; 
which they laid had been pull’d up from 
the Mouth of ibme River, by the vio- 
lence of the Sea. Hereupon the Sailers 
(according to Cnftom) having Power fo 
to do, took the Be’l and carry’d it to 
the Prow \ and the Judges they* hole 
of their Court (call’d in " (eft the Court 
of Senas , or of Signs) made Pre-Jama- 
tion to try the Officers of the Ship, ic 
Dcum was Sung, and all Perfbus congra- 
tulated one another with the fouud of 
Drums and Trumpets, as if we had been 
in our Pore, whereas wc were then 700 
Leagues from ir. This unfcafonahle Re- 
joicing is caus’d by that long and dtcad- 
ful Voyage of above 3000 I .cap.ucs *„ 
which makes them think themlllvcs in 
the Port, when they have -v:> Leagues 
to it. The Sailer, who firft i;iw the 
Weed, had a Chain of Gold given him 
by the Captain, and at leaf! fi.ty Pieces 
of Eight by the Palleugcrs, and others. 
It now appear’d that the Pilots had mi- 
flaken above 2co Leagues in their Ac- 
counts. That Night wc were Becalm'd, 
and upon Tuefday Morning icjblcw gent- 
ly at South, which made us ftaud Eaft. 
Mafs was Sung in Thankfgiving, and in- 
deed it was a great Mercy that the Wind 
had for twenty Days blown haul tight 
aStern of us-, for the Filots had not 
manag’d itfo, well lying upon the Tack 
between North and South, without ad- 
vancing on our way. That Day vve Saw 
a Fifh the Spaniards call Lob.ilo , with a 
Head and Ears like a Dog, and a "j ail 
like that they Paint the Mairmaids with ;

New Spain , by His Majefties Command, 
font thither Scbafiiau Rifcaino , with two 
Ships and a Tender. He fail’d from the 
Port of Acapulco , and having dilcover’d 
all the Coaft, as far as Cape Mendocino, 
and the Neighbouring islands, made a 
Sea Cart of the whole. This Cart I 
fiw, with the Journal belonging to it, 
for one of the Pilots Mates had it 3 and 
there I read, that he had talk’d with Sa- 
vage Indians, in feveral Places, and found 
them well Temper’d, Loving, andfome 
of them inclinable to entertain Friend- 
ship with the Spaniards •, which made 
them invite the People aboard the Ships 
to their Huts, about Port Monterey, in 
the las^af 37 deg. That he found the 
fame Inclination in the Inhabitants of 
the fmall Iflands on the Coaft but that 
the Spaniards muft be upon their Guard 
againft the Indians of the Bay of St. 
Quintin , in the lat. of 32 deg. and a- 
gainft thofe who live along the Shore, in 
the lat. of 27 deg. becaufe they are 
Warlike and Faithlcfs. The Religious 
Man who writes this Account, fays, the a- 
forcmcntion’dPort of Montcreyhz%W ater 
enough ; and that about it, there is Tim- 
ber to build Ships, and for other ufes ; 
that there is plenty of Game on the 
Neighbouring Mountains, that is. Bares, 
Deer, and other Beafts, and of Wild 
Foul in the Plain, as alfo of Ducks in 
the Lakes % that fix Leagues N. W. of 
the Port, there is a rapid River, which 
has at lea ft 7 Fadom Water, and ano- 
ther like it in the lat. of 41 deg. whole 
Cursent is fo ftrong, that they could 
not get up it with 9II their Sails abroad. 
He aWo reckons the aforemention’d Port 
de los Reyes , where the Galeon St. Au* 
gufiin was loft, a good one \ that of D.G of- 
fer in* the^lat. of 38, and others that 
have Water enough ; giving an Ac- 
count of their depth or (hallownefs. 
Ffir gives other particulars, yvhich not 
belonging to our Journal, but to the 
Pil&ts of thole Parts, I lhall forbear to 
let down. ' 1 lhall only obferve. what I 


think moft Sv*ange, which is, that in 
thofe fame Ports, there is fuch abun- 
dance of good Fifli ( befides the Whales 
out at Sea) that with a Hook in a day, 
a good VelTel might be ltor’d, or almoft 
loaded. The Inhabitants of thole Parts 
ufe Canooes, or Boats, like thole of the 
Marian Iflands, as well for Pearl, as for 
other Filhing. Thole that inhabitalong 
the Coaft of that Streight, which lepa- 
rates California from the Continent, ulc 
Boats made of fmall pieces of Wood 
bound together, call’d by the Spaniards 
Balfas , that is, Floats. ~ They are lafe on 
them, being excellent Swimmers \ nor 
do they value half their Body being in 
the Water, becaufc they go naked, co- 
vering only their Privities wirh Barks 
of Trees, and therefore are not afraid 
of wetting their Cloaths. Alhore they 
lye, where Night overtakes them. In 
Winter they warm the Ground with 
Fire, and putting away the Coals, lie 
down in the hot Aihcs. They have fo- 
veral Languages ; and among them fome 
are Mortal Enemies, on account of their 
Savage Jurisdi&ion. Their Weapons 
are long Spears, with the Points of 
Wood hardned at the Fire ■, and Arrows 
headed with Flint. They eat raw Filh, 
and exchange Pearls, in which all that 
Coaft abounds, and the more becaufo 
the Fifliery is forbid the Spaniards , and 
Conquer’d Indians , for Knives and o- 
ther Trifles, having no Knowledge of 
Mony. The Author of the aforelaid 
account, lays nothing of the Religion of 
thelfe People, or of the Produft of the 
Earth, as things not belonging to the 
Profelfion of a Sailer. But we are told 
they are Idolaters, like all the reft, and 
that they live upon what they kill, up- 
on Roots, Herbs, and Indian Figs, call’d 
Pitaxayas , or Tunas , whereof there is 
great Plenty in the Country. Thefe 
Ships (pent fome Months in their Voy- 
age to Cape Mendocino (lying in the 
lat.of4i deg. 20 min. whofe top is bare 
of Trees, and always cover’d with Snow) 
where many of his Men dy’d, and the 
reft came away Sick, being pierced 
by the violent Cold. Thus they were 
forced to turn back from the aforelaid 
Cape, tho’ they law another at fome di- 
ftance, which they call’d Cabo Blanco , 
or White Cape* let down in the Maps, 
in the lat. of 43 deg. In the Year 1684 
the Marqueft de la Laguna, or of the 
Lake, Governing New Spain, with the 
✓general applaufe of all*Men, two other 
/ Ships witji a Tender were lent thither, 
1 with leveral Miflioners aboard, to draw 
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thofe People out of the Darknefs of Ido- 
(Jtmelli. lacry. They kept within Cape St. Luke 
1697. in the lat. of 22 deg. and entring the 
Streight between it and the Continent 
run up 182 Leagues to 29 deg. of lat. 
where finding the Streight but 7 Leagues 
over, they turn’d back for fear of the 
Flats and Currents, which ran very 
ftrong in that Narrow.* From the vio- 
lence of thcfe Currents they concluded 
that the Streight has a Communication 
with the North Sea, and that California 
is an Ifland. But on the other ildc the 
Flats , the want of Water, and narrow- 
nefs of the Channel, fhew there is no 
Pafljgc much further, and that California 
is part of the Continent. They add. 
That this Continent Borders upon Great 
Tartary and the Jefuits of Peking., Ma- 
cao , and Canton , told me, That whillt 
F. Martin Martinez was Miflioner at Pe- 
king , a Chriftian Woman of Mexico 
• wn . brought thither a Slave, who going 
to him to Confeffion, and being ask’d 
how Ihe came to be a Slave, laid (he had 
been made a Slave in her Infancy in 
Mexico, aud that fne was carry’d thence 
by Land into the Great Tartary , and 
laftly into China : Moreover, that in fo 
long a Journey (he had been carry’d in 
a Boat, but that only to crofs over fome 
Streight at fartheft, not above two Days 
Sail over. This is fuppos’d to be the 
Streight of Aynan \ through which fome 
will fiy a Dutch Ship fail’d out of the 
South into the North Sea. The Ships 
returning Anchor’d in the Bay and Port 
of St. Burnaby , where having built fome 
Huts on the Shore, the poor Indians 
came to them rather to fatisfy their cor- 
poral Hunger, than to cure the Diftcm- 
per of their Souls. They devour'd all 
the Spaniards gave tl>cm \ but refus'd 
Cloaths to cover their Nakednefs. A- 
board our Caleon was a Religious Man 
of the Order of St. John do Dios , who 
had been Aboard one of thole Ships. 
He told me, the King’s Deiign had no 
Succcfs, becaufc the Commadorc fpent 
five Mouths to no purpofe at the afore- 
laid Cape ; but to his owu Benefit, ex- 
changing Trifles with thole Wretches 
for good Pearls •, that the Indians brought 
no*othcr Provifions, |>ut Filh, which 
they cat Raw, Roots, and Herbs. That 
before he went off, the Comimdore, to 
revenge the Death of a Grummet kill’d

21 deg. 32 min. Then we flood E. S. 
E. and made good wry, at Night the 
Wind blowing hard at North. Sunday 
30th, the Wind was quite laid, a;id af- 
terwards blew gently at N. N. E. The 
lat. 20 Jcg. 45 min. Finding that the 
Current had carry’d the Ship too far from 
Land driving it to the Southward, we 
lloodE.S.E. with but little Wind. For this 
rcafbn on Monday 3 1 If, we did not come 
upon the three little lllands call’d Las tres 
Marias , that is, the three Maries , as was 
expected, our Caleon being 40 Leagues 
from Cape St. Luke , and 20 from Cape 
Corrientes , which make the Mouth of the 
Streight of California. The three afore- 
laid 1 (lands are ten Leagues from the 
Mouth of the Streight bearing N. E. 
and S. W. from it. They havej’ood 
Trees and Water, abundance 1 SI 73 a me, 
and Salt Pits ; for which rcafon the Eng- 
lift and French Pyrates who have pals’d 
through the Streight of Magellan to Rob 
upon the South Sea, have fometimes 
Winter'd there. We found the lat. 2d 
deg. 24 min. At Night there was but 
little Wind. 

Tutfday the firfl Day of January , and 
of the New Year 1698, we were again 
Becalm’d, and there appear’d abundance 
of Lobillos about the Ship turning up 
their Tails and Paws in the Air like Jug- 
lcrs Dogs. We took five good Tortoi- 
fes, whofe Flcfli was exa&ly like Beef * 
but not lb Savory as ours in Europe.

fleering W. N. W. before Noon we 
came up with the Port and burningMoun- 
tain of Colima, where much Salt is made, 
as well as at Salagua. Still Coafting a- 
long bare Mountains, and fteep Rocks, 
about Evening the Wind having fa- 
vour’d, we came upon the Coaft of Mo- 
tines, or Montines , as others will have Motiuc* 
it, becaufe it is a fpacc of land full of 
fcattering fmall Hills all alike.

The Spaniards of Nevo-Spain are of ano- 
ther Temper, for they deal Generoully 
and Gentileiy as becomes them. Thurfday 
7th, when all the Goods were unloaded, 
the Porters of Acapulco made a fort of 
Funeral, carrying one of their number 
on a Beer, and bewailing him as if he 
were dead, becaufe their Harveft was at 
an end; for fome had got three Pieces of 
Eight a Day, and the worft of them one. 
About two in the Afternoon there was a 
little Earthquake, the Noife whereof 
being heard from the Mountains, would 
have given People time to lave them- 
felves, tho’ it had been violent. Thefe 
Earthquakes arc fo frequent at Acapulco , 
that the People are forced of ncccffity to 
build low Houfes. Friday 8th, the Mate 
of the Admiral having agreed with me 
for a Black at 400 Pieces of Eight, he 
felt his Lips, Checks and Legs, to fee 
whether he was notfwelPd ; without con- 
fidcring that the Blacks have naturally 
thick Lips. Saturday 9th, I law abun- 
dance of Mules come in loaded with 
Goods and Provifions. Sunday ioih, I 
Hir’d not out becaufo of the great Heat. 
Monday nth, the Caftellan invited the 
General of Ch,na, Admiral of Peru, D. 
Jofeph Lopez. ,, the Viceroy’s Treafurer, 
me and federal Officers of the Ships to 
fee fome very indifferent Jugling, per- 
form’d by an old Genoefe -, and the beftof 
it was, that the Guefts paid for the En- 
tertainment, the old Man going about 
when he had done, to receive every Mans 
Benevolence , without receiving any 
Thing from the Caftellan. Tuefday 12th, 
I order’d my Affairs to fetout for Mexi- 
co-, hiring 3 Mules for 30 Pieces of Eight 
each, tho’ it was to coll me fix Royals a 
Day upon the Road for their Meat. Wed- 
nefday 1 3 th, Afternoon the Peru Tender 
fail’d, to carry thither the aforemention’d 
D. Jofeph Lopez, the Treafurer. He hav- 
ing concradted Friendfhip with me, would 
have perfoaded me to go to Lima, where 
he faid he would perfuade the Viceroy to 
giye me fome good Poll, but being re- 
folv’d to return into. Europe no Inccrell 
could draw me. 1 took my leave of all.my 
Friends the following Days 4 and Sunday

The Author's Journey to the Imperial City of Mexico, and Defcription of the* 


■ft Inc. IT Aving taken a Guide from the Cu- 
• H ftom-Houfc, and the Caftellan’s 
Pals tor the Guard half a I .eague from A- 
capulco not to Hop me, 1 fet out on Mon- 
day 1 8th at four in the Afternoon, and 
having pafs’d the Guard aforefaid, and 
gone up and down vaft high Mountains, 
in all three Leagues Journey, 1 came to 
the Inn of Attaxo , conlifting of five Cot- 
tages , Thatch d and Palifado’d about. 
Here a legion of Gnats fuck’d my Blood 
all riie Night. The owner of the three 
Mules having Hay’d behind at Acapulco , 

1 was oblig’d to Hay for him at the Inn 
on Tnetday r 9th till Noon. I could not 
ciionie but have a bad Shrovetide in fuch 
a h-i.i vy Place, for the Holt made me 
pay a Piece of Eight for a Pullet, anda- 
bour a Penny a piece for Eggs. The 
Wood ad jo! .jiug was full of Game ; where 
for iny Diverlion 1 kill’d fomc Chiachia - 
l.wcas. This Bird is of an Afh-colour, 
has a long Tail, is little lefsthan a Hen, 
and as well Tailed. In the thickcft of 
the Wood 1 found many fine Orange and 
Lemmon- frees, whofe Fruit was lolt for 
wantof l'ome Body to gather it. Setting 
out hence, after travelling three Leagues 
over Mountains and through Forclts of 
ri.Inn. J?/v»;y 7 -Wood, Icamc about Sun- fet to the 
Vent a, that is, the Inn of Ltxido, where 
I had a bad Night again by rcafon of the 
Gnats. Whcatcn Bread is quite bannifh’d 
from thofc Parts, for the Inhabitants eat 
tread. n0lic * jut Cak'-’S ma de of Maiz. or Indian 
meat, which isalfo given to the Horfes 
and Mules inftead of Barley. They fir/t 
wet, and then grind it on a Sroneas they 
do Cacao. The Cakes made of that 
Dough they bake on an Earthen Pan, 0- 
ver a gentle Fire. Hot they are tolera- 
ble ; but when cold I could Icarce get 
them down. 

I fet out early \\\>mWedncfd*y the 20th, 
jJT and travelling through a plainer Country, 
ruit. ° camc afar four Leagues riding to the 
Inn, call’d de dot Arroyas m or of two 
Brooks, wheroj retted till towards the 
Evening. An Indian of this Place g*ave^ 
me a fort of v*ld Fruit to eat (call’oN 
Shiociaccosy that$s lharp) red *nd white, 1 
as Jong a$,a Finger, and of the tattc of a * 
Vol. IV, 


Cherry. Witjpfit there were little 
black Seeds, life Pepper. The Tree 
that bears it, is ufually ten Spans high, 
and its Leaves long. The Air being fomc- 
what cooler, we travel! d four Leagues 
farther, and lay at call’d los Pome- 
los. Before Night I kill’d a wild Cock, 
which the Indians call a Pheafimt. Iris 
bigger than a Capon, has a long Tail and 
Wings, a Tuft on the Head, and blade 
Feathers, but the Breaft black and white, 
and the Neck bare like a Turky Cock; 
the Flelh of it is not unfavoury. The 
Night was cool and without Gnats, tho* 
we lay under the Canopy of Heaven. 

Thurfday 2 1 ft in the Morning, we fet out 
early to go takefome Refrdhmcntatthe 
Pilgrims Inn, on the Mountain of the lame 
Name. Thence we rode vcrv rni.n'-ui ily 
along the (ides of the Mountain del Papa- Vipigijo 
gayoy or of the Parrot, where a Man mult Hill, 
climb a League up a folid Rock, and then 
go as far down, no lefs troublefome a 
Road to come to the River of the fame 
Name, which 1 forded over ; hut in 
Winter when fwcll’d with the Rains they 
crofs it upon Floats. Thcle are made of p loatfe 
Planks ty’d acrofs, and bore up by 20, or 
fotnetimes 60 Calabafhes, according to 
the bignefs faftned under it. When the 
Float is loaded, an Indian leaps into the 
Water, drawing it with one hand and 
fwimming with the other, till he brings 
it to the other Bank, and the Current al- 
ways carrying it down, therefore the In- 
dian afterwards takes it on his back, 
and carries it to the rjgiif place. Ha- 
ving pafs’d the River, 'we went to lye at 
the liin of Caccavotal (lb called becaufc 
formerly there were abundance of Cacao 
Trees in that place) having travefl’d fix 
Leagues this Day,»over very uncouth 
Mountains. At Night I kill’d. two Chi- 
achilaccasy which ferv’d at Supper, for 
want of other Meat. 

Friday 2 2d, after riding fbfff Leagues Doi emi 
of Mountainous way, we refted dL ■ Los mi a v>' 
dos caminos , or the two Ways, the flr£ 

Village in the way from Acapulco. Wc 
lodg’d in the Town Houle, whithef InJ 
dians came to do 11s any Service we halo; 
to Command. Among thefe Mountains 
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‘the A\ was cooler than that we came 
frotn.^Four Moles quite fpent were left 
idthis wlage, and others taken in their 
room. Sitting out we went up firft and 
then down the dreadful fteep Mountain 
de lot Caxones , which is a League high, 
and having rode four Leagues came to 
{jhe Guard of the Cuftoms of Accagutfot- 
ta, in which Cottage we Supp’d and Lay. 
The* Officers foarch’d my Goods, and 
made good my Pafs I fought from Ac a- 


V udguillat 
a Village. 
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Saturday 23d, we fet out late and tra- 
velling four Leagues, part Mountain and 
part Valley we came to the Trapichi of 
Majfatlan , fo caH’d<yecaufe there is a 
good Sugar Work. 1 Our Muletiers who 
lcckjuedat Pleafure counted thefo but two 
Leagues, becaufe they were never wea- 
ry with Riding. Here we found good 
Bread, which is no little Rarity among 
the Mountains, whofe Inhabitants eat 
none but little Cakes of Indian Wheat. 
Not far from this Place is a Silver Mine, 
and abundance of Deer. After Dinner 
we travell’d two Leagues further to the 
Village de las Pataquillas , confiding of a 
few Mountains at the foot of the Hill, and 
lay in the Town-Houfe. At Night we 
felt lB 55 ITCold,the Dimate differing from 
that of Acapulco. 

Sunday 24th, having rode two Leagues 
we heard Mafs at the Village of Chilpan- 
fingo , a convenient Place, in the midft of 
the Valley, fo plentiful of Mmz. or In- 
dian Wheat, that they lay up their Har- 
veft in little Country Houfes , or Barns 
made of Wood and Clay. The Maidens 
in this Place to beautify their Faces and 
fecure them againlt the Cold, daub them 
with a yellow Flower pounded. We 
went hence two Leagues further to lye 
at Zumpango , another Village in the Val- 
leys i whiih the Spaniards call Canada, 
becaufe there is a Road eight Leagues in 
length without (belter of any Trees. In 
all thefe pubhekJJoufes there is an Inn- 
keeper, and otnfer Indians , who ferve 
Travellers in dreffing their Meat, and 
find them Salt and Fcwel for nothing, be- 
ing paid for it by the Publick. They 
keep the Lodgings dean, and have al- 
ways an Altar in them, with an Image of 
our Saviour or fome Saint. 

Monday 25th, I let out betimes, and 
travclfd, through a Plain like that of 77 - 
riding nine Leagues without draw

it laid feveral Houles level with the 
Ground. 

Tuefday 25 th before Sun-rifing, whilll 
the Mules were Sadling the Earthquake 
return’d \ being preceded by a noifelike 
a Cannon (hot. Mounting we travell’d 
four Leagues on an indifferent good Road; 
by the way I (hot feveral Chiaccalaccas 
and other Birds, whereof there is great 
plenty. Palling by Rancho de Palnla , we 
came to dine near a little Lake j and ri- 
ding three Leagues further lay at Pueblo p„uouu 
Nuevo , that is, new Town, where there vu. 
is a great Lake full of Ducks. 

Wednefday 27th, after travelling fix 
Leagues over rugged Mountains, we 
relied by the Water j and then riding 
as many Leagues more, foorded a great 
River at Night, and lay at the Village of 
Amacujac , of the Liberty of Cornovacca. Amuwv 
Such good Order is taken, that when- 
foever Travellers come in, the Topile 
and Mefonero , or Innkeeper come imme- 
diately to furnilh them with all things ne- 
cefiary. The Topi/*, which in the Mex- 
ican Language fignifies. Sergeant or Ser- 
vant, is oblig’d to buy all the Paflengers 
Hand in need of, and the Innkeeper to 
drels it, make the Beds, and foe there 
be no want of Utenfils, Water and 
Fewel. 

Thurfday 28th, after three Leagues ri- 
ding, we came to Aguagutungo, where K S’ kra 
having relied a little , wq went two r 6 
Leagues further to Alpugleca a Village of 
Cornovacca, and there din’d.

HE antient Hiftories of Mexico 

make mention of a Flood , in

The Man according to the 
Charter by which his Name is ex- 
pref d, was call’d Coxcox y and the Wo- 
man CbHisequetzrtl. This Couple com- 
ing to the fooc of a Mountain, which 
accoi ding to the Pi&urc was nam’d Cd- 
huatan , went afhore, and there had ma- 
ny Children, all born Dumb. When 
they were mulciply’d to a great Num- 
ber, one Day a Pigeon came, and from 
the top of a Tree gave them their 
Speech *, but not one of them under- 
ftood the others Language, and there- 
fore they divided, amLififpers’d, every 
one going to take rfofTeffion of ibme 
Country. Among th&e they reckon 
fifteen Heads of Families, who hapning 
to fpeak the fajpeJ^raguage, join’d to- 
abOut co find fblne

they came to the Place they call Antlan , 
and continuing their Journey thence, 
came firft to the Place call’d Ojapultepee t 
then to Cdhuacan , and laftiy to the 
Place where Mexico now Hands \ tho’ 
the Mexican Hiftories do not always 
give thefe Places the lame Name. Thus 
Mexico was founded in the Ye^r the In- 
dians call Ome cagli, which sfnfwcrs to 
the Year 1325. from the Creadon. The 
pointed Line is the way the Founders 
travell’d \ the Figures by it are the Pla- 
ces where they made any ftay \ the Cir- 
cles the number of Years every one 
continu’d there. The meaning of it all 
is exprefs’d in every thing by a’Cha- 
radtex or Figure. t 
The delign the Author had in Cop- 
pying this Picture from an antient Ori- 
ginal drawn by the Indians in the time 
they were Pagans, was to«ihfig v they 
were as Antient as the Flood ; tho’ the 
Chronology is not fo Exadt as it ihouid 
be, there being too few Yggrs allow’d 
between the Flood and Founding, of 
Mexico. The Reader wiY mi better

^ Thus ^appears, That the firlt Inha- 
le, 'bicants of New Spain were a fort of wild 
People, fince they kept on the uncouth 
Mountains, without Tilling the Land, 
yvithout Religion, without any Form 
of Government, and without Cloaths ; 
living after a diforderly Manner like 
Beads ; feeding upon what they kill’d, 
(whence they had the name of Otomies , 
and Chichimecas) tho’ they were foul 
Creatures ; and for want of them, on 
Roots ; and lying in Hens, and under 
thick Bulhes. TJtjeVfcimcn follow’d the 
lame Employments leaving the Children 
Swaging on the. Trees. Now at this 
time' in New /Mexico and Parral there is 
fuch a fort 'or Men, delcended from On- 
ihecjuctz.al and Coxcox> who remain’d in 
barren and mountainous Lands, without 
troubling themfelves to fcck tor a bet- 
ter Soil ; and who dill live upon what 
they kill, and never join together ua- 
lefs it be to Rob and Murder Travellers. 
The Spaniards have not been able to 
Subdue them, becaufe it is in vain to 
lo ok for t hem, who hide themfelves in 
tfcuTcTV'fiods, where they have no fet- 
led Place of Abode ; and to endeavour 
to Fight them would be no other than 
hunting of wild Beads. 

Thofc more polite and fociable Men 
defccuded from feven of thofc fifteen 
we faid, fet out to find a good Country, 
are call'd Navatlacas , to diltinguilh them 
from the Chichimtcas ; and thefe, as their 
Hiftorians believe, came from a remote 
Country, towards the North, thought 
to be that now call’d the Province of 
Az.tlan , or T tittup in New Mexico. Some 
Spani(h Authors will have it, that thefo 
Navatlacas, coming out of that Coun- 
try in 826, fpent 80 Years before they 
came to Mexico , where they fetled in 
the Year 900. But this docs not agree 
with the Picture before-mention’d, or 
the Hidories of the Indians , who will 
have it to be in 1 325, as has been faid. 
The«occafion of their Stay, was their 
flopping now and t^ien in Obedience to 
an Idol of theirs, to People fome Places; 
whence they afterwards departed by 
Order, of the fame Idol. 1 fpeak ac- 
cordin&fJ&»thcir Hidories and Traditi- 
ons. Tney came not all together to the 
funders Lajce of Mexico, but one after another, 
of Cities, -phe fifft wgre the Sn-chtmilci % which 
figdjjfics (xardeners of Flowers, who 
fotling m~ tie South Bank founded a 
City of tifeitfown Name. The next a 


great while aftef, were ihtChhSM, that 
is. People of the Mouths, and built & 
City of their own Name, not far from 
the former. Then came the tapanecas , 
or People of the Bridge; who fixing 
on the Weft fide of the Lake, increas’d 
to fuch Numbers, that their Metropolis 
was call’d Axxapuxjdco, that is, Ants 
Neft. They were a long time very 
Powerful. ' 

Then came the Founders of Tefcuco, 
call’d Gulhua, or the crooked People, 
becaufe in their Country they had a 
crooked Mountain, and planted towards 
the Eaft. The Lake being thus befec 
by thefe four Nations , when the fifth 
Family of the Tlateluicas , that is. Igno- 
rant Mountain People came, finding all 
the Plains as far as the Mountains taken 
up, they went away to a Fruitful hot 
Plain, beyond the Mountains, and there 
built the City Quahuac, which lignifies 
an Eagle, and is at prelent corruptly 
call’d {Jutrnavaca, and is the chief Place 
of the Lftate of the Marqucfs di P'alle, 
and Duke of Momeleon. The lixih Ge- 
neration was that of the Tlafcaltecas, 
which lignifies People of Bread (in Eng- 
LJh generally call’d Tlafcallans ) who 
palling beyond that burning Mountain 
always cover’d with Snow, which is be- 
tween Mexico and Puebla de los Angelos, 
or the City of Angels, founded many 
Cities and Villages to the Eaft ward, 
calling the Metropolis Tlafcala. This 
Nation afterwards alfiftcd the Spaniards 
to Subdue Mexico , and in Requital was 
made Tax-free. 

Of all the Chichimecas , or wild Peo- 
ple, none oppos’d the Tlafcallans but 
the Inhabitants of the oppoilte fide of 
the aforefaid burning Mountain ; but 
they not regarding the Gigantick Sta- 
ture of their Enemies, knew how to o- 
vercome them by Policy. The Barba- 
rous Chichimecas , feeing thefe fix Nati- 
ons keep a friendly Correfpondencc with 
one anotiicr contracting Marriages to- 
gether, marking out their Borders, and 
vying to out-do one another in good 
Government ; they alio began to take 
up a better Form of Living, covering 
their Privities, building Huts, obeying 
their Superiors^^nd forfaking many of 
their brutal Cuftotas. However, they 
refolv’d (till to r kccp in the Mountains 
remote from any Commerce with the 
others ; and from th^ ij^is believ’d the 
Inhabitants of the opjjf Provinces of 
die Indies derive their Cy iginal. 

, After tiie ^fofeflaid Lx Nations had 
been fetled thpre. 302 Yfcrs Recording 
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rsj^r\ to the Ctompota/ion of F. Acofta above 

Ctmdli. cited) caftii? the fixth call'd Mexicans 
1698. from their Prince Mtxi. This Nation - 

u^W departed from its antient Country, up- 
on the fatal Promife made them by their 
Idol FitxJUfuztU, that he would Con- 
dud them to a Place, where they Ihould 
have the Command over all the Provin- 
ces Peopled by the other Nations; 
whereupon there is an Author, who is 
not afham'd to make a Companion be- 
tween this People’s Travels, and thofe 
of the Children of Jfratl in the Defert. 
Four Priefts declar’d the Idol’s Will, 
on the way ; making all the Multitude 
at their Beck fettle in feveral Places, 
build Houles, and Sow for lome time ; 
and perfwading them to offer human 
Sacrifices to their faife Deity. Then 
departing from thofe Places by Order 
of the Idol, they left the Old and Sick 
behind to People them, if pofiible. Once 
. the Mexicans fettled at Mechoacan , that 
is, Land of Fifh, becaufe of the great 
- Plenty there is in its Lakes, and having 
made many Villages there, went on to 
Inhabit Molinalco, the Inhabitants of 
which Place are reputed to be defend- 
ed of a great Sorcerer left there in 
the Temple. Being at length come to 
Chapultepec , they there fortify’d them- 
fclvcs ; and in a fhort time overthrew, 
and reduced the other fix Nations to a 
low Condition ; efpecially the Chaleos , 
who oppos’d, and made War upon them. 

The time appointed by the Father of 
Lies ador’d in that Idol, being come; 
Pi tzilipHztli appear’d to one of thofe 
Priefts in a Dream, and told him, the 
Mexicans muft go and fettle their A- 
bode in that part of the Lake, where 
they found an Eagle, perching upon a 
Fig-Tree, whole Root was upon a 
* Rock. Having told his Vifion in the 
Morning, they all went together in 
fearch of this Sign given, and after 
feme time fpent found a Fig-Tree grow- 
ing out of a Rock, and on it a molt 
beautiful Eagle, looking upon the Sun 
with her Wings difplay’d, and holding 
a pretty little Bird m her Talons ; ana 
about her many others, fome White, 
feme Green, fome Red, Yellow, and 
Blew. Upon this Sigh-: pitey all fell down 
to<pay their Adoratibn, and prefently 
began to Build their Ojty, - which they 
call’d Tennhtitlan , that is, Fig-Tree on 
a Rock.

The next Day the Mexicans thought 
fit to build a Tabernacle to place thciF 
Idol in, till they could have Leafuae to 
Ereft a ftately Temple, when the City 
was finilh’d. This done, the Idol or- 
der’d by the Mouch of his Priefts, that 
all the Mexicans Ihould divide them- 
felves into fourJ\irts, leaving the Ta- 
bernacle in the Twiddle ; and thefe are 
the four great QpartS&iSr Mexico , now 
call’d of St. John y of SL Mary Redonda r - 
or the Round, of Sc. iW, and oKst. 

Sebafiian. After this DhtifipMUc di- 
rected, every Quarter Ihould make it 
felf an Idol, and fub>dividc into other 
fmall Wards ; and thus from a fmall 
beginning, the City of Mexico grew up 
to its heighth, as more plainly appears 
by the foremention’d Cut.

neceflary for them to have a Head, who vernmmt 
Ihould Govern them , and ftudy the jp tied, 
means of preferving what they had got, 
and extending their Empire oveb^heir 
Neighbours.

Mexican Prince by the Daughter of the ^ htli ^

fieaing the Daughter of his Predeceflor. 

From that time forward they began to 
have a Form of Government, and to be 
look’d upon by Strangers ; ib that the 
neighbouring People enjoying their Ho- 
nour endeavour’d to Deftroy them ; par- 
ticularly the T apanecas of Azjcapuzjdco, 
to whole King the Mexicans paid Tri- 
bute, as being the laft that came to In- 
habit there.

Man of few Words, ij^estt&ccc, 
made him much honour’d, and 
Befidcs he had refund the Crown, re- 
tiring into the Temple of the Idol, 
where he had a Solitary apartment ; fb 
that the Ele&ors were fain to gew thi- 
ther to perfuade, and bring him to the 
Empire, with extraordinary Modefty. 

When once a King , he chang’d his 
Humility and Mcoknefs into fuch Pride , 
that he order’d all Places and Employ- 
ments about tliiN^ourtj fhould be ta- 
ken from Commonufc; and Nobles to 
come in their Read. \Before his Corgi— 
nation, with the afliita\ce of the Mobi- 
lity, he march’d to reoflfc^jj^jfrthern 
Province, that had revolted, andproughc 
home a rich Booty, and many ra ifoners 
for Sacrifice. At his return c.v.is re- 
ceiv’d with great Joy by his Subjelb, 
and Crowned in great State, witii abun- 
dance of Tributes from the conquer’d 
Countries. 

If tne Royal Standard hapned to be 
loll, thole People us’d to retire, with- 
out Profecuting the Battle ^ as it hap- 
ned at Otumba , where Cortes and hij^ 
Spaniards purfu’d the flying Mexicans ; 
the lame they did, if the Kifl^were 
kill’d, to Celebrate Iris Funeral, 
from all Labour. Montezstma made his 
Subjects adore, rather than rcfpelt fiim ; 
he was always carry’d ou the Shoulders 
of great Men ; never wore one Garment 
twice, or eat or drank out of the fame 
Vefiel. He kept in his Palace all forts 
of Birds, and Beafts, and Sea-Filh in 
his Salt Fiih-ponds, and Rivcr-Filh in 
freffi Water. If any kind could not be 
had, he kept them in Gold, and for 
Grandeur. He was very precife in ex- 
alting pun&ual Duty from his Subjects; 
and therefore fometimes went abroad in 
difguize, to fee whether his Orders were 
obey’d. Laftly he feldom appear’d in 
Publick, to avoid creating Familiarity. 

The downfal of the Empije now 
drawing near ; feveral figns appearing, 
as Blazing Stars aud Piramidai Fire ic 
the Sky, Monllers b/the Farth, and 
Prodigies in the Lake ; yAonteznmn, tho’ 
atfirft he had treated'ljhe Aftrologers 
hardly, (who foretold fdne gffeat Cala- 
mity ; and the Magiciarls who relsfcK 
dreadful Vifions) being atjlall bright 
to Repentance, retir’d to a folitary 
Houle, expelling his Ruin,- to be wrought' 
by the Children of the Sun. coming 
Tf from 
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froirtahe Eaft, according to antient pre- 
Vemtlli. 'dictions. In the 14th yearof his Reign* 
1608. rhe ppahiarhs .came from the Northern 
v - / V N - ) Sof in f ^ 2 ^. Ships, fubdn’d Mexico , 
tMk, .Mm,, jsi: S^Priioner, and after- 
wards the Inga orVer/i and Cufco , which 
lull was Lord of a ^Country a thoufand 
Leagues in length nom the Kingdom of 
Chile, beyond that of Quito ; and the 
firft Yrom the North, to the South Sea ; 
and look'd upon, more like Gods than 
Men. Among other enormities the In- 
ga was Guilty of, he would Marry his 
own Sillers, whofe Son afterwards in- 
herited the Crown, a§ Born of the Co- 
ya , or firft Heirefs ; Iputf the King de- 
ceas’d left everajBrOther, he was pre- 
fer r’d before his Nephew. Whilft Mon- 
tezuma was ftill aftvc, the Mexicans chofe 
Quaufoyiniocjyt' their King, who dy’d a 
a Prifoder ToCorr «. 


It is to be obferv’d that the Sutceflion 
of the Crown of Mexico, werft to the 
collateral line, not the immediate Blue, 
Age taking the preference the 2d, 3d, 
4th, and fo to the laft Brother, being 
chole after the firft ; and for want of 
them, they began with the Eldeft Son of 
the eldeft Brother, and fo to the 2d, 3d, 
and fo* forth. At firft the choice be- 
long’d to all the People ; but afterwards 
by the advice of Tlacaellel, in the Reign of 
Itxxoatl the 4th King, it was committed 
to only four Eledors of the Blood Roy- 
al, and the two Kings of Tefcuco and 
Tacuba ; .the firft of which perform'd 
the Ceremony of the Coronation. As 
long as the Kings of Mexico were Poor, 
they were moderate in their expence, 
and attendance, but as they grew Pow- 
erful, they became Haughty, Tyranni- 
cal, and Stately. 


CHAP. IV.

The Hieroglyphick 
of the North, or Micolampa , was a 
Swotd points* with Flint, call’d Tecpatl , 
in a yellow Field.1 That ot the Weft, 
or Sibuatlampa , Was a Houfc in a green 
Field, >and call’d J'agli. 

ThetWJftur Divilions were the be- 
ginning pf the four Terms that made 
up the Age. Between every two, on 
the iullde of the Snake, there were 12 
fmall divilions, among which the four 
firft Names or Figures, were fucceflivc- 
ly diftributed, giving every one its num- 
ber to thirteen, which was the number 
of Years that compos’d an Indi&ionj

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This way of reckning by 1 3, was not 
only obferv’d in their Years, but in their 
Months; for tho’ their Month was of 
20 days, yfct when they came to the 
number 13, thoff bejppn again. To en- 
deavour to findyfit the reaibn why 
they did lb, is ainfing at an impoffiblity, 
but perhaps jhw might in this particu- 
lar foHott thiir Calculation of the 
They divided the Lunar motion 
into *t wo tidies, the firft of watching, 
from the Heliacal , or folar riling, till 
“the oppofition, which was of thirteen 
days \ and the tether of Sleep, of the 
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fame number pf days, till the Morning 
fetting. ( 

This extravagant computation of the a ftrangc 
Moon , was grounded upon a Fable, labic. 
which is, That the Gods having refolv’d 
to deftroy the darknefs that cover’d the 
World j two of them undertook this 
Work, which were Tecucifiecatl 7 and 
Nanaljaatzjn. Thefe after making great 
preparations at Teotihuacan , a place now 
call'd T^acagli, 'having caft thcmfelves 
into the Fire of a burning Rock, call’d 
Tutexcagli , and being converted into 
Allies i within a Ihort while after ap- 
pear’d in the Eaft, Nanahuatzin become 
the Sun, and Tecucijlecatl the Moon. At 
firft they had no motion, but afterwards 
the Wind by Order of the Gods, began 
to move them i but after a differ- 
ent manner, for at the cud of 1 3 days, 
the Sun being come to the Weft, the 
Moon began to appear in the Eaft. This 
being fo unlikely, they might perhaps 
fay fo, to give every one of their great- 
er Gods, which were thirteen, the Go- 
vernment and Dominion of their Years, 
and Days j but the Mexicans tiienifclves 
are ignorant of both. 

From what has been laid above there 
arife fcveral doubts ; the firft is, why 
they begin to reckon their Ycais from 
the South i the fecond, why they made 
ufe of the four Figures, of a Rabbet, 
a Cane, a Flint, and a Houfe. To the 
firft they anlwcr that when the Gods 
had refolv’d at Teotihuacan^ to takeaway 
the great Darknefs, and Nanahuatxjn 
and Teotihuacan , by means of the Fire, 
were converted into Sun and Moon, the 
reft of the Gods fet thcmfelves to ob- 
ferve, from what quarter of Heaven, 
the Light would firft appear, wherein 
they were of fundry Opinions, fome af- 
firming, it would come from the North, 
others from the South, others from the 
Eaft, and others from the Weft (as if 
the Names of Eaft, and Weft, &c. had 
been invented before the Snn had en- 
lightned the Earth) but that at length it 
was feen to come oat of the South. 

Moreover the antient Mexicans believ- 
ing the World would end with their 
Age, among other Ceremonies, on the 
laltdayof it, they knelt on the tops of 
their Houfes, with their Faces to thj 
Eaft, doubtfully expecting to fee whe- 
ther the Sun wouKi continue his Courfe, 
and whether the find of the World was 
corner ao4<£nce\in this Ipfture, they 
muft of n^^ficy %ve the Smith on their 
right HandL they thence arfflKd that the 
Light begaf from ^he Sovflit. \To this 

may 
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may be added that the Mexicans firmly 
Gemelli. believ’d Hell to be in the North, and 
rtf 98. therefore it was not proper that the Sun 
fhould have commenced his Courfe from 
thence, but front the oppofite part, 
where the Gods Vivitzjnaoa dwelt, in re- 
ipedf to whom they call’d the South r»- 
vitzlampa. 

They alfo faid it was a Benefit of thofc 
fame Gods, that the Age was renew’d, 
bccaufe Time naturally ftould end with 
the old Sun ; and that the Sun of the 
new Age, was a new Sun, that was to 
follow the courfe of Nature, which e- 
very Year made the Trees green, afeer 
January (as is obferv’d in that Climate) 
when the Sun was come away from the 
South, which is the Habitation of the 
Gods. Having found this Analogy be- 
tween the Age, and the Year they would 
carry the Similitude, or Proportion on 
further, and as in the Year, there arc 
four Seafous, lb they would adapt the 
like to the Age ; and accordinjev they 
appointed Tocbtft for its beginning in the 
South, 3 s it were the Spring and Youth 
of the Sun’s Age; Acad for Summer, 
Tecpatl for Autumn , and Cagti for his 
Old Age, or Winter. 

Thefe Figures fo dilpos’d, were alfb 
the Hieroglyphicksofthefour Elements, 
which is the fccond doubt ; iorTochtli 
was dedicated to Tevacayohua God of the 
Earth, Acatl to Tlalocatetuhtli God of the 
Water, Tecpatl to ChetzAscoatl God of 
the Air, and Cagli to Xiuhtecnhil God of 
the Fire. Perhaps they meant to ex- 
prefs the Nature of the four Cardinal 
Winds, which were the only ones they 
knew, and this in Honour of Chetuthco- 
atl God of the Winds, who, aswaslaid 
before, gave the firft motion to the Sun 
and Moon. Whatfoever the reafon of 
it was, ’tis certain that Neptune , whom 
they call’d TtucipattU was the Inventor 
of thefe Hieroglyphicks and Method of 
difpoiing them, to the end that every

which reafon he was thought tolpartak-v 
of the Divine Nature.)

Htwvevcr others diiici 
iu Opinion, concerting the great diver- 
litv of Years among the t/iiy >pt;.vis, ’tu 
certain other Nations had the lame Year 
of 36 5 days, but they learnt i t o.' i i.e \ p - 
tians who prefervM the Knowledge cieii- 
ver’d by Noah, by means of his Son Cham, 
or Ham. Now the Mexicans mull of nr- 
ccfllty follow the fame Dockinc, being 
Originally defeended from 7 . who 
cannot be thought to have given them a- 
ny other Inftrudions, but what he learnt 
of his Father Mefraim , who had them 
from Cham, or Ham, and from his Grand- 
father Noah , among the firlt inhabitants 
of zAigypt. 

As for the Months, tho’ fome of the Ti ie h- 
OlKpring of Noah reckoned them after Month, 
feveral manners, fome allowing 28 days, 
fomc 29, others 30, and 31, and not 
always after die fame manner ; yet the 
Mexicans Hill following the lame Egyp- 
tians, made their Month rcgulji , 1 : 01 of 
30, but of 20 days; but thi^ turn’d to 
the fame account, putting 1 8 Mexican 
Months of 20 days each, to 1 2 TEgmt 
tian Months of 30 Days. Th^naiilcs 1 
of the Months are as follows. _ i .

This further makes oot the great re- 
fcmblance with the Egyptian computa- 
tion, for as thefe, to twelve Months 
(which they call’d Thotli, Phaophi , Athyr, 
Ceac, Tybi , Medr , Phamenetb , Pbarim- 
t hi, Phacon , Paymi, Epepbi , and Mefori) 
which made 360 days, added 5 days 
more, which they call’d Epagomeni, to 
compleat the Circle of the Sun ; fo the 
Mexicans , their 18 Months in like man- 
ner, making 360 days, added five days 
at the end,»f every Year, and call’d them 
Nonontemi , that is, wandring, to make 
y«o the fame number of 365. Some 
1 [inkjfcat thefe 5 Days being out of the 
^^J&Ser of the Months, had no parti- 
'cularTvlame, and that therefore the firft 
of every Month v/asCipa&U. But they arc 
much deceiv’d, for they had not only 
Names, but were brought into their 
thirteens. For the better undemand- 
ing hereof, let us imagine an Age, the 
firft Year whereof is Tocbtli , to which 
Cipdtli anfwers, as firft day, of the firft 
Month; if the 360 days, which make 
the 18 Months of this Year, be count- 
ed round fucceffively by thirteen, and 
thirteen, it will appear that thclaft day 
of the 1 8th Month, will be 9 Xoxitl. 
But if the 5 days call’d Ntnonttmi had 
no Name, the following Year mull have 
begun from 2 Mazatl, with 10 Ctpdlli. 
Thus the reckoning of the thirteens 
would Ww been interrupted, with Ci- 
paffli, b X ' cot they been reckned in. 
The iiOfc”^«fhis Day fnfficiently 
folve ; laying, that the 

days Jf dMicbiztli, Oxjematly r, and 
CozxatjitiHhmf fare companions to, that 
Sfcipall refpeas follow the Order of the 
totukFigures that denote the Years of an 
Age, via. Tocbtli. , Acatl, Tecpntl , and 
Ca?U ; to lignify that every Year whole 
Symbol is Tocbtli, will have GpaStli for 


the firft day «bf the Month; that whofe 
Symbol or diftin&ive Mark, is Acatl, 
will have Aiichiztli for the firft of the 
Month ; Tecpatl, will have Ozomatl, and 
Cagli will have Cozcaonahtli. Yet this is 
to be farther obferv’d, that the numeri- 
cal Value according to the thirteens, re- 
gularly counted from the beginning of 
the Age ('including the 5 Ncnontemi 
days) will anfwer to that, which be- 
longs to the firft Day of the Year, ac- 
cording to the fucceflion from Tocbtli 
forwards , as plainly appears by the 
Draught above mention'd. The whole 
will be better underftood after this 
manner. This firft Year of the afore- 
mention'd Age, the Months ended with 

9 Xocitl , and the Names and Numbers . 
anfweringto the 5 Ntnmmi days, were

up the Year of 365 days. Thus with- 
out breaking the Order of Names, the 
next Year began Michisjtli, which is the 
Day immediately following Cqttl, and 
continuing on with the thirteens, fincc 
the laft of the 5 Ntnonttmi Days, was 
the firft call’d Coatl ; this alio will be the 
Character of the firft day of the fecond 
Year, viz* that will be Omt, and this 
Ome Mchizxli. This is not accidental, 
but very regular in all the Years of an 
Age (as may be eafily demonftrated) 
and fo this 2d Year begining at 2 Mi- 
cbifili , will end its Months at 10 Coatl, 
and 36$ days at 2 Jtzxuntli , fo the fol- 
lowing 3d Year Ttcpatl , will begin at 3 
Oxjmatti , and the next being the 4th 
Cagli, at 4 Coixacptaubtli, and fo on in 
the reft, till the thirteen is out By this 
it appears, that the 4 days CipaEtU, &c. 
did not only anfwer to the 4 Symbols of 
the Years T tchtli, See. but that they had 
alfo the lame numerical Denomination, 
deriv’d from the thirteens. 

They therefore who know how much 
almoftall theEafternNations err’d in this 
particular, may be Judges how much the 
Wit of the Mexicans deferv’d to be com- 
mended, and look’d upon, for invent- 
ing lb Artificialand regular a Circle. 
But this Honour is not aue to the Mex- 
icans of thefe times, who are neither A - 
ftrologers,nor Arithmeticians^nd there- 
fore by their Ignorance would convjft 
me of FalCehood,; but to thofe Heathens 
as we ihow’d aJpove, and to their molt 
antient Mafter Neptune, las is learnedly 
obferv'd btfO.

It is moll certain 
the like is not to be found in all New 
Spain ; bccaufe the Spaniards at their firft 
coming burnt all they found *, for feeing 
them without Letters, and with fuch 
variety of Figures , they look’d upon 
them as Superfluous. Mtnfegnor Suma- 
rica firft Bifhop of Mexico , made an end 
of deftroying what remain’d, and brokea- 
bundaiKC of old Idols; fo that the Fi- 
gure of the Mexican Year, and other 
Antiquities of the Indians which follow 
in this Volume, are all owing to the In- 
dnftry and Courtefy, of the aforefaid 
D .Carlos dcSiguenza, who prefentedme 
with thefe extraordinary Rarities. 

'cap year. They’ order’d the Biflextile, or Leap 
Year, after this manner. The firft Year 
of the Age began on the 10th of April, 
and fodid the 2d, and 3d, but the fourth 
or Leap Year, on the pth, the 8th on 


the 8th, the 12th, on the 7th, the j 6 tit, 
on the 5 tb, till the end of the Age, 
which was on the 28th of March, when 
the 1 3 days of the Leap Years, till the 
iotli of April, were fpent in rejoycing. 

Before the new Age began, they broke 
their VelTels, and put out the Fire ^up- 
poling that fince the World was {0 
end with an Age, perhaps that might be 
it. When the firft day appear’d? they 
folemniz’d it with Drums and oilier In- 
ftruments they us’d ; giving thanks to 
God, for having granted them another 
Age ; they bought new VeJPrls, and re- 
ceiv’d the new Fire, from thjjhigh Prieft 
in folemn Proccflion. 

The People of Peru rcckned by Moons, Year in 
and 12 Months with as many days ss we Peru ' 
do, and beiides began their Year at Ja- 
nuary, but afterwards one of their Kings 
would have it to begin at December. 

They plac:ed about tin. City Cuz.ce, which 
was the Court of the Inga Kings, i,2Pi!lars, 
at fuch diftances, and in fuch Order, that 
each of them every Month, Ihould point 
out the Suns riling , and fetting ; and 
thus they regulated their Feftivals, and 
the Scafons for Sowing and Reaping, e- 
very Pillar having its proper £Jame. 


CHAP. VI. I* 

Of the horrid Sacrifices , the Indians offer'd to their Idols , and of their ftj <tiva!sf 
J and Habit. 


T H E Mexicans kept as it were a Ju- 
bilee every fourth Year, on the 
' 19th of May, on which was the Fefti- 

* “■ val of the Idol Tezsatlipuca. They fail- 
ed 5 days before it, and the Priefts ab- 
ftain’d fiom their Wives, and went a- 
bont beating themfelves in a Penitential 
Habit. All other People were clad after 
the fame manner, and went in Proceflion 
begging one another’s Pardon. Upon 
the day appointed a Slave that was like 
the Statue of the Idol was Sacrific’d, and o- 
thers with him , ripping open their 
Brcafts, as was faid before, and calling 
the Hearts Hill alive,upon the Idol’s Face. 
Thefe Captives to make them the more 
miferable, were fatted up forae Days 
before, and Worlhipp’d about the City 
likaGods. 

0 ouetrt The Feftival they keot in Honour of 
'««/. * their God, Qmy a letafL was yet more 
detcftable. Foity days %ef^re it, they 
bought a fountf Slave vithoijwny Ble- 
milh, and claa him iiifthe nfcls Gar- 
ments, that hi might hi honourd. Nine 
days befoit the Solemqfty, tv® old Men 


came from the Temple, to tell him he 
was to dye, and feeing him concern’d, 
they went and walh’d the Knives of the 
Sacrifice, and v cbf’ Blood they took off 
them, they gave the Wretch to drink, 
mixt with Cacao ; beKeving'-that would 
caufe him not to fear Death. The Fe- 
ftival day being come, they ripped o- 
pen his Breaft, at Midnight, and taking 
out his Heart, ofTer’d it to the Moon, and 
thea to the Idol. The Body they threw 
down the Heps of the Temple ; where 
the buyers took it up, and carrying it 
to the Houfe of thcchiefeft among them, 
the next day made a plentiful— ft, 

There was another foanJf Sacri- other in- 
fice call’d Racaxipe PalztUfvihkh figni- human Sa- 
lles Fleaing of People; bccaufe they crifiew. 
flead a Slave, and cloathing another in 
his Skin, led him about the City, beg- 
ging for the Temple, and linking thole 
who gave nothing, over the Face ypth 
fome of §he Skin, as long as it was found. 

Other times they clad feveral Slaves 
with the Idol’s Garments, a whole Year 
before the FeltiTal, leading them in the 
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day time about the City, that they might 
be ador'd like the Idols, and keeping 
them Ihut tip at Night, feeding them 
plentifully. At the Years end they Sa- 
crific’d them, and fubftituted others in 
their Places, Some Years they butcher’d 
to the number of 20000 ; tor the Bar- 
barous Priefts would go tell the King, 
that the Idols had nothing to eat, and 
werediarvingwith Hunger; and for this 
reaibn they made War to get Priloners 
to Sacrifice. Four Priefts held the Vift- 
ime by the Hands and FejRt, 4n other 
ripp’d open the Brcaft, jmd took out 
the Heart) . and another held up the 
Neck, having firft lay’d him with his 
back on a (harp Stone. 

, in 'Peru they alio Sacrificed Children 
from 4, to io Years of Age, for the Ingas 
Health ; and io did Sons for their Pa- 
rents when defperately Sick, offering 
them to the Sun, or Viracova ; Aiding, 
or cutting their Throats. 

The moft famous Idols in Mexico, next 
to yitzjlipHzjtli , were Tefcatepuca , and 
Hucilobos , to whom they facrificed every 
Year, 2 500 Men, fatted in Pens. The 
offering was only of the Forehead, Ears, 
Tongues, Lips, Arms* Legs, and other 
extreme Parts. The Temples were 
Jhnilt after the manner of the Pyramids of 
QSlIpf, afeending by Stairs, and for the 
jspft part of Clay *, the Idol being pla- 


ced at the top in a Tabernacle, near 
which was a place apart, to lay the 
Heads of the Vidims. Clofe by the 
Temple, there were apartments for the " 
. Priefts. 

They had an Idol of Rain, call’d Tla- 
locy that is, fertilizer of the Earth. His 
Figure was of the common Stature of a 
Man, with a Frightful face; and they 
often anointed him with a Liquor, call’d 
Oholi, which diftils from certain Trees. 
All his Ornaments were Hieroglyphicks 
of Rain, and Plenty ; for in his right 
Hand, he held a Plate of beaten Gold, 
lignifying the Lightning ; in his left 
a round Border of blew Feathers, gar- 
nifh’d with I know not what fort of thing 
like a Net. His Garment was alfo of 
blew Feathers, with fuch a Trimming 
at the Edges, and another made of Hares, 
and Rabbets Wool , like white half 
Moons. On his Head was a great tufc 
of white and green Feathers, lignifying 
the green Fruit, and Leaves ; about his 
Neck a Collar of Buck’s Skin, his Legs 
colour’d yellow, with Gold Horfe Bells 
about them. This was the Indian Hie- 
roglyphick to denote Rain. The whole 
may be feen more exactly in the adjoyn- 
ing Cut.

In Peruy befides adoring the Statue of 
the hgay when he dy’d, thoufands of 
his favourite Concubines and Servants 
were kill’d, to ferve him in the other 
World ; and vaft TrUnures were bu- 
ry’d with him, that he might make ufe 
of them upon occafion. The other /«- 
Mans befides all this, placed Meat near 
the Tombs, believing the dead would 
eat. Befides, having perform’d the Ob- 
fequics with abundance of Ceremonies, 
they cloa tfi’d the dead Body in its Robes 
or Garment, that denoted its Dignity, 
and then bury’d it in the Court, or ha- 
ving burnt it, kept the Afhcs in an bo- 
nourabi^dace. 

As for\je manner of doathing it , 
was no left Barbarous. The Souldiers 
that they might appear the more dread- 
ful to 1 their Enemies, ftain’d their na- 
ked Btriy *, or elfe cover’d it with a 
whole Lions, or Tigers Skin, placing 
thajhead of the Beaft upon their own. 
They hdBg acrofs them like a Shoulder 
Belt, a ft ring of Men’s Hearts, Noles 
and Ears, with a head at the end ; and in 
their hands, carry# filch things as may 
befecnihthe Cut.

The Habit of the King and Princesof . 
the Blood was not amift, if compar’d 
with that of the common fort ; but it Habit, 
was the left commendable for the Pra- 
ctice in ufc among them, of boreing 
their under Lip, for toftick a Gold nail 
or fome other Jewel in it as appears by 
the Cots, copy’d from Originals of great 
Antiquity, which are in the Cuftody of 
D. Carlos Sigutnzoy before fpoken of. 

The Habit of the Indians at prefent, jnikn 
is a Ihort Doublet, and wide Breeches. Habit 
On their Shoulders they wear a Cloak now. 
of feveral Colours, which they call 7 * 7 - 
may and which eroding under the right 
Arm, is ty’d upon the left Shoulder, the 
two ends making a great knot, lnftcad 
of Shooes, they*wear Sandals, like thofo 
of the Franciscan Fathers, the reft 
being bar&focKed, and {bare legg ( d, as 
they are^ But they will never part with 
their Har, thoithey were quite naked, 
or in Rails.

the Ctbix a, which is a fide white Cotton 
Cloth ; to which they add another upon 
their Back, when they are Abroad, which 
when in theChurch they place upon their 
Head. Their Coats are narrow with Fi- 
gures of Lions, Birds, and other Crea- 
tureSytidorning them with carious Ducks 
Feathers, which they call Xilotepec. 

All, as well Men as Women are of a 
dark Colour, notwithftahdiog their En- 
deavours to defend their Faces againft 
the Cold, and make them Fair with Herbs 
pounded. They ufe alio to daub their 
Heads with thin Clay, fuch as they ufe 
in their Buildings, thinking it refreihes 
the Head, and makes the Hair black and 
loft ; fo that ieveral Country Women 
arr f-.cn about the City in that dirty 
Condition. The Mefiizo, Mulatto , and 
Bbck Women, which. are the greateft 
Number in Mexico, not being allow’d to 
wear Vails, or bedoath’d after the Spa- 
nijh Faihion, and icorning on the other 
fide the Indian Habit, go in an extrava- 
gant GdVb , wearing a thing like a Petti- 
coat, a-crofs their Shoulders, or on their 
Head like a Cloak, which makes them 


Thc fttdiarts at.prefent art nothing *Ge&iUs bf 
near lo Ingenious as they were former- the ,Kji ~ 
Ifi when they fuccefsfuliy appty’d them- 
felves to the liberal Am and Mecanicks ; 
but now they are altogether devoted to 
Idlenefs, and apply themfclves to no- 
thing but Cheating. . Yet thofe that ap- 
ply themfelves to any Trade Ihew they 
are very capable : Some make Ieveral 
Figures of nothing but Feathers of feve- 
ral Colours, of a Bird the Spaniards call 
Chapafior , that is, Such-Bower ; of which 
fort I lure one : Others work curioufly 
in Wood; and others contrive to deceive 
Ducks, as Shy as they ar^;' for when 
they have us'd them to be frequently a- 
mong Calabaihes left floating on the 
Lake, for that purpofe, they make H<Jfe#y 
in thofe Calabaihes, lo that putting their 
Heads in them they tan fee out of them, 
and then going up to the Neck in the 
Water, they go among the Ducks, and 
draw them down by the Feet. 

The Indians are naturally very Fear- v; 
ful ; but excelfive Cruel, if well Back’d, ces. 

The Vices the Spaniards generally Charge 
them with, are, firft the want of Senfe 


look like lo many Devils. 

All the Blacks and Mulattos are In- 
folent to the higheft Degree, and take 
upon them as much as Spaniards , whole 
Habit they wear ; fo among themfelves 
they take the Title of Captain, tho’ 
they be not lo ; nor can there be many 
in Mexico, where there is but one only 
Company of Spaniards , and a few of Mi- 
litia, in cafe of Need. This Rabble of 
Blacks, and Tawnies is fo encreas’d, that 
it is fear’d they may one Day Rebel, and 
make themfelves Mailers of the Country ; 
unlefs the carrying of lb many Blacks be 
obftrufted by Farming it. 


of Honour (for they make nothing of 
robbing one another of it ^ befides the 
Incefts they commit with their Mothers 
and Sifters) being Beaftly in Eating, 
lying on the bare Ground, and Dying 
without any Concern. They are very 
great Thieves, Cheats, and Impoftors ; 
but above all the Mulattos , among an 
Hundred of whom it is hard to find an 
Honeft fcir dealing Man. On the other 
fide the Door Indians are worfe than 
Slaves, fo\nlythey work in the Mines; 
and what is wBIft, all they get is taken 
from them by thAQgyetaprs, and other 
Officers ; notwithftanding all the daily 
Threats that come from Court.

The Front is extra- , 
ordinary Noble with three Gates * baf" 
lides five others on the lides. Hiftoriais 
tell us, That this Church was founded 
by the Marquefs D. Ferdinand C«ruJ$ on 
the very lame Ground where the Hea- 
then great Temple flood •, but others, 
from antient Paintings and Draughts 
prove that Temple flood, _ where now 
the College of St. Ildtfonfks is. However 
it is, this was made a Bilhoprick on thc 
13th of OBober 1625, and an Archbi- 
fhoprick on the 13th of January 1545. 

It has eleven Suffragan Bilhops, which 
are thole of fuebla de los Angeles, or the 
City of Angels, Mtchoacan , Huxacca , 
Guadalaxara , Guatemala , Yucatan, Nica- 
ragua , Chiapa , Honduras , and Nutva 
Bifcaya , or New Bifcay , of which ele- 
ven Bilhopricks the Tenths only amount 
to 516000 Pieces of Eight ; and all the 
Profits 5160000 Pieces of Eight. There 
has been fpent in building th? Church 
of Mexico from the Day it was founded 
till the 2 2d of December 1667, 1052000 
Pieces of Eight, and the Work is not 
done to this Day. 

Tuefday 19th, being St. Jofeph' s Day, 

I went to the Church of the Mtrtena - 
riant. The Altars are vaftly Rich, and 
the Roof Gilt and the Monaftery is 
large, and capable of abundance of Re- 
ligious Men. Going thence 1 met the 
BlelTed Sacrament going from the Cathe- 
dral to fome Sick Body. It was carry’d 
by a Prieft in a Coach drawn by four 
Mules, maintain’d at thc Charge of the 
Brotherhood. 

Wednefday 20th, I heard Mafs at the 
Nunnery of Sc. Clare , famous for the 
excellent fweet Paftiles the Nuns make. 

The Church is well adorn’d, and thc 
Monaftery a good Stru&ure. 

Thurfday 21ft, I rode three Leagues ctmetito, 
out of Town to fee the celebrated Gar- 
den of St. Angel , of the barefoot Car- 
melites. The Fathers Ihew’d me the up- 
per Church, which tho’ fmall, was all a 
meer Mafs of Gold. The lower Church 
was alio Beautiful, and had five Altars. 

Then we walk’d about all the Monaftery 
which is fb large, that it has not only 
conveniency for £2 Religious Men that 
Live in it, but the Provincial Chapter 
has been kept there thefe 108 Years. 

The Library is one of the belt in the 
Indies, containing about 1 2000 Volumes. 

I was then led tothe fb much renowned 
Garden, which ch6’ it be not above three 
quarters of a Spanify League in' compels

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, about the Wall yet a great River run- 

: Ajemclli. ning through the midlt of it, makes it fo 
nfwgS. , Fruitful, that only the Europe an Trees 
' '"^^here planted yield a Revenue of 13000 
races of Eight a Year. There are forty 
fe\eral forts of Pears, which are fold 
forw+ieces of Eight a Load -, variety 
of Apples, Peaches, and Quinces \ for 
there are but few Walnuts, Chellnuts, 
or the like. The Archbilhop claiming 
the Title of this Fruit, and the Fathers 
refuting to give it, as being Trees plant- 
ed for the ufe of the Monaftery ; by the 
King’s Order an Oydore , or Judge went 
to count the Trees, and found 13000, 
as I was inform'd by credible Perlons. 
The Garden is leated in a delightful 
Place, at the Foot of vaft high Moun- 
tains. The Fathers of the fame College 
have a good Flower Garden, in which 
there are Clove Trees •, but thefe, tho' 
they produce Bloiloms as fweet and fra- 
grant as tiioie of the Molucca Iflands, 
yet the Fruit comes not to Perfection. 
There is alfo a Park, Filh-Ponds, and 
curious Fountains for the-Diverfion of 
the Religious. 

Nun:.. Friday 2 2d, 1 went to fee a famous 
Nunnery call’d the Conception. The Nuns 
arc 85, and have about an hundred Wo- 
men Servants : becaufe molt of the Mo- 
nafteries in Neva Spain , not living in 
Community, but every Nun receiving 
Mony out of the publick Stock to Main- 
tain her, that is, two Pieces of Eight 
and a quarter a Head every Week, fome 
keep five or fix Maids. The Monaltery 
, accordingly is large, and colt fome hun- 
dred Thoufimds of Pieces of Eight Build- 
ing ; and the Church is large, and well 
adorn’d. 

Saturday 23d, I went into the neigh- 
bouring Church of the Nuns of St. La - 
sloths, which is alfo well adorn’d, has 
feven Altars, and the Roof gilt. 

Domini- Sunday 24th, I few the Hofpital of St. 
ms. Hiacinthus , belonging to the Dominican 

Miffiouers of Manila. The Church is 
fmall, but beautiful •, and the Hojpitium, 
or Houfe new built, fit to receive and 
entertain fifty Religious Men, who are 
maintain'd upon the Revenue of their 
Garden, like the College of St. Angel ; 
and they have Mony over to fend to 
Chifiu b F. Martin Ibanez, having told 
me it yields 8, or 9000 Pieces of Eight 
a Year in only Herbs, and Sallads. It 
is to be obferv'd. That the com- 
pafe of the Garden Wall is not atiove 
the third part of a League. Its being 
near the City makes the Revenue the 
greater. 


The Hojpitium , or Houfe call'd St. Ni- • Augifiini - 
cbolas de Villanueva, of the Augujlinians mSt i 
of the Million of China, is adjoyning to 
the other towards Mexico . Here is a 
Church, and Room to entertain forty 
Miflioners, as 1 was told by F. Peter Bores 
the Procurator.

Palling by St. Fran- 
cis the Great in the Afternoon, I few 
half the People of the Town got toge- 
ther, to fee the Obfeqnics of th reefer- 
ions that had been put to Death, afltffry, 
quarter’d a Month before for horrid 
Crimes. The Fathers of St. John de Dios 
begg’d them of the Court j which is ufu- 
ally granted. Having placed them in the 
Chappel de los Dejamparados , or of Per- 
fons forfeken, in their Monaftery, they 
begg’d Alms to bury and fey Malles for 
them. Then they carry’d them to St. 

Francis, where thofe Fathers perform’d 
their Obfequies according to Cultom, 
and then carrying them through the great 
Streets of the City, bury’d them in the 
aforefeid Chappel de los Defamparados. 

Tuefday 26th, I went to the Exche- Exche- 
quer, which is the Royal Palace. Three quer. 
Officers have the Care of it, and are 
the Contador, or Controler, Fator, or 
Fador, and Treafurer, who receive all 
Tributes,^and the King’s fifth part of all 
Plate for Marking it. This does not a- 
mount to le\^hai%6ooooo Marks a Year, 
every Mark bemgCight Ounces befides 
what the King is clll^edjof, which is a 
greater Sum. D. Philip de Rivas , the 
King’s Refiner, or Allayer in that Court, 
told me. That in the Year 1691, he 
mark’d 800000 Marks. All this Plate is 
afterwards Coin’d, firlb feparating the 
Gold from it, provided there be above 
forty Grains in a Mark, otherwife 'tis 
not worth while to feparate it.

the Jefuits ; and the third of Brothers 
of St. Francis , call’d the Proceffion of 
the Chinefcs , becaufe made by Indians of 
die Philippine Iflands. Each of them car- 
ry’d its Images, with abundance of Lights, 
and a company of arm’d Men, after the 
manner as was mention’d before, befides 
fome that went a Horfeback, with T rum- 
pets founding difmally before them. The 
Proceffion being come to the Palace, 
the Chinefes , and Brothers of the Tri- 
nity flrovc for Precedence, and there 
pafs’d fome Blows with painted Clubs 
they carry’d inftead of Torches, and 
the Crolles, lb that fcreral Pcrfons were 
Hurt. 

The Sepulchers and Monuments they 
make at Mexico are beautiful and light- 
ly, but poor in Lights, all made by one 
Model, and every Year the fame ; the 
Tabernacles being bigh, with Pillars, 
and Fret-work gilt, which lerves as long 
as the Wood holds. Friday $th, I law 
the Proceffion of Jerttfalcm, or Mount 
Calvary , which goes from St. Francis the 
Great, carrying the Figure of the Se- 
pulcher. About eight in the Morning 
three Trumpets founded a doleful Tune, 
and then appear’d a great many Brothers 
with Lights in their Hands, and among 
them feveral Perlons Whipping them- 
felvcs. Then follow’d a Company of 
arm’d Men \ fome of them a Horfeback 
carrying the Sentence in Writing, Title, 
Garment, and other Tokens of the Paf- 
lion. Then Perfons reprefenting our Sa- 
viour, the Blefled Virgin, St. John , St. 
Vefonicay the good and the bad Thief. 
Then two rcprelenting Jcwijh Priefts on 
Mules, and others in very good Order. 
In the Afternoon was the Proceffion of 
the Blacks and Indians of the Sodality of 
St. Dominick , much like the others. Af- 
ter this follow'd that of the Spaniards y 
call’d the Funeral of our Saviour, in 
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which went 16 Rtgidores , who are like 
Aldermen, two Alcades , agd a Corregi - 
dory who are the Supream Magiftrates of 
Mexico, with Alguaiilesy ana Serjeants 
before them. Then follow’d abundance 
of Knights, and Brothers, and all the 
Myftcries of the Paffion carry’d on fmall 
Biers, by Men clad in Black like Angels, 
and adorn’d with Jewels. After them 
came ten Penitents, with valt* long 
Trains j next the Company of arm’d 
Men, in white Armour, as has been faid 
in other Places , and laftly, an Image of 
our Saviour, in a rich Shrine of Silver 
and Cryltal, given the Dominicans by 
the Bilhop of Campeche. By the Shrine 
was the BlefTed Virgin, and St. John , 
follow’d by an infinite Multitude bf 
vout People. In fhort, nothing was In- 
ferior to the Magnificence of Europe. 

Another Proceffion of Indians went from 
the Parilh of St. James of the Francij- 
cansy much like the laft, only that fome 
Indian Women went in Mourning 
Weeping, to reprefent the Daughters of 
Sion. 

Saturday dch, the Viceroy and Vice- AfincTa- 
queen went to hear Service at theCathe- bemade. 
dral , he fat on a Place rais ’4 above the 
reft of the Church, ihc in a Cloiet /hut 
up with Lattices, both on the right fide 
of the Altar. On a Bench behind the 
Viceroy fat the firft Chaplain, Captain 
of the Guard, and Gentleman of the 
Horfe. On the left fide of the Altar fat 
the Regidorety attended by two Mace- 
Bearers, 1 %clad in Damask with Silver 
Maces in weir Hands. After the ufual 
CeremonieS. Mffs beginning at Gloria 
in exctlfisy ttRMfch Marble Tabernacle 
was uncover’d j OjeJower part whereof 
is fupported by fixteen Pillars, and the 
upper by eight, with noble gilt Statues, 
which vaft Work riles to the top of the 
Church. There is alio a Pulpit of the 
lame fine Marble of the Pillars curioufly 
Wrought. 

Sunday 7th, 1 law the Viceroy at the 
Church of St .Augufiin theGreat, at Mais, 
fitting on his Throne, and 18 Knights 
of Santiago , or St. James , upon two 
Benches by him, with their white Man- 
tles of the Order. There are in Mexico 
abundance of Knights of this and other 
Orders, who fell Cloth, and Silk, Cho- 
colate, and other Things of ]{fs value ; 
laying this no way leflens their Gentility, 
they having a Warrant of the Erqperor 
Charles y. for lb doing. This Church is 
very beautiful, and has thirteen Altars 
extraordinary rich in Gold,yand adorn’d 
with curious Pictures. At/thc Entrance, 
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rsyu^i, on the left hand is a fmall Congregation 
Getyclli. of the thjjrd Order, with five Altars 
ttfV ?• richly Adorn’d. 1 few a Play in the Af- 
ternoon very ill Afted by Criottos, that is, 
the Sons of Spaniards by Indian Women, 
the Europeans looking upon it as a dif- 
grace to Aft inPublick. 

, Monday 8 th, I went a League out of 
CusMupe. the City to vifit the Church of our Lady 
of Guadalupe, which they fay was built 
by Command of the Blefled Virgin ap- 
pearing to an Indian , and is now a no- 
ted Pilgrimage, whither the Mexicans 
. refort with rich Offerings, with which 
there is now building a large Church with 
three lflcs fupported upon eight Pillars, 
and will coH a great deal before it is fi- 
I’aifiv’tf. i he high Altar of a little Church, 
fei ves for the prefent , and is curi- 
oufly wrought of Silver. There are 
three other Altars for faying of the Maf- 
fes, whete are Alms brought for every 
Day. Near the aforefaid Church is the 
Place, where the Blclfed Virgin is faid to 
have.appear’d the fifth time, and a great 
Spring; and not far from it on the Rock 
an Hermitage of great Devotion, in the 
place where the Indian who had the Vill- 
on, is reported by order of it to have ga- 
ther’d Roles tolhow the Biihop in token 
of the truth of what he laid. This Af- 
ternoon 1 went upon the Canal of Xama- 
»> 4 ,wherePeople either walk on theBanks, 
or divert themfelves in Boats on the Wa- 
ter, there being many Men and Women 
who Sing and Play on the Mufick, ftriv- 
ing to outdo one another. The Banks 
are cover’d with little Houfeaof Indians 
and Inns, for the Peopled® take lome 
Refrefhment, fuch asTSftrcolate, Atole 
and Tamales. Thennneipal Ingredient 
of the two lafl: narifd is Indian Wheat, 
Jto}c a l;. order’d after this manner. They boil the 
quor. Indian Wheat withLime, and when it has 
ftood a while grind it, as they do the 
Cacao. Then they ftrain that Paft through 
a Sieve with Water, which makes a white 
thick Liquor, like that we draw from 
Almonds; which Liquor when it has 
been boil’d a little, they call Atole, and 
is drank cither mix’d with Chocolate or 
by it fclf. The more dainty People 
drink it the latter way with Sugar; but 
either way it is very nourifhing, and 
much us’d in the Indies. Of the Paft that 
remains # after that walhing, they make 
theTamalos, mixing it with minc’d Meat, 
Sugar and Spice, and colouring it over. 
I lik’d the Taft of them both, (ho* my 
Moutl) was us’d to good and bad. 

Tuefday tfh I bear’d Mafs in the Nun- 
\ aery of S. Afytes, Founded by a Citizen 


of Mexico, with a Revenue to Maintain 
33 poor Maids, which are now chofen by 
his Heir. The Monaftery on the othet 
hand, in gratitude pays a thouland Pierjrf 
of Eight a Year to this Proteftor and He*-, 
by order of the Founder. This righ/of 
Patronage is at prefent in a Criotis^f Son 
of a Spaniard by an Indian Woman, of 
the Family of Cadena. The Church is 
well adorn'd, has nine Altars, the Roof 
vaulted, and all decent. 

Thurfday nth, in the Morning 1 went . • 
to fee Chapultepec, where Hiftory tells cbi f ultr l 
us Montezjtmah Palace of Recreation, 
or Country-Houfe ftood. At prefent it 
ferves to receive the Viceroys, till the 
City is ready to receive them, and their 
Palace of Refidenceputin order. Of late 
Years this publick Reception has not 
been made, the City having reprefented 
to the King what a great Expence it was ; 
lb that the prelent Viceroy the Count 
de Montexjtma , went in privately to take 
Polfefiion of the Government in the 
great Hall where the Courts ire kept, 
and when all things were in a readinels, 
made his lolernn Entry a Horfcback over viceroy’s 
the Caufway of Guadalupe, attended by ®- cce P l *o 
the Nobility and Magiftrates. When he 
came to the Triumphal Arch erefted be- • 
fore the Church of the Dominicans, the 
Gate was fliut according to Cullom, to 
perform the Ceremony of prefenting 
the Keys, and tendring the Oath to keep 
the Liberties of the City. As he was 
going to alight for this purpofe, he fell 
from his Horfe, and his Perriwig dropt 
off his Head, the Horfe being unruly, 
and he, as a Scholar, little us’d to ride. 

Then he pafs’d through the fecond Arch, 
which was richly adorn’d, and then a 
Bridge over to the Church-yard of the 
Cathedral, at the Gate whereof the 
Archbifhop in Pontificalibus expefted him, 
with all the Chapter, to fwear him to the 
keeping the Privileges of the Church. 

This done Te Deum was lung. 

To return to the Palace of Chapultepec 
it was built at the foot of a Hill (on the 
Top whereof is a Hermitage of the In- 
vocation of S. Francis Xaverius') by D. Lu- 
is de V tlafco, who was V iceroy in the Reign 
of the Emperor Charles V. as appears by 
the Infcription over the Gate; but it is 
too little for a Viceroy’s Court It has 
two Courts, in one of which the City 
did ule to have the Juego de Toros, or rid- 
ing at Bulls, whilft things were preparing 
for the Entry. The Garden is fmall but 
has a good Spring, which after ferving 
the Palaceis convey’d in Pipes to Bethlem, 
the Novitiate of the Mercenaries, to 

ferve 
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fSA/i fcrve the Inhabitants of that Quarter. 
tUcmelli. They fay this Spring was accidentally 
i<SyR w £ound by a Viceroy, who caus’d that 
Ir'ace to be dug to find Montezuma* s 
'ifeafure. Clofe by it is a little Wood, 
anoViot far from it the Powder-Houfe, 
the MirtsTHrove by Water. At Chapulte- 
pec begin the famous Arches or Aquedud, 
which conveys to the City of Mexico an 
excellent Water brought from Santa Fe, 
three Leagues diftaut. One Mark Cue - 
vara a private Citizen, was at all this 
charge. Almoft all People ufe this Wa- 
ter , becaufe that of Belen is thicker. 
Some fay it is fpoil’d by being convey’d 
beyond Chapultepec in Leaden Pipes; but 
1 found it good enough. 

Friday 1 iih, 1 travell’d three Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
like that of Poggio Reale in Naples , to fee 
the miraculous image of our Lady, call’d 
de los Remedies. T he Church is built on 
a Hill, with convenient Dwellings for the 
Priefts that ferve it, under the Care of 
a Vicar- It is adorn’d with excellent 
Pi&ures in gilt Frames, as is the Roof 
and four Altars. But the high Altar 
(on which ftands the holy Image, which 
is MalTy and two Spans high) belides be- 
ing all gilc, has a noble Canopy of bea- 
ten Silver, an Antepcndium of Cryftal, 
with gilt Figures behind it, and about 
30 large Silver Lamps of curious Work- 
manlhip ; nor have they fpar’d this Me- 
tal to adorn the Pulpit. Behind the high 


Altar is a little Treafury where they keep 
all the Things of value offer’d by the 
Devotes. For fear of Thieves the Church 
being vaftly rich and (landing on a Moun- 
tain, they never open it till ten in the 
Morning. 

Thence I went to S. Joachim , a Mo- ftt aacim 
naftry of Carmelite barefoot Fryars, be- . 
gun to be Built of late Years, and there- 
fore the Religious are as yet bur ill 
Lodg’d, and fay Mals in a little Church 
with three Altars. They are Walling 
in a great piece of Ground to make a 
Garden, which in time will be delight- 
ful and yield great Profit. 

Saturday 1 3th, 1 went to the Monaftery 
of the Dominicans , to lee the Chappel of Domini* 
D. Peter Montezuma, ddeended froih 
Emperor Montezuma , where I found a 
Spanifh Infcription, in Englijh thus. The 
Chappel of D. Peter Montezuma, who was 
hereditary Prince to Montezuma the Lord 
of the great eft part of New Spain. The 
Chappel is dedicated to our Lady de los 
Dolores , or of Sorrow ; devoutly adorn’d, 
and enrich’d with Gold, as are the other 
40 Altars in the fame Church, befides 
Oratories and particular Congregations. 

The Monaftery is large, confining 1 30 
Religions Men in handfome Dormitories. 

The Nunnery of S. Terefa of her Order 
is rich; in the Church there are fix Al- 
tars handfomly painted, and magnificent- 
ly adorn’d with Gold. 


CHAP. VII\ 

An Account of the wonderful Conveyance for the VP St-mto run out of the Lake 

of Mexico. ‘ 


B Eing defirous to lee this mighty 
Work, 1 mounted a Horfeback on 
Monday 15 th, and travell’d 3 Leagues 
along thePlain to the Village of Tanipant- 
la. Then going up the Hill of Barrien- 
tos, two Leagues further came to Guau- 
titlan ; where there is good earthen Ware 
made, like that of Cilli lo much valu'd in 
Europe , which when broke wanton La- 
dies eat. In the Evening eroding the 
River Guautitlan (which falls into the Di- 
fague , or Channel made for carrying off* 
the Water from the Lake of Mexico ) I 
rode a League further, and fet up that 
Night etTeplofotlan in the Novicefhip of 
the Jefuits , where the Re&or entertain’d 
me courteoufly. This Houfe is built up- 
on a Hill with Dormitories and Conve- 
niences for 52 Priefts, Novir.es and Lay- 
Brothers. The Church is of the Invo- 
Vol. IV. 


cation of S. Francis Xaverius , and has fix; 
Altars richly gilt, efpecially the high 
Altar, which exceeds all other in Mag- 
nificence. There is a Chappel of our 
Lady of Loretto of the lame bignels, and 
exadUy built like that in Italy. The Gar- 
den is large and has a great deal of Eu- 
ropean Frnit. 

Tuefday 1 5 th, having travel’d iome 
way over Plains well cultivated, I came 
to Gueguetoca , the Place where Waters 
have their Paflage under the Direction of 
the Guar da Mayor, or head Keeper. The 
Viceroy is oblig’d by the King’s exprels 
Command to go thither everjf Year in 
Auguft to view what Condition thePlace 
is in, and give the necefiary Orders for 
it. t). Thomas de Buytron y t Moxica en- 
tertain’d me courteoufly, aad gave men 
true Account of that Wwk. 
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fSwN/) Mexico is fo feated that it is always 

f fubjcdt to be overflow’d by the Water of 
its Lakes, which run down in vaft quan- 
tities from the Mountains about it. This 
hapned the firft time in the Reign of Mon- 
tezuma the firft of the Name \ afterwards 
under Ahuitzjotl , and under the laft Mon - 
tezjuma \ lb that the Inhabitants feeing 
‘themfelves forced to go in Boats about 
the £ity, would certainly have chang’d 
their antient Abode, had not they been 
aflifted by the neighbouring Kings, mak- 
ing lome Banks againft the Water. 

The Year after Mexico was Conquer’d 
by the Forces of the Emperor Charles 
V. that is, in 1523, the Waters fwelfd 
fo high, that they were oblig’d to make 
thejBank and Caufway of S. Lazarus. 
*Tfiis not being a fufficient Defence a- 
gainft the Mifchief that might happen, 
they began to turn away the River Gu- 
autitlan , which did molt harm this by 
Order of D. Luis de Velafco, who was 
Viceroy in the Year 1556 ; becaufe the 
Year before the City had been Drowned, 
notwithftanding the new Bank. 

Another great Inundation hapning in 
the Year 1 580, the Viceroy D. Martin 
Enriquez. order’d lome Method Ibould be 
found to tlrein all the Lake ; and the 
Village of Gueguetoca was thought a pro- 
per Place to convey the Water into the 
River of Tula-, but the Work was not 
begun. In 1604 the Inundation was lb 
great, that the City had like to have 
been all Drowned wherefore the 
Marques de Montes Claras, who fod charge 
of conveying away the WatertT was for 
beginning the Work immedi/.ely. The 
King’s Solicitor opposfc^r alledging. 
That Work could not bgrpnijh'd under an 
Age, and could never be maintain'd, becaufe 
a Channel was to be Cut nine or ten Leagues 
in Length, and in Depth from Jixteen toon 
hundred Tards (every Yard of thefe is 3

CHAP. IX. 

Of the Danger the Author run himfelf into , to fee tbePlate dug, and a Defer if- 

tion of the Mines of Pachuca. 


T HO’ all my Friends difeourag’d me 
from going to the Mines of Pachu- 
ca, as being incredibly deep, yet having 
fix’d my Rclolution, I fet out upon Wed- 
nesday the 17th. I din’d at the Village 
of T echifchiac two Leagues diltant, then 
went on a League further to the Village 
of Guipufila , and from thence 3 Leagues 
to lye at the Farm of Tufantlalpa. I there 
kill’d four Hares by the Houle, and 
might have kill’d more, but would not ; 
firft, bccaufe they are not lo good as 
thofe of Europe in the next place, bc- 
caufe the Mexicans abhor them, becaufe 
they have feen them eat the Maggots 
bred in dead Horles. 

Thurfday 18. having travell’d fix 
Leagues, part Mountain, part Plain, 1 
came co Pachuca, where l was entertain'd 
by Dominick Lavarn , the chief Offi- 
cer thereof the King's Revenue. My 
chief dciign being to fte the Mines as 
foon as we had din’d, lie lent his Son-in- 
law with me to the two neareft, about 
half a League diftant, to v.hich the Way 
was rough and craggy. They were 
both extraordinary deep. Tho deprh 
of the firft oil’d Santa Cruz*, or Holy 
Crofs, was 92 EJlados (an Eftado is 3 
Spanifi Yards, and a Spanijb Yard, as was 
laid before, is three quarters and a Nail 
of our Englijh Yard) lb that the 92 E- 
fiados being 27 6 Spanijb Yards, makes 
224 Englijh Yards. The other, call’d of 
Navarro , is 80 Efiados, that is,i 95 Yards 
In that of Santa Crux., the Metal was 
taken out with Malacatcs. This is an 
Engine w jJkaperpeiHkcular Axle-tree 
retting in twolrons. About the Axle- 
tree moves a Wheel, upon which inftead 
of a Rope an Iron Chain is wound, one 
end of which comes up with the Metal 
hanging to it, and theother goes down for 
more, like Buckets in a Well. The En- 
gine is kept going by four Mules, made 


fall to a piece of Timber that erodes i 
Axle-tree. Two of thefe Malacates 
work at this Mine, as well to draw up 
the Metal, as to drein the Water, which 
would otherwife rife and hinder the 
Work. I went down five Ladders, or 
Poles \ but the Miner would let me go 
no further, for fear I ihould tumble head- 
long •, and indeed the Poles we were to 
go down by were wet, and a Man’s Foot 
might calily llip,ashewas finding out the 
Notch. Then I went to the I^ine, call’d 
del Navarro, where the Indians brought 
up the Metal on their Backs, with emi- 
nent Danger of their Lives, in climb- 
ing fo many Ladders, or rather upright 
Poles with Notches. This they do 
for four Royals a day -, but at Night 
they are allow’d to carry as much Ore 
as they ten at once, which they after- 
wards IhVe with the Owner of the 
Mine. T\y had wrought five Months 
to make a Coi&nunication under Ground 
from one Mine to die other, and con- 
vey the Water out of that of Navarro , 
into that of Santa Cruz. , which was 
deeper ; as yet the Miners had not 
met , but were lb near one another, 
that both beard each others Strokes. 

Friday 29th, 1 went two Leagues fur- 
ther to fee the Mines on the Moun- 
tain. There I found a little City of 
clay Houfes, cover’d with Wood, as in 
other places the Indians cover them 
with Leaves of Maguey ', for here at 
leaft 12000 got their living in thofe 
deep Dungeons. There are in the fpace 
of fix Leagues about a Thoufend Mines ; 
fome laid alide, others where they now 
Work, and others they preferVe ; but 
fome privately get down into them 
to Steal the Metal. Eight days furore 
I was Acre, fifteen Indians hdU been 
kill’d in one of them, tbcXartfi hil- 
ling in upon them, as thgf were go- 
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CsJ. ,ing down a narrow Mouth ; the great 

Gctelli. one being .flopp'd up by the Owner’s 
16W Orders. 

V/'y* Having refted a little, I went to the 
w Mine, they call of the Trinity ; becaufe 
it is made up of the three feveral 
Mines, diltinguiih’d by the Names of 
la C ampechiana, Joy a, and Pennol, Tho’ 
thefc be three Mouths, they all go to 
ti;c ‘fame Vein. As for its Riches, 
Perfons of Reputation and well ac- 
quainted with the Place, told me, that 
in thefc tea Years, there have been for- 
ty Millions of Silver drawn thence, 
nine hundred, or a thoufand Men work- 
ing there every day. When they had 
funk the Work, an hundred t. (I ados 
three quarters of an Ertglijb Yard 
and Nail, as has been explain’d be- 
fore.) they found Water, to drein the 
which lixteen Malacates (before ex- 
plain’d) were fet up, and two Milli- 
ons were laid out in Timber-work to 
keep the Earth from falling in. Yet 
time, that confumcs all things, has ren- 
der’d this rich Mine fo dangerous, that 
it is counted impoflible to get more 
Plate out of it, and therefore all the 
Mouths ar^ flopp'd up. 

However a new Mine was open’d 
clofc by it, eight Yeaisfincc, which has 
yielded great Profit to the Owner, and 
is call d, St. Matthew's Mine ; the Veins 
of Metal lying EiuL,and Well, which are 
ca ily found and dug. In this Mine, the 
whic 1 ; i . fifty Eft ados deep (as above) 
1 rtfolv d to fee the Veins oP Silver ; 
but having gone down five ladders, or 
Poles, 1 was aflonifh’d <oJpe how like- 
ly it was to tumble cfeffirn headlong. 
Being therefore about going up again, 
the Miner, who has the charge of 
propping up the Mines, encourag’d me, 
fayiug, there were but few Poles to 
the bottom ; whereupon he going be- 
fore with a Light in his Hand, I ven- 
tur’d to go down the reft, tho’ with 
much Fear ; bccanfe I fometimes found 
it very difficult to clafp the Pole with 
my Arms, and fix my Feet on the 
Notches on it. However recommend- 
ing my felf to Almighty God, I went 
down three times as far as the Miner 
had 'told me, only to encourage me ; 
fo I came at laft to the Place where 
the Miners with Iron Wedges made 
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the hard flrong Ore fly about. They 
told me, that in fomc Places it is foft- 
cr, and of feveral Colours ; and ha- 
ving rewarded them, they gave me,* 
great deal of Metal. Here 1 bethought 
my felf of the Danger 1 ha d run/ n- 
to and the more becaufe it iWRTvery 
unwholefome being in that deep Dun- 
geon, by reafon of the peftilential Damps 
of the Place. * Having therefore flay’d 
there, about two Hours, I went upa- 
gain, in much dread, becaufe of the 
bad Afcent ; and got up into the o- 
pen Air, very weary. 1 thought I was 
then newly Born into the World, and 
I confels in my Days, I never under- 
took fo Raih, if not Foolifh, an A&i- 
on ; nor was I ever fo much afraid in 
five Years, I travcll’d among barbarous 
Nations. 1 would not have gone down 
again into that Place, whither only my 
Curiofity had led me , for two , or 
three thoufand pieces of Eight. 

The Mines arc fo deep, becaufe they 
always dig clown Perpendicularly, to 
find the Veins of Silver, which being 
dug away as they lye Horizontally, 
they again begin to fink deeper, till 
they meet another ; and that being 
fpent, down again ; fo that this Work 
continuing above an Age, the Mines 
muft of neccflky be vaftly deep, as 
will appear by the following Cut. 

A. The Mouth of the Mine. 

B. Poles, or Timbers with Notches, 
very dangerous to go down. 

C. Indians that carry up the Ore, with 
Liglit in their Hands. 

D. Veins of Metal, where other /«- 
dians dig the Ore.

The worft of it is, that tho* the 
wretched Indians carry Light; yet this 
not (bowing them what is below, 
they are forced to fet their Feet at a 
Venture, and fo they fometimes tum- 
ble down, with the Metal on their 
Backs. They would have carry’d me 
to fee others, but I would not tempt 
God any more. I return’er betimes, to 
Pachuca , and din’d with Lavnrai's Son- 
in-law. 
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CHAP. X. 

Jim the Silver is feparated from the Stone of the Mines . by Fire , and 

Quickfilver. 


A Dinner they carry’d me to 
Cemelli. A &e the Metal feparated at the 
1598. Silver Works, whereof ^there are many 
in Pachuca. It is done *after this man- 
The Ore ner. When the Ore is brought out of 
broken, the Mines they break it with Hammers, 
to feparate the Metal from the Tepetate, 
or Stone that has no Silver. The Pipi- 
natorts , that is, the Men that break it, 
being well skill’d in their Trade, put 
the Metal which is for the Fire, and that 
which is for the Quickfilver into feveral 
Sacks ; Experience teaching them how 
to know the one from the other, and fo 
fend it to the Haziendas, or Mills. 

Then There tire Ore is ground, and pound- 
pounded. cd in fix Iron Mortars, like thole for 
Powder, working like Mills with Wa- 
ter, or with Mules. In order to run it, 
they mix with it a certain proportion of 
burning Lead (firft feparated from the 
lame Metal) which is like a Letharge of 
„ rlln Iron, and is put with an equal quantity 
°* of Coals into a Furnace, like a Chimney 
twelve Spans high, and wider at the top 
than the bottom. Two great pair of 
Bellows blow this Furnace, two Mules 
working the Engine that moves them ; 
and whillt the firft Metal is melting, 
they lay on more for about fix Hours. 
When the Lead, and Silver are melted, - 
they take off the burnt Scum with a 
Hook ; whillt the Silver is let run out 
at the fmall end of the Furnace, through 
a Trough into a Mould, where it har- 
dens; and when Gold is taken out. Then 
they Ihut the Spout of the Furnace, and 
lay on more Ore, Lead, and Coals as at 
firft, to caft more Pigs, or Bars. The 
burnt Lead, we have fpoke of, is Sold 
by the Indians to their Mailers ; making 
it in their Houfes, when they endeavour . 
to melt Silver by Stealth. When they 
1 6 ’ have made 50, or 60 Pigs, in a Week’s 
time, more or left, according as the 
Owner of the Work is in Wealth ; they 
are pot into another Furnace adjoyning, 
to leparatejthe LeadLand refine them. 
This Furrfc^isnike oik Ovens to bake 
Bread in, with a Trench in the middle, 
full of wet Allies moulded together to 
receive the pure Silver. It is firft Seat- 
ed with a Wood Fire in another Furnace 
adjoyning, call’d the refining Furnace ; 
and when the Pigs are ready to run, 
they clap great Bellows, like tbofe of 


the firft Furnace, to it. Then the Sil- 
ver rnnning, the pure part of it runs off 
along the aforeiaid Trench, anj) the 
Lead or Earth drawn off with an Iron 
Hook ; when Cold looks like a Frcth, 
or Pumice Stone. This Froth of the firft 
and fecond running, is kept to ferve a- 
gain in the Furnace where they melt the 
Ore. 

Then the Pigs, or Bars of pure Sil- Marking, 
ver, weighing 80, or 100 Marks, erf 
eight Ounces to a Mark, are carry'eTto'i 
the King’s Refiner or Aifayer, who tries 
whether they are Standard, that they 
may be Coin’d. If they find them lb, 
they are Mark’d, and the King takes his 
Fifth ; there being in all Places where 
there are Mines a Treafnrer, a Coutro- 
ler, and another Officer call’d Official 
Mayor , to receive the King’s Dues. If 
they are not Standard, they are Refin’d 
over again, and then Stamp’d, marking 
how many Grains of Gold there are in 
every Mark, and if above forty, they 
are carry’d to the King’s Refining Houfe 
to be feparated. 

If it is Pure, or Virgin Ore, the courfc 
Qjiickfilver is us’d after this manner. Ore. 
After being well pounded iu the Mor- 
tars abow mention’d, into fine Powder, 
and fifteCL it is moulded in a ftrong 
wooden wjx, with Water, Salt, and 
the Drofs of ^Copper, as if it were to 
make a Clay to*build Walls. This done 
they add the Quickfilver to it, and tread 
it for 24 Hours, fo that it may mix 
through all the Maft. Then they make 
a Heap of it, under Covert, but open 
to the Air on the fides, with a Mark to 
know the Day it was made *, for every 
two Days it muft be work’d up again 
with Water, be ftamp’d for 24 Hours, 
and be put in the lame place. 

AH the Heaps, thus made, are viiited, 
as if they were Sick Perlons, by the 
Azoguero, or Quickfilver Man ; who 
walhing a little of that Maft, by the Sil- 
ver that remains clotted together in the 
Diflt, and by the outward Heat of all 
the Heap, underftands what qoaaticy of 
Mercury, and of Drols of Copper muft 
be added to it, or taken from iyiibe 
caufe tpo much Quickfilver makes it 
turn Black, and it muft be mol ’4 with 
the Oufe taken out of neighbouring Ri- 
vers. If it is Cold they sjjfl moreCop^ 
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rv/v^.\ per Drofs, becaufc the Quick (liver is no 
Getpelli. fermentative Menftruum, and it receives 
,<s $- but gives no Quality. Skilful Men lay, 
'•OTV That when the Mafs is of a Colour like 
Bran, it ihows there wants more Quick* 
lilver ; if of a Pearl Colour, that the 
Work is in a good Condition ; if of an 
*A(h Colour, that the Heap cannot be 
better than it is. This Perfection it 
comes to in twenty Dbys, or a Month, 
more or Ids, according to the Nature 
of the Ore. 

Walhing. This Mafs, or Mixture is afterwards 
walk'd at the Lavadero , or Walhing- 
place, with Hand-wheels ; the Earth 
thus walh’d running through Spouts into 
three feveral Veflels, one under another, 
*TTiat the Silver running off from the firft, 
may (top in the fecond or third, from 
the lalb of which the Water runs out 
through a Spout, and falls into a Place, 
where the Women always find fome fmall 
quantity of Silver. 

The Silver that remains at the bottom 
of the Veflels, is put into a thin Cloth 


becaufe the Mercury coming from Spain, 
or Peru is very dear ; they paying 84 
pieces of Eight the hundred Weight, 
and being oblig’d to feparate an hite- 
dred Marks with it. In my time I law

There was a good Houfc and they were 
building the Hofpitium, or Place to en- 
tertain the Fathers that come from Spain, 
to go to the Philippine- Ijlands. Tucfday 
2->th, 1 lawt45ooo Marks of Silver car- 
ry’d into the Mint brought from Parral in 
Carts, a Journey of fix Months. And 
Wtdmfday 8th, 236 Marks of Gold 22 
Carats fine from 5 . Luis de Poetufi , to be 
Coin’d into Spanijh Piftoles. Thurfday 
oth, 1 vilited the Infirmary of the Fa- 
thers of Bethlcm, for the ufe of lick Pcr- 
fons that are Recovering. Tterc were 
two Galleries of a good Strud/rc, with 
decent Beds. The Churc&ias beautiful 

Altars and a fine Sacrifty, ibr the ufe of 
lecular Priefts, becaufe the Religious 
themfelves never alcend to the Degree 
of Priefthood. Their Place of Burial 
is a long Gallery, with Benches on the 
Tides, where they place the dead fitting. 


Friday 10th, there was new Barley and 
Indian Wheat in the Market, but the 
fcarcity was yet lo great, that the Magi- 
ftrates were fain to deliver it out to many 
thoufandsof Indians by meafure, as they 
law the greateft neceflity.

TlieHoufc^ft a Q ces there arc fmall Oratories, where 
the Fathers may lay Mafs when they 
pleafe. *^Theie is - a good Library, and 
a Carden that produces nothing but Ap- 
ples and Roles. Beiidcs the Monaftery 
there are nine folitary Places to which 
th^ Fathers may retire in Lent , Advent , 
Sr any other time. In each of thefe is a 
little Cell, with a Kitchin, and a little 
Garden with Fruit and Flowers, Wa- 
ter'd by a clear cool Fountain. Here the 
Fathers may not eat fo much as Filh, but 
only Fruit and Cheefe, or at molt boil’d 
Herbs. They pray at the fame time as 
thofc in the Moualtery, being govern’d 
by the lame Bell. 

A vaft All the Ground belonging to this Mo- 
Lndofurc. naltery being about 7 Leagues, is en- 
compafs’d with a good Wall of Lime and 
Stone. Within it there are vaft high 
Mountains cover’d with tall thick Pine- 
Trees, and a few Fir-Trees*, lb that 
the enclos’d Deer, Lions, Tigers and 
Rabbets, have liberty enough and come 
under the Windows of the Monaltery. 

I hupning to kiil a Deer, the Fathers 
* were very much difpleas'd, it being for- 
bid to kill any Creatut e there. 

Strange The molt wonderful thing is, that e- 
Ciows. ver fiuce the lirft Founding of this Soli- 
tude, there have always been two Crows 
there, which fuller no others from a- 
broad to come in ^ but as foon as their 
own Young arc able to fly, drive them 
away. The Cook calls them with a 
Whiltlc, and they come ai.d feed, and 
then fly away into the Wood. The Seat 
is Melancholy and Uuvvhollbme, by rea- 
fon of the continual Fog riling every 
Morning from the Rivers and Valleys a- 
bout *, and therefore the Fathers fuller 
much who refide there. 

At a fmall dilfance from it is a Moun-

CHAP. V. 

What more the Author fatp during his Stay at Mexico. 


FfabufM- T7 'May 24th, I went to Efcapufalco to 
to. X? f' ee whether there were any Foot- 
iteps left of the Palace of the King fo 
call'd. Having rode a Mile and a half 
out at the Quarter of St. Cofmo , I came 
to the little Village of that Name, which 
is a Pdiifll of the Dominicans , .where 1 
found no other Structure of Stone, but 
a little Monaftery of tiufc Order, no 
bigger than for five FriSs, and a very 
plain Church with twenty Altars in it. 
The Palace we may fuppofe was deftroy’d 
by the firit Conquerors. Calling as I 
return’d in at the Hofpititsm of the Do- 
minicam call’d St. Hyacinth, the Vicar in 
the Garden Ihow’d me that fo highly va- 
C okinille. lu’d Cochinille, for dying Scarlet. There 
were certain Worms of ail Afh colour 
flicking to the Leaves ; thefe he told me, 
when ripe, they (hook off upon a Cloth, 
and when dry they turn Scarlet. The 
gicattft quantity of tfycm is gather’d in 
the Province of Vguaxdca , or rather Gu- 
axaca , famous for good Chocolate. 
TheRoyal Saturday 23th, the Viceroy remov'd 
Palace/ to the New Palace, Re-built after it had 
been Bnrfit. They fay this belongs to 
. Cortex a nd that for the Viceroy’s greater 
GonvelKcncy it was exchang’d for that 
of MonteSma^ which belong’d So the 
King. Whitt the Royal Palace was Re- 
-building, tho^iarqucis del Valle, Succef- 


Ibr to Cortes , gave the Viceroy I-Ioule- 
room Gratis in that we have mention’d 
of Montezuma , oppofite to the Cathe- 
dral. The faid Royal Palace has a Front 
to the great Square, nothing Inferior to 
that of Naples \ the beautiful Simmetry 
of open Windows, or Balconies fupply- 
ing the want of curious carv’d Work ; 
and the want of other Ornaments being 
fufficiently recompeuccd by its being 
Square, with a Court in the middle, and 
two towards the great Square, on which 
there arc final! Brafs Guns, to make ule 
of in cafe of any Mutiny. 

From the g? eat Court, there is a pair 
of Stairs (like that of the Palace at Na- 
ples) leading to the Apartments, which 
are not only beautiful, but many and 
large. The Courts of Juftice are a-part, 
and is the Corps dc garde for thofe few 
Soldiers that Mount. The Viceroy in 
the Morning went to the Court of Cri- 
minal Caufes, in order to the Goal-Dc- 
livcry for WhitfontiefoiM took his Scat 
between five Oyd/ffis, oNjdflgfts c£~tht 
Royal Court, and five Alcades de Carte. 

There were 400 Priloners Spaniards, and 
all for Theft ; for living Idle, and like Many 
Vagabbnds, they molt Steal, and Cheat TllieTCS * 
to Live and therefore tho' a Stranger 
be never fo much upon his Guard, he 
will never get out of Mexico without 
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lofing forae Mony or Equipage ; for they 
are fo Expert ac Lying, that they will 
deceive a Man, tho’ never fo CuHning. 
They had rather be Poor and Naked than 
follow any Trade, or Serve; and yet 
they may £et four times as much as in 
Spain. Iij» Vagabonds were taken up as 
is Pradiud in other Countries, People 
might lit® fa fe in their Houles ; but, as 
it is, tho’ they be fhut, tirey are notlafe; 
thejpmevcs making their way in at the 
-wire, or elfe burning the Doors. Bc- 
lides in the Day time no Purfe is fafe in 
the Church, they are fo very Dextrous ; 
and one Day I law my Sword taken from 
my fide. Tho’ this was a Day of Mer- 
cy, yet very little was (hewn by the 
Viceroy and his Minift-crs ; mentioning 
of whom puts me in mind, that when 
any of them is Dying, the Viceroy is' 
oblig’d, by fpecial Order from the King 
to go Vifit, and ask whether he has any 
thing that lies upon his Confluence to 
difeover to him ; and when he is Dead he 
is to attend the Body to the Church. 

Wedntfday the 5th of June, 1 ’'T the 
Hofpital of the lilcjftd Trinity , iv L .Ji is 
only for fick Prielts, or any Nation what- 
foever. The Ovwx ■ is well adorn’d 
with 21 Altars gilt. The Infirmary 
holds about twenty Beds, and is ferv’d 
with great Chat tty and Ncatnefs. There 
is an Apartment for the Superior, and 
forae Lodgings for the Chaplains ; as al- 
fo to cure Mad Men. The Licentiate 
D. Alfonfo Gomez, made a Prefenc to this 
charitable Place of the twelve Pictures 
of the Apoftles of a great Value. Thurf- 
day 6th, againft the Procefliou of Corpus 
Chrifti all the Streets and Windows of 
the City were richly adorn’d with Ima- 
ges, Carpets, and Quilts, which toge- 
ther with the green Herbs and beautiful 
Flowers, made a delightful Show. In 
the Silver-fraiths Streets was the Con- 
queft of Mexico curioufly painted, with 
the Houles exa&ly as they were then, 
and the Hahits the Indians then wore. 
The Proceffion began with about 100 
Images adorn’d with Flowers, then fol- 
low’d the Brotherhoods, and Religious 
of all Orders, except the Jefiuts and Car - 
melites . Then came the Cannons carry- 
ing the Blefled Sacrament on a thing like 
a Bier. Tj^laft WereT^ Archbifhop, 
the Viceroy, the Miniftry, Magiftrates 
of the City and Nobility. 


Friday 7th, I went to the Monafterr Cortrfs 
of St. Francis the Great , to fee the Ton® Tomb, 
of Ferdinand Cortes , the Conqueror pi 
Mexico. On the right Hand of the High 
Altar was his Pi&ure under a Canopy ; 
and a little higher than the Ground a 
Tomb, where he told me the Bones of 
that great Commander were preferv’cf, 
not yet honourably bellow’d. The Fealt 
of St. Peter and St. Paul being the* 29th, 
was kept in the Cathedral, the high Al- 
tar being lo richly adorn’d, that it was 
valu’d at 1 50000 pieces of Eight, the 
Chalice alone, which was fet with Eme- 
ralds having colt 11000. . Sunday being 
the lalt Day of the Month, I went in a 
Coach to the Alameda , (which is the 
Place to take the Air like the Park in 
London ) all the Diverfion there is about 
a Fountain , becaufe there are fcveral 
Water-works. The Balon is of Brafs, 
much better than that in the middle of 
the great Square. 

Thfere having been a plentiful Har- 
vclb of the Grain they call de Riego, that 
is, which comes up with watering, the 
Viceroy on Monday the ift of July, fent 
for all the Bakers and Farmers, and de- 
lir’d them to make the Braad of the 
Weight it us’d to be ; and the more to 
Oblige them, treated them with Biskets 
and Chocolate, being by himfelf all the 
while. They promis’d fairly, whilfl: 
they were Drinking, but were very un- 
willing afterwards to be as good as their 
Words ; being us’d to get half in half ; 
or elfe they could never wear Cloaths 
worth 4 or 500 pieces of Eight. 

Tuefday 2d,.^being the Vifitation of Collegeof 
the Blefled Virgrn, the Viceroy and his Orphans. 
Lady went to the College of the Maids 
of St. Elizabeth, where they were enter- 
tain’d. Here 26 Orphans are maintain’d 
by the Brotherhood of the Blefled Sacra- 
ment, which allows every one of them 
14 Royals a Week, and 500 pieces of 
Eight Portion when they Marry. How- 
ever they have a Chance to partake of 
other Portions given in other Charitable 
Places. 

Saturday 6th, I went to the College 
of Amor de Dios , or the Love of Goa, 
which has 36000 pieces of Eight a Year 
of Royal Foundation to be fpent in the 
Cure of thofe that have the French Di- 
feafe. .

J /^\N Tuefday itfth, dy’d the Lady Fau- 
Gemclli. * V^/ ft* Dominica Sarmiento y Grandchild 
—rrr&. in tt\p fifth Defceut to the Emperor Mon- 
tezjtmay and Daughter to Count Monte - 
^ uim* the prerent Viceroy. She was but 
'wino eight Years of Age, and by her Death 
‘ ,J °* a Revenue of 40000 pieces of Eight a 

Year (he had in the Indies y fell to her 
younger Sifter. For the clearing of her 
Genealogy the Reader is to underftand 
that the Emperor Montezumay among 
his many Wives, had one call’d Miya- 
huaxochitcy who was alfo his Niece, as 
being the Daughter of his Brother JxtlU- 
ctsechabuac. By her he had a Son, whole 
Name was Tlaca hue pantzinyohualyca hua 
carJmy who was afterwards Baptiz’d, 
and took the Name of Peter. He took 
to Wife the Lady Magdalen Ouayauh- 
xocitl, his own Coufin, (as being the 
Daughter of Tlacahncpany third Brother 
to Montezuma ) of whom was Born D. 
James Lufs IkttilTemoEizdn % who marry ’d 
in Spain. From him are dellended the 
Counts of Montezumay Tula, &c. to 
whom the King’s Exchequer of Mexico 
pays 40000 pieces of Eight a Year. By 
another Wife, whofe Name they fay was 
Teitalco (which it L likely has been ill 
Spelt, becaufe it is no Mexican Name) 
Montezuma had a Daughter call’d at firft 
Tccuhich potzjny and when Baptiz’d Eli- 
zabeth. Her firft Hushed was her Un- 
cle CuitlabuatzJtiy who ought to have luc- 
ceeded Montezuma in the Empire, had 
not Quahtimoc ulurp’d it. Her fecond Hus- 
band was Quauhtemoctzin ; after whole 
Death Ferdinand Cortes gave her in Mar- 
riage to D. Alonfo de Gradosy who had 
no Blue by her. She had to her fourth 
Husband Peter Gattego de Andrada t from 
him are delcendcd the Andradas Monte - 
zumasy now living in Mexico. Her fifth 
Husband was John Canoy from whom 
come the Canos Momezumas. 

The p„. This Lady, above-mention’d, her Fu- 
neral. neral was put off to the next Day, be- 
ing iVednefday 17th, and in the mean 
whil£ all the Bells in the City rung Peals. 
About *en in the Morning all the Reli- 
gious Orders in the City came to the Pa- 
Pray for her Soul. She lay on

attend the Funeral. The firl^that took 
up the Body were the Judges ofythcRoyal, 
and Criminal Courts, who upoh occafion 
reprefent but One Body, after them the 
Officers of the Court of CuentaJy ^ and 
Exchequer took it, then the Magillrates > 
of the City, and lallly four Dominicans. 

Next the Body march’d the SpaniJIs 
Company with their Arms revers’d, and 
Drums unbrac’d ; and then the Dcnftors 
of the Civil and Canon Law, and of Pby- 
fick, being diftind parts of the Univcr- 
fity, with their Mace-bearers. Then fol- 
low’d the Magillrates of the City and 
Courts, iu their proper Places, and laft- 
ly the Viceroy Nephew dad in fad Co- 
lour. By the way there were three Ca- 
nopies erefted upon Scaffolds only for 
Show ; not that the Body was :o be let 
down there. All the Religious, with 
the Clergy, and Chapter, being come 
to St. Dominick the Greaty the Body was 
let upon a high Manlbleum, with a Gar- 
land of Flowers, as being a Maid ; and •_ 
the Mals being Sung, the Foot-company " 
that was in the Church-yard gave two 
Volleys ; tor at theElevation nothing was 
done but only the Enfign flourilh’d the 
Colours near the high Altar. Then the 
Body was carry’d to be Bury’d in the 
Chappcl of Peter Montezuma t before 
fpoken of. The Arms of this Family 
are an Eagle witn her Wing extended 
towards the Sun, and Indian Figs abouc 
her. 

Monday 29th, I went to the Hofpital Notable 
of the Love of God to fee D. Charles Charity. 
Siguenza y Gongoray of whom I had the 
Cuts 1 have inlerted in this Volume, and 
found him Bufy diftributing a Purle of 
an hundred Pieces among the Poor. In- 
quiring of him about that D. Francis de 
Aguiar y Seixos GallegOy the Archhiihop 
of Mexico y provided fuch a Purle every 
Monday to be diftributed among poor 
Women, that could not Work; and 
that with his own Hands he -gave two 
pieces of Eightt p^ every Perton reco- 
ver’d after Si(^G 3 eft/MUtiEnimj£d a Cer- 
tificate from the Hofpital. This good 
Prelate in the Year gives about 100000 
pieces of Eight more than bis Revenue 
in Charity ; for befides what has been 
laid, he Diftributcs 100 Pieces every 
Friday in his Palace, and every Day 20 
Bulhels of Indian Wheat, which coft 80

CHAP. VII. 

Of the Sport the Spaniards call la Gamita. 


M Onday 25th, I let Ollt of Mexico 
with lomc Friends to fliootDccr, 
but finding none where we expeded on 
Tucfday 27th, went away upon Y/ednef- 
day 28’fh, to the Village of St. Jerome, 
inhaled by Ottomito Indians , where we 
were fain to make ufe of an Interpreter, 
becaufc they undpsftand not the Mexi- 
can Language. nTheRNWr etches, like 
many more in New Spain , live rather 
like Beafls than Men, among frightful 
Mountains. They live the moft of the 
Year upon Herb-;, bccaufe they hafre no 
Indian Wheat, by reaftm they Till but 
little Land, and are given to Idlenefs. 
The Tears flood in my Eyes to fee them 
Vol. IV. 


in that miferablc Condition, that they 
had fcarcc wherewith to cover their Na- 
kcdnels,bothMen and Women ymd grind- 
ing the empty Ears of new Indian Wheat 
on a Stone to make Chocolate, to which 
they added lome Bran to make Dough 
of it, and Bake that green Pafte. See- 
ing one of them pick up the Crums of 
Bread that fell from me, I gayc him 
lome. Their Lodging is anfwerable to 
their Dier, for they have no other Bed 
all the Year round but the bare G rcimcL 
There is no doubt but their owi^Bioarn 
is the caufe of their Mifery, a/a [lo the 
Avarice of fome Alcadei, who take from 
them all they have got in th/whole Year, 
2 z z obliging 
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obliging them to buy Oxen, Mules, 
Cemtlli. VHorfes, ar.d Quilts of them, at three 
1 698. rimes the Value, and talcing their Provi- 
U’W lions at their ownc Rates. 

After an uneafie Night fpent in a Cot- 
tage, we went upon Thurfday 29th in the 
Morning to the Mountain to Shoot by 
•way of the Gamut*. This is a Noife re* 
fembling the Cry of the young Fawns, 
whidh draws the Does within reach of 
the Gun to be Shot. Many Shot were 
made all Day, and but one Doe killed. 
The next Day being Friday 30th, tho’ 
26 Does came to the Noife of the Ga- 
mit a, only two were kill’d ; but having 
now Venilbn enough, we return’d to St. 
Jerome. By the way we met abundance 
of Bucks, (I kill’d a great one) and Gu~ 
axolotes, or Turkeys, that went about the 
Wood in Troops. Thefe are the belt 
Fowl the Spaniards found in America , fo 
good that they bred fome Tame, and 
brought them into Europe. That Night 
we lay at St. Jerome s, and the next Day 
being Saturday the 31ft of Auguft re- 
turn’d towards Mexico, with four Deer 
upon a Mule, but it is to be obferv’d 
they are no bigger than a good Fawn iu 
Europe. &ligbr overtook us in a Farm, 
where we were fain to lie that Night. 
The Man of the Houfe civilly gave us 
Cheefe, and Milk, without taking any 
Mony for it. Sunday the firft of Sep- 


tember we return’d to Mexico. Nothing 
remarkable bapned till Saturday the 1 +tb, 
when, the Price of Bread.having been let 
before at half a Royal for 14 Ounces, 
a Baker was fin'd for felling 1 6 Ounces 
for the fame Price. An Action altoge- 
ther unaccountable. > 

Monday 1 6th, going to Palace, I ebicbme- 
found in the great Hall four u. ; chimecas cth 
(a Word fignifying, bred up anftrift Bit- 
ternefs) come from Parral , to an 
Alms of the Viceroy. They had no paft 
cover’d but their Privities •, all the reft 
of their Bodies being Naked, and flain’d 
of feveral Golouis. All their Faces were 
ftreak’d with black Lines made by prick - 
ing the Skin till the Blood comes, and 
rubbing it with Ink. Some cover’d their 
Heads with a Staggs Skull with all the 
Horn on, and the Skin of the Bcafts 
Neck fitted to theirs. Others carry'd a 
Wolfs Head with all the Teeth others 
a Tygers, and others a Lions, to look 
the more terrible. But when they are 
abroad, the Cries and Noife are more 
terrible, than their Prefence The Mules 
and Horfes finel! the Stink of their Fleflt 
at a great diftance, and will not go on. 

They defire above all things to kill Spa- 
niards, that they may tiea their Heads, 
and fit that Skin upon their own Heads, 
with all the Hair, and io wear it as a 
token of Valour, till it rots off* in bits.

CHAP. X, 

Of the fruit, and Plants of New Spain. 



CvA^ np 0 ifeak the Truth, the belt Pro- 
Ctmtttt. did of Hen Spain , is the Gold 
1698. an d silacr, the Pearls taken in its Seas, 
the Eiwralds found among the Rocks, 
in die Kingdom of Santa Ft, and other 
famous Stones of Pern , but baring 
fpoke of them elfeWhere, there is no 
need of Repeating it here, 
fruit. But to fpeak of the Fruit growing on 
Trees, there are all forts that Europe af- 
fords, except Nuts, Cherries, Medlars, 
and Service Berries. Thofe peculiar to 
the Gountry, are Plantans, Pine-apples, 
or Ananas , Anonas , Cocos , Atts, and 
Dates , of which 1 have given an account 
elfewhere, and let down their Shape and 
Figure. Thofe which grow in no other 
Country, or if they be in the Philippine - 
Iflands, jiave been carry’d out of Ame- 
Aguacates rica, are thefe that follow. The Agua- 
cate grows on a Tree, like the Walnut, 
but thicker. It is fotnecimes long like 
a Pear, and fometimes round. The co- 
lour without is green, and green and 
‘white within, with a large Kernel in 
the middle. It is of a molt exquilite 
tafte, fo that it is either eaten raw with 
Salt, or boil’d ; for it is very un&uous, 
and fweet. Phifitians count it hot, and 
therefore forbid it to Nurfe$,for fear they 
lhould lofe their Milk. All that have tail- 
ed, doallow it exceeds all theF ruitof£w«j»e. 
‘ The next place is due to the Sapotes, 

apotC3, whereof there are four feveral forts. 
Some they call black Sapotes , their Tree 
is as big as a Walnut, and thick ; but 
the Leaves very green, and fmallerthan 
thofe. The Fruit is round, and has a 
very thin green Rind ; within it is of 
the colour and tafte of Cajfia, with four 
fmall Kernels. Green, it is Poifon for 
Filb ; ripe it is very wholfome for fickPeo- 
ple. The 2d fort is call’d, white Sa- 
pete. The Tree is as tall as a Pear-tree, 
the Fruit as big as a Pear, green with- 
out, and white within, with four white 
Kernels. It is good to make People 
Sleep. The third fort is call’d Sapote 
Borracho , or Drunken Supote. The Tree 
is like the laft, but the Branches more 
Tightly. The tafte of the Fruit, is be- 
tween fweet and tart, but very Pleafint; 
the colour is green and yellowilh with- 
out, and whitiQi within, with two 
Kernels. The 4th is call’d Chgo Sapote , 
or little Sapote. The Tree is higher 


bigger, and thicker than the Walnut. 

The Fruit without, is ahnoft Purpl^ 
and within higher colour’d. It has four 
fmallKernels placed as it were in Niches. 

The Tafte is fweet, and the moll valu’d 
of all that grow in a hot Country. They 
make a Compoiition with it, which the 
Ladies chew to keep their Teeth white. 

The Mamcy is a very tall thick Tree, Mainey. 
which always has Fruit on it, from one 
Year to another, and it is as big as a large 
Lemon. The outfide is a Barly colour, 
and red within, with a large Purple 
Stone, in which is a Kernel like a bit- 
ter Almond, call’d Ptfile , which they 
make ufe of in Gliders. 

The Granadilla de China , grows on a Grana- 
Plant like the Ivy, which winding about dilla. 
any Tree, covers it all. It is as big as 
an Egg, and as fmooth ; white and yel- 
low without, and wbitilh within, and 
has Seeds like thofe of a Grape, its 
Tafte is fweet, fomewhat ine lining to a 
pleafint Tartnels, very pleafing to La- 
dies. Some fancy, they fee the Inftru- 
ments of our Saviour’s Palfion, repre- 
fented in it, as may be feen in the Cut. 

All the aforelaid forts of Fruit, are 
eaten in Mexico , from March , till Sep- 
tember-, but th tMameys and Black Sa- 
potes, are always to be found on the 
Mountains, when any Body wants them. 

Among the^Jndian Plants the firft Cetu. 
Place is due ttNthe Cacao , as well for 
the Profit it yields the Owners, as for 
being the chief Ingredient of a fort of 
Drink become almoft general to all the 
World, and very grateful and delight- 
ful, particularly to Spaniards. It is fow’d 
in a Soil that is hot and dry, with the 
Eye upwards, well cover’d with Earth. 

It lprings out within a Fortnight ; and 
does not grow above three Spans in two 
Years; at which height it mull be Tranf- 
planted ; where it is to be obferv’d, 

That the Plant mull be taken up with 
all the Earth that covers the Root. 

When they are Tranfplantcd they mull 
be let in Rows 1 8 Spans from one ano- 
ther. A Stick is fet up to fuppQrt eve- 
ry one, and about them Plantans, and 
other Fruit Trees, becaule it grows well 
under their Shade. Belides allJftrigs 
that lho6t out at the foot of sac Plant 
mull be cut off; that they may not hin- 
der it running up ; the Ground mull be 

weed- 
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rsA/l weeded, apd the Roof mull be kept 
•Snurili. warm, from too much Wet, aud from 
' lime Worms thac ufc to come about it. 
\s r \~sj After five Years, it is as thick, as a Man's 
t tit, levcn Spans high,' and then bears, 
its i .caves are fomewhat likethofe of the 
jChcfiuit-tree, but a little narrower ; the 
l5ioilbm comes out all over the Body, 
and branches, like the Jefmin ; but 
fe tree the fourth part of it holds. From 
i.iiC rfufibm there ihoots out a little fort 
of an lur, like that of the Indian Wheat, 
which before it is Ripe is Greenilh, and 
when Ripe of a Chefaut Colour, and 
lbmciimes Yellow, White, and Purple. 
Within them are found the Cacao Nuts 
with a white Down upon them, being 
from ten to fifteen in Number. Thefe 
Pars are gather’d after the full of the 
Moon, open’d with a Knife, and the Nuts 
taken out, which is then kept three Days 
in the Houfc a drying in the Shade ; 
then laid three Days longer in the Sun ; 
then again as many more in theHwt»iV,and 
ialily in the Sun again, that it may be 
thorough dry. Thefe Shrubs mak r the 
Air fomewhat unwhollorne. 

ZmxUUu The Barilla is a fort of Indian Ca..c 
by the Spaniards call’d liexnco, which 
twines about the Orange-tree like Ivy. 
That long Cod it produces, when ga- 
ther’d is Green, but is dry’d in the Sun, 
and ilretch’d out now aud then, that it 
may not fplit, ami at lait it remains hardj 
and hlatkifh. The Spaniards , to make 
them the Tweeter, ufc to fprinkle them 
with rich Wine, in which a Baimlla has 
been boil’d cut in Bits. It grows on 
the South Coaft of Nant&pain. 

Every Body knows, that Cacao and 
Bamillas arc the principal Ingredients of 
Chocolate. The Europeans to every 
Pound of Cacao add a Pound of Sugar, 
and an Ounce of Cinnamon. The In- 
dians ufc no Bainilla , whether they be 
Rich or Poor ; nor the Spaniards that 
live in America , becaufe they fay it is 
not Wholfomc ; and the goodnefs of 
their Chocolate con fills in good Cacao 
and Cinnamon ; adding to every Pound 
of Cacao two Ounces of Indian Wheat, 
that it may Froth the better ; not to 
lave Cacao, which is very Cheap in thole 
Parts. # Others add forne of the Cac ao 
Shells to the fame purpofe. In Europe 
they ufe^to add fomc Nuts to the Cacao , 
whigh gives the Chocolate a pretty Re- 
■ffih. ^kfhis Drink is very antient, and 
us’d byNfae Indians before the Spaniards 
cbnquer’cftheir Country ; but the Spa- 
niards improv’d it. In the Indies it is fo 
common now that there is not a Black, 


or a Porter, but Drinks it every Lay, 

, and the better fort four times a Day, - 

There is another ufeful Plant inthfc Oiagbty. 
Indies call’d Maghe}, which grows in a 
temperate Soil. From the leaves they 
draw fomething like HempVto fnake 
Ropes, Sacks, Shirts, and fevfral forts 
of curious Works. It alfo yieNs Wine, 

Hony, and a good Balfam. Th&LiqUor 
when it comes from the Plant is'Ssvect 
as Hony •, a while after it is like MeJK; 
and good for the Strangury, aud other 
Diflempers. The Indians put into it a 
Root that makes it boil up and ferment 
like Wine, and it makes People as Drunk 
as Wine, and is call'd Pulchc. The Plant 
is frequently found about the Fields; 
and there is of it in Spain , efpccially be- 
tween Port St. Mary and St. Lticar. It 
is luc our Houfeleek, but much taller, 
and its Leaves thicker, and more folid. 

When it is of fix Years Handing, they 
cut away the middle Leaves, making a 
Concavity in the middle, which.reccivcs 
the Liquor, and the Indians every Morn- 
ing take it away, and keep it a Month 
ia Veifels ; after which the Plant wi-

a Fruit that is of no ufe. They make 
j4qna vita of it after the fame manner as 
was laid of ch t.Caco Wine in the fore- 
going Volume. 

This D. ink is fb univerfal among the 
Indians , that the Excife upon it was no 
lefs that 1 1 ooco pieces of Eight ; but 
it was taken off by his Majeftics Order, 
after the Indians fet Fire to the great 
Square, and Palace in the Year 1692, as 
was faid afwvc, and the Drink it felf 
was Prohibited. Neverthelefs it is con- 
niv’d at, aud fomc Spaniards drink it as 
well as the Indians ; for which reafbn, 
whillt 1 was there, frelh Orders came 
from the King to receive the Duty again, 
and allow of the Drink as formerly. 

The Indian Fig-trees do not only pro- lniimYi 3. 
duce plea fan t Fruit, but alfo the Cochi- 
nille for dying Scarlet, as was faid be- 
fore. For dying Blew there is the Plant 
they call Am'tl, whereof there is great 
Plenty in the ltldn£7fofj>aniola u and clfe- 
where. This Is what we call Indigo. 

Befides thefe, and many more Indian 
Plants too tedious to be mention’d here, 
there grow almofl all that Europe aflords, 
of which it is nccdlefs to give any Ac-* 
count.

■Leagues.’ with othei Company, and after riding 
up a dirry fieep Way a League in length, 
bated at Cordova, whence entring upon 
a Mountain which was all along cover'd 
with Pine 1 rees, we went four Leagues 
further to lye at Rio Fno , that is, cold 
River; an Inn in the middle of the Moun- 
tain, where every Horfe pays a Royal to 
ihe Guard. ’ Our Hoft look’d more like 
a Robber than any thing elfe. 

-d.Day 8 Saturday 1 2th, wc proceeded betimes 
Leagues. along tiie Mountain Way two Leagues 
to the Inn of Tejmolucca. Thence I des- 
cended into a delightful Plain, ftrew’d 
with little Country Houfes, and three 
I .eagues thence got by Noon to the lit- 
tle Village of S. Martin. After Dinner 
I would go to Tlafcala, three Leagues 
diftant, to fee theremains of that City 
againft which the Arms of the Mexican 
Empire could never prevail. Having 
rode through fomc marffiy Plains partly 
under Water, near the City I crofs’d a 
River, where I had like to have Pet ifh’d 
by reafon of the FlQQ&ftnd Darknefs of 
the Night and to mend the matter lodg’d 
iu a feurvy Inn, after fo troublefome a 
Journey. 

:t’n. Day Sunday 13th, I heard Mals in the Pa- 
S l eagues rifh Church, where there hangs up the 
Picture of the Ship that brought Cortes to 
I'oa ernz. , and being latisfy’d there was 
nothing worth feeing in TlafcaU , (which 
is become an ordinary Village) belidesa 
MOiiaftcry of Franciftans , 1 let out for 
Puebla de lot Angeles , or the City of the 
Angels, to which the Bilhoprick is tran- 
llatcd. Thither 1 came at one in the Af- 
ternoon, haviug rode 5 Leagues over the 
Plain, aud was lodg’d in a private Houfe 
near 5 .

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Angels , with Lines marking out the 
Gtound. The Buildings here for tin 
moft part are of Lime and Scone, anc 
Vyc with thole of Mexico. But the 
Streets arc much neater, tlta’ not Pav’d : 
all of them Handfom and Smut, eroding 
one another towards the four Quarters 
of the World ; whereas thofewf Mexico 
arc always Stinking and DirrjL io that 
a Man had always need to go lS^Boots. 

About the City there are many Milterd 
Waters, on the Weft lide they are Sul- 
phurous, on the Not th N itrous and Al- 
Jomy, and on the Eaft and South Sweet. 

Monday 14th, 1 went to fee the great 
Square. Three ffdes of it are adorn’d 
with good Porticos , uniform, and fet oft 
with 1 icb Shops of all forts of Commo- 
dities. On the other lide is the Cathe- 
dral, with a moft beautiful Front, with 
a high Tower, the fellow to which is 
not yet fmilh’d, io that this Square is fi- 
ner than that of Mexico. Going into 
the Church I found it builtafter the fame 
Model as that of Mexico , but lomewhat 
left. It has feven Stone Pillars ou each 
fide, like that of Mexico , which make 
three Illes. The Choir and high Altar 
are alio like thofc of Afcxico , but lower, 
and have only twelve Pillars of good 
Marble. The Entrance was then a- 
dorniog with Marble, and good Iron 
Work. The Church has 2 5 Altars in all, 
a decent Sacrifty, and a little Room, 
call’d Oihavo (to keep the Things of molt 
value,) richly Gilt, as is its little Cupula. 

The Chappels are well Painted and Gilt. 

Near the fame Church towards thcSquare, Cathoiu 
is another Chappel , where the BlelTcd 
Sacrament is kept, with three Altars. 

There are three Gates on another lide 
which is handlomly wrought, leading to 
the Bilhop’s Palace and the Seminary. 

The Bilhop's Canopey is in the Church 
on the right lide of the Altar; whereas 
the Archbilhop of Mexico , to a void con- 
tention with the Viceroy, has none, but 
fits in the Choir, in purfuance to the 
King’s Orders. This Bilhoprick is worth 
80000 Pieces of Eight a Year; befides 
200000 that go among the Canons and 
Officers of the Church, whole whole Re- 
venue is about 300000 Pieces of Eight. 

Ten Canons have eVcry one 5000 Pie- 
ces of Eight a Year. The Dean 14800 ; 
the Chanter 8000 ; the Mallet of the 
School 7000 ; and the Archdeacon and 
Teeafurer not much Ids. There is a 
proportionable Allowance to fix Demi- 
Canons, fix half Demi -Canons, and 
other inferior Officers.

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Monday 1 4th, I law the College of the

lur " the Church of the Nunnery of S. Jerome, 
there arc feven Altars well adorn’d. 
The Monaltery of S. Dominick is a noble 
Structure. The Church Vaulted, and 
has about 1 2 Chappels richly Gilt, par- 
ticularly that of the Rofary. The Church 
of the Augufiinians is alio Vaulted, very 
Large, and more magnificently Built. 
The Pariih of S. Jofeph has three [fles 
Vaulted and twelve Altars. On the right 
Hand of it, the Chappel of Jcfus of Na- 
zareth was Building, with a Cupula upon 
four large Hone Arches. S. John de Di- 
os of the Fathers Hofpitallers, has a large 
Cloiltcr with good Pillars, but the Mo- 
nallcry is Poor. In the Church there 
are eleven Altars. The Church ot the 
Nuns of S. Monica is worth feeing for 
the Gold about its fix Altars. Nor are 
the nine of the Nuns of S. Catherine in- 
ferior to them. The Church of the Nuns 
of the Trinity is beautiful, and has fix 
Altars, and the Monaltery has a curious 
Front. The College of S. Luts of the 
Dominicans without the City, is not very 
great, and the Church has only four 
Altars. Twenty Fathers live there lub- 
jeft to the Provincial of Mexico , and 
keep the Schools. 

Sunday 20th, I went to the Village of 
Cmuis* cholda a League from the City. It looks 
more like a Wood, for all the Houfes 
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are among Gardens. The Government 
is profitable, becaufe many* rich Mer- 
chants live there. In the mid/l of it is 
an ancient pyramid of Earth, on the top 
of which at this time there is an Hermi- 
tage. To return to the City, the 
Church of 5 . Chrijlopher is richly adorn’d, 
being vaulted, and having 19 Altars. 1 
Nor is that of the Nuns of S. Clare infe- 
rior to it, in which there are fix cufious 
Altars. The Monaltery is vaftlyRich, 
having 500000 Pieces of Eight rais’d by 
Portions, which lye dormant. S. Fran- 
cis is a very fpacious Church with 24 
Chappels, well fet off; as is the Arch. 
Before one comes into the Church is the 
Chappel of the third Order, with nine 
Altars well gilt. In the Monaltery there 
are 150 Religious Men. That of the 
Recolcts is not fo big, where there are 
but 25 Friars, and the Church is fmall, 
and has but 5 Altars. S. Paul , the Col- 
lege of the Dominicans , is allb but fmall, 
containing 20 Religious Men, and the 
Church has but 4 Altars. As I went out 
of this . City I could fee the burning 
Mountain of Mexico call out mighty 
Flames. The Monaltery of the Merce - 
variant is convenient for 50 religious 
Men it contains, the Church is beautiful, 
has 1 2 Altars and 1 o Chappels well gilt. 
That of the Fathers of Bethlem has been 
1 5 Years building, with the Monaltery. 
The College of S. Ildephonfus of the Je- 
fuits, newly Built, is very large, and 
there are 50 Fathers in it. The Church 
has 7 Altars well gilt. Adjoyning to it 
is the Pariih Church of S. Mark, in which 
there are 1 2 Altars. The Church of S. 
Agnes has 7 A&ars ; that of the Con- 
ception eight ; the holy Crofs a Pariih 
of fecular Priells fourteen ; and S. Roch 
of the Fathers of S. Hippotitus only four. 

The Reader by the number of Monafte- 
ries fo Rich and well Provided, may 
judge of the Greatnefs, Magnificence 
and Wealth of the City. The Bifltop 
when I went to take my leave of him 
made me a Prelent worth 50 Pieces of 
Eight.

But 
Fear had bliuded our Under Handing, (o 
that we forgot that one of us ought to 
go over firft to the other fide. There 
was formei ly a Boat in this Place to waft 
over Travellers ; but the Alcade topu- 
nilh the Mulato that kept it for fome 
Offence, took it from him, forbidding 
him to receive or entertain any Paffen- 
gers, but to fend them the way of Cotafia, 
which was for his Advantage; and the 
Mulato anfwering. He might order them 
to be call'd, and told of it by the Inhabitants 
of that Village, he was abus’d by the cove- 
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tous Alcade. Thence we travell’d over 
a Plain, and through a thick Wood, of 
a fort of Palm-T rees that bore a Fruit 
like green Walnuts, hanging in Clutters. 

The Pulp within them tafts like our Al- 
monds. We pafs’d fevcral final] Lakes, 
and had like to lofe our way by reafon 
of the high Grafs ; and the more becaufe 
there being no Boats to carry us over, 
we were forced to foord, and wero very 1 
wet. Having travell’d four Leagues, we 
came to a Farm call’d Afperilla , where 
there was an infinite multitude of Gnats, 
and we were forced to pay dear for two 
Hoods to defend us againft them. 

Sunday 27th, we rode two Leagues ItDayi; 
to the Farm of Xamapa and crofs’d the Leagues, 
River ot that name in a Boat. A Spani- 
ard there confirm’d what F. Colin writes 
in his Hiftory of the Philippine- IJlands con- 
cerning the Bird Carpintero , viz* That it 
finds an Herb which makes Iron fly like 
Glafs; which he faid he had try’d, by 
nailing an Iron Plate over that Birds 
Neft, but that he never could find out 
the Herb in all thofe Plains. After Din- 
ner we travell’d 3 Leagues further to the 
Port of the new Vera Cruz*, where 1 
found my Equipage fent thither a Month 
before, by Ferdinand Mercado. There 
are no Inns in the City, lo that a Stran- 
ger is forced to hire a Houle. Here I reli- 
ed after my Journey, and tho’ a fmall 
V elTel fail’d for Havana on Wednefday the 
30th, would not go aboard it, being 
promis’d better Conveniency aboard an- 
other that was to fet out foon after. 

Being ill Lodg’d where I was, D. Antony 
Penalofa , Lieutenant of a Troop ofHorle, 
generoufly gav'fcmaan Apartment in his 
Houfc. 


CHAP. III. 

The Defcription of the new Town and Port of Vera- Cruz. 


p. npHE new City of Vera- Cruz, is fcated 

JL in the Latitude of 19 deg. and 16 
min. and 273 deg. of Longitude; on a 
landy barren Soil; lo that Provilions 
coming a great way, it is very dear liv- 
ing there. Its Figure is longifli, lying 
£aftand Weft, ana the whole Compals 
Jcarce half a Spanijh League. The Air is 
not whollom, efpecially in Summer. Ve- 
ry often when the North Winds blow, 
to which it is very fubjed, the Houfes 
are half bury’d in the Sand about them. 
TheWalls. They who were entruftqd to Wall 
it in , cheated the King Impudently,

making a thin Wall about fix Spans high, 
which would Icarce ferve for a cover’d 
Way ; befides that at prelent every Body 
rides over them, becaufe they are bury’d 
with Sand ; and there is no need of (hut- 
ting the Gates, all Parts being pafTable. 
SomeBaftions and Redoubts ther;e area- 
bout it at a great diltance from one 
another and irregular ; only two little 
Forts , or Redoubts oh the Shore, a& 
both ends of it, might make feyne De- 
fence. ’ This City was built inttead of 
the old Vera Cruz, becaufe that Pa$£ was 
not fit for great Ships.

r\J^n taken and lack’d by one Lorenuillo a Pi- 
Gemelli. rate of Petiguavas. He landed one Morn- 
1698. ing early half a League Weft of the Ci- 
iAM ty , and furpriz’d the Inhabitants who 
made no Oppolition. Afterwards his 
Ships Anchor’d at the Ifland of Sanficios, 
becaufe it was out of reach of the Cattle 
'Guns. This Cattle is half a League 
ThcCaftie from the City, fo that it can no way de- 
fend It, but only ferves to fecure the Port 
and Ships that Anchor under its Walls. 
The Port is naturally Strong, becaufe on 
the Eaft and Weft it is defended by a- 
bundance of Rocks ; which Strangers, 
who are not acquainted, cannot avoid 
running upon. 

Inliabi- Now tbo’ all the Fleets, or lingle Ships 
tants. that go out of Europe to New Spain put 
Into this Port; yet the City inftead of 
being Rich and Large like Mexioc, is, 
for the Realons above alledg’d , Small and 
Poor, little Inhabited by Spaniards ; but 
for the moft part by Blacks and Mula- 
tos ; fo that there arc fcarce any white 
People to be feen, but only when the 
Flota is there. As loon as that is gone, 
they that are well to pals, retire up the 
Country, as well becaufe of the unwhol- 
lomnefs of Mie Air, as becaufe their Ef- 
fects are not lafe ; and therefore they 
build none but little wooden Houles, not 
at all lafting. 

Friday the firft of November , I went 
to the Parilh Church, which has four 
Pillars on a fide, that fupport the vaulted 
Roof, and make three Ifles, in which 
there are nine Chappels. The Church 
of the 3 e frits is poor, has but ten Altars, 
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and thofe meanly adorn’d. Sunday 3d, 
din’d with the Governor, before whole 
Houle one of the two Spamfls Companies 
that are in Garrifon in the City, always 
keeps Guard ; as does a Troop of 60 
Horle to Icour the Coaft. Saturday 9th, 
there being no Diverfion in tfte Town 1 
went out a Shooting, and Riding five 
Leagaes, ferry’d over a great River to 
the old Vera Cruz.. This at prefent may Old Yen 
more properly be call’d a fmall Village 
of Filhermen, than a City ; for it has" 
no Houfes, but Cottages cover’d with 
Leaves and enclos’d with Canes. The 
Inhabitants are always tormented with 
the Ringing of Gnats. Before me they 
took fome Filh in the River call’d Bobos , 
or Fools ; becaufe when the North Wind 
blows they make to the Sea, and io fall 
into the Nets. Their Rows dry’d are 
excellent to cat. Thefe Rivers and all 
thole of New Spain , but particularly 
thole of Guatemala being full of Croco- 
dils or Alligators, it is worth obferving, 

That the Dogs when they crofs them, 
knowing by inftindt of Nature, that the 
Alligators are moft fond of their Flelb, 
go firft, to fecure themfelvcs, and bark 
in one Place, that the Alligators may 
come thither, and then run to fwimover 
at another Place. This fame is related by 
F. Navarretc in his Account of the Philip- 
pine-lflands. That Day I kill'd abun- 
dance of Pheafants, of a better fort than 
the black Ones. They were as big as 
Turkeys, with a black and white Tuft 
on their Heads, and all the reft of their 
Feathers Murrey. 


CHAP. IV. 

A [bort Account of the Difcovery and Conquefi of New-Spain. 


C tow’s Ships having Anchor’d in the 
Port of the old P’era Cruz ., it will 
not be from our purpofeto fay lomething 
in this Place of the Difcovery and Con- 
queft of New Spain ; adding to what o- 
thcr Authors have already made pubiick, 
fomc Particulars kept in that Country 
by Tradition from Father to Son, and 
extra&ed out of four Letters writ by 
Cortes to the Emperor Charles V. Prin- 
ted Copits whereof are ftill preferv’d by 
D. CharlesJSiguenza. 

Some will rave it that America was ac- 
^enthlbypfeover’d by a Ship drove 
thither fljpidious Storms, which return- 
ing afterwards to Lisbon with but a few 
Men, 1 the Matter of it gave Chrifiophtr 
Columbus , born at Nervi on die Coaft of 


Genoa, an Account of his Voyage and 
what he had found, and then dy’d. Many 
other prepofterous Notions go about this 
particular, too tedious for us to handle, 
and therefore we will come to the Point. 

Columbus being himfelf in no Conditi- cohmbus, 
on to undertake this Voyage upon his own 
Account, apply’d himfelf to the Kings of 
England and Portugal , who both giving 
him but little Encouragement, he in the 
Year i486, went and offer’d himfelf toi 
Ferdinand and Ifabel or Elizabeth , King 
and Queen of Spain , who were then in- 
gag’d m the War againft the Mows pf 
Granada , and io far prevail’d, being fe- 
conded by Cardinal Mendoza, Archbi- 
ihopof Toledo , that he had 16000 Crowns 
allow’d him, wherewith he fitted out 3 

Ships , 



ships, Man’d with 120 Souldiers and 
r Min'lli. Sailers. He fee Sail oa the third of Au- 
( g H fi i 49 2, and having furnilh’d himfclf 

\ with Neceflarics at the CVwngf-Iflauds, 

continu’d his Voyage. On the nth of 
OElobcr be dilcover’d Land, which was 
one of toe Iflands Lucayos , call’d Guana- 
hani, between Flenda and Cuba, where 
he landed and took poiTellion of the India. 
TVifcoverb Thence he pafs’d on teethe Ifland Hifpa- 
i,iad. niola, where he gain’d lb far upon the 
% Caique or Lord of that Place, that he al- 
low’d him to build a Fort of Earth and 
Wood on the Shore, in which he left 38 
Spaniards under the Command .of Rode- 
rick de Arana of Cordova ; and taking ten 
Indians , forty Parrots, lome Gold, In- 
dian- Wheat, and other things to make 
out the truth of his Difcovery, return’d 
to Spain with two Ships. The Court be- 
ing then at Barcelona he repair’d thither. 
The King was much pleas’d with what 
he brought, and the Account he gave of 
his Difcovery. Six of the Indians were 
Baptiz’d, the King and Queen being 
Godfather and Godmother. Columbus 
had much Honour done him, and Pope 
Alexander VI. granted the Crown of 
Caftile all the Illands and Continent that 
Ihould be dilcover’d Weftward, and all 
Eaftward to the Portuguefes, dividing the 
World between thole two Kings, by 
two Lines drawn from North to South, 
?d. Voy- Columbus for a fecond Voyage was for- 
age. nilh’d with 18 Ships and 1500 Men a- 
board them, befides Mares, Cows, Sheep, 
Goats, Swine and AiTes to breed in the 
Indies where there were none } betides. 
Wheat, Barley, and feveral Herbs and 
Plants of Europe to bring up in that Conn- 
try. This Fleet fail'd from Cadiz, on 
the 25 th of September , and keeping along 
near the Line, the firft Land it difeover’d 
was, the Ifland afterwards call’d Defea - 
da. Then they came to Puerto de Plata 
in the Ifland Hifpaniola, and thence to 
Puerto Real , where they found the 38 
Spaniards who were kill’d for having at- 
tempted to force the /»<&i»Women.Here 
Columbus Founded a City and call'd it If a- 
beda, in Honour of the Queen. This 
done be fent back Antony de Torres with 
1 2 Ships into Spain , to carry Prefcnts of 
Gold, Parrots, Indians and other things, 
and he with three other Ships went on 
to dilcover further according to his Or- 
ders. He difeover’d the Ifland Bubo, 
and other lefler Iflands. He fell at vari- 
ance with, the Pope’s Vicar for his *fe ve- 
rity towards the Prielts and Spaniards , 
and thereupon was call’d to Court, whi- 
ther he carry’d rich Prefents, and yet 


was reprov’d for his Harfhnefs to the 
Spaniards. , 

Having obtain’d 8 Sail more he fent a- y 
way 2 before him under the Command of age, 7 
his Brother, loaded with Provifions and 
Ammunition , and he himfclf with the 0- 
thcr fix let out ftOtttS.Lucar de Barrameda 
in May 1 597. From the Madera-lOaAd 
he lent three Ships to Hifpaniola with 
300 Men. W ith the other thre<fhc kept 
dole to the Line till he dilcovcr’d the 
Continent call’d Paria , along which he 
coafted 330 Leagues, as far as Capers, 
where ftriking athwart a great Trait 
of Sea he arriv’d at Santo Domingo , a 
City built by his Brother on the Banks 
of the River OzAma. , where he was re- 
ceiv’d as Governor. Here the Spaniards 
fuffer’d much, becaufc the Indians think- 
ing Famine would drive them away, did 
not fow their Wheat, which forced them 
for want to eat Snakes and filthy Ver- 
mine. The Spaniards are alio faid to 
have got the Pox of the Indian Wo- 
men, and fome of them bringing it over 
to Naples, gave it to the Neapolitans and 
French , which made the firft of thefc 
call it the French Pile afe, and thele the 
Neapolitan. • 

Bartholomew Columbus Brother to the 
Admiral, having difoblig’d the Spaniards, 4th Voy- 
they made their Complaints to the King, age- 
who fent over Francis dcBovadiila , who 
clapt the Admiral and his Brothers in I- 
rons, and fo put them aboard and fent 
them into Spain. After lome trouble 
Columbus was reftor’d to his Authority, 
and return’d with three Ships to Hifpa- 
niola, where, the Governour would not 
fuffer him to Um.iI into the Port, and 
therefore he went on to dilcover as far as 
Cape Higueras , and then on the South 
Coaft to Nombre da Dios. He return’d 
to Cuba and Jamaica , but could not get 
to Santo Domingo for want of Ships. 

Here bis Men mutiny’d, buttbe Mutini- 
ers were defeated in fight by Bartholomew 
Columbus. The Admiral after this re- 
turn’d to Spain , and when he thought to 
have gone back to America , was pre- 
vented by Death at Talladelid, in May 
150 6 . I omit to fay more of him , becaufc 
his Life is to be feen at large in this Colle&i - 
on of Travels. 

Afterwards feveral attempted *to Con- 
quer the Continent difeover’d, but with- 
out Succefs. Francis Fernandez, de Cor- 
dova fail’d thither in 1517, with 
three finall Vellels, and dilcove/d from 
Comptche, to St. John de Viva. Johnde 
Grijalva «q 1518, with 4 Sail fet oajflty 
James Vdafyuez Governour of <Ma. 
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> both of them had Skirmithes with the 
Cemelli. Indians, but could make themfelves Ma- 
1698. ftersof no Place. 

Heaven had defign’d this Conquelt for 
Cortes. Ferdinand Cortes , bom at Medellin , in 
Efiremadura, who was fent thither by 
the afbrefaid Governor of Cuba , in No- 
vember 1518, with the Command of ten 
<Sail ; which he would' afterward have 
taken Yrom him, ordering the Alcade 
of the Town of the Trinity to fecute 
him. But he could not bring it about, 
Cortes being very much belov’d by five 
hundred and eight Souldiers, and one 
hundred and nine Sailers he had with him. 
His firft His firft Conqueft, was over the Vil- 
Conqueft. i a ge of Tabafco , where the Inhabitants 
made fome oppofition. They having 
never feen any Horfes, thought the 
Horfc and the Rider had been all one 
Creature. Upon Muunday Thurfday, in 
the Year 1519 Cortes arriv’d at St. John 
de Viva , where all his Men Landed up- 
on Good- Friday, lor which reafon, that 
place was call'd Pcra Cruz.. Here they 
continu’d fome Months, by reafon of 
the oppofition made by the Indians ", till 
at length, being refolv’d to Conquer, or 
Advances to dye, Cofees caus’d the Ships to be 
ro tiafcaU u p j that his Men might have no 
hopes left of retiring ; and be fenfible 
their fafety, confifted in their Swords. 
Accordingly on the 1 5 th of Auguf 1519, 
he fet forward with 400 Men, for the 
Province of Tlafcala , leaving a fuffici- 
ent Garrifon at PeraCruz. Hehadfe- 
vcral Incounters, with the Tlafcallans, 
who thought they were fent againft 
them, by the Mexi cans j ^eir Enemies. 
The Spaniards drefs’d"Eneirs and their 
Horfes wounds, with the Greafe they 
took out of the Bowels of the Indians 
they kill’d. The Tlafcallans , at length 
difmaying, fu’d for Peace. Whilft they 
were treating, four Indians came from 
Montezuma to bid him welcome, and 
offer a Tribute, provided he would not 
go to Mexico. Cortes entred Tlafcala , on 
the 23d September 1519, attended by 
Caciques and Lords of Towns; who af- 
ter giving him the belt Accomodation 
they could, offer’d him their Daughters 
for Wives •, and fet free many Wretch- 
es they kept up a Fatting for Sacrifice. 
Monteluma fent other Ambafladors with 
Gold and Jewels, fearing fome ill Con- 
fequence after the Peace concluded with 
- tktf*f *lafcallans. After this Cortes was 
roatiAl by the chief Men of QboMa *, 
## being inform’d that they, by Order 
; % tyMontezuma, confpir’d to betray him, 
put a great number of them to death,

and relat’d the Prifoners kept to be Sa- ' 
crific’d. Hereupon Montezuma being 
more terrify’d than before, fent anO- . 
thcr Embafly to him, with Prefonts of 
Gold and Rich Coverlets, excufing hi in- 
fo If on account of the bufineft. of Cho- 
lula, and offering vaft Gifts to Cortes, 
and Tribute to the Emperor Charles the 
5th, provided he would not come into 
the City, which ftras all in Confufion, for 
fear of him, and for want of Provifi- 
ons. Cortes perilling in his Refolution Goes to 
to go, feverely reprimanded the Am- Mexico. 
bafladors, Montezuma perceiving there 
was no putting a flop to this Evil, mak- 
ing a virtue of Neceflity, font his Ne- 
phew Camatzin, Lord of Tefcuco , and 
other noble Men in great Pomp, to meet 
him a days Journey off, and conduft him. 

Cortes came with them, through Iztapa- 
lapa, to the broad Caufway of Mexico ; 
whither Coadlavacca and Cuyoacan, the 
Emperor’s near Kinfmen came out to 
meet him. After them, came other 
Lords, and Montezuma himfolf* alight- 
ed when he faw Cortes, who did the like 
and prefonted him with a Collar of falfe 
Stones. After this Ceremony Monte- 
zuma departed, ordering his Nephews, 
the Lords of Tefcuco and Cuyoacan, to 
condudt him to the Palace, where his 
Father Axayaca had liv’d, whofe Idols 
and Treafurc were there Hill ; and to 
provide quarters for the Souldiers. Here 
Montezuma again, met Cortes and prefont- 
ed him a Collar of Gold, treating all his 
Men plentifully at Supper. This they 
lay was on the 18th of November 1519 . 

The Emperor was then 40 Years of 
Age, of a good Stature, a dark Com- 
plexion, a chearful Countenance, wore 
Ihort Hair, and a little -black Beard. 

He liv’d in great State, as well in re- 
gard of the number of his Courtiers, Mme Vt t 
as of his Souldiers. When he went to m ' 
the Cu, or Temple, he carry’d a Rod 
made half of Gold, and half of Wood, 
foveral great Men going before him 1 
two of whom carry'd two Maces, as 
the Hieroglyphick of Juftice. Cortes 
and fome of his Officers defiring to foe 
this great Temple, to which there was 
an Alcent of 1 14 fteps; Montezuma re- 
ceiv’d him very Courteoufly, and from 
the top of it, Ihew’d him all the City, 
moft of it in the Lake, to which the 
way was over three Banks, or Dikes, one 
calhj of Izjtapalapa, another of Tacuba , 
the third of Ttpeaquilla , with Draw- 
bridges, at certain diftances. He alfo 
lhew’d hitn the Temple of flaychilobos, 
the God of War, ana of Tezcatepuca of 
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rsA/) Hell, both Brothers, full of a deadly 
jCemtlli. ftench caus'd by the Meu there Sacri- 
( 1 698. fic’d. 

\vyy The Souldiers one day fearching a- 
'** bout for a place to make a Church of, 
broke through into an Apartment, the 
Door whereof had been lately made up, 
where they found a great quantity of 
Gold, and jcwls, it being Montezuma's 
Trcafure, which they thought lit to ihut 
up again, without taking any thing a- 
way. Cortes had refolv’d to fecure 
Montezuma, but was afraid of the Suc- 
ccls, bccaufc of the final l number of 
his Men. For this realbn he contriv’d 


to deceive him, bringing him by fair 
means to his (Quarters, and then tell him 
he mult be content to lire a Prifoner, 
or to dye. Afterwards underltanding 
that the Indians at Vera-cruz, had kill’d 
John de Efcalante, and fix other Men, 
( which made the Indians take heart, per- 
ceiving that the Tenlis or Gods come 
from the Halt, were Mortal) he lay’d 
hold of this opportunity, to quarrel 
with Montezuma. Having therefore lent 
a MclLgc before, he went with five of 
his molt rciolute Commanders to the 
Emperor’s Palace, and there loudly up- 
braiding him with breach of Faith, told 
him, he mult fubmit to be his Prifoner, 
or rclblve to dye. Montezjima excus’d 
himfelf, promiiiug Satisfaction, and urg- 
ing it was not proper to make him a 
Prifoncr; but being frighted at the Offi- 
cers Swords, aud at the Words of Marina 
the Woman Interpreter , who made 
him fcnfible of his Danger, he offer’d 
a Son and two Daughters as Hoftages, 
and Cortes refufing, fuller’d himfelf to 
be carry’d to his Quarters, where a 
Guard was put upon him. Lords and 
other Subjects, came from Places far di- 
ftant, to him about their Affairs, and 
went into his Prefence bare-footed, not 
right forward, but fideling, with their 
Eyes fixt on the Ground, and ordinary 
Coverings on them, leaving the Rich 
ones without. When they came before 
him, they bow’d three times, and when 
they weutaway, were not to turn their 
Backs. The four Commanders who had 
kill’d Efcalante, were brought Prifoners, 
and Cortes condemn’d them to be Burnt ; 
putting Fetters upon Montezuma , 
whilft it was doing. He ask’d leave once, 
to go out a Hunting, and another time 
to the Temple ; that his People might 
believe he was not kept Prifoner, Which 
was granted him with a Guard of 1 50 
Spaniards , and notice given him, that 
upon the leaft commotion of the Peo- 


ple, they would kill him. Cacamatzia 
King of Tefcuco, feeing his Uncle Mon- 
tezuma made a Prifoner, thought of ref- 
cuing him, and crowning himfelf Em- 
peror, which his defign he imparted to 
the Lords of Iztapalapa, Tacuba, and Cu- 
yoacan , Montezuma's Nephews. He ha- 
ving notice of it, would have Cortes fe- 
cure them all, as was accordingly don? 
by his Orders, which were obey'd, tho’ 
he was Prifoner. The Imprifonment of 
thefe great Men, cmboldned Cortes to 
demand of Montezuma , that he Ihould 
fwear Fealty to the King of CaJHle ; and 
he confulting with the Principal Ca- 
ciques, refolv’d to do it, which he did 
in Form, promiling to pay a Tribute, 
with the Tears Handing in his Eyes, and 
the fame was done by the Petty Kings, 
fubjeCt to him. 

Cortes feeing lb much Gold, would 
needs know, where they found it, and 
Montezuma fent fome Indians to three 
fcvcral Places with Spanifs Officers, who 
return’d with the value of 1500 pieces 
of Eight, in Gold dull, which the In- 
dians had gather’d in the Sand of cer- 
tain Rivers. After this the Emperor 
made a Prefent by way of Tribute to 
the King of Spain, of all his Fathers 
Treafurc, which was ffiut up in the a- 
formention'd Apartment ; befidcs many 
Jewels brought him by the Caciques. 

All the Gold being melted into Plates, 
by the King’s Officers and Seal’d, there 
was fouud to the value of 600000 pieces 
of Eight ; whereof one 5th part being 
deducted for the King, and another for 
Cortes, the r efLjpa divided among the 
Men. The Idol Priefts provok’d, that 
Cortes had fet up the Crols upon their 
Temple excited the People to fall upon 
’em, and therefor cMontezttma advis’d him 
to be gone ; but he to gain time, faid he 
had defiroy’d his Ships, and could not 
go, till he had built three Ships. Mon- 
tezuma allow’d of the delay, order’d 
Workmen to build the Ships, and pro- 
mis’d to keep the People quiet. 

This being the Pofturc of Affairs at mrvte 9 
Mexico, and James Celafquez under Hand- lent a- 
ing that Cortes , had lent Deputies to the 
Emperor with rich Prefents, without Cw1M * 
taking notice of him, he fitted out ip 
Sail, with 1400 Men and 20 pieces of 
Cannon, and font them under the Com- 
mand of Pamphilo de Narvaez, with 
whom went an Oydore,or Judge of Xan- 
te Domingo, to mediate between him, 
and Cortes , lince it had been in his Pow- 
er to hinder his fetting out. The Fleet 
coming into the Port of St .John de Viva, 

Mon- 
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Montezuma foon had notice of it \ be- 
O'cmelli. caule the Indians who were upon Guard 
JdyS. at that Port, brought the whole Fleet 
painted upon a Cloth of Nequen or 
Maqhty. He lent Narvaez, a good Pre- 
late ot Gold, Quilts, and Provi lions, 
and had in anfwcr front him, that Cortes 
was a Run-away, and Rebel to his King, 
r and that he was come to fecure him, 
and deliver Montezuma from his Impri- 
fonment. Cones being inform’d hereof 
by Montezuma , who thought he had 
known it all before, having advis’d with 
his Captains, writ to Narvaez. ., defiring 
him for the Honour of their Nation, and 
the lake of the King’s Service, not to 
raiie the City againft him, caufed Mon- 
tezuma to be fet at Liberty, offering 
him all that was Conquer’d, and pro- 
mi ling to retire to another Province. 
Narvaez, inftead of giving ear to thefe 
fair Propofals, put the Oydore into Irons, 
becanfc he advis’d him to Peace, and 
march out^with his Forces towards Mex- 
ico. Cortes hearing of it, left Peter de 
Alvarado , with lome Men to fecurc Mon- 
tezuma and their Fort, and fet out him- 
felf, with the reft of his Forces, to 
meet Narvaez., demanding alfiftance of 
his Friends at Tlafcala. His Men, and 
ab£vc 6000 Indians arm’d with Pikes, 
t0 keep o/T the Horfe, prepar’d to de- 
MM-tcd J feud themfelves. Cortes being come with 
his little Army, within a League of 
Cempoalla , in the dark of 'the Night, 
pals'd over a Brook that was before him, 
and furprizing Narvaez, and his Forces, 
touted, and took him Prifoner, with o- 
thers of his Officers^nd all his Can- 
non \ obtaining a compleat Viftory o- 
ver an Army fix times more numerous 
than his. The next day all the Soul- 
diers of the adverfe Party, took an 
Oath to be obedient to him lb that he 
having now fecur’d 19 Ships, fent tofe- 
veral Parts, to make new Conquefts. 
Advice was brought him from Peter de 
Alvarado that he was befieg’d, the Ci- 
ty having revolted, and ftood in need 
of fpcedy Succour. Cortes therefore 
leaving Narvaez, in Cuftody at Vera 
Cruz, march’d away in all (peed with 
u’r” 1 1 300 Foot, and 96 Horfe, befides 2000 

aLw! ?o. 1 Tlajcallans. He entred Mexico on the 
24th of June 1520, and Montezjma 
coming to meet him in the Court, he 
would not fpcak to him, being angry 
thafr he had held a Correlpondencc 
with \Naruaez. This lb incens’d the 
Emperor, that not regarding the Feal- 
ty he had Sworn, he caus’d * James de 
Ordas as he was marching out of the 


Garrifon with 400 Men, to be fet upon 
by an infinite multitude of Indians with 
Slings, Arrows, Staves, and Stones, lb 
that they wounded him, and kill’d feve- 
ral of his Men, and then went to fire 
their Quarters, which was put out at 
Night. In the Morning the Spaniards 
renew’d the fight, but being overpow- 
er’d by the multitude of Enemies, many 
were kill’d, tho* they fell not unre- 
veng’d ; and the reft retir’d to their 
Quarters, to fortify themfelves. Here 
they were fo vigoroufiy aflaulted in the 
Night, that many dropt on both fides. 

The War continuing, the Spaniards 
made fome wooden Towers to remove, 
and went out to burn the Temple, but 
were beaten back to their Quarters with 
the loft of 46 Men. This made them 
refolve to fue for Peace the next Day, 
and to depart Mexico ; but as loon as ever 
it was Day they were attack’d by the 
Indians on all fides, with fiich Fury, that 
Cortes was lorced to lend a Religious 
Man to Montezuma , to dclirc he would 
make his Subje&s defift, and he would 
be gOiie immediately. Montezuma , be- 
ing ftill Angry, refus'd at firlt, but then 
comply’d, and from a Gallery command- 
ed rhe Mexicans to lay down their Arms. 
This was accordingly done, but imme- 
diately four Caciques came up to the Em- 
peror, and told him. That the People 
being highly offended, and refolv’d that 
the Spaniards Ihould Perilh, whatever 
came of it, had chofen another Empe- 
ror, for which they nevertheleft beg’d 
his Pardon. No fooner were thele Words 
fpoken, but the Indians let fly many 
Stones and Arrows towards Montezuma , 
fo that he was wounded in the Head, 
Arms, and Legs, whereof he foon after 
dy’d, having reign’d 17 Years. 

Cortes acquainted the new King with 
Montezuma's Death, and fent him his 
Body, that it might be honourably Bu- 
ry’d ; and then demanded of the Mexi- 
cans, to put one of Montezuma's Sons in 
PolTeflion of the Empirc,becaufe he whom 
they had Chofen was no lawful Emperor ; 
renewing his Demands of Peace in order 
to depart Mexico. Inftead of Peace they 
fell fo furioufly upon his Quarters, that 
they kill’d many Soldiers, whereupon 
the next Day Cortes march’d out with'all 
his Forces, to he reveng’d, burnt many 
Houfes, and kill’d abundance of Indians , 
but with great loft on his fide. Perceiv- 
ing ’it was impoffible to withftand fuch 
Numbers of Enemies, Provilions and 
Powder growing fearce,’ he relolv’d to 
depart Mexico. Firft he kill’d Monte- 
zuma's 
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Xante's Kindred, and the petty Kings he 
bad Prifoners, and then on Thurfday the 
10th of July 1520, when the Indians 
leaft expected it, having divided the a- 
foremention’d Gold among his Soldiers, 
began to March filently out of the City, 
carrying along with him a wooden Bridge 
to pafs over thofe Places where the 
Banks were broken down. As he was 
palling over the Banks at Mid-night, tho’ 
it was very Dark, the Enemy perceiv’d 
him, and attacking him both by Land, 
and from the Canals in a great number 
of Boats, kill’d at lead twenty Spaniards , 
part with the Sword, and part drown’d 
in the Water ; befides feveral Prilbners, 
the Canals being choak’d with dead Men 
and Horfes. jilvarado here taking a 
wonderful Leap to efcape falling into the 
Enemies Hands, that Place is to this Day 
call’d Alvarado’s Leap. Having pafs’d 
the Bridge, Cortes came in all had to T a- 
cuba , with the Indians always at his Back \ 
but being aOiam’d that many were lefc 
behind bounded, expos’d to the Cru- 
elty of the barbarous Enemy, he turn’d 
back to fetch them off But feeing the 
People of T dcuba and Efcapuzalco all in 
Arms againd him, he was forced, fol- 
lowing TlafcaUan Guides, to take the by 
Roads, dill purfu’d by the Indians in 
the dark Night. Being come to a Tem- 
ple, he halted, fortifying himfelf to 
have the Conveniency of Drelfing his 
wounded Men \ for which Reafon after- 
wards the Church of our Lady de las 
Remedias , was erefted there. This was 
call’d the difmal Night, bccaufc of the 
great Slaughter, efpecially of thofe, who 
forwarded their own Death by not for- 
faking their Gold. They continu’d their 
Retreat dill facing the Mexicans ; but 
the Battle on the 14th of July near O- 
tumba was very remarkable, and the 
Slaughter was great on both fides, after 
which upon a Muder, there were found 
but 440 Spaniards. This (mail Body 
coming to Tlafcala was well receiv’d, 
tho’ it had lod 1 200 Tlafcattans. 

Quauhtimoc, Montezuma’s near Kinf- 
man began his Reign at Mexico , being 
elected, as was faid before \ and at the 
fame time 120 Men, and 17 Horfe acci- 
dentally reinforced Cortes \ for Francis 
de Garay having font three Ships to take 
Polfoflion of the River of Panuco , the 
Soldiers meeting with more Oppoiition 
than they expeded, went all awjay to 
Cortes. 

He now thought good to fend away 
fbme Officers and Soldiers,' part into 
5 mmt, and part to Hifpaniola and Cuba. 
Vol. IV. 


to make known what he had done till 
that time 5 and fbme to Jamaica to buy 
Horfes. Another parcel of Souldiers 
came out of Spain , and arriving at Ve- 
r a- Cruz joyn’d him, fo that on the 25th 
of December he march’d towards Tefcuco, 
with his Spaniards and 10000 Tlafcallans. 

There he was honourably receiv’d by fe- J 
ven of the principal Lords of the Coun- 
try, and the petty King, who givt him 
a Gold Banner. Some Days after, find- 
ing himfelf Strong, having receiv’d an- 
other Recruit brought by the King’s 
Trcafurer in one Ship, and 13 Biigah- 
tincs he had caus’d to he Built being rea- 
dy ; he firft fubdu’d the Country about, 
which had revolted i and then rcfolv’d 
to go about the Lake, through the Ca- 
nals to find out the propci eft way to Bc- 
fiege Alexico. 

Accordingly he fet out on the 5th of Retnrnsto 
April 1521, with 365 Spaniards, and a- Mexico. 
bove 20000 arm’d Indians , bolides thole 
who follow’d the Army like Ciows on- 
ly to glut themfelves with Man’s Flefh. 

After fubduing Tefpmlan , palling for- 
ward thro’ Cornavaca , lie overthrew the 
Mexicans in a bloody Fight, but they 
bringing freihForces, attack*! the Spani- 
ards feveral times at Suchimilco. Cortes 
return’d to Tejcuco, and undemanding 
that a Friend of Narvaez was confpiring 
with others to Murder him, he caus’d 
the Confpirators to be Hang’d. 

Upon a Muller at IVbitfontide 1521, 
he found he had 84 Horfe, 6 50 Foot 
arm’d with Sword, and Lance, and 194 
with Fire-Arms. He took 150 of thefe, 
and diftributed.rjjgin among the Brigan- 
tines, each of which carry’d twelve Oars ; 
the reft of his Men he divided into nine 
Companies, giving one Man the chief 
Command over three of them. He or- 
der’d 8000 Tlafcallans to go Befiege Iz- 
tapalapa , Cm 00c an , and Tacuba, and 
broke down the Aqueduft of Chapultepec , 
that carry’d the Water to Mexico. He 
went in his Brigantines about the Lake, 
and finking feveral Canooes of Indians 
made his way over to Iztapalapa to re- 
lieve Gonzalo de Sandoval , who was be- 
fct by feveral Bodies of Mexicans. Ha- 
ving brought him off, he font him to At- 
tack the Bank of TepeaquiUa, now call’d 
the Caufway of our Lady of Guadalupe , , 
whilft he dividing his Forces into three 
Parts, and Back'd by the Brigantines 
went to Affault the Mexicans. Tffc Spa- 
niard* could do little good, b&raofc aE 
Night they loft all the Ground they had 
gain’d upon the Caufways ; for all the 
Houfes being encompals’d with Water, 

Bbbh with 
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CvA-*o with Trenches cut about them, the In- 

Gemdli. Mans open’d them at Night, that the 
1 Men and Horfes might drop in. 

I/V\J On the 24th of June the Spaniards 
were attack’d on all tides, and tho* they 
kept their Ground with a very {mall lols j 
yet Cortes being fenfible that all delays, 
were Prejudicial, his Army decrealing, 
he refolv’d to break on a fudden into 
Tlat^lulcOy then the greatefl Square in 
Mexico, now the Monaliery or Santia- 
go, or St. JameSy of the Francijcans, and 
thence advance to gain the Streets of 
Mexico. The three little Squadrons ad- 
vanced three leveral ways, but all to no 
purpofe -y for Cones pulhing too for- 
ward upon one of the Caufways, whi- 
ther the Indians had drawn him by giv- 
ing way i and being bore down by the 
Water and Mud, was wounded in the 
Leg, and 60 of his Men taken Pj ilbn- 
ers y nor did the other Squadrons fufler 
lefs, being attack'd in Canooes by Wa- 
ter i and by Land with Sticks and Stones 
from the tops of the Houfes, nor could 
the Brigantines relieve them , being 
kept off by the Timbers laid .-jerofs the 
Channels. The Indians Sacrific’d all the 
Spaniards they had taken, to the Idol 
Httycbilobos ; calling their Bodies out to 
be devour’d by Wild Bealls, and keep- 
ing only the Legs and Arms, to eat 
them with Chilmole, a hot Sauce. They 
flead their Faces, to put on that Skin 
they took off like a Vizor at the Solem- 
nity. 

hidtint After fo many Ioffes, the Souldiers of 
forfake Tlafcala, Tefcucoy and other places, went 
Cortes. away home defpairing of Succels *, fo 
that the few Spanter-J:. were left to 
keep the Polls they had fecur’d, part of 
them filling the Ditches with Earth and 
Falcine, whilft others Hood upon their 
Guard, the Brigantines at the fame time 
with all their force, Arriving to break 
through the obftrudions lay’d againlt 
them in the Canals. Thus they advan- 
ced lb far without falling into the Wa- 
fer, notwithftanding the opipolition of 
tnc Mexicans , that the Souldiersof Tlafi 
caUy and Tejcuco, came again to their 
alii fiance. 

They re* ! n the mean while Cortes made appli- 
turn. cation to the King for Peace, but he dai- 
ly grew more obftinate in carrying on 
the War •, which made Cortes demand Ap- 
plies of his Confederates. They being 
come, perceiving the King would not 
hearlren to any accommodation , he 
caus’d the City to be aflaulted at alt three 
Attacks, and gain’d Ground as far as the 
glfeat Temple of Tlatelnko, on which 
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he fet up his Colours. Three days af- He take 
ter, all the three Attacks were carry’d partufti 
on fo fuccefsfully, that they met In one Clty * . 
Body. Then the King and his Men re- 
tir’d to that Port of the City, where 
the Houles were encompals’d with Wa- 
ter ; but there many were kill’d by the 
Spaniards Ihot, who had drawn up all 
their Force in the place of Tlatdalco. 

Peace was demanded a third time, but 
the Jndiansy after a Ceffuion of three 
days, fell again upon the Spaniards, who 
had been fiipply’d with Powder, and o- 
ther neceflirics, by a Ship come from 
Spain. Cortes teeing the King would not 
hearken to Peace, relying on the Wa- 
ter that lecur’d him, 01 dei’d Chriftophet 
de Sandoval to beliege him with the Bri- 
gantines. This done, the King fearing 
the People would kill him, got into a 
Boat with his Wives and bell movea- 
bles, and fled over the Lake , which 
Sandoval underllanding, he fent Garcia 
Holguin after him , who took him and 
all his Compauy, and bronght him to 
Cortesy without touching any thing that 
belong’d to him, particularly the Wo- 
men, for whom the King was concern’d. 

Cortes had been on the top of a Tem- 
ple, to view the A&ion , but as loon as King of 
he heard of the King’s being taken, he „ 
came down to prepare a place to re- {? 1 
ceive him Friendly. The wretched^ 
Prince, with Tears {landing in his Eyes, 
faid to him, Lord Melinche, J have done 
my Duty in defenMng my City and People: 

Stnce Fortune has thrown me into your 
Handty I defire you to hill me with that 
Sword by your fidtythat I may not be reduc'd 
to a more miferable Condition. Becaule 
you have bravely defended your City 
fanfwcr’d Cortes) you deferve the great- 
er Honour and Effccm. That fameday 
he lent him to Cuyoacan with Sandoval. 

This hapning in the Evening, on the 
13th of Auguft 1521, being the day of 
St. Hippolitusy after a Siege of 93 Days 1 
therefore the Anniverlary of the Con- 
gueft is kept on that day, as has been 
laid before. Quauhtimoc was about 
24 Years of Age, well made, of a dark 
Complexion, and a long Face. For this 
Conqueft, Cortes had given him for his 
Coat of Arms three Crowns, with a Bor- 
dure of feven Kings heads. He difmift 
all the Indians that had alfilled him, with 
Thanks, lending them away loaded with 
Spoils of the Conquer’d ; and the Mex- 
icans thought themlelves very Rich, in 
carrying away many Loads of dry’d 
Flefh, of the {lain Mexicans. 

A 

After 
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A fter cteanfing the Streets, and remov- 
6 ’emclli. ing Che dead Bodies, the next thing was 
1698. the T orturing the Lord of Tefcuco , to ob- 
lige him to difeover where the Gold was 
hid, all they had found being worth but 
385000 Crowns. Then the City was 
Rebuilt, that it might be again Inhabit* 
cd, and feveral Commanders were fent 
to fubduc other Provinces ; and Cortes 
went in Perfon, and Conquer’d that of 
Fanuco. After his return to Mexico, he 
fent two Ships to Spain, and in them, 
Alonzo de Avila , and Antony do Quinones , 
with a Prcfcnt of 220 Thouland Crowns 
in Gold Plates, and all that was left of 
Montezuma's Treafure, to ask of the 
King the Government of New Spain for 
him and intreat him not to fend Law- 
yers into the Indies, to breed DiiTention 
among the Inhabitants. 

Thcfe two fail’d on the 20th of De- 
cember j 522 $ but being come to the Ter- 
cera Iflands, Florin a French Pirate took 
both the Ships, Gold and Jewels, and 
carry’d Avila Prifoner into France , Qui- 
nones being Dead before. The King of 
France, when that rich Treafure was 
brought to him, laid, The Emperor 
Charles K. and the King of Portugal have 
divided the new World between them , with- 
out allowing me any Share ; I would defire 
them to fhow me Adam’j Will, which En- 
titles them to it. 

Avila going into Spain did not only 
obtain the Government of New Spain 
for Cortes, but a Confirmation of the 
Divilion he had made of the Country a- 
mong the Conquerors -, and Power to do 
the like for the future. Some time after 
Cortes fent the Emperor 80000 Crowns, 
and a finall Culverin curioufly wrought, 
all of Gold and Silver, call’d the Phe- 
nix, with this Infcription, 

Ave nacio fin par. 

To en ferviros fin fegundd, 

T vos fin igual en el mnndo . 

That Is, As the Phenix has no Mate, 
fo neither had any Man ferv’d you like 
me, nor have you any Equal to you in 
the World. 

Cortes going afterwards to punilh the 
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Rebellion Of Chrifiopher deOlid, in the 
Provinces of Higueras and Honduras, took 
along with him Quaughtimoc, and the 
Lord of Tacuba, and caus’d them to be 
Hang’d in the Village of Gheyacola ", 
which Adfion his own Men did not ap- 
prove of. The King before his Death Other 
laid, J have been long convinced of tlie ConqueflS 
Falfhood of your Words, Captain Mclinche,* 
and that you would put me to Death j un- 
happy J that did not kill my felf that fame 
Day you were Kiclorious over me. J hope 
God will Pun.fi] you, for killing me Jo wrong- 
fully. The Lord of Tacuba, laid he, was 
pleas'd to Die with the King his Vncle. 

Finding Olid already put to Death, Cor- 
tes with incredible Celerity fubdu’d thofc 
and other Provinces, and return’d to 
Mexico in June 1 $25. 

Being afterwards put upon his Trial Corns 
by the Emperor’s Order, he was depriv’d made a 
of the Government of New Spain, and Mar< l ucfo 
therefore went away to Court. He was 
there honourably received in the Year 
1527, and created Marquefs del l r alle, 
worth at this Day 5 oooo pieces of Eight 
a Year, and had the Title of Captain 
General of New Spain , and of the South 
Sea \ and to compleat his Honour, fal- 
ling Sick the Emperor went to fee him. 

Then returning into the Indies he re- 
tir’d to his ownEftatc, and apply’d him- 
felf to building of Ships, as he had pro- 
mis’d to do, to difeover other Iflands, 
and Countries on the South Sea. After 
difeovering California with a thoufand 
Difafters, and the Expence of 300000 
pieces of Eight, he came over to Spain 
to have his ExQpases allow’d him j but 
was fo far from getting his Mony, that 
he was forbid going over to the Indies , 
till he had flood Trial. At length re- 
turning with the Emperor from the Siege 
of Argier, he dy’d at CafiiUeja on the 
Sea Coaft, near Sevil, on the iecond of 
December 1 545, at the Age of 52 . His 
Bones were convey’d to the Monaftery 
of St. Frauds in Mexico, as he had de- 
fir’d. He was of a proportionable Sta- 
ture, a fwarthy Complexion, a black 
Beard, and had the Scar of a Cot on bis 
under Lip* 


CHAP. V. 

The Dlfcovery and Conquefis of Peru. 

• 

Truro's T^^ncis Pitarro met not with fo much fitted out by James de AlmOgro and 
difeovery.. Mf Difficulty in Peru. He fail’d thi- Ferdinand Deque, a Prieft of Panama, 
jher in the Year 1 $25, with two Ships haying the Governours leave. Landing 
Vol. IV. B b b b 2 when 
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when he had Sail’d 100 Leagues , he 
Cemtlli. Fought the'lnhabiunts with much Bra* 
1598. very, and was wounded by then ; hot 
Almagro, who had been with him in the 
Fray, loll an Eye; and then return’d to 
Panama for more Men. Pizarro conti- 
nuing his dilcovery came to a Country 
dll overflow’d , where the Inhabitants 
.liv’d like Birds upon Trees. Being 
therefdre in no Condition to do them 
any harm, he retir’d to the Ifland del 
C4II0 ; and Almagro went again for Re- 
cruits to Panama. Pizarro fuller’d much 
want in the Ifland ; and failing thence 
after Almagro’s Veflel return’d, he Rood 
towards Tangarara , and at Tumbez fet 
alhore Peter de Condi a, who afterwards 
return’d altonilh’d at the Wealth of 
King Atabaliba. Upon this Information 
PizArro return’d to Panama , and advifing 
with Almagro , and Luque, refolv’d to 
go over to Spain to ask the Government 
of thofe Places he lhould Conquer. The 
Emperor befides the Government gave 
him the Title of Captain General and 
Adelantado , or Lord Lieutenant of Peru 
and New C aft He ; whereupon he over- 
joy’d at the Honour done him, return’d 
to the Indies' with his Brothers Gonxalo 
and Ferdinand, and Francis Martin his 
Brother by the Mother’s fide ; but in- 
Head of a kind Reception he found Al- 
majro much offended, becaufe he had not 
obtain’d any Honour of the Emperor for 
him. At length being reconcil’d, he 
had two Ships with a fufficient Number 
Began his of Men. Not being able by reafon of a 
Conqueft. Storm to arrive at Tumbez, he Landed 
in that Part which is pgfcperly call’d Pe- 
ru. Firft he conquer’d the Ifland Puna , 
not far from the Shore, and then go- 
vern’d in the Name of Guafcar Into, 
Brother, but Enemy to King Atabaliba-, 
and thinking it convenient to gain his 
Friendfliip, he lent him 600 Prisoners 
he had taken in Puna ; yet this did not 
avail him, becaufc Guafcar was acquaint- 
ed with his Defign. This done he fail’d 
to Tumbez-, and landed his Men ; and 
becaufe the Governor would not receive 
him Peaceably, he croft’d the River by 
Night in a Boat, and routed him. Pi - 
zarro allur’d by Atabaliba's Wealth, af- 
ter plundering the Place, which he call’d 
St. Michael, let forward for Caxamalca ; 
and being threatned on the way by the 
King, civilly anfwer’d, That he only 
defir’d to vifit him from the Emperor, 
and fo went on. Being come to C?xa- 
maiea , bp fortify’d himfelf againlt the 
Will of Atabaliba, and then lent two 
Meflengers to acquaint him with his Ar- 


rival at that Place. They brought back 
a very ill Anfwer, whereupon he. pre- 
par’d to give Battle, tho’ much inferior 
in Power. The King being inform’d of 
the Ralhncft of the Spaniards, mov’d 
with all his Army towards Caxamalca. 

He was carry’d upon a Scat of Gold, 
adorn’d with Parrots Feathers. On bis 
Head, which wasShav’d, he had a Wool- 
len Crimfon Cap, which fliow’d him to 
be King of Cuzco, and his Ears were al- 
molt rent with the weight of the Gold 
hanging at them. Being come to Caxa- 
malca, and having beard of one fent from 
Pizxrro, who advis’d him to pay Tri- 
bute to the Emperor ; he was lb much 
offended, that he prefently began to Ihew 
himfelf an Enemy. Then the Spaniards 
fell upon the Peruvians on all fides, but 
more particularly upon the King ; who 
after much Oppofition , being at lall Aubtiibe 
pull’d by bis Garment off* his Scat, was taken, 
made Prilbner. Thus the Spaniards were 
foon Vidors, and took all the Baggage, 
which was worth a Treafure; ‘but Pi- 
zano was wounded in both Hands. A - 
tabaliba for his Ranfom offer’d to fill a 
great Room with Silver and Gold, as 
high as Pizarro could reach with his 
Hand ; and his Offer being accepted - 
of, when his Vidor ious Commanders 
brought his Brother Guafcar Prilbner, 
he commanded him to be kill’d. This 
Guafcar had been appointed Heir of all 
the Kingdoms of Peru by their Father 
Guaynacapa ; and to Atabaliba , who was 
the younger Brother, he left only the 
Kingdom of Quito ; and this was the 
occafion of the War between the two 
Brothers. This was alio the caufe of 
Guafcar ’s Death ; for the other being 
then Lord of all, hoped to be able to 
pay PizArro the promis’d Sum. But he 
was Punilh’d after the lame manner for 
his Barbarity ; for having deliver’d the 
Ranfom, inftead of being fet at Liberty, 
he was Strangled ; in vain fuing for Mer- 
cy, upbraiding Pizarro with breach of 
Faith, and defiring to be fent Prilbner 
to the Emperor. Thus a vail Country 
was fubdu’a w itbout any Bloodlhed, both 
Brothers being Dead, and none oppofing 
the Spaniards. 

The War with the Indians being at an civi j 
end , it began among the Spaniards ,<war. 
through Ambition of Command and Hun- 
ger of Gold ; for Pixjrro fell at variance 
with Almagro , and at lall ftranglcd him, 
and bebeaaed his own Brother Ferdinand 
PizArro. D. James do Almagro reveng’d 
his Father’s peatb, (tabbing Francis Pi- 
zarro, baftard Son to Gonzalo Pizarro of 
Navarre^ 
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Navarre, at lama in the Year 1 541. This 
Cornells. done he rais'd confiderable Forces, and 
1598. at length being in Rebellion came to a 
‘VOT^ yioJeot Death. The Emperor being 
inform'd of all thefe Disorders, lent four 
Oydores, or Judges, and Blafco Nunnez. 
to be Viceroy, with new Laws and 
Ordinances; but the new Conquerors re* 
fufing to obey them, Rebell’d and made 
GonZdo Pizjtrro their Commander. The 
Oydores feeing the Country up in Arms, 
Imprilon’d the Viceroy, and took upon 
them the care of the Government. Some 
were for putting him to Death, and o* 
thers for fending him into Spain to the 
Emperor. 

In the mean while Gonzjdo Pizjtrro 
made himfelf Governour of Per* , with 
ablolute Power ; but the Oydore Alvarez, 
who had been intruded to carry the 
Viceroy into Spain, when they came to 
Guaura, fet him at Liberty. The Vice- 
roy now thought he had overcome all 
Difficulties ; but Pizjtrro routed his For- 
ces at Quito, and caus’d his Head to be 
cut off by a Black ; the lame he after- 
wards did to rif/4 Nunez, the Viceroy’s 
Brother upon feme flight Jealoufly. The 
Emperor was much concern’d at the Im- 
prifonment of the Viceroy, and Infolence 
of Pizjtrro ; and therefore to redrefs thefe 
Diforders, lent D. Peter Gafca a Prieft, 
with full Power, and Blanks fuberib’d, 
to make ufe of as he law occafion. 

Gafca went over in the Year 1 54 6 with 
two Oydores or Judges his Friends, and 
very few others; and being come to Pa- 
nama, writ to Pizjtrro, adviling him to 
lay down his Arms and fubmit to the 
Emperor, who would pardon all that 
was pafs’d, as might appear by his Ma- 
jelties Letter. Theft Letters had no 
good effcft on Pizjtrro or his principal 
Ailbciates ; who joyning, to the number 
of fixty , anfwer'd Gafca , That they 
thought it not convenient for him to come 
into Peru, after fo much Slaughter commit - 
od there, the Minds of the People being fill 
very much exajperated ; and thdt they would 
Write themfelves , and fend their Deputies to 
the Emperor to jufiife their Proceedings. 
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Gafca perceiving there w|s nothing to 
be done by fair means, began to raife 
Men, and manag’d Peter de Hinojofa fo 
dexteroufly, that he put Pizjtrro' s Fleet 
into his Hands. This diicouraging Pi- 
zjtrro's Party, many of them went over 
to Gafca, who by that means being grown 
formidable, went away into Peru. There 
after feveral Defeats given Piz.arro, he^. 9ta „ 
at length took him Prifoner in fhe laft ^ and 
Battle of Xaqnixaguana. Gafca refer’d Executed, 
the Tryal of him and twelve others to 
the Licentiate Cianca, and the Marlhal 
Alvarado, who paft’d Sentence of Death 
againlt them for high Treafon. Pitarro 
wasoarry’d to the Place of Execution on 
a Mule, with his Han ds ty’d, and a Cloak 
over him. His Head was carry’d to : Li- 
ma , and fet upon a Pole in the Market- 
Place, with this Infcription ; 

This is the Head of the Traitor GonZalo 
Pizarro, who join'd Battle in the V ttlley of 
Xaquixaguana , againft the Emperor's 
Standard. Monday the 9th of April 1548. 

After the unfortunate end of the firlfc 
Conquerors of that Country, and the 
Imprilonmeat of the Oydore or Judge, 

Zepeda , for the other three who had 
feiz’d the Viceroy were Dead, Gafca ap- 
ply’d himftlf to fettle the Government ; 
and thus a Churchman brought the War 
to that happy end his Predeceilbrs could 
not attain to. He return’d to Spain in 
July 1550, and prefented the Eraperot 
with a Million and a half, for all which 
good Services he was made Biihop of 
Placencia. 

The Civil Wars being ended with the 
Death of at leqJt^n hundred and fifty 
Captains, and other Commanders ; the 
Souldiers carry’d on the Conqueft, al- 
ways following the rich Country, and 
leaving the Poor ; fb that at preftnt the 
Crown of Spain is poflefs’d in Anitriia 
of a Country 9300 Leagnes in extent, 
viz.. 3375 South ward, and the reft North- 
ward. It is to be obferv’d before we 
leave this Country, that in Peru , for 
500 Leagues in length, from Tumbex. to 
Chile, and 1 5 Leagues in breadth, it ne- 
ver Thunders, Lightens nor Rains. 
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CHAP. VI. 

The further Account of what h totted to the Author * Ver&OtiS before he lm- 

bark'd. J 

S Vnday the 10th, 1 return’d ra the E- n th. • Tuefday nth, I wlnt again a 
vening to Tcra^Cruz., and carrying faceting to the Farm call’d S. John,*whtri 
the dainty Pheafants I had ktlfld with me; befldes die Garden abounding m all forts 
din’d with; the Governour on : Monday of Fruit and efjxfciaHy of die Tart, I 
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rs_A«/“k found a littlg Wood full of Birds and 
(iemelli. wild Beads; and was courteoufly Enter- 
ics. rain'd by the Owner. Wednefday 1 3th, I 
went out a (hooting with a Mulato for 
my Guide, in a Wood by the Bank of 
a good llivcr, where 1 kill’d fome Royal 
Phcafants; and having (hot down a wild 
lloar,. the ignorant Mulato ran and catch’d 
•him by one of his Feet, and the Boar 
turning, (truck him through the Arm 
w ith his (harp Tusks. It is to be obferv’d, 
that tho’ the Boars of America , do not 
emit any Excrement at that Navel J faid 
they have on their Back, a Span from 
the Tail; yet they fend forth fuch a fil- 
thy Scent, that if it be not cut off as 
foonas the Bead is kill’d, it (o infers all 
the Flcfli, that there is no eating of ir. 
1 return’d home full of Garrapat as, a fort 
of Vermin bred in the Woods like Crab- 
lice, which from the Plants get upon 
People’s Cloaths as they go by, and 
pierce into the very Fle(h, fo that it re- 
quires much Trouble and Dexterity to 
get them out. 

Sunday 1 7th, I heard Mils in the Church 
Churuics of the Mercenarians , where there are 
t *^ rtecn Altars, but ill fet off The 
na tenes. jyjonaflery ver y mean, but they have a 
fine Belfry. The Monadery of the Fran- 
eifeans, which I fdW Tuefday 19th, has 
large Dormitories, and the Church ele- 
ven Altars. The Dominican Convent is 
Poor, the Church fmall and has nine Al- 
tars. The Parifli Church is call’d Nuefira 
Seuor a la Antigua, or our Lady the Anti- 


cnt. The Auguftinians are (b Poor that 
they have no Church, but only a little 
Chappie. The Hofpital of S. Hippolitus 
is divided into two Parts, one for Men, 
and the other for Women ; but both 
fmall. 

Friday 29th, I went ont to divert me, 
and hapning to (hoot a Parrot, as he fell 
he cry’d out like a Man, as it were to call 
the red to his Altiftance, and they flew a- 
bouc in Swarms crying out, fo that they 
feem’d to cloud the Sky. Then 1 (hot 
two Royal Phealants, a Cock and a Hen, 
for they always go together. The Cocks 
Feathers are all Black, except thole up- 
on his Belly, and a curious curl’d Tuft on 
his Head ; the Hen is of a Cinnamon 
Colour. Thole they call Gritones are 
no bigger than a Phealant in Europe , and 
all black. 'Their Bones are venomous to 
Dogs. T he w ild T urkey s here are mor- 
tal Enemies to the tame Ones, and kill 
them whenever they can. 

Being near the time of my Departure, 
D. Francis Lor am. y Soda , Knight of the 
Order of Santiago or S. James, recom- 
mended me to the Captain of a Vcffcl that 
was to carry me to Havana, and gave 
me Letters of Recommendation to Cap- 
tains of Galeons there, as alfo a Prcfcnt' 
in Mony. D. Alonfo de Penalofa , Cap- 
tain of Horfe, fent me another Prefent 
of Sweetmeats for my Voyage. I felt a 
fit of a Fever, and had a Mole dolcn 
from me out of the King’s Stables. 


CHAP. VII. 

The Author's Voyage to the Port of Havana in the IJland of Cuba. 


H Aving taken leave of the Gover- 
nor and Friends, on Saturday the 
14th of December, 1 went aboard the Vef- 
fel call’d the Sevillian , that came with Li- 
cence from Maracao, to joyn the Gale- 
ons at Havana, and Sail with them to 
Cadiz.. The Governor added one Fa- 
vour to all the red, which was not to 
fuller my Trunks to be open’d at the 
Cudom- Houle. About Noon we fell 

down along the Wedern Channel, clofe 
to thc.Cadle, which is little and incon- 
venient as well for the Governor as Soul- 
difijrs; kgepinga very watchful Eye, bc- 
caufe of the many Flats on all (ides; 
and that it was but now newly fctling 
after the North Winds, which hinder 
Ships getting out of the Bay of Mexico, 
whole Form is like a half Moon, and much 
more ont of the Channel. There is ano- 


ther way in on the Eaft fide for (mall 
Boats. We got out about Evening and 
fleer’d N. E. and by N. 

Sunday 15th, we held on the lame 
Courfe with the Wind atN. W. the lat. 
20 deg. 1 2 min. Monday i6tb, held the 
lame Courfe, the Wind S. E. lat. ii deg. 
1 min. Tuefday 17th, we had a great 
Storm* which made the Captain Sick, 
much more the Palfengcrs, and the fame 
Wind continuing, we run to Northward 
to avoid certain Rocks, and then (ail’d 
upon a Line for Havana , the lat. ft 
deg. 5 min. Wednefday 1 8th, the Wind 
blew (tor my at N. which made us run 
away to E. the lat. 24 deg. The fame 
Wind continu’d Thurfday 19th, and we 
kept upon the fame Line ; but Friday 
20th, the* Wind coming to S. we flood 
N. E. and by E. being in 24 deg. 3 min. 
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of iat ( Ac Night we flood fe. N. E. and 
GemelU. fo continu’d Saturday lift, making much 
1698. way* Finding 2 5 deg. 30. min. lat. which 
was enough 10 avoid the Flats, we flood 
for the IQand of Cuba due E. Four 
hours after Night the Wind blew hard 
at N. W. with Rain, which made us 
lleer E. and by S. 

Sunday 22d. Tuny-Fifh being feen, it 
was fuppos’d we were *near Land, lac. 
25 deg. 26 min. Monday 23th, the Wind 
at N. we ran E. S. E. and then E. and by 
S. finding the lat. 25 deg. 20 min. At 
Night we werequite becalm’d ; but Tuef- 
day 24th, being Chriflmafs Eve, the 
Wind came up at S. W. and drove us £. 
S.E. At Night we were again becalm’d ; 
and Wednesday 25 th being Chriflmafs 
Day, the Wind blowing at N. E. we 
fail’d S. E. lat. 24 deg. 55 min. That 
Night nobody dept, the Waves beat fo 
furiouQy. 

Thurfday 26th, we fleer’d £. S. E. the 
Wind at N. E. which drove us from the 
Land we were in light of, and gave us 
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a more refllefs Night than the laft, lat. 

23 deg. 17 min. The Win'd coming a- 
bout to S. we fleer’d E. Friday 27th* 
we law Land, and coafled along it all 
Day and Night, our Courfe E. At 
lengch we came to an Anchor near the 
Caflle call’d del Mono , which is at the 
Mouth of the Harbour, for tho’ we fir'd 
two Guns, the Caflellan took no care to* 
put out a Light to fbow the way iflto the 
Port. 

Saturday 28th, a South Wind blowing 
out of the Port, would not permit us to 
get in till Noon, and that always upon a 
Tack ; fo that at laft we arriv’d fafe at 
Havana, afeera Voyage of 300 Leagues. 

1 lay aboard the VelTcl, becaufe there 
were no Inns a Shore. Sunday 29th, the 
Wind blew fo furiouQy at North, that 
the Waves beat over the Caflle de Mor- 
ro , and had not we got in as we did, 
wc had been in great Danger. Mon- 
day 30th, 1 landed and carry’d my Goods 
to a Houfc I hir’d near the Hofpital of 
S. John de Dios. 


CHAP. VIII. 

The Defer iff ion of Havana, and Particulars of that Country . 


Boo m. r|“1 H E Havana is a little City, half a 

1 League in Compais, feaccd in a 
Plain, and in the lat. of 23 deg. 20 min. 
It is almolt round, euclos’d with poor 
low Walls on the Laud tide, and defend- 
ed on the other Part by the Water. The 
Inhabitants are about 4000 Souls, Spani- 
ards, Mulatos and Blacks, who live mod 
of them in low Houfes. The Women 
are Beautiful, and the Men Ingenious. 
The Governor has alio the Title of Cap- 
tain General of the IQand, and admini- 
Iters Juftice with the AOiilance of an Af- 
fefior, call’d a Lieutenant, who is ap- 
pointed by the Council of the Indies. 

It is very dear living there, for three 
Ounces of Bread cod fifteen Grains of 
Naples Mony, that is, about three Pence 
Eaglijh i and half a Pound of Meat the 
fame Price. A Hen is worth a Noble, 
and Fruit and other things proportiona- 
lly, fo that a Man can fcarcc live under 
two Pieces of Eight a Day, efpecially 
when the Galeons ate there. Tho’ the 
Climate is temperate, Wheat has not 
throve there for fome Years, andtherea- 
fon is not known; fo that what comes 
from abroad to the Bakers is dearly \>aid 
luce, for* But this want is in fome meafnre 
fupply’d by a Root call’d Jucca, where- 
of they make Bread, grating, and then 


preffing it to get out a venomous Juice 
there is in it. They bake it upon little 
earthen Stoves, and this Bread ferves 
not only the Poor, but the better fort 
who have large Families. This Root 
produces neither Leaves nor Seed ; but 
they fet bits of it iu the Ground to grow 
again. 

The IQand is 300 Leagues in length 
from Ead to Wed, and about 30 in 
breadth . The Inhabitants are Poor hav- 
ing no Trade but Tobacco and Sugar. Blacks. 
All the Labour falls upon the Blacks, of 
whom their Maders exa& four Royals a 
Day, and fix when the Fleet is there , 
and at lead three of the Women; now 
what can a miferable Black do who has 
two Maders, as often happens ? In Peru 
the Maders Avarice is greater, for they 
fend the Black Women to be got with 
Child like Cows, and if they prove bar- 
ren they feU them. 

The City Havana is encoonpafs’d on 
two tides by its fafe Harbour, which is 
fo deep, that the Ships Anchor within a 
few fteps of the Shore. It is defended 
by three Cadies, the chief of them cull’d 
del Mono , on the left Hand of the Mouth 
of it ; the 2d, de la Panto, or of thejtaint, 
on the right ; and the 3d, call’d only 
the Fort, on the right of the lad ; we 
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rv/w^> ihall fpeak qf them at large elfewhere. 
Geinc.'L Friday 3d, 1 faw the little but neat 
Church call’d Santo Chrifto del buenviage , 
WV\J ferv’j by fecular Priefts. Next Day that 
of the Recolets fcatctl on the belt Ground 
in the City, and in it 1 2 beautiful Chap- 
gels, and in the Monaltery Cells for 50 
Fathers. The Weather which had con- 
tinu’d Serene and Warm as Summer, on 
ThurfAay 9th chang'd lb Cold with Rain, 
that 1 believe the like has Icarce ever 
been felt in a Place lying in 2 3 deg. and 
Mian of 2 min. of Latitude. Saturday 1 1 th, a 
jiuiidi. Boat arriv’d in 24 Hours from the oppo- 
iite Coalt of Florida , and fet a Shore 
Ionic Indians of Cityo, Stibjefts to a Caci- 
que whofe Name was Charles. Thcfo, as 
well Men as Women, had 110 part of 
their Bodies cover’d, but only a Cloak 
before their Privities ; and wore long 
Hair bound behind their Heads. They 
were Idolaters, of thofc that arc given 
not only toldlencfs, but to all abomina- 
ble Vires. They wcrcallow’d to Trade 
in ho r>cs to convert them, becaufc their 
Prince, or Cacique , had contented to re- 
ceive 14 Franc 1 [can Milfioners into his 
Country. Their chief Commodity is 
Filh ; ionic fittle Amber they find along 
the fiiore ; Tortoife-lhelk, and a fort of 
Scarlet Birds to keep in Cages, for their 
Colour call’d Carcirmls. 

Monday 13th, a final! VefTH from Ja- 
maica, brought the Mews of the Peace 
concluded betwixt France and the Con- 
federates. Wednefday 15 th, I heard Mafs 
in the Church of S. Clare, which has fc- 
veu Altars well adorn’d. The Monafte- 
ry will contain an hmlUf**d Religious Wo- 
men and Servants, who arc there Clad 
in Blew. 

Tburfday rtf th, the Chefts of Pieces of 
Eight began to be put aboard the Gale- 
ons, the Kings held 3000 each, and the 
reft 2000, in all amounting to thirty 
Millions, as well belonging to the King 
as Merchants, for Goods fold at the Fair 
of Porto Belo , carry’d on between the 
Traders of Sevil and thofe of Lima. 
The great Faith thefc Traders repofe in 
one another, is very remarkable ; for 
v/hen once agreed about the Price, they 
interchangeably deliver one another the 
Bales of* Goods, and Chefts of Pieces of 
Eight, without feeing any thing of the 
Contents^ but giving entire Credit to 
the vyitten Particulars they deliver to 
one another^ for afterwards the Bales 
and Chefts are open’d in the pretence of 
publiclf Notaries,, and if they find any 
thing amifs, the Companies of Sevil and 
Lima are to tnaK$ all good. This Year 


the Company of Lima Traders paid 5000 
Pieces of Eight, for Goods found over 
and above in the Bales at the foregoing 
Fair. The fame is practic’d at Acapul- 
co, when the Galeon comes from Manila. 

There was alfo deliver’d to the Matter 
of Plate, (which is an Officer aboard 
the Galeons , who had charge of all the 
Plate and Jewels ) aboard the Admiral, 
a Pearl weighing do Grains, ffiap’d like A ^ 
a Pear, by F. Francis de la Fuente a Jefuit, PearlV- 
to be deliver’d to the King. This Pearl 
was taken at Panama , in the King’s I- 
fland, by a Black belonging to a Pricft ; 
who being rich, would not fell it to the 
Prclkicnt of Panama for 50000 Pieces 
of Eight, nor to the Viceroy of Peru 
for 700C0, both of them being to fend 
it to the King ; but fa id, He would cany 
it to his Majefiy himfelf. Being come to 
Porto Iielo with the Pearl, which he call’d 
la Perfcguida, or the Perfecuted, he there 
dy’d before he went a bom!, and there- 
fore committed it to the care of the afore- 
laid F. Puente , who told me it was larger 
than that call’d la Pcregrina , but fome- 
what duller. The Black had his Liberty 
for his Reward. 

There went aboard the Galeons 10 
Do&ors of Peru, being the Sons of Spa- 
niards and Indian Women , going to 
Court for Preferment, and the Icaft that 
every one of them carry’d was 30000 
Pieces of Eight. 

Monday 20th, going abroad a ffiooting, 

I kill’d a great many of thofe Birds they Cut l 

call Cotorreras. Some of them have black maiyts 
and green Feathers, and others blew ; Birds, 
others black and green Wings; their 
Breafts red, and half the Head white. 

They are not amils to eat. Returning 
home I kill’d two Guacamaijas , which 
tho’ they do not talk, are fo finely Co- 
lour’d, that the beft Pencil can fcarce 
equal them. The Country is very de- 
lightful, being full of little Houles with 
Gardens and Farms, where there is no 
want of Indian Fruit. 1 found a fort of 
Snails very large, like the Sea Snails. 

Friday 24th, I law the Church and Mo- 
naftery of the Augufiinians ; the firft has 
thirteen little Altars, the latter very 
poor Dormitories. Sunday 2dth, 1 was 
at the Mother Church of the City, whe^e 
the Bifhop officiates with the Clergy be- 
longing to it, his Refidence being at 
Havana, tho’ the Cathedral is at Cuba 
where the Canons refide. I fpent Ibmc 
Hours on Monday 27th, with the Govcr- 
nour of the Wand and feveral other Gen- 
tlemen, that delighted to hear me dif- 
courfc of my Travels, and fee the C11- 

riofitics 
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riolitics 1 had, among whom was D. 
Cemelli. Charles Sotomayor , Knight of the Order 
1 699. of Calatrava , and Oydore or Judge of 
ISW? Santa Ft , to whom an incredible Acci- 
dent had hapned. 

This Gentleman went by order of his 
markable" Court > to receive Informations againft 
Faflage. the Governor of Carthagena , for having 

deliver’d up that Place to the French , 
and carry’d along with him the Gover- 
nor of Santa Marta to put into his Place. 
He going alone into Carthagena , becaufc 
the Governor of Santa Marta who was 
more Crafty, remain’d without to fee 
what the Event would be, began to pro- 
ceed with more Rigour than was conve- 
nient, without Ihowing his Commiflion ; 
whereat the Governor of the Place being 
highly offended, as thinking he had de- 
fended it as became a good Souldier, 
and Man of Honour, that is, as long as 
it was pradicable ; he in the Night fc- 
cur’d the Oydore , notwithftanding he lay’d 
Hand on his Sword, and call’d for Aid 
and Afliftance ; thus the Judge inftead of 
imprilbning was Impriibn’d, and his 
Commiflion taken from him, inftead of 
removing the other from his Poft. That 
fame Night, after he had been 24 Hours 
executing his Commiflion, he was put 
aboard a little Boat without any other 
Provilion, but Bisket and fome Fruit, 
not being allow’d to take his own Equi- 
page. Thus the Governor of Carthage- 
na fent him to the Governor of Havana , 
to be kept as a Difturber of the Peace, 
till the King were inform’d of the Mat- 
ter. The Governor of Santa Marta , 
who was two Leagues off, hearing what 
had hapned, fled to prevent being feiz’d. 
The poor Gentleman was much concern’d 
at this Accident; nothwithftandiug the 
Governor, inftead of fending him to the 
Caftlc, kept him in his own Houfc with 
very civil Entertainment. This gave 
me an opportunity to acquaint him with 
my Misfortunes, tho’l had never been 
lniprifon’d, but undefcrvcdly Perfecu- 
ted. 

Tuefday 28th , I heard Mafs in the 
Church of S. John de Dios , which is finall 
and has nine Altars; the Monaftery is 
alfo Email, and the Hofpital is for Soul- 
diers, its Revenue is 12000 Pieces of 
Eight. 

' On Saturday the firft of February , ar- 
riv'd the long wifh’d for Veflel , with 
Provifions for the Fleet, being 1700 
Quintals , or a hundred Weight of Bis- 
ket ; fix hundred Load of Meal, Fifh and 
other neceflaries for the Galeons. 

Juefday 4th, I went to the hermitage 


of 5 . James , a Church built by the B: • 

Ihop within the Walls of e City, for 
his own particular Devotion, wc!i v 
dom’d, and with an Apartment for hr -: 
to retire to fometimes. Wednesday 5r.i1, T; ., ^ 

I law the Caftlc of the Point, which is 1 1 
veryfmall, and has four Baftions. Mon- 
day 10th, going to vifit theCaftcllan D t . 

Antony de Koxas , I had the opportunity 
of feeing the Caftlc they call the Fore.* 

Its Compafs is fmall, but it has fom good 
Baftions, and a Platform towards the 
Mouth of the Port, well furnifh’d with 
Brafs Cannon. 

Sunday 16th, the Admiral made Pro- 
clamation by Sound of Trumpet, That 
the Fleet fhould Sail on the r 1 ih of the 
next Month, and that all Perfn.is muft 
be aboard on the 8\!i. Tncfdiy * 8th, 
by his Order it was Prohibited upon Pain 
of Death for any Boat to go out of the 
Harbour, for fear the Enemy fliould have 
notice that the Caieons were ready to 
Sail ; notwithftanding the Deputies of 
the Company of Sev/Z, not liking the 
Admiral, us’d all means to obftruct his 
Sailing. News had been brought be- 
fore from Jamaica of the Conclufion of 
the Peace with France y and a Vellelfrora 
the Canary- Jjlands brought tfle Confirma- 
tion of it. 

There are two particular Sorts of , v 
Fruit at Havana , which do not grow 
ellewhere. 0 /^ is like a Hart, call'd 
Guanavana y Green without, and lias fome 
thorny Prickles ; within made up of 
white Morfcls of an unpleafaut Taft, 
between Sweet and Sour, with fome 
Stones. The Tree is as big as that 
which bears th %^s4nonas. The other 

Sort call’d Camito y is cxa&ly like an O- 
range on the outfide, and within has a 
white and red Pulp of afwect Taft. The 
Tree is as tall as a Pear-Tree, the Leaf 
ou the one fide is Green, and on the o- 
ther of a Cinnamon-Colour. Of Eu- 
ropean Fruit there grow Quinces, Oran- 
ges, Lemmons, Pomgranates and other 
forts. 

The Mountains are full of Wild- BinLatAf 
Boars, Cows, Horfes and Mules. OfbeafWr 
Birds there are abundance, efpecially 
Parrots and Partridges, bigger than 
Quails, with blew Heads ; and as for 
thofe that are fit for the Cage there is 
great plenty of thofe they call Chamber - 
gos. • 

Friday 21ft, there arriv’d a Bark from 
Matacumbe , a fmall Ifland on the Coaft 
of Florida, With five Francifcansy who in 
JStovember before had been fent for* by the 
Cacique Charles , as Milfioners ; and were 
Cccc fmee 
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fince c spell'd Naked, for offering out of 
Gemrlli. an ill tim’d Zeal, to make a Proccflion in 
1699. the Night before the Temple of the In- 
dian Idolaters \ who fled at firft, but 
then came again Arm’d, and abus’d the 
Fryars, driving them out of their Coun- 
try j fo that they were forced to go a- 
way half Naked to Matacumbt , a Ter- 
ritory of Chriftian Indians. 

.. Saturday 22d , the Captain of the 
Maeltranz.as , that is , of the leveral 
Trades belonging to the Building of 
Ships, reprefented to the Admiral, That 
the ships being higher Built than Men of 
War, it would be fending of them to be 
foil if they went out under-loaded, as 
the Deputies intended to do. Hereupon 
on Sunday 23d, there was a Council held 
of all the Scc-Oflkers, where they con- 
cluded that the Hold mull be well flow’d, 
that the Velfels might lie lower in the 
Water \ a Determination of Judges who 
fpoke for their own Intcreft •, but that 
could not be approv’d of by the Coun- 
cil of the Indies , which had order’d that 
the Gallons ihould not be loaded with 
Merchandize. The Admiral therefore, 
having on Munday 24th acquainted the 
Captains of the Gallons , ana the Depu- 
ties of the Merchants, That it was con- 
venient for the King’s Service (or ra- 
ther for their own ) that the Gallons 
Ihould be more loaded,, it began to be 
very diligently putin Execution on Tutf- 


day 25th, the time appointed for failing 
drawing near. 

Monday 3d of March , I law the Cattle Caftle del 
dtl Morro , built upon a Rock, on the Uorro, 
left of the Mouth of the Harbour, which 
it defends with a Platform of 1 1 Pieces 
of Cannon, call’d the Apoltles, which 
lie level with the Water 3 there are in 
all about 55 Guns in the Caftle. The 
Ditch about it is cut out of the Rock 
and fill’d by the'Sea. Abundance of the 
Birds they call Cardinals , being brought 
over from Florida, 1 law the People be- 
longing to the Gahon give ten pieces 
of Eight a piece forlomeof them, and 
fix for the worll. Upon Computation 
they faid there had been 18000 Pieces of 
Eight laid out upon thofe foolilh Birds, 
notwithflanding the deplorable lofs of 
Cartagena, and the expenfive delay of 
keeping the Fleet three Years in Ameri- 
ca. Saturday 8th, Proclamation was made 
forbidding any that belong’d to the Fleet 
to flay in Havana upon pain of Death 3 
and in the Evening a Cannon was fir’d 
to warn all Aboard. 

D. Ferdinand Chacon having gencronlly 
given me my Paflage gratis aboard his 
Gahon , he fent on Sunday 9th for my E- 
quipage. Monday 10th, feveral Grum- 
mets, who had receiv’d their Pay, ran a- 
w ay. Tut [day it th, 1 took Leave of my 
Friends, and provided Sweetmeats for 
my Voyage. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Author's Voyage from Havana to Cadiz. 


T H E Fleet being under Sail I went 
aboard on Wednefday 12th in the 
Afternoon. Thurfday 13th, the warn- 
ing Piece being lira, all the Gallons 
weigh’d Anchor again, and the Admiral 
by Sun-rifing made way out of the Har- 
bour. She touch’d upon fome Flat, 
and it coll time to get her off Being 
out of the Harbour ihc ialutcd the Caftle 
dil Morro with feven Guns. The Mer- 
chant Ships follow’d, and then our Ga- 
llon , which faluted that they call the 
Fort with feven Guns, and was anfwer’d 
with iix, and then the Caftle del Morro 
with fix and was anfwer’d with the 
fame number. We coafted along all 
Day to give the Vice-Admiral and the 
Ship call’d Garai time to come up with 
11s. # At Night it blew a Storm, which 
oblig'd us to lie upon a Tack* 

Friday 14th, we were 20 Leagues from 
Havana , but the two aforemention’d 


Gallons not appearing, we flood back a- 
gain, and meeting the Garai , under- 
flood (he came out with the Vice-Admi- 
ral, but had parted in the Storm, which 
made us Hand our Courfe again. A 
Woman being found Aboard in Mans 
Cloaths, and there being no poflibility 
of fetting her alhore; fhe was left a- 
mong the other Women. 

Saturday 15th, the Wind Eaft, we 
fleer’d N. N. E. thcLat. 23 deg. 40 min. 
Sunday 16, the Wind N.W. we fleer'd N. 
E. and then N.N. E. Lat. 25 deg. which 
is the Latitude of the Point call’d Cabe- 
za de los Martyr e$ and Entrance of the 
Channel of Bahama , form’d by the afofe- 
faid Point and los Cayos , or little Iflands. 
In this Place the Gallons the Year before 
were in fnch a terrible Storm, tho’ it was 
in September, that they had all like to 
have been loft, fome of them return’d 
to Havana Unmalted, and others had

CemelU. veral Pumps. About Evening, we dif- 
1698. cover’d the linal! Iflands de Its Cairn ants. 
The Wind came to Eaft, which made us 
fleer N. N. E. and then North. Mon- 
day 17th, the Wind S. E. we fleer’d the 
fame Courfe. The lat. 2 6 deg. 30 min. 

At Night it blew hard, and fiercer on 
Tuefday 18th, at N. N. E. Lat. 27 deg. 
40 min. The Night .was as uneafy as 
the laft. The Wind being N. E. on 
Wednefday 19, we fleer’d N. N. W. and 
coming about at Noon to E. N. E. we 
alter’d our Courfe to N. The Lat. was 
found to be 28 deg. wherefore the Ad- 
miral gave notice by firing a Gun, that 
we were out of the Channel. This 
Channel being 80 Leagues in length, and 
between 18 and 20 in breadth, is very 
Dangerous by realbn of the violence of 
the Current, and the great number of 
Iflands about it, which is the caufe that 
many Ships have been loft, believing 
they were out of it. When the Wind 
is fair, 'they run through it in little a- 
bovc 24 Hours ; but it is abfdlutely im- 
pofliblc for Ships bound for the Indies, 
by rcafbn of the Force of the Cur- 
rent. 

‘ Being come into the Coif de las Teguas , 

or of Mares, we fleer’d N. and be E. 
Before Sun-fet, a Ship made a Sign that 
they faw Land, which made all found, 
and they found firft 25, and 30 Fadome. 
Thurfday 20th, the Wind S.E. we fleer’d 
N. E. the Weather being bad bccaufe 
of the Equinox. Friday 21ft, we fleer’d 
E. and by N. the Wind blowing hard at 
South, which parted our Ships, fothat 
on Saturday 22d, of twelve, that we 
were at firft, only 7 were to be feen. The 
lat. 28 deg. 30 min. becaufe we had 
made but little way. Sunday 23d, the 
Wind blew hard at N. which made us 
run E. and by S. We were inform’d 
by one of the feven Veflels, that the 
Admiral with the reft of the Ships af- 
ter the Storm, had fleer’d N. E. where- 
upon our Galeon commanded as Admi- 
ral, lat. 29 deg. 45 min. The Wind 
being contrary, made us lye by all Night, 
and before Noon on Monday 24th, to 
run E. N. E. the Wind at S. E. Tuefday 
1 <th, held on the fame Courfe. 

. Wednefday 26th, the Wind came to 
S. W. yet we held the fame Courfe, to 
get more to Northward; the lat. 31 
deg. 20 min. At Night we made good 
way ; but Thurfday 27th, before <Noon 
wc were quite becalm’d. 

Having loft fight of two. Merchants 
Ships, our Captain D. Ferdinand Chacon, 
Vol. IV. 


call’d the other Captains aboard him, 
and order’d them to rollout his Flag, fei 
up on the Mizen, the Admiral, and 
Vice-Admiral, being gone from us, bc- 
caufc feme danger was fear’d on the 
Coaft of Portugal , and appointed the 
bell of the Merchants to Command as 
Vice-Admiral, fince ours afted as Ad- 
miral , and this notwithftanding all Ship; 
at Havana , have their Inftruftfons how 
to Sail, in cafe they fhould be parted. 
The lat. 31. deg. 50. min. Saturday 
29th, we fail’d E. N. E. the Wind S. S. E. 
Sunday 30th, fleer’d E. and by N. and 
then E. N. E. the Wind at S. the lat. 
33 deg. 

Being near the Bermudas , which lye 
in 32 deg. 30 min. and 460 Leagues 
from Havana , the Souldicrs and Gun- 
ners began to be exercis’d, for fear of 
meeting any Enemy. The Uland Ber- 
muda belongs to the Eve lift, is faid to be 
very low, ten Leagues in length, and 
Fruitful, we left it to the Southward. 
Monday 31ft, fleer’d E. and by N. the 
Wind S. W. the lat. 33 deg. 40 min. 

Tuefday the firft of jipril , we held 
the fame Courfe ; the lat. 34 deg. 1 5 
min. Wednefday 2d, the AVind at N. 
and the Vice-Admiral’s Mail failing, we 
lay by for him to repair it. The Cold 
was very fharp, which made fome Gen- 
tlemen, who were clad in Silk, and had 
no Cloaks, fare but hardly. The lat. 
being found to be 34 deg. 32 min. we 
lleer’d E. and at Night the Wind fail- 
ing us S. 


Thar f day 3d, the Wind being E. S. E. 
we fleer’d N. E. ajjd by E. and then E. 
N. E. Friday 4th, we made good way 
with the fame Wind, and found the lat. 
34 deg. 40 min. At Night the Wind 
blew hard, and the Sea beating in at the 
Portholes, abundance of Goods were 
wet. Sunday 6th, the Wind at N. W. 
and then at N. we lteer’d E. N. E. ; the 
lat. 3 $ deg. 40 min. At Night our Ga- 
leon gave notice to the reft, that he al- 
ter’d his Courfe, by reafon of the 
contrary Wind; but it blowing freih on 
Monday 7th, at S. we fleer’d the fame 
Courfe as before, as we did Tuefday 
8th. Wednefday 9th, the Wind conti- 
nuing, we fail’d E. and by N. the lat. 37 
deg. 10 min. 

Thurfday 10th, we having notice by a 
Gun fir’d, that a Sail was feen* our Ga- 
leon made towards her, and found her 
Dutch % bound home from Curaz.au. v* 
lat. 37 deg. 30 min. we fleer d the fame 
Courfe with the Wind at S. At 
Night wc made much way, and the fame 
C c c c a on 
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on Friday nth, the Wind being fair. 
Gemeiti. Saturday 12th, before Day the Wind 
1698. blew hard at S. then came to N. W, and 
l/W was a great Storm at Night. 

Sunday 13th, the Merchants endea- 
vour’d to perfuade Captain Chacon, that 
he might fafely deviate from the King’s 
Orders, which were to run up to 42 
.deg. of lat. fince there was a Peace with 
France ; and therefore the reafon why 
that Courfe was appointed, had ceas’d ; 
and the rather becaufe the Merchant 
Ships being difabled, could not follow 
the Galeon in that Latitude, where the 
Storms are more violent. All the Pi- 
bats and Captains being confulted upon 
the Matter, it was agreed in favour of 
the Merchants, not to exceed 40 de- 
grees of lat. about the lflands Cuervo, 
and Bores. Our lat. then was 39 deg. 

10 min. Mondy 14th, the lat. 39 deg. 

1 1 min. we were all day becalm’d, as 
alfo on Tuefday 1 5th, till Afternoon ; 
when the Wind came up at S. S E. and 
we fteer’d E. Wednefday 16th, in the 
Morning we ran E. with the Wind at S. 
but in the Afternoon lay by, by reafon 
of the contrary Wind \ as we did on 
Thurfday 171&. Friday 18th, fteer’d E. 
the Wind S. the lat. 39 deg. 30 min. 
Saturday 19th, held the fame Courfe, 
with the Wind at S. S. E. Sunday 20th, 
kept upon the fame Line with little 
Wind, the lat. 39 deg. 40. min. Mon- 
day 2 1 ft, ran E. and by N. the Wind S. 
the lat. 40 deg. 5 min. Tuefday 22d, 
the fame Wmd and Courfe. We firft 
bear’d a Gun, and then law the Aunti- 
ent fet up at the St erno f a Ship, that 
bad made a-head to difeover Land, 
which caus’d great Joy. Yet we could 
not make near to Land by reafon of the 
plm • nor on Tuefday 23d, becaufe the 
Wind was contrary, wherefore we lay 
by, in fight of the lflands of Cuervo, 
an d Flores , 480 Leagues diftant from 
the Bermudas. That of Cuervo is not 
inhabited, but ferves to graze the Cat- 
tle of the Portuguefes, who live in the 
Ifland of Bores , which is no bigger, but 
more Fruitful. We being to pals thro’ 
a Channel three Leagues in breadth, 
made by the two lflands, could not ad- 
vance a Step all T hurfday, Friday , and 
Saturday , the 24th, 25 th, and 26th. 
This laft day before Noon, we difeo- 

<&il , which prov’d to be an 
j&'Huk, bound for Jamaica, and 
anirittM the News of the Peace. All 
fftS'-reft of the day, and Sunday' 27th, 
lay ftiU in the lat. of 41 deg. At 
Night we fteer’d S. and fb on Monday 


28th, till we came to 40 deg. 5 min. lat. 
Then we layftill without ftirring, 7 *- 
efday 29th, and Wednesday 30th. 

Thurfday the firft of May, the Wind 
blowing very hard , we lower’d our 
Main- top* maft. Friday the 2d, upon 
Observation, we found wc were driv- 
ing back againft our Wills, towards the 
Indies, by reafon of the contrary Wind, 
caus’d as the Pilots would have it by 
the laft Quarter of the Moon. The 
fame Wind blowing harder on Satur- 
day the 3d, and not being able to lye by, 
we let it drive us to the S. W. What 
was a violent Wind before, grew up 
into a dreadful Storm , fo that the 
Waves broke over the Galeon, and wc 
being in danger of Perifhing,there were 
nothing but Prayers, Sighs, and Weep- 
ing 5 but it fbon pafs’d over. Sunday 
4th, tho’ the Wind was abated, ftillit 
blew hard againft us, which made us 
fteer S. having upon Obfervation found 
the lat. 40 deg. 5 min. All the Ships 
were fcatter’d in the Storm ; and there- 
fore we lay by for them, and to keep 
our Latitude. The Rain at Night laid 
the E S. E. Wind, which had plagu’d 
us for 1 5 days ", yet tho’ the Wind blew 
fair at S. W. we did not Sail till Mon- 
day 5th, becaufe of the Ships that were 
itray’d. Having difeover’d 5 of them, 
we hoifted the Top-fail , and fteer’d E. 
Being come near one another, we un- 
derftood that the Veflel call’d the Naza- 
rene, was call away. They told us that 
being near to link, becaufe four Pumps 
could not keep her above Water, fhe 
call’d for help, and two other Ships 
making up to her, lav’d the Men and 
Mony , and then fir’d her. God be 
Prais’d, 1 went not aboard her, as 1 had 
defign’d. 

We fteer’d E. with the Wind at S- 
W. on Tuejday 6th, but that failing us 
at Night, and coming to South on Wed- 
nefday 7th, we ran E and by N. A great 
fhower of Rain in the Night, quite laid 
the Wind. Thurfday 8tb, we again dif- 
eover’d the lflands of Cuervo and Flores, 
from which we had been drove a hun- 
dred Leagues, and holding on our Courfe 
S. E. and then E. found our felves in the 
felf fame place, where we had been 1 s 
days before. Being now fb near Eu- 
rope, 1 began to find my felf better, of 
the Flux that bad troubled me five 
Years, caus’d by the mighty heat 1 had 
enduc’d. The lat. upon Obfervation, 
was found to be 40 deg. 9 min. We 
were becalm’d till Midnight; but Friday 
9th, we nfede way with the Wind at N.

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(\A/i and again at E S. E. At Night for fear 
GemtlU. of Land, we fteer’d N* and by £. be* 
1698. ingin the lac. 39 deg. 50 min. Satur- 
C*J day 10th, fteer’d S. S. E. the Wind be- 
ing E. About Noon we difcover’d the 
Ifland of FayaL, which they fay is very 
Fruitful ; the lat. 39 deg. 1 5 min. We 
coafted along the South fide of the 
Ifland, becaufe we could not on the North 
fide, the Wind being contrary. After 
Mid-night we lay by, for fear of being 
a-ground. Sunday 1 1 th, making much 
way towards E. S. E. with the Wind at 
N. E. we pafs’d by the Ifland Pico, be- 
longing to the King of Portugal, well 
inhabited, and Fruitful in Wheat, and 
fevcral forts of European Fruit. We 
were becalm’d at Night. Monday 1 zth,the 
Wind coming up at North, we fteer’d 
E. and by S. and afterwards E. S. E. T «- 
efday 13th, fail'd E and then E. S. E. 
the Wind coming to N. E. the lat. 37 
deg. 20. min. W tdnefday 14th, fteer’d 
E. S. E. and E finding the lat. to be 30 
deg. 56 rain. Thurfday 15th, we made 
little way upon the fame Point, the 
Wind being Northerly, and lay by at 
Night, becaufe the Wind was contra- 
ry. Friday 1 6th, at break of day, we 
Jaw two Englijh Men of War among us, 
bound agaiuft the Salle Pyrates. We 
lay by the lat. 35 deg. 30 min. Satur- 
day 17th, we fteer’d N. E. the Wind 
being E. S.E. andfound the lat. 3$ deg. 
3 6 min. We made but little way, and 
Sunday 18th, the Wind quite fell, which 
gave opportunity for a Proccffion to be 
made aboard, andprefently after it the 
Wind blew fair at S. which carry’d us 
E. N. E Monday 19th, the Wind S. W. 
we fteer’d E N. E. to recover the loft 
Latitude, and becaufe we made good 
way, the Captain recall’d the Order he 
tad given of fhortning the Mens allow- 
ance of Bisket, to fix Ounces a day ; the 
lat. 36 deg. About Midnight, the Man 
at the Helmcry’d out, that the Rudder 
touch’d ground, which put all into a great 
fright. Some laid we were upon the 
Flats, but the Pilots deny'd it, faying 
the Flats were 52 Leagues, beyond the 
Ifland of St. Mary. Others laid it had 
been an Earthquake, others that we had 
pafs’d over a Whale, asfhelay afleep ; 
but hearing that the fame had hapned 
to the other Ships, it confirm'd the Opi- 
nion of the Earthquake. 

Tuefday 20th, it rain'd, and then the 
Wind came to N. W. and we fteerld E. 
N. E. At Night it blew a Storm, which 
made us lye under a Fore-fail, and it 
lafted till Wtdnefday lift. After that 


we were becalm’d, and then drove for- 
ward by a ftrong S. W. gale. Ac Night 
it blew S. S. E and we fteer’d E. and by 
N. Thurfday nd, we fteer’d E N. E. 
the lat. 37 deg. 2 min. Friday 23d, we 
lay athwart the Wind without any 
Cloath abroad, becaufe the Wind was 
contrary. The Pilots difputed abotic 
the diftance from Land, and the moll 
favourable Opinion was, thar we were 
50 Leagues from Cape St. Vwctnt. We 
continu'd in the fame Pofture, till Sa- 
turday 24th, at Noon; the lat. 37 deg. 
40 min. afterwards wc fleer’d S. and by 
E rather than lye always in the fame 
place. Sunday 2,th, the Order began 
to be put in Execution, to give every 
Man 6 Ounces ot bisket a Day , with 
a fmall meafure of Water, which ra- 
ther increas’d, than quench’d Thirlt 
At Night it pleas’d God to fhow his 
Mercy on us, fending a N. E. Wind 
which allow’d us to ileer E. S. E. and 
Monday 26th, in the Morning we could 
lye £. and by S. the lat. 37 dig. 1 5 min. 
The fame Courfe was lieJd at Night, 
and Tuefday 27th til] Noon ; when find- 
ing the lat. 36 deg. 50 min. we fteer’d 
E. the Pilot reckoning wc# were forty 
Leagues from Cape St. Vincent , and his 
Mate but thirty. 

That Night, and all Wtdnefday 28th, 
we fail'd E. and by N. the Wind at N. 
N. W. a fmall Vefiel keeping a-head 
and Sounding all the way, the lat. 36 
deg. 40 min. Two hours before Sun- 
fet, we difcover’d a fmalT Ship, which 
told us ihe was French bound from Brejl 
to the Ifland Madera. Soon after we 
few four VefTels' more , Handing the 
fame Courfe we did, whereupon our 
Captain caus’d the Guns (being about 
50 Brafs pieces) to be made ready, and 
the Deck to be clear’d of all Cabbins 
and other Encumbrance. There was 
much Confofion in flowing fo many 
Chefts, and Bundels, as lay about; then 
he furnilh’d all Perfons with Arms and 
Ammunition, and aflign’d every Man 
his Poll. At Night he kept Lights be- 
tween Decks , and all bis Crew in a 
rcadiuefs, having heard 5 Guns fir'd 
one after another, which gave Notice 
that the four Ships were dofe a Stern 
of us. All things being in Order, we 
expeded the five Ships under onr Con- 
voy, and then held on our Cofirfe. 

Thurfday 29th, we fail’d E. and by N. 
and then E N. E. the Wind at N. W„ 
We underftood thofe Ships were Friends, 
bound from the North for CadiC No 
Obfervation was taken- Before Night

VW) V; is our Admiral, and the other two 
the Galcons of Ovilla , and Garay parted 
from us in the Storm above two Months 
before. The Merchant Ships faluted 
*hem with 5 Guns, were anfwer’d with 
3, and return'd the like Number, then 
’the Admiral gave one, and the Mer- 
chants did the latne. We were inform’d 
that the Admiral coming out of the 
Channel of Bahama fprung her Fore- 
moft, and Main-top-mall:, and had her 
Sprit-iail carry’d into chc Sea by the 
violence of the Wind, and therefore had 
lain by eight Days to refit, being almoft 
ready to return unto the Indies. We 
fleer'd E. the Wind at W. the lat. 36 
deg. 35 mhi. Saturday 30th, fail’d E. 
and then E. and by N. the Wind N. 
Finding the lat. upon Obfervation 3 6 
deg. 1 1 min. and perceiving the Current 
had call us off from 3 6 deg. 30 min. the 
lat. of Cadiz., we fleer’d at Night E. N. 
E. 

Sunday the 1 ft of June , when, accord- 
ing to the Pilot’s Account, we thought 
our felvcs scar Land, we faw nothing 
of it. We found the lat. 36 deg. 14 
min. and foon after a Ship fir’d a Gun 
to give Notice they faw Land, which 
was very joyful News to us. We per- 
ceiv’d the Current fet S. E. fince we had 
got but three Minutes to Northward. 
Monday 2d, we could not approach the 
Land by reafon of the contrary Wind, 
which was E. and therefore we fleer’d 
N. Wc made little way that Night, 
and Tuejday 3d, were^becalm’d, but be- 
fore Noon the Wind came up at S. and 
let us forward for the Shore. The belt 
was, that in three Days, nine Pilots, 
could not decide what Land it was, or 
how far from Cadiz*, tho’ it was their 
native Soil. Then we difeover’d a Sail, 
which being call'd in by a Slat from the 
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Admiral put up French Colours, and an- 
fwer'd with a Gun. Then the French- 
Man faluted with feven, and the Admi- 
ral anfwer’d with five. The French Cap- 
tain prefented the Admiral with lome 
Refrelhmcnt, laying, he came out of 
Cadiz, the Day before on purpofe to meet 
him m , becaufc he was hourly expected in 
the City. He added he had that Morn- 
ing lpoke with the Captain of a Turkijh 
Ship of fifty Guns, of whom he under- 
flood there were two more at Cape St. 
Vincent. The French Ship bore us Com- 
pany (having 3 5 Guns) we fleering E. 
and by N. and then E. N. E. Two 
Mcflengers were fent before in the Ten- 
der, with two Packets, one for the King, 
the other for the India Houfe. We held 
on our Courlc towards Land E. N. E. 
and after Mid-night began to Sound, as 
is ufual, to find out on what part of the 
Coafl of Cadiz, we were. Wednefday 4th, 
fleer’d firfl E. N. E. and then S. E. to 
get into the Bay of Cadiz.. We left the 
Land of Rota belonging to the' Duke of 
Areas on the left, and abundance of 
Ships that lay at Anchor in the Bay. 

At lafl, God be prais’d, wc came to an 
Anchor near the Putales , having fail’d 
460 Leagues from Bermudas , and 1 300 
from Havana in 84 Days. All Cadiz. 
rejoye'd, forgetting the lofi of feveral 
Millions by the Sacking of Carthagena ; 
not only the Houles, but the Steeples 
being adorn’d with Colours fet up ; and 
all the Shore cover’d with a Multitude of 
People come down to fee us, the Bells 
throughout all the City Ringing to Eccho 
the People’s Joy. Before the Anchors 
were dropt I went alhore in a Boat, leav- 
ing all my Equipage behind ; knowing 
it could not be carry’d off till the Indulto 
was fetled, which is a Compofition for 
the King’s Duties. 1 took a Room in 
an Inn to recover my ielf after my paft 
Sufferings.

An Account of what is mofi Remarkable 

Journey to 

"V N Wedncfday the id of July, I 
Oemelli. ■ ■ fd out for Port St. Mary , and 

1699. took U p m y Lodging a t the 

Flemmings Inn, who gave good Entertain- 
ment for nine Royals a Day 3 but I could 
have failed all Day to hear him talk of his 
Quality. He drew out a greafy Parch- 
ment which he laid was a Grant from 
King Philip* the Fourth, and had coil 
him four Piftoles. But a Dutch Captain 
of a Ship made him Mad, ridiculing him, 
and faying, the Arms on the Parchment 
were none of his 3 and that, as he had 
Bought it of fome Sharper, fo he cry’d 
it up to Sell it him for a piece of Eight. 

Having hir’d a Calalh upon Thurfday 
3d, for 1 2 Royals, l went in it through 
a well cultivated Country three Leagues 
to St. Lttcar de Barr+meda, a Town big- 
ger than Cadiz., fcated on the left-hand 
Bank of the River Guadalquivir, which 
makes it abound in all Things, and be- 
longing to the Duke of Medina Sidonia. 
Here I took Boat, before Sun-fcr, and 
having run up about iix Leagues with 
Wind and Tide, till about Mid-night, 
the Watermen call Anchor, and we lay 
there the remaining part of the Night. 
trid.ry.yth, the Tide ferving three Hours 
after Sun-riling, we went on again. This 
Kivu, tho’ winding, is fmooth, and a- 
bont 100 Paces over. At Night we 
came to a Village call’d la Puebla 3 and 
thence to Corea belonging to the King, 
not far from the other, both of them 
on the right fide of the River, and 12 
Leagues from St. Lucar. Two Leagues 
f.irtHbr we came to G elves, a Village be- 
longing. to the Duke of V traguasf where 
we anchor’d, becaufe the Tide was Ebb, 
and agaioft us.

ing we advanced again with the Flood 3 
fo that an Hour before Day wc anchor'd 
at the Golden Tower , where I was forced 
to give the Officers fomething that they 
might not Search my Trunks.

Saturday 5th,' wc got into Sevil, thro’ 
the Gate of the Arfeual, where 1 gave me.is. * 
the Officers half a piece of Eight to pafs 
my Goods. Andrew Cafiagnola, a Genoefe, 
courteoully receiv’d me* in his Houle, 
and after Dinner we went in a Coach 
and four Horfcs to take the Air in the 
Alameda. Here are long rows of Trees, 
and in the midft of them a Fountain, 
which ferves to Water the Place every 
Night, and to fill the Trenches about it. 

At the Entrance into this Place there 
are two high, and autient Pillars, with 
two Statues on them much impair’d with 
Age, one of which they lav r cprefents 
Hercules, and the other 0 .;a ;■ 3 it 

is not known whether they were c. cdled 
by the Romans, and I doubt of it very 
much, becaufe of the Words Plus Ultra 
carv’d on them 3 unlels perhaps they 
were not cut when the Pillars were ere- 
cted. 

Sevil is (bated in a Plain, in the Lati- 
tude of 37 Degrees, and 20 Minutes. 

It is almolt round, and not much left 
than two Leagues in compafs 3 fb Popu- 
lous that it contains about 42 Monaftc- 
ries of Religious Men, and 36 Nunne- 
ries, and 1 2 Hofpitals, befides the Pa- 
rilh Churches 3 and all thole good Stru- 
ctures, as are the Palaces, and the Hou- 
fes of the Citizens. But the Streets are 
not j>av’d , narrow , crooked , and 
much like thofe of the Moorijh Towns, 
which makes them very Inconvenient in 
Summer fbr Dull, and in Winter for 

Dirt, 
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rvA-^ Dirt, befidcs their being fo Intricate that 
iiemelli. a Stranger eafily loles himfelf. There 
1699* are 14 Gates in its low Walls j the 
t/AJ raoft Remarkable of which is that of Xe- 
w, at which King Ferdinand made his 
Entry, when he took it from the Moors. 
The Suburbs are thofe of St. Bernard , 
St. Bine ditty St. Koch y Tablada, la Fume 
dd Anobihijpo , and others.^ On the right 
h’de of the River is another little City, 
call’d Triana , join’d to Sevil by a wooden 
Bridge. There is nothing in it Remark- 
able, but a Monaftcry of Carthujians , and 
the Palace and Prifons of the luquilition. 
Sevil is nothing inferior to Madrid for 
bignefs, or number of Inhabitants. The 
Men arc handlbmcr than the Women, 
but very Proud.

:> l’alaco. to Ice the Alcazjir y or Palace of the 
Maori Jh Kings. About the firft Court, 
which is large, are the Dwellings that 
ferv’d tor the Family y whence palling 
through a Portico fupported by 32 fmall 
Marble Pillars, where they fay was the 
King’s Table, they goto the Baths. Then 
wc came into the fixond Court, about 
which there are noble Apartments, in 
the lower Floor, which now ferve for 
an Archive 3 and thofe above for the 
Governor of the City’s Habitation 3 they 
all look Majeftick, notwithftanding the 
carv’d Work, and Gilding appears to 
be made by a barbarous Hand. I11 the 
void Place about the Baths there are four 
fquares of Orange-Trees, made as they 
fay for the Divcrfion of Queen Mary dc 
Padilla, Wife to King Peter y lirnam’d 
the Cruel y who often us’d to Rcfort thi- 
ther. Oppofitc to them is the great Gate 
that led to the Apartments. Firft there 
is a long Room or Gallery, which leads 
into fuch another, and that to a good 
Iiandfbmc Chamber, out of which they 
go down to the lower Apartments. 
Here is a fine Court, in the nature of a 
Cloiftcr, with 52 Marble Pillars, and a- 
bout it feven State Rooms after the Moor- 
ij!) Fafhion, ctuioufly adorn’d with carv’d 
Work ; what dclcrvcs to be particularly 
obferv’d is a Cupula y and a State-Room, 
where perhaps the Royal Throne flood. 
The Work fhews it was begun by the 
Moors y and fmifli’d and improv’d by the 
Spkniards. Iii the fccond Gallery there 
is an Iron Gate which leads firft into a 
Square, in which is a Fifh-Pond, or great 
Bafon, with a Statue pouring out Witter 
at fcvcral Parts y then there is a Way on 
the Right down two pair of Stairs into 
two Squares encompnfs'd with*high and 
thick Mirtlc- Trees. Here there arc fc- 
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veral Statues, clad in that fapic Giecn-i 
and reprefenting Mulicians, with feverai 
forts of Inftruments in their Hands y on 
the Ground there are abundance of lit- 
tle Holes for Water to gulh out to vvafli 
People as they go by. Further on fiiii 
upon the famclxvcl, on the right Hand 
there are two other Squares of Mirtlc- 
Trecs, artificially cut. Hence we pals'd 
Into another wall’d Place, in which tlici e 
arc eight Squat es with feverai Plants, 
about them good Hedge-Rows of Mirtlc, 
and in the middle line Allies to Walk. 
There are two Fountains, one tiofc to 
the Wall curioufly wrought, the other 
under an Arch, with fcvcral Figures of 
Beafts and Men, cue of them founding 
a Trumpet. At the end of the Alley 
oppofitc to this Arch, 1 have fpoke of, 
is a Door leading to a Fountain in Rock- 
Work, which was going to Rtfin, for 
want of looking after y about it there are 
tliic k Squares of Mirtlc. Going through 
another Door oppofite to it is a litrie 
Stimmer-Honfe cover’d with Purctllanc, 
but ill order’d, and by it another Bafon, 
with a Statue pouring out Water. Here 
are fcvcral Plats of Rofcs, and other 
Flowers. Adjoyning to this *s another 
Orange and Lemmon Garden j and ano- 
ther of Greens parted by a high Wall. 

In this Place there arc two rows of Ar- 
ches, one upon another, with Iron gilt 
Balconies. All hitherto ddcrib'd is en- 
clos’d with high Walls, with fquare Tow- 
ers at convenient diftances. 

Monday 7th, going about to view the n . , 
City, 1 faw the Monaftcry of St. Paul of lJr '' 
the Dominic ans y not ^et finilh’d \ the 
Plan is large , has great Pillars, which 
are to fupport the Arches of Dormito- 
ries for 150 Fathers. The Church is 
large, and has three Hies. Thence we 
went to the Francifcans y a Monaftcry re- 
markable, not for Beauty, but for Big- 
ncfs, having feverai Cloifters, with a iMj 
great number of Cells for 200 Friars, 

The Novicefhip Hands a-part in an An- 
gle of the Orchard. The Church is not 
very big, but has many Chappcls about 
it, which are like fo many little Chur- 
ches, efpecially thofe of the Bifcainers y 
and PortHguefes. On the fide of the 
Church is a roundRoom,hung with Crim- 
fon Velvet, where the 24 Regidores y who 
govern’d the City meet with the* Jhades 
and Juradosy who oppofe them in fuch 
Things as are not convenient. The firft 
of thefe* fit upon Benches made fall on 
high about the Room \ the others on 
Benches cover’d with Leather Handing on 
the Floor \ there is fuch another Room 
D d d d 
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above Stairs for Winter. The Church of 
Gemctli. the Aferceharians , whither we went next, 
1699- tho’ fmall, is very beautiful ; and the 
Alonaftcry fpacious with plealant Cloi- 
^ Crs adorn’d with Marble Pillars. This 
was the firft built in Sev'tl, after Expel- 
ling the Moors in the Year 1 249. 

The Thence 1 went to the Lor.ja, other- 
change. wife call’d Cafa deComercio de la India , 
whieh is the Exchange ; which is a large 
Structure arch'd and fupported by Pillars 
of hard Stone. Here a Prior and two 
Confuls Adminifter Jufticc to Merchants 
under a Canopy in a (lately Hall ; and 
to Aflefs and receive the Indulto the King 
demands upon the arrival of Plate Fleets ; 
as alfo the Duties for other Expenccs. 
That Year, notwithftanding the Lois 
fuftain’d at Cartbagena, the Merchants 
were oblig’d to pay three Millions and a 
half at Portabelo , and the Confuls endea- 
vour’d to make them pay a greater Sum. 

Then vve faw the Archbilhop’s Palace 
Archbi- of an ordinary Structure. It has two 
(hop's Pa- Courts, and large Apartments, both a- 
“ ce * bove and below, fit for fo great an Arch- 
bifliop, whole Revenue amounts to 1 20000 
pieces of Eight. The fined thing above 
Stairs is the Oratory ; and in the Sacrilty 
the rich Veftments, adorn’d with Gold, 
and artificially laid up in fmall Drawers. 

The Cathedral, which is near the 
Cathedral Houfe, and the Model of all the Cathe- 
drals in the Indies , may be call’d another 
St. Peter's at Rome, as well for its large- 
nefs, as bccaufe the Work about it is 
not yet fmilh’d after fo many Years, be- 
ing fuch as requires fome Ages. A Square 
of Orange-trees, encompafs’d with half 
Pillars with Iron Chains, leads to one of 
the five Gates on the fides of the Church, 
befides the three in the Front, which is 
not yet finilh’d. This Church is about 
fifty Paces in length within, and propor- 
tionably broad, having five Hies, and 
handfomc Pillars. It has 75 Altars, but 
the great one is of an incomparable Stru- 
durc, being a Semicircle, with a way to 
it from the Choir, enclos’d with gilt 
Iron Baniftcrs. They told me the Paf- 
chal Candle fet up there on Holy Satur- 
day, weighs 62$ Pounds. The Choir is 
adorn’d with excellent Carving, and two 
good Organs. In the Chappel where the 
Body of the Holy King Ferdinand lies, 
on the one fide is the Tomb of King 
Alphonjb , who was chofen Emperor, and 
on»the other that of Queen Beatrix. On 
the Tomb of D. Ferdinand Coiujnbus , the 
Son pf Chriftqpber Columbus , the firft Dif- 
coverer of America , are thefe Words. 

A Caftilla, y a Leon, 

Nuevo Mundo dio Colon. 


That is, Columbus gave a new World 
to the Crowns of Cafiile and Leon. The 
divine Service is here perform’d by 95 
Chapter Men, befides inferior Priefts, 
Servants and Muficians, to the Number ’ 
in all of 250, maintain’d according to 
their Quality with a Revenue of 80000 
pieces of Eight. In the Sacrifty, be- 
lides the Ornament of curious Carving 
and Painting, -and precious Relicks, is a 
SilverTabcrnaclc,weighing 2650 Pounds; 
and a Brals Tenebra Candleftick of 2001, 
Pound, which they told me colt 300.0 
pieces of Eight, bccaufe of its excellent • 
Workmanlhip. The Mufick Books for 
the Service of the Choir coft Seoco 
pieces of Light. They ftill Ihew the Key 
the Moorijh King deliver’d to King Fer- 
dinand upon the Surrender of the City. 
Adjoyniug to the Sacrifty is the Room 
before the Chapter, adorn’d with half 
Reliefs of Marble made by an excellent 
Hand. 1 he Place where the Chapter 
meets is round, and arch’d, all hung 
with Crimfou Velvet. On the fide of the 
Church is the Oratory, for keeping the 
Blellcd Sacrament to carry to the Sick. 
There are in it eleven Altars, and a 
good Sacrifty, all adorn’d with fine Mar- 
ble Statues of half Relief. This Orator^ 
is ferv’d by four Curates. The Tower 
of the Church is Majeftick enough. 
Square, made of folid Stone curioufly 
Wrought, and grows narrower ftill as 
it rifes, being above 200 Geometrical 
Feet in height. Within it the Stairs are 
fuch that a Man may ride a Horfc up to 
the Belfry, where there are 25 Bells, 
Great, and Small, and there arc feveral 
Rooms for Servants. On the top of it 
ftands a Statue of gilt Brals call’d la Gi- 
ralda , which turns with the Wind like a 
Weathercock. 

Next I went to fee the Houfe of the 
Vtnerables , or for Priefts to retire to, 
which was then Building at a vaft Ex- 
pence. The Church is well enough a- 
dorn’d with gilt Images, and fundry Pi- 
ctures ; and the Monaftery has a ftatcly 
Cloiftcr, with Marble Pillars. Without 
the City I law the Hofpital of the Cha- 
rity. The Houfe is well Built and Large, 
and there are good Beds in the Galleries. cbtrUi 
The Church tho’ fmall, and but with 5 
Altars, is remarkable for good Paint- 
ing. Here I law a fine Silver Taberna- 
cle. 

The Houfe of St. Elmo is the Place $ t m- 
where Boys arc taken in to be Inftrufted 
in the Art of Navigation, there being a 
Ship in,the middle of the Court, and 
then they are fent to the Indies. When 

they 
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<\A/l they return, the Governors of the Houle 
Ccuiclli. receive them, and recover their Wages 
1699* of the King, or Traders, as long as 
to.'NJ they will continue to live in that Houle, 
which is very large. 

. • n Next, we walk’d about the Walls, as 

* ' far as the AqueduB, which, tho’ Built, 

as they told me by the Romans., Itill con- 
veys the Water to the City. Thence 
we went to the Prado, .or Plain of St. 
Jufia, and St. Rufina, the Prote&reifes of 
Sevil, becaufc they fuffer’d Martyrdom 
there, and then entred the City again 
at the Gate of Carmona. By the way I 
law the Palace Built by the Duke of 
Alcala, when he return’d from his Tra- 
vels, after the Model of Ptlat's Palace 
fliown at Jerufalem.

Thence wc went to fee the Cafa dc 
India- la Comrataciou , or India- Houfc, in which 

Houfc. there are three Halls, one call’d of Go- 
vernment, or the Chamber of Directi- 
on, in which lit a President, and fomc 
other Officers, all Sword-men ; another 
in the Chamber of Juftice, where arc 
three Oydons, or Judges, and a Fifcal , 
or King’s Solicitor ; and the Third the 
Trcafury, where others of the King’s 
Officers meet. The Prefideut lives in 
this Houfe. 

Wednefday 9th, my Friend and I went 
S. Jaomc. t0 the Monaftery of S. Jerome. The 
moll wonderful Thing there, is an Image 
of that Saint, made of Clay, about 1 80 
Years lince, with the Crucifix and Lion, 
by a Neapolitan ; all fo natural and arti- 
ficial, that it looks as if it were really 
alive. Phdip the 4th, of happy Memo- 
ry law, and would have had it for the 
Efcnrial-, but the Fathers excus’d them- 
felves, alledging the Difficulty of ear- 
ring fuch a brittle Thing fo far.

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Strudure, erefted by the Duke of Al- 
cala, and there are in it ftltely Rooms, 
and a Court befet with Pillars. 

Going over the Bridge we came to camufi- 
Triana, and thence to las Cuevas, or the ans . 
Carthuftans. Tho’ theMonaftery is large, 
and has ftately Pillars, the Church is 
fmall, but well adorn’d. There are fivS 
Tombs in it, with curious marble Sta-, 
tues, of the Counts of Tar if a. »ln the 
Sacrifty there are molt precious R clicks, 
and Church Stuff of great Value. They 
lliow a Brals Piece, which they lay is 
one of thole given to Judas. In the 
Chapter there are two Statues of the 
aforefaid Counts, and on a beautiful Al- 
tar, one of our Blcflid Lady well enough 
Carv'd. In another Room is the Tomb 
of the Archbilhop Mena, Founder of 
the Place. 

As we return’d Home late, I was Statuc ( ,f 
ffiow’d in the Street call'd Id Can deleje , k. jvk -7 
a half Figure of King Peter , whom they 
call the Cruel. Asking the meaning of 
it I was told , that he going about at 
Night Incognito, as he was wont to do, 
to Ipy what was doing about the City, 
quarrell’d with a Spa, lift Bravo, who 
would not give him the w*y, and had 
the Fortune to Kill him. The Body be- 
ing found in the Morning, the King or- 
der’d the Murderer Ihould be enquir’d 
after, and feverely proceeded agaiuft. 

The Alcade was fo diligent that he dis- 
cover'd the Truth ; and the King ask- 
ing about it, he anfwered, he could pro- 
ceed no farther, becaufc the Murderer 
was too Powerful. Being again com- 
manded to proceed tjj the utmoft rigour 
of the Law, whofoever the Pcrfon was, 
the Alcade caus’d the King to be Be- 
headed in Effigie, and in Memory there- 
fore the half Statue was fee up in the 
Street where the Murder hapned. 

Thurfday 10th, in the Morning, I 
went to the great Market, and there 
found a vaft Concourfe of Buyers and 
Sellers; and after Dinner to a Caftle 
they fay was Built by the Moors , 
now call’d 5 .

On Thurfday the 4th, in 
the Morning the Father Re&or appoint- 
ed another Father to fhow us the Rari- 
ties of that Monaftery. We came into 
the great Court through a noble Front of 
MalTy Stone, over which is the Statue of 
St. Laurence ; and proceeding thence in- 
to the 2d, found there beautiful Apart- 
ments about it, and a moft curious Fron- 
tifpiece over the Church-door, with lix 
Statues of Prophets. The Church has 
three I Acs, fupported as is the Cupula The 
by large Pillars of hard Stone. The Church, 
high Altar is exceeding Majeftick, and 
adorn’d with double rows of Fillats, of 
choice Marble, being r8 in number, 
which ferve alio to fee oft* the curious 
Pictures. Going up 17 Steps of the 
lame Stone, there appears a Taberna- 
cle all garnilh’d with Gold, and preci- 
ous Pillars of Jafpcr, and w ithin it ano- 
ther lefs Tabernacle adorn’d with pre- 
cious Stones of ineftimable vafuc. On 
the lide Walls arc the Statues of Charles 
the 5th, and Philip the 2ds in fine Mar- 
ble. On the left is the Oratory, where 
the King and Queen ule to withdraw. All 
the Arches of the Church are painted by 
Giordano. The Father then Ihow’d us 
a great lilver Statue reprclenting St. Lau- 
rence, kept in a Cupboard, with many 
Relicks of the moft Glorious Saints ot 
the Church. 

Hence wc went down to the place p aM i !eor 
where are the Tombs ol the Kings, and 
Queens that are Fruitful, apart from 
that of the Barren ones, and Kings Chil- 
dren, and found it all cover’d with cu- 
rious black Marble, like the Tombs of 
the Kings of Spain, here bury’d till this 
day. Then wc went to fee the Sacrifty, 
and here were Ihow’d Church-ftuf, a- 
dorn'd with precious Stones, Gold Frin- 
ges, and Rich Embroidery. There is 
alio a great Silver Tabernacle of extra- 
ordinary Workmanlhip, lent as a Pre- 
fent by the Emperor to the King of 
Spain. We faw an Antependium of Sil- 
ver curioufly wrought; a Mineral Stone 
with feveral large Emrauds in it, which 
ierves as a Pax ; and a Crols of Dia- 
monds, Rubies, Emraods, and other 
Stones of great value. , 

Then we were carry’d into a little 
Room, where there were many Relicks, 
lome Manufcripts of St. Terefa and 0- 
ther Saints, and a Pitcher or Stone Vef- 
fel, that will hold 20 Car off as of Naples , 
in whichfcthey lay our Saviour convert-

All the Arches of it made 
large Chap.pcls, like thofe of St. Sophia 
at ConfiantinopUy and all of Carv’d Stone, 
as is the reft of the Church. Then we 
went into the Library, and faw a great 
number of Books of fcvcral Sciences in 
excellent Order 3 but they told me that 
fcvcral Arabick Manulcripts were gone, 
they knew not which way. 

TnePictures in this Place are wonder- 
ful, being Painted by great Matters, but 
the moft Stupcndious thing is a Load- 
ftonc, that bears 24 Pounds of Iron, 
and is fo adtivc, that it Operates tho’ a 
folid Body iuterpofe. Yet what moft 
amazes is, that it does not draw the J- 
ron unlefs it be fet length-ways with the 
North Point to it. We went up one of 
the Corner Towers to fee the Chimes 
lent out of Flanders by the Count de 
Monterey , but they do not play cxaftly 
true. The King’s Apartment is adorn’d 
with the bell Pifturcs of the laft Age, 
and from his Bedchamber, he can tee 
the Tabernacle of the High Altar. 
There is a Way out of the lame Apart- 
ment into the Oratory before men- 
tion’d. 
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In the Monaft ery are 14 Cloiftcis, 
wich fiverows of Dormitories one above 
another 3 but it is to be obferv’d that in 
this Place there live three feveral Fa- 
milies of Religious Men, with their le- 
veral Superiors, all Independent of one 
another. They are in all 200, main- 
tain’d by the King, and well fet v’d, for • 
all the Inhabitants of the next v illage 
are at their Service, being maimau'd by ' 
the Moaaftcry. There are federal Or- 
chards of Fruit, and Fiower Gardens, 
with Mirdescurioully cut, representing 
the King’s Arms and other Figuics; nor 
are the Criftalliuc Fountains ids delight- 
ful. Belides the fine Mirtlcsiu the great 
Cloifter, there is a llatcly Cupula of 
choice Maible in the middle 3 and Fi/h- 
pouds full of fcvcral forts of Filh. 1 here 
are alfo many Artificers adjoyning to 
the Monallery, for its Service, and A- 
partments dole by lor the Courtiers, 
when the King is there. This was built 
by King Philip the 2d, in purfuancc of 
a Vow made on the 10th of Aupujl, at 
the Battle of St. Quint in, where for 
the conveniency of bis Army, he was 
forced to deftroy a Church dedicated 
to the lame Saint. The Work was fi- 
nilh’d in 32 Years, a Ihort time for fo 
great a Stru&ure, that King laying out 
twenty Millions and half upon it y be- 
fides the yearly Revenue of 46000 pie- 
ces of Eight a Year, for maintenance of 
the Monallery. 

Friday 5 th, we return’d by the way of 
Roxas to Madrid , where being dilap- 
pointed of going by the way of Alicante 
as 1 had intended, 1 trjok two Places for 
24 pieces of Eight, in the Coach for 
Pamplona , and having taken leave of my 
Friends, prepar’d for my Journy.

Tbttrjday 18th, having travell’d two ioth,twy 
Leagues, we came before Noon to Pam- ^League* 
flona, and I lodg’d at a good Inn, in St. 
Nicholas's Street. 

This City feated in the latitude of 43 rmpiov:, 
degrees, is the Metropolis of the King- describ'd , 
dom of Navarre , and therefore the u- 
fual refidence of the Viceroy, and of all 
the Courts. For Spiritual Affairs it has 2 
Bilhop, who at this time acted as Vice- 
roy, till another were font. This Bilhop s 
Revenue is 22000 pieces of Eight, and 
he lias a Palace better than l!ic Vji ctoy’s, 

The City Hands upon an uneven Ground, 
at the Foot of the Pyrenean Mountains, 
and has fonie infallible riling Ground, 
and Plain. The com pafs of Its Wails, 
which are almoH an Oftogon, is about 
half a I .eagne. The Houles arc gene- 
rally well built, and Provilions at a rca- 
fonablc Rate. The Mo»aRcrics and 
Churches are not very Stately ; the Ca- 
thedral is large, and has five Ifles, but 
of finooth Stone, and is very Dark , the 
CIoiRer joining to it, is a handfome 
Strudture. The Citadel is very large, 
and the Walls fo thick, that two Coach- 
es may go abreaR on them. The Ditch 
is very deep, and the Place very Hrong, 
provided it be well furnilh’d, with Men, 
and Cannon. 

The Inhabitants of Pamplona, and ge- 
nerally all the Navarrois are affable, and 
lovers of Strangers, fhowing them much 
Refpetf as they pafs through their Coun- 
try, and preferring them before their 
own People, cither in felling, or anyo- 
thcr thing \ and therefore any Man may 
Travel through the Kingdom, without 
apprehending to be affronted, or wrong’d. 

I found not fo much difficulty in get- 
ting a Pafs of the Bilhop, ading as Vice- 
roy, as in finding Horfes , oecaufe it 
was HarveR time, and all the BeaRs 
were employ’d in the Country. D.

Saturday 2oth, \vr fet out two Hours 
before Day, along a very bad and Moun- 
tainous Road, and leaving behind us at 
the end of a League, the Village of F.j- 
pinal, and a League further Bnrgbeto. , 
whctc a<Governor with a Guard keeps 
the Pals; about an hundred Paces be- 
yond it, we came to the Village of RonceJ- 
valles, an cxcellivc cold Place, and there- 
fore the Houfes there are covered with 
Planks that cannot be broke by the Frofl*. 
The Church belongs to the King, and 
there belong to it 1 2 Canons, who have 
each 300 Ducats a Year, bclidc the Dcmi- 
canons. The Canons themfelvcs fill tip 
the vacancies among them, but the King 
has the nomination of the Prior. In 
this Church they Ihew two Clubs co- 
ver’d with Iron, us’d formerly in War, 
undone of the Stirrups of Orlando , the 
great Champion of Fi ance ; the Slip- 
pers Turpin the Hiltorian, and Bifhop of 
Paris, who came into Spam with Char- 
lemagne, wore when he fa id Mafs ; the 
fame Turpin’s Tomb, in a place apart 
from the Church , where the famous 
Battle is painted, in which fcveral of 
the bra vc ft Men of France dy’d, as they 
were returning home with Charlcmaign ; 
and laftly their Tombs. Riding hence 
along a craggy dangerous Path, on the 
Mountain, and going down oil the o-

•divides the two Powerful Kingdoms of 
st. fern de f rMCe and Spain. A League from thence 
^ Vi ^ we came ro St. Jean de Pied de Port , the 
# * Metropolis of the lower Navarre. It 
is well Wall’d, and has a finall Suburb. 
Thro* the midft of it runs a Rapid Ri- 
ver, which afforded 11s good Trouts for 
Supper. On the Hill that Commands 
Vol. IV. 


the City, is a Cattle regularly Forti- 
fy’d without, and good Houfes within 
for the Garrilbn. We lay in a good 
Inn. 

Sunday 21ft, wc bear’d Mafs there, 
and faw the Women by reafon of the 
Cold cover their Heads with Mantles, 
like thofe the Moors wear, and the Men 
with a fort of black Caps. 1 hir’d three 
Horfes to go as far as Pan, for nine 
French Crowns. 

Monday 22d, we fet out and tra veil’d 
through a Country well cultivated, and 
Green, with Country Houfes at conve- 
nient diftanccs. We crofs’d fevcral Ri- 
vers onBridges,and among the reft a great 
one, a League Ihort of Navarrens, where 
the Bridge is lhut up with Gates to make 
People pay for palling. Having rode .vjww# 
feven 1 .cagues, wc took op in the For- 
trefs of Navarrens , at the Cuftomers 
Houfc (as we had done at Pied de Port ) 
who did not practifc that ftt iftnefs us’d, 
in other Parts of France , hut pafs’d my 
Trunks without opening them, taking 
my Word for what was in them. This 
Fort feated in the Province of Bearn , 
is Garrifon’d by a Battalion of Foot, and 
by it runs a good River thac«bounds in 
Trouts. The King of France lias not 
only made the way fafe, but for the 
Travellers greater convcniency, has at 
certain diftances, caus’d Poles, aud Stones 
to be let up to fhew the way, and the 
diftance of Leagues; an A&ion wot thy 
fo great a Monarch. 

Having paid the Duties of the Cu- 
ftora-Houfc, 1 fet out betimes on Wed- 
nesday 23d, and having pafs’d over the 
River on a Stone Bridge to the Place of 
Arms, the Guard carry’d me before 
their Officer, who enquiring very Civi- 
ly, whence 1 came, diimifs’d me. The 
Road I travel I’d, though Mountainous 
look’d like one continu’d Garden. Af- 
ter riding two Leagues and a half, I 
bated at Moneim , where an old Hoftefs 
made me pay dear for a bad Dinner. A 
League from thence wc ferry’d over the 
River Gave, which falls into the Adour , 
and went to the Town of Lafcar, where 
the States of the Province meet, to a- 
void conteft about Precedence, in the 
Parliament of Pau. Befides the City in 
the Plain, which is open, there is ano- 
ther among the Mountains, but fmall 
and enclos’d with low Walls.* Depart- 
ing thence, we rode fix Leagues father, 
and lgy at 

Pau, the Metropolis of the Province 
of Bearn, it is divided into th& lower, 
which is Water’d by the River Gave, 

E e c e over 
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c\~ Ai/i over which there is a Scone Bridge of a 
iiemclli. vail length ; and the upper, where the 
» 6po. Parliament refides,where there is a good 
Caftle. Neither City is Wall’d; but the 
upper, has very good Houfes and rich 
Shops. Its (hape is long, and it may 
he fa id to have but one Street upon the 
level, for there is a deiccnt to tnolc on 
the tides: The Caftle is well Built after 
the ^Antient manner, without any Mo- 
dern Fortification. In the Court of it, 
there is noble Carving, and half Sta- 
tues of exquifite Workmanfhip ; efpe- 
cially a Shepherd, and Shepherdcfs let 
in a Wall. They fnew’d me Henry the 
IVths Royal Chappel, and the Room 
where he was Born, being on the Weft 
fide over the Garden. The Allyes in 
this Garden arc all Arch’d over by the 
Trees, and thick Plants running up in- 
terwoven, and knotted together like 
Arbours. Thence I went into the 2d 
Garden adorn’d with Mirtle, curioufly 
cut; thence into a Wood enclos’d with 
high Walls, in which there are two ftrait 
Walks of a vail length, ftiaded by tali 
Oaks ; and thence to a Hill, to fee ano- 
ther Garden, which was chat great 
King's delight ; but at prefent they are 
all ill look’d after. 

Returning home, I faw the Palace, 
where the Parliament meets, near the 
Caftle. Here 52 Counfcllors meet in 
four Courts, which are, one for Crimi- 
nal Caufcs ; one for the Revenue, or 
Exchequer ; and the other two for ci- 
vil Caufes. Every Councilor is al- 
low'd by the King 1 00 Piftoles a Year, 
befides their Prof®, but the Prefidents 
have more. All thefe Places are 
bought for ever, and may be fold again 
with the King’s leave. 

A League from Pou is the City Mor- 
lans , the Antientcft in the Province, and 
five Leagues from it the wholefome Wa- 
ters of Bagneres ; and at four Leagues 
diftance, the miraculous Image of our 
Lady of Veteran. There are in Pan 
four Monafterics of Men, and two of 
Nuns. 

Wednesday 24th, the Weather being 
bad, 1 did riot Travel, but hir’d three 
Hor fes to Toulouzx, for 1 5 French Crowns, 
and fet out on 

Thurfday 25 th, Rode two Leagues 
through a Plain well cultivated Country, 
water’d by fmall Rivulets, to bate at 
, k% the I«n of Bordes point, and thence three 
Leagues to lye at Tar be, by region of 
the bad way. T arbe is a City feated in 
a Plain,' and compos’d of fcveral Parts, 
for there is a good Suburb at firft coming 


in; then a Wall’d City ; then another big- 
ger than that, and Wall’d too ; and laft- 
ly other Houfes, continu’d for an Italian 
Mile in length. It is the Head of ( ‘ae 
Province of Bigorre , but Subjed totche 
Parliament of Toulouse. } 

Friday 26th, I travel’d four Leagues 
through a well cultivated Country, al- 
ways in fight Qf the high, and hoary Py- 
renean Mountains, which divide the 
two greateft Monarchies in Europe, and 
din’d at Puidarias , thence four more to 
the Village of Lamette , and one more to 
lye at Battaille. 

We mounted at break of day on Sa% 
tier day 27th, and Riding 3 Leagues, bat- 
ed at Lotnbez ., a wall’d Place, but finall ; 
and thence continu’d our Journy five 
I.eagues further to Plaifance , where we 
took up that Night. There came with 
me from Madrid, a half Milanefe of 
Spanijh extraction, who lov’d Water as 
a Dog loves a Cudgel, fo that he would 
be continually Drunk, and therefore 
could not fit his Horfc going down Hill, 
nor Ride in the Night, lo that he was 
often loft, yet 1 always found him in 
fome l avern, with a Pot in his Hand; 
fo that J had excellent Company of 
him. 

Sunday 28th, we fet out by break of 
Day, and travcll’d two Leagues along 
a plain cultivated Country, and lb ar- 
riv'd at the Suburb of Toulouze, which is 
wall’d in. Here the Officers were fatis- 
fy’d with a Piece of Mony, and forbore 
opening my Trunks, and therefore 
without making any ftay, having croft’d 
the Suburb, we went afoot from the 
Bridge, to the Cuckolds Inn. 

TeuUm.e a City, Famous for its Par- Toulon?'* 
Lament, and Univerfity, is feated in the 
lat. of 43 degrees, and 20 minutes, in 
an excellent Air, and may be call’d the 
greateft City in France , next to Paris , 
being half a League long, from Eaft to 
Weft, and the third part of a League 
in breadth. In the Year 638, after the 
Building of Rome , Q. Cepio deftroy’d it, 
and carryed thence a vaft quantity of 
Gold and Silver. The Walls at pre- 
fent are of Brick, with Towers after the 
antient manner, at proper diftances, 
with a narrow, but deep Ditch about 
them. The Houles are indiftferentl]P 
Built of Brick, and the Streets well 
Pav’d. In lhort, to me it look’d like an- 
other Taaris in Perfia. 

Abundance of Gentry lire in it, and 
generally the Inhabitants are well afFe&cd 
to Strange*, behaving themfclves Ho- 
neftly. Civilly, and Refpc&fuliy to- 
wards 
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PvA-O wards them, as is ufual throughout France. 
\ iictnclli. Provifions are cheap. The Bridge of 
v 4 r 699. Toulouxje over the Garonne , is not infe- 
riv to any in Taris. It is two Musket 
fhtijp in length, and broad enough for lix 
Coaches to go abreaft, all of good iquare 
Stoiic. There was another antienter 
Brick Bridge, which is gone to Ruin. 
The Garonne Springs in the Pyrenean 
Mountains, and is Navigable down to 
Pourdcatix, where it falls into the Sea. 
A Mile from Toulon z.e, it meets with the 
Canal cut by the prefent King Luis the 
i ^th. I could not well read the Inlcrip- 
tion on the Gate upon the Bridge, be- 
caufc a Shrub was grown out from a 
Cleft, between the Marble Stones, which 
hindred my feeing the Letters; but what 
i could diflern, wastothisEfled.

The Scnfe in Ihort is thus. Anno 
lfitfH. He that fubdu’dthc Ocean, fir/t 
made the Garonne bear a Yoke; curbing 
thy Waves, and joyning thy Shores with 
fuch a Bridge as has not before been fccn. 
This Woik was begun, and given over 
in defpair till happy times brought Luis. 
Who fhcrc is a Cafma] to the admira- 
tion of Tonlonz.e y might lay lo great a 
Weight on the Powerful St team. 

I went to heat Mals at the Dominicans , 
whofc Church is Arch’d, and fupported 
by Eight Pillars, which divide it into 
three Hies. In the middle of it is a cu- 
rious high Alcar and Choir. In the 
Sicrilty they Ihow’d me the Head of St. 
Thomas of A quin, upon a half Body of 
Silver. The Skull is feenby opening a 
Plate on the top of the Statue. 

Thence I went to fee the fo Renown- 
ed Parliament, instituted by Philip the 
Pair, but found it ihut up, that being 
Vacation time. After Dinner 1 went 
to the Town-Houfe, where there are 
eight Magillrates who Govern the City, 
and weai a long CrimlbnGarmcnt f with 
wide Sleeves laced with Gold. *The 
Houfe is ftatcly enough, the Walls all 
adorn’d with half Statues elf Marble, 
Vol. IV. 


and the Rooms with rich Pidpres of for- 
mer Magillrates. In the lirlt Room they 
ihow’d me Seats and Benches, on which 
they lit when they adminiitcr Jnffke 
Here was the Pidure of Lius the i 4 th 
King at France, fwearing to the Parlia- 
ment on his Knees, to keep their Pri- 
vileges before he came into the City, 
in the next Room there were fuch Ben- 
ches cover’d for them to meet i S pri- 
vate, and good Pidurcs about the Wal/s. 
Going up to the Rooms above, I found 
in the full Room the Pidurcs of all the 
Famous Men that have been o f Toulouze. 
In the next Antichamber, where the 
Aflembly of the Deputies of the Pro- 
vince is held, there were Chairs and 
Benches orderly placed, for every one 
to take the Place that was due to him. 
Here is the Pidure of Luis the 14th 
very Young, w hen he went to meet the 
Infanta ot Spain his Queen, 

Then I went to fee the great Canal, 
made by as great, a King, to open a Com- 
munication between the Mediterranean 
and the Ocean, cutting a Way through 
Mountains, levelling the Valleys, and 
forcing Natnre to fiibmit to Arc. Se- 
veral gatherings of Water, ifiade on the 
l lam and HiJls,fupply the Canal. Banks 
thrown up, keep in the Water at cer- 
tain diftances, where the Ground is low ; 
and thus the Boats go eafily to Toukuze, 
and they go down to the Port of Set , 
tour Leagues from Montpelier , where 
tne Water of the Canal, falls into the 
Mediterranean j as the Garonne tails in- 
to the Ocean, after palling by Boarde- 
This River an&Canal as has been 
laid, make the Communication between 
the Mediterranean and the Ocean, to 
lave Sailing quite round Spain, and parr 
°f France . Its depth is ten or twelve 
Spans, and the breadth about the length 
ot two Pikes, lo that it will not car- 
ry verry large Boats, and it often re- 
quires cleanfing. At this time it 
was dry, to be cleans’d and made deep- 
er# 

Monday 29th, being Michaelmas day, 

1 hear’d Mats in the Church of the G*r- ? 
melitesj where the Feaft was celebrated. * 
It has but one Ifle, but there are two 
outlets near the Door. The Choir 
and high Altar, are in the middle, well 
adorn d, as are all the Chappfls. Af- 
ter Dinner I went to the Cathedral, 
which tho’ it has three Ifles, is* not 
very good, both becaufe it is dark, and 
becaufe there are in the middle of iq 
many little parting Walls, for all the 
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ftveral forts of Officers and Magi- (hop’s Palace is Convenient, but not Beau- 
icmclh . Urates upon Feftivals. The Archbi- tiful.

CHAP. IV. 

The Author's journey from Toulouze to Marfcilles. 


H Aving hir’d a Calclh for 19 Crowns 
• to Montpellier , I fet out on Tuefday 
the laft day of September betimes, pat- 
ling through the very large Suburb of S. 
Michael. After eroding the Canal le- 
vel al times upon Bridges for the fpace of 
three l eagues and a half of a good Coun- 
ti y, I din’d at Bazjege, and then travel- 
ling through many Villages came very 
late to Caftelnau d* Art , four 1 .cagues and 
a half from Bauege. We Supp’d well 
for half a Crown a Head, being twelve 
at Table, and among them a Religious 
Man that Eat and Drank like an honell 
trench Man. At this Place there is a ga- 
thering ot Water for the ufe ot the C 1- 
nal, and two Leagues offanother, call'd 
of Noroujt. 

Setting out early on ll 'edntjday the 
firil of October , 1 came at the end of 
three Leagilts riding through a well Peo- 
pled Country to the Village of Alzone, 
<' whence after Dinner 1 went 3 Leagues 
1 * further to Carcafonne. This Place is 

WalJ’d, the Houfes tor the moll part 
of Stone, and bandfomcr than thofe of 
Toulouse ithe City is large, and has a con- 
iiderable Trade, byrealbn there is good 
Cloth made call’d by its Name. All the 
Streets arc good, but the Market-Place 
beyond them al 1 *» The Suburbs are 
large, and there is a long Bridge leads 
to one of them over the River Oodi , 
where is a fparious Citadel on the top 
of a Hill. The Bilhop of this Place has 
40000 Livres a Year. 

Thurfday 2d, before I left the City, 1 
went to lee the Cloth made, and found 
seven Looms, with two Men at each of 
t hem, bccaufc the Cloth was feven Quar- 
: rs wide } in another Room they were 
Peering of it. Then going into my 
Caielh, after a Leagues Riding, I again 
crofs'd the fame River, upon a Bridge 
near the Village ofT raves, and then the 
Canal feveral times, along which I faw 
many Men and Horfes that drew along 
the Boats;, Wc Din’d in the little Vil- 
lage of Fiji ia, three 1 .eagues from Car- 
cafontie, and then went three Leagues 
further along a ftony Way, to. lye at 
JPouffU* 

Friday 3d, at the end of three Leagues, 
wc palVd through Cape ft an , a large Place 


and wall’d (many Villages in France ha- 
ving either Walls about them, or fome 
Caftle to retire to) and over the River 
Oodi upon a Bridge. Then eroding the 
Canal again (which a League from thence 
runs along a Cavity cut for 1 00 Paces in 
the hard Rock) came to the City Betters, 
feated on a Hill, and water’d on one 
fide by the River Oodi. The City is 
longer than ’tis Broad, Eortify’d by Art 
and Nature, Populous, Plentiful and 
Rich, by rcalbu it is within three Leagues 
of the Sea. There is a Garifon in it of 
fcoo Men. Four Leagues from it to- 
wards Perpignan , is a City not inferior 
to it call d Nar bonne , through which 
thofe that come from Cataloma Generally 
pals. Moving four Leagues farther af- 
ter Dinner, we lay at the City of Fe- 
rencs, which is large, but of little Trade. 

Saturday 4th, when we had rid half 
a League, we came to a Bank of Earth, 
two Italian Miles in length, raifed at a 
vaft expence, to make the way more 
commodious in Winter. In France they 
take great care of the High-Ways, and 
1 obferv’d them to be generally pav’d, 
from the time I came into it. Then we 
pafs’d through the T own of Monfagne, 
a L.caguc from whence we fet out, and 
then travelling at a fmall diftance from 
the Sea, at the end of tour Leagues Din’d 
at the T own of Ctgian , whence advanc- 
ing three Leagues more we came before 
Night to Montpelier. This City is the 
Capital of the lower Langadoc , as Ton- Momptlh 
louxje is of the upper, and being feated 
on the top of a Hill ycilds a fine Prolpeft 
at a diftance. 

Sunday 5 th, 1 went to fee the Town- 
Houfc, which is not fo good as that of 
Toulouze. The fix Confuls there are 
clad in Scarlet, but without Gold Fring- 
es. Here was the King’s Pidturc, fitting 
on a Throne, done by a MafterlyHand; 
he is holding out an Olive Branch to 
one of the fix Confuls, who Kneels be- 
fore him, to fignifie the Peace concluded 
that Year between him and the Confe- 
derates , as appears by an Ingenious but 
Haughty Inlcription under it. 

The Church of our Lady dole by it, 
has no great matter of Ornament, no 
more than the Cathedral, and neither 

of 
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of them has but one Ifle. The Bilhop’s 
Gemelli. Palace has been a great Strtifture, but 
1699. being very ancient, as is the Church, is 
'i>y 'v? gone to Ruin. Not far from thence I 
vv^nt out at the Gate of Payrou, lately 
rebuilt by the Confuls, and adorn’d on 
the ontlide with Trophies , mafterly 
Carv’d, and with Arms of the Nations 
Conquer’d by France, wich ingenious 
Latin Mottoes. The ^walking Place 
without this Gate is one of the fineft 
Nature and Art could produce , had 
they vy’d to outdo one another \ for 
the Eye is delighted with the Profpeft 
of the Sea, and pleafant Fields of a long 
delicious Plain. The Walls of the Ci- 
ty arc high and ftrong, tho* antient, and 
cncompafs’d with a deep Ditch. The 
Hotiies are generally very good, three 
or toir Stories high, like thofc in Naples, 
but covei M with Piles. The Streets 
are narrow and crooked, by reaion of 
the Ui.e”cnncfsof the Ground, and num- 
ber 01 hiiubitants. The courteous La- 
dies are extraordinary Beautiful, and fair 
or Com flection. In other refpefts the 
City is Rich, becaufc of its Trade, and 
in it are lix Sovereign Chambers that 
aOveru all the Province. 

After Dinner 1 took another Galclh 
for feven Crowns to Marseilles, and hav- 
ing gone four Leagues, lay at the Inn of 
Pontlunel , fo call’d of Lrnel , a neigh- 
bouring City, lying on the left Hand of 
the way, where the Holteiks treated 
me well. They wore a great Hood, as 
the Country-women do, to defend them 
again ft the Sun. 

Monday 6th, having rid four Leagues, 
I Din’d in the City S. Gil. 1 would wil- 
lingly have gone as far as Ni fines , by 
the Latins call’d Nemaujum, a City where 
they make good Serge, to have leen 
fomc Roman Antiquities there as the 
Temple ot Dima', la Maifon Quarre, 
or the lquare Houle, built of vaft Stones ; 
and le.< A ones, or the Amphitheatre for 
publick Shows *, but being to go three 
Leagues, I thofe rather to get loon to 
Naples. After Dinner, having rid a 
Mile, we Fcrry’d over an Arm of the 
Rhofiie, which divides Languedoc from 
Provence. One that waited there to re- 
ceive the Cuftoms, ask’d me whether 1 
had any thing new in my Trunks, which 
ought to pay the King’s Duty, and tel- 
ling him there were feven Dozen of 
Fans, he very civilly difmifs’d me, with- 
out receiving that little which was due 
to him. He alfo advis’d me, when 1 
came to Ales , to tell the Cuftom- 
Houfc- Officers there, that the Officers 


on the Road had taken no Cuftom, be- 
caule the Things were indonliderablc, 
and to make Prelcnts 5 and bid me not 
Ihow the Note I carry 'd, for then they 
would oblige me to Pay. This Civility 
to Strangers is peculiar to the French-, 
and 1 had fuch tryal of it, that in a 
Month’s Travelling through France , my* 
Trunks had never been open’d. Having # 
paid 1 5 Sols for the Calelh pafi®g the 
Bridge, we came to Ales, after three 
Leagues Riding. When 1 came to the 
Bridge of BoaLs 100 Paces in length, 
over the other Arm of the River Rhojhe, 
which is twice as broad as that before- 
mention’d, the Officers ask’d four Sols 
Toll. The Rhofiie is counted the great- 
eft River in France, which after palling 
by Lions and Avignon , divides it felf in- 
to two Branches,^ League above Arles, 
and runs down into the Sea feven Leagues 
below it , at the Port of Bit, whence 
great Boats and Tartans go up to load 
with Wine and Corn. 

Arles , a City feated in 43 deg. of lat. 
is an A rchbilhoprick, and has a good 
Trade, bur is not very Rich. It ftands 
upon a riling Ground, which makes ir 
Ihow lightly without, and ft is reckned 
to be antienter than Rome . There is 3 
Theatre in it, built by the Romans , but 
not lb entire as that of Verona. The 
Walls about it, and the Houles are ve- 
ry good, but the Streets narrow, and 
the Town-Houfe but indifferent. 

Tut f day 7th, Travelling along the fa- 
mous Aqucdufts, at the end of foui 
Leagues we came to the Inn of S. Mar- 
tin de Crau, where vae din’d well for 20 
Sols a Head •, then proceeding four 
Leagues further along a dry ftony way, 
we came to Salon, a City in the Diocefe 
of Arles, and therefore the Archbiihop 
has there an antient large CalUe on ail 
Emincncy. The Walls of the City arc 
half ruin’d with Antiquity, and the 
Houfes of a very indifferent Stru&ure, 
without any Simmetry. They fay the 
way call’d Via Aurtliana, made by the 
Emperor M. Aurelius, from the Fron- 
tiers of Spain, as far as Rome, pals’d by 
this Place. There is nothing in it re- 
markable but the Sepulcher, or Tomb 
of Nofiradamus , the famous Aftrologer 
of the laft Age, who is laid to have 
foretold the Murder of HenryJLV. King 
of France. It is in the Church of the 
Frantifcans , on the left hand Wd!i en- , 
tring the Gate, with this following In-t 
feription. •

Walls without a Ditch. The Houies 
however arc beautiful, and four or five 
Stories high, like thofc of Marfeilles 
the Streets wide, ftrait and well Pav’d, 
fbmeof them in the form of a Crofs, like 
the Gaffer o at Palermo. 

Saturday i tth , 1 few the Cathedral, 
which is of the Invocation of 5. Saviour , 
has three Illcs, and is dark, and little 
adorn'd, as is ufual in that Country. 
The Archbifhop’s Palace is large, but 
plain. 1 went to the new Church of the

Arm. Tilde fate on Benches, with 
Culhions and Carpets before them. The 
Town-houfe is a very good one. 

Thence 1 went to la Place di Pre~ 
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cheurs , to fee the Parliament. After Mafs 
dll the Members of it came into the Hall 
where 1 few the Prefideut fitting in a 
long and w ide Crimfon Garment, turn’d 
up with Ermines, like a Royal Robe* 

On the feme Bench fete fix Counlcllors 
clad in long black Gowns, gather’d on 
the Back, with a long Train and wide 
Sleeves. Their Caps were like tljofe 
Priefts wear, with a great Tollel in the 
middle. This Robe is common to the 
Pr oeureurs and Advocates j blit the 
Counlcllors, tho’ they may wear no o- 
rher in Parliament, yet in Procdfions 
and other publick Solemnities they wear 
a red One of the feme make. A Clerk 
Clad after the feme manner, read the 
Petitions, but he wore a Cap of Crim- 
fon Velvet laced with Gold. This Of- 
ficer in French is call’d Premier' Huiffier, 

The rr oeureurs and Advocates , orPlead- 
ders, fete on Benches below the others, 
and were allow’d to be cover’d. Thence 
1 went to fee the other 5 Courts, one 
upon the feme Floor, and four above 
Stairs. The Grand Chambre was belt 
Gilt and Painted , and there was a 
Chair in it for the King, when yc fhould 
plcafe to be prdent. In thefe Courts 
are ten Prefidcnts, and about fifty /even 
Counfellors are Sovereign Judges of all 
the Affairs of the Province. 

After Dinner I return’d the fame 
plcafent Way, and got into Marfeilles 
betimes. 


CHAP. V. 

The Author's VoyAge from Marfeilles to Genoa, And the Defcrspt/on of that 

City. 


I Would willingly have gone . to fee 
the Saint e Baume, or theCave where 
S. Mary Magdalen is laid to have liv’d 
thirty Years \ but thinking every Hour 
an Age till I return’d into my native 
Country, I made the necellary Provili- 
on in hall, and on Sunday 12th fet out 
for Genoa aboard a Tartan. We fail’d 
out of the Harbour an Hour before Sun- 
fet, and coafting along the pleafantShore 
between the little Illands, could ad- 
vance but two Miles becaufe the Wind 
was contrary, and Anchor d that Night 
in a little Bay. After Midnight the 
Wind proving fair we fail’d again. And

Monday 13th, by break of Day pafs’d 
by a Village they call L* Citee , jnd be- 
ing five Leagues from Marfeilles , feil d 
in fight of the Hill of Sainte Eaume , 


where Pilgrims are not allow’d to cat 
Flefh- About Sun-fet we were off of 
Toulon , and could fee the Cattle and fe- 
vcral Country Houfes. W e held on our 
way all Night. And in the Morning on 
IVeduefday 14th, were oppofitc to the 
Town of Hy£res y and then run be- 
tween the three lflands of that Name 
and the Continent. The Wind fel ling 
then we made but little way \ but it 
came up again at Sun-fet, and we made 
good wa y till two in the Morning, when 
bccaufe it blew hard we caft Anchor 
near Fort 5. Magarety to expert* Day. 
This Fort ftands in a fmall llland on t{je 
Coaft of France , very fruitful in Wine. 

\Vednefiay 1 5th, when Day appear’d 
we fet Sail, coafting along in light of 
Antibes , where there is a Caftle and

Weft is to pay two in the hundred. VU- 
lafr tinea is a fmall Wall’d Town at the 
foot of high Mountains, without any 
Harbour, but only an open Road. It. 
is defended by a Caftle on the Shore, 
and a Fort built on the high Mountain 
A!bauo, Garrifotfd by the Duke of Sa- 
voy. 

After Dining and paying the Duties, 
we went aboard again, and hoifting 
Sail pafs’d along before the little Caftle 
of .S. Spicio , and the Fort of Oviez.z.a, 
lotted on the top of a Hill, and belong- 
ing to the fame Duke. We came two 
Miwi hours before Sun -let to Monaco, where 
landing, I went upafteepway, about 
the middle whereof there is a Guard to 
the Town. Being come to the upper 
Gate I found another Guard, a Draw- 
bridge and Ditch cut out of the Rock. 
Here I entred through a great Gate to 
fee the Prince of Monaco ’s Palace. The 
way to it is up two fpacious Marble 
Stare-Cafes made # Semicircular, which 
afterwards meet in a ftatcly long Galle- 
ry that leads to the Lodgings and A- 
partments, which for their Number, 
Magnificence and Furniture may ferve 
lev era 1 Princes together. 

Monaco is a Very ftrong Place on a 
Rock, the Walls inacccllible on all fidcs, 
and with only one Gate, up to which 
there is a very uncalie Way, as was laid 
before ; it is fmall, and has only one 
Monallery of Nuns of S. Ter e fa, be- 
caufeit is poor and cannot maintain Fry- 
ars. There are abundance of heavy 
Cannon bciklcsthe fmall, all well moun- 
ted. The Garrifon con lifts of about 
> - Men, pay’d by the King of France. 
At Monaco they recover the Duty of 
two in the hundred only of the Ships 
that return from the Weft, whereas all 
pay at Villajrdnca, 

ThurJ'day 1 6th, we advanced betimes 
leaving on our left hand on a Hill the 
Village ot Roccaohura, and others be- 
longing to the lame Prince, for ten 
Miles along a dry Country j and then 
began to coaft along the Gen&efe Shore, 
which begins at the City Ventimiglia ■, 
yet all that Night could not get beyond 
S’. Remo, a Country abounding in Oran- 
ges, Lemmons and Olives. 
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The Calm held all the Night, fb that 
on Friday 1 7th at break of Day we were 
oppolite to the Village del Ccrvo* The 
Wind coming up againft us, we /wet e 
forced to lye tacking upon the delight- 
ful Coaft of Genoa , where the induftri- 
ous Cenoefes make the barren Soil pro- 
duce Fruit Trees. After Noon the 
Wind provM favourable, and carry’d 
11s on a great way in light of curious 
Gardens. Palling by the City of A!- 
benga, we loon lett Final behind with its 
two Caftlcs, one on the Hill and the o- 
thcr on the Sea-Shore, where there was 
a Sp.intjh Garrifon -, and then the City 
A oh , which is large, and has high 
Towers upon the Houles of private Ci- 
tizens, and at la ft came eaily ro Savon. 1, s 
where we pafsd the Night. This City 
tho’ fmall is Wall’d, and has a Suburb 
as big again a« it, with as good Hoiife-, •, 
bclides the delight till Country l loufes a ■■ 
bout it, with finiiful Gat dens, tho’al- 
moft contrary to Nature. The Churcho 
of Savona are beaut Util enoug! 1 , as well 
for their E.111 bell ifh men ts in Marble as 
for the Structure it (Hf and PL-uiting; 
cfpecially the Dnomo. '\ he Caftle llacis 
upon the Shore, and has a treble Knelt. - 
fine, befidcs fev era 1 Outworks, and a 
dee]> Ditch cut of the folid Rock. The 
Harbour tho’ fmall is fife, but of diffi- 
cult Entrance. Five Miles front the 
City is an linage of our Blcficd Lady, 
famous for many Miracles. The Church 
belonging to it, bclides its Priefts and 
Religious Men, maintains about 7 o-: 
Orphans of both Sexes. Sa 1 is a lib 
famous for its curious Earthen W’arc, 
exceeding all that is made in the State 
of Genoa. The Bifhops of this City, 
of Ventimiglia and Albenga, have Icarce 
a thoufand Crowns a Year each, bccaule 
their Dioceftes are very fmall. 

Having hir’d a Filucca, 1 let out from 
Savona on Saturday the 1 8th berimes, 
and palling by the neighbouring Town 
of Arbi/ola, the delicious Plain of Arcn- 
z-ano , Cogolctto fevcntccn Miles diftant 
from Genoa, Vttltri, and other hand- 
fonie Towns on the Shore, with excel- 
lent Houfes of Pleafurc, as far as the 
Vale and River of Polfevera , whole 
Mountains are nothing inferior to {he 
delightfulleft Parts of its Banks, came 
at length to Genoa before Noon. 

Genoa lies upon the Mediterranean fa- 
cing the South, in the Lat. of 43 deg. 

40 min. and being feated on the fide of 
a Hill looks from the Sea a noble Thea- 
tre. All the Buildings throughout its ■ 
whole Compafs of four Miles, are a- 

dornd 
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ryA^ dom’d with excellent Marble ; nor will 
(fmclli. thofein time be inferior to them, which 
ti? 9 * the rich Inhabitants will be daily ered- 
✓YNJ ingin the compafsof 1 5 Miles, the Wall 
new fy built has enclos’d. The w orft is, 
thatithc Streets are Narrow and Dark. 
The Port is above a Milein length, with 
a Light-Houfe on the Weft End, and 
good Fortifications, under whofe Pro- 
tection there are two Docks, onefor the 
Galleys, the other for the Wine Boats. 

In 935 itwas burnt by the Saracens , and 
all the Inhabitants llain or made Slaves, 
but was afterwards Rebuilt much more 
nobly. It is call’d the Haughty, becaufe 
the Nobilityare ft) Proud and Intracta- 
ble, having a great Conceit of them- 
felvcs, tho’ the little Dominion of their 
Common-wealth, docs not extend to a- 
bove 1 40 Miles in length along the Shore 
from Eaft to Weft, and under 12 in 
breadth. Since the Scourge of the French 
Bombardment in 1684, they have erect- 
ed two Platforms and planted good 
Guns on them, to keep off thole Thun- 
derbolts, il which can humble the prou- 
deft Hearts. The Ladies arc Beautiful 
amLWitty, buttheir Ihort way of fpcak - 
i’rfgmakes them ridiculous. T he Men 
/re extremely Frugal and inclin’d to 
Trade , which has gain’d them vaft 
Wealth. 

The Doge's Palace is one of the larg- 
eft and molt beautiful Structures in Eu- 
rope ; but not lb much beautify d with 
Marble as the private Houfcs of the No- 
bility. A lew Steps led up out of a 
great Court into a noble Hall, without 
which arc the two fo famous Statues of 
Andrew d' Orta and John Andrea , the 
Deliverers of their Country. Adjoyn- 

ing to this Hall there are many Apart- 
ments with their particular Courts, 
beautify d with Marble Pillars. Then 
going up two high Stair-Cafes arc the 
upper Lodgings, where is the Chamber 
of the great Council, for clc&ing of the 
/)fl(»r, and by it the College for Matters 
of Government, where the twenty feven 
Scuatot s and Agents (as they told me) 
meet. Clad in long Gowns almoft like 
the trench civil Magiftrates 3 but the 
Agents cannot Vote in all Publick Af- 
fairs. In the oppollte fide arc the Doge's 
Apartments, big enough, not only for 
him, but for any abfolute Prince. 

Towards Evening I went out of 
Town to fee Prince d' Oria's Palace, 
Handing on the Shore. It is well worth 
feeing for its noble Structure, Marble, 
Fountains, Gardens and rich furniture. 

Sunday 19th, 1 heard Mafs in the 
Vol. IV. 


Church of the Dominicans , which has 
three Wes, fupported on Pillars, and 
tho’ large is not much beautify’d with 
Marble, as is the Cloifter. 

S. Amhrofe belonging to the Jefuits, 
is built after theModel of their profefs’d 
Houfe at Naples , all lin’d with curious 
Marble finely wrought with large Pil- 
lars ; but it is not fo large as that of 
Naples. * 

The Duomo or S. Laurence's Church 
has a lofty noble Front of Marble of fe- 
vcral Colours; it is large, and lias three 
Hies form’d by eight Marble Pillars, but 
not fo well bcautify’d as is S. Amhrofe. 

The Palace of Eugenio Durazx.o has a 
noble Front, and eight good Pillars with- 
in the Court. A ftately Stair-Cafe 
which parts in two, leads into fpacious 
Apartments, all curioutly adorn’d with 
Marble and Painting. And it may be 
truly fa id that the Palaces of private 
Men in Genoa are Royal. 

The Church of the Barefoot Car me - 
Hies , where I went to Vdpers, confifts 
of but one Illc, and has a good Taber- 
nacle of rich Marble and precious 
Stones. The 1110ft remarkable thing is 
theChappel of the Franz.tmi\m the left 
hand, all cas’d in pure black Marble, 
and particularly four Marble Pillars, 
twelve half Bodies of Brafs, and a large 
Crucifix worth 1 0000 Crowns. On the 
right is the Chappel of the Durazx.i , 
beautiful,but not fo rich. 

Going thence 1 few the College of S. 
'Jerome of the Jefuits , not yet finilh’d. 
However it is remarkable for the great 
quantity of Marble- Pillars , that a- 
dorn the Front, and fupport the two 
Galleries, one above another; and I 
can affirm 1 counted 84 great Marble 
Pillars in the Cloifter only. The Church 
is well fet out, and the upper Hall for 
publick Deputations Embellifh’d with 
good Piftures. 

The Theater, where I few a Play 
Aftcd, isfmall, with only four Rows of 
Boxes, and eighteen ineach Row. The 
Price was half a Crown a Man. 

Monday 20th, going to S. Ciro of the 
Fathers Theatins , I few a moft beautiful 
Church with three arch’d Ifles, fuppor- 
ted by lixteen great Pillars of white 
Marble. There are twelve Chappels, 
fix on a fide; and before them twenty 
four Pillars, and as manyon the Altars, 
all of fine Marble of feveral Colours, 
befides other curious Works on the feme 
Stone. The Tabernacle is of great va%, 
lue, the Choir beautiful, and the high 
Altar much more, for four Pillars of de- 
Ffff licars 
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licatc blacjw Marble. The Arch and Cu- 
tiemeUi. pula is richly Gilt and Painted at a great 
1699. Expence. In fhort no City in the 
L/'V'V World exceeds Genoa for Ornament of 
Churches , becaufc of the admirable 
Marble which is not to be brought a 
, great way. 

Going out at S. Martha’s Gate on 
, Tin- 'day 2 1 ft, 1 went lip the Hill to fee 
the Hlbrrgn, which is one of the moll 
magnificent and pious Works in the 
bt.11 c of Genoa. Coming to this Place I 
perceiv’d, That the noble Venetians, as 
fparing as they are towards themfelves 
vvhilll living, they are as bountiful to 
the Church dying, of thole Goods they 
can no longer keep. This appears by 
the incredible and prodigious Charge, 
the Structure wo now fpeak of mull coll ; 
becaufc in order to finifh it, belidcs the 
Structure creftcd they have been for- 
ced to level Precipices, and cut the un- 
even Rock fmoot.h. Two fpacious Wa ys 
lead from the fu ft Gate to a Portico ; 
and thence two other nobler Ways to 
the hr ft Floor, where there arc four 
Statues of the Benefactors of the Place, 
withlnlcriptions ; bclidesas manymore 
upon the Stairs. The Walls within the 
Church are cover’d with choice Marble, 
with eight Statues Handing upright, 
and a high Altarwith feven Pillars, and 
an Image of the Blellcd Virgin, Carv’d 
by a Mailer. Before we come to the 
Church, we fee on the right hand fcvc- 
ral Galleries and Rooms, as alfo the 
Garden of the honeft Women and Maids; 
for the Condemn’d and Penitent Wo- 
men, live apart atoovc the Church, that 
they may not delude the Maids. The 
Governefs Ihewing me the Apartments 
told me there were in that Place 6 50 
Women. From behind the high Altar 
and the firll Portico there is a way up to 
fcvcral Apartments, one of Youths, an- 
other of old Men, and another of Chil- 
dren, w here th cfe work for leveral Ules 
v of the Houle, and all thefe Apartments 
l*v reafbn of the height of the Place 
ft nid one above another, like a Scene 
of PciTpeftive on a Stage, and it is a 
great Plcafure to view it from the Gal- 
leries. I he whole is Govern’d with 
wonderful Order and Economy, Or- 
phans and poor Children being there 
Maintain’d and Educated ; and Porti- 
ons*aiven to Marry young Maids. At 
that* time there were ! 300 Perfons 
maiatain’d there. 

r Next 1 went to fee the great Hofpi- 
tal, where about 400 Sick of both Sexes 
a-re maintain’d , and carefully attended 


with much Charity. Iii the firft Galle- 
lery there is nothing beautiful but its 
length and extent, and this leads to an- 
other equal to it in bignefs, which is tKe 
Women’s Infirmary; with three other 
Apartments for Perfons of Quality /and 
young Girles. At the Entrance into 
the fecond Gallery is a beautiful Chap- 
pie, and twp long Arches making a 
Crols, and another large one on the right 
hand of the Chappel. 

The Senate being to meet I went thi- 
ther, and faw at the end of a (paci- 
ous Hall, a great Ring, with 28 Seats 
about it, like the Ring of the Royal 
Chamber at Naples. The Doge's Chair 
was fbmewhat above the rcll under a 
Canopey. He was Clad in Scarlet, and 
the feven Senators about him, had long 
Gowns of black Damask, Caps likcthole 
Priells wear, and about their Necks old 
fafhion Ruffs or Gorgets. When they 
had read a Petition, they all gave their 
Votes by way of Ballot. This Doge is 
cholen from among the Senators, and 
when he has Govern’d two stars, is 
dilinils’d by a Perfbn appointedVpr that 
purpofe, in thefe Words. 7>*r bet ► % *i- 
ty has finijh'd the time of your Govern . 
mem. Tour Serenity mufi retire to your 
own Houfe. 

I heard Mafs in the Church of S. Ma- 
thew which is fmall, but has three Ifles 
form’d by cightPillars,and well adorn’d. 

1 he Parifh Church of S. Luke tho’ little 
and has but three Altars, is beautiful 
for its Marble Infide. The Banker’s 
Exchange and the Merchants is great, 
but the Structure nothing Magnificent- 
Wednefday 22d, I went to walk in 
Prince d Orta's Garden, and took no- 
tice of a great Fountain, over which is a 
Neptune drawn on a Shell by three Sea- 
Horlcs, with fcvcral little Boys (port- 
ing about. 1 he Palace is very lpaci- 
011$, and has a communication with the 
per Gardens by an Iron Bridge. 

Hence I proceeded to fee the Pharos 
or Lighthoufe, in which at Night they 
let up s 2 Lights, to direft the Ships that 
come into the Harbour. It is 600 Spans 
high or 450 Foot, as the Keeper told 
me, and a Stair-Cale of 312 Steps, up 
which I could not get under half <jn 
Hour. It is Founded on a Hock, and a- 
houtit, as well as along the Curtin, 
there are good Pieces of Cannon. 

After Dinner I went to our lady of 
the Vineyards, a Collegiate Church with 
three Iflcs 2 Arch’d and fullain’d by 20 
Marble Pillars. All the Chappcls are 
beautiful, with each of them two Pil- 
lars 
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rvA-O Jars and excellent Painting, but the high 
GemclU. Altar exceeds all the reft. 

1699. s. Francis's Church belonging to the 
Fathers of that Order, islargc, andhas 
three Iflcs divided by Pillars. Oil the 
right iidc there are fix good Chappcls, 
for thofeon the left arc not yet finilh’d. 

Thurjday 23d, 1 went to fee our Lady 
of the Affumption, or of Carignauo, a 
(Collegiate Church, w ith’tw el ve Canons, 
an Abbot and eighteen Chaplains 3 
Founded by liandinetlo Sauliy and rais'd 
to its prcfentGrandcur by Francis Maria, 
Sauli lh.gc. Itisfeatcd on a high Moun- 
tain, which has a Profpcd of all Genoa 
and the adjacent Parts. The Church is 
rais’d upon four folid Pillars, which di- 
vide it into three Illes. In the Niches 
of the faid Pillars arc four noble Statues 
excellently Carv’d. The Eight Chap- 
pcls arc \\ ell beautify d with Marble, 
as well a : the high Altar. A conveni- 
ent Stair-Cafe made within the Wall, 
leads up to the Cupula ou the outtide, 
whcuce.il! (>’’ is foe n nom three fe- 
vcral Gl 1 , erics one above another. 

F l diy 24th, 1 went to fee S. George's 
Hjil^’hcrc the greateft Wealth of Gc- 
foa is. On the fir ft Floor as theCnftom- 
Houfc, and above Stairs on the right 
Hand the antient great chamber, with 
fifteen Statues of noble- who 
have deferv’d well of their Country, 
placed about the Wall. The now Cham- 
ber, where fometimes the Parties con- 
cern’d meet to the number ot 400, is 
larger, and about its Walls arc lixteen 
Statues of good Marble, placed there in 
memory of good Citizens. Through 
this Chamber they go to that of the 
Magift rates, which arc eight Senators, 
who decide all Caufes relating to the 
Bank, and Duties of the City, fitting on 
Chairs cover’d with Crimfon Damask. 

Saturday 25th, I law Prince d ’ Orta’s 
Palace. It has a very curious Marble 
Front, and plealantGardcnsonthefides, 
and two Galleries, each adorn’d with 
eight Pillars. There are Stairs that look 
Majeftick, which lead up to the Court ; 
and from the Court another Stair-Cafe 
not inferior to the firft, dividing it felf 
into two Branches goes to the lodgings 


above, of which it is better to lay no- 
thing than too little. The Court is 
beautify’d with twenty great Pillars^ 
and twenty two more fupport the Arches 
of the fccond Floor. 

At a fmall diftance is the Palace of 
BrignoUy the lower Arches whereof am 
fupported by fixteen Pillars, the Stairs 
adorn’d with excellent Statues, and the* 
Rooms richly Furnilh’d. 

Sunday 25 th, I heard Mals at the Ati- 
nunciadaof the Franciftans, a fine Church 
with three I lies, divided by five Pillars 
of fine Marble on each fide. The Ar- 
ches arc well Painted and richly Gilded. 
TheChappels on the left of the high Al- 
tar arc finilh’d, and all fac’d with curi- 
ous Marble 3 the others on the right 
are not finilh’d no more than the Front 
of the Church. 

In the new’ Street there are no Houles 
inferior to thofc already mcntion’d.That 
of the Marques Balbi, which 1 law AFni- 
day 27th, has twenty Pillars on the firft 
Floor, going into a Garden full of Foun- 
tains, Statues and other Ornaments, as 
many more in the firft Galleries of the 
upper Floor, and twelve iji the fecond 
GalIerics.The Furniture is vaftly riches 
are the Piftures and Statues. This a- 
lone may prove as much as a thouiand 
Words, viz. That the only Structure 
of the Palace coft 1 00000 Piccesof Gold. 
In this Marques’s Book of Accounts, 
we faw in one Leaf, the Sumof five Mil- 
lions between Debtorand Creditor.The 
Palace of Charles Balbi the Marques’s 
Kinfman, is nothing inferior to his. 

Tnc'day 28th, I *faw the Darfena or 
Place for the Galleys and Tartans of 
Wine. The Tartansare outwardmoft, 
and further in five Galleys of the Re- 
public^, all of them fhelter’d from any 
Wind. 

Wednefday 29th, my Trunks being 
come by Sea from Cadiz, I put them a- 
board a Neapolitan Filucca to be carry’cL 
to Naples , being refolv’d to go my felt 
by Land, bccauic of the ill Weather 
which had lafted many Days. Accord- 
ingly on Tburfday 30th, I hired a Calefir 
for Milan , and order’d my Affairs lb 
as to depart. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Author's journey from Genoa to Milan, and the Defer i ft ion of that City • 

I Set out on Saturday the firft of No - the Plealure of the Shore of S.*Ptter^im 
vender, and after feveral times crof- Arena , I ftruck over barren Mountains, 
ling the River of Polfevera, and enjoy’d and having travell’d twenty Miles came 
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Sunday 2d, I went on to Gavi , a 
Gemelli. frontier 'Town of the State of Gt uoa, 
1699. and thence three Miles to Serravalle hi 
1/V\i the State of Milan. The Town is ve- 
ry fmall, and has a Caftlc on the Top 
of the Hill, with a fmall Garrifon and 
a few Pieces of Cannon. The Country 
* about, is Plealant and well Cultivated. 
At Night I return’d to 6 'avi. 

Monday 3d, 1 hated at Novi, a Wall’d 
Town with a Caftlc on a Hill, and then 
proceeding on my Journey , at two 
MiJcs end entred the State of Milan, 
and Din’d at Ton on n , fifteen Miles from 
where 1 fet out. This City is feated in 
a Plain, and enclos'd with a low Wall 
and Ditch i has a Caftlc on the Hill 
with a good Garrifon \ but the Houfcs 
are not liandfomc. Proceeding ten 
Miles further I pafs'd through Voghcra , 
a good Town, twice as big as Tortona , 
and four Miles beyond it lay at the 
•wretched Inn of Parana. 

IVcducfaay + th,l fet out betimes along 
a very dirty Road, and after five Miles 
Riding, ferry’d over the Po> and five 
Miles further over the Grevaln , and 
fray’d to Dineat Pavia, crofting the Ti- 
fm, which Waters it on a Bridge. 

Pavia is a ftrong Place enclos’d with 
a broad wet Ditch, and good Outworks. 
The Caftle looks more like a Palace than 
a Fortrcfs, and within it is a good Ar- 
mory , reftor’d by Colonel D. Francis 
de Cordova. The City is Populous, 
Rich and Adorn’d with good Palaces. 

1 1 boafts of greater Antiquity than Mi- 
lan, and among others values it felf upon 
holding out the mejporablc Siege laid to 
it by Francis 1 . King of Frame in the 
Year 1525. Its Univerfity is famous 
for having bred the famous Civilians, 
Jafou, Baidas aud the moft lcar i\cd Aid- 
ant?. The Monaftery here of the Car- 
tint fians is one of the moft Renouned in 
Italy, and not without realbn for the ex- 
cellent Picture in it. Riding ten Miles 
after Dinner, I pafs’d through Bmajco, 
and came betimes to Milan. 

The City of M.lan feated in 45 deg. 
*4}f Latitude, is thought to have been 
built by the Gauls in the Year 395, af- 
ter the building of Rome. It is above 
eight Miles in Compafs, containing a- 
bout 200000 Inhabitants, encluding the 
Suburbs. IThis Place is famous for four 
things, which are;, The Multitude of 
Peopled , the Magnificence of its Duo mo 
or Cathedral, which is never without 
Workmen about it •, its impregnable 
Caftle *, and the famous Library call’d 
Ambrojiana, given by the Cardinal Fre- 


derick Borromeo, Archbifliop of Milan , 
and containing at leaft 30000 Volumes. 
By reafon of the conveniciicy of its Situ- 
ation, it has deferv’d from its Founda- 
tion to be the Refidcnce of Princes and 
Emperors j Ncrva , Trajan, Adrian , 
Con flan tilts, Maximinian, Cm jl an tin, and 
others having liv’d here for a confidera- 
ble time. When the Power of the Ro- 
man Empire declin’d, it fuller’d toge- 
ther with all Lombardy , or the Cifalpiue 
Gaul , under the Cruelty of the Goths 
and l.ongobards •, who being fubdu’d by 
Charlemagne, it remain’d under the Ju- 
rifdi&ion of the weftern Emperors till 
1 162, when the Emperor Frederick lay’d 
it level with the Ground, and low’d it 
with Salt. Being afterwards reftor’d 
to its former Splendor, it continu’d as a 
Fcof of the Empire under fevcral Prin- 
ces. Laftly, the Sfazsts being expell’d 
by the French, and thefe overthrown at 
the Siege of Pavia by Charles the fifth’s 
Generals, King Francis the firft being 
made Pi ifoner ; that fame Emperor 
gave the Invcftiturc of the Stale to his 
Son Philip the fccond King of ty\w, un- 
der whole Succcffbrs it ftiil continv^s. 

lYcdnefday 5th, I went to fee tlu? 
Caftle. The way into it is over two\ 
Bridges , and through three Gates , 
which led to a very Ipacious Place of 
Arms. Thence palfing through another 
Gate, between the two ftrong Houles of 
the Dukes of Milan, there is a Court, 
with a Chappel in it, and the Governor’** 
Houfe •, that is, the ftrong Houle on 
the right Hand of the Gate, whofc Win- 
dows look upon the Place of Arms ; 
for that on the left is taken up with the 
Ammunition, Armory and Holpital, 
and its Windows look towards the Wall. 

I was told thele two Houles had been 
built there delignedly, that the two 
Dukes, who thenwereno good Friends, 
might not lb much as look at one ano- 
ther. This Caftle has fix Baftions, with 
twelve Pieces of Cannon upon each of 
them, and fix half Moons, and a wide 
deep wet Ditch. At the Entrance 
there are two high Towers with Brick 
Walls, about thirty Spans thick, and 
cas’d with hard Stone, Diamond-cut.On 
thele and the Walls of the Curtins there 
are vaft heavy Pieces of Cannon. Thi? 
Caftle is generally look’d upon as the 
beft, the greateft and fafeft of all the 
Fortrcflcs in Far ope 3 and its Armory, 
tho’ a£ prelent not fo full, is reputed 
fufiicicnt to Arm all Italy. They lay 
it was built by Galeaz.z.0 Fifconte, the 
fecond Duke of that Name, and after- 
wards 
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fsJV-'O wards improv’d by the Emperor Charles 

Cemlli. V. It Hands on the weft fide of Milan 
' f>99> and its Liberty extends half about with- 
in the City, in which Precin&s no Offi- 
cer can apprehend Malefactors, without 
the Conftable of the Caftlc’s leave. 

At Night I law a very wretched Play 
Attcd at the Theater in the Governor’s 
Palace, which has an hundred Boxes in 
four Ranks. * 

Thurfday Oth, I went with D. Ferdi- 
nand V alacsy Conftable of the Caftle to 
fee the Ceremony of the King’s Birth 
Day at the Palace, and Prince Vaude- 
mom’s Furniture. Having pafs’d the 
Hall and Antichamber, we came into 
another hung with Damask with Gold 
Fringes, and adorn’d with Looking- 
Glafies in Silver Frames, and other 
Things of Criftal. The next Room 
was hungwithCrimfon Vclvet,theEdges 
embroider’d with Gold, and there was 
a State-Bed like a Pavillion, embroid- 
er’d about with Gold, and adorn’d with 
curious Eagles on the Top. Nothing 
in Ihort, lou Id beRicher or more State- 
ly, tho’y had been fet with Jewels. In 
the fodt Room there were feveral Ta- 
bjircover’d with Silver and Looking- 
Cflafies, with Frames of the lame Me- 
tal. When the Hour of the Ceremony 
was come, the Conftable order’d a Gen- 
tleman to carry me in his Coach to the 
Collegiate Church call’d Lafcala , whi- 
ther he was to come with the Governor. 
Being at the Church, 1 faw the Prince 
come in a Coach and eight Horfes, fol- 
low d by two other Coaches and eight 
Horfes, and one with fix for his Reti- 
nue. The Prxfofitus and Canons went 
out to meet him at the Door with Holy 
Water, then accompany’d him to the 
high Altar, he being carry’d in an open 
Chair becaufc he was Gouty. All the 
Officers Civil and Military wereprefent, 
with the Prince’s Courtiers richly Clad. 
The Footmen and Swift Guards were 
alfo new Clad, lome in Velvet, and 
fbmc in green Cloth laced with Gold. 
The Governor took his Scat, as abfolute 
Princes do on a Chair at the right fide 
of the Altar, within a Damask Curtin 
above the Choir. The Prapofitus fate 
over againft him, three fteps lifted up 
abcvctiie Floor, and laid Mafs in Ponti- 
ficalibus. There were ten other Velvet 
Chairs with Culhions of the fame, and 
Desks to kneel at, cover’d with Cloth, 
where fate firft the Conftable of the 
Caftle, Colonel Cordova 4 , next D. Fer- 
dinand Valdez. ) the Marques da Burgo * 
mayne , General of the Forces and Gran- 
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dee of Spain j the great Chancellor, and 
other Officers Civil and Military. The 
Governor was Incens’d, and had the 
Golpel and Pax brought him to kifs^ the 
others were only Incens’d, and had the 
Pax. Then the 7 V Deum being Sung; 
all the Guns were Fir’d. 

I return’d in the fame Coach to the 
Palace-, and going in at the great Gate . 
(for before I cutrcd at that of the Thea- 
ter) law other Apartments richly hmm 
with Damask and Tapiftry. The Prince 
Governor retiring into the further 
Chamber, difmifs’d the Company with 
much more Affability, than is us’d in o- 
tlier Places. I return’d thence with the 
Conftable to the Caftle , where the 
Rooms were richly Furnilh’d with curi- 
ous T apiltry, Silver ingcnioully wrought, 
Scritoircs, and Pictures of the belt Ma- 
tters of paft Ages. He led me into a 
Room within the Gallery, where for- 
merly the Clock flood, and that look’d 
into the Parade. It was very light- 
foin hung with rich Damask , and fet 
out with other coftly Furniture. Here 
a '1 able was cover’d, about which nine 
Men and a Lady being feated, many no- 
ble Difhes were ferv’d in. After Din- 
ner the Conftable, bccaulc he could not 
go hirnfelf,appointed D. Francis Ramirez , , 
Commiflary General of Horfe, to con- 
dud me to Court to fee the Solemni- 
ty. Being come into the Antichamber, 
wc waited a long time among fevcral 
Officers Civil and Military, and when 
the Ladies were come, the Prince was 
drawn out in a Chair upon Wheels, 
and flopping in the Aatichamber, laid. 
Come in Gentlemen ; a piece of Civility 1 
never faw any Man in his Poll perform. 
We went with him into a Room hung 
with Damask, where the Ladies were 
fitting in rows, and at the upper end 
the Princefs Governefs, on another fort 
of Chair. The Prince went on as far 
as the Bed before-mention’d, and there 
difeours’d with other Ladies, and they 
all prefent, being now and then treated 
with variety of Sweetmeats. An hour 
after we all went to the Boxes in the 
Theatre, and there heard a Con fo rt 
of 50 Inftrumcnts placed on the Stage, 
and before it in a Semicircle, and then 
a Compofition fung by four Voices, 
call’d. The Security of Piety) which was 
fo far from anfwering the Sweetnefs of 
the Inftruments, that it made every one 
wilh it at. an end. In the mean while 
there was a noble Collation of all-forts' 
diftributed. I was carry’d home late at 
Night by the Commiflary. 
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rsA>P Saturday §th, I went to fee the great 
Gemelli. Hofpital, founded by the Dukes of Mi- 
1699. ian, and may be laid to be one of the 
VV\) bell in Italy. It has a (lately Front out- 
Hofpitai. war( j Sj an( j within a great fijuare Court, 
with double rows of Pillars, which fup- 
, port both the upper, and lower Arches; 
and both above and below, there are ma- 
ny Galleries for the Sick, who were then 
abouf 800, well attended; not to fpeak of 
feveral Stores, and Apartments for the 
dwelling of thole who ferve the Sick.They 
told me the Revenue of this Hofpital 
was above 150000 Philippines. Half a 
Mile from the City, without the Ro- 
man Gate, they were making a Buryal 
place for thole that dy’d in the Hofpital, 
and the Work is lo great, that they had 
already lay’d out 200000 Philippines up- 
on it. 

libretto. Sunday 9th, I law the Lazaretto , for 
People infetted with the Plague, which 
is another great fquarc Structure, two 
good Musket lhot in length, with above 
300 Rooms about it. In the middle of 
it is a Garden, let for 2000 Philippines a 
Year. 

Monday roth, in the Evening Peter 
Paul Carvaggio , Profeflor of Mathema- 
ticks, carry 'd me out in his Coach to lee 
the City. After fome time being drove 
about, we went to the Exchange, and 
to the Free Schools, which they fay 
were founded by the Longohard Queens ; 
and there he Ihew’d me the Chair, on 
which St. Augujlin taught. OppoGte to 
it we went into the College of the No- 
ble Milanefe Do&ors, which is an ex- 
cellent Stru&uKffoundcd by a Pope of 
the Houfe of Medicis. None but Per- 
fons of Birth, are admitted into that 
College, and to them is referr’d the firll 
Hearing of civil Caufes by fuperior 
Courts. 

Tuefday 1 ith, the Governor, Archbi- 


Ihop, and Officers Civil and Military, 
went to hear Mals and Sermon at the 
Duomo or Cathedral, that being the lall Cathal 
of the nine Days Devotion to 5 . Charles. 

The Governor late within a Curtin, on 
the left Hand of the Altar within the 
Rail, and the Princefs in a fort of Puc. 

The Officers had not Chairs, as in the 
Royal Chappel, but Benches cover’d 
with Damask,* and Culhionstokncelon. 

The Sermon, and Muflck were very 
good. This Church being 200 Cubits 
long, and 130 in breadth, is counted 
the 8th Wonder of the World for its 
largenefs, curious Marble, excellent Sta- 
tues, and other rich Ornaments; tho’ it 
is not yet quite finifh’d, after fo many 
Years, nor any Hopes that it will be foon 
compleated ; notwithllanding the great 
Revenue left for its Fabrick. i. has 
five Illes, divided by well wrought Mar- 
ble Pillars, which hold up the high Ar- 
ches, and which together with thofe of 
the high Altar, are in all 70. All the 
Strudlure both within and wuhout, up 
to the very Roof, is adorn’drwith cx- 
celient Statues of li.df length^ and o- 
thcr choice Carving in Marble, l&f this 
you may judge what the Altars, ah *1 
Chappcls are ; efpecially the high Al- 
tar, on which there is a rich Silver T. 
bernaclc. The Churches in Milan are 
generally well ferv’d, notwithllanding 
their great Number ; for they tould me 
there were eleven Collegiate Churches, 

71 Parilhes, and 74 Monafterics of 
Monks, Friars and Nuns, bcfidcs Hof- 
pitals. 

In the Evening, going down into the 
lower Church of the Cathedral, I paid 
my Devotion to the Body of S. Charles, 
kept in a Cryllal Shrine, with a lilver 
Frame, within another of Silver, and 
gilt Brafs, it was richly embellilh’d with 
Gold within. 


CHAP. vn. 

The Author's Journy from Milan, to Bologna. 


W Ednefday 12th, I let OUt in a 
Coach for Bologna , paying a Pi- 
Hole for my Place, ana having gone ten 
Miles, much Snow falling, din’d at the 
Caltle of Melegnano , ana lay ten Miles 
further at Lodi, a BiQioprick, on the 
River Adda, defended by a good Caltle. 

Thnrfday 1 3th, I went 10 Miles, thro’ 
a welt cultivated Country, and dirty 
way to Cafale , where 1 din’d, and then 
riding ten Miles further, came to Pia- 


cenza, Ferrying over the To, hard by it. 

Piacenza is leated on a Plain, and is - 
about five Miles in compals. The Hqu- * mmx> ’ 
fes and Streets are very good, but ill 
Inhabited. In the great Market Place, 
there are z Brafs Statues on Horfeback, 
of excellent Workmanlhip, the one of 
Alexander Farnefits , the other of his Son 
Ranuccio. % 

Friday 14th, in the Morning I went 
to lee the Palace, where the Duke of 

Tar- 
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yV' Farm* refides, when he comes to this 
tmtlU. city. It is Magnificent both for Stru- 
1699- ^arc and Furnitpte ; and particularly 
in the Prince’s Apartment, there are 
fbnr4Uo«)fr hung with wrought Sattin, 
and the lalt with Cloth of Gold, with an 
extraordinary rich Bed. The lower 
Floor is hnng with good Tapifiry ; and 
the Theatre by it, is as good as can be 
wifh’d. The Cathedral has three Ifles, 
with handfome Altars. 

I fet out late from Piacenza, and ha- 
ving travell’d 15 Miles along a well 
Pav’d Road, between pleafant Fields 
well cultivated, lay at the Inn of Grat- 
tarolo j there being no fording the Ri- 
ver Stiron , becaufe it was fwollen, with 
the Rain fallen the Night before. 

We let out betimes upon Saturday 
1 5th, pafs’d through the City Borgo , and 
having gone 1 5 Miles, at the River Ta- 
ro , met fuch a Number of Coaches and 
Calefhes, that I was forced to wait four 
Hours, to get over the two Branches of 
that River, tho’ there were two Boats, 
which hajH a Roman T tftone for every one 
they Forry’d over. Riding 5 Miles far- 
t W? we came late to Parma , where 
fk Ihould not have got in, had not the 
Duke, having been himfelf at the Ri- 
ver, Order’d out of bis own Goodnefs, 
that the Gate fhould be open’d. 

['trot. Parma is in the latitude of 44 deg. 
20 min. on a Plain, upon the Via fla- 
minia , and they will have it to be in 
iiich an excellent Air, that lome of its 
Citizens have liv’d to 1 20, and even to 
130 Years of Age. Its Buildings 
are Magnificent, the Churches well a- 
dom'd, and the Streets wide, efpecial- 
ly that call’d del Vtrut. The compaft 
of it is about four Miles, and the River 
Parma runs through the middle of it, 
whence it takes Name. The Duke’s 
Palace is large, and fit to entertain fe- 
vcral Princes, and has good Apartments 
Embcllifh’d with excellent Pidtures, and 
all forts of rich Houfe-hold-ftuff 
Sunday 1 6th, 1 heard Maft in the Ca- 
thedral, which has three Ifles divided by 
tall Pillars, but without much Orna- 
ment. The College is one of the fineft 
Stru&ures that can be feen, both with- 
in^nd without ; being all painted like the 
Palaces oppofiteto it. There are Rooms 
enough for 260 Collegians of good Birth, 
and tor the Profeilors, Officers and Ser- 
vants. There are alfo two Theatres, 
a little and a great one, well Painted, 
as is the great Hall for Gentleman-like 
Exercifes. The Publick Theatre is cot 
very Magnificent, nor any of the belt in 


hdy, being fmall, and having only five 
rows of Seats. 

We let out late from Parma, and at 
five Miles end, paffing over a Bridge, 
where every Traveller pays ten Pence, 
entred the Dukedom of Modena, and 
Riding ten Miles through it, among . 
well cultivated Fields, diverfity’d with 
Houfes of Pleafurc , came to Reggio. • 
This City was Built on the Via Emilias, 
by Lepidus the Triumvir, who refided in 
it a long time. It is Famousfor its great 
Fair, for its good Churches and Streets j 
and for the Palaces, that Embclliftfd it, 
and among the reft that of Projpero Sca- 
rufio, before which there are two moft 
excellent Statues, of Hercules and Le- 
pidus, fit to be placed in any Royal Gal- 
lery. The Church of our Lad / of Rig- 
gio, call’d of the Fathers Servants, be- 
fore which the afotementioa’d Fair is 
kept, has three Ifles, of good Structure, 
with moft beautiful Altars, efpecially 
that of the Blefled Virgin, which has 
curious Work in Marble, and is adorn’d 
with Silver. 

Monday 17th, having travell’d nine 
Miles, wc were Hopp’d by, the River 
Secchio, fwollen by the Rain that fell in 
the Night, lb that we were forced to 
flay till the Boat could be got ready, 
and Paid two Giulios a Man for our Paf- 
fage. Then Travelling 6 Miles further, 
we came in good time to Modena. This modem. 
City is feated in 44 degrees of latitude 
on the Via e/BmiUa, which ran from Ri- 
mini to Piacenza \ the Country is Mar- 
fhy, having the River Panaro on the EaH, 
and the Secchio on the*Wcft. It is the 
reiidence of the Princes of the Houfe of 
Efle, under whole aulpicious Govern- 
ment it enjoys that Peace, it formerly 
and after the Death of Cafar wanted a 
long time, through the Ambition of pri- 
vate Romans. It is enclos’d with a good 
Wall, and defended by a great Fort, 

Built after the Modern manner. Its 
compafs is between three and four Miles •, 
but there is nothing remarkable in its 
Houfes, or narrow Streets, unleft it be 
abundance of Dirt. In the middle of it 
is a very high Tower, made of courfe 
Marble, which is an Argument of the 
Antiquity of the Place. Nothing is 
yet finifh’d of the Ducal Palace, but the 
left fide, and yet it looks Great. The 
entrance is under a high Tower, into a 
Court let about With large Pillars, and 
palling thence into a left, there appeal^ 
a fpacious Stair-Cafe , adorn’d from top* 
to bottom, with good Marble Pillars, 
which leads to a great Hall before the 
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fV-A/i Tuefday fetting out betimes, at 
Gemelli. three Miles end I Ferry’d over the Ri- 
1599. ver Panaro , Paying a Giulio, and three 
Miles further, entred upon the Terri- 
tory of Bologna., coming to Cafitl Franco , 
a Town con lifting of one long Street, 
. with good Shops ; but there is by it 
a good Fort, with a Garrifon of the 
Popes. Then going four Miles further, 
1 din*d at the Inn of Samoggia , where the 
l’oftis; and tea Miles from thence, thro’ 
a cultivated Country full of pretty Coun- 
try Houfes, came betimes to Bologna , 
and lay at the Pilgrim’s Inn. Meeting 
here with the Meilenger of Florence , 
who was to let out the next Morning, 
1 refolv’d to go with him. 

Bologna. Bologna is feated in 44 degrees of La- 
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titude, and ou the Via v&milia as well 
as Modena. It is a City of great Anti- 
quity, cnaobl’d by the Archicpifcopal 
Dignity, and Refide^ce of the Legate 
Apoftolick i famous for its Univerlity, 
Beauty, Bignefs, Wealth, Delightful- 
nefs, and number of Inhabitants, which 
amounts to 80000. The Buildings are 
of the beft in .Italy, all adorn’d with no- 
ble Porticos, through which the People 
may always walk under flielter. The 
Tower call’d Degli AfinelU is very won- 
derful, as well for its crooked Structure, 
as extraordinary Height. 1 pals by the 
reft in (Hence, having laid enough in 
the Firft Volume of my Travels in 
Europe. 


CHAP. VIII. 

The Author’s Journey from Bologna to Florence, and the Defcription 

of that City. 


I Sct out betimes on Wednefday 19, 
with the Mcflengcr ; and after ri- 
ding 1 6 miles among the jippennine 
Mountains, whofe fteepnefs does not 
hinder the Country People from fowing 
a great deal of Corn upon them ; wc 
ftaid to dine at Lujano. Then conti- 
nuing onr Journey with a violent cold 
Wind that had like feveral times to un- 
horfe me, entred upon the Dominions 
of the Great Duke , divided from the 
Popes by a Rivulet near the Village of 
Filicaia. We ftiew’d our Certificate of 
Health , which *muft of ncceflity be 
brought from Bologna at Pietrdmala ; 
and at laft came to Firenzjuola , after 14 
miles riding. 

Thurfday 20, we let out two hours be- 
fore Day i the Wind blowing violent 
hard and cold, and with great trouble 
mounted the fix miles to the top of the 
high Mountain Ciogo, which to me Teem- 
ed like ts£olus his Court ; all which way, 
atfmall diftances there arc fmall Houfes 
of Country People , who lead a wild 
fort of 1 ,ife. Then we went down fix 
miles agaiu to S. Peter a Seve, a Village 
defended by a Fort, and ftaid to dine at 
the Inn of the Bridge, where we had 
good Entertainment. Hence we rode 
fix mile? of good Way, all the road 
from Bologna to Florence being pav’d ; 
then a (tending a mile, and going down 
fore, we came to the Gate of Florence , 
where* my Tranks were narrowly 
fcarch’d, and my Arms fecur’d before 
I pay’d the GiuUo for Entrance. 


Florence is lb beautiful, plcafent and \.i„ trtce 
well-built, that in the Opinion ^of lb 
great a Prince as Charles the Fifcl^*'**c 
ought to]be(hew’d only upon Holy-days ) 
for it exceeds the noblcft Cities of Ita- 
ly in fpacious Streets, magnificent Pala- ■ 
ccs. Ornament offtatcly Churches, Mag- 
nificence of publick Structures, Squares, 
Fountains, and excellent Statues. It is 
feated in 43 deg. 20 min. Latitude, in a 
Plain encompafs’d with Mountains ; and 
is faid to have been founded by Syltf s 
Soldiers in the Year 645, after the buil- 
ding of Rome. The Triumvirs made it 
a Colony ; and after the declining of the 
Empire, and rife of the Longohards , be- 
coming an Imperial free City ; it fo con- 
tinu’d till 1530, when it was forced to 
fubmit to the Power of Charles the Fifth, 
who created Alexander de Medicis firft 
Duke of Florence. Its compafs at pre- 
fent is about 5 miles, well Wall'd, with 
a Ditch about, and a ftrongCaftle, and 
inhabited by near 100000 Souls. 

Friday 21 , 1 faw the Collegiate Church 
of S. Laurence , divided by 14 Pillars in- s. un- 
to three Kies. Here is the Ducal Chap- rente. 
pel founded by Ferdinand the Third , of 
whole Magnificence and Stru&urc it « : s 
better to be (ilent than fay too little. Of 
fix Tombs only that are to be placed in 
it, only four have been finilh’d in nine- 
ty Years, fo curious and artificially are 
the precious Oriental Stones wrought 
whereof they are made; by which, a 
Man may judge of the reft of the Chap- 
pel. There is another, in which all the 

SubjeCh 
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C<AS^ SubjeSs of the Family are buried ; and 
Cemelli. in it are fix Statues made by the Divine 
1609. Hand of MichelagndoyBuonorotay and three 
of his beft Scholars. 

cathe- The Cathedral is adorn’d on the out- 
diat. fide with a curious Front of Marble of 
feveral Colours, and a iquare Tower of 
a prodigious height. Within it is di- 
vided into three Ifles by four Pillars 
cas’d with Marble. All about it there 
arc excellent Statues , but the bell are 
ail Adam and Eve ; one of our Saviour, 
and of God the Father ; the Work of 
Barilo Bandinelliy a Florentine , placed in 
the Choir and on the High Altar. This 
Choir is an Oilogon , befet with fmall 
I'illai s, and other curious Works in 
Marble. 

Oppofitc to this is the Church of Sc. 
?j 7 a/, built round in the form of a C»- 
f>da 7 with three Biafs-gates of admira- 
ble W01 kmanfhip ; over which there 
are .fine Srauics, three over each, fix of 
Urals and three of Maible, all incom- 
parably fine. In this Church arc the 
Tombs of fomc FLorentits Popes, andex- 
cc!lcn:,;'.'uiucs. 

home I pair’d through the new 
I.ia; ket, where the Gentry us’d to walk 
under a nobic Gallery fupported by 
xo Marble Pillars. 

At ter Dinner I went to the Piazza 
or Great Square, to fee the Statue of 
Cofmo de Ale duts on Hot fcback , all of 
Brafs, exquifitly wrought ; and then the 
Giant’s Fountain, with 1 2 Brafs Statues 
about it, and one in the middle of an 
cxcclfivc biguefs. Be tore the Gate of 
the Old Palace , which was the Houfc 
of the common Aflcmblies of the Com- 
monwealth of Florence , arc two great 
Statues ; one of them being a great Ma- 
fterpicre, is laid to be Hercules. With- 
in is a Court with nine Pillars that fup- 
port a vail high Tower. In the room 
above arc 1 6 good Marble Statues, and 
fix great Pieces, on which the Conquefts 
of Siemtj PiJ'a , and other Cities of the 
State is painted by an able Mailer. Op- 
pofitc to this Palace is another , where 
the Great Duke’s Guards live; and in 
its Portico there are two curious Brafs 
Statues , and one of Marble. 

Tho’ I had twice before feen the 
c. Duke’s Croat Duke’s Gallery, yet I would go 
Gallery, again a third time. This is compos'd of 
rows of no way contemptible Building 
upon the River Arno , which runs through 
the midfl: of the City *, in one of Which 
the Dnkc’s Artificers work, and he 
keeps his Armory ; and in the other his 
Rarities are kept ; both of them are 
‘ Vol. IV. 


fet off with long rows of excellent Braft 
and Marble Statues. In the firft room 
arc the Pictures of the moll celebrated 
Painters, drawn by their own hands ; 
in the next, feveral Veflels of the fine/i 
China .Ware, plac d in excellent order, 
and in the middle a Table made of 
Touchftonc, with moll curious Work- 
manlhip of Flowers, Birds, and the like, 
of other forts of Stones inlaid. Ja a 
place on the left hand coming from the 
Great Square, they ihow thirteen Cup- 
boards, lull of Plate ctirioully w ought : 
one of Gold Plates, Difbcs, auc! other 
Veflels ; another with Gold and Silver 
AntefendiumSy made by Cofmo de A f edicts 
in purfuancc of a Vow, fetting in them 
Diamonds, Rubies, and other precious 
Stones. In another there are feveral 
Horfc Furnitures, all covcrd with pre- 
cious Stones ; in fuch another, a Chair 
adorn’d with Jewels, on which the Great 
Duke fits in publick upon S. John’s Day, 
to receive Homage of his Subjcfts ; and 
in the reft, Veflels of Gold and Silver 
of incomparable Workmanlhip, and o- 
ther Rarities of ineftim able Value. In 
another room they fhew’d me a Taber- 
nacle and Antependium, enrkh’d to ad- 
miration with Oriental Pearls, for the 
fervicc of the Chappel before-mention’d. 

In another room there were abundance 
of Antiquities in Brafs, and Rarities 
brought from the Indies. A Pillar and 
a Tabic of very tranlparent Alablafter ; 
a Lamp of Amber prefented by the 
Duke of Saxony ; a Pifturc in Mofaick 
Work, and other things of great Va- 
lue. 

Near this room is* the Armory di- 
vided into Four Parts: In the firft, 
there is Armour and Weapons defen- 
five; in the two next, Fire-Arms, and 
others of extraordinary Workmanlhip, 
and the Skeleton of a Mare Handing , 
whofe Hair of the Main and Tail are 
fhewn, being four Yards long. In the 
laft, there are Horfe-Furnitures and ■ 
Turkifh Arms wrought with Gold, Sil- ' 
ver and precious Stones. 

In the great Room is the fo famous 
Statue of y tmtSy call’d of the Mediciiy 
made in Greece y as is fuppos’d 2300 
Years fince , with live other excellent 
Statues. Bcfides this, a Cabinet fet with 
precious Stones ; a Night-piece drawn 
by a Dutch’many in which is painted a 
Woman with a Candle in her Hand, 
which jgives it fuch a Light that * it is 
wonderful ; another Piece of Mofaick 
Work made not long fince by a*Frena> 
man , a large Head made of one only 
G g g g Turkey 
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Turkey Stone 3 and abundance of other 
(jcmtlli. things worth obferving, which I omit 
1 690. for brevity fake \ beiides the Shape of 
t/V>J the Great Duke’s prodigious Diamond 
weighing 552 Grains. 

Going into the other room, I law molt 
excellent Pictures; a Table of Lapis 
. Lazjtli , ingenioufly inlay ’d with other 
Stones ; a Cabinet made in Germany , 

< with wonderful painting on Lapis La - 
zjtli,*~ reprelenting all the Hiftory of the 
Old and New Teftament, and within it 
is kept great Curiolitics in Wax, and 
white and yellow Amber. 

In one of the other two Rooms, there 
are Pictures of great Value, and a Cabi- 
net made of Ealt Country Wood •, a 
fmall Table of Jafper Stone, with feve- 
ral precious Stones fet in it •, and feve- 
ral embroider’d Chairs brought from 
Ferfia. In the other, there arc Maps, 
Spheres, and other Mathematical Inltru- 
incnts j and an extraordinary Loadftone, 
and a great piece of Lignum Aloes. The 
Eait Country Stones defign’d to be cu- 
rioufly wrought, are below in a great 
Room , where are alfo the Skins of 
Elephants , and other ftrange Crea- 
tures. 

Saturday 22, I went over a Stone- 
Ptiace. bridge to fee the Great Duke’s Palace, 
ieated on the farther Bank of the River 
Arno. In the Court is a ftately Foun- 
tain , up the Stairs on the right hand, 
are the Princefles Lodgings, with curi- 
ous Statues at the Entrance : On the 
left the Great Duke’s, with Statues al- 
fo, in whofc fetond Room there is a 
way on the one fide to his own Apart- 
ment, hung with Crimfon Velvet, frin- 
ged with Gold ; and on the other, to 


the Prince's, hung with Tapiftry. Then 
1 went to the Garden , which is very 
large, and on the lefts hand found de- 
lightful Fountains, afrlat of Mirtle cu- 
rioufly cut , and a nark with a great 
Statue of the Goddels Ceres in the mid- 
dle. On the right hand there were Cop- 
fes, and at the foot of the Hill a Foun- 
tain call’d The JJland , in which there are 
excellent Statpes, and dole by Rooms 
with fcveral Bealls, and Birds Ihut up 
in them. 

Hence I went to the Church of S. Mi - S MUbteh 
chael , which is a Iquare Building very 
ftrong and high, all of Marble. Within 
it there are 14 excellent Statues, fome 
ofBrals, and fomc of Stone, and four 
Altars curioufly adorn’d. Returning 
home I met with a Florentin , who had 
but one Finger in each hand, and told 
me he had two Brothers born with the 
fame Imperfcftion, and one of them had 
but two Toes on each Foor. 

Sunday 23, I faw the Great Duke’s ce- 
lebrated Library, preferv’d in a latgc 
Room of the Monaftcry of S. Laurtnce. 

Over the Gate appears a nobfc Front, 
made by the direction of the renowned 
Statuary Buonarota. The chicr'-vrlue 
of the Library conlifts in above 3000 
Manfucripts in feveral Languages and 
among the reft they told me, there was 
a Hebrtxo Bible , for which the Jcvrs 
would have given the Great Duke 70000 
Crowns, he having taken it from them. 

This precious Treafure of Maunfcripts 
was gather’d by Pope Clement the Se- 
venth of the Houfe of Medici*, he having 
the good fortune to get very many be- 
longing to the Library of Conftanti - 
nople. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Author's Journey from Florence to Rome. 


H Aving hir’d a Calalh to Rome for 
12 Piafires , I went along with 
the Meilenger, who fet out on Sunday 
23 before Noon ; we travell’d along 
Hills and Mountains naturally barren, 
but made fruitful by the induftry of the 
Florentines, who make ufe of all Excre- 
ments to improve the ground. Being 
palled the Caftle of Barberino , where 
the Londs Bar her i nos of Rome have a 
Farga in memory of their Original, and 
malting our whole Day’s Journey 21 
miles , we lay at Poggibonzi 3 * wall’d 

#OWtK 

He let out on Monday 24, five hours 


before Day, and riding 14 miles, came 
by break of Day to Siena. This antient sient . 
City is longer than it is broad, feated 
on an Alcent , the Buildings few but 
good, the third part of it being fall of 
Orchards and Vineyards. It is inhabited 
by a confpicuous Nobility, which in all 
times has produced Cardinals, and Ibme- 
times Popes. The Cathedral is cover cl 
both infiae and outlide with black and 
white Marble, beiides many Statues and 
Carv,’d Work. From the Gate appear 
three beautiful and Ipadous Hies, divi- 
ded by above 30 Pillars, cas'd in black 
and white* Marble. The Pulpit is held 

up 
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rvA-O up by 12 Columns, and all curioufly 
(iemclli. card'd about in Figures, nothing inferior 
1699. to the curious Statues about the Church. 
U''Y' , o The Font is in the fine Chappel of 5. 
John Baptifi. Adjoining to the Church, 
Oppolitc to it, are the Princes and Arch- 
bifhops Pallaces ; and in the great 
Square, that of the Senate, with a Tower 
of a great height, and a handfoni Foun- 
tain. We tra veil’d 18 mjlcs after Din- 
ner, through a well cultivated Country, 
tho’ not plain, where we met extraor- 
dinary beautiful Country Women, with 
great Straw-hoods on their Heads. This 
Night we lay at the Cattle of Turrineri , 
and the Inn which is the Poft-houfe. 

Tuefday 25, going out two hours be- 
fore Day, we did nothing but go up and 
down Hills with Rain and Fog, and at 
the end of 18 miles came to the Inn of 
Rada of urn, fo call’d of the Village of 
that Name. 1 he Rain continuing, we 
went down that vhigh Mountain for fix 
miles to the Valley and River of Riego , 
uiiicb we crofs’d eight times, and not 
without daugci, by rcafbn of the Flood. 
A little further ends the Territory of 
the Croat Duke at the River Centino , 
whence we went to lye at Acjuapcndcnte, 
the firft City of the Patrimony of the 
Church, 14 miles from Redicofani. 

\V,cdncfday 26, After nine miles ri- 
ding we din’d at the Town of Balfena , 
not being able to go farther, bccaufe of 
...the Cold and Snow that fell. This place 
is on the Bank of a great Lake, in which 
k- there are two lllauds. Then palling thro’ 

> the City of Montefiafconc, at the end of 
1 8 miles more, we lay at the City Pi- 
ttrko , which is three miles in compals. 

Tbitrfday 27, We firft went 5 miles 
np a frozen Mountain, and at the end 
of as many more cainc Ihivcring to dine 
at Roucighmcj a good Town, feated on 
the Clifts of a Mountain. Then we ad- 
vanc’d 1 5 miles, and lay at the Inn of 
B.ucurco , a bad place for Strangers. 

Friday 28, Riding 15 miles, we came 
to Rome. 
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Rome , the Queen of Cities and Head Rome. 
of the World , is feated, in Lau- 
um in 41 deg. 40 min. Latitude ; tho’ 
the P ttican Suburb is in Tufcany, and is 
water’d by the Tybtr , which comes in 
at thcNorth end and runs out at the South 
towards Ojfta. It is fuppos’d to have been 
founded, and fo call d by Romulm^ the 
Son of Rhea Silvia , delccnded from 
Eneas about the end of the fixth Olym- 
piad, 753 Years before the Birth of 
Chrift. Romulus at firft wall’d in only 
the Palatine Hill ; then that of the Ca- 
pitol was added, and in following Ages 
it grew to that bignels, that in the Reign 
of the Emperor Aurelianus it was about 
1 3 miles in compals. A/i^itflUs divided 
it into 14 Regions, or Wauls. But why 
do 1 take upon me to fpcak of Rome , 
which by its Aftions has rcudred it felt 
glorious and immortal throughout the 
World , infomuch that he fence de- 
ferves the Name of Man, w ho has not 
forne knowledge of irs Profpcrity and 
Advcrfity. It will lattice to fjy, that 
tho’ it is not in its antienr Splendor, 
yet the very Ruins teftific vvliat it has 
been; and the modern Structures are 
not fo mean, but that thc^ render it 
preferable to any other the mo ft famous 
City. For, where can there be found 
fuch magnificent Churches, fuch fumptu- 
ous Palaces , fuch noble Streets, fuch 
delightful Gardens, and fuch pleafant 
Fountains? Not to fpeakof the won- 
derful Painting and Carving. The Court 
may be call’d the Miftrefs of others in 
Europe, and is the bell Theatre, on 
which that the Multitude call Fortune, 
adls her part, and fhevfs her viciflitude. 

I will fpeak all its Glory in a word ; It 
is the Seat of the true and lawful Suc- 
cefior of S. Peter ; that is, the Head of 
the World, no lefs than it was in Paf- 
fages ; for it is not to be accounted 
a Icfs Honour, but rather much greater, 
to rule the fpiritual and nobler part 
of Man, than to fubdue their Bodies by 
force of Arms. 


CHAP. X. 

The Voyage round the World concluded at Naples ; with forne Ac. 

count of that City . 


S Aturday 19, I fet out betimes, and 
travelling 20 miles lay at Pellet in, a 
longifh open City, feated on a Mountain. 
The Houfes and Streets arc convenient 
enough, and the Fountain in the Market- 
Vol. IV. 


place, with the Pope’s Statue in’Brafs, is 
very beautiful. 

Sunday 30, we paid a Giulio ac the 
Gate for eaciy Trunk; and riding^ 
miles, ftaid to dine at Sermonit * , a 
Gggg 2 Town 
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C\\S* Town belonging to the Duke of that 
GemeUi. Name, feated on the top of a Hill , 
1699. where we were forced to pay Toll 
again- Then we rode 13 miles on a 
bad way, and came to lodge at Piperno , 
a Town ill walfd, on the fides of a Hill, 
which in former Ages made War up- 
on Rome. 

Monday the fir ft of December , having 
travell’d 1 5 miles, we din’d at Terraci- 
na, tlie lall City of the Pope’s Domini- 
ons , enclos’d with an old Wall, and 
lea ted on the fide of a Hill. Going 10 
miles farther, we lodg’d that night in 
the City of Fondi in the Kingdom of 
Naples. It is famous for being the place of 
the Birth of Pope Soter, for being rain’d 
by Harbor ajfa in 1534, and for its An- 
tiquity for in the Year 421, after the 
Foundation of Rome, it was in amity 
with the Romans. It is reported, that 
Clement the Seventh, the Anti* pope. Te- 
nded here fometime in the Reign of 
Queen Joanna the Second. 

Setting out early on Tuefday the 2d, 
we came before Noon to Moladi Gaeta , 
known formerly by the Name of For- 
mm. After Dinner we ferry’d over the 
River Garigliano, and having rode 1 8 
miles, lay at S. Agata di Sejfa. Short of 
the River are the Ruins of a very anti- 
ent Theatre, and other Strnftures, ruin’d 
by Age ; and at a fmall diftancc a very 
long Aqueduct, perhaps belonging to the 
antient Mmturna. 

Wtdnefday 3, we fet forwards four 
hours before Day by Torch-light •, and 
Upus- came to dine at the City Capua , near the 
River Culturnus , whofe Banks are join’d 
by a flue Stone- Brifigc. This City is en- 
clos’d with a good Wall, and defended 
by a Cattle. Some think it was founded 
by Capis Silvan, King of Alba, and o- 
thers of the Ofcans , by whom it was 
call’d Ofca. It was detefted and reduced 
to Servitude by the Romans , for having 
entertain’d Hannibal, who was debauch’d 
i"/ its Plcafurcs, aud then came to be a 
Colony, tho’ it had before vy’d with 
Carthage and Rome it felt. It was de- 
ftroykfby Genfericus King of the Pan- 
dais, rebuilt by Narfes, and again fub- 
verted by the Longobards. At prelent 
it Hands on the ground, where the an- 
tient Cafilinum is reported to haveftood, 
and the Ruins of the Old One are to be 
feen two miles to the Northward on the 
Hill call’d Tifata. Riding eight miles 
after dinner through delicious Plains , 
wejkne to Averfa, (thought to bt built 
■WeXof die Ruins of AtelU.,) and four 
miles from thence I began . 0 meet my 


Friends, who were come out to honour 
me -, and after mutffid Embraces we took 
Coach, and proceeding four miles far- 
ther, entred the long uifh'd for City of 
Naples : And thus 1 pnifh’d my Journy 
round the World, having fpent in it 
5 Years 5 Months and 20 Days ■, upon 
the Feftival of S. Francis Kaverins , the 
Apoftle of the Indies, and Prote&or of 
Travellers. For the Reafons mention’d 
in the beginning of the Fifth Voiumc, I 
did not reckon Wedncfday the 3d by 
Thur/day the 4th of December 1698, and 
and confequently 21 Days above the $ 
Months. I fpent above five Months in 
fatisfying the Curioiity of fcvcral Peo- 
ple ; till they having enough of me, as 
is ufual, 1 was deliver’d from their im- 
portunity. 

Naples is feated upon that Bay made 
by the two Capes or Promontories of 
Minerva and Mifemm, in 41 deg. 2 min. 
Latitude. On the Eaft of it is Mount 
V tfitvius, and the fruitful Plains of Ter- 
ra de Lavora , or Campania Felix. To- 
wards the South it looks upon the Tyr- 
rhene Sea, and looks like a great Shell 
enclos'd with fruitful and delicious 
Banks- 

This City ( according to the molt 
probable Opinion, ) was founded by Eu- 
melius Phalerus , the Son of Alcon, who 
was one of the Argonauts , and conse- 
quently before the deftru&ion of Troy. 
Parthenope, the Daughter of the King ft-*- 
ra, coming hither out of Ntgropont with 
a number of Greeks , and being taken \ 
with the delightfulnefs of the Place, fet- 
led at Phalcrum, and began to enlarge 
it, fo that the City afterwards was call’d 
by her Name. Now beaufe Tclleyus Pa- 
terculus, lib. 1. fays, that Naples was 
bnilt by the Cumani ; 1 guefs the anti- 
ent Phalerum or Parthenope , to diftinguiih 
it from the new City, was afterwards 
call’d Palepolis, ( whatfbever Lipfius fays 
of its being founded by the Cumani ,) 
and of this place, 1 conceive the Hifto- 
rian fpokc thefe words, Sed aliis diligen - 
ter Ritus Patrii manfit cuftodia. The O- 
thers diligently kept op the cuftom of 
their Country. That is , the cuftom 
mention’d by Strabo , of Sports by Lamp- 
light, and the like. It is alio to be ob- 
ferv’d from what has been laid, that tho’ ( . 

Palepolis and Naples were neighbouring 
Cities, and almoft one lame People j yet 
there was fome difference as to their 
Manners \ nor were they fo near, but 
that there was at leaf!: a milediftance 
between thj m : For Livy tells us, that 
the Confuls L. Cornelius and O. PubUcius 

befieging 
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befieging Pale foils , a City in League 
Gcmelli. with the Summit , about the Year 425, 
1699. after the bnildin^'of Rome, placed their 
C / V > J Army between it and Naples, that the 
Neapolitans mighjf not relieve it. ’Tis 
true, we cannot tell which are the Re- 
mains of Palcpolis •, but yet they are ve- 
ry blind who feek for them within the 
compafs of Naples ; as my learned Friend 
Dr. Matthew Egiccio, to whom i am ob- 
lig'd for thefc Conjectures, has much 
reaion to fay. 

Thii City has run through feveral 
Forms of Government. At firft it was 
undei the Athenian Laws, whilft a Con- 
federate of the Romans •, but afterwards 
it fubmitted to their Powers, and re- 
ceiv’d laws as a Colony. The Empire 
being overthrown in 41 2, it fuffer’d by 
the Goths , aud in 456 by the V an dais. 
Then it fell under the Dominion of the 
Greek Emperors in 490, then under the 
Heruli , and after them under the Ojlro- 
goths, from whom it was taken in 537 
by Belifartm . After him Attda , King 
of the Goths, took and kept it 18 Years, 
and the* it was again brought under 
the Greek Emperors by Narfes. It con- 
tinu’d a long time in the nature of a 
Commonwealth, and held out a Siege a- 
gainft the Saracens , tho’ reduc’d to great 
Extremities, molt of the Inhabitants be- 
ing deftroy’d. At length in 1128, it 
ftbmittcd to Roger, the third Norman 
. Duke of Acjuilela , who had the Title of 
King given him by Anacletus rhe Anti- 
pope. The NormanLiac being extinct, 
the Sneviam came next in 1195, the laft 
King of whom call’d Manfred being (lain 
in Hattel by Charles the Fir It of Anjou ± 
this fame Charles was declar’d King of 
Naples by Pope Clement the Fourth -, and 
fomc time after he fhed all that was left 
of the Suevian Blood, cauflng the unhap- 
py Conradin to be beheaded in the Mar- 
ket-place. Eight Kings of this Family 
ruled the Kingdom ar.d Joanna the Se- 
cond being at tail left Hcircfs, (lie adop- 
ted Aljonjo King of Aragon ", who in 
1442 having overthrown the Faction of 
Renee Duke of Anjou, took Naples by the 
way of the Aqueducts, and remain’d 
peaceably poflefs’d of it. Five of the Fa- 
mily of Aragon reign’d, till Frederick the 
lgft of them was expell’d by the French 
and Spaniards , who had agreed to his 
Ruin to divide the Kingdom. But there 
being no lafting Fricndlhip between dif- 
ferent Tempers, and Sovereignty being 
an indivifiblc Point *, foon after. King 
Lewis the Twelfth , and K|ng Ferdi- 
nand’s Commanders fell at variance 5 
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and GonzAo de Cordove, call’d the Great 
Captain, had the Fortune quite to ex- 
pel the French about the Year 1 503. 
Joanna, the Daughter of Ferdinand, and 
Mother to Charles the Fifth, inheriting, 
the Kingdom devolv’d to the Houfe of 
Auftrid. 

So many Wars and Changes of Go-* 
vernment are the caufc that the antient 
Naples is fcarce to be found in the Mo- 
dern ', but having been often enlarg’d, 
it is now grown to that degree, that the 
compals of its Walls is almoft ten miles . 
and that of all the Suburbs included is 2 1 
miles and a quarter, containing above 
500000 Inhabitants. It has nine Gates 
on the Land-lidc, and 1 6 towards the 
Sea. There are three Cattles well pro- 
vided with Cannon and Soldiers, for that 
of Capuana does not deferve the Name, 
and at prefent only the Courts meet 
there. 

I Ihould be furnifh’d with the greatett 
Eloquence, to give an account of the ex- 
cellency of the Country this noble City 
is feated in, and ot the worth of the In- 
habitants but 1 am not capable of fuch 
an Undertaking: Beiidcs, there is no 
antient or modern Writer that does not 
extol the Beauty and Fruitfulncis of its 
Hills and Plains, the Delicacy of its Wa- 
ter, the Excellency of its Wines, the 
Rarity of its Fruit, the Plenty of Flow- 
ers, and in fhort all that is good difpers’d 
throughout the World, found together 
in this place •, not to mention the Charms 
of its Gardens, and the Delights of its 
Pojilipo. This is fufficiently evinc’d by 
its having beenchofen for its Habitation 
by thedeareft Sons of the Mufcs, as Vir- 
gil the Prince of Poets, Statins, Livy , Ho- 
race, Claudian , Stilus Jt aliens , and many 
more in the following Ages fiom them 
the Neopohtans leem to have inherited 
a natural Inclination to the molt Noble 
and delightful Studies. 

If we regard its Situation, the City 
looks like a noble Theatre t iling gra- 
dually along the iides of the neigh- 
bouring Hills on the North- fide of it ■, if 
the Streets, they are excellently pav’d 
with Pebbles, and wide enough -, if the 
Pallaces and publick Buildings, there is 
a vatt number of them, and all magnifi- 
cently adorn’d with Gilding and Paint- 
ing, not to mention their Simmctry and 
noble Archite&ure. On the other hand, 
no City ip Europe has fuch noble SpVics, 
and Families fo greatly defeended , and 
it is hard to decide, whether there 
more great Scholars, or Noble M£n, So 
many famous/ Men have been bred up 
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fvA/i in its Schools, that of their Works alone 
Chmelli. mh'lir. be made a large and compleac 
1699* Libut y ■, were not there a great neg- 
v-O/Sj i e ft in publifhing the worthy Labours of 
the Learned, and yet for what reafonno 
Man knows. It is an addition to its Prai- 
fes, that even the Provinces fubordinate 
t to lb glorious a Metropolis , do and 
' Men brought forth Men , famous for 
, Learning in all Ages j and not to menti- 
on Satufl, born at Ami tern urn, now Aqt «’» 
la Ovid, at Sulruo j Ennius at Rndia near 
Ltnc Nevius in Capua \ Pacuvius at 
Brindiji } Horace at Vcnoja \ Juvenal at 
Aijuinum, and many more Magna Gra- 
cia alone, now known by the Name of 
Calabria , may furnilh a whole Vo- 
lume. It is molt certain, that if Italy 
is honourable for Wifdom, it thence 
rook its Original : For, who is there 
that docs not know, how tar the Pytha- 
gorean Philofophy fprcad there, being 
call’d by another Name It alien I And if 
Pythagoras teaching at Cotron , hadfome- 
times 600 Scholars, and none was ever 
admitted to his School but what had a 
comely Prefence, and a Genius fit for 
Philofophy, who can deny but thatfoon 
after, a great number of notable Philo- 
fophers liv’d about in our Villages ? Ci- 
cero tells us, that Divine Wit inftrutt- 
ed all Italy in all forts of Learning : But 
if we attentively read the Jamblicus Cal- 
adieus, where he fpcaks ot the Pythago- 
rean Sett, we lhall find it was almolt all 
made up of People of Calabria. I will 
not argue, whether Pythagoras was born 
in Samos ot Greece , as is generally be- 
liev’d, or iu that of Calabria , as Theo- 
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doret affirms; tho J Plutarch makes hint 
of Locris, perhaps ttarajlfc Samos wa\ in 
the Territory of Locm. But no body 
can deny, that ( not t« mention others 
lefs famous,) thcle that follow were Ca- 
labrians of Reggio, s'VL.Teettus, to whom 
Plato diretted his Dialogue of Wifdom 
Timeus , Mailer to Plato j Tbeogenes , the 
firft Expofitor of Homer j AriJHdes } Par- 
menides j Mclijftts \ Art hit a j Zeno j and 
Zeleucus , the great Philolopher and Le- 
giflator i and alfo Xenocrates , an lieroick 
Poet and Mulician Steficorus , a Lyrivk 

Poet j Alexides , another Lyric k Poet j 
Orpheus , the writer of the Argonautica , 
for Orpheus the Thracian , who flouriflfd 
before the Trojan War, could not make 
mention of King Alcinous , who liv’d lull 
3C0 Years after ■, Menander the Come- 
dian ■, and the famous Pbilolaus , wliofe 
Books were bought by the Divine Plato 
for 4 oMina of Alexandria. Of later times, 
what Country -has not tatife to envy 
Calabria , for having brought forth Caj- 
( iodoi us , Gianits Parr a Jins , Coriolamts , 
Martrianus, Pompom us Let us, Berardinus , 
Antony Tele ft , and Scrtoiio (Mcttrimam 
and now in our Days Marco' Aurelio Sc- 
verwi, and Tommafo Comtlio, the relto- 
rers of Learning and Philofophy ? But 
perhaps I have proceeded too far upon' 
this Subjett, and I fear I may have lur’d 
the Reader with my unpoliih’d DifcouVfc. 
It is fit therefore, that lince the Voyage 
round the World is now ended, he ap» 
ply himfelf to more profitable Studies 
and that I put a period to the Labour 
of Writing, which I look upon as not 
inferior to that of Travelling. 
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PREFACE. 

T HIS fbort Relation was firft Printed in Holland by the 
Secret ary , as he calls him f If of the Ship that Perijh'd , and 
was one of thoje that efcap'd , and after a long Captivity had the good 
F or tune to return Home. There is nothing in it that carries the face 
of a Fable , invented by a Traveller to Impofe upon the believing World. 
Tet there are fotne Men, who will farce believe any thing but what 
they fee, and at the fameTime will not ftir an Inch from Home to be * 
inform'd . Thefe fort of Creatures, are not to be. fatisfy d as to the 
Credibility of any thing bexond their own Capacities. But for thofe 
who only fe<k a reafonable Teflimon' and Probability to believe things, 
which in themfelves are no wa\ hiationaf it will fuffice that when this 
Account jpas Printed, the eight Mm mention d at the end of this 
journal, were all in Holland and Examin'd by Jeveral Perfons of 
Reputation, concerning the particulars here deliver'd , and they a V a~ 
gree in them, which feems to render the Relation fufficiently Aut hen- 
tick. Bejides as the French Tranjlator obferves in his Preface, tbets 
is nothing here ajferted in the Defer ipt ion of Corea, but what agrees 
with what Palafox, and others that write of the Invafion of the 
Tartars, have fatd before. The Account tho frnall , is curious ; and 
it may be fuppos'd this Secretary, the Author, was a Man of fotne 
Learning to be capable of Writing it, and not a nicer Seaman, tho to 
fay the Truth it is plain, and of matters fd obvious, and in jo indif 
ferent a Stile that it requir'd no great matter of literature to compofe 
it, but only as much as would raife a Man above downr ight Ignorance. 
Thirteen Tears refidence in Corea, was time enough to have given a 
much more perfe£iDefcription,and many Men in that time would have 
made it more ample and fatisfa&ory \but the Author gave what he had, 
and I fuppofe his Memoirs were frnall, and ill digefted havings lea~ 
Jure enough, but perhaps little Inclination to write in that mifer able 
Life, as not knowing whether ever he fhould obtain his Liberty, to 
prefent the World with what he writ. 
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W E Sail’d out of the Te- 
xel on the ioth of Ja- 
nuary 1653, in the Eve- 
ning, with a very fair 
Gal/t, and after many Storms, and much 
foiy Weather came to an Anchor on the 
fi.ft of June, in the Road of Batavia. 
As foon as we had reffelh’d our felves 
there for a few Days, the Governor 
General of the India Company, Com- 
manded us away toTapowan, and accord- 
ingly we fet Sail on the 14th of the fame 
Month, in our Ship call’d the Sparrow- 
hawk. Wecarry’d Aboard us Min Heer 
Cornelius Lejfer , to take Poflcflion of the 
Government ot Tapowan , and Formofa , 
with their depcndances in the Place of 
Min Hccr Nicholas V trburge, who had rc- 
lided there three Years according to Cu- 
ftom. We had the good Fortune to 
come to an Anchor at Tapowan , on the 
16th of July. Min Fleer Lejfen immedi- 
ately landed, and caus’d our Ship to be 
unloaded. Then having advis’d with 
the Council, he order’d us to Japan ; in 
purfuance whereof having our Loading 
and Difcharge, we put to Sea again on 
the 30th of the fame Month. The next 
Day held fair till towards the Evening, 
when, as we were getting out of the 
Channel of Formofa , there arofe a Storm, 
which increas’d all Night. . 

On the firft of Auguft in the Morning 
early, we perceiv’d a fmall Ifland very 
near us ; we us’d our utinoft Endeavours 
Vol. IV. 


to get under Ihelter of it, and find lorae 
Place to caft Anchor, for in 510ft Parts Hamel 
of that Sea there is no Bottom to be i<>S3- 
found. However we compafs’d our de- 
fign tho’ with much difficulty, becaufe 
we were afraid to come near a floating 
Timber that burnt clofe by us. Our Pi- 
lot fortunately looking out, had difeo- 
ver’d that Ifland, otherwiie we had been 
loft, for we were not above a Musket- 
lhot from it. The Fog clearing up, and 
the Day growing bright, we found our 
felves fo near the Coaft of China, that 
we could eafily difeern Arm’d Men fcat- 
ter’d along the Shore, expe&ing to make 
theiradvantage of our Wreck. But God 
be prais’d, they mifs’d of their aim 5 tho’ 
the Storm increas’d rather than dimi- 
nilh’d. There we continu’d all that Day 
at-an Anchor in fight of them, as alfb the 
Night following. 

The next day the Wind falling, we 
obferv’d, that the number of the Chine- Var : ous 
Jes was much increas’d, which made us weather, 
ftand upon our Guard, rcfblving to re- 
move further from them as foon as pof- 
fible, but were hindred by a Calm, which 
lafted all day and the next night. The 
third day we perceiv’d the Storm had 
drove us 20 Leagues from our* CourJe, 
fo that we were again in fight of^the 
Ifland Formofa . We ply*d betwixpthat 
Ifland a«d the Continent, the Weather 
iomewhat cold} and what troubled uw 
moft, was, tha/ the uncertain Winds and 
' Hhhh Calms 
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Calms kept us in that Channel till the 
Hamd. nth of that Month, when a South-weft 
1653. Wind grew up into a Storm, with a hea- 
t/YV vy Rain, and forc’d us to run North- 
Haft, and North Eaft and by Eaft. The 
three following days the Weather conti- 
nu'd ftill more tempeftuous, and the 
Wind ihifted fo often , that we were 
continually hoifting and lowering our 
Sails. By this time the frequent beating 
of the*Sea had much weakned our Vcffel,* 
and the continual Rain obftrutted our 
making any Obfcrvation ; tor which rca- 
fon, we were forc’d to take in all our 
Sails, ftrike the Yards, and commit our 
felvcs to the Mercy of the Waves. 
Shipwreck . On the 1 5th, the Wind blew lb boi- 
fteroufly, that we could not hear one an- 
other fpeak , nor durft we let fly an 
inch ot Sail : And to add to our Mif- 
fortunes, the Ship took in fo much Wa- 
ter, that there was no maftcri.g of it. 
Belides, the Waves every moment broke 
in upon us in fuch manner, that wc ex- 
petted to perilh every minute. That 
night our Boat and the greattfl pa»t of 
our Gallery were carried away, which 
Ihook our Boltfprit, and made us tear 
we Ihould lofeour Prow. All poflible 
means wertf us’d to repair the Damage 
fiiftain’d, and prevent the ill Coufequeu- 
ces it might produce ; but in vain, tor 
the guftsof Wind were too violent, and 
came too clofeone upon another, belides 
the breaking of the Waves which w ere 
ready to link us every moment. At 
length finding there was no way co fave 
our felvcs, but by abandoning the Vcf- 
fel and the Companies Goods , we re- 
Iblv’d to loofe aJFore-topfail , the bet- 
ter to avoid the greater Surges. Whilft 
we were thus employ’d, a Wave coming 
over our Stern, had like to have walh’d 
away all the Sca-men that were upon 
the Deck, and fill’d the Ship fo full of 
Water, that the Matter cry’d out, My 
Mates, cut down the Matt by the Board 
immediately, and recommend your fel ves 
to the Mercy of God ; for if one or two 
f <xh Waves return, wc are all loft, and 
all our Skill and Labour will not fave us. 
This was our Condition, when the fe- 
eond Glafs of the fecond Watch being 
juft running out, he that look’d out a 
Head, cry’d. Land, Land ; adding, we 
were not above a Musket-lhot from it; 
theparlyiefs of the Night and the Rain 
having obftrutted our diicovering it 
fooAr. We endeavour’d to Anchor, but 
iiy^uin, becaufe we found no bottom , 
the roughnefs of the ISea and force 
ofohc Wind obftrutted. ^*hus the An- 


chors having no hold , three fuceeifive 
Waves fprung fudua Uak in the Vef- 
fel, that thole whoWre in the Mpld 
were drown’d before tney could get #ut. 

Some of thofe that ware on the D&k 
leap’d Over-board, and the reft were 
carried away by the Sea. Fifteen of us got 
afliore in the lame place , for the molt 
part naked, and much hurt, and thought 
at firft none had eicap’d but our fel ves; 
but climbing the Rocks , we heard the 
Voices of feme Men complaining, yet 
could lee nothing, nor help any body, be- 
caufe of the darknefs of the Night. 

On the 1 6th, all of us that were in a 26 Men 
condition to walk, went calling and feck- got to 
ing about the Strand, to fee if wc could Shore, 
find any more that had got to Land. 

Some were found fcaiter’d about, fo that 
we made up 36, moft of ns dangeroufly 
hurt. Then fearching the Wreck, we 
difeover'd a Man betwixt two Planks, 
which had lb prcls’d his Body, that he 
liv’d bur three hours. It is necdlefs to 
relate how fenlibly wc were touch’d at 
the lofs of our Ship, and to fee that of 
64 Men only 36 were left in a quarter 
ot an Hour. However, we went along 
the Mtorc to pay the Jaft Duty to thofe 
bodies the Sea had call up. We found 
none but our Captain Egbert z. of Amfter- 
dam , ftretch’d out on the Sand, te* or 
twelve Fathom from the Water, w»*:Ii 
his Arm under his Head, whom we b?*- 
ry'd. Having fearce taken any Suite-* 
nance for two or three days nail, be- 
caufe there had been no polfibility of 
drclfing any thing , we fcarch’d along 
the Sands, to fee whether the Sea had 
not call any of our Provilions alhore , 
but could get only one Sack of Meal, a 
Cask with feme Salt-meat, a little Ba- 
con, and what was bell for the Wound- 
ed Men, a Hoglhead of Claret. Our 
greateft trouble was, to contrive how to 
make a Fire; for having neither heard 
nor feen any living Creature, we con- 
cluded we were on a Defert llland. To- 
wards Evening the Wind and Rain 
lomewhat abating, we gather’d enough 
of the Wreck to contrive feme Shelter 
for us, making ufe to that purpofe, of 
the remainder of our Sails. 

On the 1 7th, as we were lamenting n, e Ma- 
our deplorable Condition , lometimes tives fur- 
complaining that we faw no body, and round 
lometimes flattering our felvcs with the thein ’ 
hopes of being near where we 

might find lomebody that would put us 
in the way to get to the Dutch Fattory, 
our Ship being in no condition to be re- 
fitted ; we Ipy’d a Man about a Cannon- 

ihot 
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fHb/ffom us. IWc call’d and made Signs 
to/im *, but is foofl’ as ever he faw us, 
h /fled. Soon if^rNoon we fpy ’d three 
nplre, one of tltem with a Musket, and 
Ms Companiondwith Bows and Arrows. 
Being come wit|in Gun- (hot of us, they 
halted and peiceiving we made to- 
wards them, ran away, tho’ we endea- 
vour’d by Signs to (hew them we delir’d 
nothing but Fire of them. At laft one 
of ns rcfolv’d to attack them ; but they 
deliver’d up their Arms without making 
any oppofition, wherewith we lighted 
the Fire we wanted. Thefe Men were 
clad after the Chincfc Falhion, excepting 
ouly their Hats, which were made of 
Hoife-hair, and we were much afraid 
left they fhould be wild Chinefes or Pi- 
rates. Towards Evening, there came 
an hundred Arm'd Men, clad like the 
others, who after counting of us, kept 
us inclos’d all the Night, 
l hev find On the 1 8th, we fpent all the Morn- 
>t to be ing in enlarging our Tent -, and about 
the lfland Noon, there came down about 2000 
of Cunl- [jorfeand Foot, who drew up in 

pIcn ' order of Battel before our Hut. Our 
Secretary, the chief Pilot and his Mate, 
with a Boy, went out to meet them. 
When they came before the Comman- 
der, he order’d a great Iron Chain to be 
put. about the Neck of each of them, 
w $1 a little Bell, fuch as the Belweather 
v$ars in Holland. In that condition they 
forc’d them to fall down , and proftratc 
chcmfelvcs before that Commander all 
his Men at the fame time railing fuch a 
lhout, that we who were in our Hut, 
cry’d our, We are loft, and muft pre- 
pare to be’ us’d after the fame manner , 
which was immediately put in executi- 
on. When wc had lain fomciime flat 
on our l aces, they made figns to us to 
kneel. Being in this pofturc, they put 
fonie Queftious to us which wc did not 
underftand, and wc on our fide did all 
wc could to let them know, that we in- 
tended to have gone to Nangafahy in 
Japan. They were as far from under- 
iianding ns, as if they had never known 
Japan-, for they call that Country Jee-

hurt us. N^fter Dinger they came with 
Ropes in their hands, which very much Harm!. 
furpriz’d us, ■ imagining they intended 
to fttangle us \ but our Fear vanifh’d, 
when we faw them run altogether to- 
towards the Wreck, to draw alhore 
what might be of ufe to them. At night 
they gave us more Rice to eat \ and our 
Mafter having made an Obfervation, ’ 
found we were in the lfland of Quelpam, 
which is in 33 degrees 32 Minutes of ’ 
Latitude. 

Thefc People were employ’d all the T he Na ' 
19th in geccing alhore the fad Remains t ! ves 2 a ‘ 
of our Wreck, drying the Cloaths, and ^ cr * 1C 
burning the Wood to get the Iron, be- iec * 
ing very fond of that Metal. Beginning 
now to grow fbmewhat familiar, we 
went up to the Commander of the For- 
ces, and the Admiral of the lfland, who 
was alfo come down, and prefented each 
of them with a Profpe&ive Glafs, and a 
Pot of Red Wine, with our Captains 
Silver Cup, which we found among the 
Rocks. They lik’d the Liquor ft> well, 
that they drank till they were very mer- 
ry. They return’d us the Silver Cup, 
with many Tokens of Fricndihip, and 
we retir’d to onr Tent. 

On the 20th, they made an end of Give the 
burning ail the Wood of the Ship, and P. utcb 
laving the Iron ; during which time, a Mcal ‘ 
pleaiant Accident happened. The Fire 
they made coming to two Pieces of Can- 
non which were loaded with Ball, they 
gave fo great a Report , that they all 
fled, and durft not return a long while, 
or go near the Vcflcl, till we had aflur’d 
them by Signs, they needed not to fear 
the like would happen any more. This 
day they brought us twice to eat. 

On the 21ft in the Morning, the They re- 
Commander gave us to underftand by move the 
Signs, that we mull: bring before him Vutebrnn. 
all that we had lav’d in onr Tent, that 
it might be feal’d which was done in 
our Prefence. Whilft this was doing, 
fome Perfons were brought before him, 
who had converted to their own ufe 
fome Iron, Hides, and other things lav’d 
out of our Wreck, which they had ftill 
in their PoflelTion. They were immedi- 
ately jjunilh’d before our Faces, to (hew 
us their delign was not to wrong ns of 
any of our Goods. Eachoftbofe Thieves 
had thirty or forty Strokes given him on 
the Soles of his Feet, with a Cudgel as 
thick as a Man’s Arm, and as tall as a 
Man. This Punilhment is fo fame,

there were two Galiots. Here wc hal- 
ted to dine, and at night came to the 
Town of Moggan , or Mocxo , where the 
Governour of the Ilhnd refidcs. We 
were all conduced to the Square before 
the Town-houlc, where about 3000 Men 
were at their Arms, fome of whom co- 
ining forwards, gave u;> Water to drink 
in Dilhes •, but they being arm’d after a 
dreadful manner, we thought they de- 
lign’d to rid thetnfclves of us. Their 
very Habit increa’d our Fear, for it had 
l’omcwhat frightful, which is not feen 
in China, or Japan. Our Secretary, at- 
tended by the lame Pcrfons with whom 
he appear’d the /lift time before the 
Commandcr^of the Troops, was carry’d 
to the Governour. When they had lain 
a while profit ate on the ground, a Sign 
was made to us ro do the fame, after we 
had been brought near a fort of Balcony 
which was b^toi c the Houfc, where he 
fate like a King. The flrft thing he 
caus’d to be ask'd of us by Signs, was. 
Whence wc came, and whither we were 
bound. Wc anfwcr’d as before. That 
wc were Hollanders , and were bound for 
Nangafaky in Japan \ whereupon he gave 
us to underltand, by bowing his Head a 
little, that he underflood fomething of 
what we laid. Then he order’d us to 
pals before him by four and four at a 
time -, and having put the fame Qiiefti- 
oa to us all, and receiv’d the fame An- 
fwer ; he order’d us to be carry’d to the 
fame Houfe where the King’s Unkle,who 
h;:d attempted to ufurp the Throne, had 
been confin’d, and dy’d. As loon as we 
were in, the Houfe was befet with Arm’d 
Men, and we had a daily Allowance of 
1 2 Ounces of Rice a Man, and the lame 
quantity of wheaten Meal •, but very 
little bolides, and fo ill drels’d that we 
could not cat it. Thus our common 
Meals wesc for the molt part only Rice, 
Mealj and Salt, and we had nothing to 
drinlpj^but Water. The Governour 
fee^rd to us to be a very under Handing 
M!a'n ‘, and we often found afterwards, 
that we had not been deceiv’d in our 


fometimes, and fomething elle to eat. 

We alfo obtain’d leave of him for fix of 
us to go abroad every day by turns, to 
take the Air , and wafb our Linncn. 

Which was granted, to onr great lads- 
faction ; for it was very heavy to be (hut 
up, and live on Bread and Water. He 
allb did us the Honour to fend for us of- 
ten, and to make us write fomething be- 
fore him, both in his l ongue and in our 
own. There we firft began to under- 
ltand fomc words of that Language ■, 
and he diflourling with us fometimes, 
and being pleas’d to divert us with fome 
little Amufements, wc began to conceive 
fome hopes of getting over one day to 
Japan. He alfo took luch care of our 
Sick, that wc may affirm we were better 
treated by that Idolater, than wc fhoultl 
have been among Chriftians. 

On the 29th of October, onr Secret- A Dutch- 
ry, the Mailer, and Surgeon’s Mabt, 
were carry’d before the Governour v ^nter- 
where they found a Man fitting, who p tc - 
had a great red Beard. The Governour 
ask’d us, Who wc took that Man to be? 

And having told him. We fuppos’d him 
to be a Dutch-man he fdl a laughing, 
and laid, We were miltaken, for he was 
a Corefian. After fome Difcourfo had 
pafs’d between us, that Man, who till 
then had been filcnt, ask’d us in Dutch, 

Who we were, and of what Country ? 

To which wc anfwer’d, That we were 
Dutch-men , come from Am (l er dam in 
the Service of the Company, and being 
bound by their Command for Japan, a 
Storm had thrown os upon that Ifland. 

That our Veflel being (lav’d, we begg’d 
earnellly of God, that we might be fent 
on our way. Then we took the bold- 
nels to ask his Name, and what Country- 
man he was : To which he reply’d , 

That his Name was John Wettevree, born; 
at Riip in Holland, whence he came as Rjip is a 
a Voluntier in the Year 1626, aboard g«at vii 
the Ship call’d the Hottandia, and that 
going to Japan in the Year 1627, aboard aollmd. 
the Frigat call’d the Ouderkeres , the 
Wind dreve them on the Coaft of 
Corea. 
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Com*. That wanting Water, and being 

Hamel. 0 J> 0 f thofe hat -were commanded a- 
1 6 5 3 * Are to get f Aprfftons, he and two more 
fid been taken by the Inhabitants. That 
ms Companions had been kill’d 17 or 1 8 
Tears fince in the Wars, when the Tar- 
tars invaded Corea. That one of them 
born in the fame Town with him, was 
Tneodortck Gerards , the other John Pi- 
eters of Amfterdam. Asking him fur- 
ther, Where he liv’d then, and what 
Accident had brought him into thac 
Ifland ? He told us. That his Abode 
was in the Capital City of the Kingdom 
of Corea , whence the King had lent 
him, to know what we were, and what 
brought us into his Dominions. He ad- 
ded, that during his long Rclidence in 
Corea, he had often ask’d leave of the 
King to go over to Japan, without ever 
obtaining any other Anfwer, than that 
he mult never expeft it, unlefs he had 
Wing*, and could fly thither. That 
the Cui'/oui ol 'he Country was to de- 
tain all Strain’*: 1 that came thither, but 
that they w<t.r d for nothing, being pro- 
vided with Diet and Cloaths as long as 
they liv’d. Thus ail the comfort he 
could give us, was, that we Ihould be 
treated as he had been, if we were car- 
d’d to the King. The joy of finding 
lb {[pod an Interpreter difpell’d onr Me- 
lancholy, and made us forget all our 
Misfortunes. It was very furprizing , 
t ^nd even wonderful, that a Man of $8 
4 Years of Age, as he then was, Ihould 
lo forget his Mother-tongue , that we 
had much to do at firfl: to underftand 
him i but it muft be obferv’d, he reco- 
ver’d it again in a Month. The Gover- 
nor having caus’d ail onr Depofitions 
to be taken in Form, lent them to Court, 
and bid us be of good cheer , for we 
Ihould have an Anfwer in a lhort time. 
In the mean while, he daily beftow'd 
new Favours on us, infomuch that he 
gave leave to Wettevree and the Offi- 
cers that came with him to lee us at 
ail times , and acquaint him with our 
Wants. 

Anew Go- About the beginning of December, a 

vernour. new Governor came, our Benefactor’s 
three Years being expir’d. We were 
much concern’d at it, as not 'doubting 
but that change might be Prejudicial to 
us, it would be a hard task to exprefs 
how much Kindnefs and Aftedion he 
Jhow’d us at his departure, infomuch, 
that feeing us ill provided againft Win- 
ter, he caus’d two pair of Shoocs, a Coat 
well lin’d, and a pair of Stockings of 
Skins, to be made for every one«of us. Be- 


fides he treated us nobly, and allur’d us 
he was forry tit had not been in his Pow- 
er to fend usover to Japan? or to carry 
us over with him to the Continent. He 
further added, that we ought not to be 
troubled at his going away, becaule be- 
ing at Court, he would ufe all his endea- 
vours to obtain our Liberty, or to have, 
us carry’d thither. He reftor’d us the 
Books we had fav’d, with fome other, 
parcels of Goods, giving us at the lame 
time a Bottle of preccious Oyl, which 
might be of ufe to us, lor the time to 
come. The firft thing the new Gover- 
nor did, was to reduce our allowance to 
Rice, Salt, and Water. Wc complain’d 
to the old Governor, who was detain'd 
in the Ifland by contrary Winds, but he 
fent us this Anfwer, That his Time be- 
ing expir’d, it was not lawful for him 
any longer to bear our Complaints ; but 
that he would write to his Succcllbr, and 
as long as he was in the Ifland, tho’ fpa- 
rin&ly, we were allow’d as much as 
mighc flop our Complaints. 

After that good Lord’s Departure , The Men 
which was in the beginning of Janu- hardly 
ary 1654, wc were much worfe us’d u ?’ d b Y 
than we had been before \ for they gave him * 
us Barley inftead of Rice * and Barley 
Meal inftead of Wheat. Thus if wc 
had a mind to eat any other Food, we 
muff fell our Barley, and live upon the 
12 Ounces of Meal. This bard ulage 
forc’d us to think of making better ufe 
of our liberty of going abroad by fix 
and fix at a time, thau we had done be- 
fore. We were invited by the approach- 
ing Spring to make our eicape, and the 
more, bccaufe the King's Orders did not 
come and we were in danger of ending 
our Days in that Ifland in Captivity. 
Therefore, after long coniulting toge- 
ther, how we might feize upon a Boat 
in a dark night •, at length fix of us re- 
lolv’d to execute this Defign about the 
end of April „• But one of the Gang be- 
ing got atop of the Wall, to difcover 
the Veflel wc were to icize, be was un- 
fortunately difeover’d by fome Dogs, 
whofe importune Barking made the 
Guards more watchful , and us lofe an 
excellent opportunity of making our 
efcape.

1653. W ent aboard without taking care for 
anymore. Whilft they were labouring 
to draw the Barque over a little Shoal 
that was by it, fome of the Inhabitants 
difcovcr’d their Defign, and one of them 
.running out with a Musket, went into 
the Water to oblige them to return ; 
.yet that did not hinder their getting 
out, exlcpt one, who not being able to 
get up to the others, was forc’d to go 
back to Land. The other five going to 
hoift Sail, both the Matt and Sail fell in- 
to the Water. They foon got them up, 
and fetting every Thing right with much 
Labour, as they endeavour’d a fccond 
time to hoift Sail, the end of the Maft 
broke off Ihort, and could not poflibly 
be mended. All thefe delays gave the 
Natives time to get into another Barque, 
and foon overtook them, our Men having 
nothing to help them away. As foon as 
they came together, our Men nimbly 
boarded them, hoping to make them- 
fclves Maftersofthc Veffel notwithftand- 
ing their Enemies Weapons, but finding 
this Barque was full of Water and unfit 
for Service, they all fubmitted. Being 
brought a Snore they were carry’d before 
the Governour, who caus’d their Hands 
to be made faft to a great Log, with a 
ftrong Chain, and having laid them flat 
on the Ground, and brought all us before 
them well bound and manacled ; they 
were ask’d whether they had done that 
Attion without our knowledge, or whe- 
ther we had been made privy to it ; and 
they all poiltively aflerting we knew no- 
thing of it, Wetfewee beforemention'd, 
was fet to examine what their Defign 
was, and they anfwering it was no other 
but togo to y apart. Howdurftyou, faid 
the Governor, attempt that Paffage with- 
out Bread and Water? They anfwer’d, 
they had chofe rather to expofe them- 
felves once for all to the Danger of 
Death,* than to dye every moment. We 
were immediately unbound, but the fix 
unfortunate Wretches had every, one 25 
Strokes on the bare Buttocks with a Cud- 
gel a Fathom long, four Fingers broad, 
and an Inch thick, being flat on the fide 
that ftrikes, and round on the other. 
Thefe Strokes were fo unmercifully laid 
on, that they who receiv’d them were 
forc’d tq keep their Beds a Month, and 
we were all of us depriv’d of our Li- 
beria, and ftridtly Guarded Day and

wCourt. came to carry us to Court, at which we 


knew not whether vie ought to Rejoyre, 
or be Troubled Sworjeven Days af- 
ter they put us intofoukpoats with Fal- 
ters on our Feet, and one Hand maw* 
fail; to a Block, to prevent our leaping 
into the Water, which otherwife we 
might ealily have done, all the Souldi- 
ers being Seafick. After two Days 
ftrugling with contrary Winds, we wei e 
put back, and our Irons taken off \ we 
return’d to ouh former Prifon in the 
Bland ot Ouelpaert. This Bland which 
the Natives call Sehefure , lies 1 2 or 13 deferib’d. 
Leagues South of the Coaft of Corea , 
and is about t+ or 15 Leagues in Com- 
pafs. On the North fide of it is a Bay, 
where fevcral Barques lye, and whence 
they fail for the Continent ; which is of 
very dangerous Acccfs to thofc that are 
unacquainted with it, becaufc of fcveral 
hidden Rocks, and that theie is but one 
Place where Ships can Anchor and Ride 
under (hclter , for in all other Places they 
arc often drove over to the Coaft of 'ja- 
pan. The Bland is all encompafs’d with 
Rocks, but abounds in Hoifes and Cat- 
tle, which pay great Duties to the King; 
lo that notwithftanding their Breeds of 
Horfcs and Herds of Cattle, the Blun- 
ders are very Poor, and defpis’d by the 
Inhabitants of the Continent. In rhfc 
Bland there is a Mountain of a .‘vaft 
Height, all cover’d with Woods andVe- 
vcral fmall Hills which arc naked, a'i.cl 
cnclofc many Vales abounding in Ricc*^ 

Four or five Days after, the Wind 
came about, and wc were Ship’d again 
betimes in the Morning with the fame 
Precaution as before. Towards Night 
we drew very near the Continent, and 
having lain all Night in the Road laud- 
ed the next Morning, where our Chains 
were taken offj buc ocr Guards doub- 
led. 

In the Morning wc bad Horfes brought 
to carry us to the City Heynam , and 
having been feparated at Sea and landed 
in fevcral Places we were very glad to 
meet altogether again at that Town. 

The next Morning having taken a very 
flender repaft, we came to the Town 
of Jebam, where Paul John Cools of Pier- 
merende , our Gunner dy’d, having never 
enjoy’d his Health fincc our Shipwreck. 

Next Day the Governor of the Town 
caus’d him to be bury’d, and wc moun:-

W as fo vehement, (that thy River, which 
1 <5 51 * is a League from the Capital City, as 
vtas faid before, was Froze, and 300 
Horfes loaded pafs’d over it. The Ge- 
neral taking Companion to fee the Cold 
we endur’d, gave the King an Account 
" of it, who order’d forne Hides wc had 
fav’d from our Shipwreck to be diftri- 
• buted gmong us , which were moft of 
them rotten, allowing 11s to fell them, 
and buy fbmething to Cloath us warm. 
T wo or Three refolv’d with the Mony 
they got by thefe Hides, to purchafe to 
thcmfelves a little Hut, choofing rather 
to endure Cold, than to be eternally 
tormented by their Landlords, who were 
continually fending of us to the Moun- 
tains, two or three Leagues diftant, to 
fitch Wood. This Labour was intole- 
rable, both by reafon of the Cold, and 
becaufc the Ways are bad and uncafy. 
The little Hovel they bought, coft them 
nine or ten Crowns, and the reft having 
cloath’d thcmfelves the belt they could, 
were forc’d to pafs the remainder of the 
Winter as they had done before.

7 irw’ s yhe Day he fet forward to return 
" 1 ance * Home, Henry Jans of jimfierdam , our 
Mafter ; and Henry John Bos , of Haerlem 
a Gunner, refolved to go meet this Em- 
baflador on the way, upon pretence of 
going for Wood. When they faw him 
appear at the Head of feveral Bodies of 
Horfe and Foot, that attended him, they 
laid hold of his Horfes Reins with one 
Hand, and with Vhe other turning afide 
their Corefian Habit , fhow’d him they 
were dad after the Dutch manner under- 
neath. This at firft caus’d a great Con- 
fufion among the Multitude , and the 
Tartar ask’d them earneftly who they 
were, but they could never make him 
unclerftand them. However the Embaf- 
lador order’d them to follow , and be 
where he was to lye that Night. Being 
come thither he made much inquiry whe- 
ther there was no Body that could under- 
Hand vvliat they laid to him, and having 
been told of Wtttevree, he fent for him 
to come to him with all fpeed. That 
Interpreter having advertiled the King, 
a Council was held , where it was re- 
folv’d to make the Embalfador a Prcfent, 
tp tire end he Ihould fo ftifle the Mat- 
tcyflhat it might not come to the Chams 
5*5 Our two poor Wretches were 
wrought back to S/or, and put into aPri- 
fon, where they foon after Dy’d, but 


we could never k^ow whether a vrolcnt, 
or a natural Death, qpne of us haying' 
been ever allow’d to fee them. Astoon 
as this Bufinels was noifed abroad Awe 
were carry’d before the Council of War, 
where it was ask’d. Whether we had any 
Intimation of our Companions Deiign ? 

And tho* we could truly allert we had 
not, yet that would not lave us from be- 
ing adjudg’d to have every one 50 Strokes 
on the Buttocks, for not having given 
notice of our Companions going out. 

We had certainly receiv’d that Correfti- 
on, had not the King remitted it, faying 
we were poor Wretches, caft into his 
Country by Storms, rather than any De- 
fign of Plundering. All the Penalty he 
laid cn us, was fending us Home again, 
wich an In jimftion not to ftir Abroad 
without his Orders. 

In June, when it was thought the Tar- 
tar was to come, the General fent our 
Interpreter to acquaint us, that a V dill 
was run a- ground on the Jfland of Quel- 
paert , and that Wettcvree being too old 
to perform that Journey , thofe three 
among us, who beft underftood the Co- 
refian Language, muft prepare to fet out. 

In purfuance of this Order, the Afliftant, 
the Pilot’s Mate, and a Gunner were 
chofcn, who fet out two Days aft' r to 
bring an Account of that Shipwreck^. 

The Tartar coming in jiuguft , '.ye 
were commanded under Pain of feve.e 
Punifhment not to ftir out of our Quar* 
ters, till three Days after he was gone. 

The Day before he came wc receiv’d 
Letters from our Companions by an Ex- 
prefs, in which they gave us an Account, 
that they were confin’d on the Souther- 
moft Borders of the Kingdom, where 
they were ftri&ly guarded, to the end 
that if the Great Cham had received any 
Intelligence concerning the two unhap- 
py Fellows that were Dead, and Ihould 
demand the reft, they might tell him 
they were all three caft away going 
over to the Ifland Quelpaert. Tiie Tar- 
tar came again about the latter end of 
the Year, and we were by the King’s 
Order ftridly confin’d to onr Houfes, as 
we had been before. 

Tho’ the Tartar had fent twice into An ^ 
Corea, fincc the attempt unfortunately Dutch w 
made by our two Companions, wichgnt nifh’d 
making any mention of it ; yet moft of CcMCt ' 
the great Men us’d all their Endeavours 
with the King to deftroy us. The 
Cotncil fat three Days upon this Affair *, 
but the King, his Brother, the General, 
and fon\e others were not altogether of 
that Opinion. The General was for

Wc were without a Go- 
vernour for three days after his Depar- 
ture, for it is enough, if he that quits has 
his place fupply’d the third day by his 
Succeflor \ thefe three Days being al- 
low’d the new Govcrnour, that by the 
Advice of fome Diviner, he may choofe 
a happy Minute to enter upon his Go- 
vermenr. As foon as inftall’d, he thought 
it not enough to ufe us with .all the fe- 
verity the banilh’d Governour had done, 
but would oSlige us continually to mould 
Clay, which we refufed to do, alledg- 
ing that his Predeceflor had not impos’d 
ihub any fuch Labour upon us ; that our Al- 
hardiy lowance being fcarce enough to keep us 
n,d ' alive, it was but rcalonable to allow us 
what time we had to fpare from our own 
Afiairs,to get fomething toCloath us,and 
fupplj^our other Wants 3 that the King 
had not fent us to work , or if we muft 
befo us d, it wert^ better for us to quit 
his Allowance, and defire to be lent to 
Japan , or forne other place, where there 
were any of our Nation. All the An- 
fwer was, ordering us to be gone, 
threatning he would find a way to make 
us comply. But he was luckily prevent- 
ed ; for but a few days after, he being 
in a very pretty Veflel, fome Fire acci- 
dentally fell into the Powder, and blew 
up the Prow, killing five Men. Here it 
mud be ohferv’d, that thofc people keep 
their Powder in a Powder-room before 
the Malt. The Governour believing he 
could conceal that Accident , gave no 
account of it to the Intendant of the 
Province \ but he was miftaken, for the 
Fire was fpen by one of the Spies the 
King keeps on the Coafts, and even in 
the Hfartof the Country, to be in- 
fo rroroaf *11 that happens. Thjs Spy 
having ' acquainted the Intendant with 
it, htflent an account of it up to Court, 
whither the Governour was immediate- 


than it had done them \ for he told us. 

That if we were not fit for that fort 
of work, he would find other Imploy- 
ment for us , which he had done , but 
that he fell Sick. His rigidnefsmadeus 
conclude, that our Misfortunes were be- 
yond redrefs, bccaule new Officers ra- 
ther add new Burdens, than take off 
thofe that are already laid on. Thus, 
befides our own Aflairs , we were ob- 
lig’d to pull up the Grafs in the Square 
of PcnigUy and then to go cut, and bring 
home Wood fit for Arrows. Thefe 
Conliderations made us refolvc to take 
the advantage of our Tyrant’s Indilpo- 
fition, and to get a Barque at any rate 
whatfoever, choofing rather to hazard 
all than to groan any longer in Capti- 
vity among Idolaters, and bear witl{ all 
forts of Wrongs they would offer tvs. 

For the compafling of our Defign Wc They co- 
decreed, to make ufe of a Cortfian our trivethri: 
Neighbour, who was very familiar with elca l ,c 
us, and whom we had often reliev’d in 
his Diftrcfs. We propos’d to him to 
buy, or caufe a Barque to be bought 
for us, pretending we wanted it to go 
beg Cottcn in the neighbouiing Iflands, 
promifing him a good fhare when we 
came again. He perform’d what he was 
inftruded with, bargaining very bold- 
ly for a Fifher-man’s Barque , and' we 
prefently gave him the Money to pay 
For it. The Seller perceiving it was for 
us, would have gone from his Bargain, 
at the inftigation of fome that told him, 
it was to make our Efcape, and if we 
did fo he would be put to death. This 
was really true 3 but we offering to pay 
double the Value, he confented, making 
more account of the prefent Profit than 
of the Mifchief that might enfue. As 
foon as the two Corefiam were gone, we* 
immediately furnifh’d the Barque with 
Sails, an Anchor, Rigging, Oars, and 
all things we thought neceflary, in or- 
der t6 fet out at the firft Quarter of 
the Moon, that being the fitteft Seafon. 

We kept “two of our Companions , 
whom their good Fortune had brought 

to 
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nfit us, and who wanted not much 
rting ; and underftanding that John 
Pefer of Vries , an able Sailer, was at 
S^mfchitn , we went to defire him to 
come to us, telling him all things were 
in a rcadinefs. The Mefienger miffing 
of him at * Siunfihien , went to look for 
him at Namman , which is 1 6 Leagues 
farther, and brought hint away, having 
travell’d above 50 long Leagues in four 
days. The day and hour being appoint- 
ed to depart, which was the fourth of 
September ; as the Moon was letting , 
tho' our Neighbours had conceiv’d iotne 
Jealoufic, yet tve forbore not at night 
after eating a bit of what we had, to 
creep along under the City Walls to 
carry the reft of our Provilions, being 
Rice, Pots of Water, and a Frying-pan. 
The Moon being down, no body faw 
us. The firft thing we did, we went 
over into a little Ifland, which was with- 
in Cannon-fhot, where wc fill’d a Cask 
we found in the Barque, with frelh Wa- 
ter. Thence, without making any noife, 
we made our way bcfoic the VeJIcls be- 
longing to the City, and juft oppofite to 
the King’s Frigats, making out as far as 
wc could into the Channel. The Calm 
wf.irh had continu’d till then, ceafing, 
there ftarted up a fair Gale, which in- 
vited us to hoift Sail, as wc did, hearti- 
ly tailing upon God to aflift us, and re- 
figning our felves up to him. On the 
fifth of September in the Morning, when 
wc were almoft out of the Channel of 
the Ifland, a Fiiherman hail’d us, but 
we would not anfwer, fearing it might 
be fomc advanc’d Guard to the Men of 
War that lye thereabouts. At Sun- 
rifing the Wind fell, which oblig’d us 
to lower our Sails and Row, to get far- 
ther off, and prevent being difeover’d. 
About Noon the Weather began to 
frelhen, and at Night we fpread our 
Sail,dirc£ting our Courfe by guefs Sonth- 
Eafi. The Wind growing frelh at 
Night, wc clear’d the Point of Corea , 
and were no longer apprehenfive of be- 
ing purfu’d, and the Wind holding all 
night we made much way. 

The fixth Day in the Morning, we 
found our felves very near the firft of 
the lilandsof Japan \ and the fame Gale 
ftffl favouring us-, we came , without 
knowing it, before the Ifland of Ftran- 
do y where wc durft not put in, becaufe 
none ot us had ever been at Japan , and 
wc were' unacquainted with the Road. 
Befides, the Corefians had often, told us, 
that there were no Ifles to coaft along 
in the way to Nangafaki. Wc there- 


fore pafs’d on to come up with an Ifland 
that lay farther ‘0 j£ which appear’d to 
us very fmall and near to us, and accor- 
dingly we left it aftern that night. 

The feventh Day we held on bur 
Courfe with a cold Wind, and uncertain 
Weather, running along abundance of 
Iflands, which feem’d to us to be num- 
bcrlcfs ; and being poflefs’d there were 
no Iflands to be left behind, we endea- 
vour’d to get above them. At night we 
thought to have touch'd at a fmall Ifland, 
and would have rid it oat at Anchor 
there, but the Sky feetn’d to look Stor- 
my \ but we perceiv’d fuch abundance 
of Fires all about , that wc refblv’d to 
continue under Sail, going befote the 
Wind, which was very cold. 

The eighth in the Morning wc found 
our felves in the fame place, whence 
wc let forward at Night, which we at- 
tributed to the force of fomc current. 
Hereupon we rcfolv’d to fluid out to 
Sea, but we had fcarce fail’d two 
i cagues befoi c there ftarted up a con- 
trary Wind, and blew fo hard, that it 
forc’d us in all haft to feek the fheltcr 
of the Land ; and the Weather ftili 
growing moreboifterous every moment, 
after croffing a Bay, we came to an An- 
chor about Noon, without knowing 
what Country we were in. Whilft we 
were drefllng fome fmall matter to cat, 
the Natives pafs’d backwards and for- 
wards dofe by us, without faying any 
thing , or making any ftay. About 
Evening, the Wind being fomewhat 
fallen, we faw a Barque come with fix 
Men in it, who had eath of them two 
Knives at their Girdle. They row’d 
dole by us, and landed a Man oppofite 
to the place where we were. This made 
us weigh and let Sail as fall as we could, 
making ufeof our Oars at the fame time, 
to get out of the Bay as loon as poflible, 
and gain the open Sea. But that Barque 
prevented us, for fetting out in puriuit 
of ours, it fbon overtook us. True it 
is, if we would have made ufe of our 
long Bamboos, we could eafily have pre- 
vented thrir coming aboard us ; but fee- 
ing fcveral other Barques fee out from 
the Shore full of Men, who by the de- 
feription we had heard of them, muft 
be japortefes , we troubled our felves 110 
farther. They hailing us, and aSking ns 
by Signs, whither we would go ? We 
let fly the Colours with the Arms of 
Orangey Much wc had provided fqr that 
purpofe, crying, Holland , Nangafaki.' 
Hereupon they made Sign3 to us toftrike 
our Sail, and go Afhore, which we pre- 
fect!/ 
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r-A-oi fently did.,. Then they carry’d one of 
Hamel. our Men into their Barque, and plac’d 
1653. the reft in order before one of their - 
Pagods. 

Being come to an Anchor, and having 
plac’d Barques about ours to guard it, 

• they took another of our Men,, and car- 
ry’d him to the firft they had drawn 

• out, asking them fcvcral Qucftions, but 
neither underftood the other. Our ar- 
rival alarm’d all the Coaft, and there 
was not a Man to be feen, but was arm’d 
with two Swords, but what lacisfy’d us 
was that they endeavour’d to Ihew us 
Nangafaki, and feem’d to tell us there 
were fomc of our Nation there. At 
Night a great Barque that brought the 
third Man in Dignity of the Ifleof Gotto, 
came aboard ns. That Gentleman per- 
ceiving we were Hollanders , gave us to 
underftand by Signs, that we had fix 
Ships at Nangafaki , where he hop’d to 
be with us iii* four or five Days, if we 
dclir’d it. He fignify’d to us that we 

‘'oho were in the Blind of Gotto fubjedt to the 
Ifland- Emperor, and to latisfy his Curiolity 
defil ing to know whence we came, we 
had a great^dcal of Trouble to give him 
to underftand that we came from Corea , 
and that it was thirteen Years fince we 
had been Shipwreck’d on an Ifland be- 
longing to that Kingdom \ that we de- 
fir’d nothing fo earneftly at prefent , 
as to get to Nangafaki , to fome of our 
Country-men, and that to gratifie this 
our Inclination we had expos’d our lelvcs 
in a poor Barque, in a Sea unknown to 
us, where we had fail’d 40 Leagues with- 
out a Compafs, to reach Japan, not re- 
garding all the Corefians had faid to per- 
fuade us that the Japonefes put all the 
Strangers that came into their Country 
to cruel Deaths. 

We continu’d the three following 
Days well guarded in the lame Place 
aboard our Barque, whither they brought 
us Water, Wood, Flelh, and gave us a 
Mat to cover us from the Rain, which 
fell in great abundance all that time. 

On the 1 2th, they furnifh’d us with 
Provifions to go to Nangafaki , and that 
fame Night we Anchor’d on the other 
lidc of the Ifland , where we (pent the 
Night. 

On the 1 3th that Gentleman we men- 
tion’d before weigh'd Anchor, being at- 
tended by two large Barques, and two 
little ones, he carry’d fome Letters for 
the Emperor, and fome Goods. Oor 
.two Companions were in one of thofe 
great Barques, and did not come to us 
again till we were at Nangafaki. About 


Evening we faw the Bay of that City, 
and at Midnighc anchor’d before*«t , 
where we found five Ships of ours. Se- 
veral Inhabitants of Gotto , and even fotjie 
of the chief Men, prefented, and did ns 
many Kindncfles , without taking any 
thing of us. 

On the 14th we were all carry’d A- 
Ihore, where £he Companies Interpre- 
ters receiv’d us. When they had wiic 
down all the Anfwers wc made to their 
fcveral Queftions, they carry’J us to the 
Governour’s Houfe, and about Noon we Theyar _ 
were brought before him. When we rive at 
had latisfy’dhis Curiolity, he much com- Navgejal 
mended our Attion, in overcoming lb 
many Dangers and Difficulties to reco- 
ver our Liberty. Then he order’d the 
Interpreters to condud us to our Com- 
mandant, Min Heer William Vi ilgucrs , who 
receiv’d 11s very kindly. Min Hcer Ni- 
cholas le Roy , his Deputy was alfo very 
Friendly, and lo was all i!;c Nation in 
general. When we went tnente they 
caus’d us to be Habited after our own 
Fafhion. 

On the Firft of October, Min Heer 
V olguers left the Ifland, and on the 23d 
lail’dout of the Bay with 7 Ships. The 
Govcrnotir of Nangafaki , who wo\'iil 
have kept us a Year, caus’d us rt> be 
brought before him on the 25th of the 
Month , and after examining us over 
again, reftor’d us to the Companies Di- 
re&or, who lodg’d us in his own Houle, 
whence we fail’d fomc Days after for 
Batavia. Where wc arriv’d on the 20th 
of November , and at our landing deli- 
ver’d our Journal to the General, who 
after a very favourable reception, pro- 
mis’d to put us Aboard the Ships that 
were to fail from thence on the 28th of 
December. Thelc Ships, after fomc 
Storms, arriv’d at Amfterdam on the 
20th of July, i 658. where we return’d 
Thanks to God for having deliver’d us 
from a Captivity of 1 3 Years, and 28 
Days, befceching him to have Mercy on 
our poor Companions, who were left 
behind. Here follow the Names of thole 
that return’d Home, and of thofe that 
were left in Corea.

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1 H E Kingdom known to us by the 
Name of Corea, and by the Na- 
tives call’d Tioucnconk , and fome- 
*n Te h u titncs CaeU, reaches from 34 to 44 De- 
ll sLea^ues § rees °f North Latitude, being about 
' 150 Leagues in length from North to 

South, and about 75 in Breadth from 
Eaft to Weft. Therefore the Corepans 
reprefent it in the lhape of a long iquare, 
like a playing Card. Neverthelels it 
has fcvcral Points of Land which run far 
out into the Sea. 

-,It is divided into 8 Provinces, con- 
taining 360 Cities and Towns, without 
reckoning the Forts and Caftles, which 
arc all on the Mountains. 

This Kingdom is very dangerous and 
difficult for Strangers , who are unac- 
quainted with its Coafts to Land, be- 
caufe it is much inclos’d with Rocks 
and Sands. Towards the South-Eafi it 
is very near Japan ; there being but 25 
or 26 Leagues diftance betwixt the 
Town of Poufan in Corea , and that of 
Ofacco in Japan. Betwixt them is the 
Ifland Smjftma, which the Corefians call 
Taymutto. It formerly belong’d to them, 
but they exchang’d it for that of Quel- 
paert , in a Treaty of Peace concluded 
with the Japontfes. 

On the Weft, this Kingdom is divid- 
ed from China by the Bay of Nan- 
king, but is join’d to it on the North by 
a long and high Mountain, which is all 
that hinders Corea's being an Ifland. On 
the North- Eafi, it is bounded by the 
vaft Ocean, where there is every Year 
►great number of Whales taken, fome 
of them found with the French and 
Dutch Harpiug-irons, thole People ufing 
to follow that Fifltery. There are abun- 
dance of Herrings alfb catch’d there in 
December , January , February and March. 
Thole taken the two firft *of theft 
Months are as large as ours in Holland , 


bounds. 


but what they catch afterwards are fmal- 
ler, and are like thofc in Holland, called 
Frying Herrings, which are eaten in 
March and April. Hence we infer that 
there is a Paflage above Corea , Japan 
and Tartary , which anfwcrs to the 
Streights of Weigats. For this realbn 
we often ask’d of the Corefian Seamen, 
who ufc the North Eaft Sea, what Lands 
were beyond them, and they all told us 
they believ’d there was noting that way 
but a boundlefs Ocean. 

Tfaofe that go from Corea to China, 

Imbark in the narroweft Part of the 
Bay ; for the way by Land is too trou- 
blefome, by rcaion of the difficulty there 
is in palling the Mountain, elpccially in 
Winter bccauft of the exceffire Cold, Cold, 
and in Summer becaufe of the many 
wild Beafts. It is ealie to pals over on 
the North fide in Winter, the Bay be- 
ing generally Froze over hard enough to 
bear. The Cold is lb intenft in Corea , 
that in the Year 1662, we being in the 
Monafterics on the Mountains, there 
fell fuch a wonderful quantity of Snow, 
that they made ways under it to go from 
Houfe to Houfe, and to go upon it they 
wear fmall Boards like little Battledoors 
under their Feet, which hinders their 
linking, and yet is no Obftrndion to go- 
ing up or down. This we forgot to in- 
ftrt in the Journal. By realbn of this ex- 
ceflrve Cold thoft who live on the Nor- 
thern Goaft feed only upon Barley, and 
that none of the belt j for no Rice or 
Cotten can grow there. Thoft that are 
beft to pals there have their Meal 
brought from the South. Tht poorer 
fort there have noCloaths but what are 
made of Hemp and pitiful Skins. But to Produd. 
make amends the Root Nify grows there, 
which they give to the tartar for their 
Tribute, ana drive a great Trade with 
it to China and Japan. The reft of the 

Coun- 
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things neclflary to fupport Life, elf>e* 
dally Rice, and other forts of Grain. 
They have Hemp, Cotton, and Silk- 
worms ; but they know not how to 
work the Silk. There is alfb Silver, 
Lead , Tygcr's Skins , and the Nify- 
root, not to fpeak of Beafts and Fowl, 
and feveral other things. They have 
(tore ef Horfes and Cows, and make ufe 
of Oxen to till the Land, and of Horfes 
to travel, and carry Goods from place 
to place. There are alfo Bears, Deer, 
Wild Bores, Swine, Dogs, Cats, and 
feveral other Creatures. We never law 
any Elephants there, bat Alligators or 
Crocodils of feveral Sizes , which keep 
in the Rivers. Their Back is Musket- 
proof, but the Skin of their Belly is ve- 
ry loft. Some of them are 18 or 20 
Ells long, their Head large, the Snout 
like a Hog, the Mouth and Throat from 
Ear to Ear, the Eye lharp but very Email, 
the Teeth white and ftrong, plac’d like 
the Teeth of a Comb. When they eat 
they only move the Upper Jaw. Their 
Back* bone has 60 Joints, on their Feet 
arc long Claws or Talons, their Tail 
is as long &s the Body ; they eat ei- 
ther Filh or Fle/h, and are great lovers 
of Man’s Flclh. The Corefians often 
told us, thatthiec Children were once 
found in the Belly of one of thefe Cro- 
codils. Beiides thefe , there arc abun- 
dance of Serpents and venomous Crea- 
tures. As for Fowl, they have Swans, 
Geefe, Ducks, Herons, Storks, Eagles, 
Faulcons, Kites, Pigeons, Woodcocks, 
Magpies, Daws, Larks, Lapwings, Phea- 
fants, Hens, and plenty of them all, as 
well as other lorts, not known in Eu- 
rope. 

Corea is fubjedt to a King , whole 
Power is abfolute, ( tho’ he pays an Ac- 
knowledgment to the T art or J and he 
dilpofes of all things as he plcafes, with- 
out asking any bodies Advice. There 
arc no Lords of peculiar places, that is, 
who are Proprietors of Towns, Iflands, 
or Villages, and all the Great Mens Re- 
venues arife out of thole Eftates they 
hold during plcafure, and from the great 
number of their Slaves, for we have 
known thofe that had two or three hun- 
dred. So that the Lands and Employ- 
ments the King bellows on any Man, 
revert to him after his Death. 

For Martial Affairs , the King keeps 
abundance of Soldiers in his Capital Ci- 
ty, who have no other Employment than 
to keep guard about his Ferfon, and to 
attend him when he goes abroad. All 


me provinces are oblig’d once in feven . 
Years, to fend all their Free-men to keep 
Guard about she King for two Months j 
lo that during that Year, it is conftatt- 
ly tinder Arms, to fend all the Men in 
their toms to Court. . Each Province 
has its General, who has four or five 
Colonels under him , and each of thefe 
as many Captains depending on them, 
and each of thele is Governour of feme 
Town or ftrong Hold j inlomuch that 
there is not a Village, but where atleaft 
a Corporal commands, who has Tithiug- 
men, or Officers over ten Men under 
him. Thele Corporals are oblig’d once 
a Year to deliver to their Captains a Lift 
of what People are under their Jurifdi- 
£tionj and by this means, the King 
knows how many Men he may reckon 
upon when he has need. Their Horfe 
wear Cuirafles, Head-pieces, and Swords, 
as alfo Bows and Arrows , and Whips 
like ours, only that theirs have Email 
Iron-points. The Foot as well as they, 
wear a Corfelct, a Headpiece, a Sword 
and Musket; or Half-pike. The Offi- 
cers carry nothing but Bows and Ar- 
rows. The Soldiers are oblig’d to pro- 
vide fifty Charges of Powder and Ball, 
at their own coft. Every Town in' its 
torn, furnilhes alfo a number of Reli- 
gious Men, drawn out within its own 
Liberties, to guard and maintain the 
Forts and Cattles at their own Expence i 
thefe being in narrow Pafles, or on the 
fides of Mountains. They are counted 
the bell Soldiers, and obey Officers cho- 
fen out of their own Corps , who ob- 
ferve the fame Difcipline as the other. 
Thus the King knows to a Man how 
many there are fit to ferve him. Thofe 
that are 60 Years of Age, are difeharg’d 
from Duty, and their Children fupply 
their places. The number of Free-men 
who are not in the King’s Service, nor 
have not been, together with the Slaves, 
makes about half the People in the Coun- 
try. If a Free-man lyes with a Woman- 
flave, or a Man-flave with a Free- Wo- 
man, the Children born of them are 
Haves ; and thofe whofe Father and Mo- 
ther are both Slaves, belong to the Mo- 
ther’s Mafter. Corea being almoft en- 
compafi’d on all fides by the Sea, every 
Town is to maintain a Ship ready rigg’a, 
and provided with all Neceflarics. Their 
Ships have generally two Mails, and 30 
or 32 Oars, to each of which there are 
five or fix Men, io that each of this fort 
of Galleys carries about 300 Men for 
Rowing hud Fight. They carry fome 
Email Pieces of Cannon, and abundance 
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. ot % .icial Fireworks. For this reafon* 
every Province has its Admiral , who 
views thefe Veflels once a Year, and 
gives an account of what he finds to the 
High Admiral, who fometimes is pre- 
fen c at thefe Reviews. If any of the 
Admirals, or the Officers under them, 
commits a Fault, he is pnnilh’d with Ba> 
niihment, or Death, as in the Year 1 666 
we law our Governour punilh’d, who 
had the Command of 17 Veflels, for not 
acquainting the King that the Powder 
had taken Fire, and blown up five Men. 

Council. The chief Officers by Sea and Land, 

who make up the King’s Council , meet 
every day at Court, and ferve him in all 
things that occur, without having power 
to oblige him to any thing. They mult 
wait till their Advice is ask’d, before 
they give it, and till they are appoint- 
ed to manage any bufinefs before they 
mult meddle with it. Thefe People 
have the firlt Places about the King, 
and live and die in thofc Employments, 
or till fouricore Years of Age , provid- 
ed they commie no Crime that ren- 
ders them unworthy to continue. The 
lame is pra&is’d in other inferior Em- 
ployments at Court, which no Man 
q*»its, unlels it be to rile. The Gover- 
nours of Places, and fubaltcrn Officers, 
are remov’d every three Years, and ve- 
ry few of them ferve out their time, be- 
caufe they are for the molt part accus’d 
of lome Mifdemeanours during their 
Adminiftration. The King keeps Spies 
in all places , to inform him of every 
Man’s Behaviour, which is the reafon 
why many are often punilh’d with Death 
or perpetual Banilhment. 

itetnme The King’s Revenue for Maintenance 
of his Houle and Forces , ariles out of 
the Duties paid for all things the Coun- 
try produces, or that are brought by 
Sea. To this pnrpofe, in all Towns and 
Villages there are. Store-houfes to keep 
the Tythe. For the Farmers, who are 
generally of the common lort, take the 
Tythe of all things upon the fpot in 
Harveft-time, before any thing is car- 
ry’d away. The great Men live upon 
their Revenues, as has been faid before ; 
and thole that have Employments live 
upon the Allowance the King gives 
"'them, to be receiv’d out of the Reve- 
venues of the Places where they relide, 
afligning what is rais’d in the Country 
for the Sea and Land Forces. Belides 
this Tythe, thofe Men who are not lift- 
ed, are to work three Day? in a Year, 
at whatloever bufinefs the Country will 
put them upon. Every Soldier and 
Vol. IV. 


Trooper has ^ Very Year thrfce pieces 
of Cloth given him to doath him, which v jf/<*me/ 
in all are worth a Piftole, which is part 165 3> 
of the Pay of the Troops that are in the 1 /yV 
Capital of the Kingdom. This is what 
is rais’d on the People, who know no 
other Duties or Taxes. 

Juftice is feverely executed among Juftice. 
the Corejians , and particularly upou • 
Criminals. He that rebels agafnft the 
King, is deftroy’d with all his Race, 
his Houles are thrown down, and no 
Man does ever rebuild them , and all 
his Goods forfeited, and lometimes gi- 
ven to fome private Perlbn. When 
the King has once made a Decree, if any 
Man is fo prefumptuous as to make any 
Objection to it, nothing c ,n proteft 
him from fevere Punilhmc.it, as 
have often leen it executed. Among 
other particulars I remember , that the 
King being inform’d, that his Brother’s 
Wife made great Curiolities at Needle- 
work , he defir’d of her, that Ihe would 
Embroider him a Vcft \ but that Prin- 
cefs bearing him a mortal Hatred in 
her Heart, (he ftich’d in betwixt the 
Lining and the Out-iidc £>me Charms 
and Characters of fuch nature, that the 
King could enjoy no pleafure, nor take 
any reft whilft he had that GarmenE 
on. After he had long ftudy’d to find 
what might be the cauie of it, at laft he 
guels’d at it. He had the Veft rip’d, 
and found out the cauie of his Trouble 
and Uaeafincfs. There was not much 
time fpent in trying that wretched Wo- 
man. The King condemn’d her to be 
Ihut up in a Room,* the Floor where- 
of was of Brais , and order’d a 
great Fire to be lighted under ic , the 
Heat whereof tormented her till ihe 
dy’d. The News of this Sentence be- 
ing fpread abroad through all the Pro- 
vinces, a near Kinfman of this unhappy 
Woman, who was Governour of a 
Town, and in good Efteem at Court 
for his Birth and good Qualities, ven- 
tur’d to write to the King, reprefent- 
ing. That a Woman, who had been fo 
highly honour’d as to marry his Maje- 
fty’s Brother, ought not to die fo cruel 
a Death, and that more Favour ihould 
be Ihewn to that Sex. The King in- 
cens’d at this Courtier’s Boldnefs, fent 
for him immediately, and after caufing 
20 Strokes to be given him on his Shin- 
bones, order’d his Head to be cut off.

Whilft all thefe forts of Pu- 
nilhmencs are inflidting, the Criminals 
cry fo lamentably, that the Spectators 
feem to fufler no lefs than the Offen- 
ders. 

Relig io n. As for Religion, the Corejians have 
fcarce any. The common fort makes 
fome odd Grimaces before the Idols, but 
pay them little refped^ and the Great 
Ones honour them much lefs, becaufe 
they think themfelves to be fomething 
more than an Idol. To prove this , 
when any of their Kindred or Friends 
dies, they all appear to honour the 
Dead-man at the Offering a Prieft makes 
before his Image, and frequently tra- 
velling 30 or 40 Leagues to be prefent 
at this Ceremony, whether to exprefs 
their Gratitude to fome great Man, or 
to ihew the Efteem they have for fome 
Learned Religious Man, and that they 
prefcrve the Memory of him. On Fe- 
ftivals the People repair to the Temple, 
and every one lights a bit of Sweet- 
wood i then putting it into a Veflel 
for that purpofe, they go offer it to the 
Idol, and placing it before him , make 
a low Bow, and depart. This is their 
Worfhip. For their Belief, they are of 
opinion, that he who lives well fhall be 
rewarded , and he who lives ill fhall 
be punilh’d. Beyond this, they know 
nothing of Preaching or of Mylteries, 
and therefore they have no Difputes of 
Religion , all believing and pra&ifing 
the fame thing throughout the King- 
dom. The Religious Men offer Per- 
fumes before an Idol twice a Day , and 
on Fcftivals } all the Religious of a 
Houle make a Noifc with Drums, Ba- 
fons, and Kettles. The Monafteries 
and Temples , which the Kingdom 
fwarms with, are for the molt part on 
the Mountains, each under the liberty 
of fome Town. There are Monafteries 
of 5 or 600 Religious Men, and at lealt 
4000 of them within the Liberties of 
fome Towns. They are divided into 
Companies of 10,20, and fometimes 30, 
and the eldeft Governs, and if any one 
does not do his Duty, he may caufe the 0- 
thcrs topunilh him with 20 or 30 Strokes 
on the Buttocks. But if the Offence be 
heinous, they deliver him up to the Go- 
• vernor of theTown they belong to. It be- 
ing lawful for any Man to become a Re- 
ligious, all the Country of Corea is full 
of them, and the more, becaufe tbey can 
quit this Profeffion when they pleafe. 
However, generally fpeakine, thefe Re- 
ligious Men are not much more refpeft- 
cd than the Slaves, becaufe of the great 
Vol. IV. 


Taxes they are oblig’d to pay* and the f N-A-p 
Work they are forc’d to do. Their Su- 
periours are in great Efteem, efpecially i 6 53- 
when they are Learned ; for then they 
are equal with the Great Men of the 
Country, and are call’d the King’s Re- 
ligious Men, wearing their Order over* 
their Cloaths. They have the power of 
judging as fubaltern Officers, and mako 
theirVifits on Horfeback, being Vfery well 
receiv’d and entertain’d in all places. 

They mult eat nothing that has had 
Life \ they lhavc their Heads and Bejrds, 
and are forbid converling with Women. 

If any of them breaks thefe Rules, they 
give him 70 or 80 Strokes on the But- 
tocks, and banilh him the Monaftery. 

When they are firft lhav’d, or loon af- 
ter, they give them a mark on the Am, 
which never wears 0$ and by that thofe 
are known who have once been Religi-j 
ous Men. They work for their Living/ 
or ufe fome Trade ; fome go a begging! 
and all of them have fome final! Allows 
ance from the Governour. They al-y 
ways keep little Children in their HouA 
fos, whom they very carefully teach to 
read and write. If thefe^hildren will 
be Ihav’d, they keep them in their Ser- 
vice, and have all that they can earn, 
till the Mafter dies, which makes them 
Free, and Heirs to all their Goods. For 
thisreafon, they are oblig’d to wear 
Mourning for them as for their Father, 
in return for all the Pains they have ta- 
ken to inftrud and bring them up. The 
Monafteries and Temples are built at 
the publick Charge, every one contri- 
buting proportionally to what he is 
worth. There is ftill another fort of 
People like thefe Religious Men, is 
well in regard of their Abftinence, as 
their ferving the Idols, but they are not 
Ihorn, and may marry. They believe 
by Tradition , that once all Mankind 
had but one Language, but that the de- 
fign of building a Tower to go up to 
Heaven caus’d the confofion of Tongues. 

The Nobles frequent the Monafteries ve- 
ry much, to divert themfelves there 
with common Women, or others they 
carry with them , becaufe they are ge- 
nerally delicioufly feated, and very plea- 
fant for Profpeft and .fine Gardens, fo 
that they might better becall’d Pleafure- 
houfes than Temples, which is to be un- 
derftood of the common Monafteries, 
where the Religious Men love to drink 
hard. • In our time there were two Mo- 
nafteries of Religious Womeh in the 
City of Swr, in one of them there were 
none but Women of Quality, in the 0-

VYV King and Great Men maintain’d them ; 
but three or four Years fince the King 
now reigning, gave them leave to mar* 
*ry. 

Houfes. Having fpoke of the Government and 
•Ecclefiaftical Affairs, 1 will notf defeend 
to private Matters. The Houfes of the 
Corefians of Quality are ftately, but 
thofc of the common fort very mean \ 
nor are they allowed to build as they 
pleafe. No Man can cover his Houle 
with Tiles, unlefs he have leave lb to 
do •, for which reafon, molt of them 
arc thatch’d with Straw or Reeds. They 
are parted from one another by a Wall, 
OT~elfe by a row of Stakes, or Palli- 
lades. They are built with Wooden 
(polls or Pillars, with the Interval be- 
vwixt them fill’d up with Stone up to 
xhe firft Story, the reft of the Structure 
Is all Wood daub’d without, and cover’d 
on the iulide with White Paper glcw’d 
on. The Floors are all vaulted, and 
in Winter they make a Fire undcar- 
neath, fo tha$ they are always as warm 
as a Stove, ''fhe Floor is cover’d with 
Oil’d Paper. Their Houfes are fmall, 
but one Story high, and a Garret over 
it, where they lay up their Proviiions. 
The Nobility have always an Apart- 
ment forwards, where they receive their 
Friends, and lodge their Acquaintance, 
and there they divert themfclvcs, there 
being generally before their Houfes a 
large Square, or Bafs Court, with a 
Fountain, or Fifh-pond, and a Garden 
with cover’d Walks. The Womens A- 
partment is in the molt retir’d part of 
the Houfe, that no body may fee them. 
Tradefmen, and the chief Townfmen, 
generally have a Store-houfe adjoining 
to their Maniion-houfc, where they keep 
their Goods, and treat their Friends 
with Tobacco and Arac. There arc 
virtuous Women among them, who are 
allow’d the liberty of feeing People , 
and going into Company, and to Fcalts, 
but they fit by themfclvcs, and oppolite 
to their Flusbands. They have Icarce 
any more Houlhold Goods than are ab- 
lolutely necellary. There are in the 
Country abundance of Taverns and Plea- 
fure-houlesy to which the Corefians re- 
forttofee common Women dance, ling, 
and play on Mulical Inftruments. In 
Summer they take this Recreation in 
•Gropes , under clofe lhady Trees, 
y have no particular Houles to en- 
tfehain Paflcngcrs and Travellers , but 


Pales of the firft Houle he comes at, 
where tho’ it be not a great Man’s Houfe, 
they bring him boil’d Rice, and drefs’d 
Meat enough for his Supper. When he 
goes from thence, he may Hop at ano- 
ther Houfe, and at feveral. Yet on the 
great Road to $er, there are Houfes, 
where thofe that travel on Publick Af- 
fairs, have Lodging and Diet on the Pub- 
lick Account. 

Kindred are not allow’d to marry 
within the fourth Degree. They make 
no love, becaufe they are mafry’d at 8 
or 10 Years of Age, and the Young 
Maids from that time live in their Fa- 
ther- in-laws Houfe, unlefs they be on- 
ly Daughters. They live in the Huf- 
band’s Father’s Houle till they have 
learnt to get their livings or to govern 
their Family. The day a Man marries, 
he mounts on Horfeback attended by his 
Friends, and having rode about the 
Town, he Hops at liis Bride’s Door , 
where he is very well receiv’d by the 
Kindred , who take the Bride and car- 
ry her to his Houfe, where the Mar- 
riage is confummated without any other 
Ceremony. Tho’ a Woman have bore 
her Husband many Children, it is in his 
power to put her away when he pleafes, 
and to take another ; but the Woman 
has not the fame priviledge, unlefs lhe 
can get it by Law. A Man may keep as 
many Women as he can maintain, and 
repair to them at ail times without 
Icandal. But at home he heep only his 
Wile, the others are about the Town, 
or in Houles apart from his. Yet the 
Noblemen have two or three Women 
befides their Wife in the Houfe, how- 
ever there is but one that rules, and 
has the management of all things. The 
others have each a diftindt Apartment, 
whither the Mailer of the Houfe goes 
when he pleafes. To lay the truth , 
they make no great account of their 
Wives, and ufe them little better 
than Slaves, turning them away for 
the lealt Faults, and Ibmetimes on bare 
pretences, and then they force them to 
take their Children , who thole poor 
Wretches are bound to maintain. This 
liberty of putting away the Mother 
and Children, is a means to make the 
Country very populous. 

The .Nobility, and all Free-men in 
general, take great care of the Educati- 
on of their phildren, and put them ve- 
ry young to learn to read and write, to 
which that Nation is much addifted. 

They 
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They ufe no manner of rigour in their 
method of teaching* but manage all by 
fair means, giving their Scholars an 
Idea of Learning, and of the Worth of 
their Anceftors, and telling them how 
honourable thole are who by this means 
have rais’d thcmfelves to great Fortunes, 
which breeds Emulation , and makes 
them ftudious. It is wonderful to fee 
how they improve by thefe means, and 
how they expound the Writings they 
rive them to read, wherein all their 
Learning coniifts. Befides this private 
Study, there is in every Town a Houfe, 
where the Nobility, according to anti- 
ent Cnltom, of which they are very te- 
nacious, - take care to aflemble the Youth, 
to make them read the Hiftory of the 
Country , and the Condemnations of 
Great Men, who have been put to Death 
for their Crimes. To perfect them in 
their learning, there arc Aflcmbhes 
kept y early, in two ov three Towns of 
each Province, where the Scholars ap- 
pear ro cet Enjoyments, eicher by the 
Pen. or by the Sword. The Governours 
cf Towns fend able Deputies thither to 
examine them, and choofe the beft qua- 
lified ; and according to the report made 
to them, they wtitc to the King. The 
grcatefl Men in the Kingdom are there, 
whether they are in Poll or not. Their 
Employments are bellow’d on thole that 
are thought worthy, and the King or- 
ders their Commiflions to be iflu’d out. 
The old Officers, who till then have on- 
ly had Civil or Military Commiflions, at 
this time ufe all their endeavours to be 
employ’d in both Profcflions , to in- 
crease their Revenue. The afpiring to 
thefe Honours is often the ruin of the 
Candidates, becaufeof the Prefentsthey 
make, and Treats they give, to gain 
Reputation, and obtain Votes. Some 
there are alfo that die by the way, and 
moll of them are fatisfy’d with getting 
the Title of the Employ they aim at, 
thinking it honour enough to have been 
defign’d for a Poll. 

Parents arc very indulgent to their 
25*?**.. Children, and in return are much rc- 
5™. fpe&ed by them. They depend upon 
one anothers good Behaviour ; and it 
one of them withdraws after an ill Adfri- 
'on, 'he other does the like. It is other- 
wife with the Slaves, who have little 
care of their Children , becaufe they 
know they will be taken from tjicm as 
foon as they are able to work, or do a- 
ifroumm" ny bufinefs. When a Free- man dies, 
* ° his Children mourn three Years, and du- 

ring all that time, they live as auftere- 


ly as the Religious Men, are not capa- 
ble of any Employment, anti if any ov 
them is in a Poll he mull quit it. It is lS 5S' 
not lawful for them during that time to 
lye with their Wives, and if they Ihould 
have any Children born during the 
Mourning, they would not be accoun- . 
ted Legitimate. It is not permitted 
them to be in a palfion, or to fight, much-, 
lefs to be drunk. The Mourning they 
wear is a long Hempen Robe , without 
any thing under it but a fort of Sack- 
cloth wove with a twilled Thread al- 
moll as thick as the Twine of a Cable. 

On their Hats, which are made of green 
Reeds wove together \ inltead of a Hat- 
band they wear a Hempen Rope. They 
never go without a great Cane or Cud- 
gel in their hand , which lcrves to. di - 
ftinguilh who they are in Mourning for, 
the Cane denoting the Father , and u \ 

Stick the Mother. During all this time, • 
they never walh, and conlcqucntlvlooM 
like MuUttoes. 

As loon as one dies, his Kindred run 
about the Streets Ihriekiug, and tearing 
their Hair. Then they take fpccial cat e 
to bury him honourably in lome part ol 
a Mountain, Ihewn them oy a Fortune- 
teller. They ufe two Coffins for eve- 
ry dead Body, being two or three Fin- 
gers thick, fliut dole, and put one with- 
in the other to keep out the Water, 
painting and adorning them as every 
one is able. They generally bury their 
Dead in Spring and Autumn. As for 
thole that die in Summer, they put them 
into a thatch’d Hut rais’d upon four 
Stakes, where they leave them till the 
Ricc-harvell is over. When they in- 
tend to bury them , they bring them 
back into the Houle, and Ihut up in their 
Coffins with them their Cloaths and 
fomc Jewels. In the Morning at break 
of day, they fet out with the Body, af- 
ter a good Repalt, and making merry 
all the Night. The Bearers fing, and 
keep time as they go, whilll the Kin- 
dred make the Air ring with their 
Cries. Three days after, the Kindred 
and Friends of the Party deceas’d, re- 
turn to the Grave , where they make 
fome Offerings, and then they eat toge- 
ther, and are very merry. The meaner 
lore only make a Grave live or fix foot 
deep , but the Great Men a xe put into 
Stone Tombs, rais’d on a Statue of the 
fameSubltance, at the bottom whereof 
is the •Name carv’d, with the Qualifica- 
tions of the Party there buryM , men- 
tioning what Employments he enjoy’d. 

Every Full Moon they cut down the 

Graft 
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Grafs that grows on the Grave, and of- 
Hamcl. fer new Rice there. That is their great- 
1653. eft Feftival next to the new Year. They 
reckon by Moons, and every three Years 
they add one, lo that the third Year has 
13, whereas the other two have but 
twelve Moons each. They have Conju- 
' rers. Diviners , or Sooth-layers , who 
allure them whether the Dead are at 
'■reft not, and whether the place 
where they are bury’d is proper for 
them, in which Point they are lb fuper- 
ftitious, that it often happens they will 
remove them two or three times. When 
the Children have fully perform’d the 
Duty they owe to Father and Mother by 
means of this tedious Ceremony , if they 
have left any Eftate, the eldeft Son takes 
pollelfion of the Honfe that belongs to 
him, with all the Lands depending on it. 
The reft is divided among the other 
Sons, and we never heard that the Daugh- 
ters had any (hare, becaufe the Women 
-carry nothing to their Husbands but 
their Cloaths. When a Father is four- 
'Icore Years of Age, he declares him/clf 
'incapable of managing his Eftate, and 
refigns it up to his Children, who main- 
tain their Father, and always pay him a 
great deal of refpedt. When the eldeft 
has taken pollelfion of the Eftate, he 
builds a Houle at the Publick Expence 
for his Father and Mother , where he 
lodges and maintains them. 

Difpoiiti- The Corefiam are very much addided 
of the to Healing, and lo apt to cheat and lye, 
Corefiam. t j lat t j, er e is no trufting of them. They 
think they have done a good A&ion 
when they have over-reach’d a Man, and 
therefore Fraud is* not Infamous among 
them j yet if a Man can prove, that he 
has been cheated in a Bargain of Horles, 
Cows, or any other thing whatlbever, 
he may be righted tho’ it be three or 
four Months after. Neverthelefs they 
are (illy and credulous , and we might 
have made them believe any thing we 
would , becaufc they are great lovers 
of Strangers, but chiefly the Religious 
Men. They are an effeminate People, 
and (hew very little Courage and Refo- 
lution when they are put to it. At leaft 
we were told fo by feveral credible Per- 
fons, who were witnefles to the havock 
the Emperor of Japan made in their 
Country when he flew their King ; not 
to mentiorf what Wcttcvrcc fo often told 
us about the irruption of the Tartar, who 
coming over upon the Ice, poflefs’d 
himfelf .of the Kingdom. He aflur’d 
«£, as one- that had been an eye- 
witneft to the whole , that more Co - 


rejians dy’d in the Woods, whither they 
fled , than were kill’d by the Enemy. 
They are not alham’d of Cowardize, 
and lament the misfortune of thole that 
muft light. They have often been re- 
puls’d with lols when they have attemp- 
ted to plunder fome European Veffel that 
has been call; on their Coaft, being bound 
for Japan. They abhor Blood, and fly 
when they medt with any. They are 
much afraid of the Sick, and particular- 
ly thofe that have contagious Diftem- 
pers, and therefore they prelently re- 
move them , whether they are in the 
Town or Country , and pot them into 
little Straw-hovels in the middle of the 
Fields. There no body talks to them, 
but only thole that are to look after 
them, who give notice to Paflengers to 
keep off, and when the lick Man has no 
Friends to take care ot him, the others 
rather let him die than they will come 
near him. When there is a Plague 
in one Town, or Village, the Avenues 
to it are (hut up with a Hedge of Briars 
and Brambles, and they lay fome on the 
tops of the Houles , where there are a- 
ny Sick, that all People may know it. 
They might when they are lick, make 
ufe of the Simples that grow in their 
Country, but the People are not 'ac- 
quainted with them, and almoft all the 
Phylicians are employ’d by the Greac 
Ones, fo that the Poor who cannot be at 
that charge , make ule of Blind Men and 
Conjurers, in whom they once repos’d 
fuch great confidence, that they follow’d 
them every where , croft Rivers and 
Rocks, and particularly into the Tem- 
ples of the Idols, where they call'd up- 
on the Devils. But this Cuftom was**' 
abolilh’d by the King’s Order in the 
Year 1 66 z. 

Before the Tartar fobdu’d this King- 
dom, it was full of Luxury and Debau- 
chery, the Corefiam whole bufineft be- 
ing eating and drinking , and giving 
themfelves up to all Leudneft. But now 
the Tartars and Japonefes tyrannize over 
them, they have enough to do to live 
when a Year proves bad, becaufo of the 
heavy Tribute they pay, and particular- 
ly to the Tartar, who comes three times 
a Year to receive it. They believe there 
are but twelve Kingdoms or Countries* 
in the whole World, which once were 
all fubjed,and pay’d Tribute to the Em- 
peror of China *, but that they have all 
made themfelves free iince the T artar 
conquer’d China, he not being able tofub- 
duethem. ‘They call the Tartar , 27 - 
ckfe, and Orankay j and our Country 

Nam- 
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Nampankouk, which is the name the Ja- 
ponefes give to Portugal , and therefore 
not knowing us they give ns the lame 
Name, having learnc it within thcfe 50 
or 60 Years , fince when the Japonefes 
Tobacco. tau Sht them to plant Tobacco, to drefs 
and make ufe of it, for till then it was 
unknown to them, and they telling them 
the Seed of it came from *Nampankoui, 
they often call the Tobacco Nampankoy. 
They take fo much at prefent, that the 
very Children praftife it at four or five 
Years of Age , and there are very few 
Men or Women among them that do 
not fmoke. When firft brought them, 
they bought it for its weight in Silver, 
and for that reafon they look'd upon 
Nampankouk as one of the belt Countries 
in the World. Their Writings give an 
account, that there are foui fcore and 
four thoufand fcveral Countries •, but 
molt of them do not believe it, and they 
fay, if that were fo every little ifland 
and Sand muft pafs for a Country j it 
being impoffible, fay they, for the Sun 
to light fo many in a day. When we 
nam’d fome Countries to them, they 
laugh’d at us, affirming, we only talk’d 
of fome Town or Village \ their Geo- 
graphical Knowledge of the Coalts 
reaching no farther than Siam , by rea- 
fon of the little Traffick they have with 
Strangers farther from them. They 
Trade have fcarce any Trade, but only with 
the Japonefes , and with the People of 
the Ifland of Ccuxima, who have a Store- 
house in the South-Weft Part 0" the 
Town of Poufan. They fupply Corea 
with Pepper, Sweet-wood, Alum, Buff 
lers-horns, Goats and Buck-skins, and 
other Commodities, which wc and the 
Chinefts fell in Japan. In exchange, they 
take the Product and Manufactures of 
the Country. The Corefians have alfo 
fome Trade at and in the Nor- 

thern Parts of China , but it is very 
chargeable, becaufe they only go thi- 
ther by Land, and on Horfe-back. None 
but the rich Merchants of Sur trade to 
Peking, and are always three months at 
leaft on the way. This whole Trade is 
iu Linnen, or Cotton-cloth. The Great 
Ones, and chief Merchants buy and pay 
*for all with Money, but the meaner fort 
deals only with Rice and other Commo- 
dities by way of Barter. 

Weights There is but one fort of Weight and 
and Mea- Mcafure throughout the Kingdom, but 
- ' the Traders abufe it very much , not- 
withftanding all Precautions and Orders 
of the Governours. They know no 
Money but their Calls, and thofe pafs 


only on the Frontiers of China. They (\J\s~ < 
pay Silver by weight in litfle Ingots, HameU 
like thofe we bring from Japan. 

Their Language, their way of Wri- 
ting, and their Arithmetick, arc very v n 
hard to learn. They have many words 
to exprefs the lame thing , and they 
fometimes talk fift, and femetimes How, 
efpecially their Learned Men, and great. 

Lords. They tife three feveral forts of 
Writing, the firft and chiefcft like that 
of China and Japan , which they ufe for 
printing their Books , and for all Pub- 
lick Affairs. The fetond is like the 
common Writing among us. 1 he great 
Men and Governours ufe it , to anfwcr 
Petitions, and make Notes on Letters of 
Advice , or the like , the Commonalty 
cannot read this Writing. The third 
is more unpolifh’d, and ferves Women 
and the common fort. It is caficr to 
write in this Character than the others. 

Names and Things never before heard 
of, being noted down with very curious 
fine Pencils. They have abundance of 
old Books, both Printed and Manufcript, 
fo choicely kept that none but the King’s 
Brother is trufted with them. Copies 
of them with Cuts, are kejff in fcveral 
Towns, that in cafe of Fire they may not 
be quite loft. Their Almanacks are Printing, 
made in China , they themfclves wanting 
skill to make them. They print with 
Boards or Wooden Cuts, and lay one 
Cut to each fide of the Paper, and fo 
ftrike off a Leaf. They caft Accounts Arlthme- 
with little long Sticks , as wc do with tick. 
Counters. They know not how to keep 
Books of Accounts or*Shop-books, but 
when they buy anything, they fetdown 
the Price under it, and write on it what 
they made of it, and fo find what pro- 
fit or lols. 

When the King goes abroad, he is Manner of 
attended by all the Nobility of the th ? Kin S s 
Court, wearing the Badge of his Or- a ‘ 
der, or fome piece of Embroidery be- 
fore and behind, on a Garment of Black 
Silk, with a very broad Scarf, a great 
Body of Soldiers following in good or- 
der. Before him go Men on Horfeback 
and others on Foot , fome of them car- 
rying Colours and Banners, and the 0- 
thers playing on feveral Warlike Inftru- 
ments. They are follow’d by the Life- 
Guards, which are made up of the chief 
Burgers of the Town. The King is in 
the middle, carryed under a very rich 
Gold Canopy, and proceeds with fuch 
filence, that the leaft Noifc is not heard. 

Juft before him goes a Secretary of 
State, or fome other great Officer, with 

a little 
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a little Box, into which he puts all the 
Hamel Petitions and Memorials private Perfons 
1 ^ 53 • preient upon the end of a long Cane, or 
^/VVI which they hang along the Walls or 
Pails, fo that they cannot fee who pre- 
fers them. Thole that are appointed to 
gather them, bring them to the Secre- 
tary, who pats them into the little Box, 
and when the King returns to his Palace, 
they «are all laid before him to decide 
what is to be done, which he performs, 
and his Orders are executed out of hand, 
no body prefuming to contradidt them. 
All the Doors and Windows of the 
Houles in the Streets through which 
the King palles, are Ihut, and no body 
does prefume to open the lead; cranny of 
them, much left look over the Wall, 
or over the Pails. When the King paf- 
fes’ by the great Men or Soldiers, they 
tnuft turn their Backs to him, without 
daring to look , or lo much as cough. 
Therefore upon thclc occafions , mod 
of the Soldiers put little Sticks into 
their Mouths, that they may not be ac- 


cus’d of making a noife. W hen the Tar- 
tar’s Embaflador comes, the King goe3 
in Perfon with all his Court out of 
Town to receive him, waits upon him 
to his Lodging, and in all places every 
body does him as much or more honour 
than to the King. All forts of Mufici- 
ans. Dancers, and Vaulters , go before 
him, driving who (hall divert him mod. 
During the whole time the Tartar is at 
Court, all the Streets from his Lodging 
to the Palace are lin’d with Soldiers, 
who dand within io or 12 Foot one of 
the other. There are two or three 
Men who have no other Employment 
but to pick up Notes thrown out of the 
Tartar* s Window to be carry’d to the 
King, who defires to know what the 
Embafiador is doing at all times. To 
conclude, that Prince dudies all ways to 
pleafe him, endeavouring by all manner 
of courtefie to make him fenfible of the 
relpecfc he bears the Great Cham f that 
he may make a favourable report con- 
cerning him to his Mader.

1591. , I being the eldcft of the Miflionaries, 
had the advantage of a Cabin, of about 
£ _ J-'opt long,' and 3 broad, but the reft: 
of the Miflionaries were forced to take 
up their Quarters in the Fore-caftlc of 
the Ship, expofed to the Injuries of the 
, Weather and Air, and for an additional 
Hague* were conltantly incommoded 
with the llcuch of the Hen’s Dung , 
which were kept thereabouts, and of 
which 10 commonly died in a Day; 
not to mention what other Hardfhips 
we were expos’d to, . our Cloths being 
all tattered and torn, and it being part 
of our Daily Employment to keep our 
felves tolerably free from Vermin. Af- 
ter all thefc Tryals of our Patience, we 
arrived in America , at which I could 
not refrain from Tears, and upon my 
Knees gave Thanks to Almighty God, 
>for his Deliverance from fo many Dan- 
gers and Troubles. 

Thus much of our Voyage : I will now 
give a brief Account of Paraquaria and 
Buenos Ayres (referving a more perfedf 
Ddcription thereof for another Occali- 
on.) Buenos \iyres is a Email Town fcat- 
ed upon Rio de la riata (the Plate River ) 
which at its Mouth, where it exonerates 
it fclf into the Sea, is at Icalt do Ger- 
man Miles broad, and confequently re- 
fcmblcs rather the Sea, than a River; 
its Water is accounted very wholefome, 
and to promote Digcftion, we drink 
every Day of it, even after eating much 
Fruit , without the Icalt detriment. 
Their thatch’d Hjufcs, or rather Huts 
of Clay, have no more than one Floor, 
and fcarce ever laft above fcven Years. 
However about five Years ago, our Fa- 
thers have found a way of burning of 
Lime, and making of Tiles, wherewith 
they have covered their College, and 
are building now a Steeple of Brick, and 
heieafter intend to build alfo the 
Church and the College of the fame 
Materials. 

Hereabouts are no Trees, fuch as our 
Elms, Firrs, or. fuch like, fit for Fuel, 
but whole Woods of Peach, Almond, 
and Figg-Trees, the Wood whereof is 
ufed in the Kitchin. Thefe they Pro- 
pagate by putting only the Kernels 
into the G, round, which grow up to ad- 
miration , and produce Fruit the firft 
Year. I. gathered this very Day (ome

rich of Pafturage , that you lhall fee

r 3000 or 1 5000 Oxen feeding together 
fo that when you want a fat Ox, yoi 
have no more to do than to go only in 
to the Field, throw a Rope about th< 
Horns, bring him Home and kill hin 
for your ufe. Our College Ibid onc< 
20000 Oxen at a Time , for 1200c 
Crowns ; they are very Tall, and gene- 
rally White, and valued only for theii 
Hides, all the felt, except perhaps the 
Tongue, being left generally a Prey to 
the Birds, and wild Dogs, which flock 
together fometimes to the Number ol 
3000 or 4000, and if they meet with 
nothing elfe, do great Mifchicf, and de- 
vour the Calves, which are as big here 
as a moderate Heifer with us. 

Of Partridges they have fuch prodigi- 
ous Quantities, that you may kill them 
with your Cane or Stick as you walk 
along, they being as tame and as large 
as our Pullets. Their Bread is made of 
the bell Wheat, as white as Snow, but 
not Salted, Salt being very fcarcc among 
thefc Indians , and consequently but 
rarely ufed. 

The Inhabitants hereabouts as well 
Indians as Spaniards , are Roman Cat bo- 
licks. The Firlt live for the molt part 
upon Beef, which they eat without either 
Bread or Salt, and half Raw ; they go 
into the Field, and having thrown the 
Rope about an Ox's Neck, they Ham- 
ftring him with a Knife ; then they kill 
him by thrufting a Knife into the Neck 
Joint, cut off the Head, and take out 
the Entrails, all which they throw away 
as ufelefs ; and this they do in lefs than 
half a quarter of an Hours time. In the 
mean while that their Comerades are 
employed in making a Fire, thefc cut off 
large Slices from the Ox’s Ribbs, or 
wherever they like it belt, and putting 
them upon Wooden Sticks, toaft them 
a little over the Fire, and lo devour 
them before they are fcarce heated thro*. 
Sometimes they lay a whole Quarter 
of an Ox to the Fire, but cat it off and 
eat it whilft it is on the Spit: Thus have 
1 fcen two of thefc Indians devour an 
Ox in two Hours time, I mean the 
Flelh (for they throw away the Head, 
Feet , and Entrails) lb that they fcem 
to contend in this Point for the fuperi- 
ority with Caligula, Manimus , Apicius 
and Tripbo , famous Gluttons among the"

‘ entred the great At lantic k Ocean, all 
the Fathers Miflionaries, went over to 
. the Matre Dolorofa , where the Captain 
allow’d 1 me no other Place to lie in than 
a narrow Cabin about 5 Foot long, and 
not above 2 and a half broad ; and my 
beloved Companions Place, I mean Fa- 
ther Anthony Behme and another Aufiri - 
an Father’s were fo Ihort, that all that 
while they were not able to lie {freight 
in it} fome other Fathers who were not 
quite fo tall as be, would have changed 
Places with him, but he would not put 
the lcaft Inconvenience upon them to 
eafe himfelf. There was a little Win- 
dow to let in the Air, but this being 
(hut for the raoft part, to keep out the 
Sea Waves, we fpent our time in Daik- 
nefs ; beiides which the [cent of the 
Water in the Ship was fo nanfeous to 
us, that we were ready to be fofibcated 
with it, and were on the other Hand no 
left pefterfrfwith thoufands of Mice and 
Rats, fome whereof were not much left 
than Cats , and made a moft terrible 
Noife. The ftnell of the Onions and 
Garlick, and of [linking Tobacco, of 
about 60 o Pullets, 280 Sheep, and 1 50 
Hogs, which were not far from our 
Quarters, were no fmall addition to the 
reft of our Troubles. To add to our 
Aflliftion wc had for our Diet nothing 
but (linking Mcgt, and Biskets full of 
Maggots, the firft having been Salted a 
Year, and the laft Baked two Years be- 
fore our departure, and kept by the 
Captain ; his Covetoufneft was in fome 
meafure punifhed by the loft he fuftained 
daily in his Poultry and Sheep, of the 
firft of which died 6 or 8 a Day, and a 
peftiferous Contagion reigning among 
the Hogs aboard, moft of them were 
thrown over-board. How often have 
we been glad to catch the Rain Water, 
fent us from Heaven, in Sheets, Hats 
and V eftels, frith a great deal of Thank- 
fulnefsf 1 will not mention here the 
Trouble and Vexation we endured from 
the Vermin -, how often I have been 
gUdMo,make ufe of the Cables inftead 
of a sfcllow, to patch my torn Cloths, 
waip my own Linnen , and fuch like 
o&m Inconveniences, thefe tying but 

Ttfflevin companion of the reft of our 
Sufferings; the belt was, that all this 
was . in fome .meaiiire recompenfed by a 


profperous Gale and Voyage, which 
brought us without any finifter Acci- 
dent, to our defired Port. 

The 18th of January being ft ill id 
fight of Cadiz., the Fathers of the Je- 
fuits College there came aboard us, to 
bid us adieu ; we were not a little de- 
lighted with the vaft Number of fmall 
Veflels, fome of which came often aboard 
us, to fell us fome Fruits, and other 
Refrefhments, whilft others palling in 
fight of us, wiih’d the Captain, Gover- 
nors, and us a happy Voyage, in their 
ufual Sea language ; liich as Dios Ca - 
velleros , Adieu Gentlemen ; a Dios buen 
Viagge, Adieu, a good Voyage; buen 
Taffage, a happy Paflage ; Vent in poppa, 
a fair Wind; Mar bonanza, a quiet Sea, 
drc. W e anfwer’d them with our Drums 
and Trumpets , and the Fiie of our 
Cannon and fmall Arms. 

Being got out of Sight of Cadiz, the 
1 9th, 1 obferved the Body of the Sun 
exa&ly at its letting , and that of the 
Moon exactly to appear much larger 
than ever 1 had obferved it in Germany. 
The 20th we made 60 Leagues with a 
fair Wind. The2itb, 22th, 23th and 
24th of January a brisk North Wind 
carried us dire&ly within 30 Leagues 
of the Canaries or Jnfula fortunata ; 
which lie 100 Leagues from Cadiz. 
The 25 th being the Day of the Conver- 
fion of St. Paul, the Sky began to be 
darkned with Clouds about Midnight, 
which was foon after followed by fo 
terrible a Tempeft, that the Captain 
and whole Ships Crew cry’d out Miferi- 
cordia , Mifericordia , giving all over for 
loft ; however it lafted not long, the 
Fury of the Tempeft being fomewhat 
allay’d by break of Day, and the Clouds 
foon after difperfed by the Son Beams. 
We received no other Damage in this 
terrible Tempeft, acconapany’d with 
Thunder and Lightning (a moft terrible 
and difmal Thing at Sea) than that one 
of our Ships had her Mail: brought by 
the Board , which our Captain wifely 
prevented in ours, by furling its Sails 
in good time ; one of the beft reme- 
dies, to divert the Fury of this other- 
wife irrefiftible Element. 

Our Procurator had brought along 
with him a San&ify’d Bell as we call it, 
and Kaloke by the Americans , unto 
which they attribute this Vertue, that 
as far as its Sound reaches, no Thunder 
or Llghtning.can do any Milchief ; for 
which reafon we took care to have it 
rung at 'this time of Danger. The 
Original of its Vertue muft be traced as 
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tar as Mexico , where they (ay, was for- 
merly a Bell of a vaft Bulk, which as 
often as it Lightned and Thundred, 
rung of it fclf, and as far as the Sound 
thereof reached, no Thunder-bolt was 
ever known to fall ; afterwards it was 
thought lit, to call many Bells of the 
Mettal of this great Bell, which are 
given as a lingular Prefect to Per Tons of 
Quality ; and ours is one of the lame 
kind, every Procurator who goes ftom 
the Indies to Rome, having fuch a Bell 
allowed him, to protedt him in his 
Voyage. 

The 26th of January having pretty 
well refitted our Ship, we profccuted 
our Voyage, the Capitaine leading the 
Van, which was followed by the Almi- 
rante ; but the Pink being heavier loaden, 
and pretty much damaged in the lalt 
Tcmpeft, remained behind, for 6 or 7, 
and fometimes 8 Leagues, yet within 
fight. Thus we continued our Courfe 
the 27th, 2Sih, and 29th. The 30th 
by break ot Day, a Seaman placed on 
the Main-toplail-maft, cry’d with a great 
deal of Joy, Cave Her os, Tierra , Tterra , 
Land, Lank , Gentlemen ; It being a con- 
flant Cullom aboard thofc Ships, for 
him that keeps w.itJi on the Main-top- 
fail-Maft, to look about him continual- 
ly with a perfpedtive Glafs, and at the 
fight of Land, or any Ships, to give no- 
tice thereof to the Ships Crew who, 
if they prove Ships, let up red Flag, 
and difeharge as many great Guns as 
there are Ships feen ; the fame is done 
by all the other Ships, of the lame Squa- 
dron, with fuch exaftnefs , that if a 
Captain fails in this Point, he is obliged 
to pay a confiderablc Fine. 

The 30th of January , as we told you 
before, wc difeovered Land, which 
proved the high and famous Rock call’d 
the Peak of Tenerijfe, which appear’d 
all bare without any Trees, and cover- 
ed on the Top with Snow. This Peak 
is well known to the Mathematicians in 
their Obfcrvations. The 31th, coming 
to the noted Canary JJlcs. , at 28 Degr. 
and 7 Degr. from Cadiz*, we pafs’d be- 
twixt the Ifics of Tenerife and Palma, 
the firft to the left, and the other to 
the right of us, there being Seven of 
them in all, bnt Tenerijfe and Palma are 
only well Peopled, where the Frantif- 
cans have a (lately Convent ; and the 
Canary Sack is preferr’d by the Spapiards 
before all other Wines; they arc alio 
famous for a certain kind of Singing 
Birds, call’d from thence Canary Birds. 
In the Ifle of Palma that brave Father 


Ignatius Azabedius obtained the Glory^ar 
Martyrdom, with Thirty df hi$r€agfe 
panions. M* 

February the ill, we (preceded in 
our Voyage with a brisk Qfile, which 
lafted all that Night. The 
Candlemafs -Dny, a certain Father, a • 
Fleming by Birth, made his lalt Vow. 
Wecelebrated this Day with a Contort 
of Mufick, but the boiftroofncf*of the * 
Sea not permitting me to play on the 
Theorbe , we were forced to be content- 
ed with the Harmony of ihe Trumpets, 
and the thuudring of our great Cannon, 
which were dilcharged upon this occafi- 
on. The fame Day a certain Negro 
Slave belonging to the Governour Don 
Aitguf. in de Robles, was alio initiated 
with the Holy Baptifm. The 3d we 
reach’d the Tropick of Cancer, fufficicnt- 
ly known by its cxcefiive Heat, which 
generally reigns there ; but we happen- 
ing to he bleflcd with a cool North 
Wind at that time, found it aspleaiant 
as the mod: delightful Spring SeafOn in 
Europe. 

1 he 4th, abundance of Flying Ft(b 
followed our Ship for a confiderabie 
time in the Air, till at laff they betook 
themfelves to the Water again. The 
Seamen , for Diverfion lake , tycd a 
ftrong Thread on a Cane, with a Hook 
at the end, and a white Feather inftead 
of the Floating Wood; the flying Fiftt 
mi flaking the fame for Whiteings, and 
fnapping at them with much eagernefs, 
were thus catch’d by the Hook. 

The 5 th of February being the Feaffc 
of the Japonefe Martyr, a Novice entred 
himfelf into our Society, and made the 
uiual Vow ; and the Miffionaries took 
the Holy Sacrament. 

The 6 th we pafs’d with a profperous 
Gale the Hefperides Infula, or Ifles of 
Cape Ferde, ib call’d from their conftant 
verdure, which continues throughout 
the whole Year, notwithftanding their 
Situation, under the Torrid Zone. It is 
an unwholfome Place, by realon of the 
venemous Vapours which arife from the 
many Pools and Fens ; fbme Years be- 
fore 8 Miffionaries, with fbme Soldiers 
and Seamen , went A-ihoar here, and 
eating too greedily of the Coco-Nuts; 
Water-Melons, and Oranges that grow 
here, paid for it with their Ljves ^ fot 
which realon ft r iff Orders were given, 
that no Body lhonld go A-fhoar here. 
We happened to have aboard us cer- 
tain Negroes, that were Natives of this 
Country, two of which I intruded at 
the fame time to (bund the Trumpet ;

This he told us bccaufe the w hiteColour 
Was in no great efteem there, thegreat- 
•eft Bla<;knefs being accounted the great- 
eft Beauty among them. This Day we 
obferved in our Garden (which we 
had brought out of Spain to tranfplant 
into Par aquaria) the Narciffe-Flowcr 
to Blow, and a Mufcadine Vine begin 
to Bud. The Jejfamine continuing 
ftill in Bloflom. 

The ?th, 8th, 9th, ioth, nth and 
nth, wc fail’d forward very briskly, 
and found our Selves at 6 deg. on this 
fide the Line or Equator , the North- 
Star and Vrfa Major being fcarce any 
further obfcrvable to us. The 13th, 
14th and 15th, wc faw divers Sea- 
Monftcrs, and among the reft a certain 
large Fifh flying near the Ship, like an 
Eagle. Our Ship’s Crew catch’d ano- 
ther Fifh not unlike a Wolf in his Head, 
Ears and Hak, but the Body like a Fifh. 
After Dinner the Seamen being in a 
merry Vein, threw out a Chain, at the 
end of which was faftned -a Leaver 


fiich Fifh as being fenfible of their Ene- 
my who Preys upon them, had faftned 
themfelves there to avoid his Fury. No- 
thing is more common than to fee the 
Dolphins play in the Atlantick Sea. 

The 1 6th, we began the nine Days 
Prayers in Remembrance of the Indi- 
an Apoftle St. Francis Xavcrius. The 
1 7th 1 8th and 1 9th, the Heavens blef- 
fed us with vfcry feafonablc Showers of 
Rain, to our no fimll Refrcfhment, our 
Water aboard the Ship beginning alrea- 
dy to tafte very ill, and what was worfe- 
we had no more than two fmall Mea- 
fures allowed of it a Day ; you may 
be fure that every Body was bufie c- 
nough in catching what Water they 
could in Sheets, Table-Cloths and Hats, 
and you might fee the poor Souldiers 
and Seamen catch it in their Shoes ; 
and it was pleafant to fee even thofc 
few Sailers that were left, to open their 
Wells, and to catch the Raindrops with 
a great deal of eagernefs. 

The 20th we perceived divers fmall 
Fires , like Jgnes jatui , the rcafon 
whereof is not fo cafily to be found out 
at Sea as on Land. The 21ft we came 
within a League of the Equinot'tial 
Line, which wc pafs’dby the 22<i of Fe- 
bruary early i n the Morning. Wc w ere 
not a little furprifed to find the Air fb

The Ships Crew 
had a kind fcf hard black Bisket, fuch 
as they feed the Galley Slaves with a- 
board the Galleys ; thele being without 
Maggots, Father Anthony Behmt and I 
eat them with the lame fatisfa&ion now 
as if they had been the bell FVmbBrcad. 
How often did we wilh at this time for 
the Scraps which we had fecn in our 
College under the Table ? 

The til of March we began to per- 
ceive the Tcmpclb and fudden Hurri- 
cans which had peltcr d us fo frequent- 
ly about 3 deg. in Latitude of the Line, 
betwixt the two Tropits to change re- 
markably; the Weather being much 
more fettled, towards the Evening we 
law an entire Rainbow quite acrofs the 
Sky, rcfembling our Rainbows, except 
that we perceived more of the Blew 
mix’d with the other Colours. 

The 2d of March we failed along the 
Coaf!: of Parnamhnco in Brajtl , where 
Father Anthony Vieraonc of our Society, 
a lornyuefe by Birth, and formerly 
Chaplain to Queen Chrtftme ol Sweden , 
lives in the Jcfuits College. The lame 
•Night Don Antonio Gonzalez. Capt. of 
the Almirama evacuated a Stone as big 
as a Pigeons Egg. The 3d at Sunfet a 
flange Indian Bird fetled upon our 
M|ft, accounted a Sign that wc were 
within# 30 Leagues of the Shoar of 
Brafil, bccaule the Birds fcldom ven- 
ture further at Sea, where they have 


no Trees by theway to reft upon. His 
Tail was like that of a Dragons, the 
Wings no bigger than thole of an ordi- 
nary Cock ; the Head like that of a 
Turkey, and the Bill like that of a 
Snipe. The Governor of Buenos Ayres 
let fly at it with his Fufee, but the Shot 
not being ftrong enough to penetrate 
thro’ the Feathers, he cfcaped with 
life. 

The 4th being the firft Sunday in 
Lent , wc had a Sermon, which we con- 
tinued for 8 Days fucccflivcly, where 
the Governors and Ladies were always 
prefent. The 5th we found our fclvcs 
at 8 deg. towards the Tropic of Capri- 
corn, and tho’ wc had the Sun Vertical 
(becaufe it made not the leaft fliadow 
about Noon) wc were not troubled 
with any excefs of Heat. The 6th 7th 
and 8th, nothing of moment hapned 
except that now and then we were re- 
frcflvd with a welcome Shower of Rain. 
The 9th, the Tropic of Capricorn began 
to Ihcw his Horns, but was nolefsifa- 
vourablc to us than the Cancer , we be- 
ing not moleftcd with Heat. The 10th 
proved a very dear Star-light Night, 
and among other Stars we then obfer- 
ved the Pole Star or Bolus Ant ar Elicits , 
the Peacock , the Apis In die a, the Cha- 
meleon , NubiculaMajor and Minor, with 
feveral other Stars, not to be met with 
in our celellial Globe, as being as much 
unknown to the European Aflronomcrs , 
as divers Places and Rivers arc to the 
Geographers, and therefore left out in 
their Maps. 

The 11th, wc faw fomc Sea Pigeons, 
4 of which fetled on our Malts; we kill’d 
2 of them, and they were not unlike 
our Pigeons. The 1 2th being the Day 
of Canonization of St. Ignatius and Xa- 
verius, we received the blelTed Sacra- 
ment. I vilited the Sick, and prefent- 
ed them with what Refrclhments I had. 
The 1 3th at one a Clock in the After- 
noon we pafs’d the Tropic of Capricorn, 
23 deg. from the Equinoftial Line, and 
by entring the temperate Zone, advan- 
ced toward the River de la Plata. 

Much might be laid of the temperate 
Zone, were it not beyond my purpolc: 

I will only tell you that it has got its 
Name from its moft excellent tempera-^ 
tnre of Air, being neither too Hot nor* 
too Cold, neither too Moift nor Dry; 
of which we found the happy effedfcs, all 
our Sick beginning to mend from this 
time, except the lately Baptized Negro 
who continued very ill ; I offered him 
the Image of our Lady of Ott ingen, ex- 
horting 
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horting him to truft to her Goodnefs for 
Relief^ which he did, and kifs’d it with 
a great deal of Satisfaction ; , and reco- 
vered not long after. The 14th being 
Becalmed wc catch’d feveral Filh, very 
different from ours in Europe. In the 
Belly of one they found a whole Waft- 
coat,in another an Arm of a Man. I (pent 
the greaieft part of this Day in Iuftruc- 
ting four Negro Boys belonging to the 
Governor of Buenos Ayres to Sound the 
Trumpet, which colt me no fmall Pains •, 
however before the end of my Voyage 
they had learn’d to Sound about 6 or 7 
Tunes. 

The 1 5 th, Don Antonio de Retano , 
Captain' ot the Capitana, came aboard us 
to give our Captain a Vijit, which was 
return’d afterwards by our Captain. 
They laluted one another every time 
with 8 Cannon (hot. In the Evening 1 
explain’d to (bme of tho Negro Women 
certain Pointsof the Chriltian Rtligion, 
giving them an account ot certain Mi- 
racles perform d by our Lady of Ot tin- 
ges, the Image whereof I (hew ’d them j 
they Kifs’d and Reverenc’d it , and 
finding them very dciirous to keep it, 
I prefented them with (bme others, 
which Father Bchme and I had caufed 
feveral hundred to be made of Earth 
at Sevil ; tljey valued this Prefenta- 
bove all the Gold and Silver 1 could 
have given them. 

The 1 6th and 17th the Wind being 
feme what flackened, we diverted our 
felves again with Fiflriug, and one of 
the Cabin-Boys laying unadvifedly hold 
of the Filh, he faltned his Teeth into 
his Hind, and held lb fall, that his 
Teeth could not be difengag’d till they 
cutoff the Head. The 18th being the 
3d Sunday in Lent , we were allarm’d 
with a Cannon foot, but having fent a 
Boat to the Capit.ma to learn the rear 
fen, we found that it was only the ufual 
Ceremony made at the Burial of a dc- 
ccafed Seaman, whom they had thrown 
over board with a Bullet ty’d to his 
Neck. The only Perlon who loft his 
Life in the whole Voyage, he being not 
very well before we left Cadiz,, The 
Baptized Negro begins to mend every 
Day ; of which I delire an account may 
■ be fent to the Reverend Fathers, Jefu- 
its, Philip Scuch Preacher , and jojeph 
Adelman^ two great Admirers of this 
Image; as alio to the Mailers of. the 
Tartian Scholars, and to all our* Com- 
panions, especially to Father FcUkfue* 
ger ; to fatishe them that Aur Lady of 
Otr ingen docs not ceafe to perform ML

on of thefc Barbarians ^ whole Cafe I 
defirc may be recommended to the fer- 
vent Prayers of thofc of our Society in 
Europe , who thereby will have a lharc 
in thofc Bleflings that attend the Office 
of a Mifiionary. 

But rve mull return to our Ships. The 
19th being the Feaft of St. Jojeph the 
Fofter Father of our Saviour, I did read 
Mafe and attended all theCathers, Bro- 
thers and Novices at Dinner, it being 
my turn lb to do. A little before Sun- 
fet the Dogs began to Bark and Play 
very Merrily , beyond what we ever 
obfcrvcd them to do before ; the Cup- 
tain told us that it was an infallible Sign 
that we were not far from I .and, which 
the Dogs by their (prick Scent could 
difeover at a great diftailce ; vve loon 
found that he was not deceived in his 
Gueft, becaufc lbon*aftcr we got light 
of the Ifle of St. 'Thomas on the Coaft 
of Brafil. The 20th our Mujcadine 
Vines in our little Garden aboard us, 
began for to call their leaves. The 
21ft being St. BencdttT sDay, I laid Mafe 
inftead of another Father, whole turn 
it was; in which as well as in every 
Mafe that ever 1 laid, 1 bid them adieu.

The 4th we were within 20 Leagues 
of Buenos Ayres, yet could not fee it j 
we fpent that Day in clearing the Ships, 
put up'trur Flags, covered the Galle- 
ries with Scarlet Cloth, and opened the 
Port-holes for the Cannon, to give the 
ufual Salute at our arrival in the Port. 
The Governours, Merchants, Faftors, 
Paflengers, Soldiers, and in fhort all 
the Ship’s Crew, even to the Cibin- 
Boys, put on their bell Apparel, to 
make the bell appearance they were 
able at their arrival in the Harbour; 
among which the Equipage of the Go- 
vernour of Buenos Ayres , and the Ladies, 
together with the c lags, Enligns and 
Ornaments of the Vtflils made a moll 
glorious Shew, the laft appearing upon 
the Water like fo many triumphant 
Caltlcs. The poor MilTionatics were 
the only Perlbns, who in their Habits 
had not the lealt (hare in all thefe Pre- 
parations, tneir Cloths being very old, 
efpecially mine, arid thofe of Father 
Behme , who being made a Year before 
the reft, were fo tattered that they 
would not hold a flitch ; and therefore 
wore our Night- Gowns over them. 

The 5th immediately after Sun-vifing, 
we got fight of the fo much oelired Port 
of Buenos Ayres , as the Spaniards call 
it, from its moft excellent temperature 
of the Air, throughout the whole Year. 
Towards Evening we faw two Boats, 
with two Pair of Oars each, to make 
the belt of their way towards ns : In 
one was the Son of the Governour of 
the Place, accompany’d with three of 
the chief Officers, to welcome the new 
Governour, and in the other the Procu- 
rator , or Chief of our Society in Para- 
/juaria, to do the like to the Milfionaries 
aboard, and to regale us with divers 
Sorts of Provilions and Refrelhments ; 
or, to fpeak in plain Terms, to Feed 
the Hungry. The Father Procurator 
brought along with him 4 Sheep, and 


2 Calves, but we tefuling to eat Fleih 
in Lent, bellowed the fame upon the 
Hungry Soldiers ; of American Fruits 
they brought us Mufldelions, Apples, 
Melons, and Water-Melons, call’d San- 
dias by the Spaniards , fome Onions and 
Garlick, 20 W beaten Loaves of the 
bell Sort, a Email Barrel with the bell 
Hony, a Basket of Sweet-Meats, pre- 
ferred Lemons and Citrons, &c. all 
which how welcome it was to our Hun- 
gry Stomachs we will give you leave to 
guefs; the other Boats having brought 
alfo fuch like Refrelhments for the Go- 
vernours and Ladies, they were no left 
pleafed with them than we, after fo te- 
dious and troublefome a Voyage. 

The 6th of April we arrived happi- 
ly in the Port Buenos Ayres ; where all 
that Day nothing was to be heard but 
the Thunder of our Cannon, the Noife 
of our Trumpets, Drums and Pipes; 
Here they faw our Flags and Enligns 
difplay’d, on the Shoar fevcral Compa- 
nies of Horle and Foot, a vail Number 
of Indians with their Mufical Inllru- 
ments, abundance of Negroes, to bid 
us welcome ; and to render our Arrival 
the more Coufpicuous , many of the 
Indians came running with full fpeed, 
and thronging through the Crowd to 
Kifs our Hands, fo that 1 could not re- 
frain from Tears, but upon my Knees 
implored God’s Mercy to affift me in 
my intended Deiign of bringing many 
of thefe innocent People to the Know- 
ledge of the Gofpel : Thus furrounded 
by a vaft Multitude of thefe Americans , 
and accompanied by the Father Pro- 
vincial Gregory J e Crefco , and the reft 
of the Fathers ot our Society, we pafs’d 
from the Gate ftraightways to the 
Church, where we Snog the Te Denno, 
with a great deal of Devotion, the Bells 
ringing all the while all over the Town. 
Thus having given you the bell Ac- 
count I could of our Voyage, purfuaot 
to my Promile ac our Departure, 1 will 
now proceed to our Journy from Buenos 
Ayres, into the Cantons of the Indians ; 
in hopes that you will in conGderadoa 
of the weight of the Matter, pardon 
the unpolitenefs of the Stile 
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CHAP. HI.

B UT before I Embark a fecond 
time, I think it not amils to give 
you a fliort Defcription of Buenos Ayres y 
not queftioning but tho’ the fame has 
been done more at large before by other 
Hiftorians, yet what comes from the 
Hand of a Friend, who lives upon the 
Spot, will be look’d upon as more fure 
and acceptable, than what comes from 
Strangers, that have been no Eye Wit- 
nefles of what they publifh to the World. 
Being arrived the 6th of Aprils 1691. (as 
We told you before) at Buenos Ayres , 
our Father Provincial thought it highly 
neceflary , that the 44 Miflionaries, 
which had endured fo much Hardlhip 
in fo long a Voyage, ihould have a 
Month allowed them for the recovery 
of their Strength, which was much im- 
paired by lo many Fatigues, lome be- 
ing lo much altered in their Completi- 
ons, that they appear’d as meagre and 
pale as Death it lelf. 

His firft Care was, to endear himfelf 
to us by all imaginable Ats of Charity } 
he provided Food and Drink, Cloathcd 
and received us with all the marks of 
Kindnefs and 1 ibcrality in his College, 
where we did not want any thing the 
Place afforded \ as on the other Hand 
fuch of our Miflionaries as were able 
employed the approaching Holy Week 
in hearing Confeflion, and giving Ab- 
(blution to the Spaniards living at Bue- 
nos Ayres , no Indians being permitted 
to inhabit the Town; for the whole 
College here (tho’ next to that of Cor- 
doba in Tucuman t the biggeft in thefe 
Parts) confining only of eight Fathers 
and one Brother, including the Father 
Provincial and his Depucy, had their 
Hands full, in the Daily performance 
of their Duty. 

This Province exceeds in bignels all 
Germany , the Netherlands , France and 
Italy taken together, not in the Num- 
ber of Cities, for fuch it has none} not 
in Colleges, for of thefe there are no 
more than 80, and in them only 160 
' Perfons, but in its valt extent, and the 
great diftance of our Colleges frota one 
another, fome of which are 100, 200, 
300, nay 500 or 600 League? afunder. 
There is one continued Plain of 200 


Leagues long betwixt Buenos Ayres and 
Cor dub a in Tucuman ; in thefe 200 A e PP» 
Leagues you fee not fo much -tfs one *691. 
Tree, yet nothing but the belt Paflu- 
rage in the Woild, full of fine Cattle, 
fuch as Oxen, Cowes, Calves and Moifes, 
all which, as they belong to the firft 
that catches them (there being neither 
Village, nor Houle, nay not lb much 
as a Shepherd’s Hut to be feen in the 
whole Plain) fo you may take them by 
Thonfands, and difpofe of thematplea- 
fure. But we mult not venture too far 
into this fpacious Field, for fear of lo- 
fing our little Town ot Buenos Ayres ; 
which has no more than two Streets 
built crofswife; it lies at 35 Degr. to- 
wards the Antarctic Pole (of Southern 
Latitude) as Cadiz, in Spain Hands at 
35 Degr. towards the Jirttic pole (of 
Northern Latitude:) It is a very health- 
ful Place, as its name intimAes ; under 
the Government of a Spanijh Gover- 
nour, which is changed every five Years. 

It has 4 Convents, viz., of the Francif- 
cans , Dominicans , Trinitarians and Jeju- 
its } who all 1 ive here in a great deal 
of Poverty, by reafon of the great Scar- 
city of many Things requiijte for the 
conveniency of Human Life. The 
Houfes and Churches here are not built 
of Brick, but Clay, net above one Sto- 
ry high } and this not fo'much for want 
of Stone, but of Lime and Mortar ; the 
burning of which has been but lately 
fet up here, as well as the making of 
Tiles and Bricks fome Years before. 

They have fincc that time began to build 
a Steeple of Brick , which is near half 
finilhed, and intend foon to begin a new 
Church of the lame Materials. The 
Jefuits themfelves are the Architects , 
and the Work-men, certain Indians , 
fent thither from the Cantons in the 
Country. The College, and fome few 
Houfes are allb covered with Tiles, but 
the reft only with Stone. 

The Caftle it lelf, where the Gover- 
nour refides, is only of Clay, Surroun- 
ded with ah Earthen Wall, and a deep 
Trench, defended only by 900 Spani- 
ards •, tho’ in cafe of neceflity, above 
30000 Indian Horfe might be* arm’d 
out of the fevcral Cantons, and thefe 
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oot unskilful in the ufe of Fire-Arms 
spj;} J>wor<Js , in which they are initru- 


to fpcak here of their own Arms, as 
Bows, Arrows, Slings, &c. 

The Ecclefiaftical Government here 
is compofed of one Bilhop only , and 
three Canons , whofe Revenues in all 
do not amount to above 3000 Crowns 
per Annum ; which according to a true 
Computation, docs not amount beyond 
half the Sum, conlidering that Silver is 
cheaper here than Iron ; for yon may 
fell a two Penny Knife here fora Crown, 
an ordinary Hat, fuch as you Buy in 
Germany for 2 Shill.for 10 or 12 Crowns; 
a Gun, of about 10 or 12 Shillings 
Price, for 30 Crowns, and fo in pio- 
portion ; bccaufc thefe Things are of- 
ten not to be bought for any Mony 
here. 

On the other Hind Provifions are 
dog Cheap; an Ox, or rather to fpcak 
more properly, a fat Cow (for they 
don’t value the Flcfh of Oxen) they buy 
for 2 Re ales Ac Plate , or loot 12 Pence, 
a good Hone for 2 Shill, and for lefs, 
becanfe 1 have feen 2 good Horfes given 
for a Knife not worth 6 Pence in Ger- 
many , and a good Ox for a few Need- 
les ; but of this more hereafter. 

About Buenos Ayres you fee whole 
Woods of Peach-Trees, neither have 
they any other Fuel, but the Wood of 
Almond aud Peach-Trees ; thefe they 
propagate by putting only the Kernels 
iuto the Ground,* which bear Fruit the 
next Year. But Chef-nuts and Hafel- 
nut-trees will not thrive lb well here. 
They tell you an odd Story in Spain , 
concerning the Origin of the Peach-trees, 
viz.. That when the African Moors in- 
vaded Spain , they brought along with 
them vail Quantities of Pcath-lloncs to 
plant in Spain, the Fruit whereof being 
Poifonous in Africa, they did not que- 
ll ion but it would have the fame elFed 
iii Spain ; by which means they hoped 
to root out the Spaniards ; but that, con- 
trary to Expectation , the laid Fruit 
proving quite otherwife in the Spanijh 
Soil , the Spanijh Miflionaries brought 
abundance of thefe Stones into Par aqua- 
ria, whetethey were planted, and pro- 
pagated to a prodigious Number : This 
Country alio produces the molt delici- 
ous black and white Figs ; I remember 
that a p'oor Ncgroe, a Slave belonging 
to the College, went in th cEafter Holi- 
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/*ws draw 1 P -“Tj Squadrons and Batalions, 
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days along with me into a Wood , 
where he got upon a Tree, and gather- 
ed me as many as he pleafed ; I offered 
him a Spanijlt Half penny for his Pains, 
which he refufed, till 1 forced him to 
take it, wherewith he thinking himfelf 
as rich as Crafts, he returned me a 
thoufand Thanks, and told me, that if 
1 would but give him the lea ft notice, 
he would fetch me as many Figs as 1 
plcafcd. 

All this while, our chief Recreation 
conlilted in giving them an account of 
the Affairs of Europe, efpccially concer- 
ning the Hungarian War, the Siege and 
Relief of Vienna, the taking of Bud a and 
Belgrade, the Coiiqucft of Tranfilvania, 
and fuch like ; fometimes the Dilloutfe 
would run upon the A&ions of Lewis 
XIV. King of Prance , fometimes about 
the Divilions raifed by Father Fontaine 
in that Kingdom ; all which being No- 
velties to them , they were extremely 
plcafcd with our Dillourlc. 

But the Father Provincial, and the Fa- 
ther Procurator Ignatius de Trios, (who 
has bi ought this better as far as Rome,) 
not thus latisfied, would needs have me 
make a tryal of my Skill in Mulick 3 
fo that to fatisfie their Cnriolity , 1 
was forced to play before them upon 
the gieat Thcorhe which 1 had bought 
at Augsburgl), and upon the Idler The- 
orbe bought at Genoa ; at which they 
feem’d much fnrprized : Father An- 
thony Behme and I , gave them alfb a 
Confort of the Flute, upon the Violin, 
and a little ftroke upon the Trumpet Ma- 
rine, which I got made at Cadiz.-, all 
which they were much delighted with, 
tho’ ] moll confcfsmy fcJf but a very in- 
different Artift. 

I made alio a Prefcnt of certain The- 
fes and other Trifles, to the Provincial 
and his Deputy, and gave to the reft of 
the Fathers a few Earthen Images of our 
Lady, which were received and valued 
by them beyond Gold or Silver : For, 
it is to be oblerv’d, that in this Coun-* 
try the fmalleft Prefent of this Kind is 
fit for a Provincial, who will think him- 
felf as much obliged upon fuch an ac- 
count as if in Europe you prefenced him 
with a piece of the beft Miniature 3 
the rcafon whereof is, that the Mer- 
chants who traffkk into thefe Pans , 
thinking it not for their purpofe to 
trouble themfelvcs with the felling of 
Pi&urcs, Images and Beads, the fame are 
fcarce ever brought hither but by the 
Milfionarres , and conlequently highly 
valued by the Inhabitants: Father 

Behme, 
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Behme , my Companion, did in like man- 
ner give them fufficient proofs of his 
Liberality ; He prefcnted that Father 
Provincial with a wooden Crofs , on 
which were no lefs than feven Sun-dials 
neatly done, and to the reft of the Fa- 
thers he gave fome lefler Crofles, which 
/ 4 ie had bought at Cadiz, and Sevil. 

By fuchlike Prefents,tho’ of little in- 
trinfick Value , we lo gain’d upon the 
Affeftion of the College, that they be- 
gan to be very inquifitivc, of what part 
of Germany we were, and would often 
wonder what was the realbn that they 
had not hitherto had fo much as one 
Miffionary out of Germany in thofe 
Farts ; which was indeed no more than 
the T ruth. 1 told them that the only 
reafon 1 kuew of, was. That there be- 
ing but few Jefuits Colleges in that Part 
of Germany which is immediately fub- 
jeft to the Emperor, they could furnilh 
bnt few Miffionarics. Unto which they 
rcply’d. That the whole Empire be- 
ing fubjeft in fome mcafure to that Em- 
peror, and the Spaniards making no dif- 
ference betwixt the Nations of the feve- 
ral Provinces of Germany , ( provided 
they were not of the French Faftion, a 
Nation ever hated by them, ) and that 
there was at that time a moit drift Al- 
liance betwixt the Emperour and the 
Houle ot Bavaria by the Marriage of 
that Prince with the Emperor’s Daugh- 
ter, they could fcarcc conceive how lo 
many Colleges could not fuiailh fome 
Miffionarics for the Indies . 

1 had no other Anfwer to make, than 
that my firft a Hedged reafon, being an 
Opinion generally received in Germany , 
1 had taken all poffible pains to unde- 
ceive them , in that point lince my 
departure thence, and that 1 had writ- 
ten on purpofe to my Friends from Se- 
vil , that they were in an Error as to 
this point : A Bavarian , Suabian , Swiji 
or Palatin Miffionary being as well qua- 
lified for that Station , as a Native of 
Tyrol , or Vienna it felf; which has been 
fufficiently verified fincc , by the trull 
repofed in Father Anthony Behme , (tho* 
a Bavarian ,) by the Superiour of our 
Order. Unto which we might add, that 
lince our coming thither , the Natives 
leem to be more fond of us than the 
tell. But we mult return to our Story. 
After we had relied our felves for a 
Month at Buenos Ayres , the Father Pro- 
vincial fent mod of the Miffionaries 
lately come from Spain to Cordoba in 
Tucuman , for the convenience of their 
Studies, mod of them being but Novi-

ces, and the reft Students of Philofo- 
phy and Divinity. But the, moll of the Sep, - 
Miffionaries as they were no Spaniards;, 
and moll of them arrived to a good; 

Age, he difpatch’d to the^feveral Can- 
tons upon the River FaratiS-.wft.JGn* 
guas , deeper into the Countr^. We 
pafs’d up the River in the following 
manner : 

Three hundred /»*//*» C hr iftians were > 
appointed with certain Vcflels td carry 
us up the Stream ; but before we em- 
barqued, it will be requilitc to give 
you a Defer iption of thefe Vcllels, 
which are call’d Canoes by the Spaniards. 

They take the Trunks of two large 
Trees, about 70 or 80 Foot long, and 
3 or 4 Foot diameter; thefe two Trees 
they fallen together, like our Float- 
Woods, yet at the diftancc of a Pace 
from one another ; this In ter dice they 
fill up with Canes of about 12 Foot in 
length, and 2 Foot in depth ; and up- 
on it ereft a certain Hut of fraall Canes 
and Straw, fufficicut to contain conve- 
niently enough 2 or 3 Pcrfons ; the 
Sides arc commonly of Straw or Cane, 
covered with the lame, over which 
they lay an Ox’s Hide. Op one fide it 
has a little Window, and on the other 
the Door, made likewife of an Ox’s 
Hide. In thefe Huts the Miffionarics 
divert themfelvcs during the Voyage, 
with as much fatisfaftion as if they were 
in a Palace, and perform the fame Re- 
ligious Exerciles, as if they were in one 
of their Colleges, without the lcaft In- 
terruption; the Indians rowing very 
orderly without the leail Noife, fo that 
you lhall fcarcc hea? them Ipeak a 
word all Day long. * 

We embark’d in thefe Canoes ( 2 or 
3 in each) the 1 ft of May, 1691. about 
2 or 3 Leagues from Buenos Ayres , bc- 
caule the Miffionaries are always care- 
ful, not to let the Indian Chriftians come 
as far as to that Place, where thefe 
fimple People would be foon corrupted 
and infefted with the Vices of the Spa- 
niards. Thus we were row’d up the 
Stream by 24 Men in each Canoe , and 
foon after pafs’d by fevcral Blands on 
both Gdes of us, very delightful for the 
vaft Number of their Palm, Laurel, 

Lemon and Citron Trees; furpaffing in 
natural Beauty all the Gardens of Eu- 
rope , nothing being lo much co be la- 
mented, as that all thefe Iflands (of 
which there are no lefs than 60) which 
might ftrve Princes for Gardens, Ihould 
be uninhabited, and be Receptacles on- 
ly for wild Bealls.

An Account of a Vi oyage 

f ■ ' ' 1 


Of Fifties, and thofe of a delicious 
Tafte (bu^ having not the leaft refem- 
bla:ic<\ to ours, except fbme few fmall 
ones) this 'River affords fuch vaft Quan- 
tities, that «6u need no Hook nor Rod 
to Jtokcj&em, but only to hold out both 
your llands, nay tliey will leap into 
your Boat, where you may catch them 
with eafc. 

After we had for 8 Days row’d up 
the Stream of the Rio de Plata , which 
henceforward is call’d Rio Paraguay 
(Rio lignifying in Spanijh as much as a 
River) we left Rio Negro, i. e. the Black 
River to our Right, and Rio Terzaro 
on the Left , and afterwards quitting 
liketvile the River Paraguay (which has 
given its Name to Paragitaria') entred 
the River Uruguay to the Right, having 
its courfe 300 Leagues thence towards 
the lideof Brafil \ upon this River, viz.. 
200 Leagues from Buenos Ayres , are 
fcated 14 of the Indian Cantons, and 
12 more upon the River Parana , deeper 
in the Country on the right Hand ; 
whereof Father Scherer having publifh’d 
a Map, I will accordingly dired your 
way by rhe ft me. 

Fir It t herder e look for Buenos Ayres , 
and leaving tne Cape of St. Mary to the 
right, follow the trad of che River up- 
on which it lies , where you will meet 
with another River not named there, 
which is the River Uruguay , about the 
fame bignefs with the Danube near Vien- 
na, upon which 1 now live in the firft 
Canton, from whence 1 writ this Let- 
ter. Here you will find in the Map, 
St. Nicholas , higher up St. Xavier, and 
ftill higher St. Se.tr amentum, St. Jofepb , 
&c. Where is tb be obferved, that Fa- 
ther Sherer being not able to infert all 
the Names by reafon of the narrow 
compafs of the Map, he mentions St. 
Nicholas in the firft Place, upon the Ri- 
ver Uruguay , whereas it is the 7th in 
order. For Jap ay, where l live is the 
firft, next Mejfus Paraguaria , Seven 
Leagues thence Serutz., then de Santta 
cruce , and 20 Leagues further St. Tho- 
mas, from St. Thomas of Borgia, next to 
that Apoftoli, La Conception and {b forth. 

The 15th of May we took a Walk 
along the Banks of the River and adja- 
cent Woods \ we found near the River 
Side abundance of fine Stones, which if 
poiilhed would refemble our precious 
Stones i we alio ftw a kind of Veflel, 
naturally bak’d by the Sun of Sand, 
and as bright within as if it hSd been 
glafed by a Potter : In thefe the Indians 
keep their Drink in the httfcteft Seafon, 


and hanging it in the Night Time in 
the Air, it keeps the Water as cool, 
as if it bad been let in Ice. We alfo 
found here divers Pieces half Wood 
half Scone, and divers Pieces of Citron 
Peal and Fiefti Putrify’d, which feem to 
fhew a Pucrifying Quality in this Ri- 
ver. \ 

The 20th, a coniidcrable Number of 
Barbarians approaching our Veflel, we 
lent our Interpreter to know what their 
Bulinefs was, they told us that they had 
brought 20 Horfes to fell, fo we landed, 
and having ask’d the Price of the Horfes, 
we produced our Needles, Knives, Fifh- 
hooks. Tobacco, Bread, and the Pow- 
der of certain Leaves of a Tree grow- 
ing in Paraguaria, which they look up- 
on as extraordinary wholfom, and put 
it in their Drink (of which more anon) 
thefe Trifles, which in all coft not above 
a Crown, were changed for 20 Horfes ; 
and they were befides fo well pleafed 
with their Bargain, that they went a- 
way whiftling, a certain Sign of their 
Satisfaction. 

He that was their Chieftain, and is 
commonly a Sorcerer, (whom they call 
CazJgue ) was clad only in a Doc’s Skin, 
hanging down from his Shoulders, the 
reft had only a Piece of Skin Wrapt 
about the middle, hanging down be- 
fore, as far as to the Knees the Boys 
and Girls were ftark Naked •, upon the 
Head they have nothing but long Black 
Hair, as ftrong as Horfe-Hair •, in their 
Ears they have Holes , in which they 
Hang either Fifh-boncs, fhining like the 
Mother of Pearl , or a coloured Fea- 
ther ty’d to a Thread. The Boys and 
Girls had likewife white Fifh-boncs or 
Feathers, which they wore on their 
Chins, in Holes made for that purpofe ; 
they alfb wore Feathers of divers Co- 
lours ty’d-in a String round their Necks. 
The Men are much of the lame Size as 
the Europeans, but not quite lo tall, with 
thick Legs and large Joints : Their 
Faces fcarce differ from one another, be- 
ing rather round than oval, but flat, and 
of an Olive Colour. They were arm’d 
each with a Bow , and a whole Hand- 
ful] of Arrows, thefe being accounted 
the moft couragious and molt addicted 
to Sorcery among thefe Barbarians. 
And thefe are the lame Tares , for the 
Converfion of whom Father Anthony 
Behme was fent thither, and lives among 
them* to this Day, not without a great 
deal of Difficulty and Danger j they 
having mere than once attempted his 
Life.

Cv-A-^ The 25th we faw coming down the 
Sepp, River a Boat' like ours , which after- 
1691. wards proved to belong to Father Jo- 
i/VN) jfeph Seravia, a Miffionary of the Canton 
of St. Crucej^Jfie had 20 Muflcians with 
him , whp welcom’d us with their In- 
ftruments in the Name of all the reft of 
the Cantons ; he alfo prefented us with 
5P white Loaves, 2 fmall Barrels of 
Hony, paciferved Peaches, Lemons, Ci- 
trons, Apples, Water-Melons, and fuch 
like American Fruits , which came in 
very good time, ours being moft fpent 
before ; this was the firft Miflionary we 
met with, being an antient Perfon, and 
very venerable for his Gray Hairs, and 
the Service he had done in taking care 
of 8000 Souls, without a Companion ; 
it was upon this Score, that he was ra- 
vilh’d to hear, that 44 Miflionarics were 
lately arrived from Spain, not queftion- 
ing but that he fhould loon have an 
Aflociatc, which happened according- 
ly* 

Juft before Night, I agreed with the 
laid Father, to Sing our Lady’s Litany 
among the Barbarians, which I did ac- 
cordingly, and could liarce refrain from 
Tears, when'l faw fome of the Indian 
Children that came along with him, to 
Sing with a great deal of Joy, to the 
Praife of the Mother of God ; we con- 
tinu’d to do the fame every Night, be- 
fore we went to Reft, and were infinite- 
ly pleafed to fee even the Barbarians 
flock to us and to hear us with a great 
deal of Attention and Decency. 


The 26th we came to a certain Ca- 
ts raft or Water-fall in the River Vru- 
quay, where the Water ruihes with fuch 
Violence from the Rocks, that we 
were forced to take our Boats to Pieces 
with incredible Difficulty, the Trees 
which Compofed them being 60 or 70 
Foot long, and 3 in Diameter, not- 
withftanding which they carried them 
and all the other Materials over theft 
narrow Rocks in left than 6 Hours, and 
foon fet them together again, in the 
fame manner as we have deferibed them 
before. 

This Catarad and the Ridge of Rocks 
over which the Water pafles, feems by 
Providence to be fix’d here for the An- 
gular Advantage of the poor Indians , 
againft the Avarice of the Spaniards , 
who meet here with their Neplus Vltra, 
as not being able to go further with 
their Ships ; which is the rcaion that 
hitherto they have been confined to Bu- 
enos Ayres , and never been able to fet- 
tle in thefe Cantons which were other- 
wife fufliciently inviting to them , by 
reafon of the vaft Profit they would 
draw thence. And happy it is for the 
poor Indians, who being a Ample Na- 
tion, would otherwife be foon infected 
with the Vices ot the Spaniards , who bc- 
fidcs this would make them their Slaves, 
they making not the leaft account, whe- 
ther they are Chi iftians or Pagans, but 
treat them promifeuoufly , rather like 
Dogs than Men.

Containing an Account of the Arrival of Father Anthony Sepp, and Father 
Anthony Behme in Japegu, the frjt Canton of the Indians, Dedicated to 
the three Wife Men from the Eajl ; and of the 1 roubles and other Difficulties 
attending the Office of a Miffionary in thefe Cantons. 


A Fter we had happily pafs’d the 
before-mentioned Cataradt, we 
toiiunued our Voyage for fome time 
ftill againft the Current, till at laft the 
1 ft of June (juft a Month after we left 
Buenos Ayres,) we began to come with- 
in Sight of Japegu, the firft Canton up- 
on this River, Dedicated to the three 
wife Men gf the Laft, at 2 6 Deg. and 7 
from Buenos Ayres. As we were infi- 
nitely rejoycea at fo agreeable a Sight, 
we exprefs’d our Satisfaction, by cover- 
ing our 'Straw Huts with the green 
Branches of Trees ; and adorning the 
Doors with fuch Lemons and Citrons, 


as we had left *, we drew up our Squa- 
dron of Boats into a half Moon, and by 
the found of our Drums and Haut-boys 
(of which each Boat had one) gave no- 
tice to all the adjacent Cantons of the 
Converted Indians (the Houfes, Churches 
and Steeples made a moft glorious Shew 
in fo defblate a Country) of our Ap- 
proach before they could fee us. 

We advanced in the fame Order June 
the 2d, directly oppolite to the firft 
Canton, and were no fooncr efpied by 
the Inhabitants, but they exprefs’d their 
Joy, by their ufual Acclamations; Je- 
p uan ! Jtpuan ! You may guefs how pica- 
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ling a light it was to us, to fee the Peo- 
ple in valt numbers leave their Huts, 
fome on Horsback, lome on Foot, 
others with their Bows and Arrows, 
others almoft without their Cloths to 
flock to the River fide, not excepted e- 
ven the Boys ar.d Girles, and Aged 
Perfons, who all would partake of thefe 
Dcmonllrations of Joy at our Arrival. 

But what- not a littlf furprifed us, 
was, that among all this Croud, we faw 
not as much as one Indian Woman kind 
above 7 Years of Age; fomc thought 
them lefs curious, others attributed 
their Abfcnce upon this folemn Occalion, 
either to Fear or Modcfty ; but found 
our felve? extreamly tniftaken in our 
guels, when we were told that they were 
all repaired to Church to return Thanks 
to God for his Mercy, in protecting 
the Milfionaries in their Voyage hither ; 
but wc will leave them to their Devotion 
and return to the River,wberetheFathcr 
Procurator and Father Suferiour (trove to 
outdo thclndians in all thcDemonftrations 
of the molt lincere Joy and Satisfaction 
tiiat could be imagined. They had fent 
two well equipp’d Boats like Galleys to 
meet us, lined on both fidcs with Fire- 
locks ; thefe two made a mock Engage- 
ment, difeharging their Muskets brisk- 
ly at one another, under the Sound of 
Drums, Trumpets and Hautboys, whilft 
fomc Indians diverted us with W refiling 
together in the Water, till at lafl wind- 
ing about, they gave us gttipleSalvo 
and joyn’d with ours. 

On the River fide wc faw the Father 
Procurator , and Father Suferiour at the 
Head of two Troops of Horfe, and as 
many Companies of Foot, all Indians 
but Clad after the Spanijb Falhion, and 
Arm’d with Cymetars, Muskets, Bows, 
Arrows, Slings, &c. Four Enngnsdid 
their utmoft in (hewing us their Skill in 
managing their Colours; as tour Trum- 
pets , and fome Hautboys animated the 
People, and falutcdus at our Lauding. Wc 
had no (boner fet foot a Shore, blit em- 
bracing one another, we march’d in good 
Order thro’ a green Triumphal Arch 
towards the Church, being follow’d by 
fome thoufands of Converted Indians , 
where being Welcom’d by the Ringing 
of the Bells, and entring the Church 


with a Angular Gravity add Devotion, 
we found the Indian Women Hill ar their Sepp 
Prayers, and that with lb much Fervcn- 1 6 9 l - 
cy, that not one among them (fir’d as 
much as her Head, or call her Eyes at us as 
we came into the Church) 

We began th tLaudate Do mi Atm omnts 
gmtes , which being done the Corregulor * 
or Chief of the Indians received us in 
the Name of the whole Nation with a 
(hort but very good Speech,' the like 
did one of the Indian Women; and that 
very elegantly, if wc may credit what 
the Father Superiour, (who is well verfed 
in the Paraquaria Language) aifured 
us. 

Thus we fpent that Day and the next 
following in Mirth and Jollity. In the 
Evening we were invited to fee four 
different Dances. The firft was per- 
formed by eight Boys, managing their 
Pikes or Lances with great dexterity 
whilft they Danced. The fecond was 
by two Fencing- Mailers. The tliitd by 
fix Seamen. And the fourth by iix Boys 
on Horfeback. All thefe u c-e Indians , 
but Clad after the Spanijls Mode, and 
that with fo much Curiohty, that they 
might have not been alhamed to appear 
before Pcrlbns of the firft Rank in Eu- 
rope. They afterwards gave us the di- 
verlion of a kind of a Turnatncnt on 
Horfeback; it being then Night, they 
had illuminated the Place with Ox Horns 
fill’d with Suet, they having neither Oyl 
nor Wax here. 

The 3d of June being Wbite-Sunday , 
all the Miffionaries (aid the firft Mafs in 
the Indian Church here ; returning their 
moft humble Thanks *0 God Almighty, 
for having made them his lnftruments in 
the Converiion and Inftrudion of thefe 
poor Indians , and imploring his Mercy 
to enable them to go through with fo 
great a Work, cfpecially in the attain- 
ing of the Language of the Natives; a- 
mong which that of the Par aquarians is 
the chiefeft, having for the reft not the 
lead refemblance to the Spanijb , German 
or Latin ; being a peculiar Language, as 
may be by theenclofed Table, containing 
the Pater Nofier and Ave Mary in the 
Latitty Spanijb and Paraquarian Langua- 
ges, witn fome few Rules for the Read- 
ing of it, as it was Copied by an Indian.

and all the Remedy you have, is, that if 
you cannot Eat it, he will, and tell you 
afterwards, he could find no Fault in 
it ; nay, wiiat is more, if I expedt to 
have my Vi&nals drefi’dany ways clean- 
ly, I muft take care to have the VefJcls 
brought every Day into my Chamber, 
and look into them my felt befoic they 
are 11 fed , without which you would 
certainly be Poifoned with Naftinefs. 

Next to my Apartment I have a Gar- 
den, divided into fevcral Partitions, 
one whereof is my Flower-Garden, ano- 
ther my Phyfick-Garden (for they know 
not what a Phyfitian or Apothecary is) 
another my JCitchin Garden, betides an 
Orchard and Vineyard. In the Kitchin 
Garden grow all the Year round, di- 
vers Sorts of Salct Herbs, Endive , 
curl’d and not curl’d, Cichory- Roots, 
Paifnips, Turnips, Spinage, Radilhes, 
Cabbages, Carriots, Beet-Roots, Parfly, 
Ani-Sccd, Fennel- Seed, Coriander- Seed, 
Melons, Cucumbers, and divers forts 
of Indian Roots \ in my Phyfick Garden 
I have Mint, Rcw , Rofcmary, Pim- 
pinel, Sweet-Marjoram, &c. my Flow- 
er Garden produces white Lilly’s Indian 
Lilly’s, yellow and blew Viols, Poppies, 
and many forts of Indian Flowers. 

In my Orchard I have Apple and 
Pear Trees, and Hafel-nut- trees, but 
thefetwo laft will bear no Fruit here, 
tho’ they grow very lofty ; Peaches, 
Pomegranates , fweet and fower Le- 
mons, fweet and fower Citrons, Vanin- 
ccys, and divers other Indian Fruits. 

My Vineyard has fo many Vines, that 
fometimes it may produce 500 large 
Casks of Wine in one Year, but this 
Year I have fcarcc had Grapes enough 
for my Table \ the Rcafon is, the vaft 
multitude of Pifmires, Wafps, wild Pi- 
geons, ahd other Birds, which have de- 
voured all, tho’ I have conftantly kept 
55 Indian Boys on purpofe to cleanfc them 
‘ of the IJifmires ; add to this tfie North 
Wind, which has blown continually all 
this Year ; a /lender Recompcnce for the 


Pains I have taken, in Pruning, Shaving, 
and attending the Vines ; but Patience; 

However thefe frequent Mi/carriages 
in the Vines , make the Wine here a 
dear Commodity, a Cask being fold 
fometimes for 20 or 30 Crowns, a great 
Price for foch an unwholfomc Wine as 
this, which is not to be preferved with- 1 
out a great deal of Lime, without which 
it would turn to Vinegar in a little time ; 
this makes us ufo the Wine very fparing- 
ly, and fometimes not a Drop in fix 
Months, it being fometimes fo foarce, 
that we /hall not have enough for the 
Communion Table. 

The Miflionary is alfo obliged to be 
both Phyfitian and Apothecary, and both 
order and adminifter Vomits, Purges, 
Vemfcdtions, or what elfe feems to be 
requilite for the Recovery of the Pati- 
ent ; nay what is worfc, he muft be 
head Nurfc, for tho’ they have Four ap- 
pointed 011 purpofc in each Canton, yet 
arc they fo void of Senfo and Judgment, 
that without conftant overlooking they 
foon would fond the Patient to the other 
World. 

The beft of all is, that thefe Indians 
are not fubjedt to many Diftempers 
the Worms are their chie/cft Plague, oc- 
cafioncd by the vaft quantity of half 
raw Meat, they eat Daily, which being 
ill digefted corrupts in the Bowels, and 
generates Worms, and thefe the Bloody 
Flux y which puts an end to their Lives, 
cfpccially if ic happen to be Cold Wea- 
ther, of which thefe Indians are extream- 
ly fcn/iblc j tho’ their coldeft Seafon, 
even in June is fcarcc fo Cold as with 
us in jipril. To remedy this Evil, no- 
thing is more proper, than to give a 
Vomit made of Tobacco Leaves, all bit- 
ter Things being at mortal Enmity with 
the Worms v after the Vomit we take 
fome Cow’s Milk, into this we Iquceze 
the Juice of a fower Lemon, put fome 
Rew and Mint into it, after all is well 
mix’d, fqueeze and ftrain the Liquor 
from it, and fo give it the Patient. 

Scarce any other Diflcmper is known 
here , except that now and then the 
Spotted Fever reigns among them, 
which about four Years ago carried off* 
above 2000 Perfons only in our Canton \ 
Providence, as it feems, having thought 
fit not to affiidfc with many Diftempers 
a wretched Nation that is deftitute of 
all forts of Remedies. For, Cinnamon, 
Nutmegs, Mace, Saffron, Ginger, Cloves, 
Rice, Antimony, Tfieriaca and Methri- 
date,. as well as other Medicinal Herbs 
and Compofitions, are not as much as 

known 
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known here ; nay, even Salt is a very 
Jcarce Commodity with us, efpecially if 
our ufual Supplies from Spain happen to 
fail: Hence it is that the Indians ufe 
no Salt either with their Meat or in 
their Bread, tho’ they clfe are very ea- 
ger after it and will have it if they can 
/come at it. For my part, 1 find that Cu- 
llom may bring a Man to any thing, for 
1 begin to love their Bread tolerably 
well, and find no great difference be- 
twixt that and ours, viz.. Hunger is their

CHAP. V. 

Defer ipt'ion of the Cantons or Towns inhabited by the Converted Indians in 

Paraquaria. 


FXIHefe Cantons, as we told yon juft 
I now, are generally featd upon 
an Alcent near the Rivers Uruguay and 
Pataka, iome of which contain 700 or 
8co, others 1000 Families and above, 
fo that comprehending Father and 
Mother with all their Children , 
( which are very numerous, ) you may 
fafely reckon 6000, 7000 or 8000 Souls 
to a Canton. Near the Church of each 
Canton is a Square Market-place 400 
foot long, and as many broad, the reft 
being divided into Streets like ourTowns 
in Europe \ but the Houles are very dif- 
ferent, being no more than Huts ereft- 
ed upon the bare Ground, the lides 
whereof are only of Clay, and the Roofs 
covered with Straw, except fome few 
that of late Years have been covered 
with Tiles: Windows and Chimneys 
are not in ufe among them } hence they 
are conftantly lo full of Smoke, that 1 
have been in danger of lofing my Eyes 
by it, when I have been frequently vi- 
liting the Sick. Thefe Huts are not 
divided into Chambers, Kitchins, or o- 
tber Apartments , all thefe being com- 
prehended in one Room, their Cellar 
being a hollow Pumpion in which they 
keep their Water for drinking : Thole 
th.it value thcmfelves above the reft, 
make ufe of aNett faftned to two Trees, 
inftead of a Bed , but the poorer fort 
are contented with a Tyger’s Skin or 
Ox Hide fpread upon the Ground, with- 
out Pillars or Bolfters, inftead of which 
they make ule of a Stone or piece of 
Wood. Their Kitchin Furniture con- 
lifts in two or three Pots or Pans} the 
Hand ferves inftead of a Spoon,* the 
Teeth in lieu of Knives, the five Fin- 
gers for Forks } their Drinking *Veflel 
is a Silver Pumpion , the Fire-hearth is

under the Bed, there they fallen the Net 
at night, then fpit the next Stick they 
meet with} and whilft: their Meat is a 
roafting , they eat it ofF continually in 
Slices } tho’ Ibme only hold it a lit- 
tle over the Flame, and fo eat it with- 
out farther Ceremony.

for all which they have* no other com- 
fort than to fee thefe poor innocent 
Wretches expire, with all the Signs of 
an entire Refignation that can be ima- 
gined} It is rarely to be feen, that 
during their Diftempers , they 
dilcover the leaft Symptoms of Im- 
patience , no Sighs after their Wives 
and Children , no Defires after Trea- 
fiires, nor Troubles how to pay their 
Debts,no regret of leaving their Friends } 
for as they fearce ever take care of thefe 
things in their Life-time, fo they feldom 
difturb their Reft when they are to leave 
this World.

So 
t/^\; tliat if I have occafion for Milk, I have 
no more to do than to (end my Boy into 
the Fields, who Milks one of the Cows, 
•and brings me as much Milk as I delire 
in a hollow’d Pompion \ as the Cooks in 
the Kitchki ufc Scollop Shells inftead of 
1 ,adles. \ 

The wferft is, that theft Fields are 
infelted with vaft numbers of Tygers, 
which come fometimes in whole Troops, 
and devour the Calves, but feldom the 
Oxen and Cows, becaufe they will often 
make their Party good with them, and 
their Flelh is not fo tender But if the 
Tygcr happen to catch an Ox alone, he 
leaps upon his Back, and Points him in 
the firft Joint of the Neck, and after- 
wards tears it open with his Claws ; 
when he has a mind to a Calf, he watches 
it, as it lies upon the Ground, and ad- 
vancing foftly bites off the Head at once, 
and Peeks out the Blood through the 
Neck. 

The Tygers arc not only very hurtful 
to the Cattle, but alfo very dreadful to 
the Inhabitant, who know of no other 
Enemy but this they feldom are far 
from their own Canton , except when 
they Travel with the Miflionaties \ up- 
on which occafion they defend themfelves 
againlt the Fury of the Tyger by making 
a Wood Fire all round the Place where 
they reft either by Day or Night, by 
which means they keep off the Tygcr , 
who dreads nothing more than Fire. 
But if they happen to fall afleep, and 
the Fire goes out, theTyger will be 
fure to watch his Opportunity, and lay 
hold of him that comes next to him, as 
it happened to a poor Indian , who a- 
mong the reft conduced me hither from 
Buenos Ayres \ and a Boy belonging to 
Father Anthony Behme had likewife not 
long ago the Misfortune to be foized up- 
on by a Tyger (tho’ not many Paces 
from his Hut) who tore his Flelh to that 
degree, that his Life was dcfpair’d of, 
but by the fingular Care of Father Behme , 
he eicapcd with Life. 

The Tygers will fometimes come over 
^the very Fences of the Gardens, and 
Jftieace into the Houfcs ; 1 remember 
that one time a Tyger got into one of 
the Indian Huts, where there were only 
fome very young Children playing toge- 
ther, the Father and Mother be/ng a- 
broad in the Field -, the innocent Babes 
taking it for a great Dog, laid their 
Hands upon the Tver’s Head, and court- 


ed him like they would have done a Dog, 
at which the Tyger wagging his Tail,, 
went away without doing the leaft Harm 
to the Children, making the beft of his 
way over the Fence, and croft the Field, 
for fear of meeting with ibnie of the 
old Indians, who are Dexterous, beyond 
what can be imagined in killing even the '* 
fierceft Tygers, which theft Creatures 
being fenfible Of, feldom Attack any of 
them, unlefs it be by Surprize, and from 
behind. 

A Brother of our Society walking one 
Day in my Garden with nothing but a 
Stick in his Hand, a Tyger which got 
near the Fence, attack’d him, and as 
theft Creatures are very nimble, leap’d 
fometimes before, fometimes behind, 
endeavouring to lay hold of him with 
his Paws, but the Brother defended him- 
fclf fo well with his Stick, that the Ty- 
ger beginning to defpair of the Victory, 
thought fit to make off again over the 
Fence. Such like Accidents are frequent 
here, and it is very remarkable, that it 
was never known that either a Father 
Mifiionury, or a Brother was hurt here 
either by a Tyger , or any kind of Ser- 
pents, of which there arc many here. 

Venifon we have alfo in great plenty, 
fuchasDeer, Harts, Wild Boars, Goats 
and Cembs ; but the Indians ftl- 
dom eat the Flelh, and catch them on- 
ly for their Skins fake. Among the Wild 
Fowl we abound efpecially in Partridges 
and Wild Pidgeons The firft are lo 
numerous and tame that you may knock 
them down with a Stick, fo that my 
Boys bring them home fometimes bv 
Dozens : And the Pidgeons are eafily 
catch’d by Snares, which 1 have (hewn 
the Indians how to lay, they being na- 
turally too Simple to think upon any 
thing of that Nature, but uftd to be 
contented to Shoot at them with their 
Arrows Theft they catch as often as 
they plcafe, fo that if another Mifiio- 
nary comes this way, I can foon Accom- 
modate him with a Pidgeon roafted or 
boiled, with a Salat dreft’d with Hony 
inftead of Oil and Vinegar (both which 
we want here) and a Bottle of our molt 
delicious River Water -, This was the 
Entertainment I gave lately to our 
Friend Father Anthony Behme, as he.

After I 
have Drcls’d my felf, I falute the Blef- 
fed Sacrament, and perform my private 
Devotions at Church y then I go to 
Confelfion, if there be two Millenaries 
in one Place, and the Bell rings to the 
Ave Mary , and the Holy Mafs.

Some Days I in it met certain yonug In- 
dians in Dancing, who are made ule of 
at certain Fealts, where they ate richly 
Attired, a.id Dance in the Church, as 
it is pradtifed in Spain, the limplc Indi- 
ans being extream I y taken with thefe 
Ornaments in our Religion, which raile 
in them a high Elteem and Affection. 

After thefe 1 go among the Work-men 
of divers Sorts, to the Brick and Tile- 
Makers, the Bakers, Smiths, Joiners, 
Carpenters, Painters, but above all, the 
Butchers, who kill betwixt 15 and 20 
Oxen every Day. 

If 1 have any lparc time, I take a turn 
in the C uden ; about half an Hour be- 
fore 10a Clock, 1 take tare that the 
Sick have their Dilh with Mi^k and white 
Bread, and perhaps Ionic Afeat, to be 
carried to them by their Nurles. About 
half an Hour before 1 1 the Boy rings 
the Bell to the Examen Confcientia , 
when 1 lock my fclf into my Room for 
a quarter of an Hour, and afterwards 
go to Dinner. 

One of the belt taught of my Boys 
reads a Chapter in Latin out of the 
Bible, and a Pallage out of the Saints 
Legend in Spanifli \ another reads to me 
the Martyrologium appointed for each 
Day, whilft 6 others attend, bring and 
carry- what is delired, and are ready at 
a Winki after Dinner 1 give each of 
them a Piece of white Bread, and upon 
Holidays perhaps Lome Cake, or a Piece 
of Paftey, which they receive with a 
great deal ot Thankfnlnefs. If there 
happen to be two MiiTionarics in one 
Canton, they fpend an Hour after Din- 
ner in Dilcourie.

L ittle can be laid relating to this 
fragment of the Dilcovery of the 
lilmids of Salomon , the Thing being lo 
ihort that the Reader may loon latisfy 
his Curiofity in viewing the whole. I do 
not find any Account who the Author 
was, and tho’ doubtlefs the Relation 
mull: be taken from lome of the Difco- 
verers, yet the Methodizerof it; was 
certainly hone of them, becaulc he all 
along fpeaks in the third Perlon, as one 
no way concern’d. If we may be allow’d 
to guels, ’tis likely the Account was 
given or left behind by one Quiros, whom 
at the latter end he brings in making 
Interest to the Viceroy of Peru to be 
furnilh'd with Ships and Necellaries to 
continue that Enterprize, and (hewing 
Rea tons that induce him to it. The time 
of making this Dilcovery was in the Year 
1 595, for the Relation tells us, That the 


Arrival at Manila was in FebruJy $6+ 
without naming the Century, winch we 
know could not be the 17th, Jbc tides 
that it fpeaks of an Indian ther found 
who had been Pilot to Sir Thomas Can - 
dip., who was in the South Seaibot long 
before. The Delcription is of tome few 
lflands in the South Sea, fmall in com* 
pafs, but well inhabited, whereof yet 
they had not any perfeft Knowledge, 
as having only touch’d at lome of them, 
and feen others at a diltance. Then fol- 
low fome^Particulars of the lflands call’d 
jDe lot Ladrones, and the Indians inhabit- 
ing them j the reft is only their Sufier- 
ings andDiltrefs till they arriv’d at Ma- 
nila: And laftly lome Realons given by 
one Quiros for going again upon the 
lame Dilcovery. For more Particulars 
I mull refer the Reader to the Fragment 
it felf.

them. Others call Stones with Slings. 
One of thefe wounded a Soldier 
after it had hit the fide of the Ship. 
Our Men would have fir’d their Mus- 
kets, but the Powder would not take 
becaufc it had rain’d. It was worth ob- 
ferving with what Noife and Cries the 
Indians came on, and how when they 
faw Aim taken at them, fome hung by 
the Canooes, others flunk behind their 
Companions. The defperate old Fel- 
low was Shot with a Bullet in the Fore- 
head, and drop’d down Dead, and eight 
or nine with him, and lome being wound- 
ed, the reft began to ftand, the Ships 
ftill continuing under Sail. Three In- 
dians came out hollowing in a Canoe/ 
One of them bad a green Bough, and 
fomething white in his Hand, which was 
look’d upon as a Signal of Peace. It was 
thought they would have had them go 
to their Harbour, but they did not, and 
they went away leaving fome Cocoes. 

This Ifland feems to be about; ten 
Leagues in compafs. That part they 
law of it is clear, and open, JiigJi ana 
mountainous along the Shore. The Port

is on the South fide ; it is in the Latitude 
of 10 Degrees, and 1000 Leagues di- 
ftant from Lima. It is very Populous, 
for befides thofe that came out in the 
Canoioes, the Shore and Rocks were 
throng’d. Mindona krife^ it not, and 
being convinc’d of ir, laid, thofe were 
none of the lflands he Came to find out, 
but a new Dilcovery. A fmall diltance 
from this they law three more. The firlfc 
of them the Adtlantado call’d Sc. Ptttr, 
It is about ten Leagues North and by 
Weft off the Magdaleno \ they knew not 
whether inhabited or not, becaufe they 
did not approach it. The Extent of it 
about four Leagues, very woody; level, 
and not high. Another was dilcover’d 
which they call’d La Dominica^ it lies 
North-weft of that of St. Peter, is about 
fifteen Leagues in compals, about five 
diftant from the other, and lies North- 
eaft and South-weft. It appear’d Plea- 
fant, having fine Plains and Hills, on 
which appear’d Tbkens of much Wood. 
It feern’d to be well Peopled. The other 
which was call’d St. Cbriflina, lies South 
of La Dominica, and to appearafice was 
nine Leagues in Extent; it is but a little 
P p p p above 
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above a League from La Dominica , the 
Channel cfcan, and foundable. The A- 
dclaurado call’d all the Iflands together 
Las Marqucfasj or the Marchioncfles, in 
honour of the Marquefs dt Gannett , and 
as an Acknowledgment of the many Fa- 
vours leceiv’d of him in the difpatch of 
his Bulnels. They fail’d backwards and 
forwarus feeking a Port in the Ifland 
Dominaa. Several Canooes with Indi - 
ans cairn out, fome darker colour’d than 
Colour of ot ] lcrS) V, n( j hy their Cries fecm’d to de- 
'* lire the ftme the others had done. A- 
mong them was a comely old Man, who 
had a green Bough, and fomething white 
in one Hand. He was calling juft as they 
tack’d about, and believing the Ships 
were going ofl^ he began to cry out the 
louder. He made Signs even with his 
Hair, pointing to the Land with them, 
and with his Finger. The Adelantado 
was inclinable to go thither, but it could 
not be done, becaufe it was Eaft, and 
the Wind blew frelh from that Point, 
belidcs that there was no fafe Harbour 
to come to an Anchor in, tho’ the Fri- 
gate fought it clofo to the Land. Here 
he laid there was abundance more Peo- 
ple whom they had feen from the Ship, 
and added that an Indian came aboard, 
Th ,’r w * 1 ° w ‘ c ^ muc h ca k lifted up a Calf by 

Strength, the Ear. Four handlbme Indians were 
got aboard the Comadore, and having 
been there a while, one of them fnatch’d 
up a curious Bitch, and giving a Shout, 
they all boldly lcap'd into the Sea, and 
Swam away with her to their Canooes. 
The next Day, being the Feaft of St. 
James the Apqttlc, the General again 
covcrere fcnt thc Colofjel with twenty Men in 
Land in the long Boat to fetch Water, or find 
an ifland. out a Harbour in the Ifland of St. Chri- 
fiina. He went, and being come to an 
Anchor in a Port landed with his Men 
in good order, and Drum beating. He 
went round a Town, the Indians never 
offering to ftir*, then he halted, and call’d 
to them, and about 300 came to him. 
Our Men drew a Line on the Ground, 
making Signs to them that they mutt 
not come over it, and asking Water of 
them, they brought it in Cocos, with 
fome Fruit. The Indian Women came 
out, and the Soldiers affirmed that ma- 
ny. of them were extraordinary Beauti- 
ful, and made no difficulty of fitting 
dow&/£y them. The Colonel bid the 
Indiahtjp fill fome Jam of Water, they 
made Sms for our Men to caary them, 
but aL«jne laroe time fled with four of 
themfibr which realbn they were Cano- 
naded. On the 28th of July the Adt- 


lantado came to an Anchor in a Port tin.' . . 
Colonel had found, and Landing, edr- wit “ s J 
ry’d his Wife, and molt of the Men to 
hear the firlt Mafs laid by the Vicar, at 
which the Indians w ere prefent Kneeling, 
very Silent and Attentive, quietly doing 
all they law the Chriltians do. A beau- 
tiful Indian Woman lat down nere the 
Lady Elizabeth to Fan her, and lhe fee- 
ing her Hair fo very Fair endeavour’d 
to have fome of it cut of£ but perceiv- 
ing fhc avoided it, they forbore, for fear 
of angring her. The General in His 
Majeflies Name took Poflellion of all four 
Iflands, view’d the Town, fow’d Indian 
Wheat before the Natives, and having 
convers’d with them amicably, went a- 
board leaving the Colonel alhore with all ^ 
the Soldiers. No fooner was Mindana ^ * 

gone, but they fell together by the Ears, a ntc. 
fuch are the Confequences of ill Govern- 
ment. The Indians threw abundance of 
Stones aud Darts, . which hurt one Sol- 
dier in the Foot, but did no more Harm. 

That done, they fled to the Woods with 
their Wives and Children. Our Men 
purfu’d firing at them till they got into 
the Ihclter of the Trees. They went 
up to the tops of three high Hills, where 
they intrench’d. Morning and Evening 
they all at once made a regular harmo- 
nious Noife which Eccho’d in the Dales. 

Then they hollow’d to one another, 

Ihew’d an Inclination to do Miichief, 
throwing Darts and Stones, but all to 
no Purpofe. The Colonel placed Guards 
upon three feveral Avenues, to fecure 
the Town aud Shore, where the Wo- 
men were Diverting thcmfclves, and the 
Men taking in Wood and Water for the 
Ships. The Indians perceiving how lit- 
tle harm their Weapons did, and the 
great Lois they futtain’d from the Fire- 
arms, endeavour’d to come to an Ac- 
commodation. This they made appear. Reconcil’d 
becaufe when the Soldiers went over again, 
their Lands, they came out lovingly to 
meet them, offering them clutters of 
Plantans, and other forts of Fruit. They 
feem’d to mifs the Conveniency of their 
Houfes, for by Signs they enquir’d when 
they would be gone. Some of them 
came to the Guards bringing fuch as they 
had to Eat, which they gave freely, 
elpecially one good likely Indian , with 
whom the Chaplain contracted great 
Friendlhip, and they call’d one another 
Gomrades. He taught him to Blcls him- 
felf,' and fay Jefas, Mary. In the fiime 
manner the others convers’d with then' 
new Priehds. Every one had one whom 
he fought out when he came, and would 

fit 
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fit down with him. They ask’d of one 
another by Signs how they call’d the 
vjHeaven, Earth, Sea, Sun, Moon, Stars, 
and other Things they faw, and they 
Teem’d to be pleas’d in their Anfwers. 
The laft Words they faid at parting 
were Friends, Friends, Comrades. The 
Indian, we faid, was Friend to the Chap- 
lain, came to the Guard, and was car- 
ry’d* aboard that the General might fee 
him. He went merrily along, faying 
Friends. The Adelantado receiv’d him 
with much Kindnefs and Affedtion, of- 
fer’d him Sweetmeats and Wine, but he 
neither Eat nor Drank. He began to 
take notice of the Cattle, and to ap- 
pearance gave them Names, obferv’d 
the Ship,' Rigging, Mails and Sails, went 
down under Deck, and noted all Things 
with more Curioiity, than could be cx- 
pedlfd ! '0m an Indian. They defir’d him 
to lay, Jcfus, which he did, and feem’d 
well pleas’d. Then he prefs’d to be fet 
alhore, and lie was fo Friendly, that 
when he underftood the Ships were a- 
bout departing, he exprefs’d Sorrow, 
and would have gone away with them. 
The Ifland St. Cbrifiina is well Peopled, 
fomewhat high, has Vales and Hollows 
where the Indians dwell, the Port they 
call’d, Dt la madre de Dios, that is, Of 
the Mother of God. It is on the Weft 
fide, in nine Degrees and a half of La- 
titude, flicker'd from all Winds, 'the 
Sc. ebrifli- fhape of it is like a Horfelhooe, the Neck 
or Entrance very narrow. At the Mouth 
deicrib d. t f icre j s p a d om Water clear of Sands, 

24 in the middle of the Harbour, and 
1 2 clofe to the Shore. A Rock on the 
South fide upright next the Sea, ferves 
for a Land-Mark to it. At the top of 
all is a (harp Clift, befides others there 
are, and on the North fide a Hollow. 
There appear out at Sea five fcvcral 
Groves facing the Harbour, and a Ridge 
of Hills which divides two Strands, with 
a Spring of excellent Water, which falls 
from the height of a Man and a half, as 
thick as ones Wrift, and by it a Brook 
as good as that, running clofe to a little 
Town of the Indians , fo that the Spring, 
Brook and Town arc together on the 
Shore, at the foot of the Hill on the 
North fide. On the South fide there are 
ibmc Houfes among Trees, and on the 
Eaft forne Rocks and Clifts whence the 
Brook flows. Moft of the Indians in this 
Ifland, did not feem to be fo white as 
thofe in the Ifland call’d the Magdalen. 
They ufe the fame Language, the fame 
fort of Weapons, and Canooes, which 
ferve them near at hand. TheiaTown 
Vol. IV. 


is like two fidcs of a Square, the one 
North and South, the other Eaft and 
Weft, wioff the Avenues wdl pav’d, the 
reft like ad open Place encompafs’d with 
thick Trees. They are built like dou- 
ble Galleries, the Floor higher than the 
Street. Abundance of People feem’d to 
lie in each of them, bccaufe there were 
many Beds. Some had low Doors, 0- 
thers had all the Front open. IThcy are 
made of Timber interwoven with great* 
Canes, whofe Hollow is as bigjfs a Man’s 
Arm, and they are above an Ell long in 
the JoyntThey affirm, the Women have 
molt beautiful Faces, delirate Hands, a 
good Shape, and flender Wafte, many 
of them far exceeding the moftaccom- 
plilh’d Women at Lima. They were 
white enough, from the Brcaft down- 
wards clad with a fort of Tonicks curi- 
oufly Wove of delicate fine Palm-tree 
Leaves. At a diftauce from the Town 
was an Oracle, or Place of Worlhip Pa- 
lifadoed about, and the Entrance on the 
Weft fide, almoft in the middle of it a 
Houfe with the Door to the North, in 
which were foine Milhapen wooden Fi- 
gures, and fome eatable Things offer’d 
there* among the reft a Hog, which the 
Soldiers took down, and £eing about to 
take away other Things, the Indians 
hindred them, making Signs that they 
ihould not touch them, and ihewing that 
they had a refpeft for that Houfe and 
Figures. Without the Town they had 
fome Pir aquas, a lort of Boats, long, ln I' m 
and handfomely wrought out of one Boats ’ 
piece of Wood, with a fort of Keel, 

Head and Stern, rais’d with Boards, faft 
bound with Ropes they make of the Co- 
coes. Each of them will carry betwixt 
thirty and forty Men to Row. Being 
ask’d by Signs, what u/e they put them 
to, they gave to underftand they went 
in them to other Parts. They Work 
them with little Hatchets they make of 
Filh Bones and Snails, or rather Fifh 
Shells, and lharpen them on great Stones 
for the purpolc. The Conftitution, 
Health, Strength, and Corpulency of 
thofe People, mews the goodnefs of the 
Air they Live in. Cloaths could be well 
born with Day or Night, the Sun was 
not very troublefome, fome great Rains 
fell, there was never any Dew, but ^ 
dry Air, infomuch that whatfoever thej^ 
left wet over Night on the Ground was 
dry in the Morning without Being hung 
and laid out, but it is not known whe- 
ther it t were fo all the Year. There 
were Swine and Hens like thofe in Sp*». 

The Trees we mention’d were in the 
P p p p i Square,’ 
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Square, bore a fort of Frujt, as big as 
a Boys Head,* its Colour wb.cn Ripe is 
a light Green, and a very qeep Green 
when Sour. The Shell is mark’d with 
crofs Streaks like a Pine Apple, its Ihape 
is not altogether round, but is fome- 
wiiat /harper at the other end than at 
the StalkL From the end there runs in 
as it wet | a Plug, or Core, and from 
/.hat thcrafpread leveral Webs. It has 
neither Scone, nor Kernel, nor any thing 
to thi ow away, but only the Shell, and 
that is tliin\ the reft is a (olid Mafs with 
little Juice 'in it when Ripe, and lefs 
when Green. ^Abundance of them were 
eaten Ripe and Green, and they are lb 
Delicious that the Men call’d them white 
Meat, a dainty Spanifh Di(h made of the 
Brawn of Fowls. It was look’d upon as 
Wholfome, and very Nourifhing. The 
Reaves the Tree bears are very large, 
and (harp pointed like the Papayas. There 
is another fort of Fruit enclos’d in 
Prickles like Cheftnuts, but its Kernel is 
as big as fix Spanijh Cheftnuts, and tafts 
much like them. They are fliap’d like 
a plain Heart. There are Walnuts about 
die bignefs of ours, and much like them 
in Taftc, their Shell is very hard, and 
all of a piece Without any joyning. The 
Kernel is not interwoven with the Shell, 
but lb loofc that when crack’d it drops 
out whole. They eat and carry’d away 
a great many, and at laft found it was 
Oily. On the Shore they faw Spanijh 
Pompions low’d, and among them fome 
Flowers, beautiful to the Eye, but with- 
out any Sceut. Nothing can be faid of 
the Inland, bccaufe no Body went up it } 
but by what they few, the Souldiers af- 
firm’d all the Groves wereof Fruit Trees. 
Whilft the General was in the Ifland, he 
had the Galliot refitted, becaufe one 
Day before it came to an Anchor it was 
foul of the Commadores Boltfprit, and in 
great Danger. He order’d Wood and 
Water to be taken in, the Ships to be 
made ready, and the Men to come aboard. 
Before they fet Sail, he eredted 3 Crofles 
in fcvcral Places, and Carv’d another on 
c heDifco* a ^ ^e Day and Year when it 

verers fail wa ? (!one - On the 5th of Augufi they 
weigh’d, and Sail’d away in quell of the 
iflands they were to Difcover. They 
add their Courfe Weft and by South, 
fiie Wind at South, and veering to Eaft 
South-eaft,« running, by their reckoning, 
400 Leagues, Eaft and by South, and 
Weft and by North. After three or 
four Days fail, the Adelantado faid, they 
fliould thatDay fee the Land they fought. 
All the Men were pleas’d with this News, 


but tho they look’d out, they law none 
in many Days after, which difeourag’d 
the Souldiers, for the longer they were, 
out, thelhorter their Water and Provi- 
fions grew, having been extravagant up- 
on hearing the Land was nigh. Irrefolu- 
tion and Deipair began to prevail, and 
few were untainted, nor is it to be ad- 
mir’d, for fuch undertakings require 
Men enur’d to bufferings and patient in 
them. 

On Sunday the 20th of Augujl t after Difcover 
running 400 Leagues, at break of Day, four 1- * 
the Ships found thcmfelves near four lit- Hands, 
tlclow I (lands, the Shores Sandy, and 
cover’d wiui abundance of Palm and o- 
ther Trees. The extent of them all 
four feem’d to be eight Leagues, little 
more or lefs. They Hand almoft (quare, 
dofe to one another. On the Ealt-fide 
of them lye certain Banks of Sand, South- 
weft and North-call, for which reafon 
there is no coming at them on that fide. 

In the Channel that runs to the South- 
weft there appears a Cape. The Ge- 
neral call’d them St. Bernard’s Iflands, 
becaufc Dilcover’d on his Day. They 
would have endeavour'd to find a Har- 
bour , but at the requeft of the Vi- 
car it was not done. It was not known 
whether they were Inhabited , tho* 
thofe in the Galliot faid they had feen 
two Canoocs , but it was only a fancy. 

They are in the Latitude of ioDeg. and 
20 Min. South, their Longitude 1400 
Leagues from Lima. 

Having left theft Iflands the Wind Hold 01 
held always at South-eaft, and fome- rheir 
times there fell fllort but heavy Showers Courn*, 
of Rain. The Clouds were thick and of 
feveral Colours , appearing in various 
Shapes, and many Hours were fpent in 
obferving them. Sometimes they were 
fettled fo, that it was a whole Day be- 
fore they dilpers’d, which made them 
jealous they were near Land, being to- 
wards that part that was unknown. They 
held on their Courfe Weftward, that is. 

Weft North- weft, and Weft South- 
weft, always keeping in fuch Latitude 
as the Adelantado directed, which was 
never to exceed twelve deg. nor be under 
eight, lo that they kept betwixt ten and 
eleven. On Tuefday the 29th of Augujt^ 
they law a little low Ifland, quite round 
full of Trees, and hemm’d in along the 
Shore with Ridges of Rocks above the 
Water. Its Compafswasabouta League, 
the Latitude 10 deg. 40 min. thediftance 
from Lima 1^35 Leagues. It wascall’d 
the Solitary Ifland, bccauft it flood alone. 

The Adelantado order’d the two fmall 

Veflels 
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Vcflels to leek fome Harbour, to take in 
Wood and Water, the Vice-Admiral 
Nbeing in great want. They came to an 
Anchor in io Fadom Water, and hail’d 
the Admiral to Hand to Sea, becaofe all 
the Shoar was full of great Rocks, which 
Were to be fcen. Sailing over them and 
founding as they went, fometimes they 
found io fathom Water, and lometimes 
found no ground with ioo. It was 
frightful to fee the Ship over fo many 
Rocks. All diligence was us’d to get 
out to open Sea, as they did. 

The Admiral bore patiently with all 
the Men’s muttering and dtTpair, endea- 
vouring what he could to prevent any 
publick, or private Sins, he ftudy’d the 
Peace of all Perfbns, giving a good Ex- 
ample, with his Beads in his Hand at all 
times. Every day he caus’d the Salve 
Regina to be laid before an Image of our 
Blclfed Lady of Solitude. He had E- 
venfong fung Solemnly, and kept Holy- 
days, putting out the Colours and found- 
ing warlike Inftruments, reproving thofe 
that Swore, charg’d the Souldiers to ex- 
ereife their Arms, and every Afternoon 
review’d them, put his Hand to every 
thing that was to be done aboard the 
Ship, tho’ it were the molt laborious 
Work. On the 7th of September they 
fail’d before the Wind, which was a 
ftifT gale at South-eaft, under a Top- 
fail reef’d, due Weft. The Sky appear’d 
very thick ahead, fos which reafon the 
Mafter Pilot feat out the Galliot and Fri- 
gat ahead, one in fight of the other and 
of the Galeon. He order’d them, if 
they difeover’d Land, or Shoals, or any 
thing elfe to give notice of, they fhould 
make a fignal with two Lights, and he 
would anfwer in the lame manner, but 
Fear prevailing they fell a Stern. Thus 
they fail’d in dread, under fuch appre- 
henlions as that Night fuggefted. About 
niqe the Vice-Admiral came up, and a- 
bout 1 1 on the Larboard fide, they dif- 
cover’d a great thick Cloud, covering 
all the Horizon on that fide. They that 
were upon the Watch doubted whether 
it was Land, but were foon undeceiv’d by 
a heavy fhorc of Rain that fell prefently 
after . As foon as it was over they plainly 
Difeover’d Land, from which theAdmiral 
was not above a League. Being allur’d 
it was Land, they Proclaim’d it with 
the'ufual Joy, and all came out to fee it. 
The Galeon took in her Sails, and lying 
athwart the Land, made Signs to the 
other Ships, only two aniwer’d/ the o- 
ther was not feen. Day appear’d and 
dilcover’d towards the Soath*Wcft, a 


Point of Land, Plain, Large and Black, 
being covjufd with Trees * and looking 
about thcyffould not find the Vice-Ad- 
miral, which was a great Trouble to ail 
the Men. Day-light alfo Difcovcr’da land dip- 
high Hill like a Sugar-Loaf, all fmooth j "' n cr ’ da ' 
and another little Hill towards thcSourh- ® ai 
eaft, w hich appeal ’d to be three Leagues 
in Compafs, and is eight fiomfhclflaud. 

It has no Harbour, nor any other place 
to land, being all rocky and /ire with- 
out Trees, or any thing grttn, but a 
dry Colour’d Earth and Stor/s. There 
are fome Clefts in it, particularly two on 
the Weft fide, out of whichpnd the very 
Top of the Hill, there grfhes out much 
Fire and Sparkles, with a great Noife- 
It had a very handfom Head, which a 
few Days after the Ships got into Har- 
bour, broke oil and flew with lo terrible 
an Earthquake, that tho’ the Anchoring 
Place was ten Leagues off, it was heard, 
to the great Terror of the Men, and 
made the Ship ibakc. From that time 
forwards there were great Thunder- 
claps within it every now and then, and a burning 
for the moft part when it gulch’d out Ifland. 
Fire, after which there came out fuch 
quantities of chick Smoke, as feem’d to 
aicend up to the Heavens* and then fol- 
low’d a rumbling Noife. The Admiral 
order’d the Frigatto fail round the fiery 
Mountain, to fee whether the Viccad- 
miral, happening to fall to the other 
fide of it, lay there under flicker, or- 
dering him to come away to the Ifland 
they had Difcover’d. Being pretty near other 
it there came out a fmall Boat with a Mims, 
Sail, and after it a Squadron of more. thdrCo- 
The People in them, hallo’d and made ,our ami 
figns with their Hands,* as if they bail’d Wci J' 0 " c 
the Ship, who did the fame, but nor. 
without apprehcnlion. When the Vef- 
fels came clofe, it appear’d the Men in 
them where Cole black, and fome a lit- 
tle clearer, all of them with curl’d Hair, 
fome white, fome fair, and of other 
Colours, it being certainly Dy’d ; half 
the Head fhorn, and with other Diftin- 
etions, their Teeth colour’d Red. They 
were all Naked lave their Privities, 
which were cover’d with a fort of foft 
Stuffs. Moft of them were ftain’d with 
a Dye blacker than themfclves, and o- 
thers with other Colours. There wer / 
ftreaks to.be feen on their Faces and BcQ. 
dies , their Arms were foveral times 
wound about with black Wic*hes, and a- 
bout their Necks many Strings of imaU 
Beads pf Bone, Ebony and Fifties Teeth. 

About foveral Parts of them hung abun- 
dance of fome little and fome big Plates 
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• or flat Pieces of Mother of Pearl. The 
Canoocs were (mail, and feme of them 
link'd two and two togetb^' 1 Their 
Weapons were Bows and Airows with 
fliarp Points of burnt Wood. Others 
were Pointed with bearded Bones, and 
lonie with Feathers •, the Points feem’d 
to be infe&ed with the Juice of lome 
Herb, bdf. not very hurtful. They had 
alfo Stontf?, Mac anas , which are their 
Swords mode of a heavy fort of Wood, 
Darts of Jlard Wood with three Rows 
of Beards J and the fpear Part above a 
Span in length. A-crofs them like 
Shoulder B^ts, hung Budgets of Palm- 
Tree-Leaved well made, full of Bisket*. 
which they make of Roots, all of them 
were eating of it as they came , and 
freely gave Part. As foon as the Adt- 
lantade faw the Colour of their Skins, he 
concluded they were the People he look’d 
for, faying. This is fuch an IJland , or 
fuch a Land. He fpoke to them in the 
Language he learnt the firft Voyage, but 
they neither underftood him , nor he 
them. They ftopp’d to view the Vef- 
fcls, and went about them as if they had 
been Chattering. No perfwaiions could 
prevail with them to come aboard, but 
having talk’d to one another they Rood 
all to their Arfos, a Tall, Old, Lean In- 
dian who was formoft feeming to per- 
fwade themfo todo.They prefently bent 
their Bows to let fly, the old Man talk’d 
to them, and they clapt thcmfelves down 
again ; they gave the Word about, and 
could not rcfolve what they were to do. 
At length they concluded, and giving a 
Ihout let fly many Arrows, which ftuck 
in the Sails and other Parts of the Ships, 
but did no harn^.* Upon this the Soul- 
diers who were in a readinefs, had Or- 
ders to Fire upon them. One was Kill’d, 
many Wounded , and the reft fled in 
great Conftcrnation. They Cruiz’d up 
and down Peeking a Harbour, which they 
all were impatient for, having fufler’d 
much, and believed they fhould be eas’d 
of all their Troubles if they could but 
Vice- Ad- land. The Frigat return’d without find- 
miral loft. j n g t j ie Viccadmiral, which increas’d 
their Sorrow and Apprehenfions. The 
three Ships came to an Anchor at the 
Mouth of a Bay, under the fhelter of 
certain Flats. The Anchors werea-peek, 
and the Water flowing about ten at 
•flight, the Galeon dragg’d hers with ve- 
ry great Danger of being a-ground on 
the Sands. The Admiral ran out to en- 
courage his Men, who were in great 
Difbrder and Confufloo, the Danger be- 
ing at hand, and the Night making it 


more dreadful. At laft the Anv.<orS 
were weigh’d, and letting fly the Sails, 
the Ship with much difficulty got out to. 

Sea. At break of Day the Adelantado 
went aboard the Galliot to Peek out a 
Port. The Matter Pilot found one, tho’ 
fmall, lying North-weft of the burning 
Mountain, fhelter’d from the South-weft 
Wind, with 12 Fathom Water, a Town, 

River, Ballaft, Wood and a good Airy 
place. It being then late, they came to 
an Anchor at one of the Points that 
jetted into the Sea, a Serjeant with 12 
Musketiers went a fhoar to fecure the 
Port. T he Indians belonging to a Town 
that was hard by, came out and ply’d 
them Co violently with their Arrows, 
that they were forced to take fhelter 
in a Angle Houle they found. The Ship 
fir’d two Guns, which put them to flight, 
the Boat going ofFto fetch the Men. All 
that Night they ply’d it out at Sea, and 
the next Day, the Adtlamado found a 
ftill Harbour, fhelter’d againft all Winds. 

There they came to an Anchor in 1 5 
fathom Water, the bottom owfy near 
to the Land, where was a River and 
Towns, which Pounded all Night with 
the noile of Dancing, and Mufick af- 
ter their manner, beating Sticks one a- 
gainft another, and l abors. Abundance 
of Indians came to fee the Ships and .• 
Men. Moft of them had red Flowers comea- 
on their Heads and in their Notes. With board, 
much perfualion Pome of them came a- 
board the Admiral, leaving their Arms 
in the Canooes. Among the reft came 
aboard a handfome body’d Man, and of 
a good Afpedf, a brown Completion, 
lean and lomewhat grey Hair’d. He 
feem’d to be about 60 Years of Age, on 
his Head he had Pome blew, yellow, and 
red Feathers, in his Hands a Bow and 
Arrows pointed with Bone curioufly 
wrought. On his fides were two Indi- 
ans of better Quality than the reft. 

This they found was Pome Perlon of 
Note among them, as well by the dif- 
ference of his Garb, as by the Rcfpeft 
the reft paid him. He enquir’d by figns, 
who was chief of the new Comers. 

The Adelantado receiv’d him with great 
demonftrations of AffefUon, and ta- 
king him by the Hand, lignify’d that he 
was Commander.

by Mulattoes of a clearer fort of Com- 
pletion, and full of Palm-Trees, with 
abundance of Ridges of Rocks, running 
Weft North- weft , and Channels be- 
twixt them, which they did not fee the 
end of ; and to conclude, that they met 
with no Foot-fteps of the Ship they 
fought after. « The Ships came to an An- 
chor in the fecond Port, the Indians 
thereabouts making great outcries all the 
Night long, as if they had fported or 
fcoffed , very often plainly repeating 
the word Amigos , that is, Friends. In 
the Morning about 500 Indians came to 
theneareft Shore, lhooting abundance of 
Arrows, and calling Darts and Stones 
at the Vcflels, but perceiving they fell 
fhort, many of them ran into the Wa- 
ter Breaft-high/ and others Swam, com- 
ing up lo clofe, ftill lhooting, that hav- 
ing got hold of the Buoys they were 
making to Land with them. 

The Adelantado perceiving their 
Boldnefs, Commanded Captain Laurence 
to go out with 1 5 Men in the Boat to 
engage them. Thole that carry’d Buck- 
lers cover’d them that Fir’d and Row’d j 
yet they Ihot two, and had hurt more 
but for that defence, lomc of the Buck- 
lers being ftruck through. The Indians 
fought fcatter’d and running, but with 
fiich Refolution as made it appear the 
" fntards had met with Men that would 
fend what they had. This lafted as 

Jig a& they were not fenfible of the 

flarm ouf Fire-Arms did, but being un- 
deceiv’d by the Death of two or three, 
and wotmding of others, they, left the 
Shore, carrying away their Dead and 
Wounded Meq. 

Next Day the Colonel being a-lhore 
he propofed to his Men to unwood a 


Place near a great Spring, in order to 
build a Town there. All of them did-' 
not like the Place , believing it would 
be unhealthy. Therefore lome of thole 
that were Marry’d went Aboard to ac- 
quaint the Admiral with the Colonel’s 
Defign , and delire him to go a-fhore 
and give Orders that they might fettle 
in one of the Towns belonging to the 
Indians , for that the Houles being built, 
and the Ground about it beaten, it muft 
be fitter than the Place pitch’d upon. 

The Adelantado landed, held a Councel, 
and moft of the Soldiers being

miraculoufly. Indians came off from the 
Iflauds in their Boats, fome with Sails, 
and lome without. Not being able to A . 
get over the Rocks, they got out upon ifl an d| Cr 
them, and from thence made Signs with 
their Hands to come to them. In the 
Afternoon one Indian alone in a fmall 
Canoa came out at the end of the Flats, 
made to the Windward , keeping at a 
great diftance, and therefore it could 
not be difcern’d whether he had any 
Beard, the Iflands of the Bearded Men 
being thereabouts. He feera’d to be 
a well Ibapcd Man, naked, and had long 
Hair hanging loofe. He pointed to the 
Place from whence he came, and pulling 
a white thing he brought in Pieces, eat 
it, then turn’d up Coco-ihels as if he 
Drank. They call’d him, but he would 
not come. This Ifland is in 6 large De- 
grees of North Latitude, is almoft 
round, about 30 Leagues in Compals, 
and not very high. It is well Wooded, 
and on the Sides of the Hills there are 
abundance of Rofes, and much Till’d 
Land. Three Leagues almoft Weft of 
it are four bare Iflands, and a great ma- 
ny more dole to it, all ot them hemm’d 
in with Rocks. This feem’d to be clear- 
er on the South fide. 

They held on their Courfe North 
North-weft, and on Monday the Fir ft of 
January found themfelves in 14 Degrees 
of Latitude. They fleer’d away due 
Weft. The Wind was large and blew 
frelh, and on IVednefday the 3d of the jx 
fame Month at break of Day, they had , w u- 
fight of Two of the Iflauds de tos La - ironts. 
drones , which they fought after. One 
of them was Guam, ana the other Ser- 
fana. They fail’d along between them, 
lying ‘ North -Eaft , and South-weft , 
through a Channel 10 Leagues in length,

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which lies dole to Guam. Here a Man 
fell overboard as he was trimming the 
'Top-fail \ there was but one Fifning- 
Line in all the Ship, and foraebody had 
put it over juft where the Man hapned 
to fall, he laid hold of it, and was lav’d, 
giving Thanks to God for Id great a De- 
liverance. It will be an Excufe for giv- 
ing lbme Lines in this Book to Things 
of fmall Moment, to lay 9 s the Antients 
did, that little Things have, I know not 
what that is Divine, which tho* all Men 
perceive , yet none can comprehend. 
Therefore ic is, they often draw the 
Attention of thole who lee or hear them 
in fuch manner that they take a liking to 
them without any other Recommenda- 
tion or Encomium. Such a one is the 
DeJcription of Countries, Habits and 
Manners of the Natives, tho’ he that is 
curious, when he meets with it, may 
reckon it among the moft material of 
that Sort, as well on account of the Plea- 
fure its variety produces, as for the In- 
ftruftion and Benefit reap’d by it. 

The Ship being in light of Guam, abun- 
dance of Canooes began to come off from 
it. Thefe are linall Boats made of a 
certain Wood as light as Cork, only one 
Indian goes in one of them, and tho* it 
has a Maft, Sail, Yard, Tackles, Hal- 
liards and Helm, he Steers with one 
Hand, and with the other, Hoifts, Low- 
ers and Trims his Sail, having one of 
the Tacks faftned to each Foot, and lb 
veers out or hales to as occalion ferves. 
Both Ends are Heads, and as loon as the 
Sail is llipt round, they make way with- 
out bringing about the Vcflel. They 
are very fwife, and when a Wave breaks, 
and fills it full of Water, the Man cafts 
himfelf into the Water like a Fifh, over- 
turns the Boat, and lb clears it of all 
the Water. The Boat being clear , he 
gets in atone Side; being come to Shore 
he takes his VelTel on his Back , and 
leans it againft a Tree, on which he has 
his Habitation, like a Bird, living upon 
the Fifh he takes. Thus he lives, tho’ 
Barbaroufly, yet happy in being a Strang- 
er to the fall of Court Favourites, and 
to the Favours of the World, fuch as 
Wealth, Honour, and Preferments, Ima- 
ginary Bleflings and chimerical Delights. 
,Many of thole Boats came to the Ships 
slide, with fuch Fruit as the Country 
produced, as Cocobs, Plantans, Cora- 
boyes and Sweet Canes, befides feveral 
forts of Sea-fifh, which they catch yith 
their Hands, among the Clefts of Rocks, 
without any other Tackling, vfogiuch 
that no Fifh is fife from their Nimble-

nefs but .the Cayman or CrocodjJf' the Superftiii-

as Deities/ and on account of the harm ll anaer! ’ 
they do them, and the dread they have 
of them, they offer to them part of the 
Produff of the Earth in the nature of 
Tithes. They lay the Offering in a 
Canoa, turning it to Sea under Sail with* 
out any Body in it, by whicMmeans it 
loon overfets and finks. The People o£ 
thele Iflands are of a dark Completion, 
neither Men nor Women wear any 
Cloaths, but they are migrfy Hairy , 
large Limb’d, very Strong and their 
Skin fo hard, that they ran naked and 
bare Legg’d, through Thorns and Bri- 
ars, and over Rocks and Stones as fwife 
as Stags. They ufe no fort of Mony, 
defpife Gold and Silver, for which rea- 
Ibn Strangers could not deal with them, 
but by bartering for Iron , which they 
value fince they have known the Spani- 
ards, feeing it cut down Trees, and 
hew Timber. They chiefly covet Axes 
and Knives, becaufe thofe they ufed be- 
fore were made of Pibbles and Flints, 
wherewith they made their Boats and 
other Things. Several times when Sea- 
men and Soldiers went A-fhoar upon 
thefe Iflands for frelh 'ftfater, they 
found, as has been faid, Houfes of thefe 
Indians built upon Trees. There were 
alio feme Huts upon the Shoar, and 
Sailors through Covetoufhefs having of- 
ten fearch’d both of them , found no- 
thing but Oziers acrofs them, on which 
many Leg-Bones and Skulls of Men 
were Strung. Thefe are Bones of their 
Fore-fathers, which fuch Brutal People 
Worlhip as Gods , becSpfe they know 
no other, except the Sun, Moon, Alli- 
gators and Sharks, in whom they fup- 
pofe the Souls of the departed to be. 

In order to give dead Bodies honourable 
Burial they flea them , and burning the 
Flefh, put the Aihes of it into a Jar of 
Tuba (a fort of Wine they make of the 
Coco-Tree) and fhaking it about, drink 
it off among them. They only lave the 
Bones for the Kindred to hang about 
their Houfes, and keep their Friends al- 
ways near them. As long as they live 
they lament their Dead upon certain 
Days and Nights, at Hours appointed. 

To this purpofe there are abundance of 
Mourners, to be hir’d, but they mourn 
for one another either for Intereft, or 
out of Friendfhip. He that has lament- 
ed for his Neighbour, is to be paid when 
he has o&afion , either by cotping in 
Perfon to Mourn, or hiring one to do 
it. They obfer ve thefe Obfequies, winch 
Q.qqq *r* 
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are ple/rfanq enough, for Mu» Eat and 
Drink plentifully , they Kat about a 
Week at a time, the bufinefsof the Day 
being Drunkennefs, and Weeping of 
the Night. Every one Mourns an Hour 
in his turn, and amidlt his Tears relates 
the Life and brave Aftions of him or 
them he V>ewails. He relates his Infant 
Behaviour, and fo on as he grew up, 
vfefcrihing particularly his Stature,Shape, 
good Qualities, Valour, and all that may 
be for thcLHonour of the dead Perfon. 
If any thiiir in his Relation be comical, 
he burils oit a Laughing as heartily as 
he Wept before ; all that are prefent 
Laughing out fo loud, that they cannot 
hear one another. When the Laughing 
Fit is over, after Talking and Drinking 
a while, for this they never omit, the 
Lamentation begins again. On the other 
fide when they hint at any forrowful 
Paflage, all the Standers by Ihreik as 
loud as they can, and there ufes to be 
200 of them together. 

A notable In the Year 1668. two Companies go- 

Accident. ing over to the Philippine Iflands^ one 
of them Commanded by John Lopez, de 
jiguirre , and the other by Laurence Cha- 
con , it happened that fome Men going 
A-lhoar upon this Ifland of Guam , for 
frelh Water and fomc Fruit, a Spaniard 
of about 20 Years of Age, went up from 
the Shoar to feck fome Fruit, and en- 
tring into a Grove found a little Savage 
about 14 Years of Age. The Stranger 
feeing fuch a Boy naked, and without 
any Weapon, was not afraid, tho’ he 
was unarmed himfclf, notdefigning to 
go far from hjls Companions. The 
Iflander drew r.car, and Embracing the 
Soldier, fawn’d upon and feem’d to Ihew 
Friendfhip , as if he were very glad to 
lee him. Then he fhew’d him where 
there were Plantanes, and fo they con- 
tinued fome time, without any Jcaloulie 
on the Spaniard's fide. When they were 
a good diftance from the Guard, the Sa- 
vage again Embraced the Soldier, and 
was carrying him away with much eafe 
under his Arm into the thick of the 
Wood, holding lo fait that he could not 
break loofe, neither durft he call out to 
his Companions, tor fear the Savage 
. Jhould make the more hafte, and becaufe 
^„lhe carry’d him away Laughing, and as 
it were in Jell. As they kept along in 
the lame rath among the Trees , there 
happen’d to come towards them four 
Spaniards , who had gone up the Wood 
to find Something to fhoot. They all 
flood, hearing the Noife the Barbarian 
made among the Bulhes, and prefenting 


their Pieces that way they heard the 
Noile, as fuppofing it was fomc Deer of* 
Bufalo. They were much furprifed to 
fee the two Men, and that their Cotin- 
try-man ftrugled to get loofe. The 
Savage feeing them, let him go, and run 
and hid himfelf in the Wood, the Pri- 
foner remaining among his Friends, by 
whom, and his Captain, he was reprov’d ' 
for going away from the reft alone and 
without Arms. Five Years after this ' 
Accident, D. Martin Enriquez*, Viceroy 
of Mexico , order’d John Lopez, de jiguir- 
re, as he pafs’d by thofe Iflands to tarry 
away with him one or more Savage Boys, 
to be inftrufted in the Faith, and learn 
Spanijh , that when they return’d to their 
Native Country they might ferve as In- 
terpreters , and teach the Natives the 
Faith aud Language. The Captain us’d 
all his Endeavours, and could get only 
one Savage Youth, whom he carry’d a- 
long with him to Manila , where he was 
Baptiz’d. It hapn’d by good l.uck to be 
the fame we fpoke of above, and he 
talking one Day with the fame Soldier, 
they remember’d one another, and were 
afterwards great Friends. After re- 
peating the whole Paflage, he own’d his 
Defign was, when he had got him to his 
Cottage, to fuck his Brains, drink up his 
Flelh, reduced to Alhes, and adorn his 
Houfe with his Bones. 

The Ship holding on its Courfe to- ThePif- 
wards the Philippine Iflands , left the covered 
Iflands De los Ladrones aftern, without inDiftr.4 
touching at them , tho’ it had need P ut “*f° 
enough, having no Tackle to launch the 
Boat, or Ship it again. She fail’d on m 
due Weft, till upon Friday the 1 2th of 
January , when they found 13 Degrees 
of North Latitude. The Mafter or Pi- 
lot having never been in thofe Parts, 
fail’d upon Information, without any 
certain Rule, feeking Cape Spiritu Santo, 
or of the Holy Ghoft, which is the firft 
part of the Philippine Iflands. On Sun- 
day at break of Day they difeover’d the 
top of a high Hill. They all rejoyced 
as if they were already arriv’d at a Place 
of certain Reft. Moft of the Men were 
fo fpent they could hardly Hand up- 
on their Legs, and fo thin that they 
look’d like Death it lelf, fo that it was 
become a Saying among them , thaw 
they would carry off nothing but thc2 
bare Skeletons well prop’d up. Abun- 
dance of Rocks and other frightful 
Difooveries, every Moment interrupt- 
ed their Joy , being hourly in emi- 
nent* Danger of their Lives. They 
loft fight of the Hill by reafon of the 

Fog, 
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Fogy their Sorrow increas'd and they be- 
gan again to mutter agaiiiit the Maftcr, 
or Pilot, whofe fair Speeches avail'd 
him little, no more than his Skill. They 
difcover’d the Land again where it made 
a Cape. It being fomewhat to Wind- 
ward, they put a Bonnet upon the Sail, 
and lay as dofe to the Wind aspoilibly 
they could, intending to run along the 
Shoar, founding all thp way and ready 
to drop Anchor when they found con- 
veuiency, and do as they thought moH 
expedient. They hoi (ted the main Yard, 
but the Halliards giving way, it came 
by the board, and the Men who were 
before out of Heart, fo entirely defpair’d, 
that they would not look to lave them- 
felves. At laffc good words, and cer- 
tain Flats they difcover’d to Leeward, 
prevailing, the Yard was hoifted, and 
fixed to the Mall with Ropes to flay it, 
The Ropes broke and the Yard came 
by the board again \ good words were 
of as much ufeas Hands to hoilt it again. 
The Sea had run high that Night, and 
did fo Hill, and the Ship failing hard up- 
on the Wind, it rack'd her fo much 
that almoil all the Tackling gave way, 
but cfpecially that belonging to the 
Foremalt, inlomuch that it had only 
one of the Ropes of the Shrouds left on 
each tide, and look’d fo naked, as if it 
wonldhave Ipcnt itfelf the very next time 
the Ship beat, but it was good and Itrong. 
The Ship and Men were much in the 
fame condition, and it pleas’d God to 
look down upon them in his Mercy, and 
to order it lb that as they were Handing 
in for a Bay , the Wind came about 
large, lo they got into it, through a 
Channel enclos’d with Rocks at the 
mouth of the fame Bay. By this time 3 
Indians came in a Boat to view the Ship, 
and took their Poll to Windward with- 
out fpeaking one word. Aboard the 
Ship there was a Souldier that fpoke 
the Language of the Philippinc-lfands, 
tho preteding to know fomething of the 
Voyage, he had like to have been the 
ruin of all the Crew. He fpoke to them 
in that Language, and the Indians being 
fatisfy’d the Ship belong’d to ChriHians, 
drew near, and went aboard to fhew the 
Anchoring place they were looking af- 
ter. They came to an Anchor in the 
midlt of the Bay in 14 Fathom water. 
One of thefe Indians fpoke feveral Lan- 
guages, and another of them, as be laid 
was the fame Sr. Thomas Candijh carry’d 
away with him, when he fail’d Chat way 
to liiew him the Channels ^mjdlt thole 
lllands. Being ask’d what Land that

was, thqy itid it was Cape ( EfpityafSanr- 
to, or of Holy GhoH*' ancfrliat the 
Port and ^ay was call’d of Cabas. This 
accountgave new life, to thole who an 
hour before look'd upon themfelvcs as 
dead Men, which made many exprefs 
their inward Joy with outward Tears. 

The Indians went away to thoir Town, 
and others came in their plape, one of 
them carrying a long Rod of Jultice^ 
which together with a Crols they law on 
the Shoar, convinced the Me» they were 
ChriHians and Friends. Tjpy brought 
Fowls, Swine, Palm- tree/vine, abun- 
dance of Cocos, Plantans^vvcet Canes, 

Papayas, Roots, Water in Pipes, Wood, 
and all fuch relief, as People in that di- 
llrels Hood in need of. All was bought 
for Royals, Knives, glafs Beads, which 
they value above Silver, fo that for three 
Nights and three days the (ire in the 
Cookroom was never out, nor did they 
ceafe Cooking and Baking, minding no- 
thing but eating. This excefs was very 
prejudicial to the Sick, for being us’d 
to eat very little, and now ufing no mo- 
deration, 3 or 4 of them dy’d of it. In 
this Bay which lyes in 12 degrees and 50 
minutes of North latitude, they conti- 
nu’d a fortnight. At Jeftgth alter much 
debate about Sailing, without refitting 
the Ship, they fet forward on the 29th They put 
of January.

The Ship drew nearer to the Har- 
bour Rill upon the Tack. One Pinao , 
Mate to one of the King’s Ships, came 
to help with a Boat full of Seamen, all 
Clad in Silks of feveral Colours. The 
Captain of the Port was on the Shoar 
with his Colours flying, and all the Sea- 
faring-men drawn up at their Arms. As 
foon as the Anchor was dropt, they fa- 
luted the Royal Standard with all the 
Canon and fmall Arms.

Such Care has been therefore tak- 
en, that his Expectation may be an fever'd according to the Nature of the Work, and 
therefore thofe religious Narrations are either quite left out, or if any thing be faid of them, 
it is fo concife as may noway be tedious, but rather afford fomelhing of variety, andjerve 
to make a connection , left breaking off too abruptly in fome places, we jhould altogether 
lofe the Order and Method of the Author. But he having difpos'd Things Jo as that the 
delivery of the Affairs of his Society, may appear to be the principal Part of his ' Under- 
taking , has not therefore digefied the others to the befi advantage Jor a Reader that looks 
only for Travels, who therefore may think all Things are not fo regularly recited as might 
have been , which is here endeavour'd in fome meafure to be rcChfy'd , by joyning fome Ac- 
counts, which in him lye far fever'd, that Jo all Confufion might be avoided. And left any 
one jhould objett here is too much mention made of the JefuitS and their AClions, it is to be 
obferv'd they are the main SubjeCt of the Hiftory j and that with good reajon. For whereas 
in all other Difcoveries, we Jee the whole Fetation lyes upon Commanders and*Souldiers, who 
Conquer'd thoje Nations found out by force of Arms j Here on the contrary , and which is 
very well worth our curious Obfervation, we fee vaft Provinces converted to Chriftianity, 
and brought under the Dominion of the Kings of Spain by a few Religions Men, Arm'd 
only with the Sword of the Gofpel, and yet thefe fame Preachers are brought in here no 
more than ahfolutcly Necejfity requires, they being the great Difcovcrers of thoje far extended 
Countries we treat of, and Founders of Towns, fo that thefe Things cannot pojjibly be deli- 
ver’d without mentioning thofe who were the prime AClors \ but the Thing will juft ifie it felf. 

As for the Truth of the Relation, J fee little reajon to call it in quejlion, fince the Author 
could have no Inducement to forge any part of it, as being a Religious Man who valued bis 
Reputation, and could propofe to himfelfno Benefit or Advantage by Fdljj/ood. Nor could 
he eafily be impos'd upon , having Lav'd 25 Tears in thofe Countries, during which time he 
mujt have feenmuch, and learnt more from Perfons of Credit and Authors above blemijh. 
Now to give a more particular Account of what is done, as to the Traflation, fever al 
Matters as was hinted before, which in the Original lye far afunder, are here jor the bet- 
ter under ft anding of them brought together. The fir ft 11 Se&ions run exactly with the Au- 
thof, neither adding nor diminijhing, becaufe fo far he proceeds upon the account of thoje 
Countries, not interrupting it with any fpiritual Matter. At Chapter 11 he begins to enter 
upon the Subjett of the fefuits coming into thofe Parts, where we reduce many Chapters 
into a few Lines each , till Jome Matters altogether fpiritual occurring ', there are Chapters 
quite left out, till we meet with more temporal Affairs. This fame Method is conti- 
nued throughout the whole Work, fometimes dcliveringwhole Chapters, oftner reducing them 
Into left compafs , by leaving out thofe Things that are not Hiftorical, and fometimes wholly 
omitting Chapters, which contain nothing but the particular Lives of fome of thofe Fathers, 
or Miracles, and fuch Things from the purpofe. The Original is divided into Chapters and 
Books, which method is not follow'd here for the Reafons already fet down.

This 
hapning on S. Blafe’s Day, the Spaniards 
concluded it to be he that appear’d, and 
therefore the Planters of Paraguay reck- 
on him as one of their Patrons. About 
the lame time Dominick Irala failing on 
the River Paragua , had like to have Pe- 
rilh’d by the T reachery of the Paraguans , 
for about 400 of them appearing on the 
Shoar oppofite to him, and fending to 
dclire there might be an Interview and 
Trade between them, upon Condition 
both Sides fhould come unarm’d \ Irala 
accepting of the Condition, order’d his 
Men to lay afid^*their Weapons, where- 
upon the Barbarians fuddenly attack’d 
them, and they mull have perilh’d had 
not the Spaniards run to their Arms, and 
Rood upon their Guard.

Of the Ene- 
mies many were Kill’d, with their Com- 
mander, Ahe'reft fled, where a vail 
Multitude expe&ed them. Eight Months 
were now pafs’d , fince Irala had been 
waiting for Oiola* s return, and fie began 
to confider, whether he Ihould yet flay 
lodger, or go off* to avoid the Danger 


that threatned from Famine, and from ‘ 
the Enemies. W hilll he was thus divided 
with himfelf, on a fudden he hcar’d the 
Voice of an Indian on the oppofite Sh6ar, 
who ask’d to be carry’d Aboard, which 
being done, the Tears flowing from his 
Eyes lhow’d he brought diftnal News, 
and being order’d to declare the Caufe 
of his Sorrow, fetching a deep Sigh, he 
laid he had been an Eye Witnefs of the 
Death of Oiola. Irala inquiring after 
the Particulars , he deliver’d himfelf to * 
this effedt. John Oiola , laid he, with 
whom 1 went of my own accord, leaving 
Paraguay , travers’d all that vail Traftof 
Land that lies between this Place and 
the Borders of Peru , and gather’d a great 
Mafs of Gold and Silver among the Sa- slaughter 
mococians and Sivococians , who dwell of Oiola 
near the Mountains of Peru, which he 
brought back into Paraguay , but in his Men ‘ 
return the Paiaguans , the worll of Men, 
and counterfeiting a readincls to do any 
Service, at firft freely offet'd him their 
alfillance and Provifions, till they thought 
he and his Company might be cut off* 
with iafety. Having therefore oblerv’d 
what Guards the Spaniards kept at Night, 
the chief of the Nation appointed feve- 
ral to cut ofTcvery one, and in the dead 
of Night they all at once let upon and 
Butcher'd them. Oiola alone, I know 
not by what Accident, fled, and hid 
himfelf among the Reeds in a neighbour- 
ing Marfh, whence being dragg’d out, he 
pay’d for delaying his Death by the Cru- 
elty of it, being inhumanly Murder’d in 
the Market-Place of the Town, amidll 
the Clamours of the bloody Paiaguans.

The In- 
dians already provok’d by the unufual 
Service they perform’d, looking upon 
this otherwise than it was defign’d, con- 
fpired together to deftroy the Spaniards 
upon the Proceflion Day, and to take 
away all Jealoulie of any Rebellion, 
brought no Arms but their Bows and 
Arrows, thinking the Spaniards , who 
were unarm’d, naked, and ready to Dif- 
upline thcmfelves , would be ealily 
flaughter'd by their Multitude. It is re- 
ported there were 8000 Confpirators in 
the Town, and the Spaniards fufpe&ing 
no Trcafbn, were taking their Dilii- 
plincs or Scourges to lafh thcmfelves. 
The Images to be carry’d were brought 
out, when an Indian Woman, who 
knew of the Defign, being mov’d to 
Companion, privately went to her Ma- 
iler Salax.tr , arid faid to him, Mailer I 
pity you, bccaufe you are this Day de- 
fign’d for Slaughter.

He having no 
leafure to # confult, or take any other 
Method, gave out he had receiv’d In- 
telligence that the Japirans , lately re- 
volted from the Spaniards , were in 
Arms, and alrooft at the Gates. The 
Alarm was given, and the Spaniards lay- 


ing afide their Scourges, took up there 
Swords and Fire-Arms, then the Go- 
vernor, as if he would have made ufc 
of the Confpirators againft the com- 
mon Enemy, fends for the Heads of 
them to his Houfe, where they were all 
put into Fetters and patted *, then hav- 
ing forced them to a Confcflion, hangs 
up the chief of them. The reft, as if 
they had bee,n Thunder-ftrutk , were 
quite difpirited, and fo far from daring > 
to attempt what they had defign’d, that 
they humbly fued for Pardon, promifing 
Fidelity for the future.

the reft by Sea, traveled himfelf by Land, 
almoft the fame way Alexias Garcia had 
gone before, for 300 Leagues, difcover- 
ing the Country, and in the Year, 1541. 
happily arriv’d at the City of the AJfump- 
tion , and what is moft remarkable, he 
loft not one Soul in all that Voyage and 
Difcovcrv J ourn y hy Sea and Laud. As foou as he 
up Pin- had taken Pofleflion of his Command , 
gtwjr. he feut Dominick Jrala , the late Gover- 
nor, with 300 chofen Men, oidering 
him to run up the River Paraguay, as 
far as poflibly he could towjids the 
Weft, having agreed iu Spain with Va- 
tu de Cafiro , Governor of term , that 
they would ufe all their Endeavours to 
make that way eafy and fit to be fre- 
quented, that Peru and Paraguay might 
fripply and fupport one another. Do- 
minick Jrala pui fuing his Orders, ran 
250 Leagues up the River in his Veflels, 
and returning acquainted the Gover- 
nor that he was of Opinion, Peru might 
be gone to that way. This Affair be- 
ing laid alide for a while , the Gover- 
nor fent Meflengers to the Barbarous 
People living upon the Banks of the 
River Jpana, to defire them to reftore 
the Son of Alexius Garcia. The hantn- 
fians having Murder’d all the Meflengers 
jp mm fans hut one, fent the Governor word again, 
fiibdu’d. that they would never have any Peace 
with him, but if he would revenge the 
Death of his Meflengers, they were rea- 
dy for War. The Governor provok’d 
by this Anfwer, appointed Aljonfo Ri- 
ejuclme his Nephew , to go with 300 
Spaniards and 1000 Indian Confederates, 
to reduce thofe inhofpitable Barbarians. 
A* Battle was Fought, in which 4000 
of the Ipanenfians were (lain, and 3000 
taken, of the Spaniards 4, of the Con- 
federate Indians 1 50 were kill’d. This 
Vidor y obtain’d on the Eve of the Feaft 
of S. James the Apoftle, Patron of Spain., 
induced other People to fubmit them- 
felves to the Spaniards.

The Natives, call’d 
Aurtcones , bccaufe their Ears are bor’d, 
obferve no Sealons for Sowing } they 
ufc a Drink made of Hony } for Game 
there is fuch Plenty, they rather take it 
as it comes in their way than leek after 
it} and for Fifh, there is greater Store 
than of wild Bcafts. The People unac- 
quainted with War, and Jikewife with 
Fraud, and loving to Strangers , far ex- 
ceed all the others lately difeover'd in 
goodnefsof Temper, inlomuch that they 
feem to have deriv’d their Goodnefs and 
Affability from the very nature of the 
Place. The Fleet continu’d there a long 
time, which was of ill Confequence, for 
the old Soldiers, allur’d by the delici- 
oufhefs of the Place, began to fall at 
variance with their Commander. What 
is it, faid they, we f$ek, amidft fo ma- 
ny Dangers, and lft thefe Barbarous 
Countries ? We have been now tofs’d 
about thefe ten Years, without feeing 
any thing but deep Morafles, uncouth 
Mountains, fierce Nations, new Difeafes, 
and the Death of our Companions. Let 
us, at laft grow wile upon our own and 
other Men’s Experience, and ceafing to 
feek after uncertainties, make ufe of 
what we have. Let young Men feek af- 
ter Gold, let us reft our antient Bodies 
in this Place, where there is plenty of 
Servants and Provifions. This was 
chiefly urg’d by the old Soldiers. The 
young ones, tho’ they bad not parted 
with their Defire of Gold, yet were of 
Opinion, that a Colony .ought to be fet> 
led in that Ifland , whence there would 
be an eafier and fafer Paflage to Peru, 
than /rom the City of the Ajfumption. 
Hereupon they all together .sepair to the 
Governof, defiring he would grant theif 
S f f f % Rtf- 
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vW-o Rcqucft, and order the Foundations of 
Tjicho. a Town to be laid in that Place. The 
7 YV Gt/rernor nothing lhaken in his Refolu- 
titf.i, Jpoke to them thus. What is the 
meaning, fellow Soldiers , that like Chil- 
ar:ni you are taken with Apples, defpifing , 
or not ,'wderflanding the value of Gold ? 
How come you to be fo infatuated , as to 
prefer a little Hony before the prejent Hope 
of Wealth } Did we come through the vafi 
Ocean to fcek Land , or Gold ? Who would 
for fake the Pleafures of Spain , his dear 
Friends , and native Country , and run fo 
many hazards, to come and eat his fill of 
Fifls, Fruit, and Vi wifon, among a Barba- 
rous People ! But thefe are your private 
Concerns, h is my Duty , who am Gover- 
nor, and yours, who are Soldiers , to grow 
old in the Service of the PubLck , having 
engag'd our Lives and Fortunes to ferve 
our King and Country. 1 will not disband 
my [elf, nor do I think it becomes Spani- 
ards Jo to do.

The 
wholfomeuefs and delicacy of the 
drinking Water, which runs through 
veins of Gold is in great Ellecm a- 
rtility. mong the frugal Spaniards, tho’ 1 can- 
not deny but the Veins of Gold them- 
fclvcs arc much more valuable to moll 
of the Spaniards. No thunder is heard 
throughout the Year, Lightning, Stor- 
my Winds, and fuch like Storms are not 
known. The whole Country produces 
no Foilbnous Creature, or hurtful wild 
Beall. Only fudden Earthquakes, fomc- 
times terrify Men lull’d afleep, with 
long intervals of undifturb’d Happinefs, 
nor is there any thing that fo much aws 
the FI Jitters, whom the delicioufnefs of 
the Country and plenty of all things, 
for the moft part rather inclines to Lux- 
ury than Piety. Throughout all Ame- 
rica fcarceany Gold is more valu’d, than 
that of Chile., in digging whereof, if the 
. . Spaniard} had at firft us’d Juftice and 
a ’ Moderation, and fubmitted their ava- 
ric£ to the Laws oftheCatholick Kings, 
they might have continu’d long Happy. 
But when the Kingdom of Chile was 
brought under by building Colonies in 
all parts, private Men in oppofition to

The Nor- 
thern People live in the Marlhcs and 
feed upon Fi!h. Both Nations arc equal- 
ly fierce, the Southern are the talleil, 
the Northern the more lit utal. Pones 
of Giants have been found there above 
four times as tall as other Men, though 
now there are fcarcc any to be found 
that exceed eight Foot. Othci s Born 
to darknefs, denying themfelvcs ihcen- 
joymentof the Air, bury themfelvcs all 
their Life time in Caves they make under 
Ground. The lalt fort live in iinali 
Villages about the Plains and Mountains, 
after a more plentiful and polite Man- 
ner, by reafon of their ncarncis to, and 
Trade with Peru. They are almoft all 
alike, given to Sloth and ldlcnefs they 
make little ufe of Brafs and Silver, which 
arc not wanting among them. 1 dare 
rather affirm they have* no Gold, than 
that the Europeans have ncgledk’d to 
fcarch after it. Thcfe People make ufe 
of Sheep to carry their Burdens, which Their 
for Ihape may be compar’d to Canids, Beads. 
Colts. They are of a great Strength, 
but their Wool much finer than ours, 
of which they make all forts of Gar- 
ments, much refembling Silk. There 
are alfo Lions, like thofe of Africk in 
Ihape, but not fo large, or noble natur’d, 
for they are not bigger than a Maftif, 
fcarco fb ftrong, or fierce, have no 
Mains, and are terrible only for their 
Roaring. But the Tygers are fiercer 
than in any other Country. The chief 
Rivers in Tucuman are two, the one lowers, 
call’d Dulce , or Sweet, the other Salado 
or Salt, from the tall of their Waters. 

Both of them, tho’ many others fall in- 
to them, are rather like Brtoks than 
Rivers, and not capable of cafrying lit- 
tle Boats but only at certain Places.

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Next to thefc is Carcarani A, and lbme o* 
thcrf. of no Note, which having run a 
flioU Courfe, as if they were aiham’d 
of il.eir own littlcncfs, are either fwal- 
lowAiup by the Earth, or loft: in Lakes.

Bladders, which are diflolv’d by the. Wa- 
ters of other Rivet s. The Icarcity of 
Rivers is fuflicicntly made amends for, 
by the Multitude of Springs gulhing 
ft cm the Woods and Mountains, and 
the Lakes in the Plains, which was the 
taufe, that molt of Tucuman was for- 
merly well Peopl’d. It is very well 
known, fome hundred thoufand of Na- 
tives were found by the firft Spanijh 
Planters in Provinces of no great ex- 
tent. That part, which lay next to Pe- 
ru was Subject to the Ingas. The reft 
divided into little Parties, were under 


feveral Cariques, lefs remarkable for their 
Manners, than for their variety of Lan- 
guages. It was very rare that two or 
three of thefc fmall Parties combin'd to 
repel! their Enemies, which was a great 
help to the Spaniards towards fubdning 
them, for they fcarce ever confuked the 
Publick good.

But becaufe there arc many fabulous 
accounts fpread abroad, concerning the 
Countries dilcover’d by that Souldier,

was building the Caftle of Buenos Ayres , jftgfoefs 
upon the Banks of the River of Plate , 2 of 
other Souldiers with incredible boldnels Souldierr. 
travelling through Tucuman to Peru , 
fill’d their Country-men with the hopes 
of a vaft Empire. Therefore in, the Year 
1 540 after James Ahnagra the Younger, 
was defeated at Chupas , the Viceroy 
Pdca de Cajlro, after pacifying Peru , giv- 
ing new Provinces as a reward to thofc 
that had ferv’d well, Tucuman fell to the 
lot of John Rojas , who crofting the 
Mountains of Peru with 200 Spaniards , 
and coming to a Battle with the Indi- 
ans^ was kill’d in the very Borders of his 
Province by a poyfbn’d Arrow. After 
his Death, his Men taking Francis Men - 
doza for their Commander,march'd thro’ 

Tucuman to the River of Plate, and ar- 
riv’d where Gavot had built a Fort at the 
mouth of the River Caracanial. Mendo- 
za defigning to go thence upthe River 
to joyn the Inhabitants of the Town of 
AJJumption , he was Stabb’d by his own 
Men, who mutiny'd refufing to follow 
him, and return’d the lame way they 
came. In the Year 1 549 after Pizarro 
was defeated, John Nunez Frada by the 
Authority of Peter Gafca the Vice-roy,

Betides, throughout thefe vaft 
Dominions, Their Gencrofity has main- 
tain’d Priefts, founded religious Houfes, 
and the Viceroys, Governors of Pro- 
vinces and Towns, and the Courts and 
Councils have always been ftridlly 
charg’d, that forbearing to opprefs the 
Indians , they fhonld make the Converli- 
on of rhofe People their principal Study. 
In this particular the Society of Jcfus has 
fpread the lignt of the Gofpel through 
Chih , Tucuman and Paraguay , whereof I 
am to give an Account. 

At firft the Condition of Religion was 
ThePocic- miferable, there being only a few Priefts, 
rvcaild |g nor ant of the Indian Tongues, and 
wm*. U h confequcntly the Biihops had but little 
help. Several Spanijh Towns having no 
Tody to adtniniftcr the Sacraments, liv’d 
aUer a very diflolute manner : For tho’ 
she Spaniards are naturally frugal, yet 
plenty and abundance of Servants and 
Women, had fo debauch’d them, that 
they lamented their own Mifery, feeing 
many Live and Dye without any fpiri- 
tual A fliftance, betides the infinite num- 
bers of Indians who were deftitute of all 
InftrnCli&i. At length the Reverend 
T. Francis Fiftoria, Bilhop of Tucuman 
of the Order of S. Dominick , a Man re- 
nowned IfiJr Piety of Life and Converfa- 
tion, riWughl of calling in the Jefuits, 
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and in order to it writ to F. Jofeph Arl 
chieta Provincial of them in Brajtl, and 
to F. John Atienfa Provincial of Peru, de- 
li ring they would fend fome Priefts to 
his Afliftance. 

In complyance with his juft Requcft , . . 
the Provincial of Peru fent F. Francis sahazuA 
Angulo and Alonfo Barfena Priefts, and eQcco-

pafling the Mountains that part Peru from t 
Tucuman, were receiv’d at Salta a Spa- 
nijh Town, built three Years before, 
with incredible Joy } for till then there 
was no l’rieft in that Town. The City 
EJIeco is 50 Leagues from Salta , whi- 
ther they relortcd to fupply the want 
there was of Priefts. They both knew 
the Language of Quichoa, and Bar Jena 
had learnt fomewhat ot that of Tonocote, 
by which means they began to Iuftrudf 
the Indians, till having fpent a Month in 
this laft Place, they were call'd away by 
the Bilhop of Tucuman to Santiago, the 
Capital of the Province. 

T he Fathers we received out of the They r „. 
Town, and conduced to it by the Go- pair 10 
vernor and all the People with the great- smi jtj 
eft Pomp, and came at io good a time 
into the Province of Tucuman, that there 
were then in it befides the Bilhop, only 
five Priefts and a few religious Men , 
who labour'd as much as in them lay, 
but few of them could fpeak the Indian 
Language.The Town of Santiago eonfift- 
ed of 500 Spanijh Families, but in the 
T erritory about it there had been 80000 
Bow-Men muftcr’d befides Women and 
Children, whereof tho’ many were de- 
ftroy’d by the common calamities of the 
Indies , a vaft multitude Hill remain’d 
without any to inftrud them till the Fa- 
thers came. To work the more power- 
fully on the Natives, they apply’d them- 
felves in the firft place to reform the 
Lives of the Spaniards, wherein »hey 
had extraordinary fuccefs, and then ap- 
plying themfelves to the Heathens, in- 
ftrofted fome Converts cholen out from 
the Multitude, whom they employ'd to 
help teach the others, who came in 
mighty Crouds to be Catechis’d. How- 
many thoufands were Baptiz’d is not 
known, for no account was kept, bat 
great numbers relorted to Gonfeflion, 
and confin’d themfelves to one Wife 
contrary to their former Cuftom.

Thus a bloody 
War broke out between the two Nations, 
which might have been more fatal to the 
Spaniards, had not the Catholick King 
foon after fent over Alfonfo Ribera fa- 
mous for his good fervice in the Low 
Countries, who entriag upon the Go- 
vernment, ereded many Forts after the 
manner of Flanders in the Enemies Ter- 
ritories, whence making Excurfions, he 
icicu’d fcveral Spaniards who defended 
thcmfclvesin frnall Works, and baffled 
the defigns of the Enemy. 

In the Year 1 573. Jerome Cabrera, a 

kf, * Gentleman of Cordova in Spain, founded 
City bunt thc city 0 f Cor( j ova i n a p^in, at the 

foot of vaft Mountains, 120 Leagues 
from the Port of Buenos Ayres. It does 
not Rain there in Winter, but in Sum- 
mer there are thick Milts and Rains c- 
nough to make the Land in fome mea- 
fure Fruitful. WhcmtheCity was firft 
built, there were reckned to be 60000 
Archers in its Territory, of which num- 
ber only 8000 continu’d in Subjedtion to 
the Spaniards. In the Year 1600. thcreft 
were either dead, or being fond of their 
Liberty and ancient Way of Living, had 
revolted from the Spaniards. In this 
Place the Jefuits were at firft coldly re- 
ceiv’d , but foon after all the Town 
vy’d to ferve and honour them, building 
them a Church, and allowing them a 
Monaftery, which was afterwards the 
Head of the Province. Hence the Fa- 
thers fet out to preach to the People 
call’d Diaguitas, where whole Towns 
were Converted without any difficulty, 
only one confiderablc Place objeding, 
That they would not cut off their long 
Hair, as ufually Converts did, nor take 
off the Ornament of Feathers they wore 
Converfi- on t h c j r Heads, when they went into 
Church i but being inform’d their 
ofthezii- Hair was no obftrudion, provided they 
qiiius. forfiorc fuperftitious P radices, they all 
readily fubmitted themfelves. Other 
Places at the fame time freely offer’d to 
part with their long Hair, which was 
held in fuch account among them, fend- 
ing to invite the Fathers to come to them, 
going out to meet them, and clearing 
the Roads they were to come for three 
Leagues in length. All the Heathens 
were baptiz’d in thefe Towns, and in- 
quiry bciug made after their antientWor- 
fhip, it appear’d that the whole Nation 
ador’d the Sun, and in Honour of him 
fprinkled bunches of Feathers ftuck up in 
their Houfeswith the Blood of Heafts. 
They believ’d the Souls of then ’Cdfiquet 


when they were dead became Plaritts, 
and tbofe of the common fort and Beans, fjF*>o. 
teller Stars. A Temple they hid dedica^ * ^ 

to theSun, w hich thefePcople at the com- 
mand of theFathefs, deftroy’d,burnin nil 
that was in it, aAd Crofles were creMed 
wherefoever fuch Temples had i&m. In 
the midft of this fucccfs the deputy£over- 
nor ofT www«»‘sSon,who was with thcFa- 
thers, prefuming upon their Protedion, 
order’d a number of Servants to be ga-* 
ther’d out of the Valley, which fo exaf- 
perated tliat People, believing that Re- 
ligion only a Cloak to enflavethem, that 
the Fathers were in great danger of be- 
ing Murder’d, and forced to haft away 
whilft they had time to fave their Lives. 

Let us again look back into the king- >j ew c-o- 
dom of Chili, where wc left Alonfo Ribe- vernor in 
ra pacifying that Country, by building chiU ' 
many Forts to curb the Natives*, and the 
Succefs would doubtlefs have anfwcr’d 
Expcdation, had he not been unfcalbna- 
bly put out of the Government, when 
he had gain’d more Reputation for his 
military Exploits, than any Governor 
before him. But as he rais’d the Repu- 
tation of the Spaniards among the Chile- 
nians , by his Courage and Condud, fo he 
loft himfelf by confiding too much in his 
own Merits. For notwithftanding Go- 
vernors by the Laws of Spain, are forbid 
marrying Wives of thofe Provinces they 
have in charge, left Affinity fhould make 
them partiaftmd corrupt •, yet Alonfo 
Ribera prefum’d to marry a noble Wo- 
man in Chili. Whereupon the King of 
Spain, (tho* he was very Serviceable) took 
away his Government, left the Exam- 
ple might be of ill Confcquence, but fo 
moderated his Punilhment, that by the 
next Letters he was appointed Gover- 
nor of Titcnman, a Poll little inferior to 
that of Chili. After him Alfonfo Garcia 
Ramon obtain’d the Government, who 
when he fet out from Lima, took F. Lu- 
is Valdivia along with him, in hopes by 
his means to pacifie the kingdom of Chili . 

After efcaping Fire and Tcmpcft at Sea, 
they at length arriv’d at the Port of the •_ 
Conception , the ReJidence of the Cover- 
nors of Chili, frnall for number of Build- *' 
ings and Inhabitants, and built along the 
Shore of the Pacifck or South Sea. Its 
Territory towards the Metropolis of the 
Kingdom, extends it fclf largely, and 
grows ftreight on that fide towards the 
revolted Indians , that Space Ribera and 
other Governors had fecufd by ereding 
Forts at, due diftancesjS-He Garrilbns 
whereof with much di/lculrjwkcpt the 
Indians under. As foon a^thfcic w Go- 

Crnoivr 
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vcr/ior arriv’d, he caus'd the Kings Pro- 
Tkho. donation for a general Pardon to be 
: VV' J ri/olifh’d, foviting all that were in Re- 
General Wi]j on t 0 return to their Duty. That 
par on. ^ v e j JC f ct ouc tQ v jjj t t j, e p orts an d Vil- 
lages of Indians that continu’d in Subjefti- 
onu%<i>p Spaniards , either of their own 
free Will or by Force, yet the Minds of 
them all were fo alienated, that they 
might well be accounted Enemies, and 
► therefore tho’ they had the Name of 
Friends, no Man went among them but 
what carry’d a Guard of Souldiers, for 
there is little confidence to be repos’d in 
them whom only Fear binds to you. The 
Governor was attended by the King’s 
. Troops j but Luts Valdivia was a better 
Security than many arm’d Men, becaufe 
the Indians were inform’d and found by 
Experience, that Valdivia had always 
prote&cd them from the Infolencies ot 
the Souldiers, and being made Slaves. 
For this rcafbn wherefoever he went, the 
prime Men of the Country flock’d about 
him, calling him their Father, Prote&or, 
and only fafety of their Bodies and Souls j 
and Valdivia laying hold of that favou- 
rable opportunity, gain’dall he could to 
Chrilfianity, and the fubje&ion of the 
Catholick King. Twenty Caciques were 
met in the Fort, they call’d Levo ; where 
hearing Valdivia difeourfe of the Immor- 
tality of the Soul, and other myfteriesof 
Faith, they all delired to become Chrifti- 
ans. All the Children \vere*baptiz’d, the 
Men put ofF till Tryal was made of the 
T ruth of their Call. About 40 Casques 
of the Tucapelan Fa£lion liv’d about Pax a 
a Spanifls Fort, of whom it was hard to 
judge whether they ought to be counted 
Friends or En&mies , nothing being 
friendly in them but the Name. The 
Governor thinking open Enemies lefs 
dangerous than falfe Friends, threatned 
them with War j but Valdivia interpos’d, 
and prevail’d with the Tucapelans to enter 
lincerely into Unity with the Spaniards. 
War breaking out in other Parts, he 
q . un ventur’d with five Souldiers among thofe 
untlcr- People, and was honourably receiv’d by

nejs depriv'd Man of his Reajon , and there- 
fore was more prejudicial than tj it rook cjf a 
Limb? They next put the Quell ion. 

Why it was forbid to have many H ives ? 1 o 
which Valdivia anfwcr’d by asking, Why 
Women were not allow'd many Husbands ? 

Then they alledging Cullom againft thp 
ouc and for the other \ he fhew’d them 
that Cuftom neither made any thing law- 
ful nor unlawful, and with many other 
Rcafonsand Arguments latisfy’d their 
Curiofity. Thus they fpent the greateft 
part of the Night in difeourfe, till a- 
bout break of Day 20 Caciques came from 
the remoter Villages, whom Valdiviaitr - 
bracing and dillourling upon the Kins’? 

Pardon and former Kindnelies pafs’d be- 
tween them, vciy much inclin'd to hi 
Party. Amor.e the Jail Comers, one 
Avila a Cacique had great Authority, 
who undcrftandUig that Valdivia afc r rn*d 
the God of the Chtifiians was theoni) 

Creator of ail Things, in a great Rage 
cry’d out, He would nevtr allow Piil.'n the 
Cod of the Chilenians, to be deny 'a the Puw- 
er oj Creating. Valdivia inquiring con- 
cerning this imaginary Deity. Avila told i'llhn 4 ::- 
him, 7 hat his God did) after Deaths trail- 
flute the chief Men oj the Nation , and 
Souldiers of known Bravery , to I' laces where 
there was Dancing and Drinking , there to 
live happy for ever. That the Blood of no- 
ble Men flam in Battle , was placed about 
the Sun , and chang'd into rcdCiouds. t whic!i 
fometimts adorn the riflng Sun •, but that 
the common fort and poor People received no 
Reward from their Cod . What an unjuji 

Cod is yours , faid Valdivia , to be jo kind 
to wicked Men, and take fo little notice of 
the Innocent for it is plain that many 0 / 
your Nobles and brave Souldiers are guilty 
of much greater Crimes than the common 
fort. A*s they were thus dilcotirfiug , 
fomeof the Spaniards told him, Theyfuf- 
pefted Treachery defign'd againft them , 
whereupon he withdrew, and flipt away 
to the next Spanijh Garrilbn. 1 bis jc.i- 
loufie prov’d groundlefs, for thole fame 
Caciques came to Valdivia , alluring him, 

The whole Nation was much concern'd that U)RU 
he ftsould fufptbl them , and promifing , if he 
would go with them to the inland Parts of 
the Kingdom , they would be Mediators of 
Peace , and Guard him. Valdivia accept- 
ed of their offer, and Travelling over 
uncoth Mountains, Bogs and other inac- 
celfibjp Places, at laftcame co the Place 
wherd the Enemies Leaders were allem- 
blcd Vo'confer together. There tie 

King 
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King of Spain’s Pardon, the manner of 
feeling a Jailing Peace with the Spaniards, 
the propagating of Chriftianity , and 
other Points were io handled , that it 
plainly appear'd thofc People would ea- 
fily embrace the Chriftian Religion, and 
fubmit to the King, provided their Grie- 
vances were redrefs’d. Three Com- 
. nsanders of the Indians, not far from the 
^Place where this Conference was held, 
engag’d to fubmit to the’ Spaniards, and 
fcveral other Indians being reconcil’d, 
Valdivia return’d to his People. 

A notable At this time there hapned an Accident 

Accident, woith relating. After the Southern 
Towns of the Kingdom of Chili were 
defh oy’d, as has been mention’d, feve- 
ral Spanifh Families remain’d in Slavery 
among the Indians , of which Number 
was one Heredia , a Man of fome Ac- 
count, happy in this that he had with 
him his Wife Marcella Grajal a worthy 
Woman , and two Sons grown up to 
Man’s Etlatc, and his Mailer was not 
unkind, as requiring norhing of them 
but a certain quantity of their made 
Wine, which they carefully perform’d, 
for fear of being put upon worfc La- 
bour. It hapned that Heredia falling 
out with his Mailer, as they were drink- 
ing, had very ill Language given him, 
which he not being able to endure, 
kill’d his Mailer upon the Spot. This 
done lie lied, and tho’ purfu’d, made 
bis Efcape * whereat the Indians were 
fo inrag’d, that they fell upon his eldeft 
Son, and without giving Ear to the Mo- 
ther’s Prayers, or minding her Tears, 
burnt him alive. The Mother, with 
her other Son, terrify ’d at this Sight, 
ilcd as foon as it was Evening, and to 
avoid being taken, travcll’d by Night, 
retiring to Caves in the Day, and feed - 
ing on fuch Herbs as they found by the 
way. After three Days they came into 
a Wood, near a little Village, almoft 
{pent, and expecting to perilh by Hun- 
ger, or at the Hands of the Indians. A 
Woman of the Country going out for 
Wood, found them both, and mov’d by 
Marcc/Ms Tears, promis’d to affift them, 
provided they were not difeover’d by 
the other Women thatcameon the fame 
Account. To prevent fuch difeovery 
fne left them bid in a Ditch cover'd 
with Leaves, and returning to bring 
them lomc Meat, at lalt fled with them 
her fclf, through By-ways , and afeer 
three Days more, they all arriv’d fafe 
at Arauco , a conlidcrable Garrilon of 
the Spaniards , where the Indian Woman 
embraced Chriftianity , and # wls chari- 


tably provided for. F. Valdivia having 
labour d inceflantly to reftof^Pe^e, Jycho 9 
and finding that the enflaving of thelpM^VVJ 
dians was the Caufe of all the Calamities 
that befel the Country, and that h«vas 
not able to remedy that Difordoif he 
apply’d himfelf to the Viceroy* 0 r Peru , 
who finding his Authority not Sufficient 
to redrefs the Evil, lent him into Spain , 
to the King to procure the Abolition 
of that Abufe. * 

We now come unto the 3d Book of ref( 
our Author, which he begins with the ii„gof the 
firft entring of the Jefuits into the King- jefoits. 
dom of Peru 1 568, who prolper’d fo 
well that about the end of the fifteenth 
Century, that TProvincc was grown too 
great to be manag’d by one Provincial. 
Wherefore it was 1 efblv’d to divide it, 
and in order to it P. James Torres was 
fent to Rome to the General, for him to 
fettle that Affair, who contrary to what 
they had contriv’d and delign’d in Ame- 
rica, united the Provinces of Tucuman, 
Paraguay and Chili, into one Province ' 
independent of Peru, and committed the 
Care of it to the faid F. James T ones as 
Provincial, in the Year 1607. This 
Father in his Journy through Spain, wait- 
ing upon the Duke of Lerma , and being 
with him at a Window, the Duke told 
him that but a few Days before it hap- 
ned they threw a Whelp, or young 
Puppy out of that Window into the 
Yard below , which was befec with 
Cages, where Lions were kept and let 
out to walk and feed. As foon as the 
Puppy fell it fawn’d upon and wagg’d 
its Tail to one of the fierceft Lions, 
which was taken with it, and carry’d it 
to his Den, Cheriflung, Feeding and 
Protc&ing it from the other Lions, as 
long as it kept clofe to the faid Lion, as 
if it had been his own Whelp, till fome 
time after the Poppy venturing out in- 
to the Yard alone, was torn in Pieces by 
the other Lions, which as foon as he 
that had prote&cd it perceiv’d, he leap’d 
out of his Den, and in Revenge tore to 
Pieces thofe that had kill’d tne Whelp. 

Then one Lion coming out after ano- 
ther, they never gave over Fighting 
till they were all deftroy’d. This re- 
markable Paflage 1 thought worth in- 
ferring, tho’ it may feem from our pre- 
fent purpofe. F. James Tones being

conftbue and fettle there. He vilited all 
the PtMuicc ot Titcuman , and from the 
A vafr City of Cordova fee out to hold a Chap- 
ridge of ter or Congregation at Santiago , the 
Moun- Metropolis of Chili. The way thither 
ta.ns, j,. cro £ a pj a iu an hundred Leagues in 
Breadth, after which follow the Moun- 
tains, which riling firft in the Illhmus 
o {Panama, divide the Kingdoms of New- 
Cranada and Ouito, and running along 
the length of I’trtt and Chili , to the 
Streights of Magellan, like the Spermine 
Mountains, divide them from the rell of 
America , and are lb high, that the ve- 
ry Birds with dilficulty fly over them. 
Some Palles there are to go out of Titcu- 
man and Paraguay to Peru , not immode- 
rately high, and eafy enough ; but out of 
Titcuman into Chili, there is only one 
way, and that never palfable but in Sum- 
mer , being im pa fable the reft of the 
Year, becaufc of the intolerable Cold, 
deep Snows, and rapid Streams of Wa- 
ter. Tap u, the Hannibal of that new 

World, and fccond of the Ingot, lead- 
ing an Army out of Peru into Chili, is 
laid to have found out or made this 
way which is not a little Dangerous at 
the nfual Seafoa of Travelling through 
it, being only a very narrow Path (but 
in on the one fide by craggy Rocks, and 
bounded on the other by moft fright- 
ful Piccipices, and it often happens 
tnat Bead: flipping fall down with their 
Riders an unmeafurable Depth. Being 
come to the tojf of thefe Mountains, 
which is above the Clouds, tho’ below 
all be burnt up with the immoderate 
Heat of the Sun, yet there the Cold is fo 
intenfe, and the Air fo (harp, that very 
often it parches the Skin off thofe Parts 
which are naked. And very often the 
continual Ihining of the Snow, which 
here has a (harper Reflection than in 
other Places, blinds People for the pre- 
fent, or caufes a violent fmarting in the 
Eyes. There are alfo abundance of 

lout Fata- r S net Fmti or mu ** Wi f? s > P la Y in g 
* about, fo that they feem to fall upon 

Travellers, and be hid in their Cloaths, 
which terrifies thofe that are unacquaint- 
ed with them. The Natives attribute 
theft Fires to tfce Devils, endeavouring 
by that means lo frighten Travellers; 
but others beupVv er& ‘d in Philpfophi- 
cal Speculations, ftppofe them to be the 
Matter $f 4 TJjpier and Lightning, 


which being every where hemm’d in 
with Cold, and as it were Fetter’d, for 
fear of its Enemy, nuturally flics to the 
Bodies of Animals, in which is fome- 
thing of their natural Quality. What- 
(bever it is, feveral Pcrions faint away 
with it; but what is molt to be admir’d, 

Deer, Goats, Hares, and fiich like Crea- 
tures run upon the Tops of theft Moun- 
tains cover’d with Snow, as fafe, as if^, 
they were in 'the plcafantcft Fields ;* 
and to give you tounderftand, that Na- 
ture has furronnded all Things of the 
greateft value with mighty Difficulties, 
the Guanacos , Creatures which carry the Be^oer 
Bezjiar Stone, live molt upon theft stone. 
Mountains. 

The Fathers having held their Con- 
gregation, F. John Romero was lent thro’ Defcnpr 
Tucuman , to the Port of Buenos Ayres 
to be (hip'd off for Europe, and to found ’ ' 

a Mona Aery in his way at that Port, 
which gives us occai! on to treat or it. 

The Fort ot Buenos Ay> is was twite 
Built by the firft Planters of the River 
of Plate, and their Numbers being wait- 
ed by Plague and other Misfortunes , 
twice deftioy’d ; till the Alfaits of Tu- 
cumau and Paraguay profperiug, in re- 
gard to the nature of the Soil, the near- 
nefs of the River, abounding in tilh, 
and that there was an cafy Paffage 
through that Continent to Peru, Chili , 
and Paraguay , theft Rcalons mov’d 
John Garay Lieutenant to John Ortis Za- 
rate the Governor , after routing the 
Natives in the Year 1580. to build in 
the fame Place where the Fort had flood, 
a City famous for carrying the fame 
Name, and for its Port, and increaling 
to this Day under the Tutelage of the 
moft Bleiled Trinity. This Port, tho" 
by the Laws it be forbid to Trade co it, 
is yet rdorted to by ftvcral Ships from 
Europe , Ajiick and Bra/il, on Pretence 
of being put in there by Storm, or for 
fear of Pirats. The chief Commodity 
this Port affords is Hides, and Beef dry’d 
iu the Sun ; for the Country abounds in 
Pafture, and lias excellent Meadows for 
feeding of Beds and Horfts, whereof Vaft ir- 
there arc fuch vaft Multitudes, that all ’ 
the Country lying beyond the 34th De- Catt,c * 
gree of South Latitude, as far as the 
Mountains of Chili and Bordet s of Tucu- 
man, fwarms with Herds of wild Cattle, 
and Horfes , belonging to no certain 
owner, all that vaft Number being mul- 
tiply’d out of two Horfes and five Mares 
carry’d out of Europe. In thefe Fields 
there i}rc great Numbers of Oftrichcs 
and wild Goats. There is alfo plenty 
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of a little fort of Creatures, lefs than a 
Hare, not unlike it in Shape, but of 
much more variety of Colours, and 
brighter, nothing in Nature is more cu- 
rious, or feems more delightful to Man* 
It is as Tame as Beautiful, for it fawns 
upon thofe it meets, and courts them to 
make much of it. Yet fuch is the ma- 
lignity of this Beautiful Fox, as the 
^Spaniards call it, that after all thisCourt- 
Ihip, when lead fufpedted, it fprinkles 
them that handle it with its Urine, 
which has fuch an intolerable Stink, that 
it can neither be walh’d, nor wore out 
with time, but utterly (poils the Gar- 
ment fo fprinkled with it. Thus we 
fee there, is no truft to be repos’d in 
fawning Beauty, which at laft will exhale 
fome damp, and infed thofe that enjoy 
it with a Stench fcarce to be walh’d away 
with the Waters of many Tears. There 
are alfo other Sorts of Beafts \ but I 
muft (peak of the Manners, of the Men, 
inhabiting thofe vail Plains fcatter’d 
about, and \ a wandring manner. That 
they were vaftly numerous, appears by 
their encountring 2000 Spaniards, when 
the new Fort was firft built , and de- 
ftroying many of them for befides 
their Number, their Weapons and Gi- 
gantick Stature were a Terror to the 
firft Planters, the People towards the 
Streights of Magellan , being taller by 
the Head and Shoulders, and Ibmetimes 
by half the Body than the Europeans , 
wherefore they are often call'd Giants. 
To (hew their Strength, they thruft 
their Arrows down their Throat into 
their Stomachs, and take them out a 
confiderable time after. In Fight they 
fatten Stones bigger than a Man’s Eift, 
to a long Rope, and having fwung them 
about fome time, let them fly with a 
great Force, not as is us’d with a Sling, 
for they let go Rope and all. When- 
ever they hit they (hatter the Bones to 
Splinters, and at one ftroke knock down 
Man and Horfe ; but whether they are 
fled up the Country for fear of the Spa- 
niards, or have been otherwife deftr<n- 
ed, there are very few to be feen at pre- 
fent in th.it great extent of Land , and 
thofe live (catter’d about without Villages 
or Houfcs, feeding upon Herbs, and 
what they Kill, being Cloath’d in Skins, 
a'nd lying on the Ground, both Men and 
Women. Nor have they any other (bel- 
ter againft the Rain or Heat, more than 
the wild Beafts, unlefs they cover them- 
fclves with fome little Hay ; wherever 
Night takes them there they ty,Jblways 
roving, and always at Home. They 
Vol. IV. 
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have little knowledge of Godj 
conlequently think not gf Wtxihi 
him } yet after Death they (ay thi 
turn to the Creator of all Things, nhey 
celebrate the Birth of their CMkhen 
with abundance of Tears, iayinywhen 
they are Born they begin to#ye. At 
the Funerals of their Kindred*inftead of 
Tears they (bed abundance of Blood. 

They artfully keep the Bones of their 
Relations ; nor is there any affront thty 
Revenge with fo much War and Slaugh- 
ter, as the upbraiding of them that the 
Bones of their Anceftors have been loft 
for want of looking after. They Ho- 
nour their dead Caciques by killing their^ 

Slaves, believing them to be fent after* 
their Mailers to ferve them. Very few 
of thefc Indians had been Converted 
iincc the firft coming of the Spaniards , 
and therefore the Society could not but 
be well employ’d there, either in regard 
of them, or of the Planters, or of the 
Seameuor Traders repairing thither out 
of Peru , Chili, Tucuman , and Paraguay. 

After the Indians of the Valiey of The State 
Arauco had murder’d the Governor CkM* 
Martin Loiola , and deftroy’d the Towns 
in the South of Chili , a bloody War cn- 
fu’d between the two Nations, and the 
Kingdom of Chili was divided into two 
Parts ; one of which lying towards the 
South, beyond 37 Degrees of Latitude, 
as far as the Streights of Magellan, and 
the richeft in Gold Mines, is inhabited 
by the revolted Natives ; the other ly- 
ing next vs Peru and Tucuman is wholly 
fubjed to the Spaniards. But feveral 
Forts have been built within the Borders 
of thofe barbarous People to curb their 
Fury, the chief of which is Arauco , fear- 
ed in a Valley of the lame Name, qoe 
far from the Sea, in 36 Degrees of South 
Latitude, with a Garrilon of 500 Spa- 
niards, and a convenient Number of In- 
dians. The other Forts built in the 
Province of Jumbeline, near the River 
Biobio , were defended by 600 chofen 
Spaniards and Indian Soldiers. . All the 
Country about thole Forts was inhabited 
by abundance of Heathens living in Email 
Villages, and fubjeft to the Spaniards , 
either by force, or of their own accord. 

Both Natives and Europeans liv’d difto- 
lnte Lives, for generally the bell of Men 
did not go over to thofe remote Parts,, 
but if any had been good among them, 
they were corrupted |y ill Company, 
or the Country it felfJ/or the Plenty 
and Delights of the .Kin^jom of Chiil, 
are a great Snare tolijofe nat delire to 
live voluptudufly. T* butl/ns were 
Uaob Su- 
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rOu/O Superftitious, ObftLnate, and refus’d to 
, T ec \i. qn 6 raqr*Chriftlanity, or converfe with 
^v c \tMspakiards , ‘, for fear of being oblig’d 
to\Vork. To remedy thefe Diforders, 
therjociety fent three Fathers into thefe 
PartL whofe Adtions fince we do not 
intendWgive an Account of, we will 
proceed «to fpeak of -the Place. The 
Fort of Arauco , asr'was laid above, is 
feated in a Valley or Plain of the lame 
Name, fjrom which not only thole that 
inhabit it, but all the other revolted In- 
dians of Chili are call'd Araucans , as all 
the People of the United Provinces are 
call’d Hollanders , or thofe of the Spanifh 
Provinces Flemmings , taking their Names 
Valour of from the principal Towns. Thefe A- 
the Arm* toucans have made themfelves Famous 
mu throughout the World, being inferior 
to none of the Indians for Valour, for 
they have thefe many Years oppos’d the 
Spaniards to affert their Liberty, and ftill 
hold out in their full Vigour , to the 
vail Expcnce of the Kings of Spain -, ex- 
crcifing the Spanijh Troops in thofe Parts, 
that they may be always enur’d to War, 
to keep under thofe vaft Dominions they 
poflefs. The Plain of Aranco , which is 
almoft 20 Leagues iquare, when firft the 
Spaniards enter’d it was inhabited by the 
following Numbers of Indians. Tuca- 
pellan Commanded 3000 Men, befides 
Their Women and Children Ongol 4000 ; 
Numbers. Caieculienpec 3000 ; Paicave 3000 ', Mil- 
lar apuc 4000 \ Leva , Pure, and Limoia 
each 6000; Levopia and Goleno 1000; 
beiidcs other Caciques who had fmaller 
N umbers. But the chief of them all was 
Vetuguitu Lord of 6000 Indians. Of all 
which Number, when the Jefuits came 
into that Valley, which was in the Year, 
i<So 8 . there were fca rce 2000, as Hero- 
tins Bechius one of them certifies. But 
out of the Plain, beyond the River Bio- 
bio , there was a far greater Multitude 
kept under by the Spaniards , either 
through Fear or Affeaion. What the 
Number of the Enemies might be, could 
never be underftood, none agreeing in 
tlieit Accounts. The whole Nation is 
of a ftrong Conrtitution of Body, and 
what is wonderful, fit for War, or 
Country Labour, tho’ addifted to a 
thou land Vices. Whatever Weapon 

evqry one choofes in his Infancy he is 
oblig’d to ufe all his Life-time, and for* 
bid any otberA left by changing their 
Arms, they proye expert at none. Be- 
ing all dividedjlxo fmall Parties, when 
an Enemy iiUMmeslthem, the Heads con- 
fain togethfF wbdaier they ihall be for 
War or fence, r A Decree once made

after three Days Confultation, Feafting 
all the while, like the ancient Gauls, is 
inviolable. Thofe that perform any 
notable Exploits, are prefer’d to Com- 
mands, the reft of the Soldiers are 
maintain’d at the Publick Charge. Lip- 
fius tells us in his Political Examples, that 
the Araucans us’d to choofe their Lear 
ders only by their Strength of Body,i 
trying it with p great Log of Timber** 
which he that could carry the longeft, 
was thought fit to undergo the Burden 
of Government. But this Folly is laid 
afidc ; for at prefent being continually 
train’d in War by the Spaniards , they 
choofe their Commanders by the expe- 
rience they have of their Valour and 
Condutrt. Tho’ the Spaniards before r.he 
revolt had fpread their Colonies through- 
out all the Kingdom, yet very few of 
the Natives were Converted. One Ob- 
ftacle there was from the Europeans, riz. 
chat the Avarice of private Men enfla- 
ving them, and the ill Example of their 
Lives created an averfion to Chriftianity. 

On the Indians fide there were many -, obftack 
firft their living difpers’d in the Moun- to their 
tains for fear of the War, and not in Convert 
Towns, the multiplicity of Concubines on * 
they keep, the Authority of the Caci- 
ques againft whole will there is no per- 
fuading of their Subje&s ; their wicked 
Cuftom of revelling to fuch a Degree, 
that they would invite the Country round 
about , and two or three thou land of 
them meet at a Feaft, where they com- 
mitted all Lewdnefs and Debauchery ; 
their fond Opinion that Baptifm was 
Mortal, occafion’d by the Cuftom us’d 
at firft to allow it to few till they were 
near Death, becaufeof their intollerable 
Vices, the confufion of continual War, 
the great Number of Wizards or Ne- 
gromancers among them, and their Stu- 
pidity, occafion’d by their natural in- 
dulg’d Vices. For the better Preaching 
of the Golpel to thefe People, at the in- 
ftigation of the Fathers, the Governor 
drew the Inhabitants of abundance of 
Villages, into 20 large Towns, where 
much Good was done upon them , till 
the Spaniards again opprefling them they 
all flipc away and difpers’d as they were 
before. 

Oppofite to the Shore of Aranco , at I( |, nd <1 
1 5 Miles diftance is the fmall llland of s. mv 
S. Mary. The Inhabitants ador’d a God 
they call’d Qnequebu, had general Meet- 
ings at certain times, which they call’d 
Reqnetsk where after much Debauchery, 
they trade- Priefts, confulted the Devil, 
ana perform’d many detcftable Ceremo- 
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i jftind of nies,. Chiloe an Appendix of the King- 
\tiWoe, dom of Chili , is an Illand oppoiite to 
the Souchermoft part of the laid King- 
dom, 50 Leagues in length, and feven 
in breadth, in the ihape of an Arm Bow'd, 
contrary to what Geographers formerly 
reprefented, who made it fquare. The 
South part of it, is parted from the Con- 
tinent by a very narrow Sea,and the Con- 
tinent itfelf, as if loath to part with the 
lfland, makes a Bay to receive it. Ail 
the Country is uneven, Mountainous, 
Woody, and Marlby, fubject to extra- 
ordinary Cold, lying all beyond 43 de- 
grees of South latitude. The Summer 
Scafon is interrupted by fuch Cold 
Storms, that it is fcarce to be diftin- 
guilh’d from Winter. The Frofty Winds 
and little warmth in Autumn hinder 
the Fruit from ripening. If you turn 
up the Earth a fpan deep, you prefenc- 
ly come to a red Sand, i'o mighty dry 
that it deftroys any Seed, and yet the 
Woods produce fuch tall Trees, that 
Ovalle with good Authority tells us, fe- 
veral lengths of Boards arc cut out of 
them. The Soil being unfit for Flowing, 
was formerly Planted. This unfruit- 
fulncfs of the Air and Land, makes 
them think they have a good Crop, when 
they have five for one of an inlipid fort 
of Roots. On the North end of this 
lfland, fome few Spaniards that efcap d, 
being the remains of thofc Towns de- 
ll toy’d by the Araucaus when they re- 
volted, built a little Town call’d Cafiro t 
which the EngUjh Fyrates plunder’d in 
the year 1600, when it was but juft built, 
after which fcarce 30 Inhabitants were 
left. Iu another of the Neighbouring 
Iflands, which we lhall foon deferibe 
they erected a Fort, kept by a Gavrifon 
of 80 Spaniards , who being in want ot 
all things, aie often burdenfome to the 
Poor Natives. Moll of the People live 
upon what the Sea calls afhoar, and 
therefore before the coming of the Spa- 
niards , only the Coaft was inhabited ; 
but fincefor fear of Oppreflion, the 
Illanders betake themfelves to the in- 
land, and hide themfelvesin the inacccfli- 
ble parts of Mountains, living in mifera- 
blc want on pretence of Liberty. They 
wear about their Wall a fort of Net-work 
made of Shells all the reft of their Bo- 
dies being naked. When the lfland 
wasfirlt difeover’d there were reckoned 
in it 1 5000 Families. One only Ship 
Sails thither in a Year, feut by the Go- 
vernor of Chili to fupply the Spaniards 
all the reft of the Year they fed none. 
In thofe Iflands they ulc Boat? made of 
three Boards, few'd together with a 
Vol. IV. 


thick Cord, and caulk'd with the 
of Trees, fteep’d in Water. # T here L. 
no going in thefe Boats, which they cajbT/ * 
Pyragnas , without great Danger. Bj/E 
the Peril is yet greater from the revolt- 
ed Chlenians, who live all along that CfJui 
oppoiite to the lfland. So that-JOnfi- 
deriug the danger of the Sea, the Cli- 
mate and Nature of the Soil, and the 
Poverty of the Natives and Spaniards , 
it is not only the fartheft part fubdu'd, 
but the milerablelt of all ih*i new 
World. 

About the lfland Chiloe, lyc 40 finall 
Iflands, not very well Peopled, and at 
afmalldiilance from 011c another, tlillo- 
vot ing the high Tops of their Woods, 
which look like fo many Bands of arm'd 
Men placed about to guard the chief 
lfland. The light is Pleafant did not 
the fudden Storms tiling there difturb 
this faiisfaction, for it is ever dange- 
rous to Sail upon the Archipclagus of Chi- 
loe amidlt all thofe Minds. The Na- 
tives live after the fame manner as thofe 
of the great lfland, and follow the fame 
Cuftoms, the Soil being alike, but that 
being left convcrlant with Men, they 
are more itupid. After the revolted 
Chilenians had deftroy ’d chcTowns on the 
Continent, 80 Spaniards built a Fort and 
fetled uponone of thefe Iflands. Moll of 
thefdflands are miferably diipeoplcd,and 
the rcafon theNatives give for their being 
fo few, is becaufe they arc Hole away by 
Pyrates, contrary to the known Laws, 
and carry’d over to the Continent, as 
Slaves. All the Iflands are fubject to 
the Governor of Chiloe. 

Becaufc wc have often occalion to What tbs 
fpeakof the oppreflion *of the Indians , Perr ° njl 
vulgarly call’d Ptrfonal Strviic, it will 
be proper in this Place, to inform the was . 
Reader with the Nature of it, and to 
ihew how much it was to the advance- 
ment of Chriftianity and the Honour of 
the Kings of Spain , that it wasabfolute- 
ly abolifh’d and taken away. It is the 
antient Pradtice in America to reward 
fochSpaniardsas have fcrv’dwellbymaking 
them Chiefs of a greater or leller num- 
ber of Indians fobdu'd in War, or that 
have voluntarily fubmitted. This Cu- 
ftom introduced foon after the Dilcovc- 
ryof the/»<//w,continues till thisDay.The 
delign of their Catholick Majefties was, 
that th ^Indians Ihould pay Ibme ackno w- • 
ledgment to thefe Men, according to the 
Nature of the Place, infiead of the Tri- 
bute due to themfelves. / This tiling was 
prudently contriv’d by .he Sings, if the 
Spaniards who are LOi Indians, 
and call’d EncomenderosXti&d nude uie 
11 u u u . 
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of their Authority with any Moderatiori, 
■otfld have prov’d much more 

S e both to the Crown and pri- 
fons. But many of them abu- 
limited Power given them by 
>, and not fitisfy’d with their 
ontributions, oblig’d the Indi- 
an t to’ferve them in Perfon, with their 
Wives and Children, which they call’d 
Perfonal Service , and the Nature of it 
was fiich, that thofe who were forced 
to it, could get nothing, or fay any thing 
was chcir own. They were carry *d from 
their own Villages to ferve their Ma- 
tters in their Country or City Houles, 
without any Wages. Nay very often, up- 
on fome frivilous pretence they were fold 
away. For this reafon a great part of 
the Indians of Chili had revolted, as had 
the Calchaqu'mes in the Province of Tucn- 
man , and other Nations about Paraguay. 
Whcnfoever the Indians were exhorted 


to embrace Chriftianiry, they flood out 
obilinately, alledging it was the way to 
lofe their Liberty •, and even thofe that 
had been converted fled to recover it, 
hiding themfclves in Mountains, and 
Bogs rather than live in Slavery. Whole 
Provinces fuffer’d under this Calamity, 
for tho’ the Emperor Charles the Vth, 
and King Philip the lid, fent repeated 
orders to fupprefs the Perfonal Service, 
yet fome Governors for their own Inte- 
reft fuppreft them, and others were not 
able to oppofe the avarice of the Spani- 
ards, , who obflinately flood up for it. 
Philip the Hid, repeated what his Fore- 
fathers had done putting out another E- 
dict tor fupprefling it. The firft that o- 
bey’d were the /efuits, whodifmifs’dall 
the Indians given them by feveral Per- 
sons, allowing them a competent reward 
for the time they had ferv’d them. 
Some few ConlcientiousPerfbns follow’d 
their Example, the reft became their E- 
nemics, refufing to quit thofe advanta- 
ges they made by inflaving the Indians 
tho’ never fo unjuftly. 

f un', ox entity or Chicmto is an inland depen- 
dance of the Kingdom of Chili, at the 

• rovin ' Foot of the Mountains, on the tide of Tst- 
atman , feated, as it were without the 
Walls of the Kingdom, 200 Leagues in 
length, the breadth uncertain. There 
arc in it three fmall Towns, thinly in- 
habited, the chief whereof is Mendoza, 

* feated clofe to.thepafs of the Mountains 
that leads Into 'Chili, and built by Peter 
Cafiillo,fas^ovtswr taking Pizarro’s Stand- 
ard in the Cjfwi Wars of Peru. The 
Name it h#u ffotil D. Hart ado da Men- 
doza Ma^jjefs^f Cantte Vice-roy of Pe- 


ru. The Copper of this place is in good 
Efteem.The wholeCountry is famous for 
nothing fo much as for ffuitfulneis, caus- 
ed by the melting of the Snow in Sum- 
mer on the tops of the Neighbouring 
Mountains, and convey’d down atPlea- 
fure in Trenches to the Plain below, 
which produces fuch abundance of Corn, 
Wine, and other Fruits, that it Ap- 
plies the neighbouring Countries. The 
Days in Summer are cut very ihort by 
the continu'd ridge of Mountains, ri- 
ling up to the Skies fo dole by, which a 
few hours after Noon hide the Sun, and 
are impaflablc either way, unlcfs, when 
the Spring is well advanced, even at 
which time there is Danger in palling 
them. Yet the Natives were forced 
to Travel that way almoll naked every 
Year, without regard to Sex or Age to 
ferve in the further parts of the King- 
dom ; where many loft their Limbs, 
and others Perilh’d with Cold, befides 
many other Hardfhips impofed on them, 
without any care of their Souls. The 
Indians of this Province live cither in 
Marihes, or in the Plains wandring with- 
out any certain Place of abode, carry- 
ing about Mats which are all the Houf- 
es they have. They feed for the moft 
part upon what they kill, they Fiflj, and 
make Bread of the Roots of Rufhcsgrow- 
ing in the Marfhes, dry’d in the Sun. 
They alio dig holes in the Ground with 
fmall Mouths like Cnnny -burroughs, to 
live in. It is uliial among them, like 
the Jews, to fell their Daughters, and 
the Husbands make ufe of thofe they 
buy as Slaves, and Wive9. See more of 
them at numb. 65. 

The Town of S. Michael contended 9 f 
long with that of Santiago, about which <! 
fhould beMetropolis o fTucuman •, for the 
former of them was founded iu the Year 
1 5 5 ° by John Nitnnez Prado, three Years 
before the latter •, but having been A de- 
ftroy’d by an inundation, not many 
Months- after it was built, and the Town 
of Santiago fucccfsfully rais’d out of its 
Ruins, the Superiority remain’d with 
this laft, and the Honour of Antiquity, 
with the other. In the Year 1 564, Di- 
ego de rillaroel. , Nephew to Francis do 
jignirre. Governor of Tncuman, rebuilt 
the Town of S. Michaelin a more laft- 
ing manner than it was before, by Or- 
der of King Philip the lid. After it was 
thus rebuilt Guatan the moft Powerful 
Indian in thole Parts aflanlted it. Slaught- 
er’d a great number of the Inhabitants, 
let Fir? t^it, and had utterly deftroy’d 
it, burtliat they fay the Apoftles S. Si- 
mon 
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mm and fadt, whofe Fcllival it was, 
terrify’d the Barbarians with terrible 
Lights, io that they were put to Flight, 
Gualan (lain, and thofe Apoftles ever 
*lince have been receiv’d as Patrons of 
the City. Since then it has flood many 
a {faults of the Calckuquine Indians with- 
out ever being lhaken. Its fituation is 
adjoyning to thofe Mountains, which 
run through all South Aiperica , cutting 
it in two by a continu’d ridge from 
North to South. All about it, the tops

• Country Houfes, Farms, and Woods, 
abounding in all forts even of European 
Fruit, and there is fuch abundance of all 
other forts of Fruits of the Earth, that 
the firfi. Planters call’d the Territory a- 
bout S. Michael' i T own the Land of Fro- 
mift. Hut mis nioit delightful Country, 
like the Garden or the Hefperides. , in- 
ftead of a Dragon, has cruel Tygers, 
which often devour Men and Bealls ^ 
that wc may adore the wonderful Provi- 
dence oi God, which every where gives 
Profpes ity and allay of Trouble, left too 
much Felicity (honld make Man forget- 
ful of his Mifery. Formerly the Na- 
tives exercis’d themfclves in Warlike 
manner, to deftroy thefe Tygers and 
they that kill’d moll, which was made 
appear by producing their green Skins, 
were Honour’d and Prcferr’d above the 
Hunting tell. The Indians kill them after this 
ot i ygpr,. manner. They hold a thick T l uncheon 
by both Ends, and as the Tyger comes 
up to them, give it her to fallen on •, and 
the Nature of them is fuch, that they 
never quit that they fir ft feize. When 
it has faflen’d on the Truncheon with 
Teeth and Talons, the Hunter, turn- 
ing it about overthrows the Tyger, 
whicli donc,before it can recover its Feet 
he ilrikcs it into the Belly, and Bowels it. 
Th ^.Spaniards Inhabiting the Town of 
S. Michael , being of peaceable dilpoli- 
tions are more addifted to Gallantry, than 
Arms, unlcfs provok’d. They are well 
difpos’d to Piety, and Love and Honour 
their Pallors, which made them Ambi- 
tious of entertaining the Jefuits, whom 
they receiv’d with great Affedtion, and 
lv built their Church at the publick Expence 

^J?|f j J The Society had formerly been all over 
^irpjafUib- the Valley of the Calcbaquines a part of 
this Country, where they gain’d few 
Souls, by rcafon of the Barbarity of the 
People, yet all was quiet till the Spani- 
ards during the Peace, Baptiz’d mmiy of 
them without any Examination, ^nothen 
on pretence of caufing them to ft in- 


truded in Chriftianity lent them away cJJ 
by force into Slavery. Thefe Wrorjgs Taho. m 
provoking the Indians , the War bro^r. VYV) 
out between them and the Spaniards , a id 
fpread throughout all Tucuman, and tne 
Spaniards themfelves being then at vari- 
ance, it was fear'd the Indians might 
make ule of that advantage to deftroy 
them ; when the Fathers of the Society 
offer’d their Service to procure an ac-, 
commodation with the Natives. Two 
were fent, and fo well receiv’d by thofe 
People, that in a very few Days they 
converted great Numbers, eredled ele- 
ven Chappels in fo many Villages of the 
Indians , and concluded a Peace between 
them and the Spaniards , upon condition 
no wrong lhould be done lor the fu- 
ture, 

C naira is a large Country, part of the Province 
Province of Paraguay , Bordering on °f Guar* 
Brafil Eaftward, and Ihut in by the Ri- 
ver Parana on the Weft. Its breadth 
from the Plains of the Vrvaicans in the 
South, to the Woods and inacccflible 
Mar flics in the North, is not certainly 
known, but reaches a vaft extent of 
Ground. This Country lying for the 
moll part under the Tropick of Capri- 
corn, is by realon of its immoderate heat, 
andmoifture, nolefs Fruitful of Provi- 
lions, than of Difeafes, the very lame 
Caufes producing Plenty, and Fevers. 

It is much fitter to be the Habitation of 
wild Bealls, and Serpents than of Men. 

Yet if we may Credit Guzman, when 
the Spaniards firft came into America, 
there were 300000 Indians in this Coun- 
try, who liv’d for the moll part about 
the River Huiba, Tibaxya, Paranapana. , 

Ptrapo , and Parana. The Ruins of a- 
bundance of Villages, caus’d by Sick- 
nefs, and driving away of the Indians , 
which appear thick and aimoft contigu- 
ous, make this Account credible, tho’ 
at this time fcarce the 5th Part of that 
number remains. The Inhabitants of 
2 little Spanijh Towns are the Pollerity 
of thofe, who being fent into Paraguay , 
fettled in this part about the Year 1550. 

The whole Nation lives miferably, hav- 
ing no Bread, but what is made of the 
Root Mandamus, or any Fleflt to eat but 
that of wild Bealls. They kill abun- 
dance of Elks, whofe Hoofs are report- 
ed to be good againll the Hartburning. 

This Province is famous for a fort of r * . 
Stones, which Nature, after a* wonder- stoma- 
ful manner, produces in an Oval Scone- 
cafo, about the bigueis of a Mao’s head. 

Thefe Stone-cafes lying under- Ground, 
when they come to a certain Maturity,

fly like Bombs, in pieces about the A ft, 
«• Teebo. vyith much, ooife, and fcatter about a- 
bundance of very beautiful Stones } for 
they arc bright, lome of the colour of 
Amathifts, others violet colour, foir.c 
a Grafs green, lome like Glafs, fome 
red, and lome (harp like Diamonds ; in' 
line-, inch is their beautiful Variety, that 
ro fee the iultrc of the Stones one would 
take thofe Cafes for Caskets of Jewels. 
But tliefc Stones are of no more Value, 
than our Briftol Stones \ but before 
this was known, the new Planters of the 
Province of C naira, are reported to 
have abandon'd theii Colony, after ga- 
thering a great quantity of thefe Stones, 
with a dtlign to return into Spain , hop- 
ing to make Eftates of them. But be- 
ing flopp’d by the way, they were fuf- 
ficicntly laugh’d at, as they well deferv'd. 
There arc here abundance of Trees 
that yield Balfam. The Woods pro- 
duce various forts of Berries and 
other Fruits, as does the reft of Para- 
guay. The molt remarkable among the 
Grtntdilio Flowers, is that they call Granadi/io^v/hich 
Flower. rcprefents the Inftruments of out Savi- 
our’s Paflion, and of it comes a Fruit a- 
bout the bignefs of a common Egg, 
molt delicious, when the Rind is taken 
oft; lb that it is an excellent emblem for 
the Meditation of our Saviour’s Paftion, 
which after the firft appearance is won- 
derful delighting. Next to this the 
c ombt Cutmbe is a great Dainty, being long 

iruit an d (harpilh, at both ends, and pretty 

large \ when the Rind or Shell is broke 
there appear y cllo w ifhKcr ncls,like thofe 
of a Pomegranate, which are good to 
cat. The Fiui; is perfectly fweet, un- 
lefs you chew a very fmull Seed there is 
within thofe Kernels ; for when that is 
broke it caufcs a lharp Pain in the jaws. 
An excellent emblem of human Plea- 
fure, which yields Gall, under the ap- 
pearance of Houy, when clofe follow’d. 
The lame Seed if it falls upon the tops 
or Trees whofc Bark is rotten, will fend 
down a fort of winding Fibres, like 
Ropes to the Earth, which being fed 
by the moifture of the Ground, take 
Root, and run up again like the Ivy, 
producing abundance of Fruit. There 
arc alfo abundance of Dates, not lb fweet 
as thofe of Africk \ yet they make a fort 
of Wiucof them, and Pottage, and cat 
the Pith of the Palm inftead of Bread,for 
strange wantot Better. Among their wild Cat- 
Swine. tic, the Swine arc famous, bec«iufc, con- 
trary to the Nature of all other Crea- 
tures, their Navel is on their Backs, 
which if yon jlo opt cut off, as foon as 


ever the Beall is kill’d, it all corrupts 
immediately. There is vaft abundance, 
and variety of Bees, but never to be 
broughc to the Houfe, their Wax can 
never be made White j the Honey is ge- 
nerally good, and fit to make Mcthcglin. 

The Snakes arc here more millhievous Snakcs * 
than clfewhere, and there being no re- 
medy againft them, they dcltfoy many 
Men. Some jtliere arc, which darting 
thcmfclves off the Trees, twill them- , 
fclvcs about the Bodies of Men, or Bealls, 
aud unlefs immediately cut in pieces, 
foon kill any Creature, anddc\ r our it by 
degrees. Thefe Snakes when they hap- 
pen to gorge themfdvcs, lay their Bel- 
lies to the Sun, which corrupting toge- 
ther with what they have eaten, they 
find thcmfclves reftor’d to their former 
Strength. Another fort of them lye 
retching their vaft Jaws on the Banks of 
Rivers, calling out Foam, which de- 
ludes the Fifties whom they thus allure 
and devour. 1 i Illy another fort fpring- 
ing from Marines, or Lakes catch at a 
certain fort of Birds, which defend- 
ing thcmfelves, when they find thcm- 
fclves hurt, prefeutJy cat a fort of 
Herb call’d Macagua, from which the ^' r< ' s * 
Birds thcmfclves take their Name, as 
an Antidote, and as foon as well return 
to Fight. The Battle is Pleafant to be- 
hold, for the Macaguas make ufe of 
their Wings as Bucklers, their Beaks as 
a Weapon, and thcSnakes lyc intrench’d 
in Water, fecuring thcmfelves by their 
winding motion,fo that they do not eafily 
kill, nor arc they foon kill'd. The Pro- 
vince of G naira has little in it remarka- 
ble, belides what has been here men- 
tion’d, which are common to the Neigh- 
bouringCountries, and Monkies and Ty- 
gers. There was vcrylitilc Chriftianity vmnr in 
in this Country even among the Spani- Rive: 
«rds, till the Jcfuits came among them. 

From the Mountains of Brafd, therejuns 
down iuto this Country the River Pa- 
ranapan , almoft as great as th e Paraguay t 
and falling into the River Parana , after 
it has receiv’d the ‘Tibaxiva, Pirapus , /- 
tangua , and other lefier Streams. Both 
lides of it are cover’d with great vari- 
ety of Trees, but the Natives value the 
Cedars moll, which are foitall and of 
fuch a vaft Bulk, that ther are Veflels '• 
made out of Angle Trunks infSthcm hol- 
low’d, which, carry twenty 06 is. The Lorcu JB i 
Jefuits fail’d up this River, till they 
came to the Place where the Pirapus falls 2 To* 1 ’- 
into It, where they gather'd the Na- 
tives/ a^d built a Town, which they 
call’crOwr Lady of Lortto t and four Miles 

from 
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from that another to which they gave 
the Name of their Father S. Ignatius t 
a third call’d Itaberdea, and a fourth the 
Name whereof we hare not. Thefe 
"•Places being built, the Spaniards referred 
thither to carry away Indians for their 
Service •, but the Fathers oppos’d them, 
and the King's Vifitor hapning at that 
time to come into the Country, they 
obtain’d an Order of him to fecure the 
Inhabitants of thole Places from all Mo- 
leftation from the Spaniards. This was 
the Original of the Towns of Loreto and 
S. Ignatius , which continue to this Day, 
and have been the occasion of building 
eleven more in that Province of C naira. 
The Peo- About the lame time that the Jefuits 
pie of n- labour’d as above to bring the Indians 
rm - of Cuaira into Towns, that they might 

be the better Inltrudted, which was in 
the Year i5io, thofe People that Inha- 
bited the Country between the City of 
the Affumption and the River Parana , 
oppofice to the Paraguay , who till then 
had oppos’d the Spaniards , began to 
Ihew themfelves much more tradable 
than before. For Arapizanduvius a Man 
in great Authority among them, went to 
Pcrdinand Arias , Governor of Paraguay , 
promifing. If they might have Priefis fent 
among them , he with hss confederate Caci- 
ques, would build a Town, and fuhmit to 
the King of Spain. The Governor over- 
joy’d at this Offer, went dire&ly to the 
Bilhop to demand of him Priefls, to bring 
thofe People to the Faith, and obedience 
of the Catholick King. The Bilhop re- 
fus’d to fend any, becaufe thofe Indians 
were mortal Enemies to the Spaniards 
and Canibals , and could by no perfwafi- 
ons be prevail’d upon to alter his Refe- 
lution. P. fames Torres Provincial of 
the Jefuits, finding the Bilhop not to be 
mov’d, fent F. Marcellas Lorencana then 
Re&or of the Affumption , and the only 
on^he had that could fpeak the Langu- 
age, with his Companion Francis Martin. 
Thefe having travelfd thirty Leagues 
into the Country, palling the Marlhes 
with incredible difficulty, flay’d in the 
firft Village of the Indians they came at \ 
where they gather’d the People of all the 
neighbouring Country, and mark’d out 
a Place for building a Town, labouring 
Day and Night to reduce thofe Barbari- 
ans to the Worlhip of the true God. But 
it was a Work of Time and much Pati- 
ence tochange theManners of thofe hard- 
ned Heathens. Thefe Indians follow’d 
their Debauch es in the new (Town, 
at certain SeaR.<s, Painting tbeilnaked 
Bodies to look the more Terrible, and 
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pending two or three Days and Nights 
together without Sleep , in Drinking, Teche ^ 
Laughing and Roaring, aftdfuchanex- t/YNJ' 
travagant manner, that the Fathers did 
not queltion but they Ihould one time or 
other perilh at their Hands, in thele 
drunken Fits. Nothing but Patience 
could Gonquer this preverfe Cuftom , 
which at length in fbme meafure pre- 
vail’d, and many of them feed to be Bap- 
tiz’d, which was not granted them tiff 
after good Trial of their forfaking their 
barbarous Manners. It hapned that the 
Fame of fo many Perfons being Baptiz’d 
Ipreading abroad, a Paranian Woman 
with her Daughter Hole privately from 
her Husband, to get an opportunity to 
be admitted to the Chriftiaa Religion. 

The Indian enrag’d at his Wife’s Bight, 
and laying all the blame on the Pried, 
ltir’d up his Country People to take Arms 
to revenge his Quarrel. Being got to- 
gether, they firft vented their Fury on 
the Mahomas , Friends to the Spaniards , 
and having made a great Slaughter of 
them, drove away a great number of 
Captives to make their inhuman Feaftsof 
Man’s-flefh. F. Lorencana hearing of it, 
fent in the Name of the Spaniards to com- 
plain of that Adtion, and demand the 
reftitution of the Prifoners. They an- 
fwer’d, They had already eaten a good War a* 
number of thofe Mahomas, and were fatning 
up the ref: for Slaughter : Threatning the Indim ' 
Father, and fending him Word, It would 
be a merry Day , when they had his Skull to 
Drink out of. This was a fufficient De- 
claration of War , and therefore the 
Converts taking up Arms for their Pa- 
llor, chofe Aniangar 4 for their Com- 
mander, which difcover’d the Pride and 
Arrogance of that Nation ; for Anian- 
gara, being a Man in great Repute a- 
mong his People, and puff’d up with his 
Eleftion, fpoke to them in this haughty 
manner. Tom had good reafon , Gentlemen , 
to chufe me for your Commander 4 who am well 
known far and near to be fingularly Brave j 
Me all the Country about Fears and Laves 
for my noble Exploits in War. For who 
has fo often Routed the Enemy , but Anian- 
gara ? Who has Baffled their Dejigns , but 
Aniangara ? Who has brought away the 
Spoils of their Commanders , but Anianga- 
ra . Aniangara is my Name , equally Lov'd 
m Dreaded by my Enemies. For tho' 4 
have overcome many , yet after the ViRory 
I have us’d fuch Moderation , as to kill none 
of the Prifoners , being no lefs famous for 
tny MeHy when Allion is over , than for my 
Bravery in War. This Speech was re- 
ceiv’d with great Appl^fe . Soon after 

Com- 
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they all march’d into l J ar ana, where they 
routed a 1000 Indians without the lots of 
a Man. This done the Spaniards return’d 
home, F. Lorencana refilling to go with 
The Town them as they defil ’d, but chilling to re- 
ot s. ipru- main expos’d to any Dangers among his 
tiUS • Converts. His Followers increafirig, he 

• built the Town and Church in a more 
convenient Place, and gave it the Title 
of S. Ignatius. But the Paranians being 
Inrag’d by their laft Defeat, and the 
hatred to Chnftianity inflaming their 
Rage, ftudy’d the Ruin of the new Town, 
and joyning in far greater Numbers than 
before, their Bodies Painted after their 
barbarous Manner •, pafs’d the River and 
plunder’d the Country about the Town. 
The News hereof being brought, it is 
hard to exprefs what a Dread feis’d all 
Men, for the Spaniards were gone, and 
the Enemy more numerous than the 
Townfmen. F. Lorencana prepar’d his 
People for Fight aud Death, performing 
all the Duties of n good Pallor, and his 
Converts offer'd theimelvcs to ftand by 
him. In the ineau while their Spies 
brought an account, that the Enemy in 
a pjmiickFcar had retir’d into their own 
Country. It was remarkable at this 
time that F- Francis of 5 . Martin , Com- 
panion to F. Lorencana , was fo terrify’d 
with the News of the approach of the 
Barbarians, that he ran Did rafted, but 
afterwards recover’d. 

At the fame time the Society fent Mif- 
arf’ivrc fioners among the Guaicureans, of whofe 
difpers’d. Manners wc will here give a Ihort Ac- 
count. This Nation is divided into two 
Parts, the one call'd Guaicuru, the other 
Guaicuruti. Both of them live on the 
Banks of the River Paraguay , oppofite 
to the City of the AJfumvtion, towards 
the Kingdom of Peru , difpers’d about 
without any fetled Habitation ; but they 
are moft numerous about that part where 
the River Pilcomayo , which comes out of 
the Mountains of Peru and falls into the 
Sea. They carry about their Towns at 
Pleafme, having no Houfes but Mats, 
which the y Pet up where they think fit 
like Pens for Sheep. They underftand 
Sowing, but will not addift themfelves to 
it; but live by Fifhing and Hunting. 
They ule themfelves from their very In- 
fancy, to^at all manner of venomous 
Creatures ; and feed on Worms, Snakes, 
Tygcrs and Lions, without any hurt. 
The Women are cover’d after a barba- 
ious but mode/l manner. The Men to

look the more Terrible , daub rather 
than paint aQ one fide of their Bodies 
from Head to Foot with (linking Colours. 

Inftead of a Beard they fallen a Stone .* 

Finger long to their Chin ; anoint thek 
Hair with a bituminous Matter; make 
themfelves Bald by art; pull up all other 
Hairs about their Body, and make them- 
felves mouftrous by fcarifying their Fa- 
ces ; making Deformity the Standard ot 
Valour. Their* chief Delight is Drunk- 
eunefs ana War ; but they go through 
cruel Trials to attain to the Title and 
Dignity of Souldiers. For thofe that 
afpirc to this Honour, are to tcllifie their 
Courage to the reft by enduring moft 
hideous Tortures, boring their Legs, 

Thighs, Tongues and other Parts of their 
Bodies with an Arrow; aud if they flinch, 
or complain the lcaft amid It their Sufie- 
rings, they arc excluded the Houour ; 
which that they may be the Purer of ob- 
taining, the very Children ufc to run 
Thorns and Briars into their Flclh, for 
Sport, and Paftime. Ail their Youth they 
practile Running , enure themfelves to 
Labour, and arc train’d in their way of 
Fighting. They pay a greater Honour 
to their Commander than any of the o- Their w 
ther Indiant , receiving what he (pits in of War. ‘ 
their Hands, Handing about him when 
he Eats, oblerving bis leaft Motions, and 
clearing the Ways for him. Drunkcn- 
nels, or the defire of fatisfying their na- 
tural Cruelty, is often the caufe of War 
among them. They are continually en- 
gag’d againft the Chiriguans , Alipones , 

Frontons , and other Nations like them- 
felves in Manners. Of the Priloners ta- 
ken in War, they Sell or Kill all that are 
grown up to Mans Eftate, the younger 
Fry they breed up after their own way . 

They love dark Nights to fight in, hav- 
ing no force but in the Fury of their On- 
fet, not knowing how to ftand together 
in Bodies. Having done Mifchief by 
Night, they retiie to their lurking Pla- 
ces over horrid Marlhes and Bogs, all 
Matter’d about like T ygers. Thus keep- 
ing many Spies abroad , they not t;nly 
oppos’d the Spaniards during alined a 
whole Century , but very often made 
great Slaughter of them, continuing in 
their antieut Super'll itions. They pcf- 
ter’d the City of the AJfumption from its 
very Foundation, committing Robberies 
and Murders, and wafted all the Places 
about it with continual Excurfions. They 
carry’d away the Siller of Ferdinand A- 
rias the Governour, and feveral other 
Spanijfi Women into miferable Thraldom. 

In finq they did a thoufand Mifchiefs 

without 
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without fcarce receiving any, being, no 1 
left Dreadful in Peace than War. They 
were defended and born out in this farage 
Way, by the Marihes of the Country, 
'many Rivers not to be forded, thick 
Woods, and Bogs full of Reeds, where 
they hid themfelves, and by the multi- 
tude of vaffc Snakes bred by the Heat of 
the Sun in thac wet Soil. This Country, 
firft intro- tho’ feparated from the City of the Af- 
fumption only by the River Paraguay , had 
Tiitv! not as yet been vifitedby any Pricit, bc- 

y * caufe of the Barbarity of the People. 

However F. James Torres Provincial of 
the Jefuits, ventur’d to fend thither F. 
Rocb Gonzales, a nd F. Tincent Grijfiiis.Tkcy 
pafs’d the Paraguay, and having traveled 
three Days over the Marihes, were car- 
ry’d before the Commander of the G’u- 
aicureans , as Spies, but he finding to the 
contrary, defended them from any Vio- 
lence. Being ignorant of the Language, 
they were forced to make ufe of a Con- 
verted Indian Interpreter, all whofe 
Words they diligently writ down to 
learn the Language, which thole igno- 
rant Heathens obfei ving, they concluded 
they had marked down the Roads, their 
Strength, and other Circumltances to 
bring the Spaniards upon them; for which 
rcafon they relblv’d to Murder them, 
and had done it, but that F. Gonzales by 
the help of his Paper, recited to them 
in their own Language thofe Myfterics 
of our Faith which he had taught them 
by the Interpreter*, whereat they were 
fo pleas’d, that the Commander order’d 
a Cottage of Mats to be let up for them, 
and became better inclin’d towards Chri- 
Rianity. After fpending a Month there, 
the Fathers propos’d the building of a 
Town, which the Indians (who love 
Novelty) eafily contented to. Bcfidcs 
their Captain upon the publiek Faith giv- 
en him, ventur’d himfelf with F. Rocb 
Gja&ales into the Town of the AJfump- 
tion , and returning from thcncc, the 
Provincial went with him, being carry’d 
over Rivers in a lortof Boat made of a 
Hide, and over Marihes on the backs of 
the Indians. At length he came to the 
Place appointed for the Town, where 
the fcatter’d Indians were gather’d, and 
fet up their Huts of Mats. The Fa- 
thers liv’d among them in a miferable 
'manner, feeding upon every Thing as 
they did, except venomous Creatures. 
It was very difficult to curb the Vices of 
thofe Barbarians ; for it was terrible to 
hear their drunken Crys at Nijht. In 
the Day they would performffcfne hel- 
lilh Ceremonies, and many lew’d, lafci- 
Vol. IV. 


vious A&ionsin the Face of the Sun.i In 
fine, the Fathers labour’d there mug TecboT^y 
with little Snccefs, for all thole Nations 
of Indians which do not Sow, nor dwell 
in fetled Places, arc more vicious, bar- 
barous and obft inatc than the others, and 
lefs fit to receive the Faith. 

The Provincial having done fuch good 
Service about the Town of Lhe Ajfnmp- 
tion , fail’d down the Rivers Paraguay 
and of Plate to the Port of Buenos Ayr a, 
where arriv’d 19 Fathers out of Spain , 
feat by hisCatholick Ma jelly to forward 
the propagating the Faith in thofe Parts, 
with Orders that all fo Employ’d Ihould 
he Maintain’d at his Coll. About the 
fame time Ferdinand Arias late Gover- 
nor of Paraguay, prevail'd with the Pro- 
vincial to lettle fortie Fathers in the 
Town of Santa Ft, eighty Leagues a- 
bovc the Port of Bueno s Ayres. This Towflan j 
Town was built by John Garay, not long Country 
before that of Buenos Ayres was rebuilt, abnutr«:- 
upon the Eanks of the River Ouiloaifa ti Ft, 
jult where it falls into the River of Plate, 
for the conveniency of Ships coming out 
of Europe. The Indians often fell upon 
the new Planters, but without Succcfs. 

Ic was formerly very remarkable among 
the other Cu Horns of the Natives, that 
the Women were not allow’d to paint 
their Bodies with a clay Colour, till they 
had tailed humaneFlelh.lf they hadnoPri- 
loncrs taken in War, they would cut the 7 ^ eir 
deadBodies of their own People in pieces, Manncrs “ 
and give them to the young Maids to eat. 

They planted Ti ces over the Graves of 
their Anccltors, and adorn’d them with 
Oftridi Feathers, and met there at certain 
times toLamcnt.Bcfort the coining of the 
Spaniards they liv’d upon Filhing and 
Hunting; but afterwards the Herds of 
black Cattle multiply’d fo fall, that they 
ferv’d not only to feed the Natives, but 
in Ibmc meafure to inrich the Spaniards. 

It appears upon Computation, that from 
the Year 161 r till 1631, a Million of Ox- 
en were drove from the Country about 
Santa Ft into the Kingdom of Peru, 
which have yielded a prodigious Profit. 

This is all that was remarkable concern- 
ing the Town of Santa Fc, befidcs the 
hopes of bringing thofe Barbarians to the 
Faith of Chrift ; for on that fide next 
Paraguay, runs the Plain 0 fCalchaquina al- 
moft an hundred Leagues along the Ri J 
ver of Plate , and is Inhabited by moll 
inhuman People. In this Town the Fa- 
thers Retied a fmall Houle, and Ferdinand*. 

Arias the late Governor, with his maiden 
Daughters, carry’d Earth upon their 
Shoulders at the buildiijk of the Church.

.and remarkable for nothing but being ve- 
ry unhealthy, and about ten Miles from 
it arc two others of about 300 Fami- 
lies each, the Names of them are Pitave 
and Niegtta. 

Tho' ibmewhat has been laid before at 
Country num. 43, concerning the People of Para- 
o lrtrtri.ua, that relating only to fuch as live be- 
tween the Town of the AJfumption, and 
the River of that Name, we mult in 
this place add fomething of that Coun- 
try in general. The River Parana runs 
500 Leagues, as has been faid above, 
before it falls into the Ocean, through 
a Mouth 80 Leagues in breadth, and 
has not undcfcrvcdly the Name of Pa- 
rana given it, as reprefenting theGrcat- 
ncls and Majcfty of a Sea in moft Parts. 
This makes me dillent from Jofeph eP A- 
cofia and others, who reckon the Ri- 
ver Jliaranbao the greateft in America , 
tho’ the fame Acofia affirms the Mouth 
of Maranhao is but 30 Leagues wide. 
\V jodcou- The Parana , as well as the Silaro in 
rrrtcd in- Naples has the occult quality, of con- 
ro Stone, verting Wood into Stone, fo that it is 
frequent to fee Sticks, as far as they 
lye under Water petrify’d. Ferdinand 
Ariasy the Governor fetup a Pillar thus 
Metamorphos’d or converted, in the 
Porch of his Houfe. Bcfidcs it every 
where breeds Filhcs of a vaft Bulk-, 
and F. Ruiz affirms he has fecn fomc 
thicker than an Ox towards Guaira. It 
is frequent to fee Sea Wolves fwim- 
ming in Shoals, lifting up their Heads a- 
bovc Water, when a Man Whittles, 
and then ducking again, as if they (port- 
ed. The Captbara, an amphibious Crea- 
ture, is often kill’d by People, as they 
Sail along. In the middle of the River 
Parana , lies an Iltand eighteen Leagues 
iixaompafs, all round very high and en- 
compafs’d with lofty Rocks, fo that it 
is inacceflible, unlefs in fomc Places, 
where the Land is a little lower, but 
thofe Parts befet by many dangerous 
whirl Pools. This Place was formerly 
the refuge and Fortrefs of the Para- 
nenfans, again ft Incurlions of the Spa- 
niards , for which reafon, the Inhabi- 
tants belides their natural Ficrcenefs, 
were of a Warlike difpolition. Both 
the Shores as well where they are plain 
and open, as where they are wooded, 
produce a great multitude of Bcafts, 
and Birds. There are every wlierk great 
flocks of Birds and Parrots, fluf thefe 
iaft are three times as big, as thofe of 
Vol. IV. 


Ajfia, and their Feathers lo beautifjijd 
with variety of colours, that the Na- Techo. 
tives formerly for their fightlinels, a- 
dor’d them as Gods \ but they are only J^rfhlp’d 
commendable for their Colours, as ne- as ^ods. 
ver learning to talk. That iort of Bears 
is very remarkable, which are call’d 
Ant-Bears, becaufe of their eating 
thole Infects. Their Head is very 
long, the Snout twice as long as a Swines* 
and lharper, oat of which they draw 
a Tongue like a Spear, as it were out 
of a Scabbard, and thruft it into the 
Ant- hills, and draw it back with a 
great Booty of Ants flicking to it. 

Thefe Ants which are as big as the top Bears and 1 , 
of ones Finger, being totted over the Ants. 

Fire, are reckoned by the Natives and 
Spaniards as dainty Food. Formerly 
there were no great Towns upou the 
Parana , but the People liv’d difpers’d 
in Villages. Both tides of the River, 
running a vaft extent, are inhabited by 
feveral Nations, all, except the Guara- 
nians , as like one another in Manners, 
and Barbarity, as they are remarkable 
for diverfity of Languages. Among 
them all, I think thole very remarka- 
ble who feed upon a certain fort of Earth, 
dry’d at the Fire, and then dipp’d in the 
fat of Fifh ; fo that there is little caufe 
to admire, they (hould think fo little of 
Heaven, who find fo great a relilh in 
the Earth. That part of the Parana , 
which is next the Ocean, for the fpace 
of 3.00 Leagues from the Mouth, is by 
the Spaniards call’d the River of PUte y 
the Reafons given for this Name vary- 
ing. For fome will have ic to be fo 
call’d from Gavot\ Plate, as was obferv’d 
in its Place * others from the firft Plan- 
ters, feeing the Natives on the Shoars, . 
as they fail’d along in their Ships, co- 
ver’d with white Shells, which at a di- 
ftance glitter’d like Silver. Some will *|ame 0^ 
have this Name given it, becaufe the ^ 

Lakes and Rivers on whofe Banks the 
Silver Mills are fet at work in the Pro- 
vince call’d Los Charcas in Pern roul 
down, after a prodigious long fun, a 
great quantity or good Silver Oar among 
the drofs, there walh’d away, which 
quantity is fo vaft, that thofe, who 
know how to judge of Metals, guels 
there have been 40 Millions of Silver, 
fo carry’d away by the Rivers Tarapaia , 
and Picolmayo % from the firft -Working ia 
the Mountainsof Potoji till the year 16 1 1. 

And foy Quick-illver, us’d in the work> 
ing of the Plate, the quantity is fo great, 
as ferves to Poifon the Waters of thofe 
Rivers for a vaft fpacf, fo that they 
X x x x ?. breea 
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bffccd no Fifh, that venomous Mineral 
Tech . (TCilroying .all living Creatures. But it 
is a Folly to aflign this for the Reafon of 
calling the River of Plate by that Name, 
becaulc it was certainly fo call’d, before 
the Mountains of Potoft were known to 
the Spaniards. Whatever the reafon of 
the Name is, the Parana, as far as it is 
call’d the River of Plate , that is, till the 
, Paraguay falls into it, has three Spanifls 
Towns on it, which in fomc A lea fare, 
keep the Indians about the Shore in fiib- 
jeftion. Towards its fourcc, for al« 
molt the lpacc of two hundred Leagues, 
it runs thro’ O' naira , and other Coun- 
tries, in a manner fubdu’d by the Spa- 
niards. That part of Parana which lyes 
between C naira and the River of Plate , 
and is oppolitc to the Paraguay for al- 
most an hundred Leagues, ltill holding 
out, chofc rather to beharafs’d by War 
than to Tubmic to a Foreign Voak. 1 hofi; 
l icrcent's People baffled the Forces of Ferdinand 
of thePro- -Adas a brave Commander, and other 
■?[ rerma. Governors, tho’ they conliftcd of confi- 
dcrable numbers of Spaniards , and the 
choice of their confederate Indians. 
They almoft ruin’d the Spanifh Town 
of S. John feated on the conflux of the 
Rivers, Parana and Paraguy , by I heir 
continual Excurfions. They often in- 
vaded and terrify’d the Converts made 
by the Jefuits , at the Town of S. Igna- 
tius. There was no going out of Ttuu- 
m w into Paraguay without a Guard, the 
Paranmfuns lying upon all the Roads, 
and Killing and Robbing all they met. 
Esut none ib cruel, as thofc who having 
been converted were fallen off; for they 
being incens’d byr the Service the Euro- 
pean requir’d of them, continually let 
the People of Parana againft their Ma- 
tters ■) fo that for fcveral Reafons the 
Name of the Paranenfuws was equally 
terrible to the Spaniards , and their In- 
dian Confederates. No Piieft had been 
among them as yet, that is in the Year 
1615, except only Roch Gonzales, who 
veutur’d among them two Years before, 
with no other Weapon, but the Crofs, 
being fent hy Marcellas Lorenzana, ha- 
ving made way to this Million, by found- 
ing the firlt Town fifteen Leagues from, 
rhe River. This lame Year 1615 the 
lame Roch Gonzales , after travelling 
# fomc time through an uncouth Country 
by Land, cgtne to a Lake call’d Appu- 
jv«, running into the Parana , and call’d 
jj, the Spaniards S. A-mc. About it 
-welt abundance of Infidels, with l whom 
he ib far prevail’d, that they defir’d 
him to mark tlxjra out Ground to build 


a Town, which he did and converted 
many Families ■, but the Er audit. -tn Fa- 
thers, who had Preach’d there befose, 
demanding to have that part left to^ 
them, which they fuff: took in Hand t(T 
inltruft, he freely quitted it to them, 
being fcnfible there was Work enough 
elfe where for the Society. F. Genz.aU s 
went up the River by Boat, tho’ mud) 
oppos’d by the Indians , who would riot 
harken to his Piopofals, about 50 
Leagues, and came to Itapua, where 4 fu I !l 
Caciejucs rclidcd with a conlidcrable num- 
ber of their followers, who after lbme 
difficulty Tubmitted, promiling toereda 
new Towu in that Place, provided die 
Society would premife to fettle among 
them. He hereupon hatted away to 
the Town of the AjjUmptiou, to nego- 
tiate t he feuding of ibme Fathers to 
fettle there. As foot) as he was gone, 
the Par. wc» funs on the upper pate of 
the Rivet, being wrought upon by an 
Apottate, made Wav upon the Itapu- 
a>/s J for having entertain'd F. Gonzales, 
and attempted to p:ii down a p,. e;?t 
Croft lie had fee up, but wac op- 
pOi d by the it :puans , who thong;!

James Marino Negron , Governor of 
Paraguay and the River of Plate , being 
Dead, Frauds Gonzales do Santa Cruz, 
Brother to F. Roch Gonzalez was Depu- 
ty Governor, till the King fiiould ap- 
point another. He thinking it would 
be an Honour to him, tluiL the Province 
of Parana, fo often attempted without j ( ,p u , 
any Sneeds, Ihould he reduced during cribM. 
the time of his Government, and by 
means of his Brother, haviug conferr d 
with F. Marcellas Lorenz an a the Rector, 
granted a Patent in the fuliett manner 
he could, by which he permitted the 
Society to build as many Towns ast|j t cy 
thought fir, upon the Rivers Parana aad 
Vrvatca, to appoint Magittrates, and 
creft Churches. F. Lorenzana provided 
all nccdlarics for building a new Town, 
and fo they difmifs’d F. Gonzalez , who 
return’d to Jtapaa , where he arriv’d up- 
011 Chrifimas-Evt. Jtapaa is 1 Place 
equally diftant from the Moutii of the 
River Paraguay, and the Borders ot 
Guaira, beiug about 60 Leagues from 
each, and Handing high on the South 
Side of the Parana. A Lake that runs 
into the River makes a Port before it. 

There were Indians enough in the Coun- 
try aboftjkto make a handfome. Town. 

The Itapttan Caciques , who had gain’d 

renown 
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map/ocher little Villages were willing 
tc$oyn. The Indians therefore aflem* 
•#«ng ia great numbers, a Crols was ef 
rt&ed, and the Foundation of a Towh 
. * laid, which was call’d the'tonception. Ch- 
Town the moft powerful of the Gualaches , 

built? downed among both Spaniards and In- 
drat)^^ ing invited by F. Ruiz, came to 
him witn'kn hundred Followers, promi- 
ling he would either ereS a Town in 
his own Lands, or joyn the People of 
the Conception. The firft of thefe Pro- 
pofals was approved of, and he fent 
home with Hopes; the Spaniards admi- 
ring that a word from the Fathers Ihould 
be of more force than their Arms, with 
which they had defpair’d of reducing 
the great Curito. After he was gone, 
becaufc the Way to the Country o(Tai- 
aoba was not (freight, and through the 
Lands of Warlike Indians , F. Rutsz, 

with incredible labour, open’d another 
through impenetrable Woods, which 
was but four days journey. F. Diafta- 
nius left in charge with the new Town, 
reducing the Language of the Gualaches 
to Grammar Rules, and committing the 
Elements of Chriftianity to Writing, 
made things ealie for thole that were to 
fucceed him there in the care of Souls. 
Belides, tie gain’d the Affettionsofthofc 
People by his Skill in Mechanicks, and 
fpeciaUy in Smiths work, which he had 
learnt of himfelf, and mod; neceflary 
where there was great want of Iron 
Tools. Yet the Converts were not ve- 
ry numerous, becaufe of thefe Indians in- 
clination to Drunkenneft, and other bar- 
barous Cuftoms. 

F. Ruiz, being come into the Lands of 
Taiaoba, through that Way he had 
made himfelf, bent all his Thought upon 
gaining of the Cacique G stair aver a , who 
Tlie r.e- did all he could to obftruft the founding 
ci^ueCuitr- 0 f ail y ncw Towns, and endeavour’d to 
£5 t o deftroy thofe already founded. And in- 
embrace deed it was no indifferent Conqueft to 
the iaith. reduce him ; for Guiravera was the 
Chief of all the Man»eaters and Sorce- 
rers in the Province of Guaira ; looked 
upon, by the People far and near, as a 
Deftroyer of Human race for his gree- 
dinefs of Man’s Flelh, and made it his 
principal to ftudy to contrive to have 
F. Maceta , who had drawn over many 
of bis Heathens, fall into his Snares. 
Befides, he had declar’d to all the Caciques , 
who for fear of his Power and Sorcery, 
adher’d to him, that the greateft fervice 
they could do him, would be to fcize F. 
Ruiz.) and ferve him up rotted sbr him 
to eat. This Cruelty was attended by 
Vol. IV. 


Pride, which made the Mcjttfler ftile 
himfelf the High-prieft, and Comman- Techo. . 
der of all Guaira ; and fuch ftas his Mad* OYM 
neft, that he affum'd an air of Divinity, 
employing aH his Power in obftrn&ing 
People from becoming Chriftians. 

The Fathers ftudyed all means to 
reduce or appeafe this inveterate Ene- 
my ; and found it yvas fometbing more 
than a Humane ad to gain; a Man who 
was reported to be familiar with the* 

Devil, who laid the way to be taken in 
his own Snare ; for Guiravera ufing to 
receive Oracles from dead Bodies, the 
Devil (peaking, according to Pythagoras 
his Opinion, of the tranimigration of 
Souls, is faid to have told him, that the 
Soul of Quarantine, who in former times 
had been look’d upon as a God, was 
gone into the Body of F. Ruiz, and had 
transferr’d all its Divinity thither. 

Which being fpread abroad, £ Ruiz, a- 
mong the Heathens, was generally repu- 
ted to be a God, and the true Image of 
Quaracitius. Which, in procefs of 
time, prov’d beneficial to Chriftian Re- 
ligion ; for Guiravera being very eager 
to fee F. Ruiz , whom he took for Qua- 
racitius come to life again ; after (eve- 
ral Meflages fent forward and backward, 
fet out to fee him in great date, atten- 
ded by 200 Indians. Being come near 
the Town of St. Paul, among the Inani- 
ans, he lent in a Man to fix the Conditi- 
ons of the Interview, but being impati- 
ent of delay, enter’d the Town after 
him, proclaiming, in a hideous voice, 
that contrary to his Dignity, he had 
vouchfafed, at prefent, to tread the 
Ground to fee the Foreign Priefts. Go- 
ing on with this (ort of Difcourfe, he 
found the Fathers fitting in the Market- 
place, and was by them defir'd to fit 
down upon a low Bench. He with in- 
fupportable Pride, order’d his Men to 
cover the Bench and Ground his Feet 
were to reft on, with their Garments; 
then fitting down^nd looking more calm; 
he feinted the Fathers after the Country 
manner. They return’d the Salutation, 
and having endeavour’d to introduce 
lome difcourfe of Religion, finding him 
very uneafie, they put it off to a pro- 
per Sealon, and lo they parted. But 
knowing that nothing lo much gain’d the 
Hearts of the Indians as feaffing, they, 
killed two Oxen, and havipg made U 
plentiful Banquet, their Exordium or 
Introdudion, F. Ruiz finding GttiramcA 
very Yufp^jons of Treachery, sfdqnp 1 
many other things he (aid, ended his' 

Speech to him in this manner. Ton have 
Gcccc ni 
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no caufe, Guiravera, fa id he, to appre- 
hend any T reachery from thofe, who defire 
nothing fo much as to die for the Glory of 
God', yon fee onr Innocence is our defence , 
fufpetting nothing , tho’ unarm'd , amidfi 
your armed Guards , and only fiudying to 
entertain thofe, who are reported to covet 
nothing fo much as to catch and devour us. 
Our only care being to gain Souls ', we have 
never been known to hurt the Body, it be- 
ing our only Study to bring all Men to 
worjhip one only God. Trufting in this Hope, 
we defpife all Dangers. But be not de- 
ceiv'd., Guiravera, with the falfe glittering 
of an empty Name ', for you and 1 are mor- 
tal j I arrogate nothing from the lmpo- 
fiures of your falfe Oracle , nor do I allow 
you that Divinity yon vainly boafi of . Ton 
and I were made of Dufy and to Dstfi we 
fhall return ', this was our Original , and 
this will be our end. Allay thy Bride there - 
fore , Du/l and AJhes , and learn what di- 
fiance there is between a vile Clod of Earth 
and the Vniverfal Creator. Why do you 
boafi of having created the World who 
have hitherto behaved your felf, as if you 
had been born to be a plague to it} Tou are 
not the Creator , but defiroyer of Men 
not the beftower of Dignities , but a bafe 
Slave to Bice ', not the joy of Humane race, 
but its devour er, fiill gorg’d with Bodies of 
Men , and gaping after more. Tou are not 
the Maker of the Vniverfe , but an empty 
product of the Devil's. Tet believe. Cod is 
always fo merciful , that he is ready , if they 
repent , to pardon the Tranjgreffors of his 
Laws. Honour this God, unlefs you will 
rather chufe to endure his P uni foments for 
ever. Return home for the prefent , we foon 
will follow you. The Barbarian becom- 

ing much more complying, made fhow, 
as if he approv’d of what was faid $ but 
it plainly appear’d he only temporiz’d, 
and counterfeited. Several of the Ca- 
ciques that came with him ihewed an. In- 
clination to embrace Cbriftianity pri- 
vately, affirming, if the Fathers would 
come into their Country, that many of 
Guiravera’ s followers would quit him to 
embrace the true Religion. F. Ruiz. 
knowing that the People were all led by 
their Caciques and Sorcerers, and that 
all things would be ealie when they 
were gain’d, to oblige Guairavera , gave 
hint a Rod, filch as the Spanijh Magiflrates 
jarry, in the Name of his Catholick 
Ma jetty, anti caus’d him to *be honou- 
rably eondu&ed about the Town by 400 
wedi^Jonverts, by which means, he 
be fomewhat oblig’d. After 
departure, the Fathers confulted a- 
Jt feeling a Colony in bis Lands, what- 


ever the danger might be. Whifo^F. 
Ruiz, was upon this Delign, Letters 
were brought, giving an Account thu v 
the Town of the Incarnation was infett- 
ed by the Mamalucs , and therefore put- 
ting off the Bufiuefs of Guairavera, ’fit* 
hafted away to oppofe them. jr 
Some Companies of Mamad/M (of 
whom we fhall give a full Account here- 
after) had pafj’d the River Tiba.xiia, 
near the Town of S. Xaverius, and en- 
camping near the Colonies of Converts, 
ftruck a terror into all the Proviuce of 
Guaira. For befides a Multitude of In- 
fidels, they had drove away intoCaptivity 
fevcral Converts, whereof l\ Mendoza 
complaining they made a meer Jell of 
what he faid. F. Ruiz being come, and 
expecting no civility among Robbers, 
order’d a thoufand Converts to take up 
Arms in their own defence, and fenc 
two Fathers to try thofe Rovers, who 
kill’d one that went with them, and 
wounded one of thofe Fathers, yet they 
proceeded, threading to ruife all the 
Province againft them, and boldly un- 
binding the Prisoners, carry’d them back 
to F. Ruiz. The Robbers Hill feem’d 
inclin’d to give Battle, tho’ F.Rniz , 
in the name of the Catholick King, con- 
jur’d them to peace ■, however at Iafb 
they drew back from the Towns of the 
Converts, fhewing as if they would be 
fatisfy’d, with driving away the Infidels, 
and forbear infefting the Converts. Yet 
it was fear’d, and the event fhew’d there 
was no truth in their Pretences, to the 
ruin of the Province, as we fhall fee in 
its place. New Fathers coming in the 
midft of thefe T roubles out of Europe , 
found matter to exercife their Patience 
and Charity. For the Coronados Indians 
inhabiting the Plains, who had been at- 
tempted a Year and half before without 
any fuccefs, fentnow to F. Mendoza, rc- 
fidingin the Town of the Incarnation , to 
defire they might have Priefts fent them, 
and Towns founded. Which they were 
the more earneft for, when the report 
was fpread abroad, that only thofe were 
to be led away Captives, who would not 
fubmit to be inftru&cd by the Society. 
F. Ruiz taking F. Mendoza with him, 
went and found all things in a great For- 
wardnefs. Ibitiruna is a very craggy 
Mountain, three Days journey from 
the Town of the Incarnation, the In- 
habitants of which Mountain being 
commanded to demolifh their Villa- 
ges, iwhich lay fcattered up and 
down, I ted to build a Town in the 
Place appointed, readily performed it.

fore, thole People in a harmlefs way of 
idling call’d the Fathers Parrots. The 
('hutch being built, the Dedication was 
celebrated in the bell manner they could, 
and a Figure of the defied Virgin being 
let up therein, not only the (aid Church, 
but the Town took the Name of the 
Ann imitation, under which Name it con- 
tinues to this Day. by the contrivance 
of the Devil it was foon given out, that 
the Fathers were no Priefts, but Spies 
in Difguifc, to betray the People, under 
the Show of Religion, to the Spaniards', 
and that they brought the Plague with 
their Figures and Books. Thefe Things 
alienated many of the Indians from them, 
till being by degrees undeceiv’d , they 
became more familiar with the Fathers. 
Having built this Town and the other 
we mention’d before, call’d S. Anne , on 
the J»ake Appttpen , which he left to the 
Fr and jeans, F. Gonzales return’d to the 
City of the Ajfumption , where having 
given an Account of all he had done to 
Ferdinand Arias , who wasagain appoint- 
ed Governor of Paraguay, and the River 
of Plate , he endeavour’d to difluadc him 
from going into thofe Parts, as yet, but 
in vain. The Governor therefore having 
fent the Father before to difpofe the 
Indians to receive him, fee forwards with 
50 Spamjh Soldiers. Being come to the 
River Parana, he crofs’d it in final! 
Vclfels provided by F. Gonzales, and 
when they arriv’d at Itapua , made treat 
tejoycing, the Governor laying to his 
Men, let us give God Thanks on our 


Knees, that by virtue of thc,Cro/ialo^?, rs J*/' 
we now tread that Ground, which nci- Techo. 
thcr my Sword, nor the Valour of the V’V"'^ 
Spaniards couid conquer in fo many 
Years. Then having appointed Com- 
manders ol the Indians , and charg’d them 
to be refpcctfnl to the Facheis, he fee 
out from the Port of It a pica, the lame 
Day he came thither, coveiing his tear 
with the pretence of bul/nds, beciule * 
the report went that the Inhabitants up 
the River, were alarm’d at bis coming, 
and their Boats began to appear. As 
he was failing down the River about 300 
Indians appear'd on the itcep banks, 
arm’d with Clubs and Darts, and had 
certainly attack’d the Governor , but 
that Gonzalez by bis Authority with- 
held their Commander. His Name was 
Tabacambim, who being ask’d by the 
Governor to accept of a General’s Stair 
in his CatholLk Majert ies N mic , by 
which he might be known to be Com- 
mander of the Paranenjians : Haughtily 
anfwej'd. He had been their Commander 
before, and ifcould be fo fli!i without a 
Staff 

All the Country that lies between the 0l me 
River Mar anon , otherwife call'd of the Ciurixi 
Amazones , and the Parana, which are • 
above a thoufand Leagues diftant horn 
one another, makes almolt one half of 
South America. All which Country the 
Guaranians Inhabit, and net fo fatisfy d, 
parting thefe bounds, pollcfs all that lies 
between Paraguay, Pay ana, and the Bor- 
ders of Peru. But within that Compafi 
there are (evcral other Nations to be 
found, differing from Guaranians in 
Language and Manners, and whom they 
out of their natural Pride call Slaves. 

With them they have continual Bloody 
Wars, fatning the Priicacis they take, 
and eating them. At thefe Fcafls they 
take new Names to exprefs their War- 
like Exploits. They live in little Mat- 
ter’d Villages, which arc under the Com- 
mand of Caciques , renowned either for 
their noble Dclcent, or popular elocuti- 
on. In time of War they ebufe a Ge- 
neral of known Valour ; but know no- 
thing of Regular Troops, keeping their 
Rifnks, foreseeing Dangers , chuling a 
proper Time or Ground, improving Op- 
portunities, or laying up Provifions. 

For the molt part they Fight- as Chance 
offers the Occafion, being hot? the firlt 
onfct, but cowardly if funered to cool. 

In Fight jthey ufe Clubs and Arrow£ 
and make their Bodies hideous with dir 
trial Colours before they iugage. Thty Th( . if 
make no life of Lime, Scone, or Tiles j 
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blit build Houfes of Clay and Straw,

i Who. eFchcr round or long, and for the molt 
(AM part fo large, that one of them makes a 
Village. Matrimony is at Will, for 
every one has as many Wives or Concu- 
bines as he can keep or get The Ca- 
ciques claim a Right to the handibmeit 
Maids in their Village, whom they ea- 
lily give up to be deflower’d by their 
Followers or Friends. * To have to do 
with their Daughters-in-law is frequent, 
and no Shame to put away Wives, or 
be call off by them. It is look’d upon 
as a great Crime to turn any Stranger 
whatsoever out of Doors. They enter- 
tain their Guefts with Weeping, and 
long Praifes of their A nceftors, but their 
Sorrow ends in Laughing and Feafting. 
They cover their nakednefs with a very 
Ihort Garment made of Shells or Fea- 
thers par together, the reft of their Bo- 
' dy is Naked. They fow Indian Wheat, 
and fcvcral Sorts of Pompions, Beans 
and Roots. When any Perfon, parti- 
cularly thofe of any Note among them 
Dies, it is not to be exprefs’d, what 
horrid Howling the Women make in all 
parts; (welling their Cheeks, they by 
Fits give hideous Shrieks, they lometimes 
call themfelves headlong from high 
Places, tear their Hair, batter their 
Fore-Heads, turn the Dead Bodies, em- 
brace and talk to them, bow their Sides, 
open their Hands, lay the Carcaffes in- 
to great Pots; and believing the Souls 
are bury’d with the Bodies , cover the 
Faces of the Dead with concave Dilhes, 
that the Souls may not be ftifled ; to 
fhow they had the fame Matter, who 
pray’d that the Earth might ly light up- 
on thofe they lov’d. They adore no 
God, but are addi&ed to the Superfti- 
tions of Wizards and fuch Impoftors. 
Their manner of Conjuring varies ac- 
cording to the feveral Countries ; but 
they almoft all agree in giving the great- 
eft Honour to thofe Sorcerers, who are 
moft familiar with the Devil. Thole 
that afpire to the Knowledge of their 
Magick Arts are to mortify themfelves 
with moft fevere Fallings and other 
Affliftions ; which whilft they are per- 
forming, they live alone, naked, and 
without walhing in dark and remote 
Places, eating nothing but a fort of Pep- 
per and Indian Wheat roafted, affe&ing 
to look gaftly with their Hair uncomb’d 
and clotted, their Nails grown to a 
Jrameful length, and other filthy Cir- 
£mftances, and bring down their Bo- 
les with other rigorous PradHces, till 
having almoft loft their Strength and 


Witch- 

craft. 


Senfes with Fatting, they call upon the 
Devil and fee him. It is their Bulinefs 
to do Mifcbicf, by darting Bones, Coles, 
and Hairs undifcoycr’d ; which Things 
being deprav’d by their Charms, an& 
pietcing the Bodies of Men, make them 
waft away, andfometimes Die, unlefs 
he that did the Mifcbief, take the Caufe 
out of the Parts lb afftfted. There is 
another fort -‘of Magicians, who do no 
harm, and only Boaft of their familia- 
rity with the Devil, and pretending they 
can ditto ver Secrets and Things done a 
great way offi to them that ask, which 
they learn of the Hcllifh Fiends. In fome 
Countries, if a Woman will be a Witch, 
(he mutt pretend toChaftity, for if once 
Ihe proves with Child (he is no longer 
refpc&ed. The Devil never appears to 
thefc Conjurers without a hideous and 
frightful Noiie. There is alio a fort of 
Sorcerers who pretend to Phifick ; it is 
alfo their Bulinefs to talk much, Lye 
without meafure, and for the moft part 
do nothing. They Suck the lick Bodies, 
and pretend to fpit out lome corrupt 
Subftance, as if they bad fuck'd out the 
Caufe of the Diftemper. The whole 
Nation minds Dreams, and fupeiftiti- 
ous Obfervations to a Madnefs. They 
think the touch of an Owl will make 
them Lazy , becaufe that Bird among 
them does not fly much, nor build a 
Neft. If a Woman cat a double Ear of 
Millet, Ihe believes ihe lhall be deliver- 
ed of Twins. They exercife a young 
Maid the firft time Ihe has her Courfes, 
after a ftrange manner. She is put into 
the Hands of a lufty brawny Woman 
to be thus exercis’d ; Ihe is forced to 
abftain from eating Flelh, till her Hair 
before cut off grows down to her Ears. 
It is a Crime for her to look upon Men. 
If Ihe happens to fee Parrots, they think 
Ihe will be talkative ever after. She is 
made to fweep theHoufe, to carry, Wa- 
ter walking apace without ftepping out 
of the way, to pound Corn in a Mortar, 
never to be idle, and to do all the Bu- 
finefs of a good Houle-wife. This Ex- 
ercife of theirs John Rho reckons among 
their many Virtues. In ihort they are 
of Opinion the young Girl will behave 
her felf all the reft of her Life, as (he 
does about the time of her firft Courfes. 
Women with Child abftain from almoft 
all forts of Food. They eat no Elk, 
left the Child fiioold be born with a 
fwoln Nofe. If they eat fmall Birds, 
they jfancy they lhall bring forth a fmall 
Chile. * They are forbid eating any of 
thofe‘Creatures, whofc Qualities they 

fan- 
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it^ftically imagine may hurt their 
ildrea. The taws the Mea are to 
„ferve when^ef Wires are with 
Child, arc : mi to kill any wild 
not to fififes Arrows, Clubs, or 
J ) to ainy odber Inftruments ; to 

from eating Flelh, fifteen Days 

after the Wife .£• brought to Bed * to 
qabcnd the Bow i not to lay Snares for 
Birds * to lye at Home idles and fatting 
till the Infants Navel-String be cut * if 
they do any thing to the contrary, they 
mutt expeft fome great Mifchief will 
follow. When the new Born Babe hap- 
pens to be Sick, the Kindred Men and 
Women abftain from fuch Diet as they 
believe would hurt the Infant, if it eat 
-hiUrens of it. As foon as the Children are 
tones. Born, they give them Names agreable 
to the Beauty or Imperfections of the 
Body. If it be black or fwarthy, they 
all it Crow •, if it have a hoarfe Cry, 
Frog. I omit much more of the fame 
Stamp, left it naufeate the Reader. 
Vet it is found by experience that this 
Nation, notwithftanding this Folly and 
Barbarity, if it be well taught is more 
apt than any other People of America 
to embrace and retain the Chriftian 
Faith, and to learn mechanick Trades, 
and a good meafurc of Civility. 

Many following Chapters affording 
but little Matter to our purpofe, we will 
only colled out of them, what may be 
worth relating , giving this Advertife- 
ment of it, that the Reader may not be 
furpriz’d to find many Ihort Relations 
put together, which have no particular 
wr of Connection among thcmfelvcs. The 
■ g*h- Fathers of the Society Preaching among 
mt - the Guatcureans were not fo fuccefsful, 
as in other Parts, thofe Indians looking 
upon Baptifm as mortal to whofoever re- 
ceiv’d it. The caufe of the Error was, 
that by reafon of their many Vices this 
Sactajnent was not granted them till 
they were in theutmoft extremity, and 
therefore molt of thofe that receiv’d it, 
immediately Dy’d * which thofe Infidels 
imagin’d to be the effeft of Baptifm. 
But Time and Experience undeceiving 
them, they afterwards came in more 
freely to embrace the Faith. It hapned 
that a Sorccrefs among them lying de- 
fperately Sick, and having try’d all the 
Arts of their Impoftors for her Cure, 
and been fupply’d during the time of her 
laid Sicknefs with fome better fort of 
Suftenance by the Fathers, overcome by 
their Charity, turn’d off* her Indian 
Charmer, and defir’d to be Baptiz’d. 
As the Father was about complying with 


her Defires, a multitude of Indians flockjd > 

about, him , begging he wquld not bj- Tech. 
ftow that. Favour on the worft pf Wo- o'YNJ 
men, who was us'd to do much Mifchief ^ 
for if he Ihould according to his Cuftom, 
bury her in the Chappie, flae would 
turn into a Tyger and deftroy all abont 
her, and therefore it was better to car- 
ry out her Carcafs when (he was dead, in- 
to fome remote folitary Place, left Ihe 
ihould do more harm dead, than Ihe 
had done alive. This they laid, be- 
anie the Guaicureans are of Opinion, 
that the Souls of wicked Perlbns trans- 
migrate into wild Beafts, which are 
mifehievous in Proportion as they were 
when living. But the Father undeceiv- 
ing them. Baptiz’d her, /hewing that 
the Virtue of Baptifm was fuch, when 
rightly apply’d, as to make the blacked: 

Souls brighter than the Sun, and lend 
them into eternal Blifs. At Cordova, 
in the Province of Tucsonan about the 
the Year \6\6, a Monastery of Nuns 
was founded by EUenor Text da, which 
was the firft in thole Parts. She de- 
fign’d them for Dominicans, and accord- 
ingly they wore that Habit, and the 
Monaftery was ereded under the invo- 
cation of S. Catherine of Siena j but there Firft 
being none of the Order to begin it, nor Nuns in 
any Book of the Rnle, they follow’d that luemm. 
of S. Tertfa with fome little alteration, 
which afterwards bred great contefts j 
for fome would have it that their Vows 
were void, becaufe they were defign d 
for Dominicans , and follow’d the Car - 
melite rule, befides other circumftances 
that made them a confus’d fort of an 
Order* but after much Debate the thing 
was refer’d to Pope Paul the jth, who 
order'd the prdent Nuns Ihould re- 
main for the prefent as they were, un- 
der the Rule they bad taken their Vows 
to, but for the future others admitted 
Ihould be reduced to the Rule of S. Do - 
mimd, and fo the Monaftery continue 
as had been at firft defign’d. 

Great Hopes were conceiv’d of ad- 
vancing the Faith , throughout the 
Province of Parana , and introdu- built, 
cing it into that of Vrvaig or Vrva- 
ica , when the Governor Ferdinand 
Ariat had like to diftnrb all, by dc- 
figninga Conquefton the latter of thofe 
Places, from which all the Perfwafions 
of the Fathers could never diyert him, 
till the Spaniards refilling to follow him 
in that dangerous and unprofitable 
pedition,’ oblig’d him to alter his Rl 
folution. F. Gonzales being eas’d of 
Fear, which would hare 
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Indians, and utterly deftroy’d all that 
Techo. had been done for their Converfion , 
V/’WJ went away to a Place the Indians call 
Jaguapua, where he perfuaded a good 
Number of the fcatter’d Natives to come 
together and fettle. Tamboaieus, Caci- 
que of an lfland oppofite to Jaguapua 
increas’d the Number of thofe People, 
and by his Example many more flock'd 
, thither out of the Woods, who altoge- 
ther built a Town, F. Gonzalez marking 
out the Ground for them. Jaguapua is 
about four Leagues from the Town of 
Itapua , and twelve from that of S. Igna- 
tius, and therefore there being no Fa- 
thers to fettle at Jaguapua , thofe of the 
other two Places took it by terns to go 
over thither to inftrud the Indians , 
where they made very many Converts. 
At this time Arapizanduvitu the Indian 
Commander of the Town of S. Ignatius , 
taking fome difgufb at the Fathers, ga- 
ther’d a number of Malccontents, and 
ftirring up the Parantnfian Infidels, went 
away to joyn Tabaeambiut , who wefaid 
before had refus’d to accept of the Ge- 
nerals Staff from the Governor of Para- 
guay. Thefe two great Men retiring 
into a Peninfula made by the River and 
a Lake, call’d by the Natives Maracana- 
isy ftruck a Terror into the new Towns 
of Parana , and the Fathers were much 
afraid left they fhould by their great 
Authority draw many Converts to aban- 
don the Faith. Therefore F. John de 
Sales , before they were well fettled in 
their Deligns, ventur’d to go from the 
Town of S. Ignatius to them, to per- 
fuade them to Peace, where he had 
doubtlcfs been Kill’d, had not an old 
Woman put them in mind that the Spa- 
niards would revenge his Death, which 
made the Infidels hold their Hands, and 
the Father taking that Opportunity to 
fpeak to them boldly. His Words had 
fuch force, that Arapizanduvitu imme- 
diately begg’d Pardon, and drawing to- 
gether his Followers, forfook Tabacam- 
hius, returning to the Town of S. Igna- 
tius. At the fame time F. Jofeph Catal- 
dinus attended by a fmall Parcel of Con- 
verted Guacianians , ventur’d through 
the Country among the Pirepoenfians , 
among whomhefpent io Months, and 
having converted 700 of them, caus’d 
Aero to remove out of their Woods, 
ind build* a Town not far from that of 
ioreto. Very little good was done 
Itiong theGuaicureans, their Qbftinacy 
£&- Stupidity prevailing above all the 
MbSHts of the Fathers, and therefore 
many atnr&’d they fhould be given over, 


but Father Peter Romero , who had' (pent 
fome Years among them, and brought 
them to live together in a Town, was\ 
for overcoming them with Chriftian Pa-' 
tience and Kindnefs. The Plague ragtag" 
among them, they all difpers’d and' fled, 
to the Woods, many of them that had 
taken the In fed ion dying by the way. 

F. Romero never ceas’d following them, 
and prevail’d with (omc few at the lait 
Gafp to receive Baptifm, and when the 
virulency of the Plague was over, brought 
back thofe that had elcap’d it to the 
Town. They abufingthat Health they 
had been reftor’d to, according to their 
natural Inclination , prefently ingag’d 
in unjuft Wars, making Slaves of the 
Pr ifoners they took, fpending the Nights 
in hideous Cries, giving up themfclves 
to Drunkenncfs, arid celebrating their 
new Moon Fcfiivals with fupcrftitious 
Madncfs. This Year 1 6 1 7, Father John 
de Fiana, who had been fent Procurator 
to Rome , arriv’d ar the Port of Buenos 
Ayres , witli 37 Fathers he gather’d by - i7 y el 
the G ci) ci;. Is older, for a fupply to the arrive 
Province of Paraguay. This addition 
made the Province fb flom ilhing, that 
the Provincial now fc tied nine Colleges 
in it, and feeking which way be might 
enlarge either among the Spaniards or 
Indians , foon found an Opportunity, the 
Spaniards of Eftecho and the Calchaquine 
Indians , admitting the Fathers to fettle 
among them. EJhco , otherwife call’d 
Nuejlra Senora de Talavcra , is a fmall 
Town, very conveniently feated for the 
relief of thole that travel out of Peru, to 
the River of Plate and Paraguay , thi ougii 
Tucuman , and it had increas'd beyond all 
the other Cities of Tucuman, but that 
the unwholtfbmnefs of the Air, which 
is hot and moift, obftrudted its thriving. 

This Place being iu want of Priefts, 
made Provifion for and receiv’d five of 
the Fathers. 

The Valley of Calchaquina above- , ^ 
mention’d running thirty Leagues in JjjJJ " 
length, from North to South is but of a quL 
fmall breadth, and almoft enclos’d on 1 
both fides by the high Ridges of Moun- 
tains that make the Borders of Peru 
and Chili the two Angles of it look, 
the one towards Salta , the other towards 
London, two fmall Towns of Tucuman. 

Mqny Monuments of the Conqucft make 
it ftill appear, that the Inhabitants of 
this Valley were formerly fiibjcfr to the 
Ingas Kings of Peru \ and thofe People, 
tq th!sl)ay, have a Veneration for the 
very Name of the Ingas. It is moll ccr* 
tain, there are Mines of rich Metals ia . 
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thjs Valley, Naut as yet 'they could not 
be difcover’d^ thofc Indians for fear of 
being forced to dig concealing the Gold 
and Silver, which have been the Caufe 
fo much Mi£chicf. It is reported, 
tnatirithe Night there is a fort of 
Creature leen there, which calls a mighty 
Lightdffom its Head, and many are of 
opinion that Light is caus’d by a Car- 
biude i but as yet this Creature could 
, never be taken or kill’d, becaufe it iud- 
denly b iffles all the deligns of Men, leav- 
ing them in the Dark by clouding that ,• 
Light. The Natives of this Valley , 
ever obftinate from the firft coming of 
the Spaniards into Tucuman , have defend- 
ed themfelves and their Families with 
fuch Refolotion, that the Women have 
been feen to force their Husbands back 
to fight, diiviug them with Fticbranda, 
when they law them give way or fly ; 
and when their Strength has fail’d them, 
Rage Hill prevailing, rather than fall 
into the Hands of their Enemies, they 
have either run upon their Swords, or 
caft themfelves headlong from the tops 
of Mountains. Alanfo Barfena had for- 
merly pacify’d thefe People , which 
Peace they had often broke at Pleafure 
without regard 10 A< tides, eicher run- 
ning inio open Rebellion, or doing harm 
under (how of a falfe Peace. During 
thofc Intervals of Peace, fuch as they 
were, forae Fathers of the Society made 
feveial Excurfions among them, where- 
in they found much more Difficulty than 
Succefs. But thefe Excurfions tor a (hort 
time turning to no account, it was be- 
liev’d their obflinacy might be overcome 
by continually inculcating the Doctrine 
to them, or at lead it would be fome 
curb to their frequent Revolts. There- 
fore F. James Torres haviug this Year 
1617, obtain’d an allowance of 600 Pi- 
ftolcs a Year from the Viceroy of Peru, 
for .the fupport of the Society, he re- 
folv’d to fix two conftant Seats of the 
Society in this Valley, and accordingly 
lent four Eitherswith full Power from 
the Governor and Bilhop , to build 
Towns umd Churches, ana do all other 
Things>for the well governing of thole 
People as they Ihould think fit. The 
Indians were willing enough to entertain 
the Fathers, not lo much lor the lake of 
Religion, asbecaulc their numbers being 
much dirainilh’d during the late Wars, 
they now thought not themfelves Supe- 
rior to the Spaniards, and therefore were 
glad to have an honourable Opportuni- 
ty offer’d them of putting an end to the 
r. For this Reafon the principal 
Vat IV. 


Men went out to meet the Fathers, offer- (NA/); 
ing their affiftance towards building of Techo. 
their Houfes; and having carry ’d the VVV 
Fathers about the neighbouring Villa- 
ges, diligently built a ChappeJ in a con- 
venient Place, with Cells made of Mud 
and Straw. This Place in gratitude to 
Cardinal Ferdinand Borromaus , was dedi- 
cated to S. Charles Borromaus . After 
fome time Chriftopher Torres , who wa& 

Superior of that Mifiion, leaving two 
Fathers there, went away with a Com- 
panion to the further part of the Valley, 
where he letled another Manfion, under 
the Invocation of the bleflcd Virgin Ma- 
ry , the Indians a (filling as the others had 
done. From thefe two Seats they were 
in continual motion over all the Valley, 
endeavouring to propagate the Faith, 
but with very little fuctefs, theCuftoms 
of thofe barbarous People being too op- 
polite to Chriftian Religion, and there- 
fore it will be proper in this place once 
for all to give an account of their Man- 
ners. It was fufpefted that thefe CWdw- Cuftom; 
quines were defended from the?aw, be- ° f thde 
caufe at the firft coming of the Spaniards 1>cople * 
among them, many of them had the 
Names of David and Solomon \ betides, 
the eldefl among them affirm’d, that 
their Forefathers us’d to Circumcife 
themfelves. It was alfo a Cuftom 
among them to raife Seed to their dead 
Brothers \ and their Garments hanging 
down to the Gtound gather’d up with a 
Gitdle, Ihews fomething of a Jewifh 
Cuftom. This Conje&ure is confirm’d 
by the opinion of jofeph d' AcoSta and 
other Writers, who affirm the Americans 
to be defeended from«the Jews. The 
whole Nation like the Jews, is fuper- 
ftitious even to Madnefs. They fre- 
quently adore Trees adorn’d with Fea- 
thers, lb that what was faid formerly of 
the Synagogue may be well apply’d to 
them. Thou didfi fall down under every 
flourijhjng Tree. They worlhipthe Sun 
as their prime God, the Thunder and 
Lightning as next to him. They pay 
an Honour to Heaps of Stones, which 
are the Monuments of their Anceftors, 
which is a further inftance of their Jewifh 
Extraction. They give much honour to 
Sorcerers, whom they ufc as Phyficians 
and Priefts, being moft notable lmpo- 
ftors. Thefe Men* live in fblitary Her- * 
mitages, converfing with the Devil, or 
at lead pretending fo to do. It is the 
duty of thefePriefts to bring up other¥£L 
their heUilh Practices. They praCaUJ 
all fort of Extravagancies with 
vices, and are as Mad and fttiominable 
Y v v v Id 
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in (theft their filthy Debaucheries, as 
Techo. can poffibly fee imagin’d from the worft 
VY\J of Men, inflam’d with continual Drun- 
kennefs and Rage. When they are heat- 
ed with Wine, they fall upon one ano- 
ther in a riotous manner to revenge paft 
Injuries, battering one anothers Heads 
with their Bows. In theft Drunken 
Frays, it is an evcrlafting Shame to Ihun 
a* Stroke, or put it by with the Hand ; 
but it is reckoned the greateft Honour 
to receive feveral Wounds , to filed 
much Blood, and to have their Faces 
made hideous, in the heat of their Mad- 
nels, the Prieft muttering many Words, 
Confecrates the Skull of a Hind ftuck 
full of Arrows, to the Sun, praying for 
a good Harveft \ this done he delivers 
the Skull to another, who receiving it, 
becomes Head of the next mad Revels. 
Thus the prime Men of the Nation giv- 
ing the Token round, fpend their Lives 
in raving Mirth. At their Sacrifices 
they arc daub’d with the Blood of Beafts 
by the Sorcerer. But they are never fo 
mad as at their Funerals. All the Kin- 
~ - dred and Friends repair to the dying 

ae"af Man’s Houfe to drink together Day and 
Night, as long as the Diftemper lafts. 
They encompafs the lick Mans Bed 
with abundance of Arrows ftuck into 
the Ground, that Death may not dare 
to approach for fear of them. As foon 
as the Party is dead , they bewail him 
with the loudeft Cryes they are able, 
place all forts of Meat and Wine about 
the dead Body, which is feated on a 
Chair, make Fires, and Burn a fort of 
Leaves inftead of Frankincenfe. To 
move Companion^' both Men and Wo- 
men Ihcw the dead Perfons Goods to the 
Multitude ; whilft others Dancing and 
Leaping after a diftrafted manner, clap 
Meat to the Mouth of the dead Carcafs, 
as if it were to eat it, and then fwallow 
it themftlves. Having fpent eight Days 
in thefe and fuch like Follies, they Bury 
the Body, calling into the fame Grave 
with him, his Dogs, Arms, Horfes, and 
other Goods, befides abundance of Gar- 
ments offer’d by his Friends. This 
done they burn the Houfe he dy’d in, 
that Death may never return thither 
again. Having fpent a whole Year in 
Mourning, they celebrate the Anniver- 
<ary with the fame Ceremonies. Inftead 
of Mourning Cloaths, they paint their 
Bodies Black. That nothing may be 
amils, they make ufe of a Rafter 
Gross Ceremonies. They believe no

full of Jcaloufics and Fighting ; ttys 
Devil to promote War, foretimes whe- 
ther truly or falfly laying their. Deaths, 
at lome Perlbns Doors by the Mouths of 
their Sorcerers. They think the Souls? 
of their Friends after Death are convert- 
ed into Stars, whole Brightnefs is pro- 
portionable to the high Poll; they bad in 
this World, or the brave Adions they 
perform’d. On Feftival Days they 
make themftlves Crowns of Feathers of 
feveral Colours. Their Hair, which 
reaches down to the Waft, they wreath 
with Ribbonds like Women. Their GarmeI)f , 
Arms are cover’d as high as the Elbow 
with Silver or Copper Plates, which is 
ufeful for /hooting with their Bows, and 
lome Ornament to them. The chief 
Men of the Nation wear a Silver or Cop- 
per Ring within a Diadem or Coronet 
of lome other Matter about their Heads. 

Youths are forbid having to do with 
Women, till they are Emancipated or 
made free by their Sorcerers. Maidens 
wear Cloaths of feveral Colours, which 
when they have loft their Maidenheads, 
are chang’d into one Colour only. The 
Factions among them are almoft continu- 
ally deftroying one another in warlike 
manner. The Women are moft power- women 
ful to reconcile the two jarring Parties, peate- 
and produce Peace, thoft moft barba- makers 
rous People eafily granting any thing 
at the requeft of thoft that Boreand Suck- 
led them. It was reported there were 
at this time about 30000 Natives living 
in abundance of Villages •, but I find even 
thoft that went to inftrudt that Nation 
differ about the Number. But this they 
all agree in, that the Colchicines are as 
eafily induced to imbrace the Chriilian 
Faith , as they are afterwards ready 
without any Cauft to renounce it. Not 
one of thofe, who had been formerly 
Baptis’d, liv’d at this time like a Chri- 
ftian, but refided promiftnoufly among 
the Heathens, following the Cuftoms of 
their Fore-fathers. For which realon 
the Fathers agreed, that few ..the Future 
none lhould be Baptis’d, but at the point 
of Death, or after feveral Yeags Trial. 

Infants were more eafily admitted to 
Baptifm. Becaufe the antient deprav’d 
Cuftoms of the Indians were to he abo- 
lifh’d, before the Laws of Chriftianity. 
could be introdneed, therefore the Fa- 
thers fpar’d no Labour, but without re- 
garding the Danger of Death, caftdown 
Idols wherefoever they came, exclaim’d 
againft'thcir Funeral Rites, and hindred 
their being performed about any Body 
that had been Baptis’d. Befides they 

rook 



tfiokfettXPaias to diflwade many from 
the pPjuon they held that nothing was 
a Suh ajidtWefore they had no need of 
Cohfeflion. But tho* the Fathers gain’d 
few Frofil/tes imong that perverfe Peo- 
ple, yjsrtt was a Comfort to them that 
they often baftiz’d dying Infants, and 
fometimes others grown up, and kept 
that Nation from revolting openly 
againft thC'^aniards t aad warring among 
themielvcs. Behdes the ufual Allow- 
ance for the fubiiftence of the Fathers, 
the King fent Bells and Church-Stuff for 
both thofc Manlion Houfes. 

We now enter upon the fixth Book 
a of our Author, and find nothing in his 
’ two fi iff Chapters, but lutlt excur- 
fionsof the Jeiuits, and theicfore w holly 
omitted*, in the thitd wc fiud this fol- 
lowing account or a lirafthan Impoltor, 
who repair’d to tiic Town of Lo> cto in 
the Province ot C naira attended by a 
Mau-t'ervant and a Woman. All the 
way he came this Sorceier had pradti- 
fed his Frauds, and as foon as he ar- 
riv’d at Loreto, tile lelidenceof F. Catal- 
dimts , he theie gather’d the Multitude 
by the River tide, and pultun* oil aGar- 
mentof Feathers us'd by Sorcerers, and 
Ihaking a fort of Rattle made of a Goats 
Skull, crying after a mad manner, he 
proclaim'd lmnfelf abfolute Lord of 
Death, Seed, and Harveft, that all things 
were fubjed ro his Power i that he could 
deftroy all things with his Breath, and 
create them again j that he was three 
in Pcrfons, and but one God. For, laid 
the Blafphemous wretch,/ begot my Com- 
f anion, (that was his Man) mtu the Splen- 
dor of my Face-, and this young Woman 
proceeded from us bothjvhom we equally love , 
making itje of her by turns. This Monftcr 
of a Manaltouilh’d thofc Ignorant Peo- 
ple, and he the more to terrify them, 
roar’d after a hideous manner, that he 
would make a mighty Slaughter, and 
pfrefuming to rave before F. Cataldinus ,• 
ihaking his Rattle, skipping, repeating 
his Blafphoifiies againft the bleifed Tri- 
nity, aiurdeclaring, if they durft at- 
tempt smy thing againft him, he would 
deftroy their Converts and their Priefts ; 
TW Father juftly provok’d, order’d 
thofe that were next to feize him, and 
being deliver’d to the Officers, the (ham 
• God was well Whipp’d * and tho’ he 
cry’d out after a few Stripes, that he 
was no God, nor any thing different 
from any other vileFellow, that all hisDi- 
▼inity was vanilb’d, and he had mo Pow- 
er in his Breath \ yet the lufty Converts 
Who had him in Hand left not off, till 


they had given him an hundred lafhes c\J<yy 
by tale, the Boys laughing and mailing T.echoT 
fjport at him. The two following days L/'W 
he was again publickly Scourg’d, that 
he might three times abjure bis being 
God three in Perfons. This Punifhmenc 
brought him to a right underftandiog, 
for hisMan and Woman being detaia’d at 
Loreto^ he was banifh’d thcProvince fora 
time, which being expir’d he return’d and 
became aChriftian. This hapned about pi a g l3e , 
the Year 1618, at which time a raging * 
Plague ran thro* all the Province of 6 ««» 

»>4, which abundance of the new Con- 
veits believing would be Ids contagious 
if they were difpers’d, they fled in 
Shoals from the new Towns, into their 
antieut Woods, lb that the laft of the 
three Towns erefted in that Province, 
was utterly ruin’d, i he Heathens to 
whom Lome of them fled endeavour’d 
to perfuade them quite to abandon the 
Towns, and reftore themfclves to their 
antient Liberty j adding threats to their 
perfwafions, and declaring there was 
nothing they fo earneftly defir’d, as to 
have one merry bout at drinking out of 
a Piieft’s Skull. Howfoever, when the 
Plague abated, the Fathers with the at 
iiftanceof the moft faithful of the Con- 
verts, began to gather up thofe that had 
fnrviv’d out of the Woods and Marlhes, 
fome travelling one way, and forne an- 
other, and having brought together all 
the Converts, they by continual labour 
drew a great number of Infidels, which 
more than made amends for what the 
Plague had deftroy’d. The Converts, 
who were continually fearching out the . ... 

wild Indians between^he Rivers Parana p^p^, 
and Huibato. , light upon a fort of Men 
more fierce than generally the Guairani - 
ans arc. Many ot thefe had fall ned three 
or five little Scones in their Lips which 
ftuck out, and made them look hideous. 

They liv’d in Cottages not fo high as 
thcmfelvcs. All their Food was Dates, 
the Pith of the Palm-trees, fome little 
Venifon, and Roots. Having no Iron, 
they fupply’d that want, with lharp 
Stones and Bones fix’d to long Wooden 
handles. They had no name to exprefs 
Gpd, but worfhip’d the Thunder as their 
only Deity. The Fathers brought 73 of 
thefeMen at one time to inhabit theTown; 
but being us’d to feed upon fuch things a; 
grew naturally, and to Rve in fbady 
Woods, they all but four dy’d within a 
Year, having been firft Baptiz'd. Abe 
this time fome of the Planters 
that went about to take indtansJc 
to the new Towns of G«,«a*<^?Sporting,

Seven 
Years after, the lame F. Cataldinus 
preaching the Golpel to the Pirapoenfians , 
and after him other Fathers in feveral 


Parts of Guaira , found the fame Memo- 
ry and Prophecy of S. Thomas ftill pre- 
fer v’d } which is confirm’d by part of a 
l etter written by F- Emanutl Nobrega , 
Vilitor of Brafil, in the Year 1 5 52, whole 
Words are thefe. The Natives , (fays 
Amount! l' e ) ,x » Eralilians, have fome 
Df him in knowledge of S- Thomas, whom they call 
Brejil, Zume, and have it (deliver'd down to them 
by their Aucefiors , that he travel' d this way , 
and affirm his Footfteps are (till to be feen 
near a certain River , which that 1 might be 
more certain of, I went my f elf, and with 
my own Eyes , beheld the Imprejfion of four 
Feet and the Toes made pretty deep , which 
a) e fometimes cover'd by the fuelling Water. 
Thiy report thofe Imprefftons were made as 
S. Thomas fled from his Perfecutors , who 
would have kill'd him , and that the River 


divided it ftlf, through the midft of which 
he pafs'd without wetting his Feet , and went 
away, to India. They alfo recount , that the 
Arrows fhot at him , return'd back upon thofe 
that fhot them \ that the Woods through 
which he pafs'd made way for him } and%e 
promis'd he would fome time return to vifit 
thofe Countries.

Befides , near 
the Metropolis pf Paraguay , there is a 
lharp Rock having a fmall flat fpace at if ,4 ‘ 
the top, on which there are Hill the * 
prints of Mens Feet in the Stoue, and 
the Natives affirm, That from thence the 
Apoftle S. Thomas us'd to preach the Law 
of God, to the Maltitude reforting to him 
from all Parts } adding, That he taught 
them to plant the Mandioca, of which they 
make their fort of wooden Meal. Laurence 
Grado , Biffcop of Paraguay and after- 
wards of Cujco, as alfo Francis Alfaro of 
the King’s Councel, affirm. They found In Tent, 
Footfteps of the fame Apoftle in the Province 
of Miiqua. The Peruvians {hew a fcaill- 
Jefs Garment of an unknown Stuflj found 
among the A/hcs of a burning Mountain, 
a pair of Shooes of a moll fragrant Smell . 

As James Alvarez, de Pax., affirms, Prints 
of Feet upon Stone with exotick Char alters, 
and a Path through the Reeds on the Marfh 
of Titiaca, are ftill plain to be difetrn'd. 

And Men of Authority areiof opinion all 
thefe Things belong to S. Thomas the 
Apoftle, becaufe of the memory there 
is of him among the Indians, who call 
him Tume. Torribius Archbiffiop of Li- 
ma, renowned for San&ity of Life , 
caus’d that Rock on which the prints of 
a Mans Feet are, to be enclos’d within 
a Chappel } and before the coming of 
the Spaniards , CollaTupa Tutor to Guar - 
car Inga in his Youth, caus’d that Rock to 
be worlhip’d. In the Province of the 
Cachenfians, there are Rocks ftill to be 
feen fcorch’d with Fire, and it isa re- 
ceiv’d Tradition, that they were former- 
ly burnt with Fire from Heaven, Tent 
down to punilh the Peoples attempting 
to kill a certain Man that taught the Law 
of God} which Man the another 
People of Peru, held in fuch Ven eration, 
that they call’d him the Son of tl*e uni- 
verfal Creator. But nothing makes lb 
much for my purpofe, as the Croft at 
Carabuco , famous through all Peru.

River Vrvaica of the firft Magnitude, 
riling out of a fmall Spring in the Moun- 
tains of Brajil, carries but a fmall Stream 
for a long way and without any conlide- 
rable name, till having fwallow’d up 
many Screams and conliderable Rivers 
on both lides, and by that means increas’d 
its ftorc, it becomes equal to, if not 
greater than the Paraguay, and falls into 
the River of Plate , a little above the 
Port of Buenos Ayres , where lofing its 
Name and Channel, as it were fora Pu- 
nilhment of its Preemption, it is hurry’d 
away into the Sea. For when it has once 
left Braz.il running direftly up the In- 
land, it gives a turn and runs continu- 
ally parallel to the River Parana , not 
much inferior to it for greatnels. Great 
Stones and Rocks lying in it at certain 
diftances, make it incapable of Ships of 
burden ; but when it has receiv’d the 
Winter floods from the Rains and other 
Rivers, fwelling over its Shoals, valt 
Rocks and both Banks, unleis where con- 
fined by mighty topping Shores^tfpreads 
its Waters like a Sea. It runs two hun- 
dred Leagues from its Source with a 
mighty Noile, being ftreightned by con- 
tinual Ridges of Rocks and Woods, 
till having with much ftrugfjngrid it felf 
of thofe troubleiome Obftacn j, it glides 
more gently along the Plaii.£. .The 
Woods, which abound in Monkeys, Ty* 
gers. Parrots and other forts or -. Crea- 
tures, differ but little from thofe P4- 
rana. Formerly nothing was to be leen 
in the Fields, but Oftriches, Lions and 
feveral forts of Goats and Deer ; at pre- 
rent all that vaft extent of Land on both 
fides the River is Paftore, cover’d by an 
infinite number of Cows and Horfes ; as 
if thefe'Reafts had fucceededin the place 
of Men, who formerly in great multi- 
tudes 
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tqdes Inhabited thefe Plains, bat are 
now very thi£ confidering the largenefs 
of the Country. The Province Vrvaica , 
fo call’d from the River of that Name, 
caches as fawn length as the River. On 
the fSfcfaazjl and the Atlantick 

Ocean, on the Weft Parana, on the 
North Guaira, and on the South the River 
of Platt-, and is divided into feveral 
Provinces diftinguilh’d by as many bar- 
barous Languages. Among them all the 
Guar anions far excel the left, both in 
number and aptnefs to be civiliz’d and 
b.ecomc Chriftians. The firft European 
fut* x>if- 1 cun find that attempted to difeover this 
cove ers Province, was Ramon or Raimund , fent 
of 6 mice. thither by Gavot the Difcoverer of South 
America for the Emperor Charles V. in 
the Year 1 526. He failing up the River 
in a Frigat, was {lain in Battle by the 
Charvas a moft fierce People, with ma- 
ny of his Companions. Afterwards in 
the Year 1 5 57, an hundred and twenty 
Spaniards were fent by the Governor 
Martin Praia, to build a Town near the 
Mouth of the River Vrvaica. But the 
very firft Year of their fetling there, the 
Natives tir’d them out with fuch conti- 
nual Attacks, that they were forced to 
abandon the Colony. As they were 
failing back to Paraguay , a moft difmal 
accident befel them j tor many of them 
being gone alhore at Noon to dine, the 
high Bank on which they fate, on a hid- 
den opening and finking under them , 
drew thofePerfons that were dining, af- 
ter it into the River, making fo great a 
Commotion in the Water, that one of 
the Ships being overfet, ftnek its Maft 
in the Bottom of the River, not one 
of thofe that went out to dine efcaping. 
But the Ship recovering, brought up a 
Woman alive after (he had been many 
Fathom under Water. • About the Year 
1610, the Governor Ferdinand Arias 
m#de his way with fome Spanijh Troops 
to the Province of Vrvaica-, but hearing 
of the great Multitudes of Natives there 
were in thofe Parts, retir’d inglorioufly 
without dping any thing -, for the Bar- 
barians Wa fecur’d themfelves by fpread- 
ing therTcrror of their Name far and 
nearyanfomuch that the Spaniards, as co- 
vetous as they were to make themfelves 
.Matters of thole vaft Countries, fo fa- 
mous for the fruitfulnefs of the Soil , 
plenty of Pafture, and conveniency of 
their Rivers yet defpair’d of ever fob- 
bing the Vrvaicans by force of Arms. 
This great Work was refolv’d to be per- 
form’d by the preaching of the # Gofpel, 
BQd the firft that attempted it was F. 


Rock Gonzalez. . Whilft he and F. James (\A /7 
Perea were teaching the [.aw of C)od Ter ho. 
upon the River Parana, fonic of the Vr- 
vaicans, attrafted by the fame of the 
new Religion, came feveral times to the 
new Town of Itapua, under pretence of 
Trade, and were there courtcoufly en- 
tertain’d by. the Fathers, hoping the Manner 
Chrittian Faith might be propagated in , ? tro ' 
their Country. The fmall number of chrif^a- 
Preachers obftru&ed it for a long while, nity. 
till the Provincial Peter Onate being re- 
inforced, appointed F. Roch Gonzalez, for 
this great Work. He fet out attended 
by a fmall number of Converts, and hav- 
ing travel’d through difmal Places as for 
as the Brook Aracuta , which runs into 
the River Vrvaica , found there a great 
number of Indians, who had notice of 
his coming by their Spies, and were 
there naked, but arm’d with Clubs and 
Bows, haughtily commanding him to 
proceed no farther, becaufe it would cer- 
tainly colt him his life. His Compani- 
ons terrify’dby their Threats left him, 
but he lay in a Wood ail Night with on- 
ly two Boys that ferv’d at Mals, and the 
next Morning Quaracipucuiius a Cacique 
of note came to him, promifing his Pro- 
tection againft his Country People. By 
his lollicitation feveral Caciques met, and 
refolv’d to hear the Father, who having 
declar’d to them the caufe of his coming, 
fo far prevail’d , that Nieza the molt 
powerful of all the Caciques, invited him 
to his Village. The River Vrvaica was 
two Leagues from this Village, whither 
he went with Nieza, and gathering a 
multitude of Indians , let up a Croft of 
a mighty bignefs on* the Bank of ir, 
teaching thofe People to pay a devout 
Veneration to it, for having expounded 
the myitery of the Redemption, and 
thereupon kifs’d the Crofs, all the Hea- 
thens fell down and worlhip’d it. There 
is a place a League diftant from the Ri- 
ver Vrvaica, call’d Ibitiraqua, where fe- 
veral of the Caciques aflemblingupon the 
Day of the Conception of the Virgin 
Mary, F. Gonzalez mark’d out the Ground 
for a Town, to which he gave the Name 
of the Conception , and abundance of In- 
dians from all parts reforted to Inhabit 
it, fo that it afterwards became the Me- 
tropolis of the Province of Vrvaica.

Being dilappointed of this Defign, he 
apply’d himfelf to build another Town, 
jvlrch, that it might be done with lefs 
danger of his life, .he caus’d the Con- 
verts to appoint a‘ general Hunting, as 
they call it, to which the Vrvaicans dwel- 
ling in all the neigbouring Plains were 
General j n vited. The manner of thofe general 
Hunting, hjjjjjjfjgs is thus. The Indian Hunters 
befet a" large Field,- encompaffing it with 
their Multitude ; then upon a Signal gi- 
ven, they contract, drawing equally in- 
to a lels Circumference towards the 
center, whither all the Oftriches, and 
wild Beafh retire for fear of the Men ; 
having fhut them up into a very narrow 
compafs, they give a Ihout for joy, and 
tall to flaughtering the Game, which 
they dreft and fealt together: The In- 
dians us’d to refort to this lport from 
far and near. F. Gonzalez, under pre- 
tence of feeing this Sport, hop’d to gain 
an opportunity of finding a fit place to 
build a Town, and become acquainted 
with the Heathens. Both thefe things 
lie perform’d, yet could not for the pre- 
fent, attempt the eretting of the Town. 
Belidcs, at his return from the hunt- 
ing, he found the Plague in his new 
Town of the Conception , which made 
the Converts difperfe, and found him 
and his Companions work enough to 
follow them intoche Woods and Plains, 
that they might not die without help. 
After the Plague follow'd Famine, which 
was fo fharp, that what had cfcaped 
before, fled to remote places, eating 
any filthy Food they met with. The 
Sorcerers gave out, this was a Punilh- 
ment for embracing the Chriftian Faith 
and the Paranenfians were not wanting 
to blow the Coals, but ftill the Patience 
and Rcfolntion of the Fathers prevail'd, 
and they brought back the Indians , and 
reftored the Town. 

In the Year i 52 o, the Provinces of 
Paraguay and the River of Plate, which 
till then had been fubjedt to one Gover- 
•faur, and one Bilhop, were divided in- 
jM jtwo federal Governments and Bi- 
Hlfiricks, the River Parana bejng the 
-Jjfeandary of both their Jurifdittions. 
JjHfe firft new Governoor of the River 
'^f\fH&brought over with him from 
Lisbon^v&kixzry to the known Laws,

The Rector who was a plain, harmleft 
Man, took their Advice, and appointed 
a Judge over the King's Judge : This ! 
Perfon fo appointed being fet on by the 1 
Governour’s Emiffaries, gave Sentence , 
againft the King’s Judge for the wrong 
done to the Society, and feat him back . 
by force into Spain : The King’s Coun- 
cil in Spain complain’d of this Affront 
to the General of the Jefuits, who, bc- 
fides other religious Punifhments in flitt- 
ed in private, declar’d the Rettor for 
ever incapable of the fourth Vow of the : 
Order, and of any Dignity or Prefer- 
ment in it. The King on the other ; 
fide, fent one of the Counfcl of Peru to 
punilh the Abettors of that Infolence, 
who is faid to have fin’d them in 80000 
Pifloles : Difcord at this time, like a 
Plague, ran through the whole Province, 
and particularly the Towns of Santta Fe 
and the viffumption. About the fame 
time a Spaniard being abroad in the 
Field, was fet upon by a Tyger, which 
had broke through a Wring of Indians , 
and with much difficulty cfcaped alive, 
but mnch torn; which Accident was 
very remarkable, becaufe it is the na- 
ture of Tygers ever toafTaulttbe mean- 
eft Creature firft: Thus, if it meets a 
Man on Horfe-back with a Dog, it firft 
falls upon the Dog, then the Horfc, and 
laft of all the Man ; nay, it goes fur- 
ther, and makes choice of Men, fo that 
if it meet an Indian , a Black, and an Eu- 
ropean together, the Indian is firft at- 
tack’d, then the Black, and the Eu- 
ropean: Even among Spaniards $ makes a 
diftinttion, and picks ont thofe ^rft that 
have molt mixture of Indian -plood.

but it was not long before he was re- 
duced to reltore them, and be recon- 
cil’d. The Governour of the River of 
Plate had defir’d of the lalb Provincial, 
to fend F. Peter Romero , who was skil- 
ful in managing the Indians , up the Ri- 
ver Vrvaico, to try whether the Taroji- The 2 >0^ 
ans might be brought under, and a new 
Town built at the Mouth of the Aid 
River. Tho’ the Mouth of the River 
Vrvaica be not far from Buenos Ayres , 
yet no body had dar’d to venture up it, 
the numerous Indians on both fides, all 
of them fierce People, and fpcaking fe- 
vcral Languages, having refus'd all Com- • 
merte with Strangers. Among them all, 
the Tarojians and Chamans were molt 
obftiuate in adhering to their Ancient 
Cuftoms -, living difpers’d, utter Stran- 
gers to Husbandry, and any Form of 
Government -, and lo very barbarous, 
that they cut ofT a Joint or a Finger at 
the death of every one of their Kin- 
dred, lo that there arc leveral of them 
who have nothing left but the bare Palm 
of their Hand. Before the coming of 
the Spaniards, they liv’d upon Oftriches, 
other Fowl, Venilon and Fifh : At pre- 
fent, they ride about the Plains, there 
being valt Herds of Oxen and Horfes : 

They feed, for the molt part, on Beef 
half raw, generally ufc Slings, and are 
fo expert at them, that they often hit 
Birds flying, and knock down the largelt 
Beads. F. Romero ventur’d among them 
attended only by one Spaniard and a few 
Indians that row’d : Whercfoever they 
went, they met fierce; Men, with their 
Bodies anointed, their Hair hanging be- 
low their Shoulders, their l imbs deform- 
ed with much pricking of them, and 
formidable for their hideous Voices. 

Thefe being exhorted to embrace Re- 
ligion and Civility, politively refus’d ad- 
mitting any alteration of their Ancient 
Manners. Neverthelefs the Father pro- 
ceeded till he came to thefirft Villages 
of the Guaranians , an hundred Leagues 
diftant from the Mouth of the River 
Vrvaica, and was very defirousto make 
his way through, to that part of the 
Province Vrvaica , where F. Gonzalez , 
four Years before, had founded the Town 
of the Conception •, but the Indians would 
not permit, threatning immediate Death*, 
if he did not turn back. * Therefor* 
finding none of all thole People ripe for 
the Gdfpel, he return’d to the Port b£- 
Buenos Ayres , to give an Account of 
Z Z z z 2 , ; p.' 3 *‘What 
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f\A/ wh# lie bad fecn, to his Provincial, and 
Tecbo. t hc King’s Governour. 

The Provincial immediately Tent him 
back to the Guaicureans , two hundred 
The Ciai- Leagues up the Rivers of Plate and Pa- 
inftrutt- ran *> where he employ’d all his Talent 
t d. with his Companions in reducing that 
Nation ; but the Barbarity of thofe Peo- 
ple truitraicd the Labours of thofe Fa- 
thers. Three Montlis after his arrival 
there, the Commander of the Guaicu- 
tcans, and his Mother, attended by a 
great number of Indians, met the Pro- 
vincial, then going and vifiting the Col- 
lege of Affumption , iutrcuting him to 
afford their People his prefence. The 
‘ manner of inviting him was thus; there 
went before a Woman linging and ex- 
prcfli.ig the Defiles of the Nation in 
Tune, declaring in many Words, how 
acceptable and beneficial it would be to 
that miferable Nation to enjoy his pre- 
fcncc; when her Song was ended, the 
whole Company, with confus’d Cries 
dom ing the lame thing, obligd the Pro- 
vincial to crofs the Paraguay and repair 
to the place where the Guaicureans had 
fet up the Cottages of Matts, about the 
Chappel of the Society, in the foirnof 
a Town: The Provincial articled with 
the Commander, that in cafe he would 
have the Fathers Itay amongft them, 
they Ihould fettle in the Town, and 
forbear un juft Wars; became it was not 
fit, that thofe, who had fo many Years 
fince put thcmfelves into the Hands of 
the Society, Ihould be no way civiliz’d. 
They, in appearance, fubmitting to the 
Conditions, receiv’d fomc Gifts from 
the Provincial ; y ft very little Credit 
was given to their Promifcs, becaufe 
many Years Experience had flicwn, 
that they would not flay long in a 
Cnftoms place, their Inclinations to War being 
ol theirs. f lK h, that they change their Habitati- 
on every Year almoft, to find out new 
Enemies. When they return from War, 
they bi ing home to their Wives, in tri- 
umphant manner, the Sculls of their E- 
nemies (lain ; which Sculls the Women 
on their Feftival Days, bring out in 
great Pomp, with the commendation of 
the People, as it were to infulc over 
their Enemies. Nay, they are lome- 
timesfo mad, as to contend with the 
Foments. When a Storm arifes, and 
much»Thnndcr, or Wind, they 
>:, r out in Troops, as it were to 
(halting their Clubs in the c Air, 
Tfflooting flights of Arrows that way 
f rofn when ce the Lightning comes ; and 
belie vlifgfhia^how of relblution hinders 


the Spirits or Devils, whom, they look' 
upon as the caufers of alf T empefts, 
from doing any mifebief. (They hav^ 
alfo fome Feftivals in which dky rc- 
prefent Battles. There is wrtime of 
fo much Joy among them^is when the 
North Winds begin ta blow in that 
Hemifphcre ; for then, without any 
regard of Age or Condition, they fill *" 
the Air with Cries, beating one ano- 
ther with their Fills, computing the 
Year will prove plentiful, or other- 
wife according to the mcafure of their 
madnefs. T herefore the Provincial, 
tho’ he had but fmall hopes of con- 
verting thofe People, left the Fathers 
there to try the utmoil, who conti- 
nu’d three Years longer, and then ut- 
terly abandon’d the place, when they 
had been in it fixteen Years, without 
reaping any Fruit among thofe harden- 
ed Barbarians, but only the baptizing 
fome Infants, and a very few at Mens 
eftatc, at the point of death. At the 
fame time the Plague raging through league 
the Province of Parana , made mighty 
havock in all the new Towns of the 
converted Indians , but more especially 
at Jagitapua, where the Fathers had been 
eight Years a gathering a conlidcrable 
number of Indians , and bringing them 
into the Church. Here the Diftem- 
per was Jo virulent, that after the 
grc. fcr p ut of the Inhabitants had pe- 
riflicd, thofe lew that remained wenta- 
way, fome to Itapua, and fome to o- 
thet pieces. As loon as the Infc&ion 
ccafed, the Fathers, with infinite la- 
bour, fearched all the Woods, Moun- 
tains, and Mai Ihcs, ro bi i,ig frefl) Sup- 
plies of Inhabitants to the Towns.

Having wan- 
died a kmjfwhilc without knowing the 
way thrqpgh the Woods, they at Iaft 
met niia Man more like a painted De- 
vi] thj^f an Indian , who a&ing the Part 
of aw'Angel , undertook to introduce 
thp' Fathers into his Village, provided 
/they would let him go before , to dif- 
pofe them to receive their Guefts fa- 
vourably \ alluring them it would be 
very dangerous to go without he made 
way for them. The Fathers thinking 
it fafer to ftand the Brunt of coming up- 
on thofe People fuddenly, thin to give 
them time to confult together, follow’d 


fuch a Calm , that they had leafure to 
build the Town in Peace, and Dedicate 
it to S. Francis Xaverius. Not only the 
neighbouring People, but even thofe 
that before had been Enemies, and others 
from remoter Parts retorting to Inha- 
bit this Town, it came to contain 1 500 
Families. Here F. Cataldinus was left 
alone, and fo continu'd a Year among 
thofe barbarous People. 

The other two Fathers Ruiz, and Sala- 
zar undertook a new dangerous Expe- 
dition into the Lands of T aiaoba , where- 
of 1 find the following Account. Hm- 
bdius a River in Guaira, falling into thy 
Parana , under the Tropiekjof Capricorn , 
has on its Banks Vtttarica, a little Spanijh 
City, ,thirty Leagues from its Mouth, 
and eight Indian Towns not far from it, 
and under its Jurifdi&ion.

Teel jo. phis Precipice was a Boundary and En- 
LW\} trcuchmenc *to Taiaoba , and his confe- 
derate Caciques. All this Nation is fo 
O.bals. b ;ir baroufly greedy of Human Flefh, that 
when they wanr Enemies, they inhu- 
manly Kill and Eat their own People. 
Some of them weau their Children with 
MansFlelh, and make the Heads of their 
Arrows of Men’s Bones , making the 
Monuments of their Brutality the Inftru- 
ments of frcih Cruelty. Which makes 
me admire Ranfonierius ihould write , 
that in this part of Guana , there are 
no Tygers or wild Beads, whereas 
there arc almoft as many wild Beads as 
Natives for the old Saying fits no Na- 
tion fo cxaftly, viz.. Man plays the Wolf 
with Man. The reafbn why this Coun- 
try took its Name from Taiaoba , was 
becanfe he being the mod powerful of 
all the neighbouring Caciques, was by 
his People call’d the Great. Take this 
Of Taito- Account of him. Some Years before 
h. this we now write of, an European Com- 
mander, famous for his Hatred to the 
Indians, coming from the Metropolis of 
Paraguay to V.llarica with a Power, pre- 
tending Frieudfhip,fcnt to invite Taiaoba 
to come to him, promifing him much 
Courtelic and feme Prefents. Upon 
publick Faith given Taiaoba , and three 
other powerful Caciques , come to Villa- 
rica , full of Hopes of what they were 
to receive, but there indead of Gifts, 
tiiey met wjitli 1 hreats , Stripes and 
Bonds •, that Commander terrifying 
them with Death and Tortures, if they 
did not bring a Number of Indians to 
ViUarica, to be mjdc Slaves. Three of 
the four Caciques , rather than betray 
their People, darv’d themfclvcs to Death 
in Frifon. Taiaoba alone cfcaping with 
fjis Fetters into his Territories, for the 
future was fo drift in hindring any re- 
fort to bis Territories, that he not only 
kept off the Spaniards , but tore to Pieces 
and devour’d the Indians fent to him at 
fcveral times to fettle Peace. The Spa- 
niards had often invaded him, but never 
came off without much Lofs i infomuch 
that there were no farther Thoughts of 
fubduing them. Thus dood Taiaoba , 
when F. Ruiz, entertain’d Thoughts of 
Converting thofe People. When his 
Delign was known, every Body affirm’d 
Ife went in great Daoger of his Life j 
but be let otic and travell’d eight Days 
difficult Journey, with F. Salazar, a re- 
folucc Man, to the Borders of Taiaoba, 
and leaving his Companion in the 
Towns*a baut ViUarica, he pafs’d over 


the Precipice, and got to the firlf'Vi]*. 
lage of Taiaoba ’s Party j and perceiving 
how great the Danger was, thole Man* 
eating Indians flocking about frouvaE? 
Parts, he prepar’d himfeff tan fifteen 
Converts that attended hha^ior Death? 

As he was fo imploy’d, due Cantbals and 
Sorcerers gather’d abdut him, to Whom 
he declar’d the caufe of his coming, 
which was to teach them the way to 
Heaven thiough Jefus jChrid, and how 
to avoid etetnal Torments. Scarce hail 
he Ipoke thofe Words, when the Indi- 
ans gave him the l.ye, declaring him 
guilty of Death for denouncing eternal 
Torments to them, and were juft rea- 
dy to fall upon him. John Guiraius a 
Convert perfuaded him to fly, which as 
they did the Arrows (lew about them lo 
thick , that Seven were immediately 
Kill’d, and Guiraius perceiving they all 
aim’d at the Father, who could not fly 
fo well as the reft, clap’d his Gown and 
Cap on him himfclf , that the Indians 
might miftakc him for the l’rieft, and 
aim at him. Thus they both efcap’d in- 
to a Wood, with Seven more of their 
Companions, whence with great Sor- 
row they made their way through the 
Buihes and Brambles, down to the Ri- 
ver, and there found a Boat two old 
Men had brought from a Village that 
was in Amity, hearing of the Danger 
they were in. This Boat carry’d him 
down the River to the Towns about 
Villarica , where he found F. Salazar. In 
the mean while, the Canibals having di- 
vided the Booty F. Ruiz left behind him, 
made a Fcaft of the Bodies of the Con- 
vert Indians , nothing troubling them, 
but that they had mift of the Prieft’s 
Flelh, and could not drink about in his 
Skull. F. Salazar was left in thole 
Towns of Converts about ViUarica, that 
being near at Hand, he might endea- 
vour by Kindnefs to win Taiaoba ’s Peo- 
ple, but nothing fucceeded for a Year 
and a half. F. Ruiz went away to the 
Town of S. Xaverius, whK;h he found 
mnch encreas’d by a great timber of 
Converts, and having afterwards been 
to give an Account of his Aftiofo to the 
Provincial return’d into the Province of 
Guaira , where attempting to redact* the 
Tucutienfians , he found the Succefs tar.

MauUza taking up his Breviary to fay 
his Office, he believing that Book difeo- 
vt t'd all Secrets to the Europeans , of his 
own accotd reveal’d all that could not 
be extorted from him before, declaring 
that the Enemy defir’d nothing more 
than to gorge themfelves with the Flelh 
of the i’riefts, and had refolv’d to ruin 
the Town, and Slaughter all its Inhabi- 
tants. Upon this intelligence Pindovius 
led out his Men with all expedition a- 
gjinlt the Enemy but their being dif- 
.ippointed by their Spy, fearing fomc 
Treachery, retir’d to their own Lands. 
But to 1 eturn to the great Taiaoha , from 
whom tire continu'd Series of thde Af- 
■ fairs has diverted us, he being now 
fomewhat mollify ’d by the Fame of the 
Society, fent two of his Sons in a Dif- 
guife with the Cauque Alaetidius to the 
Town of S. Xai'erius , to difeover whe- 
ther ail was true that was reported of 
the Society. They having liv’d con- 
ceal’d foine Days in the Town, were 
at laft dilcover’d by a Servant of theirs 
to F. Francis Diaftanitts , who then had 
charge of the Ihitiramhetans. The Fa- 
ther hoping that opportunity might 
Serve to oblige Taiaoha, fent for the two 
Youths, aud Afatndius in an honourable 
manner, and ask’d what was the Deilgn 
of their coming who ingenuoufly au- 
fwer’d, they came as Spies to pry into 
the Manners of the Chriftian Priefts and 
their Converts. Next he ask’d, How 
they lik’d the Religion? To which 
. they unanimoufly reply’d, they lik’d it 
well, and*yould perfuade Taiaoha to ad- 
mic.Chriftianity in his Dominions. This 
done, they were handfomly clad and lent 
TjjJdr. F. Ruiz being inform’d hereof by 
Letter, halted to the T own of S. Xavtrius. 
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Taiaoha hearing of his approach, Vjgtcpt 
out to the Borders of bis Territories ta 
meet him with a .great Retinue, and 
bracing him with great Denwflltr*fc8% 
of Joy, laid, Behold me^htfe, O F ather ? 
receive me as your Scn^Jand infintffme 
what 1 am to do. His Wilt in no Ids 
obliging a manner, fet before him her 
three little Children, whom F. Ruiz lor- 
ingly Imbracing, wonderfully oblig’d 
both the Parents. For nothing lo much 
takes with the Indians , as to fee their 
Children be lov’d by Strangers. Being 
conduced through Arches made of 
Boughs, with great Noife of Trumpets, 
into Taiaoha? $ Lands ; His firft care was 
to chufe a Place to build a Town, and 
having pitch’d upon it near the River 
Huihaio, with the a Alliance of 300 In- 
dians he eredted a Crofs, laid the Foun- 
dation of a Church, mark’d out the Plat 
for the Town, created Magiftrates in 
the Name of hisCatbolick Majefty, gave 
the chief Command to Taiaoha, appoint- 
ed his eldcfl Son Captain of the Forces, 
honour’d the other Caciques withlcveral 
Titles , baptiz’d 2S fmall Children of 
Taiaoha' s by fcveral Wives, and gave 
hopes to thofe that were grown to Mens 
cllate, that they Ihould be receiv’d into 
the number of the Faithful, as loon as 
they had learnt the Rudiments of Christi- 
anity. The Sorcerers enrag’d at this Suc- 
cefs, llirr’d up all the neighbouring Peo- 
ple againft Taiaoha , who letting out gave 
lit id; Command that no harm ihould be 
done to F. Ruiz , their dcAgn being to 
take him alive , and kill him with So- 
lemnity at a Feaft. Taiaoha and his con- 
federate Caciques being much inferior to 
the Enemy in number, and fcnlible of 
their Danger, went late at Night to F. 
Ruiz deAring to be baptiz’d, and pro- 
mifing, If that Favour were granted them , 
to dye Manfully in Defence of the Faith. 
The Father coniidering the prelent Cir- 
cumftances, Inftru&ed them the be'fl he 
could for that fliort time, and made them 
all Chrillians. Before b^eak of Day the 
Enemy having divided than Troops in- 
to four parts, attack’d T mania’s Forces. 
At the flrlt Onfet feveral of tile Enemies 
aud two of ours fell, many on fcoth tides 
and among them Taiaohd’s Sod being 
Wounded, and his whole Party {nitto 
flight. F. Ruiz order’d Taiaoha to may 
in the Place defigo’d to build the Town, 
with the Cacique Piraquatia , till they 
could have an opportunity of retrieving 
that Misfortune. The People of Fil- 
larica hearing of what had hapned, lent 
500 Converts well Arm'd againft thole 

revolted 
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revolted Indians. T (incoming £( >a Bat- 
t\ and being overptwred by the Mul- 
Wmt of the EnemiOs, were forced to 
Tecure thtmfelves within Palifadoes. 
Where the fight being renew’d, thpy 
mail all have perilh’d, had not f. Ruiz. 
advis’d them to receive all the Enemies 
Arrows without (hooting any, becaufe 
both (ides make ufe of th§ Enemies Ar- 
rows, and when they have none left they 
certainly fly. By this means our Men 
having receiv’d aU their Arrows without 
any harm, foon put them to flight, which 
done they return'd home. It hapned in 
this Expedition that our Men having put 
the Enemies to flight, brought away a 
Pot full of Flcfli, whereof F. Ruiz's Hun- 
ger prefling, and believing it to be Vcni- 
fon, eat a little, but was (truck with 
horror, when at the bottom of the Pot 
they found a Mans Head and Hands, and 
above all when it was found to be the 
Flefli of his own Clerk, who being taken 
in the former flight, had been referv’d 
for a folemn Entertainment. Concern- 
ing the Ceremonies of their Fcafts of 
human Flelh, becaufe we have often oc- 
cation to mention them, take this (hort 
account. The Man-eaters of the Pro- 
vince of Guaira led any Prifoner they 
took in War to their Village, allowing 
Ceremo- him all manner of Dainties they could 
nies of kil- think of, that he being fatted, might 
ling Men fatten others with his Flefli. During the 
to eat. fatting Time, it was a Crime to refufe 
him any Thing he had a mind to. On 
the Day before the Slaughter was to be, 
the Inhabitants of the Village calling in 
the Neighbours on all Tides, made a 
mighty Appearance. Firft went a great 
number of armed Men two and two , 
and Women in the lame manner j one 
Maid in the midft of the Proceflion rich- 
ly adorn’d with Feathers and Garments, 
carry’d a Club, the Inftrument of their 
Crflelty,in a fine Difir, and another drefs’d 
like her,a Crown or Garland for the in- 
tended Vi&ims. Lofty brawny Women 
led the Prisoner, bound about the mid- 
dle with (jriick Ropes and his Armsloofe, 
throwing Sticks and Stones at all about 
him. If the Priloner hapned to hurt any 
Body, all the Multitude applauded his 
Valour and Dexterity, with great Shouts 
and Acclamations. The Proceflion of 
the Eve being ended, they fpent the 
Night in confute Noife, Dancing and 
Drunken nels *, cramming the Priloner 
with Meat and Drink. In the Morning 
they led him in the (ame manner* as the 
Day before to the Place of Slaughter, 
wherehaving repeated all the fame Fol- 
Vol. IV. 


lies, the Prifoner being CJrown’d by CS^/^n 
fbme powerful Cacique and curioufly A- 1 ecbo ‘ 
dom’d, was knock’d down with the Club. 

When down all there prefent ft ruck him, 
leaving their old Names and taking new 
Ones, and even the little Children hav- 
ing Names given them by their Mothers, 
were forced toftrike the Body with their 
Hands. When it appear’d he was dead, 
all theCompany broke out into inmaode^ 
rate Laughter, and Danced abouc before 
the inhuman Fcaft. Then they boil the 
Carols, cut in pieces and eat it, fend- 
ing fome Pieces to the neighbouring 
Villages, that they might Tafte and take 
new Names. This Barbarity was look'd 
upon as a glorious Death, and therefore 
very few rufoiitis nude their efeape, 
tho’ they iii'gui cald v do it. Things 
not being jet iipe for building the 
Town, becaufe the Enemies were too 
powerful and the Friends but few *, F. 

Ruiz retir’d from 'hence to \Hk the 
other Parts of Guaira. Havinr perform d 
that Duty, he return'd with greater Re- 
folution, and tho’ all People dilf.vaded 
him, alledging, H. would infallibly be de- 
vour'd by the barbarous Indians, nothing 
could alter him. He therefore font be- 
fore Nicholas Taiaoba , with Orders to 
gather all the Force he could to oppofo 
the Enemies, whilft he had recourfe to 
God for Aid. About the lame time an 
hundred of the Bloodied of thof z Indians 
who had formerly eaten the feven Con- 
verts that attended F. Ruiz, came and 
fubmitted themfelves to him \ aud News 
was brought that feven Caciques , who 
were mortal Enemies 0 to Chriftianity, 
had been beaten to Death with Clubs in 
the Woods, and many others of that 
damp Slain in the lame Place , yet it 
could never be known who had made all 
that Slaughter. So many Obftacles be- 
ing remov’d, F. Ruiz fee forward, and 
within a few Days was met by Taiaoba 
and Piraquatia , with whom he went to 
the Place defign’d to build the Town, 
where he found very few Indians , be- , 
caufe the Followers of Taiaoba and Pa- 
raquatia underftanding the Other Indians Archives 
had again Conlpir’d againft them durft built. 
not altemble. Guiravera a Cacique was 
the mod inveterate of Canibals, who 
now threatned F. Ruiz, (hould not ef- 
cape him, and therefore call’d together* 
all the Caciques of his Faftion,* who agre- 
ed to put his Defign in Execution, which 
was thus diteppointed. Among the reft 
was Ararnndio, who in the former At- 
tempt againft F. Ruiz , Commanded their 
FOrceS j him Guiravera upon fome fufpi- 
A a a a a cion 
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rs_A>o cion. Murder’d with his own Hand, and 
Teclto. lay’d him before the reft to be eaten, 
i/VV, defigning to make a Fcaft of all his Fol- 
lowers. Accordingly Cheacabic another 
Cacique , who had formerly promis’d his 
Concubines to Treat them with F. Ruiz's 
Legs, was foot through. Thefe Mur- 
ders bred Difcord, and fo the Enemies 
Forces were divided, and Taiaoba's Par- 
ty fo coufidcrably Increas’d, that of 80 
X'actepres there were in that part of the 
Country, 60 favour’d Chriftianity with 
Taiaub.t. F. Ruiz, encourag’d by this Suc- 
ccls, fell to Work on Building the new 
Town, gave it the Name of the Seven 
Archangels , and fetlcd the Form ot Go- 
vernment. There he baptiz'd 500 Per- 
fons, before he left that populous Town 
to the charge of F. Peter Spinojd to go 
himfclf into the Plain, where we foall 
fpeak of him again hereafter. 

Of the Tho’ forae Account has been given be- 

Feopie of f° rc at number 40. of the Province of 
Cuioor Cuio or Chiutito, we will here add a fur- 
Chiiuito. ther Relation our Author gives out of 
a Letter of F. Dominick Gonzalez? Re&or 
of the College of Mendoza , the Capital 
of that Province, who labour’d much for 
the Converfion of thole People, and 
writing to the Provincial , fpeaks thus 
of them. The Indians flays hej among 
whom I have been , inviting one another 
j Worn fcveral Villages , have often folemn Re - 
veilings. I faro the Places of their mad 
drunken Meetings , which the Lord of the 
Village and Mujfcr of the Feafts enclofes 
with Straw, making them round with Gaps 
at certain dijtances , and in bignefs proporti- 
onable to the number of the Gucjts. There 
all the Men pafs three or four Days in Dan- 
cing and Singing , without Sleeping. The 
Women are not to come within thefe Inclo - 
fares , only when they bring their Husbands 
Wine , which they do with their Eyes Jhut , and 
their Face turn'd away, if through any neg- 
lect they look upon the Men when they are 
Revelling in that Ring , the Punifhment is 
Death j which Law is Jo rigorous, that nei- 
ther the Flush and forgives his Wife, nor the 
Father his Daughter. The reafon they give 
for this fuperftitious Cruelty , is that they 
have found by Experience , as they pretend, 
that fame of the Revellers dye prtftfltly, and 
fometimos are openly kill'd % the Devil , if 
they are fetn by Women in that Enclqfure. 
The Devil bejore call'd upon, is prefent at 
Shefc Dances , and the way of raifing of him 
is tfsds. An old Pellow J landing in the 
midfif tf the Dancers , beats a Drum till 
he viftbly appears with a mighty pfoife, in 
the jbape of a Man, Dog or Fox. When 
come, the Devil dm not refufe to Drink, 


then having made | Speech to the Company, 
the Parents offer ' tjieir Children to hiyffy 
whom he marks as hsj, drawing Bleed jjjhptc* 
them with his Hails. At other times, twf* 
that defire to devote their 0oildren to tjte 
Devil , carry them to certain old Men ap- 
pointed for that purpofe, who tear the Chil- 
drens Sktn with their Nails , and pierce 
their Heads with a fliart Bone till they bleed 
plentifully , the 'Blood which runs they receive 
in their Hands and fcatter it in the Atr, 
believing the Children Confecrated by this 
Ceremony. Having thus Blooded them, 
they make them jafi in feme retir'd Place 
remote from all other Company, by which 
Mifery they pretend they become firong. 

All the Nation adores the Sun, Moon and 
Morning Star, hoping for all Health and 
Profperity from them. Thus F. Conzalez 
of the People of the Province of Cuio 
or Chicuito. 

Let us look back a little into the Pro- n,eTow- 
vincc of Parana, where fome attempts 0 f theAV 
had been made to introduce Chriftianity tivity built 
among thofc People, Inhabiting on the 
Banks of the upper pai t of the River, 
yet at length fome of the Caciques had 
been fo far oblig’d by frequent Courte- 
lies, that it was believ’d there might be 
a probability of building a Town. F. 

James Boroa and Claudius Ruiz undertook 
this Work in the Year 1624. fetting for- 
wards in March , with a Company of fc- 
lefl Converts. The Mouth of the River 
Acarai is 30 Leagues from the Town of 
Corpus Chrijli, whence they fet out. A- 
bout that River dwelt fevcral Caciques, 
one of whom of his own accord, aflign’d 
a Place in his Liberty to build the Town. 
TheReport whereof being fpread abroad, 
drew many Caciques thither to confer, 
who departed lb as was believ'd they had 
been gain’d over to the Faith. The Fa- 
thers therefore built a fort of Chappel 
for prefent ufe, and give the new Town 
the Name of the Nativity of the Virgin 
Mary, taking all pofliblc care to attrad 
all the neighbouring People to come to 
Inhabit there. F. Claudius nuiz was left 
there alone, and endur'd Vkry much, 
there being lcarce a Man in the Town 
but what fell lick, as loon as they reco- 
ver’d he drew over the Inhabitants of 
two Villages. But his main Defignvwas 
upon Quaracipucatius an Apoftate, who 
hearing the Father was coming to him, 
alTembled the neighbouring Caciques to 
Murder him \ but the Father wrought 
io powerfully upon him by his Words, 
that he. furnifo’a him Provifions, and 
fome tithe after joya’d the other Con- 
verts. At this time and others the Fa- 
thers 
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thcp^rought feveral Indians to his Town, 
hK they out of the} natural Lazinefs 
"jjeglefttng to build jm?ir Houfes, were 
mffrightncd by a /Tyger that us’d to 
*tome into the Town at Nights, that they 
flfll to Work in their own Defence, and 
with wonderful Celerity built fubftau- 
tial Habitations to defend them from 
Danger. Soon after the T yger was tak- 
en in a Gin. This Place was long fub- 
jc£t to be lo infeltcd by Tygcrs, and had 
another Plague, which was a multitude 


might make an ill ufe of the knowlege rs-A/' 
of their Sins. That the Salt they ule Techo. 
in Baptifm, was a fure Foifon fooncr 
or later to infedt the Bodies of Infants 
or Men. That the holy Oyls ferv’d 
only to caufe Deformity. That the 
Chriftian Priefts forbid the having of 
many Wives malicioufly, left the In- 
dians multiplying too fall, fhouid be 
too hard for the Spaniards. That 
therefore he by the Power J-.p h.-iH in 
him, commanded them .i!i rot to be 


of Gnats breeding in that low hot 
Ground, that Day and Night were a 
continual Torment to the inhabitants, 
yet the Town profper’d and continues 
to this Day. Jaguapinus a Cacique of 
this Province of Paragua, was a great 
hindrance to the progi efs of Chriftiani- 
ty, and perfuaded the Heathens of Vr- 
vaica , to build a larger Town near to 
that of the Conception , to the end they 
might with united Forces make War on 
the Chi iftians, and obftrudt their Increafe. 
The Converts of Parana having notice of 
his Defign, drew together and fell upon 
his Town, where they took him, and 
fenthinj intoBani/hmentj which prov’d 
a double Advantage to the Towns of 
Parana and Vrvaica \ for Jaguapinus be- 
came a Chi iltian with all his Followers, 
and afterwards many more Towns were 
A famous built. Yet amidft all this Profperity, 
Sorcerer, no little Trouble was rais’d by one John 
Quaracius a wicked Sorcerer, famous for 
many Villanies, who being burn in the 
Province of Guaira came into that of Pa- 
rana , fuff'ering himfelf to be Baptiz’d, 
that he might being the lefs fufpe&ed do 
nioft Harm. He travelling into feveral 
Countries, fpread every where his dam- 
nable Supcrftitions, endeavouring todif- 
fwade all be could from embracing 
Chriftianity. In the Town of the AJ- 
fumption , being Convi&cd of heinous 
Crimes, he was Condemn’d to be Hang’d, 
but fav’d by fomc indilcreet Perfons, and 
Banilh’d to the Town of Santa Fe . 
Makiug his cfcape from thence up the 
River Parana, he privately got into the 
Town of' the Itatinenfians , iubjeft to 
the Francifcan Fathers. Being a crafty 
Fellow he perfwaded the People to con- 
ceal him, and by infinuating Difcourfes 
prevail’d with thole credulous Indians , 
to Tepair to him in great numbers at 
Night. The Dodrine this Night-Do&or 
taught, was this. ‘ That they (hould 
* take heed of the Chriftians and their 
1 Priefts, who were devoted to the Ruin 
‘ of the Indians. That they perfuaded 
‘ the Converts to Confeflion, that they 
Vol. IV. 


‘ latisfy’d with one Wife for the future, 
‘ but to keep as many as they could get. 
Live (faid he) a*d Drink after year an - 
tient Manner , making Merry with Dancing 
and Drunkennefs j celebrating the Memory 
of our Ancefiors. Give no Honour to the 
Images of Saints , but loi k upon me as your 
only Deity. Ij you do otherwife , I will deli- 
ver you up to be ftvallow'd by the Parana, 
transform’d into Frogs and Toads. To 
thefe blafphemous Doftrincs, he added 
a leud Example. For bcfidcs keeping 
feven Concubines conftautly to fatisfie 
his Luft, he would have to do with any 
others at Plcafure. Having thus done 
much harm by Words and Example, in 
a Ihort time he lb perverted the Itatinen- 
fians , that they look’d not like the lame 
People. For inftead of Rcipe&ing they 
Revil’d the Priefts. Inftead of fre- 
quenting the Sacraments, they were fal- 
len to their former Vices fo openly, that 
a Revolt of the whole Town was fear’d. 
F. John Gamarra a Francifcan , well skill’d 
in the Indian Language, and in the way 
of managing thole People , was then 
Chief there, who inquiring into the caufe 
of this fudden change, was a long time 
before he could make any Dilcovcry , 
till at laft a Boy made fomc Difcovery. 
For having a particular kindnels for him, 
and asking him, Whether he lov’d him ? 
The Boy anfwer’d, Indeed l love you Fa- 
ther, but John Quaracius lies privately in 
Town, whom I love better than you. Qua- 
raciu’s Name was well known, and there- 
fore having heard this Account, he 
made no queftion but that was the caufe 
of all the Mifchicf. But he being more 
earned in that Bufinefs than was proper, 
Quaracius making his efcape with his Con- 
cubines up the River Parana got away 
into Maracana , the refuge of wicked 
Men for many Years. Then making 
fome Loofes from thence, fpreading h» 
V enom in all Parts, he infeded our Con- 
verts, and fail’d to the Villages ot the 
upper Parana , to perfuade the Infidels 
not to embrace the Faith. F. Gonzalez . 
obferring the change in the Converts, 
A a a a a 2 and 
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and not knowing the caufe whence that 
Mifchicf proceeded, having receiv’d Let- 
ters from F. Gamarra , giving an account 
of (Juaraciu’s elcape, gather’d a Compa- 
ny of the moft Faithful of the Converts, 
and with them halted to Mxracana, but 
before he could get thither, the Impoftor 
had betaken bimfclf to his lurking Places 
in the Marihes, wherewith he was well 
acquainted, and would never have been 
cttUVfirthencc, had not one of his Con- 
cubines betray’d him. When found, the 
Con verts bound him fait, and after (hew- 
ing him iu the Town of Ititana, conduc- 
ed him down the Parana , and up the 
Paraguay to the City of the AJfumption, 
where he was hang’d, and (o deliver’d 
the Provinces of Parana and Vrvaica from 
imminent Danger. 

About this time, that is, the Year 
1625 or 26. the Kingdom of Chili which 
hitherto had been a part of the Jefuits 
Province of I’a> a^uay, by reafon of the 
vaft extent of the fata Province, and the 
valt Mountains which part thofe Domi- 
nions, and are paflable but at certain 
times in the Year, was divided and 
made a Vice- Province, fubjeft to that of 
Pent, which I mention here, betaufe 
this Hiftory treating only of the Father’s 
Province of Paraguay , we lhall for the 
future have no more occafion to fpcak of 
the Laid Kingdom of Chili. Upon this 
Separation, all the Fathers born in that 
Kingdom retiring to it, there began to 
be a want in Paraguay , to remedy which 
Gafpar Sabrino was font Procurator to 
Rome, to bring new Supplies out of Eu- 
rope. There wc will leave him and re- 
turn to f . James Jbroa, who being cho- 
fen Re&or of the College in the City of 
the jjfumption , beg’d of the Provincial 
that before he entred upon that Dignity, 
he might have leave once more to try to 
bring the Jguaxjuans , a People border- 
ing on Parana , among whom he had been 
before with imminent Danger of his 
Life, to build a Town and embrace the 
Faith which having obtain’d, he fet 
forward with all Neceflaries for his De- 
fign. 7 guaz.it, which fignifies, great Ri- 
ver, falls into the Parana with a mighty 
Noifc, at an almoft equal diftance from 
the Town of Itapua and borders on tbe 
Province of Parana , in about 24 degrees 
of South Latitude. A craggy Rock ly- 
ing auite athwart the River four Miles 
a ho Vvits Mouth, renders it innavigable, 
and roms down from a great height fuch 
a vaft quantity of Water, that the’Noife 
of its falling is heard three Leagues off, 
rad the violence of its dalhing, forms 


as it were a Cloud liver vifible fron^ihe 
Parana. This Precipice had till tmk. 
time been as a Bulwark, to fccure thornT 
againft all Foreigners. The whole Na- 
tion differs in nothing from the reft 
the Guaranians. Before the coming of 
the Jefuits among them, the Women 
went Naked. Tliey reckncd it dainty 
Diet to feed on the Flelh of theirEnemies. 

No Spaniard had hitherto been among 
them, nor was there any hopes of entring 
by force of Arms. Three Years before 
this F. James Boroa , attempting with a 
few Converts to introduce Chriftian Re- 
ligion among them, was forced to retire 
by the Natives in Arms. Two Years 
after having pafs’d the fame Precipice, 
and gain’d the good will of fomc Caciques , 
lie was again expell’d by Taupa, the molt 
powerful of the Jguazjtans, and return’d 
to Parana with fmall hopes of reducing 
thofe People. But being of a Spirit 
that dill ftrugglcd againft all Difficulties, 
he again went upon the lame Expedition 
better provided than before, with F. 

Claudius Ruier for his Companion. Their 
Dciign being known, the Iguazjians ac- 
cording to their Cuftom, held a Confu- 
tation at a folemn Feaft, to Debate, 
whether the Preachers of a new Law 
ought to be admitted. That the Bufi- 
nefs might be perform’d with the great- 
er Solemnity, they with horrid Cere- 
monies kill’d a Youth they had Priloner, 
drefs’d, and eat him. What is wonder- 
ful, a mid ft thefe Abominations, when 
the Matter was put to the Vote, they all 
unanimoufly agreed, thatF James Boroa 
was to be admitted, bccaulc from the 
time they had r elided him, God had pu- 
nilh’d them with Famine and Peftilence; 
molt of thofe who were the chief Caufe 
of expelling him, being taken off by the 
Plague. As foon therefore as they heard 
that the Father had fet out of Acarai , 
they fent Boats to the Precipice, which 
when he had pafs’d, they receiv’d him 
in their firft Village with extraordinary 
Demonftrations of Kindnefs. The fol- 
lowing Days Taupa himfelf, and other 
Caciques came very readily to fubmit 
themfelves. Several ftrove to have the 
new Town built where their Villages 
ftood, but the Fathers without regard to Town of 
private Intcreft, chofe the moft conve- s. Muj of 
nient Place for the Publick. A great 
Crofs was eretted, and the Plat being ““‘k 
mark'd out, abundance of People from 
all the neighbouring Parts, deftroying 
their Villages, came to fettle there. The 
new Colony was call’d S. Mary Major of 
Jguazjt. After four Months the Cacique 
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PargfFra, at the iniance of Taupa, 
brought over two hunjked Families to 
JfhgSrown i after whom, none refufed 
^ 0 ^mbracc Chriltianity, lo that 1 50 Men 
and Women were baptiz’d on the Feaft 
of tne AJfumption , and above 500 of all 
forts within a few daysyafter, all the reft 
coming in by degrees, to the number 
of 8600, at the time when the Author 
relided there. The Houft and Church 
were five Months building j during 
which time the Fathers dwelt and 
taught under Mats ; living fo poorly, 
that iufipid Roots were their chief Dain- 
ties i for the Country of Ituazjt being 
all woody, has not Pafture for Cattel ; 
and the River being fhut up by the Pre- 
cipice, has no Filk, fo that all the People 
feed on Snails, and fome inconliderable 
Fruits of the Earth. 

F. JRoch Gonzales was no lefs focccf- 
ful upon the River Vrvaica. He had 
been confin’d for feven Years to the 
Town of the Conception , built by him- 
fdf, not being able 1.0 let his Foot be- 
yond the River, becarfe of the Obftina- 
cy and Jealouiy of the Indians \ but ma- 
ny Obftacles being new remov’d, paf- 
ling the Vrvaica with a few Converts, 
he went as far as the place where the 
fmall River Pitatin falls into it. Having 
found a place fit to build on, two 
Leagues fiom thence on the Banks of 
the faid River, he fummon’d the Neigh- 
bouring People to a Conference, and 
having gain’d their Affections, on the 
Day of the Invention of the Crols, he 
creCeth one, and laid the Foundation 
of a Town, which, in honour of his 
Ptovincial, Nicholas Durand, he call’d 
S. Nicholas *, and the Indians reforting to 
it, in a Ihort time it grew populous, lb 
that above feven thousand were baptiz’d 
there in a few Yeats. In the mean while, 
lasts de Ccfptdes , Governour of the Pro- 
vince of Rio de la Plata , thinking it 
would gain him Reputation, and be a 
matter of Merit with the King of Spain , 
if the Province of Vrvaica were reduced 
to admit of Towns, during his Govern- 
ment, ufed all poffible means to open a 
Way from the Port of Buenos Ayres , to 
the Town of the Conception , founded by 
F. Gonzalez. But dcfpairing of ever 
fubduing fuch vail Nations by force of 
Arms, he concluded the only way to 
compafs it, was to encourage the Socie- 
ty, with Supplies from the King to con- 
tinue that Expedition. To this pur- 
pofe, having purchafed the Friendfhip 
of the Inhabitants, near the Mouth of the 
River Vrvaica, he prevailed with Ferdi- 


nand de Sa t a Spaniard > well acquainted 
with the Language and Temper of the • Techo. 
Indians , partly by his Authority, 
partly by hopes of Reward, to venture 
to fail up the River Vrvaica 1 50 Leagues 
and carry his Letters to F. Gonzalez, 
then in the Town of the Conception. Fer- 
dinand de Sa , cfcaping many Dangers, 
performed the Journey, and deliver’d 
the Letters to F. Gonzalez, by which 
the Governour frniijrfj rlnrjr innnlT 
be a great fervice to God and the King, 
if lie would difeover along the River 
Vrvaica , and come down to him to the 
Port of Buenos Ayres , that they might 
confulc about the belt means of redu- 
cing the Province of Vrvaica . F. Gon- 
zalez rcjnycing that the means was of- 
fer’d him of doing that, which he had 
fo earneftly dclir’d 9 taking along with 
him the boldcft of the Inhabitants of the 
Conception , and their Commander James 
Nieza , fet out with Ferdinand de Sa. By 
the way he perfwaded 400 Indians , that 
came out to meet him in War-like man- 
ner , to return peaceably to their 
Homes. Wherefoever he went, the 
People along the Shoars, remarkable 
for their diverfity of Languages, and 
Barbarity, ran out to have a view of 
him. In 25 Days he came to the Pore 
of Buenos Ayres , to the great joy of the 
Governour, who underftanding, that the 
chief of the Vrvaican Converts came a- 
long with him, thought it might be of 
confequence to receive them with 
Grandeur, to inftill into thofe ignorant 
People, a refpect for the Catholick 
King, and Spaniards. To this purpofe, 
on the Day appointed, #he march’d out 
with all the prime Men, and a good 
number of Horfe : Next him followed 
his Eldcft Son, Captain of a Troop of 
Horfe, and another Son that was Cap- 
tain of Foot, cxercifing their Men, the 
Cannon in the mean while roaring from 
the Walls. Thus were the Indians , a- 
ftonilhed at that terrible Noife, con- 
duced, in ftatc, firft to the Governour’s, 
and then to the Bifhop’s Pallace j and 
the Governour having kifi’d his Hand, 
and fpcaking to him fome time on his 
Knees, taught thofe Strangers what re- 
fpect was due to Prelates. Then James 
Nieza , in the behalf of all his People, 
took an Oath that he and they would 
be faithful to the Catholick v King, andT 
obedient to his Governonrs; and take 
care that none Ihould obftruC the exe- 
cution of his Majefty’s Commands \ and 
begg’d that they might not be oblig’d 
to ferve private Men, or be govern’d by 

any 
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any but the Fathers of the Society. The 
Tccho. ..Conditions being granted, and Homage 
t/VV receiv’d for the Province of Vrvaica, 
thV Governour appointed fames Nieza 
Commander over his People, and having 
prefented him with his own Coat, and 
icvcral other things, advis’d him tocou- 
Liuuc faithful to the Catholick King, as 
he had fworn, and be obedient to the 
Fathers. The Bilhop did the fame, and 
J'fn ga ve the F-’tiicrs full Authority in 
Spirituals, as the Governour did in 
Temporals; delivering, at the fame 
time, to F. Gonzales Bells, Church-fluff, 
and other Ncceflarics at the King’s ex- 
pencc ; and knowing there might be 
more Towns erected, befides the two 
already built on the Banks of the River 
Vrvaica, if there were Fathers to fup- 
ply them, lie lent F. Michael Ampuero 
back with V. Gonzalez, and writ to the 
Catholick King, extolling the Proceed- 
ings of the Society, and begging that 
30 of them might be fent to ferve the 
Province of Vrvaica-, which Letters 
were of good died at Madrid, for ob- 
taining the Fathers that came two Years 
after to Paraguay with E Gafpar Sobrino. 
fames de F'cga, a rich Portuguefc , gave 
confiderably towards prieflly Vcdmcnts, 
and other Church-fluff, and promifed to 
fend for all fonts of Iron Tools for the 
fcrvicc of the uew Towns, which he af- 
terwards perform’d, and was of great 
Ufc. Having fpent ten Days in con- 
cluding thefe important Affairs, F. Gon- 
zalez returned the fame way to the Place 
from whence he came ; and having again 
viewed the Shores of the River Vrvaica, 
found there was[ittle Hopes of founding 
any Town, for an hundred Leagues 
from the Port of Buenos Ayres, bccaufe 
the Natives were of that fort of People, 
who wandring about all their life time, 
would not be brought to Till the Land, 
or fettle in one place. Beyond that, he 
encourag’d the Japeivians to build a 
Town ; and twenty Leagues further, 
prevail’d with the Jaguar aitians to do 
the fame, whereof we fhall foon give 
an Account- This done, he return’d to 
the Town of the Conception. 

This was the poflure of the Province 
Two ways 0 f y rvatca ^ w hen the Provincial F. Ni- 
non to c ^ as Durat,t i having refign’d the King- 
Gusirt. dom of Chili, rcfolv’d upon viliting 
Guaira, where no Provincial as yet had 
been. There were two Ways out of 
Tucuman into Guaira ; the one had been 
ufed for many Years pad, which*was up 
the Rivers of Plate and Paraguay , and the 
reft by Land. Bqt his was muclvabout. 


and almofl 500 leagues in lengths, be- 
tides, that it wa^ infcfled by the 
guans, the modnibumanc of the Jndia&jl. 
and famous for tve (laughter of 
Travellers. The other Way was much 
(hortcr, which was failing up the TMa- 
na, and had never been attempted be- 
fore the Society eroded the Towns a- 
bovc fpoken of, for fear of the Infidels; 
and bccaufe of a vail Precipice running 
quite athwart ‘the Parana, near the Bor- 
ders of Guaira. Moll of thofe People 
being now brought iuto Towns, the 
Provincial hoped he might take that 
way. F. Anthony Ruiz being inform'd of 
the Provincial’s Dcfign, lent (cveral 
Meflengers one after another, to dilco- 
ver that new Way ; the lad of whom 
making his way through into Tucuman -, 
(atisfy’d the Fiovinciai, that he might 
go up the River to Guaira with vtiy 
little danger. He fet forward from Cor- 
dova, and travcll’d 60 Leagues to the 
College ol the Town of St. Fr; thence 
1 50 Leagues to ltapua on the River, and 
1 5 further to Corpus Chrifti Town, and 
fo 30 more to the new Colony of S. Ma- 
ry Major of Jguazu, wherein were alrea- 
dy 2000 Inhabitants. He held on his 
Courfe to Acarai, and thence towards 
the Precipice, which was 40 Leagues 
further. Drawing near the Precipice, The wo; 
he began to be fenfible of the force of derfuli'n 
the Water that fell ; the little Vcficl 
that carried him being much batter’d ; Cl,ai,s ’ 
and another in which were F. Martin 
Marinas, and Mendiola Priefts going to 
alfill in Guaira, beaten to pieces againft 
a Rock, but the Paflengcrs fav’d. This 
oblig’d them to travel by Land. F. An- 
thony Ruiz had laid Bridges over the 
Clefts of the Precipice, and open’d a 
Way through the impaflible parts of the 
Woods ; yet they were forced very of- 
ten to lay Planks over from Rock to 
Rock, going over them in great dan- 
ger of their Lives, if their Feet Iliad 
flipped, being fure to fall a vail depth 
into the rowling Waters. Very mauy 
fabulous Stories have been made con- 
cerning this Precipice, which I will not 
take notice of. Mod certain it is, that 
many have loll their Lives, being dalh- 
ed by the falling Waters againft the 
Rocks ; and I know not whether there 
be any thing in the World more won- 
derful of that kind ; at lead in America, 
there is nothing more dreadful, or more 
ipoken of ; for a little above the Pre- 
cipice, the River Parana, which is two 
Leagued Qver, draws into (b narrow a 
compals, that the breadth is not above 
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agones throw. Whin it is at this nar- 
litevnefs, it tumbles /molt irapetuoufly 
Kir 1 a P r0£ ^S l0l,s jpight, down a def- 
rSrn: of twelve Leagues, the ftooping 
'Channel being full of hideous Rocks, a- 
gainlt which, the Water violently beat- 
ing, flies, up a wonderrel height. In ma- 
ny placed tbe Channel is obftrufted by 
mighty Rocks ; but as loon as the Wa- 
ters, thus ftopt, get a head again, they 
ni3ke molt dreadful Whirl-pools. In o- 
ther places, the falling Waters, after 
making their Efforts againft the Rocks, 
flip away out of light through private 
Paflages,and having been long conceal’d, 
piercing through the Rocks, break out 
again at the bottom of them, and fpread 
abroad with a frightful noife, as if it 
were out of inexhauftiblc Springs. In 
fine, lb great is the violence of the Wa- 
ters, tumbling headlong down that in- 
clining Channel, that there is a continu- 
al Foam of an Iron-colour for all the 
twelve Leagues the Dcfcenc lafts, which 
being reflected upon by the Sun, dazles 
the Eyes of thofe that behold it. The 
noife of the Waters falling and beating 
againlt the Rocks, is plainly beard four 
Leagues off Not far from the foot of 
the Precipice, the Water feems deli- 
rous to reft in a fmoother Bed ; and ha- 
ving made, as it were, a Sea, looks 
more like a Handing Pool than a Cataratl. 
Bat that calm is mifehievous, tor almoft 
every Hour there rifes a great noilc from 
the bottom, the caufe unknown, and 
throws up the Water many Cubits high, 
perpetually giving warning, that there 
is no confidence to be repofed in its 
counterfeit ftillncfs, which every now 
and then grows boifterous to the de- 
ltru&ion of many. There are Filhes 
there of a prodigious bulk. F. Anthony 
Ruiz, affirms, he has feen one as big as 
an Ox, fwimming with half its Body a- 
bof c Water. It is reported, as a molt 
certain truth, that an Indian was fwal- 
Jowcd by one of tbefc Filhes, and after- 
wards caft up whole on the Shore. They 
fpent fix Days with unfpeakable toil in 
climbing the Mountain; for tho’ the 
Way of it were flrait, would be but 
twelves Leagues, yet the many Wind- 
ings make it almoft double. Befides, it 
is all along an uncooth rocky Shore, di- 
vided by Lakes, Brooks, Woods and 
fcorching Sands. No part of the World 
would be hotter, did not tbe Woods 
at fmall diftances make a (hade; and 
yet that very thicknefs of thp • Trees, 
Which does not give free paflage to the 
Air, is very tirefome to Travellers. 


Where they were to lie at Night, th. . _ ^ . 
Indians fet up d little Cdttage, dm Ttcho. 
Walls and Roofs whereof were madrof 
Leaves, orderly placed, which being 
bound together with Roots inftead of 
Cords, kept out the Rain. 

When they came to the top of the 
Precipice, F. Peter Spinofa met the Pro- The Pro- 
vincial with Boats, from 60 Leagues vindal’s 
further up the Provmsc<jf ti £«j«j^ fc- awl lrave,s " 
entertain’d him and his Company with 
a plentiful Provilion of the Country 
Fruit ; this meeting at the top of the 
Precipice being in lome mcafure, an Em- 
blem of thofe, who alccnding with much 
difficulty to the pitch of Virtue, tafte 
there the fweet Fruits of their paft la- 
bours. Two Leagues beyond the Pre- 
cipice, the chief Men of Ciudad real , 
came out to meet the Provincial, re- 
ceiving him with the greater Honour, 
bccaufe, ’till chat time, no Bilhop, Go- 
vernour, or Provincial had been in G nai- 
ra. After the reception, they defir’d 
of him that he would ere& a College in 
the City, which he could not grant, be- 
caule of the fmall number of Fathers, 
but promis’d be would appoint Ibme to 
take care of the City, and to fee the 
Indians perform’d their two Months fer- 
vice, according to the King’s Orders, 
and fuller’d no further Oppreffion. 

Thence he went to hereto , where the 
Converts, to honour his coming, repre- 
fenced a Fighc among thenifelves on the 
River, which was all cover’d with Boats, 
re-founding with mufical Voices and 
Inftruments. The Church he found a- 
dom’d with fuch curious Inventions, 
thac he declar’d, he*thought them a 
fufficient Reward of all his Labours. The 
Town Of St. Ignatius entertain’d him 
with no lefs Tokens of Affedtion; and 
he departing from it, left the River Pa- 
rana on his left hand, and went up the 
Ttbaxiva, which being very IhaUow in 
many places, he had much ado to make 
30 Leagues in fifteen Days, to come to 
the Town of St. J Kaverins t containing 
1500 Families, under tbe direction of 
F. Francis Diaftanius. Hence he fent 
F. Chriftopher Torriano Ibme days journey 
by Land to FilUrica, to reftore the Reli- 
dence of the Society in that City, that it 
might be a check to lome who opprels’d 
the Indians , and aflift them in their Spi* 
ritual concern. In his return upon the; 

River Tibaxiva, the Veflel thatcarry’d 
him was caft away, and many things loft. 
Wherefoeverte went, he beftow’dShirts, 

Hooks, Pins, Needles and Glafs Beads 
among the Indians-, infomuch, that he k.

Ps/*/y faid to have fpent to the value of 2000 
Techo. pieces of ‘Eight among the Guaicureans j 
wl.ich Liberality was not ill bellow’d, 
for the Fame of the great Father’s Gifts, 
(as they call’d him) gain’d the Hearts of 
abundance of the Infidels, and incourag’d 
the Converts. At hisy&eparture, he or- 
der’d F. Antony Ruiz.' to build 3 Towns 
more among the Inianians , and in the 
.Qotit jj ries oiJjutSva., and the Coronados. 
Whcnfie "came down the Precipice of 
Guaira , he went to fee a vaft Rock, 
The poor which by contraries they call Pena pobre , 
Rock. or the poor Rock. This Rock is of fe- 
veral Colours and lo bright, that the 
Sun Beams (hiking upon it are reflected, 
as it were from a Glals ; which makes the 
ignorant Multitude believe it to be all of 
fome rich Metal, if not of Gold ; but 
they arc deceiv’d, for it is known to be 
meer Stone, fo Rub’d and Polifh’d with 
the Sand of feveral Colours drove by the 
Wind, that it looks at a diftance like 
Glafs. It is reported that 30 Spanijh 
Boats were formerly loll going near to 
view this Rock. Thence the Provincial 
proceeding through the Province of Fa- 
rana , drew away the two Fathers that 
were among the Guaicureans, there being 
no hopes of the Convcrfion of thofe Peo- 
ple, tho’ the Society had been lixteen 
Years fetled among them. At Itapua 
the Inhabitants Petition’d the Provincial, 
that he would fuller the Blefied Sacra- 
ment to be placed in their Church, and 
the bell Inltrudted among them to receive 
it, which he granted, whereupon they 
kept a Feltival with fuch Solemnity, that 
the nicelt Europeans who beheld it were 
(truck with Aarhiration. Let us return 
a little to the Province of Vrvaica, which 
not long lince we left in a good Polture 
towards being Reduced. 

Tumults The too hafty eagernefs of the Go- 
m Vrvtiu vernor of the Province of Rio de la Plata , 
on account t> re( ] muc h Dilbrderand Confuiion there. 
Governors This Governor fent from the Port of 
Buenos Ayres, Ferdinand de Sa , Peter Bra- 
vo and Paiva , all Spaniards , to be Cor- 
regidores, or Governors of the new 
Towns the Fathers had or Ihould ereft 
for the King of Spain. F. Gonzalez ., tho’ 
he forefaw the ill Confequence of that 
unleafonable Refolution, yet not daring 
to withftand the King’s Governor’s 
Pommands, permitted Ferdinand de Sa 
toad as Corregidor in the Town of the 
Conception. Paiva he fent to th zjjagna- 
raitians. And Peter Bravo to the Japei- 
vians , People of Vrvaica , who had de- 
fied of the Society to be gather’d into 
Towns. But k was not long before this 


precipitate Projsfl did much harm/for 
tho’ out of reiped to the Fathers, 
Converts for fome time bore wirt^fr ' 
ftrange Governors., yet it foon appear^ 
that could not be ''ailing, which was*to- 
leratcd lo much agjaiuft Inclination.- For 
the News being fpread abroaej^the Pa- 
puans a People of Parana , lent a Meflcn- 
ger to threaten the Jbitiraquans with 
War, if they did not call off' the Yoke 
of that foteign Governor. And the In- 
fidels Inhabiting the oppolite Shore of 
Vrvaica , gathering into a Body, fell 
upon a Party of Jbitiraquans , and plun- 
dering them, fent them home with ma- 
ny Reproaches and a Declaration of War. 
Ferdinand de Sa by his imperious Carriage 
added Fuel to the Fire, provoking the 
People not us’d to be under Command by 
his Threats and arbitrary Practices, and 
by giving a box on the Ear to a Youth 
who had powerful Relations, for not 
obeying his Orders immediately. The 
Jbitiraquans impatient to be upbraided 
and provok’d by this Adion of Ferdi- 
nand de Sa , belidcs lome Jcaloufie of his 
Luff, ran to Arms in a tumultuous man- 
ner, belec the Fathers Houle, and de- 
manded to have the new Governor to 
be deliver’d to them tofuffer Death, and 
had* done it, but that F. James de Alfa- 
ro interpofing his Authority in lome mea- 
fure appeas'd them, but Ferdinand de Sa 
durll not go out of the Houfe, or prefumc 
to cxercifc any Command. Not long 
before this hapned F. Gonzalez had goc 
together as many of the Jaguar aitians, as 
were fufiicient for a handlome Town, 
which they had begun to build. Paiva 
coming thither had with hisThreats lo in- 
cens’d thole People, that Potirava a pow- 
erful Cacique contriv’d to kill him,and had 
done it, but that T abaca the Indian Com- 
mander of the new Town obftruded it. 
Potirava being dilappoinced of hisDefign, 
for fear of being Punilhed, fled to his an- 
tient lurking Places, drawing along after 
him about a thouland of the Inhabitants 
of the Town. Paiva for fear hid bim- 
fclf in the Woods. Upon this News 
the Provincial with fome Companions 
hailed to the Province of Vrvaica. As 
he came into the Town of the Conception , 
the chief Men of the Town flock’d 
about him, rather Demanding in a tu- 
multuous Manner than Intreating, that 
he (hould interpofe his Authority, unlefs 
he would have the Church perim there 3 
for the Vrvaicans were all agreed, That 
the Faieh % could not be propagated among 
them , if any other Governors came among 
them but thofe of the Society , under whom 
they

icial having heard their Com* 
ifcr’d giving them an anfwer 
t Day, wlhen he told them, 
i his Powewo dif place the Cor- 
it by the King’s Governor Gene - 
the would Je\l one of the Fathers 
did not queftion , but he would 
remove the Caufes their Troubles. The 
People were facisty’d witlf his Anfwer , 
and he prcfently fent F. Michael Ampnero 
down the River Vrvaica to the Port of 
Buenos Ayres , who obtain’d of the Gover- 
nor not only the removal of thofe Corre - 
gidors, but new Supplies for the fupport 
the Fathers in that Province. The 
Ptovincial then continuing his Visitation, 
pioceedcd to the Town of S. Nicholas on 
the River PoaUn , and thence to the Ja- 
peiviansy where he forwarded the build- 
ing of a Town already begun, and call’d 
Los ReytSy or the Three Kings, which 
made way to the Convcrlion of the Jaro- 
fians, Alembaquas, Charuasy Guenoas and 
other fierce Nations till then untouch’d, 
which hope is lince much advanced by 
the building of the Town of S. Andrew 
among thofe People. Here let us leave 
thefc People ending this Seftion to pro- 
ceed upon other variety of Matter. 

-k« or The River Jbicnity falls into the Vr- 
rifLsti va J r * an hundred Leagues from the Port 
Town of Buenos Ayres, on the oppofitc Shore 
ilt. among the People call’d Japeivians. It 
was requiute to bring the People dwel- 
ling on its Banks to the Faith of Chrift, 
in Older to open a way to thofe other 
Nations that Inhabit the great Continent, 
between the River Vrvaica and the At - 
lannck Ocean. To this purpofe F. Gon- 
x.*f«.with great danger of his Life, ven- 
turing up the River Jbicuit in a Boat with 
only a few Indians to Row, ran forty 
Leagues, till be came into theCountry of 
Tabacay a powerful Cacique, by whom 
being friendly receiv’d, he found the be- 
ginning of his Attempt eaiier than he had 
imagin’d. For Tabaca having heard the 
Doftrin of Chrift, took upon him to ga- 
ther as many Infidels as would fufficc to 
make a coniiderable Town. The Father 
thus afliltcd, prefently eredfed a Crofs, 
built a Chappel to ferve for the prefent, 
and mark’d out the Plan of a Town, to 
which he foicmnly gave the Title of the 
Purification, otherwifc call’d Ibicuit, which 
done he return’d to the River Vrvaica , 
promifing to fend them a Prieft with all 
polliblc fjiecd to Refide there. When 
lie was gone, the People further op the 
Country Confpir’d, and thinkingfhe was 
ftill there, came Arm’d in great num- 
Vol. IV. 
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bers to Sacrifice him and derooliih 
new Town. At firft Onletthcy thresf Techo. 
down the Crofs, burnt the Chapjffl, 
threatned the Supportcisof the new Re- 
ligion with DeJth, and deftroy’d all they 
found. The News being bi ought to 
F. Gonzalez he \ct o„L rtirh F. Romero 
contrary to the advice of all the Japei- 
vians, who affirm’\h? was runmi v ; to 
moft certain Death. T^j^g^runmyJjfl, 

River Jbicuit twenty Leagues, ms Spies 
told him he could not pollibly clcape if 
he advanced. Ncvcrthclefs feuding F. 

Romero back, he ventur’d al»»ne with on- 
ly a few Men that tow'd to the Place 
where the Town had been deftroy’d. 

There he was inform'd by Tab at a and 
the neighbouring Caciques, that the thing 
had been done in their abfente, and that 
tho’ they had been there, they could 
not have oppos’d fuch a Multitude of 
Enemies. The Father having fent for 
fome of the Caciques of the upper Coun- 
try, by his Authority and Rewards, pre- 
vail’d with them tho’ much againft their 
Wills, to convey him into the Country 
of the Tapenfians, to retrieve what had 
been loft. Being there, as he was exa- 
mining all Things and dilpofing the In- 
dians to build a Town, News was brought 
that the further People were marching 
in great Numbers to kill him. The Ca- 
ciques his Friends gave fome check at 
firft to their Advance, but being prefs’d 
by too great a Number, indalmoft loft, 

F. Gonzalez made ufe of his Wits to (bun 
this threatning Danger, fetching out a 
great Book, and a Saw he carry'd with 
him to cut down Timber. The Enemy’s 
Spies being terrify’d at tfle fight of thofe 
T hings, ran back to acquaint their Peo- 
ple, That F. Gonzalez brought along with 
him an Iron Inflrument full of Teeth, which 
he ford could with great Eafe cut in Pieces 
an infinite Number of Men: And that he 
talk’d with a parcel of Leaves put together , 
which certainly were able to defirey whole 
Armies. The Indians hearing this Ac- 
count, being very apprehenfive of the 
Power of Books, and not knowing the 
Power of the Saw, were ftruck with a 
pannick Fear, and fled. F. Gonzalez find- 
ing Matters were not yet ripe there for 
his defign, return’d to Vrvaica. But 
it was not long before an opportnnity 
offer’d to attempt it again, for the chief 
of the Pirdtinians inform’d him, that 
above the River Piratin there was a 
Place called Caafapamin , very commodi- 
ous to build a Town, and that the Peo- 
ple thereabouts (if it were put to them) 
would eafily be brought to embrace the 
B b b b b Faith, 
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Faith. Upon this hope F.\Gonzalez tak- 
Techo. \ng Romero along with 'him, enter’d 
^Borders of the Caafapaminians, where- 
of about 200 met him in, Arms, threat- 
ning in cafe he did not retire ^ but thefe 
very Men being perfuadeJ by the Fathers, 
promoted their Defij^f, encouraging 
their Country Peoplor to embrace the 
Faith, lb that f. GorJUlcz laid the Foun- 
dation of a Town^/ calling it the Purifi- 
tSfKi^^iw-bJrtftlone the firft time, the 
Carewhcreof he committed toF. Romero , 
under whom it profper’d fo well, that 
there were 3000 Souls reckned in it the 
fir ft Year, and above 7000 had been Bap- 
tiz’d when the Author was there. The 
Famine. Country of Iguazu was now milerably 
. afflided with Famine, the Fathers in the 

Town of S. Alary Alajor being reduced 
to Extremity, and the Indians for the 
molt part difporfing, of whom F. Ruiz. 
afterwards with much difficulty gather’d 
400. A T yger having tore to Pieces a 
young Girl that lay in the Woods, F. 
Ruiz, laid a Snare tor and catch’d it that 
fame Night, which gain’d him much Re- 
putation among the Indians , and there- 
upon many oi them return’d to the Town. 
But their natural Ficrcenefs prevailing , 
they broke out into War with fome 
neighbouring People their Enemies, and 
having taken a number of Prifoncrs , 
Slew fome, and defign’d to Butcher the 
reft, and would have relaps’d into eating 
of Man’s Flclh, had not F. Ruiz, boldly 
ceas’d the Promoters of it, and forced 
them to releafe the Prifbners. Yet ma- 
ny hundreds theie and in other Parts 
were Converted by degrees, and became 
Town of religious Chriftvms. At this fame time 
j. rthU p Mac eta Founded the Town of 5 . Paul 
among the Inians , a People lying be- 
tween the Town of the Conception and 
the Lands of the great Taiaoba. The 
Cacique Gnir aver a a great Man-eater and 
Sorcerer, us’d all poffible means to ob- 
ftrud the Increafe of this Town, which 
neverthelcls in a lhort time grew to 4000 
Inhabitants, but we may haveoccafionto 
fpeak more of this Matter hereafter. 
Indians of A lj out this fame time the Indians of 
the plains. tfle Plains, fb call’d becaufe they Inhabit 
the vaft Champain Country above the 
Town of the Incarnation, found the Fa- 
thers new Employment. They are alfo 
call’d Coronados and Cavelludos , that is, 
•Crown’d and Hairy, becaufe both Men 
and Women wear their Hair down to 
their Smolders, but the top- of the 
Head fclv’d round like Religious Men. 
Thefe People feem’d to have excluded 
all Jhopes of being brought to Civility 


ever lince, as was faid^eforc \ tHfeyiL* 
tempted to deftroy th^fSiwn of thtf^ 
carnation and Murder F. Mmtaf yet af*s | 
they began to be 'better inclin’d' -iigg 9 
this account. Th*- Tapirs a People of? 
Brazil , (of whofc* Ficrcenefs Orlandtqt# 
in his Hiftory of jfhe Society makes 
tion) breaking into the Territftpfof the’ 
Town of S. Xavcrius in great Numbers, 
were driving away lbmc Converts into 
Slavery, which were recover’d by the 
Induftry of the Jefnits. Another Com- 
pany of them had made Prifouers fome 
Townfmen of the Incarnation , whom 
F. Mendoza refeu’d, purfuing the Rob- 
bers with Pindovius and a parcel of Con- 
verts. A nd being further inform’d, that 
a Village of the Coronados had been Plun- 
der’d by the fame People, and many car- 
ry ’d away, he furpriz d them, and reco- 
vering the Booty and Prifoncrs , fent 
them back well reprimanded into Brafil. 

The Coronados oblig’d by this Kindnefs 
and fome Gifts he beftow’d on them, 
were difmis’d, promiling. To fend their 
Country People to the fathers to be inform'd 
in Matters of Religion , which they per- 
form’d. Not long after ten Caciques of 
the Coronados , mov’d to it by Taiaoba' s 
Example, fent to ddire of the Fathers 
fome one to Jnftrud them in thcChrifti- 
an Dodrin. Hereupon F. Ruiz halting 
out of the Country of Taiaoba to the 
Townof the Incarnation, tOOkF. Draft a - 
nius with him, and let out towards the 
Coronados. When they had travcll’d 
eight Days over Rocks and Alarlhes at- 
tended by thirty Converts, they met 
fome of the Coronados , who told him. 

That Guabair a powerful Cacique, hear- 
ing of their coming , , had drawn over fever al 
Villages to his Party , and by common Con - 
fent lay in wait for them in the next Wood, 
where they would undoubtedly all Per if) if 
they pre fum'd to advance. That they them - 
felves had been Summon'd to have a Hand 
in that Bufinefs , but being mindful of the 
Kindnefs receiv'd from the Society , were 
come a By-way to give them Intelligence . 

The Fathers thanking them, consulted 
whether it were iafe to proceed, and 
finding it was not, turn’d back and put 
off that Expedition till the next Year. 

It is time we fhould fay fomething of Provin0 
the Province of Chaqua , under which 0 f ch» 
Name is comprehended all that part of 
Paraguay , Tucuman and Rio de la Plata , 
under the Jurifdidion of the Bifhop of 
Santa Cruz*, or the holy Crofs in the 
Mountains, and the Archbifhop of Cha- 
qua , which is a vaft extent of Land. It 
is divided into feveral Parcels by Rivers 

riling 
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riling in the Mountains of Peru, and fal- 
lg (after a run of many Leagues) ei- 
j:r into mighty Lakes, or into the Ri- 
sers Paraguay and U Plata. Upon the 
rirft coming of theXSpaniards into thole 
{forts, abundaucc of \he Natives of Tueu- 
wltoand Peru, recir’A thither for fear of 
thofltaftg Guefts, as appears by thofe 
that Itili ufe the Language call’d Amiarra , 
proper to the Peruvians. .The moft no- 
ted Nations among them are the Tamivi- 
ans , formerly Inhabiting 188 Villages, 
the Terns, Mataguais, Agois, Mofobies , 
Japitilagans , Churumatans , Tonocotas , Abi- 
pones, and feveral other Faftionsof Indi- 
ans, differing more in Languages than 
Cuftoms. There is no fupream Power 
among them, they arc fubjett to Caci- 
ques like the other barbarous People, 
whole Power extends not beyond a 
Houfc or Village. Every pai titular Per- 
fon among them, fupcrJtiuoufly choofes 
a Filh for his Patron and Protedlor, and 
wotlhip it fo reli^ioufly all their Life 
time, that they will rather ftarve than 
eat any of that Species. They are con- 
tinually at War with their Neighbours, 
being more dreadful toStrangcrs for their 
Cruelty than Valour. Some Governors 
have endeavour’d to open a way through 
thefe People into Peru', but that Road has 
been forlaken, becaufe thofe Barbarians 
have at feveral times Murder’d many Spa - 
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mards in their way from Paraguay to Peru, Grain, and what pleas’d them beft, the 
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inguage he endeavour’d 
Matter of. There 
of the Language of 
the Mataguais. No^didhc ne glcd tj 
Tongues of the Tobaif JDfvvwlJi, an _ 
Zapitalaguas, very numerous Nations, 
as well becaufe many of them delir’d to 
become Chriftians, as becaufe there were 
Hopes of making a way through them 
to many other populous Nations. He 
alfo ftudy’d the Language of the Churu- 
tnatet , fo call’d perhaps, becaufe they 
often ufe this Syllable Cbu, Chit. Martin 
Ledefma, the Governor being gone to 
found another Town on the Banks of the 
River Solotano , F. Oforius flay’d among 
the Tobas to mark out the Plan of ano- 
ther Towny whence he writ to the Pro- 
vincial, acquainting him , that three 
Towns might he founded in the Territo- 
ries of the Tobas, Mocavias, and Zapita- 
laguas, if there were Fathers enough. 
He added, that the Indians np the Coun- 
try were fo tall, that he could fcarce 
reach their Heads with his Hand. The 
firft Year the Spaniards lowing, found 
the Soil fit to bear all Sorts of European

nitrds. 
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till in the Year 1628, Martin de Ledefma, 
Governor of 7 uutman, conceiv’d fome 
hopes of performing what had been in 
vain attempted before by fubduing the 
Proviuceof Chagua, by the way of Xuxui, 
the Lift Town under his Government, 
ft Set- near the Borders of Peru. Having there- 
fore rais’d a body of Men, he writ to 
F. Durand the Provincial, earueltly In- 
treating him, To ajjign fome Priefts to 
Preach the Gofpel. The Provincial well 
knowing that Souldicrs commit many 
Infolcncics when they enter upon new 
Couqucfls, left he fhould render the So- 
ciety odious to thofe Indians , anfwer’d. 
He would fend fathers into the Province of 
Chaguay, when he could fee any hope offet - 
ling there. But when he uudcrftood that 


Indians were reported to conceal Mines 
of Gold and Silver. Yet there were 
fome, who fear’d thefe eafy beginnings 
would end unhappily, through the Ava- 
rice of the new Planters. At this time 
F. Cafpar Sobrino who had been lent Pro- 
curator to Rome, return’d to the Port of 
Buenos Ayres, bringing with him 42 Fa- 
thers to be dilpers’d through that vail 
Continent, tocarry on the Work io well 
begun. They were receiv’d with great 
Joy, and the more for having narrow- 
ly efcap’d being taken by Pirates, who 
appear’d in the River of Plate , prefent- 
ly after their Landing, and were known 
to be Dutch, who to Poifon the People, 
and excite them to Rebellion, left on the 
Shoar under a Cheft, a Parcel ofSpanifh 
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the Governor with his Spanijb Forces had Books but printed in Holland, tending 
pierced into the Province of Chagua , and only to follow their Fxample in falling 
having built a Cattle, lay’d the Founda- ofFfrom their Obedience to their lawful 
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tions of a Town, in that part where the 
River Lobo runs through the moft fertil 
Soil, and moft frequented by Indians, he 
then fent F. Cafpar Oforio to look to the 
fpiritual Welfare of both Spaniards and In- 


King. But of this enough, for we muft 
confine our felves to the Affiyrs of the 

Indies. 

There f F. Gonz.de*. traverfing the Pro- cu roent 
vince of Vrvatca, endeavour’d to find 
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dians. He being a comely and fweettem- Employment for the new come Fathers, 
per'd Man, fooo won the Affc&ions ©fall the News of whofe arrival was fpread 
Vol. IV. B b b b b 1. abroad* 
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abroad. Firft he made his bay into the 
Tecbo. v&jods of the Caaroans, knowing that 
V/W thc^nhabitants of them were in fom'e 
meafure difpos’d to receive the Faith, 
by the Example of their Neighbours, 
and Pcrfwalions of F .Romero. Sixty 
Caciques dwelt in theie Woods, moll of 
whom he perfwaded tm fow their Grain 
not far from one another , in hopes of 
baijd ing a Town ^x fnd promiling them 
oneofli'ir'SOriety hould come Ipecdily 
to iuftsuft tliein in the Chriftian Faith, 
he vvejit away to the Jivians through the 
Country of the Piratinians. The Jivius 
more like a Brook than a River, having 
. fallen down fomc eafy delcents from its 
fourcc, runs dircftly into the Vrvaica, a 
little above the Jbitiraquans. On both 
its Banks and the adjacent Plains there 
are Woods, inhabited, at that time, by 
about 500 Families and their Caciques. 
The chief among them was Niezuvius, 
who by his nimble Tongue and Sorcery, 
had pi evad'd with all the neighbouring 
People to follow him as their Leader. 
He was a Fierce, but crafty Man, cun- 
ningly flattering Scrangers, that he might 
have them in his Power. Abundance 
of Jndtans offended at our Converts, 
had fled from she Town of S. Xaverius 
and other Places, to that Monller of a 
Man, allur’d by a licentious way of 
l.iving *, all whom Niexnvius kept about 
him and maintain’d, requiring them all 
to Worlhip him, as a God. His Dif- 
pofition was naturally fit for any Fraud 
or Viilany. This Man muff: have prov’d 
very troublelbme to the Affairs of the 
Converts, had he pcrfilted in his Witk- 
eduefs ; therefore F. Gonzales putting in 
execution the Dclign he had long enter- 
tain’d of going to him, made no account 
of the Man's Cruelty, or the Danger of 
Deferters and Renegadoes that lay in 
wait, and appearing unexpectedly before 
Nieznvius prevail'd lo far by his Elo- 
quence, that rhe inveterate Enemy feem- 
cd to be reduced the firft Encounter. 
Therefore the more to oblige him he 
b: ought him to the next Town of S .Ni- 
cholas, where he was conduced to the 
Church with great State. This Show 
of Honour lb far inclin’d him to the So- 
ciety and Chriftian Religion, that re- 
turning home he built a Houfe and 
•Church for the Priefts that were to come, 
and brought over many of the neigh- 
bouring Caciques to follow his Example. 1 
This was a difficult Province* and rc- 1 
quir’d a prudent and refolute Man * for < 
it was fear* d, that Niezjtvius, who was 1 
fo eafily brought over, might foon re- i 


: lapfe, being known to be muchf gfcwA 
to Sorcery, to affeft Divine Honof 
and even at that time to keep a gV| 
company of Concobines. F. John C 
, fttllo was left thereJand F. GonznlesZ? 
ing away to the River Tabatio, wftteff 
runs into the Vrv/iic a, found that 
ther Town might be ereQeii^oa ks 
Banks, as was afterwards done, and 
therefore he promifed the Tabatians an 
Inftruftor, as loon as there were Fa- 
thers enough. Then hearing that ten 
Fathers were coming up the Parana, he 
went to meet them, and having detain’d 
and difpcrled them, returned through 
the Territories of the Jivians and Caar 
fapamimam, into the Country of the 
Caaroans. This Country lies about ten 
I .eagucs from the River Ur vaica towards 
the Inland, nothing unlike to the other 
parts lately civiliz’d, but that it feems 
to be fomewhat more populous ; nor 
would it be any thing more remarkable 
than its neighbouring People, but for 
having (fgnaiiz’d it fcjf in a bale Aftion, 
and afterwards in making emends for it. 

One great caufe of reducing this Coun- 
try to Chrillianity before any other, was 
its bordering on the Lands of the Caa- 
Japaminians , as thofc do on the Jivians , 
and thefe no the P.ratinians, who are 
par.'.cd from the Ibitiraquans only by the 
River Urvaica-, and ic was hop’d, that 
thefe People, among whom the Fathers 
had founded Towns, being lo linked to- 
gether, would eafily defend thcmfelvcs 
againft their Enemies, and make the Paf- 
fage eafie to thefe Lands which lie be- 
tween the River Urvaica and the Allan - 
tick Sea. F. Gonzalez being come with 
the Caciques to the place appointed, e- 
refted a Crols, marked out the ground 
for the Church and Town, to take the 
Name of All-Saints *, appointed Magi- Town 0 < 
Urates, baptiz’d Infants, inftrufted the AUSmu 
Men and Women, and began vigoroafly 
to carry on their Work. As things were 
thus going on profperoufly, Totirava, a 
bold Man, fit for any mifchiefi, who had 
fled from the Town of S. Xaverius , be- 
ing hardened in his old Supcrllitions, 
went privately to Nieznvius , and tel- 
ling him he would foon be no better 
than a Slave to the Jcfuics, snd mull quit 
all his Concubines, eafily llirred him up 
to confpirc the Death of the Fathers. 

Having drawn his People to confent to 
the Murder, he fent the Cacique Cunia - 
raqua to carry the Defign among the 
Caar cans, dir eft ing him to put the Ca- 
ciques Caarupe and Caabure upon murder- 
ing F. Gonzalez , and F. Rodrigues., which 

done. 
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dost, they were to go to execute the 
Gpe upon F. Romero , whilft he put to 
pith F. Cafiillo and other Fathers, about 
the Rifcr Piratin. All tilings were dif- 
p^ed as Niezjtvitts Rad order’d, lo that 
'f^Gonzalex. having *tH’d together the 
to hang a Bern that was to call 
them ifttbe catechized, they were all 
ready, but upon another Dcfign, for Ca- 
ampt had underhand commanded them 
to be privately arm’d, and make no dif- 
covci y, till he gave the Signal to Ma- 
rangoa, who was to execute the Murder. 
They were all thus allcmbled, and F. 
munlci'd. Gonzalez Hooping to put the Rope into 
,■ • . ihc Ring of the Bell, Caarupe thinking 
that a fit oppoi tunny to ftrike, made 
the fign to Marangoa, who, with all his 
force, ft nick the Father on the Head 
with a Club that had a great Stor.c fixed 
at the end, and at one blow knocked out 
his Brains and left him dead, yet ano- 
. thcr Icconding, the Head was quite bruif- 

cd to mafii. Then ail the Company gave 
great Ihouts of joy, which alarmed Fa- 
ther Rodriguez, who was at his Prayers 
in a Cottage near by. As he was com- 
ing out, the cruel Executioners befet his 
Door, and in the fame manner with their 
Clubs, batter’d him to death. When 
they were both dead, a continual Cry 
followed, but not all of a piece, fome re- 
joycing at the Murder, others (for they 
lead not all confcnted) ex piefling their 
Grief, in doleful Lamentations. The 
Barbasians not yet fatisfied, cut the 
Trunk of F. Rodtrigitcz his Body from 
the Limbs, mangling them with many 
Wounds, dragging them about the 
Church, and ai laft burnt them and the 
Church together, tearing and breaking 
all that belong’d to it. Then fending an 
Account of what they had done to zY*e- 
.•jrtvw, they all fell to Feaft together, 
where, as they were boafting of this 
nftian, as if it had been fome honourable 
Enter prize, an Ancient Indian , Father- 
in-law to tiiiivcbaius , a great admirer of 
the Society, tho’ not yet baptized, had 
the Courage to reprimand them for their 
Infblcncc, whereupon they all furioufly 
fell upon, and tore him to pieces. Two 
Youths who lerv’d ¥. Gonzalez at the Al- 
tar, being taken, it was conftilted whe- 
ther they Ihould deftroy them, but their 
Advice prevailed who would have them 
lent home, left it might he a Provocati - 
on to the Indians of Parana to make War 
upon them. Thefc being accordingly 
font home, di [cover’d the whole man- 
ner of the flaughcer. 

The next Day, being nothing more 



lence, and then broke out into difrnal 
fhrieks, to exprefs their Sorrow', till 
their Grief turning into Anger, they 
ask’d leave of the Father to revenge the 
Murder. He difluaded them from lock- 
ing Revenge, bat faid lie [houJd look up- 
on ir. as a great Teftimouy of their Af- 
fettion, if they dnrft bring away the 
dead Bodies. Aiembacnba, a Man in re- 
pute among his People, immuliately 
chofc about two hundred out of all the 
multitude, and ordering them to arm 
thcmfclvcs, fet forward with fpced, aud 
came the fame day to the place where 
the mifehef iiad been done, where they 
took the Bodies half burnt, and return’d 
with them indefpight of their Enemies, 
and put them into a Ccffin, as the time 
would permit. Not long after, the 
wicked Coarnpe , came unexpe&cd upon 
the Caafapaminians with 300 armed men, A brava 
to facrifice F. Romero , whom, bccaufe Aftion 
he liv’d Angle, in fcorn he call’d the old 
Woman. The Townf-mcn, according 
to their Cuftom, were abroad in the 
Fields about their Country Allairs, fo 
that there were but toil young Men in 
Town, who being led by an Old Man, 
went out with their Bo.vs and Arrows 
againft that great number, and beha- 
ved thcmfelvcs fo gallantly, that they 
ftopt them, till the Caafapaminians flock- 
ing out of the Fields, put them all to 
Flight, killing fome without the lofs of 
a Man. F. Romero himfelf appearing on 
Horfenack with two Converts, contri- 
buted much towards gaining this Vicfo- 
ry, and fo daunted the Enemy, that 
they durft never make a fccond attempt 
Before thefe things were done; that is, 
the next day after the [laughter of the 
two Fathers, Niezuvius having receiv’d 
the News of their death, and rejoycing B 
at the bloody Fadl, put on his Garment 
of Feathers, and all the other Orna- 
ments u$’d in their propbane Ceremo- 
nies j and ordering one of his Concu- 
bines to be drefs’d after the lame man- 
ner, call’d all his People about him i it 

was 
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xt'.^Ayas Night when they allrmet, and he 
Tuha. taking ufc. of the Darkaels, for all 
(/Y >0 L\hcs were put out j after ratling fome 
Arrange Words in his Throat, and nu- 
king a hideous noife withf an empty Ca- 
labafh \ at laft when he ind Ail’d all the 
Company with horrour,yacclar’d to them 
that F. Caftiilo was to M taken off They 
all confcntcd, rcfolvifig to manage it 
dcxteioufly, left h^nould make his ef- 
nrprr-r Iff t lim rfrfrr they took along 
with them fome InHdels that were come 
to he inftrufted in Chriftianity. At 
r. CaQiDo break of day they came to F. Caftillo, then 
kill’d’. at his Prayers, defiring him to admit 
tbofc who defir’d to be inroll’d in the 
‘ Catalogue of Chriftians, and to bellow 
fome final! Prefent on them, according 
to uiftom. The Father receiv’d them 
with all pofiiblc ailcdtion, but as he was 
buiie, and fufpefting nothing, they fell 
upon, bulleted, and threw him down. 
Jf it be for theft little things / beftow , laid 
he, that you exercife your cruelty on me-, 
take all, and keep me as your Slave. They 
anfwcr’d it was his death, and of all the 
Fathers throughout Parana and Vrvaica , 
which they iought ; and io to make Ihort, 
they bound him with a long Rope, and 
thus dragg’d him half naked out of the 
Town, over Briars and Stones, fcof- 
fing at him and fltouting. By the way 
they hew’d his Face, pierc’d his Body 
with Arrows, a Slave o ( Niixjtvius cve- 
ly foot cruelly battering his Belly with 
a Club. At laft they cover’d his Head, 
all deform’d with Blood and Mud, un- 
der a heap of Stones, calling the Body 
into the Woods to be devour’d by Ty- 
gers } which done, they return’d to give 
Nietmvius an account of their Exploits. 
He putting on F. Caftillo's prieftly Veft- 
ments, and over them the old Garment 
of a Sorcerer j aflembling his People, 
told them, they had no caufe to fear 
their Fields would lie waftc j that they 
might now fafely, after the manner of 
their Anccftors, keep as many Wives 
;.s they pleas’d, and again bellow Di- 
vine Honours on' him. Then caufing 
the Children that had been baptiz’d, to 
be bi ought to him, as if he could take 
off the Baptifin, walh’d their Heads with 
hot Water, flouring their Tongues 
with Sand, and leraping them with a Shell, 
to wipe away the exorcis’d Salt that had 
•been laid upon them. Having perform’d 
many more extravagant Ceremonies, 
he burnt the Church, and order’d his 
Men to be ready to march the nfext day, 
to kill the two Fathers that were among 
the Piratinians. The News of their 


Defign came. thither before them,'^pd . 
the Fathers prepar’d tbemlelves skyj 
Death ; the Indians , in the mean whjfis** 
tho’ few in number,, be^aule moft were*' 
abroad in the Fielw, making ready toi 
defend their Teachers $ hearing that £hor 
Enemy was very /near, and numeral, 
the Converts forded the Fathpvrw fly 
into the Woods, and the Rebels being 
too numerous for the Piratinians , broke 
into the Town of S. Nicholas , feeking 
the Fathers, and excrcifig their Cruel- 
ty againll the Houfcs and Goods, till the 
Piratinians that were abroad, could be 
call’d home, and then renewing the 
Fight, put thole bloody Barbarians tp. 
flight, killing lixtecnof them, and wound- 
ing many more, without the loft of one 
Man. 

In the mean while, F. Alfonfo de Ara - Courage: 
gon, and F. Francis Clavifo, were forced Oseribt

After punilh - 
ir.g the Criminals, the Bodies of the 
Fathers were taken up, and carryed in 
a very honourable manner to the Town 
of the Conception , where they were re- 
ceived in lolemn Proccfiion. Firft went 
the victorious Forces leading their Pri- 
ioners, then the Children of the Town, 
next the Women, after them the Men, 
and laftiy, the Chiefs of the Nation, at- 
tended by variety of Mufick. On both 
fides of the Biers, were Fathers who had 
relorted thither from all parts. The 
People had adorned the Way with tri- 
umphal Arches, lighted Bone-fires, and 
made other demouftrations of Joy. In 
the Church the Bodies were placed in 
an honourable Tomb, and F. Boroa made 
their fnneral Oration. Thus ended the 
Rebellion of thole Indians , whom we 
muft leave to give an Account of o- 
thers. 

The Province of G naira now calls up- 
on us, where the Fathers Rutz and Dia- 
the ft assists venturing upon the Gualaches , 
GiuUibt f - raet uoexpedied fuccefs. The Coun- 
try of the Gualaches , who are allb cal- 
* led Guanianes , lies between the Lands 
of Taiaoba, and the Territories of Vr- 
vatca, and Ignafr , running out as far as 
the Sea towards Brazil. All this Na- 
tion differs from the Guaranians both in 
Cuftoms and Manners, and is for the 
molt part, at War with them. It would 
be far more populous, did not the In- 
habitants continually deftroy one ano- 
ther ; for when they 'ate heated with 
their Drink made of Honey, in their 
circular drinking Meetings, their Plea- 
fure turning into Madncfs, they fall up- 
on one another with whatfoever Wea- 
pons come next to hand , with fuch 
fury, that many arc defperately wound- 
ed, or killed in the height of their 
Drunkennefs. Thefc Feftivals coming 
about very often, muft needs leflen the 
"number of the People. Befidcs, their 
numerous Sorcerers increafe the number 
of the Dead, killing many with their 
Charms and Poyfbn. They frequently 
Converle with the Devil, and live rather 
upon Hunting than Tillage, dwelling in 
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fmall Villages, not far diftani from 
another. No body had been am,**, 
them as yet to preach thejpKj^ei-; £§& 
the Borderers came to tbe lron Mines, > 
where a few Spaniajeb wrought, hot jjur/ 
from the River Pifyeri, which falls iruo 
the Parana. Thefc Gudatjus heanjjgftic 
News, that the great Jf*«#Wfwith 
whom they had been at War, had for* 
faken his barbarous roannqf qf Living, 
and was become a Chriftian, fcotifiVe- 
ralMeffengers to F. Ruiz, to acquaint 
him that the People of leveral Villages 
were willing to live together in a great 
Town. F. Ruiz was then in the Colo- 
ny of the Incarnation , with F. DiaftaniuS y 
and taking him for his Companion, he 
went away to PHlarica. From thence, 
there were two ways to the Gualaches j 
the one by the Iron Mines, which was 
fives days Journey ; the other about, up 
the River Haibato, through the Lands of 
Taiaoba and the Indians of the Plains, 
who were always at War. F. Ruiz took 
the former, F. Diaftanius the latter, but 
with very great danger, becaufe no 
Man had as yet ventur’d through thole 
Lands, which were much infefted with 
Sorcerers, and this Father was the firft 
that got through that way. When he 
entred the Country of the Gualaches , the 
fixth day of his Journey through the 
Defert, he met with greater danger, 
being met firft with two Companies of 
Men- Eaters, and afterwards by a great- 
er number, from whom cfcaping through 
fpecial Providence, he at length came 
to a part of the Country of the Guala~ 
ches , then infefted with the Plague, 
where he baptiz’d abundance of Infants, 
and lome Men and Women, after, in- 
itrufting them by the help of an Inter- 
preter. F. Ruiz taking the direft Road, 
as was faid, came upon the Borders of 
the Gualaches , the fifth day after he let 
out of Pillar ic a, baptizing very many* 
becaufe the Plague rag’d in thofe parts. 

As he was thus employ’d, Meflengers 
came to him from the Chiquitos , beyond 
the River Piqueri , deliring to have one The ck 
of the Society fent to inftruft them, and iuim ' 
make out the Plan for a Town ; whom 
he difmifled, promifing to lend a Prieft 
as foon as they had gather’d a fufficient 
Number for a Town. Having fpent 
8 Months in Baptizing thofe that were 
infefted with the Plague; at length the 
Fathers, Ruiz and Diaftanius met in a 
convenient place to build a Town, 
which was the refidcnce of Cohe a Ca- 
cique, Father of five Sons, each of which 
was chief of a Village. Belides them,

The 
Fathers were no lefs fuccefsful in the 
Lands of Taiaoba , tor F. lhafanius being 
feut by F. Ruiz, from the T own of the 
Conception to look to the Colony of the 
Archangels tor fome time, fevcral Caci- 
ques ot (j nan aver d% Faftion teforted to 
liim, requcltiii.4 fo earnettly to have a 
Town built, that there was no refufmg 
ot them. There is an Eminence half 
way between the Towns of Archan- 
gel aiid S. Pauly which the Indians call 
the Burying Plate of S. Thomas y hav- 
,r. Toomss. retc ,v 7 d by Tradition from their An- 
ceftors, that the faid A pottle of the In- 
dies palling through thofe Countries, Bu- 
ry’d a great Multitude he had Baptiz’d 
in that Place. This Spot being very com- 
modious and eiicompafs’d by abundance 
of Villages of Infidels, was chofen by F. 
Dtafianius to build a Town on, and a Crofs 
erected y and what is wonderful, thofe 
very Men who had contriv’d to murder 
F. Ruiz, and were counted the cruelleft 
x of Man-eaters, came voluntarily into it. 
Bcitdcs 400 Families th it came in of 
their own accord at fit It, F.Diaftanius 
gather’d 400 more in the Woods and 
Mountains, and call'd it the Town of S. 
Thomas. But the Plague raging at this 
time throughout the Province of Guaira , 
found the Fathers a great deal of Employ- 
ment. But the dread of the lnfolcncy 
of the Robbers was more grievous 
than the Dilfemper , tor it was now 
fear’d they had loft all Rcfpcft to the 
Fathers, and would fall openly upon the 
Converts. The Jealoulie was increas’d 
by the Arrival of the new Governor of 
Paraguay^ who coming through Brafd, 
the fame way the Robbers came, and 
being an F.netny to the Society, was 
fear'd would furnifli a forrowful Subjeft 
for Hiftory. 

The Province of Vrvaica was not 
Wd fo well fctled after the Troubles rais’d by 
*».* the Murderers of the. Fathers, and it was 
much fear’d that Niez.uvius bCing ftill

alive, might elfewhere gather new For- ciASi 
ces and do the mote Mifcjyef, becaufe Techo.

ry. Hereupon the Ibinrqquans calling 
in Succours from all Parts, lei out a Fleet 
of an hundred Boats, with wiiich they 
ran op the Rivers Parana , to the Place 
where Niezatvius Jtas thought to he con- 
triving an Infui reason. They featth’d 
all the Woods to no cltcfr, 'ii’.rhvy beaitl 
he was fled an hundred Leagues tuithcr.

The Territory of Iguatu was no better 
fetled. All the Fnuiltii Inhabitants of p .t 
the Town ot S Mwy Major had been b a * nce jij • 
warn d, 1 hat it they iaicuded to be 
liiftruftcd foi baptifm, they mult put 
away all their Women but one, whom 
they were to take to Wife. Many who 
had fo much Grate, obey’d, the relt fear- 
ing they (hould be compell d to it, fled 
up the River into the Woods, and row- 
ing in remote Places, built a Village af- 
ter their autient Manner, renouncing 
Chriftianity. F. Ruiz, fent after them 
thofe he thought the lintei eft of the Con- 
verts, to tell them. It Jhould be no Dis- 
grace to thenty if they would return in time. 

Ihefe Mefiengers pleas’d with imagina- 
ry Liberty, changing their Mind, grew 
more Mifchievous than thofe they were 
lent to, for they not only perfwaded thofe 
that were fled to ilay abroad, but un- 
dercook to draw the reft from the Town, 
and it was fear’d they might by their ill 
Example debauch other Converts, and 
trouble all the Province of Parana. To 
prevent this Mifchief, ‘after mature De- 
liberation, the Fathers Ruit and Bads* 
went to the Place where the Deferters 
were, attended by a Company of trufty 
Converts, and coming at a time when 
the Men were gone a Hunting and to 
cut Wood, with the afliftance of the 
Caciques that came along with them, they 
fet Fire to the Huts, and began to drive 
the Women and Children to the Town. 

The Deferters returning at Night, and 
fufpeefing by the Fire how the matter 
flood, for the fake of their Wives and 
Children, came and fnbmitted themfelvcs 
to the Fathers, who commending them 
for Returning, inftead of blaming their 
Defertion, reftor’d them to the Town, 
where they continu’d without ever relap- 
fing, to the great Joy of the whole Pro- 
vince }»moft of them foon after embrac- 
ing Chriftianity, quitting their Concu- 
bines, and marrying lawful Wives. Yet

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the Plague ceas’d not to rage cbougfaout 
lube, the Province «f farm*, and therefore 
becaufe the Town ofCmfus Ckrijti leesn’d 
to be feared in m unheakhfnl Place, as 
drawing the Vapours from the River 
with the Rifing San, it was remov’d to 
a better Seat. Next all the Fathers ap- 
ply ’d tbemfelves to repair the Datnma- 
ges foftain’d by the Revolt of Nstxuvi- 
cttroMs Faftion. This Delign was sot a lk- 
fnbmit. tfo-forwarded by the Repentance of the 
Caaroan Murderers, which they were 
caJily brought to by Tambataius a Prifo- 
oer feat back to them. T o teftifie their 
Penitence, they lent a piece of F. Gen- 
jw/o.’s'Ghalite to the Fathers, intreating 
them to come and reftore all Things to 
the fame Pofture they were in before. 
Whereupon F. Romero and F. Alfaro pre- 
par'd to repair to them, notwithftanding 
the Converts us’d all Arguments to dil- 
iuade them, and being upon the Spot 
ere&ed a Crofs, and finding {efficient 
Encouragement to undertake the build- 
ing of a Town, return’d in Gifety. Soon 
after F. F’afquez. the new Provincial, com- 
ing out of the Province of Tucuman to 
vifit thofc of Vrvaica and Parana, re- 
lpiv’d to go thither bimtclf well attend- 
ed to gain the greater Reputation. The 
Chief of the Caaroans follow’d by a 
Multitude of People, came ont to meet 
him Unarm’d, in whole Name Guar cha- 
ins who had continu’d Faithful, fpoke to 
him after this manner. We lay our Arms 
at your Feet , Great Father, being ready to 
obey all your Commands , provided you do not 
impofe it as a Punifliment of our Crime , to 
be depriv'd of the Society. This is the Re* 
queft of all tty Country, men, and they have 
chofe me, who am Innocent, for their Advo- 
cate, that the Guilty may the more eafily 
obtain Pardon. This fain they fell down 
at the Provincial’s Feet, begging of him 
OOt to forlake them, F. Romero being 
their Interpreter. The Women and 
Children by difinal Motions interceded 
tor their Husbands and Parents. The 
Provincial return’d a moll affe&ionate 
Anfwer, laying all the blame on Niezu- 
vius, and calling them to Imbrace him, 
whereat they all burft out into Tears. 
The next Day the Provincial baptiz’d

This mixture, in procefs of time, 
running through them all,andbadSons fuc- 
cceding good Fathers, and worfe Grand- 
l'ons } rhe Sons that generous Portuguese 
breed, being fo often mix’d, degenera- 
ted, lb that there nothing remain’d a- 
mong the Poftcrity of thofe firft re- 
nowned Conquerors of Brazil , but their 
Names. The Portuguese difdaining to 
call this Generation by their Name (as 
Orlandinus in his Hiftory of the Society 
obferves) gave them the barbarous Title 
• of MamaUfCi \ that lince they arc like 
them in nothing elfe,they may not be a- 
like in Name. This deprav’dRace was in- 
cic.ifed by the addition of worfe Com- 
panions, who rclorted touhem in great 
rrtimbers fiom other places, being invited 
by Liberty, and the good difpotuion of 
the place. For Piratininga , as to iituation 
and fruitful nets of Soil, furnilhes fuchas 
delirc to live wickedly and daintily, with 
Ncccflarics and Safety. It is fifteen 
Leagues from the Ocean, and a litcle 
South of the Tropick of Capricorn. Be- 
ing therefore in a temperate Climate, it 
produces moft things necelfiny for life, 
fo that it not only furnilhes it felt, but 
the 1 eft of Brazil , which is fb luxuriant 
by rcafon of the great Heat and Moi- 
fture, with plenty of Corn and Cattle. 
It produces Sugar, and is faid not to want 
Gold Mines. 1 here is but one way chi— 

. thcr from the Ports upon the Ocean, 
which is over craggy Mountains, and 
very difficult to pafs ; and lb narrow, 
that a very few rrtay keep out any num- 
bers. This fertility of the Soil, and in- 
acceffiblencls of the place, draws many, 
who arc forced to fly for their Crimes, 
or dclire to commit them to fly thither 
out of Europe and Brazil. Thus Men of 
feveral Nations, and guilty of all Crimes, 
having found out a place fuitableto their 
Inclination, and joining in amity with 
the Mamalucs , began to treat the Indians 
after a far different manner from the 
firft generous Portugals, who firft plant- 
fupittdques ed Colonies in Brazil. The firft, and a 
lingular Proof of their Viilanies, as I 
find it tell upon the Tupinaques. Thefe 
People dwelt on both the Banks of the 
RivcrAniambi, which riling out of the 
cold Mountains, and running a long race 
through the Province of Guairu, falls 
into the Parana. They were computed to 
be 30000 Archers, living in 300 Villages 
but they lo deftroy’d all that Nation in 


ore of 

fix Yeajrs War, that there fcarcc remains 
any token of that Multitude, except the 
Ruins of the Villages. The War with 
the Tupinaques being at an end, they cn- 
tred the Territories of the Tupiguas , in- 
habiting both lides of the River 7 eticai , 
in the Year 1589, after having Ipread 
their Terror through the neighbouring 
Countries, and for feven Years drove all 
before them j, after which followed the 
five Years Defolation along the River 
Paraubaba, which falls into the Springs 
of that of the Amazjms. King Philip p, 
abhorring the cruelty of thefe Robbers, R 
let out an Edi£t, which was only the re- 
newing the Laws of the Emperour 
Charles the <;th, and the Kings of Portu- 
gal, forbidding the Indians being made 
Slaves on any pretence whatlocver. The 
Govcrnours and Magiftratcs of Brazil , 
and even thofe of the Town of Pirati- 
ninga endeavour’d to have the King’s 
Commands oblerv'd. But the Mama- 
lues breaking through all Antient and 
Modern Laws, were ftill more wickedly 
bent upon the deftrudion of the Indians. 
Yet, left they ftiould feem openly to vi- 
olate the Laws, they had always fpeci- 
ous Pretences, and inch as Teem'd to 
carry a Zeal of the King’s Service for 
what they did, palliating their Villany 
under a ftiow of Juftite. Thus, under 
a colour of going to the Gold Mines 
found up the In land, they often broke 
out in great numbers from the Towns 
of Piratininga , $. Vincent , and the Saints , 
and droveaway an infinite Multitude of 
Indium into flavery. But what is mpft 
prepoftcrous, they perform all ads of 
Devotion before they let out upon thefe 
Expeditions, which laft three or fopr 
Years, as if Heaven could hear the 
Prayers of Milcreants, and give a Blef- 
fing to Viilanies ; and what is moft pro- 
voking, thefe Wretches call their Rob- 
beries, Apofiolick Excurfions •, faytyg, 
they go to ferret the Indians out of their 
lurking Holes, to bring them to Civili- 
ty and Chriftian Religion. I could give 
a particular Account, having the Au- 
thentick Relations by me, of the Perfons, 
Times, and Places ; J could Ihow how 
cruelly they wafted wholeProvinces,who 
theCommanders of theRobbers were , a nd 
what particular Places they utterly de- 
ftroy’d ; but I Dial] exprefs it more 
briefly, by faying, that all the vaft trad 
of Land, from the River Marannon to 
thirty Degrees of South Latitude, up the 
In-land, fuffer’d by their continual ex- 
cur lions. There remain'd a part of 
G uuira, * and lome other Countries fg* 
tabus 
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mous for the Labours of the Society iu 
them, which how they plunder’d or 
, damaged, I am now about to let down 
as afted in feveral Years. 

Luis de Ctffcdes , a Man nobly defeend- 
. ed,* arriv’d from Spain in Brazil, in the 
p Year 1629, to proceed to Paraguay, 
having obtain’d the Government of that 
Province of the King. There are two 
Ways from Brazil to Paraguay. The 
one by Land, the other by Sea. The 
Way by Land was ablolutclv forbid by 
the King, to prevent the Oppreflion of 
the Indians. Yet the new Govcrnour 
thought fit to go by Land, alledging he 
had the King’s Difpcnfation. Being at 
Piratininga , he fet out at fuch time as 
900 Mamducs , and 2200 Tupims , (theft 
arc fierce Indians , in League witli the 
Mamducs') were preparing to enter 
6 'naira to plunder. Their Commander 
in chief, was Antony Rapofo •, other Men 
infamous for enflaving the Indians , were 
Captains under him. The Governour 
lotting out of Paratininga in an ill Sea- 
fon, having travelled fome Days by 
Land, made the reft of his journey into 
G naira on the River. Being honourably 
entertain’d at Loreto by F. Ruiz ., all the 
Return he made was ill Language ; and 
having confulted about providing againft 
the Mamducs , he fixed upon nothing. 
Tho he could not but commend the La- 
ljours of the Society, he could never be 
brought to order Supplies tooppofc the 
Robbers, declaring he was not ftrong c- 
nough for them ■, but it appears he was 
faulty in that particular, and therefore 
fome time after was fined by the Coun- 
^cil of Spain. In the mean while the 
TtOups-ot the Mamducs drove the Lands 
of the Infidels not far from the Towns 
of the Converts, attempting nothing 
upon the Converts of the Society j yet 
the Fathers did not doubt there was Fire 
Iiicf/undcr thofe deceitful Alhes, which 
ibon broke out into a dreadful Confla- 
gration i for it was plain that the Rob- 
bers only wanted a Pretence to fall on. 
The Cacique Tatar ana was the innocent 
cauft of all this Milchief. He had been 
once taken by Simon Alvarez., a Mama- 
luc, but having made his efcape, with 
his Men, fled to the Town of S. Anto- 
ny. This being known, Simon Alvarez ., 
Commander of one of the Troops of 
Mamducs demands Tatar an a of F. Mola 
Direftor of the Town of S .Antony, who 
anfwcring. That Tatar an a was free by 
Nature, and therefore could not, con- 
. tary to the Laws of Nature, fut him 
inKii Chains, who had fortunately de- 


liver’d himftlf; the Rover was enraged, < V'W° 
and confulting with Antony Rapofo, chief Iceko.

The next Day a numerous Company of 
Mamducs under the command of Simon 
Alvarez afiaults the Town, plunders it, 
fpares none, cuts off fuch as oppofe him, 
fccures the prime Men, drives away the 
weak Multitude, robs F. Mola of all he 
had, tho he us’d all means to move thole 
Robbers to commifcration ; but finding 
no humanity among them, and dcfpair- 
ing of defending the Bodies, apply’d 
himfclf to procure the health of the 
Souls of thofe poor People, baptizing, 
inftrufting, and otherwife helping them, 
as occalion would permit in that Ihort 
time, and this not without danger of his 
Life, one of thefc Mifcrcants aiming to 
kill him, had not another of the Gang 
obftr lifted him. About 2500 Indians 
are laid to have been taken at this Inva- 
llon by the Robbers j the Shepherd was 
left without his Flock, lamenting the 
lofs of his dear Children in God, whom 
he law drove away like Sheep before his 
Face, without hopes of redrefs. Nor 
was the Sorrow of thofe poor Captives 
lefs, who ftill look’d about to fee whe- 
ther there was any poflibility of making 
their efcape ■, and fome having found 
means of compaflig it, made their Way 
to F. Mola. To theft were added fome 
others who had hid thcmfelvcs from the 
Robbers, all whom as he was leading to 
the Town of the Incarnation, he was a- 
gain in danger of being kill’d •, for fc- 
veral of them changing their Minds, be- 
gan to Mutiny, acculing F. Mola of Trea- 
chery, and affirming he dealt underhand 
with the Robbers j whereupon they 
were ready to fall upon him, but that he 
commemorating the dangers he and o- 
thers of the Society had expos’d them- 
felves to for their lakes, diverted them 
for that time, with the alfiftance of fome 
fincere Converts. But the danger was 
accidentally doubled ; for a great num- 
ber of Gentiles, altogether ignorant of 
the Milchief done the Day before, com- 
ing to the Town of S. Antony, with a 
defign to embrace Chriftiaojty, finding 
it abandon’d and (trewed with dead Bo- 
dies, grew enrag’d, and dilperling into 
feveral Companies, fought about for the 
Fathers as Betrayers of their Country. 

But F. Mola was gotlafc to the Incarna - 
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tioti , F. Pafior having come ouc to meet 
aod relieve him. 

The Niws of the Invalioa being 


brought to the Town of St. Michael, 
oblig’d {. Mendoza and F. Vanfuck, who 
refided there, to provide the belt they 
could againftit: And becaufe it was un- 
fafe to remain in the Town, endeavour’d 
to perfwade the Inhabitants to fly with 
them to the Town of the Incarnation , 
where with joint Forces they might op- 
pofc the Robbers. Many taking the Ad- 
vice, follow’d F. Vanfuck, and were met 
and reliev’d by the Fathers, and Con- 
verts of the Incarnation. Having fecured 
them, F. Fan fuck return'd to the Town 
of S. Michael, and perfuaded the reft for 
fear of the Enemy, who was now near, 
to hide thcmfelves in the Woods. He 
hitnfelf ftayed in the Town with two 
Youths, to the great danger of his life ; 
for many of the Indians were full of Jea- 
loufies, and fome were reported to de- 
lign againft his life whereupon fome 
Converts venturing from the Incarnation 
to defend him, fell into the Hands of the 
Mamalucs , and were carryed away into 
flavery, notwithftanding he went to de- 
mand them. Soon after, Antony Vicudo, 
Captain of another Band of Mamalucs , 
envying the Plunder of the Town of 
S. Antony, without any other provoca- 
tion, enter’d the Town of S. Michael, 
and finding it abandon’d, in a rage,fearch- 
cd all the Country for four Leagues a- 
bout, making all Slaves that he could 
meet with. Thefe two Towns being 
deftroy’d, there could be no opportuni- 
ty of attending the Couverlion of the 
Caaivans, a numerous Nation, that de- 
fired the afliftance of the Society. In the 
mean while, great numbers fled for pro- 
tection to the Town of Jefu Maria , but 
in vain, for neither could this Place a- 
void the fury oft hole Mifcreants. Ema- 
tiuel Morato , Captain of a Band of tbofe 
Thieves, being inform’d of the Multi- 
tude there was in the Town of Jefu Ma- 
ria, taking fome Detachments out of the 
other Companies of Rovers, and 2000 
of the Tupus their Auxiliaries, in march 
appear’d before the Town of Jefu Ma- 
ria. The chief Men of the Town go- 
ing out a little way to difeover whether 
thofe were profefs’d Enemies, were 
prefently feized and bound. M. Mac eta 
perceiving they a&cd in a hoftile man- 
ner, went out to them with a Crucifix 
in his Hand, and an Albe or Surplice on 
to try whether any Refpeft* would 
be given to his Prieftly Function, but 
they fcornlf hito, calling him Fool, and 


Deceiver of the Indians. The new made 
Chriftians furrounded their Father, ex- 
prefling their AffcSion the beft they 
could in Words or T ears. Among them 
Curuha , a powerful Cacique complaining 
to him with a filial Confidence, of* the 
Violence offer’d him, was ihot through 
the Body with a Bullet by one of the 
Robbers. F. Maceta provok'd at this 
Villany , feyerely reprimanded that 
Wretch, who drawing his Sword threat- 
ned to kill him, but was diverted from 
it. Curuha in the mean while wallow’d 
in his Blood, and having not* been before 
baptiz’d, was there at his Death made a 
Chriftian. Guiravera with the reft of 
the principal Men had their Hands 
bound behind them, and were drove 
away like Sheep. F. Spinofa hearing of 
the Danger F. Maceta was in, came with 
fome hundreds of Indians by Night to 
his Afliftance, and had like to break his 
Neck off a Roek, of which fell he lay 
three Hours as if he bad been dead, re- 
covering afterwards with much difficulty. 
Three hundred more Converts came with 
F. Viaftanius on the feme account from 
the Town of S. Thomas. All the good 
thefe Succours did, was only to receive 
fome few that made their cfcape from 
the hindermoft Troops, for the Robbers 
were gone off in time. F. Maceta went 
away with F. Diafianius , who advis’d him 
to purfuc the Robbers, that if he could 
not move them by intreaty, he might 
force the Prey from them in Brafil by 
the afliftance of the Magiftrates. This 
being refolv’don, F. Maceta and F. Van- 
firkins who had been rob’d of their Flocks, 
follow’d the Robbers through a vaft De- 
fert and loon overtook them. The \f..- 
malucs divided into Companies as they 
were, drove a numerous Multitude of 
Captives before them; and that none 
might efcape, had fecur’d the Caciques 
with Fetters link’d to a long Cbain,*\tbe 
reft were put forward with their Hands 
bound. F. Maceta ran among thefe poor 
Wretches embracing them, and begging 
of their Keepers for his Children in 
Chrift, but they fcofPd at him, laying 
he was Mad, and yet be delifted not till 
he bad mollify’d one of thofe Thieves, 
and refeu’d fome few of the Indians. En- 
courag’d with this Succefe he went to an- 
other Company, where with much in- 
treaty, he obtain’d Liberty for Eight, 
one of whom was the famous Cacique 
Guiravera and with him his Wife.

The Fathers fearching the Woods, 
gathered chofc that had fled for fear of 
the Mamalucs, and with the alfiftance of 
Cniravera , who, as has been faid, was 
return’d from Brazil, drew fuch a Mul- 
titude as was fufficieat to re-build the 
Town of Jefu Maria iu the fame place 
it was before, where it was accordingly 
begun } but F. Mace t a coming from 
Brazil with the News of the obftinacy 
of the Mamalucs, it was, for more fafe- 
ty, remov'd to a place near the Preci- 
pice oifhubai. Thus was the Province 
of Guaira beginning tobereftor’d, when 
the difmai News was brought, that the 
Mamalua had deftroy’d the Town of 
. 5 . Paul , and drove all the Inhabitants a- 
way into Captivity. The Inhabitants of 
the Incarnation hearing of the dcftruClion 
of St. Paul, fled fome of them to the 
Town of S. Xaverius , and fome to Hui- 
bai. Thus one Town was deftroy’d by 
the barbarity of the Robbers, and ano- 
ther only by the dread of them, with- 
out any hopes of being reftor’d. F. 
Ruiz, hailing from among the Gualachet , 
to remedy thefe Misfortunes, could find 
no betterexpedient, than to gather the 
iftlniafcCn the Inhabitants of bothTowns, 
and to fend them toward Viilaricu, where 
the;Trackof S. Thomas remains, thereto 
build a new Town. But this was run- 
ning them intofrelh Difafters, for other 
dealers of Indians lying in wait for Boo- 
ty, feized all they could for their own 
ufe, and drove them a vaft way into 
Paraguay.

lues, he lent away F. Diaftanius into Pa- 
raguay, to acquaint the Governour with 
the whole matter, and beg fome affi- 
flance to fupport the finking Province. 
The Governour having heard the Ac- 
count E Diaftanius gave of the Invafion 
of the Mamaluct , the deftf uCWon of the 
Towns, and deftrudion of the Province 
of Guaira, was as much inragld as if 
State Afiront had been offer’d him, 
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told the Father, he Was well afford by rvAp* 
Letters from Hllarica^ that the Fears of Techo. 
the Fathers were groyndlefs, and that 
the Society magnify’d every thing to 
mifreprefent him. But F. Diaftanius, 
left the conniving at this Behaviour, 
might afterwards be a Reflection on the 
Society, drew up a Petition, and pre- 
fented it to the Governour before a 
publick Notary, praying relief for the 
Province of Guaira \ but no Anfwer be- 
ing return’d, he halted away to confult 
the Provincial upon that point. At the 
lame time F.jUfaro was fent thither, be- 
caufe the fame Governour, had made a 
Law, forbidding any Perfon, without 
his leave, to go through the Province of 
Parana, into that of Guaira, but through 
Paraguay, which is 250 Leagues about} 
and tho the Society reprefented the ill 
confequences of that Law, which cut off 
the fending any timely Supplies tothofe 
diftrefled People, yet they could not 
make him alter his Relblution. F. Vaf- 
quex. the Provincial, was extreamly con- 
cern’d at thefe Calamities, efpecially 
when he receiv’d further News from 
Guaira, that there were People there, 
who made Slaves of tbofe poor Indians 
who had elcaped out of the Hands of the 
Mamalucs. Thefe things mov’d the Pro- 
vincial to fend F. Diaftanius to the 
fupreme Council in Peru, and he him- 
felf went up the Parana to Guaira, to 
comfort the Afflicted, and be an Eye- 
witnefs of other Calamities. But having 
ftay’d fo long in this Province of Guaira, 
it will not be amifs to look back into 
the others, before we proceed upon the 
Teft of its Calamities. » 

About the end of the Year 1530, and 
the beginning of the next, the Province 
of Tucuman began to be infefted with R

The Fathers in Guair a, had 
at fcvcral times, got fqme numbers of 
both thefe Nations out of the Woods, 
but moft of them, as fooi\ as they were 
fhut up in the Town, dyed like Plants 
that grow in' the Shade, and cannot bear 
the Sun. The Fathers of Acar ai had 
done the lame, and were delirousto find 
Ibme expedient to provide for the Sal* 
vation of thofe wretched Creatures, 
with more lafety to their Bodies. F. Al- 
varez., with incredible Labour and Dan- 
ger, made his way through almoft im- 
penetrable Woods to thefe People, and 
having got eighteen of them together, 
he retain’d to the Town, where he in- 
fhudted them the belt their ftupidity 
would bear; and having baptiz’d them, 
they all dyed . The reft of the Province 
of Parana was peaceable, and the Hea- 
thens daily came over, and were bap- 
tized.

The Provincial Paf- 
tptez. had promiled the People, dwelling 
on its Banks, to fend them a Father, in 
hopes whereof, they had lb gather’d 
their Icattcr’d Houfes, that ,they feem’d 
Jjerioufly to defirc to be civiliz’d and be- 
coffl&Hcbriftians ; and thc Society 
thought it a matter of great confequence 
to fecurc that Poft, which wonld open a 
Way to the upper part of Vrvaica , and 
obftrutt NiezjtvUa from railing new 
Tsoubles. F. Romero repairing thither, 
and hading 350 Families already aflem- 
bled, and as many more ready to meet, 
erefted a Crofs, appointed Magiftrates, 
and baptiz’d the Children. F. Altama- 
rinus well skill’d in the Indian Language, 
govern’d this new Town, call’d the Af- 
fumption. , twelve Years, with fuch fuc- 
ccls, that 4200 were there baptiz’d. It 
was here 1 learnt to exprels my fclf in 
the Language of Guaira\ ana having 
gain’d fome skill in it, through God’s 
great mercy, was able, tbo unworthy,

Fire-arms, he refolved the three afore- cvA/l 
laid Towns Ihould be remov’d out of Ttcho. 
hand, near to the Precipice of Guaira , 
that their great diftance might be a de- 
fence to them, and in cafe of need, they 
might pafs the Precipice, and repair to 
the Towns in Parana. Having lb or- 
der’d Affairs, he went away himfelf tor 
that Province, in great anxiety of Mind 
for thefe Calamities. No fooner was 
he gone, but News came that the Ene- 
my drove all the Country before them, 
whereupon the Projed of removing was 
haftned. Accordingly the Fathers took 
care to five all that could be carryed a- 
way, and convey the Inhabitants to the 
places appointed. F. Ernotus was 60 
Days marching with thole committed to 
his charge, and brought all fife without 
the lofs of one Creature. The others 
met with greater difficulty ^ want of Pro- 
vifions, and the hardlhips of the Way, 
prevailed with many of the Indians to 
turn back to their native Country. Of 
thefe, lome were killed by the Gualaches , 
and others made Slaves. Three Days 
after they were gone, the Mamducs en- 
tring the Lands of Taiaoba , found a 
gi cater Booty than ever they did before ; 
the People furrendring themfelves of 
their own accord, and voluntarily run- 
ning themfelves into Fetters, for fear of 
Death. All thole who forfook the Fa- 
thers, ran the fame Fortune. But the 
Mamducs , not fatisfy’d with lo great a 
Booty, underloading that great Com- 
panies of the Converts had been con- 
veyed away, through the Lands of the 
Gualaches, they purfu’d nhem in fevcral 
Troops. 

The Society had founded two Towns 
in the Country of the Gualaches, the one Towns of 
call’d the Conception , and the other S. Pe- S. Peter 
ter. A Troop of the Mamducs falling 
unexpected into the latter, bore down deftroy*d> 
all before them, without any rcfpeCt to 
the Priefts. The Mamducs do not like 
the Gualaches for Slaves lb well as the 
Guarans, becaufe of their natural fierce- 
nefsj and therefore palling them by, 
they made it their whole bufinefs to o- 
vertake the People of Taiaoba, that fled 
with the Fathers. Thos the Town of 
S. Peter was deftroy’d, the Inbfbitants 
retiring to their lurking places, and the 
Fathers, all the Guarans being taketf 
from them, retiring to the ftiver Piqui- 
ri. The Town of the Conception fared 
no better ; for tho the Mamducs did no 
harm there, but the carrying away of

The difficulty was in 
finding Boats for fuch a Multitude after 
they were down the Precipice ; for there 
was no hope that of all that number of 
Boats, any could clcape Shipwreck, if 
they were let run down from the Top 
of the Precipice, to the Pool at the Bot- 
tom. Yet becaufe they would try all 
Expetiments, they turn’d alrnoft all the 
Boms loofc, after taking out their La- 
ding; which in a moment weie ihatter’d 
into Chips and vanifh’d, beating againft 
tiie Rocks, and being fwallow’d by Whirl- 
pools. The next hope was to have 
Boats brought to the foot of the Preci- 
pice, from the Towns of the Converts 
in Parana ; but they were therein difap- 
poiuted in a great meafurc, the chief of 
the Fathers of Parana , being at that 
time call'd away to the Chapter at Cor- 
dova. Therefore the belt Advice was, 
when they had march’d down the Pre- 
cipice to the Plains, to build new Boats, 
larch of For the better conveniency of their 

hetranf- ddeending, F. Fniz, divided the Multitude

with their Provifions, and other final! 
Utenfils, meeting every now and then 
with Brooks, to pafs which they were 
forced to cut down Frees and make fome 
lost of Bridges. Sometimes the fteep- 
nels of the Rocks, lomctimes the hot 
burning Sands, and fometimes impafia- 
ble Woods, obftru&ed their Paflage; 
which made not only the Sick and Aged, 
but the Women loaded with their Chil- 
dren, and healthy Perlons faint by the 
way ; wherefoever any one fail’d, he 
was forfaken by the reft, the Fathers 
not being able to relieve them, but on- 
ly taking care of their Souls. It is cer- 
tain that a great number Perilh’d in the 
Deftent of that Precipice, which I have 
deftrib’d before. That Deftent, if they 
went ftrait forward is but 14 Leagues, 
Jhuc they are forced to take fo much Gom-

Having fpent eight Days in coming TedA. 
down, when they arriv’d at* the Plain , /YM 
all fell to Work at making of Boats, 
which the Indians being us’d to make of 
Trees hollow'd out; and there being no 
large Timber at the foot of the Preci- 
pice, they were forced to make Boats 
of very fmall Burden. The Fathers of 
Parana had with great labour and the 
lofs of many, fent a few Boats loaden 
with Provifions to the foot of the Pre- 
cipice, to relieve the Indians after their 
March ; but being fo few among a Mul- 
titude, they fignify’d little. For theft 
reafons all the Multitude was divided in- 
to lour Parts. The Grit T roop was or- 
der’d to march along the Banks of the 
Parana , under the leading of £. Spinofa. 

Two others took their way through the 
Woods up the Country, on both fides, 
towards the Towns of Acarai and Igu- 
az.it, under the com!- ct of F. Contreras 
and F. Suarez.. 1 ire iaft Troop went 
down the River under F. Ruiz., and he 
not having Veilels enow to carry fo 
great a number,\F. Mac eta was ordeiM 
to ftay at the foot of the Precipice with 
the reft of the People, till the VdTcls 
could return “from Acarai , and other 
Conveniences be provided. F. Alaceta 
and his Company liv’d there 3 Months 
upon wild Fruits; and F. Salazar liv’d 
four Months on the other fide among the 
Rocks with 600 Indians , in great want of 
all Things; till F. G allego came from the 
Town of Iguazjt to relieve them. But 
whether they went by Land or Water, 
abundance dy’d ; lbme fainting with 
Hunger, fome with Wearinels and other 
Misfortunes. Thofe dn the River, the 
Boats being fmall and the Surges great, 
were often overfot and many Drown’d. 

Many had made Boats of Canes, fifey 
Foot long and thicker than a Man’s Leg, 
bound together, in which feveral were 
loft. One of thefe was ftav’d, anddropM 
all it carry’d into the Water, before the 
Fathers ; but all that were in it fwam a- 
(hore, except one Woman, who choft 
rather to be Drowned with her Children, 
than quitting them to get off with the 
reft ; but the other Indians fav’d both her 
and the Infants. Another Boat being 
fwallow’d up by the River, all the Men 
and Women were fav’d, and eleven 
Children loft. Thole that funnounted 
all thefe Dangers, were firft reliev’d Sy 
the Converts of the Towns of Iguaztt 
and Acarai ; nor is it eafie to exprefs how 
Charitably the Fathers aad Converts of 
Parana , receiv’d and entertain'd lo many 
E e e e e 1 thoiH 
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thoufand Strangers; reducing themfelves 
liecho. to extream want to fupply them. Be- 
4/W fore it was propos’d to build Towns, 
the whole Nation difpers’d itfelf among 
the Colonies of Parana and Vrvdca } 
which Colonies, by reafon of the ill 
Crop the Year afforded, being ill pro- 
vided to fupply the Native^ involv’d 
themfelves in wonderful Calamities. It 
is well known that the Inhabitants of 
the Town of S. Ignatius on the River 
Paraguay, diftributed two thirds of the 
Provifions they had, in Alms among the 
Strangers. The Itapuans bellow’d 3000 
Oxen among them. The Inhabitants of 
Corpus Chrifiiy flaughter’d a great num- 
ber of Cattle to relieve them } and yet 
ioon after Plague and Want deftroy’d 
many of them. Six hundred were bu- 
ry’d in the Town of Acarai , in a fhort 
time after fonie Thoulands of thefe 
Pilgrims came thither. Thofe that fur- 
viv’d having confumed all the Food there 
was about the Town} labour’d to pro- 
trad Life, difpers’d about the Woods, 
killing what came in their way. F. Al- 
varez. ranging the Forrjfts to take care 
of their Souls, was reduced to fuch ex- 
tremity, that he had nothing but the 
Skin upon his Bones, and look’d like a 
Ghoft, being juft ready to eat a pair of 
old Shoes, he had foftned by long Boil- 
ing, when fome fmall Supply was lent 
him by the other Fathers. The Jgua- 
zjtans for four Months maintain'd 1 500 
of thofe Guairantam, for which they af- 
terwards fuffer d Famine. The Plague 
loon after deftroy'd 500 of them. In the 
Town of S. Major, the Tygers 
firft flelhVi on i ic dead Bodies, devour’d 
20 Indian Convcfts. The People of Vr- 
vdca, whither a part of thefe Strangers 
were fent, were profufely bountiful to 
them } notwithftanding all which fome 
dy’d of the Plague and for Want. To 
be brief, of the remains of 13 Towns 
of Gudra , fcarce 4000 furviv’d the firft 
Year after their Tranfmigration } all the 
reft either Dying in the way, difperling 
themfelves about, or Perilhing by Hun- 
ger or Famine. When the Peftilence 
was a little abated, F. Ruiz, gathering 
the Survivors from all Parts, apply'd 
himfelf to rebuild Towns. The River 
Jabebdr is about half way between the 
Towns of Itapua and Corpus Chrifii } on 
its Bank*, not far from the Parana into 
vfhieh if* falls } were lay’d the Foundati- 
ons of two Towns, under the old Names 
of Loreto and S. Ignatius. That die Peo- 
ple might not perilh with Hunger whilft 
they wen; Building } the Fathers out of 


the Mony the King allows them Yeavfy, 
and what they could raile by fail of the 
Goods of the Towns deftroy’d, bought , 
10000 Oxen*, which, with fome other 
helps, kept them from ftarving; and 
thofe transplanted Colonies, through the 
Induftry of the Fathers, began to re- 
gain fome par^, of their former Lufter. 

Hither were .Drought the remains of 
Gudra , whe/e the Fathers had fpent 
23 Years with incredible Labour in re- 
ducing thofe People*, having Founded 
thirteen Towns, betides the Spanijh Ci- 
ty of Uaric a, which was alio abandon’d. 

1 he Province of Guaira through their 
indefatigable Labours was thus improv- 
ing, and it was hop’d the whole would 
embrace Chtiftianity, and fubmit to 
the Catholick King} when that Plague 
of the Mamducs , as has been laid over- 
threw all, cutting off the hopes of any 
return thither} for after Plundering 
the Towus eroded by the Society, the 
Robbers fit ft ruin’d the Villages under 
the Jurifdi&ion of the Spanifij City of 
nilarica , and then without any rcfjied 
to the Bilhop of Paraguay , who came 
thither in Perlon, overthrew that and 
the City of Guaira. Some of the Spa- 
niards of yniarica were remov’d to the 
River Paraguay , and lome took up 
among the Mamducs. The two Towns 
being fetled, F. Ruiz, -was appointed to 
have charge of them. Where we muft 
leave him to look a little into the Pro- 
vince of Vrvdca , and lome other Parts. 

When F. Romero had made fome Pro- f 
vifion for the poor Gudranians , being 
ftrengthned by the Acceffion of the Fa- Province 
thers came from that Province } he fe- of T- 
rioufly apply’d himfelf to prpmggtc 
Chriftianity beyond the bounds' otVr- 
vaica in the Province of Tape } wherein 
God’s foecial Providence was vitible, 
which after the Deftrudion of fo many 
Towns, furnilh’d a new Province for 
that of Gudra which had been utterly 
ruin’d. Under the Name of the Pro- 
vince of Tape , is comprehended a ridge 
of Mountains running an hundred 
Leagues from Fall to Weft} but the 
Extremities of which Mountain are eight 
Days Journey from the River Vrvdca , 
and twice that diftance from the Atlan- 
tick Ocean. The Vales below it are 
excellent Paftore for Cattle. The Land 
which will bear any Grain, and Water'd 
by abundance of Springs and Brooks. 

In the marlhy Grounds towards the Sea 
there is often found an amphibious Crea-

For by this 
u means, your Holinefs will open a 
“*way into the Church for thofe Infi- 
w dels, which the Devil endeavours to 
“ Ihut up ; as ouf Duty obliges us to 
w hope of your Holinra, whom God, 
“ &c. Pope Vtban the VIII. having 
confultcd learned Men upon that Point, 
^declar’d he did not believe there was 
any need of his fpccial Difpenfation, 
there being the probable Opinions of 
Dodtors on both fides •, and therefore 
they ihould follow thofe Opinions, which 
according to the Nature of the Places 


from the nineteenth Degree of SoaJi tyCo 
Latitude beyond the Two^mnd Tw en-zvechr. 
tieth. On the South its Bouudaries are '^YN» 
the Villages of Indians within the Jurifc* 
di&ion of the City of the AJfumpdon, 
on the North the River Bututto hems it 
in. The Inhabitants differ but little in 
Language and Manners, from Paranians 
and Vrvaicant, being alfo alike in this, 
that they have fmall Parties of different 
Languages about them, with whom they 
formerly wag’d endlefs Wars. They 
us’d to try their Strength (as Lipfius 
writes of the Cbilenians) by carrying a 
great Piece of Timber, which whoever 
could fii ft run with to a Place appointed, 
gain d a Reward or Honour. The Wo* 


and People they had to deal with they 
found molt favourable to them. Hill 
leaving learned Men the liberty of be- 
lieving according to their Judgment. 
It was therefore the general Opinion of 
moil: of the Fathers rcliding in thefe 
Countries, that the Marriages of thefe 
Infidels were void, for the rcafons above 


men ddor rn rather than Paint their Bo- 
dies, pricking their Bodies in Streaks 
which they daub’d with a Dirt Colour. 
They honour’d the Funerals of their 
Kindred by calling thcmfclvcs fiom high 
Places, and Ibmetimes with loft of Life. 
The rebounding Balls of Itatina made of 
the Gum of Trees are famous all the 


alledg’d, and that the Indians Convert- 
ed might lawfully take any one Woman 
that was Baptiz’d, to Wife, and caft off 
the reft. Yet this they always adted 
cautioufly in, as the matter requir’d. 
iVoYince The Province of Guaira being totally 
«f ltnim. overthrown as has been laid , fome 
amends was made for it by the reduction 
of that of Itatina., whereof we will here 
give a pci fed* Account. The mighty Ri- 
vers Paraguay and Parana , as was declar’d 
in its Place run through large Countries 
for above 300 Leagues from their fource, 
before they joyn their Waters. A long 


World over, .and being tofted are us’d 
for curing theylux. 1 he whole Na- 
tion confidering the great extent of 
Ground, ancVvariety of People, is not 
very numerous, the Place, which is hot 
and moift, being naturally lickly and 
confequently thin of Inhabitants. Yet 
it was hop’d that when the Province of 
Itatina was once fubdu’d, the Light of 
the Gofpel might be carry’d beyond the 
Paraguay , as far as Peru one way, and 
the other way to the Lands about the 
River Maranon , all famous for Multi- 
tudes of Indians. The Provincial had 


ridge of high Mountains divides the 
istiti ; 4 fing betwixt thofe two Rivers, 
out of which Mountains feveral Rivers 
and Brooks run down, iome Eaft to the 
Parana , and others Weft into the Para- 
guay \ with this notable difference, that 
th^ Waters flowing into the Parana , 
running along high l^nds, pteferve their 
original clearnefs, the Mountains where 
they have their Birth ftretching thetn- 
fclves out with a gentle Defcent till they 
reach the Banks ot the Parana. But on 
the Other fide being in a manner up- 
right, precipitate their Waters into a 
low marftiy Ground, where drawing the 
Mud along with them, they continually 
’i defile the Paraguay , and overflowing in 
'ii’frwhy feveral Places with the (aid River make 
'Muddy, a little Sea, which makes fome compare 
this Winter Inundation with that of the 
Nile. In this low Part lies the Province 
c>f ltdtiriaupon the Borders of the Tor- 
ytand Temperate Zones , extending 


in the Year 1631. order’d F then 
refiding in the Province of Gnaira to re- 
pair thither, but he being bufy about 
tranfplanting the Colonies of that Pro- 
vince fent F. Rancionicri in his Head, who 
repairing to Xerez., a Spanijls Town on 
the Borders of ltattna , after ferving 
thole Inhabitants, went away into the 
Lands of the Infidels.

The rea- oppofe 
fon of it was, becaufe one Acofia a Par - the Fa " 
tuguts Prieft, having brought together ther ‘ 
many of the Itatinians into a Town, on 
pretence of Religion, endeavour’d to 
drive them away into Brazil, to make 
Slaves of them, which he had vickedly 
perform’d, but that the Indians ifeovei*- 
ing the Fraud put him to iDe^^, and 
now they fear’d leaft F. Random \ n fhould 
prove another Acofia.

Famine now raging they liv’d 
upon the Pith of Palm- Tiers, call’d 
Pah tm os giouud into Medi, and fome- 
times cat Loculls. Tire Father by his 
dilcrcet and religious^'^Rthaviour fo 
gain'd the Heaits of thofe People, that 
they were abfolutely at his dilpofal, 
when three other Fathers came to his 


Difguife, promifing for the future to 
be favourable to him. Thus all Things 
feem’d to favour the Father, who 
Baptiz’d many of A 7 mduabnfuvius his 
Followers , and call'd the new Town 
S. Peter and Pauly it being leated three S. ^ 
Leagues from the River Paraguay. On and S. 
the oppolite fide of that River is the Fduh 
Nation of the Paiaguaty which from the 
fiiil coming of the Spaniards had contin- 
u’d its antient Ciuclty, iniefting all the 
Neighbourhood with Rapine and Slaugh- 
ter y fo that thofe People were accounted 
as had as the Cuaicuream. Some Con-

The 
frco id was ti e A gds, under F. Mani- 
nee., who p.ilhad the like Number of 
Families. The thijd the hit am ax on, not 
far from the Borders of the Guaramba- 
raauy formcily famous for the Labours 
of the Society, whither F. V <tnjuck drew 
500 Families. Near to this Town was 
a Village, the Chief whereof very op- 
pot tonely order’d the Father not to ap- 
ply him felt to any thing but inftrufliag 
his People, for he would plentifully 
fupply him with all Ncceffaries. The 
fourth Town under the direction of F. 


Rancionieri, appointed by the Provincial 
Supetior of this Million, was built in 
the Lands of Nianduabufuvius , who did 
not only boaft himfelf to be Lord of the 
hahniam - but extending his imaginary 
Power, tyyond the bounds of his Coun- 
try, presided a!l the Indians as far as 
the City of the Affumpnon ought to be 
fubjed tdhim. It appear’d he was al- 
rnO$ ado# d by the Itatinians. Th*e Spa- 
niards hap for many Years us’d endea- 
vours to lave a Sight of him, but in 


nation, or clfeptovok’d by hardllfage, 
had Hed to them at levcral Times, and 
given them an account of tl.c Fathers, 
informing them that they only fought the 
pood ot Souls, without any prejudice to 
the Body ; whereupon they refoned to Phtgussi 
F. Rancionieri, affirming they would build 
a Town. As they faid they did, fating 
up their Mats after the Country Faff inn 
not far from the Town of the Apofiles, 
after the manner of a Town. But be- 
ing naturally Fickle, they loon after 
flipt away to their old lurking Places, 
beyond the River Paraguay. The Fa- 
thers in their four Towns labour’d 'to 
Convert thole People with good Succefs, 
not omitting to attend the Spaniards of 
Xerez, whom F. Enartius lerv’d lb dili- 
gently in the Lent, that they writ to the 
Council and Bilhop of Paraguay to de- 
fire the Society would fettle among them. 

Bcfides not far off were the Guatians, 
Gualachians, and other People of fundry 
Languages, who leem’d inclinable to re- 
ceive the Light of the Gofpcl, If there 
were any Body to convey it to them. 

Beyond this Province in the Lands to 
wards the great River of the Amaxjmes 
there were Pigmeys remarkable for the 
fmalnefs of their Stature ; jtfjd Amazon^ 
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'lb call’d becanfe living in War all their 
Lives, they are reported every Year for 
a very (here time to call Men from the 
Neighbourhood to get them with Child ; 
befides other Nations fo numerous, that 
F. Rancionitri writing to his Superiors, 
affirm’d there might be many Towns 
built at once op the -Country , if there 
were Fathers to ferve trem. Thus con- 
fidering the State of tne Province of 
Itatina, this alone with its neighbouring 
.Countries, was fufficicnt to blot out the 
Memory of the Unfortunate Gttaira. But 
another Storm, overturning the prefent 
State of Affairs, and in a great mea- 
fure eluding, the Hopes conceiv’d, will 
almoft reprefent to us another Guaira 
in the Province of Itatina. 

Mimtos For the Fathers had not been long 
deftroy fctled in their new Towns, before they 
receiv’d the difmal News that the Ma- 
fipb'. malucs were broke into the Province. 
r ’ They after deftroying the Province of 
Guaira, being joyn’d by a numerous 
Company of the Tunas, took the fame 
way the Fathers had done into the Coun- 
try or Xt res, and joyning with fomc o- 
ther Robbers, confuked about the means 
of plundering the new Towns j which 
that they might do with iefs Trouble, 
they feat Mefftngers to S. Joftphi’ s in the 
Abfence of F. Enartius, fraudulently to 
Inliauate to the People there, that they 
were not come to Plunder, or do any 
Mifchicf, but to revenge the Wiongs 
done to F. Rancionieri , by the Indians 
further up the Country, that if they 
joyn’d their Forces with them, it would 
oblige the Society. The chief of the 
Town innocently giving Credit to the 
RoL'jsrs, f der’d his Men to go out 
arm’d to r.ke Revenge, and led them 
ditedly to the Mamalucs Camp •, where 
when they cattle they Were all diiarm’d 
and bound, the Women and Children 
thus depriv’d of all Defence being after 
this eaflly convey’d from off the Town 
to the Camp. F. Enartitts returning, 
and finding the Town empty with the 
Tokens of the Enemies Fraud and Cru- 
elty run to the MamaUics Camp, where 
inftead of any Favour he was threatned 
with Death, which he flighting, they 
forced him from among them, giving 
him abulive Language, tearing his 
Cloatbs, and treating him in an outra- 
gious manner. Another Party of Ma- 
malucs invaded the Colony of the An- 
gels, but found it in a great Meafure a- 
baodon’d, for F. Mattintx. being inform’d 
their coming, had taken Clfre that 
i|KJf| of Elm Inhabitants fliould hide them- 


felves In the Woods* yet many were ofA-<o 
taken, the Captain of mole Thieves f'lchoi 
having order’d the Father to be bounll, '/VM 
if he made any Oppofition. They drove 
thole they found to their Camp, whi- 
ther F. Martinet, following them, he 
was there confin’d three Days, that they 
might carry no Intelligence, or Advifo 
thofe in chc Woods. At the fame time 
another Company of thefe Rovers plun- 
der’d the Lands of Nianduabufuvius , 
where they deluded the People after this 
manner, in the abfence of F. Ramonieri. 

Having drawn the chief of the Nation 
to a Conference, they gave out, that ' 
they were not come as Enemies, but to Addstav 
gather the Indians , who liv d flatter’d ter an\ 
abroad, into a great Town, forinftruft- Paul 
ing of them in Religion, and if they 
would lend their helping Hand, they 
fhould all live friendly together. The 
poor People deluded by this Pretence 
came in Crowds to them, whom the 
Mamalacs cruelly bound, fecur’d Nian- 
duabufuvius , and appear’d as open Ene- 
mies j but thcrr.profecuting their deceit- 
ful Villany, thej told the principal Men, 
they had no wly to cicape being made 
Slaves, but Uy delivering up their Peo- 
ple j who being produced, were perfi- 
dioufly fecur’d without relcafing the 
Caciques. As F. Rancionieri having heard 
of the Invafion, was halting to affilt his 
Convert, he was met by about 500 In- 
dians of Nianduabufuvius his Fadtion, 
who were to be deliver’d to the Robbers 
for him and other Caciques which the 
Father underltanding, he encourag’d 
them to Itand upon their Defence ; out 
before they could maki! Head, the Ma- 
malucs fell upon them, and did fome 
Harm. Seventy of them, who were 
arm’d, having joyn’d F. Ranconieri in the 
abandon’d Town, bravely withftbod 30 
Mamalucs, and 70 Tupus. Thefe Towns 
being deftroy’d, the Fathers flew to all 
Parts, where they might relieve the 
Captive, dr fcatter'd Indians. F. Ran - 
cionieri in Vain begg’d of the Mamalucs 
for his Flock j for they fearing left the 
Gualaches , Paiaguas , add Spaniards fliould 
unite to revenge the Itatimans , driving 
away about a Thoufand Captives, halted 
away to joyii the Plunderers of the other 
Towns. . Before they departedjthe Pro- 
vince of Itatina , F. Enartius going to 
them, by many Intreaties ..obuin’d Li- 
berty for Nianduabufuvius ;and following 
after them, afltfted many that made tbeir 
Eicapes \ among whom be founcathe chief 
of the Town of S. Jofepb, and liv’d him 
from lbffle purfoing Mamalua.

fome meafure reftor’d. After all the 
Mifchief had been done, the Governor 
of Paraguay fent two Troops of Spani- 
ards to defend the Country ■, but they 
coming late, and the Soldiers being ea- 
ger to make Slaves of the Indians did 
more harm than good j for returning to 
the Town of the gumption, that they 
might with more freedom enflave the 
Indians , they told the Governor , he 
would do well to give the Charge of the 
hatinians to the Clergy, and not to re- 
ligious fMcu.

But the 
Bilhop provok’d them much more, for 
he forgetting the Commendations he had 
given the Society, ftudying his own pri- 
vate Intereft, conceiv’d that his Revenue 
would be much greater, if the care of 
the new Towns of Parana was taken 
from the Jefuits, and beftow’d upon the 
fecolar Clergy , over whom his Power 
was more Abfolute. Therefore pre- 
tending fome Reafons for what he Did, 
and particularly the Converts under the 
Fathers not paying the 1 Fourthv-at(d*‘ 
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Tithes, he iiicerdided all the Fathers in 
the Province of Parana. Both the Go* 
vcruor and Bilhop would have proceed- 
ed further had not F. Romero fuperior of 
thole Fathers halted to the City of the 
Ajfumption , an hundred Leagues from 
where he was, to oppofe them. The 
Governour he (ooa p^fuaded not to 
oppi els thofe People, and force them to 
revolt before they Were well fubdu’d j 
but he had more to do with the Bilhop, 
Nk|io ftoqd obftinately to what he had un- 
dertaken. To convince him, he pro- 
duced the Grants of theCaihoiick Kings, 
and Briefs of Popes in favour of the So- 
ciety, by which it apreu’d the bilhop 
had no Power to InicrdiA them upon 
that Account: Whilft the Controver fy 
was ftiil depending, F. the 

Provincial, coming to Town opportune- 
ly feconded F .Romero, and put by the 
Bilhop from attempting any innovation, 
by ihew ing him the Kind’s repeated Or- 
ders, foi bidding any Pet (bn whatfoever 
upon auy pretence to moiclt the Society 
in the care of their Converts. The 
Governour who was before reconcil'd 
ho.v a I lb inter poling, at length the Bi- 
Ihop comply’d, and following F. Romero 
into Parana, a^ain vilited the new Towns 
and Confirm'd the Converts. Thefe 
Troubles were follow’d by rumours of 
War, and die Tranfmigration of two 
Tow ns. F. Controas had been feen by 
his Supei iors up the River Parana , to 
bring away the remaining People and 
Goods of the ruin’d Province of Parana . 
When he was pafs’d the famous Preci- 
pice, fonic Afamalncs mcc him, diligent- 
ly inquiring about the Towns of lgua - 
z.h and A ar ai feared on thcRiver Parana , 
r ’owns of and rolling him there were three Troops 
s»*T iand 0 f Afamalncs with the Booty they brought 
bom tire Province of Itatina , not far 
A on " ofT This gave occadon to fufped ano- 
ther Invalion, and therefore F. Contreras 
returning from whence he came , went 
himfelf with all fpeed to acquaint the 
Inhabitants of Iguazjt and Acarai with the 
danger, and fent Letrcrs of it to F. Ro- 
mero , who fending Meflengers to all the 
Towns of VrvMcaand Parana , call’d to- 
gether as many Fathers as he could. 
Being altogether, they all unanimoufly 
agreed to expolb their Lives for their 
Flock, and encourag’d the Converts to 
take Arms. In the mean while the Aca- 
« roians t upon frelh Reports of the ap- 
proach of the Robbers, abandoning and 
burning their Town , went avaay and 
•jbyjj’d thcmfdves to the Inhabitants of 
JLnkd and Corpus Chrifti , fome Days 
Vol. IV. 


Journeys diftant froa frth e m^ where they q/U^jT* 
ftiil continue, hanng laid ahde all hopew Techo, 
of returning to their Country. Hcref WM 
upon F. Romero apply 'd himfelf altoge- 
ther to deliver the Jguazjtans from Dan-r 
ger. It was manifeft that Town could 
not be lecur’d but by removing it to 
another Place ; for belides that it was 
thirty Leagues from any other Colony 
of Converts, there was an cafy Defcent 
to it either by Land or Water , out of 
the Piovince of Guaira. The Tranfmi- 
gration being refolv’d on, the next de- 
bate was ro what Place it ihould be* 

There was a Plain on thcRiver Vtvaica^ 
about half way between the Towns of 
the Conception and S. Xaverius , fit to 
build a Towu in, but the way was round 
about, and 50 Leagues in length, and 
the Fathers were afraid, left, as a great 
part of the Traafmigtatois out of the 
Province of Guaira. had perilh’d by Lhe 
way , the ljrne might happen to the 
People of Iguazju \ but the fear of the 
ftnemy Icon took off this Apprchenlion, 

Reafon pleading it was better a part 
Ihould fuller thjh the whole. Belides 
F. Romero rcr.drcd the matter eafier, 
having order’d Proviiions to be furniih’d 
by the other Towns, and gather’d Boats 
from all Parts, diicdling the Fathers to 
attend the 1 ranfplantation. Thus 2200 
Inhabitants of Iguazjt were tranfplanted 
Without auy confiderab'e Damage, and 
building a Town on the Banks of Vrvai- 
r*», ftiil retaining the Name of S. Mary 
Major , they began to be reckned among 
the Vrvalcans. Many, as is ufual in fuch 
Cafes, were againft this removal, hiding 
themfelves in the Woods, whom the 
Fathers and faithful Converts at leverai 
times brought away. Afterwards the 
Town was increas’d by the Acceftion of 
many Indians , where 1 redded two Years. 

The Inhabitants of Iguazjt being thus 
Tran (planted, there “were ten Towns 
then built by the Society in the Province 
of Vrvaica. 

Yet as great as their Succels was there, 
ftiil the Province of Tape exceeded it, 
for in the Town of S. Michael 844 were 
Baptiz’d, and in that of S. 7 homas 1 500 
of all forts v beddes far greater Num-. 
bers that were ftiil Inftrnding. About 
a days Journey from each <Jf thele 
Towns, that is, half way between them, 
was a woody mountanious’PlaiJe call’d 
Jtaquatip. whole heathen Inhabitants 
had left no Slone unturn’d fori the ob- 
taining of one of the Society. . & Romero 
had promis’d to fulfil thein defire* 
when the Provincial came fronvthe Ca- 
Fffff pital 
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pital of Paraguay. They , not fatisfi’d 
Tech*\ with this PrdimIeT‘*ad understanding 
txVVJwhat the Provincial was in the Province 
™ Parana, lent the chief of them to him, 
bom. * t0 defire he Would not deny their Re- 
queft. But the Provincial having been 
inform’d of their defires, had already 
fent away F. Cataldims the firft Founder 
Of the towns of C naira, to lay the Foun- 
dations of a Town among them, which 
took the Name of S. Jofeph. The Ita- 
quatians meeting him, were wonderfully 
pleas’d ; and laid afide the deiign of go- 
ing to the provincial. F. Cataldims be- 
ing come to the Place, and having fitted 
a Church and Houle for the Fathers, lay’d 
the Foundations of a Town fo fuccef- 
fully, that at the firft he found 300 Fa- 
milies all earneftly defirous to become 
Chriftians.Thcy dayly flock’d to Church 
at the ringing of the Bell to be Cate- 
chiz’d, as well knowing it was in vain 
to ask Baptifm till they had learnt the 
Rudiments of Chriftanity. About the 
fame time were lay’d the Foundations of 
another Town on the Top of a high 
Mountain call’d Arariea, which is re- 
ported to have hapn’d u^iis. F. Ximines 
refiding among the Caaroans, and after 
him F. Romero by fome Courtefies had 
gain’d the affeftion of Cuniambo Brother 
to Mboipeo a famous Cacique ; who re- 
turning into his Country perfwaded the 
People to call in the Fathers. In order 
to obtain fome of them, they of their 
own accord built a Church and Houfe 
for them, and fending frequent Mef- 
' fages to the Fathers feem’d rather to de- 
mand, than file for a Teacher of the 
true Law and they were fo eager as 
to Confult, whether in Jell or Earneft, 
about taking a way forcibly one of the 
two that refided in Town of S. Michael-, 
fo hot was their delire to embrace Chri- 
ftianity. The Provincial hearing their 
Requelt, fent thither F. Alvarez, with 
Power to found a Town, and dedicate 
The Na- t0 thc Nativity of the Blefled Virgin, 
tivity of His firft Labour was to Baptize 927 Chil- 
Ar erica, dren, the next to Catechize thole that 
were of Age, and the third to fearch 
the Woods to increafe the other Town; 
wherein he was fo Succefsful, that the 
firft Year it contain’d 800 Families. 
All theie People^unong whom I liv’d 
three Yelrs, they being remov’d to an- 
other Pjpice , the Society to this time 
has Bap Siz’d* 9800. Nor did the Fa- 
thers Zeii flop here; for ^boutthe fame 
time they pars’d beyond the River IgA, 
which divides the Mountains of Tape, at 
the requelt of Itapavia, a powerful C4- 


cique in thofe P arts, who coming to F. 
Romero and F. Mendoza, then in the 
Town of S .Michael, allur'd them if they 
would go over the River IgA with him, 
they would find all Things requifite for 
building a Town. Both of them going 
thither, found much more than the Ca- 
cique had promis’d, for 400 Families 
forfeiting tncir/Villages had flock’d toge- 
ther, fhewing as forward a Zeal as could 
have been expe&ed from People who 
bad been long Inftru&ed. A Crofs waj - 
let up in folemn manner. Infants Bap- 
tis’d, and the Town founded under the 
Invocation of S. Amu. This Place was 
committed to F. Martinez., who had 
gain’d Reputation in the Provinces of 
G naira and Itatina , and before the end 
of the Year gather'd 800 Families. 

Whilft theft Things were carrying on 
at the Top of the Mountains of Tape , 
Two other Towns were founded in the 
oppofite Part of thofe lame Mountains, 
concerning whole Original , Situation 
and Progrcft take this fhort Account. 
About the Springs of the River IgA, 
there are vaft Plains , divided at Inter- 
vals by great Woods. Among which 
Woods were particularly thofe of lbi- 
tiruna , Ibitirewebo and Mondeca , very 
full of Pines, which Trees, when they 
come to their full Growth, are laid to 
be 120 Foot high ; and they are fovery 
ftrait, that they feem rather made by Art 
than Nature. As they grow, they caft 
out their Boughs at equal diftances in 
the manner of Garlands, which falling 
off by degrees of themfelves, fo as only 
the Signs of them appear, leave Knots 
behind them, fo very hard, that when 
artificially wrought, they look more like 
Bones than Wood. The Inhabitants of 
this Country feed a confiderable part of 
the Year on very large Pine Apples, 
which differ little in Tafte from the 
Walnuts in Europe. Here is alio found 
the Herb of Paraguay, the delightof the 
Indians , and a vaft number of wild Boars 
and wild Goats, fo that with a little 
Tillage the Natives have enough at home 
to maintain them. F. Romero had made 
an Excurfion tothefe Woods two Years 
before, in hopes of reducing the People 
to the Town of S. Charles, two Days 
Journey from thence ; but finding the 
Natives could pot cafily be drawn out 
of their native Soil , which was very 
fruitful, he thought of founding a Town. 
To this pnrpofe F. Mola by order of 
F. Romero the foregoing Year eredted a 
Csofs ifi the Lands of Quprareo a pow-^ 
erful Cacique, which were officer e** 
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thofeof Jbitizjtn from that time the 
faid Quarareo and Tupaminio, the Cacique 
of the Forreft of Mondtca , ns’d all their 
Endeavours to obtain one of the Society. 
F» Ximencs feat thither to lay the Foun- 
dation of a Town l'atisfy’d the Defires 
of them both. At his coining Quarareo 
receiv’d him with an'* elegant Speech, 
wherein he mention’d all the Farts of his 
Body, and affirm’d they were all fo over- 
whelm’d with Joy, that he could not 
^jxprefs it. The Flan for the Town be- 
ing mark’d out, abundance of Indians 
flock’d together with great Alacrity to 
build the Church and Houfes, in fomuch 
that the cold frofty Scafon did not move 
them to dclil't from their Work. Thefe 
People from their Childhood flick long 
Stones into their Chins inftead of Beards, 
which Cuftom the Fathers condemning, 
allcdging it was indecent to deform the 
Bodies God had made by thofe unbe- 
coming Additions, the young Lads pul- 
ling out thole Stones caft them all into 
the Fite , fearing left that barbarous 
Cuftom Ihould be any Obftade to Chri- 
ftianity. The Women brought in their 
Children to be Baptiz’d , knowing the 
Fathers would not for lake thofe whole 
fpiritti.d Fathers they were. Having 
Jay’d thefe Foundations, both the Fa- 
thers were oblig’d to return to their 
Charge of their Towns in Vrvaica , 
whence they came, till this Year 1633. 
F. X imen es was fent thither again with 
Orders to remove the Town to a near- 
er and more commodious Place, which 
he foon did, having mark’d out a Place 
for it in the Lands of Tupaminio, to build 
which Qnarares , tho* very unwilling to 
leave his native Mountains reforted with 
his Followers and great Numbers of the 
neighbouring People. This Town at 
the Requeft of the Governor of Rio de 
la Plata , was call’d S. Terefa , and put 
under the Care of F. Ximinez ., who with 
the affiftancc of his Companion F. Salas 
within the firft Year drew 800 Families 
to it. At the fame time F. Romero went 
away over the Mountains of Tape, to 
the Town of S. Terefa, to make the way 
fit for the Provincial who was antient, 
and coming thither. When he was paft 
the Mountains Carvaio , a powerful Ca- 
cique met him with fbme Followers, ac- 
quainting him hewasdefirous to become 
a Chriftian and found a Town, and would 
find Inhabitants enough in the Neigh- 
bourhood, if a Pricft were affign’d them. 
F. Romero embracing him, blefledGod, 
, for that he infpir’d thofe barbarous Peo- 
ple. of their own accord to feek Salva- 
^ Vol. IV. 


tion. Having vi ew’d th e Place, and 
feeing the Inclinatfbn of thft Indians , heSj tebo. 
could not but grant his Requeft; ; for bef IAN) 
fides his Defire of the Converfion of fo 
many Souls, it was very convenient to 
fecure this Place in the Province. For 
the better uniting the Town of S. Terefa 
with the other Colonies planted upon 
the other Ridge of the Mountains , He 
erefted a Crofs, Baptiz’d the Infants, 
call’d the Town S. Joachim, and till a 
Prieft could be fent for, committed the 
Care of it to F. Ximentz ., who coming 
thither (bon after from the Pine Groves* € 
built a Church for prefent ufe with the 
afiiftance of a multitude of People flock- 
ing in from all Parts. Afterwards F. 

Suarez, built a Houfe and Church fit to 
contain the Multitude , and gather’d a 
fufficient number of Indians , to make a 
rcafonablc Town. The Provincial hav- 
ing now vifited Parana and Vrvaica , 
came to fee the new Towns of the Pro- 
vince of Tape, and hurting his Leg in 
the way to S. Terefa , was forced to be 
carry’d by IntLans. Being paft the 
Mountains, other Indians came to him, 
defiring to havea Prieft to inftrucf them, 
and build a Town, he gave them Hopes, 
appointing S. CoJ'mus and S. Damtamts 
their Patrons, and went down the Ri- 
ver of Snakes to the lbicuit. Another 
Parcel of Infidels that came to him up- 
on the fame Account, he perfuaded to 
joy n ffiemfclves to the Japtivians, as they 
afterwards did, there not being Fathers 
enough for fo many Places. All the way 
he went he ftill gave fomething to the 
Indians , infomuch that not one Convert 
of fo many ThoufandsTnift’d of fome lit- 
tle Gift. After his Departure ont of 
the Province of Tape the Fathers foun- 
ded another Town under the Invocation 
of Jefus and Mary in the furtheft corner 
of the Mountains of Tape. The Place 
was call’d Ibiticarain, whither fo many 
Inhabitants relbrtcd, that the firft there 
were 4000 reckned under the Care of 
F. Mola, a Man of an excellent Difpo- 
lition, and notable for his Art of ma- 
naging the Indians. Thus in lefs than 
two Years there were eight Towns 
built by the Society in the Province of 
Tape, and Places appointed for founding 
of others, which made fufficient amends 
for the lofs of the Province of Guaira. 

About the latter end of the Ye*r, i 6 f$. 

F. Vafquez. the Provincial receiv’d Let- 
ters from Rome, ordering him fto refign 
that Dignity' to another, wh<n he had 
held it five Years with varioijj fuccefs, 
for in his time eleven Towns of Guaira. 

fffifz were 
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(vVi were deftroy’d^tjjpfi: of Acarai and Igua- 
Tecbfo\ xm remov’d,'' the Cfiiyrerts of Vrvaica 
l/'VVn, n d Parana fwept away by the Plague, 
the Province of Chagua twice attempted 
in vain, and the Towns of Itatina al- 
moft ruin’d in their firft rife. On the 
contrary he was fuccefsful in reftoring 
the Town of the Caaroans , building 
others among the Caajapaguacuans and 
Caapians , thofe of the Affumption and S* 
Xaverius, Eight in the Province of Tape, 
and Two in that of Itatina , belides open- 
ing the way to Preach the Gofpel in 
other Parts. He left to his Succeflor 
nine Colleges in the Spanifli Cities, and 
25 Seats of the Society in the Indian 
Towns built by them. 

We now enter upon the Year, 163 4* 
under the new Provincial F. James Boron , 
a Man in great Reputation of San&ity, 
for his Aufterity of Life •, he had for- 
merly been ferviceable to the Calcha- 
qttires in the Province of Tucuman , and 
the Guaramhareans in that of Paraguay , 
reduced the Indians on the Parana , and 
Wldwd the IguazJhns to Towns, and founded 
the Colony of S. Xaverius on the River 
iim ' Vrvaica . To make fhwt, he was re- 
ceiv’d with general Approbation. . His 
firft A&ion was to fend out F. Martinet*, 
and F. Talera out for four Months along 
the Banks of the Rivers Dulce and Sala- 
do, or the Sweet and the Salt, where 
they were fuccefsful, undeceiving many 
who deny’d the immortality of the Soul, 
and therefore like Atheifts liv’d in all 
manner of Leudnefs *, others who pro- 
fanely dedicated the matter of their De- 
bauches to the Devil, and others who 
bad to do with Intubus Spirits, or dealt 
with Sorcerers. The new Provincial 
having vifited all the Province of Tucu- 
man , being a Journy of 400 Leagues, 
halted away to the Towns of the Con- 
verts in Parana, to be a Witnefs to the 
labours of the Fathers, and order the 
. . Expedition to the Chiriguans, a molt 
^baurigMs fierce Nation , concerning whole origi- 
finsd,°Sf. na l ta ^ c this Ihort Account. After the 
* Indians of Paraguay had cruelly murder’d 
Alexius Garcia (before the coming of 
the Spaniards , as was related at the be- 
ginning of this Work) in his return from 
the Borders of Peru , joyning in Confe- 
deracy wkh the Paranians , either for 
feaV*of Plnilhment, or for the liberty 
of^landir, /hey forfook their native 
SoU[g> an# went away to the fame Place 
vyhfett thrjjy had been with the faic t Alex- 
ius Garcil Having appointed, the time 
off Tranfq^igration, the Paranians , tra- 
vtlling along the Country adjoyning to 


the River Picolmayo, came to the Moun- 
tains about the Spanijb Town call’d Ta- 
rica. The Paraguayans taking another 
way, having travers’d a vaft Traft of 
Land, fetled in that Place where the 
Town of S. Laurence is (catcd, not far 
from the Banks of the River Guapaio. 
Then confultin/J together, and fixing 
their Villages on the Tops of the Moun- 
tains, they plunder’d all about them far 
and near fo inccfiuntly, that it is report- 
ed, thefe Chiriguans, of whofe Name^ 
know not the Original or Etimology, 
in left than a Year, either kill’d or drove 
away into Captivity an Hundied Thou- 
land Indians. For (ome time after their 
Tranfmigration, it was a folemn Fcaft 
among them to eat the Bodies of the 
Prifoncrs they took ', but having after- 
wards fctled an underhand Trade with 
the F.uropcans , they forbore Eating of 
Man’s Fleih, taking Prifoners to fell them 
as Slaves. Yet they dealt after fuch 
manner, as not to forbear doing the 
Spaniards a Mifchief, if occafiou offer’d, 
fo that they had feveral Battles with 
them, and they earn’d it io far, as pub- 
Jickly, and without any Dammage to 
defy Francis de Toledo, the Viceroy ot Pe- 
ru •, and they do not yet ccafe to iufeft 
Tar if a, Pafmaia, PUaia , Momina, Mif- 
ca , the Towns of Peru, all the Province 
of Santa Cruz, de la Sierra , or the Holy 
Croft in the Mountains, and the Bor- 
ders of Tucuman and Paraguay. So that 
there is no Nation in the inland of South 
America , more terrible to the Spaniards, 
or more deftru&ive to the Indians, than 
thefe Chiriguans, encourag’d by the de- 
lire of Gain , and enur’d to conftanc 
Robbing. What is moft to be admir’d, 
it is reported that only 4000 of them 
tranfplanted themfelves at firft ; but in 
procefs of time having brought fome 
Prifoners to follow their Courle, and 
increas’d by Procreation, they fpread 
abroad beyond their Mountains, and Icat- 
ter’d the Terror of their Name far and 
near. Hitherto no endeavours had been 
of any force to bring thefe People to 
Chriftianity, the Bilhops of Peru, had in 
vain try’d all Expedients j F. Ortega, an 
excellent Man, had in vain attempted 
thirty Years before this to difpel their 
Darknefs by the Light of the Gofpel \ 
in vain had feveral others labour’d among 
them, fo that they had been quite aban- 
don’d for feveral Years, as People alto- 
gether defperate. Till at this time, F. 
Diafianitfs being folliciting the Affairs of 
the Society with the Kings Council ifl 
the Town of Ghuguifata, 
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Chiriguas came to him, declaring their 
Country People would eafily be brought 
to imbrace the Faith, if there were any 
Fathers that underftood the Guar an Lan- 
guage fent to them. Hereupon F. Dia - 
ftanius and another Piielt were fent by 
F. Torres late Provincial of Paraguay, 
who was in the fame Town , and had 
receiv'd a great Sum of Mony of one 
Guzman, a rich Man, and the Yearly 
allowance of 500 Piilolcs for that Mifli- 
•, thefe 1 lay were fent to try the 
Temper of thofe People. The confe- 
quence of which Expedition was that 
F. Torres writ to the General, to acquaint 
him, bethought it would be an advance- 
ment to Chriftianity, if two Fathers, 
well vers’d in the Million of Paraguay, 
were lent into Peru , to labour for the 
Salvation of the Chiriguas. When the 
Generals Content was obtain’d, and the 
Approbation of F. Durand, Provincial 
of Peru, as alfo of the King’s Council , 
jF. Boroa the Provincial halted away to 
Parana, to choofc out Fathers fit for that 
Expedition. ' F. Alvarez, and F. Marti- 
nez., Men renowned for their extraordi- 
nary Labours, were pitch’d upon •, who 
fetting out from the Towns of the Pro- 
vince of Tape , travell’d 6 00 Leagues, and 
came that fame Year they fet out into 
the Country of the Chiriguas , where for 
fome Years they labour’d much without 
any great Soccefs, as the Annals of Peru 
will make appear. 

Jiftances The new Provincial at this time fet 

f Places, out from the College of the AJfumption , 
to vifit the Towns of the Provinces of 
Parana, Vrvaica, and Tape, whom I de- 
lign to follow, to lhew the diftances 
from Place to Place, which is a Matter 
of great Contequcnce, and will at once 
infcrt whatever occurs that is memora- 
ble. The firft Town of Parana is thir- 
ty Leagues from the City of the Ajfump- 
tiof). Thence he traveled twenty Leagues 
to Itapua, and was receiv’d with great 
demonflrations of Joy by the Converts, 
many of whom he had formerly brought 
to the Faith. Fifteen Leagues above 
Itapua, is the Colony of Corpus Chrifti, 
built by himfelf twelve Years before, 
and therefore his Reception was accord- 
ingly. Between Itapua and the Colony 
of Corpus Chrifti, the Provincial with no 
little Compalfioa faw the fmall remains 
of the Province of Guaira in two Towns. 
Having villtcd the Parana , he ftruck 
over to the fir ft Town of Vrvaica, call’d 
the Conception , lixteen Leagued iftant. 

■ prhree Leagues from thence the Igua- 
‘MMjns lately remov’d thithfcr, entertain'd 


him with Joy, they having been fit ft CkJ&i 
Converted by hintf'fmlTbroiight to livc^fecho. 
in a Town, nine Years before. Hcncc/c/'vv* 
failing up the River Vrvaua to the Towi# 
of S .Xaverius, lie wasShipwreckt iu that 
ihort Pafljgc of four Leagues. His Com- 
panions being parted from him by the 
Storm, thought he was loft, bccaufc tfce 
Stream carry’d him violently away, and 
therefore laid Mafs for his Soul j but the 
next Day they rejoyccd at the News of 
his being late, cfpccially when they un- 
derftood he mull have perilb’d, had not 
the Jgnazjtans upon notice of his being 
wreck’d , with great Danger of their 
own Lives ftruggled through the fwcl- 
ling Waves to fave him. He found 
2000 Inhabitants in the Town of S. Xa - 
veriu', which he had founded himfelf. 

Thence he held on a whole Days Sail to 
Acaragua , or the new Colony of the Af- 
fumption. From this Colony he travel I’d 
lixteen Leagues to the Town of S. Nicho- 
las in the Province of Piratina , in build- 
ing of the Church of which Place it was 
remarkable, that the Mothers not iatif- 
fy’d with carrying Earth themtelves, 
made Baskets fov the lucking Infants they 
had in their Arms, that God Almighty 
might be favourable to them, lince they 
wrought for his Worlhip. , One Days 
Journy diftant was the Town of the Pu- 
rification in the fame Province, where 
againft the coming of the Provincial, F. 
Dominions had introduced the Cultom 
of carrying the Blefied Sacrament in 
Proceflion, which that it might be done 
with more decency in that poor Coun- 
try, the Converts eretted 1 500 Arches 
of Boughs and Flow eft, and made four 
Altars of the lame fort, in the four Cor- 
ners of the Market, about which they 
bung all forts of wild and tame Crea- 
tures, which was much admir’d both by 
the other Gonverts and Infidels. Next 
he went to the Town of the Caaroans , 
or of the Martyrs of Japan, then to that 
of the Apoftles S. Peter and S. Paul, and 
then to that of S. Charles, all of them 
about a Days Journy one from another. 

From this laft he traveled a Days Jour- 
ny to the Town of S. Terefa on this lide 
the Mountains. Thence to the Colony 
of the Vifitation of the BleOed Virgin is 
eight Leagues. The diftance from it to 
S. Joachim I do not find, bul that the 
Place was a craggy Mountain, lyfet with 
vaft Rpcks, among which' Rinks, and 
the thfck Weeds the Natives avdt, and 
were to be^frawn thence with great La- 
bour to be brought to a focidple Life, 
and a very great number was To gain’d. 

The 
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The manner of burying' here was to 
Jcnssj. throw a great R 3 »^ of Stones on the 
✓'VNiL Body. The way was very bad from S. 
\ Joachim* s to the Town of Jefus Mary 
beyond the Mountains, which F. Arenas 
took great Pains to mend, falling many 
Trees, and removing abundance of great 
§tones. Fiom S. Joachim's the Provin- 
cial went two Days Journy over the 
Mountains of Tape, to the Town of Jc~ 
fus Mary , built the Year before by the 
Fathers Mola and Arena. Two Leagues 
irom the Town of Jefus Mary was a 
Place api>ointcd for building a new 
Town , whither lome hundred Families 
had reforted, defiring they might be al- 
low’d a Prieft. Caraichurc , a Heathen, 
font by his Country People to requeit 
this Favour of the Provincial, came 50 
Leagues to meet him, and would not 
ileiilt till he order’d F. Contreras to go 
lay the Foundations of a Town accord- 
ingly, and to call it S. Chrifiopher, which 
profper’d better than any other Colony, 
for within a Year and a half 4600 Indi- 
ans reforted to inhabit it. The Colony 
of S. Anne, beyond the River Igai was 
in a profperous Condition, being in- 
creas’d to 800 Families. The Provin- 
cial palling the River Igai proceeded to 
Ararlca , or the Colony of the Nativity 
of the Bleilbd Virgin, lefs than a Days 
Journy from S. Anne. The Town of 
S. Co funs and Damianus is but a few 
Miles from Ararica founded this Year 
by F. For mo fas, who gather’d to it out 
of the neighbouring Woods a thoufand 
Families. Not far from it was the Co- 
lony of S. Michael , then at a fmall di- 
ftance that of S. Jofeph , and hilly that of 
S. Thomas , the true diftances between 
which Places I do not find. The Pro- 
vincial having run through his Vifitati- 
on, iail’d away to the Port of Buenos 
Ayres, whence he lent/ 7 . Diaftanius , who 
had been four Years folliciting the 
King’s Councel of Peru in favour of the 
Indians , into the Province of Tape , to 
take care of the Town of Jefus Mary 
againft the Mamalucs , for now the Re- 
port ran, and not without Realon, that 
the Mamalucs defign’d to invade that 
Province. F. Romero giving an Account 
of the A&ions of the Fathers under his 
Jnrifdi&ipn, fays they Baptis’d 13800 
this^Year 1634} which was a fmall num- 
bor in rrffpedt of the many that defir’d 
it, and cf aid* not be difpos’d and inftru- 
fted for Want of Father^ there being 
more Ha weft than Labourer^ For now 
in thefe beginnings, every fmgle Man 
of them ms taken up in marking one 


the Ground for the Inhabitants, in build- 
ing Churches and Houfes for themfelves, 
ordaining their Civil Government, in- 
viting the Infidels to the Towns, re- 
ceiving thofc that came, in tima of 
Plague to feek them out in their lurking 
Places, afiifting thole that continu’d in 
the T owns in yll their wantsf Catechi- 
fing, admi mitring Sacraments, Comfort- 
ing the Afflicted, difappointing the Ar- 
tifices of the Sorcerers, Curing the Sick, 
letting Blood , preparing Mcdecine^ 
drefiing Sores, tilling the Gronnd, Jnd 
drefling their Garden, fo that adding to 
this their Pricftly Duty, they had lcarce 
time to Eat or Sleep. Nor was this all, 
for they labour’d under great want of 
Bread, Wine, and molt Necellaries , 
were forced to accnftom themfelves to 
Itrange Diet, and bear with the loath- 
fome Cuftoms of thofc People, living 
always in milerable Solitude, for it is 
rather a Pain than any Comfort to Con- 
vcifc with barbarous Men. And the 
Spantjh Towns, where Things ncccfiary 
for their Cloathing were Sold, were an 
hundred and fifty Leagues of£ whereby 
their Sufferings were much the greater. 

The two Towns of the Gnairamans A rad A , 
after their Tranfmigration were in great 
want of Cloaths, becaufe the Fields and 
Woods near the River Parana, were 
not proper for producing of Cotton, the 
Damps of the River deftroying the Flow- 
er before it was Ripe. To fupply this 
defedt, F. Ruiz, lent F. Spinofa with a 
choice Company of Converts to the 
Town of Santa Fe, or S- Faith , an hun- 
dred and fifty Leagues diftant, to bring 
Sheep through a va ft Dciert. They 
were about half way, when a difraai Ac- 
cident hapned. A few Days before, 
fome Spaniards travelling that way, had 
offended the Guapalachcs , a wandring 
lor t of Indians , who being upon revenge, 
as loon as they perceiv’d a Smoak in the 
Fields, near the Parana, and the Foot- 
fteps of Travellers, thinking they had 
been the lame Spaniards, Hole very gent- 
ly to the Place where F. Spinofa lay, as 
the Cuftom is there, in the open Air, 
and at firft onlet murder’d Five of his 
Converts. Next they fell upon the Fa- 
ther himfelf, then awak’d, and asking 
what was the matter. As foon as they 
heard his Voice, the Indians concluding 
he was one of the Spaniards , they had 
relolv’d to Kill, ftripp’d, and then beat 
him till they thought he had been Dead ; 
but he coming a little to himfelf, and 
calling Upon Jefus Mary, brought them 
on him again, and lo they made an endK 
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of him. They tore off* one of his Arras, 
and left the reft of his Body to be de- 
vour’d by the Tygers. When it was 
Day, ana they perceiv’d they had kill’d 
a Pvieft, they are reported to have re- 
pented, it being laid they 'Only iought 
to deftroy thofe Spaniards that had of- 
fended them ; yet others affirm they 
knew be was a Prieft before they kill’d 
him. In the Year 1635. the Seminary 
tthe Fathers had in the Metropolis of 7 «- 
’ was diflblv’d , the Canons of the 
Cnttrch having writ to the King that it 
was ufelefs, and thereupon the Society 
quitted it. About the lame time the 
. . . College of the City of Efieco was dif- 

lolv’d, the Town being left almoft de- 
lolate by the Plague, and the Goods of 
the Society perilhing for want of Ser- 
vants to look after them. The General 
lent Orders that all the Villages of Indi- 
ans in the Province of Tucuman Ihould 
be vifited at leaft once a Year, which 
oblig’d the Fathers of feveral Colleges to 
make many Excurfions into the Coun- 
try, not without a confiderable gain of 
Souls. The Provincial himfelf to give 
a good Example, travell’d through the 
Plain by the Port of Buenos Ayres an 
hundred and twenty Leagues, inviting 
the Troops of wandring Indians to em- 
brace the Faith and be Civiliz’d, but 
without any great Succefs. He held on 
his Journy with three other Priefts, fer- 
ving all the Indians in the Villages be- 
tween Cordova and the Metropolis of the 
Province of Tucnman , whence he went 
on in the fame manner to the Territo- 
ries of S. Michael , Salta , and Rioja. The 
Fathers at Salta long exercis’d their Fun- 
ction in a private Houle, their College 
having been the laft Year, as was then 
mention’d, deftfoy’d by a Flood, and 
another Inundation now carrying away 
their Houle, they betook themfelves to 
another out of Town. F. Herrera this 
Year made an Excurlion among the Pul- 
lares, but to little Advantage, the War 
diverting them from any Care either of 
Soul or Body. In the Port of Buenos 
Ayres, the great Employment of the So- 
ciety was to Inftruft and Catechize the 
Blacks brought from Angola. Many 
Things are here related concerning an 
Image fweating in the Port of Santa Fe, 
and other miraculous Matters hapning 
thereupon, which 1 omit here, as is done 
in all other Places. 

. Some Things remarkable hapned in 
the Province of Vrvaica. Among the 
*fted. . reft Chemombetu , a wicked IfRpoftor, 
being call’d by lome Sorcerers from the 


Country near the Sea to the Town of S. rv/yn 
Xaverius, gain’d gr«i Authority among Tamo. 
the Multitude by nis voluble Tongue, 
and prevail’d lo far as to carry on a Con- 
fpiracy for Murdering F. Cefpedes. Some 
of the Townf-men had built him a large 
Houle without the Town, where the 
Plot was lay’d for the Murder amidft 
Drinking and Dancing, and Eafter-Eve 
was pitch’d upon to be the Day, when 
they had perform’d the Villany, but 
that a Youth, bred under the Fathers, 
dilcover’d the Defign -, which being 
known, the faithful Converts, a little 
before Chemomheus came with bis Arm’d 
Followers, convey’d F. Cefpedes away in- 
to a Den in a Rock. Whilft he in vain 
fearches about for the Prey, which had 
flipt out of his Hands, the Inhabitants 
of S. Mary Major having Notice of what 
was doing, came to the Father’s alfi- 
Itance in great Numbers , and having 
fecur’d Chemomheus and other Confpira- 
tors, fent them away into Banifhment. 

F. Cefpedes brought out of his Conceal- 
ment continu’d in the Town of S. Xave- 
rius, where he reckned above 3000 that 
had been made.Chriftians fince the Co- 
lony was founded. The Plague devour’d Pkgoe-. 
500 of the Converts of Acoragua , whole 
Places were fill’d up by great Numbers 
of Infidels loon after brought over to 
Chriftianity. This Plague extended to 
the Province of Piratina, where Proccffi- 
ons were made, the Converts carrying 
great Crofles to appeafe God. Nor was 
it lefs deftru&ive among the Caaroans , 
where it fwept away 852 Souls. About 
80 Converts of the Town of the Three 
Kings of Japeiva , going out to gather 
in the Cattle that ftray’d about the Plains, 
without any certain Matter, fell among 
certain fierce People, and Fighting with 
them, loft half their Number ; and at 
the fame time the Plague carry’d off ma- 
ny more, lo that in a ihort time the 
third Part of the Inhabitants was miflP 
ing, yet the Town was recruited by 
frclh Indians brought in. Having briefly 
mention’d thefe Things in the Province 
of Vrvaica, let us now remove to

Alter his return 
Home he fet out towards the Caaguas, 
becaufe it was' fear’d the Enemy might 
break in through their Lands. Caagua 
is a populous Country, in the mid way 
between the Province of T ape, and the 
Atlantic it Sea, as yet not entred by the 
Luropeans, but delign’d to be attempt- 
ed as loon as there were Priefts to fup- 
ply it. To this purpofc the Caaguas 
that came to the Province of Tape , were 
kindly receiv’d by the Fathers , and 
liandfomly prefented. It hapned about 
this time many of them were come to 
the Town of Jefus Mary to Trade, with 
whom F. Mendoza calily prevail’d to take 
him along with them into their Coun- 
try. He took along with him a nume- 
rous Train of Converts to Hand by him 
in cafe any Violence were offer’d, and 
after fome Days travel entring the 
Country of the Ibians where Jaguaca- 
poruus rclided, found many feemiugly fa- 
vourable \ for they promis’d by that 
time he return’d from the Caaguas , abun- 
dance of their People would be got to- 
gether to receive the Gofpel. With 
this Hope he proceeded to the Caaguas , 
where all things fucceeded according to 
his Deftres, thofe People readily hark- 
ning to the Account he gave of the Be- 
haviour of the Mamalues , and to the 
Adairs of Cbriftianity. But whilft he 
was there employ'd the Ibians confider’d 
to kill him, at the Initiation of Taiuba- 
ius , a crafty Man, and Enemy to the Chri-

ther’d the Heads of the Ibians, and with 
many Words perfugded them to Mur- Tnw.. < 
der him in his recifrn. They were eafi- 1/vSl 
ly periuaded, and lent to Jaguacaporuus 1 
to joyn with them. A Day being ap- 
pointed, the principal Men, with their 
Followers in Arms, laid an Ambulh in 
a convenient Place, which the Fathers 
Company difeovering, many of them 
fled to hide themfelves^ fome few fought, 
but overpower’d by Numbers. The Fa- 
ther mounting on Horfeback, for he had 
alighted to Dine, rode about to ftrike a 
Terror into the Enemy, but endeavour- 
ing to Baptize one of his Catechumens 
that was defperately wounded, as he 
rode to fetch Water , his Horfe flock 
in a Bog, where the Enemy hem’d him 
in, and gave him many Wounds, till he 
fell off his Horfe almoft Dead. One of 
the Indians cut off his Ear to keep as a 
Monument of his Cruelty^ but the Wea- 
ther being Rainy , they foon betook 
themfelves to the Woods , thinking he 
had been Dead, deferring the Burning 
his Body, and Cutting up his Belly till 
the next Day. When they were gone 
he crept to another Place, which fur- 
pris’d them the next Morning, but they 
foon found him by the Track, and chen 
exercis’d many Barbarities on him till 
he dy’d almoft cut aud mangled in Pieces. 

This done they Fealted on the Bodies of 
two Youths that us’d to attend the Fa- 
ther. When the News of his Death was 
fpread abroad in the Towns of the Pro- 
vince of Tape, the Converts were all in- 
flam’d with the defire of Revenge. Thofe • 
of Jefus Mary would have taken the Puni “ 1 ' f 
Field immediately without expedting the SeMuir* 
affiftancc of other Towns, bad not F. dererso 
Mola flopp’d them, protefting he would 
have no revenge ; yet foon after 1 500 
Men of that and other Towns allembling 
could not be hindred from going to feek 
the Body. As foon as they entred the 
Territories of the Ibians, the Enemy 
met them, forbidding them to proceed 
any further, (hewing a part of F .Men- 
doza's Garment in Scorn, and behaving 
themfelves fo inlolently, that they ob- 
lig'd the Converts to come to a Battle. 

At the firft Encounter the Converts be- 
ing encompafs’d by their Enemies, re- 
ceiv’d much harm, till gaining., a better 
Ground, they enclos’d the others, and 
Killing many of them, obtain’d a glo- 
rious Vi&ory. Not one of the Vidors 
was Kill’d, and all the wounded reco- 
ver’d. Mpflr'of thofe who had a Hand 
in the Murder of the Father were flam, 
and among them the Ringleader of tbenf

W k d After the Death of F. Mendoza, new 
PrafHccs Troubles enfu’d in the Province of Tape , 
of sorce- the fir/l was caus’d by the Cruelty of 
rers. the Sorcerers devouring many Children 
that were Baptiz’d, and threatning Ru- 
• in to the new Towns. This Milchief 
proceeded from the Jbian Murderers, 
who not being fufficiently punilh’d, and 
relying on their Numbers, conceiv’d 
Hopes of extirpating Chriftian Reli- 
gion. The Ringleaders were three Ca- 
ciques, who being skilful in their old Im- 
poftures, held forth to the Multitude in 
great Houfes, Baptizing Infants after a 
wicked manner, prophaning the Prieftly 
Ceremonies, and commending their an- 
tient Practices with great Applaufe of 
the People. Seven hundred Indians 
flock’d together from levcral Parts, and 
among them twelve Sorcerers, one de- 
claring himlelf a God, and threatning 
the Converts with Darknefs when they 
Ihould Engage ; another that he would 
take the fhape of a Tyger to deftroy 
them, and fuch like Follies. At firft 
they difpers’d about the Villages, eating 
all they took, without fparing the Hea- 
thens, till fearing they Ihould joyn with 
the Chriftians to defend themfelves, 
they refolv’d tofparc all that would fuf- 
fer themfelves to be Baptiz’d by the 
Sorcerers. That this might be known 
they lent out Dancers, whole Bufinefs it 
is to impofe upon the People. Thefe 
having wrought themlelves into the Vil- 
lages fubjett to the Town of Jefus Ma- 
ry, lo debauch’d many of the Inhabi- 
tants, that the Town began to grow 
thin, the Fathers being Hill ignorant of 
the Caule. F. Diaftanius lent to fupply 
the Place of F. Mendoza, having got In- 
formation of the whole Bufinefs, fecur’d 
two notable Sorcerers, and expos’d them 
to publick Shame, lome Converts of 
Authority gathering their arm’d Fol- 
lowers Repairing to the Places where 
the Dancers were doing all the Mifchief. 
When leveral of them were taken, News 
was brought'that Chetnombeus was draw- 
ing near with 700 Men, and" many of 
the Converts of the TowiiSag/y*/^ Ma- 
ry were in his Intereft. Tfee fndden 
FJftods ftdp’d the coming of the Enemy 


till Supplies could be brought from 
other Towns. When 500 Meniere 
got together, they pals d the River, 
and fell upon one part of the Enemy, 
Killing many, and lopurfuing their Suc- 
cefi to the other Body, utterly rout- 
ed them, obtaining a complcat Vidtory.

Francifcans oppofed them fo vigoroufly, 
that all their Deligns were dilappointed, 
whereof 1 will not give more particu- 
lars, bccaufe it is a Subjedfc has been of- 
ten mention’d. Some Comfort araidlt 
thefe Adverlities, was the Arrival of 
F. Terricims with 20 Fathers of the So- 
ciety, to recruit thofe Parts, who were 
all prefently difpers’d as was molt for 
the publick good. 

F. Romero, who had been fnperior of M 
the Provinces of Parana, Vrvaica, and aT*' 
Tape, having difeharg’d that Office, was t hc T 
appointed to take care of the Town of offeji 
Jejus Mary, which being much expos’d 
to the Enemy, the Converts had by ap- 
pointment of the Governour of Para- 
guay, begun to throw up a Work about 
it. Whilft they were thus employ’d, 
the Mamalucs with 1500 Tupus, and a 
great Number of Heathens they had got 
together by force in the way, on a fnd- 
den invaded the Place. Four hundred 
Indians oppos’d them with much Brave- 
ry, the reft as the Cuftom is there, be- 
ing abroad about Tillage or Hunting, 

The Fathers appear’d every where, 
fhunning no Danger to affift thofe that 
were wounded. An Indian Woman 
call’d Mary, whom the Author knew, 
habiting herfelf like a Man, fought with 
a Lance, kill’d a forward Tupu, check’d 
the Enemy and encourag’d her own Par- 
ty. But the Enemy having; the advan- 
tage in Numbers and Weapons , and 
firing the Church where the Women 
and Children were, at laft made them- 
ielves Mafters of the Town upon cer- 
tain Conditions. Yet they exercis'd 
their Rage upon thofe that had furren- 
dred , without any regard to their Ar- 
ticles, or to Sex or Age, burning the 
Towq^and Killing many of the Inhabi- 
tants. The Town being taken , the 
Robbers fpreading about theneighl pur- 
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iog Vi^gcs, drove all they could find 
idtajQiptivity, io that of fuch a nume- 
rous Colony not the fourth part efcap’d 
by Flight. Of the Enemy fifty five 
were kill’d in the Fight, beiides the 
Wounded. The Fathers were detain’d 
four Days, left they ihould repair to 
other Towns to advife the People what 
to do. Thus the Town of Jefus Mary , 
where thcvFathers had Baptiz'd 5057, 
beiides a greater Number preparing for 
it, was deftroy'd three Years after it 
was built. The Remains of it remov’d 
to another Place arc a doleful remem- 
brance of that once flourilhing Colony, 
to all that knew it, but eipecially to me, 
who had for feveral Years, and ftill have 
That of t ^ le C are them. T wo Leagues from 

s.ckrijio- the Colony of Jefus Mary i was that of 
fixe. S. Chrijlofhcr , very populous, tho’ foun- 
ded but two Years before j whither 
when the News of the Invalion was 
brought, F. Contreras , who had charge 
of the Place , led away all he could 
to the Town of S. Anne. No fooner 
were they in fafety, than the Mamalucs 
came into the empty Town, and find- 
ing it abandon’d, prcfently fell to fearch- 
iug all the Country round, plundering 
the Houles, and driving away all the 
People they found. In the mean while 
F. Romero having gather’d 1600 Con- 
verts of thofe that fled from the Town 
of Jefus Mary, thofe of S. Anne and S. 
Chrifiopher , and other Places, he went 
with them to the Town of S. Chrifio- 
pher, whither four Days after his Ar- 
rival, came 1 20 Mamalucs , the prime of 
•Irfcated! their Gang, with 1500 Tupus , who 
coming to a Battle, tho at firft they gave 
way, yet at laft by the advantage of 
their Weapons got the better. Many 
being thus carry'd away into Slavery F.

be fecur’d, and the Robbers obftru&ed. 

Befides, this Guard was plated in feveraljrarJba. 
Parts where the River was fordable /WSl 
and Ambufcades were placed beyond 
the River in the neighbouring Woods, 
whence the Converts fallying out by 
way of furprife on the ftragling Rob- 
bers, flew many of them without any 
lols. By this time thofe of the Town of 
Jefus Mary that fled, fpread the terror 
abroad , reporting much more than 
Truth, laying all the Townjs of the Pro- 
vince of Tape were deftroy’d, many of 
the Fathers Murder’d, and the Enemy 
ready to invade Vrvaica. F. Ruiz, in- * 
creas’d the Dread, ordering the Fathers 
of Vrvaica to burn the Towns, and re- 
tire to the Parana, which the Caafapa- 
minions immediately perform’d, tho the 
Enemy was forty Leagues from them. 

The Taapians and Caafapaguafans were 
about doing the fame, when Orders came 
from Boroa, the Provincial, that none 
Ihould ftir, till he came to fee what oc- 
cafion there was for it. He heard the 
News of the Invalion, as he was tra- 
velling from the City of the Ajfumption 
to the Parana,, and in his way met 1500 
Coafopaminions , who refuting to return 
to the Town they had burnt, were re- 
commended to the Itapuans. A little 
further he met the Caaroans, whom he 
fent to the other Colonies of Parana, 
till fafe Places could be appointed to re- 
build their Towns. He lent to defire 
Afiiftance of the Governor of Paraguay, 
but the Anfwer was, that the Mamalucs 
on another fide had invaded the ltatini - 
arts and it was not convenient to divide 
thofe fmall Forces heltad. The Gover- 
nour of the Province of Rio dr la Plata, 
his Son who was Commander of the 
Forces, made other Excufes, and the 
City of S. John refus’d any alfiftance. 

Having loft all hope of Foreign Helps, 
he halted to the Province of Tape, ga- 
ther’d the lcatter’d Converts, order’d 
the braveft of all the Indians of feveral 
Towns to be call’d oat, with whom he 
ventur’d over the River Igai, that this 
Show might in feme meafure curb the 
Infolency of the Robbers. But they 
were gone with their Booty , and he 
found nothing but Ruins and dead Bo- 
dies. He bury’d the Dead, .and fent a 
particular Account of all to the King 
of Spain. Then he lent the People of 
the Towns deftroy’d intc/ the Lands of 
the Qtaroans and Coafapaminians with 
Priefts, tjpre to be kept in the Villages 
.till Tb rtgs could be better order’d. It 
is well known , that at thfe time the

nalu csT The Bithop of Tucuman at the lame time 
writ to the Fathers thus aflembled, in- 
treating them to take Charge of the Jn- 
• (Hans of Tucuman, who wanted all fpiri- 
tual Adiltance, giving the Provincial am- 
* pie Powers for fuch as he fhould appoint. 
Befideshe writ to the King mod; honour- 
ably concerning'the Society, deliring for- 
ty of them might be lent to fupply his 
Dioccls of Tucuman. In this lame Chap- 
ter F. Ruiz, who had been an Eye Wit- 
nefs of the Milchiefs done by the Ma- 
malucs , was order’d to go into Spain to 
lolicit the King and his Council , whilft 
the other went to Rome , to relieve the 
diftrcfled Province of Paraguay againft 
thofe Robbers. F. Ruiz arriv’d late in 
Spain with F. Diafianius , where he found 
King Philip the 4th very favourable to 
his Prctenfions for having appointed a 
Committee of the Councils of Cafiile and 
Portugal, to confider of that Affair, it 
was by his Majefty and them enadted. 
That thole Eruptions of the Mamalucs 
were contrary to the Laws of God, and 
of the Kingdom, and a lcandal to Chri- 
ftian Religion, and therefore the Pun- 
ilhment of them was committed to the 
Inquilition, all the* Indians by them tak- 
en to be fet at liberty, and the Mama- 
lues that took them to be look’d upon as 
guilty of High Trealbn, and according- 
ly to be puniih’d with lots of Life and 
Goods. F. Ruiz further obtain’d that all 
the Indians reduced by the Induftry of 
the Society in the Provinces of Parana , 
Cuaira , Vrvaica and Tape , Ihould be 
exempt from lerving private Perlons, 
and only Tributary to the King, and 
that the new Converts ihould not pay any 
thing till twenty Years after they had 
been Baptiz’d. At Madrid he Printed a 
Dictionary, Grammar and Catechile, 
compos’d by himlelf in the Guaranick 
Language, which was very ufcful. Ha- 
ving finiih’d the Bufinels he came about, 
and being in his way to Lisbon, , to fet 
out for America , lie receiv’d Letter? giv- 
ing him an Account of anothqrlrrupti- 
on of the Mamducs, the Muting 'it Rfa. 
de Janeiro , the expulfion of the Fathers, 
at the Town of S. Fault and the driving 


away of our Converts, whereof, ! (hall 
ipeak in its Place. Therefore feetufn- 
ing to Madrid , he obtain’d more po- 
litive Orders to the Governoursand Ma- 
giftrates to defend the Converts, with 
which he fail'd for Peru . He was de- 
tain’d iome Years a t Lima , to defend 
the Society of Paraguay againft its Ene- 
mies. 

After the departure of F. Ruiz, F. Al- c , 
faro was appointed Superior of the Pro- 
Vinces of Parana , Vrvaica and Tape > tfti 
where many Dilafters hapned. The P lal 
firft was the abandoning the Town of 
S. Joachim in the Province of Tape , which 
was done with much Difficulty, the In- 
dians abhorring to be thus tranlplantcd, 
many of them flipping away to other 
Places than were defign’d for them, and 
fome meditating the Death of the Fa- 
thers. At length the Houles being fir’d, 
they all retir’d to other Towns, and 
new Troubles enfuing could never re- 
build a T own, fo that it quite ceas’d to 
be, the third Year after its Foundation. 

But the Mamalucs invading the Town 
of S. Ter e fa, was a much greater Gala- S. Terefe 
mity. This Town contain’d above deftroy’< 
4000 Inhabitants, was ftill increafing, 
and there was hope of founding fcveral 
other Colonics along the River Tebiquor 
and others ; when 260 Mamalucs with 
a great Number of Tupus and other In- 
dians , breaking into the Place about 
the end of this Year 1637, deftroy’d all 
that had been gain’d with fo much La- 
bour, and all Hopes of future Improve- 
ments. The Townfi men being inferi- 
or to the Robbers in Number, Arms 
and Courage, for the molt part deliver- 
ed themlelves up. Some few fled, 
others were bound, and others kept un- 
der by dread. Yet thefe Villains upon 
Chrifimas- Day had the Impudence to go 
to Church in a (blemn manner, and fcofF 
at F. Ximenez who reprov’d them. The 
fmall remains of this Town were added 
to the Itapuans, where they ftill continue 
much improv’d. The new founded 
Town of the Vifitation, wasdiflolv’d with 
only the Dread, and the Inhabitants of 
the other Colonies of the Province of 
Tape, fearing the like Fortune, either 
fled or prepar’d for their defence. The 
People of the Town of S. Anne, beyond 
the River Igai, hearing that anothet 
Company of Mamalucs was near, with- 
out expelling the Advice of the Fathers, 
difpers’d themlelves whcrclocver Fear, 
or love of Liberty dictated. It was now

F. Contreras -had like to have 
been Kill’d by a Cacie/ue enrag’d with 
this Jcaloulie. The Araricans plun- 
der’d F. Alfaro and fled to the Woods, 
declaring they would rather deliver 
themfeives to the Mamalucs , than be 
tranfplanted to Vrvaica. Nor was the 
Province of Vrvaica any quieter. The 
Caafapaminians, who for fear of the War 
had remov’d to the River Parana , hav- 
ing no Hopes of returning Home, with 
the afiifhnceof the Itapuans , built a new 
Town, three Leagues from Itapua, ftill 
retaining the Name of the Purification . 
The Caaroans , aided by the Inhabitants 
of Loreto and S. Ignatius , founded ano- 
ther Town on the fame River. The 
Caafapaguapuans and Caapians continuing 
to behave themfeives in a tumultuous 
manner, many of them being difpers’d, 
and many taken by the Mamalucs , put 
the Fathers to much trouble ■, whofe 
principal care it was to keep together 
and chcrilh the remains of the Towns 
dcltroy’d the firft Irruption, the Indians 
being much diftra&ed in their Thoughts 
betwixt the Love of their Native Soil 
and the fear of Slavery. Tho’ they be 
the Adions of feveral Years, let ns go 
on with the Mamalucs , that the Account 
of them may not be too much diflnem- 
bred. 

In January 1638, the dreadful News 
was broughc that great Troops of Ma- 
malucs and Tupus were marching thro’ 
the Lands of Caama and Caagua , and 
defigu'd when they had catry’d away 
the Heathens, to divide and attack the 
Colonies of Vrvaica and Tape, and fo 
proceed to deftroy all the Province of 
Parana. The Alarm thus given, F. 
Alfaro the Superior in thofe Parts, en- 
courag’d all the Indians to defend them- 
fclves, and having Lifted Men in every 
Colony, order'd the Rendevouz at the 
Town of S. Peter and Paul , whither the 
Enemy feem’d bent, and where the 
Men in a pannick Fear, abandoning the 
Women and Children, were fled to the 
Woods. This being known, the Troops 
of the other Converts not confiding in 
their own Strength, retir’d difbrderly. 
The Enemy in the mean while drawing 
near, bad certainly drove away the Wo- 
men and Children, but that F. Alfaro 
getting them over the River in fome 
meafufe ftcui’d them. The ‘Robbers 1 
difapnointed of this Booty, falling up- 
Ofi the Towns of S. Peter and Paul, 
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and S. Charles , and the Villages about (VA/1 
them, feiz’d many Caapians* and Caafapa - STecho . 
guacuans , deftroying thofe two Colonies 
In feven Years fpace the Society ha<t 
Baptiz’d 4337 Souls in the Town of S. 

Charles , and 5845 in that of S. Peter and 
Paul. Scarce the third part of thefe 
Numbers was afterwards gather’d to 
fettle in the other Towns. After de- 
ftroying thefe Towns, the Robbers bent 
their Force again ft the Lands of the 
Caaroans and Caafapaminians. The In- 
habitants of both thofe Places, had dur- 
ing the former Invalion tranfplanted 
themfeives into Parana , whofe Towns • 
had been in fome meafure reftor’d by 
the remains of the Colonics of the Pro- 
vince of Tape , to defend whom 1500 
arm’d Converts were brought together 
from feveral Parts, and flood the Ene- 
my in the Lands of the Caaroans. Com- 
ing to a Battle and many being Woun- 
ded, and fome Kill’d on both Sides •, be- 
fore the Aftion was over, fome Con- 
verts in a Confternation, fled as if the 
Mamalucs had got the Day, and as the 
Cuftom is there, fet Fire to the Town, 
to Jignifie they fubmitted themfeives. 

The Women and Children feeing the 
Fire, and knowing the Caufc of it, ap- 
pear’d in a moft lamentable Condition. 

The Sight was difmal, yet neither Side 
got the Victory, each Party after the 
Fight retiring. The next Day the Wo- 
men and Children were by the Fathers 
conduced away to theColony of the Caa- 
fapaguacuans , fix Leagues diftant, whi- 
ther our Men retiring, were opportune- 
ly recruited by fome Hundreds of Con- Defeat of 
verts from Parana , for the Enemy ap- tfamducs. 
pear’d foon after. The Converts per- 
form’d their Devotions before they En- 
gag’d. Fifteen Hundred of them En- 
gag’d with fuch Bravery, that they loon 
drove their Enemies into the Wood, 
taking fome Colours and a rich Booty. 

The Mamalucs having fccur’d them- 
feives there with Palifadoes,put out their 
Fires at Night, and lay very ftill, that 
it might be thought they were gone. 

The Converts deceiv’d by this falfe ap- 
pearance, and thereupon prefaming to 
go plunder their Fort, pay’d for their 
Rafhnefs, for the Robbers firing on them 
kill’d one of the principal Men, and 
wounded others, the reft fled, and be- 
ing feiz’d with a panickFear, could -not 
be brought to face the Enemy again.

The Fran- 
eifean Fathers had formerly Preach’d 
among them, but for many Years pad 
they had been wholly abandon’d and left 
to their old Cudoms. Ocbou a power- 
ful Bifcaintr , to whom the Ocloias had 
been given, as is the Cudom of the In- 
, dies , recommended them to F. Oforius in 

hopes a way might be made through 
them to the Province of Xuxa. He 
taking F. Medina along with him, tra- 
Tne0*«- ygjpd over t j, e Mountains till they came 
to the Ocloias. Inquiring into their dif- 
pofition, they found they were peacea- 
bly given, Enemies to Sorcerers, and 
continu’d in their native Errors only for 
want of Chriltian Prieds to undeceive 
them, and therefore it was plain they 
would all embrace Chridianity if indru- 
&ed. Many were Baptiz’d in Sic aid, the 
firft Village of them, and fo in other 
Places. F. Oforius going on to the Guif* 
parasy and F. Medina to the Guarcontety 
found thofe Indians well inclin’d towards 
. them, and fo return'd through the Lands 
Of the Homoguacas . F. Oforius coming 

agajfl to them with F. Rif amt they us’d 
all theft' Endeavours to bring thole let- 
ter’d People to live together 4 one 
Place, that they might be the better in- 
ftrnded in the Faith. As foon ^thgc 
Defign was known the neighboring 


Caciques offering to remove, Mjegan to 
lay the Foundations of a-Towq elffven 
Leagues from the City of Xuxui t and 
others referring to them by degrees 
from farther Parts, having buil| a 
Church, they placed their Houles regu- 
larly, to the great Satisfaction of the 
Sfaniards. Thus 600 Ocloias were Bap- 
tiz’d and given in charge to F. Medina, 
who being about to proceed, the Fran* 
eifeam interpos’d , alledging they had 
fird Preach’d the Faith there, and con- 
fequently that Province belong’d to 
them. The Provincial toaVoid all Con- 
troverfy refign’d the new built Town 
to them. Yet F. Oforius and F. Riparius 
having in vain attempted to make way 
through the Province of the Ocloias , 
into that of Xaitxdy took another way 
through impenetrable Woods. Such 
Indians as they met they endeavour’d to 
Catechize, and gain their Affedions with 
lome final 1 Gifts, as they did lome of 
thofe the Spaniards call Palomos , and 
another fort known by the two Names 
of LabradiUas and PintadiRos. Their 
Provifions falling fhort, they lent back 
Sebaftian Alarcon , a Youth born in Para - 
guayy who delir’a to be admitted into 
the Society, with fome of the Labradil • 
losy to fetch Supplies from the City of 
Xuxui. They, the fecond Day after they 
parted from the Fathers, murder'd Alar - 
cony and having eaten his Flefh, as was 
reported, took the Skull along with 
them, and return’d to the Place where 
the Fathers pafs’d the Night, to repeat 
their Cruelty. That Night they plun- 
der’d their Baggage, and the next Morn- 
ing murder’d the Fathers, cutting off 
their Heads, and carrying them away in 
Trophy. The Indians that were with 
them returning to Xuxui gave an Ac- 
count of their Death.

At firlt 
thole People receiv’d them with much 
AlFcdtion, and built them a Chapel for 
prelent ufo; but this Kindneis was not 
Jailing, for fome of the Spaniards of 
Rioxa, having fallen upon a Village of 
the Diaguitas, the Calchaquines their next 
Neighbours loon took the Alarm, fay- 
ing, the War was declar’d, and conlc- 
quently the Fathers ought to be made 
away. They having obtain’d leave of 
their Superior , went away to Salta, 
whence the provincial caus'd them to go 
back again, and the former Jealoulies 
being remov'd, they began to rebuild the 
Town of S. Charles in the lame Place 
where it flood before, with Hopes of 
its continuance. Yet the Prog refs of 
Chriftianicy has not been very confidc- 
rablc, becaufe thofe People mind no- 
thing but their antient Superftitions. 

The Boys, who under the Care of the 
Fathers feem to be Good and Pious, as 
loon as ever they return among their 
own People, fall immediately to the 
Cuftoms of their Parents. The prime 
Men endeavour to hinder the Fathers 
learning their Language. Thus Rule 
hopes appear’d of gaining many to the 
Faith i yet thefe People permitted the 
Fathers to ereft Crolfes, build Chapels, 
and exercile their Function before them 5 
and lome of the Caciques have Ihewn 
them extraordinary Civility, which is all 
yet gain’d, and fo we mull leave them, 
having no more to add concerning 
them.

Generally 
the Abipones are of a large Stature, well 
mes. Made, Brawny and looking Big. In 
Summer they go Naked, in Winter co- 
ver’d with Skins. About their Necks 
hang their Clubs, and Quivers on their 
'Shoulders. They always carry a Bow in 
the left, and a Spear in the right Hand, 
Raining rfl their Body with feveraj jQo- 
lours like Tygers, to be the more Ter- 
rible; aid look upon thofc as moft Ho- 


excelPive Cruelty ; for he that defires to 
be accounted a Hero, mull give Proof of 
his Bravery by enduring moft horrid 
Tortures, piercing their Legs, Thighs, 
Arms, Tongues and other parts of their 
Body not fit co be nam’d, and then tear- 
ing off the Skin of all thofe Parts with a 
rough Stone. Five of the Elders exer- 
cife this Butchery on the Candidate , 
who if he gives the leaft token of feel- 
ing the Pain but by never fo inconlidera- 
ble a Motion, - is not admitted into the 
Order of Noblemen. But if he carries 
himfelf refolutely in the Torture, row- 
ling hitnfelf in his Blood to denote his 
Satisfaction, then the Enligns of that 
Honour arc confet *d on him. That they 
may be the fecurer of obtaining this Ho- 
nour, they enure themfclves from their 
Intaucy to prick and flea their Limbs af- 
ter this manner, fo that it is frequent to 
fee Boys and Youchs run Thorns or Bri- 
ars through their Tongues, Lips, No- 
ftrils, Ears or other Parts ; and forcing 
a fort of Laughter to conceal all Scnfc 
of Pain. Thus much of the Men. The 
Women Cloath themfclves below the 
Bofom with courle Nets, the reft of 
their Bodies they paint or adorn with 
Stones fet in it, particularly their Breads 
and Faces ; making themfelves bald, 
lhaving the hinder part of their Heads 
with Razors of Flint or Reeds.

The Quell ion being put to him again, 
whether he us'd any Ibrt of Prayer to 
God, he rcply’d. He knew no other 
manner ofWorlhip, than putting his 
Hands together, anti holding them out 
towards Heaven, now and then to cry, 
God ! God ! God ! and had never us d 
or known any other Form of Prayer. 
Being defir’d to do it as he was wont, 
he readily clapt his Hands together, and 
lifting up his Eyes to Heaven, call'd up- 
on God fcveral Times with fuch a Ten- 
dernefs, as drew Tears from the Fa- 
thers Eyes. F. Medina was lent by the 
Provincial from the College of the City 
of S. Michael xnTitcumatk, to try whe- 
ther any progrefs could be made in the 
Territory of Chaguay. The Father be- 
ing come to Omaguaca, fent one Lau- 
rence an Indian , a Man well vers'd in Bu- 
lincfs, to try the Mataguaias, through 
whole Lands there was a Ihort way in- 
to the Province of Chug nay. Thefe 
Matagitaias Inhabit four Towns fubjcct 
to as many Caciques, whofc Power is 
almoft equal, Laurence having deli- 
ver’d fome Prefects to the Chief of them 
from F. Medina , and declar’d the Caufe 
of his coming, was the Caufe that the 
other Caciques were call’d together to 
confult what was to be done ; there it 
was decreed by unanimous Confent, 
that the Fathers were not only to be 
permitted , but intreated to come 
among them , that the Ihorteft way 
lliould be found out , and the Road to 
be mended. That therefore Laurence 
Ihould return and acquaint the Father 
that his coming would be moft accepta- 
ble to them, but they defir’d him only 
to ftay till the Floods were in, for then 
they would fend him Guides and Pro- 
vifions, and if the Father would bring 
them Jfctne Iron -Tools, it would be a 
grtat Advantage. The Rciolution of 
the Caciyues ocing known, all $he Peo- 
ple ran joyfully to exprefs their fatisfa- 
ttion to Laurence. The old Women

Bull of Confirmation. The Bifhop eleft, 
impatient of delay, was unwilling to 
ex peer the Pope’s Bull of Approbation, 
wherein beeanfe of the fmalt number 
of Bifnops in the Indies, it is u final toai- 
low one only Bifhop, contrary to the 
general Practice to Confecratc another. 

He therefore for the more fpeedy at- 
taining his Dignity, put the Qucftion 
to the College of the Jcfuits at Cordova, 
whether the ufual Form might not be 
difpens’d with, and by reafon of the 
great d ilia lice, the Pope’s Confent be 
taken for granted. The Coliege an- 
fvver’d it was contrary to the Opinions 
of the Learned, and Decrees of Coun- 
cils. But he was too hafty to be Hop’d, 
and being Confecrated by one Bifhop, 
without expecting the Pope’s Bull, re- 
pair’d to his Church of Paraguay, which 
was the ground of an eager Controver- 
fy, which being carry’d high, fpread 
through the VVorld, and was the fub- 
jeet of a doleful Hiftory writ by ano- 
ther Hand, and not to be handled by 
me. Yet I muft not omit to mention 
fome Slanders rais’d upon this Occalion, 
and afterwards clear’d, which I will de- 
liver all at one View. The new Bi- 
fhop’s diflike to the Society being known 
abroad, their Enemies laid hold of this 
Opportunity to revive the antient for- 
gotten Calumnies, the chief whereof 
was a fabulous Story of the Gold of Vr- 
vaica, long fince exploded, and then 
again given out through all Chrifiendom. 

For the better underftanding of the 
whole we will look back to the origi- < 
nal of it. Many Y ears before this time, ' 
one Bonaventure an Indian of the mean- 
eft fort, having liv’d fome time in the r

dible, and many affirm'd there was no 
doubt to be made of the Truth of it. 
The Society to clear its Reputation, 
complain’d to the projx;r Judges, and 
prevail’d to have the Bu linefs examin’d. 
The Magillrates did their Duty, and 
after much inquiry Stephen tie Avila , 
Govcrnour of Bnems Ayres , publickly 
declar’d, and writ, to the King’s Coun- 
cil at Madrid , that the Report fpread 
abroad concerning the Gold of Vrvai- 
ca was a nicer Fiction of Idle Men, and 
the Enemies of the Society. Thus that 
Fable was fuppreft for fomc time, till 
fomc time after the Impoftor reviv’d 
it among fome new come Europeans 
that were greedy of Gold, and had the 
Impudence to carry it to Hiacinthus de 
Lara the new Govcrnour of Buenos 
Ayres. The Governour, tho’ he did 
-not altogether give Credit to it, wifh’d 
it were true , and could not rcfolvc 
w hat to conclude. As he ftood thus 
doubtful, he receiv’d Letters from Pa- 
raguay, in which the Bifhop affirm’d, 
it "was certainly made our there were 
Gold Mines near Vrvaka.

Bonaventure the Informer was order’d to 
follow him, but he knowing he had a 
bad caufe in Hand, flipp’d away in the 
Journey. The Govcrnour fomewhat 
difeourag’d by his Flight, ftill held on 
his Journey, being nobly receiv’d in the 
T^wns built by the Society, and tbo’ to 
(hem he conceal’d the caufe of his coming, 
yet privately enquir’d by his Interpre- 
ters among the Indians , where the Gold 
was found* 

This being known, F. Diajlanius Su- 
perior of the Fathers in Parana and 
Vrvaica , Petition’d him that he would 
publickly Inquire concerning the Gold 
Mines, and appoint a Day to try that. 
Caufe, that the Society might be clear’d 
from the Scandal. The Governor granted 
his Requeft, and at the fame time encou- 
rag’d the Souldicrs with hopes of great 
Rewards to dillovcr the Mines. They 
left no Stone unturn’d to find out the 
Gold, and fomc of them tvavell’d feve- 
ral Day’s Journey with an Indian who 
promis’d todifeoverthe Mines, but were 
only laugh’d at when they return’d, hav- 
ing found nothing but fome bright 
fliining Snails. In the mean while Let- 
ters were brought the Governor from 
the City of the AJfumption, both from 
the Governor and Bilhop of that Pro- 
vince, both of them owning they could 
make out nothing certain concerning 
the Gold of Vrvaica. This enrag’d 
the Governor of Buenos Ayres to fee 
himfelf impos'd upon, and lo honourable 
an Order abus’d yet he was perplex’d 
about the flight of Bonaventure , and the 
Society w idl’d he might be found, and fo . 
all doubts taken away. This hapnedas 
they had defir’d, he »was taken in the 
Town of the Japeivians , and brought in 
Irons to the Governor, who asking him 
in friendly manner to diicover the Gold 
he had lo much talk'd of, he deny’d he 
had ever fpoke of any fuch thing, and 
ftood pofitively in the Denial. The Go- 
vernor, to whom he had often told the 
Story, in a Paflion order’d him to be 
Rack’d, and even there he perfifted in 
his Denial. Nothing being extorted he 
was Condem’d to Death, but the Fathers 
intcrceediug for him he had 200 Lafhes 
given him, and was Banilh'd the Province 
for ever. Not fo fatisfy'd, the Enemies 
of the Society fent Letters to the King’s 
Council at Madrid , reviving this Impo- 
fture, whereupon one Carabtto of, the 
Royal Council of Peru wa* appointed to 
examia it again, who having brought the 
Informers to confefs the Forgery, Fin’d 
fome and Banilh’d others.

He bei ng come unto 
his Province, confnlted with the other 
Fathers and ptincipal Converts, who all 
refolved the acte.npc ought to be made 
without delay, and accordingly he fet 
out in the Year i645,.ii tended b F. Van- 
fu k and Ionic fiithful Converts of both 
Towns; and palling the Paraguay the 
22d Day after his fluting out, came un- 
to the fir ft Village of the Indians , where 
he found many, who having before bear’d 
of the Society, were not ill difpos’d to 
reuive the Faith. He would have gone 
fmther in hopes of a more plentiful 
Harveft, but was held b.ick by his own 
Company, and the Natives, who affirm'd 
he would ruin all if he was too hafty. 

For this Reason he fctJcd with Curapaio , 
a Cacique of great Fame in the fit ft Vil- 
lages; and many reforting to him from 
the neighbouring parts, he marked out 
the Qround for a Town, buik a Chap- 
pel under the Invocation of S. Barbara, 
credted a Crofs, and began to declare the 
fir if Pi intiplcs of Religion to the People. 

Finding the Heathens inclinable to ^ 
embrace Chriftianity, he writ to the* 
Provincial, defiring hpn to fend, with 
all fpeed, fome able Pcrfons to affift 
him in the Woik fo happily begun. 

This done, he fent away all the Con- 
verts but lix, to theirTowns, and F. Van- 
furk to the City of the JJfumpuon, for 
necclTiry Tools to build a Town. It 
happened at that time, one Guiraguera , 
a Heathen from lome remote part, was 
come to the fame place, on account of 
Trade, whom F. Romero labour’d to win, 
and he craftily promifed to ufe his en- 
deavours to reduce his Country People 
to the New Town; but being a cruel 
and deceitful Man, he made it his Buii- 
nefs when he came thither, to incenfe 
them againft the Chriftian Preachers. 

Many who had fled out of Peru and o- 
ther pprts to live more at.liberty, fe- 
condcd jiim ; and above all, one Mboro* 
fem Us an Impoftor, who being skill'd ia 
Sorcery,* affiim’d the Title of a Deitv.

of it was to embrace the Faith. F. Ro- 
mero was warned of the danger, and ad- 
vifed to fly, but he defpifing that which 
look’d like Fear, went out to meet them, 
and having exhorted them to embrace 
the Opportunity offer’d them of being 
admitted into the number of the Sons of 
God, gave them forne Prefents, and went 
away to fay Mafs. Tucumbaius thinking 
no time was to be loft, gave the Signal 
to the Murderers ; one of them gave 
him three Blows on the Head with his 
Club, which laid him flationthe Ground. 
The reft of them murder’d one Fernan- 
des. the Father’s Companion, as yet on- 
ly a Novice, and one Gonzalo a Convert; 
which done, perceiving the Father was 
ftill alive, they riptopen his Belly, pull’d 
out his Tongue, cut his Throat, chopt 
off’his Fingers, and thruft them into his 
Belly, fuperftitiouily believing that would 
prevent any revenge being taken for the 
Murder committed. Then they plun- 
dered all they found, and whilft they 
were lo imploy’d, the other five Con- 
verts fled, and all of them return’d fafe 
home, who gave an Account of what 
had hapned. When the Murderers 
were gone, the Natives of the place re- 
turning home from their Country Af- 
fairs, were extreamly griev’d at this wick- 
ed a&ion; and having laid the dead Bo- 
dies decently together, Men and Wo- 
men, as is the Cuftom of the Country, 
made difmal Howling in their Turns, 
like tinging in a Choir, and then were 
filent by fits, which are the funeral Ce- 
remonies; and thus they committed them 
to the Ground, till feven Months after, 
thofe lame Heathens put the Bones of the 
Father, and his Companions into feve- 
ral Coffins, and lent them honourably 
to the Fathers in the Province of Ita- 

tina. 

t t . At this time, that is, the Year 164?, 
were ia thc Province of Par arum. 
about aoo Fathers diftributed into nine 
Colleges, and 24 Refidences among the 


Province ot Paraguay is got confpicuous 
for many Towns, but that defeat is made 
amends, for by thefe frequent Fxcurlions 
to diileminate the Gofpel, yet many new 
Expeditions have been put by and ob- 
ftruded, by the fmall number there is of 
Fathers, and the Invalions of the Mama- 
lues : This Scarcity of Fathers has been 
in a great meafure caus’d by thc falfe Ca- 
lumnies before fpoken of, call upon them, 
which has caufcd the flopping of many 
in Europe that were to have be'n.fent o- 
ver. And to fay thc truth, the^ilias been 
great reafon in thefe later. to hope 
lor a plentiful Spiritual' Halved, were 
there but Labourers to ply the! Work; 
and the two Provincials F. Lupqcius, and 
F. Ferrufirus were forward enough to 
promote it;lo that though it has not been 
polliblc to build Towns to lociate in, 
yet has brought many of thc fcatter’d In- 
dians into the Flock of Chrift.TheP rovin- 
ces of Parana and Vrvaica now flourilh- 
cd under thc care of the Fathers ; that 
of Itatina was again pefter’d by the Ma- 
maluc Robbers; and that of Cachaquina t 
tho’ few Souls were gain’d there, by 
reafon of thc Obftinacy of the Natives, 
was ftill polfefs’d by two Relidcnces, in 
hopes of mollifying thofe hard Hearts. 
It would be tedious, and from our pur- 
pofc to fpcak the Praifcs of thofe many 
worthy Fathers dilpers’d through the 
Province; yet we cannot but admire the 
Bounty of the Catholick King, who fpares 
no coft to promote its good, fending o- 
ver, feeding, maintaining, and defend- 
ing Preachers to inftruft thofe People, 
for which the Society in its general Af- 
fembly, decreed his Majefty their Thanks, 
and order’d him to be pray’d for, which 
is perform’d in a particular manner in 
Paraguay. And here we will give reft to 
our Pen, wilhing Philip the Greats as a 
Reward of his Zeal in propagating the 
Faith, long and happy Reign here, 
and an everlafting Kingdom hereafter.

Francis de Alfaro , the King’s Vic- 
tor throughout Judith America , by his 
Ma jelly’s Order, utterly took away the 
, Abufc of perlonal Service, fetting the 
'Indians at full Liberty, and delivering 
them from all Oppreffion. But becaule 
many of the Indians of Paraguay had no- 
thing to pay as Tribute, he therefore 
order’d, that in lieu of it, they (hall ferve 
one Month in the Year, but if th ^Spaniards 
would make ule of them any longer, 
they (hould have them as hired Servants, 
upon tlg&own free will, and paying 
them thcflrtWagcs. He cna&ed other 
Laws for benefit of the Spa- 

niards any Indians^ which the King af- 
terwards ratify’d, and continue to this 
Day in jjyce, faving only that his Ma- 
jefty allow’d two Months Service inltead 
of the one we laid Alfaro had appointed. 
And to the end the Heathens for the fu- 


ture might not be deterr’d from embracing 
theFaith,for fear of being leiz’dand put to 
trouble, the Countries of Far ananas. Gaai - 
cureans , and Guira , were put under the 
direction of the Jcfuits, upon condition 
the Indians being brought unto Towns, 
(hould not, upon any account, be given 
to private Men, by way, as they call it, 
of Encomienda ; that is, to be entrufled 
with, or rather to Lord it over them. 
The Fathers were order'd to be main- 
tain’d at the King’s Colt ; and it is re- 
markable, That Alfaro alfigning every 
one of thofe that Ihould be fo employ’d, 
the lame Allowance that was given to 
the Curates of the Indians in Pern, the 
Provincial F. James Torres oppos’d it, 
laying the fourth part of that Allow- 
ance was enough for religious Men, who 
were to live Iparingly.

Reenland is a Country very far 
Northward, fituated in 77 
Degrees, =»ud 40 Minutes, 
that is, vvithiu-ra Degrees 
and 20 Minutes of the veiy 
North Pole it felf. ‘ ihe l and is wonder- 
ful mountainous % the Mountains all the 
Tear long fttH of Ue and S/.otb : The Plains 
in part bare in Sun.tyier time. There 
grows neither Trie norj&irb in it, except 
Sturvy-grafs and Sorrd. The Sea is as 
barren as the 1 aud^'afiording no Hjh but 
Whales , Sta-hr. / ' Scats, and another 
fmall Fijb. And brVr thcie is a yearly 
Fleet of En^hjh ITe Eight Men 

therefore being erpplov’d in the fci vice 
of the Right Woribipful Company of 
Mufiovy Merchants, in the good Ship 
called the Salutation of London , were bound 
for this Cteenland aforefaid, to make a 
Voyage upon Whales or Sta-horfe, for the 
advantage of the Merchants, and the 
good of the Common-wealth. Wc fet 
layl from London the fir (l Day of May, 
1630. and having a fare Gale, we quick- 
ly left the fcrtil Banks of England! s plca- 
faut Shoars behind us. After whjcb, let- 
ting our comly Sails to this fuppofed 
profperous gale, and ranging through the 
boifterous Billows of the rugged Seas, by 
the help and gracious a Alliance of Al- 
mighty God, we lafely arrived at our 
defired Port, in Greenland the Eleventh of 
June following. Whereupon having moor- 
ed our Ships, and carried our Ca*X a - 
Jhoar, we, with all expedition, rell to 
the fitting up qf our Shallops, with aU 
thipgs nt^eflary for our intended’ Voy- 
age. W\jvcre in Company three Ships ; 
aU which Were th/n appointed by the 
Or^ler of our Captain, Captain William 


Goodler , to flay at the Fore an /, until the 
fifteenth of July , with rclo utiOn, that 
if wc could not by that time make a Voy- 
age according to our expciffatioii^-thei), 
to fend one Ship to the Eafiward , unto a 
fijhmg place fome four ft ore Leagues from 
thtuie-, whither at the later end of the 
Tear , the Whales ufe more frequently to 
refort. A fecond of the three Ships was 
deiigued for Green-harbor , a place fome 
fifteen Leagues diftant to the Southward) 
there to tiy her Skill and Fortune, if it 
were noffible there to make a Voyage. 
The third Ship (which was the fame 
wherein we were) was appointed to flay 
at the tote- land, until the twentieth of 
jSugufi. But the Captain having made a 
great Voyage at Bell Sewnd, difpatches a 
Shallop towards onr Ship, with a Com- 
mand unto us to come to him at Bell Sownd 
aforefaid His purpofe being, both to 
have us take in fomc of his Ttanc-Oyl, as 
alfo by joyning our Forces together, to 
make the Fleet fo much the ftronger for 
the defence of the Merchants Goods 
homeward bound, the Dunktrkers being 
very ftrong and rife at Sea in thole Days.

Thus 
utterly uncertain when and where to find 
the Sownd ; a thoufand fad imaginations 
overtook our perplexed Minds, all of us 
afluredly knowing, that a Million ofmife- 
ries would of ncceflity enfuc, if we found 
not the Ships, whereby to fave our paf- 
lage. In this diftra&ed time of our 
Thoughts, we were now again the fe- 
cond time run as far to the Southward as 
at the firft : and finding by all reafon 
thereupon, how that there was no likely- 
hood at all of finding any fuch place fur- 
ther to the Southward , we wended the 
Shallop the fecond time unto the North- 
ward. William Pakely hereupon, being 
unwilling tocondcfcend unto our Agree- 
ment, (till perfwaded us, that That could 
not fofibly he our Courfe : But we not fruit- 
ing any longer unto his unskilful Per- 
fwafions, (though all in him was out of 
good will, and Itrong conceit of his being 
in the right) bent our Courfe to the 
Northward ; and he not confenting to fteer 
any longer, I took the Oar out of his 
hand to fteer the Boat withal. The Wea- 
ther all this while continued fair and 
clear, and it pleafed God at that very 
inftant of time, to fend the Wind Ea- 
fterly : Which advantage we thankfully 
apprehending, preffntly fet fail. The 
Wind incrcafed frefh and large, and our 
Shallop fwiftly running, we arrived the 
one and twentieth day at Bell Point , 
where we found the Wind right out

Thus finding this to be the very place 
we had all this while fought for (he 
now alio agreeing thereunto) we forth- 
with fought out and found an Hirfbor 
•for our Shallop ; and having brought her 
tfwreuntOjL two of Our Men were jjtp- 
fentfy difjxtched oher Land unto the 
Ttft ; at Btlr Sownd , Jio fee if the Ships 


we e 'ftill there; of which, by realon 
of- the time being expired, and the op- 
jfortunity of the prefent fair Wind, wc 
were much afraid. The Tent being di- 
ftait ten Miles at the lealt from our Shalt 
lop, our Men at their coming thither 
finding the Ships to be departed out of 
the Road, and not being certain, whe- 
ther or not they might be at Bottle Cove, 
(three Leagues diftant on the other fide 
of the Sownd) riding there under the 
Loom of the Land ; again returned unto 
us with this fad News. The llorm of 
Wind hitherto continuing, about mid- 
night fell ftark calm ; whereupon we, 
unwilling to lole our firft opportunity, 
departed towards Bottle Cove , betwixt 
hope and fear of finding the Ships there ; 
whither coming the two and twentieth, 
and finding the Ships departed, we'byving 
neither Pilot, Plat , nor Compafs -for our 
diredots to the Eajtward , foundour felves 
(God he knoweth) to have little hope 
of any delivery out of that apparent dan- 
ger. Our fears increaled upon us, even 
whilft we confulted whether it. were ia- 
feft for us either to go or ftay. • If go, 
then thought we upon the dangers in 
(ailing, by realon of much Ice in the way ; 
as alfo of the difficulty in finding the 
place, when we Ihould come thereabouts.

Nights were^Vaxt very long, and by the 
tenth of Othbkr the cold fo violent, that 
the Sea was frozen over y which had been 
enough to have daunted the moil' allured 
Refolutions. At which time our buli- 
nefs being over, and nothing now toex- 
ei tile our Minds upon , our Heads be- 
gan then to be troubled with a thoufand 
forts of Imaginations. T hen had wc lei- 
fiirefniorc than enough) to complain our 
felves of our picfcnt and molt miferablc 
jonditions. i hen had we ume be- 
wail our Wives and Children at homey 
and to imagin what News our unfortu- 
nate Mifcarriagcs mull needs be unto 
then? Then thought vve of our Parents 
ilib, and what a cutting Cor, dive it 
would be to them, to hear of the untime- 
y deaths of their Children. Othcrwhilcs 
igain, we teviv’d our feiveswith fome 
:omfort, that our Friends might take, in 
^hoping that it might plcafe God to pre- 
ferve os ( even in this poor eftate) un- 
til the next Year. Sometimes did we 
vary our Griefs, complaining one while of 
the cruelty of our Alafter, that would of- 
fer to leave us to thefc dillrefies y and 
then prefently again fell we, not only to 
excufchim, but to lament both him and 
his Company, fearing they had been o- 
vertaken by the lcc, and miferably that 
Way perilhed. 

Thus tormented in Mind with our 
doubts, our Fears and our Griefs y and 
in our Bodies with Hunger, Colds, and 
Wants y that hideous Monitor of Dcfpe- 
ration, began now, to prefent his uglieft 
fliape unto u$ y he now purfued us, he 


now laboured to l'eize upon Us. Thus 
v finding our folves in Labyrinth , it

Now therefore began we to think up- 
on our l r cm)on , and the preserving of 
that y and how to order our firing in 
this cold Weather. For fear therefore 
our firing fliould fail us at the end of the 
Year, vve thought beft to roa ft every 
day hall a Dce>, and to flow itinHogf- 
heads. Which we putting now in pra- 
ctice, we forthwith filled rime H»gfl,cad< 
and an half, leaving lb much raw, a •.

This Couclufion being made among ft 
us : then fell wc again to bethink us of 
our Mifcries, both palled and to come: 
and how, (though if itpleafed God to 
give as Life,) yet fhould we live as ba- 
niihed Men, not only from our Friends, 
but from all other Company. Then 
thought we of the pinchingCold, and of 
the pining Hunger y thefe were our 
T houghts, this our Difcourfe to pafs a- 
way the time withal. But as if all this 
Mifery Ivad been too little, wc prefent- 
ly found another encreafe of it : For, 
examining our Provifions once more! 
we found that all our Frit tars of the 
Whale were almofi [foiled with the wet 
that they had taken y after which by 
lying fo clofe together, they are now 
grown mouldy. And our Bear and re- 
vifon we perceived again not to mount 
to fuch a quantity, as to allow us five 
Meals a-week y whereupon we were fain 
to fhorten our Stomacks of one Meal 
more y fo that for the fpace of three 
Months after that, wc for four days in 
the Week fed upon the unfavory and moul- 
dy Frittars, and the other three we fram- 
ed it with Bear and Venifon. But as i/ 
it were nAt enough for us to want Meat,

A N extraordinary defirc of Lcarn- 
Mcrin. /\ ing ? and a Curiolity of feeing 
y % Things never known to me be- 
fore, having made me to un- 
dertake a Journey into Handers, Germa- 
ny , Bohemia , and Auftria , in the Year 
1615. I ftaid a few days at Vienna , ha- 
ving the opportunity of convcrfing with 
feveral Learned Men in thofe parts j 
they told me fuch miraculous things of 
the Mines of Hungary and Tranfylvania , 
(the moll famous in Europe) that I was 
, f^'Zed with a moll ardent delire of ta- 
‘Scfng a full view of them, maugre all the 
Dangers that were reprefented to me, 
in fo troublefome a Journey j becaufe I 
continually reflected upon the Words of 
Tdracelfus , That Mines are the heft Schools 
of Philofophers - With this Refolution I 
'took Paflage in a Boat that was carrying 
fomc Troops to Polineum : (Preshurgh)

After a Hay of Four Days at Pres- 
burgh , 1 bought my fclf a Horfe, in or- 
der to go along with 4 Waggons bound 
for the Upper Mines at Ncwheufel , leav- 
ing the greateft part of my ready Mo- 
ny with Mr. Paul Lenich , a Pliyiician at 
Preshurgh , to ferve me upon any emer- 
gency, in cafe 1 Ihould be robbed by 
the way, and elcape with Life. 

Thus prepared, 1 came lafely to New- 
hewjel , feated upon the River Gran , 
where having delivered my Letters of 
recommendation from Dr.MuJfmger, one 
of the Emperor’s Privy Councilors, to 
the molt Noble Matthias Bloenfteim , the 
only Roman Catholick in thofe parts, arid 
Overfeer of the Mines j I was very kind- 
ly received by that honourable Perlon, 
which made me tarry there for lome' 

Weeks *, during which time, I took a 
full view of the Copper Mines (the 
larged and riched in ail Hungary) and 
all their fubterraneous Paflages : I was 
told here, that Paracelftu dwelt in this Paraceliu- 
Place for a con fider able time ; built a hsai nee 
Laboratory here, wherein he made fe- eS 
veral Experiments upon Vitriol, Anti- ” HUDfii 
mony.

Having provided himfeif here with an 
Interpreter, a Learned and Honeft Chy- 
mift, we travelled more Northward 
to Poiftaa-y by the way we faw divers 
Rivulets which carried fome Gold-dull; 
along with their Currents ; my Inter- 
preter alio Ihew’d me feveral Hills, whi- 
ther, as f)e laid, many Strangers, but ef- 
pecially Italians and Poles , come every 
Year privately to gather Rubies, and 
Granate-ftones, which done, they flop 
up fecretly the Entrance of the Mine, 
and make the belt flute they can to get 
off, W\ avoid the danger of being fur- 
priz’d bY thplky, by divers Troops of 
StraglcrsVjilnodtRw/^that way upon the 
lame ErraVJ, and commCvdy kill one an- 
other without mercy. 

After two days Journey, wc came 
fafely to roiftauy where 1 lodged at the 
Houle of a certain Noble Hungarian , 
who was the Proprietor of thefe Mines ;

nefs of 22 Carats; and containing not 
the lealt mixture of any other Metal,

It is by this means, I fuppofe, that 
the large and deep Subterraneous Ri- 
ver, which furnilhes the famous Well 
of the Caftle of Caarlevittt with Wa- 
ter, after it has run for a coniiderable 
time with a fwift Current very deep 
underneath the hollow fccrets towards

The Mountain that lies dole by our 
part is call’d the Table Mount, from it 9 
llatnefs on the top, and ferves for a 
Guide to the Mouctaiucei s in thole 
parts. Its height is reckon’d to be a- 
bout five Leagues. Certain it is, (as I 
found by my own Experience) that its 
aieent is very flccp, for it coif me a 
hearty fweat before wc came to the 
top of it •, being obliged to pals in 
my way up vuft multitudes of vari- 
ous Shrubs and Plants, and among the 
reft law a whole Foreft of the Laky fal- 
mitre (the Roots whereof grew crols- 
wile, like a Net-work) extending its 
felf in two Branches to the foot of 
the Mountain ; llor’d with prodigious 
numbers of Baboons. In our return 5^ -feUe 
( towards Evening ) we were fadly atom. 
pefter’d, or rather frighted, with a 
kind of fiery Meteor, which feem’d to 
move in the Air like large /parks of fire ;

For what other Rcafons can be allcdged 
for theft conftant Winds (called Mm- 
foons) hut the high Mountains which arc 
conftantly covet’d with Snow, it being 
certain, that thefe Winds continue to 
blow whillt the Snows are melting; 
there being no other canfc to be alledg- 
cd in thefe places where the Wind blows 
always from one Corner, 01 changes but 
once a Year, than the di /1 motion of the 
Mountains, or the Annual Concourft of 
the Sun. It mult however be confefs’d, 
that fuch fpatious Fenns, the receptacles 
of Vapours may not a little contribute 
towards thefe Winds.

From hence calling my Eyes towards 
the adjacent Mountains, I could plainly 
diftern (tho’ at a confiderablc distance) 
the Original canft of the South- E aft 
Wind, which put me in mind of the 
Mountains, where «A iolus is faid to have 
bis Seat, and detain the Winds in Pri- 
fon. For it is obftrvablc, That whene- 
ver thick Clouds appear on, and about 
1 the tops of the adjacent high Mountains, 
they are the infallible fore-runners of 
fevere Storms, which are more or iels 
ftrong, according to the extent, thick- 
nefs, or poiition of the Clouds ; of this 
I have taken frequent notice in the 
Clouds, that ufed to arife upon the Tabid- 
Mount, which were always followed' by 
heavy and long Tempefts. 

Tims, it is certain, That tho’ the 
Stars never vary in their Courfe, they 
don’t communicate the fame quality to 
the Air ; it having been obftrv’d, that 
at the fame time there blows quite ano- 
ther Wind alboar, as there does at Sea ; 
nay, what is more, two or three diffe- 
rent Winds blow at once in different 
parts of the Bay, all which muft be at- 
tributed to the different poiition of the 


to obferve the different Conftitution^ 
and Situations of Places, with the fame 
care as they do commonly the Tides, 
or return and reflux of the Sea, which ( 
vary according to the lituations of the * 
Bays, Havens, or Capes ; of this varia- 
tion I had fufficicnt experience in our 
paflage through the Channel, betwixt 
the Port of St. Malo, on the Frctuh Slioar; 
and the File of Wight, octafioned by a 
ridge of Rocks near Cape La Hogue , on 
the Coaft of Normandy. But the diftuft 
lion of this fpinous Queftion concerning 
thefe Moufoons , or certain variations of 
the Winds, may not only depend (as 
well near home as in far diftind places) 
from the Sun’s approach to, or removal 
from theft parts, but alio from the dif- 
ferent Sealons of the Year. 

But it is a much greater Secret to 
know the true Origin of the continual 
South-Eaft Winds, which Mowing almoft. 
without Intcrmiffion in divers parts ol 
the World, and efpecially on the Q* pe 
of Gtod rigpe f we may add/ell our fclves 
toOedhus hltnlelf, to find out t|£ diffe^ 
reTlHituations ot the Maintains infiref/- 
rencc to the Plains, w hicmgccafionithefc 
Winds.

T HESE are numberlefs on the 
Cape of good Hope ; the moft noted 
. rii c Span: j h Flic.', Butter-fries , Glow-worms 
, and Loafs of divers kinds; Cornworms 
of diverfe Colours, and Spiders with 
many I .eggs of the bignefs of a Man’s 
Fill , Ants or Pi (mires that bury them- 
fjvcs under the Food they have ga- 
t nei ’d ; 1 law whole Millions of them in 
l)ca<;s on the Mountains. 

Their Serpents here differ in Bignefs, 
Shape, and Venom; the Vipers arc as 
large again here as in France ; Salaman- 
ders, Scorpions, long Ear -wigs, Lizjtrds, 
end Toads : Diflourfing one day with 
the Govcrnour of the Fort, about thefe 
1’o ids, and how furprized 1 was to ob- 
serve them three times bigger than ours, 
with two long Feet trailing behind, like 
the Otters-, he Ihcw’d me a certain Sea- 
Filh full of Prickles, not unlike a l oad, 
with long Feet join’d to the out-lide of 
the Belly; he toid me that thefe did 
bring forth rhe Toads, which 1 was fuf- 
ficicntly convinc’d. of afterwards by my 


own Experience: I remember, that 
when 1 differed one of thefe Creatures, 
in the prefence of the Govcrnour, *1 
found its Lungs very large, but the o- 
ther like thofe of ordinary Toads and 
frogs. 

The reft of thefe kind of Creatures ei- 
ther did not come to my fight, or if they 
did, it was fuperfftially, that in that 
Ihort time 1 flay’d there, 1 could not take 
exatt notice of them. To conclude, I 
am inclined to ArifiotUi s Opinion, viz* 2. 
That Afia produces the fierceft Beafts, degen. a- 
Europe the ftrongeft, and A/rick the moft c.7. 
different kinds ; which queftionlefs has 
given Birth to the Proverb, That Africk 
always affords fome new thing or another. 

For the want of frefh Water in this hot 
Climate, draws in the wild Beafts in 
great numbers to the Banks of the Ri- 
ver ; they copulate promifeuoufly, and lo 
engender feveral new kinds. But this 
muft be underftood of the Defarts of 
Africk , which otherwife is watered by

B UT as my Genius did lead me than anyother thing to bt^et with lArCp 
more to the Knowledge of Plants, I was very curious jn exaraaing fuJi of 
Vol.IV. Nnnnnj ftem 
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them, as this ( tho’ othcrwife barren 
Country ) produces in great plenty. 
Near the •Sea-lhoar I met with abun- . 
dance of the Kali, ( a Herb fo highly 
efteem’d both among the Ancients and 
modern Authors) as I found in the Val- 
lies great ftore and variety of fccret 
Broom heath, of divers forts, of Sea- 
green, Dog-Onion and Daffidifvrith heads 
of the bignefs of an ordinary Man’s 
Head ; fome whereof I have font long 
ago into Holland ; in the Night they 
have a fmell like the Geranium or Stork - 
hill. 

Among the Mountains you find a 
certain Tree here (more fragrant than 
all the reft) the Wood whereof is fo 
hard, that the Dutch have given it the 
name of Iron-wood, but is ufed only for 
Fuel. Thefo Mountains alfo produce 
whole Woods of Shrubs, abundance of 
Aloes, and very good Scammony ; in the 
Gardens they have your Indian Night - 
jhade, and a moft delicious kind of Me- 
lons ( call’d erronioully Water-Lemons 
by the Dutch ) affording the belt re- 
■ frdhmcnt in the World, to the Ships

It is ODferysreJe, that the Lower Palm- 
tree, (call’&Arrlj m by the Mala* an s, and 
Armifas by th fa Arabians ) »s well as 
the Coco-tree, never bear Bloff^m With- 
out, but only within the two Tropicks 5 
and that ( if thofo who ipeak by ex- , 
perince may be credited ) in thole 
Countries that are neareft to the Equi- 1 
noCtial, they thrive belt, and their" 1 
Fruits prove either lefler or bigger, ac- 
cording as they are nearer or more re- 
mote from the laid Equinoctial Line, 
and decreafo both in Quantity and Qua- 
lity accordingly. Thus you find but 
few of thefo Palm-trees, and thofo with- 
out Fruits, on the Cape of Good Hope 5 
and in Bengale, without the Tropicks , 
the lame Pears and Apples as v)p .have 
in Holland, but no Coco or Palm-trees ; 
but at Mefquetti (a place in the King- 
dom of Bengali ) and m Ptrfl.i the 

Trop tiles') thefo Trees grow*, but bear 
no Fruit except what is Very inlipid and 
dry, whereas, near the Equinoctial, 
they prove larger and very juicy.

T HE Cold does not exert its rigour 
here: Hails are very rare, nor 
are the Rivers congeal’d with Ice : The 
greateft extremity of the Winter fcarce 
ever railing here beyond a white Frolt. 

For you mull know, that we have not 
Four, but only Two Seafons of the Year, 
( as well as all over the Indies. ) The 
Winter is one continued rainy Seafon, 
as the Summer is one unintermittent 
Drought, but both accompanied with 
violent Storms : For at the lame time 
we enjoy the plealantnefs of the Sum- 
mer heat in Holland, they are continu- 


ally afflifted with Rains here; and 
whilft the Sun there approaches to the 
Equinoctial Line, it recedes from thence, 
on this Cape, by a continual Conrft. 

As for Inllance, if you pitch upon a 
certain place in Holland , as Amfterdam , 
the Cape of Good Hope is 1 7 Deg. 51 M. 
beyond it in its Latitude, but 1 1 Deg. 
30 Min. beyond it, in relpeft of its 
Longitude. For in October (the begins 
ning of the Summer here) when the 
Trees call their Leaves in Holland, the 
Fields and Gardens begin to be cover’d 
with Graft and Herbs.

Upon any extraordinary 
occalion, of a Wedding, Lying-in of a 
Woman, or fuch like, they will, per- 
haps kill an. Ox, a Sheep, (if they can’t 
light upon fuch Veniion) for to enter- 
tajfl their Friends; Q>) the Leaves of the 
Sca-grech of different kinds, are alfo 
much in uft among them; for the reft 
they fold upon Cows and Sheeps Milk, 
wMch the Women gather early in the 
Morning*, and make very good Butter 
of it. They flea a Bird with Feathers 
and all, then turning the Skin with the 
Feathers upward, they tie it to a Stick 
or Cane, and therewith ftir the Milk, 
till the ferous part of the Milk is fepa- 
rated from the oleagenous fubftSnce; the 
Butter-milk they eat, and fometimes 
wafh their Hands with. 

Cheefe they neither love, nor know 
how to make ; their ordinary Liquors 
for ordinary drinking, arc Milk and Wa- 
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Their way of Living. 
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ter ; they feed upon no Fiihes but what 
have Scales, and confeqoently no Eeels, 
nor any of the teftaceous kind, fuch as 
Oifters, &c. The Fiih they moft delight 
in, is a certain fweet kind of Bream (c) (c) Cell'd 
with very thick Scales ; they are all with- *kHot- 
out diftinftion of Age or Sex, fuchadmi- *5^ ^ 
rers of Tobacco, that, tho’ they are at Dutch, 
variance with one another, they will 
hand about the Tobacco-pipe without 
Exceptions. 

This Country produces a certain kind 
of African Arva Root (or Lake Stohhin) 
offo venemous and corroding quality, 
that it not only bites upon, but alio 
blifters the Tongue. Thefe Hottentot t 
have a way of feparating the pernicious 
Sulphur by the Fire, which binds the 
Volatil Corroding Salt; and thus to ren- 
der it fit for Food: The Hcdg-hogt 
(which are ftrangely ihaped here) migh- 
tily delight in this Root ; they not only 
feed upon the dry’d and powder’d Skins 
of Beafts, (after they have nfed them a 
conliderable time inftead of Shoes) but 
alfo upon Excrements mixed with ibme 
other things ; this they do withouf tljp 
leaft diftin&ion of Civility, not except- 
ing even their King, the Head of a Crew- 
ofmiferableBeggarly Wretches, as altnoft 
all the Negroes are. 


CHAP. XVII. 

Their manner of making War. 


N othing is more barbarous than this 
Country, where the rugged Cli- 
mate, and rocky Mountains feem to have 
produced Men of their own kind, who 
applying all their Thoughts to Mifchief 
and Fraud, are of a far different Tem- 
per from the Europeans^ being very prone 
to quarrel, or to beguile a Man upon ve- 
ry frivolous occafions. Their Arms (be- 
fides the Leather Jacket which ferves in- 
Head of a Shield) are Bows and Arrows ; 
theft are of two forts, for thefe call’d by 
them AJfagayct , are a kind of Dart which 
they know how to manage with fuch- 
dexterity, that at Forty Paces diftan\ 
they will exaftly hit the Mark : The di- 
ther is a kind of a Javelin, which throw- 
ing twice or thrice round their Heads, 
they ftrike with vaft ftrength into their 


Enemies. They have a way of poifon- 
ing theft Weapons in the following 
manner: They take a Viper or fomeo- 
ther venemous Serpent ; which being en- 
raged, they put the point of the Wea- 
pon into its Mouth, and tye it for fear 
of falling out ; this done, they, to en- 
creafe the virulency of the Poilbn, cut 
off" the Head of the Viper, under whofe 
Jaws the Bladders, which are the refer- 
[atorics of the Poifon, lie conceal’d ; this 
HT be taken without danger, 
Smmunicated by the Sting of the 
e, is mortal, as many of our 
. have found to their coft. f The 
pmedy againft it is, to beet the 
f place with a frnall ftfck, find af- 
terwards to fuck it. ' \1| 

Their chief ftrengtl^fcyA a jppr kef 
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havipg been taught by the Lyons (which 
arc very uumcrous here) that itislafed 
to appear without their lurking Holes in 
bad Weather ; when our Fire-Arms are 
generally out of order, they follow their 
Foot-Heps, and lurking among the 
Woods, fend their Darts from thence a- 
mong our People ; but if they happen to 
niece them in dear Weather, and in the 
open Fields, they fee up a huge Cry, 
and immediately retreat to the Woods, 
or thorny Hills, from whence they may 
light at a diftancc, by the help of their 
Bows and Arrows. 

If they happen to be much fuperiorin 
number, they fall on with terrible cries, 
like Mad-men ; but notwithdanding the 
inequality of their Number, they fel- 
dom care to come in reach of our Fire- 
Arms, whereas if they engage with their 
own Country-inen, they will prefs very 
hard upon one another: I think it may 
jnftly be apply’d to the Hottentots what 
Floras fays of the Gauls , viz. That their 
Souls are as fierce as the wild Beafis , and 
their Bodies beyond the bulk of Aden ; but 
that it had been found by experience , that as 
at the firjt onfet they fall on with a more 
than Man like Courage , fo if once repulfed, 
they retreat like Women. It leems, as if 
their Bodies, bred among the cloudy 


Mountains, had tetained lome refem- 
blance to the Snow, which melts with 
the lead heat ; as their fierce and bar- 
barous lnciinattftTLleem to have s rela- 
tion to the ROcks land Woods tl/by in- 
habit. ( t . 

Their Leaders or Chieftains^ 1 .they 
call Captains, being not didinguillted 
from the red by their Arms, except that 
his Staff has two knobbs, and his Veft is 
lomewhat cleaner than the common 
Soldiers ; but he never appears abroad 
without five or fix old Fellows, who are 
fuppoled to be his Advifers upon all oc- 
caiions, as the Romans committed the 
management of Arms to the Younger 
lort, but chofe the Senate out of the 
Elders. 

Wc were at that time engaged in a 
War with one of their Captains, gam- 
ed Honomai , becaufe our Forces mad, not 
not long before our Arrival, taken 
from them above 2000 Oxen aq^ Cows, 
befidcs Sheep ; and wc were 
time bringing our Auxiliaries into the 
Field, under Captain Claes and Cuyper y 
to attempt a lecond Irruption. Their 
Wives they employ upon Mellages, and 
if any of them are taken Priloners, they 
are difinid without a Ranfom. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

Their way of Tr a faking. 


A S all their Riches and Subdance 
confid in their Cattle, this is the 
only Commodity they exchange with onr 
People. Commonly the Governour of 
the Fort, lends a Dodor or two accom- 
pany’d by lome Soldiers, and provided 
with good dorc of Virginia Tobacco, or 
rather of the Black aud worfer fort, 
(which they edeern mod) with fome 
Beads of Coral, Glafs, or Copper, and 
fome quantity of Aquavits, (whereof 
they are great lovers) which they pur- 
chafe for their Oxen, Cows, Sheep, and 
iomedmes for leveral Panther Skins. 
Their way of Fxchange is thus : Our 
Merchants, oiler a piece of Tobacco, 
of about two fpaus in length for ao' 
Ox, or a Sheep, always addidg^i^aCe 
by little and little; (a Cudom Uways 
oblcrv’d among them, without Vwhich, 
they Uiinic themleives not obliged u* the,. 
Bar'gailj :) A t lad. they will ask .

quantity of Tobacco, which they va- 
lue left by a fourth part at lead ; But 
at the fird meeting, our Fadors always 
prefent them with a piece of this Weed, 
which they feek to retaliate by a 
Prefent of a Sheep ; by this means they 
exchange fometimes 100 or 200 Oxen, 
(betides Sheep) at one time. Our Go- 
vernor lends his Fadors no more than 
once a Year to the Effequas, to make 
them the more eager after the Tobac- 
co ; they commonly prefent our Fadors 
with the bed Mutton at their meeting. 
But care mud be taken not to let tbeie 
Barbarians lee your whole Stock,, for 
fear of being kill'd by them, upon that 
account; as was likely to have happen’d 
to lome of our People, who were in 
great danger, of being all llain by the 
Bnsther of the King of the Effequas, had 
'thJy not been forewarn'd of the dan- 
ger, by the Old King himfelf, whole Son 
now reigns, and lives in a good Cor- 
refpondcnce with us.

CHAP. XXII. 

Of their peculiar haws and Cufioms. 


T H O’ theft Barbarians are not rc- 
ftrain’d either by any written 
Law or fear of God, they by a blind 
inftinA follow the Cuftoms of their 
Anceftors : Thus, if a Woman happens 
to bring forth Twins, a Male and Fe- 
male, they immediately kill the laft, 
differing in this from the Scythes , who 
kill’d all the Males among the Ama- 
zons ; and from the Ancient Carthagi- 
nians , who ufed to Sacrifice Male Chil- 
dren alive to Saturn. 

They cut out one of the Tefticlcs to 
all their Male Children, immediately 
after they are born, to make them run 
with the more fwiftnefs. The Women 
they cut off as many Joints off their 
Fingers, as they have had Husbands, 
beginning with the firft Joint of the 
little Finger: They allow of Poli- 
gamy, like the Mahometans : Their In- 
duftry (fuch as it is) is founded only 
upon their Inclinations, without any 


Legal Compuliion. They know no o- 
thcr punifhmcnt of Murthcr, but the 
Revenge of the Friends of the decea- 
fed, who never ceaft to purfue the 
Murderer, till they have found him 
out, and then beat him with their Clubs, 
and ac laft kill him with their Jave- 
lins, nay, frequently excrcife their Cru- 
elties upon their dead Bodie?. Other 
Crimes, as Adultery, Theft, and fuch 
like, are made good by reta- 

liation. They have one peculia r G «-/ 
ftom, if a young J .ad happen^ 
lick, they kill a fat Ox, which "they 
feaft upon, but the Paunch and other 
Entrails they hang about the Patient’s 
Neck, till being Putrify’d, and falling 
off of conrft, they muft be devoured 
by Ibrne Old Man or other. Their 
Succeflions are limited by the ordinary 
Law of Inheritance, efjpccialjy among 
the Ejfequas. 


CHAP. XXIII. 

Of their Marriages. 


S UCH as have an Intention to mar- 
ry together, having obtained their 
Parents Confent, apply themfelves to 
their Captain, who giving his Confent, 
they marry at pleamre, tho fometimes 
all their Subfiftence confifts only in a 
Club, an Ox to carry their Hut upon, 
a Milch Cow, and perhaps Ten or 
Twelve Sheep, ibme whereof certainly 
niip 'kill’d for the Wedding Feaft. The 
richer ibrt marry as mat^ Wivj'.' as 


they think fit, and in caft of difljk**, 
divorce themftlyes. Theft commonly 
kill two or three Oxen, and a many 
Sheep for the Feaft ; the Flelh after it 
is parted from the Skin, they expole 
a little in the Air, and then boil it 
in its own Fat in their Earthen Pots, 
the Guts being roafted in the A flies; 
they treat their Friends with theft 
Dainties, and Ipend the Day merrily, 
according to their own way. 


CHAP. 
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Of the Education of their Children. 
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HEN their Child-bearing Wo- 
Hr V men have an ealie Labour, they 
manage all the natural Ligaments with 
fnfficient Skill, and without much Dif- 
ficulty; but in cafe they arc affli&cd 
with a hard Labour, they make ufe of 
a certain Herb, endow’d with the ver- 
tue of expelling the Fruit; the true 
name or knowledge of which I could 
never learn from them, neither by en- 
treaties nor promifes, they allcdging 
that they were fir icily forbidden to dis- 
cover it. Their time of Lying-in is foon 
over, and they bring up their Babes af- 
fSr a wiry ugly manner ; for after they 


have kept them about two or three 
Weeks at home, without any fwathing 
Clouts, they tie them to their Backs ; 
and at four Months of age they begin 
to fmoak Tobacco, and in four Months 
more they put them upon their Feet ; 
then they have a Jacket given them (as 
I have been informed by 'fome who 
lived five Years there.) At the Age 
of eight or nine Years, they begin to be 
accultom’d to the ufe of Arms ; their 
Parents generally affix a piece of Meat 
to a Poll, which they mult hit with 
their Arrows before they are permit- 
ted to eat the leaft Viduals. • 


CHAP- XXV. 
Of their Handier aft Trades. 


*OU may as well look for Jewels 
^ in a Hogs-ftic as Artilans among 
this barbarous Generation ; however, 
they have a kind of Taylors among 
them, who lew their Skins ( their or- 
dinary Apparel) with Needles of Iron 
(for as I am inform’d, they have very 
good Mines of that Metal) or Ivory, 
their Thread being nothing but the 
twilled Nerves of Bealls. And conli- 
dcringthat they lhavc their Heads in 
divers figures, it is manifeft, that be- 
lides Taylors and Barbers, they areal- 
lb Artilans in Iron work; thefe are the 


main things they glory in with lo much 
Self-conceit, that when I once Ihew’d 
one of their Captains a very well- 
wrought Watch, and Ihew’d him the 
ufe thereof, he told me. That ejuejiion- 
lefs the Hottentotes could make fuch an- 
other. They have allb a certain Muli- 
cal Inflrument, of the lame lhape and 
ufe as our Pipes. Some of them pre-> 
tend allb to Magick , and would make 
us believe, that they can draw the Filh 
to the Bait with the found of their 
Pipes. • 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Of their Phyftek.

If you fqueeze his Tail juft above the 
Sting, it emits a bright drop out of his 
crooked Sting, unlefs he has ftung fomc- 
body not long before, which is not much 
more hurtful than the Sting of our Bees j 
his Sting is not very loon rcplcnilh’d with 
the poifonous matter, and when he ftings 
it is as if you were touched by a Stone j 
but the 'Jnunjand-Fect being very corro- 
live, communicate very fharp Poi- 
lon : Of the Vipers we have had occa- 
fion to fpeak before. If the Wound 
proves malignant, or there be the leaft 
fufpicion of a Gangreen, they cut it out 
with the (harp points of their Arrows \ 
and if it has inlefted a Member they cut 
it off’ immediately. AH Contulions 
they cure by Unctions ( with Beef or 
Mutton Suet, for want of any other 
Ointment ) afterwards fcarific the part 
and fuck it till they draw the Blood 
, thro’* the Skin. The Rhumatifm tiiey 


cure in the fame manner, except that 
they expofe the part ( after it is well 
anointed with the Suet) before t huff ire, 
that the Particles thereof may force 
our the morbifick Matter, by th^T be- 
ing attenuated before the fire; 
then they go to fucking. Among the 
Vegetables they arc acquainted with 
very few Phylical Plants but thofe of 
the beft, which as 1 told you. before, 
I cannot learn from them at any rate. 
This makes me admire how (feme can 
boaft of J know not what Secrets they 
have attained ro among lo treacherous 
a Generation as the Platamt:. >. They 
have a way of curing the Cholick by 
a certain Aromatick Root, almoft in an 
inftant. They alio ftamp a kind of 
Date ( as I fiippofc ) called by thorn 
Dacha , which they afterwards make in- 
to a Paftc, and being dry’d in the Sun.

CHAP. XXVII. 

Of their Language. 


I F you fhould bear them Speak, or 
rather Chatter, in their own Dia- 
lect, you would certainly believe, that 
you were gone back to the Pythagorean 
Age, when the Birds tiled to converfe 
together, by way of Difcourfe y it be- 
ing certain, that their fpcaking is on- 
ly an inarticulate noife, and no real 
Voice, every Word ending with a kind 
of whiftlc, by the Tongues clapping lb 
clofc to the Palate •, whence fome have 
judg’d, that by this Ihrill ncife, occa- 
fioned by the touching of the Palate, 
they did exprefs their Vowels, where- 
as they pronounced the «Confonai$f£ 
much lower in the Throat, atnLfcam’d 
therrj, together by drawing tVgcfher 
theif tips in an orbicular figure.! Cer- 
tain-V is, That they can’t converfe with-

As they are but barren in Roots, 
or Original Words, fo they abound in 
Fplthites : Thus they call all forts of 
Birds Courcour , with the addition of a 
proper Epithite , as for inftancc } Cam- 
maCcurccur , a Water-fowl, whether it 
be a Duck, a Cormorant, or Sea-Gull j 
Sickom ( a Belgicifm, fuch as they fre- 
quently ufe among them ) Courcour , a 
young Bird -, Grotom Courcour, vl large Bird, 
by which, however, in a ftrift fenfe, 
tfecy underftand the Oftrich. They have

E weigh’d Anchor, out 
of Tangier Bay, near 
eight in the Morning, 
the Wind at S.S. Weft 
off the Shoar, very moderate *, betore 
Ten, the Tide of Ebb then fetting to 
the Weftward, had drove us down the 
length of Jews River, which having ob- 
ferv’d, that I might fomething more im- 
prove my judgment on the Tides and 
Cufrents in thele parts, I then produc’d 
, this Draught of the Streights Mouth of 
Gibraltar , which I had drawn lbme- 
tiuie before having often crofs’d o- 
ver from the one Shoar to the other, 
as allb anchor’d fcveral Boats, half 
N a League diftant from one another, that 
'they have reach’d one third of the Cha- 
nel over , having on Board of each of 
them. Watches for Time, Logs to in- 
form the turning pf the Tide, and fc- 
veral other Conveniences proper for 
thofc Obfervations i by which means, 

1 gain’d fome experience how the Tides 
let, their time and diftancc from the 
Shoar } as allb where the Current, which 
has its conftant Indraught into the 
Streights, if extremes of Wind occafion 
no alteration, does commence from the 
• Tides. Having thus gather’d thefe CoJ- 
letlions, 1 drew this Draught, as it is 
here demonftrated at large, and Calcu- 
lated theTables thereupon plac’d,which 
are for every Day in the Moon’s age, 
that is, fiom Full to Change, and from 
the Change to the Full ■, lo tbe^lpoking 
upoq thele Tables, you are inforntd at 
all times, when the Tides fluwrto. the 
Eaftward, and Ebb to the Weftward,^^ 
njon both6hoars. Our Ship ha\ing4jha* ~ 
drove contrary to ourCouvfe, that

"feTVidunrthe Table for the Offing upon 
the African SjW, that the Tide began 


to flow to the Eaftward at Ten a Clock, 
and 2 1 Min. By this time the Wind 
Iprang up frelh Eaftcrly, and iiicreaf^ 
ed lb furioufly, that we were forc’d to 
Reef our Top-lails, having now thnad- 
vantage of the Tide ; here the Cur/Oafc. 
in the middle, as allb the Tide npot thg^ 
Spa,? if) Shoar, which began that Day to 
flow to the Eaftward, at n ot the 
Clock and 16 Minutes. Thus happen’d 
the time fo opportunely, that ftanding 
the nearer both the Shoars was the 
greater advantage, making no more 
than three Boards we .weather’d the 
Eafternmoft Point of Gibraltar above 
two Leagues. Thus did we make a 
clear Experiment of the truth of thefe 
Tables and Draught. The fame ad- 
vantage may be made in turning 
out of the Streights with a Wcflerly Wind, 
only flopping the Tide of Flood, if 
Weather will permit. For want of Ex- 
perience in the Tides and Currents here, 
this Age has produc’d but too many Ex- 
amples of the lofs both of Men of War, 
and of Merchant-men. I remember in 
the Year 1663, Sir John Lawfon , in the 
Refolntion , having been in the Levant , 
coming near to Gibraltar in the Night, 
the Current having let us over dole on 
board the Spanijh Shoar, we made the 
Highland of Gibraltar , for Apes- Hill up- 
on the Barbary Shore, which had like to 
have prov’d of very dangerous confe- 
qucnce, our Courfe being right over the 
Low-land, which General Blake had in- 
tentions of cutting through, to have 
made an Jfland. Hairing heard many 
Qjfputes concerning Tydes and Currents, 
i^will here, in few words, give my Opi- 
nion of them. And firft of Tydes, 
which as is obferv’d, have a dependen- 
cy upon the Motion, Increafe, and Dc- 
crcaifr*«£thc Moon. 

X 
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It flows in the Bay of Tangier , and fo 
upon the Barbary Shoar, as tar as Apes- 
Hid. , Souths weft and by South , one quar- 
ter after two a Clock, Full and Change 
of the Moon, high Water. The Moors 
ahd Spaniards, upon each of their Na- 
Shores, in the Streights Mouth of 
Gibraltar, thus account the Tydes. When 
the Moon appears in their Horizon upon 
hcr\rifing, the Tyde fets away to the 
Weftvt^d, and continues till her coming 
to the Meridian ; which haring palled, 
the Tyde begins to flow to the Eastward. 
I cannot be fo politivc in niy Opinion as 
fome arc, that the Moon has an ahfolutc 
Influence upon the Government of Tydes, 
and therefore lhall lay down my Reafons 
with fubmiflion to better Judgments. If 
the Moons a draft ion be fo powerful up- 
on tile Raters, why do they not follow 
her motion round the World? At Prince 
Rupert's Bay, within three Leagues of 
^ipes-HiS, in the Streights Mouth of G7- 
\ altar. the Tyde rifes perpendicular up- 
en the Springs Nine Foot. At Buceama , 
upon the Barbary Shore, 20 Leagues to 
the Eaftward , there's fcarcc any know- 
ledge of a Tyde. So thac in lb Ihort a 
diftance, the Moon's influence upon the 
Water ceafes. At Cape S part el, which 
(is the Weftcrmoft part of the African 
/Shoar, it flows South , South-weft a very 
llrong Tyde. Five or fix Leagues Weft, 
South-Weft into the Sea, there is no ap- 
pearance of either Ebbing or Flowing. 
So that here to the Weftward into the O- 
ccau, as alio to the Eaftwat’d mentioned 
before, in the Mediterranean ; the Wa- 
ters have no depeDdance upon the Moon. 
Tbcfe Demonftrations, with many o- 
thers which might be laid down, induce 
me to the Opinion, That the Moon’s 
Change, Full, and Quarter, as alfo her 
Motion, are particular Signs to inform 
our Judgments, rather than of any Pow- 
er Ihc has on the Waters, or their de- 
pendant on her. The great Mailer of 
Philolophy drowned himfelf, bccaufe he 
could not apprehend theCaufc of Tydes * 
but his Example cannot be fo prevalent 
with all, as to put a Period to other 
Mens Inquiries into this Subjcft. I hope 
it will be allow’d that a Sailor, by his 
Experience in this Age, may better know 
the Ihifting of Tydes in fcveral Parts 
than Arlftotle, tho’nottheCaufe; which 


divided the Earth from the Water , fvA/n 
which Divifion naturally .put the’i Wa- Bollmd 
ters in motion by a I^verfe, or Rc- ^ 
treat from their firirPofition. After 
thar, the Earth was made dry Land, 
the Waters return’d tofeek their former 
Place, and to claim their Dominion "o'- 
ver the more folid and confift/it Bo- 
dies ; by which ambition they rais’d 
thcmfdves up to the High' water- mark, 
where they were retrained and bound- 
ed by the Heavenly Power; lb that, b 
ing able to advance no higher, they r 
turn’d to the Ebbing; and ever fine 
it might be God Almighty’s Provident 
al Will, for the convenience of Man, 1 
continue the fame motion of the Water 
1 have no oilier Rcafon or Apology t 
make for this my Opiuion, than that i 
molt parts of the known World, tt 
Waters hav-e the llrcugth of their Me 
tion near to the Shears, and at Sea lirarc 
any thing at all but wlut is occalion’ 
by Winds. Which brings me to th 
Conrfe of Currents, that have no depen 
dency upon the Moon, having obferve 
principally three forts of Currents o 
Streams, occafioned by a Trade Wind 
the indraught of Bays, as that of Bifcay 
and the Gulph or Lions ; a forceablc 
Stream betwixt two High Lands £om* 
ing from the Ocean, as the Current pro- 
ceeding from the Streights Mouth of Gi- 
braltar, where in the 'middle part (de- 
monftrated uupon the Draught between 
the two Lines M M) The Current has 
its continual pallage into the Mediterra- 
nean, if not alter’d by fome extream of 
Weather. And altho’ l know fome are 
of a contrary Opinion, yet there is no- 
thing that refembles Truth more, than 
Demonftration upon Matter of Fa ft. In 
Nine Years that I have liv’d and fail’d 
from Tangier, I did never fee any Ships 
in the middle of the Streights, happen- 
ing then to be calm, or little Wind, 
but was infallibly driven in, if ihe could 
not reach the fide of Ebb upon neither 
Shoar. This, I fuppofe may be fuffici-*. 
ent to demonftrate that there is a valfc 
Slucc of Water hurry’d into the Streights. 

At Conftantinople out of the Black-Sea, it 
runs into the Mediterranean a forcible 
Stream, and many large Rivers fall into 
the Imd** Seas. The Queltion is, what 
becomes of all this Water ? The Tydes

the Streights Mouth of Gibraltar has its 
continual Indraught aloft, fo the toper* 
ficial part thereof may have its recourfc 
back again below. To know the certain- 
ty of this, it were but flopping with a 
Stream-Anchor in the middle of the 
Str eight s-j poffibly it may require 3^0 rff 
400 Fathom Warp: Your Ship befog 
brought up, the Current running ftrong- 
ly to the Eaftward , brings it to Wind- 
head to the Wefiward. 


The Defer if tion of the Sounding-Boat for Currents, 


fTHHEN having the Lead, which I 
f have made, as the Draught here 
demonftrates with Springs in the inward 
part, a Bladder hook’d upon the outlide, 
which has a dependency upon thofe 
Springs, ib that the Lead ftriking the 
Ground, off flies the Bladder from the 
Lead, and all the way in its riling to the 
Superficies of the Water, it is drove 
which way lbcver the Current does fet, 
your Ship being flopp’d by her Anchor, 
if the Current fet out of the Streights be- 
low, then will the Bladdar rife a-head of 
the Ship, contrary to the Current aloft. 
Now where your Ship is Anchor’d in 
300 Fathom water, 1 will fuppofc it 
flows into the Streights too Fathom deep, 
from the Surface, and from that 200 Fa- 
thom to the bottom, it runs out to the 
Wefiward. To know thecertainty of this, 
or what depth it fets contrary, I have 
here drawn the JDraught of a Square 
Dragg-Sail at the Boats Bow, with 
Weights of Lead, at the lower part, 


to deprefs the Sail downward ; fo turn- 
ing the Boat loofe you lower th^Sail un- 
to the Water, and which way foeverth< 
Stream runs, it willdraw along the Boat 
If it returns out of the Mediterranean a! 
1 00 Fathoms deep, the Sail being low* 
er’d to that, then it will not fail of Drag-* 
ing your Boat contrary to the Current a- 
loft. Thus might the Experiment be 
made to the fatisfadion of the curious. 

The founding Boat for Currents in the 
Draught No. 2, there is the form of a 
Sail mark’d 6’, which has two Yards, one 
aloft, the other below; by which means, 
if my Judgment fails me not, it will ftand 
to fair, as to keep full within lefs than 
three Points of the Compafs. In the 
Hold of the lame Boat mark’d F, I have 
form’d a fort of work, which gives a true 
Account of the Boats way by her Motion, 
hoping it may prove ofgeneral ufe, more 
in particular unto Draughts-men, whole 
care ought to be in laying down Capes, 
and Head-lands, exaftly to the diftance.
